MEMOIR  OF  THE  RIGHT  HONOURABLE  THOMAS 
BABINGTON  MACAULAY. 

WITB   A    POBTBIIT,   VSOU   A   SEAWIITO  MY   E,    V.    BDDIS,   BSQ. 

This  celebrated  euayht,  orator,  poet,  and  historiao,  b  the  eldest 
SOD  of  the  late  Zachaiy  Macaulay,  the  eatly  and  Teteran  labourer  for 
the  abolition  of  N^ro  ilaTery.  Thomas  BabingtoQ  Macaulay  was  bora 
in  1800.  He  receiTed  his  earlj  education  at  home  under  a  private 
tutor,  and  then  read  for  sonie  years  onder  the  guidance  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Preston  at  Shelford,  near  Cambridge. 

In  1818  ha  entered  at  Tfintty  College,  Cambridge,  where  he  acquired 
high  distinction  as  a  classical  scliolar;  and  where  he  established  a  still 
higher  reputatioo  among  his  cooteinporarieB  for  hts  oratory  in  their 
debating  societies,  for  his  .ample .  acquirements  in  modem  history  and 
literature,  and  for  the  general  hrUliancy'of  bis  eoDTeraational  powers. 
He  guned  one  of  the  Craven' UoiTersttySehqbrships  in  188^,  and  won 
a  Fellowship  ofTrinity  hi  isa*'...  '    . 

His  earliest  speech  m  public  was  delivered  in  that  year.  It  was  on  a 
subject,  OD  whidi  he  may  be  said  to  have  had  an  hereditary  right  to 
shine.  He  first  came  forward  as  a  supporter  of  one  of  the  resolutions 
moved  at  an  Anti-Slavery  meeting  in  London.  It  is  remarkable  that 
this  was  the  first  and  almost  the  last  public  speech  which  he  ever  made 
out  of  Parliameot,  except  those  delivered  by  him  on  the  hustings. 

Some  passages  of  thu  his  first  public  address  have  been  preserved 
in  the  mnnories  of  those  who  heara  it,  and  one  passage  may  be  cited  as 
peculiarly  characteristic  of  the  style  of  imagery  by  which  both  his 
oratory  and  his  writings  have  ever  been  distinguished.  After  a  fervent 
description  of  the  misery  and  degradation  of  the  West  Indian  slaves  at 
the  time  when  he  was  speaking,  be  addressed  himgelf  to  the  future,  and 
"  He  anticipated  the  day  when  the  Negro,  then  crouching  beneath  the 
Issh,  should  walk  with  brow  erect  from  the  field  which  was  his  free- 
hold,  to  the  bouse  which  was  his  castle." 

Many  of  the  earliest  productions  of  Mr.  Macaulay's  pen  appeared  in 
"  Charles  Knight's  Quarterly."  There  are  several  historical  ballads 
written  in  youth  by  the  future  author  of  the  "  Lays  of  Ancient  Rome," 
which  earned  a  more  enduring  celebrity  than  is  generally  accorded  to 
thepoetry  of  magazines  and  reviews.  Two  of  these,  "The  Armada,"  and 
"The  Battle  of  Ivry,"  have  been  republished  by  the  author  tt^ether 
with  "  The  Lays  of  Ancient  Rome,"  in  the  later  editions  of  that  work. 
They  well  deserve  the  honour.  The  description  in  "  The  Armada"  of 
the  transmission  by  the  beacon  fires  throughout  England  of  the  news 
of  the  approach  of  the  Spanish  fleet,  is  full  of  the  martial  spirit  of 
£schylns;  and  may  stand  comparison  with  its  prototype,  the  celebrated 
passage  in  "  The  Agamemnon,"   that  paints  the  chain  of  fire-signals 
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from  Moont  Um.  to  Argos,  which  uhmodcm)  to  Clvtemieatn  the  Ml  of 
Troj.  The  prowess  of  ibe  cbtTalnms  Ueori  Qaatre  ta  gfowingly  [riaced 
before  as  in  tbe  balUd  on  the  BaUle  of  Ittt.  Profaablj  the  itndy  of 
Lockhart'i  Spanifth  BalUds,  which  xppeared  •bout  the  time  when  he 
was  at  Cambridge,  but  have  dooe  much  towards  leading  MacaaUy  to 
compose  these  much  admired  stantas.  Not  that  be  is  a  mere  imitator 
of  the  Spanish  martial  romaoces.  He  adds  ekments  that  arc  all  bis 
own.  He  has  a  power  of  grouping  and  concentrating  images,  and  of 
portraying  masses,  and  tbe  moTODents  of  masaes,  which  cannot  be  fbnnd 
m  tbe  Spanish  Romancenw,  who  deal  cbieflj  with  the  pafidons,  and  tbe 
deeds  of  indiTidnals. 

The  fouodation  of  Mr.  Macanlaj's  fame  as  a  prose  writer  was  laid  by 
his  essay  on  Milton,  which  appeared  in  the  "  Edinborgh  Review  "  in 
18S5  :  and  was  followed  by  other  cratribotionB  to  that  periodical  during 
the  succeeding  tweoty-two  yearv.  When,  io  1 843,  Mr.  Macanlay  pub- 
lished a  collection  of  these  papers,  he  spoke  in  tbe  preftce  to  it,  of  the 
criticism  on  Miltoo,  aa  "  written  when  the  author  was  fresh  ^m  college, 
and  containing  scarcely  a  paragraph  such  as  his  matnred  jadgnaent 
approved,"  and  as  '*  overloaded  with  gandy  and  ungraceful  ornament." 
Authors  are  seldom  good  judges  of  their  own  works ;  and  we  totally 
except  to  Mr.  MacanUy's  condemnation  of  this  long  celebrated  esmy. 
Had  it  been  so  faulty  as  he  now  represents  it  to  be,  it  never  would  have 
pleased  the  taste  of  one  so  classically  correct  as  Jeffrey,  or  have  been 
admitted  into  the  pages  of  the  Edinburgh  while  under  tbe  management 
of  that  great  critic.  We  will  take  Jeffrey's  judgment  in  preference  to 
Macaulay's,  wben  Macanlay  himself  is  in  question,  and  unhesitatingly 
profess  our  belief  that  the  paper  on  Milion  stands  deserredly  first  in  the 
volumes  of  critical  and  historical  essays  with  which  Mr.  Macaulay  hai 
enriched  our  literature. 

This  collection  of  essays  is  so  well  known,  both  in  England  and  in 
Anglo-America,  that  any  detailed  comment  on  it  would  be  superBuous, 
Perhaps  the  single  paper  in  which  most  originality  aod  vigotu:  of 
thought  are  displayed,  is  that  on  MachiavellL  Tbe  author's  marvellous 
power  of  bringing  gorgeous  groups  of  imagery  together,  and  of  concen- 
trating the  striking  poinU  of  long  historic  annals  into  a  single  page, 
are  most  remarkably  shown  in  the  essays  on  Ciive  and  Warren  Has- 
tings, which  ought  to  be  read  together,  as  forming  one  magnificent 
picture  of  the  leading  characters  and  decisive  scenes  in  Anglo-Indian 
history,  during  iu  most  eventful  period.  The  description  of  the  trial 
of  Warren  Hastings  surpasses  any  other  scene  of  the  kmd,  with  which 
Ke  are  acquainted  in  either  ancient  or  modem  literature ;  and  nothing 
can  he  more  artistic  than  the  solemn  pathos  of  the  condusion,  where, 
after  the  mind  has  been  excited  by  the  fierce  vicissitudes  of  the  strife  of 
statesmen,  we  are  dismiaied  with  a  majestic  allusion  to  "  that  temple  of 
silence  and  reconciliation,  where  the  enmities  of  twenty  generations  lie 
buried,  the  great  Abbey,  which  has,  during  so  many  ages,  afforded  a 
quiet  restiug.place  to  those  whose  minds  and  bodies  have  been  shattered 
by  the  contentions  of  the  great  Hall." 

Mr,  MacBulay  has,  himself,  borne  no  mean  part  among  "the  chiefs  of 
the  eloquent  war."  He  entered  Parliament  in  1831,  as  member  for 
Cainc,  under  the  auspices  of  Lord  Lansdowne ;  and  rapidly  signalized 
himself  in  the  debates  that  accompanied  tbe  introdnction  of  the  first 
ileform  Bill.     We  will  quota  a  portion  of  his  first  speech,  in  which  the 
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raider  will  utnerve  tho  aftnc  charachTislicii  which  hAvo   aurked   hit 
writiogt. 

"  We  talk  of  the  sUdom  at  oar  ancvslon^aiid  in  one  retpect,  at 
leoai,  dier  were  wiser  Uhui  we.  IVj^  Irgblated  for  their  own  times. 
Thoy  loolad  at  tiM  EnglaiMl  which  wu  hcfora  Ihcm.  They  did  not 
think  It  nec«»ry  to  pire  twice  »»  many  oinnhvn  to  York  as  iliev  garo 
to  London,  bccdusc  York  had  bc-tu  the  cJi{H[al  of  Eni;tand  in  the  time 
of  ConitARliui  ChloiTU.  And  they  would  h±\ti  iwKn  *nuu«d  iadee<l, 
if  they  hnd  fonwccn,  ibnt  a  ciiy  of  moro  than  a  hundred  ihoutand  !nha- 
UUutU  would  be  1«fi  without  rvpresnitalivc*  in  the  ninrtrcnth  c«-nitiry, 
merely  beeuue  it  Hood  on  grouad  which,  in  the  thirleeath  century,  had 
Ixxti  o«capted  by  n  text  huta.  Thry  fritned  b  rcpTesmtntiTc  nyalcm, 
which  was  not,  indeed,  without  defecu  and  irregularities,  but  which 
WH  wrll  »diipi«i)  to  tb«  (taU-  of  KngUnd  in  their  time.  But  a  gr«at 
letohiiKm  look,  place.  The  charuttLT  of  ihv  old  corporations  cluuigol ; 
aew  ronms  of  property  cane  into  etiitencp. — new  jiortioDs  of  society 
reao  into  iuportuco.  Thore  wore  ia  our  rural  dinlHctt  rich  cultivator* 
abo  were  not  Avebolden.  There  were  in  our  capital  rich  traders,  who 
wcrr  not  lircryniea.  Town*  shrank  into  villagna.  Villages  swdli-d 
into  eities  larger  than  the  LondoD  of  the  Plantag:cnets.  Unhappily, 
white  tbo  natural  growth  of  tociniy  went  on,  the  sriiGcial  paliiy  con- 
Ihnncd  uoobanged.  The  ancient  form  of  n^reiicniatinM  reninined,  and 
prerisiely  beciDBe  the  form  rcnuuiied,  the  spirit  departed.  Then  came 
that  [>m«uTe  almost  lo  burnltog'— the  ii*-w  wino  in  the  old  botlli-s — the 
new  people  under  the  old  inslimtioDs.  It  U  now  lim«  fur  us  to  pay  a 
dvorat,  a  Tuional,  a  manly  reverence  to  our  nncc»tora,— not  by  luprrtli- 
Etiooaly  adhering  to  what  ibi-y,  imdi-r  otbrr  I'ircuinaUiicus,  did,— but  by 
'oiog  what  they,  in  our  circumstances,  wonld  hove  done.  All  history 
i*  full  of  rcTohilioos.  produced  by  cauwn  «iinilnr  to  thodc  which  arc 
now  operating  in  England.  A  portion  of  tti«  comtuunily,  which  had 
CD  of  DO  account,  cipands  and  becoOM  Mrong.  It  demand*  k  place 
the  anleBi,  Huted,  not  to  iu  former  woakncsi,  but  to  iti  pretent 
If  ihia  !■  granted,  nil  U  well.  If  thi«  in  rrfiisrd,  then  cornna 
be  atrtiggle  betweuii  thu  young  riiergy  of  ont-  cUm,  und  the  andent 
rinleirtn  of  another.  Such  was  the  BtrufTs'<!  between  tho  plebeisni 
nd  the  patricians  of  ItcnicI  Such  nui  the  atru^le  of  tile  Italian 
llio  for  admisiion  to  the  full  rij^hts  of  Komao  citiuns.  Such  was  tliL' 
gle  of  our  North  American  colonitti  ngatast  ibe  mother  country. 
la  the  atrojrgte  which  the  Tiers  Elal  of  France  niaioraincd 
VgtiMi  tht  aristocracy  of  birth.  Such  miL-i  the  Btrugnlc  which  tbo 
WboiSi  of  Ireland  roAintained  a^ioit  the  ariitocracy  of  creed.  Such 
ia  the  atru^lc  which  the  free  people  of  colour  in  Jaretsica  are  now 
maloUining agaitiNt  (be  atiatocracy  of  nkiii.  Such,  finully.ii  ihc  struggle 
which  the  middle  cIasscb  in  f.nttland  arc  mainlaininR  against  the  aris- 
locraey  ot  rocm  locality  ;  aj^imt  tlic  ariitO'v.icy,  the  priuriplc  »f  which 
b,  to  inve*t  one  hundred  drunken  (Kii-Hallopi^rs  iu  one  plAce,  or  tho 
owner  of  a  niiued  hovel  in  nnothir,  with  powirrs  which  are  withheld 
citiea  ri-uowned  tu  the  furtbeat  ends  of  the  earlli,  for  the  marwls 
'  their  wealth,  aiid  of  ihctT  indusirv." 


'  My  kon.  friend,  the  rncrober  for  llie  Uoivenity  of  Oxford,  t«ll«  u*. 
■1  if  we  fwa  tlib  law  Engloitd  will  soon  be  a  republic.    The  roforoKd 
Etloa»  of  Commoni  will,  aecordiDn  to  him,  before  it  has  sal  toit  ymn. 
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depose  the  king,  and  eipel  the  lords  from  thdr  house.  Sir,  if  my  hon. 
friend  could  prove  this,  he  would  have  succeeded  in  bringing  ao  arm- 
meat  for  democracy,  infiuitely  stronger  than  any  that  is  to  be  found  ia 
the  noiks  of  Paine.  His  proposition  is,  in  fact,  this,— that  our  ntooar- 
chical  and  aristocratical  institutimis  have  no  hold  on  the  public  mind  of 
England  ;  that  those  institutioiu  are  regarded  with  aTersion  by  a  decided 
majority  of  the  middle  class.  Ttiis,  sir,  I  say,  is  plainly  deducible  from 
his  proposition ;  for  he  tells  us  that  the  representatiTes  of  the  middle 
class  will  inevitably  abolbh  royalty  and  nobility  within  ten  years ;  and 
there  is  surely  no  reason  to  think  that  the  repreaentatives  of  the  mtddia 
class  will  be  more  inclined  to  a  democratic  revolution  than  their  con> 
stiluents.  Now,  sir,  if  1  were  convinced  that  the  great  body  of  the 
middle  class  in  England  look  with  aversioa  on  monarchy  and  aristo- 
cracy, I  should  be  forced,  much  against  my  will,  to  come  to  this  con- 
clusion, that  monarchical  and  aristocratical  institotioDi  are  unsoited  to 
this  country.  Monarchy  and  aristocracy,  valuable  and  usefii)  as  I 
think  them,  are  still  valuable  and  useful  as  means,  and  not  as  ends. 
The  t;nd  of  goverameni  is  the  happiness  of  the  people;  and  I  do  not 
conceive  that,  in  a  country  like  this,  the  happiness  of  the  people  can  be 
promoted  by  a  form  of  government  in  which  the  middle  classes  pfaue 
no  coufideuce,  and  which  exists  only  because  the  middla  hare  no  organ 
by  which  to  make  their  seniiments  known." 

He  was  etjually  conopicuous  by  the  fearlessness  and  brilliancy  of  his 
oratory  iu  support  of  the  second  Reform  Bill,  in  the  next  session. 
Perha|>s  his  seuse  of  the  perilous  excitement  of  that  crisis  can  best  be 
t'xpn?$3ed  by  quoting  a  passage  from  one  of  his  essays,  where  be  is 
ovidcntly  referring  to  the  reform  agitation  of  1831-32. 

"  There  are  terrible  conjunctures  when  the  discontents  of  a  notioD, 
not  light  aud  capricious  discontents,  but  discontents  that  have  been 
steadily  increiasing  during  a  long  series  of  years  have  attained  their  fall 
maturity.  The  discerning  few  predict  the  approach  of  these  coojune- 
ttirt't,  but  predict  iu  vain.  To  the  many  the  evil  season  comes  as  a 
tolnl  et-lipsi.'  of  the  sun  at  noon  comes  to  a  people  of  savages.  Society, 
urliich  but  a  short  time  before  was  in  a  state  of  perfect  repose,  is  on  a 
siiddon  agiialed  with  the  most  fearful  convulsions,  and  seems  to  be  on 
iho  verge  of  dissolution;  and  the  rulers  who,  till  the  mischief  was  be- 
yiiuil  i1h'  rracli  of  all  ordinary  remedies,  had  never  bestowed  one  thought 
(in  its  exi«tence,  stand  bewildered  and  panic-stricken,  without  hope  or 
ii'*iiurn',  in  the  midst  of  the  confusion.  One  such  eoojuncture  this 
geiiernlion  has  seen.     God  grant  that  we  may  never  see  another  I  " 

When  the  Itrform  llill  was  carried,  Mr.  Alacaulay  shared  iu  the  full 
)mrve>t  of  popularity  which,  for  a  time,  was  enjoyed  by  the  Whiga.  He 
^VH«  i-lH>»n)  by  the  populous  and  important  town  of  Leeds  to  be  one  of 
il«  rcprcsi'itlalives  in  the  parliament  of  1 833,  but,  fortunately  for  him, 
1k>  wu*  now  withdrawn  for  a  time  from  the  great  arena  at  English 

IioliiicH,  iu  cunscqueuce  of  his  accepting  an  important  appointment  in 
iiilin. 
lly  (lie  net  which  renewed  the  East  India  Company's  charter  in  1833, 
a  riiiiiiiiiMiiuii  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  amend  the  laws  of  that 
etiiiuiryi  and  Mr.  Macaulay  was  placed  at  its  head.  Hb  career  in 
Iniliu  W4*  honourably  marked  by  earnest  aud  enlightened  industry;  and 
III  lutrtioular  h«  deiorvos  high  credit  for  the  independence  and  courage 
which  lid  displayed  rvspootiiig  one  of  the  rofonni  which  he  introduc^ 
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We  allude  to  the  celebrated  Kith  Article  of  the  Le^slative  Council, 
Khich  placed  all  the  subjects  of  the  British  crown  in  India  on  a  footing 
of  equality  in  the  eje  of  the  law,  without  reepect  to  their  being  of  Euro* 
pean  or  ta  Asiatic  birth.  The  exasperated  Anglo-Indians  called  this  the 
Black  Act :  and  lond  and  long  were  the  protesta  and  complaints  trans- 
mitted to  England  against  this  levelling  of  the  dominant  race  with  the 
natiTe  population  in  the  administration  of  justice.  Mr.  Macaulay  waa 
unmoved  by  either  clamour  or  obloquy.  And  be  replied  to  the  attacka 
of  hla  nnmerons  foes  by  a  state  paper,  which  is  justly  regarded  as  one 
of  the  ablest  of  the  many  able  documents  which  have  appeared  from 
Indian  officials. 

We  haTe  said  thai  Mr.  Macanlay'i  Indian  appointment  was  a  fortu- 
nate erent  for  him ;  and  we  meant  to  style  it  so,  not  merely  on  account 
of  its  lueratire  character,  bat  because  it  saved  Mr.  Macaolay  Avm 
sharing  in  the  decline  and  fall  of  Whig  popularity,  which  took  place 
during  the  fire  years  that  followed  the  passing  of  the  Reform  Bill. 
Mr.  Macanlay  only  returned  from  India  in  time  to  participate  in  some 
of  the  final  strugglea  of  Lord  Melbourne's  Ministry.  In  1 839  he  joined 
the  cabinet  as  secretary  at  war,  and  made  several  Tigorous  oratorical 
charges  against  the  powerful  enemy  that  was  pressing  hard  on  the  re- 
treating Whigs.  In  particular,  his  speech  on  the  29th  of  January, 
1840,  in  the  debate  on  the  vote  of  want  of  confidence  in  the  Ministry, 
was  marked  with  all  his  fire ;  and  the  passage  of  it  in  which  he  re- 
minded his  then  adversary.  Sir  James  Graham,  of  their  former  joint 
triumphs  durii^  the  reform  struggle,  is  one  of  the  finest  that  he  ever 
nttered.  After  the  accession  of  Sir  Robert  Peel  to  oflSce,  Mr.  Macaulay 
was  one  of  the  most  efiective  speakers  on  the  opposition  side  of  the 
Hoase;  bnt  be  did  not  sufier  party  spirit  to  lead  him  into  blind  and 
mdiaeriminating  animosity  against  the  victorious  rivals  of  his  Whig 
friends ;  and  his  conduct  on  one  memorable  occasion  during  this  period 
is  deservmg  of  the  highest  honour.  We  allude  to  his  speech  in  favour 
of  the  increased  grant  to  Maynootb,  when  proposed  by  the  Peel  mi- 
nistry in  1845.  Of  course  we  are  passing  no  opinion  of  our  own  as  to 
the  policy  or  impolicy  of  Maynooth  endowments.  We  merely  say  that 
Mr.  Maraolay,  being  conscientiously  convinced  that  such  an  endowment 
waa  proper,  acted  most  honourably  in  supporting  it ;  though  he  knew  that 
tbe  people  of  Edinburgh  (which  dty  he  then  represented  in  the  House) 
were  fanatically  opposed  to  it,  though  it  was  brought  forward  by  the 
men  who  had  Utterly  reviled  Mr.  Macaulay's  own  party  for  favouring 
the  Irish  Catholics,  and  though  there  was  a  tempting  opportunity  for 
revenge,  by  combining  with  the  ultra-Protestants  headed  by  Sir  Robert 
Inglis  in  the  boose,  so  as  to  leave  the  ministry  in  a  minority. 

Mr.  Macanlay  took  little  part  in  the  Corn-Law  debates.  He  had 
spoken  in  1 842,  on  Mr.  Villiera'  motion  in  favour  of  the  principle  of 
Free  Trade,  bnt  against  any  sudden  wttbdrawal  of  the  protection,  which 
the  agricultural  interest  bad  so  long  enjoyed.  He  refused  to  coun- 
tenance the  agitation  of  the  Anti-Com-Law  League ;  'and  probably 
this  increased  the  disfavour  which  his  Maynooth  speech  had  already 
procured  for  him  with  his  Edinburgh  constituents. 

He  lost  his  election  in  1646 ;  an  event  which,  however  much  we  may 
admire  him  as  a  statesman,  we  can  hardly  regret,  inasmuch  as  it  ob- 
tained lor  him  the  leisure  requisite  for  the  composition  of  bis  Opus 
Magnnm,  hu  History  of  England. 
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Before,  however,  we  speak  of  this  we  mast  remind  our  re&den  of  the 
glorious  "  Lays  of  Ancient  Rome,"  which  Mr.  Macautay  gave  the  world 
in  1S42,  while  still  keenly  bent  od  hu  parliamentary  career.  This  book 
interested  the  scholar  by  the  magnificent  illustration  which  it  gave  of  the 
intrinsic  probability  of  Niebuhr'a  theory  aa  to  the  origin  of  the  current 
early  history  of  Rome.  It  gratified  and  served  the  historian  by  its 
admirable  introductory  comments  ;  and  by  its  iateraperaed  epitomes  of 
some  of  the  most  stirring  crises  in  the  fortunes  of  the  great  Republic^ 
But,  above  all,  it  has  delighted  hundreds  of  thousands,  who  were  neither 
scholars  nor  historians,  by  the  glowing  spirit  of  true  poetry  which  ani* 
mates  it  in  every  line. 

These  "  Lays  "  show  in  meridian  fulness  the  powers  of  ObjectiTity, 
of  which  the  early  ballads  of  Mr.  Macaulay  gave  promise.  The  rush  of 
heady  combat, — the  mustering,  the  march,  the  chivalrous  aspects,  the 
picturesque  garbs,  and  the  bold  gestures  and  words,  and  bolder  deeds 
of  warriors  are  brought  with  Homeric  expressiveness  before  ns.  The 
deEcriplioos  of  scenery  also,  are  beautifully  given.  But  Mr.  Macaulay 
shows  little  Subjective  power.  He  is  comparatively  weak,  when  he 
introduces  single  characters  expressing  tbeir  passions  and  feelings  in  the 
present  tense  and  first  person.  This  is  particularly  apparent  in  the 
Third  Lay,  which  tells  of  Virginius, 

"  Who  wrote  hii  duigbter'*  bonoar  in  her  blood," 

to  adopt  the  noble  line  in  which  Mr.  Warren,  in  his  "  Lily  and  Bee," 
sums  up  that  far-famed  legend. 

Mr.  Macaulay's  retirement  from  Parliament  secured  for  him  those 
two  years  of  lettered  ease,  without  which,  as  he  rightly  considered,  no 
man  can  do  justice  to  himself  or  the  public  as  a  writer  of  histo^.*  The 
first  fruits  of  that  leisure  were  the  first  two  volumes  of  his  "  Hutory  of 
England,"  which  appeared  in  the  autumn  of  1848.  We  trust  that  many 
more  are  destined  to  follow.  It  would  he  unwarrantable  in  us  to  criti- 
cise the  portion  we  possess,  with  such  scant  space  at  our  command  as 
the  conclusion  of  this  memoir  can  afford.  The  public  of  England  and 
America  have  pronounced  a  verdict  of  enthusiastic  approbation,  to  which 
individual  critics  could  add  little  weight,  and  from  which  (even  if  we 
were  BO  minded)  we  could  detract  still  less.  If  we  were  to  express  a 
wish  as  to  any  change  in  the  fashion  of  the  work,  it  would  be  that  pas- 
sages of  repose  should  be  more  frequently  introduced.  A  history  ought 
not  to  be  a  continuous  excitement. 

Upon  Mr.  Macaulay's  features,  as  represented  in  the  accompanying 

portrait

snd  wo  hope  that  a  long  career  of  active  glory  is  still  before  him.  But 
I'vcn  if  ho  were  doomed  to  rest  upon  bia  present  intellectual  achieve- 
nii'ul!*.  his  name  would  rank  among  the  highest  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
liiry.  His  works  are  read  and  admired  wherever  the  Anglo-Saxon  race 
hnx  lipruad  over  the  Old  World  and  the  New,  and  their  fame  will  last  as 
Itiiig  ns  the  liinguagc  of  that  race  endures.

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"  After  the  dnlli  of  bb  grindfalhg',  Looh  tbe  Sxtcentli  connlted 
Mndames  hb  AunU,  open  the  penon  wbom  he  ■hoold  place  ai  tfae  itemA 
of  the  Ministry,  aod  it  was  in  conMqoence  of  tbeir  adricc  that  he  fixed 
upon  M.  de  Manrepns,  thoogh  he  was  at  first  undecided  whetlier  be 
shoald  select  bim  or  M.  de  MachaulL 

"  Tbe  young  Queen  ms  pleased  at  tbe  respect  which  tbe  King  bad 
shown  for  Mesdames*  adTice.  At  a  later  period,  bowever,  when  she 
found  herself  surroanded  by  those  who  strove  to  get  M.  de  Choiseul 
created  minister,  sbe  begsn  to  share  their  desire  that  be  m^t  be 
elected.  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  she  spoke  to  the  King  on  the 
subject,  but  she  discovered  imaediately  on  broacbing  it,  that  Louis  the 
Sixteenth  entertained  the  most  dedded  aversicKi  to  M.  de  Cbotseul, 
which  may  be  accounted  for  by  tbe  great  dislike  whidi  bis  ^tber,  tbe 
grand -dauphin,  even  till  his  death,  eiperienced  towards  tbia  minister. 
But  this  I  know  for  certain,  as  I  learnt  it  from  the  Count  de  Mercf, 
that  a  few  months  after  the  death  of  Louis  the  Fifteenth,  the  Queen 
expressed  herself  rery  clearly  with  regard  (o  tbe  reception  with  wbich 
her  petition  in  M.  de  Choiseul's  favour  had  met,  and  declared  that  she 
bad  resolved  never  to  speak  to  the  king  again  on  tbe  subject 

"  M.  de  Maurepas,  who  did  not  desire  to  have  M.  do   Choiseul 
associated  with  himself  in  tfae  Ministry,  was  accused  at  the  time  of 
strengthening  the  King's  dislike  to  him.     But  however  the  case  stood, 
M.  de  Mauiepas  was  getting  very  old,  so  that  the  ChoisenI  party  did 
not  give  up  its  ultimate  aim,  and  only  awaited  tbe  death  of  the  minister 
to  renew  all  iu  fonner  intrigues.     When  this  event  happened,  bow- 
ever,  alt  mauceuvres  were  useless,  for  the  Queen  resolutely  refiised  to 
move  in  tbe  matter,  and  tbe  Abb£  de  Vermont,  who  was  well  acquainted 
with  her  sentiments,  warned  M.  de  Mercy  that  it  would  he  impossible 
to  make  her  alter  her  determination.     The  ambassador,  accordingly, 
placed  this  view  of  tbe  case  before  the  Court  of  Vienna,  and  induced  it 
to  relinquish  all  hopes  of  M.  de  Cboiseul  being  raised  to  tbe  Ministry. 
Meanwhile,   another  ambitious    and    intriguing  person  waa   working 
silently,  yet  actively,  in  order  that  he  might  one  day,  by  tbe  influence 
of  the  Court  of  Vienna,  and  through  the  medium  of  the  Abb6  de  Ver- 
mont, be  placed  at  the  bead  of  the  Ministry,  this  was  M.  da  Brienne, 
Archbishop  of  Toulouse.     He  humoured  and  managed  tbe  Abb^  with 
great  judgment ;  it  was  by  his  (the  Abbe's)  means  that  be  had  broached 
the  subject  to  the  Count  de  Mercy,  and  that  he  bad  succeeded  in  per- 
suading him  that  were  he  once  minister  he  would  firmly  uphold  the 
Treaty  of  1756.     The  ambassador  did  not  omit  to  inform  the  Court  of 
Vienna  of  this  drcumstance,  who,  from  that  time,  seriously  entertained 
the  project  of  raising  M.  de  Brienne  to  tbe  Ministry,  through  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Queen.     But  as  long  as  M.  de  Maurepas  lived  they  kept 
their  scheme  secret ;  the  great  age  of  tbe  minister  gave  birth  to  tbe 
same  feelings  in  the  minds  of  its  authors,  as  in  those  of  the  Choiseul 
camp.     They  resolved  to  wait  patiently  ;  they  contented  themselves  with 
enumerating  to  the  Queen  the  various  merits  of  tbe  Archbishop ;  tbm 
represented  him  to  her  as  a  man  endowed  with  great  intelligence,  with 
a  strong  and  comprehensive  mind,  and  as  likely  one  day  to  make  a  first- 
rate  minister. 

"  The  Count  de  Mercy  sometimes  spoke  to  her  on  this  subject,  and  be 
found  himself  warmly  seconded  by  the  Abb6  de  Vermont,  who,  being 
deluded  by  fats  attachment  to  the  Archbishop,  really  considered  him  tbe 
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grcalffrt  nun  fn  Franco.  Tbe  Qumd,  wIiom  tncntal  vluon  was  Mme- 
«lut  blinded  by  these  subtle  iiuinuatiM*,  began  at  Im^tb  to  form  a 
high  ofiiaioO  of  M.  de  Bricnoc.

aUiCcctii,  but  ibb  tiin«  lli«y  wew  ioon  overthrown;  the  kinj>  bestowed 

bit  «oflCdn)c«  at  once  on  M.  dr  VcrgiMinet,  a  man  who  was  a  p<^r<t 

■tnnger  to  tho«e  personn  who  babiiiialty  luiTouiifled  the  Qukd.     A« 

■ooD  M  Marie  Antoitictte  btoiine  ne^uainl^  with  lh«  Iting'a  choiw.  ihe 

Dot  onlj-  gaT*  np  all  thoughts  of  ondeavotiriiig  to  change  hi*  rcitolutton, 

but  iili«  slfo  imoMdiateif  rrlinquishcd  tbc  idea  of  fiir^r  eierttiiK  hH- 

influcnce  in  M.  d«  Bfi«nnc'a  ctuiio.  in  whoM  favour  it  muM  be  mnfcated 

•be  bad  prt-Tious!)-  spoken  to  the  Kin^  on  Mveral  occaaknu.      Even  tW 

anraer  which  the  king  made  her  on  thh  point  I  can  pocitirriy  *uii> ; 

b«  rrptitd  a*  foUov*.  '  that  it  would  not  do  to  make  an  Arrhbithop  or  n 

B<<hop,  Minister,  for,  a*  «oaii  as  tbry  hsd  attained  ihi^  position,  they

■*  \Mien  this  reply  ame  to  M.  de  Mercj's  and  llis  Abbe  Ae  Vermont'* 
eaiv,  it  reiMl  tlietn  excMdingly,  but  thev  did  not  attempt  to  challenjre 
iL  They  ttitl.  every  now  and  Uieo,  used  frnh  rxcrtioosi  but  they  could 
ovrer  succeed  in  indacinff  tl>e  Queen  to  B()eak  to  the  King  on  theitibjoct, 
iboagh  nhe  still  mainlained  her  good  opinion  of  M.  <1«  Brirnne.  He, 
in  fad,  at  a  later  period,  did  sttaiu  his  cud,  but  omng  to  circumstances 
wliicb  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  witli  the  Queen,  and  which  I  shall 
here  relate. 

"In  1787  M.  de  Calonoe,  then  Minister  of  Finance,  had  persuaded 
the  King  to  convoke  an  uiembly  of  llie  Noiablet.  'Diis  measure  had 
baea  eoitoeoled  with  the  Kreolest  secrecy  between  the  Kins,  the  Count 
de  VergeDneSi  M.  do  Lalooae,  and  tbe  kee{ier  of  the  seals,  M.  de  Miru- 
nioil  The  Qao«n  was  not  mn  informed  of  it  by  llw  king,  till  a  few 
days  si\tT  the  letters  of  eoorocatton  were  iiiupd,  which  is  yet  another 
prouf  of  bnw  little  she  miacd  herself  up  tn  political  qnexlions,  and  that 
at  tliia  tima  the  King  certainly  did  not  consult  her  with  regard  to  ataie 
aCu'rs,  fur  which  I  again  declare  ahe  had  very  little  ta>te.  If  at  a  later 
period  she  inlctfvrcd  io  iheia,  it  was  rather,  as  I  shall  anerwards  show, 
as  the  King's  confidanl,  and  in  cireumstAnciM  so  serious  that  sha  was 
only  loo  well  jusliBod  in  mixing  herself  up  in  ibein. 

"The  Notables  were  scarcely  asMmbtcd  when  the  frivolity,  the 
ihmighilrasncM,  and  the  ioeousistency  of  M.  de  Catonne's  proorejingii, 
aad  aboTS  all^  tba  death  of  M>  do  \'er{^cone4,  plicvd  the  Kinff  in  tbv 
most  RobarraHiiig  situation.  He  found  himself  compelled,  on  accocnt 
of  the  (coeral  feeling  of  aniowuty  which  was  diiplaycd  toward*  M.  de 
Calottntt  to  disraiis  him ;  hut  being  deprired  of  the  able  ndTioe  of  M. 
de  Tergeoiiee,  he  scarcely  knew  to  whom  to  apply  to  assist  him  in  his 
eholee  of  a  sueeessor  to  St.  de  Calonne. 

••And  now  intrigue  went  forward  with  grenler  activity  than  ever, 
One  partr  was  enger  that  M.  Nccker  ihould  be  Minlnti-r  of  i-'inance,  and 
^^noibu  tlw  Arcbbubop  of  Tonlouse.    Meaavhile,  tdl  a  fitting  person 
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could  be  fixed  opon,  the  pott  was  giTen  to  M.  de  Foar<iueux,  and  M.  de 
IJuaoigiMa  wu  made  keeper  of  t£e  seals. 

"In  all  these  prooeedLngs,  however,  the  Qneen  took  no  share. 
Bat  the  rival  paities  of  MM.  de  Brienne  and  Necker  were  atill  on 
the  stage,  and  employed  tbemadTCs  in  negocuOiiig  with  each  other. 
Madame  la  Mmchale  de  BewiTau,  a  great  Mend  of  Necker 's,  wu  the 
■Mat  activ«  posoa  in  cndeaTouriug  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  be- 
tween the  two  aspirants.  She  held  also  daw  rdationa  with  the  Arch- 
bishop, tberrfbre  she  p«soaded  him  to  nnito  his  exertions  to  those  of 
M.  Seeker's  friends,  with  the  riew  of  their  both  being  raised  to  the 
ninisti;. 

"  As  hama  the  Sixteenth's  dislike  to  M.  Necker  was  well  known,  it 
w*s  agreed  that  the  Arthhisbop  should  he  first  elected  Minister,  and 
wbn  he  was  once  installed  tn  this  position,  that  M.  Necker  should  be 
chewn  to  the  like  oSce^ 

<*  While  theee  intrigues  wen  gwng  forward,  the  Archbishop,  who  <Ud 
not  hesitWe  to  make  promJaea  which  cost  him  little,  in  order  th&t  he 
might  obtun  the  power  whidt  he  desued,  boond  himself  that  M.  Necker 
should  be  placed  a)  the  heod  of  the  Gnancial  department  three  months 
after  he  (M.  de  Brieaoe)  had  been  crested  Minister. 

"  Ttteee  two  parties  completely  besei  the  King,  who  at  last  b^an  to 
be  drceiTed  by  Ibese  reiterated  addresses  in  their  faToor,  and  who  at 
leegth  thought  that  the  electioo  of  M.  de  Brienne  was'  goierally  de- 
Mr«d  br  the  public.  He  detemuned  to  fix  upon  him  therefare,  and  it 
was  only  aftw  he  had  come  to  this  dedsion  that  he  spoke  to  the  Queen 
on  thi>  subJMt.  She  loswered,  '  /  Aart  atwajft  heard  M.  de  Briennt 
NMwfHMMt'  •*  «  MMM  •/'  ttittimntitJttd  merit;  mud  J  eonfeu  it  giveM  me 
/■JMMrv  A>  tMTM  riM  Jte  it  aiotit  ta  farm  part  »f  tke  Ministry'  The 
Archbishop  was  elected  he*d  of  the  amteU  dee  Jituutcee,  which  was  left 
T«c«nt  bv  the  death  of  the  Count  de  Vergemnes,  but  br  from  keeping 
the  prvnuse  which  be  had  giren  to  M.  Necker,  he  did  all  he  could  to 
imuTv  him  in  the  King's  opinion.  M.  de  Villedeuil  consequently  took 
M.  d*  F«)un)ueux'a  place  as  superintendent  of  the  financial  department, 
wtd  M.  Nwker's  hope*,  therefore,  were,  for  the  present,  overthrown. 

**  Kirerybody  is  well  ac<}uunted  with  the  manner  in  which  M.  de 
Hrwunn  (imdueled  himself  during  the  short  time  be  remained  in  the 
lUtnUlry.  Hi*  utter  incapacity  rendered  it  absolutely  impossible  for  the 
Kin|I  tu  r«tun  him  in  office,  w  that  Louis  the  Sixteenth  found  himself 
twc»  uwre  pluugrd  tnto  fresh  difficulties  and  uncertainty  as  to  the  per^ 
aMi  who  should  fill  hii  place.  On  all  aides  he  was  again  told  th&t 
niiblio  npinitiu  was  uniTcrsally  in  tknm  of  M.  Necker.  The  poor 
Ki»K>  il>t><vf"T«>  only  imagined  that  he  was  yielding  to  the  graeral  wish 
ill  cuilMvuuriug  to  overcome  his  personal  dislike  to  H.  Necker  and  in 
(>|iH'ltit)i  hiui.

"llic  circumstanees  which  1  have  juat  related  arc  known  only  to  a 
few  pcwon*,  but  I  can  vouch  for  the  iruih  of  all  1  hare  *tatod,  and  [ 
lru»t  iltai  In  ioenlioniD2  thcar  facts  I  shall  liavo  completely  vindicated 
|he  Qumh  ^ra  tbo  rftproach  of  havini;;  meddled  with  the  tnteroil  politics 
of  the  eoantry,  as  I  have  previously  ondeavoursd  to  do  with  regard  to 
rondgn  aflaiii.  What  ibe  Uueeii  ea^rlr  strove  for,aiid  felt  pinuure  in 
obuuntag,  «aa  aome  place  or  other  for  those  pemms  whom  ahe  like'l, 
or  who  aought  b«r  protxiion ;  but  her  wiihus  mere  chiefly  conRncd  to 
the  object  of  procuring  aonie  pant  in  diplomacy,  or  iti  n  rrgimciit,  or 
some  fev  advastj;^!  at  court  for  her  friends.  If  llio  Minister  to  whom 
she  a|i]>lied  on  xucb  ocea«ioaa  «siured  her  ibal  in  Witnwing  the  pluee 
on  ber  proU^i  he  should  be  guilty  of  injuatice  to  soroebotly  eLtc  ivho 
poawwtd  mere  merit  and  mure  cliiim*  to  it,  the  never  pursued  tba 
BMtter.  If  crront  of  this  kitid  were  curiirottted,  il  i*  not  the  Queen  who 
ought  10  be  blamed,  for  she  only  imngined  sbo  maa  Ao\t\f^  a  good  nction 
in  (olictting  a  patntioa  for  lier  friend;  but  tboic  senile  miiiisirr*  who 
were  only  too  ea^^r  to  pteoae  ihe  Qitren,  who  did  not  n)ru»o  to  grant 
her  dc:ure.  and  did  not  represrut  ihe  true  slate  of  the  cow  to  her,  to 
which  sbo  irould  certainly  haTe  liticncii.  Under  what  nile,  however,  haa 
not  favouritiBm  triumphed  over  oierit  \  \\'hen  a  King  or  Queen  baa 
DOt  bestowed  proicctioa  aad  favours  oni  an  object  who  has  little  deserved 
tbem,  has  not  a  minister  perhap*.  or  his  wife,  or  mistress,  or  even  an 
agent,  or  nome  one  in  n  Mlill  lower  decree  ? 

"On  looking  back  to  the  lime  uf  which  I  nm  speaking,  and  in  re- 
Soctioff  what  the  position  of  n  Queen  of  l-'ranee  was  at  that  ptriod. 
oi^lit  iho  not  lo  be  viewed  with  iropartuil  indulgence,  vheo  tho  ia 
known  to  have  solidted  offices  for  her  friends,  or  fur  those  whom  she 
decraed  worthy  of  the  fkvours  tbay  asked  fer  themselven  ?  But  in  fa«t, 
tlw  eoryph^s  of  the  Pulignac  society,  oAl'd  found  tliat  the  QiKien 
refused  their  demand*,  consequently  they  coaled  and  Battered  M,  le 
Count  d'Anoi*.  much  more  tbtn  berMlf,  'because  he  lent  himself  much 
niur«  willtDgly,  to  assist  ihem  iii  their  plans. 

"  1  cannot  resist  mentioaiiig  anoiher  fact,  which  will  serve  lo  prove 
that  the  King  knew  how  to  set  limiii)  lo  the  influenec  which  the  Queen 
wu  supvoaod  to  exercise,  oa  occasions  when  it  wu  neoessary  to  eloct 
■cneboay  U>  an  important  post 

"  The  place  of  grand  mditrt  de  )»ttf  at  rtiaia  had  been  left  vacant 
over  since  I.ouii  the  FiAecnth  had  deprived  the  Duke  de  Choiaeul  uf 
It,  at  the  time  of  this  Minister's  disgrace  and  exile.  M.  d'0|[tiy,  a 
magistrate  of  great  integrity  and  worth,  fulfilled  the  duties  of  it,  but  h« 
was  invested  with  a  subordinate  rank.  This  post,  which  was  very  lucra- 
tive, was  also  otic  of  great  importauoe,  as  it  concernnl  the  opcoiiig  of 
bttert,  this  being  ono  of  its  dut)<4.  In  fact,  it  has  been  declared  that  ihia 
opeaing  of  lolten  served  to  feed  the  King'*  curioeity,  with  regard  to 
private  nMtlera  io  families,  and  that  it  funiished  him  with  a  kitsd  uf 
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Sgdwit  CMC  ta  the  liknme,  Am  Om  ylJeAr  jmr^  rf  ifa  ]

for  her  btubmd.  Marie  Aiitohirtt«  Bade  lennl  ninwjii  to  wlTTrrt 
the  KiD|f  in  the  Doke  de  Poligiuc**  faraor,  bsl  Ad  sat  lanHd  ia  gw- 
in;  her  pdot;  etill  ibe  wu  coadinnnr  iiiUMtiined  by  the  Dat^en,  and 
therefore  ibe  wai  ever  "^^Itwy  to  Aaage  Ak  Kng's  detcnanntiaa. 
At  length  Lonii  the  Suteoitb  Iwd  tbe  wcakBcv  to  rield,  asd  pnmiaed 
that  the  place  ihoald  be  beatowed  oo  the  Doke  de  PoGgaae ;  nerertbe- 
loM,  he  did  not  fulfil  hia  word,  till  aevenl  vedca  aftawaidte,  iDd  then, 
unable  to  reaiit  any  lon^^er  tbe  frequent  wlkitatigDa  sbadi  were  made 
to  him  on  the  lubject,  he  raddenl;  created  tbe  Dnke  de  riiT^eai  jiniiiii 
maUre  det  r^it  dt  France,  bot  i^d  not  inveat  bin  fndi  dm  portion  of 
tho  office  which  concerned  the  letters  whicb  ainmd  ^  posL  The 
Polignaoi,  who  were  very  diaappointed  and  iliHiiiiiiiiiiiml  at  tbe 
dWiiiion  of  the  duties  of  thia  porition,  urged  tlie  QoeBn  te  niiai  again 
to  tho  King  on  thti  head,  is  order  that  everytbing  ini|^  ga  «■  as  it  did 
during  iho  time  of  the  Duke  de  Cboiaenl,  hot  in  this  inataDee  Louis  the 
SlxtiK'Ath  would  not  allow  his  resolution  to  be  ■^■^""  He  ofaserred  to 
the  QiiMn,  that  the  buainess  of  opening  letten  was  too  important  to  be 
ronRiiwi  to  anybody  who  lired  in  the  great  worid,  that  thu  particular 
duly  might  to  be  lefl  in  the  hands  of  that  person,  who  had  already 
prnvnl  himiolf  to  possess  sufficient  tact  and  discretion,  to  avoid  all  the 
embamuismenti  of  so  delicate  an  office.  Tbe  Queen,  who  was 
thoroughly  conTinoed  of  the  justice  of  the  King's  remarks,  declared  to 
tlit>  disfontented  Polignaca,  that  she  would  not  permit  the  subject  to 
be  ftirthpr  dincussed. 

"  M.  and  Madame  de  Polignac  were  not  always  careful  to  assemble 
about  ihem  those  persons  whom  the  Qaeen  liked  to  meet,  and  she  was 
often  pkinrd  when  she  noticed  this  circamstance.  The  Count  de 
Mt>rcy,  who  was  well  aware  of  this  peculiarity  in  the  society  of  tbe 
l^>1i|t1)«^^  joined  it  u  seldom  as  possible,  and  only  visited  them  occa- 
simially,  to  prevent  his  absence  f^om  being  too  mucn  remarked. 

"  The  Count  de  Fcnen,  influenced  by  the  Queen,  declined  to  frequmt 
thttlr  oircK  though  they  bad  made  all  kinds  of  advances  to  induce  him 
to  dii  «t^  At  length,  four  years  before  the  revolution,  that  is  to  say,  in 
ITfAi  things  bad  rome  to  such  a  point,  that  the  Queen,  previouBly  to 
viiiliu);  Madame  de  Polignac,  always  sent  one  of  her  valets  de  chambre 
In  iuquirv  Iho  names  of  those  persons  whom  she  should  find  in  her 
»i,M<k-ty.  and  very  fVvquontly  on  learning  them,  she  gave  up  tbe  idea  of 
iniiHUg  it.  She  had  taken  a  profound  dislike  to  M.  de  Calonne,  and 
\a\  h<i{iiu  to  entertaiu  the  same  feeling  towards  M.  de  Vaudreuil,  whose 
it»|H-i'ii>ua  aud  exacting  disposition  had  extremely  displeased  her.  M. 
dt>  l'itloHut\  however,  took  great  paius  to  get  into  her  good  graces,  he 
m'<»uhI  \«  gvieis  her  least  wish,  and  to  know  beforehand  what  she  was 
Kvtiit|>  \\s  a*k.  ll  was  this  superfluity  of  attention  on  his  part,  I  think, 
^^bl^•b  disgMsted  the  Queen  with  him,  at  any  rate  she  seemed  scarcely  to 
wwhirf  it  wilh  pali»nce.  He  was  very  anxious  to  be  of  some  import- 
■ute*  in  the  IVIiguae  Mcicty,  in  order  that  he  might  obtain  the  Queen's 
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favour  hoi  mpport.  CooM^juontly  he  luul  formod  on  intimacy  with  Ike 
Duke  lie  VandreuU,  aai  l«Dt  a  oilling  <mt  to  thU  taa.n't  iocvtunt  d»- 
nuu)d» for  mancy,  w>  that  when  M.  dr  C«Ioiidg  left  the  minislry,  bills  of 
800,000  franc*,  whif  h  Vandreutl  owed  bim,  were  found  ia  hii  p08SM«>cfl. 
Upon  one  occnaion,  lli«  Quern  T«nturcd  to  [>x|irfs*  to  Madainv  d«  Poliff- 
Olc  the  A'uVAc  alio  fvU  for  many  persons  whom  nW  fouTiil  in  bcr 
•odctr.  Madame  de  Polignac,  who  was  quite  aubmissire  to  thoitc  who 
tuMI  aer,  £d  not  fattutAtt^  in  apite  of  her  liabilual  cttnoma  and  awMt 
temper,  to  My  to  tlte  qittto,  I  do  kiA  Aink,  brmueegow  ma/aty  Joe*  me 
the  kauVf  to  eitit  my  vUtn,  Mar  4mm  Aner  a  right  U>  exdttde  my  friend t 
/r«miL  Tbc  <{ue«o  hcnelf  i«Uted  ibis  c-irtum Man »  to  me,  in  1790, 
and  she  remarked,  f  da  mat  lag  Uame  to  Matfame  dt  Poli^ae  fvr  Ihit 
aiuttir,  fef  ate  \t  in  tht  mam,  a  ijooJ  creature,  and  loot*  me,  ^ut  lie 
peapU  teka  mmund  W  eomp/elriy  »tan<y«  Aer. 

"  Ab  the  Qntco  iliicovcrL-d  that  no  advuntAgc  was  likely  lo  Kcme  to 
h«r  from  joining  the  todcty  of  Madame  d«  Poli^Doc,  she  grnduAlly 
wtlhdn'w  from  b«r  »aton,  and  mmhi  Ml  into  tlio  ]i«bil  of  going  ftequtnitly 
•sad  ancemnODioiuIy  to  Madame  la  Countess  d*Omin,  who  nat  her  lady 
in  waiting,  and  wfaow  apartmenu  were  cloao  lo  (bote  of  her  MaJMty. 
Maria  Aotoinettc  vould  tjikc  dinner  witli  her,  acconipuiicd  by  four  or 
live  (ilbcT  perwoa;  she  would  get  up  liulc  concerla,  d.1  vtliich  ^lu  would 
•iog  herself,  in  abort,  sIm  seomod  to  bn  much  moro  at  cuse,  and  was 
much  more  full  of  g&iety  tJian  alio  ever  appeared  to  be  at  Madame  d« 
Polif[iiac':t. 

"  Madame  U  CoontH*  d*Ouini  wai  neither  r<>ry  ntriking  nor  gifted 
with  faMrinaliag  nanner*,  nor  waa  abe  remarkably  inieltigem  ;  but  the 
want  of  thcM  eoilowiaeDlB  wa5  amply  oompensaica  for,  by  a  gouil  heart 
and  iwoet  dit]WsitlDa,  and  she  wa*  a  meat  ealinabin  woman.  Slw  was 
devoted,  bMrt  aud  aoul,  to  the  Queen,  and  was  the  last  person  in  the 
world  to  mil  bcrsrlf  up  in  intrigue  of  any  kind  ;  she  did  not  strive  to 
gain  lite  queen's  favoor,  she  was  only  anxious  Ibal  ttie  Queen  should 
bo  amused  when  in  ber  society,  and  that  ibo  should  b«  pleased  with  her. 
Hct  iortUD«  was  exceedingly  unall,  and  would  noi,  witnout  serious  eof 
borrassnent,  pennit  her  to  r«ceivo  the  Qu«en  often  at  dinner,  nor  to 
glv«  aoirc«s  in  her  honor,  upon  wbtdi  occasions  there  wa*  alwnvn  a  ball 
or  ooooert,  so  she  frankly  expLained  ibis  circunniliiiicc  lo  her  ^faJ(!sly, 
and  begged  ihAt  expenses  of  this  kind  might  be  defrayed  from  the  King's 
fisado.  Marie  Auluinette  pref«rri-J  olTi-ring  to  giTc  eiitcrlniTiDionts,  in 
order  that  she  might  not  lose  nnytbiuK^  by  these  royal  Tiaits.  Many 
pooplo  itt  Madnroc  d'Ossun's  place,  would  have  taken  advantage  of 
socti  a  proposal,  and  would  bavo  asked  mom  llian  was  nccmsary  to  cover 
tha  expense  of  the  Qnei-n's  visit,  but  sbu  did  not  act  in  this  manoer. 
and  only  b^ged  that  the  might  reeoive  six  thousand  livrcs  monthly,  which 
waa  a  wry  moderate  reqacai,  for  tb?  Queen  was  fretjuently  iu  the  habit 
of  gotog  to  her  nhen  she  felt  her  conscience  rasy  ahuul  the  cost  to 
wlii^  aM  wsa  potting  her  lady  in  waiting ;  the  result  wot,  that  Madame 
d'Osaan  spent  mach  ntore  than  she  Te<x'i*cd, 

"  Tbe  preference  which  the  Queen  showed  to  Msdaniu  d'Osiun,  was 
naiurally  displeasing  to  the  Polignac  society ;  it  placed  the  Utter,  too,  in 
a  pMoUarty  dcliealo  position,  for  ihv  was  coitnccted  with  them  by  mar- 
rive  :  her  broibcr,  the  Duke  de  Guiche,  afterwards  Duke  dc  Gramonl, 
had  married  the  daughter  of  tbe  Duehnn  do  Polignac,  and  it  waa  in 
COQW^jaence  of  this  match,  that  he  had  ihe  survivorship  of  the  company

*■  It  »  painfnl  to  rwirk,  that  the  unfortunate  Marie  Antoinette  met 
aith  some  verr  dangeroos  eoeaues,  among  those  who  ongtat  to  have 
beeo  ber  most  Euthful,  devoted,  and  gratefdl  followen.  Tbej  were  the 
awre  dangcroos,  because  it  was  ther  who  canxed  the  Tile  calumny  to  be 
prop^iated,  which  a^hied  to  cradlj  upoD  this  poor  Princess'f  bead  at 
the  oQtbmk  of  the  Fnmch  reTolutioo.  From  these  wicked  and  false 
leports,  which  were  spread  by  the  eonit  in  17B5  and  1788,  the  rerolo- 
tiooary  tribunal  foond  pretexts  for  the  accusatioDS  they  hnM^t  against 
Marie  Antoinette  in  1 793." 

These  obserratioiis  of  tbe  Count  de  la  Marek,  with  r^ard  to  the 
Que«),  gire  us  1  think,  a  very  truthful  and  precise  idea  of  the 
character  of  this  princess,  and  of  tbe  life  she  1m1  before  the  French 
rerolution. 

The  author  of  these  sketches  possesses,  at  least  tbe  inerit  of  being 
thoroughly  informed,  as  to  all  that  he  relates,  of  having  known  most  of 
the  persons  whom  he  brings  on  the  stage,  and  of  having  judged  them 
with  imparUality  and  without  bitter  feeling,  for  it  must  be  remarked, 
that  he  had  no  reason  to  Tiew  them  otherwise.  His  position  at  court 
raised  him  above  those  petty  and  abtorbbg  jealousies,  above  those 
rivalries,  which  at  this  period  were  conUnuatly  creating  disputes,  for 
court  farours  or  in6uence.

in  introJoctc^  Chrta  hiiit»«tf  a$  an  actor  in  the  Kcne  of  the  parable. 
Thus  the  SaTiour  is  ^Gcmj^inelT  reprnented  aa  the  King  calting  hla 
serrants  tu  account  for  ;bnr  talents ;  as  the  Lord  of  the  Tineyard,  and 
the  good  Samaritan.  The  Bnde^room  in  the  panble  of  the  Wise  and 
Foolish  'lligins,  and  the  good  ^epheid.  aiv  both  so  tvpieal  of  the 
Saviour,  thai  the  iniTx>durtioo  of  the  pet^on  of  Jesus  is  here  appro- 
priale ;  not  so,  «e  think,  in  the  other  instances-  The  Last  Judgment 
and  the  Crucifixion  are  boih   introduced;  and  though  it  is  less   sur- 

tirising  that  Mr.  Franklin  should  fall  short  of  the  grandeur  and  sub- 
imilv  of  subjects  nhich  have  baffled  the  genius  and  daring  of  the 
greatest  masters,  it  is  not  the  less  to  be  regretted  that  he  should  hare 
needlessly  essayed  such  mighir  themes. 

In  remoring  bis  subjects  from  the  ground  of  patriarchal  life,  by  the 
introduction  of  the  Saviour  personally,  the  artist  has  created  a  difficoltj 
thai  did  not  exist ;  and  rendered  the  grand  style  essential  to  the  treat- 
ment of  all  the  designs.  The  t«o  parables  of  Dives  and  Lasarns  and 
the  Prodigal  Son,  neither  of  which  admits  of  the  introduction  of  Christ, 
have  been  more  successfully  rendered  ;  for  in  simple  narrative  delinea- 
tion, Mr.  Franklin's  power  is  adequate  to  a  dignified  picturesqueness. 
Yet  in  these,  as  in  all  the  designs,  there  is  an  appearance  of  effort  and 
labour,  and  an  absence  of  creative  talent  and  spontaneous  feeling,  which 
prevent  the  designs  from  satisfying  either  critical  judgment  or  the 
imngination  of  a  reader  of  Scripture. 

In  subjects  of  this  class,  treated  as  they  are  here,  nothing  short  of 
the  highest  excellence  wilt  suffice ;  but  even  in  the  grouping  and  draw- 
ing of  his  figures  Mr.  Franklin  is  not  always  felicitous ;  and  aa  compo- 
■itiooe,  the  effects  of  light  and  dark  are  even  less  happy  than  the 
arrangement  of  lines.

A  portly  little  roaot  the  BMUMger, 
centrally  at  tlie  foot  of  the  >uig(^  and  was  oocnptwl  in  drilbng  a  coa> 
oonnM!  of  penoiui  of  both  MXeBi  differently  poaituMied  over  ibo  sta^ 
Occasionally  be  turned,  ond  looking  down  upon  a  dark  abyss,  which 
waa  iho  lucilily  of  U>c  ortti«stra,  liawh^d  nluud  cprtain  loclinical  tD- 
)uucliuu*  to  «iMn«  lively  l>ut  discordant  iu&truuiputii,  in  bunum  ahi^C^ 
therein  oswmblcd.  Active  and  cncr^tic  ■ha<lDS,  whose  ababbjr  H^ 
leriors,  not  even  the  gloom  of  thvir  IladiM  could  hide,  <ii«re  eonaUMly 
darting  to  the  udc  of  the  mnnogcr,  and  immediately  vanishiay  at  the 
wings,  uAer  the  noaDor  of  lung  Richard's  stuff  on  the  conTtniiotial 
Bosworth  l-'ield  of  the  stage. 

While  ciiriouily  otiM-Tvic^  ihc  arrangvmfiots  of  lb*  miM  en  stitu,  I 
woa  arouied  to  a  9en»e  «f  personal  responsiUlity,  by  a  Montorioa  voto 
exolaimiBK  at  my  ear, — 

"  All  the  mpcra  in  the  Kaloon.     Corps  do  ballot  for  tba  acarf 
Mr.  Pnjrnei  and  all  the  Gnoinea." 

A  rush  of  those  vho  had  bevti  standing  near  me  now  t«ok  place,  and  th* 
corporal,  obii-rriog  my  bewitdtimipnl,  uu-cercnjonioiislr  ottaclcnl  BHr  iy 
Ihc  scruff  of  the  neck,  and  almost  droKiEt^d  me  acrota  the  stage  to  a  bole 
in  the  wall  »n  the  pronpt  sid«,  and  behind  iIk^  prompter's  box.  Into  this 
hoI«  I  van  i-ompelled  to  enter,  and,  followed  by  the  corporal,  anccndcd  a 
dark  lUircase,  u:adiiig,as  IdiicoTcied — rfathcdraM-ciroleoflhelheatt* 
—to  the  talooo.  On  arriving  at  the  latter  laealt,  a  lantaslie  icoos  pre- 
sented itself-  Some  ilonm  or  two  of  young  girls,  in  dingy  apparel,  wmA 
waving  a  bright-<:oloured  muslin  scarf,  ncrc  rangi^d,  ria^-dSf  while, 
down  the  centre,  pirouetted  and  gallopadcd  a  chief  /tanttmif,  more 
sIoveiil]r,  more  ibeatri-caJly,  and  more  din^ilyntlired,  than  the  n-al.  She 
wore  a  short  naiikucii  skirt,  diitilaying  whity-hronn  integuments,  tcch- 
nieally  termed  "  Beshings,"  aua  lookinj;  eicessively  dtuly.  Th«  fair 
dancer's  hcad-drtsx  consinted  of  n  coron.-il  of  dirtr-white  liliec;  ber  ana* 
were  bnre,  and  she  dt^fUy  waved  a  ccrult-an-cofoiirei}  scarf)  twbting  it 
into  a  variety  of  mnthenmti«al  forrnH.  Her  face  waa  pale  aa  narble ;  it 
looked  a*  if  it  hod  be«n  chalked,  like  the  soles  of  her  feat. 

"  (ienls  to  thv  rigtit  face  ! "  roared  the  corporal,  who  gave  other 
directions,  and  we  supers  obcjcd  by  p^rfo^ni^g  an  evolutioo  reaem- 
bling  the  favourite  school-boy  amuaeujeut  of  '*  follow- my* lesHWr." 
Obeying  tlic  general  movement,  I  found  myself  in  quadrille  poailtoo 
with  (not  a  pretty,  bul^  a  pKlly-Uitx^  Indy  for  a  partner .  Before  I  could 
colWt  myself,  I  wai  drawn  into  a  vortM  of  evotuliona,  io  the  conrtc  of 
whicfa,  every  now  and  then,  I  perccivol  my  fair  partner  affectianately 
lianging  over  inr,  with  her  scarf  arched  above  my  head,  and  ber  voic« — 
angrily,  I  ihotight — beseeching  mo  to  bend  do«n  on  one  knee,  iu  which 
position  1  bad  to  cover  the  dcnrcsacd  end  nf  ber  icarf  with  my  kiwes. 

Wv  ooDtinued  to  practise  toese  Terptichorcao  morementl  to  long  a 
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lb«  following  act,  the  "  Eboa  \'i.>8tiliulo  of  the  Gnomn  King'*  Pahctg* 
ojMTnvd  upon  tko  auili<'ncR  witli  n  trciiieo<loua  effect.  TaoinotV>7  j«at«r(. 
of  ihfl  lUuQch  Sttxoii  wit,  "  fooled  th«  auditory  to  Ibc  lop  of  tlitnr  bent,' 
while  wp,  th«  caryaitdus.  wt?r«  discovvrccl  slandinj  on  oar  pedeiLals, 
nip|ioniiig  our  conacr*.  Miiw.'  was  iho  petition  of  ihircl  »t*tu«  on  the 
prompt  sido.  I  felt  my  confidence  oozini;  oul,  not  only  it  my  fiugtrrs'  eodi, 
but  uio  nt  my  lorn.  A  ma^iirio^til  ri-tiniic  occupied  the  tlogp,  passing 
ua  in  proomtilon.  Then  I'aiiM.'  the  Ciichanicl  Princo  (DticroK-)  on  ku 
tying  Ktccd ;  the  rider  flonriBliitif;  a  fliuuiiig  awurdi  ftiid  (^esticulaliog  like 
mad !  Mucb  *duabli:'  lime  via*,  l  rtvollcn,  waited  by  the  dpiays  iucidenl 
to  a  (Irsl  niglit.  No  ihuuglit  appeared  to  bo  taktrn  of  us  statues ;  of 
GoufWt  nobody  ever  drcatnl  that  u-e  litid  utiy  fix-lingi.  For  ray  own  put 
thn  time  eoinplclGly  bc-flt  inc.  The  piTspiraiion  fairly  ran  down  my 
■able  face, — an  interne  irritaiion  visilcd  variout  pnrts  of  my  haij. 
Hying  rtpccially  to  the  cakes  of  my  li^gs.  De^piu^  th<;  occasion,  docpitt 
the  dishonour  attending  failure,  I  felt  it  inevtlablB  that  I  muet  girt 
audible — prnclicfti — e^iprcsaion  to  my  misery.  v\m>Ii>iu1  Lunieria; 
my  dexter  hand,  I  admin isterud  a  vigorouii  scratch  to  ihat  portion  t^ 
ny  onsloray  so  indispmsably  requiring  the  application  of  friction.  The 
action,  bowervr  «uddvn,  wn«  a»  aiiJdt.-n1y  ubicrvcd.  A  about  of 
laughter  proceeded  from  the  tbran^fcd  pit ;  its  effect  woa,  to  cause  th« 
object  of  it  to  lose  all  pre»onco  of  mind.  1  could  no  lang«>r  «upprca* 
iDy  agilatiun, — an  aiidllilu  groati  t'scupud  mc  ;  tbi--  luughl«r  became  iip- 
roariouH  and  furious,  depriving  me  momentarily  of  runaoo.  May 
Thcipii"  forgiie  the  unheroic  deed  1 — in  a  paroxysm  of  frcnsy,  1  pred. 
pltaled  myai'lf  from  ibo  pilinr,  intent  on  iimtunily  fl}  tug  the  scene  of  my 
difootn&tiire ;  but  alaa  I  in  unileavoariiig  to  effect  a  precipitate  retreat,  I 
ineoniinently  MiimbUd  agAJnst  the  pctUst^l  of  n  brother  ttiatiic,  tbui 
ihrowine  this  mifurtutiatv  cnrvaiidi^  alio  from  his  e<iuilibriuin,  and 
caoHing  nim,  aa  vuddrnly  db  mywlf,  to  vncBte  his  post  in  a  inotit  ondig- 
nilied  manner.  The  double  catutrophe  jiroduced  an  indescribable 
wmation.  Esplosicm*  of  hisaea  and  luugbtur  grcoled  us,  volley  after 
Tolley.  We  were  aoaailcd  with  nir*cs,  nut  loud  but  deep,  iVom  the 
wingt  of  the  stage.  In  the  midn  of  Lbo  commotion  the  scone  *cat 
cloii'd,  and  the  Klagn  Riled  «ith  irnto  officials  and  curioiu  !ni|iiiTora, 
While  the  confusion  was  at  it  height,  t  prudently  «Rcaped.  There  vraa 
brief  timo  lo  p<«I  off  my  blacli  ikin,  und  ouci>  more  attired  in  my  cua< 
toiiiary  apparel,  I  hurried  from  tho  theatre, — nor  did  I  retam  to  rctonw 
the  parts,  cither  aa  a  Drury  Lane  knight  or  atatuc. 
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Theri  '■  »  (treat  bail  to  night  at  the  eulle ; 
Th«nr  an  knocki  «t  ihe  door  til  tli«  day  i 
Evoiy  Icnock  at  Uui  door  brings  a  pored, 
Every  parcel  cootaiiu  something  gay. 
iSj  dreu  giT«e  no  room  for  con)p]u!i>!ng, 
Flowen.  trimnUDgB,  «nd  n'o^^- 1^'  V^^'^  new ; 
And  tlM  on*  only  thing  now  rcnijuning, 
!■  to  look  (or  a  prvlly  tliaped  liitx.

The  largw  booaes  of  all  the  cities  ihr^mgli- 
iiul  tiftm  Umnada  aro  built  on  iha  ••»»  pattern :  eicept  that,  in  the 
MiMvr  MUlilriM  of  tho  iiilvrior.  the  well  or  costctn  stands  in  a  aooond 
n«ivi  behlndt  tho  <)r*t  and  priucipal  one  being  filled  with  Bowrr-hnls. 
All  nit>ai»  am  oduMud  of  admitting  air;  the  upper  nioint  have  no  other 
iwlUnH  than  ike  slteUiag  roof,  which,  Wiug  whitewashed,  looks  neat 
Hiiil  cool,  and  oxclitdca  tho  swnrms  of  lats,  bata,  and  vormin  wbicli 
ilnd  a  dw«lllii|t  ui  the  spare. between  the  cciliug  and  the  roof.  Moat  of 
lIlM  hvMor  Itmiaes  arc  provided  with  baths,  as  no  one  dares  hathc  in  tho 
M«  for  ftar  of  sharks.  The  fiimiiurc  is  scanty  and  simple,  consisting 
'«ii«rall]f  of  a  fvw  wiutilen  tables  and  cliairs,  a  mat,  bed,  two  or  three 
irsM  naiidlsatloks,  and  a  largo  Jar,  called  a  fiitd/u.  for  holding  wnter, 
which  Ii  i>unmonly  plaoad  in  a  thorough  draught.  Tbe  inficrior  houses 
liN  ainall.  eliMc,  ilirty.  and  full  of  smoke.  Matt  of  the  ttrevt*  ato 
nurrow,  nnd  dnrkenvd  bj  iIm'  jirojortion  of  the  bnlconies,  but  a  few  ar« 
of  II  Kimil  Miillh,  siraiiilii.  nnd  rcituUr;  lhal  of  8ii»  Agustin,  ooc  of  the 
wldvsl,  is  Itsvuly-foii'  liH-l  wiOv:  llie  iarjfer  ones  hare  a  good  stone  or 
briBb  frWfMir  on  each  si<|{>,  but  no  c«nlr«  paving  (that  laid  down  by 
lb*  Hiianlards  liavinit  been  worn  out  by  the  traffic,  and  ocfer  rqiaired), 
*o  thai  It  La  lilli'd  allrriiulrly  with  dust  and  mud ;  a  Urgr>  proportion  of 
iIm  uvamMit  DOUiUls  uf  organic  rvniatna,  piiucipally  roadriporc  anil 

■glMUiraie. 

Thn  busiest  part  of  Carlhagena  is  the  Gate  of  Ximini  (Gcthscmane), 
oiieniDK  '"  '''"  ""**'  *'"'*'*'*'  ^^  which  ia  an  extcnvivc  uupared  sqture, 
wlmrriii  la  n  I'f^"  church,  nnd  stromii,  and  buildinK^  beyond  it,  fonn- 
Ittu  llw  •ubiirli*  of  Cbaiubacu  und  >Lituiiil,  the  I'onncr  of  which  is  sonao- 
Mnioa  uuliualihyi  owing  lu  the  prcacnic  of  a  large  itagnuit  pool  at  ita 
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llehiod  ttic  Po}in,  wliici)  coniniaDiU  a  fine  view  of  tlii'  cily  anil  wt 
bnyond  it,  ia  a  lake,  on  tbe  bank  of  wlikti  a  ycun);  medical  mnn  had 
bougikt  Uod,  and  «a*  preparing  la  sow  in  it  icji-inliind  coUuu  %et4, 
which  he  expi-cted  would  be  a  good  s(>eculaliun.  It  could,  at  all  evcntv 
hardly  turn  out  a  worse  one  thiiii  that  of  liis  profession  in  this  dtjr, 
whor«  the  nnlirpa  pay  only  a  i]uarter  dollar,  or  ihiUing,  a  Tuit,  and 
fbrcignen  iml}  half  a  dollar. 

The  plMsatit«st  ride  ift  that  out  of  tho  San  Domii]|;o  (northera) 
giit«  of  CariliagL-nui,  to  Boca  (Iraude,  but  !t  h  itpoilt  for  [wdf^t ii iaiu, 
owing  ti>  tho  custom  of  throwing  out  in  heaps,  near  the  ^aies  and  vralli, 
nil  the  dirt  and  offal  of  tbi?  city,  which  (.■orruin  the  BtmofpTiere  for  unae 
little  diRtaDCC.  Tlic-  ruud  pii«tivft  ovi>r  a  prt^tty  grveu  iward,  on  tho  neck 
of  land  thai  leparatea  the  outer  tea  from  the  itnivr  harbour,  shaded  bj 
low  mango  trees,  to  a  line  hard  beach,  iCAtiered  nitb  broken  lre««  and 
rood  thrown  up  from  thv  sea,  uod  with  low  rocks,  whereoii  crnwl  nam* 
berlen  cnwliih  ;  UocaCimndcieabout  a  tnilL-and  n  half  from  the  walls: 
and  near  it  ii  a  urnall  ti>hin{i'  bamk-t  of  about  twenly-fivft  honaes,  ii>ha- 
bi',<-d  excluBivcly  by  ncgroi's,  Tho  pujoymert  of  thi«  evening  ride  it 
debarred  to  the  tnhabiiaiiin  liy  thu  luilitary  n-^ulii lions  which  enjcrin  the 
shutting  at  cun^et  of  all  ihe  gates  except  those  of  Ximmi,  mbich  are 
left  open  till  eight. 

The  cliinnU-of  CArthagcna,  during  ibo  months  of  January  and  April, 
is  vcrj' endurable,  there  beiu^,  then,  few  or  no  moatjuitocn — thn  abieitc* 
of  "hich  compensate*  for  alreioRi  any  other  annoyance.  In  April,  %ht 
sun  \a  shaded  at  times  by  the  clouds,  'Ahich  leather  for  the  approach  of 
the  rainy  nuuun ;  but  (hi*  rather  incrc-uea  the  aitllrini?**,  for,  though 
tliry  n)od«irau-  (he  heal  of  the  sun,  the  heavinoeg  of  the  niiuusphvn) 
deudeiis  ihc  bixt-ze.  The  summer  im  the  dry  season,  from  Deceiabc-r 
to  ,\pril, — the  winter,  the  rainy  ony  from  May  to  November,  in  the 
middle  of  which,  from  July  to  October,  fnll  tho  beaviert  rains.  In 
the  summor,  north-eail  breexet  prevjiil,  often  blowing  mast  boiater* 
ounly,  and  cooling  the  air  greatly.  In  the  winter,  the  wind  more 
^nicrnUy  blow*  from  thu  iioiiih-wctt  and  south-caat<  In  January,  the 
laiige  of  Fahii^iheit's  tberniometer  is  between  79  A»d  SZ  deg.;  in 
April  its  lowc*l,  at  dnyligltl,  was  79  deg.,  and  its  bigbest,  at  uoon, 
H6  deg.  In  tho  rainy  season  it  ascends  cotomonly  to  92  deg.  To 
Englisii  ideas  it  seems  strange  that  tho  warmest  seaiuin  should  b"  called 
winter;  but  the  weltewt  and  hotteot  leather  is  here  cooaidered  the 
severest.  Tlie  abovo  may  be  c«u»idcred  the  general  temperature  on 
tile  eostls  of  New  (iranjtda.  which  have  not,  like  the  interior  of  the 
country,  tho  advantage  of  bfing  couled  by  high  elevation  and  anow- 
coTurcd  muuniaina.  The  only  eiiceptioQ  in  New  Granada  to  Ibis 
obtervalion,  is  Santa  Martha,  where  a  mountain  overhangs  tho  s«a, 
u'ho»e  summit  sIiouk  per|ji'lunl  snow. 

Tltu  most  common  diseases  in  Carihagena  and  its  nei^jhbourbood 
lire  intermittent  feters,  from  which  the  inhabitants  suffer  greatly  in 
the  rainy  season.  The  health  of  the  city  is  always  grrater  in  propoiv 
tioD  to  the  dryness  of  tho  eeasoa.  The  yellow  ft-rer  no  longer  rara{ 
the  coast,  as  t'umiarly ;  tim  it,  pcrlups,  to  be  attributed  in 
part,  to  tho  c«ssst)oai  »inc«  the  Itevulution,  of  all  intercourse  witb 
M«xioUt  where  it  still  rages  poriodically ;  ifau  view  ia  rcndvrcd  the 
mure  probablo  by  Ullua*s  vtatenient,  that  it  was  unknown  tti  Car- 
ikaguiia    and    its   aeiglibourbood  till    Ii2d,  bvforv  which    date,  tticre 
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privation  with  rest  should  be  prefernd  lo  cotnpdonco  villi  toil,  it ' 
y«i  bo  conrcuod  tliot  indolence  Jn  Cartha^na  miA  it«  nt^igbboart 
BtecpKil  at)  ihey  nro  to  ibe  lips  in  porrrty,  ptuBca  «ll  bounds  of  reaam 
and  duty.  Except  on  fcoiivnU,  the  Kitpvccno  plv»urt>  of  Uio  rnlivetit 
to  xil  (It  tbpir  ciooni  or  lie  iii  their  bauiiaocks,  with  (be  Mmtui]  e't^r  m 
tlieir  moatlu,  whicb  nnthcr  sex  can  live  wttbmit  in  New  (innadst 
at  IpjsI  BBMng  ibu  lowor  nlasvM ;  anion^l  lh«  frmalt-*  of  iIm 
liig^licr,  iinoking  !n  not  w>  airiverul  mi  it  «ru.  So  iajbpemllb)t^  i*  tin 
cu»tom  that  fteotnes  od  ^nanl,  to  nboo  it '»  rigorourir  fiyrbiddoo,  ont- 
trive  to  enjoy  it,  and  dtmve  thnr  eflnn  by  ki><^pin{r  tho  lif^btM  md  in 
their  mouth*.  At  tb«  U«t  awi^e  of  Puerto  Cabello,  by  th«  patriot*  'm 
18S3,  this  praclko  cost  aomo  livrt,  for  tbv  SpoaiaTda  uwd  at  Dighl 
to  detMt  a  grotip  of  ofHeers  inioiiiiif  by  the  light  of  tbdr  ngars,  ani 
fire  a  Toltny  iii  their  direction,  wbicli  w«s  g<Tirriillv  "urp  to  <»rrj  death  lo 
•oiofl  of  the  parLy.  A  Cartbagcna  finburmnn  will  catch  on  the  Monday 
three  or  fiaiiT  Inr^  ftsb,  koqi  one  or  two  for  himself,  and  with  tht^  par.  { 
cbaiie  money  of  iho  rest  buy  n  little  tnlt  to  dress  nnd  ours  bisoND  aiih,  a 
hitndr«d  plantains,  aud  a  few  cigai^ ;  and  having  Ihitt  provlvionrd  biRiwtf 
will  b«  induced  by  no  runaiditrntioii  to  do  nny  more  work  that  w<«k. 

But  on  the  occasion  of  chui-ch-fediivalB,  ordancen,  theyRl>nk<'  off  their 
iiidolencp,  which  will  not  yield  to  the  dread  and  hardly  lo  thr  pressure 
of  want.  Their  tastp  for  danriiig  in  a  iifuxion,  and  on  nights  so  hot  that 
EuropcflRi  find  the  least  exertiuii  dieagreeable,  (hi'y  arc  icen  dandnr 
moH  actively  iti  the  squares,  and  even  in  small  rooms,  and  tkii 
they  continuo  for  thrM  or  four  bourn.  Thft  pitopto  of  colour  arc 
rvniarkahSe  for  their  vivacity,  are  of  very  quick  tmiper,  and  iiihorit  tbclr 
share  of  ^Spanish  pride,  Owin^  to  the  cxcUcmeDl  of  the  dimite.  the 
cboapneM  of  iiitoiicating  liqnora  (chii^ba,  eiiArapo,  tugmr-caivo  brandy, 
and  anise),  and  thp  remisftnoM  of  the  authorities  tii  tbu  cxeeutioti  of  the 
laws,  great  disonii-ra  prcv^iil  in  the  littoral  provinces,  and  the  lower 
clauw*  on  the  coaat  have  a  larf[«r  thar«  of  the  dcmoralieation  ari«if^ 
from  iDdotonco  than  in.  tho  inCcrior. 

Thv  dresB  of  the  loner  clawes  iA,  for  lh«  nieii  n  cotton  shirt  and 
trousers,  and  straw  hat,  the  frat  beinn  commonly  bare  in  both  oese*; 
for  the  womm  a  gown  of  priiiti-d  cotton  and  strnw  hat.  The  better 
ord«rt  of  women  dress  with  laate,  in  light  frowns  nnd  mantillas,  viih  nnt 
tboes  and  stockings  for  Ihoir  small  f(«t,  of  which  they  are  v«ry  proud; 
and  the  men  in  light  jackets,  which,  on  occations  of  visiia  or  c^rvnoRy, 
are  eichotiged  for  coots. 

A  theatre  was  opnncd  at  Cftrthagran  in  1830,  by  a  small  companv  of 
actor*  on  their  way  out  of  tho  country,  assialed  by  n  I'crw  aniateut^  of 
the  eity.  It  wa»  formed  of  «  phvaie  bcmsR  unoccupied  and  dilapidated, 
and  na*  ditpotod  in  the  shape  of  a  long  horsMhoo.  It  had  a  pit,  on 
eai?li  »ido  of  which  wn>  a  g.iUi^ry  on  tho  same  level,  two  tiers  of  boxes 
avtiilnliU.%  the  price  of  admission  t»  whioli  was  four  reals  or  two  shillingf ; 
thrsc  were  divided  only  by  rails  at  the  side^  and  bat^k,  with  a  pasaan 
behind.  There  was  no  roof,  which  of  PDurw  ninde  ii  difficult  to  hf«r, 
nid  the  stars  shone  on  tho  actors  anil  aiidieiK-e,  au  that  the  perfomianceji 
were  limited  lo  the  fine  season,  and  even  then  were  at  limes  prcvonuid 
by  a  rainy  evetiing.  A  low  &NinUh  oom«dy  nag  tolerably  well  actedi 
and  ga*e  great  BnmnmonC.  Toe  perfomwtoe  began  at  half-paat  iiiaht, 
and  was  concluded  at  midnight. 

Tbe  only  promenades  of  llie  inhaUtaut  are  the  plain  between  the  citr 
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city  Biul  ncifflibourhood.  Al  the  dewn-t,  loasls  >r^  gin-n,  and  tpKclm 
nAdvi  in  vrliich  tbc  native*)  prnruini^  t>y  tlio  gveM  copiousness  and 
pliability  of  lh«  S{ianiih  Innj^uajjc.  show  much  tact  anil  talent.  Mack 
vrine  was  drunk,  esiieciAlIv  Cliampngnc.  tho  fnvoniitc  Ixivwagc,  but  the 
gu(st«,  though  cxciif'd,  vloppcd  sliort  of  iutoxicatioD,  which  i»  seldom 
wen  amoiqi;  the  better  classes  of  New  Graiinda. 

A  diDntr  givrn  by  o,  native  gmllcmnn  in  BogolA  wui  a  mach  tnore 
elaborate  perfurm^ncv ;  each  of  the  two  courses  c«nBittcd  of  tixij 
(liibea  (the  ^csls  being  forty-Hix  in  number),  of  nhk-h  a  Inrgp  propuf 
tion  might  ns  well  hnv«  brcn  iniiutioni  of  fouct,  for  the  tablv  waa  ten 
feet  wide,  and  they  were  ranged  down  the  centre,  so  as  to  bo  totally  in- 
ncce^eible,  except  by  mounting  on  the  liihlc  Thoio  ilistii^  inlcatM  to 
btt  uKcd  WRtn  placed  along  the  *idv».  Tliia  same  genileman  a(\erwanlt 
KttTe  a  grand  dinner,  in  honour  of  th«  Pope's  internuncio,  of  which 
ainiutr  lie  puhtisbed  an  aecouiit,  wlivrcin  it  wait  Htatad  that  the  gtutsla 
were  eigliiy  in  number,  and  tliv  diihea  fifteen  hundred.  The  w«ale  m 
tuch  fi*trs  ia  nnomiDua,  as  ihc  servants  indulge  in  riot  and  plunder 
uocoQtroLicd.  At  a  ball  nnd  dinm-r  in  Itngdtii,  given  by  xubscriptioa  to 
«bout  two  hundred  giirftB,  of  whom  lliiriy  only  were  at  the  dinner, 
the  consumption  of  wine  amounted  to  bi-twei-n  thirty  and  forty  demi- 
johns, lurge  wioker-cover«d  bottles,  containing  about  aixtecn  quai 
hottU*  cAcb. 

Tht!  decline  of  Carlliag«na  in  nrolth,  commercial  importance,  ud 
mercantile  population,  ia  shown  by  tbc  cnonnoui  diminution  in  the  rents 
of  itii  houses,  among  other  symptoms.  Sinco  the  diviiiion  of  Colombw, 
campletcd  in  1SS2,  which  restricted  its  trade  to  tlio  siippljr  of  New 
Omiiudn  alone,  the  bcit  houM»  in  the  city  bave  been  reatH  frDin  30 
to  40  dollars  &  month. 

Ib  coftclnding  the  sketch  of  Cnrtbagena,  it  may  ht  wrll  to  add,  that 
it  i«,  in  common  with  Chngret,  a  place  of  banishment  for  oonvicia,  front 
the  interior  pruvioooo  of  Nvw  Ciranada,  itho  are  Hrnifncrd  to  jrrtMtiio, 
that  is,  altcniatc  confiaeineDt  and  forced  Ubour,  in  the  works  of  the 
fortreik.  Among  theiin  i-riniinalH,  thi>  writer  bow  iwo  men,  who  liad 
murdered  a  priest,  iji  the  nei^libuurhoud  ai  Bogotn.  These  mm  bad 
escaped  capital  punishmeul,  owing  lo  their  victim  havin|r>  through 
Christian  over-«erupnloii«ne««,  reftisieil  in  hie  dying  momenta  to  deaig- 
nnto  his  murderer*,  nllhougb  he  cunfesstd  be  knew  them.  Tlirough 
the  dcliciency  of  evidvnce,  as  to  the  murder,  these  undoubted  asiaisins 
were  only  Eenlenced,  on  other  testimony,  la  iho  puulnhnient  of  prtpuito. 
for  the  robhirry.  A  nephew  of  the  nnfortunnle  cura,  whom  th4  writer 
met  at  Carlhitgena,  found  on  hia  arriral  there,  ihcue  two  men  at  Urge, 
as  clerks  in  ACommereisI  hiuwe,  freqiicnltng  the  thr-nlre,  and  living  with 
thtdr  omtreMes.  He  had  cum]i1ai]|i.-d  lo  ihe  governor  of  this  sbum  of 
JLicticc,  but  said  he  bad  no  hope  of  redress,  as  anch  practices  were  dm 
uncnmmon,  where  the  culprit*  had  mennH  of  bribpry  at  command. 

On  tearing  Carlhagens,  begin  the  diillcultie*  of  thv  traveller  who 
iotcnds  to  rinit  the  interior  provinces.  Itut  this  is  n  subject  whiett 
our  limits  will  not  permit  na  to  touch  upon  at  prmrnt.

In  «Tvry  t««ni  and  vilbgo  of  the  1«ut  importaneo,  !>  a  ([aod  and 
nibitanlMl  (cl>ool*faouie,  open  free  to  all  claMtnt  and  dU  aecttt  whero 
uutracUftb  it  (p<Nn  in  all  the  esitntiaU  of  a  simple  and  sound  education , 
bjr  gmlttman  who  hava  been  teli-cttNl  a*  tundM-r*  witit  grrst  judgmrat. 
Tbfy  an  priiMipallj  craduatci  of  Ui«  Scuicli  univenj lies,— and  an,  witli- 
out  exMpuoA,  men  of  eonsid«nble  ability  and  hi^h  character,  and  wliu 
MMn  to  hare  thv  int«n*l  of  their  charge  thoroucbly  at  heart. 

Tb»  idea  of  lb«  ottabliifament  of  theae  wnoolt,  originated  with  Sir 
John  H«rftche!l,  when  the  great  astronomer  was  sojourninj;  at  Capa 
Town,  to  Riako  hia  obaerrmlion*  on  tKe  heavenly  bodio*  in  the  Muthem 
bcfDimbm.  He  was  ablj  teconded  in  hii  nug^lions  by  Dr.  Innei, 
than  w  pinripol  of  tho  South  African  College,  anrl,  by  llicir  joint  excr- 
ll«ai>  tbv  pfcaent  tyttem  wat  elaborated.  The  local  govemnietit  mMt, 
bauuraUy  voted  tite  lequiiite  fundi  to  support  the  icfaoulii.  Ih-.  Inn<« 
paid  a  Tvit  to  England,  to  aelect  competent  teacher*,'— aiid  t»  n  uliort 
period,  a  fOod*  wund,  and  tiaefiil  education  iraa  at  ilie  aerrice  of  every 
child  in  Oit  ootony,  whose  parent*  choia  to  arail  theniclves  of  such  an 
advantage,  froe  from  erery  land  of  oxpcine. 

I  mint  itata  thai  the  brood  principlce  of  the  Christian  religion  an 
taught  in  theae  mJmoIb.  but  with  such  praitewortliy  and  careful  ai-oid- 
anc«  ef  all  acetaiian  doctrincn,  tiiat  tlic  etliildren  oS  Churdinicn,  Uia* 
•Mlwi^  and  Roman  Catholics, — and  even  one  or  two  Mahomcluit, — 
■Uaild  thdn  without  the  ilighte«t  complaint  ever  having  been  uttered  by 
atty  one  on  religlaut  gruuiidn.  This  it  the  iimie  remarkable,  inasmuch  aa 
•artariaii  difliutnnn  run  very  high  at  the  Cape. 

The  tautien  have  aalaric^  varying  from  1 00/.  to  300/.,  bciiidei  a  hous4>. 
Tha  inatnictiion  cenSMls  of  reading,  writing,  hiitory,  Diathcmatico.  natural 
(httoMplijt  hkI  feognphy.  Out  of  the  r(.-gular  KbMl-boun  iIk  teachers 
tak*  pnftla  pupili  at  a  modnal*  rate,  o^ho  wish  to  lenm  Laiiit  and 
Gnel,  or  Preneh.  Thus  1  have  im>  hesitation  in  declaring  ihut  the  ridng 
gaaetstion  at  the  Cape  will  b«  far  Wyond  that  of  England  in  all  the 
T«U  ZXXI.  I) 
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HunliftUof  a  gaod  cduca.tion.  Perfect  ignonmee  will  be  a]ino<t  itn- 
known,  and  unlieardof  in  ihe  colony.  And  wlint  dor*  llie  reader  sup- 
pose is  Ltic  fliim  rcquisito  to  <ecun:  all  tliesc  ini-Wjinftble  iulvajiti^[c«  to  » 
Tiring  Ktatd  ?  I  will  tfill  liim — 2500'.  per  annum!  or  leu  t^Mii  one- 
foiirlh  of  thu  amaiint  of  tlio  "  pcmtions,"  "  j-oM  out  of  the  rcv«nu«  of  Um 
uine  colony  lo  »  lel  or  ])ereoiiii  who,  tii  nine  cuhcs  out  or  t«ii,  liare  m 
claim  what«Ter  on  iu  funds  or  iti  {rmtitud«.  But  where  in  the  vnie 
world  ia  "jobbery"  extinct  ?  Voritnlly,  not  in  tlie  Und  oT  tlw  Hm-  J 
tentota.  1 

The  advantuj^es  of  these  schools  arc  nowhere  more  perceptible  than  in 
the  dintrirt  oC  Gnuif  Rfinct,  where  thvrc  ii  a  mixed  populutiuii  of  IXiuh 
and  RngllKh.  Tlie  ctiildreii  of  both  ncea  are  beinK  educated  together, 
and  in  another  ^'Deration,  all  tracea  of  difiierifnco  ^vill  have  been  oklit^ 
rated.  Thin  i*  a  "  connummntion  devoutly  to  be  wished)"  seeing  tbtl 
the  Engliiih  and  Dutch  have  not,  hitherto,  ftucd  as  kindly  ae  might  be 
dnind.  John  Bull  ia  as  pompous  a  fellow  in  South  Africa  as  in  England, 
and  hit  iiitenae  appreontion  of  hii  own  excelkncc^,  induota  him  Co  lodk 
upon  the  Boers  as  an  inferior  order  oi'  animals  to  himself.  Witb  a  di« 
allowanee  for  the  want  of  ceitnin  convontioniil  advantagu  on  the  part  of 
the  T)utchnian,  Master  John  is  decidedly  mistaken, — hut  it  is  iiniilfia  to 
tell  him  so. 

\^'hen  I  bade  fnrewcll  tn  the  town  of  Gnaf  Ueinct,  and  storied  for  tho 
neighbouring  dintrict  of  Somereet,  I  was  agreeably  surprised  to  &nd 
myself  on  a  tolerably  ^ood  road.  I  have  before  rvmarked  on  the  rarity 
of  stich  a  tiling  in  thp  Cape  Colony.  An  Engli:di  reaidcr  can  form  but 
little  idea  of  a  ivully  bud  road.  Let  him  picturv  to  himwlf  a  Wood 
■tiaggliiig  pathway,  with  loose  «tone«  wittered  ail  over  it,  of  the  size 
ordinarily  used  for  paving  the  streets  of  London,  intcnpersed  oeeationnlly 
with  slumps  of  trees,  deep  boles,  liard  rock, and  sudden  descents  ofa  foot 
or  two  at  a  step ;  and  furtlier,  imaj^ine  the  said  road  constantly  atcend- 
tng  and  duacending;  mouiitaim  at  tin  angle  of  43  degree*, — now  and  Ihea 
plunging  prceipitously  into  the  l>cd  of  a  river,  which  is  Bometimo*  a 
torrent,  sometimes  a  swamp,  where  you  are  sure  to  stick  fast,  ai>d  woie- 
times  has  ftvtA  rolling  stones  jutt  below  the  xurfnctf  of  Iho  water  (a*  large 
as  Sisyphus  rolled  unceasingly  up-hill),  over  which  your  horse  tumbks, 
and  pitches  you  uneeremi>ni<pusly  into  a  cold  hath  :  let  him  furtlier  con- 
ceive such  road  clouded  with  whirlwinds  of  sand,  which  penetrate  into 
the  traveller's  cars*  eyo«,  nose,  and  mouth ;  or  cUo  so  greasy  with  mud 
that  neither  man  nor  beast  ean  proeivss  steadily  along  it, — and  then  he 
will  have  formed  a  (iunt  uoliun  of  a  genuine  and  ordinary  Cnpe  roaiL 
The  only  two  exceptions  to  this  sp«cies  of  highway  that  I  met  with,  were 
t)iv  I'ort  Beautiirt  Koad.  and  that  aver  the  Bruges  Mountains,  finn 
(Jraaf  lletnct  to  Sunicricl. 

It  is,  of  ooiine,  ridiculous  to  expect  anything  approaching  to  good 
roads  in  a  colony  where  labour  is  so  scarce.  The  solitary  good  which 
New  f><outh  Wnlea  has  derived  fn>m  being  a  ncnnl  ncttlcment  is,  that  it 
has  procured  huran  admirable  set  of  roiids.  Road-making,  indeed,  is  a9 
dull,  laborious,  and  unattractive  an  employment,  that  it  seems  to  be 
peculiarly  adapted  to  convict- labour.  The  gnvornnicnt  lately,  on  sednng 
to  make  convku  acceptable  to  the  Cape  colonist*,  did  not  liirgct  to  point  Mi 
the  udvaiitagw  which  would  be  conferred  on  the  country  in  thie  point; 
but  the  bait  did  nut  take.     'I'hc  colnnixtt  were  well  aware  that  the  worthy 
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"  ticket -af>lcav«  "  gentleman  would  "  tnkc  to  tlie  rood  **  in  more  »m»es 
than  oa«;  and  tliey  irere  not  nifliciently  alire  to  t)te  ailvanlams  cyf  Uiat 
intcmting  Austnlisn  mode  of  lilv,^'' biuh-nnging,"— lu  wish  for  its 
citaUithmeiit  in  theii  own  ceimtn*. 

I  knon-  ii«thiiig  niOTo  exhilarating  and  delightful  tban  riding  along  a 
mouiiuin-rii^  witli  a  m&gnilicent  panoram^i  ■tiL-Ichtng  atvay  belovr  you 
on  both  aidei.  Sudi  vas  ray  enjoyment  ou  the  Brug««  ho^lita.  This 
mMintain  chiun  ww  ToRnoily  the  boundary  of  tfao  colony  under  the 
Dutch  gOTHTUnent,  Iteyond  whirh  no  coloniit  wu  alloired  to  trade  with 
llie  native  ttibcB.  Siiitu  tiiat  lime,  in  tbc  eaulier  wars  with  ibe  KaGr*,  it 
hat  been  tbc  wcqc  of  many  a  bloudy  conflict  between  that  pcoplu  Mid  the 
coIoiusUl  The  KaRni  Imd  not  the  slighteit  pretensioni,  in  point  of 
juatiec,  to  penetnite  m  far  to  the  wctt ;  their  own  fcontier  lying  some 
viiu  buitdrvd  iiiilct  to  tbc  East.  But  they  hare  always  b««u  encmcliiiig 
on  the  land  of  the  Hottentots  both  before  and  unce  Ha  occiqution  by 
Europcftiu. 

I  bad  now  whiiin  ej'C-rat^  tlie  pbinsof  Onof  Relaet  spiiokled  «-tth 
■ntelopec;  Uie  ihaip^  jaffied  tops  of  the  Tangcs  DeT|[.  or  Toothed 
Mountain;  tho  white-capwd  Sncwbcrgeo,  when  I  had  biwn  half-ftomn 
Bome  time  uncc;  Ui«  broken  Swart  Ruggens,  or  ilack  ridget — a  daik 
tract  of  neky  eoimtry,  with  ttralii  ditlocated  in  a  manner  to  puxxle  the 
pm(baMlc*t  gnologut ;  uid  the  forctt  range  of  the  Kaga,  with  its  fcriilc 
slopes,  and  wctl-wotcied  farms:  so  that  my  panorama  was  both  varied 
ana  beautiful. 

^ic  Tillage  of  Somcnet — I  beg  it*  pardon  Ibr  thu»  tcmiiug  u  "  muni- 
dfality," — is  intiginJkant  otouj^i  and  contains  only  fire  hundred  inha- 
bitants. It  w«B  f^meriy  a  kuid  of  itorehoute  Ibr  provisiona  for  tho  troops 
on  the  frontier,  but  it  is  not  sufficiently  to  the  cast  for  tuch  purposes 
now.  TeiT  large  quantities  of  grain,  however,  are  raited  in  tliis  district, 
wfaieh  ia  tofenbly  w<ll  watered,  and  ren  fenile.  Cattle  and  sheep  also 
abeund,  and  noinc  of  tbe  fin«*t  Socks  of  the  latter  in  the  whole  couulr}' 
balaag  to  &tr.  Hart,  whose  farm  ia  near  SomeraeU  It  ia  also  the  resi- 
danea  of  the  Pringle  family ;  Thomas  Tringle  bbing  Ae  poot,  par  eieet- 
leiHtt,  of  South  Afnca. 

Id  tliii  district,  and  on  the  rery  spot  where  the  village  of  Somcnet 
iu>w  itiuvd*,  tobatco  was  Sret  mined  in  the  colony  under  the  care  of  a  I>r. 
MakriU.  Like  ubnoflt  anything  else  it  grew,  and  Aourished  edniinibly 
OD  a  QKfn  soil,  and  ii  now  rimed  in  coiisidcralile  quantities  in  various 
paitJ  of  the  colony.  It  is  called  Boer's  tobacco,  to  dtttinguish  it  from 
the  various  species  of  the  imported  weed.  Here  again,  however,  the 
want  of  proper  eneryj'  so  constantly  obacr\'able  ia  the  colonists,  whether 
Datch  or  &i|glish,  is  diiplay«d.  Every  man  smokes — and  inimeiue 
numbers  also  chew — tobacco.  The  Hotteutois  of  both  sexes  take  hcape 
of  snuff, — not.  by  the  way,  up  their  nostrils,  but  in  tboir  moutb  I — and 
yet  tobacco  has  to  bo  imported  to  a  eoiuiderable  extent  into  a  country 
wbicj)  tnieht  not  only  grow  eiMugfa  for  its  own  wants,  but  sufficient  to 
supply  half  the  world  beside.  Every  one  adinils  tlic  fact ;  but  tlic 
answer  is,  "want  uf  labour,"  that  ctumul  complaint  of  South  Africa. 
There  is  much  truth  in  it ;  but  there  is  a  conBidrrablc  "  want  of  energy  " 
also.  The  colonists  do  not  luftktently  bear  bi  mind  tlic  good  old  French 
naiuoi  "  Aide<toi,  le  ciel  t'udera." 

Tbe  colony  has  produced  ocJy  about  300,000  pouiKh  of  tobacco  in  tho 
yetri  it  might  juat  aa  woU  produce  a  hundnd^ild  more.     There  is  no 
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reason  (wto  perfaap*  tbo  "  laboui"  on*),  why  ih*  oxporta  of  thU 
tbould  not  incresM  in  the  wuac  ratio,  oa  Dwt  of  vool.  A  very 
spiic«  of  grouiMl  will  grow  a  gnol  deol  of  tofcoMg,  as  tlio  Koder  will 
ailmit  when  ho  hcan  thiit  the  beA  autboriticB  BtBt«,  tb&t  "  a  tyuart  yW 
qT*  A«y,  if  iDule  with  care,  will  grow  uul  nipport  £0.000  plants  of 
tabacool" 

But  loliitctM  has  put  pMiry  out  of  tny  hctnl.  Let  ui  ralum  to  Mf> 
rringU-.  Ttu*  gtrntkiimn,  whose  pocti^'  hiu  made  knonn  to  the  paxni 
reader,  many  a  sw««t  u«ncof  Sotith  Africa,  came  out  in  1820  as  ibe 
head  of  a  party  of  *«ttl«re.  He  p)tdi«d  k!*  t«nl  in  Oleii  Lynden,  oni 
in  183*  (or  fourteen  y«or«  later),  he  wrote  the  following  intertatins 
sketch  of  his  littl*  band : — 

''  A  lew  wnrd*  in  confluston,  about  our  scttlcinont  of  Glen  LyndetL 
Under  the  bleuing  of  Providence,  its  prosperity  bas  been  steadily  pro- 
gNuive.  The  friends  whom  i  left  th«r*,  thouRh  th^y  ha\e  not  escaped 
some  oecaaiuiml  trinU  mid  diuppotntmcnts,  luch  as  all  rocn  ore  exposM 
to  in  this  uncdiaJn  world,  have  yet  enjayed  a  Koodly  stare  of  health*  com- 
pelence,  and  peace.  As  regards  tht^  first  of  those  blcMingt.  one  iact  may 
sufficv.  Out  of  twcnty-thre«  loult  whoaeconipaaied  mo  to  Olen  Lynden 
fourteen  yean  ago,  there  had  not,  up  to  the  24th  of  Januaiv  lact,  oc- 
curred (so  far  as  I  know)  a  sinj;lo  death  except  one.  nainafy,  that  of 
Hr.  Putcr  Rentiir,  who  wna  unfoitunntvly  killed  by  the  hurtung  of  ■ 
gun  in  IbZS.  My  fatJier,  at  the  pnlnarclial  age  of  eighty  years,  rnjoy* 
the  mild  sunset  of  life  in  the  tuidst  of  liia  children  and  srsnd-children; 
the  Inttrr,  of  whom  thcro  is  a  largo  and  rapidly  tncreiutng  numheTi 
having  been,  with  a  few  exceptions,  all  bom  in  tfoulb  Atrica.  Tlie 
parly  have  more  than  dcublt^  tlieir  numbers  by  Hrtlia  alone,  during  the 
Itut  twi-lvc  yean.  Suvsnl  additional  IsiniliM  of  rrlalives,  aiKl  old 
ucquaiiHoTicet,  havo  also  lately  joined  tliern. 

"Without  any  pratcuions  to  wealtli,  and  with  very  Itttlo  money 
mnong  llum,  the  Glen  Lynden  settlers  (vrilh  ionic  few  exceptiona)  may 
be  Miid  to  bo  in  n  thriving  and,  on  the  whole,  very  enTiaolc  condition. 
They  havo  abundance  of  all  that  lifc  requires  for  competence  and  fi»f 
coiiiiott ;  and  llicy  Iinvc  few  cauHcs  of  anxiety  about  the  futui«.  S«nM 
of  tliuiUi  who  have  now  acquired  considerable  flocks  of  mcriDO  sheep* 
have  even  a  fair  prospect  of  attaining  hy  degrees  to  moderate  wtallb. 
They  hata  excellent  nicimft  of  education  lor  their  diildren  ;  tht-y  have  a 
well  selected  subiciiptton  library,  of  about  four  hundred  books;  and 
what  is  still  more  important,  they  have  now  the  public  ordinances  of 
rvlieion  duly  and  purely  niDintomcd  amongst  them." 

Anil  now,  good  reader,  wliat  think  yoti  of  the  poll's  home?     It  it 
not  a  realization  of  all  tlio  Arcadian  simplicity  whidi  you  hnd  hi ' 
rsgscdod  as  a  mere  dream  1 

But  really  I  find  myself  quite  on  clauic  ground  in  this  tame  dti 
of  8ofBen«l.  To  ibe  uuttuurd  of  the  tillage,  at  the  banks  of  the  QrMit 
Fish  niver,  lUi  Zckoo  Kiaal ;  and  here  the  romantic  traveller,  Le  VniU 
lant.  tlirlcii  with  hit  lovely  heroine,  the  exquinte  Nartnu.  Can  you  con* 
ooiTe  anything  more  putvly  puuticul  than  the  giUlant  Fiencbman  courting 
the  lovely  nympli  in  Sn-cow  Kraal  i  Honevor,  the  nama  is  here  truly 
of  no  coBSoqueon),  eip(«iolly  at  1  novar  b«Mrd  of  a  hippopolamui  being 
teen  in  the  Strict  during  tbo  last  fiwty  yean ;  and  therefore  Lc  Vail- 
laot's  flirtations  may  liavu  been  quite  fm  Irom  tlte  cliancc  of  an  inter- 
iption  by  one  of  thfU<  rivvr-ltogs.

UaiHO  tlie  priTilege,  wliich  1  have  long  ngo  claimed  in  thi*  -n-orV,  of 
making  atridtn  al  vri))  ov«r  timo  and  ipace,  I  inu^t  now  Wg  tlie  r«ad«r  to 
imBKine  me  approacliinc  tinli&m't  Town,  by  &  north-eiwlctly  route,  lUone 
on  honebnck.  It  is  in  the  ytat  ISIG.  The  KutiM  hu'vi;  bccuinc  very 
tn>ublef(imC|  and  Ibcir  iaJly  iJepredAtionB  arp  more  dsring  and  more  cxten- 
■tvp,  nndonener  accompanied  by  Tiulencc.  More  than  ont^unlitdcyfiniicr, 
too  eager  to  riTCovrr  hit  dokn  <;iittl0,  litu  fuDeii  a  victim  to  tlie  aiaiiMiii ; 
tnBny  a  traveller  hos  l)cen  wnvlaid  mid  plunden.-d :  iniolmec  Iweihb  to 
mark  tbe  liearing  at  the  chieft  towardi  Dritish  emiuariea ;  and  all  gives 
wnTtiing  of  an  impending  war. 

It  it  raUicr  foolluiTily  to  Tenture  out  alone  cloeo  to  tlie  Kafir  b^triler: 
bat  biuineis  pretwi,  and  my  aftcrridcr  is  left  sick  behind  inc.  I  am 
riding  along  a  level  ridge  of  land,  but  gradually  Bpproni:hing  n  "  poort," 
CT  pOM  betvrc«n  two  mountain),  which  is  dark  and  gloomy  looking,  I 
giaiue  tiUDkiouily  at  «Tcry  ligurc  that  app^rs  on  tt^  horizon,  and  my 
right  hanu  instinctively  srclcs  one  of  the  imall  pialpls  1  carry  in  my 
shooting-coat  pockcti.  They  are  tiny  afTair*,  and  it  is  imprudent  to 
carry  them  ;  for  after  all,  one  ii  lafer  unarmed  than  armed  at  these  times, 
lost  likoly  to  be  treated  with  violence  by  the  bluck  robbm. 

A.  sturdy  locking  fellow  on  liorsoback  is  approaching  mt,  it  is  a  Dutch 
Doer. 

"Good  day:  where  are  you  going?"  he  atikt. 
"  To  Oraham'a  Town,"  I  reply. 

"  To  Graham's  Town  1  throogli  the  poort  1  you  are  mad ;  it  is  full  of 
Kaftrs!" 

"So  they  tay  alway*." 

"  Nay.  nuy  ;  but  oM  SomOTSCl  has  sent  patrols  to  scour  it,  all  day." 
*■  Then  it  niu«t  be  clean  fcy  tint  time," 

"  Not  a  bit  of  it ;  thoto  black  villnina  have  only  to  be  <iu]et,  and  who 
can  find  them  f  " 

"  Ouite  true.— but  I  tnuit  go  on  to  Graham's  Town." 
"  Wdi,  good  day,  then ;  but  you  will  be  killed."    And  the  worthy 
Outdiman  made  a  gesture  to  intiuale  that  ha  washed  his  hands  of  mj 
Uood. 

Now,  althougti  I  had  affected  the  utmost  nwetaiance  in  conToraaUon 
with  Mytibfwr,  [  confess  that  I  did  not  exactly  (m\  it.  A  mors  dan- 
gerous-looking plnM  than  thia  itViuniinubIc  "  poort "  before  me,  I  had 
never  seen.  I  knew  it  well,  and  had  pasciod  it  before  in  {nping  times  of 
peace,  and  I  had  thougtit  how  comfortably  and  convenicntlv  it  wouM 
hold  a  R:w  thou.'aiiJ  Kafir*,  unseen  by  an  enemy,  whom  they  couM 
"pefiper"io  the  narrow  dclilc  to  their  hvatt't  content.  Th>.*  road,  too, 
wu  aU  broken,  and  scattered  with  huge  stones,  so  that  ^Hoping  for  tba 
greater  part  of  the  distance  was  impossible.  Moreover  it  wound  up  Mil 
u  I  was  then  going. 
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tng  in  Kngbnd :  bul  ddcidedly  l\\e  most  exciting  feat  of  liorMmanabip  I 
ever  parfqtnnod,  wat  jumpmi;  over  tho  prostnt«  Kaiir,  and  galloping  ilong 
u  bn-alcneck  ri»d  to  anve  my  skin. 

Shortly  aAor  this  little  ftdventuro  of  mine,  all  diiguiw  teemed  to  te 
thrown  luido  hy  the  Kafirt,  nnd  thcv  plainly  declared  tlieir  utt«r  «on- 
lempt  for  the  Enj;liah  OoTemmont. 

A  Etiir  had  b«en  taken  prieoner  while  lit  the  act  of  slealins  catllt ; 
aiid,  ahortly  ul\vr  bii  capture,  lie  was  diB|<alchod  to  Omham's  Town  fer 
tjial,  haiilcutfcd  to  a  Hottentot  culpiit.  and  under  llic  «cort  of  a  ^vy 
■mall  guard.  On  t)i«  nod,  a  large  body  <•(  Kafin  rushed  out,  HTtnd 
llie  aim  of  th«  Hottetitot  at  a  Uow,  and  inad«  off  again  into  the  buA 
witli  tbcir  own  coimtrymani  the  Moltcnlul't  iitn|iutaleil  arm  dangUnff  t* 
hit  writt,  before  the  guard  eotild  recover  from  the  panic  into  whin)  uMjr 
had  been  thrown. 

The  nuwi  of  this  daring  act  uf  violtnce  filled  all  who  heard  it  with 
indignation.  The  Lieulenarit-Govenior  of  the  Ewtem  proviuM  unt  te 
the  chief  into  whoK  territory  the  ofltinden  were  tiadced.  to  demand 
that  they  should  be  delivered  up  to  jiuticei.  The  n»ply  of  the  chief  ma 
to  the  efft'Ct,  tliat  the  gtt'KTnot  hod  belter  eome  and  fetch  them,  if  he 
dared.  Nobody  now  doubted  that  war  vaa  iDovitoMo ;  liut  the  ab* 
■urdily  of  a  gorcnxM-  lix  hundn»l  miles  from  tin  natural  »e&t  of  govern* 
ment,  at  once  became  apparent  The  Lieutenant.  Ovvemor  did  not  ren- 
ture  to  take  tlie  rvfpontibility  of  an  immcdtate  oHennTC  morcmont  on 
his  own  ehoulilt^rx,  but  diepatebed  letters  to  Oape  Town  to  obtato  tha 
Govemoys  aitttiority  and  tnatnictions  in  the  matter,  thus  loung  at  leatt 
twelve  days  oro  furlnight. 

Had  the  Oorenior  and  the  forces  t>e<-n  in  Gmham'K  Town,  ur  liad  a 
re^iOTMiMe  and  enerit^tie  man  been  U^utenanl-Govemi>r,  our  troops 
miglit  have  niarclicd  wlilitn  twelve  hour*  on  lotto's*  krrwl,  and  mada 
the  chief  himself  prisoner,  ere  he  had  time  to  escape,  or  tu  call  other 
diets  to  his  ntietanco.  Such  a  a>uj>-<te-maiti,  if  followed  by  the  whole- 
Mine  esaraple  ef  hanging  rooatCT  Pato  aJ>  a  "  partiecp*  criminia,"  in 
tfao  aflToir  «f  the  murder,  would  have  struck  such  terror  into  the  heart 
of  all  Kofirland,  tlial  I  verily  bi^lieve  no  war  would  have  fbllowed. 

What  VTBS  done  1  A  fortnight  was  wasted ;  durine  which  time,  the 
Kufint  woll  knowing  that  war  vtzt  now  inevitable,  had  time  to  ami  and 
prepeie  for  the  contest,  to  Daaemble  and  interehaiLee  pramisei  of  mutual 
support,  and  to  cancr>ct  that  struggle  which  coM  llie  colony  some  of  lior 
best  blood,  and  Kngland  nearly  two  milliuiis  of  treasure. 

What  has  been  the  caw,  even  in  the  war  which  u  now  rasinKf  Sir 
Ilan-)-  Smith  pnyii  n  viiit  to  the  fronlief,  holds  a  meeting  of  Knlir  chieRi, 
talks  "  bi(;,"  (I  can  fancy  my  old  frietid  Macomo  laughing  in  hts  sleeve), 
and  then  goei  ttaek  to  Capu  Towu  will)  the  impression  that  it  is  "  all 
right."  No  •ooiw.'c  is  be  gone,  titan  all  KaluUnd  is  in  a  fermcnL  He 
jumps  on  board  a  steamer,  and  nvhes  headhmg  bock  into  the  Kafir  countiy 
—and  tbeu— liadB  it  rathci  difRculi  to  got  out  again. 

]>oe«  any  oiia  belMve  it  possihle  that  all  tim  cmild  have  happened,  had 
Sir  Ilnrry's  seal  of  gOTemment  I>ccn  Graham'a  Town?  had  he  bc«n 
always  witli  a  few  miles  of  the  Kafir  frontier,  watching  the  rascals  nilli 
his  own  eyes,  and  ready  to  pounce  down  on  them  at  a  moment's  notice, 
iwt««d  of  Haying  at  soldiers  on  the  Cape  Town  parade  ground,  and  vrail- 
iqg  K>r  all  hii  iiifonoation  concorning  tliese  cunning  and  restless.' people 
■  t  Uitnk  iliii  wM  the  diief. 
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to  carry  on  sn  ofTvniiro  warfare  fn  Ksfirlnnd.  It  iihould  be  tiomo  it^ 
m'lnd  tliftt  there  are  no  idl«  men  in  a  colony  luch  as  the  Cape  of  OmJ 
Hope  ;  overy  man  Hvm  by  the  •wc«t  of  hi«  'Ijtow,  iitiiI  can  ill  ftffbrd  • 
day'*  alwencc  from  liia  ordinnry  piiranitx.  No  good  govemmeiit  wodd 
ever  depend  upon  sucli  mta  to  carry  on  a  war.  thauf;h  they  might  aafely 
reckon  on  thvtn  ax  ■  iriilitin  to  prot<«t  tlieir  own  towns  oiid  hoinMtcwk. 

Vie  often  rend,  during  tlie  late  Kafir  war,  and  since  its  termination,  of 
t]io  largo  lunu  poc)c«tcd  by  thu  coloni«u  from  goventtnent  coutmcta:  aal 
it  tias  eveii  been  intimated  that  itiey  like  tli«9«  wars,  and  look  upon  tboo 
u  a  source  of  profit.  I  can  only  ay,  that  I  know  of  rcry  matiy  rmb 
who  wero  entirely  riitned  by  the  laxt  war ;  1  know  that  aU  tho  frontitr 
fanners  Buffered  the  Everest  1om«8;  I  know  that  many  were  slain;  aod 
1  lutow  enn  otw  of  the  princi^ial  govvnimi'Dt  contractor!  who  waa  nearly 
in  the  gas«tt«  at  llie  «nd  of  the  war.  thoui;h  lie  woi  in  proaperity  at  ib 
coinmenc«iiient.  If,  therefore,  th9  coloniittfl  like  nil  this,  their  tastes  ai* 
decidedly  rcnmrkalilv ;  and  they  sbotild  certainly  l)c  noted  for  ever  in  tlw 
pG^  of  liiitory  as  an  (>xtraordinarj-  r«c«  of  men,  who  became  ntlach«d  t4 
lo*i  of  property  and  Ion  of  life,  aa  eels  are  said  to  like  Iwing  skinnM^ 
"  from  being  used  to  it."

Thb  little  town  of  Port  Elirabeth,  though  nearly  one  hundred  and 
fifly  milei  removed  from  tlu-  border  vihciv  tlic  wotr  *ecnied  about  to  taigc, 
was  full  of  activity  in  preparing  for  t!ie  struggle.  Out  of  in  Ibr^o  thou- 
taiid  inhabitants,  men,  women  and  chiidn?it,  \thite,  black,  and  lawny, 
three  or  tViur  troops  of  volunteers  (Eiiglinh  and  Dutch)  were  iipi:*dily 
miscrl.  tiome  were  on  foot  nnct  toinc  were  mounted ;  all  were  armed 
with  good  double-barrelled  gum ;  and  now  and  then  a  stray  cutia*  (like 
the  venerable  "property"  swords  of  a  minor  theatre)  adorned  the  thigfa 
ofaonic  tupiring  hero,  anxioui  to  decapitate  rcttlos  KaHrt. 

Captaina  were  chosen  by  the  respective  troops  by  ballot  or  by  accla- 
mation ;  and  the  captaini  in  turn  selected  their  lieutenant,  lerjesnt,  and 
corporal.  £</mW«-ew}W  became  ■Ironnly  developed;  "Ourr!"  wu 
h>eard  from  the  lips  of  many  a  valorous  dealer  in  loap,  as  often  as  from 
IhoDc  of  tho  la>t  joined  ensign  af  a  heavy  mnrcbing  rrginKint.  Tlie 
caralry  corps  (!)  felt  vastly  superior  to  the  infantry  ditto ;  nvliiJe  the 
latter  cnngiatulaU-d  tlietnselves  on  being  able  to  keep  their  "  footing"  on 
duty,  which  was  more  than  the  lbrtn«r  could  botut  of  regarding  thur 
•eats.  How  was  it  to  he  expected  that  Mr.  Chopkins,  who  had  nerer 
been  acrou  a  horse  in  his  life  till  be  came  to  Kiiutli  Afri<u,  and  sinn 
that  «rent  had  only  ambled  about  on  a  "  trip|iler  "  wamtuted  not  ta  abyi 
stiould  "  ttick  on,"  when  the  said  "  tripplci,"  exasperated  and  alumod 
at  the  explosion  of  a  gun  between  hia  ears,  elevated  bit  heels,  roiindsd 
his  back  and  matlc  ihe  saddle  whera  Mr.  Chopkint  sliould  have  been, 
an  inclined  plane  of  ttxty  or  tevcnty  degree)?  Chopkius  did  hii  beat, 
and  bore  hit  tumbles  like  a  man  ;  and  what  could  valour  ask  more  J 

Seriously,  bowcTer,  I  very  much  doubt  whether  the   nnountcd  gen-j 
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pn>nii(iM,  urtd  cnlnAtie*  wetti  luviahed  bj  our  weak  government,  and  iW 
vrilv  Kafirs  pretended  to  meet  them  lialf  na;  with  alacrity.  Tlicjr  mtt, 
in  tnitli,  {>nly  gaining  timt,  waiting  to  concentrate  tli«ir  feneea  and  pro- 
viin  for  all  chnnceH  ;  and  yet,  with  tlir  vUu  act  of  oggicwdiOR  I  hart 
nienlioncd  itilj  unarenccd:  to  say  nothing  of  tha  tbotmnd  acU  uf 
Mbberf  before,  and  «tilT  porfctntt^^,  the  governor  began  to  talk  almit 
**  pea«e,"  "  allaying  public  exciteD^onl,"  and  a  daun  audi  phraaca ;  tiU 
paiitivcly  tlic  burglicr  force*  were  told  tliat  their  lervicM  would  not  la 
required,  and  that  lhi>ri>  wai  ev^ry  Ti>a«i''ii  tn  believe  tlutt  cveryllMf 
would  soon  be  upon  the  fomiBr  footing.  I  believe  llat  not  one  roan  « 
■ense  throu^t^out  the  cvlony  placed  laith  in  these  hollow  annountt- 
ri)«nta.  I  urn  confidunt  that  no  man  who  had  tho  Icaat  expcriance  of 
tlie  KaUr  character  doubted  tlmi  war,  de«d}y,  fiereo,  blood;  and  «o«d)r 
war,  wag  in  store  for  the  Cape  frontier. 

No  matter ;  tho  gowmor  and  hit  wise  offieialfl  had  deoded  thnt  lhn» 
was  to  bo  nothing  of  the  kind,  and  "  I'caco"  thcrefbro  became  the  wocd 
Diutturod  by  tlie  colDnint  ■•  lie  laid  aiide  liis  armi,  half  frurin|r  to  i«lia- 
(IiiImU  thtrm.  "  Pence]"  became  tho  cry  yelled  forth  «xuUiiigly  by  the 
Kafir  ns  hu  iiliar(iened  hta  assagai  in  hi«  but,  and  prepared  for  "  war." 

And  now  my  "personal  expcricnct-a"  are  drawing  to  a  cloae,  fi>rit 
wa»  shortly  af^r  thii  time  that  I  quitted  the  colony.  ]  watched  IIh 
aubaequent  events  with  deep  interest,  botli  on  aecuunl  of  the  many  4Mr 
friendi  I  Ivfl  b<--hind  me,  and  bncauM  I  loved  the  colony  itacif,  and  Alt 
that  so  line  a  land  ought  not  to  be  for  «vcr  exposed  to  the  plunder  aaJ 
violence  of  n  nnlion  of  irrvclaimablo  barlurians,  the  most  dtthoneit,  fiuth- 
leas,  bloodtliinty  race  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

The  hiNton-  of  the  last  Katit  war  has,  however,  bocn  written  by  abler 

pens  than  mine,  and  by  personal  acton  in  all  its  bci.>:ivi^     To  them  J 

refer  the  r&adiT  who  may  wikh  to  trace  tho  events  Bubsequeiitly  to  the 

lime  when  I  quitted  Uio  colony.     It  has  not  bocn  my  object  to  do  more 

in  ikvtclitng  the  commuii cement  of  the  war  than  to  show  that  it  WM  not 

provoked  by  the  coloniatt  themwlvet,  at  has  more  than  once  bMO 

asserted  hy  the  ill-informed,  though  selT-fatisfied,  portion  of  tfae  BadUfi 

prcu.      My  opinionii  tno,  fr«cly  cxprotfcd  on  the  subject  of  our  nlatjoiii 

with  the  hafire,  our  policy  towards  them,  and  tUo  defects  and  blunders 

of  llio  whole  lyrtein  may  not  havt-  much  weight  with  "  the  powers  tliat 

be  ;"  atill,  I  believe  thctn  to  be  based  cm  a  tiu«  opprodation  of  the  Kahr 

«haraet«r  and  the  wonts  of  tha  colony,  and  1  know  them  to  be  aa 

^    lionestJy  and  uncerely  felt,  ut  they  are  unhesitatingly  recorded.     On  one 

■  ttiiDt  I  zm  very  poaitlre,  tho  absolute  necessity  of  lising  tho  seat  of 

■jwvamnwnt  of  the  colony  in  Grahama  Town,  or  of  eroding  tho  Eastern 

^Hfoviiioe  into  a  eeparate  and   distinct   colony,   with  an  tindependsnt 

^OTemor.    The  former  would  be  the  belter  and  more  feasible  plan. 

Ucibri)  I  dow  titis  chapter  1  will  give  tlie  reed«r  a  sketch  of  one  R-arfiil 
K«no-^  not  the  only  one  of  tho.  same  kind  —  that  I  witnessed  in  Algon 
Itar  duiing  my  residoncc  in  Port  Etizubcth. 

There  is  at  all  limes  a  grmt  rolling  surf  in  Algoa  Bay;  but  when  tho 
wind  blows  violently  &om  the  south-eatt  it  is  tremendous.  Tho  bay  is 
eomplvtely  open  to  this  point,  and  it  sccins  as  if  the  whole  lodisn 
Oe«ian  wore  being  driven  into  it  by  the  gate. 

At  thcso  timet  the  greatest  anxiety  is  (elt  lor  tlis  slu|ipfat  at  antlior 
[lit  tho  town,  and  the  pmbebility  of  their  being  able  to  riae  out  tJie 
rtonn.     I'ojMuasts  are  sUuck,  and  every  species  of  aibht  let  go.     Tlie 
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At  length  •  tmoll  howttxer  wai  brought  dotru  to  ths  b«fich,  chaipd 
irith  powder,  and,  with  a  piece  of  iron  with  a  rape  inade  fut  to  it  ul 
coiled  up,  tliv  other  ciid  of  the  rope  hcma  atlaebti  to  ■  poet  on  ibm 
The  howitzer  was  pointed  at  the  ntniit  of  oiio  of  ths  shifM  aiid  find. 
l^iuToh !  —  the  rope  lay  over  the  vessel,  and  in  a  few  minutes  more  the 
CKW  wen;  coming  one  by  otic,  hund-orvr-hond,  «lon^  it,  and  reached  the 
ihon  in  safety.  The  sanie  plan  was  puriued  with  K^d  to  the  M&er 
-vdimU  ;  and  all  were  thiu  «av«d  except  three  or  four,  who,  in  madmiil. 
bad  ipruiig  into  t!i<:  suif  and  perialted  instantly. 

FourtecB  lives,  however,  were  lost,  and  four  fine  vetseb  dashed  ts 
piecec  in  thit  fearful  south>eiut«r.  The  sum  rc<iulred  for  •  Boala| 
brc«lfivatcr  in  Ali^a  Buy  wokdd  be  large,  no  douht,  but  small  in  coropi- 
rison  to  the  amount  of  eril  coDstanlty  done  to  the  shipping,  and  At 
number  of  lives  so  dIUm  sacriiicMl  tor  \vBnt  of  it.  But,  in  tnilL, 
"publio  work*"  of  almost  every  detcription  have  been  sadly  oe^ectcdin 
this  eolony,  which  has  never eDJoyud  the  advantage  of  being  a  "pet' 
one.

What  ar«i  the  ^'Mcntlali  of  a  eoloniaJ  governor? 

That  he  ahould  liave  fuught  at  Waii-rloo,  be  a  inajor-geiicral,  know 
nothing  of  the  colony  he  is  sent  to,  and  he  loa  old  to  learn  anything. 

SKould  the  reader  he  ditquicd  to  doubt  that  all,  or  aay  oflhctc  quali- 
fications arc  necsBBary,  I  can  ainipty  reply,  that  they  are  apparviitly 
ctNUidered  sa  by  the  En^jlUh  govcmment  in  general,  and  the  minister  fur 
the  colonics  in  particular,  in  electing  generali  to  lead  our  aiTnte*  in 
the  fisldi  we  ai«  not  in  tho  habit  of  turning  to  the  list  of  dtcaycd  stalea- 
mcn  to  fill  the  place ;  wo  are  too  diiposfd  to  think  that  men  trained  to 
ann*  and  diRtinguiHhi.-d  in  many  a  haid-foug;lit  buttle,  will  be  found 
nthv  more  competent.  On  the  contrary,  in  chooung  the  representative 
of  tfae  highest  dvU  autliority  in  the  state  to  prende  over  the  councib  of 
one  of  our  colonies;  to  excrcivc  the  fuiicUons  which  arc  peculiarly  within 
the  piOYinee  of  stateutumship,  wo  pa»a  by  all  whose  lifu  luis  been  spent 
in  eonducting  the  butinea  of  the  state,  all  who  have  been  trained  to  the 
senate,  all  who  lutvu  been  accostomed  to  delibvnilo  on  civil  mattore,  and 
wo  solwt  some  old  n^ililitry  martinet,  who  hns  fought  like  a  tigei  in  lus 
day,  who  hardly  knows  tlie  geography  of  the  colony  he  is  to  govern,  is 
porfcctly  ignorant  of  the  halnts  and  rctjuirenienta  of  its  people,  nnd  is  as 
little  likely  to  conciliate  tho  regard,  as  ho  is  to  cotntaand  tlie  nupoct,  of 
tha  unluppy  land  tehich  is  to  pay  him  five  thousand  pounds  a  ^reor  to 
inisnianaffe  it.  If  th«  force  of  abcurdity  can  ge  much  farther  than  thii^  I 
ain  at  a  loas  to  conceive  what  are  its  lioiits. 

The  only  good  nppointmont  of  a  governor  of  tha  Ctpe  Colony  mode 
during  the  Ust  thirty  year*  was  tliat  of  Sir  Uenry  Potliugut.  In  saying 
this  ram  not  diipiiaging  Uie  bra?e  soldicn  who  have  from  time  to  time 
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Citciilt  CMirt,  but  not  in  the  Supremu  Cwirt,  tlie  privilejce  of  Bddi«»in|t 
thfl  luttor  boing  rMenr»l  lo  the  tmi.  Sworn  interpretera  attend  each 
Clmiit  Court  to  tntnalato  Oic  Bnglidi  qucNlioiu  into  Diilch  for  titc 
Putob  nod  colound  witncBses,  and  their  nrpliei  Bgun  into  Lnglisb,  all 
proeeedingt  being  «indueted  in  tlio  latt«r  tongue. 

Th«M   inl«rpr«ter«  generally  p«domi   tlioir  duty  with  mucb   Itdelitjj 
nnd  ability,  but  the  style  of  their  lon^uoKo  >>  occasionally  icry  wnucin 
In  a  caM  wh«f«  n  Hotittiit«t  woman  hod  boon  found  guilty  of  tbe  mt 
of  her  hu&bandt  the  chief  justice  in  the  course  of  an  impreseiTe  oiddreul 
the  culprit  fud,  "  Womui  I  wbero  it  thy  hutbaitd  I  Alas !  ho  is  *  Dca^ 
to  that  •bourne  from  whenca  no  travallor  relumt."     The  worthy  inl«f- 
pnt4r,  in  a  tharp  abrupt  tone  uid  literally  (in  Duich),  "  \\  ontan  I 
trluK'i  your  man  t     He 'a  gone  ocron  Uii-  boundary,  and  Ite  won't 
come  1)ack  ag;ain  [ "    Whereat  tho  woman  looked  rather  [Hiizled. 

P!ach  "ditlrict"  of  the  colony,  answering  in  some  measure  to  "eountv" 
in  England,  is  prc^ded  over  by  a  civil  (onii)ii«fiuncr,  who  i*  the  dm 
magiitnt^,  eolleotor  of  the  KT«niie.  nnd  reprciicntative  of  wxrcnuMBl 
within  bis  own  diviiioii.  Th«ir  salaries  vary  from  thrso  hundned  to 
five  hundred  paunda  a  year,  with  a  house,  and  certain  allowancta. 

In  addition  to  tlioso  tliere  are  resident  mo^stratea  appointed  to  ni< 
towns  of  sufficient  iniporlanoe,  not  luing  tlic  reKidcDcci  of  civil  conunis 
aonorsi  Thi.'ac  eaiue  niaeistratcs  are  not  Ter>'  hni'd-workcd,  their  ]>rinct> 
joal  occupftlioii  being  (he  ornlencing  of  drunken  Hottentots  to  various  pain 
and  jictiultiei.  Tliu  sentences  generally  include;  a  little  wholesomo  i 
rcctioi]  in  the  way  of  a  fuw  taahesu  The  coloured  proplo.  {MweTcr.  ars] 
not  easily  nlnrtned  at  tiich  thinfrs^their  skins  do  not  apptot  to  bo  I 
so  kcnvitivu  as  their  stomachs.  The  simple  words  "ricc-watcr"  produ 
tar  more  conttematlon  than  "  three  dozen  lashes."  This  rice-water 
givan  lo  certtun  voiy  refmctory  criminals  while  in  prison  :  it  it  IouimI  t« 
be  Just  sufficient  to  support  life  from  day  to  day  without  satisfying;  the 
ottTings  of  httOger;  and  ns  the  llotteiitol*  generally  dispoae  of  two 
pouoda  of  meal  pef  </uin,  with  a  pn^ortionate  quantity  of  bread,  it  may 
easily  bo  imeginod  how  they  shudder  at  tlie  idea  of  four  or  fivo  days' 
rice- water. 

Criminola  t«ntenoed  lo  any  lengthened  imprisonnuinl  ar«  tilhcr  nnt  lo 
Bobb«n  Jshuid  in  th«  mouth  of  Table  Day,  or  worked  in  gangs  on  the 
raada  and  public  works.  It  is  a  great  credit  lo  the  colony  that  this  claia 
of  otTenders  are  few.  Indeed,  grtat  crimes  arv  rare  at  the  Cape.  During 
the  five  y«ara  I  apcnt  there,  I  believe  there  were  not  more  than  Uibm 
executions  for  murder.  Houtcbreaking  is  almost  itnlniown,  and  lobbei; 
for  tlii>  moat  part  is  coniined  to  petty  thdis.  I  tvlt  safe  at  all  times  in 
leaving  a  few  sovcr«igni  or  a  handful  of  Htlvcr  lying  &bout  in  my  bed- 
room ;  but  n  heati  of  coppers  had  attnictiuiiH  llial  iwn  uccauoiialty  irre* 
sisliblo,  and  a  halfpenny  or  two  were  likely  to  be  abstractud  to  purchase 
a  littlo  snu^,  or  a  tott/mt  o(  "  Chfu  smoke." 

Under  such  circumstance*  it  was  most  natural  that  the  coIoiijnIs  should^ 
nsist  lo  tlie  utmost  the  attempt  to  make  their  counlrj-  d  pi-iiiil  nettle 
manb  Tlie  miKliicf  and  dcnioraliication  which  tvould  be  caused  nincrg  the 
eolouied  classes,  by  the  impurtation  of  hardened  and  expt-riciii^iti  crimi- 
nals, are  b«yond  all  power  of  oxoggeiation.  It  would  be  dilTicult  to  point 
out  a  land  on  the  face  of  the  globe  likely  to  suffer  m  sevi:Tcly  from  such 
a  iwuse  as  the  Cape.  Tlie  plea  that  they  were  to  be  ticket-of-lvavo  inen'^ 
makes  the  ease  so  inudi  the  worse.     Wore  they  worked  in  chiuiif,  anJ 
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•n  unCur  pontNO,  and  a  cct  of  i<llc  GbUofra,  by  woridnK  onl]r  noiv  an>I 
Uicii ,  tnnk«d«cent  li  voliliooda — nnd  bacehanalion  glazien,  ericlwting  taiUin, 
and  horseracing  watcbmalccre  mn  prosperous  men. 

Tvco  oljccLiQtis  (uc  niUcd  to  tiniKralioD  to  Soutli  Africa.  Tbc  oncii 
the  diitUTbod  Mate  or  in  frontier — the  other  itA  inaMlitj  to  miuntiin  « 
Ifti^  population.  I  grant  t}iat  tlio  Rm  U  u  valid  olijcctioa  to  uow 
ext«Dt ;  but  it  will  b«  a  •Jlogracc  to  Great  Brltntii  if  it  ia  allowed  tu  nauii. 
Tho  Kalir  queslion  mutt  he  settled;  but.  truly,  tomt  more  enernttir 
iiMMiBUFci  niiglit  have  cnianitti^d  fiom  the  comUticd  wiaduin  of  the  Houm 
of  Common*  than  the  sppointrucut  of  a  coMple  of  coniniuioncn  to  go  1« 
tlM  Cnpr,  And  "  in<iuin)  into  our  reluliutm  vrith  thr  iialive  Iribee.'  Tp 
inquire  why  it  in  that  when  w«  iiiukc  abaurd  treatica  willi  gavagi^s.  t^ 
■n  bnkon  u  often  n$  «uita  the  conTcoicncc  of  thu  latter  I  why,  wb« 
ve  trutt  tiii«T«a  and  liars.  »<.■  nrv  robbvd  and  deceived  I  The  guronv 
■n«nt  should  have  cmniKnl  the  absurdity,  Ly  inHating  that  each  membei 
oftlw  connniwiw  should  be,  vhai  Sydney  Smith  tcrn:«d  "  tliat  fiiTounie 
Whu  animal — a  barrislor  of  fivo  yi^ani'  titaiidinfi.'' 

IN^iUt  n^^l  tn  the  Kcco'iid  objcciton — the  inability  of  Soutli  Africa  to 
support  an  exten«vc  population — 1  luaintaiii  that  it  is  an  emneoui  one. 
•fhore  ore  about  fivi>  milhous  of  acres  of  novemnient  land  in  the  colony 
unappropriated,  mid  n  very  large  |iropartion  of  them  cultirablc  to  any 
cxtvni.  TliMO.  >vith  tlie  thirty  tiiillioiis  of  acr«B  in  the  pomeasion  of  the 
Kctllera,  n-ould  support  a  popuJutiot]  at  least  fifty  times  as  large  as  that 
which  now  occupies  then). 

Hut  it  in  not  within  the  litnitt  of  the  coloniiil  botindory  alone  that  «ni- 
smtion  and  settlement  should  be  contined.  Beyond  the  Orunxo  Rtvor  an 
fcoundloas  plains  of  aome  of  the  most  fertile  land  in  the  world,  well  ivat«r«L 
■nd  superior  in  every  reanect  to  that  within  the  colony.  Iinineiiaa  tracts 
of  it  DTv  utterly  unpopuliited.  beinu  (NmaiderMl  by  the  l)ord«riiig  natives 
OS  too  Fuld  fi,>r  theiii- — yet  a  Iwaiitiful  climate,  n*  I  can  pcrxonolly  trtiity. 
Within  one  upBco  of  onu  hiindrtd  a(|uiire  mili-s,  which  1  could  point  out 
ou  (ho  tiinp,  ilitre  ar«  hut  three  or  four  "  knial):."  Yd  the  land  is 
unusually  li.-Tlili',  iiitenecli-d  by  tivcn,  :uid  here  and  UitM*  intervpencd 
with  nuUe  furcst*.  Why  should  not  such  irai:la  be  rolonizod?  They 
cuuld  bu  purvhased  fmnt  thu  nutivo  chiefs  (if.  indeed,  thete  are  any  l« 
claim  tlicni)  for  a  in«re  song:  and  if  it  be  objt^cti^d  that  tltey  are  so  d!» 
tuiitly  removed  from  tho  teo-cosst.  I  answi-i,  that  they  are  much  neaier 
to  it  than  many,  if  not  inMt,  of  the  buck  •cttlcmcnl*  of  Auatmlia. 

I  would  much  lalhcr  eniigrate  t«  tliu  fertile  plains  beyond  the  Orange 
RlTcrt  Uiaii  to  any  Canterbury  lelllement,  pulTcd  and  ponded  by  aasod- 
atioDS  and  higb-sounding  names. 


Nearly  five  yean  atla  I  lint  iwt  foot,  a  cast-away,  in  South  Afrkn,  I 
stood  watchinit  the  little  briji  at  iinchur,  that  was  to  carry  mo  away  from 
thoao  luMpitabi«  shores.  I  will  not  deny  that  n  certain  "  hoinn-iickncsi " 
had  taken  poaeeatioii  of  my  li«art — that  I  Inn^-d  to  revisit  the  land  of 
my  birth.  The  nmer-  jiatrio:  that  had  failed  to  make  its  voice  heurd 
wn«n  1  was  quitting  Rrijilund  for  yeai*— or  perchance,  lu  it  Beemed,  for 
ercr^now  spoke  in  icduclive  accenta,  leading  my  thougbts  to  the  scenai 
of  early  associations.  I  su|>poae  it  ia  always  thus :  and  no  one  can  ever 
fergvt  h>B  country  foe  wtz.

At  the  foot  uf  Mount  Auxois,  in  the  CTite-d'Or,  telwecn  Seniur  and 
I'ljon,  tt  litUe  villago  itill  bean  the  nnmo  of  Ali*c,  ntnl  firct<M-w«  th« 
•ntOMry  ©r  the  (treat  city  AliaiB,  wlu'ch  once  otcupiod  the  liill ;  and  of 
the  final  struggle  for  indci>end«ne<>,  vhicli  tlic  ancient  Goul*.  winltr  their 
hero  Vcrcingetorix,  tnudc  tn  tlti»  upot  itg«in«t  th*  Tctcran  legions  of  ftome^ 
nnd  tlie  iireablible  eeniua  of  Caxai. 

Histcr^'  Has  justly  hallowed  th«  renown  of  Anninius,  who  reicu«d 
Qcn»any  from  Rumun  bondage;  but  liow  few  w  tWre,  ovon  of  thoM 
who  Uy  claim  to  the  rank  of  ctaaucat  acholon,  who  are  ftunilinr  with  the 
name  of  the  geneml  and  the  Ktatanian,  who  itror«  to  liberate  Uaul  from 
Um  mine  doom-  Yet.  iit  mtlitary  geniti*,  in  p^irity  of  piirpow,  in  ain- 
tiinad  encrgv,  and  in  jtenerous  telf-devotioii,  Vcrciiigdtorix  may  challenge 
(OtnpiiriMn  with  any  r>thor  of  t)ie  ancient  chninpioni  of  lil«rty.  1'hnt  lie 
waa  also  one  of  it»  martyn, — tlint  1h'  diud  fur  n  Innd  which  he  could  not 
nvc.^WBS  due  to  no  delidency  of  hit  own,  either  in  intellect  or  courege. 
Ilia  counlry'i  fall  and  hi<  own  ««rc  cAusod  portly  by  lh«  fault  a\  tboto 
whom  he  led :  Iml  pTind|ially  by  tlie  trantccndant  ability  of  hii  |{rnt 
advenary, — by  Ida  having  to  encounter  a  Ca-sar,  and  not  a  Varus, 

Vcn.ingolwix  wa«  tho  ion  of  Ccltillun,  n  chief  of  high  Iwrth  and  great 

wealtli   anMiiig  the  Arvemi,  the  inhabilanti  of  the  eoiiulry  now  called 

Auterpic     C«Uillut  had,  at  one  time,  succeeded  in  iDdiicliig  iill  the 

(luula  to  lay  aside  th«ir  jcalounea  and  feud*  with  i-nch  other,  and  to 

(init«  in  electing  him  as  their  pnsidont.     HU  political  ^neraiea  in  hii 

own  >tate,  spread  a  report  that  he  intended  to  make  himself  an  arbitiary 

king  ;  Biid  ttwy  caused  him  to  bv  put  to  diulh.      Vrmngctoiix,  diiguited 

uiid  di»licatti.-iK-d  at  the  iagratitua*  which  hit  father  met  with^  eeeme  to 

.      huvc  tivLtl  in  rcureniunt  for  tome  ycAra,  and  to  hove  taken  no  part  in  llie 

■  t'olilicii)  movonicnli,  which  were  occauoned  by  the  jiTceencv  of  C«;»ar  and 

V  his   IcfrionB  in  Gaul,  and  by  the  rapid  progrm  wliidi  that  commander 

made  in  reducing  tin'  iialit-o  tribes  to  Bubjection  to  Iteme. 

The  hereditary  influence  which  Uie  young  Arvcniian  chief  could  exer- 
cise oTur  hiv  c>>untrvn>cn,  «■■  not  unknown  by  Cnvar ;  and  the  ever 
*^|f(iluni  Roman  liad  Mtuscd  otiict  watch  to  be  kept  over  the  conduct  of 
V  <'ri'ii>f|;ctorix.     Ho  had  andeavourcd  to  win    lum  orcr  to  the  Koitian 

E'eat  by  Batturinf*  Utice,  and  lield  out  to  him  aa  a  liuv,  the  prvniite 
nolcins    him   king  over    hia    counto-men.     Vemngetorix  calmly 
<i«d •" 
I 


*^^  the  gifti  and  avoidiMl  iho  frivndibip  of  the  Itomanii ;  wliili;,  at 
■•>o  time,  by  the  retired  life  which  he  led,  he  g&ve  thriu  no  pre- 
'  cutting  liiin  elf  us  o«v  of  their  fbaa. 
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eloqtUDCP,  and  ^1  t)i«  adranUifrcs  of  youth,  high  bitth,  and  outwraH 
oocomplitbraeiiiB,  tv^Ay  and  Sinrlilis  in  d«iigD(,  and  r«Mlut«  in  cxccitiioit, 
he  alept  fotword  at  once  frum  obsciuity  into  the  principai  part  of  the  ptrax 
drama  of  the  Gallic  ^^'a^. 

Tliu  winter  of  ihe  year  Si,  a.o.,  se«nie<]  to  Iiave  brought  m\  eminenily 
Givouralik-  opportunity  for  a  succcislul  risng  ^ruinst  tho  Koman*.  After 
Um  cairpugn  of  that  year,  Ca»tiir  liad  pliusid  hi*  Icn  li^gionii  in  wintfr* 
quartan  in  th«  north«rn  and  OBat«m  parts  of  Gaul ;  anJ  lie  had  himtelf 
crotaed  the  Al[)»,  on  account  of  the  political  tumutli  cuuKcd  l>y  xhc  death 
ofClodiua  in  Kome,  where  the  party  opvpojed  to  liien  appton'd  to  hare 
^incd  the  tuccndancy.  Il  wnn  nbsoluuOy  ompntisl  for  liini  to  appear  oa 
the  southern  ivl«  of  the  Alps,  and  to  be  near  enoiigli  to  t)ic  rupilul  to 
watch  the  mo<ii«aa«nb  of  his  polilieal  foea,  and  inspirit  and  direct  iiis  oum 
adhcronta. 

All  this  vraa  known  by  the  Gaula,  who  hoped  that  a  civil  war  would 
actually  break  out  in  Home,  and  render  it  impoaBlble  Tot  Casar  to  return 
to  the  pmvuice.  At  any  rate  tJiey  tliought  th«m»elv«*  aiuv  uf  );ai»iRg 
the  iinporliiiitadvAiitugi-[»f  x^pumting  him  fhim  hit  army.  Aihis  legions 
were  in  the  paru  of  Gaul  that  were  distant  from  tirn  Alpi  and  Xoilionna 
and  ProyynM,  they  thoujfht  that  if  llic  inlcmindialo  ftatcs  revolted  eimul- 
tanenuily,  he  would  Rnd  it  iiii|K»iaible  Lo  travcne  llieni  to  join  liia  troops : 
while,  if,  on  the  other  hand,  tho  iopont  were  tu  more  eouthward  to  seek 
ihur  commander,  tho  Gallio  ormy  would  gain  the  ineetimnbic  udvantn)^ 
of  attacking  thein  on  the  inarch,  and  bringing  tli«ni  to  action  witliuut 
Cseaar  being  present  to  eommnnd  them.  Lastly,  aa  Cussar  himself  re- 
late*, tlioy  reMlved  that  it  would  be  better  6r  ihemselTes  to  perish 
^chting,  than  t>i  abandon  their  ancient  military  renown,  and  the  Jrefdom 
which  their  fatlien  had  bequeathed  them. 

Such  were  ihu  pinn'  and  roctutioii*  whicli  ViTcMig*torix and  tlie  other 
leaduig  mett  of  the  greater  part  of  th^  Gauls  canvusi^,  at  the  end  of  tlie 
year  62,  ii.c.  Thcr  met  in  forciits  and  eavcrnB.  fortlie  sake  of  avoidiug 
the  observation  of  the  (pios  of  Rome.  A  genvrul  rising  was  determined 
on,  and  the  day  fixed ;  and  the  ohiefn  of  Lne  Camutes,  a  tribe  inhabiting 
the  territory  otthe  modeni  OrleaniM*,  volunteered  to  strike  tho  hntt  blow. 
At  auorisi:,  on  the  appuiiiicd  day,  thoy  maMaered  the  Romans  in  their 
chief  city  Oenabum  (now  Orleans),  and  meawngera  were  forthwith 
ditpatehad  br  and  wide  throughout  Gaul,  to  announce  that  the  Car- 
nutaa  were  up,  and  to  call  an  all  patriot*  to  rise  and  fallow  their 
ezaiDjde.  The  tiding*  were  tranimittc-d  from  man  to  man,  over  field, 
«mr  mountain,  over  moor,  with  such  rapidity,  that  th«  deed  which  w«« 
done  at  Gvnubum  at  dawn,  was  known  one  hundred  and  fifty  milc«  off,  at 
G«r0ona.  in  the  Auvergne,  before  sunset.  At  eventide,  Vatcingetorix,  at 
the  nood  of  his  ratainers  ei>t«red  that  important  city,  and  tummoned  the 
inlwbitanta  to  pronounce  against  Rome.  But  the  party  that  had  Oain  h!s 
fatlier  was  strong  thctr,  and  net  him  with  armed  rcaistance.  He  was 
xepulsed  from  the  city,  but  the  ttY«r>e  ww  only  temporary.  Ue  co!]«eted 
a  nunMrous  force  near  Oergovia,  and  won  made  hioMelf  matter  of  tba 
tawn,  thu  Romanising  faction  being  in  turn  expelled.  Vercingetorix  now 
•ent  his  ODVUj  s  iu  all  directionx  througli  Gnuj,  <^hortiiig  the  vorioua  states 
to  kc«p  their  pledges,  and  act  up  lo  their  rtndutiono.  Thoee  of  nearly  all 
■reatem,  and  of  great  part  of  oetttral  Oaul,  readily  obeyed  him,  and  by 
•nivorsol  content  iiumIl-  him  supreme  commander  of  tlio  league     Inrcslcd 

li  this  authority  ho  fortliwilh  required  hoatagea  of  llie  several  8t4t«s, 
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Vonancttviix  n  usiUlcdi  wts  in  tlic  modem  dinlTiet  of  the  "Rotsi 
Slid  nl  a  conddenble  d^tonce  from  thv  r^on  where  Ctmar''*  miGt 
rtoras  and  [TcviiBion*  were  cidl«t«d.  It  wm  aliU  mii  wmter  ;  and  it  W6« 
•Ttdent  thai  if  ihe  itomani  were  to  loovc  thrir  ijimrtmnnd  march  aoulh- 
wtrd  they  mutt  be  pxpwvd  to  Mfious  trouble  and  riik  in  fcrinKine  «up- 
plifti  with  iheni  ;  wliilu.  if  they  w*re  to  remain  quiel,  and  lenre  the  Boti. 
to  thtir  ((it4s  thoy  would  cxpoM  their  iiuiUlity  to  protect  their  atlie.i;  an^ 
Vui»aget»rix  miglit  fairly  expect  (o  ae«  the  Gallic  stales,  which  us  — ' 
MMtiuued  to  T«eagniM  th«  Roman  niith>:'rity,  di-clnri>  ognitut  the  f<MV'i^ 
and  TAngt  ihcmcelTM  oii  liii  aide.  But  hi*  adr^nury  bI«o  apprcciat 
tbo  inonil  efTeet  of  iuch  an  nbuidonmcrit  of  the  Boii.  Leaving  two 
lojMiH  to  pnrtcct  tho  depot  of  hit  (tores  mid  tocgage  at  Agendicum  (SeiM)JI 
tlift  Roman  commander  movod  Muthwaid,  Bod  in  >pitc  of  aiifTcring*  o'" 
uriTstiom.  whidi  iion<>  hiit  Romui  Mldien  could  or  woittd  have  endur 
he  fomxt  Vorciii^turis  to  raise  tJi«  aiege  whith  h«  h^  fonncd,  and  took 
himMtf,  ihm-  uf  tho  patriotic  ritiea  by  stonii. 

Tlioud)  iiuiitiTifaUy  superior  to  the  Romoni,  Verdngelorix  was  well 
ftwoK  otlh"  ititiolicy  of  encountering  them  in  the  opon  fieM  lie  knew 
tlwi  wnithlntMMsM  i)f  his  own  injWitry  in  opposition  to  CtMar's  I<.'giunun«h 
In  the  TioMU  politioilByitem  of  the  ancient  a&u1>,tbcci)intiK'nnl(y  were 
hdd  of  no  uoount ;  nnd  all  pomr  and  wealth  were  monopolized  by  tlie 
prte«t«  and  nohlea.  Henoe  the  inferior  OaiiU,  though  pcraonally  brave, 
were  iU-Amicd  and  iU-di»ciplincd.  Their  jmuctpa]  weujinn  was  a  clumsy 
bnadtwoid  ;  in  addition  to  which  tlicy  carried  bows  und  arrowt,  or 
jnv«lint.  Their  only  defensive  armour  waa  a  fccMe  and  narrow  Imckler. 
fht  nobility  disdained  to  serve  on  fooL  Badi  high-bom  Ottul  rode  lo 
tho  battle-Rdd  ei^uippeii  with  helm,  witl)  brcatl-plate,  with  the  hnuA 
bait,  with  sword  and  spear. 

Vercingetorix  liod  many  tlioumnds  of  these  gallant  cavalien  at  his 
conunaod :  nor  could  Oacaar's  horse  oopo  with  tham.  Jt  was  only  by  the 
capture  of  town*  that  the  Romans  eould  olitaiii  mipplitsi.     Vcrnnpetorix 

Srravod  clearly  the  way  in  which  ihc  enemy  mtcht  be  tiollt^d  ami 
stroycd ;  and  calling  togother  a  eouneil  of  hin  chi^l  follower*,  he  told 
them  tliat  "  It  was  neeeatary  to  resolve  upon  a  new  plan  of  war.  In- 
■teod  of  givintt  t>uttle  to  the  Romans,  they  shouli)  K'lid  their  whol« 
aim  to  intercept  tlicir  convoys  and  foraj^rs;  that  this  might  he  easily 
cflVclcd  ;  they  themselves  aWunded  in  cnvnliy;  and,  as  in  the  prcnvnt 
seaion  of  the  ytair  tlieie  wils  no  sustennncc  in  the  fidds,  the  enemy  must 
unavoidahly  disperse  themselves  into  the  dislftut  viUngL-s  for  vtiWiatcncn, 
ttlid  t)ien>by  pm  daily  opportunities  of  destroying  thorn  ;  nhen  life  and 
liberty  wrre  nl  stake,  private  property  ouctit  to  be  little  rtgurdod ;  and 
thcrcRiro  the  beat  resolution  they  eould  take,  was,  at  ono;  to  hum  all 
their  buildings  and  xiltuges,  throughout  the  territories  of  the  Buii,  and 
elsewhere,  as  far  ai  the  Itomors  could  send  dclndimcnts  lo  collect  suit- 
plies  I  that  thoy  themselves  had  no  r«uon  to  apprehend  scarcity,  as  they 
would  bo  plentifully  supplied  by  tho  neighbouring  states ;  whereas,  the 
enemy  must  be  reduced  to  the  neceeaity  of  either  starving,  or  tnaking 
di*tsnt  and  dnngcrous  excursions  from  their  camp.  It  equidly  answered 
the  puipoae  of  the  Gauls,  to  kill  tho  Romans,  or  to  seise  upon  their 
atorc< ;  becsiise.  without  these,  it  would  be  im{>oittibIe  for  thii  enemr  lo 
carry  on  the  war.  Vercinjjetorix  told  them,  moreover,  that  Ihpy  ought  to 
*et  fire  lo  llio  towns,  which  were  not  strong  enough  to  bo  prfoclly  tecuro 
againat  all  danger.     By  this  bung  done  tlieir  towns  would  neither  bu 
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ihrir  ourae*  sai  their  pairiutic  leal ;  nor  were  the  Bssertiooi  whkh  bt 
icad^  to  ihem  -r.f  hii  »u«:e!s  in  acquiring  freih  membera  of  the  natioml 
it-spie,  deft:j.v,c.r»  IT  esKZrTZtei  boasU.  Choosing  hi«  emisaariet  whli 
manti;::;)  ciictramem  of  t.-haracter,  and  inliuing  into  them  his  own  jer- 
fjasiTe  cl.jq .!«■.«■,  he  hai  won  over  many  more  valuable  adherent!,  ud 
^f-\  ^'^^  ir.a-ie  :hc  .t^iui,  tht-se  inTeterate  partiiani  of  Borne,  wanr  ia 
tL*ij  ar.ii-iiiticnal  f.^Iicy.  The  lot  which  the  dinster  at  ATarieumW 
r.%a<ie  in  his  rar.Vi  was  sx-n  repaired;  and  when  Cssar  mored  ioutfc- 
wards  lo  chastise  the  Arrerai  in  their  own  territory  with  six  of  la 
lepoTts  frjm  AvaHcum  [harini:  sent  I^bieniu  with  the  other  four,  to  pt 
dvwn  :be  rifinc^  of  th<e  Gacdj  in  the  north),  he  found  no  ngns  of  tub- 
iu;ssi>n  or  d=f^r.  The  fa^as;e  of  the  Elarer  wa»  guarded  against  him, 
ar.d  when  he  hai  succeeded,  by  an  able  maDteuvre,  in  crossing  it,  ud 
airar.i'^d  through  AuTcipie  to  its  capital,  Geigovia,  he  found  VerdB- 
pe:.-'rlx.  w^:h  a  rmncr-us  and  eSicient  army,  skilfully  posted  so  u  U 
c.  ver  :;-.r  ea»es;  sit rache*  to  the  town ;  and  with  eotrenchments  formed 
r;.:ri  his  cariir.  in  which  the  Roman  engineers  recognised  how  wdl 
ih.ir  cwn  ;esf::.s  hai  at  lart  tivn  learned. 

CjfKir  prvxeeded  t^i  l»?s'.e(:e  t-oth  the  city  and  the  Gaulish  amp; 
b:it  i:i  t.:t  narra'.iTe  whii-h  he  himself  ha*  given  tu  of  the  <^perationi 
li':"  w  Ger-C'via  it  is  palp&hle  that  he  has  concealed  much,  and  coloured 
Kiuch.  -r.  order  to  disguise  the  defeat  which  Vereiiigetorix  undoubtedly 
i^ve  h::r.  Aivcriing  to  his  own  version,  the  indiscreet  zeal  of  some 
i«rh:s  wliier*,  in  f:.I lowing  too  far  an  ad-i-antage  which  they  had  gained 
{■•  a::  Sfs^S.:  ;;pon  the  enemy's  camp,  led  to  their  being  driren  back, 
wi-.h  :h.'  loss  of  fort v- six  centurions,  and  seven  hundred  rank  and  file. 
Put  ::  is  clear  fwm'the  statements  of  other  writers,  that  his  loss  wu 
far  j:rta;.T:  a:ii  he  was  obliged  to  raise  the  siege,  and  retreat  towards 
the  urT:;or\- of  the  -Edui. 

There  is' no  Cel:ic  Livv  of  the  Gallic  war.  Xo  one  has  recorded  the 
raptur-us  iov  that  must  "have  pealed  through  Gergoria,  when  Vereinge- 
torix  fm<"n>l  it  as  its  delivertr.  and  when  the  previously  invindWe 
Ca-sar  was  s«vit  retiring  with  his  l<eaten  legions  from  their  expected  prey. 
The  fldd  iutcliij^'nce  soon  afterwaids  arrived  that  the  rich  and  powerful 
.Kiui  hai  nnouiHvd  the  Koman  alliance,  and  were  in  aims  for  the  inde- 
poii,tenc>  of  Gaul.  This  seemed  to  secure  success.  Casar  had  been 
prinoipollv  Jei-eiiJont  on  the  -■Edui  for  his  supplies ;  and  the  best  part  of 
his  cavalry  had  been  composed  of  their  auxiliary  squadrons.  All  these 
resources  "were  now  given  to  the  already  victorious  patriots;  and  the 
speedy  destruction  of  the  invaders  appeared  inevitable. 

Tlic  accession,  however,  of  the  *^5dui  to  the  national  cause  was  not 
unattended  by  disadvantages.  Tlie  chiefs  of  that  wealthy  and  strong 
people  thought  themselves  entitled  to  the  principal  command  of  the 
national  armies  ;  but  the  Arverni  naturally  refused  to  let  their  young 
hero  be  deposed  from  the  dignity  which  he  had  filled  so  well.  A  general 
assembly  of  the  worriors  of  all  Gaul  was  then  convened  at  Bibracte  (the 
modem  Autun);  and  of  all  the  Gallic  States  only  three  neglected  the 
summons.  When  the  great  national  army  was  fully  collected,  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  ^-fMuan  princes  or  Vercingetorix  should  have  the 
supreme  command,  was  left  to  the  general  suffrage  of  the  soldiery.  To  B 
man  they  voted  foi  Vercingetorix.  The  ^duans  submitted  to  the  deci- 
sion, and  professed  obedience  to  the  coinniauder-in -chief;  but  it  was  with 
reluctance  and  secret  discontent.     They  repented  at  heart  of  having  aban-

The  Tirtoriotu  deieoM  of  Gagovia  waa 
reniembeKti.  and  a  fimuar  sucnes  wai  jiutl;  boped  fer  now. 

Cvnar.  however,  intuai  ^--f  waning  th«  livts  of  his  l^onariea  in  assatUu 
upon  the  Gaulish  camp  or  dtv.  fonoed  the  sstonishing  project  of  carrying 
fortifiod  tines  all  nmnd  Alesia.  and  the  hill  on  which  it  stood,  and  of 
reducing  his  enemy  by  blockade.  As  the  speedy  approadi  of «  new  anny 
of  Gauls  to  the  relief  of  Veteingetorix  was  certain,  the  Roman  geneial 
required  also  an  9uter  line  of  contmTallation  to  be  formed.  The  patient 
discipline  and  the  indomitable  industry  of  his  reterans  accomplished  thia 
miracle  of  military-  engineering  in  fi»e  weeks.  During  these  weeks  the 
messengersof  Vercingetorix  were  stirring  up  all  Gaul  to  the  rescue  of  her 
choMd  chief;  and  at  length  Vercingetorix  and  his  comrades  saw  from 
their  ramparts  an  apparently  innumerable  and  irresistible  host  of  their 
fellow-countrymen  marching  down  from  the  neighbouring  mountains,  and 
preparing  to  besiege  the  Roman  besiegers. 

A  series  of  battles  followed,  in  which  Vercingetorix  and  the  garrison  of 
Aleaia  sallied  desperately  against  the  inner  line  of  the  Roman  works, 
while  the  external  Ime  waa  assailed  by  the  myriads  of  the  outer  Gaulish 
army.     But  nothing  could  drive  the  steady  legionaries  from  their  posts; 
and  At  the  dose   of  each  day's  engagement  the  Gauls  recoiled  with 
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Thb  tun  Iiad  yet  scarce  linpii  tfaa  hotiBoa  wilh  lh«  firrt  dawn  of  lipftt 
when,  wilh  s  liody  liot  aiid  unnfretlwd  from  the  myriodi  of  rcmiin  that 
hoA  l)i.-cn  preyiii);  on  it.  1  tMiied  froii)  tbe  dour  of  the  hncicudn  of  H«ii 
Jacinto,  to  wijoy  the  cool  air  ofmonuDg.iutd  ioothfiiiy  ilchiitglinibi  with 
t)i«  clear  purn  water  of  a  livulel  that  conned  past  the  rear  of  mjr  bM 
ni^ht'i  nitting-plac«. 

All  waf  yd  (till  snund. — none  io<nied  la  b«  •Erring, — ami  na  I 
glanced  orer  the  exlcitnTe  plaini  that  exlciidnl  on  one  side  as  far  ui  the 
«y«  could  leodi.  I  cottld  only  disocru  ly  lh«  mMy  light  a  herd  at  wild 
honet,  aa  Ihey  swept  ahini;  thiougb  the  tall  wiry  graaa  that  nrote  aboTS 
their  ahouMen.     lluckliug  my  pittnl  bell  ardund  me,  I  Uirew  my  ifaort ; 
rifl«  torplcealy  scn>«a  my  buck,  where  it  hung  by  it*    on-n  Hinip,  and 
rapidly  proceeded  to  dracend  th«  ttecp  Rully,  at  the  bottom  of  wliicli  tliej 
■trvsm,  one  of  the  many  that  denccRd  from  the  Andet,  ran  bubblinjt  and 
boiling,  aa  it  gtanoed  over  iti  rocky  bed.     Uneven  uid  itociy,  with  the 
footing  concealed  beneath  thick  inattcd  giaai  and  amaU  stunted  tniahrj 
wood.  I  found  my  tank  anTlliing  but  an  caiv  one,  and  tlmott  ngrett*!' 
that  I  had  not  gone  rouiia  by  the  jiatb  uied  by  the  people  of  ibe  ha- 
cienda.    Yd,  as  I  swunit  fr«m  rock  to  rock  by  uid  of  the  rank  herbafte, 
1  felt  that  the  courts  I  had  ehoicn  was  mott  in  (onioiinnce  with  that 
wild,  recUeaa  ipirit  that  had  conducted  me  over  to  many  landj. 

At  1  mtcticd  the  bed  of  the  gullyi  the  aun  showed  itself  sbOTc  the 
horiwn,  and  th«  misty  haze  that  filled  the  deep  ralley  wnx  riven  and 
ditporaed  in  eddying  vapour  before  the  wunn  brouli  of  dny.  The  curtain 
risen,  there  lay  before  me  a  wide  lerd  space  of  the  finest  alluvial  ml, 
over  whieh,  it  would  appear.  th«  stnam  &t  timee  extend^-),  when  swollen 
with  iho  meltitif;  *nowt  uf  tlic  Andeat  but  it  wa*  now  eontincd  to  nairaw 
limttt  in  llie  centre,  now  and  then  extending  into  large  wuter-holta,  when 
the  aoHer  toil  had  been  watlied  away,  or  a  diver^^g  bend  of  the  ttream 
had  given  more  power  to  it*  wati^rt. 

Tlitt  scene  was  calm  happy  nature  illuminated  by  the  glow  of  a 
tropicul  truiiriM,  for  it  was  iK-reinbei',  and  the  Eun  had  almoftt  attained 
the  trwpie  of  Oapricom.  Itut  my  uncomfonablc;  limbs  twitching  with  tho 
elltcls  of  nsDiburless  liile*,  would  not  permit  me  lo  enjoy,  for  any 
IrngthCTied  limt-,  the  bi'auliet  of  nature ;  bo,  divetling  myectf  of  my 
apparvl,  1  took  my  position  «n  n  flat  rock  !n  the  atrcain,  and  plied  my 
penon  with  frequent  sliowen  of  water  that  I  rnx.  over  myidi;  by  tfaa 
nd  of  a  luige  retael  I  hod  brought  firom  the  hacienda. 

At  the  Bpol  when)  I  stood,  the  stream  nearly  approoclted  the  oppotiie 
■id*  of  the  gully  to  that  on  whidi  the  buildings  were  erected,  and  during 
a  pause  in  my  occupation,  my  attention  was  drawn  to  a  imtling  naisa 
among  the  low  bnishwood  tltat  lined  the  &co  of  tlie  precipitous  descent. 
They  were  tiin«i  of  danger  and  peril ;  rait  numhen  of  Indians  were 
known  to  be  scattered  over  the  pampat,  and  m>  daring  had  they  bocome, 
by  a  large  acoc«)ion  of  numbers  from  the  tribee  of  the  lower  Sanquc) 
nver,  that  Ihey  had  even  taken  and  plundered  iKTeroI  villages  along  the 
loot  of  the  mountains,  in  the  direction  of  the  route  to  Paraguay.     Accua-

-nii.  newi  caused  no  inconriderable  itti  amongst  the  motley  SMem- 
btage,  and  we  returned  to  the  hacienda  to  dedde  what  coune  we  w«  to 

Ten  da>-8  previous,  with  three  companions,  all  Enriiahmen,  three 
guides,  and  four  rancheros  as  attendants,  we  left  St.  Jago  with  the 
intention  of  proceeding  by  land  to  Buenos  AyrM.  The  rBsaon  of  oar 
employing  the  rancheros  was,  that  they  had  a  short  time  previous  ae- 
eompanied  a  Valparaiso  merdiantfrom  St.  ¥6  to  St.  Jago,  and  had  been 
most  useful  to  him  on  the  route.  Absent  from  their  own  country  they 
were  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  return,  and  we  secured  them  for  a  com- 
paratively small  recompease. 

The  guides  were  the  usual  adjuncts  to  all  traveller!,  and  indispoi^ble 
in  order  to  pilot  us  on  our  way,  and  catch  horses  for  us,  when  those  we 
■ode  were  knocked  up.  The  pre\-iou8  evening  we  had  arrived  at  the 
hacienda  of  San  Jacinto,  ^er  having  two  days  before  descended  Smm 
^e  Andes,  whence  it  was  distant  some  ninety  miles. 

A  kind  <^  station-house  was  here  for  the  guides,  where  they  changed : 
those  who  had  conducted  ua  across  the  precipices  and  defiles  of  those 
eternal  snow-clad  mountuns,  giving  place  to  others  who  wore  to  conduct 
m  to  the  settled  districts  of  the  Buenos  Ayrean  plains,  where  their  ser- 
vices would  be  no  longer  required.  It  was  also  used  as  a  place  of  refresh- 
Qient  where  the  usual  Pampa  fare  was  to  be  obtained,  with  some  most 
execrable  peach  brandy,  and  a  little  bad  wine. 

Several  other  houses  stood  in  the  n^ghbourhood  of  the  hadenda,  in- 
habited by  cross-bred  herdsmen,  almost  as  wild  as  the  stock  they  were 
in  charge  of,  and  a  few  women  their  companions  in  the  wilderness,  and 
an  odd  child  was  also  visible. 

Several  other  travellers  had  arrived  the  same  evening  as  ourselves,  but 
none  travelling  in  our  direction,  and  no  European.  Having  consulted  and 
the  majority  being  of  opimon  that  the  Indians  who  had  alarmed  us  were 
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vsrn  lU  that  our  lionm  would  l)«ac)i  on  tito  wilij  Punifsa  of 
Ancncft. 

It  wai  no  tun«i  Iidvtctct,  for  icQection.  Tlicir  ycUs  ivimdod  in  «iir 
eon,  and  they  adrunwd  in  a  ilonne  body  wiDiln  tvo  hiinilred  paces  ot 
tine  pofition  w«  Itsd  taken,  'flien  came  a  holt,  and  out  from  l)i«  maia 
body  rode  a  tingle  Indian.  I'hv  uivitgc  rtroil«  liti  hoiK  nitliout  middle 
OT  any  other  appnrtenance  than  n  raw  liide  stnp,  formed  into  n  bridle, 
with  wlitch  Iw  managed  hit  it«ed.  Hi«  orms  conmted  of  a  )>ow-  ami 
anrovTB,  slung  acroia  hit  back,  wKli  a  long  liuiiUn^knife  and  tivavy 
tomolmnk  suBpended  Gram  Itia  belt;  hia  Ibllovrera  were  mountfd  and 
anitrd  liko  thnr  chief,  non«  poaiening  fir«-ann(. 

Slowly  he  roda  forward  mmt  hundred  yard*  nearer  ilian  }iis  people,  till 
h*  pausMl  in  a  iKuitton  whera  th«  rifle  of  any  of  lli>e  party  could  have 
enoed  hii  dayi.  But  wa  wvrs  !n  no  positian  to  camni<-tico  hoalJlitiv*,  m 
we  wiiely  rdrained  froDi  eiwh  a  uteleu  aacriiioe  of  life.  We  still  had  a 
hope  Uiat  the  tribe  in  whose  preaetice  we  were,  formed  no  part  of  that 
whole  otiieffdl  in  the  morning;  und,  in  order  to  uncertain  the  fact,  one 
of  tlic  f^dca  oddrt-aicd  tim  chief  in  ttpaloit  of  the  Indian  tonKUf,  but — 
althou^  tlie  attempt  wai  renewed  by  the  two  othere,  it  called  fortli  no 
nmODse.     He  atijl  continued  calmly  gazing  at  ua. 

Suddenly,  at  if  actuated  by  a  pavning  thought,  ho  wheeled  liil  horse 
round,  and  joined  hii  followcn.  Then,  indeed,  his  voice  uat  heard, clear 
and  distinct,  and,  from  hit  commanding  goMurce,  it  wni  apparent  that  lie 
cxcrdscd  Buprctne  eway  orer  the  BMenibled  waniers.  At  hia  word  UiQ 
crowd  dinBOlved,  and  Iceq>tng  witliotit  the  ranjte  of  our  rifles,  lliey  formed 
a  circle  around  tia.  It  was  no  time  for  indecision  ;  im,  niountinf[  our 
tionu,  wo  formed  a  double  line,  luick  to  back,  Mich  maii  \>ilh  his  rifle  or 
|MBtals  ready.  Then,  indeed,  imagination  alone  can  depict  tlie  H^rw 
wai«crio8  that  inuod  from  ell  arcund  us,  the  rush  of  hviam,  and  the  cloud 
of  arrows  that  threatened  annihilation  to  all  One  of  my  Kngliah  com- 
panions fell  from  his  horse  at  the  tint  di*ch&i]ga,  We  relumed  the  fire 
with  tome  i^cct,  and,  ni  a  laat  hope,  each  for  hiniaolf,  duahcd  feorleuly 
on  the  line  as  they  closed  opon  ut. 

Porknesi  was  jutt  Mtling  in,  so  our  lispa  was  to  escape  singly,  and 
make  the  best  of  our  way  hack  to  ilie  hacienda,  if  succcMfut.  Tbi?  nuth 
was  fcariul.  The  bright  knives  of  two  coeinies.  on  wliom  1  dashed, 
glared  in  my  eyes ;  but  finvartne  ogain  proved  their  superiority :  on« 
hU,  and  the  (trokf  of  the  otlivr  but  wounded  my  liurae.  Aluddnncd 
with  the  pain  of  the  wound  it  had  rceeiTod,  the  noble  horse  1  rode 
[bunged  forward,  and,  at  a  lr»inondou>  *pc«d,  nwept  mo  in  a  moment 
beyond  reach  of  a  fuw  utray  orrawa  wmed  at  me. 

Still,  yet  still,  1  had  a  danoe  for  my  lifr.  I  thought  of  my  coni- 
panionR,  hut  dorknets  hid  ereiything.  beyond  the  space  o(  a  fpw  yards, 
from  my  view.  On,  on  I  dashed,  plunging  the  long  (pure,  with  which 
my  hccla  were  armed,  mto  the  side  of  my  willing  Bleed.  T  cotild  pcr- 
caive,  by  the  voices  behind,  that  many  were  in  pursuit,  and  after  a  mile 
or  flo  bad  been  paased  over,  I  clearly  discerned  tlio  vo!<«(  gainiog  on  me, 
and  from  an  occanooal  stagger  of  niy  horsc^  atccrtaiiied,  but  too  truly, 
that  lost  of  blood  was  making  him  fiunt. 

By  this  time  it  was  oompletely  dark,  day  hax-ing  pawed  awny  with 
usual  tropieal  rapidity,  and  niy  reeolre  was  made.  Tlirowing  mywif 
on  my  feet,  I  etnick  the  noble  brute  that  so  far  had  saved  me,  aiid 
abaodoned  hhn  to  his  own  head.     RcUtrvd  of  my  weight*  I  depended  on 
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the  body  wUli  that  and  my  knifc,  and  tore  frwn  the  imict  paH  tli*  yet 
vrarm  entrails. 

Th«  fnw  minutes  bo  oocujwed   had  brought  the  fire  wiUiin  a  few 
lundred  y»rds,  and,  as  I  eruBlMd  nystlf  within  the  reeking  earcoM,  and  , 
covered  my  ex|K»«d  liraba  witii  manes  uf  the  ditgutting  offal,  I  «ouM 
•carctt  turn  my  &scinal«d  n^t  firom  the  appalling  ecene. 

As  &ir  at  tne  eye  eoutd  extend,  «n  «itli<-r  iiiijc,  nought  was  to  be  &»- 
tin^iuithed  W  one  briglit  man  of  flame — Mcae  twoity-ievt  liig)i, — above 
which  hung,  in  den»c  clouds,  darit  black  smoke ;  while,  yet  higher  still, 
light  white  vnpour  floated  and  roio  into  the  hvavcnc.     A  round,  nil  was 
sa  bright  as  day,  and  tlie  long  wiry  gruB  could  lie  ewu  dtsccnivtl bending 
before  the  fearful  clement,  as  it  advanced  to  annihilate.     No  breeze 
iivept  OTcr  the  plains;  but  yd  the  fire  ronrcd  and  mged,  iw  if  hurled, 
along  before  the  breath  of  a  hurricane.      The  fleeting  inttuntH  «f  suspense 
that  elapsed  before  tht'  fire  rrached  the  tpot  where  1  lay,  looked  almost 
like  lonft  hours.     lUy  fitte  bung  in  the  Wonoi!,  and  unrcrtiunly  vnu 
wone  than  death.     Vcarn  havm  nnco  paatod  awny,  but  when  lying  on 
my  calm  and  quiet  bed,  1  yet  start  with  alarm:  the  siiodowrs  of  the  past 
flit  ov«r  my  memory,  and  I  fancy  niytdiryet  swaiting  tlia  moinenl  that 
would  enclose  me  in  tliat  fearful  flaming  aeu.     The  agony  of  auspcnso 
was  pamed ;  fire  was  around,  beside,  within  me,  as  1  swallowed  the  hot 
furnace  breath  of  the  ktraosphere.     Oh,  Rod  1  iny  very  vitaU  wen>  dri«d 
up^  and  my  brain   »eeme<l  ready  to  burst,  as  my  Bvroll«»  Uoud- vessels 
dislandcd  to  the  utmost.     Oh,  thiu  to  perish! — in  the  Hprin([  of  life : 
fnendfl.  home,  early  day*,  for  an  instant  crossed  niy  mind.     Oli  I  but  to 
di«  by  fire ! — frightful,  ftarful ! — "  Oh,  peol  GoJ,  ft«*e  me  I " 

The  struggle  seemed  over :  although  the  fire  could  not  reach  my  body, 
covered  as  it  was.  yet  the  intense  heat  seemed  to  deitroy  life,  and  for  a 
timo  rendered  me  insensible.  W})cn  consciousness  returned  lite  firo  was 
little  more  than  visibk  on  the  liorixon,  and  the  cold  and  clammy  flesh 
and  entmils  prMwd  upon  my  burning,  pareiied  limbs.  A  violent  thuet 
actuated  mc,  and  in  order  to  allay  it,  1  wa«  reduced  to  the  necesBty  of 
cutting  a  large  mass  of  flesh  frctn  the  buttock,  and  sucking  the  blood  and 
moisture  therefrom ;  till  then  I  could  scarce  breathe  ;  the  heated  air  I  luid 
swallowed  eopardicd  and  dried  up  my  mouth  and  throaty  that  the  Uiick 
skin  peeled  off  when  touched  by  my  tongue. 

Re%-ived  by  niy  sppUrution,  once  more  my  thoughts  reverted  to  my 
pOBtion,  and  the  chance  of  escape.  It  was  improbable  that  the  Indians 
vniald  nuiko  any  search  otqt  the  plains  till  daylight  made  sii4:h  compam- 
lively  eaty,  and  up  to  morning  I  calculated  on  safety. 

Oftho  locality  I  knew  but  ver^  little,  merely  what  had  beo-i  learned 
from  the  gtudes ;  but  of  one  thing  I  felt  satisfied,  tiint  I  siiouM  Ix  sure 
to  ha  captured  if  I  attempted  to  return  in  the  dirvcticn  of  San  J«cinti>. 
The  guides  )iud  rtulcd  that  for  some  distance  to  the  souUiwud,  many 
deep  gtillics,  with  streams  in  their  beds,  ran  out  (or  a  great  distance  in 
the  Pampas,  many  of  them  in  a  straight  line  fmm  the  Andes,  at  the  foot 
of  which  ihcy  commenced.  This  determined  me  to  strike  off  in  a 
•MitlMriy  direction,  guided  by  tlio  stars,  and  endeavour  to  reach  one  of 
tlwso  before  daylight  would  leave  any  >lmy  Indian  to  discover  ine  with 
little  dilliculiy  on  Die  Uadmiwd,  naked  pluns,  wlioro  not  even  a  rock  for 
ineeialoiont  existed. 

But  wlwn  I  attempted  to  walk,  1  found  1  could  do  to  with  great  exer- 
gl  only ;  yet  it  was  the  lut  chance,  m,  abandoning  my  lifle  and  ill 
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neither  birds  nor  Watts  showitd  UiBin*dre« ;  roola  there  were  none  to  be 
found,  and  agftin  deipair  oTenliadowed  my  soul,  when  I  obnrved  a  laijre 
water  *nnko  imuo  from  the  atrcjtni,  and  tcietin-ly  trail  il«  dork  body  alobf 
tovranlfl  th?  crrricifi  of  some  rotldt  in'W  tl  hvid.  It  wai  the  work  of  n 
moment  to  hurl  a  Itofi  stone  at  it,  which  hnVe  its  tjAne,  and  a  ilmke 
of  a  ktiifo  linlKhcd  tlio  natUr.  I  llion  deprived  the  oiiimni  of  tu  head. 
in  TChicli  1  was  aware  nny  jhoisoi)  It  [losKaied  was  coQluned,  andcol- 
Icictini;  a  few  pieces  of  dry  cow-dtinff,  of  which  [>tenty  wm  aeattcrtd 
abag  tho  rmk,  n  fire  wu  toan  kindled,  and  the  bod^  of  th«  Pampa 
snake  Mn;  broiled,  nffor^led  rt-freihment  to  the  exhaiut«]  trarellur.  lucfa 
as  ho  never  had  obtained  from  the  primett  «els  «t  fatherland  :  intence 
hungu-  made  the  food,  diagusting  at  other  tiinca,  more  thaii  palatable  en 
that  occasion. 

tTivigorat«d  hy  this  food,  after  a  short  rest  I  pitohed  forward,  taking 
with  iiR'  iliG  n-inaSni  of  the  nuik«,  all  of  which  I  had  cooked  In  ord«T  t« 
prevent  ihc  ncccsnty  cvf  kindling  a  fire,  the  Etnokc  of  which  might  attract 
the  attontion  of  the  Indiani,  if  in  my  vicinity.  My  caution  still  con- 
tinued, and  in  most  coiivfiiiimt  spot*  whiiro  tin-  anccnl  wus  vniy,  I  ctil) 
COntiniitHl  to  seek  the  edge  of  ihe  firairie,  and  carefully  tcan  its  surface. 
It  was  during  ono  of  these  recunnoisunccs  that  I  Or«t  caught  liohl  if  a 
KattiTcil  party  uf  Indiunn,  udvandiig  at  fiill  speed  ulung  the  plaina,  oa 
the  otli(5T  &ide  of  the  gully,  close  by  itd  edge.  Fortunately  I  woa  nenr  to 
a  buffalo  track  that  haii  been  formed  by  tneee  animals  to  thA  water,  and 
alon;;  thii  I  erupt  an  all  four*,  till  T  hod  gained  aoma  high  thick  gras^ 
where  I  »tretchcd  myself  in  complete  concealment. 

Whether  the  Indians  were  a  portion  of  the  parly  who  had  attacked  ui 
I  waa  not  swuv,  but  they  teciiieJ  to  take  but  a  curaorjr  riew  of  the  creek 
as  they  poued  rapidly  along ;  they  did  not  at  all  deacend  to  iu  bed ;  so 
I  was  in  no  danger  of  having  my  trail  diaeorered.  I  could  h<«r  the 
tranip  of  the  hor>««  as  they  imcpt  along  over  the  blackened,  parched 
grouJicI ;  but  I  did  not  dare  ai  li^m jit  to  get  a  near  view  of  them,  kit  their 
keen  vision  should  detect  my  lurkmfc-plaee.  When  lliey  had  some  lime 
passed,  cAutioiialy  I  arose,  and  KAiinnd  the  horizon,  lo  discover  if  any 
•trailing  child  of  the  wilderness  was  yet  in  view;  hut  it  appeared  the 
n-iiuricd  travellcT  waa  alone  in  th^  scene. 

My  JDumev  v.-ns  reiMwed,  but  thin  time  along  the  odgo  of  the  plain,  a* 
I  l'uin>d  lest  the  Indians  might  suddenly  come  up  when  I  tdiould  not  per^ 
ceive  (heir  approach  from  the  bod  of  the  ereek. 

Another  night,  anolhur  day  wui  paucd,  durinf;  which  div  only  lood 
wna  the  lenuiina  of  the  snake  1  had  eiilled.  The  gully  gradually  in* 
ereaaad  iii  width,  and  a  diverging  brancn  of  it.  on  the  northern  side,  had 
intempted  the  pngresc  of  Uil-  fire  in  that  direelion ;  so  again,  on  both 
aides  of  the  gully,  nothing  wna  to  be  diicemcd  but  the  long  waving  gntaa 
of  111*  plain*,  with,  as  I  Iet\  the  scene  of  the  conflagration  W-hind,  occa- 
sional h<!rds  of  wild  cattle  and  hanet^  which  &t<|ucntly  allowed  a  near 
approach  before  they  fled. 

On  ilie  fourth  day  I  sucetwdMl  in  suiprising  and  altooting  a  young 
bufblo,  which,  with  inaiiy  othm,  was  standing  in  the  water  of  the  stream) 
to  endeavour  to  preaervu  Ihemtelves  from  the  myriads  of  Hies  and  mus- 
quitocs  that  tilled  the  air,  and  inflicted  their  stinfcs  without  ceosation. 
Altliot^h  brotight  duivii  hy  iImi  firit  iJiul,  yet  1  law  coniudcraUe  danger 
from  tlic  remainder  of  the  Iierd,  who  charged  mc,  and  ]  only  saved  mTself 
hy  taking  refuge  on  ll>e  lumittit  of  somo  sleep  rocks,  in  the  side  of  tba

Taking  tonK  bwf  with  me,  vrnipped  ia  a  lietn  of  my  coat,  whith  I 

lt«M  left  behind,  ai  lite  unell  it  exuded,  in  eoniequenee  of  the  neof  eon- 

nnrtioD  tt  had  been  in  with  the  cnrcau  of  the  •}«><)  korac,  nnd  t)i«  mnse- 

iqweot  eatcntive  creation  of  maji^t*  and  insccU  in  its  crevices,  from 

which  it  eould  not  Le  fneA  hy  wuKliiiig,  rvwtoivd  it  a  most  dJaagreeaUe 

c->[iipnnion.     My  *hErl  and  iiwintn,  vihicfi.  with  a  np  a«d  boota*  (cvmfd 

all  (h«  altin  I  had.  were  also  infvttcd  with  thcK  vcnnin,  m  that  I  had 

Blxoliiicly  a  couple  oftiniCK  a  dn>'  tn  (trip  myself,  nnd  vnuh  thum  in  the 

LMmuii.     But  no  aooner  had  they  bef;uii  to  dry,  than  ratt  numben  of 

plica  «|^n  alighted  on  tbocc  pant  that  had  hum  latuTaleKl  nith  the  blood, 

FfroRi  which,  with  irnter  alotte,   I   hod  been  unable  to  cleitnM  thpm. 

TheAe  cnalurM  actually  diachnrged  lire  animalcule  and  fetid  creefing 

'Utingii  that   vtovli  have  olninst   induced  mv  to  dtnudc  myaclf  of  all 

'  mar«i,  if  the  beat  of  the  nm  luul  not  rendered  that  inipotaiblc. 

Vat  ny  ipiitli  did  not  fail ;  although  at  tini<-«  my  weary  limbi  ftag^, 
hope  wu  ainf,  and  tlial  buoyancy  of  fwling.  and  ptesvnce  of  mind, 
which  had  conducted  roe  thiough  ao  many  trying  scenes,  nerer  fbntoolc 
nw  on  this  oecaaion  fur  n  tnomvnt. 

On  the  morning  of  th«  eighth  day,  I  had  reached  a  poution  close  under 
«ne  of  the  upun  of  the  Andes,  and  wai  following  up  a  Iracl:  that  I  luid 
fallen  arroaf,  aJid  which  I  imagined  might  luul  to  fome  villagr,  when 
_Bijr  esTB  <rere  talut«d  with  the  pkasini!  lound  of  mule  beUa. 

Joyoua,  indeed,  wen  then  my  ihoughta,  and  when  in  a  few  minutes  [ 
DtnvQ  a  party  bF  rnuli-tccrt.  conveying  hideaand  tallow  to  tlia  iinull  town 
FefSan  Julianna,  my  thanks  were  many  and  fervent  to  that  Supreme 
Being  who  had  preserreJ  mc  through  many  dangon. 

Ilariitg  a  few  *pecie  dolbn  about  m^.  1  procured  erery  aauilanco  (ix>m 
the  party  I  had  »o  jiroA-jdcntially  fallen  in  with,  and  oftcrwaidi  joumeyed 
on  to  the  town  whither  they  «w  bound.  Here,  having  obtained  what 
nadjp  money  I  fe<]uired  on  one  of  my  St.  Jago  letters  of  credit,  I  procured 
RMrtanoei  and  act  forward  lo  the  hacivnda,  wlitre  all  my  troubles  com* 
[.meneed. 

On  th«  way,  at  another  hactonda,  t  fell  in  with  two  of  the  rancheroi, 

Voth  miTennj:  from  mtck  wound*  received  in  our  action  with  the  hxlians, 

!  k«t  who  nevertbelen  bad  CBcaped  by  the  speed  of  their  horses,  and  the 

Btgieet  of  bU  punuit  beyond  a  nbort  distance,  by  tli«  Indiana,  who  termed 

I  to  Mve  turned  all  their  exertions  towards  securinE  the  Kuropcans  of  Die 

Cy.     The  other  two  ranchoros,  the  guides,  and  my  two  companions, 
not  bm-n  beard  of,  end  wore  tuppeaed,  ai  I  myMlfliad  lieeti,  lo  have 
been  killed  in  the  attack,  or  to  havo  perished  in  the  flames, 

A  aubuqutnt  vifit  to  the  spot,  and  the  enlcincd  rc^nitii  of  seven 

budiei.  Nitiffwd  me  that  my  fK«nds  wen  no  more ;  the  lodianii  who  had 

tfaUen  BMinrd  \0  bare  been  removcdi  and  all  that  now  points  out  tho 

jiecna  of  thai  Uoody  deed,  it  tho  niacd  mound  that  eovcn  those  of  our

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ITALY  IN  THE  FIFTEENTH  CENTURY. 

Fob  s  long  series  orycan,  th*  w*Il  or  Hl-doing  of  t}i«  vaiiotu  ItalUn 
State*,  luu  but  link  intcreMtd  the  genenlity  oT  Engli»liiuni ;  very  finr 
anwn^  lu  haviitc  any  object  or  any  rootire  for  itiquirinK  ii^to  their  varioui 
fenna  of  gorcmmcnt,  or  to  ocquoint  oursclrca  in  ttny  but  a  very  gicnenl 
way  of  llwir  put  or  prewDlpiocecdinga.  Vamio  id«uwe  bod  Uiai  tlicar 
petty  govemmiMils  nerc  ttcm  dctpotisms,  and  (rom  the  tittle  we  httai 
of  thrtn  wc  concluded  tltut  tlicy  were  a  divided  p«oplet  and  had  atnnc 
iiiutuul  jvolousies  ai>d  ant)pathi«a ;  but,  until  "  Lorenzo  tlic  l^Iagnificcntt 
and  a  few  such  works,  appeared,  our  knowledge  wai  about  us  accurate  of 
tha  man  m  the  moon,  as  of  l)i«  reigTiing  houeea  in  Italy,  oitd  of  thcJr 
peculiar  claima  to  reign  OTcr  it*  mountuns  and  ita  plaiab 

Wd  lieard  nnd  mid  of  the  Statci  of  the  Church,  aoil  it  was  very 
generally  kiiowa  that  territories,  and  (o  8oni«  extent,  were  attached  to 
Ui«  iMtbopric  of  Konic ;  but  tlii.T«;  ore  rery  ftw  who  cT«i»  now  know  bow 
thooe  tenitoriea  were  acquired — whether  by  Kif^i  oi"  W  iHirchasc,  or 
whether  tliey  were  wrung  from  tho«c  who  held  them,  by  UBud  or  violence 
lUid  bloodslicd.  Ttic  policy  which  wade  tlicin  the  M-culIcd  propaty  of 
the  Church  was  little  known,  little  cared  for,  and  rery  little,  thereJore, 
!ui|uired  into. 

ATuch  valuable  infommtlon  upon  tins  tubjcct  has  been  lately  prawnted 
to  iia  by  Mr.  Dennittoun,  in  liii  "  Memoirs  of  tlic  Dulcca  of  UrbiBo;"  * 
a  wcirk  bo  ably  written)  and  emhrscin^  within  !t  to  many  lopica,  that  k 
will  iitiercil  alike  the  ataleiniBTi  and  tlic  aaldicr,  the  arttlt  and  the 
Bcholsr.  the  moat  rigid  Romaniat,  nnd  the  nc^chur«li  Diwcnter :  all  will 
find  abundant  itiatt^-r  in  its  page*  for  contemfvlalion,  for  edification  and 
amusement.  Nccefsarily,  however,  as  it  would  •eein,"bclla,  horrida 
bella,"  must  form  ihu  main  aubjoct,  and  th«  larger  portion  of  the  hittoty 
of  Urlina  &i  of  the  hiBtory  of  every  other  of  the  Italian  Stales  in 
modiicval  limca;  and  warn  with  all  the  worst  eocompanitnents  of  wars, 
with  honors  and  ntrociti<»,  treacheries,  nnd  a««nssi  nation*  «S  a  kind  and  in 
a  numb<^^  that  could  not  probably  be  paralleled  in  the  hititoty  ofany  otiwr 
people  on  the  earlli.  And  suHcncd  down,  as  all  the  detail*  ore  in  these 
volume*,  and  abridged  to  tho  titmotl  that  is  poaiiblo,  yet  In  the  narrative 
of  tlie  Urbinn  conlosls  with  the  two  popes,  Alexander  VI.  and  Leo  X^ 
wc  linre  a  liiatnry  that  is  one  of  the  mo«l  painful  to  read,  from  t))e 
boMneia  and  the  cruelty,  the  ingratitude,  the  blocdthirttinosi,  and  the 
almost  auperhuman  ntckcdneaa  that  it  displays  in  tlie  chief  acton  in 
Ihote  turbulent  times.  From  the  manner  in  which  Mr,  Uonnittoun  treats 
these  ni»tt4!rs,  it  is  very  evident  he  delights  not  in  war.  and  sees  no 
especial  glory  in  the  sluuglitcr  and  ej)prf8Kion  uf  the  defcnoalen  by  the 
Strong  ann  of  military  power;  and  us  all  the  wars  with  which  he  had 
to  do  in  connection  with  his  main  subject,  had  their  origin  in  the  very 
worst  piMniont  of  the  mo4t  sinful  nmong  men,  and  wcro  begun  and 
carriitd  on  and  ended  by  means  the  niD»t  dishonauiable,  revolting,  or  cto* 
temptiblo,  wo  have,  in  consequence,  no  glowing  deseriplimis  from  his 
pen  of  the  tented  or  Uie  battlefield — of  the  tbock  of  urmks — of  the

baianti.  Th««e  oombatanta  wen  iii  Ken«nl  «ctuat«d  by  inotiru  too 
vOe  to  allow  ofj^lory  bcinj^  ntUchcd  to  the  victori**  they  might  tvin,  and 
the  dlin  thcT  m^t  ilorm ;  and  the  writef  is  not  a  iitnn  to  give  a  falso 
'  «>)ftunn|[  to  de«da  wh!c)i  his  pen  at  linies  rofuftct  aitof^tlier  to  describe, 
■md  in  autay  «it»  to  do  more  thnn  vcrv  ^ncnJIy  allude  to. 

His  delist  if  to  <lelail  the  triumph  of  art  and  the  pro^si  of  litera- 
lore  in  ItaJy  gf-Demlly,  and  in  Urbitto  vspwiallv,  during  the  GAeentti 
and  two  (olIowiDg  centuriea  ;  and  much  valuablu  infonnntioii  ii,  in  c«n- 
•eqiienee,  aflbrded  im  upon  Iheie  matten  in  lb«se  page*,  and  it  is  jpven 
to  lu  in  a  mwinrt  that  <-iihoncca  iti  valuo  from  the  cIcDmcn  and  civpince 
of  the  deacriptiont.  Tticrc  h  one  tViiig,  however,  we  are  almost  iridincd 
to  ftfivt  in  connection  with  thew  Tolunivt,  Ltiat  their  author  should  have 
■nsBa  ao  many  of  lii>  own  obMrmtioimr  luid  (uppFMoed  lu  moii^  of  hi* 
ihooghla  upon  art  and  reli)p«u«  painting,  in  cona«([ucnco  nftlio  iinlooked- 
fat  appoorancv,  in  print,  of  Lord  Lindn^v'i  "  Hitlory  uf  C^iri»ttun  Art." 
Aa  a  keen  and  elcm  ohservrr,  and  a  rloite  uad  dear  reanoner  upon  thl^ 
profTMa  of  art  cencnjly — tipon  iU  dawn,  its  midday  glory  and  inline — 
we  could  nuC  but  have  been  giatifted  aixl  (aught  •ctiidthin;;  t>y  ihc 
many  note*  he  had  made  upon  theae  tubject*;  etpecially  aa  tliey  lonned 
oriipflally  tlM  mwn  lubjact*  of  his  work,  and  were  the  lint  ocnuion 
of  it. 

That  tlu.'  duke*  of  Urbino  were  worthy  of  an  able  and  impartial  his> 
toran  b  vcnr  evident ;  and  that  they  would  haro  advanced  the  artf,  and 
enoouiafed  leaning  to  ibe  utmott,  liad  lh<.>y  be<tn  unmoWted,  is  unque«- 
tioDabI«:  but  tb*  envy  of  naighboura  the  machinatium  of  enemies,  the 
iii^ntilufk  of  Inenda,  and,  fiir  above  ail,  the  nepoUsni,  and  all-cmEping 
tOTetnaiaf  arHnw  af  the  pop««,  lefl  th«tn  but  liitio  kicuiv  for  ppnroful 
oecopattono,  or,  indeed,  at  times,  lor  aught  cIik,  than  to  eensider  by  what 
tneaiM  tbey  could  prcKrve  thonudrea  m»iitlieaft-tbR«lcncd(li:structii>ii. 

Amonv  th«ir  rnnnies  might  bo  elaMMl  in  the  front  rank,  from  their 
fermitlabfe  power,  from  the  Tirulene«  of  their  pL-reoeulion,  and  from  their 
tnitrderou*  intentions,  the  Fopc.  Alexander  VI.,  and  liii  too  cek-bnited 
■on,  Ctetar  EorKia,  who  would  undaubt«dly  have  annihilated  the  whole 
fiunly,  root  and  branch,  could  tbey,by  any  artifice  or  fnrce.  have  obtained 
maeanonof  their  ptrsoiia.  Nor,  in  tubsx^ucnt  years,  did  llicy  find  a 
leas  mereifnl.  or  a  leu  perseeuling  adversary  in  l.eo  X..  who,  foi^fiil  of 
all  the  kindneatt  and  hospitality,  and  asustancr,  that  (he  Medici  tmiily, 
in  their  Jong  season  of  adversity,  hud  received  from  tli«  Uibina  dukes, 
•ant,  without  the  least  provocation  or  excuse,  a  hostile  foreo  into  their 
tcrritorira,  which  drorc  tbrm  tuddenly  from  their  homes,  and  from  all 
their  pOMesiions,  and  sent  tliem  wandererera  into  the  world,  houseless, 
|M>nnile««,  and  exeommunieat^. 

This  was  all  done  in  furthemnce  of  the  policy  of  tli«  popes  in  thoea 

iJays,  to  provide  large  territorial  poateoiiong  lor  their  nephews  and  their 

■ocn ;  to  inaka  their  bouse*  ducal  or  princely ;  to  miut  them,  in  fact,  to 

independent  sorasngntles,  and  to  apportion  the  whole  of  Ilaly,  from  tlie 

Alp»  »■>  CalBbrfi,to  tbcir  several  dynoaties.     Bui  to  do  this  it  was

Tbi  Amecn  of  Beiude  w«k  lli«  fint  an<l  (lie  bat  victims  oF  (hat  un- 
hippy  ]>olicy  vhirU  butitd  thouiRin<lK  <>r  mm,  an4  millionn  of  money,  in 
l)i«  deep  dmlei  of  Ar^tsitiitfln.  Oti  llie  injuMico  trbith  Lord  Aucfclanj 
iiulialeOi  Loid  EUenboroujjli  mI  th«  luil  of  conftummalion.  Th<>  one 
«»Ub)i*h««l  the  principUi  that  the  luddcw  Talpoor  ru\vn  vfcm  tliMiccforth 
U>  r«ign  only  by  the  tulfcnflee  of  th«  Urili^ ;  tho  oiIiot  d«cn>«<!  lluit 
Mflenuioe  to  be  at  an  end.  and  MaverUd  Lower  Scinde  into  a  Brilith 
pTovino*.  The  Whig  Gor<irnor-0«naral  nquirtd  tbo  use  of  tite  Amwn* 
country,  uid  set  ttideexblii^  Inntioa,  thatthv  Army  of  the  Indus  might 
pomde  through  it  on  ita  «niy  to  Candabar.  Tlu>  Ame*n'  mon«'y  waa 
WBUU-d  too ;  and  it  wa«  mcrcilenly  oxtmtd  frocn  thcni.  He  uKd  the 
counlrr  as  ihimsli  it  were  his  own  for  Mme  yeara;  and  then  hii  tue- 
MMOT  took  it  n-umy  rroiii  tiicin.  Tho  Tory  Oovwniw-Ocnefal  occupied 
8cind«  becauM  it  •nus  cDriv<.-nicnl  to  witbdmw  from  Afghnniitan.  Then 
is  an  old  atory  of  a  noblemmi  «ho  had  amed  a  dependent,  and  who  ntat 
day  taw  tbo  very  iimui  he  had  beaun  chaatiiing  a  poorer  croature  than 
hitnsclf,  *"  Vour  Lordehiji  and  1  know  whom  to  beat,"  was  tlic  ansnrtr 
he  rceeiTcd  when  he  congnilulatcd  the  fellow  on  Sis  scceta  of  cowage. 
•>  Your  Lordship  and  I  know  whom  to  beat."  might  bars  been  laid  to 
Lord  EIWnbonniRh  by  the  conqueror  of  Scindi.-.  Tho  oflvnce  of  tll« 
AiMCR  was  Uicir  wei^esi.  They  won>  wnak,  niid  thcrofnra  tlioy  were 
cbaitEaed.  Lord  Ellenbarough  onJored  a  medal  to  bo  stracic  bearing  the 
words  "  Pax  Asin  reatitutai "  and  fbrtltwith  he  bogaii  to  naake  war  upon 
the  Amcen  of  Scicde. 

Sir  Charles  Napier  fought  the  tattles  oF  Mccaneo  and  l>ubba.  V«y 
wrll  ht  fuught  them  too.  Hi*  troops  nobly  responded  to  the  dmh- 
ine  galtaniry  of  Iho  "  denl'a  brother/  as  the  Koneral  was  emphatioally 
caiM  by  the  natives  of  those  parts;  and  die  Amc^.n  were  boatsn  in  the 
field.  If  the  gmeiosity  of  the  victor  had  been  equal  lo  hia  gallantry, 
this  wotild  have  b«CR  a  pleasanter  pngo  of  history.  Sir  Charles  Napier 
tnsull«d  his  fallen  enemies ;  he  slnick  thcon  wltcn  th«y  were  tktwn. 

Tbo  Anieen  of  Sinnde  were  sent  prisoners  to  Calcutta.     A  stroke  of 
Lord  BllenberougVB  pen  oonvertod  their  country  inta  a  Britiifa  province ; 
and  the  conqueror  bceame  the  adminietrator.     Sit  Charles  Nafqcr,  as  the  , 
finit  fc-oremof  of  Sdnde,  entered  upon  hit  new  duties  yrilh  chantcterislHr  j 
Mictg>-;  he  was  not  a  man  to  go  to  slwp  in  llu-  gunrd-room  after  Iha, 
anns  l>ad  Wen  piled.      He  hod  a  rough  metliod  of  trwitnient  lor  the  oosi*] 

Iqucrt^  i^cindians ;  but  though  they  fcarodi  they  did  not  seem  to  liBt» ] 
him.  They  reapectMl  him  because  he  mu  a  soldier  and  a  conqueror,  | 
■ad  .they  understood  his  rugged  wnyk  A  more  nnliacd  ruler  would,J 
perbapSi  have  been  Ice*  appreciated.  Sir  Charles  Napier  did  not  row 
like  a  sucking  dove,  but  Spoke  out  tn  tlie  true  lion's  voice ;  and  we  art] 
^r  from  layiag  thiii  ho  did  not  speak  wisely  md  well. 

Hut  th4i  old  proverb  tbitt  making  m  ailk  purs*  out  of  a  sow's  cut] 
u^mn,  in  tltU  placo,  to  have  niuuual  force  of  ai^ieation.    It  was  not  in 
tho  power  of  all  tbo  Napiers — aod  there  is  rtot,  in  snie  of  their  eeeen- 
tricitiaa,  a  finer  fiunily  m  the  worid — to  make  anyining  out  of  Sonde 
'•lit  a  most  Untia]>py  Valley.     Kven  the  graphie  pen  of  the  author  of  tho 
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"  Rtiu»7  of  tin  Peninmlnr  War"  cmmol  corer  its  andy  dewKn  with 
vcHuTV.  Mr  riotbe  it*  inhospitable  racks  witfi  tlic  gnrmntts  of  ]>lent««iw 
nM>  uid  npoor.

Th«  Kcindinns  icam  to 
hara  neogmsed  the  fitncu  of  the  aModafion;  and  to  linvp  nibinitln)  to 
their  new  AieC  "  AH  Sdi>d«,"  he  said  lo  them,  '*  now  helon]^  to  my 
Qtwen, md  ire  an  henceforth  fcUim-nilJccts;  tut  1  am  heretodo  juKtJcp. 
and  if,  nAcr  tliis  voluntary  iRifcmtin«n,  any  of  yoii  rob  or  plunder,  I  will 
match  into  your  country  and  destroy  the  offender  and  hii  tribe.  Chiefs ! 
yon  all  Icnow  I  won  t^a  baltlcx  vhttx  I  had  only  5,0U0  men ;  I  have 
noir  15,000;  aiu)  100,000  more  v.'ill  come  at  my  enll  ;  you  vill  bcKtrrc, 
therafbre^  that  Una  ii  nit  an  empty  threat ;  bat  let  peaoe  ba  batwocn  na. 
I  glva  back  to  all  Uieir  jngheen ;  and  what  I  hey  poisMwd  imdar  the 
Anieen."  "  That,"  says  Sir  William  Nopier,  "  ihcy  all  cmd  out,  '  You 
■re  oar  Kinr  t  What  you  say  ia  true — let  it  be  so  !  Vi't  are  yoQf 
ibrei  r  "  Thn  mode  of  treatment  HQited  thi>  new  Bubjects.  which  Lord 
EDcnborougli  had  bcntowod  upon  Qtiecn  Victoria.  And  when  the  con- 
queror pave  u  parly  of  the  cliiefB  a  specimen  ot"  British  military  discipline 
and  ikill,  in  the  ahap*  of  a  revii»w  of  iitfmitry  and  artill"  ry.  they  were 
amaxcd  at  the  ■ttadtti««  and  solidity  of  tliL'  one,  and  ih*  adniirablf  prue- 
tica  of  the  Other;  and  cried  out,  "Oh,  I'adshah  fpcat  Kinp).  you  are 
tauter  of  the  world  ! "  •■  Then,"  saya  Sir  William  Nnpier.  "  Ihi-  fJerieml 
«ms  satisfied  that  fear  and  content  as  to  their  futum  cnn'litirm  would 
bcp  them  true, uolesa  ercnts  very  unbvourablc  to  the  Pntiiili  tiupMinaey 
riMMld  Biiffr  to  awaken  other  thoii^hta.'*  Thti  union  of  fear  and  content 
may  sound  ominously  in  English  ears.  But  no  nn«s  who  has  liv«d  in 
Eaftem  countries  will  see  anyttiing  utrange  in  th«  combination.  In  a 
newly  eon<iu«red  country,  ftar  must  always  be  the  ereat  element  of 
qaieiMtKe.  At  Jmt  the  terror  whith  the  ranqueror  inspires  t<  of  an 
actife  and  abaolnte  kind  ;  hot  in  time  it  eomai  rather  to  aaauine  the  chn- 
raefev  of  a  pasiive  reeoftniiion  of  superior  power,  pli ysical  and  moral :  and 
enntcnt,  sonietimcs  not  altogL-thcr  unlike  stilU-n  indiffl-rcnoc,  com<!>  to 
mingle  largely  with  it. 

Tnat  tlw  personal  chancier  of  Sir  Charlea  Napinr  went  some  way  lo 
T^veitbe  resiMct  ntidu'veofthe  Ikrce  tribes  of  SelnJ*  and  Bfloo.  lii-tan 
is  i»o(  to  be  oenied.     He  was  a  man  of  unshaken  nerves  and  unshrinking

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courage ;  and  there  was  Botnethlng  real  in  hii  personality  in  war  and 
peac«j  which  his  enemiefl  well  understood.     He  was  not  a  mere  name,  an 
tinseen  director  of  the  springs  and  wires ;  but  a  personal  presence  familiar 
to  their  eyes.     There  is  something  in  such  an  anecdote  as  the  following, 
told  by  Sir  William  Napier,  which,  although  it  might  be  matched  in 
the  personal  history  of  many  a  lesser  man,  is  not  to  be  read  without  in 
admiring  interest.     "  An  Indian  sword-player,"  says  the  historian,  "  de- 
clared at  a  great  public  festival  that  he  could  cleave  a  small  lime  lud  on 
a  man's  pahn  without  injury  to  the  member,  and  the  general  extended 
Us  li^t  hand  for  the  trial.     The  sword-player  awed  by  his  rank  was 
reluctant  and  cut  the  fruit  horizontally.     Being  urged  to  fulfil  his  boast 
he  examined  the  palmt  and  said  it  was  not  one  to  be  experimented  upon 
with  safety,  and  refiised  to  proeeed.     The  General  then  extended  his  left 
hand,  which  was  admitted  to  be  suitable  in  form,  yet  the  Indian  still  de- 
clined the  trial,  and  when  pressed  twice  waved  his  thin  keen-edged  blade 
as  if  to  strike,  and  twice  withheld  the  blow,  declaring  be  was  uncertain 
of  success.     Kinally,  he  was  forced  to  make  trial,   and  the  lime   fell 
open  clearly  divided.     The  edge  of  the  sword  had  just  marked  its  passage 
over  the  skin  without  drawing  a  dmp  of  blood."     Many  a  private  soldier, 
doubtless,  would  have  willingly  stood  thb  test ;  but  such  an  act  of  personal 
courage  in  a  great  general  exalts  him  vastly  in  the  eyes  of  the  rude  war- 
riors of  a  barbarous  country,  and  makes  them  regard  him  with  supersti- 
tious awe  and  reverence.     It  is  readily  appreciable  even  by  the  meanest 
understandings  ;  whilst  acts  of  the  highest  moral  courage  are  often  feebly 
comprehended  ifnot  wholly  misunderstood. 

On  tlie  whole,  therefore,  we  are  not  unwilling  to  admit  that  Sir 
Charles  Napier  was  very  much  the  sort  of  man  to  govern  with  good 
effect  this  newly  conquered  tract  of  country.  The  measures  which  he 
adopted  for  the  regeneration  of  Scinde  were,  in  themselves,  such  as  would 
probably  have  occurred  to  and  been  brought  into  operation  by  any  civil 
administrator ;  but  the  modut  operandi  was  peculiar  to  himself.  It  was 
peremptory  and  decisive.  He  would  take  no  denial.  Clearly  and  forci- 
bly he  made  his  determinations  known,  and  it  was  of  no  use  to  resist  his 
decrees.  It  was  a  word  and  a  blow  with  him.  His  orders  were  dis- 
obeyed and  the  recusant  chief  was  at  once  a  prisoner.  "  In  Scinde  still," 
says  Lieutenant  Burton,  "  as  in  England  whilome,  if  you  do  not  occa- 
rionally  shake  the  bit  in  the  animal's  mouUi,  and  administer  a  severe 
twitch  or  two  to  remind  him  that  he  has  a  master,  he  is  sorely  apt  to 
ibrget  the  fact,  or  to  remember  it  with  the  intention  of  changing  places 
with  that  master  the  first  opportunity  that  presents  itself." 

The  Scindians,  indeed,  according  to  this  writer — one  of  the  most  agree- 
able of  his  class,  whose  volumes  overflow  with  animal  spirits,  and  are  as 
fi«ah  and  racy  as  though  they  were  devoted  to  the  description  of  a  Para- 
dise, and  not  of  an  arid  waste — want  a  deal  of  good  govemment,  not 
merely  to  keep  them  down  in,  but  to  keep  them  up  to,  their  proper  place. 
They  have  been  miserably  oppressed  by  their  Beloochee  masters ;  and  it 
is  the  oft-repeated  boast  of  Sir  William  Napier,  that  his  brother  strove 
incessantly  to  rescue  the  poorer  classes  of  the  population  from  the  oppres- 
sion of  their  feudal  chiefs.  He  abolished  slavery  throughout  Scinde ;  and 
he  forcibly  disposaesaed  them  of  the  old-fashioned  notion  that  men  are 
privileged  to  kill  their  wives  at  discretion. 

But  whether  he  altogether  fulfilled  the  magnificent  boast  of  Sir  William 
Napier's   peroration,  some  historians  perhaps  may  not  be  inclined  to 
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Mhait  witliout  (tint  and  ijiuliliculion.  "  He  liaiJ  round  tScindi-,"  lays 
Xhm  Imlcniil  paotKyrut,  "  groiiaing  under  tyranny ;  hv  left  il  n  con- 
italnl  ttiough  subdued  province  of  India,  nvvMrted  by  surrounding 
iiatioas  aod  tribe*.  \*lii«lt  Ite  tiad  laug)it  to  confide  to  Eiiglisli  honour, 
■Dd  to  Ucmblo  at  Englu))  military  provros  os  th«  cinaDation  or  a  deity. 
He  fotiai  it  poor  and  in  ilavory,  he  Wfl  it  without  a  alnvc,  relieved 
6md  whoiksale  robbery  and  wholetal«  murder,  wild  an  iacreaaiug  popu- 
Utinit  on  extended  and  cxtciidint!  ngriculturc,  and  abundance  of  food 
poduced  by  tlvc  willing  indiiitry  of  ind«[iondent  labour*.  He  k-ft  it 
alM  with  an  vnlarged  eonunem,  a  reviring  Internal  trafRc,  expaodiog 
lOWDt,  mtOfcd  handkraftsmcD,  mitijiotM  taxation,  a  great  a-vcnuc,  an 
MOONUCml  adminiitLmtian,  and  a  reformed  tocial  lyitem ;  with  an 
anhlgcd  and  improTine  public  spirit,  and  a  gr«at  ro«d  opened  for  future 
fnapeiity.  Hv  hod,  in  fine,  iDund  a  diridcd  population,  miwry  and 
Ktvitude  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  a  barboroui  domination — 
crime  aod  croclty,  Imh  and  distress,  everywhere  prnTniling.  Ho  \tsCi  a 
united,  n!gciicraudp«9ple  rejoicbgin  a  riniig  civilizalioi),  tha  worli  of  hii 
banefieent  geniioL*  Some  allommco  must  newsaarily  be  made  fur  the 
taatdtj  tmpultes  of  the  fraternal  htitorisn.  Cut,  on  tho  vrhole,  wc  arc 
willti^  to  admit  Uiat  Sir  Charlci  Napier's  "  Adiiiinistnitimi  "  of  ScLndc 
tama  a  much  more  creditable  chapter  of  re«ent  Indian  history,  than  lus 
"Corniuot"  of  that  unlioppy  place. 

The  volume  b  which  the  sdministrsttra  achievements  of  Sir  Charts 
Napiet  are  chronicled,  like  everything  else  that  emanates  from  the  pen 
of  ibc  htitorian  of  Iho  "  Penin»ular  War,"  contains  some  forcible  and 
^pltk  writing.  But  it  u,  unfortuimtely,  duligurvd  by  much  bud  fcej- 
iitj;  and  had  lasl«>  It  i«  hard  to  nay  whcthur  the  text  of  Brollier 
William,  or  the  iUuttratire  letters  of  Brother  Charles,  which  are  copiously 

Juoted,  oraOoxr  vitb  the  greater  amount  of  bitterness  aguimt  the 
'iiurl  of  Director*  of  Ihc  Kant  India  Company,  the  Board  of  CoiiItuI, 
^Lord  lUpoin),  the  Bombay  Government,  Major  Outram,  the  Bombay 
Pmt,— nJI,  in  Act,  who  liud  the  misfortune  to  differ  iu  opinion  from  the 
conqumr  «f  Scind*. 

The  book  purports  to  be  a  history,  but  it  bristles  with  tlie  controversial 
asperities  of  a  f«rty  pamphlet.  We  could  have  forgiven  un  outburst  of 
indignation,  bowerer  groundlr**  we  might  coniiidcT  the  ciunplaint ;  but 
when  an  Instoriao  is  omttHuaUy  brealcinz  out  into  personal  invcctiTc,  the 
cdftnce  is  anvthing  but  a  vi-nal  one ;  il  is  intolmBble,  indeed,  and  not  to 
belbiigirrn.  It  isUtein  the  day  now  toHp  open  old  sores.  Wc  hoped  tlisU 
they  had  been  cicatrized  OTcr  for  eicr.  But,  lot  us  sco  in  what  nannei 
the  Napiers  (till  carry  on  Iho  old  war.  Tlic  following  is  &xiin  Mie  of 
the  Mierm  of  Brother  Charies, — 

"  To  the  KcuiuB  of  lomo  Govemon-Qencral,  and  tome  military  com- 
inondcn,  ana  to  the  eotittant  bravery  of  the  troops,  lielongx  all  the 
greatncei  ;  to  tho  Courts  of  Uirection,  designated  by  Lord  Wwllealoy,  as 
th>  '  JiftK-mtHtoiu  tyranU  of  the  i^et,'  Sl\  the  meaiineas.  Vet  that 
Diieelen  have  been  personally  len  honourable  than  other  gentlemen,  but 
that  they  are  always  in  n  falae  potilion,  oa  nuidiaitts  nmng  a  vatt  and 
distant  empire  toldy  for  iJkir  private  advanlagt* 

^  No  uMti  ever  sens  to  be  a  Director  fTora  mere  patriotism,  or  thirst  for 
■nilitary  ^ry,  imaocotnpanicd  by  pecuniary  profit ;  and  bcnec,  when  the 
Court  dou  s«nd  out  a  Govemor-Oeneral  of  i;icat  mind,  which  is  nut  uftcu 
or  wUKngly  done,  it  treaU  him  as  if  be  were  unworthy  to  potieta  power 
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at  all.     ThU  It  ailarnl.     Their  o)>jecU  are  not  atihc.     Hii  will  be  t_  _ 
nelfare,  th«  ■ji^ndiKtncnt,  tho  unit;  ofa  liundretl  and  twenty  million* 
of  pectple  ixmimiued  to  ht(  char^  ;  their'*  thn  obtaining  all  po«tiil4a  - 
profit  from  Uiu  labour  of  the  people.     If  the  fiafcty  of  ihdr  empire  de-  . 
mtndi  a  war.  the  Sirecton  object,  not  as  it  inflicti  roifory,  iui^  Iracii^ 
ptrtonaUg  a  Imeflenvrt  o/poietr,  lArtf  dread  lot*  of'  projit.     This  ft«ting 
Iwu  always  led  them  to  quarrel  with  ilwir  best  Govemon-Ocncral.     The 
[DcrcHant,  uuable  to  diiliiiguiah  wan  Trom  Mlf-prc8cn-\-etion  and  eoniueil, 
objiKta  to  boih,  as  l<!S)cning  inuncilialc  gain,  and  it  must  be  adnuUed) 
that  ill  Indiu,  the  fonuei  Itai  alnays  involved  the  latter.    Tlic  mercantile 
spirit  wtakcnt,  if  it  doe*  not  altogetlicr  cxcludo  noblo  Mntimcnta,  and 
the  Utrocton  have  alway*  regarded  their  »niiit:<i  with  a  »ini8l«  look." 

We  confou  that  tberv  is  a  great  deal  of  this  which  we  very  imper- 
feetly  compnlwod,  and  tliwefore.  perhaps,  wo  are  haidly  In  n  pontion 
brly  to  criticice  it.  How  th*  Dirccton  vf  the  Kukl  Indift  Compsny 
govern  India,  "lolcly  for  tlidr  private  advantage,"  vre  do  not  distinctly^ 
tte,  TiW  doca  it  appear  very  clearly  to  ua  in  vi-Jial  rmpcct  tlic  poutioB 
of  a  GovetDOf-QtiieraJ,  as  dialiuuiiiihed  front  that  of  an  East-India  Dire^ 
tor,  ii  surrounded  with  such  u  Iialo  of  patriattmi  and  diKinterettediiew. 
Apart  ftom  the  patronage  vrliidg  botlt  lar^gvly  [■<»>(:««,  the  privat«  profit 
9f  the  Itast  India  Diroctor  amount*  to  the  mo^ificcnt  lum  of  £.100  a 
year  ;  that  of  theGovenior-OfiKTal  to  \\w  wretched  pittance  of  £2,!i,000 
|>wuiimim.  Whcthi^  any  mail  uvlti  to  be  a  Ouvemor-Geneial  "from 
mere  palriottKnt."  ne  do  not  know,  but  wc  never  heard  of  one  returniiig 
hia  salary  to  the  public  treuMir^' ;  mid  wo  arc  ecrtiiin  Ihet  if  any  maiL 
should  se«k  the  high  office  from  "  tljirst  for  rnlitaQ'  glory."  he  is  tha 
lost  pcmon  in  tliv  wwld  who  ou^il  lo  be  sent  to  Iiidia>  Tlunt  for  mili- 
tary glorj'  is  a  very  dangerous  and  reprdiensible  thing.  We  on  glad  to 
think  ii  joe*  not  iiiHucTiw  ilie  Uirecton  oftheKast.  Indiu  Company ;  and 
wc  earnestly  hope  it  will  ncrcr  influence  nnotlicr  Govcnior-ficnciuL 

Again,  wo  do  not  clearly  pweeive  what  Sir  Charles  Napier  nuani. 
wlttn  bo  urguea  that  tho  Director  is  more  likely  to  be  swayed  by  tonlil 
motives  l>Gcauiic  lie  bus  "yfmnali^  a  brie/UnHre  of  poKtr^  We  always 
thought  that  the  Uirvctort  uf  the  East  India  Company  linve  anyiliing  but 
a  l)n«f  t«nuiv  of  power.  Virtually  they  arc  elected  for  life.  If  tWc  bo 
one  ohjcriion  nion  froquently  than  any  other  miscd  aEainKt  ll>^  personal 
conalitiition  of  the  East  India  Company,  it  is  that  the  Oireclon  reuiaia 
individually  too  long  lu  powi^r.  Kothing  removi-a  tlienn  from  oflico  but 
death,  or  \on  of  pecuniary  aualititatioii.  A  brief  tenure  of  power  i«  a 
diaract^ristic  of  thi-  rule  of  a  Goremor-G enteral,  not  of  an  East  India 
I>inwtur.  Theru  are  Dirootors  of  the  Vjai  India  Compeny  who  hara 
sate  out  half  a  score  of  Uovemors-ticncrol* 

It  liardly  appears,  tlM)r<4brr,  that  cither  the  d(«iro  of  "pecuniary  profit,'' 
or  the  kuowli-di^i?  of  his  "brief  tenure  of  power,"  it  likely  to  be  mucli 
Dorc  operative  for  evil  in  a  Uircctor  than  in  a  GoTcroor- General.     Thcra  ' 
U,  loo,  siiotlier  v«ry  important  consideration,  of  which  wo  must  not  loss 
sight,  wliMi  we  measure  the  comparative  independence  of  external  influ- 
cutoc  in  the  IHrector  and  the  Governor-General.     The  Governor-General 
has  hi*  pa-ty  to  MTvc;  the  Dirc-ctor  is  of  no  party.   Indeed,  it  appears  to  { 
us,  lliat  none  of  the  ordinary  mduccjnetit*  to  sscnJico  the  welfare  of  tliA 
ptoplo  for  the  take  of  fordid  personal  motives,  whether  of  avarice  or  arobi- 
tioD,  exist  in  the  COM  of  the  DirtclonofthcEost  India  Company.  Whether' 
(liotrBUury  of  India  be  empty  or  full,  the  Directors  draw  their  magnificent 
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■ItdM,  and  giT?  anay  wiitenbipt  and  cndoHh^  Indeed,  if  the  Di- 
nden  were  twayed  by  iniTe  penoiisi  inoliviw,  ihej  mMmii  would 
"  olnMrt  to  a  trar,"  (or  wax  incruM*  titv  ftlnuafe,  wfaicb  ii*  the  real 
cnHlunMtut  of  officr.  Ttiii  more  ofitctn  that  on  killed  in  battle,  Ih« 
mare  n«w  comiiUMioDS  inutl  U'  luued ;  or,  in  ollwr  word*,  tlio  mora 
eadrtiliip  tkcrr  are  1«  be  given  away  hj  tlw  Uixector*.  On  tlie  scot^ 
ifatKGiTe,  of  "pcncnal  profit,"  the  tcadvncici  of  the  KaU  Indiu  ilouss 
«0«U  ba  latAor  tftwaioi  wwMnakiiig.  A  deficiency  of  revenue,  occa> 
naned  bj  exliainting  wars  and  unprofitable  ramjuesl,  however  niuch  !t 
nifty  affect  the  imUtm  of  India,  has  no  tflVct  upon  the  "  pcnonol  profiti" 
aT  the  Dincton.  TUut  tlwy  liave  alwnya  ict  ihdr  fuou  againit  ex- 
lauitiug  wan  and  tin|>(olitaUe  conquests  is  true.  It  is  the  glor;  of  the 
BmL  India  Compaoj,  that  tlio  doveloiniienl  of  the  retourcea  of  the 
CMDtiy,  and  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  pMple,  have  alwaj~8 
been  their  objects  rather  than  t)i«  subjv^atioo  of  native  slsCce,  and  the 
acqiuiitiijn  of  new  imnc^palitiea. 

As  for  the  ctatetnail  that  the  East  India  Company  have  alwayi 
n(^«d  tbctr  artniM  with  «  »iniitcr  look^  it  is  ainnply  ridiculous  wh«n 
wt  cooie  u  loaiidcr  that  the  Company's  anny  is  the  beit-paid  and  beat- 
pamwMMd  army  in  tlie  world.  We  have  no  doubt  ihnt  maiiy  otficera  of 
th*  QoMm*!  Senioe  with  that  her  Majesty  would  look  at  the  Royal 
Aimjr  in  llic  lainc  sinicter  wny> 

There  ie  an  imni«ns«  deal,  nil  in  this  aome  style  of  vituperation,  in  all 
parts  of  the  volume.  Poor  Lonj  Itipon,  for  example,  cames  in  ior  rooro 
than  his  fail  iliaie  of  Napierian  bitterness.  Sir  William  Napier  is  very 
indifbant  brcsuke  the  hmi  of  Control  did  not  foiily  apprccia'e  Sir 
Chulc*  N'apirr's  Hill  OampAign,  and  fomrhow  or  other  Ibi^l  to  pubUsh 
the  ajiiiinialrator's  despalches.  "  A  day,  an  hour  of  the  dangers  and 
GU^ues  of  that  eainpsign  would  hsvu  rendered  his  memory-  Icm  tfeaclier- 
ous,  hit  luxurious  existtoce  more  noble ;  it  would  have  liimiahed  at  ftatt 
one  ^mtufit  ^kii  paUic  Ij/i  trnmarM  tjf  puUie  dtrmwi  orpnUir.  iad^ 
M^MK."  This  b  not  pluisant  reading  in  a.  work  calling  itself  a  history  ; 
and  iherv  is,  uitlisppily,  only  too  much  more  of  tlio  same  kind.  But  on« 
more  saiitple  will  suflicv : — 

"And  now,"  writes  Sir  William  Napier,  "  hafpenod  an  event  sur- 
)>riung  to  all  F«rtic«  but  the  man  aflbctcd  by  it,  aa  event  which  rei)d<:rcd 
Sir  Cbarlea  Napiet'a  afler  camr  one  uf  ioettaant,  thankless  labour, 
vrilboul  adequate  Iretdoni  of  action.  Lord  Blleuborough  wo*  suddenly 
rvcalWi  not  unexpectedly  to  himself,  because  b«  knew  his  fjovcmmeut 
bad  onuicd  all  tke/ear*  and  batreJ  tif  Ihe  jMin^  Indian  mnllitudt,  and 
«//  tit  ^trc*  nr/Mtittn  /^  lit  liireclur* t  but  to  rt^Secting  men  it  diJ 
appear  foul  and  stnuigc,  that  ho  who  repaired  the  teiribtc  dliiaslei  of 
Caubut  ibould  be  eonlempttioiuly  rvrnLtlitl  by  those  whoiw  empire  he  had 
prescrr^d  :  that  Erglsml  and  India  Uiuuld  be  deprived  of  an  ubio 
guvcmor  at  a  terrible  criNS,  whidi  nciuly  proved  ^tul,  to  gratify  M< 
tfUrn  i/rNM  inc«pailt  t^aturiotimt,  and  smtita  in  thtir  on^ir." 

Cotltrovuny  may  toko  tlib  view  of  tie  ca»o ;  history  never  will.  W« 
4»  DDt  lind  it  let  down  in  history  that  Lord  Ellciiboroug^  repaired  the 
tairtUe  disaster  of  Caubul.  Tlic  terrible  Httniter  of  Caubul  n-as  repaired 
Vy  Oenoals  Pollotk  and  Nott,  whu  took  upon  themselves  the  rtapouii- 
Wilv  of  odvancing  upon  the  capilal  of  Afghiinintan  mrfer  o  sort  of  im- 
plied pcniuiaion  Erom  Lord  EJIenborough,  their  coiislructiuu  of  which, 
l»d  the  oporatioiu  fuiUd,  v<m\A  hnvi:  rc«wilcd  t^nibly  upoti  Ihciii.      All 
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Um  »  i«itcnt  in  puWished  Blue  Books.  Wlial  Lord  Ellenborotigh  wrol« 
iajOMicrali.  I'olloek  and  Nott  lion  long  been  btforo  Ihc  world.  If  tb« 
l«u«n  £m|>in>  were  pnoMrTcd  by  ihe  reoccupution  of  CbuIhiI  in  18*2,  it 
H  iwt  «»»y  to  perceive  Iiow  n  Governor-general,  who  mn  [continimlly 
|nNitc«ting  sgaintt  lliat  movement,  and  recommending  the  withdrawal  of 
the  troops  frgm  (heir  sdv&need  {•osilions,  can  claim  credit  Tot  its  prwet- 
vfttion.  Lwd  EllenWough  would  have  "  rcpain-d  the  tcrribic  diuutor  of 
Caubu] "  by  brltiring  «veiy  taUin  in  Afghatii»liin  Iwwk  to  lh«  Britiib 
proTiiwe*. 

Wliot  ibc  "terrible  criBii"  wii»,  vrhieh  "nearly  proved  fiital"  wc  do 
not  very  dwlinrtly  know.  If  Sir  W.  Nniiicr  iiUude*  to  the  Sikh  inva- 
•wn.  whie!i  oreorrwi  a  year  and  a  half  after  Lord  EIlenborouj;!i'»  depar- 
ture frwii  India,  it  is  not  very  perceptible  that  the  safety  of  the  empire 
wa*  cndangi:!!^  by  the  inili»titiition  of  th«  »oldicr-iilatcnnBn  Hiudingc  for 
tlw;  civiliun  whom  the  Coinpoiiy  retailed.  Tiie  tyiniwthicH  of  the  N»pMr« 
■TO  genemlly  tuppued  to  set  in  strongly  towards  military  govemun.  It 
U  hsrd  to  uy  wtmt  mtglit  have  hern  Ihc  tx^ult  of  Uiv  Silch  invasion 
of  1442-46,  if  Sir  licnry  Hardinco  had  not  bocn  on  tho  bonkt  of  tho 
Sutlej. 

We  am  never  bring  ouraeIv«i  to  behove  t!uit  tho  Bufety  of  the  Indian 

tRrnpiro  waa  jeopanlizcd  by  the  tulistitutioa  of  a  1 1snlinge  for  on  Elleii- 
borough.  There  is  an  indiuinctnoi,  howevr,  about  all  this  which  seems 
to  bftfltc  crittciun  ;  but  when  •ooti  afUrwarda  we  are  told,  on  tUi-  uutho- 
rity  of  Sir  Chailci  Napier,  that  "  To  i-xpend  iniltioiit  in  producing;  I>loo(l- 
kh«d  it  prefbroblo  in  llie  eye*  of  Ibe  Court  of  Direetori  to  sanng  indu. 
and  tite  prevention  of  bloodsbed,"  vre  hardly  knovr  in  what  knpufP^ 
short  «r  tho  Napiorian  BillinfriKstc  itwU^  to  dcaignatv  the  audacity  of 
•uch  a  statement.  It  is  stibUnicly  imposed  to  the  truth.  An  unwilling- 
noss  to  make  war  u  one  of  the  nccusationi  which  the  Najners  (hcin»clvc< 
brini;  against  the  Court  of  Directors ;  and  if  tiieru  waa  «v«r  a  vnir  of 
which  the  Court  heartily  disapproved,  it  was  tlie  very  one  to  which  alio- 
sion  is  hero  mad^— the  War  in  A^hanistan.  But  the  rccklcasnaatorsudi 
MatomenU  «s  the*o  carries  its  own  antidote  with  it.  Sir  WtlHain 
Napier's  hook  will  not  injure  tlie  re]iutalion  of  the  Eail  India  Coiii]>any  ; 
but  it  cannot  fail  to  danu^  \m  own.  On  this  uccouiU  its  |>ublicution  ia 
to  be  regretted.  Tbc  reputation  of  the  historian  of  the  "  Peninsular  War" 
11  dvat  to  vtery  friend  of  litvratuiv;  and  it  u  peinful  to  see  the  owuerof 
«  gr«at  uaitie  pertinaciously  writing  it  down.

Thii«  did  tfanc-  nnluppv  parrats  laawjit  ibcir 
loBB,  loeins  >igtit  of  their  sorrow  oniv  in  ibff  rafn  Mpt  d( dtrtilng  amie 
plan  for  the  ulration  t>f  tbfif  dauetitrr. 

Tbe  [irisoner  remained  in  tbe  r«siil«Dce  of  tbe  fjoTeraor,  ■urratmdfd 
by  ita  female  inhabitant*,  and  tbe  womes  of  tbe  highest  rank  residhlf; 
in  ibe  place,— all  Tying  mtb  noe  another  to  HaEnIe  tbe  fiiir  Jema  by 
Kboning  her  the  riebe«  and  tbe  aplendiMir  of  tbe  edifice. 

"  Far  niorr,"  ther  uld  to  her,  "  far  more  tbaa  ihla  array  of  wealth 
and  grandeur  shall  one  day  be  the  ponioa  of  iby  IwrrlioMs  and  virtor. 
A  guloDt  Sfoor,  ricli,  powrful,  and  ardeit  for  thy  lore,  fball  join  hi« 
bund  with  ibine,  and  a  ihooaind  alarea  dtall  bow  domt  at  thy  beberi. 
All  the  precious  things  of  Am  nad  Anbia  xbnll  be  brought  to  delight 
thine  cye«,  the  rareat  birds  of  distant  regions  aball  warble  in  untMo 
the  Uy»of  thy   (aney." 

These  and  otlirr  pFrmttMon*  clotht-d  in  the  giowing  language  of 
their  nniioii.  did  (be  Jtlooriah  women  lavish  on  ber  m  tbter  dan, 
during  which  time  tbe  romained  in  lh«  palace.  Rut  the  beaatiful 
JeweM  wept  on,  and  thought  only  of  ber  parents  and  brother. 

"  Xf  rer,'  uiit  she.  "  will  I  exchange  the  hnmble  tMa  of  mr  brethren 
for  tbe  rich  torhan  yon  offer :  nerer  will  I  abandon  my  GoA." 

This  di-cikiitn  Snl  prononoci-<l  with  hiicIi  fervour  and  animation  be- 
fi>re  tbe  whole  of  tbe  Alooruh  ladies,  tbat,  stiiiig  by  h«r  penevmnci;. 
the*  run  in  anger  to  tbe  IIoll  of  Audience  and  appriwd  the  goremnr 
*if  h*T  ri'Tuiinl. 

Artii  Ktid  immediately  ordered  her  to  be  led  into  big  pretence,  and 
reproving  her  for  her  baaghtineKtaQdolu.linney,be[H)imi-doiit  t lip  peril 
in  which  she  wms  invtilntig  liLfsclf.  and  repeated  hi*  drtiTmhiatinn  of 
•ubdiiing  her  recolution.  Bnt  the  young  Hebrew  reJMiied  his  allurv- 
nenta,  depredated  hia  gifts,  and  defied  his  |KiwtT,  errn  to  death. 

"  J  will  lofld  thiM)  with  chains,"  Kiiid  the  coTernor  ;  *'  thou  shall  be

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there  Tee)  the  effect  of  tny  displctunn;."  Tbeo  tnrning  hi*  ImcIc  unoti 
)i«r,  Iii«  cf  «•  tiuhuic  ivitli  ire.  he  utwnilanrd  tht  ricttm,  wfao  wu  im- 
m«t)iat(lj  ctMtdnctv^  to  tbe  priivo. 

Tbe  AlcaiabH  a  a  ourlle  Mtaste  an  a  littler  fminvnce  nt  tfa«  extre- 
mity of  the  town,  wbere  prisaatn  m-c  eonfiiwd.  Tbiiht-r  wu  the 
hcantiful  Jrwcm  eooiuetvd,  in  the  lint  instaim,  though  the  wMim 
lubKijncnllf  remored  ber  to  n  place  deiitiiied  for  tbe  frraale  priwiaen 
OtilT,  where  vrA%  a  amall  ^11,  dirty  and  fietid,  with  «ne  nnrruvr  uindnw 
lookiti^  tnu  the  Mre«t.  In  thin  dungvoa,  where  khe  n-u%  tinahto  ta 
■tand  erect,  was  the  yoiing  Hebrew  oooflocd.  Diiriiig  the  (hrtrc  daya 
tbat  the  hiul  remained  in  the  Korernor'*  pulaee,  her  puenta  bad  not 
failed  to  inform  thnrwelves  <if  erery  thing  that  befel  her^Hivcn  to  her 
KworRl  to  tbe  Alciuubu,  and  lubccqucnt  coohoetneni  in  this  dun^iirtin. 
It  «n  night  before  Iliim  Ilachael  nml  Simlu  hit  ivife  dirtrct^d  their 
anxicms  «t«p«  toward*  the  prison.  Itiiim's  sejirchiRg  eve  ran  on-r  the 
ivhole  edifice  at  a  ^huicir,  and  itantt  Hincorered  the  Wloved  object  of 
thvir  attachmeat*  There  was  tbe  hrautifiil  Su),  in  truth,  liuldin);  the 
fnyn  hnra  that  AWnred  the  small  winJow,  her  »»ow-while  hundit  shining 
amid  Uiv  j>Iooo>,  whiter  than  the  purv  linen  on  the  duikjr  Hkin  of  the 
African.  All  around  reigned  the  ulence  of  the  grare.  taw  when  at 
ioterTaU  it  waa  interrupted  bj  tho  Mond  of  oppressed  ii{;hs,  lu  of  one 
who  could  ncarce  breathe. 

"  It  b  the  I "  add  Simla,  in  great  etsotlon :  "  let  u»  draw  near,  atid 
prem  her  haiula  to  otir  lieiut." 

These  hkat  nordii  reached  the  ears  of  the  onbappy  prisoner,  tind 
fo^elful  uf  the  manj  watchful  eveaaad ear* around  her,  iihe  excluimcd 
in  a  »d  and  piercing  nice—"  Alother,  O  mother  T  cume,  and  witness 
tny  repentance !" 

Rnim  Hachuel  iind  hh  wife  Hriv  iniitunily  lu  the  iliunal  grating  of 
the  dungeon-  They  iimnped  tbe  huncU  of  their  unhappT  dmighUT, 
and  «he  niM  &eiiing  those  of  her  parenU  bathed  them  with  her  tears, 
»u  tliat  for  a  moment  neither  coold  utter  a  word- 

"  Dear  daogbtcr*'  taid  they  at  k-ngth  to  hitr,  "  whnl  do  you  propose 
to  do?     Are  yon  molved  to  embrace  the  law  of  Alahomet  ?" 

"  Nerrr,  my  parents ! "  «he  amiwpred,  "  I  regard  lhe«  aalFeringH  aa 
chaMeninga  mm  Heaven  for  oiy  sini ;  when  I  meditate  upon  them, 
methinlca  I  heir  a  rmce  uithin  nte,  Koying. '  Thoti  tbou  ilid^t  full  in  the 
duty  af  an  obcdtcnt  child,  behold  now,  and  aulfer  the  eonaequenee  of 
tliy  tntnuTtfuJon*' " 

Setitely  bad  Sol  conclnded,  when  the  claahtn^  of  iron  bolts  npprised 
her  parcflta  that  totne  one  wan  approaching  tbia  abode  of  biiterneis. 
QnieJcly,  therefore,  did  thejr  di«rngngc  their  tiunds,  andi  prami&inu  to 
return  the  foUovring  evening,  pluni^ed  ia  the  deepest  grief  tXcy 
reluctantly  quitted  tbe  place,  leat  they  aliould  he  discovered,  and 
denrieeJ  of  wimt  w<«  now  their  only  mnsolutiuii.  They  wen-  not  mis- 
taken ;  the  pertoD  tbat  opened  the  door  of  the  cell  prortd  to  be  the 
woman  in  charge  of  tbe  priaon,  who  came  to  aetiaaint  the  bejiutiful  8ul 
of  the  K"*mior'«  order,  that  xhe  ■Itould  be  cot  off  from  all  interoottrM 
with  her  fricn<l»,  and  treated  with  yet  greater  Keverity  and  liaraliDeaB. 

Unmored,  she  liniened  to  tbia  cruel  mandnlc  of  the  tyrannicid 
f^vernor,  and,  ratMnu  her  oyea  to  heaven,  only  tittered  iheae  words, 
"  I  revere,0  Lord,  thy  heavenly  dpcrcca  '."  The  Mahometan  dcpurlt-d 
in  aome  emotioat  Mtd  tbe  joung  Jewese,  kneeling,  addrcasrd  horaelf  to 
feftier  eontemptntinnt. 
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HRim  IlndiiicI  and  hi*  wife  spent  a  iiiglit  of  mwt  tortnriiig  «tis- 
peiwi'.  Oil  llii-ir  return  from  tlic  Miinmorra.  tliey  totil  «-viTi(tliing  to 
tlirii  srtn.  Vsnjir ;  who,  floin({  imuiirriiiitvly  lo  ihe  prison,  witli  KOmc 
difficulty  niiifd  over  the  gWi-r,  n  Muurifli  woman,  lit  oflTerinf*  Iter 
(jififi, — ana  at  Irnj^ih  miccctsli-d  xu  ubciiiniiig  her  gwid  ofBcin  fur  iii» 
unroTtuaate  sisHT,  and  permiMioii  to  nunimiiiicate  with  her  ihtousU 
thr  narrow  grating  of  h^r  cell,  under  cOT«r  of  tlip  niglit.  ULirinj; 
obtaiiK-d  lliin  by  u  liwivy  gnlilc-n  Wihe,  lii?  Luntened  to  ri-porl  « liat  lie 
liad  (lone  to  bis  |)iiri-iits.  Scsrccrly  Ins  lliau  tliu  pain  ibat  iipt«tcd 
the  prostriite  Sol.  in  her  louihiome  dungemi,  \vm  the  hwirl-rviiding 
vtnotinn  pndurtMl  Uy  hi-r  utihiippy  [mmitn:  all  \r«te  anxioui  fot  tko 
uinrnin^.  and  Ion);vd  for  dawn  Xa  di»pcl  lUe  glcwm  cf  Ihi*  icrriIJ« 
iiiglit.  \(.>vi'r  did  the  {glorious  nun  deicribt-  his  inbit  m  .ilowly  tu 
on  thnt  urar)*  day — nerer  did  litimun  hearti  m>  long  for  itc  tormina- 
tion — tiiiurb  nermrd  like  yearn — thv  day  lilcv  nn  rndl«9«  century;  at 
length,  for  ull  tiling  below  niust  end,  the  diiy  clcittcd  and  the  ni);tit  M-t 
in,  wli^n  the  ofllicled  pftretits  and  brother  a  F<ecr>nd  titne  r#pairL>il  to

WMild  now  conient  to  ctnhrnro  the  Loiv  of  tho  I'rophi't  ?  The  henrer 
of  this  n\c«Gii);cwasoncDf  hiFi»ecfetartes,  who,  on  entering  the  dungeon, 
was  asIoDJahed  ai  the  Wnuly  uf  th«  niaid«ii  hv  behold.  H<>  put  to  hn 
iwrrfll  inquirirn  reiipccting  her  condition,  which  were  aonwcrcd  with 
mmiabitity  und  iiiodnty:  but  upon  hit  telling;  her  that  h«  waa  tecre-

It  nms  no  eiu^ 
matter  to  find  one  able  and  willing  to  tindeTtuKe  a  mituon  of  so  inu«li 
dillicultj  and  dineer,  in  defiance  of  t)ic  cxprns  commandft  of  tbe 
jcovvf nor ;  but  ut  lenglb  •  Jen*,  but  little  known  in  the  town,  ww 
found  to  accept  llie  charge,  Hiid  having  provided  tiitntelf  witli  money, 
he  wiw  sftii  on  tlie  way. 

Whilst  Ilaim  and  hu  Ma  W4>re  buRicd  in  tbete  prrporations,  tlia 
unhnprty  Siinlu  luy  un  her  bed  in  a  »t«te  of  nttcr  proslr.uioa.  Wliea 
th«  tiaint;s  of  licr  bclgvud  Sul'*  intended  deparlure  readied  ber,  abo 
prcpnred  to  see  faer  paa^  from  n  secure  biding-|^ttce,  and  thence  to  bid 
Lpr  f.itrwell,  ii»  ibuu^li  alie  were  to  see  Iier  no  more  for  ever.  Not 
only,  indeed,  to  tliu  purenln  nnd  brother  of  Sol  were  tUo  hours  of 
tlie  ni^ht  liidea  with  triliiilatiuii  und  anguish,  all  tlieir  frieiidt  and 
neigbbuura  Klmrvd  ibeir  griufs.  The  unhappy  victim  ulunc,  to  whom 
Ibc  drv'ndful  tiding;*  wcru  communicated  at  midnight,  heard  tlivm  with 
■U  unaltLTi'd  cotintcnuncL-,  thou;;h  a  devp  aigh  aalficiently  prared  ber 
fi'i-Unga  in  ibe  terrible  :iitnatian  in  whicii  she  was  placed. 

An  hi>ur  Iji-furc  d^iwn  w>m  tbe  time  appointed  fur  Sol's  departure. 
At  the  mamem  fixed,  a  Moor,  of  n  countenance  most  uvukv  and  re- 

EuUire,  presented  himiielf  at  tbe  dungeon-nite,  leading  by  their 
ridles  two  actire  mules.  He  was  Mhortir  followed  by  fin-  nliticr*, 
who  were  to  form  the  eticort,  and  when  all  were  aaaembled.  the  mule- 
teer, wliu  Witt  clmrged  with  tli«  conduct  of  the  affair,  knocked  at  the 
d(H>r  of  tba  prison,  and  an  it*  being  opened,  entered  to  bring  the 
captive  forth. 

Aleanwtiile,  ber  parents,  her  brother,  and  minf  of  Iter  Mendo,  liuJ 
concealed  tliunisclres  at  a  certiiin  diatnoce,  where  tbey  could  remaia 
unditicovercd,  to  witneiis  thUi  ndid  scene,  and  compelled  tb<-nti>elvei  to 
ailence  tbe  ^oniiH  iintl  sighs  by  which  tliL'ir  lieiuts  were  torn,  so  us  to 
coenpe  detection.    The  eyes  of  all  n-ere  riveted  on  that  spot  where  the 
victim  w»»  to  emer^-  from  the  primtn.     Everything   was  ilintiuctly 
vbihle  in  ilie  clear  murtiing  air ;  and   in  a  littfc  time  the  object  of 
their  hopes  came  forth,  und  at  night  of  her,  Himln   fell  fainting  into 
tbe  arum  uf  her  huitlmnd  iind  non.     Sol  cnmc  forth  with  a  slow  and , 
tremuloun  »ti-p,  supffrCed  by  the  horrible  muleteer,  the  pallor  of  bcri 
cuunteuaiice  contru^unji  witli  the  ebony  bbckneiu  of  her  bright  and) 
HpeakinK  eyes,  who^c  glnnce-i  fell  Kcarcliingly  nroond.     Hur  linir,  wua 
gathered  up  buneath  the  humble  white  "  toc«,"   which   formed  tli«  i 
graceful  covering  of  her  head,  and  her  djrk  blue  drew)  accorded  well  I 
with  the  intt>re!iting  ca»l  af  her  f<tr  fdturcH,  giving  a  grave  and] 
ttnpusiii|^  characlcr  to  ber  whole  ligure.     Her  delicate  feet  were  Imnnd  i 
with  Iicory  fetters,   which  scarce  permitted  her  to  more;  and  her 
whole  appeorauce  triu  no  pathetic  ond  interMting,  that  it  i>  scarcely  J 
poatible  for  the  pen  to  describe  the  scvne.     All  paued  in  silence;  nntlj 
the  eclio  of  sigh*  watt  the  only  language  of  tliis  fearful  drBRia>  j 

Tbe  muleteer  threw  Mnneeords  over  liis  beast's  trappings,  the  belter] 
to  secure  liii  victim.  Ue«nwhile,  the  beautiful  Jewess,  turning— as! 
though  inslinciively— tifWiirdtt  tbe  spot  where  her  mouruing  parenta-f 
stood,  asked  one  of  the  solilieni  who  guarded  her,  to  assist  her  to  i 
'  leeL    This  being  permitted,  she  folded  her  bunds  uiKin  ha  breiUt,j 
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lad  looking  ap  to  heareOi  ejicUim«d<  in  brukea  ucveiils:— "  Ood  of 
Abrahwn  *  Tima  wbo  koowett  tlie  innocence  of  mf  hvan,  rpc«iTe 
tbfl  Matficv  which  I  hsv«  mule  iti  Mliaodoning  the  ii[>ot  whcni  I  wn 
boTD.  Console  my  parents  anil  bruilivr  for  iny  lost-  Strungilieti  my 
Rfifrit,  and  Bb&Dckin  nut  this,  'nif  unhappy  creature,  wtIju  always 
truitvtl  in  TItee — muke  her  oo«  iln_v  I'*j>py  '"  I'le  maiitioiw  of  the  juati 
with  tbiHC  bli^ucd  souls  whom  Thou  elt^tvnt  for  Thy  gfester  glory 
Uld  Hlaniioa." 

After  hh«  Imd  remained  n  few  inora«nts  \aagvT  in  lilent  devotion, 
the  muleteer,  b«ti^  afipriard  that  it  vrus  time  to  start,  rudely  turn  lic^r 
frnm  bi-r  knee*,  and  with  ti  briiul  and  reckless  violence,  cspible  uf 
rendting  tb«  bftrdc'tt  hcnrt*.  placed  her  on  tbu  sftJdle.  Laahin£  her 
nlready  fettered  (vel  with  a  thick  cord,  he  bound  !t  tdso  «ruuiid  her 
wrbtM.  brtiising  biT  dcliciite  He.ib ;  and  tying  u  rope  in  numcfous  coiU 
round  her  body,  he  kihed  it  to  the  baritesa  of  the  mule.  The  lardgc 
MoorliAviog  made  all  H«ure,  tijjhtened  the  luihiiijpi,  uid  Kcemcd  to 
delight  abov*  mesmre  in  the  excruciating  turltire  he  thus  indicled 
upoo  his  patient  vietiin.  Xot  a  uoid,  not  a  complaint,  escaped  her: 
ttur  did  her  grave  and  compixted  derocBiiuur  rnrsokr  her  for  an  instiini, 
th^Ogli  she  r^arded  her  tormenior  ivith  n  luok  of  tulfurliij;  piLliencv, 
nnkneelcalily  tAvcting.  Tbe  soldiers,  who  h:id  luoked  u»  in  (ileni:e 
during  thia  Meoe,  now  iboilldered  their  arm»  ;  the  muleteer  mounting 
the  ba^sce  ntile,  iind  leading,  by  his  rig'it  hand,  that  which  curneil 
the  yeuthml  prisoner,  from  wliom  the  sohlierx  never  for  nil  iauant 
vrithdrew  their  cyeb.  toon  ftet  theinimnlsin  motion  by  the  wclUkn^nrn 
toach  of  the  apar,  and  tlie  puruey  cummi^iK^ed— »-hua,  fur  tlie  6rst 
time.apiercingcry  escipedthclipsof  ttiefurHol: — "Adieu  1  udicu  I  " 
exclaimed  she;  "adieu  for  ever,  iny  lutii-e  kad!"  And  ituon  they 
entered  on  the  roud  to  Vvk. 

If  the  anconocnicd  »pe«(Jturs  were  mored  eren  to  tears  on  witness* 
Ifw  this  scene,  what  were  the  feelings  of  the  pannu  who  were  eye- 
WttDcasea  of  all  that  paiM^d  !  Luve,  tenderneaa,  and  sorrow,  erer^- 
tBoCim  llnl  ooald  aptatc  them,  struj^j^lcil  fur  ultenince  ivitbin  their 
breaata.  Haim  and  Simla,  and  the  yaung  Yujar,  fell  oti  their  knees, 
(Uld  sent  up  to  Heaven  tlieir  hi-urts'  ■upulicatioiia  ;  thev  followed  with 
tbsir  eyea  ibe  depanine  cavalcade,  their  goEc  riveted  like  those  of  a 
spectre;  m  need  was  there  now  to  enjoin  tbem  to  keep  lulriKf,  for 
tlieir  titteraoce  was  stilled  on  their  lips:  a  red>hut  iron  seemed  to 
wei^jh  upon  their  hreasla }  they  raised  their  eye*  to  the  heaven*,  to 
llwt  beautiful  African  tky,  pore  and  tranoparent  aa  an  arch  of  u&ure 
crystal,  sad  it  seetned  to  them  Jilio  a  roof  of  leail,  in  which  the  bright 
sun  Kf^eared  a  rolling  hall  of  hlood-red  hue  ;  their  hands,  witli  a  con- 
tuUt«  gnup.  tore  the  hair  from  their  hnuh,  and  rending  thdr  gar^ 
menta  in  de-spoir,  they  fell  senseless  to  the  earth.

The  beautiful  Sol.  meanwhile,  travelled  on,  in  tbe  manner  already 
deacribcd,  lilnitly  enduring  tbe  separMion  from  her  native  soil.  About 
three  miUq  of  the  journey  were  comiilctcd,  wheu  there  eucountefed 
tkem,  sa  lkoii|^by  gccideot,  a  man,  wbo  joined  hiinwlf  tu  the  tr^vellerH. 
Tbi*  wu  lfa«  Jew  already  mentioned,  ulio  being  almost  u  »Uaiij;er  to 
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tb«  Ktoors,  hai  eogagcd  binittflf  to  the  frwiul*  of  JvJ  not  to  late  sigtit 
of  )kt  during  litr  joumpT<  lie  rntcTcd  into  conTDrulion  wlili  thv 
■uldten.  and  fvieninft  ignonnce  of  the  circuniHUiiicf!!  of  the  catv,  soon 
44>t»iavd  fraoi  tCfis  «n  Mcount  bath  «f  cbcir  dotlinadoD.  anil  of  the 
rrcmt  occuirrnoes  at  Taiijtier. 

Tbc  aaj^ciuui  Hcbmw,  havinK  tbun  giUiwd  tlic  confidenee  of  tin* 
vwovt.  nddnwvd  h  Tirw  words  to  tW  pri»oD»,  girinj*  her  tu  undcntund 
tbat  alivooght  tv  vDitiTUCi?  t)ie  law  of  lh«  Prophet,  niid  bccoinc  a  Al^ 
luMn^tan,  as  he  liiniM.-lf  linil  <)aDr.  Thv  bcsuliful  Sol  beard  bim  with 
much  tninquiUity.  but  H-iiliotit  fpvin;;  any  nniivcr ;  but  »t  u  nWHtmit 
wben  tbo  cMort  were  otT  tbcir  gusrd,  be  BUco(^rde1l  in  Attracting  hcf 
nttcntion  hyaigos,  and  Jit  niHkin^  kiunrn  to  bcr  that  lie  n-at  tlivre 
fiir  her  pratMtion.  The  poor  victim  comprebended  bi«  meaniug,  uod 
tliev  wcr«  thus  mnrv  thuit  imcc  eiiulilcd  to  communicate  b?  etnltfa, 

Tlii-Jotirai-^  tu  Kta  occupied  six  dajra,  tbe  niffhu  beinfEiqwnt  at  the 
diir^refit  hdtiDg-plac4-ii.  Alt  who  MW  tbe  jnimatr  on  tbe  nwd.  mmI 
wrrr  made  actjuaintftl  uitb  ihp  pnrticulmni  of  bvr  situation,  iMiniMllV' 
exliortt-d,  and  eveji  iinpl»rrd  her  to  bccowe  u  nroself  tc  to  thtir  failh  ; 
she  heard  them  wiili  t{uu-x  <tiflidv»««,  and  rKpltad  nad«tJy  to  all  tba 
lu-gntneiit!!  directed  to  ber,  tbnt  »b«  woald  rather  aaertfictrhrr  lif«  tlian 
chuDp:  her  rvli|cioo>  So  mucli  courageous  perseTcmice  woa  tbe  admi- 
ration of  all  who  convtTfvd  uith  }ivr,  imd  hvr  tittiatiun  vxcitcd  the 
grrat^Mt  intcmt  and  M-mpatUy  ubert^ver  tbe  piitkcd. 

The  friendly  J«w,  who  »till  iUE*<icijtcd  himself  vitb  tlie  eaourt,  and 
pnrtntt-d  thul  he  was  on  hie  road  to  Fez  for  tbe  purpose*  of  eommeroe, 
obtained  permiMioti  tn  apraJc  wilb  und  exhuit  tlio  priaoner,  when,  in  cb« 
Hebrew  toiigtie,  of  which  tbe  3Ioor«  n-erv  igtiarant,  be  took  Mcaaioa  to 
tell  tli«  yming  Jtvttna  the  object  of  hi*  aHnmiwioa ;  be  oamraniiieatad 
to  ber  tbe  proJiibitii>M  of  ibe  Governor  of  Tangier  to  her  parrats  lo 
leave  tbe  eUy.  and  the  trust  rvpowd  in  bim  ;  fur  the  better  fulfitmanti 
of  which  ill-  bad  aMumed  tbelunguagc  and  dia^ne  nnder  wliiol^f^|H 
nppenred.    8al  r«]>lied  in  the  same  ninner  by  requraling  him  t^^^H 
the  bcnri-r  of  a  meaaage  to  her  purenta,  auiuiing  tbrm  that  ibe  bod  ngt 
fttr  a  dingle  imUnt  forKOtteii  t)ii-m,  and  that  the  thoughta  of  llieir  tuf- 
l«riiil[s  wore  more  cruel  to  her  than  uoy  tbut  xbc  hciwlf  experienced. 

t  iToiild  not  uiinccraMiil}'  <lwi-li  ujnio  this  tnel«nch<ily  biitvrv  bv  a 
minute  deactipiioR  of  the  vuriooi  trials  and  tiutferinga  endured  by  the ' 
youthful  Sol  upon  th«  road  ;  they  can  but  tou  niidily  be  inferred  from  | 
the  previous  recitul.     At  li-ngtb,  hun*erer,  tbe  day  urrivrd  on  whicbl 
tbe  triivcllert  reached  Kes,  tbe  residence  uf  the  Em{>cror  of  AloroocoJ 
One  of  the  toldient  of  the  CMort  wbs  sent  forward  to  ipre  iioitcool 
their  uppruikch  to  the  Eni|>eror,  who  iwued  immcdiul):  orders  that  hia 
son  ithoald  go  out  upon  the  roud,  attended  by  a  uplendid  retinuet  tel 
meet  the  yoting  cuptire.     Accordingly  sUiiit  evening,  the  Im[>cr^| 
Prince,  encorted  by  more  than  three  hundred  ofhti  court,  went  mtt  oa]

Th«  order  in  which  the  worka  we  have  to  notwe  stand  upon  our 
taUe  has  been  pniaibed  by  the  meiest  chance,  and  wu  thai]  take 
them  up  aoconjingly,  aad  give  the  reader  as  brief  an  abttiact  of  OUT 
opinion  oribctn  aaposriUe. 

If  vre  do  not  see,  on  the  lillc-pa^  of  "  The  Tiu  Csrew ;  or.  Has* 
bands  and  Wivec,"  tlu;  name  of  tome  Ebrmer  work  which  might  kindl« 
a  pleoMuit  train  of  metnoryi  and  cause  us  to  bo  pc«potse*»«d  in  favour 
of  a  younger  nater,  we  are  not,  on  the  other  hand,  innled  to  MruM 
a  pra&uv,  io  which  Gutllo  of  incxprrioKC,  youth,  frc,  are  pUodeo,  and 
htaulgencc  'w,  with  due  mod«ety,  b«ipokcn.  It  Is  hard  to  believe  that 
this  it  a  first  taaay ;  for  it  is  ivally  a  very  niperior  novel,  by  wtiieb 
"tor"  w«  d«  not  mean  to  innnuutc  that  first  etuyt  arc  not  BOtnc- 
times  iiutinct  with  genius,  hutj  that  thuy  are  aa  often  full  of  ifaainodic 
fffort,  and  imotiwt  or  exncgerated  drawing,— and  in  "  The  Fair  Carew" 
there  i*  nothing  of  the  kindT  This  work  we  take  to  bo  the  production  of 
a  gentleman  who  it  bleit  with  an  abundiUKe  of  IcisuTCi  or  who  hat,  4t 
all  i-vmu,  deTot«d  a  considerable  portion  of  tune  to  the  conitmction  of 
an  cxtrcmoly  rntoresting  plot,  and  to  tl>c  clabomtion  of  on  unusual  nuin* 
her  of  disrnckra.  Tlie  whulc  of  the  Lulln-I  faniily — wine  tix  or  seven 
in  numbor ;  their  "  cousin  John,"  and  hit  wife,  Mn.  Carow,  the  parents 
oftbcbsrniK;  the"  fairCaTew~bGnclf, — acbanningsprcinienorfeTninino 
gnce  and  lovelineai ;  Mr,  and  Mn.  Wuolaaton,  Captain  Rvinilly,  and  Mrs. 
Uanultou — all  are  finished  with  Uie  nlcctt  and  most  dtKriminating  ikill, 
and  all  do  their  port  towards  lh«  duo  tfktX  of  one  of  the  plcossntest, 
must  MOBble,  and  bMt'Wrttten  work*  of  fiction  wv  have  klely  bad  to 
report  upon.  It  i*  true  that  Mr.  Potkcrgi!l|  Mra.  Mtunham,  and  her 
daughter  are  bores,  uid  that  the  two  diiidrcn  of  iU.  Francis  Luttrd 
an;  a  little  more  waq>e<l  frotn  oatuie  than  evcti  their  artificial  education 
would  foreo  tlwin  lo  bvcMm; ;  but  thcxc  are  fwils  which,  whetlier  intro- 
duc«4  for  th«  piupow  or  not,  »*rYo  to  set  off  the  other  cbatactoTs.    We 
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ntemiM  ■  treat  to  such  of  our  rcadi^ra  a>  enter  upon  n  |teniMil  oC  "  The 
Fkir  Carcw." 

Siliillcr  in  hii  "  History  «f  the  Thirty  Yetm  Ww,"  and  in  his  in. 
moiul  tnlogjr,  "  Wdlcnstein,"  hai  made  t!if  ruwlor  acquuintcJ  with  tb« 
hiftorical  chnractcn  that  figure  in  the  romance  of  "  The  I'appenlirinien  * 
wiited  by  Captain  Aahton.  If  wc  ventured  \o  diiitnut  the  BUthor** 
•trenglli  of  wing,  whwi  he  flew  at  such  game  ju  Count  Tilly,  Pappon- 
hcim,  OitrtilTus  A<]ul|ilitis,  tind  Wallenatein,  our  fears  have  beeit  cnm* 
pleUly  and  moR  agrMably  Kt  at  rcil,  for  the  manner  in  irbich  these 
chaiTacten  hare  \ma  conjured  from  the  caiivu  of  history,  no  as  to 
b«coine  Ufr, « iiVe  life,  once  more,  is  worthy  of  no  common  praite.  Anl 
tben,  not  I<3«  admirable  are  the  tal«nt  and  Rkill  with  which  fiction  hua 
been  blended  with  bet,  to  Uiat  both  become,  (or  the  lime,  one  reality, 
and,  for  th*  purpOMa  of  the  etory,  indJvuible.  "  ai  water  is  in  water." 
Ewiy  ftdrantage  bai  been  taL-eii  of  the  eontrott  Iwtwoen  tho  ehnractoi* 
of  Tilly  and  Papponh^im — the  former  tlie  consummate  captain,  the  l:ittcr 
the  bnTa  and  TUthl«u  soldier — to  give  the  most  impressive  effect  to  the 
SCMMa  between  them.  The  n^tvn,  Anna  and  Hcdwig,  demiLniled  a 
more  doticate  and  utful  ditlributioo  of  light  and  tbadc,  and  the  labour 
that  has  l>e«n  bestowed  upon  the  delineation  of  them,  has  rosulted  in 
eotlre  txKcesa.  "  I'hi!  Puppeiilieimcr*  "  is  a  roinauce  full  of  ttintng  lifc^ 
There  is  no  tamenesa,  no  relaxation  of  vigour ;  but  Kenc  succeeds  Kooe 
with  unflagging  activity,  and  eTor-prasent  spirit. 

If  we  hnvc  read  *ome  historical  romance*  which  have  pleawl  ut  more 
than  MiasCniroi'e's"  Death  flag;  or,  Tho  Irish  Buccancore,"  wc  have  met 
willi  m»ny  inuch  worse  which  hare  attained  popularity.  This  is  a  story  in 
whicii  the  IrJEh  adherents  ofCharl?*  Edward  Stuart,  a^<rr  tti«  tiattli;  ofCuI* 
loden,  proniiiiently  ligun:.  With  the  issue  of  that  combat,  so  dieaattoua 
to  his  hopes,  anything  like  a  general  linowledgo  of  tho  history  of  tha 
young  PieteitdfT  ccuM<s  ;  and  our  autlioret*  hiu  wisely  talivii  ndvontaea 
of  that  circumstance  to  iiilerweaTe  into  her  story  many  intcivsting  parti- 
culars ooBcemin^  the  unfortunate  prince,  and  to  lay  before  us  pictures  of 
the  social  state  of  Ireland  in  1748,  which  are  exceedingly  curious,  and 
giTD  a  novdty  of  effect  to  her  pa^en.  There  are  some  strilciiig  scenes  in 
tUs  rontai^n.',  boldly  conceived,  although,  in  one  or  two  inxtiuiees,  "  writ 
kqja-"  \N''e  cannot  recognise  much  good  taste-  in  llinuting  into  promt-

The  objection  we  have  token  to  "  Clara  Harrington,"  on  the  score  of 
fiTuMness,  auuredly  does  not  apply  to  "  The  Old  I^ngogcmcnt,  a  Spin- 
ster'i  Story,"  by  Miss  Julia  Day,  which  is  as  well-knit  and  compact  a 
in  a  suiall  eompass  oa  we  ever  remember  to  have  »een.  Tins  tale 
I  a  perfect  gem  in  its  way.  the  raatcriats  and  the  workmanship,  to  cm* 
ity  the  chapmen's  phrase,  being  vrorthy  of  eacli  other.  Tbe  events  are 
iper&eily  natural,  the  characters  are  drawn  with  such  truth  umI  vivacity,

There  ftr*  fnu-  reader*  who  an  not  Inmilikr  with  that  nwful  ^pinodt  in 
Danti-'i  "  Inrenin,"  in  vtitdi  Count  Ugi^lino  tells  oC  the  ineare^roition  of 
himncir,  hii  sons,  and  ipandchildren  in  the  (since  so-eallcd)  Tower  of 
Famine.  The  rt^ry  has  boon  h«ig}itcnod  l»y  the  poet  with  nil  the  «Te- 
Hly  of  rclenlleM  goniui>  ;  and  no  vat,  whoM  eye  has  ever  nossed  over 
that  l«xt,  can  iwrember  without  a  sluidder  the  hellish  emptoyraent  by 
Ugolina,  which  his  nsrratiTc  suspcndw),  and  to  which,  on  its  conclusioni 
he  returned  with  added  peninacity.

l>antG  has  not  touched  upon  that  part  of  the  ftibiect ;  and  if  he  had, 
we  do  ruil  think  his  vereion  cotild  have  b«en  implicitly  relied  upon,  be- 
cause, although  it  i*  the  eurtom  of  biogmphfrB  to  mil  him  n  pntnot,  it  it 
only  too  certain  to  the  diftpanion&te  reader,  thnt  he  wm  a  inoft  furious 
and  bigoted  GhibsUine, — in  other  words,  a  partisan  of  the  deepest  dye. 

Dut  it  is  wdl  thai  the  whole  of  this  terrible  story  should  ho  Scnown. 
An  act  SO  atrocious  as  that  of  the  ArchVithop  would  create  liormr  in  any 
view  of  the  eaae  ;  hut  tlie  question,  whidi  every  man  interested  in  the 
•uhjeet  B»ks  himself,  is,  "Wn*  the  Archbishop  impelled  to  this  act  by 
what  he  conoeived  to  be  an  imperious  neceauty,  or  was  it  an  oct  of  wan- 
ton wicbedncBs  only  to  be  oecounted  for  on  the  tuppoaition  that  Ihe  man 
was  mad  f  " 

We  nre  indebted  to  Madame  Pisani  for  a  fUll  s»lulion  ofthiaqueationt 
The  research  of  this  lady  has  enabW  her  to  lay  before  ns  every  reliable 
patt'iciiUir  of  tlie  tiantaetioTis  in  which  Ihe  Count  and  the  Archbishop 
were  engaged,  and  in  wliirli  tlicy  opposed  rach  oilier,  and  her  admiiable 
talents  hate  bc«n  employed  in  displaying  ihein  with  the  mo«l  piotureirpie 
effect  in  the  romance  of"  The  ConviTit  and  the  Harem." 

It  ianot  o(\en  that  a  worV  so  hislaricaDy  valunhte  i*  presented  to  the 
public  in  the  outward  garb  of  lielton.  Rut  let  it  not  be  supposed  that  this 
work  is  ntunly  a  hisloay.  On  the  contrary,  an  intensely  interesting 
ibxy  hit  been  conlriTed,  in  which  hntorical  characters  bear  a  part, 
and  to  (he  effect  of  which  they  contribute ;  and  this  without  faltifyinf;, 
or  even  straining,  fact  in  the  sli|htwt  degree.  Ugulitio  and  Iliiggieri 
are  veiy  powerfully  executed;  snd  Genivra,  Beatrice,  and  Ilinnca,  olio* 
gether  diuimilnr  character*,  are  managed  with  extraordinary  «ltill  nod 
delicacy.  We  hare  bad  no  such  Italian  n>inanc«  a*  this  since  idanxooia 
"  Belrothed.- 

In  the  Milier  portion  of  hit  yet  brief  career,  there  was  much  question- 
ing whether  Ilennan  >lelvi||e  waa  a  imn  of  genius  or  not.  Tneie  wa* 
•cnielhitig  w  new  in  the  author's  style,  and  in  the  aentinienti  it  clothed. 
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that  Biuidr}-  dfcuian-loving  critin  licmUled  not  to  pronounce  him  a 
dioriatui,  wbiUt  th«  mom  cnulioiuor  »ager  veUraoa  shook  their  hea<b 
with  a  world  of  mnning  in  tho  motion,  or  damurvly  «ii>pi-nd«ii  their 
opinion.  It  h  ever  thus  when  n  man  of  original  geniita  nppean  berore 
the  fubtic  At  it  wu  with  Byroii,  m  w&h  it  with  K«sn.  Accord- 
u^y.  "  Let  ua  wait  and  tee  vhat  U«nnan  Malrillo  will  do  next,"  re* 
nuulced  tatoo,  and  otbere  authorilatirttly  crioij  out, "  Than  i*  nothing 
more  to  bo  expected  from  him  :  hi*  b«lt  in  (hot." 

But  lu«  bolt  wu  not  shot,  neither  had  ho  but  ono  bolt,  or  if  m,  Ihi 
knevr  how  to  rccoA'cr  it  a^in.  His  goniiu  b  not  the  tola  arrow  of  a 
fbolUb  archer ;  it  is  mor»  liku  the  Atutralian  boomerang,  which,  with 
whalem  fom  !l  tntj  be  thrown,  cornea  back  to  the  hand  of  its  poa- 


Wo  alway*  had  faith  in  the  goniiw  of  Honnaii  MelvilU,  or  mther,  we 
Itad  eyei  to  bm  it.  Who  could  not  pcrncive  the  fine  thinj^  (and  how 
thieUy  fttulded  they  w*re!)  in  Oinoo  and  Typhee,  iind  flianii — who 
«xoppt  ihoce  mightily  triiical  connoiiMun  who,  dutticiiiij;  &ults  at  a 
glance,  propowd  to  diKOTcr  beauties  by  shutting  one  eye,  that  they 
tnij^t  dir(«t  a  koeocr  glane*  with  lh«  ath«r,  and  by  a  mistake— arising 
haply  from  over-eagem^d — closed  both. 

Tbr  foregoinfi  remfirlcs  hare  be«n  suggeMed  by  a  peruj&l  of  Melrille'a 
laat  work,  "  Th«  Whale,"  which  ii  eertainly  one  of  the  most  rcmarkabla 
books  thai  ha*  appeared  for  many  years  past.  It  is,  however,  a  perfor- 
mance of  which  no  btief,  and  at  die  same  tima  intelligible,  deaciiption  can 
be  mdcrad.  Wlto,  in  a  few  mfitences  can  supply  lum  a  Bummory  of  the 
mental  andphynool  qwlities  of  Captain  Ahah,a»  shall  distinctly  present 
to  the  mind  ■  eye  of  the  reader  that  extraordinar}'  chuacler  t  Th>!  one 
OTer^mastering  paasion  of  the  man — his  furious  halrvd  of  the  while 
wfaala,  Moby  vitlk, — through  what  scviica  of  grandeur  and  of  beauty  that 
moneniania  impeU  him  ;  to  what  eneounters  it  leads — what  catastrophe 
it  prtdpit«t«i :  who  ia  to  tell  in  a  fcore  or  two  of  lines  ?  There  are 
docriptions  in  this  book  of  almost  unriTolItd  force,  coloured  and  warmed 
as  they  an,  by  tb«  light  and  heat  of  a  most  poetical  imagination,  and 
nuSBy  puMgea  might  be  cited  of  rigorous  thought,  of  oumvit  and  tender 
■mt  imcnt,  and  of  glowing  fancy,  which  would  at  uncc  suffice  to  show — coa- 
tnt  or  dispute  about  the  matter  being  out  of  the  question — that  Herman 
Uclvtlle  is  a  man  of  the  truest  and  moat  original  genius. 

We  ore  indebted  to  the  accooipliahed  authoress  of  "  Mildred  Vernon," 
Cw  aootber  voty  dever  and  interesting  novel,  entitled  "  Fatkenburg." 
Wo  an  told  in  the  pre^o  tlmt  the  authoress  has  merely  endeavoured  to 
reeord  ercnts  that  she  has  witnessed,  and  to  describe  churactcrt  that  she 
has  known,  so  that,  "  invention  is  the  last  merit  tliat  must  be  sought 
£or  in  tbeae  pagea."  But  for  this  annuuncemant  we  should  assuredly  have 
aacribed  no  ordinary  amount  of  that  quality  to  our  lady  writer ;  for  a 
miwaiioo  of  more  no*el-lik«  scene*,  and  a  more  goneml  introduction  to 
diancten  that  wear  the  garb  of  fiction,  we  do  not  usually  see  and  nuel 
with  in  proCeaied  woilu  of  that  clau. 

While  we  porfactly  agree  with  the  authoress,  that  the  hero  is  not 
highly  nlculatcd  to  awaken  the  reader's  lympathtes,  we  cannot  hold 
with  her  that  tho  dineuement  is  at  all  at  variance  with  preconoeiirod 
ideas  of  poetical  juatiee.  We  marvel  that  she  should  have  taken  so  much 
trouUe  wiUi  a  worthlnsi  ftUow  like  Falkcnburg,  and  sincerely  hope  that 
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ilic  liik  to  which  itlie  lia*  (wn«gDed  him.  i»  one  «f  her  matters  of  fact. 
Tiat  ii  pwtica)  juslioe,  at  all  evenla. 

Thii  cliaracler  is  drawn  with  ffT<^at  cam  and  abilitv  :  bul  he  u  n  very 
diaim;roeable  coxcomli.  Lilian  is  as  well  execulDt),  and  is  his  Gttii^ 
jtftrtnof.  Lody  ^toni',  Norbeif;,  the  yoiuij!  composer,  nnd  ficlcn  Qame- 
nin  are  worthy  of  all  pntiM.  Th«  sulhorMi  of  Patkenbturg  may  do  much 
faolLer  Ihingi  than  this  very  good  iiurd,  if  the  nill  but  ^ve  more  labour 
I  to  the  conirtnietion  of  a  itory. 

We  have  been  vtry  well  plewed  ■with  "  Ploranoe  Saekrflle  ;  or,  Self- 
dependence,"  by  Mre.  fturbuiy,  und.  on  tuniiii^  to  the  dedication,  after 
baring  rejid  thn  ivorlc.  we  were  nther  euipriied  to  tec  that  this  nuto- 
btography  is  llie  tirat  production  of  the  nuthorvaa.  It  iovt  her  much 
credit,  and  there  is  that  kind  at  well  as  uiiinuTit  of  merit  in  it,  that  leadi 
IIS  confiilvntly  to  expect  belter  thing*.  W«  will  venture  to  tugSDtt  to 
the  sulhoren  that,  in  the  event  of  her  meditating  u  $«coti(]  work,  ehe 
will  do  well  to  coiifliie  hcnelf  to  iniddle-clau  lif^— to  euhew  May  Fair 
and  B«l)!raviu.  That  pari  uf  her  p»»ent  iiov^l  in  vrhieh  Florrnco  ap- 
pears ua  the  poor  counUy  nctn-ts,  it  by  fur  thv  bent  of  the  wh<>I«,  and 
nminds  lu  of  similar  disclosures  in  the  autobioinsphy  of  Mrs.  Cliarkv,  the 
,  joungeal  daughter  of  Critlk-y  Cibbct,  written  a  hundred  years  afjo. 
i-  Than  u  no  luck  of  plot  and  character  in  Flonnce  Sackriltc.  There 
ins  been  a  itr«ng  determination  on  the  pait  of  Mrs.  Burbiiry  to  aniuse 
and  intereat  llie  reader,  nnd  the.  haa  auccoeded.  The  story  never  tiags, 
but  rather  increaic*  in  spirit  as  it  proceeds. 

We  have  not  time,  or  to  speak  more  correctly,  we  have  not  spnoe,  to 
do  mow  than  give  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  Christmas  book  of  Mr.  Wilkie 
fiollini^  entitli^  "  Mr,  Wriiy'*  Cush-l>ox ;  or.  The  Majk  and  the  Mystery." 
Wo  certainly  Jul  not  expect,  from  the  autlior  of  '■  Antoiiino,"  ao  pretty 
and  graceful  a  contnbuliun  to  the  season  a*  this.  We  shall  not  do  him, 
«r  our  rcadere  (toon  to  be  hia)  the  iiiju&tkc  of  telling  the  sccrcta  of  &lr. 
Wray  aiid  his  Cash-box — we  leave  them  as  a  "  ma^  and  a  mystery ;" 
tut  we  cannot  forbear  saying  that  the  spirit  of  his  ^odftither  would  sc^cm 
10  have  descended  upon  him ;  fur  Uavid  Wilkie  liinisrlf  never  set 
b^ore  lu  ■  mure  finished  idcture  of  Camtliar  lif«.

The  liugueiK^ia  (at  lliu  followera 
of  Die  Itcformcd  Ftuth  in  tJial  country  wcr<t  temied)  formed  the  niort 
infliMittial,  if  nut  the  hirgeat  pari  of  Dm  population  of  many  of  tlio  prin- 
dftol  proTincc*,  and  of  nearly  all  the  provincial  cupitab ;  they  were 
outnerous  in  Patifi ;  nor  was  tltcre  a  linftie  dintrict  or  tovrn  in  France,  itt 
which  ihvy  had  not  obtaini'd  conrorti  and  power,  bcfon:  the  war  nf  1562, 
Had  ProKtt&RUdu  contiRucd  tbtu  to  adTance,  or  even  if  it  lind  but 
nsintainrd  the  jpoond  which  it  had  won  among  the  Fri'neti,  vie  cannot 
bslp  l«Ba<r!iw  that  the  tame  (-fTcctt  would  haru  hcon  pniduced  on  the 
CAiurtitutknaT  poiitioii  and  carver  of  that  rtalion,  which  tho  tuccca  of  the

Th«  history  of  the  Befonnalion  in  Fcarwe  is  a  mournful  one ;  but  U 

pre«nu  nanocj  to  our  notice  which  every  good  heiirt  muit  delight  to 

honour;  and  foremort  of  thow  is  iho  name  of  GiMponi  do  Coligni,  the 

8uit«sma[),  the  soldier,  and  the  itaiut ;  who  long  wii»  tlie  itoutc»t  chnmpion 

of  tho  Trotestunt  cause,  and  finally  became  the  mort  glorioui  of  it*  many 

tnartyr^      Unliko  his  comrade  Cond^,  ho  waa  proof  against  the  vicioui 

blandiahmenta  of  the  cnomy'v  court,  dji  well  ai  against  the  terrors  of  their 

c»tnpa.     Familiar  with  ddfeat,  ho  never  l«amed  despair.     HaUam  has 

"•U  oomparcd  his  indoinitable  energy  to  the 

"  AtMCtm  anliiiBiu  CkUHiI*  ;  " 

but  the  Huguenot  chiof,  wliilo  lully  «iunl  to  the  ancient  Roman  in 
probity,  in  xu If- reliance,  and  in  unflinching  fortitude,  was  far  sufwrigr  to 
him  in  comprdienMveaeu  of  judgment,  and  in  fertility  of  rtwuurne* ;  and, 
inoKWTer,  the  afiiclionate  gentlenMs  which  marked  the  private  life  of 
CoUpii,  contnials  favourably  with  tho  Hoic  coar>«neas  hy  which  tlic  cha- 
racter of  Cato  was  defonnod. 

Thv  fattier  of  Coligni  was  head  of  an  ancionl  and  nobia  house,  and 
vros  tho  seigneur  of  ChutUton-Eur-Loin.  At  hi*  deal)),  in  153S,  ho  left! 
three  noiw,  tlien  of  lundot  yfan,  all  of  whom  became  tMiiinvnl  in  French 
history,  nnd  all  of  whom  cmbrdkjuj  the  Prot*it,Tiil  doctrinal,  thou^li 
trained  up  in  tho  Romish  church.  Tho  nldcr  brother,  who  ix  known  iu 
the  Cardinal  d«  Cht'itillon,  was  nited  to  that  high  ecclesiaalical  dignity 
by  Clcincnt  VII.,  in  1533.  Chiofly  through  tho  infliiOQce  winch  his 
younger  brother  exerted  over  him,  h«  bocariie  &  convert  to  the  tenets  of 
the  nuformers  in  hb  middle  age,  and  took  part  in  the  early  sccnea  of 
llie  civil  wars.  ARcr  the  r«ver*c  which  lii«  party  sustained  at  tho 
battlo  of  SL  Douys.  he  tied  to  England,  whcn#  he  died  in  157 1.  Tlw 
youngur  brother,  Oandelot.  was  itie  fint  of  the  three  who  becaini;  a  Pro* 
tealanU  He  wa«  a  skilful  and  ^tant  soldier;  and  signalized  himself 
npcatcdly  by  hia  entcrprizo,  bis  incxbaustiblc  reisurccSi  and  undaunt<:d 
nttrit,as  a  commander  of  the  Huguonol  forces  from  the  first  outlirtink  of 
the  toligious  wan  until  hia  death  soon  after  the  battle  of  Janiac,  in  1  ^69. 
Oasf«ro,  thir  f^reat  CoUnii>  or  the  Admiral  (as  he  ii  olWn  termed,  frotn 
having  held  the  titular  cmce  of  Admiral  uf  France),  was  the  middle  ono 
of  tho  three  brothers,  and  wo*  bom  nt  Ch.'itiiipin-iiur-Lnin,  on  the  Ifith 
of  February,  1517.  He  served  with  dinlijiclion  in  Uiu  later  wan  of 
Tnndi  I.  ajtainst  Spain  ;  and  with  his  brother  Dandi-lot  recoived  knight- 
hood on  the  field  of  battle  at  Ciniioles.  He  wns  nflerwurd*  raised  to  the 
important  post  of  colonel-gcneial  of  the  French  infantry,  and  In  1552 
wat  nominated  by  Henry  II.  Admiral  of  France.  He  was  takon  prisoner 
at  St.  Quentin  by  the  Spaniard*,  and  und<;nT«nt  a  long  mptivity  ia 
«  before  ho  rt^nod  tm  liberty  by  peyntcnt  of  a  heavy  ransom, 
•tg  tlie  long  hours  of  wliludc  and  eoinpiiliory  inaction  which  Iil^ 
f-a  his  Sfaiiuh  priwin,  lie  medilaled  deeply  and  earnestly  on  reli-^ 
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eoni  mbjccU :  and  tktta  hui  tPtum  to  Fiwnce,  the  coiirenation  of  his 
iii«ther  DandeJot,  who  hnil  nlnady  join«d  th«  Hufj^enMn,  oonKrni*d  th« 
liiu  Ui  the  I*nri*Mtant  doelrineii,  wfii^  his  own  studivi  nnd  d«liheratioi» 
had  enatcd.  Coligiii  now  rcainicd  oU  his  appointments  and  prclvrmenti, 
except  the  Bominal  mnk  ftf  admiral,  and  ralircd  to  bis  «atale»,  wlicro  ho 
pawed  his  lifne  in  fen'eiil  devoli«n,  and  tn  the  enjojmcnt  ^r  tli«  calm 
happinoM  ofdoiiKstic  lifK  But  the  cry  «f  mflcTinji  which  ixim  from  hia 
lellow>PrMeitaal>i  o^nit  vrltutn  lite  pcmiciou*  inilu«ncD  of  the  Priiicoa 
of  Lwraine  in  the  French  court  kindled  the  fires  of  persecution  throach> 
out  Pnnor.  >0OD  drew  him  from  his  blnmdcM  and  chcri«hed  repofe.  He 
at  fitat  Uugfat  to  providi:  for  Ihuin  a  refuge  frotn  opjircMuin,  hy  founding 
cdIodU*  of  tVinch  Pnt(«tante  in  America ;  hut  hia  projects  prt>v«d  un- 
vuooauTul:  and  a*  the  tyranny  of  the  violent  party  ani'ing  the  t'lvncli 
Catholiea  ptv  mon  and  more  aiarming,  Coligni  deemed  that  bulk  honour 
and  eooscwnce  n^uind  him  to  stand  oponly  l^rwiird  in  behalf  of  his  co* 
Rtmenina. 

No  daae  «f  men  erer  irei«  more  lor^-auffering,  or  showed  more  unwiU 
lingnMi  to  riao  in  mnm  sffrainst  their  domestic  tyrnnto,  than  the  much 
aduiniaat«d  Hoguamits  of  l^aiK*.  When  we  nnd  Iha  hideout  edicta " 
that  wees  pn»iu%atcd  ^^ainat  tliem,  and  w!iich  woe  not  mere  <nnpty 
Ihrests,  but  were  atniod  Into  execution  throughout  the  land  vrith  unro- 
leotiqg  and  stTenuoui  ferocity,  we  feel  that  if  eror  the  right  of  s^> 
deftnee  can  male  an  apptral  lo  arms  justiRable^it  was  ao  in  their  instance. 
Extenninalivn  oi  apoetosy  fbmied  the  only  choice  that  their  nilcra 
oS«nd  tiusD.  Maelnntoah,  in  liis  "  Ilittory  of  the  Gngliah  IleTolution  of 
lSS£,"h«a  truly  tenoed  the  ^ueetion  of  when  subjects  are  justified  in 
making  war  on  their  (omtign,  "  a  tnracndous  piobli'm."  Bui  the  amiie 
■dnindifo  writer  has  bequealbed  lo  ut  a  full  and  luminoui  code  of  the 
nles  and  principles  of  immutable  nioraLty,  by  which  this  awful  iwue 
nutt  be  tricd,+  aod  do  one  who  ii  familiar  with  theie  prindplct  can 
liMitAie  in  pnMHniiioiRg  that  the  war  on  t1ic  part  of  the  French  Hi^ue- 
nota  was  lawfid  and  laudable  before  God  uid  man. 

Coligiij  is  poculiariy  frc«  from  the  heavy  impututi^i),  nhJch  inaurrvft- 
tiaosiy  leaden  incur,  however  groat  their  provocation,  who  introduce  the 
Appeal  of  Baltk  in  ciTJI  controvcray,  and  (to  use  t}ie  emphatic  langua^ 
«(  iUlton)  "let  loose  cJkc  sword  of  inlealine  war,  aoaliiiig  the  land  in  her 
own  gore,"  befbra  ererj-  other  posnble  mode  of  obtaining  protection  from 
further  enonnons  wrong  has  beon  attempted,  and  attempted  in  vain. 
lie  WW  wholly  unconnected  with  the  entcrpriK  (known  in  French  hia- 
lery  u  the  conspiracy  of  Amboiae)  by  which  aome  of  the  Protearlant 
ehi«6  deeigDcd  to  u-itk<Irau-  thn  young  king,  Francis  11^  forcibly  from 
tba  bflnoflos  of  the  Guiies,  and  which  may  be  considered  the  lint  overt 
Mt  of  iotumctien.  Not  that  CoimIc  it  to  be  eoodemned  for  that  etTort, 
'  bat  the  admiral's  cxoeeduig  loyalty  is  proved  by  hie  having  kept  aloof 
Inoi  it  Colicni  continued  to  seek  socunty  for  his  co-rvligioniats  by 
|ii— table  ncans,  for  two  ycara  after  that  unsuccessful  enterprise,  from 
tlw  SBvaga  rsprisab  of  the  Court  upon  iu  authors.     Me  seemed  at  one

Till*  wai  all  that  Colipii  Mrore  for.  He  luid  at  tlw  time  to  snme  of 
hia  aJbermtt :  "  If  wg  hare  our  religicn,  wh«t  do  ««  Tant  mon  V  But 
ihoK.  wIm  had  made  iMb  cnnccs^kn,  ivcre  treacberoiu  aa  tliey  wen  cruel, 
and  thfi  fair  pDniiae  which  Fnmcc  !HH;iiitd  la  have  acquinN]  of  tranquil* 
lily  wai  destined  to  be  soon  deatroyed. 

Two  powerful  fmriic*  were  anayad  againtt  the  HugueiMtB,  oni;  of 
which  ci)n«iHt(  d  of  ilieir  avowed  and  1mi>l)icable  vriemiea.  This  was  headud 
by  the  Ouites,  with  whotn  the  Conatal>U  Muntmorcnei.  and  the  Mnrrchal 
St.  Aiiiln'^  had  ijccn  itiHiicrd  to  cnlw  inlu  tcof^fr.  Tb«w  men  bnMithi.-4, 
Ihv  very  iipirit  of  the  Inquisition  Agatnit  rrole«taiitii>in  in  n»y  fonn ;  and ' 
weK>(>&|n^r  to  f>laylh(>  part  in  Fntiic«  which  Philip  [Land  Ids  gencml, lliv 
|>iikc  of  Alva,  wcru  performing  in  tlin  dnminionn  of  Sfmiii.  I,M8  fanail- 
cally  riolcnt,  lut  fnr  more  fonxidaVte,  through  iti  false  show  of  niode- 
lalion  and  favv^ur.  wu  ihe  pnrty  of  the  Queen-mother,  Catjicrino  of 
Mnlicis.  Catherine  dmtded  the  power  of  ihe  IfoujMir  of  Ouisc  ;  and  was 
uncn  Riad  tn  nvail  hcndf  of  the  Pioteatant  intcrvst  as  a  coimtorpoiiQ 
Againit  tlicra.  Tlut  though  tli«  jealousy  wliicli  animated  hon«lfand  her 
t«ns  ftgaintl  the  Priiicce  of  L»Tratne  was  great,  llitir  lialri'd  of  tha  llu- 
(Cuenots  wasgrealer;  and  Ihdr  occasional  emulation  of  friendship  enalilcil 
thfmi  to  wnuiJc  it  more  malignnnlly  and  more  coinfilotcly. 

T)io_v  had  nded  with  Coligni  and  Coiido  and  the  other  Proti-stant 
chiefs  in  enacting  the  edict  of  pacilicalian.  and  had  thnrtttiy  givon  a 
elwick  1i)  L)i«  power  of  the  Puke  of  Ouiso  and  hi*  conR^deni'teit.     Itiit 
when  their  tcmpomry  purpo»e  waa  served,  the  wise  provisions  of  tliot  i 
MtitI  wen  h4  al  nought :  thn  Protivtant*  were  again  exjHKcd  to  outragaJ 
and  sInuKhter  at  thu  linndt  nf  tliiir  foe*,  nor  could  any  rodren  be  ob-  ' 
Ijunvd  from  the  mynl  triUmuls.  Al  length  oecunvd  the  inassacre  of  Voni, 
wbsre  (lie  nrnut)  followen  uf  llie  Duke  of  Outm  altacktfd  a  defi^nceloM^H 
Ixidy  of  I'r'itciilniita,  while  on^^'d  iti  the  services  of  lli«ir  church,  aiiJt^^| 
slaUKhlcrtd  •■■vrml  hunJn'di  of  ihcin  undi-r  tho  eye  of  Ciuiev,  if  mil  by  ^* 
liis  (tnlenu      Kecking  fiom  this  caiTi{i(.t>,   the  bonds  of  t)ie   Lorrainrs 
enli-nxl  l'iiri»,  wlnre  tliey  were  fnlhusiastically  recdvcd  by  the  fanatic 
pu|>iilii«i,  which  was  dcvuiijd  to  tliv  Catholic  cauac 

f.'Diul^'  nuw  M\  the  capital,  and  sintiinoit^^d  Du-  rrotostant  nobility  anAi 

Kilry  111  rati/  niiind  him  in  ilefirnce  of  thuir  liv««  and  their  creed, 
lignl  h-rifi  ihliiytd  joining  him,  mid  evinced  n  hcsilaiiun  and  a  rehic- 
lann*  lu  cmUuk  in  dvil  war.  wliidi  ompliaticnlly  attptt  the  ^iwdnew, 
wtiilf  Itmy  in  nu  dnfiiwi  (Ivtrucl  front  llio  gTcninoM  uf  his  character. 
■  lis  *i(f,  whir  nalurally  thougtil  that  aa^iiety  mi  her  uccnunt  aided  in 
iMlraininjr  !■''"•  rohortcd  him  iii  wordi  of  mete  Ihan  lEnmtin  iiHignn- 
lidiiily  U  arm  in  dufmrnt  of  llio  thousand  destined  victims  of  I'ltpitt . 
ntlvlty,  who  looked  up  lo  him  for  guidance  and  protuetion.  ColiKni^ 
timod  on  liBf  and  on  the  fHcnds  who  lhroii|p>d  round  him,  thv  frarful 
ttsKs  (if  ih*  antarpiso,  and  his  iNiriicrt  Joiirr  to  watt  in  patience  for 
liftbii  linM'S,  and  rest  upon  lite  public  (iiith  rather  tlian  justify  persecu- 
tion l>y  linvinif  recnurM>  to  violcncu.  Unconvinced  and  undaunted,  (ho 
Url'iint-  r>'ii--Mi',|  her  inlitnlir*  (<>  tho  li»f(i-iirig  hero.  Klitt  told  hitn  that 
di  priVknr':'  wo*  nul  wimluiii    liiward*  Uv<l.      D'Auhigni'  prolcucs  to 
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Teporl  ihU  remarkable  conrcnation  From  tlie  lips  o^  thaw  who  wciv  pK- 
Kot ,  nnil  lie  Btalcs  lliat  »lic  pmcet-ded  to  urge  on  bim  these  worda  :—

"  Sinee^"  replied  the  Admiml,  "  the  reuoni  which  I  have  this  evening 
stleScd  a^Dniatan  inoAvctuDl  remittance,  )mve  made  m  htllu  imprcKsioit 
upOD  your  mind,  lay  your  hund  upon  your  heart  and  answer  niL'  this 
quettion.  Could  you,  without  niumturiiig  neainitl  IVovidcnvn  aiid  the 
hunbsnd  tn  whom  Heaven  haj  unitt-d  }ou.  rereivti  the  n«n«  of  a  );eii«ral 
defeat  t  Are  you  prejuuvd  to  endure  tht-  i>i>proliriuiii  of  your  em^niie*^ 
Uie  n-pro4iclM-«  of  your  fric»d«— thu  Itcachi-iy  of  partisans — the  ciirict  of 
ihc  [>ci>ple — confiBcaiiori,  Hi^ht,  exile — the  inioleiicc  of  the  Boglisli,  the 
(liivn-li  uf  th«  Gvraiiiit — sluune,  nnkedrtuM,  huiifjer  —  and,  what  in 
vtytne,  to  auiler  all  this  in  your  children  )  Ak  you  pn.<.pQrud  to  *i.v  your 
hoiiliatKl  branded  a*  a  rebel  and  drafs^  to  a  waffold  ;  while  your 
cbildieii,  di^mevil  and  ruiiied>  ar«  bugging  their  bread  at  the  hmidt  of 
ihirir  eticmica  ?  I  (iiv«  you  eight  days  tu  rcdi-ct  upon  il,  uiid  when  you 
■hall  be  wc-ll  prvpnred  for  such  reveriee,  I  will  be  rtwdy  to  sot  forward, 
and  pnixli  with  yoii  and  our  mutual  rrit'tida." 

"  Tl*e  eiKht  days  are  already  «spiii.-d  ! "  she  cried.  "  Oo,  Sir.  where 
your  duty  colls  yoo.  Hoavcn  will  not  give  the  victory  to  our  citcnitv*. 
In  tlie  aante  of  God,  1  call  upon  ynu  to  resist  no  longer,  but  to  save  our 
tiKBllirvn,  or  die  in  tlie  attempt.'' 

On  the  next  moniin;;  Colif^i  was  on  horseback,  with  all  his  retcuncrs 
louod  him :  and,  \vit)i  a  hiuvy  lit-uit  but  a  clear  euiitcieiice,  he  zwia  on  his 
way  to  join  Corndi-  ut  Mi-uux,  v.hit^h  vros  now,  iit  thu  oiurly  vpring  of 
I  jOS,  toe  bo»di|uartcn  of  the  intur^cm  HugiiinotB, 

'flke  lii^b  nink  of  tbo  Pruiea  ot'Omdi-,  ns  well  at  his  brilliant  ubilitiu 
Mid  chi<ridiuuii  cuura^,  caused  him  to  be  ackiionh-dgcd  na  cliiuf  of  the 
ProtctUuit  |:«uty ;  but  Coligni  was  looked  on  liy  friends  and  r>ws  at  Ihu 
main  pillar  uf  ttKJr  cauiui ;  and  tl  wan  be  that  |r»ve  orgamzalioii  to  the 
volunlevri  whu  (locked  around  hiuiralf  and  the  I'rinee,  lint  at  Mvuux,and 
anerwanlt  in  greater  mini  Icra  at  Orleans,  when  towards  the  end  vf  March 
they  sufci:«ded  in  oontpying  that  important  cily.  and  nuikiiig  it  a  cenlK 
of  operatiuns  for  tlw  liuf;ut^iiot  L-on&ideriKiy.  Like  Croniwtll  in  aAcr 
time*,  Coligiii  rvliix)  on  the  ri-ligious  uiithusiaeiii  oe  well  as  the  natural 
bravery  of  hut  troops.  He  exi^rcitt^  It.em  by  pr<'ac!iiiig  uiid  prayer  as 
well  a*  by  drilling  and  nian-turring.  ilo  !ns|Mii.-d  tliom  with  his  uwii 
S|wil  ofauiterc  devotion  to  llidr  cause:  and  the  Hugui-not  untiy  was  in 
its  first  csunpoigns  as  eoiupii^uiius  for  good  urd«r  and  morality  as  for 
vuionr  ;  though  by  degtve*  it  becaitM  tainted  viitli  tliv  wmlonvy  tg 
nnroudtng  and  to  brutal  violence,  nhiih  has  ever  cliaracterizeil  the 
Freodi  even  beyond  iht!  scddiory  of  other  nation*.*

Iftem  across  the  Rliino;  a  dilBculi  operaiiou,  whicl.  he  nocomplished 
w>w  grcttt  slcill,  a„d  joined  his  httrthew  and  Conde  at  Pluricrj.  near 
wneans,  late  in  tlie  vear,  and  at  a  crisis  when  the  fortunes  of  ihe  Protes- 
taw  party  appeared  reduced  to  a  ver%-  low  ebb,  at  in  tin-  interval  which 
'""**'*P**^  ■'"«  the  commencemenrofthe  war,  though  ibcrc  had  been 
i»  wigogcmcnt  beiwwn  th«  main  armiw.  the  Iloyolists  had  gained 
°*T°"'w  ■*'""'*"'S*"'.  nnJ  hud  capluwl  many  totniB,  Iwlh  in  tW  South 
nnd  in  Normandy,  which  hud  originally  declared  for  the  itwuremts. 

wligni  and  Cond^  with  their  own  troops  nnd  th«ir  (Jorman  alliei  nov 
(December  ISflS)  marched  upon  Paris;  hut  finding  il  hopeless  to 
atiompi  the  atomi  or  aicgo  of  the  capital,  thoy  led  their  imny  towurds 
Nonimilily,  desiring  to  form  ■  junction  with  the  Engli«h  troop*  at  Havre. 
Ilie  Koyal  foroes,  commanded  nominally  by  the  Constable  Monimorenci 
nnd  the  Martchnl  do  St  Andri,  but  in  which  the  l>uke  of  GuJnj  vfaa 
llUO  preaent,  marched  for  some  day*  on  their  flank,  till  the  two  amuea 
canw  into  coHUion  on  the  I9lh  of  December  ut  Dreux,  where  the  first 
h«ltl«  «f  the  civil  warn  was  foiizht.  In  ihii  action,  after  many  vicissi- 
tude* of  furtuM6,  tho  Diiko  of  Qiu««  secured  the  victory  far  the  Ilomua 
Catholics;  and  Condi  was  taken  ^'risotwr.  Coligni  led  tlw  remains  of 
the  Prgt«atant  army  bock  to  Orleans :  whithtr  the  lluke  de  Uuiso,  at 
tbS  hood  of  a  larmly  rscruitcd  amiy,  Hiutscd  by  their  recent  Tictory, 
toon  adTanerd,  wiQi  tlie  tat«ntion  of  crushing  itisunvcttoti  and  ProtcM- 
antisin,  by  the  capture  and  destruction  of  their  stronghold. 

Coligni's  situation  now  aeeniod  detpcratir.  Hia  Ucniiun  meccenanes  in 
nmor  of  pay,  thrmicned  to  dewrt  him ;  the  funds  which  ho  had  been 
able  to  collect  for  the  conduct  of  the  war  were  exlittuated  ;  and  he  was 
ultuily  unable  to  encounter  tho  numerous  iind  well-appointed  force*  of 
OuIm.  In  this  eniHrgency  he  formed  the  bold  plan  of  leaving  hia  brotbcr, 
D'Andelal,  with  Iho  hulk  of  the  infantry  to  defend  Orleans,  whilm  he 
bbnaelf  led  tho  cavalry  and  a  lew  companies  of  fool  again  to  Xormaudyij 
■nd  BgBin  attctnpled  tn  avul  hiinulf  cf  the  English  aupplies  of  money  and ' 
UOfpt.  In  spite  of  the  mutinoua  niurmuriiigs  of  the  Oeiman  R-islurs, 
In  sph*  of  the  attompts  which  tlic  Itumtui  Catholic  conioiaudeis  mode  to 
llllentpl  )(in),  (.'uligin  raccutod  his  daring  sdicmc  Iluvie  was  reached. 
Tha  Rngliili  luhiidios  were  Bccured,  and  the  ricli  and  punerful  city  of 
Cast)  vvluiitarily  placed  itself  in  Coligni's  power.  Meanwhile  Orleans 
had  h«in  wall  Jvfended  by  D'Andelot ;  and  the  great  chief  of  ihe  Roman 
CttUiulkiSt  Ihe  Uidco  ofOuiM,  liad  died  by  tho  hand  of  an  atsasdn.  Somo

bdienqi  him  tonTemii  the  luat  cognuianoe  of  Po!trul's  ehni«. 

Tfa*  dcfitli  <S  Guiw  iDBila  a  temporaijr  incificatioo  e&ay  ;  and  tha 
edict  of  AmtwtM  on  tbe  ISlh  of  Miurch,  I^SS,  by  which  a  narrow  and 
KHrictcd  petniifinon  for  the  exercise  of  the  Pnteatant  religion  wna 
aOowed,  eloaod  the  fint  war. 

This  pcMC  on  the  part  of  ttic  BoyaJasts  woa  only  a  hoUow  and  n 
tnetlnwM  truce.  Freah  communicatioRs  with  Fhilip  II.  were  opened ; 
aad  aa  intervir^vi,-  toolc  pUce  in  1 5C4  ut  Biiyonnc,  brtvrccn  Cathi^ne,  htr 
BOQ  CItariM  IN.,  and  the  Duke  of  Alva,  a  most  wirrtliy  rcpmenlatire  of 
the  gloomy  bij^l  who  tilled  the  Spojtiah  throne.  There  ii  every  ivaion 
to  Wlitvo  thut  at  tbut  meeting;  the  ^Mtruction  of  tho  ]^r0't<-.«tant8  by 
cnft  or  bj  force  woa  concerted.  Tlie  iTeaty  of  Auiboiw  waa  now 
openly  and  repeatedly  violatud  by  tlie  funntic  ptrty  of  the  Frciick  Roman 
Cathotica ;  atul  the  Hiiguciu>(*  wen.'  again  driven  tu  tiilce  up  aniiR  Jti  nclf- 
de&nce.  CimJo  and  Coli^i  advanced  upon  Paris,  and  fought  on  t!ie  I  nth 
of  November,  1567t  the  Kau^iiiury  buttle  of  St.  Danyfi  iLtraiust  the 
nyalitt  ioiec*.  The  Huguiinots  wvrc  buatnn,  but  Cdi^i  rallied  them, 
and  nianhlng  towards  tlie  Mouaei  tSivted  a  junction  uilli  frwh  bands 
of  OtTinan  auxiliaries.  The  war  now  raged  with  redoubled  horror  ia 
every  di«tr!ct  of  Fraiiee.  Alnnued  at  the  slrt-ugth  uf  the  Huf^not 
anny.  Callicriiic  tried  and  aiccesafully  exerted  her  powers  of  persuasion 
and  deceit  over  C<iad6,  and  •  second  ^tblcu  posco,  called  the  tn«ty  of 
LsBejnmtsu,  was  eoiuluded ;  but  when  the  llu^uenol  forces  were  d!s> 
hnDOcd,  and  tbcti  Gennan  auxiliaries  dismissed,  tiie  royalists  renetred 
the  war. 

In  lJie9,  the  indiacnet  spirit  of  Cond^  brought  tlie  Protectants  into 
aAion  at  Janiai.%  tinder  heavy  disadvantagw  against  the  (lower  of  the 
Catholic  amiy.  Conde  was  letiled  in  the  battlei  aud  a  lar)^  part  of  his 
loTcea  routed  with  hnary  iLiiugbter;  but  Coligiii  wasugiiiii  the  Ajax,  of  the 
cause,  eoTered  tlie  letreaUand  lewpuuied  the  ftigilives  for  ftesb  exertions. 
But  tlie  waves  of  calamity  were  not  ytt  spent.  The  liostilu  armiet  met 
again  at  Monteoiitour,  aud  the  I^otettant*  *ii*tui)i-d  the  idkbI  cumpk-to 
and  rourderuui  overthrow,  that  had  been  dealt  to  thi'in  Ihrougliout  Uie 
war.  Coligtii's  brotlier,  the  gallnnt  D'Andclol,  wo*  mortally  wouiidetl  in 
this  dtSMtrous  field  ;  iDUDy  of  his  stauncbett  friends  Imd  falleri  ;  msny 
abandoned  him  :  and  he  foucid  himaell'  a  furtive,  witli  otily  a  r«w  bantu 
of  RiutinKrs  around  hiiii,  the  wrvck  of  tlie  (^Ihuit  omiy  lliat  he  had 
tatdyled. 

But  it  was  in  this  d^th  of  gloom  tlint  the  trua  heroic  lustre  of  his 
•oul  wtw  K-en.  Fearless  himtolf  of  wluit  nuui  could  do  unto  him,  he 
calmed  tlie  panic  of  hi*  feUowtfSi  and  Lns^nred  thcni  with  his  own 
tiiergy.  He  who  has  innate  Ktrensth  to  stand  arnid  the  atorm,  will  soon 
find  others  flock  aiouiid,  and  G^rtlly  him  while  they  sevlc  support  for 
thomsolres.  When  it  was  known  that  Celigni'a  banner  dill  was  Hying, 
llie  Frotettartts  of  France  and  Eaflem  tiurtnany,  who  at  first  had  been 
ttuaiied  by  tlie  n!]iort  of  Muiitconteiir,  llirDogcd  to  hiin  lu  to  n  strong 
tower  in  the  midst  of  trouhtc.  Wliilc  the  Itoyalists  were  exullin^c  at  the 
hncM  annihilation  of  their  foe,  they  suddenly  learned  that  C^ligni  was 
spproocliing  the  capital,  at  the  head  of  Lli^  largest  aniiy  that  the 
Huguenots  had  yot  sent  into  ttie  Held.  Again  the  device  of  a  trcadicrous 
paaBcaUon  was  attempted,  and  ognin  it  prevailed.     Uolignt  tvas  warned 
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tA  the  p«nonal  itang-ec  that  he  incurred,  I)y  Iruiiting  tiin  faith  ol'  u  M«dici 
and  K  OuiM  ;  but  hv  teplicd  tli&t  he  would  ntherlay  down  hit  Life,  than 
fee  >*riuice  cwtiniK  llic  rittini  *f  tlie  woe*  of  civil  war. 

The  treaty  of  St  Oennain*  wa»  aipicd  on  the  8th  of  Au^it,  1570 ; 
and  on  tlui  24th  of  Aufiiuit,  MTt,  the  Moasacrc  of  St.  Durthdomuw 
uttestcd  with  what  wortn-  thou  Punic  fait})  the  crownud  (oiiKpiraton 
of  tho  Froiicli  Court  had  planned  it.  lu  the  inturval,  the  luosl  de- 
leeUiblc  and  elaborate  hypocrisy  iras  employed  to  lull  the  Buspicion* 
of  the  I]u|iueiK>t  chiefs,  and  to  bring  them  d«fttKeleu  into  the  power 
of  thfiircnunies.  At  l&sl,  in  the  auninier  ofUTS,  lliey  were  col l*ctcd 
in  Pari*,  under  the  prettncc  of  bcisji  the  hontfured  f^ixXt  of  the  French 
king,  nt  the  nuiitisli  of  hit  ristcr  with  Henry  of  Navarrv.  An  attempt 
was  insdc  on  the  life  of  Coligni  by  an  aasaaun.  in  whivh  the  Admirnl 
WW  eererdy  wounded.  Tlie  Kiug  und  hit  courtion  afTcctcd  tli«  utinoBt 
indij^ation  at  this  crime,  and  the  wamicst  oympathy  with  the  tufTering 
Tetvmn.  But  in  the  curly  dawn  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  nionl 
un-ChriAian  carnage  that  «r«  defiled  the  earth,  a  purty  of  inurdereri, 
head^  by  tlit'  yuung  Duke  of  Guice  himself,  broke  open  the  doorc  of 
the  house  wh«7«  Coligni  lay,  and  Bucine,  one  of  the  Dutcu'*  donicrtic*, 
entered  with  a  drawn  sword,  into  tlio  room  where  ilio  Admiral  was 
ritting  in  nn  anixhair. 

"  Young  man,"  said  he,  undisturbed,  "  you  ought  to  resf>ect  my  grey 
hain  }  but  do  as  you  please,  you  can  only  shorten  my  life  n  few  days." 

Itiwntc  thrust  him  through  in  many  piacei,  and  then  threw  hli  body, 
ildl  breathing,  out  of  the  window  into  the  court,  wh-ere  it  fell  at  the  tect 
cf  the  Duke  of  Guitc.  The  minions  of  \hc  Louvif.  and  the  slaves  of 
the  Vatican  and  Ksciiriol  flueked  around  in  hideous  Rise,  ta  inault  tlic 
lifelcM  form  of  him,  licforc  whom  thoyhod  v>  l-nng  <[ujiilrd  and  trembled. 
Tliey  gibbcl^d  their  own  infamy  in  \ainly  e««king  to  dishonour  the 
iUuttrioiu  dead.  lliB  ineniory  is  at  onco  th«  glory  and  the  shame  of 
Franc« :  and  the  tery  Und  of  the  St.  fiortholoinew  is,  to  some  extent, 
Itallowtd  in  Prolottaot  eyes,  by  hnving  boon  the  birth-plaoo  of  Coligni, 
end  the  scene  of  his  beioiic  earcor. 

I  do  not  pause  to  describe  the  tardy  tiomasc  which  his  countrymen 
after^rards  paid  to  the  imnie  and  relics  of  Uic  iailen  greatn  Those  ohse- 
quics  and  jianegj-rie*  may  bo  look«d  on  as  «ome  snvall  expiation  for  the 
■tationnl  giult  of  Fmnca;  but  Coli^!  needed  thtni  not — 'Sviftuv  yap 
infaniit-  n&aa  y^  ra'fofi  n'uj  oe  <tTrj\iu>'  fnivuv  tV  rp  ii'utlif  tiiifiaini  tin-

«r  III  tli»  open, — and  finhing  iii  river  or  BtT^amlot,  Lavt  itirir  mduce- 
mvDU,  allractiona,  aud  pxcileint-iit  j  and  euch,  nutted  to  the  habila 
or  iQcIiiMLions  of  its  ralKries,  possetaea  its  peculiar  advHiilwi-ii  aiid 
«njoyiiivnts.       But,  U  i»    an  undoubted   fact,    lliat    itiii   aLmoep^uri'  of 

Iuic  race-ground  is  noti-d  for  its  purity;  wbik'  llic  lapwing,  io  icowUi 
takes  up  its  abode  there,  and  the  snipe  makes  its  wide  expanse  its  iRcure 
honic.

ThvM;  at« 
not  onlj  extremely  plcBtuint  to  the  eye  of  tho  stranger,  as  h«  wa1k» 
nkingi  giTiti?.  as  ihfy  do,  a  «nugn««  and  ii-curity  to  th«  acvne,  but 
their  etpeoal  [uirpoae  is  admirably  Mrved,  namely,  to  f^ive  n  foil  to  tbe 
•plei»di(l  and  varied  oulours  worn  by  tho  riders  during'  tbe  exciting 
■tniggle  fisr  the  Sl  Loger,  as  well  u  oihpr  races.  Advaociiig  ouwnrdi 
for  a  coniidenbte  «paoe,  anotUn'  Cum  u  approaehed.     Opposite  this 

Etiiioa,  where  lh«  plnou^on  just  Rieotioned  tennioalea,  stands  tb« 
!d  HouM),  placed  baekwanls  vu  tbe  right  band.  Immediately  in  front 
of  this  en^TtJuQ,  and  off  thi:  line  of  tho  cuurse,  in  pluced  the  chainpagne- 
poM.  This  u  called  tbo  CIlMnpagoe  counc.  Tlio  turn  at  ttiif  point  it 
aim  obviated  by  ilio  j>oel  being  phinnl  huckvinrdft:  and  ihui  alfo  a 
stnu|[hi  run  is  obtained,  from  this  posiiiun  10  the  n inning-post,  tberaJ 
if  only  another  slight  bend  on  approachini;  the  four  Unci  of  nhit«  r«ils> 
An«-r«nnls  tho  run  b  perfectly  slrnigbt,  perfiieiiy  level,  and  uf  a 
delightful  nidtli.  Still  proceeding  forward  and  reuchiiig  nilliin  tbe 
diniiiiee,  tho  stranger  conies  opjioeile  tbe  (rrand  Inland,  with  iu  spa- 
doai  lawB  imnicdtately  in  front  Htt  cannot  fuil  to  b«  Rtriiek  with  tlw 
•legani  proportion*  and  commodious  extent  of  the  building,  with  its 
beuniful  rank  of  stone  columns.  These  support  the  tirst  tier,  which  ia 
approached  b}'  thit  several  lar]^  windows  pluced  in  front.  Above  tbit 
ponim  is  the  verandah,  which  man  along  the  front  and  at  both  t^nds  of 
the  vdifioc.  It  is  supported  by  ca&t-iuetal  columns  aad  secured  by 
fJiwdfls  of  the  sime  material,  llw>  light  and  elegant  appearance  of 
wIugIi  is  the  ihenie  of  universal  admirdlion.  Tbe  nholo  of  the  roof, 
wbieb  is  covered  «ilh  lead,  rises  from  llie  front  step  by  sup,  is  ocou- 
pi«d  by  gentlemen,  and  command*  a  view  of  Ihe  whole  eourac^  with  the 
exception  of  the  dip  of  the  hill.  To  the  ri^ht  of  tho  building  is  placml 
the  nobkaien's  stand,  of  the  same  style  of  Architecture.  A  Utile  also  to 
the  rigbt  of  this  erection,  hot  in  the  line  of  Ihe  white  rails,  and  imae* 
diately  nppi>sito  the  winning-posi  is  placed  the  stennrds'  sloiid,  a  cir<Mlar 
building,  where,  op  to  the  year  1842,  the  judge  liad  bis  box  filed] 
vrithiti  a  bow-window,  which,  alihouj(h  commanding  a  view  of  tbe  courM 
IB  both  directions,  has  besn  deemed  loo  high.  The  judge's  box  i*  now 
placed  below  this  «in<lo«,  abotit  a  foot  from  the  turf,— a  [lOsittun  which 
enables  the  jtidge  to  eom«  to  a  more  correct  decision,  eipeciallv  in  races 
which  are  run  rvmat kablv  close ;  thtis  learing  tbo  room  abovo  lor  tlio 
■eeanBmdktiaa  of  llie  M4r>ard«  and  their  fH«ndi. 

A  nee-course  piolure  of  this  cbarocler  is  not  so  attractive  a*  a  pro* J 
dnctlon  bearing  the  touches  of  Claude.  There  is  no  diverailyof  hill  andl 
vallcy«— no  abbey  ruins  dvcoraivd  with  ivy,— no  walerbrook,  Diusical 
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with  (ong,  uLealiDft  through  the  greot)  wood, — ^na  snu^  «i>Ua|^  home, — 
DO  grn  church  loner,  nor  those  nony  applUnc^n  wliiiii  constilulf  llie 
ittnctioni  of  a  Hplciidid  landscat>^.  When,  howt'vi^r.  the  ackuowlcdKcd 
Kupcriority  of  ihe  grouiid  for  lh«  purposes  lo  which  it  i»  nppropriitiod, 
with  lU  buildings  Tor  (he  nccommuilalion  asd  nucurii.y  of  iht  racing 
commumly,  are  aasocialed  with  the  beauty  of  the  town  itself,  the 
alnager  nill  have  no  diffinilty  id  completing  the  )ticturp.  1'ho  whole 
(own,  itidei-d — thi-  ceiitru  of  a  rich  ogricuUurnl  district — pnssossea  au 
air  of  comfort  and  convenience  which  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  wide 
oipaiifie  of  its  «tfe«t*, — the  purity  of  its  atmosphere, — the  »up«nor 
avcvmniotlcition  of  its  bolvb  and  iiius,— the  eje^nce  of  it»  private 
lodgint{a,^the  security  by  nighl,  at  well  as  by  day.  by  the  maintenance 
of  DEI  cfliricnt  police, — •th<!  itipnriorily  of  its  rncing, — the  cx.coll«t)t 
ttrangemtntit  on  the  course,— the  mu^nificenoc  of  its  approaches, — 
these,  with  other  mattera,  form  a  whole  which  cannot  bo  surpa-tied  in 
any  other  part  of  the  kingdom,  and  certiiiily  cannot  be  approarlit-'d  in 
any  other  country.  And  a*  tbe  custom  of  ho^Be-raci^^  is  peculiar  Lo 
EtigUinil,  «u  it  may  txi  »afely  put  down  an  charBcteri^tic  uf  Eitglishnipn ; 
and  the  result  is,  a  lireed  of  hora«s  Bupvrivr  to  any  other  country  on  thu 
tacQ  of  th<!  rarlh,  because  ttiv  two  essential  <(ijalilies  of  Ki^o'  flcetoess 
and  detorniiiied  endurance,  aro  mo«t  haniioniuusly  cunihinud,  and  iho 
point  of  hifi-heBt  perfection  is  fully  attained. 

i'hc  Uiidtcapi',  however,  to  bo  seen  to  perfection,  Tccjuircs  to  be  filled 
lip  with  iiiyrindx  of  human  licingt,  all  appsrenlly  aiijuiuted  hy  iho  «aDio 
iuipnltv,  aud  r<i[i»eque(itly  in  pursuit  of  thi-  BJiiiie  (ilijecl,  giviiijr  to  "(hu 
very  age  ud  body  of  the  time  iu  form  and  prcsaure."  The  breath  of 
ciirtv  diiwn,  oil  thit  great  day  of  the  St.  L*gcr,  <oi>niB  fraught  uith  some 
niifjlity  cveot, — as  if  aoiiie  gn-at  reaull,  far  out  of  ihi.-  usual  raurse  of 
things,  vra»  about  to  be  achivvod.  At  the  morning  advances,  chiM-red, 
pcrbapN,  by  the  beams  of  a  cloudless  nun,  the  inlcrca  increases.  The 
arrivnl  of  mooster  trains  in  almost  fearful  successiou,  from  all  the  Inrf^ 
towut  of  the  country, — eajit,  wi»t,  north,  and  south, ^H:ontribiilc  their 
thousands  aflor  thousands.  The  railway  platforms  nre  crowded :  the 
station  ground*  form  a  scene  of  peculiar  intere«t  and  increa>ing  cxc!lo> 
tnciit ;  and  altliough  it  may  puzzle  the  fordgncr  in  beholding  the  nic* 
ture  in  all  its  parts,— the  liKhla  as  well  a«  the  «hade^, — the  countleas 
ihoUHonds  thus  assembled  to  witness  llie  decision  of  u  hor»e-race, — it 
may  be  fairly  coneidercd  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  tialional  character.

•—4he  bustle  in  the  respeetifc  inni  and  privaic  rr»iileacest — are  suffi. 
cuatljr  iodicBlivo  thai  the  ji^reat  hour  of  trial,  of  victory  and  defeat,  » 
flppKwcfaiii^  with  dee[H<rinterL-8t.  Ruioonr,  with  her  ihousand  tongues, 
may  sp««Ii  of  clisiigeii  in  the  bettiog-»cale — the  fnvouritc  declining — an 
tmespocted,  unthoughl  of  cotnpctitor  cinning  nuddeitly  but  prominently 
into  ths  narket — one  rtill  rcronining  steady — another  gradually  sliding 
ma  of  coDsideration,  aud  a  third  wholly  exlinguishcd  ;  but,  mith  the 
large  ma»  of  tiutors,  there  is  a  perfect  indilh-fencc  a«  lo  which  horse 
nuv  win  or  which  liorsc  may  loie.

Sin  head  to  head ;  and  »o  e<]ual  aettnied  the  chance  uf  i-acU,  that  an- 
er  dead  heat  was  eonfidently  expected,  Tho  former  bunt*  of  cxda- 
nuuioD  were  repented.  Again  went  the  whips  to  wcrV  ;  again  wrro  ihe 
■purs  applM^,  with  the  skill,  nerre,  and  rosoluiioiiiif  each  jockey.  But 
the  larger  confomution  of  Charles  »nablpd  him  to  win  the  racp  by 
acarccly  a-h««d,  amid  n  crnili  of  vmces  wholly  indcicr! liable. 

In  witneoaing  a  EC«Qe  of  so  magnificent  a  character,  il  mast  strike  the 
attention  of  tho  elranger  that  lai^  &umi  of  monay  atN;  eontioually  ct- 
pmded,  in  a  variety  of  nays,  to  bring  the  rucing  lystem  to  its  preseut 
suie  of  perfection  and  of  attraction.  Such  undoubtedly  is  tha  case. 
The  custom  aro«o  under  the  patrooigo  of  royalty.  It  is  still  pitroniaed 
by  the  Quet^n  and  Prince  Albert ;  nnd  lAill  cnooun^^  by  royal  grnnts. 
The  nobility  followed  the  example  in  the  first  inataooc ;  and  in  many 
fainilies  lh«  racing  itablo  vins  ron^idcrod  n  portion  of  tlio  family  esLab- 
ltstin>P1lt.  Country  getilk-ttwn,  poueuittg  atajile  moaDi,  uImo  cvutrndcd 
with  their  loperion  id  rank,  for  iho  plm  of  riclory.  The  competition, 
nlthough  *cverr>,  vn»  of  a  wbolenome  charncter  i  and  a  uipcrior  hrited  of 
bontea  WB*  the  gralifying  result.  It  is  ([uitu  true,  liuwover,  ibnt  from 
time  to  time,  many  Doblcmcn  and  gentlemen  have  retired  from  Iho 
arsna,  tome  to  di^uit,  «n<l  ot!i<:rii  from  a  conrictioti  that  foul  pluy  had 
booa  feouvled  to.  With  rvgard  to  the  laltrr,  mnnv  t1n|{rant  instanoM 
coald  be  prodaoed  from  tho  dtys  irf  Gi-orgi"  the  Fourih  to  the  pracent 
period.  But  it  mu*t  at  thu  aaimi  thcue  he  admitted,  that  the  dt'EcicDcy 
in  tlto  roaka  was  fillod  up  by  yoiin^r  ntpiranCx  for  racing  honoum. 

With  r^ard  parliculaHy  to'  Dunca*Ler,  it  lia«  shared  in  tho>c  vici»xl- 
lud«B  wbid)  acmn  iiieTitable  in  raclnn,  as  well  aa  in  all  olh^'r  mailer*. 
Tharo  luay  bo  no  dimiDutian  to  point  of  number*,  but  tlivrc  in  a  marked 
(bfferen<!e  even  in  th«  eilernal  character  of  the  Meoe.  There  never  waa 
a  periMi  in  our  hibtor)'  fraught  aith  grenler  cbangM  than  ihoao  which 
di*lii>gui«h  the  limo  in  nhidi  we  live.  Nor  are  tboHe  chuoge*  cau1ii)i.-d 
lo  one  aaction  of  locietv.  They  pprvade  cvcryttiinff  whici)  concerns  our 
aoeial  and  national  existence.  Still  greater  changi^ii  will  ennuc ;  but 
theae  ar«  beyond  tlw  range  of  liuman  foresight.  The  iullttenee  of 
ftabiini  tnay  do  much  upon  the  siirfaca ;  but  there  ii  an  uiidLT'Ciirrent, 
EDyatn'ion*  and  irmistiblo.  Compared  with  former  year»,  wbat  a 
atriking  contraat  is  now  presented  on  the  mcofround  of  Doncaaler  1 
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'Vhe  spl^tlifl  ?quip*go«  of  ihf  nohilily,  witli  ^'orgeotw  livi-rip*. — )innu<«t, 
ho4»ing^,  and  trapping* — *ro  no  Ifliiger  M*n.  The  hantlBOciK'  sot-rail 
of  the  country  Kciill^MQao ;  the  four-iii*hand  ;  the  tnndmi.  and  to  fonfa ; 
lbm«,  too,  havo  vaiiiched.  Tlii^  c-uronct  k  nucc-ociii-d  by  thn  cub;  am) 
the  FaoiIIv'  carriitge  hy  liit-  'bu«.  Aiii)  ihit  l)i-aiity  and  Tashion  nliich 
once  graced  the  f,'^rati(l-ataDd — tliv  criioiure  of  idt  eyes — arc  seen  >io 
more.  Tho  ^a<^e-l)llIU,  which,  particularly  at  the  periodii  when  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire  and  the  Marc|iii*  of  Londonderry  acted  as  alew&rd*, 
crowded  the  mnnsioti-houiiw  to  repletion  wiih  tiie  rank  and  fasliiun  of 
mora  ihnn  (he  county — ttparkhng^  with  diamonds,  and  moving;  to  ihn 
fwell  of  the  sneetest  tnusic — are  wholly  nhiiiidoiicd ;  niiil  now,  in  thesp 
once  gay  and  festive  halb,  lunclineafl  and  ailenee  hold  cuiiipanioiixhip. 
The  retirement  of  Earl  FitEwiiliam  from  the  turf,  "uo  son  of  mine 
suceeptliiig-,"  wm  a  ilifhonrlening  circtimntaticc.  Tht;  Diiko  of  LcdIr, 
the  Marquis  of  Westminster,  the  Earl  of  S car boraueh— these  honoured 
names — with  iIio)>p  of  Wjhuti.  Gftscaigiie,  PeirHe,  Watt,  and  Petre,  aro 
^oe,  ail  winiitr:)  of  the  Si.  Ln-gtr,  and  nil  without  nucf^ejaon.  It  in 
true  that  strange  names  continue  to  f well  the  nominations ;  hut  the 
pfetlii)^  of  many  old  family  nnrne*  hna  gone,  apparently  for  ever.  Lord 
George  Benlinck,  although  ho  had  disposed  of  his  stud  before  W\% 
Uincuted  death,  waa  u  true  friend  to  the  rac«i>.  It  was  the  cohle  lordi 
who,  seeing  their  inevitable  decline,  wrung  from  the  corpornlion  the  one 
ihoiiHond  pounds  grants  given  with  marvellous  rcluctjiDcc,  hut  only 
received  ah  an  act  of  justice;  a  »uin,  however,  which  is  less  than  what 
ia  giwcn  at  some  other  race  meotingi. 

At  ihc  present  moment,  the  raciug  system  has  received  a  ''heavy 
blow  and  great  didcourai-ement"  from  more  quarters  than  one.  J'ho 
retirement  of  the  Marqnt*  of  Exeter  from  the  arena  of  this  turf,  with 
the  desire  lo  he  relieved  from  hiii  rncinfj  Klud  for  ihe  sum  of  .l;'10,000, 
although,  during  the  la.<<t  aca^un,  the  noblo  Munpiii  viBs  the  largest 
winner  of  tbikct,  is  a  matter  of  deep  regrtt.  'Jlie  fear,  iLanciioned 
by  indications,  that  the  Uuke  of  Itlcliniond  will  follow  the  exuinple, 
is  full  of  gloom  and  disappointment;  and  the  regret  thai  "princely 
Goodwood"  will  be  nutnbert'd  ainong«t  the  things  that  were,  will 
be  no  lew  gricrous  than  discouraging;  for  the  raring  career  of  the 
noble  Duke  has  been  distinguished  with  a  generotity,  liberality,  and 
hiMpitatilv  ne»er  (urpamed.  Colonel  Ped  has  withdrawn  alloRethFr; 
and  Lord  Slralhmore  liaji  followed  the  example  ;  while  it  is  deemed  by 
many,  i)tiealtunable  whether  l^ordtlifden  will  long  retain  his  racing 
stud.  The  recent  nale  of  Sir  Jo»eph  llawley's  hordes,  after  a  stories 
of  unprrcetlcnted  winnings  in  seven  years,  reaching  the  enormouii  num 
nf  Xl5,SU2  !  Vi  suflicicntly  ngiiificant.  Colonel  I'eel  has,  however, 
found  a  worthy  succesior  in  Lord  IUbble«dale;  and  a  voice  from 
the  North,  awakening  remembrances  of  the  honoured  name  of  Lambton, 
announces  the  ncing  advent  of  a  Durham;  while  the  numinaiions  for 
all  the  greol  makes  are  far  from  being  deficient  in  point  of  numbpr. 
The  wi&dom  of  the  li-gi»Utiiro  rn«iiir»  the  nifety  of  the  empire  In 
ibe  adjusimrnt  of  the  lows  to  the  altered  clrcumtlance^  of  the  limes 
and  the  spirit  of  the  people :  and  a  striet  revision  of  the  law*  a( 
racing,  and  the  rules  of  the  Jockey  Ctuh,  would,  iindoubtodly,  tie 
attended  with  thune  Miliitnry  mulls,  which  would  exalt  the  tarf  ii't  the 
Mination  of  its  true  &upporto»  anfl  hcKt  friends,  and  render  ihe  horn^ 
nteing  of  England  more  funoui  throughout  all  the  nations  of  the  norld.

It  m^t  hvn  been  iknticip«ted  Ihat  on  aniinal  which  abounded  in  the 
gttti  river  «(  I{gy[>t,  in  tho  time  of  the  Iiraelitea,  luid  Has  an  object  of 
KlnlMnuB  wonhip  to  llic  inluibitantc,  diould  hare  attmctud  llie  notice 
ot  the  intpind  irritcn  of  old  ;  accordingly,  various  oUusiont  to  it  are 
feund  in  Ou!  Mcred  writings.  Cominontat«rs,  howorcr,  differ  lu  to 
vrbelher  it  it  tlie  cioco<li!e  whicli,  under  the  name  of  Leviatlian,  formt 
Uw  «ibj«ct  of  one  of  tlie  lubliinMt  chapien  of  Job  ;  Uie  description  ia 
applicable  in  mnc  respects,  and  not  in  olhcre,  but  tliere  can  tic  Httio 
doubt  that  tbii  crailun  it  rclcrrcd  to  under  tii<i  Hebrew  iiuinc  Titoit, 
tjanilat4<l  dragon,  in  the  following  figurative  paa«L^  of  Ezekiel. 

"  Behold,  I  un  agatnat  the«,  Pharaoh  king  of  EK}'pt>th«  great  dragon  that 
liclb  in  tb«  midst  of  hia  nvcn,  which  hitlli  miiil,  ilLy  river  ia  mine  own, 
and  I  hare  nade  it  for  mywlf :  But  I  will  put  hookt  in  thy  Jawi,  and  I 
wiD  cauM  He  fish  oT  thy  rivers  to  attck  unto  thy  «(-nl<?«,  and  1  will  bring 
Ibec  up  out  uf  tbc  midit  of  thy  riven,  and  all  tho  HhIj  of  thy  rivers  thaU 
Mjdc  UDto  thy  stalea."  * 

Here  Wo  have  a  diitinet  alluiion  to  tlie  mode  of  talcing  the  crocodile 
pradiMd  by  tlie  Egyptians,  aa  described  by  Herodotus,  whou  atatemenla 
upon  tlie«e  and  some  other  disputed  points.  hav«  b«on  proved  to  be  en- 
tir«ly  tru«t  worthy. 

"  Ttie  modM  of  takin?  the  crocodile  ore  many  and  various,  but  I  ehall 
only  deaeribe  that  which  seems  to  me  most  worthy  of  relation.    When 

'  the  fisherman  has  baited  n  hook  with  the  chine  of  ft  pig,  he  lets  it  dawn 
into  the  middle  of  the  river,  and  holding  a  youn^  live  pig  on  the  brinh  of 
the  river,  bcttt  tl.  The  crocodile  hearing  the  iioisc,  goei  In  itn  dirvciion, 
and  irxcting  witli  the  ^ine.  iwallovcs  it ;  but  the  nieii  draw  it  lo  land. 
When  it  is  drawn  out  on  shore,  the  spoiUraao  first  of  all  plastcn  ita 

^  oyes  with  niud ;  and,  having  done   this,  afterwards  manages  it    very 

isily  ;  but  until  h«  lias  done  this  he  has  a  great  deal  ortroublo.^t 

AVith  the  aocicnt  Egj'ptiam,  the  crocodile  was  typical  of  the  sun,  and 

Sank,  the  <TOM)dile-headed  dcitv  of  Oiuboi  was  a  deified  form  of  the 

sun.     Id  Lower  ^ypt  it  was  held  in  especial  veneration  at  a  placs 
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called  the  City  of  Crocodiles,  aflerwanla  Arsiiioe.  and  Ihe  aiiimHb  were 
ihtn  k«pt  in  the  loko  Maerii,  nnd  when  duui,  vrere  buried  in  the  uader- 
ground  cliiiniLers  of  ihe  fomoMB  labyrinth, 

These  sacred  crocodiles  led  a  mDit  luxurious  lifo;  tboy  wen  fed  with 
geese,  fi*h,  nnd  vnrioiii  dciicncicK  dressed  purposely  for  tlwrn  ;  tlieir 
tiiiuda  wc-re  [idorned  with  ear-rings,  llwir  throut*  with  ncctloccs  of  gold, 
or  Ertirtdal  Btonei,  ajid  their  feit  with  brncf!et».  ^trubn  givog  a  curiotia 
account  ol  nn  intcrvieiv  he  hud  with  one  of  these  portly  tvptiliaiia.  His 
host  WW  a  man  of  conwdMntion,  and  anxious  to  do  the  honcur»  of  the 
place  with  bfconung  ci>urt{.'*y.  Having,  llifrefoiv,  etilertuned  the  great 
goographrr  and  hit  party,  at  an  elegant  il^'elinfr,  he  proposed  llial  lliey 
should  pay  Ihnr  mpccta  to  his  neighbour  "  SouchiM'"  rrovidiiig  hitii- 
eelfwith  a  tnJtt,  B  loaf  of  bread,  and  a  cup  of  wino,  ho  led  the  way  to 
the  borders  of  tti«  lake,  where  liie  crucodilian  highness  lay  atretched  in 
pampered  indolence.  To  open  its  own  inoutli  vrua  too  much  trouhlci  «o 
one  of  t)i«)  priettii  politely  did  it  for  him ;  annthcr  put  in  tint  the  cake, 
then  the  meal,  which  it  gratified  them  by  swallowing,  and  then  pledged 
tbcin  in  the  cup  of  vine,  which  was  p<}un:d  down  iti  throat,  llaving 
rested  awhile  after  this  exertion,  his  hij[linesB  entered  th«  lake,  CTussed  it. 
and  submitted  to  a  (imilor  ordeal  on  the  other  side,  for  the  grntilication 
of  another  party  who  had  come  to  offer  their  tribute  of  good  things. 

Happy  were  theae  sacred  crocodiles  during  life,  and  after  death  ihey 
wore  not  los*  well  cared  for;— their  bodies  wora  embalmed  in  a  •ump- 
tuous  manner,  and  deposited  in  catacombs  hewn  out  of  the  limestone 
rock.  There  are  many  of  these  mummies  in  the  British  Museum,  all 
having  the  same  character,  that  of  being  rolled  and  swatlicd  up  in  oblong 
pM'ksgei*,  carefully  and  iicutly  iccurcd  with  bandugcs. 

It  was  not,  however,  throughout  the  whole  of  Kgypt  that  this  golden 
age  of  crocodiU's  rvigred  ;  nn  iron  ago  overshadowed  the  race  in  the  land 
of  the  Tcntyris.  Dy  them  they  were  held  ui  abhorrence,  and  no  oppor- 
tunity of  destroying  them  wbs  lost ;  indeed  thewi  T<:tHyrites  are  said  to 
have  been  M  export  in  their  puniiit,  that  tliey  tljougbt  nothing  of  (bllow- 
ing  a  crocodile  into  the  Nile  and  bringing  it  by  force  to  shore.  The 
following  i«  Pliny"*  uccouiit  of  this  proceeding. 

''  The  nwn  ore  but  small  of  stature,  but  in  this  quarrell  against  the 
CTocodilei,  ttiey  havs  hearts  of  Hon*,  and  it  is  wondrous  to  sea  liow 
rctolute  and  coursgeoua  thoy  are  in  this  belwlfe.  Indeed  tliin  crocodile  is 
a  terrible  beact  to  them  that  flic  from  him  ;  but  contrary,  let  men  pursue 
him,  or  make  bead  againc,  he  runs  away  most  cutvardly,  Now  these 
illandctl  be  Ihe  only  m«n  that  dare  eiicountrt;  him  aHWiiL  Over  and 
brades,  they  will  take  the  riircr  and  swim  after  them,  nay  they  will 
mount  upon  their  backs,  and  set  them  like  horsemen :  and  aa  they 
lume  their  beads  with  tlicir  mouth  wide  open,  to  bJIc  or  devour  them 
tJicy  will  thrukt  a  club  or  great  cudgrill  into  it,  crossQ  overth wart,  and 
M  holding  hard  with  both  hiinds  each  end  thereof,  the  one  with  the 
iwht,  the  other  with  the  leit,  nnd  ruling  them  ptrfotce.  sa  it  were,  with 
•  tit  and  bridle,  bring  them  to  land  like  prisoner*.  \Vhett  they  have 
Ibem  Uicre,  they  will  so  fright  them  only  witli  their  word*  and  speech 
that  they  compel  them  to  catt  up  nnd  vomit  thone  bodies  ugahi  to  bo 
«nt«rred,  which  they  had  swallowed  but  newly  before." 

There  is  a  very  rare  and  curious  book  on  field  sports,  by  one  Johnnnca 
Str&dten,  in  which  men  are  represented  riding  on  erocodiles,  and  bringing 
them  to  land,  whtUt  otlien  iir«  boing  killed  with  ctubi.     The  sketch  is 
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fall  of  >p!rit,  and  fctrlow  it  are  tho  lour  Ymra  quntcd  on  our  f!rat  [lu^. 
Stnbo  bear*  iMtimony  to  Ihe  dexterity  of  tin:  TentyrJtei,  staling,  thai 
when  »me  crocxidiln  wen  exhibited  in  the  Circus  at  Rome,  in  a  huge 
taitb  of  wutcr,  a  j^arty  of  Teittyritpit  who  hntl  accompanicKl  them,  boldly 
entered  the  taok,  und  entangling  the  crocodiles  In  net*,  dragged  thom  to 
Uw  bank  and  back  sgaiii  into  the  water. 

Sinyulnr  to  uy,  homage  to  tlirM  Tn})tilc3  ia  (till  paid  in  ct^rtain  parts 
of  India  ;  and  the  following  account,  by  an  eyewitne«i,  alnioet  carries  ua 
back  to  tho  time  of  the  Egyptian!  :— 

*' Among  the  outlying  hill*  thnt  xkirt  the  Hnls  Hountains,  about  nine 
mitca  from  that  town  (Kanklii),  ia  a  hot  spring,  the  t«mpenitun:  uf  which 
whervit  vdl(  from  tho  oaith  is  136°uf  Fuhrcnheil.  The  stKam  irrigates 
a  Btnall  valley,  and  tuppliea  tome  HwampK  with  water,  in  wliich  the 
bkira  fceop  numbers  of  latne  oUigalorv.  The  pond  whc-e  we  saw  the 
oongngatod  herd  al  fiM^ling  lime  wan  nbout  eighty  yards  lung,  and  per- 
haps lialfaa  many  wide.  It  was  vtiallovr,  and  eoTervd  witli  ninall  groM- 
(OTcnd  itleta^  the  narrow  chonneU  between  wliich  would  only  admit  of 
a  tingle  alligator  puiing  through  at  a  lime  Two  goats  were  slaughtered 
Ibr  that  moniing^  repast)  during  which  opemtion  a  do/cn  ocnly  tnonMcn 
vm  out  of  tht'ir  ilimj  bed,  crawled  up  the  back  of  the  tank,  and  eyed 
with  evident  satiifoction  tho  feast  projjaring  for  tfaom.  All  being  rady, 
a  little  urchin,  not  nine  years  old,  stepped  without  our  circle,  aiid  oalling 
"  Om  f  ow  f  (come,  come)'  tho  whole  tribo  was  in  molion ;  and  as 
•oon  at  the  amphibious  nnimals  hod  gnlncd  term  firnia,  the  meat  was 
diattibuted.  Each  anxious  to  secure  a  piece  at  liii  neiglibour's  expense, 
the  Boene  Uiat  cniued  was  ludicrous  enotigh  and  not  a  little  disgusting. 
A  hind  <]iuirt«r  of  a  gont  gave  rise  to  a  general  engagement.  One  by  one 
the  combatants  drew  off  till  t)ie  pri;ee  remained  Ju  the  grasj)  of  two  huge 
moQsten.  Their  noses  all  but  touching,  each  did  his  best  to  drag  the 
bloody  morsel  frcm  the  jawi  of  his  ftdv«r«ary,  and  a  long  struggle  ensued, 
in  which  by  turning  and  tUKUng,  writhing  aiid  twisting,  tliey  strore  for 
the  tnaatery.  It  was  a  diuwn  bottle,  for  the  leg  was  torn  asunder,  and 
Mch  retotncd  his  mouthful,  when  with  heads  erect,  they  Bought  Uie 
water,  showing,  a*  they  crawled  along,  eonuderable  tact  in  avoiding 
Iheir  less  stieceuful  neighbours.'  * 

According  to  Pliny,  much  mcdiciniil  virtue  rented  in  defunct  crocodilest 
"The  blood,"  he  tell  us,  "mundifieth  the  eies  ;"  the  fat  is  an  excellent 
depilalofy,  and  in  the  words  of  quaint  old  Holland.  "  No  sooner  is  the 
Aart  rubbed  therewith,  but  prtisently  it  shoddcth."  The  choiceit  nioriol, 
however,  was  "  the  crocodile's  heart  wrapped  within  a  lock  of  wootl 
which  grew  upon  a  black  theepe,  and  hath  no  otlier  color  niodled  there* 
with,  to  that  tho  mud  shccpe  vcrc  Ihe  firtt  lainbe  that  the  dam  yeaiiud." 
And  this  dainty  bit  anawerwl  the  same  end  as  quinine  with  us,  driving 
away  quartan  agues. 

The  true  trtcoiiHa  are  found  in  the  Old  and  New  Worldt  and  espe- 
cially  abound  in  Asia  and  AGrica.  The  aBigator*  an  peculiar  to  America, 
and  the  gAvioIa  appear  to  be  limited  to  tho  Ganges,  and  other  lor^ 
rirers  of  oontinental  India ;  but  of  all  countries  America  abounds  moit  in 
those  scourges  of  the  river,  pOMCSsiug  no  leea  than  five  species  of  alli- 
gators, and  two  of  crorodiles- 

The  water  ii  the  iiaturnl  element  of  the  class,  end  to  it  Ihey  luuten  at

■hiu'k,  liio  crocodile  can  strike  ft  tremendous  Mow  with  his  liuL  The 
munn  that  llivm  creatures  an  unable  to  turn  [|uii-kly  on  land  it,  that  on 
each  tide  of  the  vertcbne  of  the  neck,  then  !*  nttucbed  a  WHrt  of  nb,  and 
Itic  cxtrL-mitiC'S  of  these  ribs  meeting  along  the  whole  reek,  the  ■tiiinol  is 
prevented  turning  \U  h&ad  to  eitht^r  tid«.  Slid  its  mo\'Cfn«nU  gencially 
are  BtilT  and  cun«tniined. 

The  gcncrul  characters  of  the  crocodilea  and  allisntors  an,  loiig  Bat 
hefldi,  with  extremely  taigo  inoulhs  txtcndiiig  conaidovUy  behind  Uie 
oyes.  Illicit  iteck*,  arid  bod!e*  protected  by  regular  tranarene  rows  of 
•quaco  bony  plat»,  elevated  in  the  ecntrc  into  kccl-shapcd  liigf.^,  and 
diapoicd  on  the  back  of  the  neck  into  groups  of  diffi^rent  fonn«  and  num- 
bers Bccoidiog  to  the  tjxiciw.  The  tongue  is  short,  and  «o  completely 
attached  to  the  loner  iaw  as  to  be  quite  incapable  of  protnirion,  lieoco 
the  aiiricnta  believed  that  the  erocodile  had  no  tongue.  "  This  beait 
alone,  of  nil  other  lliat  keep  llio  laud,  haili  no  use  of  a  tongiu,"  aaya 
Plinj.  At  the  bacic  of  the  mouth  there  is  o  iiructua-  Itatin^  ^wcttl 
rct^rcnco  to  the  circumstance]  under  wliieh  they  iisimlty  take  their  pny ! 
It  con*iili  of  u  valvular  ap|.arutut,  which  cuts  olf  all  communication  witJi 
tlic  throat  m  effectually,  that  not  u  drop  of  water  cun  enter  it,  though  llie 
nidiith  be  wUto  open  under  ntU-r.  The  nostril)  ore  at  the  tip  of  ttie 
•nout,  and  open  into  the  throat  behind  the  valve  Tlic  jaw*  arc  nUo  to 
famiod  that  the  noae  can  be  lit^ed  up ;  by  thc«e  provtuion^,  the  crocodile 
ia  aoaUed  to  leisurely  droim  it*  prey  by  holding  it  down.  nhilBt  its  own 
WoMUoc  u  catnvi  on  through  it*  uortrils,  just  elevated  above  tlw  tur- 
faoc  of  tha  wttcr. 

Profeaior  Owen  haa  pointed  out  how  ndmirnbly  tlitt  structure  and 
devi'lopment  of  CrocoJiliiuti  are  adapted  to  their  nature  and  halnis ;  and 
it  it  ini«mtiiig  to  find  proof  in  the  fossil  jaws  of  vxtinct  crocodiles  wbiob 
■wanned  on  tlie  globe  countleii  ages  ago,  that  the  name  laws  regulated  the 
growth  and  fucccarion  of  their  teeth,  as  are  in  force  in  their  existing 
repreientatires.  Crocodiles  come  into  the  world  fully  equipped  with 
weapons  of  oflence  and  defettee  ;  the  numlxr  of  teeth  i%  a*  great  in  the 
little  wrig;;line  wretch  just  emerged  from  the  egg,  as  in  the  patriarttiftl 
moniter  of  thirty  feet,  and  it  tliUH  urisos ;  the  conical  sharp -[lointed 
tecfth  are  set  in  the  jaw  in  a  tiinglu  row,  thu  buiie  of  cuch  iDnth  being 
hollow;  into  thia  curily  the  gemi  of  a  new  and  lain^r  tooth  fit«,  and  as 
it  growt,  it  reduces  th(}  fang  of  the  romior  by  abcorption,  until,  losing  oil 
hold,  it  i»  pushed  out,  the  new  tooth  taking  its  pince.  Tlii*  shedding  of 
teeth  is  in  pr^tgress  during  the  whole  lituol' the  nnimal. 

IIcrodoluB  remaiki  thnt  the  crocodile,  "of  all  ItvirR  bcinyn,  from  the 
Itost  brginniiig,  grows  to  bo  the  lar-gest,  for  it  lays  egg*  little  largtr  ihmi 
thwe  of  a  gooic,  and  the  young  is  at  first  in  prcportioa  to  ilic  tjK'  but 
when  grown  up,  it  readies  to  the  length  of  ^uv^'nteen  cubits,  and  ewn 
more.'  Thi*  itatentcnt  of  the  ancient  liistoriau  it  correct,  for  the  f<;malu 
layt  from  fifty  to  sixty  eggs,  not  much  larger  tJinn  those  of  a  gooio*  Sha 
then  biiriM  Iheni  tn  the  Kat>d,  to  be  hatched  by  the  heal  of  Iho  nin,  and, 
■ayaAlr.  Hill,  "just  u>  thg  period  of  hatching  ia  completed,  exhibit*  her 
<^cmcH  for  Ivr  offspring  in  the  anxiety  with  which  she  conic*  and 
noes,  walks  round  the  nut  of  her  liopea,  teral<}ie*  the  firaoturcd  ahcll, 
and  by  sounds,  which  reveittble  thr  bark  of  t!ic  dog,  excites  the  hnlf-cx- 
.tricotcd  young  to  struggle  forth  into  lite.     When  slic  hoa  beheld,  with  a 
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mixtUM  «f  joy.  fear,  and  anxivty,  the  lut  of  ber  oaTiprinj  clew  of  iU 
bnkeii  eueoient.  ihe  1«i1e  them  foitli  into  the  pmIh  awny  fratn  Die 
riv»r,  to  avoid  tbo  {xradAtoTy  vi»it<  of  the  hlher  who  rsvonotialy  leeki 
10  ppsy  upon  hit  own  ofr<|>rii)j.  T)ic  K-K:iirc)i«i  of  I'ftltcontolo^tt  huvc 
dboovered  an  intnesting  bet,  ihat  l>ie  t'liisioanurus,  an  «iTly  inhnlTiunt 
•Ttliii  plan«t,  htfl  a  niinilar  propcnRJty,  for  tbo  bones  of  young  PSeaioiourl 
an  found  in  the  |}«trif)c<l  excreinunt  of  tlie  old  one*. 

Mr.  Itdwanli.  m  his  iDleresUnit  voyage  up  the  Amarjm,  gives  rnlunbli 
infvmwlioD  lirani  DbNcrvittion.  mpcetnig;  nlligntore  and  thoir  nidifi cation. 
'■Soon  after,"  »ys  thii  writer,"  wu  had  arrived  nt  the  spot  which  we 
had  mariied  in  the  moniing.  where  an  sUifcator  had  made  her  neit,  nnd 
M««  tfrimoitit  precedded  to  rifle  it  of  it*  richcd.  Th«  ne»l  wsw  a  pile  of 
Iravea  and  nibbiah  nearly  three  feet  in  height)  and  about  futir  in  tlin- 
netiiT,  Rsrmbling  a  cock  of  hay.  We  could  not  iniag;ine  huw  or  where 
the  animal  had  coUcctod  aiKb  a  h«np ;  but  i>>  it  wot.  And  docp  down, 
Tery  noar  the  wiftcs  of  the  ground,  from  an  even  bed,  camo  forth  egg 
■fttr  ogg.  until  fbrty-fife  hod  tolerably  filled  our  bosltet.  .  .  .  These 
cgga  an  four  Inche*  in  lenffth,  and  oblong,  lx;!ng  covered  with  a  crust 
ratber  than  a  sbell.  They  are  eaten,  and  our  friends  at  the  house  would 
lum  portuodcd  us  to  tott  the  Tirtuea  of  an  allijtator  omelette,  but  we 
mpeetfiilly  <lecliiiied,  deeming  our  reputation  lufficiently  cecured  by  a 
brtakfiut  on  the  beast  itsclC" 

Thorn  i»  another  point  relative  to  the  natural  history  of  the  crocodile. 
meationed  by  Herodotus,  which  liui  given  rise  to  tno«t  vonllicting 
vptuooB,  it  iathe  following: — "All  other  birds  and  be«3is  nvmd  hinit 
but  he  ii  at  peac«  witli  the  trooliiluR.  because  ho  reccnves  braefit  from 
thai  bird.  For,  when  tbo  crocodile  get*  out  of  the  water  on  land,  and 
then  opeiu  lis  jaws,  which  it  does  mott  commonly  towards  th«  west,  the 
tfocbilus  entera  it«  mouth,  and  •wallows  the  iMcbea  (which  inl«at  it), 
Tb»  ctooodilo  i»  so  well  plcaticd  with  thu  tcrvicc  that  it  ««vcr  liurti  Ihc 
trocbilus."  This  statement  has  been  r«t<<ived  by  the  ainjorliy  of  nritera, 
in«ludinf;  Sir  Gardner  \V'ilkinson,  os  a  mere  myth.  OoofFroy  St 
Hiloire,  hovrover,  invdtigatcd  the  tubjea  with  care,  and  arrived  at  the 
cdiKlunon  tliat  there  was  good  foundation  for  the  story  of  the  ancient 
writer.  Itr.  Cunoa,  the  author  of  that  delightful  woilc,  "  A  Vitiit  to  the 
Uonoatcrici  of  tl>e  Levant,"  adds  hit  tostiniony,  whidi  ia  valuable,  oa 
coining  tnaa  a  perlectly  unprejudiced  loaice. 

"J  will  TclatD  a  fact  in  natural  biatoiy  whicb  I  was  foitunat«  rnoogh  la 
witmaSt  and  whidi,  although  it  was  mentioned  so  lonj;  ago  as  tho  time* 
of  (ierodotus,  has  not,  I  believe,  been  of^en  observed  since :  indeed  I 
have  never  met  with  any  traveller  who  bin  himaelf  seen  such  au  oo 
currenoc  I  bad  always  a  strong  predilection  for  crocodile  shooting, 
and  bad  destroyed  several  of  these  dragons  of  the  watere.  On  one 
Occasion  I  saw,  a  long  way  off,  a  largo  onc^  twelvo  or  fifteen  feet  Long, 
lying  asleep  luxlvr  a  petpendicutar  tank,  about  ten  feet  higU,  on  the 
Binrgin  of  the  river.  I  stopped  the  boat  at  lomo  distance,  and,  noting 
Ike  place  as  weU  aa  I  oonld,  I  took  a  circuit  inland,  and  cmne  down 
cautwnaly  to  tbo  top  of  the  bank,  wlience,  wiih  a  heavr  rilk,  I  made 
sun  of  my  uf>ly  i;nine.  I  had  already  cut  off  bis  brad  in  my  im^na- 
lion,  and  wa«  conaidcring  wbctlicr  it  should  be  stuSed  with  its  mouth 

ror  shuu     1  peeped  over  lliu  b&itk,  then  be  was,  within  ten  feet  ttf 
light  of  tlie  ndo, — 1  was  on  the  point  of  firing  at  bis  eye,  when 
I  oWrred  that   he  was  attcndMil  by  a  bird  called  aio-sac     It  is  of  the 
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plover  (pcci««,  Oif  a  grcyinh  colour,  nnH  m  large  u  n  small  pigMtn.  Th« 
Dird  was  wnlkin;;  u)>  and  dovrn,  close  lo  llit;  crocodik-*s  now.  I  luppon 
I  moved,  for  tiii^iliiiSy  it  *aw  tne,  and  instead  of  flying  away,  u  any 
r»*pectable  bird  voulil  liavudnnc,  lio  jtimp^  up  nbout  n  foot  from  the 
ground,  screamed  zici  xsc  I  with  all  iat  poncrs  of  bis  voice,  aiid  dallied 
hinuelf  againit  Llie  crcuodila't  face  two  or  three  timu.  The  great  beaat 
started  up,  and  immediately  spring  hii  danger,  made  a  jump  into  the  air, 
and  dialling  intO'  the  water  with  a  splash,  which  covered  nic  with  mud, 
he  divi^d  into  the  rivirr,  Htid  ilitupparol.  The  lic-zac  to  my  incnasod 
admirfttion, — proud,  apparently,  of  haring  saved  his  frit-nd — remsuned 
walking  up  and  down,  uttering:  Ii'b  cry,  as  1  thought,  with  an  exukinK 
voice,  and  ilonding,  every  iiow  and  tlieii  oii  his  lotit,  in  a  eoneoited 
manner,  which  made  roe  justly  angry  with  his  ini pertinence.  AfWliaving 
waited  in  vain  for  lorao  tunc,  to  see  whether  the  crocodile  would  couio  out 
again,  I  got  up  from  llio  bniik  where  1  was  lying,  thr«w  a  clod  of  earth 
at  the  zic-sac,  and  came  back  to  the  boat,  feeling  some  consolation  for 
the  loss  of  my  game,  in  having  wilnessed  a  circuniBtoncc,  the  truth  of 
which  has  been  bi'en  disputed  by  scveml  writers  on  natural  history." 

Pliny  lia«  described  this  crDCodilo  bird  as  a  wren,  but  it  is  far  more 
proballe  tliut  it  it  a  ipedcs  of  plover,  the  Animoptila  ekaratirioidct  of 
Dwuinjion  {PlutriaHvs  chlunioffiiaiHt,  VictJIcit)  and  what  it  really  doo 
is  doubtless  to  rid  the  crocodile  of  the  Kwamis  of  iliea  and  gnats  whicJi 
infest  its  palate  to  sucti  u  degree,  that  the  natural  yellow  colour  is  rcn- 
dcTod  black  by  th«n.  In  the  lama  way  wc  find  the  utmost  harmony 
exietiiig  between  theep  and  cattle  and  Htarliiigs,  which  perch  upon 
their  becks,  and  relieve  them  of  the  larric  of  insccta  deposited  in  their 
•kina.  So  the  rhinoceros  bird  is  on  terms  of  intimacy  mth  the  rhino- 
ceros and  hippopotnmiM,  njicving  them  of  insect  pests,  and  by  its  watch* 
ful  Tigilanee  provins  a  most  vuluahte  sentinel.  Mr.  Gordon  Camming 
has  deacnbed  liow  his  sport  was  spoiled  by  this  bird,  in  the  aama  way 
ga  Mr-  Curzon's  wan  ipuilud  by  thu  impertinnnt  zic-iae. 

Hybernation,  or  torpidity,  *n  common  in  reptiles  during  the  cold 
season,  la  participated  in  by  tb-c  alligator  tribe.  It  is  said  that  the  alii- 
gstor  of  North  America  buries  himself  in  the  mud  at  the  bottom  of 
manhet  till  spring  sett  in,  and  that  in  severe  frosts,  animation  is  ic 
completely  sui])«nded  that  slices  can  bo  cut  from  the  animal  without 
aiousing  it.  On  the  other  hand  the  olliKalor  revels  in  the  moist  beat  of 
Florida,  and  is  cepi'Ciully  fvnniduble  in  numbers  and  dimensions  at  a 
mineral  spring  near  tlic  Monjuilo  river,  where  the  water  on  iasuing 
from  the  caitii,  is  not  only  nearly  boilbg,  but  is  strongly  impregnated 
with  copiiof  and  vitriol. 

All  writer!  agree  in  the  large  number  of  alligators  that  iiiEE«t  the 
Anuuon.  The  latest  authority,  Mr,  Spruce,  who  is  now  engaged  on  an 
Important  botanical  i^xcurtion  in  South  America,  writes  thus  of  the  I'arana 
Uiit  do*  Ramos.*  "I  was  disappointed  not  to  observe  a  single  plant, 
save  the  rank  grosaea  round  the  margin ;  but  jucaTcs  were  laid  in  th« 
water  in  almostcountlessnumboM,  rMcmblingso  many  huge  black  stones 
or  lufjs.  What  we  had  seen  in  the  Amazon  of  these  rciptilcs,  wn*  no-  . 
thing  compared  to  their  abundance  in  the  rainos  and  its  principal  lakes. 
1  can  safely  say.  that  at  no  one  instant  during  the  whole  thirty  days, 
when  there  wiw  light  i-nougli  to  distinguish  thcm^  wcto  we  without  oiw 
mote  jacarvs  in  sight."  t

WMilanca.  The  itery  it  cotDptimentary  to  the  tiger  at  all  eveat*.  m 
the  tail  of  the  alligator  it  the  «nty  part  in  «MeMn  by  (fncure*. 

The  ibUowiaK  roridenu,  whidi  flamt  tmder  tbe  imnwdiate  ob«»Ta- 
tiea  of  Ur.  Spruce,  pniTc  the  fteadty  of  tbcae  fearful  rqAiU*,  which  ars 
the  vm  acour^  of  the  waten  tbeyinCwt. 

Whilst  in  esfUCT  »quTli  after  the  t'tttm-io  Rsfia,  whose  wonden 
har«  attracted  w  much  intcraet  at  Kow  and  ChaUworth,  Mr.  Spnice  waa 
"  clad  to  learn  that  it  grew  in  a  bduII  lake  on  the  opfMute  tide  of  the 
Rainoo,  but  I  had  no  inontaria  to  enable  me  to  rfwh  it.  ftr  one  of  our 
men,  a  Jutno  Indian,  had  run  away  a  few  nighu  pcvvioualy.  with  our 
montariaandallourfitbingtaclEleinor  was  there  any  moDtaria  in  theiitb 
where  we  wen  ttayitw,  but  t  wtu  told  I  might  twrtow  one  at  a  ntio  a  little 
higher  up.  To  this  atlio  I  accordii^ly  proceeded,  and  found  at  it,  an  old 
man  and  hi*  three  eon*,  men  of  midalc  n^,  with  Ihcir  children.  Two  of 
the  Bona  hod  jutt  came  in  from  a  fiiliing  ^xpiMition,  tho  third  luid  hii 
arm  in  avlini;. — and  on  ini^uiring  iho  cauie,  1  Icamt  lluil,  Htrcn  weeks 
agOt  he  and  In*  lather  had  been  fishing  in  tlic  r^ry  lake  I  wished  to  riaiti 
in  a  fiiiall  inontaria,  and  that,  hanng  naehed  thn  middii^  and  laid  aaido 
their  paddba,  they  were  wullng  for  iho  fiih  wit)i  their  lion*  and  arrow*, 
whfn,  unseen  by  them,  alatge  js«ir6  glided  under  tliv  moiiinna.  gavo 
them  a  jerk  which  threw  them  Mtli  iul^i  the  water,  and  Mixing  the  tOa 
by  the  right  thoutdar,  dived  with  him  at  once  to  llic  boUom,  llw  depth 
being,  at  tliey  luppostij,  about  fuiir  fnthomn.  In  this  fo&rflil  pfril  he  liod 
pfcienu  of  mind  to  thruat  the  lingen  of  hia  left  liand  into  the  ntontlcr'a 
eyee,  and  after  rolling  over  three  or  four  time*,  the  jacflr^  lot  f;u  lit*  hold, 
and  the  man  rote  to  the  turbce,  but  mangled,  bleeding,  and  helplen. 
Hia  bther  immediately  swam  (o  hi*  aiaiatanee,  and  providentially  (he 
two  reached  iha  shore  without  being  furtlier  attacked.  I  woe  showii  Ilia 
woundt— <t<ff^  lot^A  had  told ;  and  iDmc  idea  may  be  formed  of  tliU 
Urrible  gr!pe,  when  I  state  that  the  wounds  inflielcd  by  it,  extended 
from  the  collar-bunc  downwards  to  the  elbow  and  the  hip.  Alt  won 
now  beakd  except  one  very  bad  one  in  the  arm-pit,  whero  at  leott  one 
sinew  waa  completely  severed." 

Thb  wo*.  Mr.  Spruce  rvmarka,  no  encourogtment  to  proaecute  lui 
enterprise,  hut  being  anxious  to  obtain  (ho  fruit  of  the  Vieloria,  he  wai 
not  the  man  to  be  deterred  even  by  the  protpeet  of  a  cnllisiun  with  theso 
terrible  jiicarci ;  accordingly,  aa  thiM  of  tlio  liltic  lad*  oAnd  to  vf"  hint 
OTer,  be  did  not  heaiute  to  avail  himaelf  of  their  aanioaa  on  iho  Kl*t 
(M^  \%h\.     The  outlet  of  the  lake  waa  speedily  rtached,  when  thry  dia- 
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•mbarkeil  and  foUoncd  the  drii-il  LxmI  of  the  Ijiiarap^.  in  whicTi  the  Isdi 
w«re  not  *1ow  to  detect  the  recent  foiilstt.-}vs  of  a  jacoiV!.  In  iive  minute* 
■nord  tbey  leadied  the  lake  and  eniliarked  hi  the  frail  montaria,  in  which 
it  wu  ncccMary  so  to  place  our«i?lves  bcforv  startinf;  w  to  prrtiervc  an 
exact  hfllonec,  und  then  they  coiuted  along  toward*  the  Victoria,  which 
BfijwarMl  at  tliB  dielance  of  aoine  on^  hundivd  and  Rdy  yards.  "  Wo  had 
made  but  a  few  >trokt.-«  when  wc  perceived,  by  the  n)uddy  water  aliead 
«r  ii«,  that  lomc  animal  hod  just  dived.  As  wo  paiicd  cautiouriy  orer 
the  Iruubled  water,  n  tai^e  jacai^  caino  to  the  surfncc,  a  few  vardi  from 
thd  olT-Rido  of  out  montariu,  niiil  ihcn  •ivoin  along  putnllel  to  oitr  coune, 
•pparantly  watching  our  mctions  very  closely.  Although  the  little  &U 
■  lew*  w«ra  frightened  at  the  proximity  of  the  jocare,  tbi^ir  giivcstoriol 
'iiutiiicta  wer«  ro  iliuiifE.  Ittat  at  sight  of  a  pailtiiis  *hoaI  of  fish,  they 
throw  down  their  jiudillci  and  teiwd  their  mimic  bowe  end  am>ws(tlie 
latter  being  ntvrvly  ttiips  of  tho  leaf  «tallc  of  the  bncuba,  with  a  (cw 
oolchea  cut  near  tho  jioint),  and  on«  of  iheJti  actually  succeeded  in  pierc* 
ir>g  and  nocunii^  an  Aruana,  of  about  eighteen  inches  Iod;;.  Out  icsly 
friend  still  »tuck  to  uh,  and  took  no  nolicc  of  our  vhotiliiig  and  Kjiloalimg 
ill  the  water.  At  length  ihc  cltlest  lad  bcrtliought  him  ofa  large  harpoon 
wliich  waa  lying  at  the  bottom  of  tho  moiilaria.  He  held  this  up  and 
poind  it  in  hia  hntid,  and  the  Jncor^  aecmed  at  oticc  to  compn^iend  its 
UM,  for  ho  relr<-»lrd  to  the  middle,  and  tliere  remained  stationary  until 
wo  l«t\  the  lake,"  Mr.  Spruce  waa  rewai-ded  by  finding  throe  planit  of 
the  Victoriu,  of  which  one  covered  a  surface  of  full  six  hundred  square 
fteL 

A  nngular  fact  mentioneil  in  Mr.  Gesso's  charming  work,  "  A  Nalu- 
nliil's  mjaum  in  Jamaica,"  illuetratcs  the  prcdoccous  vehemence  Bud 
lurking  patience  of  tlie  alligiLtor.  In  Spanish  Haiti  the  large  saTonua 
riven  flow  tbrouglii  widi*.  gfntly  dcecendiiig  borders,  carpeted  wtlb  grass, 
hftvtni!  all  the  clean  verdure  ol  a  lawn,  and  inter8|KXsed  with  clumps  of 
beAtitiful  flowering  almiba  and  trees.  A  Spoitiih  prient,  with  thm 
friends,  had  gono  for  a  day's  sporting  to  these  grounds  and  bod  divided 
UHaHMlTCs.  The  throe  assembled  at  sunset,  but  the  ^cst  did  not  make 
Ha  appMmnce.  Tbey  sought  him  throngli  the  darkojiing  thickets,  and 
■t  last  found  him  seated  in  a  tree,  into  which  he  had  been  obliged  to 
betake  himself  to  escnpe  an  alligator  that  had  punucd  him  by  a  succea* 
■ion  of  leaps.  It  had  run  in  nursuit  of  him,  a*  he  wid,  jumping  rapidly 
after  him.  with  its  back  cruoiced  like  a  frigIitiTi«d  cat.  He  liod  taken 
nfiige  in  tlie  tree,  whjst  the  reptile  crouched  in  a  tliickct  close  by, 
quietly  watching  and  waiting  for  hi«  descent. 

Mr.  GosM  mentions  tho  followitig  nad  instance  of  the  ferocity  of  the 
crocodile.  A  young  girl,  about  thirteen  years  of  ogc,  was  wadiiug  a 
towel  in  the  BWk  Kivcr  in  St.  Eiixahelh  s,  in  company  with  an  elder 
conipMiion,  at  nig^ifall.  She  dcssiwd  a  warning  to  beware  of  the  alU- 
gktorSr  and  just  aa  the  was  boaitmg  that  she  heeded  no  sucli  danger,  a 
■enom  for  help,  and  a  cry,  <  Lord.  Imve  mercy  upon  ine  I  Alligator  has 
cai^t  me  ! '  upprStml  hvr  conipanion,  intent  on  her  own  wnshing,  that 
tbo  girl  was  carritd  off.  The  botly  was  found  some  days  after  half 
deroured ;  and  two  crocodilea,  one  nine  fe«t  long  and  the  iither  ti:vente«n, 
were  hunted  down  and  killed,  with  fragments  of  hor  body  contained  in 
thep).  There  is  a  ttmnge  statement  among  the  Negroes,  that  the 
manati,  a  cetacean  inhabiting  the  same  Utaek  River,  will  rcmiiin  wutub- 
ing  a  dead  body  if  brought  witliin  it*  baunu,  and  singular  enough,  tho 
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rciniUDder  of  llie  bodj-  at  ttki*  poor  girl  w<nre  found  umUr  ihe  guftrdiunahip 
of  u  ounaLi. 

A  writer  iii  "  Sllinian'i  American  Jouniftl,"  givDS  the  fullowinf'  thrill- 
ing deaeriptan  of  ihv  cn[>tiir«  and  dc&Ui  oi'a  huge  alli^tor  in  on«  of  llw 
Plulippine  lalaiids.  "In  tlic  coursoof  tlicycsr  1831,  the  proprietor  of 
HalaJiala  it  MnniLIu,  in  the  Iiland  of  I.ueonin,  infunnoii  rna  tliat  )io  frv- 

JuMQtl^  lost  hoftei  and  eowt  on  a  remot«  part  of  his  pLsalaliuii,  and  tltnt 
I*  nalJTM  aatund  him  they  vnn  token  by  tax  enormous  alligator  who 
rroquenlod  one  of  tho  Blroom*  whieli  run  into  lh«  hbo.  Tlivir  dv^rip- 
Uous  wen  m  highly  wrou^Itt,  that  tlioy  were  attributed  to  the  ruiidfiMs 
for  cxafl[ention  to  which  the  inhabitants  of  thnt  country  are  peculiarly 
addicted,  and  v«ry  little  credit  vru  p-ven  to  their  repented  rehiltoni. 
All  doubt*  as  to  tho  existence  of  ihc  Hnimal  were  at  iatt  dispelled  by 
tho  dcatniction  of  an  Indimti  whi>  atteinpluit  to  fi>Td  the  riier  on  hone* 
bade,  although  entnated  to  deaist  by  his  companions,  vho  cmsied  at  b 
ihallow  place  higher  up.  He  reach-cd  tho  centre  of  the  stream  and  waa 
tnughing  at  the  Mhen  for  their  prudeocc,  when  the  alligator  came  upon 
him.  Hii  teeth  OMOtmtered  the  saddle,  which  be  tore  from  the  hone, 
while  the  rid^r  tumbled  on  the  other  sido  into  the  wattrr  and  muile  for 
theihoK-  Tlio  hone,  too  tcnified  to  move,  stood  Irutnbling  whoii  tho 
attnelc  wai  mode.  The  olllj^tor,  ditre^ding  him,  punued  the  man, 
who  aafely  reached  the  bank  which  ho  couM  muily  havo  ascended,  but, 
rendered  foolhardy  by  h!l  escape,  he  placed  him»df  Uhind  «  tree  whicli 
had  fallen  pttrlly  into  the  water,  and  dmwing  hU  heavy  Icntfi'  leaned 
orw  the  tree,  and  on  the  sppronch  of  hiii  enemy  ■truek  him  on  tho  no»c. 
The  animal  repeated  his  asnults  and  the  Lidian  his  blaw>,  until  tluj 
former  cxaopermtcd  at  tlie  rcnatance,  rushed  en  the  man  and  aeinng 
bim  by  the  middle  of  the  body,  which  waa  at  once  enclosed  and  oruehed 
in  his  capacious  Java,  rwani  into  the  lak^  His  frit^da  hastened  to  tlis 
rescue,  but  the  nlligalor  sliiwly  left  the  ahore,  while  the  poor  wretch, 
writhinji  and  ahrieldng  in  his  agony,  with  bis  knife  uplifted  in  hie 
duped  liandt,  leemei),  iis  tlw  othere  expneted  it.  held  out  as  a  man 
would  carry  a  torch.  Hi*  sufleringi  were  not  long  continued,  fur  tht^ 
monster  sank  to  tho  bottom,  and  soon  after  reappearing  alone  on  the 
■urbce,  and  calmly  Inskitig  in  tho  tun,  gave  to  tho  horror>*trick«n  tpcLtn- 
ters  the  fullest  conltrmation  of  tlie  deikth  and  burial  of  their  comrade. 

"A  short  time  aikr  this  cTcat  I  oiado  «  riait  to  Halahaln,  and 
eqireasiiw  a  ilrong  dcnro  to  conturo  or  dextror  tlw  alligator,  my  hott 
readily  oAWd  lii*  auiatanee.  The  animal  had  been  »e«»  a  lew  days 
befurvv  with  hia  bead  and  one  of  his  f»r«-fvet  reeting  on  tho  bank,  and 
Ilia  eye*  following  tha  motions  of  some  cowi  which  were  grazing  near. 
Our  inlormer  likened  hia  appeanuico  to  that  of  a  cat  watching  a  niouae, 
aitd  iu  the  attitude  to  spring  upon  hU  prey  when  it  should  come  within 
hit  teach.  I  ntay  hero  mention  as  a  curious  fact,  that  the  <loinettie 
bu&lo,  which  ii  almost  continunlly  in  the  water,  and  !n  tlie  heat*  of 
di^  nmains  for  boun  with  only  hii  noae  above  tbe  turiiicc,  is  ne>-er 
raoleated  by  tha  alligator.  All  other  animals  become  his  victim  when 
they  incautiously  ^proneli  him,  and  tlieir  knowh)dge  of  tlie  danger  iDoat 
tlltnlly  prorupta  theai  to  reMrt  to  kIioIIvw  iiUki*  to  quench  thnr  thirvt. 

MaviDg  heard  that  tlve  alli^tor  lud  killed  a  horse,  wa  proceeded  to 
the  J/i»Kf  about  five  mtU«  from  tho  houco ;  it  was  a  tnui<|uil  spot  and 
ono  of  singular  beauty  even  in  that  laiid.  Tlte  ttreaint  which  a  few 
hundred  Ewt  from  llic  lake  narrowed  to  a  brook,  with  iU  gnan  bojik 
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frin(r«d  with  the  eracclul  bamboo,  and  the  altemato  gloty  of  glscU  and 
Purest  Bprcudiiig  Un  ftntl  v/'vXv,  nxmud  fitUMl  for  oUivt  purpfoet  than  the 
fiuniliur  haunt  of  (he  huge  creature  that  had  appropriated  it  to  hinuetC 
A  few  vane  hut*  wore  ntiwtcd  aX  ■  short  dUtonce  from  the  river,  and  we 
procured  Iruiii  thcin  what  men  they  conlained.  who  were  md/  to  ouiit 
IB  &»«ing  Ihemtelvea  frotn  their  daiwcntM  oaghbaur.  The  terror  whi^h 
he  had  tnapired,  ci^ccinllv  linn  the  dntth  of  their  compAiiion,  had 
hitherto  prevmted  them  Irom  making  an  effott  to  get  rid  of  him,  but 
they  gladly  availed  thcmaelvea  of  our  preparations,  and,  with  th«  unial 
dcpendeiiee  of  their  chamctvi  were  willing  to  da  wliat«r«  oxampls 
■hould  dictate  to  ihein.  Haring  roason  to  believe  that  the  alligator  was 
in  the  river,  vre  commenced  cpentlona  by  Binking  neu  upright  mtom  its 
mouthi  three  deep,  ot  inlcrrnU  of  leveral  feel.  The  net*  whic-h  worm  of 
great  strenjith,  and  intvndi.-d  for  the  capture  of  the  buftklo,  were  fiuteDcd 
to  tree«  on  the  banln,  malcing  a  complete  feiic«  to  the  eommunication 
with  the  lalce. 

"  My  companion  and  my»eir  placed  ourselves  with  our  gum  on  either 
aide  of  the  ttrean,  while  the  Indiam  with  long  bambooe  felt  for  the 
aniinali  for  xome  time  he  rcfuWKl  lu  bo  ditturbcd,  atid  we  began  to  fear 
that  he  wan  not  within  our  limits,  when  a  spiral  motion  of  the  wat«r 
under  thi;  sjict  wher«  I  waa  standing,  led  me  to  direct  the  native*  to  it, 
and  the  creature  alowly  moved  on  tliu  bottom  toward*  the  nvit,  which  he 
no  Eooner  toudied  than  he  quietly  turned  back  and  proceaded  up  lfa« 
stream.  This  movement  wus  aeversl  times  repeated,  tUl.  having  do  rest 
in  tlic  enclosure,  bo  attempted  to  climb  up  the  banlt.  On  iMMving  a 
ball  in  the  Iwdy,  he  utiored  a  growl  like  that  of  an  angry  dog,  and 
plunging  Into  tliu  water  crossed  to  the  other  nde.  where  he  was  received 
with  n  similar  satutatjon,  discharged  directly  into  hit  mouth.  Finding 
liimseir  attacked  on  every  side,  he  rcnewiid  hii  attempts  to  oioend  tlie 
banks  :  but  whnt«vi?r  part  of  hitn  appeared  woa  bcired  with  bullets,  and 
dndinn  thai  he  was  hunted,  lie  ti?rgot  his  own  fumiiilablc  mconi  of  attack* 
and  sought  only  safely  from  the  troublei  which  surrounded  liim.  A  low 
Mpot  which  ncporatcd  the  river  from  the  lake,  a  httle  above  the  nets,  was 
unguardedi  and  we  fearad  that  he  wt»uld  tuccecd  in  cscafdng  orer  it.  It 
was  here  neeewary  to  stand  lirmly  ngainiit  him,  and  in  sereral  attimpta 
which  he  made  to  croM  it,  we  turned  him  back  with  speais,  bamboos^  or 
wliulevet  came  fimt  to  hand.  He  uncc  M-emed  delcnnincd  to  force  bis 
way.  and  fuaining  with  rage,  ruilied  wiLli  open  jaws  and  gniuhing  his 
loeth  with  a  sound  too'  i>iiiinuii]i  to  be  despised,  appcai'od  to  have  his  full 
energies  Bronsed,  when  liin  career  was  stopped  by  a  large  bamboo  thrust 
violcnllv  into  hin  mouth,  which  he  grotind  to  picees,  and  the  fingers  of 
the  holder  were  so  parulysed  that  for  »ame  minutes  he  was  incapable  of  ! 
TCfuining  his  gun.  Thu  natives  had  now  become  «o  excited  as  to  ftwget 
all  prudence,  and  the  women  and  children  of  the  little  hamlvt  had  coma 
down  to  the  shore  to  share  in  the  gatcrul  enthusiasiu.  Tbey  crowded  to 
the  o^iug,  aTid  were  so  unmindful  of  their  danp^r  that  it  was  necessaiy 
to  drive  thetn  back  with  some  violence.  Ilad  the  moniter  known  his 
own  strength  and  dared  to  have  used  it,  lie  would  have  ^tK  over  that 
spot  wilh  a  force  which  ni  human  power  could  have  withstood,  and 
would  have  hare  truihed  or  carried  with  hira  into  the  Inke  abwut  U;« 
whols  population  of  the  place.  It  in  not  strange  that  personal  safety  was 
forgotten  in  the  excitement  of  the  Bc«iie.  The  tremendous  brut*,  galled 
with  wounds  and  repoatod  defeot,  tore  hia  way  through  the  fooiningi 
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waUr,  gUncinc  from  Rile  to  ude,  in  the  rain  attom{>t  to  sroid  )m«  Iom  ; 

tbeo  rtfidly  ploughing  up  Ihe  stream  lie  grounded  on  titt  iiliallowi,  atid 

tamed  back  ftuntic  nnd  licn-ildcrcd  ftt  Ilia  ciKumacnbi-d  position.     At 

Llmgtb,  niaddftncd  vrith  sufr«ring  and  dcpentte  iiom  continued  pnnccti* 

llion,  be  niibed  furiounly  to  the  mouth  of  the  atreani,  hunt  throiij;])  two 

laf  the  nete,  snd  I  thrci*  don-n  my  gun  in  detpair  for  it  looked  as  though 

'liM  wa]r  at  lut  wot  door  to  tho  wide  lakv  ;  but  the  third  R?t  (topped 

him,  and  liii  t««tb  and  I^a  had  got  aniaogled  in  all.     Thi>  rare  ui 

,a  chance  of  closeir  warfare  vritb  lance*,  such  a*  are  uied  a^init  Uie  wild 

Ihufikto.     We   had  wnt   for  thi>  weapon   at  the  commencement  of  the 

FBttacV,  and  found  it  iiiucli  more  ffTvclunl  tlian  guns.    Entering  the  canoe. 

[we  plunged  lance  after  latice  into  Uit^  alligutor,  at  be  was  struggling  under 

the  water,  till  a  wood  SMmed  growing  rrom  him.  whidi  moved  violently 

above  while  hit  Uwly  waa  conc^ed  below.    His  endeavoura  to  extric&le 

LhimMlf  laahed   tlie   watere  into  foam  mingled  with   blood,   and   there 

iMeoied  no  end  to  hi*  vitality  or  decrcBM  to  his  reustance  till  a  lance 

Jitniek  him  dinxtiy  thiough  the  middle  of  Uw  iMctc,  which  an  Indian, 

I'with  a  heavjr  piece  of  wood,  hammered  into  hiro  at  he  could  catrh  an 

lOfppoctunity.    My  coropoinion  on  the  other  ride  now  tried  tt>  haul  biin  to 

'-the  shore,  hy  the  neU  to  which  ha  had  ftattned  himavlf,  liul  bod  not  luf- 

licicnt  aMiitaaoe  with  bim.      Ai  I  hod  more  force  with  inc,  w«  managed, 

by  tbe  aid  of  the  women  and  children,  to  drag  liit  head  and  cart  of  bia 

body  on  to  tbe  little  beach,  and  ^ving  him  the  mu/>  de grace,  ui(t  bim  to 

gacp  out  tbe  retniiant  of  liii  life. 

*  Tbia  nioniter  was  ncartv  thirty  feet  in  length  and  thirtcoD  feet  in 

eimimftmice,  and  the  lieai  alone  weighed  three  hundred  pounds.     On 

'.  opening  liiin  thcrv  were  found,  with  other  parts  of  tbe  borw,  throe  legs 

Lratirc,  torn  off  at  the  hatitidi  ami  shoulder,  besidca  a  large  quantity  of 

I  Monea  aome  of  them  of  several  pounds  weight." 

Tbe  Iktb  of  aUigaton  ia  eaten  by  tome  nnliona,  but  con  tcsrrely 
b»  comideied  an  e]rf«ur«ian  monel.  A  serpent  will,  however,  lunch  olT 
an  alUgator  with  infinite  yii«b>,  as  appears  from  the  following  example. 
In  October,  l^ti,  a  Ciunoudy  snahc  was  killed  in  Demerani,  nxtn- 
mmag  fourteen  feet  long  and  thirteen  indies  in  drcumfcnrnce,  as  the 
natural  sixa  of  the  body,  but  the  belly  was  distended  to  (he  enornioua 
tiw  of  thirty-one  inchce.  On  opening  it,  it  was  found  to  contain  an 
entire  alligator,  recently  swallowed  and  measuring  six  feet  long  hv 
twenty-«^t  inches  In  ctrcunift-rence.  From  the  appoiirance  of  the  notic 
of  tho  alligator,  it  waa  evidunt  that  the  snake  destroyed  hiro  by  twining 
round  tliat  part ;  and  to  stnn  had  been  the  ccnttriction  that  the  eyea 
were  starting  from  ihe  head. 

Some  valunble  informntion  as  to  tho  habits  of  crocodiles  arc  pven  by 
ftfr.  Goaac,  on  tliu  authurily  of  Mr.  Richard  Hill.  It  is  fieauTalty  aup- 
poaed  that  alligators  tuv  greedily  )>artial  to  dogs,  and  surpnse  lliem  oflen 
wbao  they  come  to  drink  at  the  rircr.  "  Tlw  voice  of  Ihe  dog,"  says 
Mr.  Hill,  **  will  always  draw  them  away  from  an  object  when  prowling. 
Tbo«e  who  would  cross  a  river  without  any  risk  Froni  llieir  attacks,  send 
a  scout  down  the  stream  to  imitate  the  canine  liark,  yelp,  or  bowl,  wlien 
away  swim  iht^  alligntor*  ft  r  their  prey,  leaving  an  uiimoUatad  fbfd  for 
tbe  traveller  higher  up.  Instinct  has  taught  the  dog  to  aecure  himself 
by  a  aimilar  expedient.  When  it  bos  to  traverse  a  stretch  of  walet,  it 
feoUly  goes  Kmc  distance  down  the  stream,  and  howls  and  barks.  On 
petedving  the  alligators  crowding  in  eager  cupidity  to  the  ^t,  it  creeps 
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gently  alon^  tbe  banks  highn  up,  and  swims  over  the  wattr  wtthoul 
moch  6m  of  being  punued."  Jlr.  Utli.  hovrerer,  doubts  wbetber  thii 
MgcnwM  with  which  tlic  slligBtor  Ktpondt  to  the  cry  of  tbe  iog,  it  to  he 
atlnbutcd  to  fbndneM  for  it  u  food ;  he  rather  oseribae  it  t«  llie  Ncn»- 
hrity  of  tbe  miuhI  to  its  omi  peculiiir  crj  uader  any  species  of  exdte* 
limit,  ufeaisDy  tbe  inpudansd  Toice  of  its  yoaof,  and  he  esnriden  itet 
tbo  enttnres  pmu  towaidi  the  point  wh«nce  the  rty  ii  tiMud,  tfa«  ftnsks 
to  protect  tlic  yung,  tltu  mit]c«  to  dvTOiir  theiD.  ^M 

Sir  Ilant  SiMUie.  in  hii  "  Nstursl  tlistoty  of  Jmaaem"  (pres  the  fel>^l 
lowinK  curioiM  account  of  tlMmodeof  lakinfr  Dllinlon  then  pmrtiiwd: 

"  They  an  wrv  common  on  thu  coula  and  <&ep  riven  oT  Jamaica. 
One  of  nineteen  uet  ia  lenjctb.  I  was  told,  wai  taken  by  a  do(,  whieh 
waa  made  um  of  aa  a  bait,  with  a  piooa  of  wood  ttoJ  to  a  cord,  tbo  £)p> 
ther  end  of  whicli  was  fntunod  to  a  bed^poct  The  crMo£le  cominff 
(oand  as  uHoal  ev«ry  night,  aeixcd  the  dog;  was  taken  by  the  ptec*  <rf 
wood  mul';  fa«t  to  the  cord,  drow  the  bed  to  the  vrindow  and  waked  tlie 
people,  who  killed  tin  alligator  which  bed  done  them  much  tnischieC  H 
TIm  aliin  waa  MuRmI  and  ^eced  to  tne  at  a  rarity  and  preunt,  hut  I  ( 
oould  not  accept  of  it,  because  of  iti  loifgcfirn,  wanting  rouin  to  ttow  il." 

Few  authon  bare  leeeived  greater  injutUce  than  Hr.  Watertoo,  on 
account  of  an  athrentare  described  by  him  in  his  interMtinf; "  Wander- 
ing*." "  Ilaring  caught  (be  nyt),  by  means  of  n  baited  hook,  a  huge 
cayman  in  tlw  rirer  Bewtiuibo,  they  (tlie  lodiani)  pulled  the  caymani 
williin  two  yanl«  of  mo  :  1  saw  be  waa  in  a  atato  of  fcv  and  pcrtui ' 
tion.  I  matamly  dropped  the  mart,  »p«iiDK  up  ■°d  jumped  on  hie  bsd^' 
turning  lialf  round  as  I  vaullod,  «o  that  I  gaiatd  my  seat  with  my  hn 
in  a  nght  position.  1  inimediatoly  Betuid  his  fore-l^s,  and,  by  msio 
fince,  twiiUd  thent  on  hia  beck  :  thus  they  scn-nl  me  lor  a  biidle.' 

This  statement  exeitod  a  wltirlwind  of  ridicule;  we  will  see  witli  how 
little  caiiM  or  justice. 

\Vliea  speaking  of  the  Tcntyiitci.  wo  haTO  quoted  nicienl  milbors 
proving  that  it  was  the  usual  proeeeding  of  tbese  people  to  spring  on  the 
backs  of  crocodiln*,  and  in  that  poaition  to  subdue  them.  Pr.  Poooek,  in 
his  "ObserTBUons  on  E^vpt,"  detcribcB  tha  foUowbg  method  of  taking 
the  erocodile.  "  The  inhabitants,"  tays  he,  "  make  some  animal  ciy  at 
a  dtitana  from  the  river,  and  when  the  crocodile  cotnet  out  they  tluvst 
•  fpear  into  his  body,  to  which  a  rope  is  tted  :  they  then  let  lum  go  inie 
the  water  to  tpend  hinself;  and  ofterwarfB  drawing  him  out,  rim  a  pole 
into  his  mouth,  and  jumping  on  hia  botck,  tie  his  jnns  together.**  Such  is 
the  mode  still  practised  in  Egypti  and  the  following  interesting  acCMiDt 
giTen  by  Mr.  Gocm,  of  the  cuptviro  of  an  alligator  in  Jamaiea,  most  fully 
exMicratct  hU.  Waterton  from  soy  suipicion  of  cxnggoration.  j 

"A  cayman  from  the  ikcighbourii^  lagooni  of  Lyson's  estate  in  St, 
Tbocnai^sin  the  Kut,  that  uwd  occanonally  to  poach  tlic  duckt  and  duck- 
linos  having  free  warren  about  the  water-mill,  waa  taken  ii>  Itia  prowl 
and  killed.  All  sorts  of  luitpidoii  was  entertained  about  the  dcpredo- 
ton  among  the  ducks,  till  the  eiocedikt  was  surprised  lounging  in  one  of 
the  ponds,  after  a  night'*  plunder.  Dowme,  the  vtigtncer  rf  the  pUntO' 
lion,  ihet  at  him  and  wounded  him,  and  tlimigh  it  did  not  tvcni  that  he 
was  much  hurt,  lie  was  bit  vrith  such  leniitivu  dTcct,  titat  ho  imme- 
dtatelv  roie  out  of  tlie  pond  to  rtgoin  the  morass.  It  was  now  that 
UeviJ  BroM-ii,  na  Ahican  wninman,  came  up,  and  beC^re  the  reptile 
couU  make  a  dwlge  lo  gel  away,  be  throw  bimstlf  astride  over  his  bede, 
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MiBtcheil  iiphU  foiv-pam  ra  n  moment,  and  lielJ  t)>ein  cIouUmI  up.  The 
beul  waa  inunedintdy  thrown  upon  its  snout,  and  though  able  to  move 
ftwly  hU  hind  te*i,  and  sUp  his  tul  aboat,  ho  muM  sot  budge  hairu 
vxrd.  hia  powur  being  altegether  tpent  in  a  fruitlcBs  cndeavuur  to  grub 
tninwlf  onnaid.

ihe  Ul)!  confervucv  will)  the  jujnuiiiiM,  he  hiuidcd  to  hitn  tin*  si-nteiicc 
«if  death.  The  emperor  ivus  much  inaT4Fd,uiid  showed  symptoins  of 
■Hrprist;  and  i>un«t-Tii-

"  My  lord,"  anawered  the  cadi,  "  by  Ihe  law  klie  «tundB  cuudetnued ;

Lt>ave  me;  I  am  uirely  di^pIe)We(l  nt  the  f^itc  of  thi^t 
yuuag  Ill-brew — lowly  an  her  nmne.  And,  mark  ine;  titriun  every 
pujiit  i  ncf^lecC  iivUiing-  Wc  miiy  yet  gain  her  over.  AltisI  may 
Ala  protect  her!  "  Aud  thu  emperor  turned  away  tvith  maiiifust  sign* 
of  heavy  (linpicustire. 

The  cndi  nell  perceived  howgivutly  hi«  roynl  mutwr  was  grieved  nt 
the  idea  of  Svl'a  deuth :  but  tliere  was  non-  do  remetly.  The  law, 
barbtroait  and  unjniit  a»  it  wiu,  teat  final ;  aad  her  death  waa,  there- 
fon-,  tneviiiiMe-  Itefore  her  execution,  neviTibi-le»,  he  puid  her  a 
find  viiii,  nbeii  he  fixinj  her  kneeling  in  prayer;  and  dis|iluyL-d  tu 
her  the  writ  uf  rXicalion. 

"  Bi-hold,"  snid  he,  "  your  sentence  Your  head  will  roll  on  llie 
Kround,  and  the  du*t  of  the  eanh  ftliall  Ite  dyed  with  ymir  hlotKl. 
Your  tomb  kbull  bu  covertrd  with  muled ict ion k,  anil  amidst  them  will 
jroor  lart  end  bi  renietnberMl.  Vi-t,  fair  Sol,  there  ia  n  remedy  ; 
think  yet  upon  il.  IVmtirrow.  at  tbta  very  hour,  1  will  return,  either 
U  pnwnt  yuu,  crouiivd  with  tlie  jesmniine  Huwerii,  to  the  emperor, 
or  to  Ind  you  tu  your  death/' 

With  tlieM  wwril*  liv  departed,  lenving  the  youufi  Hebreir  ntill  iii 
tli«  putilion  in  which  he  had  found  her  upon  bin  entrance,  and  from 
whitb  the  atirred  not,  but  reinaiued  in  a  contemplative  ecttacy 
commending  her  soul  fervently  to  her  Creator. 
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It  in*  Boon  publicly  known  in  Fez  ttist  tb«  ilaf  kpproadieil  wlirn 
thtt  bvABtiful  fciung  J^-ivcx*  wb»  to  In.:  bcbcRtli-d  fur  bliUtpbetniDjt  Uitf 
name  o(  tlie  Pioplivt.  The  Moorn,  whose  relif^otis  ftniticiam  u  great 
btfjond  cominriinn,  looked  iipoii  this  exi^culioii  as  tin  uocu&ion  for 
Tpjoicingn.  TKo  Jows,  [inn-rrloM  M  rfoipdr  it,  were  uvewome  by  tbu 
(l«ep«at  fe«ling8  of  detpondency  ;  iiikwilling  to  nrmntn  t'litirrlr  pMiuvK. 
they  oucnmrnced  a  HtibHOfiptioiii  rauly  to  w  inrnted  in  anj  way  tbac 
mi];ht  bvtt  mtt  tlie cmt>rgvni:y.  Tiieiinrviittund  tvlatioiw  who  were  in 
Tangier!  whose  viTurta  to  save  llus  beluvi-d  victim  would  faar«  b<Hn> 
uiinviiliiig,  even  liud  itiu)'  l>n»i  capubli:  vf  duvixina  aiiv  cneaot  fuf  her 
reiicue,  nerv  iilun^i-d  tnt<i  despair ;  thuir  hopeis  hail  Kulfifred  shi]>wreck 
apoii  lliL-  rwk  of  u  ruleutlesu.  futulity.  and  tliey,  like  the  young  maiden 
licnvlf.  Itnd  n'>  cvnauUtion  but  tliMu  impurU'd  frpm  b«nn«.  Th» 
afflicted  So!  spent  the  whole  day  iu  meditntion,  she  refiiNvd  all  fuud. 
iind  loi)ki?d  utixiouKly  for  tin"  hour  ivhich  wituid  end  her  life,  Tlidt 
fiitnl  hotir  iirrived  iit  Ii-n^th.  U'itti  ii  ireinhlin^  "lep,  the  cadi  eiittiiud 
her  apattment,  and  fuund  her,  ns  before,  in  prayer.  He  tvms  much 
agitut«d,  and  could  apeak  to  h«f  only  mtli  the  utmont  diflieulty-  At 
k-ngtfa  he  mud;  — 

*'  Sol — beautiful  Sol!  the  arbiters  of  life  unddi-ath  may  meet  lo- 
getlier.     Behold  luehere!     Ktioiv  you  irhort-fore  I  am  cotnc?" 

"  I  d*>  know  it,"  replied  the  maiden. 

"  j\nd  Imvv  you  determined  upon  yuur  futcP"  ubed  the  cadt. 

Kiting  fruui  thesrouiid.und  with  hrniness,  Sol  atuiiven-d  : — "I  buw 
determined.     LeaJtne  to  tlie  pliico  where  1  lUii  tu  ihed  my  bluod." 

"  Unhappy  gtrl !  "  eaid  the  ciidi,  "  never,  till  my  duatb,  ivill  thine 
imase  leave  my  memory  ! "  lie  tlien  dutln-d  a  Roldicr  to  buudcoA'  and 
IcMllier  to  die  priaon. 

The  authorities  -of  Fes,  at  the  «inp«ror'ii  desire,  having  determiiMMl 
M  K'vc  the  acent-  ss  much  publicity  as  postuhle,  reNidved  tb:it  tite  exe- 
oitiofl  >}iotild  take  place  upon  the  Sm»»u  Utk*  H|(Jiir«  in  Pvi!.  where 
the  naarkvrt  i»  held.  Tht-  previous  day,  toe,  having  been  ono  of  thi; 
weekly  market  days,  when  thu  conooufae  of  permotis  irn.i  always  very 
considiTjble,  the  news  bad  circulottd  far  and  wide,  nttd  but  little  elatf 
waa  L4lkcd  nf.  Very  early  in  the  morning,  4  ntroug  |uc(iuet  of  aotdiers 
had  been  posted  oti  the  tioco,  in  order  to  excite  aitviition  nnil  aitmct 
more  apeclatura;  but  so  nuini.'riiut  wu  the  crowd,  that  tliis  precaution 
was  toarecly  nccomar)-.  The  Jews  who  rtwitlvd  in  Fe«s,  when  they  iiuw 
that  hope  waa  >l  an  end,  went  to  the  euipcror,  and  pruirirrcd  the  large 
mm  tmf  had  collected,  as  was  prevtouiily  stated,  in  exchange  for  the 
permiMloD  to  int«r  the  remuinii  of  the  yuimg  Sul  after  her  execution  ;

Hut  these  men.  who«e  nature  ia 
hardened  to  the  mual  auraf;e  emclty,  after  intim^iting  to  her  that  ihey 
were  come  tu  conduct  hrr  to  death,  tied  .tiound  her  neck  a  lliick  roja-. 
'if  ifhidi  tliey  cuinraeiiced  drawing  her  nlung  ui  though  die  wero  a 

Tbc  lavftlf  V^'^  K''''  "^^PP^  *"  '"'''  li'>>'l<'<'<*  ^**  oj-Oi 
Rsfd  on  tW  eftrtli.  nhich  sbc  inautennl  with  ber  bitter  tvurs,  foUowed 
ibetn  with  faltering  Mep*.  As  tbe  KWied,  camputiMi,  frtirf,  tvniltr- 
nMO]  and  Wty  juinfiil  t')mil»'n  of  tbr  hnrt,  migfat  b«  trncrd  in  th« 
owntenxace*  of  tUo  Jews ;  but  smuo):  the  ftfabooteCann  tlirrr  were  do 
rifiiblv  r«l«BtiBgs  of  lioRionky.  Tlii^  jtluun.  af  all  Meta  and  ipr*,  n-Iio 
«n>w<jt^(l  tbe  «tT««U,  rent  tbe  ait  n-itU  tbcir  dUcorduit  rrj«tc!n|pi. 
"  Stic  coines ! "  tWr  cried ;  "  she  c<>ines,  irbo  bUepbi-itit.il  ihc  name  of 
the  rnq>lirt.

It  vrus  ituinL-dialvly  broucht,  it-Lcn  iiltc  prr- 
fvnn«d  tt>«  abliilton  ru|uir<:d  by  the  Jirn-iiih  c»»ttii»  bcfiiv  ett);ngiiit'  ia 
liniyer.  Tbe  «pt>cIalon  witc  anxiuiuly  observant  of  M  ide  aciitma  »f 
tba  victim.  Ltnioc  her  eyea  tu  b«ar«n,  aiid  amid  inauy  tenn,  >lio 
recited  the  Svnii-  (the  prayer  «lTcm)  by  tbuM  of  her  imtion  bvfwrc 
ilcnlb),  and  lliiMi.  tmnuift  to  tlie  exc-cutiouora,  "  1  hare  liiiiilied." 
wild  tlie,  "  di^fMMt.-  of  my  life  •"  ani,  lisiii);  her  gue  npaa  tbe  eiutb, 
ohe  kniflc  to  receive  tbe  fatal  iimke. 

Tb«»cenc  b:ul  by  tbis  time  bfji;uu  to  chaneo  ita  aspect.  The  vaat 
niiWDurse  of  [)eu|>li',  (M.x-i;ig  Sid'*  iiiwlc  geoUeiimi.  could  not  but  be 
moved;  man*  ive|it,  uud  ull  felt  a  degTM  of  compasaiuii  fur  Ii<.t  fule. 
Tliv  k-Ai^:utioncf>  tbi!u,  sciciii;;  tbe  uruiii  of  Uii:  rictim,  ntiil  tivi>tiii|; 
tbetn  bvbitid  her  back,  butinil  them  with  n  rotip,  aud  irhirliii^;  bia 
ssvurd  ill  thv  air,  Uid  hold  of  tbe  1od|;  b^iir  uf  Sul's  bvud,  mid  mniudi-d 
ber  klitfblly)  an  be  bad  bevn  cotuinanded,  yet  ko  thul  tbv  blvoJ  llowrd 
JnMaDtly  froxa  the  wooud,  dftni;  lier  brcatt  and  trarmcnts.

Tba  Jews  hiuJ  pnid  mj.  Alvxra  to  delirer  to  tbem  the  corpse  »illi  tbp 
blood-stained  eartli  oo  >«hicb  it  lay,  immcdiatelv  after  tbe  esecution  of 
tlie  meuieiice.  This  trait  aco»rdiii);Iv'  done,  aiid  tb«  reniniim,  wTiip]ied 
in  a  tine  linen  cloth,  were  de)>oa)ted  in  a  drop  tepulcbre  of  the  Je»iab 
cemetery  by  tbe  tide  of  tboae  of  a  learned  and  honoured  suge  of  the 
Uw  of  Jiliwes.  Amidiit  teani  and  >ighs  whs  tlie  Ilebreiv  mnriyr  hiiried. 
Even  aome  of  the  Aloors  followed  her,  mourning  to  her  grare.  niid 
tttU  viait  ber  tomb,  and  venerate  her  rvating- place  as  tbut  uf  a  Hue 
and  f4ithful  marlyr  tu  the  oerd  abe  held.

To  suppose  that  he  ever  cried  and  puled,  fed  on 
pQ)),  and  went  throufth  the  varioua  iiitoresting  periods  of  ihort-<«ntJng, 
weaning,  find  tcvthiii^,  dcmnnd*  tui  exercUe  of  filth  ii)  the  immulubiiity 
of  Nfllun'it  lawB,  alnioat  larger  than  we  can  command.  Bob  Smithson 
in  long-clolhes .' — Bob  Smithson  with  a  rattle! — Boh  Smithion  malcing 
frantic  tittrmpl*  to  •wallow  hiii  own  fitt  t — hah  !  th<!  ii)t«  li  too  aWurd. 
We  have  known  Bob  these  seven  yean,  and  h«  hn<  never  clinnj[cd  one 
whit.  He  »ay«  ho  is  nine-and- twenty. hut  wfi  should  bcltevo  liim  jurt  lu 
well  if  he  iiuid  iiiHy  hundred  and  twenty  ;  it  it  inipoBsihl*  to  concoive  «q 
itcreotyped  an  animal  ever  having  been  younj;cr,  or  ever  growing  older. 
But  the  rtndor  doe*  ncA  know  him,  and  lo  vtt  will  try  to  describe  him. 

Robert  Smithson,  Fi^q.,  mny  bo  dcsicrit>od  in  three  way«— motally, 
nuiilnlty,  niid  physically, — and  in  each  of  tlitw  fha'"  ^^  his  indivi- 
duality h*  may  be  aaid  to  be  djstinguiehed  by  "  slo'ivneas."  Thus  he  bat 
a  strong  tendency  to  teo-mcelings  and  the  Oerninn  flute  play«d  by  ear  J 
he  teadi  Wordsworth  and  Akenaide,  RiclianJinin  find  Mrs.  Chapon«, 
Otiguld  Stewart,  and  Loeke  "On  the  Human  Understanding."' — a  tliong 
do»e  of  ihe  Intter  etupifying  him  ns  efrcoiuiiny  a*  a  sniff  of  chloroform  ; 
and  Ite  is  fond  of  walking  in  Kenfiington  Gardens,  and  up  PKmroKe  HiU 
in  winter,  fondly  bcltaving  that  sloppy  grAvcl  it  more  healthy  than  dry 
pavement. 

In  penon  he  i>  long,  lean,  undy-haired,  and  inclininu;  to  tli«  cada- 
veious.  You  can't  divest  younelT  of  the  impreii»ion  that  hiti  eyca  have 
been  boiled,  and  the  colour  wiuhod  out  of  Iti*  MrELgglinf;  whiskers ;  while 
liu  mouth,  instead  of  bcin)[chiidled  (ai  fattiiionahlo  novrliKts  are  to  fond 
~^ saying),  mutt  have  been  cut  with  a  carving-knife,  when  Dame  Nature 
id  nothing  more  appropnate  at  bund,  wherewith  to  complete  that  nccev- 
sary  feature.  Hisleffsere  decidedly  odd  ;  we  don't  mean  "  funny."  but  that 
they  linve  no  sort  of  natural  liniuitude  to  one  another,  and  don't  aetni  to 
he  on  good  tonni— the  right  one  invariably  turns  in  its  Ioce.,  but  i*  on  tlio 
whole,  s  quiel  well-behaved  leg ;  nhile  the  left,  on  the  contrary,  lias  a 
habit  of  Bwingirg  about,  as  if  it  were  tryiiig  to  get  away  from  the  body, 
and — in  fact,  our  iniprmion  U  Ihait  Bob  Smithson's  left  leg  givu  biiD  ■ 
great  deal  of  trouble. 

Ooli  i«  a  surgeon,  at  least  he  says  so  ;  and  wo  believe  that  the  Apotfae- 
cuiies  llnll  <Ud  really  crant  him  a  licence  to  practlite  ;  but  aa  nobody  liu 
ever  asked  him  even  for  u  black  draught,  the  civility  of  the  Apothecoriea 
Company  has  been  entirely  wasted.  It  is  recoided  that  ho  anrc  pui- 
thascd  0  pmctice,  and  a  slock  in  trade  in  tome  extraordinary  nvighboui- 
bood  between  Camden  Town  and  the  IliKligute  Archway  (we  can  give 
no  more  accurate  descriplton  of  tlie  locality,  as,  thank  IVovidence,  wc 
iMTcr  venture  mta  those  legieiii) ;  but,  aftor  one  week's  atrict  stlention 
to  baiiDCM,  Bob  found  liimKetf  only  the  rielier  by  two  penny  piiwEa,  and 
a  bad  (bui|ienDy  ditto  tn  exchange  for  a  piece  of  stick ing-plii*lrr,  sonin 
hair  oil,  and  a  bliittr.

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hi  baa  never  venturcd  into  the  rvd  bottle  and  lump  line  Einoc.  cfrntcotiii^ 
hjmaairwtih  a  brass  plate  anneuocitig  tlint  he  U  a  surceon,  and  a— aheui ! 
Bob  hail  ft  wcnknrM — who  ha«  not  ?  Wha  cMilay  his  hand  on  lui 
heart,  and  tav  that  he  is  exempt  from  sama  little  tattc  or  propensity  not 
•tiietly  SAnrtioned  by  reason  or  morality!  My  friend  the  Iteverend 
Thitodora  Brick,  of  St.  Apollodonttt  ii  a  gooJ  nnd  virluouii  man  ;  but  Iiir 
Vest  Triends  admit  ttiat  if  lli«  Itererviid  Theodore  took  on  ocrasional 
bottle  of  port  th«  leB8,  his  divinity  would  be  as  sound  (and  his  liver 
alu),  while  hid  complexion  would  to  iiiora  imprvvcd  in  the  nntial  icgioiis 
than  by  any  halt^ozen  bnttlea  of  Oowland'a  Lotion,  or  Rowland's  Kaly- 
dor.  Hy  friend  C&ptnin  J«nkyns,  of  the  18th  Light  llragoons,  though 
■a  good-natured  a  fi-llow  na  evn  Ijscked  a  bill  n»d  a  friend  nl  Ihv  sauii.' 
time,  and  ns  fjallant  a  soldier  as  ever  stomied  a  breach,  is  a  little  too  fond 
of  thoartittic  prodkifiion*  of  wcxt-cnd  tnilorii,  bootnuikcrc,  iic, — rnthor 
too  great  an  admiKr  of  his  «>«n  elegaiictis  of  person,  as  disjda^cd  under 
the  combined  inventions  of  those  benevolent  tradesmen.  The  character 
of  John  Rultionduit,  R%c\.,  of  Anut-1  Court  and  Hyde  Park  Qtrdenn.  is 
bnpraachable  on  'Clianj,-^  untarnihlied  in  the  weat ;  but  Mr.  Builion- 
diut  would  be  equally  respected  and  honoured  if  i/rt.  Uuiliondust  were 
awn  rather  oftener  in  hii  company,  and  his  viuti  to  that  iitik  iijou  of  a 
cottage  on  the  HaTnni«r»Riith  Itoad  (with  the  green  btinds,  and  the 
conscrTBlory,  the  Hlcnheim  S]>unicli  and  tiie  neat  Dionghnin)  vreie 
rather  fewer  and  farther  betwten.  And  so  it  is  with  liie  whole  world 
— each  man  ha*  lii«  hobby-horw,  «o  Sttniu  told  u>  long  »incc,  and  each 
tnsa  has  his  weakncHn.  Bob  Sniitbson's  weakness  niu  an  inteiue  desire 
for  OH  athmture. 

A  nan  who  tonfinos  his  peregrinations  within  the  limits  of  Kcnsinston 
Gardens  and  Primruxe  Hill,  is  not  very  likely  to  meet  with  mauy  excitinf; 
adventure*,  unlvsi  he  tcrini  caiitivatii)^  a  nurserymaid,  or  being  Ultcii  In 
tli«  leg  by  an  old  maid's  pet  do(>,  '*  un  ndvcnturf."  Indeed  it  mny  be 
douUed  whetluT  poor  Boh'f  m«t  desire  for  nn  exciting  event  in  iii»  life 
would  ever  liavu  b«en  (tratificd,  but  for  two  accidents, — ^he  had  an  enemy 
— and  he  went  to  I'arii. 

His  eneniy  was  Ute  man  who  had  mo»t  injiinil  tiini,  as  enemies  gene- 
rally are  :  for  it  ii  astonishing  how  pcrtinaciouely  you  hate  the  man  you 
httot  injured.  Oi  course,  good  reader,  you  and  ourselves  never  injured 
any  od».  Wo  con  lay  our  hands  on  our  waistcoats  and  aay  ihal  with 
eleftr  oonsciencei.  can  w«  not  ?  But  oil  men  are  not  lo  viituous,  alan  I 
■od  with  timl  ii);h  \fv  ninove  our  hands  from  our  waistcoat,  shake  our 
hMd.  and  fp  on  mih  our  story.  Bob  Smitlison's  enemy  was  a  curtain 
Hr.  Brown,  who  had  told  Bob  the  ini practicable  proelicc  oforetiiid,  aud 
tnnde  him  pay  the  ten  pounds  datnacta,  for  calling  the  transaction  a 
"  swindle. "  The  v imticlivu  Itrown  had  been  liesrd  lo  utter  dire  threats 
of  jKinehing  lk»b'»  head  on  the  curliett  !t|)  port  unity  ;  und  Bob  really 
bctkved  Hut  Brown  meant  lo  do  it,  not  bearing;  in  mind,  that  gvntic- 
nen  wbo  threaten  to  do  these  valorous  d«eds  "  on  the  firvt  opportu- 
nity," always  take  excelleut  eare  that  tliO  opportunity  nvvcr  shtiU 
airiva. — thereby  prcaerving  their  consistency,  and  their  reputation  for 
valcnir  together.  One  thing  \%  curtain,  two  years  had  paatad,  during 
whieh  ttnie  Bob  hod  never  been  assaulted  by  Brown,  thouf^  the  two 
gCDtlemen  had  frequently  njct  foco  to  fitce.  "  Let  nw  calch  him  atwK> 
that  'a  all,"  said  Brown. 

We  have  said  lluil  Bob  Sinithson  deli(;lil»i  in  the  gaidana  of  Kenning- 
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ton  and  the  hill  of  Primrose ;  and  yeK  Bob  actDiI]y  went  to  Paris  two 
months  ago  1  It  is  true  that  be  was  sent  there  va  a  qiedal  message  by 
his  father,  a  country  solicitor,  and  entreated  by  his  mother  to  undertake 
the  errand  as  a  means  of  expanding  his  mind  by  foreign  travel. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  of  December,  1851,  Bob  Smithson 
started  by  spedal  tniin  from  London  Biidge,  and  late  in  the  evening  of 
the  same  day  he  was  depodled,  «-ith  bag  and  baggage,  at  the  Paris  ter- 
minus of  the  Chemin  de  Fer  du  N'onL  He  sent  to  Meurice's  Hotel,  or- 
dered a  beefsteak  and  some  porter  for  his  supper  (as  a  light  and  ^aily 
digested  one,  no  doubt),  and  turned  into  bed,  where  he  dieunt  all  night  of 
luiUvays,  steamers,  seasickness,  ihuaniert,  Konnandy  fish-women,  and 
jjassports.  Next  morning  when  he  got  up.  he  heard  that  a  kind  of  revolu- 
tion on  a  small  scale,  termed  a  coit/>  tfe/a/,  had  already  taken  place  in  Paris 
tliat  very  morning.  Even  Bob,  however,  was  not  mudi  astonished,  because 
he  had  been  accustomed  to  consider  such  thii^  one  of  the  inevitable 
weetily  or  monthly  Parisian  enteit^nments ;  and  as  the  waiter  smiled  as 
hi>  told  him,  and  asked  him  whether  he  would  take  his  coffee  au  lail  or 
nuif  m  the  same  breath.  Bob  naturally  thought  Httle  about  the  matter. 

We  sallied  Ibrth,  and  first  executed  his  father's  commands,  which  were 
soon  complied  with,  and  then  he  roamed  about  to  see  the  lions.  He  was 
pU7^1ed  at  seeing  no  cabs,  omnibus,  or  other  vdiiclea  about  the  streets, 
niid  inquired  the  cause  in  the  best  French  he  could  command,  which  was, 
porhups,  the  worst  ever  heard  out  of  an  English  boarding-schooL 

"  /"/d  Caffiche,"  was  the  gruff  reply  of  a  moustadied  blouse,  as 
ho  pointed  to  a  "poster,"  which  Bob  scanned,  and  by  help  of  his 
pocket-dictionary  made  out,  that  "  the  circulation  of  cabs,  &c.,  is  de- 
iendcd — "  a  pieco  of  intelligence  which  added  very  little  to  his  stock  of 
knowledge- 
He  got  through  the  day  somehow,  though  he  found  Paris  the  dullest 
place  in  the  world,  as  was  natur^  to  a  man  who  fancied  he  could  speak 
the  loiiguuge  but  could  not,  and  who  found  himself  in  the  brilliant  capital 
when  the  circulation  of  cabs  was  forbidden. 

Next  day  came  I — Again  Bob  Smithson  walked  forth  jauntily,  his  lefl 
leg  exhibiting  more  than  its  usual  symptoms  of  hveliness,  and  his  lank 
sandy  hair  more  carefully  brushed  and  smoothed  than  on  ordinary  occa- 
sions ;  for  Bob  had  discovered  that  the  Parisians  were  smart  feQows. 

Decidedly  there  was  an  air  of  mischief  about  the  place  to-day — people 
hurrying  to  and  fro ;  Miyem  <ie  mile  interrupting  all  street  conversations, 
with  their  "  move  on ;"  troops  of  cavalry  pasung  at  a  trot ;  re^ments  of 
infantry  marching  by  and  looking  bo  diabolically  wicked,  as  French  troops 
who  have  served  in  Algeria  can  alone  look;  shop-keepeis  standing  at 
their  doors  with  puzzled  and  doubtful  looks ;  groups  of  heads  at  the  ea/i 
windows :  and  no  one  with  a  perfect  air  of  ease  and  satisfaction  about 
him.  Dob  was  not  experienced  in  the  physiology  of  Paiiaian  lifei  or  he 
would  have  read  in  all  these  symptoms,  as  easily  as  in  print,  the  signiB- 
cant  word  "  Barricades." 

Which  way  Bob  roamed  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  tell,  seeing  that  we 
have  nothing  to  guide  us  in  this  little  history  but  his  own  information, 
which  is  decidedly  scanty  as  to  locality.  Suddenly,  however,  he  came 
to  a  street,  which,  as  he  thought,  was  under  repair,  seeing  that  the 
stones  were  up  at  one  end,  and  piled  as  he  had  seen  them  almost  every 
month  in  Fleet  Street,  which  is  a  street  ofHicted  with  a  chronic  com- 
plaint in   the   internal  regions,     A   few  heads  were  visible  above  thi> 
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fllmei,  Had  u  Bob  drew  nearer  h«  tav  ihal  ihe  otmen  of  the  heads 
eairi«d  muskcu  tnilead  of  pickaxe«.  This  was  iiupicious;  and  Boir 
p«uitd  to  coRsiilei  wimt  il  couM  mean,  Utl  hti  rcrorio  vrtM  intomiptwl 
b/  tb«  OMSt  »traoTd'in>irily  tudden  *'whi£El''  clo«e  to  hu  cv.  He 
iUited,  u  he  taw  at  the  lame  monwnt  a  liltl«  hate  perforaU^  in  tho 
wbU  by  hit  Bide,  and  guMsed  that  hn  bad  been  ihot  at.  Ho  fell  flat  on 
tiia  &c»— not  dead,  but— deeply  intent  on  llie  6nt  htw  of  human  naturet 
BBtf'ijrimTBtioB.  He  crept  alonK  on  his  stomadi  to  th«  berricodo  belbre 
htm  (Ibr  auch  indeed  !t  was),  and  ho  ]aj  boaide  it ;  but  glancing  cnii- 
ticMuly  round,  )ic  tuvr  tliu  Hue  coati  and  crimson  cotitiniiations  of  an 
infantry  ngiiiient  advancing  on  his  side  uf  tlic  street  fortification. 

Who  ihall  p«unl  his  horror  t  How  the  cold  ponpntion  ran  down  liia 
tinky  checki,  and  tcttlod  on  liia  wuh«d-oiit  wliisken  I  How  atill  was 
the  oaee  lively  left  leg  I  How  loudly  thumped  iha  poor  fellow's  h«art, 
and  liow  atidilly  chattcnd  hia  teeth  ! 

Tlicrc  woi  but  one  chance  for  him ;  already  had  a  rolley  been  fired  at 
the  hBrTi<!ad«,  but  fortunately  over  hi*  hend.  The  atonoa  had  been  hur- 
redly  iJirown  up^  and  bore  and  thoni  wa«  a  coniiidemble  apace  between 
them.  Could  he  creep  or  burrow  hia  way,  »o  as  to  f^t  actually  in«idu 
Ike  barricade  1  Carefully  he  puilcd  away  one  of  the  big  gtone^  ititl 
lying  on  hi*  utomacli  ;  and  down  tumbled  a  Ini^^r  one^  filling  up  ita 
ploee.  Rornble  !  Well,  one  more  trial ;  yonder  is  a  Itkcly  apot ;  by 
alow  defcreea  it  is  nained :  a  ttono  is  pushed  utde — his  head  is  tlmist  bi 
—his  nwk — hi«  arm* — liis  body — liis  legs. 

So  far  aafe,  lliatik  Bwi  I  But  now  is  the  don^  of  llie  atones  abovo 
lolUc^  down  and  cniihing  him.  The  firing  is  going  on  bolter  than  erer. 
Deubtlesa  the  barrieade  vriU  In-  soon  atormM  and  carried  by  the  itfldlciy. 
Tbey  will  charge  K  and  march  over  it,  and  tmaili  tlie  wretched  Bob 
KtntUison  beneath  it. 

What  "s  that  I  An  atm  i«  tlirwi  through  a,n  aperture  near  him  on  the 
opposite  tide  flrom  wliidi  he  entered.  Merey  on  him  I  they  are  going  to 
drag  him  out  t  Dob  utters  a  horrible  slirielc,  which  ia  drowned  in  n 
Toll^  of  musketry ! 

The  arm  ia  followed  1>y  a  bead,  the  head  by  a  body,  and  itob  hears  a 
groan.  Can  il  be  a  wounded  man  aeetdng  a  liiding-plaee  7  Bob  hopes 
«o,  and  h«  icets  relicTod.  The  new-comer  is  iliaking  awfully  ;  but  Bob 
•eaa  no  blood,  and  hears  no  groan  like  that  of  pain,  thou^i  many  a  one 
wUeh  ape^ke  of  dire  terror.  The  two  rofu^s  are  cliMuIy  pocked  t»- 
getbor,  and  they  apeak  not,  nor  move,  save  with  involuntary  trembling, 

Miliether  moments,  minutes,  or  houn  thus  passed,  who  can  tell  f  To 
Bob  it  eeemed  like  a^ea,  though,  probably,  some  quarter  of  on  hour  was 
about  the  n»l  spooe  of  time  that  elapsed  ere  the  barricade  «raa  deserted 
by  iti  defixiden,  and  then  garriaoned  by  iU  captors,  the  infantry  t*fore 
mentioned. 

Now  came  the  important  <iiKttiofl,  wlut  voi  to  be  done  ?  To  cmeisc 
or  to  rest  there  Hearen  knows  how  long  T  It  iraa  toon  answered  by  the 
•oldiers  tearing  down  the  ttonca  to  destroy  the  barricade.  A  dc«p  groan 
from  Bob  and  his  fellow  refugee  caught  tlveir  ear*,  and  they  dragged  them 
out  in  cloae  embrace  by  the  heeb.  Another  moment  and  the  "  mi 
quarter"  noticv  might  hnro  been  complied  with,  but  Bob  shrieked  out, 

"I  am  on  ErigU«hinan  '"  and  full  on  his  knees. 

"  So  am  I  I  *■  cried  his  fompeffmn  de  harrieaJe.     "  Ncrcy  t  morey  ! " 

"Hm  aoldiers  laughed  outright.

May  she  have 
many  Buch !     Qentlemen,  you  shall  not  be  shot,"  said  a  lout'Offieier. 

Never  felt  human  beings  keener  joy  than  Bob  and  his  companion 
experienced  at  that  moment.  They  thanked  their  captors  in  villanouB 
French,  and  then  threw  themselves  into  each  other's  arms. 

But  what  makes  them  Btart  and  stare  ?  Whence  that  amazement 
and  momentary  flush  of  indignation  I  No  matter ;  the  last  is  soon  over, 
and  Bob  Smithson  and  his  "  enemy,"  Brown,  shake  hands  beside  the 
barricade. 

"  In  such  moments,"  said  Brown,  who  was  getting  magnanimous  after 
his  escape,  "  all  old  enmities  should  be  buried." 

"  As  we  were,"  rejoined  Bob,  "only  for  ever !  " 

We  have  just  heard  that  Bob  Smithson  is  preparing  a  little  book  for 
publication,  entitled  "  Scenes  from  the  late  coup  d'etat ;  or.  Life  among 
the  Barricades.     By  an  Eye-witness."

My  natumlly  limpid  and  benevolent  eye  mutt  have  flaiJied  lightnings 
of  wratli   a«  1  spnlce,  my  usunlly  cnlm  and  iiifllow  voice  oiutt  1ibv« 
loundcd  like  a  clanon  of  defiance;  fur  the  prictt  suddenly  chungvd 
taclicb.     He  signed  to  the  soldier  to  let  me  go.

'Jliere  tilie  sits,  nilh  &i>  hooiety  and  goud-humoured  an  air  as  if,  in- 
stead of  vriliiig  book*  and  holding corn-nptnidiiice  with  liatf  the  celebri* 
lies  of  her  timct  shv  had  no  uihcr  roratiun  iu  this  world  than  to  attend 
todomcslic  n&in,  prune  ilirubi  on  the  lawn,  disncnte  flannels ntChnst- 
tDei  to  the  poor,  owl  look  after  a  neighbouring  •choal.  Ueiiide  lier  cliair 
■tanda  her  constant  companioni  a  remarkable  stick,  wilh  bu  odd  sort  of 
a  bead  to  it ;  and  to  make  her  aelual  prescnee  th«  niore  palpable  th« 
sbcMild  be  iiirroanded  by  tier  inseparable  friends — Faochou,  hvr  little

flower  stands.  It  was  then  tight,  straight  and  slender,  nearly  four  feet 
high,  poliiliod,  vein(-d,  and  of  a  yelluwish  colour,  and  of  the  order  called 
a  crook,  such,  tuyi  Miss  Mitl'oid,  who  i<  ovidenlly  very  parikular 
about  it,  as  may  bo  seen  upon  a  diimney-piecc  ^guriug  in  tbo  hnud  of 
some  trim  stieplierdeia  of  Dresden  china.

IkiI  it  il  >iir|iriving:  what  ali^bi  incid^iila  riHe  into  im]iurtancc  nnd  inlcmft 
'at  B  (.-oitnlry  life,  and  how  much  the  rciUity  of  its  portraiture  ia  indebted 
to  trivial,  htit  by  no  means  imcsBenlinl  fi-alnrof.  At  nil  eveut«,  Mix* 
Milford'a  nllck  u  a  slick  of  note,  and  fhonld  no  mure  hv.  pasiird  over  in 
•ilenec  than  the  ruff  of  Quc«n  Kiiaabcth,  or  tfac  flowing  ringlet*  of 
Conprprc. 

Mini  Milford')  Yife  tevnn  to  have  opened  upon  bcr  in  that  pace  of 
the  old  <]uarlo  edition  of  "  Percy's  iti>!iqtK'«,"  nhorr  thr  ballad  or  tile 
*'  Children  ii)  thv  Wood  "is  to  be  found.  Itisthtt  drat  buok,  Almost  the  firet 
«Teiit»be  ri'ni«'mber».  They  used  to  put  her  upon  a  lohlc  before  she  »a» 
llirw"  yearn  old,  when  eho  wnii.  a*  »he  aays,  only  a  sort  of  twin-ti«ter  to 
her  own  dotl,  to  iuak«  her  ri-nd  k-adiu^  nniclea  out  of  this  luoming 
papers ,"  «nd  the  reward  for  tb  is  terrible  penance  was  to  hear  her  mother 
n.-cilc  the  "  Children  in  ihc  VVood,"  just  iia  children  am  rewarded  for 
taking  nnuseonii  thing*  by  a  promise  of  a  lump  of  sugar.  At  Wt  she 
got  poBsc«>iou  nf  the  Tolumes  ibcmiclves,  and  made  aequaintance  with 
the  rest  of  the  ballads,  which  possess  as  great  a  cbnrm  for  her  now  as 
they  did  then ;  and  she  never  lookt  upon  the  old  book* — the  very  ronie 
edition  Ur.

pagea  discloncd  a  nov  world  of  cnchantmenis  lo  her —  and  she  holds  il 
!■  rBverence  amongst  her  lilernry  p^natc*.  There  is  nothing  in  her 
TTminbcenCO  to  »llOW  Ibm  nbe  troubles  herselfahoiu  Percy  »ocieli««,  or 
Shakapcnrv  toeietiea,  lliot  she  lins  ever  dipped  into  Notes  and  Querieo, 
or  wwild  tlitnk  borsclf  obliged  to  the  officious  critic  who  should  detect 
M  llikw  in  ber  two  precious  (jiiarlo  volumes.     The  faith  nnd  the  cnlhu* 
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■iasm  of  cbiMliood  xlill  cling  to  ttM  ncll-known  book.  U)d  would  W 
very  mucli  put  o«t  by  b«in^  di»tnr)ied  at  ihrir  dpToiion*.  And  thi«  U 
thr  cliamctcr  of  Mirt  MHford'*  miiiil.  She  would  nitUfr  believe  >a  an 
old  trtdiliun  Ihaa  haru  II  dlspclk-il  by  (hv  dHccltvc  police  tbal  ^o  about 
exploring  fhroniclcp  and  ftirrcting  on!  dumRgin^  fncW.     Sbc  thinki  a 

iileMOUt  delmtioD  belter  than  a  dbai^rvcable  trulh;  mtd  it  Is  to  ihis 
ondo«SB  for  old  booksi  and  old  places,  and  the  old  nlories  that  have 
grown  np  into  n.  popular  creed  about  them,  that  wc  mny  traco  tlu'  para- 
motuat  charm  of  linipltdtT  and  trunlfiilness,  llie  cheerful  tpirit  and  tbe 
leemini;  good-nature  wbicb  abound  in  her  writing 

To  u»,  «re  mutt  acknowledge,  ttiia  fivshncss  of  tbe  hcnrt  nnd  entire 
freedom  of  ihe  imaginatioti,  li  very  delightful.  Min  Mitford  L*  not  a 
critic ;  but  ih«  is  sometbing  a  grcai  deal  better  nnd  more  a^ rL-c-ablc. 
She  U  of  too  enjoyable  a  tetnpcniniL-nt  for  a  critic  ;  she  ha>  not  a  linffc 
of  Ihe  malice  or  pervenity  of  criticism  in  her  genial  nature.  For  thin 
rrasoD,  her  opinioDs  aro  eomelimos  slightly  hetcrodo:^,  but  it  is  alwa^'H 
on  the  »ide  ol  a  ^«d  will,  and  a  hoarty  admiration  of  some  gracious  or 
in>nile  quality  which  ifae  bas  been  at  Ihe  paiiu  to  di»cnver,  and  which 
frw  pc«pIo  wMild  take  the  trouble  to  look  for.  Sho  opeaks  raplurounlr 
of  Davis'ii  "  Life  of  Curran  ;"  bo*  luch  innocont  rural  Tinrs  of  litera- 
ture, that  nhe  thinks  nobody  reads  Po[)e  and  Dryden  now,  nnd  that 
George  Darlcy  is  unknown  as  a  poet  to  the  English  public  ;  delects  a 
clow  rtaemblauce  bctwecti  the  Iriah  novels  of  Danitu  and  the  rotnaii* 
lidtt  creations  of  Victor  lingo.  Sue,  DuRias,  aud  thu  rest  of  thai 
school ;  tbink«  that  few  works  are  Wltcr  worth  reading  than  Monclon 
Mnnra'  "  Life  of  KcW-s"  not  only  for  the  wke  of  Kcat.q,  but  of  his 
**gM»TOUB  beiic-faclors,  Sir  .lanic^  Clarke  and  Mr,  Severn;"  regro4« 
llial  certain  wotks  have  falli-n  into  oblivion,  from  which  no  effort  of 
fuhionabte  or  liirrary  patronage  con  rcdci-m  them;  coneiders  Willis, 
Lowell,  and  Foe  grreat  AmtiHcnn  pools:  and  hopes  that  Richnrditnn'a 
novels  and  Walpole's  letters  will  never  come  to  an  end.  Kobudy'« 
judgownl  can  vhSct  any  damage  froni  such  ainiabli:!  notioiia  ;  and  tho 
wond  is  alwavs  mre  la  derive  benefit  from  Iho  kindly  spirit  that  over- 
look* A  hundred  defects  and  futliet  for  the  sake  of  a  fiin^le  virtue  it 
Buda  hidden  heiu-alh  ihcm.  We  wish  there  were  more  Miw  Miifurds 
Kith  her  intellect,  to  ict  uh  m  inftuential  an  example  of  toloralion  and  a 
willin|fnc»>  to  be  pleased. 

She  confesses  that  she  was  a  spoill  child,  and  that  papa  Kpnill  her. 
It  is  evident,  from  what  wc  have  just  said,  ihnt  nuddeo  nnd  hiKJi  us  waa 
tW  growth  of  her  reputation,  the  public  have  not  spoilt  her.  What  tho 
anplauM  of  critics  and  the  ailmirstioit  of  her  rea«ler«  failed  .to  do,  papa 
did.  "Xot  conlcot  with  spoiling  me  in  dcor»,  he  spoilt  me  out.  Ilow 
well  I  remember  his  carry'tng  me  round  (he  orchard  on  his  shoulder, 
liolding  fast  my  little  ilir«n'year-otd  fei*t,  whilst  the  liilli*  handH  hung 
00  to  his  ptg-lail,  vtkieh  I  called  my  brtdlc  (tho«e  were  days  of  oi(- 
taiU),  hung  so  fait,  and  higi^ec)  >0  heartily,  that  somrlimes  tbe  ribbon 
would  come  off  between  my  lingers,  and  M'lid  tiiM  hair  floating,  and  Ihe 
powder  flying  down  bis  back."  The  papn  who  thus  made  her  first 
noquatDtca  with  Ui«  orchard,  occupies  a  still  more  prominent  vpacc  in 
ber  lubMqwDt  romhiiiconces.  I'roiii  him  to  whom  shv  wac  indebted 
(or  her  early  lore  of  nature,  and  the  happy  hours  of  childhood,  she  also 
dcriTcd  the  heavint  sorrow  of  her  life.  The  story  U  strange  and 
inehuichaly. 
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A  young  phyticiui,  clever,  handtome.  (ray.  in  &  «nall  tonn  in  Hamp- 
■hiref  MUa  MilforiTs  father  won  thn  itmid  «f  nn  hcin>M  willi  a  properly 
of  eight  and  Iwt-nty  thuuvnnd  pounds.  Wilh  ihe  exception  of  two 
hundrci)  a  y«>ar,  ioiilcd  on  her  as  piD-money,  the  wIioIp  of  this  fortune 
was  iiij'ii<!iciou>ly  pljiwd  at  ihu  free  me  of  Dr.  Miiford,  who  mccid*  to 
hiive  potK-iiti-d  t^vrry  <|iialilv  to  iiink«  liii  wife  happy — except  prudence. 
Ik-iuj^an  fof^et  Whij?,  ho  pluajfed  into  elpction  potUics  and  madoflne- 
micit ;  being  very  Tioipitable,  he  mpvoi  more  money  ibno  he  could  aflbrd; 
andi  rndr«v curing  to  retrieve  the  waste  liy  cards  and  snectilalJon,  Iw 
unk  nearly  the  whole  of  hi*  nnotirccs.  In  (hi«  eKtremily,  lie  thought  htt 
would  do  better  in  a  frc*h  place,  nnd  lo  the  fnm'ttv  rvmuved  to  Lyme 
Aogi*,  whero  thry  bad  a  Ane  haute,  which  twenty  yeara  before  had 
been  fM)t«il  by  the  great  Lord  Chatham  for  the  use  of  bis  toaf. 
Htm  thny  1<»1  a  rerj  ^y  lift-  for  two  or  lhrc«  teasons  ^^  \>a.\\a,  exeur- 
■iotiK,  dinners;  yet  in  tlie  tnidat  nf  it,  Miss  Mitforii  snya  she  felt  a 
iecr«t  conviction  that  Boinethin^  was  wronK-—*'*'^'^^  b  foroBhooi-in^  tu 
make'*  the  quicksilver  iii  thi!  barometer  (ink  while  the  weulher  is  »lill 
blight  and  clear!"  Her  faihor  went  ominously  to  London,  and  loA 
more  mon«y  (*he  dor*  iiol  i.ay  bow) :  all  wa«  now  gone  oxcpt  ihc  pin- 
uioiKrf'  — friend*  de]>Brtvd  one  by  one,  nud  there  was  gi-eat  hurry  and 
coaAiaioti,  nnd  ihcu  everyttiinf;  was  to  be  parted  with  and  ererybody 
lo  b*  paid,  and  the  family  mado  a  forcid  journey  to  London,  part  of 
which  was  performed  in  a  tilted  cart  without  ^priugs,  for  tack  of  better 
con  vevance. 

Settled  in  a  dingy  comfortless  lodging  in  one  of  the  <»ihiirb*  hcyood 
Wcrtniiiirtcr  Bridge,  Dr.  Mitfoid't  cuiislitulionnl  vitacily  returned. 
He  used  to  talce  his  little  girl,  Ihon  ten  voan  old,  in  hix  hand  about 
town  lo  >ho«.-  Iiur  iho  (eights  ;  and  one  day  ihey  slopped  at  an  Iriith 
lottery-office,  and  shovfin^  her  certain  iiiy»teriuu4  bit*  of  paper  with 
ounihers  on  tbeni,  ho  deEired  her  to  choose  one.  She  lelected  No. 
S.SS't:  hut  as  Ihix  wai  only  n  quarter,  and  papa  wanted  to  purclute 
a  whole  ticket,  he  desired  her  to  choose  again.  But  her  heArt  wa»  act 
on  No.  ?,S34,  bitcause  the  numbers  added  together  made  up  ten,  and 
that  day  happened  to  he  hi<r  tenth  birthday.  Fortunately,  l.no  lottery* 
office  roan  bud  the  whole  niitiiber  in  !>liares,  and  so  the  ticket  waa 
bought.     Slie  must  rvlute  the  sequel  in  her  own  wordit.

Miss  .Mitfcrd  relates  theec  painful  recollections  wilh  a  serenity  and 
patience  that  yield  a  lesion  frotn  which  her  rcadors  may  prolit  as  largely 
13  from  tbo  trample  of  extravagance  and  recklcMm^a  which  made  so 
uvere  a  demand  on  her  fe«IJiig«  and  her  philosophy ;  and  il  is  plea'anl. 
after  all  her  viciasiludc*  and  johtog  over  the  rough  ways  of  iho  worldf 
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to  find  her  in  a  tranquil  collagt  in  the  midst  of  llic  scpner]-  the  loves, 
wtlb  ber  (l4>);  and  b«r  rosid,  her  Mick  and  lier  pooy,  «DJoying^  lu  much 
ftltcitj-  a>  can  W  muomtbty  loaknd  for  in  ihc  sunset  of  a  cb^iguvrrd  life. 

iMauenrd  over  tliv  volume*  »iili«ut  much  hoeil  of  chronolojey  or 
M^ueiwc,  ir«  many  liuU  penonnl  srrapt  that  wtU  h«reHlW  cntrr  roto 
bcr  biojf  raphv,  from  the  light  which  thcv  ihron  upon  the  cast  and  colour 
at  bcf  irniniii^.

(a  tlir  la*t  huur  of  hi*  lif«,  ltd  Irralftd  hrr  with  an  affoctionalc  ntid  carest- 
tng  landcnMw  that,  in  Sfiiie  uf  hi>  [naiiifi'it  (•rrorr,  Icavrs  an  amiable 
iiDpreuiou  of  his  chuacter  behind.  Un«  of  llie  incidcms  oti  which  hIia 
dttidU  with  Ihn  ^^nutrat  Riai»fnctii>n  wa«  hor  fimt  vi«it  to  London  :  uud 
the  mode  of  il  ia  not  only  illustralire  of  the  <;oni|]anilivdy  primiliTo 
habit*  of  the  Itnte.  but  of  ifao  simplidty  of  the  man  in  bit  domcttie  life. 
Hnving  occaiinn  to  coiDt?  to  London  in  ihc  middle  of  Julvi  he  suddrnly 
aonouoved  hia  iautatioo  of  taking  h«r  up  wilb  him  in  liii  gig ;  and  at 
thii  open  fashion  they  sMrlcd,  itopping  to  dine  at  Crauford  Bridftc  in 
a  Uul(>  inn  (ihnn  a  wry  famous  ]i«attng-hoiifo),  vhotv  preiiy  gitrdcti  and 
Portugal  laurela  bhe  stilt  r«ni€(nb«ri ;  and  then  on  lo  lUichcn's  |-lol«l  in 
Fkeauillr.  whore  «ho  ttood  looking  out  of  ibe  window  and  woiidt^oif 
wbcn  the  rrowd  would  go  by  :  and  in  ihr  cvi-tiiiig  >hc  wai  to  tinconsdoua 
of  fotiguv  from  ihia  cidtinK  journey  iliat  papa  look  ber  lo  tlic  llayniarkct 
to  we  a  comcdy^-OHC  of  the  coioitlicf,  «he  mys,  tlial  Gcorfte  III.  UM'd  to 
rnjoy  k>  hi'^ttilv,  allliough  what  sort  of  comedy  it  waa  we  know  not, 
unleas,  whidi  we  shivndly  suspect,  it  was  a  apedoicn  of  Colmmi  Mil- 
Younger,  or  of  ihe  MortOD  and  Reynolds  icbooL  Sh«  hnd  seen  jilaja 
bc-foro  ill  a  b»ni— but  never  such  n  play  an  thi».  TTie  whole  drvirripiiitn 
of  thin  trip  lo  London  b  as  good  iu  iu  way  as  any  thing  Kelding  himself 
could  have  doi>«. 

"  Dvar  papa,"  in  the  pride  of  hi>  heart,  intSxU^  upon  making  an  accom- 
pUifaed  muiiician  of  her,  and  would  '*  slick  h«r  up "  lo  Ihe  pinno 
attboogh  she  had  noilLer  tar,  tasto,  nor  application.  Her  mamcr  wai 
llook,  iho  fmlier  of  tlitt  foceiioiii  Tbi^oilorv,  and  i>he  was  laughi  in  iht' 
scbuotrooiu  where  MiiiS  Landoa  passed  llie  grenlfr  part  of  lier  life 
Luckily  lh«y  bhut  her  up  in  a  room  to  mako  h^r  pracltM.-  tlio  harp  ;  and 
oa  it  wa«  full  of  book*  »he  ftH  lo  n-ading,  and  under  these  ampicioua 
circuaistaxiccs  made  her  lirst  ocquniuiancc  with  lh«  plan  of  Voltaire  and 
Mulwre.  Sh«  wa«  nught  in  lh«  fact  of  laughing  till  thu  Iran  ran  down 
bi'^r  Ehueks  ovrr  that  pa>Mge  in  the  '*  llourgnti*  Gcoiilhonime,"  wli«ro 
Ibu  angry  father  apoklrophisca  llic  gsllrj,  "tjue  di.ihle  a)toii-il  fiiire 
danit  ectte  gater*- !"  A*  licr  good  ilara  hail  it,  she  wai  di^tcotcd  in  bar 
di>lin(}u«n«y  bv  tbo  huntiund  ul'  the  schoohntstrw,  who  bnppeued  lo  be  a 
Frmchman,  an  adonT  of  Alolicrc.  and  u  hater  of  miuic,  and  vho,  inamd 
of  chiding  her  far  her  ui-gh-ct  of  llieiastrumvfll,  disoiiaivd  lh«  harp-nb- 
trvM  and  uiad«'  ihv  yotini;  ttudciit  a  prou-oi  of  a  chc«p  vdition  of  Mollirs 
for  ber  ovo  reading,  which  she  Itaa  to  this  hour  in  tnulve  unbound 
foreign-looLing  litllc  voIuomui.

TumiDf;  from  the  autobioKrajihioal  paxaagct  which  form  so  intercHt- 
■Dga  purl  of  the^e  TolHmes,  thcro  are  a  variety  of  literary  Hkctchm  of 
an  eqtJally  mtroclive  kind.  Mies  Miiford  runs  over  a  wide  field  ol' 
books  and  recoileeiioni ;  and  from  her  estcnciTo  octjiiaintanca  will) 
literary  peoplo,  and  the  desultory  character  of  ber  reading,  sha  aupplins 
iiii  abundjini  store  of  anecdote  aad  mnnrk.

Miu  Mitford'a  ncijuaialance 
with  hrr  commenced  fitXecn  yeara  a^o.

It  was  in  iho  following  ynr  Ihat  Mis*  liarrclt  broke  a  btood-rccM) 
in  the  lungs,  which  cousigoed  li«r  to  a  long;  il1nc»j.  during  which  »he 
ImI  a  favourite  brother  by  one  of  tboic  uLiUiicholy  accideoti  which 
leave  inclTitevabk  mernoi^ei  in  the  hearts  of  the  survivors.  He  waa 
drowned,  with  two  companions,  in  fight  of  her  wiodows  at  Tortjuay, 
whither  ahv  was  ordered  for  change  of  sir.  TliU  tragedy  nearly  killed 
her ;  and  more  than  n  year  afterwards,  when  she  was  removed  to  London 
by  easy  jounieyii,  ahv  told  Mi*»  Mitford  thai,  "  during  that  whole  wint^rt 
Ine  sound  of  the  wdtcs  rang  in  her  farti  like  the  monns  of  one  dyrng." 
William  Cobbett  wat  one  of  the  notabilities  to  whom  Mias  Mitford 
wa*  introduced  by  her  father,  whoac  ioiiniacy  with  him  was  brought 
about  through  tbctr  mutual  attacbnieiit  to  field  vporla.  Slie  describes 
httu  ill  his  own  house  as  a  man  of  unfailing  good  hiunour  and  great 
faenrtiiM^t;  tall,  stout,  and  athletic;  with  a  bTi^lit  fintile,  and  an  air 
compounded  of  the  soldier  and  ihc  rnmi^r,  to  which  lib  habitual  rrd 
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ontributed  not  a  little.  His  activity  was  something  to  ba 
nbeiedi  for  he  would  begin  the  day  by  mowing  his  owd  lawn,  a 
laboriou  paatime  in  which  he  beat  his  gardener,  who  was  esteemed,  ex- 
Mat  himself,  the  beat  mower  in  the  parish. 

Upon  one  occasion,  Dr.  Mitford  and  bis  daughter  were  invited  to  Cob- 
bct^a  to  meet  the  wife  and  daughters  of  a  cprtain  Dr.  Blamire ;  and  as 
it  appeared  that  Dr.  Mitford  had  formerly  flirted  with  Mr«.  Blamire 
Hmo  amiisement  was  expected  from  seeing  how  they  would  meet  after  a 
lapse  of  twenty  years,  both  of  them  having  shaken  off  the  old  liaison, 
aad  married  in  the  meanwhile. 

"Themim  diTSrtiiig  part  of  this  iceDS,  vbtj  amuiini;  tn  a  byitander,  wai,  that 
■T  btlwr,  the  onljr  real  culprit,  wu  the  only  person  who  throughout  maintained 
tW  appaai  anee  and  dameanour  of  the  most  unconscious  iiinoMnce.  lie  compli- 
■Mled  Hra.  Blamire  on  her  daughter!  (two  very  fine  girli}, — inijuired  after  hit 
tU  fiiend  tbe  doctor, — and  landed  and  tallied  over  hy-t;aae  storiei  with  the  one 
U7,  juK  as  if  he  had  not  jilted  her, — and  played  the  kind  and  attentive  huitwnd 
t*  the  other,  JuiC  ai  if  he  had  never  in  all  hii  day>  made  love  to  anybody  except 
U»  own  flear  wife." 

Fnmerly  we  frequently  met  with  physicians  who  belonged  to  this 
class,  and  who  were  indebted  for  their  professional  success  mainly 
to  thdr  social  tactics  and  invincible  pleasantry ;  but  although  you 
still  occasionally  fall  in  with  a  medical  man  who  considers  it  as  neces- 
sary to  cultivate  popularity  amongst  ladies  as  to  attend  to  the  practice 
of  his  art,  the  age  of  the  flirt-physicians,  we  arc  happy  to  believe,  has 
passed  away. 

Miss  Mitford's  literary  "  recollections  "  bear  rather  more  upon  books 
than  upon  the  authors  of  them.  The  book-gossip  to  which  she  in- 
rites  us  traverses  a  considerable  round  of  pocU,  novelists,  and  miscel- 
laneoui  writers,  and  the  specimens  of  their  works  over  which  she 
lingers  with  delight,  make  a  body  of  extracts  which  enhance  the  value 
■na  variety  of  the  publication.  Her  notes  upon  these  selected  passages 
discover  a  geniality  and  earnestness  which  will  be  grateful  even  to  the 
reader  who  may  sometimes  have  occasion  to  think  that  her  praise  is  a 
Htile  in  excess,  or  who  may  doubt  the  judgmeut  that  has  been  shown  in 
particular  selections. 

This  tendency  to  a  good-natured  estimate  of  her  favourite  authors 
shows  itself  most  conspicuously  in  her  admiration  of  certain  poets,  whose 
merits  the  world  has  not  hitherto  rated  so  highly.  We  arc  not  sorry, 
nevertheless,  to  meet  snatches  of  such  people  as  Mr.  Spencer  and 
Miss  Catherine  Fanshawe  (whose  chief  claim  to  notice  is  that  she 
was  the  author  of  the  Enigma  on  the  letter  H.,  which  used  to  bo  as- 
cribed to  Byron) ;  for  except  through  the  flattering  medium  of  books 
like  these,  we  are  not  very  likely  to  sec  tho  vert  de  iocieli  that  were 
in  such  request  some  fifVy  years  ago,  disinterred  for  our  special  de- 
lectation. They  are  abundantly  curious,  and  discover  a  certain  verbal 
facility  and  gaiety  of  the  thinnest  and  airiest  kind,  which  will  at  least 
amuse,  if  not  instruct,  the  reader,  by  setting  him  thinking  of  the  extinct 
modes  and  tastes  to  which  they  were  addressed,  and  out  of  which  they 
extracted  their  fugitive  popularity.  But  poetasters  of  this  order,  how- 
ever cheeriiilly  and  successfully  they  help  to  shed  a  grace  on  private 
life,  and  to  give  a  sort  of  intellectual  vivacity  to  social  inttrcourse,  can 
never  be  made  to  survive  their  hour  in  print.  They  must  perish  with 
the  occasion  tliat  gave  them  birth ;  and  you  might  aa  well  hope  to  pro- 
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cure  for  the  acted  chnriuln,  ir  it  vpto  tnkcn  di>wn  in  *hort-hand  and 
pUDlithvu,  lie  (unie  fiuccvH  in  tbp  cloeei  thai  it  reccuwi  on  il«  im- 
promptu deliver}', »»  lo  procure  for  the  gmci-fHl  Iriflrs  thrown  off  for 
Irif  lUDuicnient  of  it  Mtrie,  the  honour*  of  a  pfnnan<-nt  plnec  in  tlie 
library.  They  nev*r  ainirj  at  tucli  a  destiny,  mid  otn  nnvcr  achieve 
It;  and  it  nmj  be  iloubted  whpilipr  their  fragile  cxiRU^ce  should  be 
risked  in  print  at  nil. 

Tttlking  of  )iot>tB,  Is  iiut  Mi»»  Mitfonl  a  liitli-  liAity  in  »»yinf;  thai 
Vnianied  authors  have  l>epn  plenliful  as  hlacHHTrim,  bill  inarrird 
poclB  hflvo  bcrn  rnrr  indeed?"  We  nppfohend  that  ihe  reverse  i*  the 
fart.  Nearly  all  our  grcol  poeia  w^re  iiinrricd — Shnk'pcnr*-,  Spencer, 
Milton,  Bjron,  Moore,  Campbell,  Soiitliey,  Shelley,  Teniiyion  —a  miit-  j 
tor  of  DO  great  momrnt  in  ittclf.  rxrept  thul  it  i»  just  as  well  ihat  tbA* 
uDpoetical  part  of  mankind  shauld  nut  be  led  to  >>uppo>e  thai  ihpy  haTe> 
a  monopoly  of  the  bl»s  of  wedlock,  and  that  the  culture  of  the  ideal  it 
Ubfavournblr  to  ihn  vulvar  comforts  of  a  dimiestic  life.  J 

or  all  ihc  neglected,  forgoittn,  or  unknown  bonks  Mim  Mitford  haa 
brought  i«  Jifc  again,  Ihe  Autnbiogrnpliy  of  Holcroft  ia  the  moat  de- 
•erviiig  of  ri'Huscilatiou.  We  know  no  mi-nioir  of  its  kind — excepting 
only  the  one  forbidden  book  in  French  literature — tbnt  pooraiir*  its 
charm  of  frankne**,  trulliFulni-w  of  detail,  and  cjniet  development  ofj 
character,  lloforiunalrlj'  it  Is  nothing  more  than  a  fragment,  cooaiil-* 
iDg  of  seventeen  chapters,  dicMted  by  Holcroft  (a  prolilic  auihor  and 
tranclaior)  in  \ut  \a^X.  illnessi  slopping  thort  at  an  inleresticiK  point  in 
hia  career,  nnd  furnishing  auth  evidences  of  ulear-aiphted  judpment,  and 
bappy  kkill  in  r<-laiion  and  portrniture,  as  to  leave  an  indelible  rejrrct 
upon  ike  mind  of  the  reader  at  finding  himself  past  upon  the  grander 
diction  of  Haxlitt  for  the  roniinuatioo  of  the  narrative.  The  eoDtrmit 
is  painful.  The  brilliancy  and  paradoxinil  genius  of  ilailitt  rendered 
him  of  all  men  the  most  nnfit  to  follow  up  Ihe  unprolvndin^  atrengih 
and  Mmpticity  of  flolrrofV  ;  and  the  trnnnlion  U  tiomething  like  betnif 
,trBUBponcd  from  ihe  fresh  nir  and  pastoral  beauty  of  a  natural  lood- 
flcapc  into  a  aeverc  Ilalian  garden.  There  was  but  nnu  |ioint  in  com- 
tnoik  between  them — and  that  was  the  mniit  contracted  and  least  charao- 
tciislic  of  all— tlieir  agreement  in  politics.  Holcroft  was  a  man  of 
larger  power*  and  a  wider  range  of  taatex  than  might  bo  predicated  ftom 
that  parly  raurtyrdum  which  gavi?  him  ao  diatreMing  a  Doiorieij  in  the 
latter  days  of  hb  life,  to  the  pariia!  eclipse  of  his  literary  rrputatioo. 
But  the  luhjcct  i>  not  likely  to  be  revived  now,  nor  wonid  it  repay  th« 
lubouTS  of  a  more  competent  rditor.  Miss  Mitfotd,  however,  haa 
•  ell  in  drawing  attention  lo  Holcrot>'>  book,  and  the  ciTracIt  ahe  bai* 
given  from  it  «ill  be  r^nd  «ilh  inlereiti  but  it  i*  only  from  the  mem«ir 
itaelf,  a*  a  whole,  tracing  the  courite  uf  ihe  *e1f-educated  boy  from  hia 
origin  upwards,  that  an  adetjuaie  notion  can  be  formed  of  the  enthralling 
charrn  of  thai  ningiitnr  narrative. 

We  have  e>c««drd  our  linilta.  A  goixip,  intendrd  lo  occupy  oulj 
live  minnlea  or  ao,  has  already  run  over  the  brim  of  tbe  meafur^  whicb  ' 
»c  proposed  to  fill  up  to  ihv  heallh  of  Miar  Mitford.  Il  i>  not  ihe  lirat 
linie  ahe  haa  templed  ti*  inio  an  exeeiiB  of  lhi>  kind;  hin  if  the  reader 
adl  open  her  lolnmea  over  the  fireside  .-u  uc  have  ilmie,  we  are  niii- 
lakon  if  he  do  nut  Gnd  quite  ni  much  diffieully  as  we  do  now  iu  limiting 
tlx-in  up  and  putting  them  down  again. 
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M.  dc  Ia  \f«rck  was  «  forrigii  ualilviiuin  uf  lli«  l>if(ti(?»t  dUlmclioii  ; 
he  waa  le-ry  ricti.and  had  atijuirrj  rank  in  llii;  French  nnny,  Hhich  Ka> 
o«It  iav  to  the  mitiiary  sltvIcp*  «liicb  he  had  perfitniicil,  foiwi-qin'mly 
hv  nctth^^r  iiii'dnl  a  |i1iig^  at  court,  iinr  ■noticT,  nor  favour.  Tor  luinMlf 
nor  for  his  family-  Hf  had  imiihtr  tusti-  iiur  aiubiii«ii  to  iiiicrc«t  liim- 
■*lf  in  pubhc  affiiirs,  and  it'  at  &  later  period  he  mixed  himiiftlf  up  in 
litem,  bii  conduct  nill  be  necouninl  for  by  drcumttiiiicea,  nud  hy  hit 
di-TOtioD  lo  lh«  roval  family, 

It  cannot  bw  dvuinl,  iti«relur(>,  thai  hli  opiDioD  aad  judKinml  «ilh 
regard  to  mf-n  and  thiti^n,  must  be  of  extrvniF  niiil  rare  vikluo  in  point  of 
hiUarj.  Conspqu^nitv,  before  ntirring  upon  ihi^  r^tatiuna  of  ih«  Count 
d*  la  Marck  vfiiii  llit^  Count  do  Mi rn bean,  uhich  is  ih»  principal  obji'ci 
of  lh«  prtricut  publicatiuti,  1  bavu  tlioughl  it  tut  wril  to  introduce  two 
morv  docnioenH  which  were  found  of  M.  d«  )a  Marck's,  upon  M.  lo 
Marquis  dv  Lsfnyntp,  and  upon  M.  Ip  Due  d'Orlt>aiiH.  These  iwu 
UU'Suai,  bcnidm.  an-  mifTicivnlly  nAen  muntiancd  in  the  cnrroMpiindirnco 
tMitraen  MM,  di>  MirsHpau  and  dp  U  March  \o  make  it  noceeasry  liiat 
Ibo  rvlaiion*  of  iIk-  InllPr  with  ilii-m  shiiiild  ho  thornit^'-hly  iindi«r%toGd, 
U  well  ta  hiH  opinion  uf  itiem.  bffare  the  period  of  the  r<9Vululion.  1 
vhall  therefore  allow  M.  de  la  Marck  lo  speak  for  hiiusclf. 

■■  I  was  fl«]uainted  with  M.  de  Lafayette  many  years  beforo  1789, 
naj.  aloMMt  U  hi*  rntmncr  into  life  ;  he  lost  his  father  and  mother 
vbca  he  waa  tery  yauni;,  and  in  I77-}.  wbca  he  wa^  eighteen,  he  luado 
hU  appearatiee  in  the  world  with  a  fortune  of  1:^0, u6o  lirr>>$  a  year. 
Shortly  aAenirnrdii  he  miirrifd  one  of  thi?  dauifhitTs  of  the  Duke  d' Aycn, 
consrquently  be  became  connected  with  the  I)e  Nooillcs,  and  found  hini- 
Kflf  thrown  at  once  into  the  miiivt  of  n  \xr^  circle  of  their  relatione 
He  was  now  ■  member  of  a  family  which  ecijayvd  ai  ibis  ilniv  lh« 
highest  fafonr  at  Venaillcs,  and  in  which  [  had  been  long  moat  iiitt- 
Rute.  M  do  Lafayette  eagerly  sought  fur  what  h«  ciIImI  a  diatiu- 
puihtfd  appearance  io  peraoni  and  thiols,  but  ouiwithMtandin^  his  lovo 
of  ihia  disriDKuinhfd  aptiearani^'',  his  own  msiincn  were  oxccedin)(ly 
■wliward:  he  »«<•  imnienbely  tall,  and  hiu  hair  wna  veryrttd;  he  danCM 
ungrucerullvi  roilv  badly  on  bortcbnrk,  aod  the  youn^  men  with  whom 
be  mixed  all  showed  tbemiclvea  much  more  ckilful  iu  the  Tarioua 
bodily  exerciitf  which  w«ire  iht-n  in  fathion.  At  lh«  halla  which  were 
f^lven  u  Vcr»ailte),  of  which  I  have  already  Rpoken,  aud  at  which  th« 
Queen  took  so  much  pleasure  in  dancing  quadrilles  prrrionily  arranned 
hj  her,  ahe  admitted  all  ihox'  young  pcr*ons  who  wore  tho  most  dts- 
tlnguisht^d  al  court,  and  ihi^  faroiir  wan  in  coos^^qiiencv  hi^'bly  prised. 
Throujfh  the  influence  of  his  wife's  rolationi  M.  dr  Lafayitlc  wn  in* 
Tited  to  join  in  on»  of  tb<mc  <|nadrille« ;  hut  he  ronducUnl  himMtlf  in  so 
awkward  iim)  nbsiird  a  mantier,  that  ihe  Queen  could  not  help  lauj(tiing, 
and,  as  may  he  e»ily  imafnned,  the  persons  around  bvr  were  noi 
backward   in   followinj*  her  example  upon  Ibi*  occniioii. 

"  The  principal  nundM-r  of  the  youni-  men  wlvo  wem  M.  de  Lafayi-tia'a 
companionB  bad  parentj  Mill  tiring,  and  oery  litilo  munvy  to  vprnd, 
whiM  b»  who  onjoywd  thn  full  oomtnaiid  of  hi*  fortune,  could  afford 
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raaoy  lkiiig«  in  wtiich  tho  nthori  w#ro  forbii)ili>H  to  inilijl)^  Ho  krpt 
up  a  large  and  litieral  tMablUlimeat,  drvw  about  bim  muoli  bodelf, 
and  ddJKbtcd  to  rcTcl  ia  ^ood  chnrr. 

"  M-  le  Due  d'OrU>nfis  usually  moved  al  Moncvaiix  in  i  circle  inlo 
which  he  WHS  ralher  udttiitlt'd  for  his  gaiety  thau  his  morality.  In 
tbu  society,  the  babit  of  drinkiof;  wu  carried  lo  an  imtnenac  ciccm  ; 
to  drink  inimoilt-ralely  bncamc  a  fatbian  among  young  ])«oi>l(!  on  ihoir 
onlroucu  iuto  ll)«  world  at  this  period,  and  M.  d«  Larav«tte,  ibouifrh  b« 
bad  DO  natural  propcosity  for  titin  kiiiil  of  tbiog',  would  iiot  allow  him* 
wlf  to  be  wanting  in  anything  which  conccrcad  good  breeding.  The 
persou  who  diBtinguiftlird  himtcIF  th«  moft  among  all  thew  young  ineD, 
was  the  Vlscvutit  tic  NuuilKn,  tht  bruibrr-iu-law  and  coutin  of  M.  dc 
l^fityrtti\  Ht>  wna  tall,  and  had  a*good  figure:  he  danced  and  rode  on 
horseback  remarkably  well;  played  for  Urg-o  turn*  at  cards,  and  always 
won ;  drank  cnornioutily.  anil  |)unHi;.'<scd  the  uorortuiiau:  passion  of 
dciiring  to  tij^naliu  himself  in  anything  which  wai  likely  to  produce  an 
oftecl,  a  diepotition  which  Ivd  him  into  all  kinds  of  orror  dunng  tho  ro- 
volutton.  It  waa  he  whom  M.  de  I.afaytti*-  selected  at  hia  oiudd,  aad 
strove,  ihougli  wjih  little  »uccewi,  lo  follow  closelT  in  bis  (teps.  I 
remember  one  day  i-C  a  diuoer  which  the  Vittcount  do  NnaillM  did  not 
join,  thai  M.  de  Lafayctlo  drank  to  such  an  extent  itiat  be  was  obliged 
to  be  put  in  a  carriage  and  tiiken  borne:  during  the  tnuitit  he  never 
crati'd  Kaying  to  lho*c  about  him,  '  Don't  forget  to  ItB  NtrtiUf  vAttf 
r/nj*  druti^kit  I  fiane  ifiiriffed'  M.  de  Lafayette  really  poaioaMrd,  how- 
ever, much  more  mind  than  the  Viscount  de  Noaillea,  who  on  the 
contrary  was  endowvd  with  excellent  qualitiet  both  of  heart  and  head." 

"  M.  do  Xoailloa  potMued  nit  the  naciiliut  iiuulilioa  of  a  good  soldier, 
and  hit  courage  waa  wt  extraordinary  that  it  fretiu^nlly  oc«aiiioncd  him  to 
commit  very  niiih  action*.  He  viiited  ['lusriiL,  with  tho  viewof  acquaint* 
iiig  bimtelf  with  the  orgBniiation  and  the  military  wolutiona  of  its  troopii 
Frederick  the  Second  took  notice  of  him,  and  allowed  bim  to  «crve  aa  a 
ToluntcoT  iii  Ilia  army,  which  waa  then  preparing  to  march  on  account  of 
tlie  warofsucceasion  in  Uuvaria{  1778-1 779).  But  tlie  court  of  Franco, 
on  account  of  it»  relation*  with  A  uatria,  would  not  pcnnit  French  officer* 
to  scrAc  under  the  King  of  PruMio,  and  the  VUcount  dc  Noaillei  reocivud 
an  onler  to  net  out  immediately  for  France.  On  hia  return,  being  atill 
influenced  by  the  love  of  producing  effect,  he  formed  the  idea  of  Roing  to 
AiDCiics  ond  fcrving,  in  the  cauise  of  tho  innuganta,  the  ifwuc  of  which 
seenied  ttill  very  doubtful.  France  hod  ■Insdy  s«crctly  aided  the 
Americans  in  their  itruggl«,  but  not  wishing  to  come  to  an  open  rupture 
witli  Ent^laiid,  ilie  avoided  any  line  of  conduct  which  was  likely  to  dis- 
coTCr  her  plans.  The  Viscount  de  Pfonilles  solicited  hit  father-in-law, 
the  Duke  d'Ayen,  to  obtain,  from  M.  du  Mauivpaa,  pein)i«»on  for  him  to 
join  tbo  iiuurgenU ;  and  he  took  care  to  Ibllow  up  this  step  very  eognrly. 
Ono  day,  when  he  wat  discussing  the  luhjeet  witli  the  Duke  d'Ayen,  in 
the  presence  «f  M-  de  Lafayette,  the  latter,  according  toliis  iinual  habit  of 
doing  whatever  his  brolher-in-law  did,  expressed  a  wiah  iiniTiediat«ly  lo 
accompany  him  to  America.  The  Uuke  d'Ayen,  who  was  continually  ridi- 
cuhiig  his  »o»-i»'Iaw  for  what  be  called  his  simplicity,  iroiiicaily  observed  to 
him — '  Ifaa  Mvch  a  rtaitatj'nn  him  itid  ntA  »eem  to  be  at  ail  in  Aarnu)iij/ 
itithhiitharaeUr'  This  rejdy  very  JuM.It  irritated  M.  do  Lafayette,  and 
I  feel  convinced  that  it  had  con«derable  influence  upon  his  aJW  lift,  it^ 
euiacd  bim,  frmn  tlii*  period,  to  turn  all  liii  ciiergiei  in  that  cUnction  in 
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which  he  afltnrards  so  raalily  puraiK^d  ha  course ;  and  g&ve  to  his  coniiuct 
tn  i>D|)«tut  by  which  he  was  ever  attervrards  ur{^^  forward,  with  s 
power  of  will  with  which  it  It  extcctlingly  rnn  to  tncct.     Thnrc  wtui  a 
niu  of  extraordinary  mind  and  talents,  who  very  much  dintirigiiislu^ 
hiinsdrat  this  period  in  France.     This  was  the  Count  de  Umdlie,  ti-lioBfi 
NCi«t  anil  <Iipl<>inatic  i:om-tponcl«nee  with  Louin  thi;  FifWnlh  rami*  m 
un[>ortant  a  p&n  of  tha  higtory  of  the  oichteenlh  century.     He  drew 
about   him   nmiiy  youn;;  people,   and  ena^avoured    to   make   hiniielf 
acquainted  with  tlicir  vorioua  nivnUtl  mdowrociitt :  nmong  the  numWr 
wu  M.  du  Lafayette,  who  frequented  his  society.     I-Ie  spoke  to  the 
Count  of  hit  wiKh  to  go  to  America,  and  mentioned  also  the  unRuccestful 
rMult  of  liis  application  to  his  &thcr>i»-luiv.     Thu  Count  in  Bruglio  lent 
S  willinK  ear  to  M.  de  Lafayette's  plane;  he  felt  that  a  young  aflicer, 
who  wnB  fiill  of  rnthuflissm,  and  poswsscd  considcmblt  fortune,  might 
serve  with  great  udvuntage  in  a  cause,  the  iMue  of  which  was  certainly 
Mill  doublful;  but  M.  de  Uroglto  yet  api)eared  to  sec,  in  the  diEtonce, 
cireumttaneei  which  might  render  it  tavaurabl«.     Hu  encouraged  M.  de 
Lafaj-ettc,  therefore,  in  his  tchetm-,  and  proniised  to  g^ve  litm  all  the 
■wiilinco  in  his  power.     I'he  Count  de  iln^lic  soon  met  with  some 
«fioei>  without  position  or  fortune,  fr«m  whom  he  piclcod  out   several 
who  wen  to  serve  as  an  #»cort  to  M.  de  Lafayette,  who,  on  hia  side, 
placed  money  at  their  disposal.     The  Count  dc  Umglic  caused  a  sniull 
veucl  to  b«  fitted  out  lor  Ui<*ir  itervice,  which  was  to  convey  them  from 
Bonkaux  to  America.  But  lliough  M.  d«  Lafayetta  made  hia  prtrparations 
with  great  sfcntj,  the  Uulce  d'Ayeii,  in  some  way  or  other,  became 
iolbmied  of  thxonr  and,  as  soon  as  h«  hud  dincovcred  them,  he  went  nt 
Mica  to  M.  d«  Mauivpns,  and  diKlosed  all  that  be  knew.     Orders  were 
brwarded  directly  to  M.  de  Fre*nel.  the  head  of  tha  navy  at  Bordeaux, 
to  take  imincdlnlo  measures  for  the  d«tcntion  of  M.  de  Lafnyctto.     It 
WM  agT««di  at  tli«  same  time,  that  M<  dv  Lafayiitte  should  \x  dentrcd  to 
fmceed  to  Avig;non.  where  he  nt.uM  find  the  Duke  d'Ayen,  who  was  on 
the  point  of  visiting  Italy  with  his  tislpr,  the  Countess  dn  Tnui'-,  and  it 
WW  aiieed  that  he  should  accompany  thcia.     M.  de  Lafayette,  who  did 
not  wiafa  to  join  his  father-in-law,  on  account  of  his  ttmtiugi  hiiti  with  so 
tittle  eonndcration,  doclined  to  proceed  to  Avigrion,  and  was  on  tlie  point 
tfMttinz  out  for  Paris,  when  the  Rulce  de  BroKlie  enabled  him  to  extricate 
himielf  mim  hia  embamsaing  Bituatiun.     He  (tliv  Count  de  Dn>glic)  had 
lo«t  no  time!  in  dispatching   the  vessel   wluch    had  been  freiglited    at 
Bordeaux,  to  Uie  coast  of  Spain ;  he  infotmod  U.  dc  LoJaycttv  of  this 
circumstaiiev,  and  beoed  him  to  procrad  at  once  to  .Spain,  and  not  to 
think  of  returning  torari*.  where  the  &ilure  of  his  project  would  only 
npoM  biui  to  ridicule.    The  courier  who  ronrcycd  the  Count  de  BroKlio') 
kitt«r  to  M.  La&yolte,  mot  him  (31.  da  Lofayettf)  nlready  on  his  wav 
back;  but,  as  soon  as  M.  de  I^fkyutle  had  read  the  Count  de  BrogHe  s 
ktler,  he  did  not  hentato  a  moment  in  following;  hia  advice,  and  sot  Mil 
hmnadiately  for  the  eawt  of  Spain,  where  he  wsa  aoon  joined  by  those 
officers  who  bail  agrved  to  follow  his  fortunes.     A  short  time  after,  they 
oil  Kl  aail  for  America,  in  a  small  vessel  calkd  the  yictoirr.    Thcnoc- 
fortb,  M.  da  Lafayette's  actions  assume  an  air  of  importance,  which  will 
always  occasioo  liim  to  occupy  a  prominent  place  in  history. 

"  The  Duke  of  Orleans  will  afeo  make  mmv  figure  in  history,  but  frotn 
fcr  other  reasons  than  M.  dc  Lafiiyette.  I  was  in  such  ctoeo  rekiliMis  with 
him,  that  I  think  I  bad  many  opportuuitiei  of  forming  on  opinion  oflitiu. 
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I  (hall  mention  a  few  facts  which  aunt  under  my  own  ohMtrvation,  and 
wtiich  will.  Ifcel.prov.'  that  I  was  in  afosition  for  ituilytnitliis  character 
with  HTiviwit-ipc  T'le  Hiilcp  of  Orlcnns  wm  cxtiym'-ly  WMilt-minrlfd  ; 
he  wrineil  an  if  lifl  «ver  preHcrvt'ii  lht^  piddiiiess  of  cliildiiooil,  and  I  haTf 
often  beheld  him  annuel  with  the  mist  ah9u^:t  and  frivolous  things. 
H«  wax  utinMc  to  fix  hiK  nttmtion  even  fnr  u  qiinrtRr  nt  »n  hour  on  any 
iniimrlanV  fluhjecti  his  facuH^r  vraa  limited  to  makin?  a  wilty  speech 
occasional ly.  nr  to  pronouncinf  n  few  bon  woro.  He  was  dreadfiillj 
iiidoli-nt  nnil  np]varc<3  to  manage  hi*  private  aHiiira  with  to  little  cxtrlion 
and  attention,  ttinl  one  woulJ  almost  huve  nccuaed  hira  of  careletfiiiess 
wilh  reipect  to  them.  I  r^memher  two  oirctimstftnces  which,  1  think. 
will  give  an  idoa  of  his  n^rbk-se  levity.  ^^h«n  I  wsji  in  In<iin,  I  ticcame 
a&^iiainted  with  a  M.  ile  Launay,  who  was  rnmmiiMire  de  la  marine, 
hni  performed  the  duties  cf  cfimptrollT  of  the  amy  under  the  Count  d» 
lluioy.  Thin  I)i-  Launny  hud  prrviouily  made  two  voyngen  to  India, 
and  had  sui^cet^ded  in  amaasina  a  fortune  of  five  or  six  hundred  thousand 
livrea.  In  the  pnrforaianc*  of  hi»  dutie*  m  comrilroller,  I  discovered  that 
h«  was  a  very  exact  accountant,  and  ihfugli  hv  did  nnt  to»c  iijihl  of  his 
own  interest  when  he  could  make  Icptimale  prolit,  I  always  found  that 
h«  exhibited  the  tlrictc»t  prot.ity  in  nil  the  husineiw  connected  with  hi« 
oflwe.  He  returned  to  France  with  me  in  the  frigaH:  H^mionr,  »nit, 
durinfc  Iho  whole  five  monthi  of  our  psissage.  he  was  constantly  ne«r  me. 
and  I  had  great  reanon  to  thnnk  him  for  his  courtesy  and  attention.  I 
vt$  very  nnxiou*,  therefore,  to  prove  that  I  wa»  not  uoRratcful  to  him ; 
and  when,  on  my  return,  the  Duke  of  Orleans  spolce  to  me  of  having  th^ 
place  of  treasurer  vacant  in  his  household,  and  at  the  same  time  he 
bcgKCd  roe  to  point  out  a  few  pvrjons  frnm  whom  he  mif;ht  make  a 
choice,  the  idea  of  obtaining  the  po^l  for  M.  do  Lnnnny  «iiggi-sted  it«elf 
at  once  to  mc.  I  mpntioriod  him,  ncrordingty,  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans, 
and  mid  that  I  wa»  acijuaintcd  witli  him,  and  knew  him  lo  he  a  man 
of  strict  prohity.  He  replied  that  such  a  man  would  undmibti-dly  be  in- 
vuluahlo  to  hiTii,  and  accordingly  mkcd  me  to  send  M.  de  Launay  to 
him.  I  immedialelv  informe*!  Dc  Lamiay  of  this  cinrumslancc.  and  he 
was  delighied  at  tiie  thought  of  obtaining  the  post  to  which  I  had 
rvrommeniied  him  ;  for,  bpiodi-i  the  honniir  of  twlng  attached  to  the 
houHuhold  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  the  hoard,  ihc  opnrtTnente,  and 
other  advantaffuB  which  belonged  to  the  office  of  trcaturer,  amounted 
to  the  value,  at  least,  uf  fnily  thounand  livres  yearly.  I  gave  M.  do 
Launny  a  Utter  of  introduclitu)  to  ttic  Duke  n'f  Oilcans,  anti  denlred 
that  he  would  present  it  the  frdlowing  morning.  He  was  very  well 
n-coivcd  ;  he  obtained  the  place,  and  entered  at  once  upon  his  new 
duties.  The  next  lime  1  saw  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  he  said  to  me~'  1 
have  converged  wilh  ymir  jn-nlifff,  and  have  made  him  my  treasurer,  but 
he  is  a  virry  dull  and  tiniiiierL-ating  p-rwin."  '  1  did  not  know,'  replied 
I.  'that  you  wished  to  chonae  a  trensiu'er  from  among  prorrsHCii  wits,  or 
from  th«  comfisers  of  madrigals  or  epifframs.'  'Oh,  when  I  remark  that 
he  i>  very  dull  and  wi-urying,"  replied  he  ;  ■  I  An  not  mean  to  wy  that 
I  think  him  unable  to  fulfil  the  duties  ef  his  poti ;  on  the  conlrar)'.  i 
trust  to  be  pirasod  with  him,'  The  Duke  of  Orleans  did,  indeed, 
find  himself  falisfied  with  M.  de  Launay'«  «ervici-«,  nlthnngh  he  scarcely 
spoke  to  him  five  minutes  together.  He  was  certainly  very  fortunate 
in  this  cose  to  meet  with  so  honest  a  man,  but  I  must  confesa  that 
t  ma    exceedingly    aurpnaed    when    the  priiioe   to    readily    agreed   to 
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reoeiw  a  man  into  hi*  houflehold,  to  piacc  liini  in  a  ponition  the  duties 

whidi  were  m  importftnt,  and  to  which  such  gtifie  reaponutiility 

ros  attaclwd,  nnd  incrrty  fmin  my  siTtijilo   ivcomntcndntiiiti.      The    [>iikQ 

of  OrkaoB   waa  not    ini'tv   iliificuU    to    )>\v&av    on    aiiotlier   Oceanian, 

but  in  th«  afTair  which  I   am  now  going  to  relate  he  waj  leas   lueky. 

Wh«n  this  pntico  wma  oxiltHl,  !n    I787i  to  VilUn-Coltorrt*,    in  conM- 

.  qimwe  of  the  atandalous  Hcene  which  took  place  in  parllaniont  agaiiiit 

king's  authority,  in    which    he   had    acted    so    prominent  a  part,

aw«n  thst  M-  de  MeiUian  uraa  ratlier  ambitious  to  be  raited  to  tliat 

pontion, 

"  'TlKrefore,  a  difficulty  would  at  once  arise,' said  he,  'tat,  in  creating 
him  my  <:h)inr«Uar,  I  should  have  extracted  a  promise  from  him  never  to 
enter  the  wrvice  of  the  kino.  But,  besides,  I  have  onotlicr  roason  for 
pving  up  all  (deaofM.  de  Mi'ilhHii.  Tht<  Due  de  Lauxun  is  well  ac- 
\  qoainted  with  H.  <te  la  Touclie,  a  capt&in  in  the  navy,  who  cunimunded 
I  tlH*  tn^la  in  which  he  ciune  bock  from  Anicricn.  It  it  now  nx  months 
■go  nnoe  Lanzun,  who  foresaw  thai  Dui^rest  could  not  lun|;  leuialii  my 
chaneelloT.  proposed  M.  de  la  Tauehe  to  nie.  of  whom,  however,  t 
know  nothint;  pemnnally.  He  liiu  Uttrty  renewed  the  aubjecC,  I  have 
consented  to  elect  M.  de  Is  Touche  as  my  chancellor,  and  he  will  be 
nominated  in  a  few  days.'  After  some  moments'  silenoo  he  added.  '  I 
believst  however,  that  I  Imve  uuide  a  bod  choice.'     M.  de  U  Touche  did 
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not.  in  Act,  undoratajid  aiiytliing  ubout   tniunew;    lie  did  not 
much  intcUigence.  and  fivqtientcd  rery  bod  company;  he  was  exccedngi 
cxtT&vaitant.  very  disorderly  in  the  mnnagcmcnt  of  his  KfTain.  u  wdl 
tboM  of  the  I>u1<i!  of  Orleuni ;  but  ha  wan  a  ion  oicanl,  and  a  good  ci 
panton.     It  must  be  confciacd,  however,  tlial  if  the  Duke  of  Orl< 
made  in  Ihia  inBt&n<«  an  unfartunnte  choice  of  a  chancellor  in  th«  penoa. 
ottS-ie  \m  Toucliu,  hu  had  tiol  been  more  happy  io  the  selecUon  of  hi* 
pTedeReMOr,  M.  Ducrest,  who  totally  wanted  resptctability. 

"  Thcte  two  facts  connected  with  MM.  itt  Launay  and  de  U  ToiuJia 
will  suffice  I  think  to  •upport  my  opinion  with  n^tri  to  the  levity  of 
the  Duke  of  Oilcans  in  matters  of  importance.  But  the  mott  incompro* 
hcmlblo  thin^  in,  how  this  lority  could  be  rrconciled  wStli  the  extreme, 
(an  he  cnttMtained  of  being  niadc  a  dupe,  or  seeming  to  have  been  iQSdS' 
one.  At  play  he  ihowed  a  peat  deal  of  Mif-intcrest,  atiti  wa»  very  <«f(r 
to  win,  which  occasioned  him  tt  upfi^T  avariciou* ;  wliilu  on  the  con- 
trary, he  "ijuaiidfn.'d  large  sums  for  the  indulgence  of  the  moul  ^oseing 
whim.  I  am  quite  conviiiciyl,  howc'vor,  that  ev«n  if  the  Tt- volution  had 
not  occumid.  hi*  ufTuirs  would  have  liven  in  a  (vw  years  in  tlie  mo«t 
friehtful  disorder.  He  was  very  fond  of  Ihe  pleosuroa  of  tho  tabloi  and 
indiil^l  frwiy  ill  wine,  tml  vet  I  never  «aw  him,  at  any  time,  in  a  rtata 
of  coniplcle  drunki'iiiieaa.  The  fnifiiluh  of  bis  «ociety,  however,  were 
often  in  this  condition,  nnd  he  utcd  to  amuie  hiuiMiif  famously  at  thvir 
exfieiiee.  Hie  frcqui-iil  vinilii  to  Eiiglund,  and  liti  iiitimat«  relations  with 
the  Piincc  of  W'aku,  confimied  him  in  this  mode  of  life,  and  in  the  in- 
clination and  the  desire  of  forniing  a  party  to  opputc  the  |{overnniCDt. 
Durinji  the  few  years  he  was  in  the  liubil  of  givinc  iupper«  at  liis  litlW 
place  of  Moiiceniix,  four  or  £ve  women  of  llio  mott  (hart^putuble  character, 
and  about  a  doscn  men,  (tencThily  made  up  these  parties.  As  these 
tame  wonMtn  were  ncnrly  alwnyii  preterit,  their  yrewnco  did  not  oxcita 
much inleri-st,  nor  totttrilute  much  tothe  gaiety  outheaeoccaaiona  Bcfon 
md  aflcr  supper  cvi-rybod,v  Rought  aniuticmcnt  at  the  Ksmo  of  "  Krebs," 
or  of  "Trente  et  Quaraute,"  and  during  Buppcr  wine  and  good  ehwr 
caused  the  wowen  to  bo  cnmplotcly  forgotten. 

"  In  1787  the  Duke  of  Orleuits  fell  in  love  with  Mmc.  dc  Buffon.  and 
from  this  time  women  wore  no  longiT  leen  at  Moncenux.  The  Uukc  of 
Oileana  was  very  sincerely  and  warmly  loved  by  Mme.  de  DuCToii.  She 
was  not  B  person  of  any  cxtruonliiiury  iulcll  igcncc,  but  her  manners  vrcra 
full  of  tfraee.  and  herexceuive  gentli^neti  rendered  her  extramitly  attrsfr* 
tive.  She  hod  not  the  facully  foi:  intrigue,  neilher  had  the  the  incUni 
tion  for  it.  She  sacrificed  a  great  d«al  to  tin:  Duke  of  Orleans  when 
publicly  acknowledged  her  liaiton  with  him,  for  the  was  at  once  excluded 
from  all  the  good  society  in  which  she  had  fonneriy  moved.  She  quitted 
her  husband,  and  lived  ujion  a  very  small  fortune,  to  which  the  duke  never 
added.  She  was  not  at  all  jealous,  and  never  attempted  to  induce  the 
Duke  of  OrWni  to  withdraw  hi*  attontiuns  fiom  Mmo.  do  Genlis, 
whom  slie  rvgarded  as  a  superior  peraon,  who  ivas  capehlu  of  giving 
him  very  (tM>d  adviee.  I  know  witJi  certainty  that  at  the  coniiDeiicc- 
inent  of  the  Fronch  revolution,  when  tlic  Duko  of  Orleans  wa«  in  Eng- 
land, that  he  begird  Mine.de  BufTon  most  eagerly  to  acoompany  him 
Io  America,  with  a  view  of  their  living  together  in  that  wuntry. 
But  she  would  nut  A'gfx  to  tlnii  propuritioii,  and  she  mentioned  as  a 
teason  for  refusing,  that  she  should  never  survive  the  unhappinesa  whidi 
rile  ttiould  experience  if  the  duke  should  ouo  day  regret  haviug  taken  so 
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•xUeme  a  measure.  I  know  «c|us1ly  noil,  too,  that  after  thp  murder  of 
ttw  Prinoene  do  Lainbal](>,  and  during  tlie  trial  of  the  Kini;,  tlial  the 
implOTMl  the  Duke  d'Orlcuni  to  Hy  tho  «vil  couniel  oftltottc  pcnoiia  who 
wen  influencing  Kim,  and  that  she  then  tpoke  to  him  with  ooiwiderabI« 
fiimotM  and  severil)'. 

"The  oondtid  of  the  Vukv  of  Orlean*,  during  tlie  Ituvnlution,  ii  ea 
wtH  hDOwn  that  1  have  n«  intention  of  alluding  t?  it  in  these  observa- 
tiong;  bMidtir  from  tht;  year  1790  I  no  longer  Iwld  intimate  rulalions 
with  him.  I  must,  liowHV«r.  remark,  that  1  do  nut  tlititk  Im  «vrr 
formed  tli«  (chcme  of  taking  poascuion  of  lh«  thronr.  1  knovr  that 
thit  opinion  hfu  b«cti  univ^nally  receiveii,  and  will  probably  Iw  ein- 
braoed  hy  luBtorjr ;  but  ai  far  as  I  am  concerned.  I  canni>t  h«1p 
tUoldtig  that  it  ia  vcr>-  ill-founded;  the  Dudacity  of  the  Duko  of 
Oriaoni  luver  rooc  to  (uch  a  height.  In  Ibe  month  of  July,  17&R, 
if  the  rioter*  had  succeeded  in  driving  Louis  the  SixUxiilh  Irom  the 
throne,  it  is<  pcrhap«,  not  at  all  u^lik<^Iy  tbut  Ihcy  would  have  nu»ed 
him  lo  that  potitiiin ;  but  I  am  thoroughly  conrinced  that  he  hiniMlf 
bad  not  preTiously  even  thought  of  tiuch  an  event.  AccurdiM);  Lo  my 
Dolioo,  Uicfelbrt,  aiiothi-r  expUnatlun  for  tliu  Duke  of  Orleans's  con- 
duct  during  tlie  revolution  must  be  found,  and  I  do  not  think  I  am 
nuclaken  when  I  attribute  it  to  n  bitter  feeling  of  hatred,  which  m 
mnpletdy  ruled  hin  diaposilion,  that  it  pervaded  all  hiii  aciiunt. 

"  The  violent  antipathy  which  the  l>uke  of  Orleans  had  conceited  for 
tho  King  and  the  royal  bmily,  and  ihc  ihirat  for  vengeance,  which  wua 
il<  coRiter]uciic«,  might  be  dated  from  a  ptiriod  long  before  the  Revolution. 
Many  unfortunate  cireumtlancea  served  to  beget  and  to  nounih  in  the 
prince  tbli  unhappy  frame  of  mind.  Louis  the  Sixteenth,  on  ootniiig 
to  Uic  throne,  had  been  vrry  anxious  to  tjanitih  from  his  court  the  dissa> 
iut«  mannen  which  hod  cast  such  a  stain  on  the  preceding  reign,  and 
thrreforo  he  was  not  long  befbie  ho  teotilicd  his  dii^pIvH>iiro  at  the  Uuke 
of  Orlcana'i  conduct,  who  wu  then  Due  dc  Churtrf* ;  it  appeared  to  him 
to  bt  u  thoroughly  wanting  in  decency,  that  he  told  the  duke  whnt  he 
lluu^t  of  it  with  the  nbniplnets  which  was  peculiar  to  him.  Tlio 
QueeOt  who  wb*  still  young,  waa  ntlher  diicpoMd  to  like  the  Duke  of 
Oricaot,  who,  bcBidei,  was  much  in  the  lociety  of  M.  1e  Coroto  d*Artoi*; 
bat  a  circumstance  of  little  importnnco  in  itself  totally  dimigcd  tlic  nature 
of  Ute  QuMn'H  firaltngs  towards  him.  1  cannot  reiiist  alluding  to  this  cir- 
euQUtaaee,  which  I  do  not  lind  mentioned  by  any  hiBtorian  or  writer  of 
manioir*. 

"  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Mii,  the  Arcliduke  Maximitien  of 
Atutris.  who  was  about  fourle«D,  and  the  brother  of  Mane  Antoinette, 
puid  a  vitit  lo  l^ris;  he  proceeded  first  to  BnuaeU,  in  order  to  bo  crmtod 
Co-adjuteur  de  la  Qrande-mattrise  of  Ibe  Teutonic  Order,  and  afterwards 
to  Cologne,  to  become  Princo.^lecteur.  Tliis  young  prince  Iravellcid 
m<v<fuilo  under  the  title  uf  the  Cointe  de  Buff^u ;  he  was  accompanied 
by  the  Comtes  do  Roienberj  and  De  Lamberg.  who  liad  rcceiveil  |>arti- 
cular  inttructions  from  the  Einpri?iis  Marie  Th^r^tc,  with  regard  to  the 
ditaction  of  Um  young  prince's  conduct  during  hi»  itay  in  Paris.  Thii 
wm  the  first  time  Marie  Antoinette  had  seen  any  member  of  her  family 
•illM  sho  bad  quitted  Vicnnn,  cnnnctiiK'titly  hrr  delight  on  this  occasion 
WM  very  unthiMastio,  and  Die  archduke  pniMed  the  fini  days  after  his 
urival  at  Vcnaillet  quite  alone  with  the  Queen,  who  whs  not  initialed 
by  toy  ana  into  Uio  duties  which  the  position  of  the  archduke  impoivd 
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upon  hint.  Willio'il  entering  into  a  ilinciiKiiSnn  rrnpcirTing  the  ranV  of  ih* 
archdukes  of  Ausiriii,  and  ihiit  'if  tli«  priiirtM  of  llie  Uniiil-roynl :  't  wi" 
bo  stiffiMcnt  la  wiy  thai,  dmilitleB!.  it  waa  iho  archduke,  who.  tniwUing 
inamtito,  ouglit  to  h.tve  ma<lo  the  firat  v'i«it  to  thi:  )>nnri'a  of  the  House 
of  Orleana,  to  fiowof  thu  Maiion  tie  Cond^  n*C'>nti,  niii  Pc  Pentliu'vrc. 
But  tht*  etiquette  he  di<l  not  nnfoKunnlely  observe  on  the  first  o^cuion 
of  hia  journeying  tront  Vonmillr*  to  P«rin,  <:oii«njiipntIy  these  princes 
imn^neii  that  thii  wunt  of  atlentiin  was  n  picwe  of  asiuniptiim  i>n  the 
pnrt  Af  the  Archdiili«  of  Austria,  ex  il  leemod  tn  prove  that  h«  expected 
the  first  viait  to  oome  from  thmn ;  ihry  were  nittiimlly  mu*h  surprioed 
at  l)ii«  breach  of  good-brMding,  and,  consequently,  showed  contidenble 
coolncu. 

"  I  happened  to  b«  on  the  upol,  and  <ms  «H«  fairly  to  ju^^  th«  whole 
State  of  the  case ;  ntul,  if  I  coiifeia  that  the  B'rench  princea  had  naMD  to 
1)c  otTundvd,  I  miut  aUo  itnte  (hat  on  the  Queen't  «ide,  there  «■&>  iko 
intention  of  w  on  tiding  thnnk.  ^hc  tvn*  yonng,  !n«xpt!ri<!Tici;d,  and  totatl^r 
ignorant  of  the  nil«  of  etiquette  laid  down  by  the  Cf>urt  of  Prancfi;  and 
uiifoilunately,  na  I  mentioned  beforv,  nolxicfy  took  paint  to  niake  her 
■Cijunintcd  wfilh  thtm.  She  "a*  cufEerly  looking  furvrard  to  the  prirtot* 
givingyS/M  in.  honour  of  her  bruthcr;  eight  or  ten  days  had  already 
(MMed  ttVfsy  since  his  nrrivftl,  when  her  maji^sty  «po)[o  to  me  of  the 
niilotii»liincnt  which  rfit?  felt  lit  the  princes' I jeh a vl our  to  itie  archdulce. 
%e  wai  more  especially  pained  that  the  l>uir  de  Chartrea  to  whom  dtc 
bad  always  been  parlicnlarly  Icind  iknd  gmriDii*,  nhoiild  ho  wanting  in 
attention  to  her  brother,  and  what  was  worse,  «he  lenmed  that  he  was 
niore  uffenrlcd  01)  this  ociuuion  than  any  other  of  the  prinoe*.  Bcfoni 
this  period,  the  Duo  de  Chutres  Iran  in  iho  habit  of  g*>inj  to  VerraillM 
«Yory  day,  and  he  had  not  paid  one  visit  »ince  the  archduke'a  arrirol. 

*  My  iitnorance  of  the  curioms  of  the  court,  and  my  inexperienee  in 
mnttent  nf  this  kind,  rendered  me,  aloa'  incompetent  to  correct  the 
Queen's  falfc  notion  on  thi)  hcnd  ;  I  perceived  her  aniioyaiico,  but  could 
only  participate  in  il.  1  fnw  the  Qiie«ii  a^n  the  dny  foltowins  that  on 
which  the  Br*t  Npolic  to  ine  on  the  auhject,  and  1  told  her  that  I  hnd  been 
planning  to  aisemble  nil  the  vnuns  people  who  were  niott  dislingtiiahcd 
at  court,  in  order  that  a  ffte  inigTit  bo  ^nven  in  honour  to  the  yi^une 
arrhdukc.  Sh«  wni  so  <lelight«l  at  tliia  idea  of  mine,  that  waen  1 
quitted  lier  I  proceeded  at  once  to  those  of  my  friends  who  would  be  Vmt 
most  anxious  to  put  themselves  nut  of  the  way  to  please  Ihe  Queen.  I 
did  not  find  thf  h-aiit  diHicuIty  in  geiting  tbi.-  Nonilk-j,  DurTirt,  Tavannea, 
S^ur,  &C|  to  enter  into  my  plana,  nnd  it  was  agreed  that  we  should  ask 
Monsieur  le  comic  de  Frovriic*.  and  the  Comtc  d'Artois  to  place  theni- 
edre*  at  our  head  ;  they  complied  with  our  request  in  the  inoct  licarty 
tnanner. 

"  Oiir./(S/<  was  very  well  nrmngcd.  and  wiu  irra^ifioent ;  it  was  pTen 
in  the  King's  iljite- stables ;  the  riding-ichuol  wiis  dt-coruied  for  the  oecanon, 
and  Kime  temporary  apartmi'iit*  were  apcedily  crceti-d.  There  waa  a  full 
drOM  ball  in  the  evening,  at  which  wen*  dnneed  Miin^rian  and  Flemish 
quadrillea ;  there  w^i  a  ih'?atrical  ropreeentalion,  a  splmdid  supper,  and 
a  fiiiri  there  wa»  an  eiidlens  variety  of  gaitics,  in  short,  everylliing 
vrhieb  waa  likely  to  afford  amusement  for  th<-  tpaee  of  eight  hours. 
t\m  Jfl*  conaidc.'aUy  increased  the  discontent  at  the  Princes  of  tha 
Uood-Rayal;  ami  from  (hat  day  the  Queen,  who  did  not  know  how  to 
di»niiniht«  her  displeasure,  behaved  with  lystematic    eoldnca*  la  tht 
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Due  j«  Chartret ;  and,  on  his  side,  he,  or  a])  t)ie  pHncci,  clupla)-«d  the 
mo*t  iJl-humoiir,  and  n^taiiicd  it  the  lonjiest,  in  coiiseqiieiiee  of  the  unfur- 
Ittnit*  eirctitniitiincc  vtWuh  I  havo  Jiut  rrlntcd.     lie  wu  obnen-ed  from 

.  tlus  time  ««j^rly  lo  mizb  every  ofjporluoity  to  bliimi!  the  Qiiiwn't  pro- 
eMdinifi,  and  to  ridicule  her  for  her  iiilimacy  with  the  Polignac  Mciety, 
ai  iv<-II  ai  th«  inembeni  of  it  thi^niielviM.  il<-  wm  tiot  mom  spuHnit  to 
the  Kinp ;  for  inatancei  be  kneVf  very  well  lliat  Lotiis  the  Sixti-mth  dia- 
likcd  EngtiBh  aiitoiDs  and  fothions  rxcccdinj;!)-,  this  waa  suiTidcnt  to 
make  him  adopt  Ihcm ;  and  whenever  ho  had  to  mnkc  his  ai>i>.'Branc« 
baivn  the  King  he  took  care  to  c&rry  his  adoption  of  tJi«m  to  the  grr4itest 
•xtrame. 

"  It  was  i^nenilly  coniidi.Tvd  etiquette  that  thoac  who  hunted  with  the 
Kl4<  ahould  Ante  in  Frenrh  carrtngcs,  hut  this  custom  was  not  nspwtcd 
bf  tMDuk«  of  Orlnaik*,  tor  he  did  not  hesitate  to  thow  himsflf  in  an 
Knulish  equipotfc  ul  theie  huittitig  pnrtiee.  Tho  frruat  guod  nature  of  the 
Kinj;,  and,  p«iha|)«,  slso  n  little  wriikni.'s*  on  his  part,  mode  him  pass 
ovrr  this  brrach  of  uti<iuetli;  as  well  a«  many  other  niaiks  of  disrespect, 
th«ufth  lie  was  ft«iuciilly  much  vexed  with  the  Prince. 

Sucb  want  of  dcforcncir  would  nut  have  been  endured  by  Lrf>uis  the 
FteftMnlh,  nor  even  l>y  Loiii*  tlie  Fifieeitth.  However,  it  is  a  well- 
Mtattished  fact,  that  ahTiotl  from  the  coiimietic«i»e[tt  of  Luuia  ihc  Six- 
Iwnth's  rvign.  <hc  Dulcc  of  Ottcnn*  liv^it  to  annoy  the  court  by  continual 
oiviDing  about  triilea,  or  by  placiiig  himself  in  oppositioti  to  ihc  f^vem- 
ment.  I  cannot  lesist  eivini;  an  example  of  this  '  Much  ailo  about 
Notlum;.'  Hi>  lather,  tne  big  Dakv  of  Orleaiw,  was  the  fint  I'rincc  of 
the  UoM-royal,  and,  in  right  of  thiH  dignity,  he  hod  in  hit  cttablishment 
■  great  many  icrvunts  who  were  paid  by  the  King.  At  kit  death,  the 
Due  de  Chartres  would  succeed  hicn,  but  would  be  deprived  of  the  privi- 
legea  and  adviiiitiif^a  of  his  fntiit^T'i  rank,  (at  with  thi-m,  the  Due  d'An- 
goulrmc,  the  eldest  boo  of  the  Comte  d'Artois,  would  be  iiivnted. 
However,  a  few  dayi  before  the  death  of  his  father,  the  Duke  of  Orleone 
nid  cetiftdvntially  to  me,  tliat  he  hnd  been  itifomied  iiioil  decidvdiy, 
though  in  an  indirect  way,  thnl  he  had  only  to  a!.k  the  King's  permiieion 
to  pmerre  the  rank  of  hnt  prince  of  the  blood  roynl,  and  that  it  would 
be  Enmiodiiitely  granted  him.  1  haaleiied  to  o)for  him  my  eonnvlulo- 
liona  on  the  Hul'jeci,  when,  to  my  peat  astonishment,  he  remarkca,  '  Vou 
BIB  quite  misiiikcn,  I  shall  never  make  the  request,  and  I  don't  care  for 
the  fiivoitT  whteh  a  offered  me.' — '  Hut  what  then  V — ■  You  don't  per- 
Ofive,  (hen.*  observed  he.  '  that  they  only  wi«h  me  lo  be  first  prince  of  th« 
blood  royal,  bi-cniiie  the  Qitrcn  wishes  the  chlldivii  of  M.  If  Comte 
d'Artois  to  b«ar  the  title  of  FiU  de  Kranc>e.' — '  Weil.'  exclaimed  I, '  what 
on  earth  hu  that  lo  do  with  you  7 — at  any  rate,  mecept  the  advontaf^ 
which  foil  to  your  lot." — '  No,  I  will  not  be  their  dupe,  I  will  not  be  tint 
prinee  of  the  blood-tuyal ;  M.  le  Due  d'Aiif^oulme  ou^^ht  to  enjoy  that 
nuik,  and  eonsi-^iienily  ciuinot  I*  FiU  de  France.'  Thus,  by  rexinr  and 
wearying  the  Qutren,  he  prevented  himself  fiom  enjoyini;  a  certain  advw 
tOKe.aiid  did  la«ltnj[harm  to  himself.  Things  happen^Kl  juat  as  I  expected  ; 
ho  WM  not  made  first  prince  of  the  ttlood-royal,  and  trie  two  ions  of  M. 
le  Comttfd'Artoia  had  bestowed  on  them  the  rank  of  Fib  de  France. 
"  Two   cireumslanees  of  t  graver  naturo   contributed   materially  to 

I  IneraoM  Um  diwMntciit  of  the  Uiike  of  Orleans  aguimt  the  couit  and 
government ;  the  one  iras  the  mortiiication  with  which  he  met  at  Uie 
tiigagenMUt  whidi  tuuk  place  «i  OuUHuit,  and  the  oth«r  was  the  refuwl 
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of  lliB  poet  of  liigh-odnilral,  whidi  hu  lisd  HoUnted  from  the  King. 
n«nrd  to  the  lint  point,  it  has  been  snce  clearly  proved  th&t  pubtJCi 
opiniun  WRK  alt«g<'t)ier  wronfr,  and  thnt  the  princo  had  diitingutahed  hir 
•df  by  exlraorilinary  braV(.Ty  during  the  yrho\t  of  the  t»i««  that  tl__ 
enjMenwnt  of  OucMUnt  Instvd.  The  Oukc  of  Orleaiu  wu  not,  honerer,'' 
Ui«  »u  cyaip«rnt4>d  at  tiiis  faUi^  accuia(i«n  which  ma  brought  Bgatnat 
his  courage  ;  nnd  when,  at  n  Ial«r  period  he  ffw  ceftu«d  the  poat  of 
high^dininil,  lie  vm  dotilily  irrilnttK!.  From  thix  tangled  and  fatal  chaint] 
of  petty  cavillm]:;  Mwoen  the  court  mid  the  Duku  ofOrtcani,  and  from 
a  few  othvr  faultit  of  a  mnro  or  ]em  gntve  nature,  sprang  up  the  tin- 
fortunnle  Prince's  hatred,  wlikh  drov«  him  to  >uch  lengths  at  the  ooin- 
nuinccment  of  the  revolution. 

•■  Juitice  and  impartiality  mnlce  it  my  duty,  befoi«  I  finish  this  slight 
itk«tch  of  the  Duke  of  Orkani,  to  mention  some  of  tlie  good  quolitiM 
which  I  noticed  in  him.  He  urfts  ia  one  particular  very  diBvrent  to 
most  princita,  liv  utwuya  ftinnsl  to  throw  cnmtriLint  over  ihow  pervons, 
to  whHtever  rank  or  poiilion  they  might  belong,  whom  he  cntertoinwl 
himsvli',  or  whom  he  met  in  society  ;  on  th«  contrary,  he  took  great  pains ' 
to  put  them  thoroughly  at  thdir  cane  ;  fur  thin  he  found  nececsarv  to  bia 
own  comfort,  as  he  could  not  bear  to  be  under  any  r^tniint ;  and  no- 
thing embarra*«cd  him  more  t)ian  to  meet  with  people  who  wvr«  lh<.tii* 

Ires  much  einbarrasied.     He  allowed  his  wit  and  gaiety  fuU  play,  but 
malice  was  erer  mixed  up  with  it, 

"  He  po9«e*«cd  alio  many  qualities  which  in  general  are  only  to  ho 
Ivund  in  thote  who  have  good  hearts.  I  once  vritnceicd  a  nrcum- 
■Inncc  whicli  showed  that  he  was  not  without  conniiJcnillG  fwling.  Ha 
was  pamioiiately  fond  of  shooting,  and  in  fact  ivas  a  vcrv  finit-mt*] 
shot.  One  day  in  I7SS  he  happened  to  be  shuoting  in  a  vineyard,  whtcb 
wui  loaded  with  grapes,  but  he  Imd  exprcanly  forbidden  those  who 
accompanied  him  tn  touch  thiMic  grBpon.  He  T<-ry  soon  stttrlcd  u  par-, 
tridge,  and  ininicdial«ly  diacltarged  his  shot  to  bring  it  down,  for  he  did 
not  perceive  anybody  in  his  way,  but,  at  the  very  moniciil  at  which  h» 
fired  off  hii  gun  hi*  eoureitr,  whose  name  won  Joseph,  liad  crauched  him- 
Hlf  on  the  ground,  in  order  to  eat  some  gmpes,  and  the  bulls  entered  hia 
shoulder  and  hia  thruut,  at  which  lie  sprang  up  irnniediately.  Tho 
wound  was  a  very  tcrioui  unr,  thougk  not  niortal.  The  duke  dart4.>d 
fbrword  to  his  atlctidunt's  asHintance,  and  dtBplnyrd  tlie  utmost  dismay 
and  grief  at  the  accidenl ;  he  solely  occupied  himBelf  anxiously  in  en- 
dmvouriiig  to  take  care  of  him,  and  conveying  him  from  tlie  spot,  and 
«vcTy  day  till  he  was  c>uiiiplete]y  cured  he  mode  a  point  of  viutmg  him. 
Ho  assured  to  htm  a  ver)-  comtbrtablo  lot,  and  exempted  him  from  all 
alt<ndance  upon  himself. 

"  After  this  accident  the  Duke  of  Orleana  entirely  gave  up  shooting* 
He  baa  told  me  many  timea  since,  that  whenever  be  took  a  gun  in  hi« 
hand  h«  was  s«wd  with  a  fit  of  nervous  shivering,  and  that  he  could 
alwsvs  fancy  be  saw  a  man  standing  at  the  point  of  hia  gun. 

"'Ifho  UukeofOduaoa  was  most  icnipiilougiy  exact  in  kcepirtg  his 
W«rd  ;  he  considered  that  his  huiiour  viiu  vngngi-d   in  fulfilling  anything 

Zfouhing  to  a  promise,  in  however  imprudent  a  nioiitciit  it  might 
iMO  to  have  hata  uttered.     He  was  retiring  and  rather  nerrous,  aiid 
fifit   readily  cmbomuaed  when  ho   was  culled   upon  t»  alter  his  usual 
tiabits.     This  perliapi  is  a  detecl  in  a  prince  ;  but  it  is  a  d«fvct  which 
"wn  is  gciK-rally  iiuited  to  amiability  and  goodness  of  heart.     The 
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Dillw  of  OTt(!ank  could  never  mlircly  iiiircced  iti  overcoming  t)ii«  Mnw  of 
dniidity.  lie  could  never  manoge  to  speak  in  public.  U[>vii  one 
oixanon  of  the  tiieetiiig  of  Parliiinicnt  he  was  anxious  to  oipote  the 
lung's  views,  and  a  fev  words  bad  been  prepnicd,  and  written  donn  for 
him,  vthich  hv  WM  expected  to  rc^it« ;  but  jiut  as  be  wos  going  to  nad 
tbeiD  )k  Telt  himtelf  pvrplexed.Hiid  sUmincred  to  niucli  that  he  could 
•cwcely  be  hc«rd.  The  nmtf  thiufi;  hapfwrnnl  at  t)ic  meeting  of  tho 
Sutc»-GcQ«rnt.  Il«  hod  promiicd  lonio  &iendi  to  apcBk  in  the  Chumlie 
de  la  Noblewo  in  order  to  pemiade  the  minority  to  pus  over  to  the 
Chambre  du  Tiers,  Tins  tinit  also  a  few  lines  were  put  on  paper  for  him, 
but  when  be  nu  oa  the  point  of  beginniiiK  to  read  he  bunted  anay,  and 
it  «a*  necessary  to  open  the  windows  to  restore  hi*  consciouuiesB.  AlasI 
alaa  I  is  it  possible  to  tma^tae  that  a  character  of  this  stamp  could,  during 
the  revolution,  be  led  to  cominit  horror  on  horror,  and  at  last  consent  to 
vote  for  the  death  of  the  head  of  his  house  {  It  is  iinrurtunnlcly,  how- 
•wr,  in  thifi  very  weakness  and  timidity  that  we  must  seek  fur  the 
explanMion  of  his  conduct.  lie  was  luiroundcd,  and  drogacd  forward  by 
bod  men,  who  held  him  completely  in  their  power,  and  lie  v,m  urged  on 
from  one  step  to  another  till  ho  found  it  ifrposaiUe  to  draw  baclc." 

At  this  point  the  Count  dc  la  Marck's  obncrvations  upon  Che  pereons 
whoK  portraits  he  wiahc^d  to  sketch  break  off  tudctenly.  He  has  ntid 
sneu^,  however,  to  prove  th«  iTnfiartiality  of  his  opinion  with  regard  to 
tlicm :  this  lie  fonniAl  fruni  facts  tvliich  pawed  under  liis  own  eyes ;  and 
from  the  manner  in  which  these  fiictg  are  related,  there  cannot  be  the 
kaat  doubt  rcspocting  the  «cnipiilou«  cxnctm?i»  of  the  narrator.  I  shall 
now,  by  till-  oid  of  et[iiil&r,  though  fnr  more  detached  rennarks,  endeavour 
to  place  before  the  reader  the  precise  nature  of  the  relations  which  ex> 
iited  betwem  the  Count  de  la  Marck  and  Mimbrau,  before  they  tecanie 
BO  inltmatcly  connected'  Tlie  Count  lie  la  Itliirek,  who  was  a  sensible 
man,  and  endowed  with  a  spirit  of  observation,  took  singular  f^^lcosuro  in 
making  the  acquaintance,  and  in  studying  tho  character,  of  romaikable 
men,  even  out  of  ihul  range  of  socictjr  in  which  his  duties,  his  rank,  and 
hi*  family  connections  plated  him.  In  this  society,  as  he  declares  hint- 
self^  men  were  not  much  appreciated  for  their  mind  or  their  talents; 
peraonal  good  conducl,  and  lulmiiinion  lo  the  irgulationi  and  habit*  of 
the  CMirt  Were  sure  to  nieet  with  a  far  speedier,  and  more  certain  reward 
than  r^ualitics  of  a  mnro  brilliant  nature;  therrfnm  prcfrrrncc  was  fre- 
qui-ntly  shown  to  mediocrity.  It  will  be  rendily  understood  that  it 
was  nut  in  sodety  like  this  that  the  Count  de  k  Msrck  was  likely 
la  iDMt  Hirabeau,  who  wax  already  becoming  celebrated  on  accotutt  of 
Tuiou*  works  which  he  had  published,  and  in  consequence  of  a  law>niit 
whldi  hod  beco  carried  on  ugaititl  him,  as  well  as  ^om  the  persecution 
with  which  he  met  from  his  father. 

M.  Sense  d«  Meillian.  who  has  alrondy  been  mentinued,  was  the  6r*t 
perooii,  in  1788.  wlju  invited  lh«  Count  de  la  Marck  to  make  the  ac- 
quaintance of  Mirabcnu.  The  idea  was  eagerly  utibraoed  by  the  Count, 
and  it  wa*  agreed  tliat  M.  do  Moiihin  should  get  the  Count  de  ilimbeau 
to  go  with  hint  lo  dine  at  the  I'rinco  de  Coix,  the  ^vcmor  of  Versailles. 
On  this  occasion  there  werv  BMcmblcd,  bcMdcs  the  Princess  de  Poix,  the 
Count  and  Countets  de  Tesse,  M.  de  Mun,  and  the  Vitcotmt  d«  Ptueilks 
who  ««re  all  equally  anxious  and  curious  to  sec  Alirabeau.  When  M. 
de  la  Marck  law  Alirabeau  enter  lliu  room  he  was  exceedingly  struck  by 
his  uppi-arancc.  lln  was  very  tall,  and  his  figure  was  »iuate  and  ttiickly 
•rt;  bis  head,  which  was  by  nature  larger  tlian  must  persons,  looked 
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mIK  MTin  M  «n  BMount  of  the  Iiuge  qunnlit;  of  pon-dovd  hiiir  which  ha 
^HMk  il«  **^i  drr«Md  in  «  commonly  cut  coat,  which  had  Uittons  of 
liluaiiil  mone.  of  an  oatrnMOui  toe :  his  thoe  buclclm  wcrt  equnll)- 
lauminin  Thi:  (eAtttrvi  oT  hit  &M  v«t«  much  ditfigured  bjr  mark* 
•r  Um  •mall  pox.  the  cxprcMion  of  hi»  cowttitariM)  could  not  cttcil/  be 
IMd,lmt  hit  e/M  were  full  of  Rre.  In  within^  tn  Iw  fA\x»  hi>  made 
tlte  moflt  «saagent«d  bAwa,  and  the  fird  words  nliich  he  ultcrcd  were 
tome  laboured  oomplttncntt,  which  were  undoubtedly  «icMn««)y  vulgar. 
In  ihort  )in  poMMwd  neither  itie  langitn^,  manner*,  nor  hahit«  of  the 
aociety  in  which  he  wb<  thrown  ;  and  ihougbi  owing  1o  his  btrtli,  he 
■Iwayt  wniortvd  with  tho»c  kind  cf  ptmni  who  now  entcrliiinrd  him, 
one  could  euily  pi-rrt-iv(-  that  he  lacked  that  ease  nf  d«j>ortn)unt  which  U 
to  be  obterv«d  i»  |K-r«ciitfl  who  mix  in  the  great  world. 

Duhng  dinner,  ronvcnation  chiefly  fell  upon  commoa-plooc  auljecU. 
Thii  did  not,  huwover,  prevent  Mirab«au  froni  making,  occasionally, 
•ome  cxtreni«ly  witty  ana  aparklirig  lymarks,  but,  unfortunately,  spoilt 
all  hy  Ilia  cvr«iiioiii'>uri  and  laboured  poliicn<sii.  Hit  want  of  c»k  and 
mfliienient  ku  t'urt>*^x'°rly  ftrikitif;  wlivn  he  adt1r««iL'd  ladie*.  Rut 
when,  uftiT  (litmcr,  M.  lit-  Mcilhan  bToiight  the  conTermtion  round  to 
politics  aii<l  tho  udmini'lrBlion,  all  thut  appi-arcd  ndiculout  in  the 
depoitmert  of  Hirabeau  iniawdiau>ly  ranialied.  Then  those  who  wen 
l>rc(viit  confiitcd  themtelvet  in  wondering  at  the  i-xtroord inory  fluency  of 
thought  which  MiialcBu  poFac»cd,  and  at  the  clearsightMnew  of  hit 
vitwK,  atid  everybody  wni  conipktc'ly  carried  awny  by  hii  brilliant  and 
encrgclif  way  of  cxpretMiig  hinifelf.  M,  dr  Li  Miirck  contriTed  to  setM 
an  ojipoilunily  of  chatting  aside  with  Mirabesu  about  Geimany,  A  ftw 
of  hit  workt  on  tliia  country  had  already  appeared,  and  M.  de  la  Marck 
obwrred  that  he  even  ipuke  bt-ttcr  on  the  (ubjccL  than  be  liad  tentteo. 
He  was,  tin  the  whole,  so  pUaaed  with  hi*  ronvcntation,  that  he  r» 
aolved  to  lee  him  again.  MiruUnu  foomed,  eunoutly  enough,  to  mnt 
his  winhea,  fur  he  asked  him  to  vinit  him.  This  invitation  wu  ac- 
cepted with  8ut.'h  cagcmete,  that  Mirabeau  was  »t  onte-  convinced  of  tlie 
extreme  intvirwt  with  which  he  hod  innpired  th«  Count  de  la  Marck, 
and  n  mutual  promise  wns  made  to  meet  very  shortly.  The  Count 
(le  la  Marck  (dntrs  an  anecdote  in  connection  with  thii  dinnei' 
whidi  U  father  amusing  M,  Neckcr  was  almost  nn  object  of  wonhip 
lo  mult  of  the  pcnioni  who  •ncn:  prcii'ni  on  this  occasion.  Mira* 
beau  attacked,  with  ^at  wannth,  tliK  geni-nil  policy  and  the  adminii* 
tratire  talent  of  the  contrfilcur-gc-nenil.  The  friuce  dc  Poix,  nhu  road 
veiY  tittle,  and  waa  tiiuch  an  eourant  tft/evr  in  public  affoirs,  did  not 
catch  the  tenoe  of  Alirabeau's  obtttrvalions.  M.  de  Meilhai),  as  far  as  he 
c04iM.  endeavoured  to  change  tho  conversat ioti  whenerer  the  ii»n«  of 
M.  Meeker  was  mentioned ;  but,  just  as  U  imbeau  was  preparirig  to  take 
hit  depaiture,  M.  de  Poix  being  fully  periuaded  that  everybody  shared 
hi*  ofiinion  with  n-garJ  to  M.  Necker,  and  his  admiratton  of  hiui, 
det'iiricd  bin),  and  auid — 

"  One  moment  more.  We  have  not  yet  apokeu  of  M.  Ni-eber.  Ah, 
tliat  is  an  extraordinary  man  !  " 

llie  Count  dc  Miiabeau,  who  wjis  much  *ur(tised  at  this  apofitophe, 
seemed  for  on  iiistanl  quite  einbatraaaed ;  then,  suddenly  retiring  a  itep 
or  two,  he  ir^<U-  a  [lofunncl  i<>w  to  the  Prince  d«  I'oix,  and  said — 

•'  Ah,  trut;,  hr  in  an  i-xetHent  jki^ler  1 "' 

The  piinve  did  not  know  how  to  ii-ply  to  this  exlnturdirmry  cpwch,  t9 
both  bowed  and  moved  away.

Ir  wu  alrvady  |>a>t  niiJiiiglit  wlieii  the  roogiatratc  luni«d  liis  licad 
kiuikI  to  the  ulhor  side,  so  aa  lo  we  ilie  niuou  betler  thnni^li  [lir  li-aviii 
of  lltv  nrl>»iir  ahnrv  be  sat.  The  flowpnt  atnclt  freoh  iu  the  warm  uight 
ur,  otiil  ilic  whole  icarJfii  nwnni  ill  alniust  magic  lig^ht,  for  the  full  moon 
«u  hi^b  in  lite  aky,  and  only  darkened  by  •  Uttli-  iran»|iHrfiiL  cloud 
pa»u>g  u\er  h.  It  'niu,  hctiwiily  in  llic  nrbtiur.  Thr  magiiiiral«  had 
alrmdy  sal  Uii>re  many  houm  {(axicg  uii  \hv  cWr  starry  night.  fl« 
WAi  acarcrly  oonsciom  how  happy  be  wa^.  Nature  lay  arouoiJ  faiiii  a%  » 
voM  uuKvealiKl  my$Ury,  tuid  ho  rc|>(Mcd  in  tho  inid*t  of  all  htr  woiidrra 
like  a  child  I 

The  iDoon  had  alwaya  laved  this  good  iiiai;istraU>.  Whi-n  he  was  ■ 
liule  bov  he  often  hud  «iood  for  bourn  nt  tlic  v.indow  of  httt  room  fiaxing 
tt  iLe  clouds,  and  waichiii^  iht-  wuud«rtiil  rings  ihal  euciicW  ilw  uhkir. 
As  Ix  ui  DOS,  uit  lliiit  very  iii^'ht,  looking  ai  the  moon,  adiuirin^  th« 
beuUiful  halo  and  ihc  priiualic  colouri  around  her,  the  wondvrs  of  a 
•iDiHiicr'*  night  M«n)ed  all  ut  once  to  Im  revMiW  lt>  him.  lir  In-ht'ld  ■ 
light  shining  Udder  docrnd.  as  il  were,  plainly  and  Jtlonly  from  the 
DOOB.  linking  loavr  and  lomcr  until  tho  Usi  itcp  touched  the  honey, 
fuchle  bower  »here  lie  *at.  By  dp^rocB  the  laddvr  appeared  lo  brcnm« 
■troogcT,  lintwr,  and  siill  more  vixilile.  Tli<^re  waa  aim  a  great  agita- 
tion md  murement  goiufc  forward  oti  il — U]!  and  do^n,  in  and  oul,  like 
the  falling  tuow'flakvs.  llu  heard  clear  ailvttr  voices  singing  in  (he 
very  ubour  cUiw  to  hu  car.  and  the  whole  garden  nevuiml  tu  have 
beeotue  animated.  The  tops  uf  iho  Irima  uiuiinured  iuftly  lu  racli  oilier, 
and  ihe  young  boughs  ruetlrd  lustily,  at  they  never  were  lieo/d  tv  du  iu 
Ilia  day. 

Soft  artas  Talaed  him  from  hii  seal.  How  it  hapiteued  be  did  nut 
koow~hv  could  nol  ima/tiie  how  it  cnmc  about — Imi  he  dii/  find  hiniiielf 
on  iJie  luweit  step  of  the  ladder,  and  in  annther  mumrui  acinally  atcend- 
ing.  without  fear  or  giddlneM,  iii  the  clear  tiijjlit  sky.  Immedlalely  the 
nrden  became  melodious,  and  sang  forth  in  a  chorus  vf  joy  broeath 
hint.  As  he  niunuted  higher,  he  tbounht  be  heard  ihe  very  eanb  tuniing 
and  creaking  a*  it  revolved  on  its  axis.  V  hut  had  appeared  tu  him, 
however,  aa  be  sat  in  the  honeysuckle  buwer  like  rising  and  falling 
•oov-flake«,  were,  in  reality,  little  fairies  hastening  ou  diverse  metnagei 
tnm  earth  lo  beavon. 

At  length  Ihe  niiigiairatu  reached  the  uioou.  He  waa  not  aixoniiihed 
at  finding  everything  there  quite  dilTercoi  from  what  he  had  read  in  the 
books  of  aslronomy.  .\  kitver  )>nUi-e,  with  lliousdiidi  and  ihnutands  of 
loacTS,  galleries,  arcades^donieB,  rpircr,  und  colunoadea  vf  silver  shene 
brisbtljF  before  him.  liui  he  aas  not  dasiled.  No  mortal  ever  b«LHd 
sucli  a  splendid  sight  as  wnt  uow  rcve«Ied  to  hioi. 

At  the  edge,  wliere  the  ladder  luuvliid  the  inooQi  an  old  nan  iDct  him 
offering  hia  hand  lo  assist  him.  Xhiii  was  "  the  Man  in  tlic  Moon,'*  of 
wlinm  1*0  have  all  heard  so  much,  but  he  bad  no  bundle  of  clicks  er  dog 
with  him,  flu  that  the  isagisUate  did  not  know  biui  at  first.     Indeed,

ftUhntigh  w<!  niakc  it  so  oas)*." 

Siniple  an  w«ro  th^se  words,  tTiey  wellnigh  m&de  tli«  niBgittrat«  weep, 
for  the  lound  of  ihv  voice  moved  his  very  heart,  atid  he  was  on  the 

Cotnt  of  falling  on  hia  knees  before  the  old  niao,  tf  he  had  not  cdught 
im  by  the  &rtn  nnd  ioid — 

*'  lorbcar — I  urn  only  a  lerTunl,  But  yoiir  siistskci  my  son,  is  as 
pardonftble  as  thnt  of  the  heathens,  nho  have,  to  my  sorrow,  lon^f 
ndored  n>o.  Coma  wiih  me;  your  pyc»  arp  Dtill  half-closed  for  our 
world  while  ihe  WJinii  btood  yi-t  (lim»  about  your  heiirt.  Bo  not, 
therefore,  «iirpriicd  tliat  everything  here  seems  to  you  pale  and  colour- 
lew." 

They  now  pused  further  onwards.  An  unbroVen  silence  reigna  in 
ihi!  moon.  Evorything  w«ars  a  alran([«  and  different  as{>ect,  and  a 
Mibdued  ligbt  softly  illuininntes  «?vcry  object.  It  J*  iRipatsiblv  (o 
discover  how  the  silver  paUtre  is  lighted,  but  it  chines  a^  if  trantparwaL 
The  soA  of  crystal,  by  whit^h  it  is  sui- rounded,  looks  lik«  a  deep  deep 
momibeani,  n»d  shines  in  the  sjnie  niysierious  way.  Silver  trees  gtow 
around  it,  whose  leaves  shake  unceasingly  in  the  soft  breeze.  Upon  the 
clear  cryxlal  ton  twans  nrrn  swimiuin^,  and  small  while  birds  Rew  about, 
flipping  ibcir  wings  in  the  silvory  waters,  or  neatling  io  the  suowy  leave* 
of  (he  tergP-  white  lilies,  nhich  ^ow  in  great  numbers  in  the  moon. 
But  everjining  looks  ulronge  and  mystemiw,  ns  in  n  drratn. 

They  now  both  stood  on  ihe  inari^In  of  the  lake,  when  the  Man  in  tht 
Monii,  dr.iwin([  out  a  wistiiiig.riiij,  a  snft  moon- rainbow  inimedialclj 
«pprarrd,  paming  on  which  they  iracixtd  the  entrance  of  the  silver 
piuace.  The  cuooii- rainbow  trembled  and  bent  under  the  wi'ij;ht  of  the 
two  pilgrims,  aui),  at  they  lauded,  sank  down  aga.ia  into  the  elenr 
water*. 

*■  Sec,  child  of  man,"  said  tli«  piide^  "  what  mles  liara  been  iovciitcd 
bv  foolish  mortals  about  this  rod.  Take  it  now  yourielf,  and  unfold 
the  r<M!c■JSc^*  of  the  palace  of  dreumx." 

Ah  the  niugislralc  waved  the  rod  in  his  hand,  the  palace  fwparou-d  in 
Ihe  niidst  like  a  summer's  cloud. 

"  llcrv,"  Kaid  the  old  mnii,  "Hve  the  guardians  of  raankiod;  but 
J  dare  not  yet  show  you  those  venerable  souls  that  confer  so  many 
benefits  on  the  hunan  nivt:  But  eonie  this  way,  for  you  roust  sea 
many  marvels  before  we  part." 

Thry  eiuered  a  hall  of  vaitt,  almoat  immcas arable  siie ;  as  far  as  the 
eye  eauld  reach,  it  nppfured  to  ba  of  circiilur  form,  but  iho  endless 
and  interminable  vistas — icinic  dark  as  night,  soiue  radiant  in  subdued 
Rplendaiir— defied  exftiuinatioD .

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delicate  linls,  and  vrreathctl  with  ^ftrlntids  of  nhit«  roien,  amid  wliofe 
1(ii*cs  and  flowirrti  innumeniblii  doves  l]iitii>r«il  in  and  out)  or  flm  liltjft 
to  Lbe  nv*  uf  light  in  t-ndk-SK  maEcs.  Tlic  floor  of  thii  heavenly  jilacfi 
vas  composed  of  aliernatc  squar«i  of  diiunondi  ftod  emcrAlds,  which 
■hon«  in  ihr  cool  paio  light  difTu-fptl  all  around. 

,     The  luagislrnto  ws.i  so  ovcrcttme  by  lliis  woodrous  ipccUcle,  that  he 
Iranpd  od  his  coinpanion  for  support. 

"  Let  ui  procfd,"  Kaid  tlm  laiirr,  "  nor  Jo  you  sUow  tlie  liot  bluod 
flowiaii;  in  your  veins  thus  lo  iuovk  you,  or  the  uiyiU-ries  thai  surround 
us  will  norcr  he  beheld  by  you." 

CrotKDg  llic  hall  tH<!y  i-ntcrcd  iho  coWnadpf  of  alabaster  surrounding 
it- — buKo  pilUm  that  migbt  lop  the  ctoiidit — avenuei  of  eiidkits  ditunce, 
dim,  dreary,  and  oWuro.  opened  through  ihese  columns  on  ull  sidt-s. 
As  tbey  advanwd  thick  nbitu  clouds  dc*ci-ndcd  around  tbera,  nnd  dark 
murky  rapoura  tone  where  thcv  trod,  mocking  further  progreg.i;  but  tlio 
Man  tn  the  Moon  scarcely  heed«d  these  appearances,  and  drew  the  msgis- 
tratc  ODward*  to  one  uf  the  opL-niiiga.  Tlie  glooni  increased,  ibiindor 
rolled,  and  blue  liglUningi  alone  directed  them  in  lbe  path,  which  k'd 
dovunards  through  damp  cold  passages,  hewn  out  of  the  rock,  'i'bey 
mcbed  a  cavci  where  the  water  trickled  dowu  on  nil  side*.  Frof^g 
CTDakrd,  Dtulliludes  of  snakes  crawled  on  the  racks,  OJid,  curling  around 
iheir  feel,  hLitfd  as  thi>y  a[)proached ;  huge  monster*  loomed  down  on 
thnn  from  above — dim,  half-visible,  in  the  fitful  light;  green  eyes 
peeped  forth  from  dark  recesses,  and  the  very  earth  dhuok  no  they 
•dianced  ;  the  niag:ittratr  could  ncarcely  mnxtvr  bin  terror,  when  suddenly 
h»  beheld  a  huge  serpent  riae  erect  before  them,  wiih  eyes  floshing  fire, 
and  loof^e  forked  and  venomous,  ready  every  inslnnt  to  ntlack  them. 

"  I^t  us  stand  aaide."  nhiap^rcd  his  cnmpanioii,  "  tliese  cnven  aro 
bhabited  by  crraturca  who  KCat  your  biunan  blood.  We  will  awaiti 
and  lee  what  will  befall.*' 

Tim  lorpent  disappeared  in  the  gloont,  and  a  loud  rumbling  woke  the 
echoes  of  the  cave  caused  by  the  approach  of  d»  aniiquu  coach,  whiah 
was  so  clumsy  it  might  have  lorved  for  the  tirst  ihst  ever  went  on 
wberls.  Its  colour  was  blsck,  the  horses  piebald  black  and  wliltc,  I  ho 
driver  an  enormous  cut  of  llif  »Biue  colour,  and  bubind  stood  an  owl, 
wlMn  eyes  gUtlcned  in  the  dark,  the  blinds  were  also  black  and  drawn 
cJoM  down.

Tliv  Man  in  the  Moon  insisted  on  his  advancing,  ibangb  be  trembled 
in  every  limb,  and  for  nwliiln  lliey  proceeded  unmolested.  Palo  blue 
[flunee  ehol  now  and  then  across  their  nay,  homo  by  souii.-  ravuui  who 
we  charged  >ith  the  sighs  of  iIioki  who  mourned  on  earth  for  the  loss 
of  th«  eorpttc*  they  had  seen  in  the  coach,  Then  all  cloud  round 
darker  than  before,  and  a  faint  glimmer  waa  all  tbe  light  tliat  guided 
them.  A  huge  arm  was  now  llirutt  forth  from  the  side  of  the  cave  into 
tba  magistrate's  face.  It  was  covered  with  draperv,  and  preacntcd  to 
him  a  1k>x.  On  opesing  Jl,  he  bclicid  lying  in  blooa  a  pale  and  gbntlr 
band  severed  at  the  wriiu  With  horror  he  cost  it  from  him.  and  aa  ft 
fell  a  trcmcsdou?  earthquake  shook  the  caverns,  and  shrieks  and  cries 
,  UQM  00  ever;  side  from  out  tbe  darkness. 
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A  block  vcnl  now  lalKrceptcd  th«ir  pat)i,  and  «re  thvy  readied  it  tvo 
Bk«let«D«  appeared  in  a  mraaciii);  ftUirinIf!  fram  boliind  ii.  Lighu  nUred 
in  di«ir  hollow  ejvt,  am)  llivir  lionir  fiitjiera  rairii^  dug^crs  uf  I'ltormous 
len^h,  on  wlio*u  ])oiat!i  l>urDt  Kre.  'I'heir  aspect  was  tuMiacing  and 
burrible.  As  tlioy  nnvc^d  tlirir  dngj^cni,  iW  mvc  «rcmcd  to  b««on8 
■nutl^  and  smdW — tli«  tides  doted  in— ihe  ceilinff  dosoended — and 
t})«  black  curtain  waved  to  and  fro  behind  th«  figures.  Tbe  tna^'slrata 
sank  on  llie  cnrth,  iillcring  a  piercing  crj- — wbcu  ihn  old  man  raisrd 
his  wishiiig'rud  the  whole  mion  vanished,  and  a  gigantic  narrior 
ap;ii-nTcd  dud  iu  complete  armour,  ndvniinrd  to  meet  ihem.  tfia 
cffunienance  wore  a  noble  exprct^ion — bis  loftj-  brow  «s>  tbadcd  with 
black  huir — uti  bi»  head  he  wore  a  helmet  niih  an  iimnenac  whtto 
feather — 'lie  bore  a  drawn  iword  in  liis  Kand,  nnd  his  armour  waa  of  tbe 
finest  steel.  Hit  feet  rvated  on  a  cli>ud,  from  whence  a  pale  delJtato 
radiance  diffiisod  ilstlf  among^  the  eurroiiDding  gloom. 

With  oourteou«  gesture  he  invited  the  mngiRtrnte  to  approach,  inti- 
xnalitig  hy  signs  that  lie  would  protect  him.  Aceorxlinglyi  under  his 
fiuidance  ibey  proceodod.,  passing  tbTough  various  turn inj^  whirh  rendered 
the  WAy  doubly  intricnto.  The  warrior,  nfler  condin-ting-  them  for  ROOIO 
lirae  ill  ntfety — vanished.  Uul  more  light  uuw  f;uidcd  ibeir  ctep*,  aod 
the  galleries  umong^  nhieh  th<^y  pnricd  hnd  heeomo  broader  and  hijtb^. 
At  this  point  ihe  old  nmn  pniiied.  and  ruined  hi*  winhing-md,  nhm  n 
bcauiifiil  butterfly  descended  ihrou^h  the  roof  and  Ht-vt  bifore  litem. 
Liltle  fairie*  now  peeped  out,  and  airy  eylphn  parsed  them,  hearing  aa 
thrlr  «in^s  dew-drop*  tn  cno!  the  boioiii  uf  the  nmoroiiii  rottf,  where  tbe 
wooing  of  the  hot  summer's  nig^ht  ha«  made  it  droop  and  faint. 

The  mapitraie  perceived  they  were  approachinj;  an  opi*n  space,  for 
the  |i»le  lij^ht  that  hnd  gnided  them  in  thoic  myxterioiJn  regions  now 
became  titron);  and  clear,  aa  when  Ihe  moon  ihiiica  nl  the  full ;  bnl  tnm 
whiTiiee  it  prat'ceitcil  he  could  not  divine.  Hii  heart  leaped  for  jo]rwh«a 
ho  remembered  the  horrors  he  bad  encapcd,  mid  he  turned  to  his  conw 

E anion  to  expreis  his  pleasure,  but  the  old  man  b.id  disap|)i*arcdl  As 
e,  however,  rained  hiH  eyci^  he  mv  nn  arch  of  6ro  that  spanned  the 
entire  vault,  and  beneath  It  wrilteii  in  the  air,  with  bright  tbinitif;  InttcrSj 
theie  word*:— "  Mortal,  fear  nothing — ^hnve  faith  and  pnwei.'d."  So, 
atlhoujuh  he  wat  ^'''^otly  f^rievcd  to  have  lost  the  pood  old  niau,  whofA 
presence  bad  cbi-rn-d  and  prolri^trd  hitn,  he  cuuiinueil  hi*  iiny. 

A  lofty  portal  no*  barred  I'urvher  odvanrc.  li  wan  endoied  on  cither 
aide  by  pillar*  of  cry«tal,  nronnd  which  flowers  and  leavet  of  lilver  were 
entwined.  A»  be  gaxeil,  wuiiderin^  wli;it  ue*  inarvcli  that  portal  would 
unfold — B  itar  fell  at  hia  feet-  i'or  a  moment  it  ahone  with  interns 
aplendonr,  and  then  suddenly  explodin?,  divided  ilielf  into  a  thousand 
Bparkliiig  atoms,  when  a  fairy  of  hvavt^nly  euuntenunce  appeared  tia  lh« 
spot  where  the  star  had  vnnishrd.  Her  viiigs  were  long  and  tipped 
with  *ilvor—on  her  bend  vas  n  crown  of  glilleriRftttani,  pnl«  yet  bright 
— bcr  robe  transparent  i»  neloud,  waa  friiigfd  with  moon-beauia,  and  in 
her  hand  the  boru  a  wand  of  crjttnL 

"  Strange  I"  iwid  ibe,  in  the  sweeleflt  voice  inui|cioable.  "  the  venerable 
watchers  approve  the  courage  vou  have  nhown.  To  you  »h»M  be,  there- 
fore,  revealed  the  secrets  of  the  River  of  DreatnH.  Fear  nothing,  and 
follow  mo." 

"  O  tell  we,  gentle  tpirit,"  cried  the  magialrale,  *'  wh«T*  i«  my  guide, 
my  companion  i  iihall  I  not  again  behold  bim  P" 
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"  Yee."  repUed  lb«  foirj,  "  jou  ahAlt  moot  hiin  •tiortlj-,  bul  be  >tl«nt 
anj  obedient." 

Sbe  advanced  to  th*  portal,  which  waa  of  inarblv,  and  nared  hor 
wand.  Th«  door*  opctu-d  «ith  a  hullov  »ouiid.  At  fir*t  nothing  but 
what  aeemcd  a  cloud  of  nutt  was  visible — but  the  magisirotu  pcrcvircil 
tUi  «u  ooiB|K>aed  of  an  iiitiiimuru)iU>  mnltiludo  of  ^ny  apiriis  hurrying 
towarda  the  eana  h«  bad  latdjr  travL-ravd.  Tlivir  «na!)l  airv  bodies, 
flyiBfiapidly  itlong,  swrpt  br  him  like  a  cloud> 

"  TlieWt"  said  ihe  fitiry,  "  are  t'ntoritip  ibic  dn>ary  raalu  jou  ha*o 
trarcrscd  to  brar  from  hence  horrible  and  miKahapcu  dn-amt  and  gbaiily 
nHoa^— far  more  frarful  than  yoti  bcbcid— with  which,  roturuiug  to  the 
earth,  they  snre  and  alarra  the  ilc«p  of  tho  wicked. " 

On  pMinig  the  gatos  of  marble,  flovert  sprang  up  wherever  tba 
fairy  siep]>«d,  and  birds  vrarblcd  aruuud  her :  by  degrees  a  vaU  proajiecl 
unfolded  before  them.  'J'bo  alar-sown  sky  «u  decplv  bin?,  nna  by  the 
dim  and  fitful  light  an  aiicimt  castle  appeared,  its  broken  ruiuuua  oullina 
■loDV  defined  by  the  light  of  the  start.  It  Htood  on  the  odge  of  gigantic  rocka 
that  ontrshadowed  an  mlcnuinablc  ocean.  The  t««ora  and  battlemenla 
haqging  over  the  barstingvaTes,— deep  shadows  rested  on  lliecoatlu  and 
tbeareraous  reocMr*  «  the  gloomy  rocks  ht-neath— the  hollow  sound 
of  tba  wave's  echoed  like  thunder  as  they  Inshod  their  huge  aides,  and 
soowen  of  fonm  nnd  spray,  «hoolinj;  oloO,  broke  for  n  momcut  tliruugh 
the  darkaeu  aroitnd.

Hero 
lay  untold  biMps  of  richest  trc-aiure,  oritnt  pearls  bursting  from  the 
native  *h»ll,  ingots  of  gold,  hills  of  auibvr,  spices  from  the  southern 
iales,  richest  gems  gathered  itcep  down  amid  the  Indian  teas,  each  on«  a 
reT««ni«  j  tree«  of  niddy  coral,  heaps  of  the  rareat  shells  entwined  with 
emeralil  sea-weied  —  these  all  strewed  tiM  tliore,  piled  in  fantastic 
ccnfiision.  Tke  sea  had  rendered,  up  the  riches  of  a  thousand  ship- 
wrecks, and  laid  its  treasures  llierv  in  mockery  of  (be  greed  of  tnati,  and 
far  &Qm  hia  grnip,  slrnnded  by  the  tide  un  tlut  lonely  shore.  Brightly 
sboWD  thi!  gems  in  thi-  itarlight,  but  silence  reigned,  utibrakeii  crcn  by 
the  sighing  of  the  wind,  yet  the  wares  rtgnd  as  if  tossed  by  a  tempest. 
Along  this  bay  the  fairy  conducted  Iho  ningintrate.  Tlio  sniut  iras 
heavy,  Ihe  diiUnflc  to  all  appenrana?  inlerniinabte — deep  vhdduws,  of 
■igootic  form,  tuwered  in  the  distance,  sweeping  past  to  the  occau.  A 
Wg*  white  swan  suddenly  emergfd  from  the  gloom,  and  pUcitd  itself 
BMr  the  water:  of  brger  itiur  nnd  more  majestlo  bearing  than  we 
ever  see  od  Iho  canh, — it  stood  lossinc  its  proud  neck,  ud  fliugiog 
bftekwith  extended  wings  the  spray  which  dashed  against  its  Ikuoid. 

*'  Behold,"  uid  the  fairy,  "  the  Queen  of  the  Swans.  She  is  a  power- 
ftilgcnii,  and  disposes  of  the  destiny  of  one  whom  Pate  unites  to  you." 

Tbo  na^atnU'i  heart  b«t  quick,  hut  he  did  not  reply. 

Paaaing  through  one  of  the  clefla  in  thu  rock  they  entered  a  narrow 
gorge  iBBding  into  a  green  and  lonely  raltey.  It  waa  surrounded  by 
lofty  meiuitains,  whose  soft  outlines  rising  aloft  in  the  clear  sky  were 
itluminaied  with  the  prismatic  eo'lours  of  tho  rainbow.  From  their  bosom

Innumeralile  •natl  boals  eniled  lo  nnd  fro,  manned  by  snail 
airics  «1io  tctidi'd  tlic  sails  or  brut  nii  tlir.ir  oars,  guiding'  thrni  tfirouf^ 
ihD  islanda  of  w,itcr-lilio»  ilial  inipeded  llie  current,  or  steering  doiii'  of 
tbo  banks  bothered  by  ull  flowcra  of  the  larclicsl  hue*  growing  undn- 
iho  shade  of  ihc  niyrilc  ami  ihe  ornnee  trees,  whose  blossoms  pcr- 
fdiiitd  the  air,  their  fragrnat  heavy  laden  branches  dip[>ing  in  the 
■trt-um. 

The  fairy  paused, 

"  Here,  mortiil,"  said  she,  "  iit  ibe  River  of  DrEams — it  Tine*  in  Cbfto« 
f(tr  b«yond  tbo8«  mountainfi,  and  flown  tonnrda  the  ejinh.  See  on  its 
bosom  ttiosp  barks  itii'<^<-'''  l^y  fnirlL-s,  of  whom  1  am  one.  ThoR*  that 
are  descending  towards  the  enrtb  bear  visions  to  morlals  below.  (Jold 
to  the  miaer — fame  to  the  poet — the  image  of  bis  tniitri^s*  to  thv  lorer 
—power  lo  tli0  po I ilician— revenge  lo  the  wicked— heavenly  joys  to  the 
good — ever  do  tbey  iinceaaiugly  hurry  below  ftinectimo  began,  and  will 
CODtinuo  tintil  eternity  replace  it.  Bv  the  power  of  thcwnndn  thcv  hcnr, 
bolts  and  bnrs  avail  not — all  places  are  alike  open  to  theni.  Thu»ft 
buata  you  see  returning  from  out  of  yonder  mitt  bear  strangv  tilings 
which  bnve  been  lort  in  the  lower  world — lovers'  sigb*  tmbi'tdi-d  by 
their  mistreas — broken  vows  and  forgolltn  resulutions  till  them  lo  over- 
flowing. All  these  ar«  pinced  in  tlic  treasury  of  the  moon,  nor  Is  one 
even  mislaid  or  lost.  Tears  abed  by  the  wretched,  uncared  for  by  the 
rich — the  pr^irers  of  distressed  virtue  agsiust  brutal  wrong— the  dying 
breath  of  infants  who  hnvc  ncvi^r  lived  (o  speak,  nnd  ibe  Eilnnl  prsycre 
of  sinners  wanting  courage  to  express  their  agony.  All  these  are 
rogistcred  by  kind  and  gentle  fairies  until  a  day  cotne  when  every  secret 
•Mil  bo  rvvraled." 

As  the  fairy  concluded,  a  boat  approached  tlie  shore  where  they  stood. 
The  fairies  busily  unload^  the  cargo,  can^sting  of  bags  of  various 
MKS  and  battles,  alt  numbered  and  Inbcillrd.  Thp  inngislrnte  observer) 
that  lovers'  sighft  picdomiDBlrd,  and  wooiirn's  broken  oatlw  for  the  tears 
ill  the  crystal  liutiles  lonk  but  litllo  room.

I  cannot  now  unfold  their 
recesMS  to  you,  for  I  must  dosctind  lo  thn  lower  regions  where  I  go  to 
console  a  despairing  lover,  tossed  in  the  delirium  of  fever  with  a  smiling 
image  of  the  maid  Tie  Iovck," 

**  Uo  not  leave  me  here  alone  in  this  Blrumge  place,  good  fairy,  I  be- 
seech  you,"  sighed  ibc  magistrate,  "or  let  me  relum  lo  mjr  first  guide 
tb«  old  Man  iu  the  Muun." 

**  Your  desire  shall  be  granted,"  said  the  fairy,  and  she  waved  Iier 
nod  with  the  bright  ttar.  Down  from  tho  voricgtCed  mountain  tops 
deaccndcd  a  light  pink  cloud  burue  on  tho  leavea  of  a  snowy  loton. 
"  Claud,"  said  the  fsiry,  "  waft  this  morial  lo  the  silver  grotto,"  saying 
which  sbe  vaoisbed.

Tbejr  bore 
la  tlwir  lianilt  ■Ilrcr  bough*  loaded  with  fruit  of  every  oolouTi  that 
nulled  GttDtiuuaUy  ;  ihrou^h  tha  midxt  of  the  fftWo  flowid  m.  »tn«nt  of 
moltm  filver,  mofl  niarvrlloiiu  to  behold  Thie  gurgling  of  this  strcun, 
jcoDod  to  the  ru»tl!ng  of  thv  aitver  hou^e,  w&i  »ll  the  aound  ho  bevd. 
Tba  toaebUale,  enchanted  with  the  beauty  of  the  grottOi  nandcrcd  on 
■nioag  the  ralonoadc  of  til«er  itAtues.  Ha  a[^n>aclied  a  nlver  carUuo, 
wkidt  fell  frooa  the  roof,  and  wa«  of  to  delicate  a  texture  llul  it  waved 
■s  be  approacfaod.  Suddcolji  n  whole  troop  of  little  elves  rushed  out, 
■odf  oitn  a  meriT  laugh,  withdrew  tbe  curtain.  To  the  raagisiraie'a 
iaexpresaible  juj'  he  saw  tbe  Man  in  the  Moon  staodiog  behind  it.  The 
old  inaa  sailed  bcnigoauUjri  nuuiig  tbe  na^strate,  who  b*d  fallexi  oo 
hi*  ItooM  before  him.

Tbousaods  of  spirits  aiU'ud  their  bidding,  sod  obey  iheir  unspolceo 
thoughl*.  Tlicy  rulu  the  Uivei-  of  Dn-am*,  which  jou  have  already  soea, 
and  in  their  Ircasuiy  arc  deposited  the  stores  brought  by  fairies  from 
below.

But  «e  muat  retire,  fur  time  protM* ;  tlio  •uiaint^r'f  night  wrgflt  tomnb 
peep  of  day." 

As  ihev  witlxlrew  from  the  halt,  they  ncte  both  obliged  to  tread  on 
tb«  guardians'  beards.  The  uutgrixtrxte  now  rpgainod  tlie  Ukc  l>y  which 
theycotcrvd  ttic  palaro  of  dr«ams.

It  became 
loDfjor  aiid  plainer,  extending  liks  a  ray  of  silver  Ughu  O,  jor,  it  wu 
ihc  taildrr  I  and  d«)cniJi-d,  :is  bcfon.',  to  the  very  bowrr  of  haarytncklc, 
A*  the  ma^jftratc  gnicd  with  rapture  al  tbe  aii^hl,  thv  vitiulc  )^rden 
raiiff  «ilh  a  clioru*  of  htighivr,  and  a  thousiitid  little  fairies  hopped 
forth  from  tbe  cups  and  b«)U  of  flower*  where  tbcy  hai  hid,  placing' 
Uwni>d*t«  at  tb«  foot  of  th«  ladd«r — some  raoiuitius  lh«  aepi,  tonifl 
Btittpring  in  tlio  air.

Her  face  «bonv  with  a  bright  but  subdued  lighl,  her  lo«ig  fair  Imir 
sowed  with  Stan  and  pcarli  formed  a  manilo  arotuid  her — her  bron  vw 
crowiicil  with  n  radiant  croset^t  of  moon -beam*.

Yuu  will  understand  m«  all  tb» 
better. 

As  be  spoke  tbc  magistrate  full  asleep,  and  the  little  crenluro  bcgaa 
to  gife  an  account  of  the  course  of  events  ia  the  world,  and  of  the  good 
and  evil  powers  of  the  goardiant,  and  of  lh(^ir  cnemior. 

"  Tbcic  arc  many  aniniaU  and  pUott,"  said  he,  "  created  by  the  Evil 
Otw,  iu  order  to  torment,  bite,  poison,  confuse,  or  iototicsle  mankind, 
when  they  are  disrontenlcd  and  murmur  at  thrir  dcitiny.  All  this  hsa 
ariseu  from  eury  at  the  beauty  and  perfection  of  crrotion.  But  Provi- 
dence has  formed  many  barmlpBi  animaU  fur  th<;  service  of  man,  lo 
watch  over  and  help  him,  so  tliat  evil  may  not  overtake  liim.  The«o 
arc  youi*  guardians,  und  they  are  to  be  found  in  every  part  of  the  world. 
Day-by-day  thoy  wander  over  the  wtrth,  u<eking  to  uetiefit  and  assist 
all  the  children  of  men.  Look  at  tlie  oceuo — ihetv  are  the  itnall  birda 
that  warn  mariners  of  iho  coming  storm.  If  the  wvary  wanderer  ainka 
lo  rest  on  the  groco  lurf,  lh«  tiny  gnats  which  tiuver  around  liim,  awake 
htm  when  be  should  lise.  Tlii?  611I1  revoal  the  approauhiiig  ouiKrcnk  of 
the  tolcano,  and  tho  sparrows'  wnrniug  chirrup  tells  of  tho  tire  buruiug 
in  tliv  raAcrs.     Therefore  men  sboiild  Kstcii  to  lli«  voice  of  their 

fiardlans,  and  despise  not  the  least  of  God's  creation.  Uvsides,  tha 
Blherof  spirits  has  scut  into  the  moon  gentle  and  lortng  eouls,  wbo 
abo  aetiit  and  support  maukind.  From  tlion  detecod  dream*  to  waro 
and  to  oomfon,  by  the  help  of  beoe6oent  falrios,  who  fulfil  tha  secret 
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ttiahM  of  tbe  »1ee[>en,  nnil  form  a  heavenly  Udder  hy  nbich  vmtv 
apxTiXi  uiny  niKcnd  iola  that  loft  r^ion— for  from  the  cares  and  the 
miteriea  of  the  cnnh. 

*'  Such  vi»ioD8  have  ruvealed  mortBlii  lo  eiicli  oilier,  who  have  Kft«r- 
ward*  mpl  in  iho  earth  and  haTc  loved.  The  venerable  vatchen  aboro 
l»V«  no  tkilfblly  and  »ccrptly  gwidcd  ihcir  fates  tlial  such  lone  liu  been 
blemed,  and  haa  t(^rininatcd  in  joy.  All  to  tli«  pratau  of  the  Croutor, 
and  for  tliir  bit-Mint^  of  his  creatures." 

"  Amen  I "  rM|tanded  (he  niagitlrate  out  of  hU  ilovp. 

"  Thero  is  not  one  word  in  the  Ujhle  that  Is  not  ttrictly  true,"  coo- 
llnoH  t)ie  little  man,  nrilli  8om<>  w&mith,  "  but  msnkiad  are  so  blind 
that  Ibcy  wilE  not  perceive  it — Jacob's  l>i(id<!r  la  not  mcntionod  in  vsiu, 
but  potts  above  have  understood  tho  true  in«anin|f,  Ai  ibc*  miuer 
descL-iida  into  the  boweli  of  the  i-»rtli  to  bring  forth  precious  meUls  and 
jewel*,  so  the  puL'l  muuiiis  alolt  into  the  hiKhoit  hcavptii,  bearing  down 
with  bim  treflxurcs  far  moro  rnrc  tlian  gold  or  cosily  i^eaiK.  Such  ineii 
alone  deierve  the  nsnit>  of  heavMily  Kpiriia."

Tti««e  atlrring  upwodu*  in  lh«  vrcirld'a  Imtoiy 
amn  with  original  and  inoet  powerful  interest,  every  Yoice  frcnn  thuse 
raoMle  localitieM,  wliich  <:arnt!e  with  it  inturnal  evidonca  uf  truth,  and 
conrcya  nutliontic  inti-lltgcnce  of  the  actual  «tiitv  uf  t))iiig«  in  lands 
datinod  herealter,  whetlier  foe  good  or  evil,  to  b&coine  important 
MKtioDs  in  tli«  gotwraphy  of  our  pltiiQt.  It  is  fortunate  fur  the  further 
ioUruetioii  as  well  as  uiiiiuemeut  of  educated  man,  tliat  while  tho 
frcater  portion  of  the  human  race  prefer  to  read  of  dangerous  enlerpriwt* 
oiffictilttcs  tunnounlod,  and  arduout  travels  acconiplithcd,  in  the  nog 
tocurit^  «f  a»  (any  chair,  aiid  hy  tlit;  aide  of  u  liliudiig  tire,  the  viim>  Pro- 
ndence  which  g«vcnu  tho  world,  has  bcatowed  on  a  chosen  tew  ths 
viwrgy  to  accomplish  djttxii  which  mflfiut  hunvfit  on  all,  und  endowed 
tliem  with  a  |x?culiar  ooiifonnation  of  nivnlal  vigour,  phyoivul  itruiij^h, 
aod  indomitable  pcncvcntnci:.  Ainonf[  ihis  band  of  stout,  practical 
jnonecn,  the  author  of  th><  volume  now  hcfore  us,  ia  cntitlc^d  ta  hold  it 
pruaiin«iit  poaliiun.  A  nde  of  3iQ0  miWs  acrou  the  prairies,  and  over 
the  rocky  mountaine,  from  i^l.  Louis  on  the  Mitsouri  to  the  station  of 
tbo  Dalt«s  on  th«  Calumbia  in  Oregon,  occupying  more  than  four  months, 
and  witltovt  ati  intt^rval  of  civillMd  indulgence-,  is  nut  to  be  estimated  or 
eren  rentately  compreherkdod  by  the  thousands  whose  ejtperience  of  tra- 
velling la  confined  to  th«  inconvcnicnco  of  an  cxcurtion  train  to  Binning^ 
ham  and  tack  again,  or  who  p«rhaps  tiuve  ventured  aa  fur,  by  the  Holy- 
head express,  as  to  examine  the  Meiiai  UTidgc,  or  the  tubular  conitructiona 
io  the  neighbourhood  of  Bangor.  It  is,  on  the  CAiitmry,  and  without 
esaggerUioiii  *  feaX  requiring  the  hodily  jpowers  of  Samson  or  Kercule^ 
and  the  patience  of  the  gnsat  pHtriorch  himself.  It  is  extraordinary,  aa 
wall  us  gratifying,  to  Htid  that  youiig  men  of  rank,  fortune,  and  iiilellec- 
tus)  ac<|iurement8,  wilt  und>?rtako  Ihcm  laborious  BChieTenients  Tolun- 
tarily ;  fiom  a  praiH'wortliy  aiiibition  to  bo  usefid  in  their  gnnenlioti, 
and  thus  supply  tlivmnvlvca  wtlli  agreeable  and  prolitatli'  rvminisccDcea 
for  tltst  years,  losing  ucither  time  nor  Icmpcr,  and  wasting  not  ths 
pndouB  bouia,  which  can  iierrr  Ixf  nKalltHl,  in  belling  at  Epsmn  or  New- 
■oBilul,  playing  ihort  wliist  for  long  italcvs  at  a  club,  or  mnolcing  intcr- 
ouoslilo  ci^ut,  without  rell«clion,  in  a  billiard  roon).  Truly,  llie  Anglo- 
Saxon  is  the  most  active  of  bipeds  in  mind  and  body,  mul  deserves  tli« 
Vast  superiority  his  race  is  rapidly  establialilng  ia  every  comer  of  the 
globe.

About  this  time,  acting  on  the  urgent  representatians  of  Mr.  Coke,  tho 
perty  lepsmted,  some  of  their  utti:ndiirii!t  were  dismused  altogetlier,  and 
he  himtdf  proceeded,  with  no  companion  but  an  alKlelic  parson,  who 
Kniinds  us  occasionally  of  the  inimitable  Adumi,  lupedully  in  liis  burly 
proportiona  and  pugnacious  niitilude.  lie  was  soon  joined  by  a  faithful 
atlciidant  called  William,  v.'^io,  afler  a  life  of  roving  adventure,  woa 
deitiiicd  shortly  to  perish  in  the  Snake  River.

Each  condemned  the  other  a  plan  of  operations :  words  ran 
high  ;  qiiancls  were  of  ordinary  occurrence,  and  they  scjidrated  at  last, 
by  mutual  consent,  as  wiv«i  and  huibands  occasionally  do,  by  decree  of 
tite  Conn&toriai  Court,  from  "incompalibiltly  of  temper."  Alaal  poor 
tiunuui  nature  1  even  in  the  solitude  of  the  prairies,  inconsistency  it  thy 
cbonctcriitic ;  nothing  can  control  or  drive  out  thy  inhetent  weakness. 

Aitox  tliG  separation  of  ihu  party,  they  got  on  more  quickly,  and

pCMd  that  a  imnll  party  would  be  in  more  danger  (rom  ho«tile  altaclc, 
whether  by  buffoloea,  wolvca,  or  wild  Indiana,  than  a  largiet  one;  but 
thi«  wai  not  verified  by  Ihei  experiment.  The  native  Indian*  in  theae 
distiicta  arc  few  and  tmttvrtd,  and  citliiT  partial  to,  or  afraid  of  the 
vhile  man.  They  iteal  ndroilly  whenever  an  opportunity  occurs,  bat 
tha  totnahawl;  or  scnipiitg-knifo  i»  scMoni  called  into  action,  except  to 
Mtle  tli«ir  own  little  ilitTcrencfL  Tim  Mght  of  a  stnglr  rifle  in  tltc  haiMta 
of  an  Enftliahnian  or  Yankee,  suffices  to  kc«p  a  whoI>)  tribo  in  otder. 
wliiln  a  few  glittering  copprr  {xircunnon  cnpo,  grncmlly  appease  their 
cupidity.  Ae  Sliukipeareaaya^  "  Misery  bringe  lu  acquainted  with  itrange 
bed  fellowB,**  ao  doei  wandering  in  the  prairiei  entail  curiou*  diacoreriea 
in  tho  art  culinary,  which  have  not  yet  founil  their  wny  into  the  pa)^  of 
the  "Almanac  itei  Gourmands,"  ami  nritlicr  irde  nor  Soyer  have  imn- 
{[ined  eren  in  dreams.  On  the  13th  of  July,  1850.  the  party  shot  two 
ptmiric  dogK,  n  hnrr,  and  n  ruttl«iiiil.'(.',  which,  Mr.  Coko  say*,  vten  nil 
capital  eating,  not  excepting  the  anake,  cooked  by  the  l^lar  of  tits 
Chiirrli,  as  lie  deti|^at<ri  tlicir  pnrsnn,  and  who  pronounced  it  aa  good  as 
eel.  Thin  rcmiiidi  ua  of  tlie  aiiei.-ilote  in  Wasliington  Irvinji'a  story  oT 
the"  Inn  nt  Tcmicitui,"  in  which  )te  says  '■itic  Kiigtinhmaii  ale  heartily 
of  a  disli  which  looked  lik«  stewed  cols,  but  nearly  refunded  them  when 
told  they  wore  viper*  cuugbt  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  c«tc«med  a  puti- 
rulor  delicacy.  We  hnri;  ounelvei  partaken,  witli  conaidetshle  Ruato.  in 
France,  of  frieaie^'d  fro;;B,  and  slewed  snails,  but  these  delicacies  ore 
nothing  to  what  ttin  Wtdoiv' in  lludihras  inenliocis  an  coiutttuting  the 
&vourile  dishes  of  on  Kastern  potentate.

Amon^  the  popular  Indian  feasts,  a  puppy.doe  roasted  aliT*  l|^etn 
to  bo  held  in  high  pit!  mat  ion.  Our  author  and  lua  conipauiona  auAvad 
much  annoyance  from  the  itnmic  viciouxnVM  of  their  mules,  for  which 
there  aeems  to  be  no  efficacious  remedy  but  intense  flopging,  both  before 
the  ofTcnco,  as  a  warning,  and  after  it  as  a  piuii&hment.  "  When  a 
mule,"  sayshe,  "makea  up  her  mind  to  kick  &  rider  off,  ilic  j^neraliy  does 
it  They  are  fiir  worse  to  sit  upon  than  any  hone,  for  they  will  turn 
found  BO  ifuiclcly,  using  their  hind  leg*  as  a  pirot,  that,  unless  a  person 
ia  accuatomed  to  woltuns,  he  is  apt  to  tumble  off  with  giddinns  ;  vcr)- 
often  they  jump  up  and  throw  themselves  with  such  vioienco  to  the 
ground,  that  thoy  break  tli«  girth*  of  tli«  saddle,  and  free  theonselvee  in 
thia  manner  of  tlicir  mastefs."— Then,  na  the  favourable  jter  conbtt  tide, 
he  odda,  **  Any  mule  can  undergo  twice  as  much  as  a  horse,  but  when 
they  combine  the  tjualilie*  of  a  good  riding  animal  with  their  oxtra- 
oidinary  powers  of  endurance,  one  rude  mule  is  worth  six  horaea  for  an 
expedition  of  this  kind."  All  future  trareilers  who  purpose  following 
(his  route,  would  du  wisely  to  profit  by  what  Mr.  Coko  tdls  u*  respecting 
Ihc  peculiantic*  of  these  mtilea,  and  the  best  mode  of  dealing  with  them. 
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On  the  £th  of  S«pt«mti«r,  Mr.  Coke,  with  his  two  eompAtiiftna,  reached 
Port  Hall,  B  Bort  cf  half-way  houge,  where  they  ovurloolc  their  fonner 
teWovf  tmvdlcTs  from  whom  they  huA  Bepnrntcd.  They  received  a  warm 
WBteome  from  Mr.  Grant,  the  cominandcT,  but  at  thi>K  weTt  no  supn- 
ftoousproviaiuiis  to  be  (lii:[)oiir<t  of,  piitlml  forwuri)  in  advance  on  tliu  7th. 
The  meeting  was  >o  cati«fac1i>ry,  ihut  t)ie  iHtrtic*  were  strongly  tempted  to 
Te*unitc,  but  anticipating  the  continuod  adrantaffe  (alrvtdy  ex|>ori«ii>c«d). 
of  moving  in  itiminisliocl  numbctn,  {xrnevtTcd  in  Uio  masiiii  tliey  had  laid 
down  oidieide  rt  inijfra.  We  now  roTOC  to  a  tragic  episode,  th«  death 
of  poor  William  the  Hunter,  which  &ccurred  in  folding  the  Snake  titer. 
The  incident,  though  ndnncholy,  it  highly  inlvreiting,  an^  »  graphically 
dencribod  by  Mr.  Coke,  who  wai  nearly  drowned  hiiriu-lf. 

Oit  th);  t^th  of  October  all  reached  the  station  of  the  Dullo*  on  the 
Colombia,  wboro  Ihey  w«re  moit  hoapitably  rcccivi^,  and  rocruitod  their 
cxtimutcd  tiTvngth  witli  the  long  absent  luxury  of  roast  beef,  geod  wine, 
and  abundance  of  oiher  creatim  comfort*.  On  the  2(Hb  they  i^nliarked 
in  a  canoe,  and  rowed  down  the  niajvtttc  Btivam,  which  is  described  U 
reiembling  the  fiiieRt  parti  of  the  Uanube  or  the  Rltw,  tlie  icenerj  sur- 
pasaingly  rich  and  IwAutifut,  but,  Cke  everything  elee  in  the  New  tV'orld, 
on  a  grander  scale  than  the  eyes  of  a  Guropvun  arc  accustomed  to  loot 
upon,  and  in  much  more  gigantic  proportions.  On  the  iSai  the  ftdven- 
turous  tmr-'Ilers  reached  Fort  Vatuouviv,  not  far  from  Oregon  city,  the 
ritiiig  capital  of  the  Engliah  province,  in  time  for  dinner,  and  ODca  mora 
took  up  their  quarters  under  thu  glorious  protection  of  the  Britiih  flag. 
The  enterprixe  is  accomplished  ;  ouuru^e  and  pcmrverance  are  enwned 
with  full  succcas.  \Vt  congratulate  our  daring  rcllow-countrymen,  and 
lyimMithixe  warmly  with  their  feelings  of  triumph,  while  wn  candidly 
eonwas  we  have  soarcoly  active  amhition  enough  to  follow  ■»  their  foot- 
■lep*,  or  emulate  their  hardy  achievenienu  The  uiuirallccl  meffnifieenoe 
of  Nature  in  all  her  primeval  solitude,  boundless  on  the  piairica  and 
niounlain  ridge*  of  the  great  Western  Cntitincnt,  impresses  the  mind 
with  awe  and  veneration,  and  a  dcei>  sense  of  hutnun  iosigniltcance. 
But  still  thero  is  inseparable  from  this  lonely  grandeur,  a  feeling  of 
monotony  and  sameness  whivh  weighs  down  the  spirits,  and  drives  back 
the  excuruve  imagination  vrilh  rcgtct  and  lingering  partiality  to  the 
liistoric  associations  of  the  Old  ^Vorld ;  to  the  "  Castled  Crag  of  Dn»- 
^chenfela,**  th<:'  frowning  towers  of  Rliraibreitstetn,  the  gorgeous  cathedrals, 
jthe  mined  abbeys,  tlie  proud  remains  of  liomari  and  Orecian  importance 
[■nd  early  civilization  ;  the  buttle-fieldB  of  Maruthon.  and  Moiat,  nod 
Waterloo  ;  t)ie  glorious  liti-mture,  tlie  undying  records,  with  the  thousand 
^Mlier  reminisccnccB,  which  bind  man  lo  all  the  diflerent  races  of  hia  kind 
that  have  occupied  their  ])Iiu-eH  in  due  succession,  and  form  a  regular 
OonitMiting  link  betn'ten  his  present  slate  of  high  cullirution,  ant)  that  in 
vhich  he  originally  sprang,  fresh  and  uiilutorcd  from  the  hand  of  the 
beneficent  Creator. 

We  are  sorry  to  obst-rve  that  Mr.  Coke  remarked  the  superior  prospects 
of  an  American  acttkr  in  On-gon,  oa  contnutcd  with  those  of  an  emigrant 
in  our  nci^ihouring  colony  at  Voncoiirer's  Island.  However  we  inay 
grieve,  we  are  loo  much  actustouHM]  to  this  to  feel  surprise.  When  will 
the  authorities  to  whom  tlie  mnaagenient  of  our  calunial  interests  is 
intnuted  open  their  eyes,  or  exercise  something  likt-  sound  judgnMTit  I 
We  oak  the  ouettion  in  tnouniftd  anxiety,  and  echo  answers  "  When  }  " 
On  the  20th  November,  1 8^0,  the  party  embarked  for  the  fiandwich 


lalM,  by  ill  luck  in  a  nniEuliirly  iilow-*ailm(;  lirig.  They  were  told  the 
paiiage  wa«  uBunlly  one  of  three  weeks,  mjcI  luid  in  proriaion*  nccoidingly. 
Thrir  discomfort  wu  tuch  on  board  the  "  JUury  Dare,'  that  they  rcgret- 
Ud  the  biroUBC*  on  llie  pnuriet,  and  were  doometl  to  cxhsust  aenn 
WMiV  ire«ks  bvfore  they  reaahcJ  tli«  beautiful  group  ot  iiliuid*,  blooming 
in  all  th«  luxuriance  ijf  tiupKul  vcgotutioiii  with  which  Nalure  has  to 
profusely  adorntMl  (hose  gems  of  th«  PaeifJG.  At  Hnitololn,  the  capital  of 
WoAlion,  thoy  «pont  m  wooka  moat  ofpreeably,  woro  pttrlicul&rly  struck 
witli  tlK  aiiiiiiatioii  and  naiot  maati^n  of  the  wyAeena;  or  iialirc  ladies, 
Miitted  at  man-  than  one  choice  dog  &ait,  and  were  prfj«rili<il  by  tha 
Ooniol-Gnncnil,  Mr.  Miller,  at  a  gnuid  levoc,  or  r«c«plion,  to  Hi>  Mojcfity 
King  TamcliainHia  tlie  Third,  and  his  august  cunitort.  TJic  aflaii  pasted 
off  with  becoming  decorum,  and  seeniB  to  have  been  a  reasonably  Tx^Jp«c1- 
abl«  tckrasty  of  royally,  with  the  qn&tili cation  tliat  his  Mojoaty,  occord- 
inj;  to  nutoro,  \na  considenibly  imdtir  tho  influence  of  the  brandy  butlls^ 
Tlw!  minicter  of  Foreign  AA'airs,  a  gentl«tnan  endowed  wilh  a  powojful 
Scotch  accent  and  nn  eiiuruiout  atar,  obterved  to  the  author  writb 
much  complacency.  "  We  do  things  in  a  humble  way,  but,  yc  "U 
obaurvc.  royalty  is  royalty  all  over  (he  irorld,  and  Tami^ameha  i* 
M  much  tho  king  of  hli  dontinioii*,  as  Vtctorin  la  the  Queon  of  Great 
Britain.'  They  quitted  the  island  without  \iaitiiij;  iW  cliintic  s]K>t  hal- 
lowed by  th«  death  ol'Ciiplnin  Cook,  or  the  j^eat  volcano  of  Monna  Koa, 
the  latest  iti  th<--  wurld,  which  is  cb^ae  to  it.  But  ^t^.  Cuku  remiuku, 
"  of  (tght-aecing  ne  had  had  our  fill,  and  what  small  anionnl  of  tmve]- 
Ui^  energy  ranainod  in  mo,  [  dotormint^d  to  rcftcrvo  for  my  disagreeabla 
ilay,  at  1  anticipiU«d  it  would  be,  in  tlie  gold  region*."  Aceordinsly  he 
sailed  fron)  Woahoo  in  February  1S51|  and  after  the  ustiol  di«:oinfi)rt  of 
a  three  weeks'  Toyage,  anchored  in  th«  fiir-fitmed  bay  of  St.  Fraiteitca 
■nd  at  the  mouth  of  tliu  ^ncraniioiito.  A  few  ycara  ainoc,  tbi«  neblc 
estuary  wsi  an  empty  roaditeod.  unruntwed  by  a  keel.  Now.  the  flags 
of  every  nation  in  the  world  may  be  ae«n  there  gaily  fluttcrinf;  in  the 
breeze  ;  a  va«t  city  ciidrclea  the  bay,  hourly  inercaiing  in  aizo,  in  pro- 
fimlj  wasted  wealth,  and  in  appalling  demoralization  ;  while  an  enor~ 
moui  rooM  of  shipping  ia  congregated  togtthtf,  second  only  to  the  for«tt 
of  masts  which  grvec*  the  eye  at  Loudon,  Liverpool,  and  perimps  Now 
York. 

The  author'*  impresiiona  of  St.  Prenciaco,  the  country  generally,  and 
tlic  Nti's  of  tilt-  "  Diggings"  in  particular,  are  clearly  and  condensely  re- 
corded in  a  letter  written  to  a  friend  in  England  on  the  Hth  of  Mardi, 
and  which,  without  hiit  knowU'd^,  was  publiibcd  in  the  Tinm  New». 
paper.  Wasting  health  and  life  in  the  acquirement  of  jzold,  wssiing  the 
large  sums  of  gold  thua  acquired,  and  tho  time  expeiidcd  along  with  it, 
in  rccklcu  gnmbiing,  atid  pmetinng  Lynch  bin*  in  preference  to  tdl  other 
Arma  of  l^slatur*,  when  what  thsy  coneidcr  expediency  recommends 
summary  puniihmant,  these  appear  to  be  ihi;  Ihrw  leudiitg  characieristics 
of  Califumittu  aociety.  It  is  curious  to  speculate  un  what,  in  a  few  yeus, 
may  b«  tho  political  poaiUon  of  this  raat  and  incalculably  rich  territory. 

Id  addition  to  the  gold,  which  promiiea  to  be  extisuilleas,  thuy  have 
abo  discovered  ininet  of  quicksilver,  which  yield  front  3000  to  4000  poiinilB 
of  metal  daily,  and  in  a  comiiicreial  tcnK  arc  even  more  valuable  than  the 
gold  itwIH  The  inhabitants  are  contributjoni  from  every  nation  under 
the  (un,  speaking  more  langungea  than  were  diaco^iracd  in  Babel. 
Nstionality  tliey  luv«  none,  and  llieir  tie  to  the  foderal  union  ii  a 
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noniiiKil  f»mi  tinnging  by  n  llircnd.  They  can  and  wilt  sever  it  when- 
ever  caprice  or  grouing  power  fiugrj^U  tlic  mcutirv,  anil  there  U 
nuthing  to  prevent  them  prvcluiniiiig  tlicintdvi-ii  an  tii<]L-pcii<i(nit  repub- 
lic, or  a  kingdani,  or  an  empire,  accordini;  as  the  term  may  suit  the 
Louis  NftpoEcottB  oftho  moment.  IIo\r  t>  th«  federal  gorcmnimt  oflhe 
United  Statex  to  rvwit  Uiln,  and  ^rliat  )>eiivrit  docs  it  denvc  ffoni  Calilbr- 
nia.  under  exislinc  amuigeiiientB  ?  To  inarcli  an  anny,  with  all  tlie 
heavy  mnti-riel  of  nnr,  ncroaa  tlie  Rocky  Mountain*,  it  diSicuU  almoct  (o 
impoe&ibility,  and  the  lime  such  an  operation  would  require,  if  ii>detd 
piucticsble  at  all,  would  reii(i<>r  eucccei  a  iiuriu'lu.  The  tame  objwtioa 
applict  t<i  the  di.'ipateh  of  an  annninuiit  by  tlie  cireuituun  route  of  Capo 
Honk.  Thii  land  tlireatcned  with  coercion  would  lutvc  many  months  to 
prepare  and  render  their  Eea  hoanl  unatliickabk. 

Culifm-nin  ii  a  nut  of  volcanic  activity,  teeming  witli  inlscliier  or 
beaelit  to  the  social  tystem  of  the  world,  according  at  the  current  of 
events  may  direct  the  extrBordinary  rcjourcei  of  thti  anaiiialom  rej^on. 
It  may  bccotne  u  vast  vnipurium  of  civilized  humanity,  or  n  pvmicioui 
cciUtc  of  lawless  buccaneers.  'I'hc  lamc  iupi;rintendtng  Power  whidi 
liaa  permitted  the  nppoitint  liatie,  will,  in  its  own  diie  time  and  manner, 
provide  the  antidote. 

Mt.  Cope  concluiJcs  his  volume  rather  abruptly,  saying  in  few  words, 
that  they  went  b^'  steam  to  Acapuico  ;  from  Ampulno  tliey  nde withotit 
adventure  to  the  city  of  Mexico ;  frvim  Mexico  to  Vera  Cruit ;  theNce  by 
Riail'puckct  rii  Jutimica  ntid  St.  Thomas,  and  landed  at  Suuthaiiiplon, 
in  tho  middli*  of  .luno,  1K51. 

On  the  voyage  out,  we  omitted  to  stale  that  he  touched  at,  and  give* 
brief  notices  of  itarbadoes,  St.  Thomas,  St.  Domingo,  JamiucB,  ai>d 
Cuba.  •?))  rautr  to  Charleston  and  New  York,  Wfore  cnKring  on  the 
^ent  oliject  of  his  liaveU.  He  appear*  to  have  been  moi'e  struck  with 
the  hentily  of  Jamaica  than  Cuhii,  and  his  accuimt  of  the  HavunnU)  is 
far  leas  faroumble  than  that  ve  have  lately  met  with,  in  the  glowing  de- 
Boiption  of  I.iidy  Emelinc  Stuart  Wortley.  His  impression  appears  to 
haw  been  decidedly  that  the  Cubans  wen;  wearied  with  the  yoltcof  old 
Spain,  and  would  exchange  it  on  the  earliest  opportunity.  Their  late 
conduct  during  tlie  nusin  of  Lopcx,  scarcely  bean  out  this  conclusion. 
We  knrii  vith  much  satliifaction,  that,  in  our  own  islandn,  Jamaica  in 
particular,  the  condition  of  the  emancipated  slaves  ia  ameliorated  by  tliis 
change,  a  Inct  tvliich  \\a*  oftrn  bci^n  dcnivd. 

A  very  animated  poilrait  of  the  author  is  prefixed  to  this  liroly 
Tolume.  It  speaks  dHermmation,  good  humour,  inleliigenee,  and  buoy- 
ancy, and,  altogether,  nrprosMit*  pr^cinely  the  lort  of  companion  wc 
should  like  to  have  by  our  side  in  any  undertaking  where  there  is 
danger  to  be  met,  privation  to  bo  eudurod  patiently,  or  difficulties  to  bo 
triumpliaiitly  overeoiue.

K  unuulhsiiaen  i*,  as  all  moderately  ediiralnd  pcmons  know,  the  capi- 
tal of  a  statu,  coDiaining  a  poptilntinn  about  half  tlial  of  Rirniinghain, 
Ita  prtDcipul  productions  are  husbands  for  qiieenF,  and  a  seedy  nobility; 
its  amy  comiit*  of  twn  field -mnrshnt?,  rlrvon  grncrala,  ihrrc  colonels, 
many  majors  and  subnlierns,  and  thirty-two  rank  and  file.  Its  govent- 
ment  is  constitutional :  its  chambers  consisting  of  tbr«e  individuals,  one 
of  whom  u  prcnick'nt  with  two  casting  roten.  The  order  of  the  Boot  of 
Kuraaalhausen  is  a  denoralion  much  in  vogue  (the  writer  la  Knight- 
graad-eroHS  thereof)  and  is  only  conferred,  as  this  will  show,  on  disltn- 
guishad  penonngc*.  7*ho  roTenties  are  levied  principally  on  stranger*, 
who  mart  to  the  tables,  where  in  return  for  their  money  they  are  pro- 
vided with  mtiiie,  newspapen,  a&d  other  recreations.

•tr«#t,  London;  od  vrhicli  latter  oocasioo  Mrc.  ap-Shone  (who  by  the 
war  «ai  educated  aa  a  |i;ovemc»i)  collected  to  receirc  ber  illustrioua  Kueat, 
Fii^ld  Mni>hnl  the  Duko  of  Brvntfonl,  and  Lord  George  Towwr  ;  the 
Bui  aud  Couiileavof  Cbollop;  Lord  Bni»)icr()ntil  lu  be  Mra.  op  Shono'i 
ki»er,  but  quite  cut  oui  by  the  Prince) ;  Sir  Anhurand  Lodj  i:ike|F(rIes ; 
Sir  Giles  Tiwley,  and  Mr.  Brunt.  Mrk  Britl,  th«  bankor't  Kilo, 
wagged  ber  bead  towards  nie  violently,  thervt)>'  divpUciiw  the  fat  Mr>H> 
klea  ia  ber  wicked  old  neck ;  and  tbe  repreaentativea  of  oaliona  could 
Msrcely  conceal  their  veMOn,  feeling  (between  oonelres  with  juitiec) 
Uaal  my  prraencc  boded  them  no  ((ood. 

Secreily  pleased,  I  miut  confeas,  at  thii  Ifiuinphi  I  wai  preparing  to 
depart,  when  my  appearaoce  wa«  ^uddeiilr  arrealed  by  leeiog  my 
BCpbetr,  Charley  Ourraot,  of  the  Grenadier  Guards,  composedly  placing 
large  rouUauj  of  gold  on  the  roulette  table,  ai  ihouKO  be  were  not 
entirely  di'peudeat  on  me  for  hk  liTing,  the  interest  at  his  own  pitiful 
fire  tbousand  bcioK  forratuUcrl  for  years  to  come.  Silently  I  silrode  up 
to  hiis,  no  muscle  of  my  faco  betraving  emotion.  Stem  aa  Urutua  at 
the  aacrifice  of  mv  ncjibi-w,  far  I  felt  tLat  luiy  cniottou  perceptible  on 
my  fiue  might  at  iliai  iiionnent  have  endanfrcrcd  the  peace  of  Europe.

wiTu  A  ponuir  or  vomtt  bockihouam- 

Wkbw  Ototge  III.  aiwoii.W  tlie  tbraw!  there  were  thrt^  p«rltc(  in 
Euglai>d,  Wbt^  Torict  and  Lord  Bute.  The  tn'o  former  had  onK 
down  from  the  itevoltUian,  and  thvir  cn.^'dii  win-  wvW  underttood,  with  a. 
broad  line  of  demarcation  bctiv^en  tlii-in,  nhicli  Vajil  tUvm  in  u  fiuniiiim 
ofunful  ftnUgonism.  The  lort  hud  been  nursed  at  Loiccitcr  House  in 
tlia  Coort  oflhe  Prino!  of  Wales,  and  arrired  at  maturity  on  the  3Cth  of 
Orlolwr  1700,  axaetly  at  that  moment  oftiint  when  b»  Rbval  Higtiiiesi. 
who  was  ridii^  out  in  the  neiglibuurhood  of  Kew,  rcccired  a  note  with  & 
private  mark  upon  it,  to  inform  him  that  iii«  gmndtiithcr  ww  dead. 
The  doctrines  of  the  Wh^  and  Tories  wen  pat«nl  to  t)i«  world,  and  as 
old  as  the  Constitution  out  of  whicli  Ihrv  cpranK.  But  the  mmi  of  the 
Btil«  coterie  were  n«w.  They  cOR)]u«hended  a  tvitcm  of  nianngAtnent 
rather  than  n  oode  of  priiiciptMi  oixl  their  chief  obj«cl  was  to  surround 
tho  SoTereign  with  a  prirati'  circi«  of  tntrij^ers,  who  thould  rpodcr  him 
iikl«p6fidmt  i^hia  miniiten^  and  who,  by  the  fbive  of  bockstairt  cabal 
and  M<cT«t  influence,  ahould  finally  bmnk  up  the  «Mabliah«d  rombina- 
tionR,  and  found  their  own  power,  with  vtiinificachable  impartiality,  on 
the  wreek  of  Ix^h  Whi|^  and  Torit^s.  Ueorge  III.,  who  dtariy  loved 
■initter  kIwdicb  and  stratsgtniSi  care  tho  full  weight  of  his  support  to 
this  clwet  connincjr  a^iut  the  honour  of  tJie  throne  and  Uie  dignity 
of  liii  rMponnble  adritcra. 

When  hia  ftlaJMly  auoceeded  to  the  Crown,  ho  found  the  Whip  in 
poaageaion  of  alt  the  power  which  i^not  alliancn,  the  trodittoiic  of  long 
and  fiutlilid  parlianwntary  Mirriccs,  and  a  wide  btmii  ol'  popularity  could 
beatow.  The  policy  of  tho  Dute  taction,  or,  more  Bccuiat«iy  ■pMKin^'.of 
Lord  Itute,  fbriM  wai  the  h«ud  and  front  of  the  facUun,  woa  to  bivuk  uji 
the  Whifi  party,  to  humiliule  H»  fiieinb«r«  one  by  one,  and,  aa  it  wotdd 
hare  been  too  formidable  an  undenakin;  to  auail  them  openly  in  tho 
agp^Bte,  tho  ta&>r  and  mMner  eourau  waa  adopted,  of  cndeaToiiring  to 
waakoD  and  diauntte  tlwni  by  individual  alights  and  dismiMals  in  detail. 

The  chapter  of  politicnl  nian«uvci»g  opened  up  by  thii  palace  confe- 
deracy, it  one  of  the  moat  lurpriiing  in  the  annali  of  the  country  ;  and 
tbora  is  gome  difficulty  in  undofstaiuling  how  it  could  have  been  per- 
mitted to  CKcrciae  to  damaf[in((  an  affcet  upon  the  govenuncnt  of  En|;* 
land.  Marcfly  a  hundrad  yaan  ago  ;  at  n  period,  too,  whea  luch  in«n  as 
iuniui  and  >\'ilkfri  were  aeardiing  out  abuses  and  donotmonc  farouritism 
and  arbitmr;  power  in  all  dopartncnu  of  tbe  atato.  In  refcrencv  to  the 
Whig!,  apart  from  tie  trtamery  in  other  reapecU,  it  was  especially 
nngraciou*  and  uiigrattTul,  Moing  that  they  bad  been  all  along  tbc 
Staunch  supportera  of  the  reigning  Mmily.  But  all  considerations  of  tliat 
kind  gnre  way  before  the  personal  antipathies  of  the  Kinit.  who,  like  too 
many  weak  and  vicious  people  in  tho  world,  was  ncltiatcd  by  tho  bit- 
t«ra«t  animoeily  agaitut  thoae  (ram  wboin  he  and  his  Hanoveiian  con-

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ncdioni  had  derived  the  laiTjest  amount  of  beii«rfitR.  They  had  laM  lilnr 
under  obli)^tioni  ky  tho  KlcadliuUicn  of  their  loyalty,  and  he  hnil  no 
way  «f  acquitting  himself  but  by  revengo,  which  hecertoinly  carried  into 
effect  tnoit  induKtriouily  at  Koon  aa  tlie  o|>portunity  iire»oiiI?d  itvr-lf. 
FiM,  Chatham  {then  Uiu"  Great  Comnioner"),  »nd  Temple,  liia  Vrothar- 
iii-laiv.  were  got  rid  of;  not,  howevpr,  wthout  jome  "how  of  nwcsKity 
in  reference  l«  the  war  quBttion,  upon  vfhich  tht'y  wer«  obitinate  —  aii 
nlwtinacy  n-'iidcn-d,  no  doubt,  ofl«»uv«  and  insupportable  by  the  tni'ele- 
rale  pomposity  of  Temple.  Then  the  Utikc  of  Nmvciistlf,  after  n  (iirvice 
(rf  fifty  yean,  wai  forced  (ml  of  office  without  a  single  expiesiion  of 
irgrct  orcouiteay  on  the  pari  of  the  KiiiR. 

Having  thus  cleared  a^^oy  the  old  Adininiat ration,  Lord  Bul<-,  stt'p- 
(Htin  out  CfftliK  ehndowi  of  llie  Court  under  whuw  nhrllvi  he  had  hitherto 
diachargcd  hia  obnoxious  fiuiGtionn  with  impunity,  took  thi?  gowmmfnt 
into  bis  own  handt ;  but  he  was  scarcely  installed  in  tli«  Tnanury  wlien 
be  tolicitMl  the  Duke  of  Newcxstte  to  return.  The  lure  was  thrown  out 
in  vain.  Noitlier  Newcastle  nor  hi»  frionda  would  hav«  anythii^  to  i<t 
with  him. 

A  more  pitiable  exhibition  can  hardly  be  conteived  than  this  But« 
Cabinet,  which,  like  a  revolving  light,  presented  a  constant  succrMion 
of  tlick«nng  gleams  and  piirtiul  eclipiics.  His  whole  ti^nure  of  office, 
with  a  eertain  a&siimption  of  confidence  when  it  suited  his  puipose,  hung 
upon  his  effort*  to  strengthen  his  hands  from  the  rank*  of  ihc  very  parly 
he  had  heliifd  to  expel.  There  was  consii«teiicy>  liowever,  in  this  desira 
to  draw  a  few  Whigs  about  him.  It  was  only  a  continuation,  in  a  new 
and  more  seductive  shape,  of  the  tactics  he  had  all  throughout  purnied  | 
and  was  rcitlly  intended,  in  addition  to  the  mdral  support  he  should  derira 
from  their  eo-operation.  to  foment  jeolousici  nmon^t  them,  and  sever  the 
ncisling  tics  by  which  they  were  iimt«d.  Uutliia  tactics  foiled.  The 
leading  chiefs  wt-re  not  to  be  dupfl  by  such  truiisparent  artitices,  and 
they  acted  together  with  ^ater  concert  than  ever. 

Under  theM  drcum«tances,  liai  hfajcsty  tliought  that  some  deci*iv« 
blow  nudit  to  bd  struck,  in  the  hope  of  trrrifyitig  thrni  into  suhniisaion  ; 
and  the  individual  selected  (or  the  experiment  was  the  Didee  of  Devon- 
shire, at  that  lime  Lurd  Chunibcrlaiii,  n  mati  of  a  timid  disposition  unci 
unsullied  piurity  of  life. 

The  Utike  had  continued  to  hold  the  office  of  Cliamberlain  after  the 
rctiri^mvnt  of  the  Duke  of  N(:wcaitle,  simply  as  an  appointment  in  the 
houBchold,  having  Tt^spcctfully  intimated  to  tiiu  King  that  lui  cotilil  no 
lanfpr  assist  at  councils  tc)iob«  principles  he  disapproved,  but  that  hi?  hod 
no  objection  to  retain  hw  staff,  freed  from  |>olitical  responsibility.  Ilis 
Majesty  had  accepted  his  services  on  tlirte  von ili lion «,  hut  Iwing  now 
nMulved  to  mortify  him.  and,  thr.Migh  liini,  his  whole  party.  h«  suddenly 
summoned  him  to  attend  a  mevtiiig  of  the  cabinet.  The  Duke  hiid  no 
altcmntivf  in  this  tnoat  unroyal  br«a<^ti  of  good  faith,  but  to  tender  his 
ruigiution,  and  going  to  St.  James's  I'olace  for  that  purpose,  rec«ived  a 
message  from  tht;  King,  through  the  medium  of  a  pa|^.  that  his  Majesty 
would  not  tee  him.  This  outrage  upon  the  fillings  of  one,  who  it  di^ 
Bcrilcd  by  a  contemporary,  as  "  tho  first  and  test  subject  the  King  had," 
produced  univerasl  conttcraalion.  It  was  felt  that  nobody  waa  two  from 
the  violence  and  indecorous  resentments  of  a  soveieign  who  stooped  to 
Bkicli  pclty  reprisals.  "  Th*Te  nnver  was  such  behaviour,"  said  the  Duke 
of  NewcEullo;  "it  must  affect  all  the  nobility,  and  all  thoaa  who  can 
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^imaeh  liii  Mnjrsly.     Had  1  any  call  to  tl  1  Imiiw  wtut  I  tlioiOd  d» 
liMoamw." 

Tin  reaignittion  of  the  Duko  wa*  umancly  followed  by  titat  at  his 
tiMtlwr,  who  hdd  the  otiico  o(  ComplrAller  k  the  Houwhold,  and  wlio 
wu  as  ilUtrcntrd  in  thu  doiet  i»  the  Dulie,  who  wns  not  pCfmUtcd  ti> 
enter  it ;  ih«  King  toaing  hU  bead,  and  Baying,  "  If  a  person  wants  to 
n«i^  hit  staff;  I  don't  dotira  h«  thould  keep  it."  Tho  imta  of  th* 
ladtgiiily  sjircod,  and  levefal  re«igr)alions  ensued.  The  fint  amnngtt 
tbein  WBi  thai  of  the  Marquis  of  Kockinghain,  one  of  tbi-  Lorda  of  tlie 
Bedchamber.  A  poMag^*  from  a  Ictttr  of  hit,  on  ihii  occasion,  tc  tha 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  the  Kine's  uncle,  exhibits  with  a«curacy  Iha  po^ 
tioD  of  the  Whig  and  the  initiist<.Tial  imrlics,  and  tbc  iiiatiroa  by  which 
the  writer  and  hi»  fricndi  were  governed  in  the  course  they  punued ; —

To  thfH,  and  all  timilar  romonttiances,  bia  Majesty  mode  the  nme 
curl  and  n^puUive  amwor, — that  h«  AH  not  desirv  any  pemiD  should 
continue  in  hi*  aervice  any  lunfier  ttmn  it  wa>  Ofrreeable  to  him  ;  and  nx  it 
had  ceowd  to  be  8|{TecabIe  to  nit  men  ot'bigh  tpirit  and  ]<oliticnl  iitdupcn- 
denee,  the  •eetMion*  wtn  nuiiiernun,  aitil  llio  mi>n  who  were  found  lo  fill 
the  vacated  place*  were  regarded  wiih  universal  odium. 

Here  tlven  waa  the  nadeui  of  a  now  Whij;  combinalinit.  The  Duke  of 
Pevonithire  and  his  brother  had  itnigned,  the  MarijiiU  nf  Kocbinghum  had 
rtaigned,  the  Marquii  of  Oranby  and  Lord  AsbtitiTTibnm  had  rvsifpiod, 
and  the  indijjnatioa  whicli  they  carried  with  thrm  into  the  runka  of  the 
Wluff  oppocition  hnglitened  the  dtsMntcnta  and  eontirmf.'d  tliehoatility 
whioi  already  prevaited  there.  But  it  was  not  until  the  King,  who 
aeems  to  hnrc  bmn  m»  violent  in  hi*  Itatrode  a*  he  iviii>  intinonv  in  liia 
fiiendshipi.  itrwk  the  Duke  of  Devonshire's  name  out  of  tlie  listof  Priry 
Councillor  that  the  Whig*  entcn^  intu  a  iiy«l«nalic  oppoailion  to  tha 
Crown.  They  had  bnme  every  wrong  and  humiliation  nilli  patience  itp 
to  this  open  and  flajront  violation  of  a  const itutional  Tif<ht  — but  now 
fhcy  rwolrcd  to  make  a  stand.  "  From  tlii«  exwrcUe  of  lli«  pr? rx>ptlive," 
oboerrosthe  Barl  of  Albemarle,  "may  be  dated  the  first  iitlnnpt  sinco 
the  ICevolulion  to  organise  an  oppoftilion  on  conslitutiomd  grounda. 
*iti«!n,  ni^er  tlic  Crown  bad  poMod  to  another  fumily,  and  the  cpntroreray 
had  shifts  ilwlf  to  other  grounds,  we  find  tlte  ^V'hin  wcrc  once  inor^ 
banded  to|{elher  to  rMist  the  encroaehmenls  of  prerogahve  upon  privile^." 

The  Whtjpi  were  now  all  out  of  ofTicr,  vither  by  angry  re»ij!itntionii  or 
insulting  dismissals ;  and,  not  content  with  showing  their  hostility  to  the 
brads  and  suballems  of  the  party.  Ministers  went  so  &ra«  to  dencend  to 
tlie  lotvcat  and  poorcat  ofTicials  who  hud  been  appointed  by  lh«'ir  pre- 
dceeatora.     Wide  and  sweeping  were  tlieae  measures  of  Court  rrinftment.

■gainit  appealing  in  a  wcnk  opposition,  as  we  shall  niokc  an  inaiKnific'ent 

tigun,  prejudice  our  fri^^nds,  and  do  no  gf-ad."    Th*ro  was  nbundnnl  reason 

for  all  this  precaution.    Tho  Ti^'higs,  allhoit^U  now  rapidly  coaleacing  by  th* 

ftrwofextomalprrsKire,  were  yet  divided  into  sections.    Then  waaClial- 

liMn  holding  alAof  on  his  war  poli<^y;  N»wcii«llc  nnxioua  for  a  general  re- 

conciliaiion,  but  complaining,  and  belicvinc  thai  Chatbani  would  iierertw 

ivconcilcd  to  him ;  the  Duke  of  Cumlicrlaiid  pt-rsonolly  a^'crsc  to  Chathajn, 

but  sol\«ning  gradually  towards  him,  as  events  areninid  to  draw  them  upon 

a  common  ground  of  action ;  nod  tho  Marquis  of  Rockingham  forming  a 

Blodent«  and  united  party,  out  of  tht'se  somewhat  diacordant  elementa. 

In  the  int!imwhilc  the  pear  wus  ripi^ning,  and  wh«n  it  was  ripo  it 
naliwd  the  old  saw,  and  went  down  at  a  touch  no  slight,  that  nobody 
WM  iwva  from  whence  or  how  it  came.  At  the  end  of  ten  months, 
BntO  auddcnly  abdicated,  no  man  knew  why,  and  the  only  niuton  ever 
■M^ned  for  it  was,  that  h«  entertained  fears  for  his  personal  safL-ty. 
Pernopi  li«  liad  raCMTtd  an  anonymuua  warning  to  quit,  from  some  for- 
lorn Whig  porter  he  had  driven  out  of  door*  ;  or  his  pillow  might  have 
iem  haunted  by  apparitions  from  tlie  Excise  and  Customs.  At  all 
•ratti,  hit  official  life  was  tcnninatcd  by  liii  own  hands.  Ho  was  suc- 
CMded  by  George  Orenrilltt,  who  had  the  uitisfswtion  of  I>oing  at  tlie  liead 
of  what  Air.  Af  acaulay  considers,  "  the  worst  adminitlration  ivhich  has 
gonmed  England  since  tho  R«vDlutiun."  He  mode  an  attempt  tu  assert 
a  ahow  of  independence,  but  without  efiect.  The  old  insincerity  and 
■aent  intriping  that  had  harasacd  Uio  Duke  of  Newcaatlc  was  put  in 
motion  agamit  Grenville,  and,  notwithstanding  that  the  new  miniBtvra 
had  stipulated  tli&l  Uute  should  "  nieddle  no  mora  "  with  the  frc«  action 
oTtba  guTvmmcnt,  he  did  continue  to  meddle  by  keq>ing  up  q  system  of 
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mgoeiatioDB  witli  t)io  dilT«nnt  wctioni  of  tba  Oppontinr.  and 
Riling  by  way  i>t'  divtMona  out«(U  the  C^invt.  At  the  uid  of  a  l«w 
nuauu  the  Orcnnlle  minbtt;  doted  iu  career,  and  Pitt  vru  oticc  more 
in  [1m  rojrat  cloMrt,  and  apparHitly  w  wcure  m  the  royal  coiiSdsnM  that 
he  «nt«  to  tbo  Marquis  ofllockinghani,  w-itb  amw  toibefbrmationora 
Cabinet.  Tlic  security  wa»  or»ho[t  duration,  for  in  a  tccond  inlerTJow  on 
the  next  day  Itul  one,  h»  Uajeety  abruptly  hroke  up  the  c(nif<ti*iie«f.  TIw 
(ratutlouB  duplicity  of  the  Kuig  on  thin  nccfuiion,  is  ftcniethiii);  almost  in- 
(THlibic.  Well  might  Lord  RojaWn  describe  It  ua  "  an  vxtraordinarv  ncf  Q- 
datinn,"  and  Lord  Shelbunie^who  had  beon  th« channel  orcoiiiTuunication) 
writ<>  to  Pilt  to  oongratulnto  tiim  on  the  term ina.t ion  of  a  nogo^-Utlon 
"  w  hicii  carried  llimigti  th«  whole  of  it  nioit  sltuckirig  nwrlu  of  insincerity." 
The  stibsequent  eSiirts  to  fonn  a  governnienl,  exhibit  in  a  strili- 
in^  light  th«  diKordant  state  of  partita.  NcgDciotions  wer«  begun 
luiil  tiri'kcn  off  everywhere  ;  all  poasiblo  combioalioiM  wen  Mtcoipted 
and  abandoned.  Chatham  van  tht.^  great  obttade  bwuiH,  wttbout  liim, 
it  waa  Ml  that  nothing  pcnuaiivat  oi  eflVctive  oould  ba  aceompltthed. 
Everybady  went  to  him,  but  he  wa«  inexorable.  Oflbided  with  llw 
Kin^  for  the  perMooi  aflioflt  ho  bad  put  upon  liim,  with  Neweattle  Ibr 
hsTtng  opposed  ht*  war,  and  for  talking  indiscreetly  about  it,  which  vas 
wone,  inacooiaible  eren  to  the  confidence  «f  Rocldngham,  whoiD  h«  had 
Musbt  in  tlie  first  inslaiioo,  and  innnsible  to  the  relenting  approaebM  of 
the  r>uk«  of  Cumbvrl&iid,  the  "great  commoner*'  mainlatned  a  atem 
leaerre  in  the  midst  of  the  convulnoii.  His  cxinduct  on  this  occation, 
and  iadaed,  throughout  th«  entire  term  of  the  Whig  difficulty,  appears  to 
juMtfy  n  (uspicion  of  vanity  and  obstinacy  of  character,  an  obttmctive 
temper,  and  an  arrogant  spirit  imconcilablc  with  the  popular  ideal  of 
(hat  illustrious  man  whow  tomb  i«  dodud  with  "  immortal  honoura  "  by 
the  hand  of  Junius.  The  loUowing  slcetdi  of  him  by  the  Bari  of  Albe. 
inarls  in  the  abl«  Tolunua  before  us,  will  talco  many  rcaden  by  surprise ; 
but  a  cweAil  e^caminalioD  of  the  artintl  daily  (mUm  revealed  in  tho  Koek- 
in^iam  CasrcipondeDce  will  confinii  its  juslice.

This  is  severe  ;  but  we  a|>iirehen()  it  is  true.  Chatlum's  popularitv 
nmnittted  him  to  many  errors  of  policy  and  perwnal  display,  lie 
d3ut<l  nci  rcxiit  the  about*  of  iho  populnec  out  of  doon  ;  and,  not  satn- 
fied  with  Iniilding  up  hii  glory  in  a  tempest  of  drama  and  tnunpets,  he 
flung  bi>  patiiotUm  m  the  fac«  of  the  Kinig;  by  pAog  in  the  royal  jiiiiiea 
sion  to  the  Lord  Mayof's  dinner,  to  attract  tb*  mob  about  hu  c«niag«- 
wheeli)  while  his  Hajeetj  waa  received  with  coldnesa  and  lnd^brenc«L 
But  we  ihsll  foon  lee  how  iniottire  a  basis  this  sort  of  popularity  ia  for  a 
statesman  lo  rest  upon. 
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Id  Uw  exlnmily  to  which  Ihe  Court  wan  now  reilticeil,  tlie  sorem- 
mentwat  off^mA  to  Lord  Lyttleton.  the  pwl,  of  whom  Wa![«Mo  Miirf 
that,  "  will)  Ihe  t)giir«  of  a  vpcctrc,  nnd  tlic  ^ticulntion*  of  n  puppL-t,  Iio 
Ulked  heroics  through  hit  note."  And  nil  this  time,  the  King  wus 
))t«mlly  at  war  vrtth  hit  miniatera,  Bute  waa  still  be)iind  the  i-iirtain, 
nnd  nobody  would  rame  in  till  he  wn*  dismiMed.  Whether  thin  stipula- 
lion  waa  fairly  carried  into  tfTect  wheiithe  Marquis  of  Itockin^ham  at  last 
conMntud  to  talic  office,  is  matter  of  considerabli?  doiiht,  hut  it  i>  certain 
tlwt  the  lid  minist  rati  oil  which  w«»  croiwtruetcd  uiidur  llwl  noblpinaii, 
i»ru«d  to  hold  any  concert  with  fjord  Bute,  and  that  il  acted  strictly 
upon  that  Tmniulton  during  iIk>  short  tOTm  of  iU  power.  PL-rliaps  to 
tnat  v*ry  circitnittancc  niuy  Iw  Btlribuli;d  Ihe  brevity  of  iti  damliiMi. 
The  King,  from  the  onturt,  wa*  determined  to  submit  to  the  Rockingham 
pMly  not  one  day  longer  tlian  ho  couU  find  otli«ra  to  »iii>pty  their 
plact;*.     They  were  not  Mlectcd  fnjoi  choice,  but  from  netMFity. 

Kew  men  of  the  lime  were  better  adapted  for  the  criBi^  by  the  weiRht 
hU  eharaettr  :ind  tiic  KiArit^ty  uf  hiii  jiidjiiiiL-iit,  than  the  new  miniiler. 
•>  wna  d(riic«nilt.d  frtim  thu  celcbmtcd  Strnfford,  and  evinced  evwi  in  his 
toyhood,  his  zeal  in  ilie  cause  of  the  Whig»,  by  a  truant  expedilion, 
nl  lit'le«n  ytar*  of  ag?,  to  jiiin  the  anny  of  the  Duke  of  Cumbeiland,  whft 
liivl  taken  the  fwld  nguiiiit  the  I'leteiidur,  Socin  after  hi;  liemnie  of  age, 
he  was  made  hurd  Lienteitaut  of  the  North  and  West  ttidingi  of  York- 
shire, and  tubucqticntly  a  Knlpht  of  the  Garter,  and  hi?ld  the  nppniiit- 
incni  of  a  Lord  of  the  Bcdchuniher  under  Ovorge  II.,  and  cuuttnuod 
hold  it  under  George  lil.,  until  the  indignity  offered  to  the  Dnke 
ftf  Udvonghire  iudiieod  liim  to  resign.  The  character  given  of  hini  by 
bin  biographer  U  that  of  n  thoroughly  ConMitutiunal  Whig  of  tli«  old 
■chool,  calm,  sound,  and  sincere,  who  trusted  to  his  meaiums  and  not  to 
hit  oratory,  niid  who  was  in  uli  reipcctit  more  xolid  than  hrillinnt.  He 
was  ]>hygic«]ly  incapahle  of  tnoking  any  striking  impretsion  in  Parlin- 
niuiit  as  a  speaker. 
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-  "  The  tnkWr  which  contigntKl  him  10  ihc  tomb,  when  h»  w««  Utito  mow  Lhwi 
nfly  VMn  otmgti,  liad  Impacud  t/i  liia  fnnno  a  sutiRitiility  of  Dune,  vhtiih  intiy  cx> 
irsnrdjnkry  oeauloni  eDablrd  Lioi  to  orercume.

The  wonder  wna,  thnt,  itgininiit  *iicli  troncliery  from  witlun,  L«rd  Rock- 
Siighitn'fl  admin»tnilion  liutcd  to  long  urd  urcompliabcd  »o  much. 

The  flnt  quLtition  that  agilntdd  tli«  councils  of  tli«i  new  inmiitcnt  wu 
the  American  Stamp  Act,  wliidi.  after  uiaiijr  angry  diiKu^iom  and  Cterve 
stnigglcf,  WW  lopcftJed  by  the  KocliinghBin  nlinot,  but  wiih  n  dcclnnuny 
dauM  affirming  the  rigTii  «f  Purliiunviit  to  tax  the  Coloniirt.  Tim  claoie 
g»«  oecoMon  tu  much  cUH[iut«  at  the  lime,  and  lh«  priiK-ipIa  ii  iiivolves 
nnnsiiu  a  njbjuct  of  coiitroverey  up  to  the  prcrent  hour.  Chatham  dt-iiitd 
the  competency  oflhe  legitlaturc  to  lax  the  Coloiiiw  at  all ;  but  we  onlirdy 
concur  with  Lord  Albemarle  that,  whaterer  maj  be  t)i«  expediency  or 
jiiitin  of  any  particular  cxcrciio  of  the  right,  tlic  competency  of  roilia- 
mcnl  to  tax  tbo  Coloniet  ii  oi  clear  a  principle  of  the  constitution,  as  iti 
eornpol«ncy  Ut  do  any  other  act  implying;  legislative  authority  over  our 
dependencies.  Tho  historical  raluo  of  L)rd  Itockinghuni's  bill  fnr  tho 
i*pt«l  of  the  Stamp  Act,  ii  that  it  plnees  the  nucjtioii  in  both  its  ob«- 
tmct  and  exceptional  points  of  viewr,  contnining  on  the  one  band  n 
declamtion  of  the  general  ri)^l,  and  illuitrutinE  on  the  other,  a  caie 
in  which  the  relnxalion  of  that  nght  wai  considered  to  be  wise  and 
poJltic 

TIk  King's  conduct  ibroujchout  tliii  harusing  aflidrwu  marked  by 
his  laual  duplieily,  vrhilc  Rockingham  appear*  to  have  acted  with  great 
prudence  and  sagacity.  But  the  invisible  influence  of  Lord  Bute  still 
preraileO ;  although  nil  inteifenmce  in  the  ministerial  crisb  wo*  dit* 
doimed  by  Lord  Bute  and  hia  friends.  The  Roclcinjcham  p«rty  held  a 
different  convictiot),  and  vere  warranted  in  it  by  finding  themsclvcM 
oonalantly  thwarted  in  office,  and  at  last  turned  out  of  it,  by  the  saine 
nndarhand  proeAcdingt  that  had,  ever  since  the  commencement  of  tho 
imgn,  been  directed  to  similar  end*.  Tlic  admin iatntiou  (ell,  like  its 
predeoeaMts,  through  tho  intrigues  of  the  court. 

If  it  was  not  Bute  tn  person,  it  was  Bute  by  depaty,  who  direetcd  tho 
inachitvery  which  carried  or  a  secret  negodation  vrtlh  Pitt  against  the 
tninislry,  and  who,  when  the  ternu  were  settled,  invited  him  to  ollice.  The 
wont  enemiet  of  the  cabinet  were  within  and  not  withoigt.  Itn  labours 
all  along  had  been  traeeraed,  as  Burke  says,  by  placemen  and  peiisionen ; 
■Bd,  ifter  baring  carried  the  oottntiy  lucceMlully  tlirough  a  tram  of  grave 
mtbarnHnentsi,  it  was  stabbed  id  tho  back. 

There  were  not  wanting  ominous  hints  of  disaflection  in  the  ntmp, 
and  of  the  Mgh  protection  and  encouragenieDt,  under  which  pcnons  lioUI- 
ing  nppcinlinents  in  the^orcmmenl,  oppon^  the  nicnmret  of  tlte  adminis- 
tration. "  The  miniiters  had  been  frequently  informed  by  the  King," 
obeervcfl  Lord  Albemarle,  "  iliat  then  menibei*  holding  ploces,  who  voted 
■gainst  th«  R>pm],  wai«  actuated  by  eenscienttoiu  scruples,  and  that 
mien  ottoe  that  question  was  settled,  they  would  regularly  toic  with  the 
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^Tenunmt.  But  Uw  canying  of  that  mcacaro  juxkIucmI  no  change  iil 
tbor  conduct,  utd  tbeir  oppontion  contiaued  aa  lyBteiDstic  and  violent 
M  before."  Not  alone  did  tnis  tuipTM«dentcd  pnxxaure  of  hta  Hajvuty  in 
thua  "actin|[  in  opfiotitttni  to  htimclf*'  mender  m»1nMt  iii  feretgTi  atntei, 
but  It  took  awny  alt  dignity  and  ireight  from  (h«  m<iuur««  of  the  cabinet 
at  hotn«.  If  EIm  adTtxn  or  the  Crown  were  to  W  hvld  mponiible  for 
thtur  policy,  tb«y  should  liare  bc«n  ltd  fnx  in  tW  cMrcise  of  the  power 
wnAded  to  ihrm.  No  mponiibility  can  exist  without  power ;  Init  here 
Uh  power  ras  mnvly  noiiiitial,  tlie  •orenign  iniidioatly  dcetroytng  the 
influence  of  miniilert.  c-vvii  ovur  tlwir  official  liuborji nates,  by  practicee 
ae  tincoottilutional  u  Ibcy  vrcro  darogatoty.  Yet  all  the  time  bia 
Majesty  aflKl^il  tbe  ulmoit  cordiality  to  ibo  PromieT.  '  ImtA  Rocking' 
ham  huusclf  told  me,'  eay*  Nichollt,  'that  the  Kinfc  never  thow«d  him 
•uch  dSitiagwibed  nark*  of  kindncai  b>  afUr  he  bad  Kcrctly  dctermtacd 
to  set  fid  of  him.' " 

In  tbo  Riidal  of  tltis  apparent  amity,  Mr.  I^tt  was  *cnt  for;  but  !t 
waa  evideat,  tnm  luiidry  lufpidoui  ciicumstancee,  Uiat  the  t«nns  of 
tbo  Iraaty  had  been  settled  befon  the  "  {[reat  commoner'  wsi  cummoned 
for  th«  tweood  timu  to  the  royal  doscL  Lord  Bate,  although  he  declared 
that  ho  had  taken  no  part  in  the  projea  for  breaking  up  the  admbuatrt- 
tion,  had  been  huverini;  twtween  hi>  town^houM  and  hit  country-house, 
and  moring  to  and  fro,  with  tin  uiwattneet  that  looked  very  like  a  guilty 
complicity.  '*  I  suppose  you  know,"  said  Loid  Hardwicke  in  a  letter  to 
Laid  RMkinghaiii.  "by  this  time^  whcaea  the  source  of  tbii  sudden 
resolution  to  send  tot  llr.  Rtt  bos  arisen.  I  prMume  from  that  i/uarlfr 
which  has  and  will  hare  the  ml  tmUrior  influence  and  awu^Af  vrhicli 
hiirrird  out  the  lait  ministers,  and  will  the  preMtit.  let  tli«  outward  tn- 
(trunienl*  and  action  chMgo  ever  so  often."  The  manner  in  which 
iniaiatcrs  wen:  diKniiawd,  sliows  the  sfnrit  with  which  tite  undermining 
pTOceu  bad  iNien  tondiirtcd,  and  throws  ■  strong  l^ht  upon  the  brc,  that 
sTcrylbing  bad  been  settled  by  previous  omiigententt,  bcfurv  Pilt  was 
inmraoned  in  person.  "  His  Majestyi  with  tlie  most  frank  indiSerence,** 
wcordft  lioraco  Wnlpole, "  and  without  ever  tlianlcing  them  (the  iiiinitten) 
&r  their  services,  and  for  having  undtstaken  the  adrotnitt ration  at  hi*  own 
wrnest  solicitation,  aniuuinlcd  tbem  •eTcrally  that  tie  had  sent  for  Mr. 
Fit!."     And  the  Itockiiigham  admimttration  was  accordingly  at  on  end. 

A  funiiiglit  aOrr  Pitt  had  recoivrd  hia  Majesty's  commands  to  form  s 
govvminent,  he  wa.H  inttiiccti  by  the  solicitaltons  of  General  Conway,  to 
call  ii])on  till'  Marquis  of  Kovkingham  :  but  the  lall«r  refused  to  sec  Itim. 
"  The  more  1  tbink  of  it,"  observes  his  Ivrdabip,  is  a  letter  to  Conway, 
"Ibemore  suspicion.d:c..  (I  wont  uy  another  word)  rises  in  my  mind,  that 
oflcr  his  niaiitier  towards  myself,  and  to  many  otlicrs,  whom  I  respect. 
ibat  after  his  total  wunt  of  attention  or  civility  to  many  considerable 
fKmdi  of  ours,  and  of  potitive  Bfisurances  of  his  good  intentions  lowarda 
our  friends  in  general,  that  after  all  tliis,  he  should  propose  an  interview, 
I  really  think  that  1  should  be  wanting  to  mysifli  and  others^  *^  have 
any  iwrsoiial  communication  with  Mr.  Pilt."  This  incident  reveals  very 
sigiiilicimUy  tli<!  suci.'OHt  (hat  had  attended  the  intrigue*  of  the  Bute 
factinn  to  break  tip  the  old  combinations,  and  to  dissever  men  who,  in 
Ibo  ordinary  coune  of  events,  nugbt  have  been  found  acting  together  fbr 
U>o  bem-fit  of  tbo  country. 

^"1.  so  far  as  Pitt  was  personally  concerned.  Lord  Rockinf^am  had 
10,  altliough  it  was  a  species  of  revenge  he  was  the  last  luan  to 
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dcdn.  Fftc  «»«  no  sooner  called  to  o6ice,sn4  cre«t«d  Eul  o(  Chatliam, 
than  hit  intlueim  m  B  public  mun,  or  rather,  tbv  kind  of  inHurnce  ha 
hoil  aloraya  pluiiicd  hiniKir  uftcn,  perUtwd.  Bo  Ichk  iu  }i«  Imd  rcmninrd 
the  '*  great  commoner,"  he  was  hnld  in  n  iiort  of  idolalry  by  the  people  ; 
but  tlw  niomenthe  w«nt  inlo  Lhi»  Honnj-of  Lord*,  ifio^/JWfyf  ofhw  luuiis 
deputed,  had  th«  most  poi>ulat  man  uf  iii«  lime  diHCOvered  when  it  waa 
t09  IsWi  that  he  had  extmguiBhtsI  hii  glory  in  n  |>c«rn];e.  '*  That  faul 
title,"  tibaerrea  Walpole. "  lilaited  all  tlie  al&clicnu  whicli  Inn  coiinlry  had 
borne  him."  The  eridonco  of  tho  chango  of  fealiiig  was  Iiislautaiieoua 
and  conxpieuoii*.  "  The  citixeiis  of  Londun,"  auj'a  Lord  Albemarle, 
"  liad  intended  to  celebrate  his  scceauon  to  office  by  an  illumination,  but 
tblty  n4>  sooner  hciaid  of  hit  n«w  dignity,  than  tho  lamps  were  counter- 
ntamk-d." 

We  have  dwelt  at  some  length  upon  the  personal  memorabilia  and 
party  intrigues  leading  up  to  llio  Itockingham  adininietration,  bccauto 
tliey  afford  an  instructive  intif^bt  into  the  secret  history  of  the  fir«t  live 
or  six  years  of  Oeorgu  t)i«  Third's  reign,  during  which  the  crown,  Btretch- 
ing  its  prcrosative  beyond  constitulional  litntt*,  involved  itself  in  a 
poaitiaii  with  its  advtEcn  for  wliich  there  is  no  parallel  )in«i  lliv  tiinc  of 
the  revolution.  Tlie  rwtiospoct  is  valuable,  also,  for  the  somenbat  new 
view  to  wlitcb  it  hctpi  ua  of  tlie  clinractcr  of  Chatham. 

When  I'itl  went  into  oftice.  Lord  Uockin^hiun  went  Into  the  country. 
Out  he  was  by  no  meant  an  imlifTi-reiit  x^HHitiitor  of  Die  acu  and  proipaeU 
of  the  new  administration.  Taking  the  Whig  parly  as  a  whale,  Ui« 
relation  lo  each  other  of  tho  scctiotii  into  whiui  it  was  now  broken  up 
was  lingular  and  almost  uninirlligilils.  Cliotluun  professed  pmie?ly  the 
Wme  political  princtpk-s  as  tliose  which  had  bt«n  held  by  the  lut« 
goTcmnHnt ;  and  by  way  of  earnest  of  hit  nncerity,  he  retained  in 
office  lemal  of  its  members.  Hon'  tlion  w«ra  the  Rockingham  Whi)is 
divided  opinat  each  otlier  by  a  consummate  altokc  of  court  policy  ;  one 
portion  uDcemnoniously  disiniased,  and  the  other  portion  kei)i  in  aSite 
undor  a  mintst«f,  whom  Lord  Rockingham  regarded  u  thotr  conniion 
coeiny.  But  lie  did  not  •uflV-r  hi>  personal  feelings  to  iiiturTcre  with  his 
public  duty,  or,  more  strictly  ipcakins,  with  his  allepance  to  bis  firiends. 
tits  object  waa  to  render  the  new  gevcntmcnt  na  cflicitmt  as  its  incon- 
gruous materials  would  permit,  a  mora  eflaetual  way  of  keeping  bie 
Ewly  tu^tlwr,  iltun  if  he  had  counteiiaitoed  a  private  niuliny  am9ngst 
la  own  adhennts  in  the  adjniniilntinn.  He  sanctioned  th«  rvtnntion 
of  office  aiuongat  tboae  who  remained,  and  endcaroured  to  soothe  the 
reelings  of  those  who  were  ROiovcd.  "  We  and  our  friends,"  be  wrote 
to  llw  Duk«  of  Newcastle,  "  should  be  quiet,  and  our  only  object  should 
be  to  keep  up  a  good-humoured  com«f>ondance  with  those  parts  of  the 
preeeat  aystem  who  arc  paru  of  oun."  Again,  in  a  letter  to  Lord  AIbo> 
inwle,  he  obaer^-ot  (pUiuly  hinting  at  the  understanding  which  he  bolioved 
to  subsist  between  Cbatham  and  Bate),  "the  only  ihins  I  tear  ta,  a  real 
diaunian  amongst  thoco  teitk  wieni  /  luuJ  llie  ionoar  to  ie  oaOed  iwta  ad* 
mi»iirrati«H.  Our  private,  pcraonal  friendship,  is  the  gmtest  security 
s^^nat  that  event ;  and  I  am  sure,  |x>lit)cally  *pcaking,  nothing  can 
gntify  Lonl  Chatham  or  Lord  Bute  half  so  much  as  our  disunion,  or, 
in  future,  will  be  a  acvcrer  eiieck  upon  them  both,  than  keeping  in  good- 
liuniotir  those  I  call  tiunelres." 

Tbu  bearing  of  all  tlicae  cfiurts  to  preserve  a  bond  of  union  amongst  hit 
friends  cannot  Eiul  to  sUike  the  Kader  in  its  ultimate  actioin  upon  (i^tMal 
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j  powm'.     AfquittmfE  Lon)  Itockiiiglmin  of  ull  motiroa  of  tnercly  penonal 

tunbititm,  And  believing  that  na  man  was  bolter  Mttitlcd  to  n!<:i>^ct  for  tli«

work  of  ndminialialion  is,  with  all  its  sh(tw  of  psliiotic  principles  and 

public  indepcndi^nce.     Thcnrixtocmtic  clcmmt  wtui  and  ii  pantmount  in 

the  f^vemment.     Nor  do  we  mean  to  OMcrl   that  it  would  bo  better 

Otherwise.     But  it  is  well  that  the  people  should  hol-  cleaily  the  opemtion 

of  theiie  inflwnwa.  and  that  they  ahoidd  understand  and  know  how  to 

Talue  the  Icgilimntc  cnunterpnifc  tttry  poucm  in  ih«  popular  brnncli  of 

the  legidalun-,  and  in  that  (me  piT^ss  which  has  risen  intanii  esUiteof  the 

lealni  since  the  dnys  of  Walple  and  Chalhain.

this  dangerous  erixis  the  \\''htg«  owe  a  In.iting  obhgnlion. 

For  three  quarters  of  a  century  the  Whigs  had  supported  the  House  of 
Mwick.  They  wen  now  thrown  into  opposition.  It  is  immaterial 
^\o  «nquire  how  for  thi»  mnilt  wn»  precipitated  by  the  arbitrary  nncroacti- 
toeiilc  of  the  Crown,  or  by  divisions  amongst  iheniselves.  The  coiise* 
queiices  were  oqually  hotitrliciBi  to  tlio  country.  The  people  were  the 
gainers  by  tho  divorcer.  Lord  Itorkinghnm's  eonduct  throughout  Um 
■oene*  that  followed  may  b«  said  to  have  shaped  for  action  the  pnnnplef 
of  hi*  party,  and  to  have  laid  the  foundations  of  that  popular  policy  by 
wliid)  they  were  subsequently  distinguished ;  and  when  he  iigiiin  Look 
office  m  I78E|  tha  preliminary-  stipulations  he  made  with  the  King 
evinced  his  resolution  to  carry  out,  unfettered,  that  onr^e  of  lilieial 
iDCMurcs  which  he  intended  to  pursue.  \n  vain  tiie  Lord  Chancellor 
Thuriow,  who  wiu  comminioned  byhis  MaJMty  to  nep>tifttp  with  him, 
endesTOured  to  prevail  upon  him  to  occcpt  otHce  unconditionally,  leaving 
the  piineiples  upon  which  tho  govcramcnt  was  to  be  conducted  to  subse- 
<iuent  coiishleration.

How  fiftr  the  dmnand  for  PiiriiumoiiUiry  R«romi,it  ihtit  time  IwginniiiK 
to  occupy  the  Kriuus  attention  of  lite  prfopk-,  might  liave  betn  inrt  by 
Lord  Hockinglism,  had  he  lived  t«  matun  hit  \iowt,  may  b«  to  aome 
extent  infcrr«>i  fmin  th«  tonor  of  itii  corrttpondonee  on  that  subject  two 
yew  befont  He  waa  explicitly  in  favour  of  shortening  the  duration  of 
(Vlkmcnt,  and  of  cicorinj;  away  the  ainccurci  and  plsoM  lhraiif;li  which 
its  rncmbcra  were  comipted  ;  but  the  tcnoti  of  the  rufnniM'n  u'erv  nt  Dint 
time  vague  and  indefinite,  tb?y  w^re  divided  among  tliemaelvca  by  a 
variety  of  theories,  and  puV'Uc  opinion  wait  not  npv  for  any  iinporUnt 
move  in  that  dirMtion.  Hence  he  wisely  declined  to  make  par  linn  lent  nry 
rdbrm  a  fpvemment  measure,  becnuac  it  would  wmken  big  cabinet  by 
ditunion ;  but  he  extended  to  it  a;*  tntich  recognition  a»  lib  positiiw 
would  admit,  by  leaving  it  an  open  question. 

Dnftwtunatvlyr  however,  hit  hnalth  was  uni^iiunl  to  the  ardtiou*  duties 
to  wMdi  he  was  called,  and  he  expired  on  the  Int  July,  1782.  On  the 
pedestal  of  the  itatue  which  was  erected  to  his  memory  in  Wentvrorth 
Park,  !■  an  iiucriptinn  frnni  the  hand  of  Burlcc,  wbich  trace*  his  chsrao- 
tcr  in  tetmii  of  afTecticin  tiiiid  panegyric  l!iat  posterity  will  eiatefully 
endorse.  It  ia  written  with  great  power  and  beauty :  and  a  iingle  pM- 
mgc  (ram  it  will  convey,  in  a  brief  conipoM,  the  turn  of  h!i  merit*  tt*  a 
public  man.  "  In  opposition,  he  reepected  the  principle!  of  ftovcmment ; 
in  admintfltration,  ho  provided  for  the  libcrtieit  of  the  people.  Hu  em- 
ployed bii  inotnciit*  of  power  in  n-alizliig  everything  wlucb  he  had  pro* 
poaM  in  a  popular  situation — the  distinguiuung  mark  of  his  public 
coaduet.  Rewrrod  in  jirofctiion,  luro  in  pertormance,  he  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  a  solid  cunfidencu." 

The  work  in  which  tlie  Rarl  of  Albnmarle  has  recorded  the  life  of 
Rockingham,  and  the  history  of  hii  limes,  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
and  intcrmting  of  it*  dnu  that  ha*  ever  been  presented  to  the  public. 
It  ii  not  a  collection  of  letters  and  diaries  stitched  together  by  a  slender 
thr«ad  of  narmlire;  but  ii  fullof  oripnal  and  ilhittmtivc  matter,  irrittijn 
with  penpicuily  and  power,  and  developing  an  intimate  knoiivledgf  of 
political  men  and  eventa,  and  a  sound  judgment  in  Uw  trcatinciit  of 
them.  Infinito  eani  and  reaeaich  have  l>«nn  butowed  upon  these  volume*, 
and  tlw;  gracca  of  a  r*fin«d  lilemry  taste  have  been  brought  t<i  cnibt-tiiBli 
and  enhvcn  their  details.  The  skelchea  of  the  principal  penona  who 
appMT  in  the  eourte  of  tho  transaction:)  embraced  from  the  aceeauon  of 
tieorge  III.  to  the  death  of  Rockinghan),  form  a  gnllcry  of  portrait*, 
tmnioGDdiiig  in  inlerott,  and  r<iual  in  skill,  to  the  odmimblc  characten  of 
ClaKfldon.  Nothing  ta  left  untouched  that  can  contribute  to  the  com- 
pIcteiiciK  of  ihi*  comprcbcnsivo  mvRioir :  wliile  the  tipirit  of  inb^lltgencc 
and  vivacity  by  wliicli  ita  iiag«a  arc  ai^rated,  teiiden  it  as  entertaining  to 
the  general  re«d«r,  as  it  will  be  found  importanl  to  the  student  of  Englisli 
history.

Such  is  the  Profi-SBOi's  heart-stirring  picture  of  the  defence  of  Great 
Britain.

▼ance«  against  tlie  ngnlar  army,  you.  keepinj;  up  an  incecaant  firing  into 
hi*  bock :  and  hundnd*  wilt  fall  under  your  galling  and  unciriiig  aim. 
I[ij  hoapitol  incKoaei:  he  niiist  leave  guards.  Vou  are  in  vast  nuin- 
ben :  a  few  thoiuanda  of  you  clo«e,  and  then  you  may  occasionally  rush, 
in  overwhelming  numbcrii  upon  thcM  guards,  make  thein  priionen, 
and  be  otf  again  out  of  reach.  If  is  convoys  too  are  conning  up  ;  you 
gather  upon  them  and  dr-stroy  them,  carrying  off  his  food  and  ammuni- 
tion. His  columnn  will  send  out  d«tachmcnU  to  plunder;  they  an 
weak  and  wearied ;  far  you,  dividing  youreelves  in  vntcfies,  as  the  noilora 
aay,  keep  up  your  "hBri>-»hootiiig  night  nnd  day ;  some  retting  and  feed- 
ing whilst  others  tight,  for  you  muHt  take  advantage  of  your  vast  num- 
ben.  The  enemy  Rcta  nn  n»t.  If  he  deapiBM  you  and  moves  on,  merely 
■ending  a  few  ■kimiishnn  tu  IcM-p  ynu  ofT.  you  gitthcr  in  clasct  and 
thicker,  and  your  fire  tn^omeH  more  terrible.  His  akinniaber?  give  way, 
hit  column  it  forced  to  holt  and  send  a  large  Ibrce  agunst  you.  Vou 
are  off."  Ac.  &e- 

ThcM:  ore  Sir  CluiTlen  Napier's  directions  to  our  amateur  noldien;  and 
perhapa  there  is  nriadom  in  them.  At  all  events  the  question  of  the 
means  of  employing  ihc  people  of  Rnglnnd  for  the  defence  of  the  country 
hn  become  tiie  question  of  the  day. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  juluei  of  the  English  people,  especially  of  the 
Bngliah  gentry'.  Tt  is  the  bahion  to  talk  of  our  tilky,  HTenunate  ariito- 
enta;  tha  young  lordlmgs  of  the  St.  Jamea's  Clubs  and  tha  Belgnrion 
paloeat ;  a*  though  they  were  fit  for  nothing  of  a  mnnlicr  kind  tAan  the 
atietdung  of  tbeu-  long  limbs  on  luxurioua  bo&b,  the  ogling  of  prrtty 
vrnmen  Uirough  plAte-glnae  windows,  tlie  sipping  of  iced  chirtt,  and  the 
lisping  of  Derby  odds.  But  take  them  away  from  their  club  wjn'bwi ; 
ploM  them  in  situations  when  energy  and  activity  are  demanded,  aud 
they  aro  the  manliest  Fellovt  in  the  world.  Tb«  tnith  is,  that  our  Eng- 
lilh  gentlemen  an  inured  to  danger  fi^m  their  very  eradka.  They  ar« 
plaoed  on  pony-back  almost  before  th^y  con  wslk.  Before  ihey  arc  in 
tbeir  teens  they  may  be  aeen  taking  "headers"  into  the  Thames,  or 
playing  football  under  the  wall  that  ildits  the  playing.fiG]ds  at  Kton, 
with  a  despemie  ferocity,  which,  but  for  the  padded  armour  they  wear, 
would  not  leave  a  whole  shin  among  them.  Then  toe  them,  a  little 
older,  playing  cricket,  at  Lord's — not  the  cricket  of  our  faUirra' tJmo^ 
when  middle-aged  gentlemen  tunwd  out  in  nankMD  shorts,  silk  stock- 
ing* and  pumps,  uod  fentiy  shovelled  the  ball  at  the  opposite  wicket, 
but  the  new  game,  cul  it  what  you  may,  better  or  wone,  which  sends 
the  lealbcr  mitnle  out  of  the  boirlur'*  hand*  with  the  velocity  of  a  round 
■Iwt  out  of  a  nine-pounder,  and  compels  men  to  take  the  field  gloved  as 
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thoitRli  for  H  Rf»nrnng>niat(^li,  and  lc{!-prot&ct«d  as  for  a  bout  of  Devon- 
»liire  wrfatllng.* 

Till*  it  not  work  for  »  popiiija/i  jou  may  be  aitrc.  Our  "  ^tlcment" 
don't  alnnyi  beat  the  "playere."  Tliey  don't  take  aa  much  trouble: 
they  don't  wnrk  to  ircll  togctbur  (uT:uLtcur(  ncT«r  do),  anA  they  nre 
Inxier  than  tbe  itrofeasionalsi  who  bore  mare  to  eain  by  tatctta.  Rtit 
their  pluok  is  of  th«  finest  pOMibte  t«mv?r.  So  it  ii  on  the  buntinj^- 
Bi-M.  \yiuit  will  nut  a  well-oiountej  EiiglUIi  gi'Titktnun  loco?  Thme 
silky  club-window  arietocrate  uro  liold  riders,  olmoat  to  a  man.  A 
steeplechoM  is  iio  tTiflc.  If  our  young  knights  do  not  break  lanoM,  they 
brtaik  colIar-boiiM  |)li:iiti fully  in  thoso  deffenerute  davH.  Tho  greater  th« 
danger,  tlie  (ireater  ibo  fun.  From  what  peril,  from  what  hardship, 
dort  thi:  Knglinlt  gcntlnmtin  ev«r  shrink  i  He  bvc«  bazordoiis  cxcittv 
inent.  Prrliaji*,  ihcre  ie  not  enoiifjh  of  it  to  bo  obtained  al  home ;  ao 
he  ROCS  abroad  in  tcarch  of  it;  and  in  the  wilds  of  Africa,  or  America, 
hiinti  »vnge  animals  and  co<)uet8  with  death,  at  eoolly  iu>  though  he 
were  talking  Tioniienso  to  a  pretty  gtrl  in  May  Fair. 

All  till*  is  fine  training  far  war.  Our  commonalty,  hamFMcd  from 
their  very  childhood  to  a  go-cart  of  laborious  drudgery,  have  l«u  dm* 
and  IcR*  opportunity  fur  uxercisu  in  tbcte  nmitly  sports.  Thay  orv  leM 
ocoi.-ii  oineil  to  face  active  danger,  and  in  its  {jreei^mx-,  are  both  Ims  en«r- 
(getic  and  less  self-collected  than  Iho  higher  dasaea.  They  require  dia* 
dplinc>  and  orji^ni nation  to  cnll  iiirth  that  alurdy  gnlliintry,  which  ninko 
onr  Hngli«ti  rot;in)i-nt>i  irrcsistiUc  in  the  field.  itiigli«h  mobx  are  nolo* 
riausly  anything  but  heroic  eongeriet  of  humanity,  'j'be  Frvnch  ollicer, 
who  nenily  two  hundred  years  ago,  reported  ti>  the  I>ukn  dt-  Oioitciil, 
that  "thtf  English  an;  n  dull  people,  absolutely  ignorant  of  the  nic  i>f 
arms."  wa»  n-ol  fur  wrong  in  his  eelimate  of  our  SulJierly  iiualili«tion*. 
There  i>  tittle  niilltary  eiithiuiunn  amang  u*.  liidtcd,  the  ffcncmlity  of 
our  Knglish  people  have  no  enthuiiastic  inipubei  of  any  kind  lo  prompt 
tbem  to  acta  of  bcn>i>^  daring.  One  *«f%  tbia  plainly  enough  in  llie  caM 
of  a  fire  in  tbi!  country.  Hundreds  of  pi-oplc  lum  cut  lo  took  at  it ;  but 
not  live  in  ercry  hundred  thow  llie  least  inclination  to  do  anything  Lut 
gape  and  chatter.  The  gentry,  you  ntay  ba  sure,  are  (onmoat  in  the 
|>Ukc  of  dar)gtT.  Tbey  are  at  tho  mouth  of  the  engine  ho«;  and  oti 
th«  lupmoRt  step  of  the  Isddc^r.  Itut  the  gallantry-  of  the  London  Are* 
fn«n~~a  (rainoil  and  ditcrptincd  bngndn — is  iin«iir|>ai4cd.  if  not  un- 
equalled. Tliey  face  danger  profe»«onally ;  it  is  llinr  duty  to  dwHplic  it. 
They  come  of  the  same  atock  as  the  gapers  and  chatterers.  Hut  them  tho 
lattct  are  amnt^iursL  They  arc  not  paid  to  Im  burnt.  To  be  «uro,  there 
iras  a  story,  the  other  day,  in  tlie  ncwfjiapere  lo  the  ctl'ect  iliat  u  "  by- 
Blani]«r.''  at  a  iiie  in  tlie  country,  undi-r  lli«  inipifsiion  that  there  were 
some  chiliiivn  lc.-{\  in  the  liau*e,  rushed  into  tho  burning  edifice,  and 
|Mii:ihcd  miserably  in  tho  fUune*.  But  r^o  he  uaa  is  not  ivcmled* 
III!  wa3  simply  a  "  by-stander,*  and  the  Hironiclo  of  bis  heroic  death 
occupied  three  linos  in  an  ubucure  com«r  of  a  rr.oniing  paper.  If  be  liad 
died  in  an  effort  n<'t  to  s3.it,  but  to  dcatioy  bfe,  he  would  have  had  a 
plac«  in  the  "  Gaiett«."

"  <font  tot  a  soldier."     He  has  gone  out  of  coi»mon  life  altogether,     lie 
is  morally  defunct.     Henceforth  he  "  dwells  apart."     There  is  no  lonfter 
any  i)-mpathy  between  him  and  hi*  brethrvn.     11^  tu*  gc-ne  into  the 
mill  and  lie  is  to  come  out  a  new  creature.

if  he  tlunk  at  all, — a*  a  soldier.     It  is  "his  business"  to  l^ght  and  lo  Iw 
kiltod  ;  and  he  gooa  to  hit  work  as  a  matter  of  counie.     IJu  is  [«id  for 
it,  and  be  does  it     The  fatal  tt«p  once  takun,  there  i«  no  mor»  htnilatiun. 
Looking  at  hint,  ns  he  is  in  his  individuality,  )ic  may  not  come  up  to 
one's  ideas  of  a  good  soldier ;  but  be  ia  the  nine-hundredth  part  of  one  of 
the  best  regimcnu  in  the  world.     We  mtut  look  at  our  Knglish  soldiera 
in  tlie  coHCrett,  if  we  would  estimate  them  aright. 

Now,  tbcae  are  the  men,  doubllea^  to   stand  a  diarg*  of  Freticti 
cavalry,  or  to  seale  thft  nails  of  a  fortifi«4  town  in  the  enemy's  country. 

L Supported  by  one  anotlter,  they  can  do  vrondvrs.  Couwe,  lik«  cowardicf^ 
ia  (ontagloui.  Each  man  does  his  [art  in  the  duty  of  \\\»  t[0(>p  or  com* 
pany ;  but  it  is  not  ocrlatn  that,  if  ho  wtro  lod  to  ftmself,  !k  vrovild  do 
his  «wii  duly  equally  vrell.  VVhere  tberv  ii  a  rery  strong  incitement, 
the  case  may  b«  dilTerent.  If  tlie  Kreikch  were  advuncing  upon  tba 
GBfutal  from  Brighton  or  Dover,  it  is  pouibk  that  our  lair  hiUs  ofSumy 
and  Kent  miglii  bristle  with  aimed  men.  Strong  in  their  undisciplined 
valour — men  who  nould  not  quail  before  the  liraiiiturt  of  the  inTading 
army.  It  u  poMiUo  that  the  unskilled  and  untrained  gallantry  of  our 
Bngliali  labourcra,  put  Iwth  in  defence  of  their  hearths  and  altars,  nught 
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be  nun  than  ft  nuldi  fi>r  the  «»ll-dri])«l  tnttalkxii  of  our  warlike  fiei|th- 
Iwtm.  Th*  ptmaBOiUj  of  Im  Vendee  that  dawn,  rrom  bekiix]  then  bet^^ 
rowi^  the  bett  tioopi  of  the  Nsiional  Gaari  ;  the  besTdleaa  bojs  of  the 
r»jr&tist  ittrtv  nude  h«vac  ainonft  the  veterana  of  the  R4>|>ul>lie.  But  there 
«u  ui  cntnorium  and  viviicitv  unong  them  forci^  to  our  nfttiona) 
chwider.  It  nmaitis  to  te  proTcd  whether,  if  the  criiU  wtre  to  ttnire. 
th«  peAstntry  of  our  Muthem  cotintieA  iroatd  bo  found  equal  lo  ii — 
whether,  Inft  to  thmntelTc*,  tfaejr  would  rise  at  a  moriient'i  notice,  and 
pour  ihemwlrea  ujion  the  advwieing  cotumnB  of  the  inraders — end 
whether,  if  they  met  the  Otllie  legjoiM  bra  to  &cek  lb«  thought  of  th«r 
Queen,  tlielr  countiy,  their  relijuiuD,  their  wives  anA  children,  would 
nen-e  them  to  ttand  a  volley  of  ^nrign  niusfceti7,  or  a  i]iow«r  of  Ibtncn 
grape.  There  ii  lomcthitig  very  tupintmg  in  a  good  csuw.  Th«  nioH 
whicli  in  Maooos  of  doiocvtic  tumuli,  are  diapened  by  a  handful  of 
ngolar  troops,  know  that  the  law  ia  sg&init  them,  and  are  oterewed  by 
ft  aenw  of  the  wcokncw  of  their  cause.  It  would  not  bo  lur  to  imtitute 
a  cctnpari»on,  therefore,  between  their  known  conduct  wh«D  arrayed 
against  thdr  lorereign  and  againtl  the  lawof  tbe  land,  and  their  probabls 
beliavioiir,  in  the  fncv  of  nraihtr  dancer,  when  nil  tbe  best  and  moat 
inspiring  fe«linR4  of  humanity,  lo^ahydoTe  of  borne,  lore  of  kiDdi«d,  love 
«f  tibtfty,  ant  {woiiiptinB  thrin  to  «ncrgetic  action, 

Btill  a  doubt  will  obtrude  itaelf  at  times  whether  Ibe  iwDHMimbatant 
daaaei  mi^t  not.  even  in  a  conjuncturo  of  extreme  itnnrinenoe,  hof 
dtwiy  to  tiiemtelTBt  their  favourite  notion  that  "  tt  ii  not  their  btwnnt  * 
to  be  killed— fbrgvtting  that  it  r*  every  man's  businctfa  to  tfaed  lua  blood 
in  defence  of  the  liberties  of  hh  country.  **  K-rery  tnan  for  himetlf  and 
God  for  us  all  I "  might  be  the  fwling  if  the  TMuntery  principle  wan 
left  too  much  to  ittelf.  But  if  tbe  Bystenn  of  cooperation  were  once 
&irly  Tfcogniaed,  men  would  dcrirc  support  and  eoeoinafcnicnt  from  each 
other — the  eontngion  of  eoumge  and  {«trinlinn  wvuld  apread  from  onie 
end  of  the  line  to  the  other — men  would  be  ashamed  to  banc  baclc 
and  to  make  cxcuus.  However  small  the  amount  of  a  man's  gulantiy 
and  xesl,  when  he  has  oaee  taken  his  appointed  ploee  in  a  oompiny 
he  would  he  aaliaiiiDd  to  he  absent  from  iL 

There  ia,  however,  an  halriiual  ehyneat  and  reserve  about  Bngliafainen, 
whidi  make  grtcarious  in^trwition  extnmdy  dittaatdiil  to  them.  Tbey 
are  ofiwd  of  their  own  awkwardness— afraid  of  commHttng  themselves 
and  being  lauf^ed  at.  Tlicn  ttiey  do  not  like  rubbing  shoulders  with  men 
of  dtSeieflt  ranks.  The  rich  do  not  like  the  tbouoht  of  htatig  jostled  by  the 
poor;  and  the  poor  do  not  tika  the  restraint  of  being  overlooked  by  the 
rich.  All  parties  feel  awkward  and  embamued  wnen  they  are  tbua 
thrown  promiscuously  lofiether.  Then  th*re  is  the  inconvenience  of 
turning  out  to  drill — the  unhinging  and  the  unsettling.  Soldiering  ■■  not 
fiiTouiable  to  butineai ;  cleriis  and  shopmen  ntay  not  be  sorry  to  leave 
the  dMk  or  the  counter  and  turn  out  for  a  spree  on  the  parade-ground. 
Anytliiiig  wliidi  leiul»  thetu  out  of  the  dreory  routine  of  cverj-^day  life, 
may  btt  welcome  to  them  for  a  time  But  wliilst  they  are  amused  their 
employsn  loffer;  buiinoss  is  interrupted.  Habits  of  steadiness  and 
regularity  are  broken  down.  Vicious  connexion*  arc  formed.  There  is 
mote  harm  done  in  «  day  than  can  be  undone  in  a  year.  And,  after 
all,  the  amount  of  military  ardour  ea^dend  is  the  smallest  in  the 
world.  It  ia  easy  to  ^oQ  a  ttsdeaman,  but  it  is  not  easy  to  ruuke  a 
•oldlcr.

With  th«  exception  of  Oene«U,  llie  book  of  Job  it,  wo  believe,  con- 
lidcnd  to  be  Uio  mott  ancii^it  vrrittiig  in  tli«  world  ;  uid  it  i>  intcreit- 

-ingto  nnurlr,  thai  in  thi>  above  Rpinled  and  odmimble  dtacriplion,  the 
"  one  il  epoken  of  at  thit  early  period — a  period  antecedent  io  Abm- 

'lum— W  trained  to  battle,  and  familiar  with  war.  In  all  probability, 
Km  um  of  th«  tiorae  in  warfare  isi  alinoit  roeval  with  war  itsulf ;  and 
fioni  a  veTM  io  the  aame  chapter  as  the  abore,  it  is  clear  that  I  lie  bnrae 
mm  employtd  tbcn,  ai  now,  in  the  chaae  of  the  Mtricb,  of  wliidi  bird  it 
it  lolil,  ■'  Wliat  time  ihe  lineUi  up  heradf  on  hioli  the  scometh  the  horto 
and  his  lider."  But  a  atill  earlier  intimation  of  tlie  hon«  being  aubdued 
by  man,  it  oooTeyed  in  the  seventeenth  verse  of  the  forty-ninth  chapter 
of  Owieais, — "  An  add«r  in  th(>  path  that  bitcth  the  hono'i  iMol,  ao  that 
Ai«  riii^  fallelb  buekivard."  From  molivrt  wliich  are  ninlter  of  tpecula- 
tion,  hones  were  not  permitted  to  be  bred  by  the  pcupic  of  luncl,  nor 
«r«re  they  permittod  to  uso  them.  Indeed,  it  wiu  not  till  the  time  of 
Solomon,  iive  hundred  year*  nflcr  the  ItraeUtea  had  left.  Egypt,  that  t)ie 
horte  was  donteiticated  among  them.  It  is  curious  to  know  that  the 
prioe  of  the  horse  it  stated  to  ^v«  been  UO  shekels  of  tilver,  or  rather 
mm  than  nU*  for  wliich  sum  they  were  obtained  iVom  %ypt. 

It  is  coniideted  that  tbe  fint  domettication  of  the  liorett  took  plact  in 

tCentml  Atin.  whence  thu  knowledge  of  hii  uacfuInoM  nvdlntcd  to  Cbina, 
India,  and  Egypt  i  and  it  wan  mod  probably  in  ancient  Egypt  tliat  tvt- 
Wnatic  attuitioii  wu  first  paid  to  iiiiprDTing  the  breed  of  them  animals  ; 
for  there  are  abundant  pictorial  and  csrTcd  n.-pre*entatioiis  of  stccda 
whose  symmetry  and  beautv  atie«t  that  they  were  designed  from  hj^t- 
bred  tjpM.  It  iraa  in  Uipi  Asia  that  the  bridle,  the  true  saddle,  the 
■limip,  and  probably  the  norve'shue,  were  invented  ;  and  with  many  of 
those  nations  a  borsc,  a  mare,  aod  a  oolt,  were  Hxed  nomuial  atandardji 
of  Talue. 

Bucephalus,  pxobkUy  the  most  oslcfaralod  horse  in  the  world,  waa 
bought  (br  wxteen  talents  from  Philonicus  out  of  hia  breeding  paeturet  of 
Pbanalia,  and  it  ii  known  that  he  was  a  lifw-it^,  that  is,  white,  daud- 
ed  with  lar^  deep  bay  spots ;  this  particular  breed  was  valued  by  the 
Parthiani  above  all  otliert,  but  by  the  Komani  it  was  disliked,  becauia 
eaaily  seen  is  the  dark.  Bucephalus  was  ivlden  by  Alexander  at  the 
battle  of  the  Hydaspc*,  ai>d  there  received  his  drnlh- wound.      Disobedient

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fbr  oiwc  to  the  commiind  at  liis  matte*,  he  galloped  fmn  iho  hoot  of 
the  fi^t,  brought  Alexander  to  a  place  where  )i«  was  iwure  from  danger, 
knelt  (as  was  hn  cuatotn)  for  him  in  alight,  .-iiid  liaving  lh»x,  lik«  a  IriM 
and  fiiithrul  Bcrrani,  diaclnirgei]  liU  duly  to  thu  lost,  be  Irt-mbled, dreppod 
down,  and  died —

In  R«Td»lwna,  Triumnh^  Wnr,  PcstilMice,  and  Ucnlh,  are  reBpoctivrij 
typified  by  a  white,  a  red,  a  btctck,  and  n  paW  Imrte  ;  and  in   I-'urup«  tlva 
■^lack  horse  wm  long  conxiilcrcd  as  the  fomi  or  an  evil  demon.     Curioua 
B&iough^  amonff  tlie  modem  pagan  Ariatiet,  Schaman  loreery  is  uiuallj 
perfonncd  with  tmB|[e«  of  Bmall  hono*  •usp-ndi-d  from  a  ropo ;  and  a 
lort  of  idolatrous  wonhip  is  admitted  cv«ti  by  Wohamfnedans,  when 
^  Tigiet  of  the  hone  of  Hoiein,  or  of  tJiat  of  Khiw,  the  St.  Geoigt  of 
Jam,  an  produced. 

The  thirty-tliird  chapter  of  the  fourlli  l>ook  ofCieaafs  Coniniontari« 
has  e^tecial  intetuat  aa  detailing  accuralely  the  mode  of  e^ucitriaii  war- 
fare of  th«  ulicriginc*  of  Britain : — "  Th^  modu  of  fighting  with  their 
diaiiou  ii  thii:  finlly,  Ihey  drive  about  in  all  directions  and  tfanw 
Hmt  wtApons,  and  generally  far«ak  Uie  ratdta  of  the  enemy  with  tha  wry 
irtoA  of  tbdr  horse*  and  th«  noia«  of  their  whocta;  and  when  they  have 
'vorketi  themielvei  in  l>elween  the   troops  of  horse,  leap   from  ttinr 
diariots,  and   engage  on  foot.     The  charioteers,   meanttmc,  \tilhdraw 
ionw  little  distance  from  the  battle,  and  so  plate  themselves  with  the 
oU,  Hal  if  their  inast«ra  are  overpowered  by  the  number  of  the 
__iy  they  may  hare  a  ready  ratnat  to  their  own  troops.    Thus  they 
n^Iay  in  battle  the  speed  of  hone  witb  the  firmnesi  of  iiifuntry ;  and 
Vy  daily  jiriK'tict^!  and  (jxercise  attain  to  stich  expertoeis,  that  ihey  are 
aoemtomed,  even  on  u  di?clint»g  and  steep  place,  to  checit  their  horsce  aL 
full  apcod,  and  manage  and  turn  Uicm  in  an  instant,  and  run  along  lh« 
pole  and  stand  on  the  yoke,  and  (hen«  betake  thwnwlve*  with  the 
greatest  celerity  to  thtnr  duiriot*  again."     The  particular  description  of 
EoTK  here  alluded  to  is  uncertain,  but  there  was  thini  in  ttioae  idands  a 
Ta«e  of  indigenous  ponies,  which  ia  itill  represented  by  the  Shetland, 
Well}),  New  Forest,  and  Uurtinoor  bnmds :  their  stature  ts  attested  by  a 
rvDiaik  of  St.  .\uslin : — "The  mnnnii,  or  ponies  brought  from  llritain, 
were  chiefly  in  use  &n>onj;  strolling  |icr|(>ni)eTs  to  exhibit  in  feats  of  their 
Cjafl ;"  and  it  was  llic  faiJiion  at  that  time  to  »hnve  all  the  upp<<r  parts 
of  tlie  ihDggy  bodies  of  thes«  ponies  in  summer,  somewhat  aller  the 
fashion  of  u^eHpfi^s  nf  the  present  day. 

The  county  ATg)-I>.-  in  Scotland  is  said  to  dsrive  tta  name  from  Ar9- 
Cafl — Che  breeding  or  honw  stud  of  the  Gael ;  and  in  a  tupeirb  work 
recently  publi»b{>d,  called  the  "  ArchKolf^y  of  SeotUnd,"  there  is  a  dc- 
aeription  of  a  truly  remarkable  diseorerj*,  Uirowing  li|^t  gn  the  ehaiiot- 
eenng  of  the  Celts.  There  have  l>een  dug  up,  iu«r  the  parallel  roads  of 
Glen  Roy,  tvro  ttctu  horae-eolUrs,  tbe  on«  fbntied  of  trap,  or  whinstonc, 
lliootlier  of  a  fiiwgraincd  red  granite:  Umbo  bear  all  the  evidence  of 
fint-ntte  workmanship,  nre  hi(;h)y  polished,  and  on  of  the  full  size  of  a 
collar  adapted  to  a  Ginall  highland  norae,  bearing  a  cloae  imitation  of  the 
details  of  a  hone  collar  of  mnnton  materials  in  tbo  folds  of  tbe  l«atber, 
the  nails,  buckles,  &c.  It  has  Iwun  suggested  by  antiquaries,  that  tha 
amphitheatre  of  Glen  Roy  might  Iiave  been  tbe  boodc  of  ancient  public 
~an>us,  and  th*t  thcw  stone  tvWun  miglit  be  intended  to  cumnieinorftle 
)e  vietor  iii  tbe  moe. 
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Hengirt,  the  mnno  of  Uie  foun^  «f  U19  Snxon  <}yna«ty,  oijrnriicd  an 
CDltto  hone:  tati  hy  Ihe  Ssxon*  llie  hone  vns  an  obJ«et  of  nipeiYtitious 
vfRtratian.  Of  this  there  remainii  an  Mcample  whi^h  must  In>  bniilior  19 
all  who  in  lh«  old  coaehir^  Anyn  nyUt  through  Whitt^  HorM  Vnlo  !n  Berk- 
aliini.  The  turf  on  the  ndt  of  s  hill  Itas  tvcii  cut  away,  diiflaying  the 
fhaJlc  heiwAth  in  the  &gnn  ef  a  (fi^Tiiic  h4R<>.  <y>v«nn|;  many  hundred 
Bi|uar«  tevt.  This  h  a  genumo  Saxon  rriic,  nnd  hso,  we  believe,  been 
pnacTTod  b/  a  day  being  wuiunll;  kept  m  htg)i  futtival,  on  tvhich  ttll 
vree^B  (ire  carefully  dniM  from  the  figuTO,  and  the  outline  ivstorcd. 

The  Angto^xont  an  wfipoKcd  to  har«  fint  utcd  ih«  horc«  in  plough- 
ing about  the  lultrr  part  of  th«  tentli  rentury :  on  Xhf  InTdcr  of  the 
Bayrus  tapcrfry,  n^prMenting  llio  landing  of  William  the  Conqueror  siid 
the  Battle  of  Ilutinftn  (^.f.  I06S),  thor*  is  a  repicMntation  of  a  man 
drivin;;  a  hurow,  the  earliest  inmaiice  wa  believe  of  h«rsea  thus  used  in 
Rdd  labour. 

Horse-racinj;  vta*  intro>l»iced  into  Britain  a.d.  930,  whpn  Ilof>h  tho 
Qmt,  Iteott  of  tlie  houie  of  Capet,  monnrchi  of  Franca,  prntented  to 
A  thebtan,  whoae  aider  Bdelawitha  he  wooed  and  (*on,  aeveral  running 
botM*  (<f<Mt  ttmoTM  of  thu  old  CliTonielc)  mngnitic^iitly  cnpaiimnod- 
Atbelttao  awmt  to  hare  attadied  due  importance  to  this  iniproTvmeiit 
upon  the  pretioua  breod,  lince  h«iuued  a  decree  prohibiting  the  expuria- 
tiOD  of  faorees  without  hit  license.  The  moat  marked  improvement,  how- 
ever,  look  plan  at  the  Noruian  Conquest,  the  martial  bnrona  briiiffing 
with  tlteni  a  large  forte  of  cavalry,  and  it  waa.  by  the  way,  lo  their 
Bupcrioritj  in  that  important  arm  that  th«  victory  of  llastiDgt  waa  in  a 
gRBt  mMstm  to  be  nanibed. 

Tlic  Eortcr  and  VVhitiiuntido  holidays  vrere  eepedally  famouK  among 
our  fV'refatlicn  for  racing,  at  OKOtionvd  in  Uio  old  metrical  romance  of 
Sir  Bevia  of  Southampton  ; —

The  office  of  Master  of  the  Ilorae  datea  bock  to  Allnx]  the  Great;  tba 
ancient  Chrotticloa  ntato  the  attention  paid  by  him  to  the  breediiu  and 
improTuineiit  of  tliv  liortu,  lo  carry  out  which  in  lh«  nioat  eSncient 
manner  an  otiicer  wat  ^^inted,  called  tJort  Than,  or  Horn  Tkaiw, 
— Uaater  of  the  Uorte ;  aiid  dturing  ftrery  auooeoding  neigji  thia  officer 
haa  held  high  rank,  being  near  itw  loyal  penon  on  all  atate  occoniuna. 

We  may  form  aoine  idea  of  tlw  value  of  a  hone  about  Ihat  Lime  by 
a  document  bearing  date  a.D.  1000,  whicli  atatvH  that  if  a  horce  bo 
deetroyed  or  negligently  k»l,  the  compeniatioii  to  b«  demanded  waa 
thirty  ■hillings,  for  a  mara  or  colt  twenty  tliillingi,  and  for  a  man  ona 
pound.  Of  course  the  currency  of  th«  preaent  day  diflar*  widely  fiwa 
that  of  tbe  above  period. 

Tbo  year  ot'  grace  121 1  i>  important  in  equestrian  annaii,  aa  witnest- 
ing  tlw  introduction  into  England  of  the  Unit  of  the  Arabian  utock;  and 
about  tbe  mmdo  tinie  another  waa  prewntvd  by  Alexnndor  U  Udr  of 
Scotland,  to  the  cbunih  of  St.  Andrewa,  thuuftU  what  ralatiuii  a  nic»- 
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hor«e  liad  to  the  diurch  has  bcm  a  knotty  point  for  antiquaries. 
Bolli  thcM  nnimolN  wore  Inie  liailiii  ftuin  Morocco,  procured  doitlitlcH 
tlirough  the  agency  of  Jew  dealers.  There  is  no  breed  which  hw  exer- 
ciuid  S6  great  tm  inflmnce  upon  the  tX(x\c  of  th«»e  iilands  ai  the  Arabiaiit 
and  none  more  dcacrrinj^  of  kiii<ln«Bs  for  tlie  admirabla  qiwlitjrs  they 
fiotiew.  Kindness  and  forbeai^nce  towarda  animali  is  iiini1cnt«(i  hy  the 
Konin,  and  it  was  a  cutting  satire  upon  our  bofl«ted  dirilizaticn  when,  in 
alluoion  to  thia  point,  il  Mcior  ivmorked  to  Colonel  Hamilton  Smith,  "  It 
in  not  in  your  book." 

Heniy'VIII..  with  that  wronghcadod  ohrtinacy  io  characteristic  of 
him,  i»ucd  inort  aibitrury  laws  rwpuctlng  horsot,  or<l('rin([  nil  horsni  to 
1«  dostroyed  al  Michaelmas  in  ©seh  year  that  were  not  likdy  to  produce 
a  valuatife  breed,  and  commanding  that  oil  hi*  ptclatei  and  nohlfs,  and 
*'  all  those  whose  wivea  wore  velvet  bonnets,*"  sliould  keep  horws  for  tho 
•addle  al  least  fifteen  hands  high-  The  effect  of  tlieae  niiier«hle  regula- 
tions was  so  injurious,  that  fbrty-onc  yeora  after,  Etixabcth  could  only 
muster  time  tliouEond  mounted  soldiers  to  repel  the  expected  Armada* 
Old  Andrew  Fuller  relates  a  quaint  anecdote  of  Lord  Burluigli,  the  cele- 
brtit«d  sngo  cniuicillor  of  (Jiu>Fn  Bon: — "  When  BUinu  nohlcmiin  hud  got 
William  Cecil  to  ride  with  tlicm  s-htmlin^  and  the  sport  began  to  be 
cold,  '  ^Vhat  call  you  this  ?'  said  the  TreasitreT. — '  Oh,  now  lliu  doj^  ure 
at  fault,'  was  the  rf ply. — '  Yea,'  quoth  the  TrensurL-r,  '  takf  mr  again  in 
such  a  fault,  and  1  'II  give  you  leave  to  punish  me.' "  Hunting  was  not 
his  forte. 

In  the  rctgn  of  James  I.  races  were  established  in  many  parts  flf  the 
kingdom ;  and  the  races  were  then  called  beU-eourscs,  the  prize  being  a 
■ikcr  boll,  whcnco  tho  cxpresnian  to  boar  off  the  bell !  In  Ui«  rdgn  of 
Charles  I.  races  wore  held  in  Hyde  Park,  aiid  at  Newmarltet,  and  Charles 
II.  most  wannly  pntronised  tliein,  enlrring  horses  at  Newmarket  in  his 
omi  name ;  and  about  this  time  the  bells  witu  converted  into  cups,  or 
other  species  of  plate,  vnlurd  at  one  hundred  guineas  «a«h.  In  those 
earlier  dayn  pmfusxionnt  jockeys  were  unknown,  but  it  is  curioua  to  liear 
the  opinion  of  a  celtibmled  writer  and  distinguished  man.  Lord  Herbert, 
of  Cherbury,  "  The  exercise,"  says  he,  "  I  do  not  approve  of,  it  running 
of  horses,  there  being  much  chcalitig  in  that  kind.  Neither  do  1  ace 
why  a  bmve  man  should  delight  in  a  creature  whoge  chief  use  is  to  help 
him  to  run  away  !"  Lord  Herbert  might  hnve  beuii  a  great  philosopher, 
tut  he  certninly  u'ould  not  have  been  qualilied  to  be  a  metnln-r  of  tlis 
Jockey  Club.  Cromwrll,  however,  who  had  himself  trained  the  fiucat 
ngiment  of  cavalry  then  in  existence,  was  aware  of  the  importance  of 
■peed  and  Itottom,  und  Charles  H.  obtained  a  large  ntunber  of  marce  and 
^nllion*  fron>  the  Luvont,  so  that  the  Arnbinn  blood  was  freely  mingled 
inth  chat  of  the  native  breed. 

The  feau  of  celebrated  horsw  are  duly  chronicled  in  books  devoted  to 
■porting  subjects,  and  we  shall  merely  notice  them  incidentally.  The 
most  extreordina/y  instance,  perhaps,  of  the  etoulucss,  m  well  as  speed 
of  the  roce-honw,  was  afibrded  by  Quiltbler,  who  in  Deeember,  1785,  ran 
twenty-three  miles  round  the  flat  itt  NVwinnrkrt  in  fifty-seven  minutes 
and  ten  seconds  !     In  I77ii,  a  mile  was  lun  by  Fircloil  in  one  minute

took  plae«  belweGii  the  Otiral  Cossacks  and  th«  Kerguisc  Kninnlts  ov«r  a 
oounp  of  cighlrrn  vcntt,  uid  to  be  ctjual  to  thiitevn  and  a  half  Eiigtuh 
milta.  The  race  was  run  by  many  horees  of  great  ii[)ttd,  bul  ^nined  by 
twins  who  ran  neck  and  nock  the  wholo  dintanee,  ami.'inf!  nt  ihs  winning 
post  !n  Iwcnty-feur  mtnutca  thirty-fSre  tccondu  I  And  it  is  <«iil  that 
the  Sultan's  son  rode  »  Kcrgiuse  Kaisak  block  hone  over  Uic  same  course 
in  nineteen  minutes. 

In  1 74S,  Mr.  Thornton  lode  from  Stilton  to  London,  back,  and  again 
to  London,  making  two  hundred  and  fifteen  miles,  in  elevm  hours,  on 
the  turnpike  rood  and  uneven  i^und;  and  when  the  M-retcIipd  atat«  of 
th«  roads  at  that  period  is  consittercd,  the  fcnt  wns  truly  remarkatik. 

Perhaps  the  most  ajn^lar  ttrugele  on  i««onl  was  that  betwe«n  Tarra- 
gon, Uandul,  and  Attbur^-,  at  Nen-castle  Under-Lyne.  Of  the  fint 
flifw  heats  then  was  no  winner,  Tomgon  and  Ilandol  being  each  limo 
ROM  and  nc«e  :  and  &Ithoug)i  Aitbury  was  itated  to  hav^  been  thini  in 
the  fint  heat,  yd  he  wu  so  n«arly  on  a  level  with  the  olhrr*  that  there 
was  a  diOiculty  in  ptacinj;  him  as  such.  AAer  the  second  huat  tho 
steward  reciiiestf^l  two  other  gentlemen  to  look  with  htm  tteadUy  oa  tli«y 
csme  to  tr\- to  decide  in  favour  of  (in«  of  tliera,  but  it  wan  impossible  to  da 
■ft.  In  the  third  de«d  beat  Tunson  and  Haodcl  had  struggled  with  each 
fltbttr  until  they  reeled  about  as  ii  they  wera  drunk,  snd  eould  scarcely 
eany  their  riders  to  the  M?al<«.  Aatbuiy,  who  had  lain  by  aflcr  tho  fiiat 
beat,  then  came  out  and  won. 

One  of  the  most  eelebratod  raee-horsra  this  country  hos  te«n  wni  (he 
Codolpliin  Aralnon,  wlio  was  bought  in  France  when  actually  engaged  in 
drawing  a  cart.  DetwMn  this  noble  animal  and  a  cat  a  most  loving 
fri^ndHhip  exiited.  When  in  the  stabU  puss  always  either  sal  upon  his 
back,  or  nestled  as  closely  to  him  on  she  could ;  and  at  his  death  she 
reforied  bcr  food,  pined  away  ond  died.  Mr.  Holcrofl  gives  a  similar 
nlatioa  of  a  racer  and  a  cat,  whom  the  horse  used  to  take  up  in  his 
mouth  and  mount  on  his  bock  without  hurting  her,  «hc  perfectly  under, 
tt^nding  this  singular  mode  of  conveyance-  There  wa:i  another  cele- 
bnted  borse  of  yore,  called  the  M<ul  Araiian.  from  his  gnat  fi>T«city  and 
ungoTsmabli!  temper.  This  horse — Chtllaby  bynamo — savagely  tore  in 
tiMces  the  figure  of  a  man  purposely  placed  in  his  way,  and  could  only 
90  t|^)T«aehtd  by  one  groom.  Yet  with  all  this  ferocity  he  evinced  the 
most  ttoider  aiTection  lor  a  lamb^  who  u^d  lu  employ  himself  for  many 
Bii  hour  in  butting  away  flias  that  annoyed  his  friend. 

It  is  well  known  how  thotnughly  racers  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the 
coarse-  Of  this  a  noble  horw  called  Porrcst^ir  prcMntod  a  remarkable 
ilhutnlion.  Porrc-tter  had  won  many  a  liardly  contested  ran^,  but  in  an 
•vil  hour  was  matcliMl  againit  an  extraordinary  hont  colled  Elephant. 
It  woa  a  lour-milc  course,  and  at  tb«  distance-pott  the  horses  were  nose 
to  now.  Belwocn  this  and  the  wimiing  post  RIephnnt  gol  a  little 
■head.  Forrester  mode  every  pontble  effort  to  recover  this  lost  ground, 
until  finding  all  his  efforts  ineffectual)  he  mad«  one  desperate  plunce, 
•eited  hit  antagonist  by  the  jaw,  and  cotild  scarcely  be  forced  to  tjuit  his 
bold.  A  limilar  intidoit  occurred  in  1 753,  when  a  final  Wse  belonging 
to  Hr>Quin  was  rendered  so  frantic  at  finding  bii  antsgonial  gradwUy 
paasing  him,  that  he  Mtwd  him  ^  the  U^  and  both  ridsn  wera  obliged 
to  dismoutit  oikI  combine  tbuir  idlorb  to  sepuaU  Ihu  uniinab. 
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In  htltU,  horufi  have  hecn  kiiuwn  to  uiixe  the  oppoMDg  charger  with 
Uiv  utmost  fury,  snd  tliui  t«  aaast  tlic  sabre  i>tha  rider.  This  culU  Ut 
our  rain<i  the  dcftth  of  an  olcl  war-horae  at  Stnnfilcl'iti  I.ndgi^  n«ar  Bed- 
ford. Thii  Rnv  old  fvlluw  hud  »crvud  in  o»u  of  our  ligiil  i-avalrj-  rcp- 
nieuts  which  had  flaved  a  coiispicuoiu  part  at  Waterloo.  Ilia  hide  ban 
th«  marks  of  seTcral  wi>un<]«  by  t&bre  ami  Unct,  ond  no  lt»s  than  <3|tl>t 
luuKket-liulU  were  found  iii  his  tvody  I  Notwilhttanding  thia  he  had 
attained  to  the  ripe  o^e  of  tvfeiity-wvwn. 

The  Now  World  Ji  inilvhtcd  tor  t))c  myr4(kdt  of  wild  hortei  which 
nnrunii  upon  Ihu  I'amp^ia  of  itie  South  and  the  Frairiek  o{  the  North,  to 
the  Spanish  stock  curried  by  Oculwi  to  Mexico,  and  to  IViu  by  Pisarro. 
In  genial  cUmatcR  it  was  natural  that,  with  itbuitdunt  herhug«  and  tern 
dongeroutcrioiiiiuiiiammalt  of  ^itch  power  and  iiiitfltigence  should  incrcAM 
and  multiply  with  great  rapidity.  Dr.  IleituRLT  noU^  Ihc  fim  hafvesin 
Paraguay  to  have  U-cn  intporlisi  from  Spun  and  the  Cnnariei  b)  153?. 
and  Akuti  fuuod  in  ihu  Archives  of  AiKOtwon,  a  document  [iroviiig  that 
Jralu,  in  Hiil,  bought  a  Spsnub  boiae  for  t})ii  sum  offilUva  Ui«utand 
ItoriiiK. 

According  to  llermi'Di  ttio  Spanish  historian,  hor««  vnn  objrcta  of  th* 
prcttttut  aitoni«hm«iit  to  all  tho  poplu  uf  Nt-w  Spiiin.  At  lir«t  t^u^y 
iiiiagi»ed  ttie  )iur«e  and  hit  rider,  like  the  ci-iilaum  uf  the  uiiciuiita,  to  he 
some  motiittuus  animal  of  a  terriblo  form,  and  tupposin}!  their  food  wa* 
that  af  minii  hrou|^it  flrsli  and  hrcud  to  iiouritli  them.  ICveu  aftvr  lh«y 
ditcorcrcd  their  inintako  tlicy  Ix^licved  the  huraee  devoured  men  in  haltlei 
aiid  wh«ii  they  neighed,  thought  Lhey  woio  deniandinK  thoir  prey.  A 
curious  incident  occurred  tvheii  Piitarru  on  oito  occu»ti)ri  was  in  grtaX 
•traitfi,  being  hammed  in  by  a  l>ody  of  ten  thousand  min  of  ruolut« 
hearing,  and  eugtr  to  drive  tlie  invadr.n  into  the  sciu  Ai  the  Spaniards 
wuro  making  Ui«ir  way,  holly  pn.'»iiK],  one  of  the  cnralien  woa  thrown 
from  III*  hurae.  Thin,  which  at  £rat  itigiil  might  ho  ci>ni<id«retl  an  un> 
toward  event,  was  the  saivutiou  of  the  party,  fur  the  (ndian.i  ner«  so 
Utoniihud  at  tlii«  HpoiiliLitnouA  ie|)nmtiun  of  what  they  supposed  to  be 
one  and  ihu  name  being,  that  not  knowing  whiUt  would  boppon  next,  thoy 
actually  took  to  Highl  and  left  Iho  c«att  clear  for  the  Spuiiiardii  to  reach 
tlietr  shipj. 

The  inhnbitantt  of  the  IkIuh  of  Petiai  liet«n»d  BttentivAly  to  tUu 
preucliiiig  «f  the  Kranciscaii  ?riani  who  accompanied  the  expedition  of 
Cortez,  and  coitBctilcd  lo  the  instant  demolition  of  thdr  idols,  and  the 
erection  of  the  Cru**  upon  th<'ir  ruin*.  How  Tm  th«ee  hurried  convcr- 
lioiis  wtn  founded  on  conviction  is  shown  liy  the  following  anecdote. 
Cartel,  on  his  departuie,  left  among  tliis  friendly  peopk-  ono  ofhit  hones 
who  luid  t>ccii  dimbled  by  an  injury  in  the  foot.  The  Indians  fell  a  reve- 
rence for  the  animal  as  in  loine  way  connected  witli  tliv  niysteriuus 
power  of  the  white  iiien.  When  their  -vieiitur*  Itud  gone,  they  nflercd 
llowen  to  the  hurse,  and,  a*  is  tuid,  prepared  for  him  many  savoury 
meaiei  of  poultry,  such  as  they  wnuKI  have  adinuiiatered  to  their  own 
uclc.  Under  lint  oxtraordiuary  diet  the  poor  uiininl  pSiivKl  away  and 
ditd.  Tliti  Indians  rsised  bii  ofiiKy  in  ttone,  and  placing  il  in  oiiu  of 
their  teniple^,  did  homage  to  it  as  to  a  deity.  In  ItilS,  when  two 
PianciKtui  fiiars  came  to  prtach  the  Goapel  in  tlwsc  regioni^  then 
icucvly  belter  known  to  llw  Spaniard*  thiui  bcfoiu  the  time  of  Cortex, 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  objt^ts  whidi  they  found  was  this  Btalue  of 
a  hone,  receiving  tlie  liomsge  of  the  Indian  wot*lu|>par«  as  iha  god  of 
thunder  and  lighttiiug  I 
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The  aJmirBble  AH\  <iFth«  South  American*  sa  lionemeo  U  evcry- 
vfhcrc  Bcknovrledgvd,  tnd  list  been  described  by  many  nritcrs ;  tlio 
foDnvring  account,  howercr,  by  Mr.  Darwin,  U  m  truthful  and  spirited, 
that  it  oonr^VB  th«  b«s1  id«i  of  thotr  exploits : — 

"  One  L-vcntDK  «  'donttdor'  (nubduer  of  hone*}  csme  for  the  puipow 
oTbroakmg  in  tame  colts.  1  will  d<-icribc  th«  prcpAralary  itciifl,  for  I 
beti«Te  tbey  Itave  not  b«?n  mentioned  hy  other  trarellera.  A  troop  of 
wild  youna  homa  it  driven  into  the  oornl  or  Uije  encloaure  of  stiiJce*, 
nnd  the  door  ii  ihut.  We  will  nippose  that  one  man  alone  hiu  to  catoii 
and  mount  a  hone  whUh  ok  yet  hnd  novcr  felt  bridlfl  or  soddlo.  I  con- 
ceire,  except  by  a  Ouacho.  kucIi  o  ftut  would  be  utterly  impneticableL 
The  Gtiacho  piclcH  out  a  fiill-|^wn  colt ;  and  w  the  beaet  nulieB  round 
the  circus,  he  throwg  h\»  Iilmo  io  a*  to  catch  both  the  front  leg*.  In- 
■tantly  the  liorw  rolli  over  with  a  heavy  ihock,  and  whilst  stru^ling 
on  the  ground  the  Ouacho,  holdtn);  (ho  luso  ti(;ht,  make*  n  circio  so  aa 
to  (Steb  one  of  the  hind  legs  juit  bcticath  tliu  fetlock,  and  draws  it  cloK 
lo  the  two  froDt.  He  then  hitches  the  luio,  w  t)i5t  Uie  tluvc  kgi  ar« 
bound  togethu ;  then  sitting  on  ibu  hono'a  neck,  he  lixca  a  strong  bridle, 
without  a  bit,  to  the  lower  jaw.  Tliis  tic  docs  by  passing  a  narrow 
thoiig  through  the  eyeholes  at  the  end  of  the  reins,  and  several  times 
round  both  jaw  and  tongue.  The  two  Iront  I^s  are  now  tied  closoljf 
tmether  witb  a  strong  Itsthern  thong  bstcnnl  by  a  slip'knot,  the  Usso 
whidi  bound  the  three  together  being  then  loosed,  tlie  iiane  riw»  with 
difficulty.     The  Ouacho,  now  holing  &at  thp  bridle  fixi<d  to  the  lower 

{'iw,  luda  the  hone  outside  the  corral  If  a  Kcond  niuii  is  present 
otherwise  Uie  trouble  is  mucli  greater),  he  holds  the  animal's  head 
wliilst  the  lirtt  puts  on  llie  horse-cloths  and  saddle  and  girtfai,  the  wbola 
togetlicr.  During  this  operation,  the  horse,  from  dread  and  astonishment 
at  bein;;  thus  bound  round  the  waist,  thows  himsi^lf  over  and  over  a{[aia 
on  the  creund,  and  till  btatvn  Is  unwilling  to  rise.  At  Inst  when  tlie 
Mddliog  is  Aoitlied,  the  poor  animal  can  hardly  brcatlie  from  fear,  and  is 
wUte  irith  foam  and  sweat.  The  man  now  preparas  to  mount  by 
pressing  heavily  on  the  stirrup,  so  that  the  horse  may  not  lowt  its 
befautcc;  and  at  the  moment  he  throws  his  leg  over  tho  animal's  buck 
he  pulls  the  slip-knot  and  the  bf^nai  is  (m.  The  hor^i,  wild  with  dr«ad, 
ffivc*  a  few  nwit  violent  bounds,  end  then  st^rid  off  at  full  gallop. 
When  qiute  exhausted,  the  man  by  patience  brinf^s  him  back  to  the 
eomi,  where,  naking  hot  and  scueely  alive,  the  poor  boost  is  let  &ee. 
Those  animals  which  will  not  gallop  away,  but  obstinately  tlirow  tlicm- 
selves  on  the  ground,  arc  by  fiu"  the  most  troublesome 

*  In  Chili  a  hone  is  not  eoniideKd  perfectly  broken  till  he  can  be 
brought  up  standing  in  tlie  mtdst  of  his  ftiU  speed  on  any  particular 
■pot ;  fat  instance,  on  n  clouk  thrown  on  the  grotrnd ;  or  again,  will 
chugs  a  wall  and,  rcanng,  scmpe  tlve  surface  with  his  hoo&.  J  have 
seen  an  animal  bouitdiiiK  with  spirit,  yet  merely  rvined  by  a  brvfiuger 
snd  thumb,  taken  at  fuU  gallop  ocross  a  court-yard,  and  then  miule  Lo 
wheel  round  the  pott  of  a  verandah  with  great  speed,  but  at  so  equal  a 
distance  that  the  rider  with  outstretched  arm,  all  the  while  kept  one 
finger  rubbing  the  post,  then  making  a  ilemi'tolte  in  the  air  with  tho 
other  arm  oiittlrt.^lchcd  in  a  like  manner,  he  wheeled  round  with  as toni  A- 
iag  toicv  in  the  oppo«il«  direction.  Such  a  hone  is  well  btvkeii ;  und 
although  this  at  tirst  may  appear  useless,  it  is  liu-  otherwise.  It  is  only 
canymg  Uwit  which  is  daily  necessary  into  perfection.     When  a  bulleclt 
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>■  checked  and  cauglit  l>v  the  Ismo,  tt  %«ill  tomottinea  gallop  rounil  and 
round  in  a  circle,  uni)  thi-  liorst;  biding  alomicd  at  the  grrat  ttnuii,  if  nut  ' 
well  broken,  will  not  readily  turn  like  ihe  pivot  of  a  wheel.  In  con- 
eequcnce  THBny  nion  have  Wpn  killed;  for  if  a  latso  once  takes  a  twiat 
ruuiid  a  inan'»  body,  it  will  iimUnlly,  from  tlie  power  of  ihe  tiro  animdf, 
almfltt  cut  him  in  twain.  On  th«  same  pirinciple  the  race*  are  managed. 
The  courrc  it  only  two  or  three  hundred  yards  lon^t  tho  dsndwBtum 
being,  to  havt;  horaea  that  can  make  a  mpid  Oiuh.  Th«  race-honea  an 
trained  not  only  to  stand  with  their  hooCs  touching  a  line,  but  to  draw 
all  four  feet  together,  so  aa  at  the  firat  iqiring  to  bring  into  [ilay  tho  Aill 
action  of  the  hind  quarters.  In  Chili  I  waa  told  an  anecdote,  which  I 
believe  n-a»  true,  and  it  otTers  a  good  illustration  of  the  use  of  a  well 
broken  animal.  A  reapecieble  man  riding  one  dny  met  two  othort,  one 
of  whom  was  inounte<l  on  a  hone,  which  he  knew  to  hare  been  atolen 
from  hiiiuulf.  He  ohallen^'d  ihem;  they  answured  by  drawing  their 
sabres  and  giving  chiiH.  Tb(^  man  on  his  good  and  fleet  boast  kopt  just 
oliKH'l  1  &»  )i«  (inued  a  thick  IiukIi  he  wheded  round  it,  and  brought  up 
hia  horse  to  a  dead  check.  The  purauets  were  obliged  to  shoot  on  one 
sido  and  alir«d.  Then  instantly  da>hing  on  right  behind  them,  ho 
buried  hia  knife  in  Ihe  hack  of  one,  wounded  the  other,  recovered  )ii* 
horee  iVom  tho  dying  robW,  and  rode  home!"  Animals  are  lo  abundant 
ill  tliete  countries  that  humanity  t*  saircv'ly  known.  Mr.  I>arwin  ivas 
one  day  riding  in  the  Pampas  with  a  very  respectable  "  Estanciero." 
when  lua  horse  being  tired,  lagged  behind.  The  man  otlen  shouted  to 
him  to  spur  him,  whon  Mr.  I),  remonstrated  that  it  was  a  pity,  for  the 
lionw  was  iiuitv  exhuusled,  he  criod  :  "Wl-iy,  not?— never  mind.  Spur 
him — it  It  my  hone!  "  When  aftirr  some  difficulty  he  wna  made  to  un- 
derstand that  it  was  for  tlie  horse's  Hake  that  the  spurs  were  not  used, 
ho  I'XiJiilMK-d  with  gnaii  RiirjmBe  :  "  Ah  I  Don  Carlos  ^li  cosa .'"  Tho 
idea  had  never  belbre  entered  hia  head. 

In  this  country  the  powers  of  horses  in  swimming  are  but  Utile 
tettcd,  hut  in  South  America  the  case  i«  difforpnt  as  Bhown  by  an  inci- 
dent mentionL'd  by  Mr.  Oarwin.  "  I  crosaed  the  Lucia  nerar  its  moutli, 
and  was  surpriied  to  obtcrvc  how  easily  our  horses,  although  not  used  to 
swim,  pasioii  over  a  width  of  at  least  six  hundred  yards.  On  montion- 
ing  thia  s(  Moriteo  Video,  I  was  told  that  a  vccwfl  containing  aomo 
inountcbanks  and  their  horses  being  wrecked  in  the  Plata,  one  horse 
swam  sovcn  mile*  to  the  shore.  In  the  course  of  th«  day  I  was  amused 
by  tlic  dexterity  with  which  a  Guanho  fotecd  a  restive  horso  to  swim  a 
river.  He  stripped  off  his  clothes  and  jumped  on  its  back,  rode  into  the 
water  till  it  was  out  of  its  depth ;  then  slipping  off  o\er  the  crupper  ho 
cauglit  h<>ld  of  the  tail,  and  at  often  as  th«  hunu  turned  round,  the  man 
frightened  il  bock  by  splaahin^  water  in  its  face.  As  soon  as  Ihe  horse 
touched  the  bottom  on  the  oth«i:  side  the  man  pulled  himself  on^id 
was  firmly  aeated,  bridle  in  band,  btfurc  the  horac  gained  the  bank.  A 
naked  man  on  a  naked  horse  is  a  line  spectacle.  I  had  no  idea  how 
well  the  two  anitnnls  suited  each  other.  The  tail  of  a  horao  is  a  very 
useful  appendnjje.  1  have  passed  a  river  in  a  bout  with  four  people  in  it) 
which  was  lemed  across  in  the  same  way  as  Lhs  Guiicho.  If  a  man 
and  horse  hav«  lo  cnxs  a  broad  river,  the  best  plan  is  fur  the  man  to 
catcfi  hold  of  tlie  pomniel  or  mane,  and  help  liimsclf  witb  the  other 
ann." 
The  TurlcuniaD  horses  are  moat  highly  prized  in  Persia,  and  an  regu* 


larly  trained  by  the  TurkumftnE  propsrotory  to  thvii  plundfring  eiipedi- 
tinii.  Before  |iroc«vding  on  a  foray,  thn«  wild  pcopk  knead  a  Rumbn 
«f  ntail  hard  balls  of  barley -meal,  which,  when  wanted,  they  loak  in 
water,  and  wtiii'h  grrvct  lu  fnnd  both  lor  llicitiiit^lvi-fl  and  their  horwa. 
It  ii  u  frequent  pnctict!  wlih  ihein  in  croning  deserts  witcre  no  wai«r  u 
to  be  found,  to  open  a  vein  in  the  shoulder  of  th»  hone  ai>d  drink  s  Itltie 
of  his  blood,  which,  according  to  tlicir  own  opinion,  benefits  rather  than 
isjiuta  tbe  aninuU.  It  ia  confldently  ttivtod,  tiial  when  in  condition] 
their  bonea  bare  gone  one  hundred  and  (brty  miki  viithin  tnraty-four 
houn;  and  it  baa  beeu  proved  that  parlies  of  titvm  were  in  the  habit  of 
marching  from  sercnty  to  one  hundred  and  five  milos  for  twelve  or  IKleen 
days  tOTOther  witliout  a  halt.  Dunng  Sir  John  Malcolm's  Rnt  migtion 
tu  Persia,  h«,  whtrn  riding  one  day  near  a  small  encaniproent  of  At'«lutr 
&nuiici,  cxprciscd  doubt*  to  hia  Mchma.ndor,  a  Pcriian  nobleman,  na  to 
tho  reputed  boldiiaa*  and  (kill  irk  horsemanship  of  thvir  fvinales.  Tlio 
Mehmander  immediately  called  to  &  young  woman  of  handsomw  appeur- 
ance  and  aakod  her  in  Turkiah,  if  loe  waa  a  loldicr'a  daughter.  She 
toid  (h*  ma.  "  And  you  expect  tA  be  a  mother  of  sol^n}"  She 
■miled.  "  HouDt  that  horse,"  said  he,  pointing  (o  one  with  a  bridle,  but 
witbotit  a  8addl«i"aiid  ihow  tliia  European  Etchcc  tho  diBbrcnce  be- 
IwMD  a  girl  of  a  tribe  and  a  citizen's  daughter."  She  inilantly  eprang 
upon  the  animal,  and  setting  off  at  full  speed,  did  not  atop  till  she  hod 
readied  the  mimmit  of  a  imalt  hi)]  in  thv  vicinity,  which  waa  corered 
with  looae  stones.  When  there  she  wared  her  bond  over  licr  head,  ukI 
came  down  the  bill  at  the  aame  rate  at  which  she  hnd  BK<end«d  it. 
Nothiii][  could  be  moro  dan^rous  than  the  ground  over  wliicb  she  gal- 
loped; but  she  appcartd  quit*.-  fearless,  and  tecmAd  delighted  at  having 
the  opportunity  of  vindicating  the  females  of  ber  tribe  from  the  tvproach 
of  being  like  the  ladica  of  cities. 

The  Shrubat-Mr-ItettU,  or  Drmktrt  <^  the  Wind,  narod  by  the  Moo- 

gralnna  of  the  West,  ore  shaped  like  greyhounds  and  as  spare  as  »  bog 

of  bonea,  but  thur  spirit  and  endiiranctr  of  fatigue  are  prodigious.    On 

one  occaMon  the  chief  of  a  tribe  was  roht><>d  of  a  fiLvounto  fleet  animal 

of  (hi*  race,  aitd  the  camp  went  out   in  pursuit  eight  hours  after  Uia 

LhefL     At  night,  UMnigh  the  borse  was  not  yet  lecovered,  it  was  aseef' 

tained  that  the  purtuers  bad  headed  hit  track,  and  would  tccurv  him 

before  nvoming.     Tho  mcMcngcr  who  returotd  with  this  intelligence  had 

ridden  iiirly  inilea  in  the  withering  hvat  uf  the  desert  without  drawing 

IbiL     These  animaU  are  stated  by  Mr.  Uavidson,  to  be  fed  only  once  in 

Ltbree  days,  when  they  receive  a  huge  iar  of  canwl's  milk ;  this,  witit  an 

loccattonu  handful  of  dates,  is  tlietr  only  food. 

Tlie  fulli^t  and  most  intereeting  account  of  the  Arab  horw  has  been 
vritten  by  GcnenU  Uaumas,  and  lU  value  i«  greatly  enhanced  by  coa- 
taining  a  Letter  on  Ui«  subject,  written  entirely  by  the  celebrated  Abd- 
el-Kadir,  ax>d  a  very  remarkable  document  this  is.  According  to  this 
high  authority,  a  pcrfixlly  sound  Arab  horeo  can,  without  difficulty, 
tiBvd  Rcftily  thirty  miles  daily  for  three  or  lour  ntontTis,  without  resting 
a  aingte  day  ;  and  such  a  horM  can  accomplish  fifty  faratattia — not  less 
than  two  hundred  mile* — ia  one  day.  when  Abd-ol-Kadir  vras  with 
his  tribe  at  Uelonia,  tltey  niade  raxmu  in  tli«  Djebet-amour,  puafainff 
tbeir  Itortes  at  a  gallop  for  five  or  six  hours  without  drawing  bridle,  and 
they  occonipliilted  their  expeditions  in  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  days. 
During  all  this  time  their  bonce  ale  only  the  com  carried  b^  llwu 
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rid«n,  amounting  to  nbotit  eight  ordinary  meale.  They  ol%«n  dranl: 
nothing  far  on«  or  two  daya>  and  on  ono  DccMion  were  thrm  days  with- 
out water.  The  Arolic  lunguage  is  rery  c|>ignunin»tic  and  the  Arnbc 
«asign  tho  reuoiw  ^r  inittriicting  their  honea  early  in  theic  proverb*: 
"  The  lc«Mna  of  inr&ncy  are  grsvon  tn  ttono ;  hut  Ihoio  of  age  diMppeor 
lilte  the  ncBts  of  birdi."  "  The  young  bmnch  without  dtfliculty 
straighten*  itKclf— the  large  tree,  never ! "  Accordingiy,  the  inatruction 
of  the  horw  begins  in  the  firrt  year.  "  If,"  »By»  the  Emir,  "  the  hoT»o 
ii  not  mounted  Ulbrc  the  thlnl  ytttr,  at  the  b«At  he  will  only  be  ^od  fiir 
tlie  cciufM;  bvtliat  he  hnt  no  ne«d  of  learning — it  is  hij  natural  faculty." 
Tho  Anbi  thus  express  ihe  idea,  "  Lo  Jj'ouait  tuirail  tm  rtuv."  The 
tiigli  bred  horse  hat  nu  ni^ed  of  kaniing  to  run  I  T)i(>  i>*te«in  of  tho 
Arab  for  hi*  hone  u  conveyed  in  the  following  seiitiiii«nt  of  the  Mge 
Olid  (aiDt,  Ben-el- Abbas,  which  has  been  handed  down  from  gvtieralion 
lo  geneiation,  "  hove  thy  horte«— take  care  of  them— fi)ran>  IhyMtlf  no 
trc'uble  ;  by  them  coni««  huiiour,  aud  by  tficin  i»  obtained  heuuty.  If 
horses  are  alandonod  by  olhers,  I  lake  them  into  my  family  ;  I  share 
with  then  and  my  dtildreii  l)>e  bread  ;  my  wives  oorer  thein  with  their 
veils,  and  wrap  themMlvt;e  in  thi^ir  Iiouhiuki  ;  1  daily  take  Uivm  to  the 
fivld  of  advonture  ;  and,  oarriud  away  by  their  imp«luous  coum,  1  oin 
light  with  tht-  most  valiant." 

General  Uutmuu  thus  duKribea  a  combat  between  two  tribt^s,,  dtawa 
from  life,  for  h«  enjoyed  many  opportunities  for  witneeung  tuch  *cen«s : 
' — "  Tho  horsemen  of  tlio  two  tribes  ar?  in  front,  the  women  in  the  ntar, 
roady  to  axcitc  the  combiitantM   by   their   crira  and   nppluuJie ;   they  am 

protected  by  the  infontry  who  also  form  the  rvsei^e.  The  battle  i*  com- 
tnenocd  by  little  bands  of  ten  or  (ifteea  horaemert,  who  hov«r  on  the 
ilanko,  and  K«k  to  turn  the  enemy.  The  chicia,  at  the  head  of  a  com- 
pucl  body,  form  tlie  centre. 

**  Pn>sently  the  scutie  Iwcomea  warm  and  animated — the  young  BBva- 
Uore,  the  bravest  and  best  mounted,  dath  forward  to  tho  front,  carried 
awny  by  their  ardour  and  thirst  for  bloo<h  They  uncover  tlieir  heads, 
ling  th«ir  war  >oiig«,  and  excite  (•>  the  tight  by  these  criet, '  ^V'hen?  are 
thtiMj  who  have  niidtreates  ?  It  is  under  their  cyos  that  the  warriors 
fight  to-day.  ^V)lere  ere  those  who  by  their  chief*  always  boiist  uf  their 
valour?  Now  let  th«ir  tongues  speak  loud,  and  rot  in  tlioee  habbltngB. 
Where  arc  thott;  who  run  af^or  rcputaliori  1  Forward  !  forward !  chil* 
dren  of  jiowdeT  I  Rehold  these  Rons  of  Jewt-^-our  tmbn-s  shall  dciiik 
Ihoir  blood — tlieir  goods  we  will  give  to  our  wives  t "  These  erics  in- 
flame tho  lioracm«n — thi^  make  their  steeds  bound,  and  unsling  their 
guns — ever}'  face  demands  blood — they  mingle  In  the  fhiy,  and  sabre 
cuts  are  cverywhorc  exchanged. 

"  Ilowe\-i:r,  unc  uf  the  parties  has  the  wont  of  it,  and  begins  tO  fall 
Ittck  on  the  camels  which  carry  the  women.  Then  an  heard  on  both 
sidea  tho  women— on  the  one  animating  Ihe  conquerora  by  their  ciriM  of 
toy  ~'  on  tlie  other,  seeking  to  stiniulatc  the  failing  courogL*  of  thoir  hv%' 
fatuida  and  broltiers  by  their  Kcreams  of  anger  and  imprecation.  Under 
theae  njmachea  the  ardour  of  llie  viu>quislied  tetums,  and  they  make  a 
TigOTDus  effort.  Supported  by  tho  fire  of  the  infantry  who  are  in  rvaervc, 
they  recuier  llieir  ground,  and  throw  bnek  thuir  pnomy  into  tho  niidit  of 
the  women,  who  in  their  Lom  curw  those  wlioin  just  before  tliey  had 
^iphaidod.  The  Uittlo  tvturna  to  the  ground  which  lies  hetwoen  ibo 
nnaUs  of  tlio  tribes.    At  iut  tho  puny  who  lutvt<  sufTcred  most  in  man 
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aoA  bonea,  who  have  Buitiuned  the  greatoat  lots,  and  havo  Been  tli«ir 
bravest  ehieft  (all,  Ukc  flight  in  spite  or  the  cxhattatioiu  and  prayers  oT 
IhoM  bfttd  men  who,  trying  to  rally  them,  fly  r^ht  and  left,  and  try  to 
rwover  the  victory.  Sorm  w&rriors  ftill  hoM  thoir  ground,  but  the 
gmeial  route  svrecpi  thetn  ofl*.  TItey  arc  noon  ly  th<-ir  wwinen—tlicii 
•B(J>,MMnf>  that  ftU  ii  lut,  oocupies  him&i^lf  in  eaTitifi  that  which  ii 
deoreM  ;  they  gain  as  much  groiintl  bd  powiibio  in  their  flight,  turning 
from  time  to  tinw  to  fiicc  the  punniing  vneniy.  The  conqueron  inighl 
ruin  them  e«niplet«ly,  if  the  intoxication  of  their  tnumph  did  not  biuld  a 
bridge  of  gold  for  iho  rarniuuihcd,  hut  the  thimt  or)>!llDgi;  disbuub  thetlh 
One  deipoiU  a  footmaii— another  a  horwnian :  thin  one  Hcixen  a  hono — 
that  u  ncpv.  Thank*  to  this  ditorder,  the  bnivett  of  the  tribe  sare  their 
wivei,  nnd  Trei^uently  their  tent*." 

Ueibrc  1800,  no  political  minion  fromia  Rurof)e«n  nation  hnd  vinted 
th«  court  or  PunJB  for  a  century :  but  thi^  Kn^liih  had  liu»e  U  eoMien 
trom  the  lofon  of  their  deedt  in  Indim.  An  offiKcr  of  one  of  the  frigatea 
which  conToycd  Sir  John  JVtalcolm'a  miuion,  who  liod  gone  ailiore  at 
Abusiieher,  nnd  wu  there  inount«d  on  a  spirited  herte,  afforded  no  anall 
1  ent^rtainmettt  Xt  tbe  Pcr«iana  by  his  bad  hor«einanahi|i.  Tho  next  day 
fthfi  man  wIm  iu|i[ili«d  tiw  ship  vrith  vegetolilei,  and  who  tpolce  a  little 
Kngliiii,  ntet  Iiini  on  board,  and  uid,  "Don't  be  aslianW,  sir,  nobody 
knows  you; — bod  rider  I  I  t«U  thvni  you,  lihe  all  Hn};liih,  rido  wvll, 
but  that  time  they  m*  you,  ^u  vtrji  ttrvnJc."  Tho  worthy  Pendan 
thouglit  it  would  have  been  a  repraodi  Svt  a  man  of  a  warlike  nalion  not 
to  rvlc  irdl,  but  none  for  a  Kuropcan  to  cet  dnuik. 

Sir  John  Malcolm  Imd  taken  with  him  to  Ponia  o  ft*  coupln  of 
English  (bxhounds,  intending  tliem  as  a  prcient  to  tbe  heiisipparcnt, 
Abbas  Mirj».  Several  excelltiit  runs  took  place,  trrtatly  to  tbe  oitonith- 
toent  of  the  native).  Une  momin);  a  fox  was  killed  after  a  very  hard 
chaM  i  and  whilst  tho  rest  of  the  party  wurv  exulting  in  their  sucoeas, 
adding  some  two  feet  to  a  wall  their  horses  hod  cleared,  and  relating 
wonderful  hair-breudth  eftnpee,  Sir  John  wsi  tmtertained  by  listening 
to  on  Arab  pciuunt,  whii  witli  animated  gestuna  was  narmting  to  a 
group  of  hia  coiintrriiKn  all  t)iat  he  l>ad  teen  of  thb  noble  hunt.  "  There 
v«Qt  the  fox."  soid  he,  pointing  with  a  erooked  stick  to  a  clump  of  <lato- 
trciM ;  "  there  he  went  at  a  great  niU: :  I  halloed  and  holloed,  but  no- 
body beard  me,  and  I  thought  he  miut  get  away ;  but  when  he  was 
quite  out  of  eight,  up  came  a  loiigs  spotted  dog,  and  then  another  and 
anotlier;  they  all  had  tb«r  nose*  on  the  ground,  and  gore*  tongue, 
'  Whow,  whow,  whow,'  so  loud  that  I  was  frightened ; — away  went 
UiMo  devils,  wbo  loon  found  the  poor  animal ;  afWr  Iheui  galloped  tbe 
Feringeca,  shoutii^  and  trying  to  make  a  noise  louder  than  tlte  doga,^ 
no  wonder  they  kUI«d  Iha  fox  among  them;  but  it  certainly  is  fine 
iponi" 

Iiutumcrabk  are  tbe  tales  illuatrativo  of  the  love  of  Arabs  for  theb' 
borsea;  tiut  another  ansodele  mentioned  by  Sir  John  Malcolm  places 
tim  in  on  animung  light.  An  Ifnglinh  surgeon  had  Ix'en  setting  iho 
bn^en  Ivg  of  on  Arab,  vrho  nniploincd  nioiv  of  the  accident  which  bad 
be&Ueo  lum,  titan  was  ihought  becoming  in  one  nf  his  tribe:  this  the 
snrgeoa  ninarked  to  him,  and  bis  answ«r  was  truly  cbaracterinlie, — 
*'  Do  not  think,  Doctor,  I  ibouM  have  uttered  ooo  word  of  cuni['lni>it  if 
m;  own  hi^ibred  oolt  in  a  playful  kick  ktd  btoken  both  my  tcgB ;  but  to 
have  o  bone  broken  by  a  bruU  of  a  jackaae  u  leo  VoA,  «cA  \  will  «nta.- 
flain." 
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A  louchin^  incident  U  mentioned  hy  Mungio  Park  at  having  occmred 
whiUt  he,  friendJeBi  and  forlorn,  wn»  pureuing  hia  weary  JQumejingt  fiir 
in  the  interioi  of  Africa.  Tbu  simpV  nnmtire  telli  iut  ovro  tale  of 
Bccutnutnlot]  miii'ry  : — "  July  29th.  Early  in  tin?  iiioniing  my  Inndlord 
obiervinu:  tliat  1  wss  sickly,  hurried  mo  away,  tending  s  servant  with  nte 
as  a  Ruido  to  Ken.  But  though  I  vm  tittle  able  to  walk,  my  hoTse  was 
itiil  less  nble  to  carry  mi-,  and  about  six  miles  to  the  mtt  of  Modibor, 
ill  crossing  some  rouch  clayey  ground  ho  fell ;  and  the  united  strength  of 
the  guide  and  myself  coulil  not  pla(«  him  again  upon  his  legi.  I  aat 
down  fur  some  ticrie  beside  this  worn-out  auaociate  of  my  adrcntans; 
but,  finiling  him  atill  unnble  to  rise,  I  look  off  the  saddle  and  bridle,  and 
placed  a  quantity  of  gmsR  Iwforo  liini.  I  surroycd  Iho  pour  animal  sa  he 
lay  panting  on  the  (ground,  with  sympatlietie  emotion,  for  I  could  not 
■uppreBS  the  >ad  approhension  that  1  should  myself  in  a  short  tjme  lie 
down  and  porisli  in  the  tame  wanner  of  latiguc  and  hunger.  With  thia 
forcboittng  I  loft  my  poor  horse,  and  with  grtat  reluctance  I  followed  my 
guide  on  foot  along  Lhc  bank  of  the  river  until  about  noon,  when  we 
nadicd  KcR,  which  I  found  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  Hmall  fishing 
TiUage." 

Tom  with  doubt  and  perplexity,  hcoTy  of  heart  and  weary  in  body, 
the  «nli«ppy  traveller  returned  westward  to  Modiboo,  after  two  days* 
jounwying  in  company  wiih  a  negro  carrying  his  horsu  urcoutrcment*. 
"  Thus  conversirif:,"  says  he,  "  we  tmvcUcd  in  the  most  friendly  manner 
until,  unfortunately,  we  perceived  the  footrtep*  of  a  lion  quite  fresh  in 
the  mud  nenr  the  river  side.  My  companion  now  proceeditd  with  great 
circumspection,  and  at  last,  coining  to  some  thick  underwood,  he  insisted 
that  I  should  walk  before  him.  I  endeavoured  to  excuse  myself  by 
alli^iiig  that  I  did  not  know  the  ruad,  but  he  obstinately  pcniitcd ;  and 
at^er  a  lew  high  words  and  menacing  looks,  threw  down  th«  aaddle  and 
went  away.  This  very  much  disconcerted  me,  for  as  I  had  given  up  all 
hope*  of  obtaining  a  horse,  ]  could  not  think  of  encumtiering  mrscif  with 
a  saddle ;  and  talcing  off  the  itimipa  and  girths,  I  threw  the  saddle  into 
thfl  river.  The  Negro  no  sooner  eaw  me  throw  the  saddle  into  the  water 
than  ba  came  running  from  among  the  buiilies  where  he  had  concealed 
faisneeir,  jumped  into  ihe  river,  and  by  help  of  his  spear  brought  out  the 
middle,  and  ran  awny  with  it.  I  continued  my  course  along  the  hanki 
but  ai  thu  woud  wa«  retnarkably  thick,  and  I  had  rcosoa  to  believe  that 
a  lion  was  at  no  great  distance,  I  became  mucii  alarmed,  and  took  a  long 
circuit  tlirough  the  bushes  to  avoid  him.  About  four  in  llm  ai\i?mooii  I 
reached  Mudiboo,  where  I  fuund  niy  saddle!  the  guide,  who  had  got 
thcTv  Ijttfore  me.  being  afraid  that  i  should  inform  the  king  of  his  conduct, 
liad  brought  the  saddle  with  him  in  a  canoe.  While  1  was  convening 
with  the  dooty,  and  renionstiating  with  the  guide  for  having  IcA  me  in 
such  a  situation,  I  heard  a  hone  neigh  in  one  of  the  huts,  and  tha 
dooty  inquired  with  a  smile  if  I  knew  who  was  spesking  to  me.  Ha 
explained  bimtcif  by  telling  me  tlmt  my  horse  waa  atill  alive,  and  some- 
what recovered  from  his  fotigue."  The  happiness  with  which  Park  met 
hia  lost  fiiithful  steed  may  be  conceived,  for  in  him  he  had  one  friend  l«fV 
in  the  world. 

Another  lamentaH  victim  to  African  travel  thus  touchingiy  laments  a 
orievouB  misfbrtunc  which  bcfel  him.  Returning  from  aa  axouiaion  to 
Koulta,  Major  Denham  writes:  — "  I  km  not  at  all  prepared  for  the 
MWs  which  was  to  reach  me  on  returning  to  6ur  enclosure.     The  hotse 
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that  had  carried  nui  from  Tripoli  to  Mountuk  niiil  IimrIc  agwn,  and  on 
which  I  bud  n<)4cn  tlie  wliol«  joumey  t'mm  1  npoli  to  Bonioii,  had  died 
a  very  few  hour*  after  my  doparturv  for  tlio  lake.  There  an  ntuationi 
in  B  Bian'*  life  in  which  loaca  of  thk  nature  are  fuh  inott  keenly,  and 
this  ws*  one  of  them.  It  wbs  not  fcritt,  but  it  wot  Eomething  very  naariy 
approa«hinj[  to  it ;  and  though  T  fi>lt  ajJmmed  of  t)ie  dt<;n>c  of  d<?ran(re- 
mtmt  which  I  mffcrcd  from  it,  y«t  it  waa  Bev<-ial  day*  befon;  I  could  get 
orer  the  lo«>  Let  it,  however,  be  retncmlKivd,  that  the  poor  animal 
had  been  my  Bupport  and  comfurt — may  1  not  itay.  conipuiiion  ? — thrnugh 
many  n  dreary  day  and  night,  —  had  endured  both  hunger  and  tbintt  in 
my  serTiw  with  the  utmost  paticncu,  —  was  so  docile,  though  an  Arab, 
that  he  would  stand  ittll  for  houra  in  the  desert  while  I  ftlopt  between 
lit*  legs,  hi«  bodv  afEunling  ine  the  only  thelter  that  eould  be  obUtncd 
from  the  poweiiul  inHuencc  of  a  iiooiidiiy  iud  :  he  was  tlio  fleetest  of  tha 
fiwt,  and  erer  foremost  in  the  race."  • 

Captain  Brown,  In  his  "  Biogniphical  Sketches  of  Horees,"  pve«  tho 
Ebllowiiw  interesting  account  ofn  circunutancc  that  occurred  at  tho  Cape 
1^  OoM  Hope.  In  one  of  the  violent  itorms  that  oflcn  occur  timn,  a 
Tcnel  was  fonxd  oq  the  rocks,  and  beaten  tn  pieces.  The  greaterpart  of 
tbe  crew  perished  nuMnbly,  u  no  bout  could  vinturc  to  thnr  aiaiilonca. 
A[c«nwhiii.'!  a  planter  came  from  his  farm  to  lee  the  «TeeI(,  and  knowins 
tItiF  spirit  of  his  horse,  and  his  e^icetWnco  on  a  swimmer,  he  determinca 
to  make  a  desperate  vflbrt  for  their  ddirennc^  and  pushed  into  the 
thundcHiig  brc^en.  At  Gr«t  both  disappeared,  but  were  toon  toon  on 
the  surface.  Neaiii^  the  wrrrk,  he  coined  two  of  the  poor  seamen  to 
cling  to  liii  boots,  and  to  brought  them  safe  to  thore.  SeTen  tim:es  did 
bo  rvprat  (his  perilous  font,  and  mved  fourteen  live* ;  but,  alas  I  tlie 
eighth  time,  the  horse  being  much  fatigued,  and  meeting  with  a  formid- 
■Me  wave,  the  gallant  fellow  lost  his  bdanco,  and  was  overwheUned  in  a 
moment.  Ho  was  scon  no  more,  but  tho  nobj«  horto  nachGd  the  land  in 
BaTety." 

Lieutenant  \\''ei!atead  relates  an  adventure  in  his  travels  in  Ambto, 
which  illurtratcii  thn  importance  of  being  woll  mo«iit<'d  in  that  wild 
land :  —  "On  in v  return  from  Obri  to  Suweik,  contrary  to  the  wish  of 
the  Bedoiuns.  wtio  hod  received  intelligence  that  the  Walih^bis  were 
lurlciiig  aroond,  I  left  the  village  where  we  Imd  hnltt^d.  nionc,  with  my 
gun,  fai  aeanh  of  game.  Scanwly  had  I  rodo  three  miles  from  the  walla, 
vben  middcnly  tnniins  an  angle  of  thg  locks,  I  found  tnyself  within  a 
few  yards  of  a  group  of  about  a  doxen  honemen  who  lay  on  the  ground, 
baling  tisticwly  in  tho  sun.  To  tuni  my  hotvo's  head  and  away  woa 
tiie  w<»k  teweely  of  an  instant  i  but  hardly  had  I  dtme  so  when  the 
whole  party  were  alto  in  their  snldlea  in  full  cry  after  me.  Several  balls 
H  wbizxa]  past  my  head,  which  Sayjrid  ncknowtedgcd  by  bounding  for- 
^H  ward  like  an  antelope ;  bo  was  oecustoniod  to  th^  mattera,  and  then 
^^^  dsairo  to  posaess  him  unbanned,  alone  prevented  my  pursuers  from  bring- 
m  ing  him  down.   As  vro  approached  the  little  town  1  looked  behind  me;  a 

I  iJieilch  better  mounted  than  his  fbllowera  was  in  advance,  his  dress  and 

I  long  hair  streaming  behind  liiin,  while  he  poised  hia  long  spear  on  high. 

I  appactntl;  in  doubt  whether  he  was  sufficiently  within  nuigg  to  pierce 

I  OM.     Uy  good  stars  docided  that  ho  was  not :  for,  reaning  up  his  horse, 

I  be  rejoined  his  party,  whilst  I  gained  the  walls  in  safety  I      Tbe  day 
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Wm  Styjid  came  intn  my  hsnds  he  had  been  prewmtAd  to  the  Im'am 

Iby  ft  N«|d  •ticikh  ;  nmni  in  domeUicit;,  uid  Mrcuitomed  to  iJiare  tb« 
Ufrt  ^^  MMiK  Anb  tkniily,  he  postMsed,  in  on  cxtiaordiniir>  decree,  all 
Om  goDlUiMM  and  docility,  a«  woll  at  th«  (leiftneM,  which  diatineuuli 
Urn  M«  brwd  of  Arabis.  To  avoid  the  iiiU-»tc  hcnt  and  rot  ihcir 
auncl**  the  Bedouins  frequcnt)>  halted  during  mv  journey  for  an  hour 
tboul  mid-day.  On  tbcte  oec«iioii:a  Snyyid  would  renuin  perfoctiy  still 
wtuU  I  rapOMd  en  the  sand,  scTLiritvd  liy  the  xhadow  ofliin  b<>dy.  My 
Dooa  rcpait  of  datot  be  always  looked  for  and  shared.  Whenever  we 
tnlled.  after  unaaddtinc  hini  aiid  tdcttiR  oFT  his  bridle  with  my  own 
hand*,  W  wiu  permiltL'd  to  roam  ftbout  tlic  viicninpment  without  control. 
At  sanMt  beciunc  for  his  com  at  the  lound  of  my  voice,  and  during  the 
night,  without  being;  fiiitcn«d,  he  gcneially  look  up  his  <)u&rt«rs  at  a  few 
yarda  from  hin  nis«ter,  During  my  coasting  yoya^n  ulong  the  HhoK,  he 
always  accoinpnnicd  mc,  and  even  in  a  cmiy  open  boat  from  Mukat  to 
Indin.  My  health  having  eompolled  me  to  r«tum  to  England  OT»riand, 
t  could  nut  in  consequenco  bring  Ssyyid  with  me.  In  parting  with  thia 
attached  and  fuithftii  creature,  >d  knft  tbe  companion  of  my  perils  and 
wanderings,  I  am  not  ashamed  to  a«lrDow1edgo  that  I  felt  on  emotion 
•tmilar  to  vrhat  is  experienced  in  being  scparatiid  from  a  tried  luid  valu«d 

t  friend." 
Among  the  NorlK  American  Indians  th«  Cnmftnclic«s  take  the  first 
ronk  UH  e<iue«triansi  nicing.  indeed,  is  nitli  them  a  constant  andalinosl 
incessant  exereise,  and  a  fruitrul  source  of  unmblinf;.  Among  tbdrfeata 
of  riding  is  one,  describi'd  by  Mr.  Cutlin,  an  having  lulonUlicd  him  mora 
thui  anything  in  Iho  wuy  of  liorfcinaiiship  lie  had  ever  bvhdd ;  and  it 
it  ft  Rtratogvin  of  war  fnmiliar  to  every  young  man  in  the  trib&  At  the 
instant  he  is  passing  an  en«iny,  he  will  drop  liis  body  upon  the  opposite 
side  of  the  hone,  supp^jrting  hiinftvlf  with  his  heel  upon  the  horse's  back* 
tn  this  position,  lying  horzontolly,  he  will  hang  wliilit  his  hone  b  at  ita 
fullest  speed,  carrying  with  him  liis  shield,  bow,  and  arrows,  and  lance 
(burtccn  feet  long,  nil  or  either  of  which  he  will  wield  with  the  utmott 
&dlity,  rising  nud  throwing  his  arrows  over  the  horse's  bitck.  or  under 
his  nocic,  throwing  himBrIf  up  to  his  proper  position,  or  changing  to  the 
Mb«r  wde  of  the  hurw  if  ni»;e8«ary.  The  actual  way  in  whidi  thts  is 
done  is  as  follows:  A  short  hair  hatter  is  passed  under  the  neck  of  the 
harte,  niid  both  ends  tightly  braided  into  the  mane,  leaving  ■  loop  to 
hang  under  the  neck  and  against  the  breast.  Into  this  loop  the  rider 
dro;>s  his  elbow  niiddenly  and  fearleuly,  l^taving  his  h^el  to  hang  over  the 
buck  of  the  horse  to  steady  him  and  enable  him  to  regtun  the  upright 

Iiwutton. 
Tho  following  very  singular  custom  prertuU  among  the  tribe  of  North 
Ainerican  [ndiiuiii,  known  as  the  Fozr4.  Of  this  Mr.  Catlin  was  an 
eye-witneis:  "  When,"  says  he,  "  General  Slroet  and  I  arrived  at  Koo- 
ft-kuk's  village,  we  were  jutt  in  ttmo  to  see  this  amoiing  scene  on  the 
pmirio,  a  little  bsck  of  hi*  village.  Tbe  Foxes,  who  were  making  up  a 
war-paity  lagu  against  tice  Kous.ond  had  not  suitable  horses  enough 
by  twenty,  hail  stnl  wot d  to  tlw  '  Sbch'  tho  day  before,  according  to  ancient 
cuitoin,  that  they  were  coming  on  that  day,  at  a  certain  hour,  to  'smoke* 
that  uuinlfcr  of  horaiB,  and  they  must  not  fail  to  have  lliem  ready.  On 
that  day,  oihI  at  the  hour,  the  twenty  young  mon  who  w«rc  be^pta  for 
I     horata  wero  on  the  spot,  and  scaled  themselves  on  the  ground  in  a  circle, 
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dentc  cMwd,  anal  soon  aAer  apfWATed  on  the  prairie,  at  half  a  mile  di»- 
tancv,  an  c<|ual  number  of  young  nicn  of  the  Sim:  tribe,  who  had  agFeed 
each  to  give  &  l(on«,  nnd  who  were  then  salloping  litem  round  at  Tult 

rd  :  and  {^mduolly  as  t]key  went  around  in  a  circuit,  e«ininf;  nearer  t» 
centre,  until  ihej  were  al  lut  cloM  arotind  the  rinjj  of  young  follow* 
taated  on  tlw  ground.  WhiUt  daihing  alMiit  thua  rach  one  with  a 
heavy  whi|>  in  hii  band,  as  lio  came  within  reach  of  the  group  on 
UlC  ground ■  B«lcclod  the  one  to  ivhotn  he  decided  to  ptt-ncnt  hit 
bone,  and  as  lie  pawed  gare  him  the  moit  tremendous  cut  with  his  loah 
over  ilic  naked  akoulden :  and  as  h«  darted!  around  again,  he  plied  ih<:; 
whip  aa  bofbra.  and  again  and  again  with  a  violent  'cmck,'  until  tho 
Uood  could  bo  Mi-n  triclEling  down  over  iiii  naked  ihoulden,  upon  vrh'wh 
he  initantly  disniounted,  and  placed  the  hridle  and  whip  in  hi*  hand*, 
■aying, '  Hen,  you  an  a  beggar ;  I  present  you  u  hone,  but  you  will 
canv  my  mark  dd  your  back.'  In  this  manner  they  were  all.  in  a  liltla 
white, '  whipped  up*'  and  each  had  a  good  honw  to  rido  homo  and  into 
battltk  Ha  ncotaiity  wa*  euch  that  bo  couJd  afTord  to  take  the  stripes 
and  the  acan  oa  the  pnce  of  the  horse,  and  the  giver  could  alToM  In 
make  the  preaent  for  the  satisfaction  of  putting  his  mark  on  th«  other. 
Olid  of  bootting  of  tiis  liberality ." 

Nr.  Callin  give*  an  interestinft  account  of  his  faithful  horse  "Chailey." 
a  DoUe  animal  of  tho  Camniichee  wild  brwd,  which  had  formed  as 
itrong  an  attachment  for  his  niaKicr,  as  his  master  I'ur  him.  Tlie  two 
balled  generally  on  the  bank  of  Gome  little  ttream.  and  iha  firet  thing 
dona  was  to  undreis  Charley,  end  drive  down  th«  picket  t^  which  h« 
wa«  ftstOKd,  pcnmttinf;  hint  to  graze  over  a  circle  limited  by  his  lasso. 
On  a  oertain  owning,  when  he  was  graiing  as  usual,  he  managed  to  slip 
the  Una  over  )iis  lieiid,  and  look  his  sunwr  at  hie  pleasure  as  he  was 
strolling  round.  When  night  approached.  Mr.  Caitin  took  the  laaao  in 
hMni,  and  ciKlcavoured  to  catch  htm,  but  he  continttally  evaded  tho 
lano  until  dark,  when  his  master  abaitdoned  the  pursuit,  making  up  his 
mind  that  he  sliould  inevimhly  loiv  him,  and  be  obliged  to  periomt  the 
r<-st  of  the  journey  on  foot.  Upturning  to  his  bivtiiiAc,  in  no  pleasant 
state  of  mind,  he  hiid  down  on  his  beur-skin  and  went  to  sleep.  In  the 
middle  of  the  n^hl  he  awoke  whilst  lyinjK  on  his  back,  nnd,  lialf  opening 
hii  eye*,  was  petrified  at  beholding,  ss  h«  thought,  the  hugu  figUfc  of  an 
IndJAn  standing  over  him.  an<l  tn  the  very  act  of  stoobing  to  take  his 
acolpt  The  diiti  of  horror  tliat  paralysed  hun  for  tcie  first  moimnt. 
held  him  ntill  till  he  saw  there  was  no  ne«d  of  moving ;  that  htt  bithful 
horse  had  played  shy  till  he  hsd  tilled  his  belly,  and  bad  then  mored  up 
ftmn  feelings  of  pure  aSection.  siid  taken  his  position  with  hit  fine  feat 
•t  the  edge  of  his  master's  bed,  and  his  head  lianging  over  him,  in  which 
aHilude  he  stood  last  asleep. 

When  Bunrite  came  the  travelki  awoke  and  beheld  his  faitliful  servant 
at  a  considerable  distance,  picking  up  liis  bnakfad  among  the  cane- 
brake  at  the  edge  of  the  cntftk.  itlr.  Catlin  went  buiUy  to  work  to  pre- 
pare bis  own,  and  having  eaten  it,  had  another  half-hour  of  fruitJess 
endeavours  to  catch  Charley,  who,  in  the  most  tanloliiiiiiK  manner,  would 
turn  round  and  round,  just  out  of  hts  matter's  teach.  Mr.  Callin,  recol- 
lecting the  evidence  of  hit  attachment  and  dependtmce,  affordtJ  by  the 
previeus  night,  datarminvd  on  another  course  of  proceeding,  so  |iacke<l  up 
his  tnpa,  unng  the  saddle  on  hit  back,  trailed  his  gun,  and  started  Wi- 
eonoenUdly  on  his  route.

Advancing  warily  hand  ov«r  hand,  tlio  man  at  length  placet 

tL  band  over  the  animuri  eyes,  and  on  its  nose,  and  then  hreathea  into 

m  oostrib,  on  which  the  h«ru  becomes  so  docile  and  thoroufchly  eon- 

qoered,  that  his  cajrtor  haa  liltl«  else  to  do  but  to  roniovc  tbo  hobbUi 

Jlon  his  fe«t,  and  ndc  or  lead  it  into  camp.  . 

A  remarkable  instance  of  tho  confidence  of  a  horae  in  a  firm  rider,  end 
his  own  counge,  was  conspicuously  evinced  In  the  case  of  an  Arab,  men- 
tioned by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hamilton  Smith.  General  Sir  Robert 
Ollleajiie  bappencid,  when  mounted  on  this  animal,  to  be  present  on  the 
racc-«ouno  of  Calcutta,  duiing  one  of  the  great  Hindoo  fcElirals  when 
wvera!  hundred  thoutand  people  had  aiaeiitblt^d.  On  a  sudden  an  alarm 
was  raven  that  a  tiger  had  eacaped  from  his  keeper*.  Sir  Robert  imme- 
diatwy  snatched  a  boor  spear,  and  rode  to  attack  this  fvtmidablc  enemy. 
Tha  iiffa  wan  probably  confounded  by  the  crowd,  but  t)i«  momont  he 
pereelved  Sir  R^jliert,  he  crouched  to  spring  at  him.  At  that  very  instant, 
iho  gallant  soldier,  on  his  gallant  steed,  leaped  ri([ht  orcr  him — Sir 
Robert  striking  the  spar  tlirough  the  anlmot's  epinc  1  This  was  a  small 
grey ;  but  he  posseated  another  horae  who  has  become  almost  historical. 
This  waa  a  faTouritc  black  charf[GT,  bred  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and 
carried  with  him  to  India.  When  the  noble  soldier  fell  at  th«  storming 
of  Kalungu,  this  chai^r  was  put  up  for  saW,  and  after  great  compcli^on 
was  knociied  down  lo  the  privates  of  the  8th  Dragoons,  who  actually 
MOlribut«d  their  priic-moMiy,  to  the  amount  of  500/.,  to  retain  thia 
memorial  of  tliiir  beloved  coniniander.  This  beautiful  chai^r  was 
always  It"!  at  the  hrad  of  the  n^mcnt  on  a  march,  and  at  the  station  at 
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Cawnpore.  took  hia  andent  post  at  the  colour-etanJ.  where  the  Balul«  of 
pOMiDg  •quodroni  wu  jnTcn  m  drill,  and  «n  reriowt.  When  the  rr|p- 
ment  wu  ordrrrd  hom«,  the  Tund*  of  llic  privatM  running  lou',  he  was 
boufjht  by  a  g^'tilleman,  who  ptovJi^vhI  funda  and  a  paddock  fur  him, 
where  he  might  puM  the  remainder  of  hi«  dajt  in  comfort ;  but  when 
the  Min  had  departed,  and  the  sound  of  the  truni[ictn«a  heard  no  mon, 
tfa*  galknt  tt«ed  pinmi  refuted  hie  food,  and  on  the  £r«t  opportunity.' 
tMing  led  out  lor  cxvrcitc,  )iv  broke  fruni  hii  gr>on>,  galloped  to  hia 
Biuunt  station  on  parade,  neighed  loudly  a^n  and  again,  and  there,  on 
the  ipot  where  he  hod  so  often  proudly  borne  his  beloved  miuter,  ha 
dropped  down  and  died  1 

Before  the  battle  of  Corunna,  it  beinji  found  impoRtible  to  embark  the 
hone*  of  the  cavalry  in  the  face  of  the  vT\amy,  they  were  ordered  to  be 
ahol,  to  prevent  their  Wng  diatribuied  among  liie  French  cavalry.  The 
poor  animals,  the  faithful  companions  of  the  twopera  in  many  a  weary 
march  luid  hard-fonftHt  (kinniNh,  stood  trnntiling  an  thi^y  saw  their  com- 
panirin*  fall  one  uOer  the  otlier,  and  by  iheir  piteoui  looks  aeemed  to 
implore  mercy,  till  the  duty  impoeed  upon  the  dngoooa  eotruited  with 
lliR  pxrrucinn  of  the  order  bcctinic  unlicarable,  nnd  the  men  tum«d  away 
frDiQ  their  liulc  with  acaldinz  teant ;  lienire  ih<;  French  obtained  a  consi- 
derable number  unhurt,  and  amonf;  them  aeri'ml  bi^lonf^ni;  to  ofHeert. 
who^  nther  than  destroy  their  fnithful  cli.irgRTn,  hiid  li:ft  tb<!iii  with 
hillKti  attached,  recommending  them  to  the  klndncia  of  the  enemy. 

We  will  conclude  with  an  anecdote  related  of  a  aon  of  a  Intc  ehiireh 
dignitary,  whote  ta«t«  lay  more  in  the  ■porta  of  the  dcld  and  the  "  Stud 
Book."  than  in  Cudworth'i  "  Intellectual  System  of  the  Universe,"  or 
audi  liglit  reading.      He  was   on  an  important  occasion  to  meot  the 

Biahop  of  L at  dinner,  and  ai  tt  was  desirable  tliat   a  favourable 

impmsion  riiould  be  ntode  upon  his  lordship,  his  fatli«r  b^ged  he  would 
be  ^recuhle  to  the  bialiop,  and  do  hia  beit  to  draw  him  out,  as  lie  was 
strong  in  Biblical  lore.  Matter*  wont  on  pleasantly  cnoti|{h  during  the 
early  part  of  the  banquet,  our  friund  ayin^  little,  but  watching  hia  opj)Or> 
lunity  for  a  char^  At  letiffth  a  puus«  look  place,  und  he  thus  addreeaed 
the  U^op,  the  company  litlcning:  —  "Night  1  venture  to  sulc  your 
InrdRhip  a  question  relative  to  a  point  mentioned  in  the  Old  Teilament, 
wbieh  lina  puxxlod  me  a  good  deal  1 "  *'  Oh,  certainly— -moat  happy  I  " 
Mid  tbe  digititary.  feeling  luite  in  his  element.  "  Then  I  should  be  glad 
to  have  your  lordship's  opinion  aa  lo  how  long  it  took  Nebuchadnexzsr 
to  fft  into  conJilion  itjler  Ac  kaJ  Amu  out  lo  yat  V ' ' 

The  bisl»op  wa«  lot  in  hia  elentcnt. 
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iTiuch  indinod,  in  lliwie  WMlprn  liitittide*,  to  regard 
India  simply  as  a  grtat  cntnp.  'llie  very  iiaiiiL-  has  recently  su^jceled 
to  us  little  but  pigantic  visions  of  Icnlcd  fidds  and  anncd  legion*,  with 
all  ilie  gliitcriiig  nnil  ftflrjjt'oiiB  [wiiioply,  the  "  [iridi-,  jioinp,  and  drcum- 
itUnce  of  glorious  war."  Tliu  romanlic  canipaigoa  in  AfglianisUn  and 
tbe  I'unjab  havo  fomilionscd  ui  with  the  manner  iu  wjiicli  our  cxpalri- 
ated  countrymDn  fight  »nd  clii^  for  ihc  benefit  of  their  country  :  bat  how 
the^  live  for  lliuir  uwu  beucfit — how  they  eat,  and.  drink,  nnd  slttcp,  nnd 
dUKc,  and  make  morr;,  and  kill  time,  ani]  defy  the  climate,  arc  things 
whiob  few  of  lu,  unlou  penonally  intereited  in  the  ma-tter,  care  very 
^UUgvntly  to  enquire.  And  still  less  do  wn  concern  oursnlv^s  nbnut  the 
manner  in  whicli  the  internal  twlniinijiLralion  is  carried  ou  in  thai  im- 
mense country,  which  I'rovidenee,  for  its  own  wise  ends,  has  committed 
to  thv  ^vernnnoi;  of  the  Enst  biiiia  Coinpnny. 

It  is  not  our  iateotion  lu  tay  uiuvli  here,  save  perhaps  In  the  way  of 
Lncidi>ntai  ullunon,  npon  the  latter  cotnprchcnsive  subject  We  have 
n  few  wurdc,  hatvcvrr,  to  suy  nbuiit  Kodcty  iii  India.  Even  our  tnititsry 
heroes  are  not  always  in  n  ntate  of  war.  True,  Ibey  have  had  a  srcat 
dt'ul  of  hard  worlc  on  the  bntlle-lield  wilhtu  the  last  few  year?,  and  have 
found  thrniKrlvoii  in  very  »trniipe  plsa-n — pliiCL's  where  llii.'  lii-niicniici-ini^ 
society  Arc  not  very  well  undcrstoud,  and  polite  conTcntinnalilies  are  nt 
a  discount.  Tbe  dungeons  of  Bokhura,  the  defiles  of  Afghanisiiiii,  snd 
the  "  liibulous"  rivers  of  the  Punjab  loe  little  of  the  nmenities  of  Bul- 
l^ravia  and  Mayfair.  But  at  his  presidency,  at  his  hill  soiiiitoniini,  or 
even  at  onu  of  his  Urge  rantonmentt,  the  Indian  officer  is  not  altogelhvr 
a  barbarouB  chief;  he  cats  and  drinks  like  a  Christian ;  lie  deligbla  in 
silver  plate,  in  porcelain,  and  cut  gloss;  he  sporltt  patent  leallier hoots  of 
Dndl^ni«blo  cut  and  polish;  and  he  lalkK  small-talk  to  the  ladies  ns 
euphoniously  at  though  he  hud  "never  sel  n  ncjuadron  in  the  field,  or 
tbe  iKrbioD  of  a  battle  known,  moro  than  a  spinMei." 

And  then  thoro  are  the  civilians,  gcncrnlly,  not  always  men  of  peace 
/wiliiws  the  fate  of  Mnenughlni  in  Af^huiiistan,  and  Vans  Agin'w  in 
tDc.i'unJob,  as  narrated  in  the  works  of  Kaye  and  lidwardes)  oscitlai- 
ing  between  the  black-coat  and  iho  whilo-jackcl — the  cligihles  of  Indinn 
society  ;  and.  for  tho  moiil  imrt,  mm  who,  if  not  lied  and  boutid  by 
fetters  of  indolence,  might  enine  at  any  diuncr-table,  or  in  any  ball- 
room in  the  world. 

These  are  the  gr«at  "  servicea"  of  the  East  India  Company  ;  but 
over  and  above  these  arc  lawyers  and  merchants— to  bi'  found  only,  in 
tBj  eonaiderablo  ntimlicr,  at  the  l*retideneiei — and  a  few  niiacellanics 
ID  tbo  ahape  of  clergymen,  raissiouaiies,  newspaper-edilors,  civil  en- 
gineers, lod  lupcrintmdenu  of  public  schools.  I'he  medical  fraternity, 
•^no  uaimpmlant  elax  in  a  country,  where,  in  *pite  of  all  modem  appU* 
BucM  »nd  improved  modes  of  living,  cholera  does  its  oiiick,  and  fav«r 
Ita  slow  work;  and  liv4Ts  run  to  suppuration  wiih  friglilful  rapidity — 
hclon;;  to  the  great  '-  icrvieat,"  and  are,  for  the  most  part,  "  followers 
of  ihe  cjunp.*' 

Now,  olthouffh  the  daily  goingt  on  of  all  ihcMi  people  under  the 
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"  copper  skin"  of  lodU  may  n«t  be  to  lu  natters  of  such  gnm  poliiintl 
impnrUuicp  ai  a  CaulMil  iniu»acrt>  or  a  Sihli  invjuion,  we  cannot  hvlp 
thiiiking,  nirvalhclcvs,  tliat  ifat-y  atv  tilings  worlli  writing  abouL  Nay, 
U  this  |ii-(«cnt  timp,  when  llic  i)bolo  cguMtioii  of  Indian  government  ii 
■bout  Rpc«dily  to  come  bofom  the  country  ;  tmil  not  only  arc  both  IIo«i»M 
of  Parlumnil,  but  tbc  iatelltgeoce  of  tlie  people  of  I»ig:IsDd  is  sbeut 
to  fit  ia  judicial  iaqu»(  upon  the  ronduct  of  the  Company's  services  in 
ItiilU,  tbn  inorBl  ant)  intcllrctuitl  aaptcl>  of  A>iglo>liidiaii  Society  nrc,  in 
tbensclres,  thiivt  of  grave  coDcerniDcnl  to  us  ulL  If  Aajtla-lodiaii 
Society  b«  naiiuy  eoiuUluted  of  corrupt  t'lmiu-nu,  if  ttx  priiidpal  con* 
ponmu  be  men  xetliiih,  i«n«uouH,  aud  sMIy — men  of  feeblo  intctk-ct  and 
atrong  ptmbna,  an  iinvillin^  to  culiitnlc  the  odc  as  (o  curb  tli<.-  olht-r, 
what  hop«  Is  lhon>  for  tho  internal  aitminislmtion  of  India?  If  its 
rvrenuo  collectors  an-  rojfucs,  aud  its  judgra  arc  fools ;  alas  I  for  tli« 
liAppineas  of  the  cuuntry  and  the  pro<pi-rJty  of  the  people,  f  Uppily  for 
India  and  for  tho  chflr»ct(>r  of  the  British  nation.  "  times  an  chanmd 
Mad  w«  are  changed  with  tlicin"  Hinc«  (hone  days,  when  Lord  C1iv«uDdi.T> 
look  Id  sweep  oat  tbe  Augsion  stable  of  Indian  iucumpetciicc  and  corrup- 
tion. It  U  tru4)  that  Ofcry  now  and  lh«D  we  are  stanled  by  itraBgo  an- 
Dounc<^oDts  and  n>v«1atIons,  which  plunge  us  dcop  in  mcditaiiona  not 
always  of  tbc  moit  pIcoaiDg  and  cuntolaUry  character,  Vic  nrc  told  that 
Ihu  or  that  Indian  functionary  has  turacd  hii  official  opportunilioa  to 
prtrnlc  uics,  and  bns  amassed  money  («o  will  not  my  grown  rich,  for 
wealth  of  this  kii>d  addom  frurtil1e«)by  trading  upon  capiUil  not  Mi  own, 
orbartertn([tliepttTona^of  thuslnlc;  orsuddenly.a  Napier  comes  npoD 
us  with  thu  astoundiog  declaration  thsi  Uie  officers  of  the  rndinn  army 
ore,  for  tfie  most  part,  quid  of  doubtful  probity,  indolent  Kpi'itdthrins.  un- 
scrupulous gamblers,  and  altogplhcr  ibmi  not  to  be  trust«d.  Uut  when  nil 
thv*c  gmve  charf{;e)  come  to  be  iDTCstii^tcd,  it  is  found  that  they  are 
only  »a  far  biise^  upon  truth,  that,  an)id»t  very  ntMiive  flocks,  mdm 
black  ihe«p  aru  to  hv  found.  It  is  a  pity  that  they  an  not  all  white. 
But  where  in  Iho  East,  or  in  the  West,  i«  official  integrity  to  bo  found 
tinbrokmi,  official  purity  unsullied,  by  sonw  instance*  of  public  im- 
tnoralily  ?  Tho  truth,  wo  believe.  Is  that,  if  in  proportion  to  th«  client 
of  English  society,  bslaDoes  of  official  immorality,  civil  or  military, 
appear  to  he  nmre  frvqnent  in  our  Indian  dependent^ies  than  in  ICugland, 
it  i«  oMiinly  because  greater  prominc-ocv  is  given  to  tliem  by  the  stric- 
tures of  the  Prei*.  Many  things  fonn  frequent  topics  of  newspaper 
commrntarr  in  India,  whteh  in  England  are  pused  ov«r  almost  ud- 
notifL-d,  If  DO  ensign  goes  through  the  insolvent  court,  or  n  lieutenant 
is  connected  (perfcapv  unwittingly)  with  a  fraudulent  bill  irauKieiiuD, 
such  inatlers,  as  Mon  as  ihcy  come  before  tbe  legiiimaio  iribund,  are 
sure  to  afford  snbject*  of  animsdveruon  to  tho  Indian  prc*s.  Tho 
IndiaD  jouniaU  hare  no  parliamentary  debates, or  great  public  mecungs, 
or  cabmet  ebanges,  to  eoniBieat  Dpoo  ;  and  are  driren,  therefore,  to  find 
sabjccts  for  loading  articlea  amoog  the  social  incideots,  which  (wo  very 
ntcusive  "aerviocs,"  Prom  lime  to  tiioe,  ntccMurily  iivoWe. 

On  ibe  whole  «c  arc  inclinod  to  think,  that  tlio  average  social  and 
odlcial  morality  of  Anglo-Indian  rondeols  in  India,  i*  not  below  the 
oommoQ  Btoudard  of  British  morality  in  other  parls  of  tbe  world.  If 
tbe  offirars  of  the  ludian  army  gel  more  rapidly  into  debt,  and  more 
slowly  out  of  it,  it  ii  mainlv  because  they  have  Ivss  private  property  to 
apcad,  and  fewer  wratlhv  friends  to  extncatc  tbem.     Officers  oa  lioue 
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tcTvior,  get  friglitrtillf  into  debt,  and  m&nya  d^rading  (Mipoture  ia 
pre«CQte^  by  the   Liiiiel;  inlerTentlon  of  a   maiiiM]  n-lative.      NafJ 
voung  nfficOTS  fttrc  n^t  thi*  only  inrinl>crii  a(  ailo!i^ci-nt  itonirtv  in  En^^ 
luud,  prone  to  thai  kiud  uf  activkjr  wliidi    U  called  "  ouiruiii>iTifi[    l)i« 
constable."

There  are,  jwrkaps,  even   grvaier   tciiipintioiiti  lo  excess  in 
India,  thnn  in   Cnirlnnd.  and  young  njcn.  htrinf^  M-'paraU'd  tnori:  widely 
fruin  ilii'ir  frirnda,  have  not  the   same  advaniatrei  either  of   tini«)y 
counset  or  assistance.     Riil,  on  iho  whole,  it    lony  Iw  doubled  whether 
thny  get  iuto  inor<!  nr-j'apiii  thon    ihrir  bretUreii  at  home,  though  thoy 
hare  not  ecrlainly  the  s&mc  facility  of  getting  out  of  them. 

Knillifnt  pictiirtf*  oF  Anglo-Indian  «ncipiy  ure  not  so  coininou  as  to  b« 
ntherwi^ie  than  welcome.  Many  iheri-of  have  been  aueoiptpd;  but  th« 
lilieiieftao  Intvn  ecoroely  Umiu  rrcogtiis'ed  by  those  most  capable  of  de- 
ciding on  their  Bdeliiy.  There  has  bei^n  a  vast  deal  loo  much  of  exa^- 
grraiion  and  nii«coni|trphen8tun.  Written  soineilnies  by  men  nlto  liavvt 
K'eii.  Iiaaiily  and  scantily,  only  the  rurfacc  of  Anglo-Indian  society, 
they  have  betrayed  nn  ctpeclal  amount  of  ignorance  and  preftti million,  in 
lh(t  manner  iu  which,  from  individual  iustauces,  and  ihutie  ofti-ii  of  rare 
occunvunt,  gcnvral  coDclusiuns  have  been  drawn,  and  the  exception  been 
mistaken  for  the  rule.  The  mistake  of  the  midshipman,  who  set  duwu 
in  his  jouruul  that  tho  inhabitants  of  Madeira  all  vrrar  black  gjimicniti, 
because  he  happened  to  visit  a  family  who  were  in  mourning,  ia  scarcrly 
more  ludicroiiH  than  many  which  b«vr  htrcn  coroniilled  by  writers  uu 
Anglo-hadian  Society,  in  couneiioii  will)  tuch  subjects  os  tho  bt-er- 
drinking,  ciirry-eiiting  habits  of  our  brethren,  and  other  things  of 
graver  importiince.  It  is  a  comfort,  therefore,  lo  find  anythinit  re- 
sonibling  a  "true  and  lively  jiorirniture,"  of  our  L-xputriali'd  fellDW- 
cotinLryindi.  as  in  the  handsumB  volume  now  before  us,*  written  by 
A  g«ntlMnan  who  spent  name  yeiirg  nt  Uombuy,  and  has  described,  iu 
a  pleueaiil  grn|ihi«  ninniier.  "  life  "  ut  that  pniidvncy. 

The  social  dilTerences  lioiween  life  in  Bombay,  and  life  in  Calcutta, 
or  Madras,  arc  not  so  wide  ns  to  call  for  any  cautionary  s pec ifl cation. 
In  Cali^ullo.  it  i*  true,  society  beiog  laoTv  exteoaivc  and  many-sided,  is 
split  into  a  greater  number  of  sets,  but  there  is  a  generic  reseitjblance 
bei«ei-u  them  all.  and  the  dislinciiixis  are  (hose,  miherof  tone  and 
feeling  than  of  social  habil.  The  present  writer,  indrvd,  bints  at  tho 
possibility  nf  his  pictures  of  Itombay  Life  not  being  altogether  true 
transcripts  of  »ocicty  at  the  other  presidencies.  Speaking  for  example' 
of  (he  conversatiunal  louc  vf  Bombay,  he  says  : — 

"  Alihoufih  we  do  not  pretend  to  say  that  the  general  tone  of  conveN 
ftatiuiial    society   in    India,   coiitd   stand   any   eom]>eli[ioii  with  tha   ■  full 
flow  of  talk,'  which   the  literary  rircle*  of  Lundon  exhibit,  yet  we  liartt 
no  hesitftliuu  in  iinserupiilously  stoting  thai  it  is  incotnpar&hly  luperiori 
Iw  what  is  usually    mot  with  in  the  provincial    coteries   of  Engliind.1 
Tills  assertion  is  referable  lo  tho  biHrort--nii,iilioncd  fact,  thai  every

wo  know  notbing  of  them,  ond  It  U  highly  probnblp  that  Calcutta  alone 
may  ulTvr  a  wider  field  for  tlte  iucuraiuii  of  |)CDiiileai  iprculnlors  oho, 
in  tbo  cnrroHin^  pursuit  of  riches,  have  neither  time  nor  incliiiiitiun  to 
railed;  tb*  daficienciM  cnunL-d  by  early  neglect ;  and  when  at  k-ogth 
ibe  aoqiUsillon  of  wealth  may  enliile  th»m  to  enter  the  precinct*  of 
•ocicty,  their  uncultiTaied  minds  can  shed  do  lustre  u|K>n  Uie  fccnies 
which  tbey  frequvnt,  but  they  do  not  adorn.  Wo  arc  merely  «uppoiiiti|[ 
the  possibility  of  the  case,  at  deducihle  from  the  actual  iusi^ificancc  of 
Bomboy,  when  compart  with  Calculta.  and  the  consequeot  ilighicr 
induci^aent  which  it  ofinrs  as  a  sc-ltling  point  tu  the  needy  and  ignorant 
•dv*nlnr*r," 

The  coujeclure,  however,  though  a  not  unreasotiable  ouc,  ia  hardly 
borne  out  by  the  fact.  Thrsr  odrcnliinTii  do  not  cxiitt  in  Calcutta,  to 
•iich  an  ext«att  a»  to  have  auy  effect  upoo  the  jj;encnil  lone  of  society. 
Ttie  character  of  the  conver»atiaii  current  aniang  the  upper  clasws  of 
the  nuperior  prc(>i(!eii[^v,  Bimumlly  in  not  inferior  to  that  wHich  mav  l>a 
beard  at  the  lutuor  svltluotents:  and  «e  entirely  agree  with  the  prc- 
SMit  writer  in  hts  estimate  of  its  quality,  as  cotnparod  with  ordinary 
convcrulion  at  home.  Take  it  for  all  in  nil,  th<!  average  intcUigvnce  of 
Anitlo-liidiaD  Society,  la  eijual  to  that  of  nnj  in  the  world.  To  the 
Mlablishment  of  steam-coniniunicatiott  with  the  uiuihvr  country,  our 
Anglo-Indian  re»denl«  owe  it,  ih^t  they  arc  little  more  than  a  month 
behind  Ibcir  brethreu  at  home,  ia  their  acquoiutancc  with  European 
politi«'S  and  literature;  and  from  the  very  regular  and  coniiDuous 
mode  of  roceirin^  their  intelligence  by  fortnij^htly  iniitaltnent&,  they  ara 
probal>ly  more  nccuratcly  infonnrd  on  alt  its  Itading  points,  than  those 
who  skim  their  newipap(-r«  <'Tcry  day.  We  have  more  than  once  heard 
retomed  Indinni  express  their  suipriso  at  finding  thcmmlvefi  so  littlo 
behind  thrir  stay-at-home  brothiTS  and  sisters,  in  their  knuwlfdg;e  of 
)  the  current  literature  of  the  day.  Nay,  indeed,  ihey  sometimes  find 
1  UmDwIvea  aboluiely  iu  advance  of  those  who  hnvi!  biren  siiiinj^ 
'  tlrowsily  by  their  own  firesides,  whilst  the  Indian  exile  has  been  oojoy- 
fait  the  new  volumes  of  hi«tory  anil  biography,  brought  (o  himself  or 
to  his  book-club,  by  the  Overland  Mail.  It  is  a>  much  un  object  of 
eager  inquiry  in  Calcutta  as  in  London,  "when  Mocaulny's  next 
volaniM  are  lo  appear  ;"  and  there  is  more  of  a  literary  tone  generally. 
In  ordinary  Hocial  Ronversatton  than  is  to  bo  found  anywhere  in  I^ugland 
out  of  ackooMledged  litvraiy  circlat-  We  are  ^Ind  that  the  present 
writer  has  comnienled  upon  this.  His  remarks  will  go  some  way  la 
remove  a  very  erronoous  impreasioo  that  is  abroad,  relating  to  ibe 
Ifeneral  inlelUgencv  of  the  English  in  the  Katit. 

Of  the  aoMruiiin  of  soeisl  life  >a  tiouibay,  the  writer  give«  us  a  leas 
certain  acoonnL  His  general  descriptions  are  sufficieuily  favourable; 
but  his  illunlrative  aiii>cdote«  are  lomelimei  of  a  rather  snlagonisLic 
character.  ThL*  niurning  riuts.  the  srcning  drives,  the  dinner-parties, 
the  Government  llou£c  balls,  ibv  picpio  to  Elcphanta,  Ibe  periodical 
migrations  to  the  rofrvsliiug  nghxtt  of  Mabtibuleshwar,  which  nuke  up 
'the  sum  of  social  life  in  Bombay,  are  here  described  in  an  easy  and 
vivacious  maimer,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  apocryphal  anecdotes, 
wiih  every  npjM'nrnnce  of  truth,  tiinec  the  appeannes  of  Marta 
Grahsui'v    wetl-kiwwu    letters,    «re   do   not  renmnbcr   opy  pleasanler 
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aecount  of  thu  Bombay  preiMcncj,  than  [«  to  be  found  in  thne  pagM^^ 
wliera  sketches  of  European  society  alipniatc  gratefuUf  vtith  rivid  pic- 
liir»  or  Iiiitiim  «c4-(H-ry,  and  0(>citM(iiia1  oIi|{fat  cfaapten  Df  illustrative 
Ia<i!an  liistorj'.  Tliure  u  ao  excuBi>  for  the  rtaiivF,  if,  when  he  hu 
perused  this  haadeomc  voliUDC,  be  docs  not  know  what  ii  rcuUy  "  Life 
in  lioHihay." 

Of  C4iiiree,  in  such  a  work,  we  have  some  glimpse*  of  the  vtce-regal 
court  ol  Bombay.  Wc  do  not  icc  llic  tit:<N»iiiiy  oj  iiiitiuliaiiij;  the  name 
of  ihc  prcttent  governor,  which  is  known  to  all  the  world  ;  lea&t  of  ill 
in  recording  Bn  «iiiinpl(>,  so  worthy  of  imitation,  n>  that  set  fartli  in  th« 
following  pnssogr: 

"  \^'ithin  the  iMt  roar  or  two,  aoother  and  for  mora  Bgraeable  modv 
of  rUiling  has  been  eutablixhed  aX  Government  Housi?.  to  *upi-r*ril«  thu 
futiguing  and  of^  iiijurioii*  ctuton  of  paying  morning  calls  during 
Ihc  hont  of  the  d&y  :  and  we  only  hope  that  thu  tlolicnte  considoration 
evinced  by  thp  proeni  nohin  *  Vicc-Qucvn  '  of  Bombay,  may  be  sue- 
eeMl\tl)y  imitated  by  tier  sitcccjiiinr!!.     Notices  arc  issued,  that  on 

apeciSMl  ^vunitig  Lady  V vill  hold  a  'roceplion'  Iwlwecn  thohourt' 

of  ten  and  twelve;  and  every  one  wishing  to  pay  their  reapecti,  lia% 
the  power  of  doing  so,  without  dcirimeDt  to  dinner  cogagemcnis  at 
hiime  or  abroad;  tind,  ns  llut  viititing-cards  ari<  pmeotod,  tud  nanwt , 
duly  viitored  iu  the  aidu-du-cutDp'i  bouk,  all  purpusea  ar«  answered,  and 
a  verv  pleasant  evening  ensues  in  promenading  the  wclMighted  rooms, 
lisieinng  to  the  band,  and,  in  short,  enjoying  lh«  easy  aUtndon  of  a 
ton  tiertiurione." 

If  this  rule  were  more  extensively  followed,  it  would  be  better 
bolh  fur  the  heiLlth  and  comfort  of  retidenis  in  India.  It  is,  in  fact, 
litlk'  mure  tlian  a  return  to  thu  ulil  itate  of  thingn,  which  existed  at  all 
the  Indian  rresldencies  in  iho  times  of  lia^iiings  and  Corawallis.  Tha 
Rullry  morning  visits  (in  India,  really  morning  visits,  for  tkoy  aro  paid 
before  ti^n)  of  the  present  day,  were  repreneuted  by  ibe  cool  evening  | 
oalls.  when  ihe  more  welcome  visitors  were  invited  to  pal  down  their 
hats  and  "  stay  to  supper." 

GorarnmuRt  House  is  naturally  suggestivB  of  aufct^e-camp,  on 
wbote  meoiV  /aire  so  much  of  the  social  success  of  the  vice-regal  reifpi 
oeceasaHly  depends.  Wc  bnvc  hvre  n  pleacant  nni^cdolc  of  the  kindly 
and  chiralrou*  geiiei-osily  of  a  joiiug  aidc-de-canjp,  which  is  worthy 
of  quotation; — "  A  pleasing  instance  once  came  under  our  immediate 
notice  bI  a  hall  giv^n  on  the  oi:rn«ion  of  H>nit^  public  rejoicing,  when, 
eonsequenily,  adn)i»iaa  was  atlurded  to  many,  who  would  not  otherwise 
be  entitled  (o  an  entrfe  at  Govemment  House.  Among  this  clati  a 
rather  ex traordinarv- looking  woman  made  hi^r  jippeartuice,  whose  ap- 
parent ago  aud  unwieldly  figure,  would  certainly  never  induco  a  suspi- 
cioti  that  LlieT  could  belong  to  a  votary  of  Terpsichore;  and  the  good 
lady  rcmninci)  titling  as  thu  band  struck  up  the  lint  ^uudnUe.  Kvery 
couple  bad  taken  their  placci  when  one  of  the  aides-de-camp  standing 
near  ui  was  suddenly  accosted  by  a  brelher  aide-dv-eainp,  with — 

'• '  D .toy  dear  fellow,  what  the  d— I  ii  to  be  done  ?     I'liat  fat 

old  womao  uya  she  wants  to  dance,  and  there  's  not  a  man  in  the  lootn 
1  would  ventiiTO  to  ask  to  show  ufT  with  her.' 

"'I  will  dance  with  her  myself,'  was  the  immediate  reply;  and  to 
less  ibaa  two  minutes  the  dashing-looking  young  officer  had  made  his 
bow,  proHunied  his  arm,  and  led  hii  bulky,  but  elated  partnor,  within 
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the  circlv  of  the  danco ;  {Mrinff  her  thrmif^hont  ludi  rcopcctTuI  atten- 
tion, M  eBcctually  to  kctrp  within  dti«  Ixjunds  the  merriment  of  his 
tittfriDf  vifJ-eit.  AlMurd  as  this  incidont  inoy  sppear.  it  yet  marks 
the  innat«^  rdini7in«nt  of  tbe  rml  g<mtlcuian  ;  uiil  it  gavo  us  us  much 
plesiuri!  then  to  witneu,  u  it  now  giveti  us  to  record."  And  it  gives 
OS  pleasure,  too,  to  pernio  »ucl>  an  incident. 

Chnrlc*  Ijimb  has  somi-whcre  obnurvwd,  ihal  he  could  haTe  no  fnith 
in  the  gallantry  of  llie  male  »ex,  until  ho  could  see  a  yauaji  Tciii]>lnr 
banding  hia  taundroaa  acraaa  n  puddle  in  the  public  atreeta.  Wa  think  the 
nllaatry  of  tliji  ^rating  Bide-d»-auap  would  Mtisfy  even  the  chivalnxtx 
deiires  of  the  exacting  Elia.  We  are  quite  sure  that  the  hero  of  ibo 
•bxy  would  not  hesitate  to  le«d  a  forlorn  hop*  and  fling  himaelf  into  a 
boll f -defended  hmch. 

We  wish  that  all  tbe  anecdotes  in  the  book  were  pqually  hononrnble 
lo  humanity.  Th«ro  arc  cnnny  tnoru  pi^uaat  steriu*,  Imt  none  which 
wo  like  JO  mach.  That  al  p|><  I  Of — 112  is  ven*  amusing  and  very 
well  told  ;  but  it  reminds  us  a  little  too  forcibly  of  a  soinewbtt  similar 
•ci-iie  in  Gilhrrf  Gurncy. 

We  base  before  observed,  that  the  author's  stones — which  are  for 
tho  most  part  very  amusing — du  not  go  far  to  tub&iantiit*  the  fitvoiir- 
ahte    imprcsftiot)    of    Borahnjr   aociety,    nhicb   his   general  deSL'riplions 
make  upon  iho  reader's  ramd.     \Vc  cannot,  for  example,  think  very 
favourably  of  tlic  gentlcinan,  who  (p-  817)  openly  ridiculed  ht«  hoit  for 
banding  round  iced>water  (a  delicious  beverage  iu  hut  weather)  at  bed- 
time i    or  tboHi  who  snored  audibly,  whilst  wa  officer  of  rank   was 
making  n  complimentary   afWr-dinner  speech  (p.  S29) :    and  the  fol- 
lowing, which  oumc*  A  propoa  of  the  Bombay  rain*,  appears  to  us  still 
worse.     It  tccioa  that  the  heavy  downfalls  in  Western  India  arc  lucbj 
that  a  giiitlpman,  with  invitations  out  for  a  dinner-party,  can  oafely 
eoJcuUlv,  if  the  rain  cumea  down  opportunely,  on  the  non-arrival  of  anj 
of  his  icucsts.     "  Upon  one  occafiion,"  says  the  author  of  "  Life  in  Bom- 
hiy,"  "wo  remcmibcr  arriving,  under  similar  circumstance?,  at  a  (fiend's 
buusei  and  de(c.-ctiu§r  speedily,  by  the  uncomfortable  luukn  uf  the  host 
ud  hostess,  that  Boro«lbiDg  was  wrong.     The  rooms  did  not  ujipcar  to 
be  as  brilliantly  lighted  as  uaual ;  and  it  struck  as  that  the  lady's  dress 
—though  we  do  not  pretend  lo  bu  a  fonnmttrur  ia  Buch  matter*^was 
of  a  more  simple  description  than  is  customair  at  a  dioncr-purty,  for 
wbieti  ■  week's  invitation  had  been  issued.     There  wa«,  nppareulty, 
nuoh  eoofiision  going  on  in  tbe  adjoining  romn  ;  sounds  like  shining  of 
fiiniiture  and  rattling  of  crockery  were  distiactly  heard ;   and  when, 
after  a  long  solemn  sitting,  dinner  wna  at  length   nnnoiincied,  we  dia- 
cova^Tcd  with  dianaav,  that  bejoud  our  own  party,  no  other  guests  scented 
likely  to  luike  tbeir  apjxwancc.  whilst  the  host's  temper  was  too  visibly 
discomposed  to  enable  hino  long  to  conceal  the  fact,  that  calculating 
witli  cofinioty  on  tho  state  gf  thv  weather  being  such  a*  not  eten  a  dog 
would  uaneoeaaarily  face^  lie  bad  given  urdna  two  hours  previously  for 
tho  arnUDgement  of  a  dinner  m  /antUl*,  with  the  mug  onUcipation  of  a 
qulal  evening,  and  the    rnjoynteni  of    a  new   Uaarterly.      Thia  was 
pitasant  1  but  df  (ermiucd  to  make  the  beat  uf  n  hid  buaiiiess,  wo  set  (o 
vork  indefatigably  lo  render  ouraelTea  as  agreeable  a*  poauble :  praised 
evi-ry  di*h  upon  table ;  pronounced  the  wines  superb,  aad  patted  iha 
heads  of  a  couple  of  odioua,  ill-managed  children,  pnitestinr  thay  wtn 
ibo  living  tfoages  of  tbeir  papa;  and  even  smiled  nith  a  kind  of  ghastly 
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luluitjr,  riwB  oaa  e(  lb  iMpa  'm»nu4  las  dotr  Jagwi  into  oar  tnmf 
pUu^  d«clTwg  b«  ««9  •  pU^al  sa  &  kittn.*  bai  k  w«s  all  in  v«m  ; 
iha  taoak  Mill  looked  rart;  and  ibc  hoMcss  frigh—ui.  w  Uktc  was 
DOthbg  for  it  bat  to  ireaap  tk*  bobcbI  dnar  vm  onr.  fcrMtkiog  * 
■olwnn  VD«  iwvcr  ag«a  lo  naMro  tamk  «■  a.  ««t  aigW  to  folfil  an 
engiCenrat,  oaloa.

I       "nt  jouraeT  from  Loadon  to  Bombay  bow  oceopia  •oQM^wbal  leas 
iban  a  montb.     A  raaa  may  aat  bis  dinner  in  LondoD  od  tbr  ttth  of 
M&rcb.  and  brMkfait  in  Donbay  on  tbe  Stb  of  April.     A  trip  to  Bora- 
bay  and  back,  iadrcd.  la  Little   more  tban  a^racation  ramble;"   and,  tf 
it  wrro  not  for  lb«  cost  of  tbe  experinwot,  we  doubt  not  that  many 
would  bo  induced  to  undertake  it  in  prefenatv  to  tti«  ordinarT  excor- 
sioo*  to  ibe  Amo  and  the  Rhiue.     European  traveller*   in   India  are 
DOWHi-daya  ronr  oMm  bc^iii^,  for  tbe  tnoat  part,  foreign  prinocs  in  dia- 
ffuiu.  or  young  lords  in  search  of  an  esciteineBt ;  but  the  day  is,  p«r- 
baps,  not  very  far  distant,  when  men,  wKo  bow  koow  the  Indian  Pmi- 
dendes  only  by  name,  will  judge  for  tbenttelm  what  life  n  in  BtMnbay. 
And  tbe  more  rapid  tbe  eooimunieatioB,  the  more  easy  the  intereoiirae 
between  tlie  two  couDtriea,  the  less  appa/vni  will  be  the  line  of  srp«ra- 
tion  beiwevQ  the  social  b&biti  of  our  countrymm  iu  India  and  in  Graat 
Britain.     Whoii  the  vovage  to  India  occupied  five  or  six  months,  aiid 
wbun   a   large   number  of  iIiok  who   sailed   from  the  white  coasts   of 
Old    England,    iiover  made    the    homeward   voyage,  our  eipatriatKl 
ooUDirymeii   become   morally,  aw  uell    s«   locAlly,    uoUlcd  from   their 
brethriii  at   home,  and  fell  into  habits  and  cuatutiis  at  >itriarce  with  our 
tluropean  noiioRS  of  propriety.      But  frequent  and  speedy  eottiiDum- 
caiioo   DOW  keep*  the  ionte-/(ri'm0  oonsiSBtly  alive  within  them.      Few,. 
if  any,  think  of  ending  iticir  days  in  tbe  East,  without  re*iMtia;  their 
paternal  lioniei ;    they  take  their  furloughs ;  brush  up  their  ide&e  of 
European  soeietv,  hnbituniv  themselves  to  the  ton«  of  European  ntoraU 
tty,  Bud  in    no    renpeci.   savr.   perhaps,  in  their  more  colarged   and 
liberal  views  of  kindaeiM  snd  ho^pitaliiy.  differ  greatly  from  their  coni- 
peers,  who  have  never  wauitered   fnriher  ibao   Brus«els    or    Pnris,  if. 
indeed,  the^  have  ever  crossed  the  Chaiiu<-1.     Thv  racv  of  naliohA  is 
ealind.      The  returned  Indian   is    now  very  soon  absorbed  into  the 
gcnornl  inns*   nf  humanity.      He  loses  the  cxeluAive  alamp  in  a  yoar  or 
two,  and  uiv«  at  the  Oricnial  Club,  or  iu  one  of  those  oountry'towna  or 
wat«rtog-placcs,  where  Aoglo-lndiaos  are  wont  to  coDgngate,  do  not 
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li*a  In  rcmiuiaceoMv  uf  the  put,  anit  viev  their  OriMiUilium  on  their 
awl-sl(«vc9.  A  fccutlcman,  who  had  apcnl  some  ye&»  ici  Itiilta aiUchvil 
to  nne  of  ihe  gr^M  f>(rvic«*,  niiil  wlio  wu  At  hotnp  murely  on  &  brkf  fur- 
lough, oiicB  >ai<l  to  us,  "  For  mj  part,  I  iri'  to  kt-cp  every  doc  ignorant 
thai  1  have  ever  been  ia  India  at  ail."  This  was  in  every  resjieet  a  ini»« 
ukfi.  AH  tianiA  ore  cnnratiiilly  low  ond  vutgnr — whotni^r  a  man  pre- 
t«nd  U>  be  what  be  is  not,  or  not  lo  be  what  he  in.  But  bevoud  thN  it 
WM  a  miitaltr  to  tuppoie  that  tbc  fact  of  hi«  haTin){  spent  some  jear*  in 
one  of  the  most  intcrMting  couotriea  in  the  worid,  would  detract  any- 
ihiog  from  his  other  claims  to  the  social  regard  of  bin  ouuiilrvoim  in 
genvral.  If.  over  and  xbove  thv  ordinary-  European  informa^on  of  nay 
intelligent  Kngliih  gealleman,  he  potsviiicd  an  accurate  and  exten* 
aive  knowledge  of  the  country  nndiho  people,  and  ih«  knguagen  of  a 
large  portion  of  thv  Asiaiic  world,  he  would  (provided,  alnays,  that  it 
wsf  not  of  an  obLmtive  character)  Id  reality  haic  prrsenlvd  tti<:roa»ed 
claima  to  the  coiMideralion  of  English  lociety,  and  these  claiitin  would 
havii  b4>«d  allowed.  But  tliere  was  evidently  Itonling  in  bis  miDd  a  trx- 
ditionarv  idea  of  the  Tulgar  and  ignorant  oblruiivLiiiiis  of  the  piir»«- 
p'oud  Anglo-Indiao  ia  the  davM  of  I'ootc  nod  .Mackenzie,  and  be  wu 
afraid  of  sonte  of  the  odour  ut  lbi«  now  explodi^d  cunventionaliBm  at- 
lacbiog  to  biin  in  the  talons  of  Kuru|ii-.  Aiiglu-IndiiiB*  nri-  no  longer 
purtie-proud,  for  few,  in  theac  dnyt,  have  pnrsca  nhtrreof  to  be  proud  : 
lli«  bununising  iaStWDCM  »f  fcm-ile  nooiety,  from  which,  «sve  that  of 
the  /enana,  tltcy  were  fomierlv  debarred,  have  n-Gned  thi-ir  ninnnura, 
■ud  puriStd  iheir  hcartt )  and  rapid  communicUion  wiib  tbe  mother 
country  has  brougtil  the  litentlure  and  scimice  of  Euivip^  almost  lo  their 
very  door*.  Tliry  are  no  longer,  therefore,  a  toLoord  claai,  cither  on 
ihe  score  of  arromaDce,  immorality,  or  ignorance.  The  prejudice 
against  them  ia  wearing  ont.  Tha  same  liberni  and  correct  estimate  of 
tho  Company'*  acrvicvs,  evinced  by  lb«  ttntiBb  (lOrcnimeot  in  their 
•elntiim  of  Huch  roon  as  Metcalfe,  Anderson,  Boaiiain,  &c.,  for  official 
employtiHTit  in  Crown  colo[iii.if,  whetn  Her  Maji'Sty's  servants  have 
bp«n  tried  and  found  wanting,  thrown  open  the  duurs  of  locicty  rradily 
to  own,  «Ik>  haie  no  other  stit^a  Atlaching  to  ibcoi,  than  thai  of 
having  borae  th«  burden  and  heat  of  the  dny  in  t  country  whprc  th«s« 
things  ar<?  «a«iething  inorc  llioi:  nii.-laplicir- 

It  «auid  be  nnjual  to  omit  alS  mealion  of  the  fact  that  the  volunif, 
whieh  has  mg'gmted  th««<>  rcmarl;]*  en  Anglo-Indian  Society,  forms  a 
veey  handaoine  drawtng-rooni  table  book  cleverly  illustrated  with 
akrichra,  in  tinted  lithography,  of  ihe  scmcry  of  Uombey  and  ihe 
•umundiiig  country. 
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I  no  believe  that  Dame  Nntur«  ofVii  makes  straugo  errors  with  lb« 
n&tiviUes  of  us  inorbth.  Or  vrby  wan  I  not  bom  n  sipay  ?  WiM, 
could  she  mejin  by  miLkinfl;  ma  the  son  of  a  Uwrer?  1  «JF  the  auquict 
btood  and  ihp  roving  intctlect — I  of  the  wild  ana  adYciitnroua  opirit — I 
nho  n?Ter  could  livv  six  wevki  in  thei  same  liouw!  wiiliout  regnrding  it 
u  my  pri«Do,  or  nix  inoutb»  in  th«  aamc  country  without  fecUng  like  a 
gtUlsy-^lavp  chained  to  a  rock — I  nho  was  horvA  to  ilcAtli  by  the  vary 
name  of  etiqu^u*-,  propriety  or  furmatity>  wlio  hated  with  inlcii»ilj  vttxj- 
tiling  conveulloual,  Bu«ial,  or  domestic.  I  to  he  born  the  son  of  a  nun 
who  was  th(!  inconintinD,  the  living;  type,  the  walking  impcriDnificuitiotl 
of  all  that  wait  proper,  formal,  dnmcutic,  nnd  B[>cial,  coiicenlnted  idIo  a 
stout  gcnllciran,  with  a  corparitlimi  and  a  bald-head,  a  pair  of  gold 
■j>i:clac!li-9,  and  a  silver  aimS'-liux  !  Ritulty  it  seems  loo  nbituTd  to  <Trcdit, 
and  may  he  veritably  termed  what  the  oewnpapers  lov«  to  chroaicio— 
•'  a  singular  fronk  of  Natiiro." 

Yet  so  it  wm.  My  venerated  &ther  was,  indeed,  a  barriM<.T-at>law  ; 
a  rcspoctnble.  leanied,  and  bard-norkin^  "  junior,"  of  forty  years*  aland- 
ing,  whose  knowledgo  of  leg'al  technicalities  nns  more  cxtcniivo  than 
liis  pvwera  of  eloquence,  who  shone  iu  drafls  and  opinione  far  more  Iban 
in  iid<lrt>»ses  to  juries,  and  was  better  understood  by  one  old!  niti  jxriuM 
judge  than  by  a  dozen  onlightenied  jurymen  :  in  cooooquence  of  which 
intt^lk-vtual  peculiarities  niy  worthy  parent  never  became  a  "  Iciidcr,"  but 
mas  cuDtent  to  draw  good  pleadings  rather  than  make  had  speeches.  H« 
had  married,  when  he  teas  about  fivc-and- forty,  a  spinster  of  two-niKt* 
thirty.  My  mother  was  of  an  eicelleul  family — at  least  so  tilu;  informed 
the  world,  which  didn't  believe  her.  because  all  it  knew  on  the  aubJMt 
waw,  that  her  fatlier  died  of  a  partiality  to  strong  water*,  after  bavitig 
been  some  years  previously  ousted  from  his  situation  of  tide-waiter  for 
eoDHtant  intosieatiou. 

My  mother,  however,  wa*  exceedingly  sensitive  in  rcforraco  to  her 
pedigree,  as  most  |ieople  arc  who  huve  >ery  indiMinct  notions  as  to 
whetiier  ihey  nally  ever  had  a  (grandfather.  My  father,  oD  the  con- 
trary, who  had  uo  wenkneit  on  ihia  siibjecl,  wai  prrfectly  well  aware 
that  fii«  grandfather  was  a  Newgate  salesman,  with  a  good  businiMs, 
whose  Bon  had  (urued  geDtlcmon,  spent  the  paternal  saving^s,  married  a 
peatiileet  girl,  uud  brought  up  hiii  own  ciiild  to  the  bar  to  fog  out  life 
and  soul  for  a  livelihood,  instead  of  Ictlina;  him  quietly  walk  into  a  ready- 
made  profitable  buHincss  in  the  beef  nnd  mutton  line.  Doeply  did  my 
father  lament  his  fate;  though  probably  if  the  bench  of  the  Outer 
Tunplc  had  been  aware  of  the  fact,  (hey  would  never  have  called  to  the 
excliisivitm  of  the  bar  to  low-minded  an  individual. 

My  mother  had  a  real  knight  amou^  bicr  aucestora  I  He  had  hceii  a 
mayor  of  some  sen-port  town,  and  had  presented  somo  wonderful  and 
original  address  of  congratulation  to  hi>  Majesty  the  third  George,  on 
the  recovery  of  his  Majeaty's  intellect,  for  wliicli  civility  hii  Majesty 
graciously  cbtc  him  pt-rmissioa  to  write  "  Sir  *  before  bis  narao^ralher 
I  Mvore  addition  to  his  luboiirt,  tttmg  that  he  bad  considerable  difliculty 
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la  writing  bu  nanie  at  all— tbat  very  «saoiitial  in^HKnt  of  t-ducation 
bftviitj:  b««i>  Bometiov  >tr«ngvly  neglected  ia  liia  cuv.  Tb«  ku^;lll 
nuirried  bis  cddIl,  u  knigfatt  ana  mnyon  are  very  apt  to  do,  and  had  a 
Urge  family,  to  «ach  of  whMn  h«  I^Fl  bb  blcsiiog  I  baving  rxpcndt^d  iill 
bia  nun  wlid  poweMioDi  in  Ihc  maiiticnanco  of  his  "  dijpiiy"  duriuK 
bis  lifetime.     But  (forgfive  u(,  Duros  I)

ind  Sr  Robert  Button  vba  ever  affcctioDatcly  rometnbered  and  vene* 
rated  by  ime  of  hi*  dAteendant*.  lad«isl,  to  proud  vm*  my  lady  marnm 
of  dragKiiig  ■■>  tb^  name  of  her  litlod  prog«nitor,  ibal  my  fatbi.'r  ww  at 
Lut  driven  to  thi<  painful  iiwcaiity  of  niakiug  allutioo*  (by  vay  of 
oounter-irntaLion)  to  Au  jtraiidfalher,  tbe  Nvwgnte  lalvxinan  mforesaid, 
wheoever  hia  vifo  got  npon  li»r  favoiinte  thenp.  Thereupon  sho  ccoaed 
itntauUy,  liomblrd  and  liurriiicd.  I'aticy  tlie  btocd  uf  all  the  Btiltoni 
corrupted  by  tbe  coutact  of  ibo  ofTspiinf;  of  a  bluc-smuicked  vcudor  of 
bnf  nod  mutton  *'  at  per  carcots,  tinklnjif  tbo  olTal  I "

We  oA*Q  talk  of  tke  doubts  and  difficulties  men  experience  ia 
■tUnpting  to  tolTe  toaoy  of  tbo  cociftl  problems  hourly  pri^sented  to 
ibslr  mindK ;  but  wbu  ever  lufficianily  takex  into  euiiKidiTatiuo  iho  ivrri- 
bl«  warping  the  youthful  mind  experiences  from  it»  parciiU,  uud  tlus 
irrcCDVcrabie  bias  thrn  givvn  to  it?  In  my  own  ca««,  as  my  parents 
Diougbt  diffurwiliy  on  almoit  every  lubjoct — nay,  a*  tliey  were  most 
diaBMitxically  oppused  in  opinion  and  seniimeDt  on  every  point,  Impurtaut 
or  trivial.  I  «aa,  perhaps,  kept  like  Mahomet's  coffin,  balanced  ercoly 
betwMn  lienvon  and  cBrtb.  Such  a  probation  onghi  to  have  nindv  mo  a 
decided  original,  or  tbe  ao«t  complete  of  sceptics ;  but,  havings  a  consti- 
tHJonal  dislike  to  tbinUag  at  ail,  and  b«ing  disposed  to  take  cvery- 
tliing  a«  I  found  it,  my  gooi  parcnta*  opinions,  di»scn»ioni,  and  mutiul 
namings  and  advice  to  myself,  were  utterly  wnsted. 

Perhana  I  liad  a  little  waning  to  my  muUicr's  iiottons  of  ihv  import- 
anco  ana  riKfats  of  good  birtb.  I  could  not  endure  the  notion  that 
"  Greasy  Boos"  tbe  butobcr-bioy,  wan  my  pqiml — iliouj^h  1  was  but  ono 
reniore  frnni  being  bom  a  buiclivr-buy  lu)  titlf.  "Dw  idoa  of  "  Doughy 
Bill,'  the  putty-faced  baker's  man,  beinfr  as  good  as  myself,  HUB  de- 
cidedly revolting ;  and  if  anybody  had  insinuated  that  I  was  no  belter 
than  "Lanky  Tom,"  the  greengrocer's  lad,  I  *bould  tkavu  knocked 
dowQ  tbe  insolent  iDdtriduol  on  uie  spot  Hut  my  arittocratio  feelinfiB 
ou  this  pouit  were  of  tbo  passive  and  unobtrusive  character ;  so  tbat,  ol- 
lhouj{h  I  was  fully  vonvhicied  of  my  own  penonal  supi^riority  to  tbe  lhre« 
youtlia  above  mentioned,  y«t  Greasy  Bob,  Doughy  bill,  and  Lanky  Tom, 
weru  frc(|uciitly  my  playmatos  and  cuafcdcrmeF,  in  byways  vrlierc  tbe 
keen  glance  of  my  aniioini  mother  jienetratx-d  nut.     ThMe  associaClona 

ST«  me  n  decidedly  oownopolitan  turn  of  mind,  and  led  to  not  a  few  of 
s  events  of  my  after  life. 

After  ail,  love  li  the  great  paaiiiofi.  It  is  true  tbat  it  sometimes  foils 
to  lay  bold  of  a  man  at  all,  in  lb*  saaiv  way  tJiAt  mnu  occauonally  got 
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ihrongh  lifff  without  tbcmeuln or  thp  bnopiDg-congh:  but,»  ■  p«n»r&l 
ruW,  it  ii  a  unWrrBal  piiston,  and,  tmdoubtedlv,  vihcn  it  (ftmt  •eix«  n 
man.  it  twalions  up,  Tor  a  time  (ioogcr  or  sliorur,  acTordinj;  to  his 
le«np<T>nt«nt)  ino«t  of  his  oth*-r  pasnont  nix)  pur>uil».

In  aac  the  reader  is  not  much  reru-d  in  the  history 
of  South  America,  J  will  junt  romtiid  him  that  Braiil  ia  an  independ«i>t 
Mnpirr,  originally  bdotigiiig  to,  and  eoloniicd  bjr,  Portugal.  Now,  I 
lielirve  it  hai  been  fiaid  that  ■  I'ortu^uese  la  a  Spaniard  without  hit 
honour — and.  in  my  opinion,  ■  Bnuilion  ia  a  PortugneM  without  aaj 
of  thr  few  virtues  of  the  latter.

I  am.  of  course,  Kpeaking  of  the 
morn)  rflect,  and  nut  the  phy«i<:al ;  for,  in  the  Intlcr  retpect  there  it  a 
decidtnl  imiirorement,  and  the  Mulattoea  of  Draxil  ar«  far  handsomer 
than  their  Portiigiic-w  progi-nitors. 

Could 
all  Europe  hare  shown  no  sof^,  ao  hrillianl.  so  entrancing  a  pair  of  liquid, 
jel-b|jick  eyn?

other great  priBoiitr  of  day«  gone  by. 

Amboise,  a  few  yean  tincc,  was  a  tmiling,  lively  liltle  town,  and  tlie 
rfwilt  was  a  pU'Uturv  n-tiidtnco  uf  the  lout  kin;; ;  th?  j^rdLiiv  wer*  dtli- 
ooua,  th<!  little  chupel  of  St.  Hubert  a  gem,  restored  in  all  it*  lustKi.  and 
_  be  glory  of  artiHta  and  amateurs  All  is  now  changed :  a  gloom  baa 
'ftlteii  on  the  urone.  the  floweni  are  fndi-d,  the  gatoi  an  closed,  the  pretty 
pavilions  are  iJtut-u»  ;  therv  are  guards  histend  of  gurdeiien,  and  a  dreary 
priton  frownx  over  tJic  refltcting  watcra,  which  glide  mournfully  peat  ita 
ttowerB. 

If  you  pniiw  awhile  on  the  bridge  of  Amboise,  and  look  up  to  llic 
vindowR  of  the  castle,  you  nmy,  perhaps,  lee  one  «r  other  of  the  captiTei 
.leAted  sadly  and  mationlcKiiiy,  or  H  may  be  slowly  paoin([  along  a  high 
'gallery  which  runs  from  tower  to  tower,  but  It  is  ram  at  present  that  the 
dtspicitcd  tn!)Bbitarl8  of  those  dismal  chambers  have  «nergy  to  seek  even 
such  rcrreation  an  this,  and  the  traveller  may  drive  through  AmboiM 
twenty  tiiiiiee,  mitbout  having  his  curiosity  to  see  Lord  LondondctTy's 
jtrnt^tff  gratified. 

The  writer  of  these  pAgea  happen*^!  to  he  in  tho  nvi};iibuurhood  wlien 
Abd-'el-Ritder  was  transremid  fmm  PAu,  the  birthplace  of  Henri  Quatrv, 
in  the  Pyrenees,  to  this  once  gay  ChAtcsu  on  the  Loiiv,  and  was  amongiA 
thoee  who  witneMcd  the  arrival  of  th^  pariy. 

1'he  evening  was  very  chilly  and  nibty,  and  but  few  persons  had  been 
templed  to  linger  late  by  the  river  lide ;  the  attention,  howevi>T,  of  tlioM 
wlio  had  not  yet  "  betaken  tbem  home,"  was  attracted  by  a  steam-boot 
fiill  of  («JiH■ngc^^  c{>ming  from  Painibeuf,  which  (topp«d  beneath  Uie 
i-Ktlls  of  the  castle,  und  gave  a  signal  apporenlty  undi^ratood  1^  n  guard 
of  soldier*,  whifli  had  been  loitering  Dn  the  shore.  The  arrival  of  the 
itcaincr  was  immediately  cutumunicated  to  the  governor  of  the  cutic, 
and  much  unwonted  tuovenieiit  ensued. 
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A  rumoor  of  toincthing  nimarksbic  soon  rpread  throughout  the  tovn, 
and  a  concoune  of  people  cama  hiirriring  oviv  tli«  bridgo,  in  opd«r  to  ba 
pKwnt  at  the  cxpecled  landing  of  priaonen  of  importance.  There  waa 
no  attempt  to  rcpresa  this  niriouty,  for  no  rvfcuc  was  evidently  fttuvH  i  a 
double  line  of  toldien  was,  howcv«r.  fonncd.  and  in  tilen^  and  gloom  a 
Md  procenion  was  toon  formed  of  no  less  thun  «ig)itv-tvro  individual!, 
men,  iroinen,  and  diildrcn,  all  covered  with  Inigc  montlea  of  white  woo), 
of  a  Auhion  uumh  in  tbii  part  of  the  world,  linco  the  gpnat  Sarorcn 
warrior  AbdVnunim  was  driven  bncit  froni  Toursine  by  Cliarles  Martel ; 
the  stranirera  thus  attired  took  their  way  from  tlie  wndy  shore  of  the 
Loire  to  the  pr«cipitouA  »e<'nt  of  the  dark  towera  before  them. 

Theee  captim  w«re  tl>e  Arab  chief  Abd-'cl-Knd«r.  hti  moihrr,  one  of 
his  brothere- in-law,  hisundc.  a  piilriitrclj  ofciirii^ty,  whose  long  white  boanl 
fell  to  his  gifxilf,  and  four  of  his  wives.  Fuilowinfr  ihem  mne  n  imin  of 
BtlMiilaiiis,  alt  prisoners,  and  alt  sharing  their  master's  sorrows  and 
mischancok 

T)i<>  hcnv^  gateway  cloned  upon  the  n«w  ^esti,  and  tli<:  inlinhilants 
of  AmbuiHe,  somewhat  aw4.'girtick  and  impressed  with  pity,  reluriiEd 
iDoumfuIly  tn  their  respective  domtcik-s,  nu  doubt  thiuikiiig  Heaven  that 
they  wer«  dciii/ens  of  fr«  and  happy  Franco,  goncrovu,  valiant,  bonoui^ 
able  and  victorious! — alas,  how  long  to  rrmain  *o  I 

From  that  time  a  new  amuscnieiit  w««  provided  for  th«  plcaiut«> 
loving  natives  of  ihr  pretty  but  ilreary  old  town,  which  still  wcnr*  tho 
<haTaot«rislics  of  the  i<a«t  in  its  aciiteilY  pointed  roofi,  crowned  xvitti 
quaint  bclfrys,  its  arrhn  Sfttiining  th«  (trvel*.  lis  antique  chapel  of 
St.  Florrntin,  its  jialai*  J«  Jiu/ierr  Unnnformed  into  a  hanucic,  and  its 
little  Cliiteau  du  Clot-Luwt,  where,  tmdition  tavs,  Leonanlu  du  Vinci, 
the  great  painter,  pasted  the  last  yean  of  his  long  tile,  and  where  ha 
died. 

Many  a  summer  evening  wo*  henceforth  spent  by  the  dlixens  on  the 
btidjte.  their  pastime  being  to  gaze  curiously  up  towards  the  walls  and 
windows  of  the  castle ;  for,  witnderirg  nlang  the  ttnraces,  which  hung  in 
mid  air.miglit  then  be  fnrquvnlly  si-eii.likc  a  gliding  spectre, the  mujoitic 
form  of  nn  Arab,  wrapped  in  a  white  Sernmu,  with  solemn  steps  paeing 
to  and  fro,  unohserram  and  indiff<Tciit  to  thr  curionily  which  he  excited. 

CoRipaMlon  for  tb<*e  unfurtuimu  ilrangera  eii(:g«ated,  ctcd  smongsG 
Ummq  in  whose  charge  their  ssfety  was  ploeed,  alluviationa  to  their  griefs. 
The  Arab  servant*  of  the  chief  were  allowed  to  seek  prorisMins  (or  their 
npaila  in  the  town  itself,  aoconipanied  merely  by  a  soldier,  who  did  not 
molwt  them.  All  who  applied  for  ]M-rmismn  lo  beliold  AI>d'-cl-Ka<ler 
were  admitted  to  the  castle  prectncts,  and  were  introduced  to  bin  pre- 
sence. At  ftnl  Ite  probably  fell  amuaed  at  the  novelty  of  this  procved* 
inf,  but  at  length  be  became  aimoyed  at  the  (H-ncveriiig  eiirioaity  which 
left  him  no  Icituro  for  reflection*,  however  duleful.  Hix  ypirili,  too,  in 
the  cMtrse  of  long  months  of  hopt-lets  onxiny,  gam  way,  and  he  al 
liiR|lh  Tefuu4  to  be  exhibited  oa  a  mged  lion,  to  make  sport  to  the 
inquisitive. 

Not  atDii«  in  the  sarly  stage  of  his  captivity,  but  ever  since  he  be» 
oame  thHr  iicicht>our,  the  ladsM  of  Amboiie,  v^iih  cnnlintious  kimlness. 
showed  their  Venevolf^t  ferling  both  to  him  and  to  the  fi-tnol^-i  of  his 
suite  and  thHr  children.  Uelicaries  fiom  their  kitchens,  and  little  useful 
preaenls  were  iliovrerrd  upo«i  the  poor  at|>lives,  who  received  ll»e  attcii- 
tMos  in  the  «iirit  in  which  thfy  were  given. 
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One  iDstBitce  of  consid«Tation  gtr«  panicuUj  gruilication  to  the  Emir. 
Madame  do  Villcneuvc,  the  chdtrStiiiK  of  OuhtritM  da  Medicia'  lov«ly 
caiUc  of  Cltunonccui,  M  well  known  (o  tovrista,  and  M  ftften  d««critiea. 
sent  Ab<]'-«1-Ka^rr  a  mnpnftnmx  pUnt,  a  naliva  of  hi*  own  ralUy*  of  i 
the  Atlat.  It  tt  i«liit«il  titat  the.  Emir  nn  remving  it  bunt  into  lean. 
He  Sent  Wk  Uw  esprewion  of  bti  ^titude  In  the  foltoirbg  ch&imetcr< 
utiatlly  pocticsJ  words  : — 

"  Too  poor  W  offer  y«i  in  ivlam  anything  worthy  of  your  atccptwic*, 
nol  pa*>r«atng  even  &  flower  thoL  I  am  call  mine,  ]  will  pray  to  Aliiiii 
that  for  th«  lore  of  hi>  Mrvoni  he  will  one  doj-  bcctow  FoiBdiw  upon 
you." 

Sonic  time  uftcr  liiia,  the  h«s}tb  of  the  Emir  having  BulKwed  from  eon* 
finenient,  he  wsa  allovrcd  to  lide  on  liortctock  in  the  iicixhbourhood  of 
Aniboise,  and  the  fint  eju^uraion  which  he  mode  wus  lo  the  Cbalonu  of 
Cheiionccnu,  where  liis  pr«««nc«,  no  doubt,

and  hit  Titit  ho*  nddMl  anolher  mMetnir  to  tho  liot  of  thow  illustrioiu 
and  interesting  p«r*onfle«i  who  have  made  the  romantic  rolrcnt  of  Oiww 
of  Vuiuen  end  her  rival  fumous  for  iill  lime. 

AW-cl-Kn-lcr  iweil  often  to  be  »o<n  at  hi«  drvotion*  at  the  nung  and. 
■ettiiig  of  tli«  nun.  He  i*  accustomed  to  prufttrate  liiniiKlf  in  an  aii^  of 
that  very  iron  balcony  from  whence,  iu  the  days  of  the  Medici,  the  eon. 
f|)iratori  of  Amboith;  wen?  hung  b>  a  public  exnnipl^  to  traitor*.  Leaning 
ngiuiitl  thv  stone  wall,  he  reinatiis  abwrbed  in  hie  oritom,  and  tdl*  hit 
bcadR  with  tite  fervour  of  a  pritoiier  and  an  exile. 

The  numerous  portrait*  of  him  to  be  *cen  in  Pari*,  pBrticularljr  popular 
■incc  Lord  Londonderry's  letter*  have  made  hla  tine,  melancholy,  nwicetic 
face  familiar  to  the  world,  lie  i«  little  more  than  finty-jivcand  nat> 
cuimtcnancc  which,  but  that  Eulem  counlenancea  deceive,  one  would 
feel  inclined  not  onlj  lo  admin^  but  to  triut.  It  is  hard  lo  say  whether 
lhi<  French  would  do  right  to  confide  in  it,  but  eertain  it  i»  that  he  it  tli« 
objcHil  of  de«p  admiration.  )li«  large,  maun>ful,  gazelle  eye*,  hia  calm, 
beautiful  mouth,  and  his  rich  jet-black  beard,  bare  gained  many  a  henrt, 
both  male  and  female ;  but  his  iniftfortuDGB  are  too  intfr<»ling.  loo 
lomnntic,  ti'u  jiii]Nanl*  to  W  lightly  parted  with,  and  tlie  Pa>nch  will 
probably  keep  the  Hon  lUll  caged  as  an  ot-ject  on  whicii  to  exercise  their 
senai  bill  lies,  unleaa  indeed  the  di^sBessed  ownert  of  AmboiM  thauld 
tiikp  hi*  pliifi,'. 

HLinietJmes  the  Kmir  vrouid  appear  on  hia  balcony  atcompuiiicd  by  the 
ladi<;i  of  hii  Buite.  One  of  tliem  ii  said  to  be  ghll  y>>ung,  an.)  \r.ty 
hundnnmc  ThiB  i*  tliu  roport  of  a  young  Frenchman,  whose  patient 
curinaily  was  rewaided  on  a  happy  occaiion.  when  the  veiled  fair  one 
withdrew  the  envious  screen  of  her  beauties  one  day,  imagining  that  the 
was  unob*ervod,  that  kHv  might  the  better  f;aio  upon  the  tine  river,  and 
fed  the  wA  brteie  of  nn  evening  in  June  upon  her  check.  OccationallT 
tome  of  the  children  of  the  captive*  mu^-  \iv  ifcd  ploying  round  th«ir.J 
carontt,  u*  they  ttand  inotionh**,  Wking  froin  Uieir  high  position.  TheM 
little  cnptives  are  of  all  ihadei,  fruin  nhile  lo  ebony  hue.  and  are  by  no 
m<«ni  BO  silent  or  to  still  as  their  elders,  lor  they  clamour  and  climb  und 
Iwisi  about  upon  Die  jiarajtets  in  a  manner  i{tiite  startling  to  those  who 
lire  watcliing  them  from  below. 

8«ne  time  ago    the    Biabop  of  Algiers,    paMing    through    Ambolte, 
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Btoftped  to  f>ay  a  viiil  to  the  Bmir;  ho  exhort«d  him  ta  nmi^atiou, — 
alfti !  wluit  the  coul<l  he  prvoch  ? — and  rMcived  th«  tanw  amwet  ab  the 
illu«tn»ui  pntnner  nlwnyi  give*  to  those  who  sc«k  to  canjHilc  him.

The  bishop  aud  pnyvn  in  ti»  exquisite  little  chapel  of  t)»»  cattle 
alrtadj  raptiliooed,  as  lo  beautifully  rMlored  by  the  un(brtanal«  Louis 
Philippr,  and  which  is  in  itscif  the  most  pcrlbct  specimen  af  art  ever 
beheld,  with  its  nurtile  picturvt  of  St.  Hiibt'rt't  miracle,  its  elaborate 
door-wnvs  and  vivid  glass  punting  riTalUng  the  antique.  A  prclty 
Itttte  Kntimental  scniec  was  p>t  up,  of  nrhtch  llie  Arab  captires  were 
niad«  the  hcroM.  ntimernus  prayers  l*iiig  addrc^od  to  llo^vrn  for  their 
welfarv.  both  of  l)i>dy  fuiil  u)ul.  Prolably  (ho  pri«on«r«  r«alty  felt  grate- 
ful lor  the  attention,  even  though  i^eithiT  the  print  nor  the  shrine  had 
nlstion  to  their  on-n  bdicf. 
One  of  liie  siiit^,  Die  ofUmest  sean  in  Amboiso,  was  the  butcW  Bon- 
;  fitlam.  who  officiated  for  his  tribe  and  whose  office  was  looked  upon  as  a 
aokntn  one.  I-lo  hnd  a  fine  muscular  fifiiiK.  with  an  intolligvnl  and 
hsndMme  Giec,  and  was  upwards  of  six  feet  high.  VVhi-ii  he  immulutcil 
an  animal  he  tn^^t  be  nid,  u  hoi  been  apocryphalljr  reported  of  Shale- 
spoarc,  to  han 

"  Done  It  in  hji|^  ityle.  snil  made  a  t|>M>eh." 

About  a  y**t  and  a  half  ago  poor  Ikn-Sal«m  wu  found,  it  drowned 
corpse,  in  the  Loire  ;  b«  is  su|^)ow^  to  have  peritlted  wlale  bathiiif;,  htit 
the  writer  iccollects,  st  the  time,  to  have  heard  it  whispered  that  despair 
pliwl  eaused  him  to  eommit  siticide. 

^\^v  attachment  of  tlie  Ambi  to  their  chief  it  intense  ;  an  instann  of 
thiscxat«d  immcnsie  interett  in  Paris  Honie  lime  since.  A  young  man 
who  had  li«loug«d  to  A Inl-'cl-Kader,  mas  detained  at  Toulon,  from 
whence  be  eacnped,  but  instead  of  endcVTuuring  to  rt^ia  his  onn  country 
his  sole  desire  was  to  behold  his  chief  once  more,  and  to  die  at  his  feet. 
He  arrived  at  Amhoiic,  no  otic  knew  how,  hating  tniToricd  Ftiitico  to

Thsir  parting  was,  however,  a 

I  of  desolation,  agonixiitg  to  witness. 

The  tailroad  was  lo  take  bade  these  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Desert 

tly  oo  their  way,  and  a  camoge  filled  with  p«le  emaciated  womcni 

holding  their  children  in  the  folds  of  their  ample  garmenti,  bore  tliein 

om  too  tfistle  walls.     The  men  puratied  their  journey  on  foot,  n  cart 

ntaining  their  wretched  goods  follow«d,  and  the  pairiorch  of  the  tribe 

companied  them  to  the  station,  where  h«  took  leave  of  them  with 

sighs,  tears,  and  •xhorlations,  mixed  with  cmbniccs.    At  the  last  uiumMil 
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a  young  woman,  who  wai  probalily  related  to  the  patriarch,  loat  b«r 
precence  of  mind  entirely, — her  vol  thrown  back  in  despair,  she  cast 
benelf  upon  fail  bosom,  concealing  her  &ce  in  his  renerable  white  beard 
and  uttering  cries  that  melted  the  hearts  of  the  bystanders  to  hear. 

One  feature  of  this  parting  was  remarkable  ;  a  young  peasant  woman 
of  Amboise  had  been  the  wet-nurse  of  a  little  Arab  child,  and  was  now 
to  take  leaye  of  the  helpless  infant  whom  she  had  tended  till,  from  a  half 
dying  plant,  it  had  beconie  strong  and  healthy,  and  full  of  life.  For 
niOTe  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  the  mother  of  the  babe  and  its  nurse 
remained  in  an  agony  of  grief,  mutually  embracing  and  consoling  each 
other,  while  the  innocent  object  of  their  care  wept  for  company.  At 
length  the  poor  sobbing  French  woman  tore  herself  away,  and  the  train 
moved  off  bearing  away  for  ever  her  cheridied  nurseling  and  its  grateful 
but  sorrowing  parents. 

Many  of  the  children  in  Abd-'el-Kader's  suite  died  soon  after  their 
arrival,  and  the  influence  of  the  moist  climate  on  all  the  attendants  was 
felt  severely  by  persons  accustomed  to  go  half  clothed  and  with  naked 
feet.  The  sisters  of  charity  of  Amboise  and  the  medical  men  had  many 
mournful  scenes  to  go  through,  as  the  little  Arab  buria)  ground,  near 
the  "  Gate  of  Lions"  of  the  castle,  attests  too  clearly. 

The  health  of  the  Emir  himself  has,  it  is  said,  of  late  given  way,  cmd 
he  has  had  to  deplore  the  loss  of  several  of  his  nearest  friends.  The  ten- 
demeti  and  feeling  shown  to  these  conquered  enemiet,  proves,  it  must  b^ 
confessed,  that  there  is  no  want  of  kindliness  in  the  hearts  of  at  least 
the  country  people  of  France,  whose  impulses  are  generally  for  good,  as 
we  have  every  reason  to  acknowledge  in  the  charitable  promptitude  and 
active  benevolence  shown  to  the  unfortunate  survivors  of  the  Amazon,  by 
the  whole  of  the  inhabitants  of  Brest  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest. 

At  a  moment  when  national  animosities  are  so  much  encouraged  ai 
the  present,  would  it  be  out  of  place  if  the  ladiet  of  Eni/land,  by  a 
general  subscription,  which  might  fall  lightly  on  all,  were  to  purchase 
some  appropriate  testimonial  to  be  presented,  as  a  token  of  gratitude  to 
the  ladiee  ^  Brett,  whose  care  and  kindness  saved  the  lives  of  two  of  our 
countrywomen?

So  loud  ftad  contiiiuouM  is  their  aonff.  especially  in  lli«  bree<ting 
season,  tliat  in  tbc  fDmicr  good  old  times  of  Pranct*,  whi'n  noblci  irat 
nobles,  and  lived  in  their  niagnifloent  rliairiiui  scauentl  throughout  the 
country,  the  penuints  were  employed  duriug  the  whulv  nisht  in  beat- 
ing the  puuds  wilbin  earshot  of  the  chatcaiit,  vilh  bou|;t>«  of  ir^t^,  \a 
prevent  the  slutnbers  of  tlie  lonis  and  ladies  heini;  brtdien  by  thnir 
paludine  nrighbnurs.  This  oroaking  is  produced  by  the  air  being  driven 
from  (he  luofis  iuto  the  puffcd-oui  uiriiy  of  thp  mmuh,  or  Into  cenaiii 
puttural  ancculi,  akich  are  developed  very  lar);ely  in  the  males.  I'bey 
can  produoe  this  aniso  under  watfr  an  well  a«  on  land.  Ovid  alkidcs  to 
this  faoi  vlieo  he  Mys,

In  the  male  frog  there  are  fiwnres  at  the  enrners  of  the  nonlli  f<tr 
admitting  the  eatrrnal  protnision  of  thi-  rocal  sacculi.     These  sacculi 
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tbfry  invftmbly  protTiid«  in  thHr  (tni^glc«  to  Mupe  whrti  hHd  b;  tli« 
hind  li^<  Uiidfr  ili«»e  cireumtilaDpes  ih«}'  are  alao  csfulile  of  uiicrinp 
a  pecoliar  shrill  cr;  of  dislrcM,  difTchng  complcUlr  from  their  ordinary 
croflk. 

Flatiag  obtained  a  land  net,  1  cautiously  spproacbed  the  poadi  which 
I  knew  inuit  abound  wUb  tbi-iDt  from  the  coaecrb  niiclitiy  held  ibere, 
nd  irilbout  allowiDft  the  shadow  to  fall  on  the  walcr,  or  niAkinj;  iho 
•liglitMl  noi«p  ;  TPt  ih«  innmciit  I  Rhftwed  njvelf,  erery  tiidividual  wlm 
happened  (o  be  abovR  water  jiinipcd  off  bis  perch,  aod  «<u  out  of  siRbc 
in  in  ioitant.  I  tried  ertry  raeani  to  ntch  iht^n,  liol  in  vain.  At 
Uit  I  borrowrd  from  somr  bi>y>  a  loR);  Itibp  of  wood,  «iih  a  small  tiule 
■mooihly  and  pqnally  bored  through  the  cniiir,  which  tlipy  iiipd  to 
^Dot  •mall  birds  ubaiil  the  bcdftcs.  A.mied  wiUi  snoii-  arrows  madv  of 
»baq>  tin  naila,  lipped  with  colton  wool,  [  onwonopd  myMtlf  in  a  Imali, 
and  wattpd  quietly  for  my  prey.  In  a  few  moinrnia,  tb«  frog*,  oiie  by 
on«,  bffiaii  to  pok«  ibeir  nosce  oat  of  ibe  vntt- r.  [  wlcctr*!  the  Gnnrt, 
and  by  dint  of  a  good  shot,  I  succrr^lcd  in  fixinjf  an  errovi  in  his  bead. 
In  the  caurk«  of  the  afternoon  I  ba^(<d  iwvent  of  the  patriarcbi  of  tbe 
pond,  eome  of  them  a»  large  at  tbo  largest  Enfrlish  Uud.  Upon  being 
•truck  with  the  arrow,  ihcy  nearly  all  prolrodcd  ib«-ir  sacculi  from  each 
side  of  (he  mouth,  in  the  manner  above  narraf^. 

These  frogs  are  not  ofieo  used  for  ibe  table  in  Gemany,  bat  m 
France  ibcy  ire  cmitidrred  n  luxury,  as  any  (■>»*  citmnt  orderioir  a  diali 
of  thfm  nt  ihi!  "  'I'rois  Fri-re*"  al  I'arin  may,  by  the  long  prtccv  iprndily 
nscvrtaiu.  Not  niihinj;  to  try  such  on  evpenMve  (.■xperimcnl  in  ^astro- 
noinv,  I  ntot  to  the  lar^e  market  in  llic  Fauboui);  ijt.  (jermain,  and 
toqtiirt^d  fur  friiut.  I  nn*  referred  to  a  (tatvly-lookingdanie  at  a  fish< 
stall,  who  [iroduced  n  box  nearly  full  of  them,  huddling  and  crawling 
about)  and  occasionally  croalting  u  ibou;;h  aware  of  the  fate  to  wliirJi 
tbey  vere  d^iiinoH.  'I'he  price  fined  was  two  a  penny,  and  harinif 
woored  a  difh  to  be  prepared,  lh«  Tlame  d«  U  Halle  dtved  hvr  hand  in 
imottg  them,  and  having  secured  her  virtini  by  Ibo  hind  \cs^  &he  severed 
bim  in  twain  with  a  sharp  knife,  the  le([«,  minus  tkin,  still  ^Iru^linir. 
were  pWed  on  n  dish  ;  und  thn  head,  with  the  fur<.-l(^s  alBxed,  reloini^ 
life  and  motion,  and  performed  ^uch  motions  tliai  the  operBlion  became 
painful  to  look  at.  I'he^  le^s  were  afterwanU  cooked  at  tba  Rntou- 
ratenr'a,  bc-in^  f.rrvnl  up  fried  ui  bread  rrumbs,  a«larl(i  are  la  England: 
nnd  most  ix<:i-!li-nt  eating;  ihey  wrre,  tnwtinR  more  like  the  delicMe  flenh 
of  the  rabbit  than  anvthinj;  cUe  i  can  think  of. 

I  ofUirwardB  trird  a  dish  of  t.ho  common  En|>lisb  froff,  but  their  dcah 
is  not  M  white  nor  ho  tender  a«  that  of  his  French  brotber. 

The  old  lish-wife  of  whom  I  bouf;ht  these  frogs,  informed  me  that  she 
had  a  ninn  r^-giiUrly  in  her  employ  to  caich  theni.  Ho  went  out  every 
evening  at  dusk  tu  the  ponds,  in  tbo  neighbourhood  of  I'aris,  with  a 
lantern  and  a  Iodr  stick,  to  the  end  of  which  was  attached  a  pice«  of  r«l 
cloth.  The  frogn  were  aUranted  by  the  light  lo  the  place  where  the 
fisherman  unod.  He  then  lightly  dropped  liii  cloth  on  the  surface  of 
the  water :  the  frogs  imagining  that  some  dainty  morsel  w.-u  pkced 
before  ibem,  ei^erly  anapped  at  it,  ami  thdr  teeth  becoming  entangled, 
tbsjr  became  an  easy  prey,  deitinod  for  tn>mcirro»'«  market,  and  the 
tender  mercies  of  the  fiMhwoman. 

I  sahvetjucntly  bmughi  over  seireml  doscn  of  these  fVces  alive  to 
"iglanJ,  wiiieof  them  arc  still,  I  betiere,  living  in  the  Wards  botanical 


caari  of  t1io»«  l&  whom  I  pivtcnied  them,  th«  tMt  wi^rv  luraci)  out  tn 
a  poiid.  »hrr«  ]  fi-nr  ihi>)r  linvc  been  devoured  by  the  gourmanil  Engliith 
duck*,  the  rigbirul  occupanls  of  the  pond. 

Th*  edible  frog  (i-.ina  /•jeulenta')  t»  brouglit  from  tlie  country,  iii 
qnaniitiM  of  fmiu  tliirly  lo  forty  ihoutaiiil  at  k  time,  to  Vienna,  and 
Rold  to  great  dealers,  wlio  hnrc  conMTvntorina  for  llicm,  whirli  nro 
lanc«  bole)  four  or  five  fcrt  ditcp,  iIuk:  i<)  tbo  f;i'ound.  |U<!  niuulb  covcretl 
uilh  a  bo»d,  atid  in  sefere  wcalher  vrilh  straw,  [ri  ibese  conMr* 
valoricA,  uvea  daring  a  harti  fro»t,  the  frog*  never  bccoino  qttit«  torpid, 
tbej  ^1  tofTcthcr  in  bLsipi  onv  upon  another  iasUnctiT<?ly,  and  thereby 
pravont  tba  evapontioo  of  iheir  huniidity.  for  no  water  it  ever  pia  to 
them. 

tn  ^'icnaa,  tn  I799i  there  *er«  only  three  dealers,  «%o  supplied  the 
tnarket  with  froKt  Tf«dy  afcinned  and  preparod  for  tbe  cook. 

There  iv  another  ipocicN  of  frog  common  on  tho  Contin<rnl,  vrliicb  U 
torocd  to  a  uccful  account  a*  a  baromelcr.  It  is  tbe  raua  ctr/wv-ty),  of 
«hieli  nany  tpecimen*  are  lo  be  m«q  in  tbe  Zoolaf;ical  tiardeos.  It 
luu  th*  property,  like  the  cbamcUfon,  of  adapting  iIn  colour  to  iho 
Batntance  on  which  it  may  be  placed  :  it  specially  iubabita  lree»,  and 
when  amonK  tbe  folia^tc,  i>  of  a.  brilliant  green  :  when  on  the  frround, 
or  (in  ihv  brnncbe*  of  trccv,  the  ooloar  in  brown.  I'hoy  am  thuii  uied 
aa  pTogno»licatvr«.  Two  or  threw  are  placed  in  a  tall  kIsbh  jar,  nitU 
ihrcc  or  four  inches  of  water  at  tho  lioitotn,  suil  a  small  ladil^r  nich- 
ing to  the  lop  of  tlw  jar,  on  the  approacii  of  dry  veathur  llw  frogs 
luount  the  ladder  to  lh«  very  top,  but  when  rain  may  be  expected,  lliey 
not  only  tnake  a  peculiar  siDnioir  noiae.  but  descend  into  the  valer. 
Small  frog*  are  a  trillii^  bait  for  piko  and  perch,  and  thi*  moind*  me 
of  au  incident  which  I  saw.  A  fine  perch  was  found  flouting  drad,  on 
th«  lop  of  the  water  in  a  potid,  in  one  of  ilie  Kardeni  at  Oxford  ;  upon 
rsanimsiioBt  it  was  found  to  bv  vary  thin,  and  apparently  ttarved  to 
deaih,  aome  derol«e  of  tlie  geoilo  an  had  beeti  the  unconKcioim  cause 
of  the  sad  fall  of  lhi»  poor  Bah,  for  a  hook  vaa  found  firmly  tixi-d  in 
hi>  U|>per  jnw,  the  ahock  of  which  pmji-cted  so  far  bi^vood  hi*  mokith, 
that  bia  efforta  lo  obtain  food  must  have  been  uieleM,  the  hook  always 
projecting  fornardH,  kept  him  at  a  tantnlixing  dialaneo  from  the  desired 
ntoTfcl.  lliu  llsK  liAs  bovii  dried,  and  ii  now  preserred  with  the  hoolt 
fixed  in  his  mouth. 

But  fi»hef.  which,  like  perch,  are  previd<^  with  sharp  prickles,  oc«a< 
aionally  «»■«  the  de«lb  of  those  cr«atun>4  that  feed  upon  ibcnt.  A 
kingdsniT  was  brought  lo  ma  in  tho  ■ummcr  of  I  [i4A,  by  a  boy  who 
had  found  it  dead  on  the  banks  of  Ihe  river  Cherwell,  near  Oxford,  oo 
shot,  or  other  maika  of  Injury  were  found  on  il,  tho  feathcm  being 

Scrfectly  amooth,  dry,  and  unilaiocd,  what  then  was  ibe  cauto  <d' 
cath  ?  upon  a  careful  eaatnination,  I  found  ihit  end  of  a  somII  fiib'i 
tail  protruding  fratn  one  of  the  corner*  of  its  niouili,  [  ciidciavoured  to 
drag  it  out,  but  in  Tain,  it  was  linnly  Hxcd.  Hy  diiseciioD,  I  found, 
that  the  fiah  in  quoliou  wa*  oue  of  ibr  tribe  of  ainall  fish  which  abound 
in  shallow  water,  and  are  cnlled  in  Oaf'urd,  the  boll's  head,  or  milter's 
thumlt.  It  ha*  n  strong  prickle,  nearly  a  quart«>r  of  as  inch  long,  with 
very  iliaip  nod  firm  end,  projecting  on  each  side  of  it*  gill*.  The 
liiih  had  in  its  itmgglea,  protnided  its  priehlca,  wUek,  sticking  in  his 
initiny'*  o>»o|ilt«gus,  had  cffeciuaily  slopped  up  the  sntranctv  pre«*iiig 
on  the  wild-pipe,  and  tfaui  caused  il*  drnih.

M>t  out  on  hii  trsvL-1*  ihrou^h  tJie  nr-nlern  eountrin  of  Europe.  Tlw 
otiji-ct  of  hU  journey  wai,  doubtJeu,  political  t  for  )■!■  royal  n'1att%Y  liap- 
pene«l  ol  tlial  (iine  to  bt  on  m^  bad  term*  uiih  lh«  Pope,  hIio  excom- 
iiiuiiiniU>d  him  fijur  yean  alVrwvdi.  He  mu  accoinpaiiied  by  a  tuil« 
wottliy  of  hit  riuik  ;  and  Imo  of  liia  ooiDpuiiona  wrote  jountalu  of  thar 
pilgiiinage,  whicli  haTc  rvccotly  bccii  ptintc<1  for  the  cdificalton  of  ino- 
deni  timea,  liy  the  Liunry  SucKty  of  S'.iitt^nrt.  Of  Ih^-w  Iwo  rucardc, 
one  i(  lit  Latin,  written  otiginally  in  Uolioitiian,  by  on«  of  lite  mmpaiiv 
called  Schaachek,  or  Saaisut.  TItc  ficctmd  is  in  Qurman.  wrillrn  by 
Qubriel  Tclzel,  •  giMd  ci(ii«n  af  Nuremberg  who  had  b«pii  invitc<)  tn 
accompany  tlw  muiKMi.  They  ara  botli  occupied  willi  dt-taiU  of  iIm 
jmimeji  incidental  nvticea  »f  tb«  luaiuivre  aiid  cucbnna  of  tlie  atiintrica 
Uiroiign  which  th«  travelten  peaied,  pious  ck-acriiitiona  of  niiraclM  which 
liap[N.-ncd,  for  the  ma«t  put,  just  before  the  traTcllera  reached  th«  ^^ae* 
whcfcat  tiity  were  pvifornitd,  and  account*  of  thrincs  and  nlia,  of  which 
they  tatv  the  aiost  aftunishing  quaiititiM  in  every  country  which  Ui«y 
visited.  Oil  comparing  llicm,  th«y  ar«  Ibund  to  agrM>  in  every  iin|>nrtunt 
particular,  and  tu  dillVr  diicfly  in  relating  or  omitting  difTervnt  inctdenti 
of  the  journey.  One  diatoctetiitip  diffor^nce  between  the  two  dotrutnenta 
IS  worth  noting.  WheMverthey  describe  a  visit  to  a  slirine  onm  a^sein- 
Ua^  of  nrlics,  the  Uohcmian  fjiri.'s  o  aiJTiiitc  tatalofiue  of  iIkiw  objects 
of  superslitioiii  veneration  with  the  nvut  solemn  and  unbesitutitij:  mm- 
pl icily  i  but  Gabriel  Tetael,  (oming  from  an  impottanl  commerriul  cily, 
and  harniK  doubtlctei  liad  his  eyes  opened  by  a  more  exteiidtd  jnter- 
eouiac  M'tili  the  world,  treats  thein  with  coin|>aMiliro  indiH<4vnce.  Not 
tliat  lie  taal  nny  doubt  upon  llicir  sncred  character  —  not  nt  all  j  but  he 
dwclb  more  lorinjjly  on  the  knightly  vniertuininents,  the  gM  and  jemls. 
and  pri-ciovu  stones,  and  eapeci&lly  on  the  "  un^>«akably  ridi  nwaU" 
with  whidi  they  wmc  fwtcd  from  place  to  place. 

The  duijfei's  of  tiic  journey  wvre  neither  few  nor  mall.  In  those 
days  it  was  worth  while  to  travel.  The  pilgrim  was  cneoiiipaiied  by 
muTveU  on  evvry  side,  and  he  could  scaroelr  pass  from  one  village  td 
another  without  bring  compelled  to  fi^tfin-bis  Iile.  One  cannot  read 
the  histOcT  of  ilerr  von  Bainiital  aiid  his  gallant  eonipftnv  without  envy- 
ing Uien)  those  ^od  old  tiroes,  wlten  the  cxccsding  dillicuUy  of  ddcniliiitf 
life  made  life  worth  hariit); ;  when  the  delights  of  eompnnliig  cen  ann 
Injid  had  not  yet  bnm  nniiibiluted  by  turnpikes  rnil-roads,  steam-boata, 
and  (Mnfettablo  iT>n«  ;  wbsn  banditti  flourished,  and  tlie  age  of  chivalry 
had  not  gone;  when  i^cturcaque  (odiiEti,  and  travelling  cockneys,  and 
fsfitiilioiiii  liaiiiiics,  aueli  as  now  tlir^n^  every  thorough  fare  in  the  world, 
Btill  lay  in  tliuir  iudiini.-nlary  and  nicidy  pMsible  stale,  undeveloped  by 
the  forte  of  civilization;  when  a  man  who  set  uut  on  a  journey  of  a  tew 
hundred  miles,  made  his  will,  commended  his  soul  to  God,  and,  if  he 
returned  in  safety,  sang  pniJms  of  thanksgiving,  was  looked  upon  us  a 
woiidor,  remained  ever  aner  the  oiacle  of  his  neiglibourhood,  and  was 
tnade  at  leait  a  burgomaster  of  liis  native  city.

And  he  took  with  him  of  the 
nablemon,  Ilcrr  .Iiui  Scrobitz  Kidlatbtatt,  a  bannmi  ;  Hcrr  Ituynn  von 
Schwai>l>urck  (Burian  of  Schwanberg),  a  banneret;  Arhacy  (Achuiz) 
Vrodner.  a  gentlenun;  f^lteteaky,  a  ((eiillenian ;  Mirmyai,  a  {[entle- 
mwi ;  Polluclc,  a  gentleman;  Knyito,  a  gcntlamsn  ;  Inderayg,  a  i^ntlc- 
man  ;  and  three  iquiiet,  among  whom  was  a  banneret's  wn ;  bctidvf 
other  cbuwn  vamala.  And  he  came  to  Greif&nbetg  on  Saint  Barbam's 
ove,  und  prayed  n«e  to  ride  with  him  to  Nuromberg.

"  And  *o,  he  departed  one  day  bvfurc  nie  to  Nuremberg,  and  thence 
pniceeded  to  Anepadi.     Tlieie  tiabriel  MulTel  and  1  cbim  to  him," 
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The  party  procwd^d  on  their  jotinwy.  thmui^  Hc(delber|[  and  the 
iin|wrinl  city  of  Frunltlbrt,  to  Colo|iiiu.     At  Cologoe,  t»yt  Trtzi'l, — 

"  They  (umiehcd  my  lord  vrjtii  wine  in  retnls.  The  fiifiiii>p  of 
Coloi^e  made  my  loni  tiU  ^'upst,  him  and  all  his  rrtinue,  RBve  him  a  vcty 
Rplrndid  lianquet,  and  bcHnvctl  vvry  gmdounly  toward*  him.  My  lord  n- 
niained  thrre  Rcvoral  daya. — Hen  Jan  ScvDbky  Kolbert  jotislnl  wrh 
Achsis  Frodn«r.  ftnd  Giibrid  Tet2<-I  with  Die  bishop's  steward,  nam««i 
Burkliurt  von  Plolhi-im.  The  Lithop  wiu  ulio  on  the  courne. — At  night, 
my  lord  invited  many  bcituliful  woi-non.  ond  had  o  dance  at  the  oounci)* 
houw. —  We  «aw  tbe  throe  holy  king«,  Sulm  Uruila't  head,  with  her 
campanion*',  and  tli«ir  bonet,  and  many  aihct  grrut  Hunla,  who  then  iw 
buried,  whcrcor  it  wen.-  mucii  t9  ntitc.  and  vtry  many  shrinea,  uid 
taints  who  h&d  suflVrvd  mnrtyrdoni  ihrrr. 

"  /icm.  Protn  Cologne  we  rode  to  Aclien  {Aix-WChapelle).  to  viiit 
the  ihrine  of  our  Ulcsiod  Lady.  There  the  buishen  of  the  city  did  my 
lord  gt^nt  honour  ond  r«r«r«oc«,  and  mnl  liiin  vine,  and  invited  my  lord 
to  their  couiiciUhoiiBe,  and  showed  him  niwiy  precious  thingi.  AUo, 
they  Rove  him  a  Tcry  costly  collation  which  they  hod  prepared  for  him. 
My  Urd  bathed  alio  in  the  warm  bath,  and  tli«y  let  him  we  many 
costly  sacri'd  veMcU," 

ftfany  of  llictu  tl-kikIi  Gubriel  pr»cccds  to  enumerate,  aa  ae^psnte 
items,  in  the  mom  mnttcr-or-fiut  fiuiiion.  It  is  worth  n'hih  to  aee  how 
the  piouB  SniMek  dwcrilw*  the  visit  to  the  same  city.      He  IoUb  ut  ;— 

"  Ilc-TC  the  three  kini^s  are  biiriH,  ami  Saint  Unula.  with  her  com- 
panions, the  virgins  ;  and  Saint  Hnlirna,  who  discoiitired  the  holy  ctom, 
and  csuK-d  the  if:pulclire  to  l>e  n.'b«iilt  at  Jentsniem;  she  aim  is  entombdd 
in  Ih«  t«ntple  whcrf  the  three  kings  be  buried.  VVe  were  eight  d«yi  at 
Cologne.  On  thn  iircoii,i  day.  thcr,'  wore  shown  to  ii«  thn  three  Icin^  in 
the  cathedral  church,  the  body  of  Saint  \''erutiica,  and  vtty  many  Dtbor 
relics.  On  the  third  day,  we  tvem  led  to  the  teiiipl«,  where  the  bictwd 
nrgin  Saint  Utsidu  it  buned,  with  eUvi-n  thoiisnnd  virginit.  The  prie^t^ 
by  whom  theM  relic*  w«ro  shown  lo  im,  atbrmeU,  ibal,  with  thoM;  ckrcii 
thousand  vir^ina,  thirty-siK  Ihousand  others  were  slain.  Afierwordi,  we 
worv  conducted  to  a  c1iup<^l,  where  nn^le  relics  were  enumerated,  uefa  by 
its  own  name.  Fint,  was  shown  to  ut  Saint  Ursula;  then,  a  khag  of 
Rnf(tand.  to  wliom  Saint  ITnuIa  had  been  betrothed;  the  father  and 
molh«r  of  thu  suine  king,  wtioiii  Suint  UkuIii  hiul  converted  to  the 
Chnittttii  ruli^on  ;  aneiward<,  an  Ethiopian  woman,  the  daugbtcr  of  a 
certain  heathen  kinj;;  and  VL>ry  many  other  head«,  haini,  le^,  and  anna, 
all  of  which  it  would  be  a  great  labour  to  L'nufnu«nte  onv  by  one^ 

"  On  the  fourth  day,  my  lor^l'a  u-rvanta  jousted,  Johannes  Zehrovientia 
(Johann  von  Kolotvrat  auf  Zebrowitx)  with  Fnidiier,  and  TaMliui  n 
CmlTcnburg  (which  ii  the  I^liii  fur  out  friend  Tulzcl)  with  one  belonging 
to  the  retinue  of  the  nisliop  of  Colore.  In  the  collision  neither  of 
theia  fell  from  his  horse.  On  t)i«  day  when  these  spectflclcs  were  ex* 
hiUted,  my  lord  gave  orderN  to  uxsemUo  the  illustrious  matrons  and 
maidens.  They  came  together  in  (treat  numbers,  and  I  saw  many 
in  that  banquet,  if  I  ever  did  Anywhere.  The  featt  was  celebrated 
with  various  sports  and  dances.  In  the  meun  time,  the  matrona  and 
the  maids  go  to  my  lord,  and  humbly  pray  him,  in  the  name  of  the 
biatiop,  thai  nty  lord,  for  the  sake  of  the  bishop,  would  lead  down 
a  danoc  with  his  companions,  aiii-r  the  manner  of  his  country.  My 
lord  conimtinf!,  and  beginning  to  lead  the  dance,  four^nd* twenty  yotmf; 
men,   each  in   cuinpltle  onnour,  ai>d    hohiinfi   torches   in    their   luuida. 
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daficed  befora  hitn.  TbcH  nrmvd  dancen  were  preceded  by  four-imd- 
twenty  othcn.  «aeli  kIm  1w*rin|i  a  torch  in  hi*  linndn.  The  duiieei 
Wing  finuli«d,  nuiou*  oflciinn  t>r  food  and  drink  were  Imiuglit  to  my 
lord.  Then  my  lard,  nitb  his  companion*,  wui  honoumbjy  conducted, 
by  the  nttidt  ond  mstruni,  even  lo  his  inn." 

Thus,  even  ibe  •iin[>W>h«art(:d  Dohomiaii  could  not  rrt'uii  the  l«Dipta- 
tion  to  chronklc  the  tncrry-tiiakingit  at  Colugnc,  nlW  he  hod  ntiificd  hia 
eonKience  by  diacfibing  the  tgIici  of  the  saints  ;  while  ttx!  more  earRsl< 
mtiidod  Oabiiel  Tetie«l,  having.  Recording  to  hii  nature,  Rnt  nvclled  ia 
the  recoltection  of  iIm  jouiting  luid  goitd  vhtxi,  wu  evidently  ■  liltio 
pricked  in  ootucictKs  until  be  had  set  do<vn  in  hia  cominereial,  kuiii> 
tnary  «ky,  the  awDlly  items  of  the  account. 

It  itQuld  be  pletiunt  to  ncmniiaiiy  our  tntwllera  tlirougli  vrtry  step  of 
their  pr^reM,  for  the  whole  jotmiey  abounds  in  quaint  and  nhimsial  in* 
eidenU,  highly  rlmrseterutic  of  the  nge  ;  but  we  inuxt  bulrn  fcirword  od 
the  road  to  lirusscU.  when  they  found  Ui«  T)uke  of  Burgundy.  Ther« 
lh<!y  uw  excellent  picturci.  uceodcd  the  tower,  and  had  a  noble  view  of 
Ibe  city,  end  wcrv  moat  honoiimUy  cntrrtainrd.  Tlw  ran  of  ihe  old 
duki-  wu  nbwiit  on  u  niililary  ex)<t'dUioii ;  ond  uiir  Imvcllcrs  were 
entreated  to  rctiiain  until  hia  return.  The  amval  of  the  young  phnee 
was  celebratMl  with  oquottrioo  luiil  other  chivalrous  giimaa,  in  which 
JohoniMs  ZcliTOvii-niii*  took  pan  with  bin  iiaual  aucceu.  Johiuiiws  leenw 
to  have  h««n  tli«  sturdieat  champion  of  all  th«  company:  whenever  tJien 
wMimv  jouiting,  tittiaf{,wraitling,  or  renl  ligKliiig  to  be  done,  Johannes  waa 
sure  to  have  a  band  in  ihc  bitunest,  and  generally  was  more  than  »  match 
tor  any  aulagotiisi  that  uiiitlit  b«  piltod  agaiiiat  liim.  On  this  occojtion, 
bo  w»a  put  up  to  wiMtlo  with  a  bmwny  fellow,  whow  eiguot  was  not  to 
be  found  id  all  lb*  Ihike  of  llnr^riindy  t  doniiiiionii.  A  gte&t  concoune 
of  the  nwat  illuttrious  pcrioii*,  inciudina  ntatronii  and  damicU,  was 
drawn  togeUwr  to  witnna  llic  tpcctaclc.  Johannes  made  littlt:  udv,  and 
Ibrice  tlirew  hit  adwrsary  at  fiutt  s»  lie  could  g«t  up.  The  spectators 
eould  scarcely  WlicTc  their  eyes;  and  tlie  duke  was  to  luloriKlird,  that 
he  sciit  for  Johannes,  clad  with  the  Iborus  only,  just  as  he  liad  vrretlled, 
aad>Mnitin)ttd  his  wliole  bwly,  tvcHng  all  his  limbs,  his  feet,  and  bia 
bands,  and  wondering  greatly  tluil  his  wivstler  wn*  bcatm. 

TbiH  wen  followed  up  by  other  sports  end  festivities.  Of  one  of 
thefeoati  giren  by  tlie  Duke  of  Burgumly,  Tetvel  Mys, — "  It  nut  tha 
niosl  costly  and  splendid  tlist  1  bare  ever  cnti-ii  in  nil  luy  days."  But  it 
wUlDot  do  thus  to  Un^QQ  the  way.  They  poucd  through  (ihcnt  and 
Bnigca,  and  at  l«rigih  arrived  at  Oalait,  on  ibdr  wuy  to  Engluni). 
Tbence  they  put  to  aea,  liut  were  driTen  back  and  detained  three  daya 
by  a  viokiit  aiomi.  Tctxcl  says,— "One  day  God  gave  us  the  luck, 
that  w«  tiad  a  ffood  wind,  and  that  the  master  of  the  ship  was  willinft 
to  proceed,  and  tiod  already  (ftken  the  ship  out  of  jiurt.  Then  my  lord 
must  tin'ds  sit  in  u  smutl  bout,  and  go  out  to  the  iuf/a  vessel.  Then 
there  Ml  upon  uk  the  niightii-tt  wind,  that  wo  were  well-ni^  drowned, 
awl  will)  great  pains  we  gut  to  (ho  ^al  ship.  And  had  lot  Jan  ai>d 
Galiricd  Telzcl  dooe  as  tbey  did,  then  would  the  Lord  Lro,  when  he 
mMild  go  «n  Ifoord  the  gicot  ship,  have  been  drowned."  However,  they 
prgoeeded  to  crvsa  the  channol,  and  aaw  from  a  dbitancc  tbe  ''  highj 
ebalky  lidls"  of  Enjiland.  "  And  thv  nea  uftltcled  my  lord  and  liis  mm* 
Muiont  to  iniicli,  that  th«>y  by  in  llie  ship  us  if  they  wore  dead."  Th<>y 
landed  al  Saiidwkb,  and  juunieytd  on  to  Canleibucy.'wbmw  vW-j  Vvur 
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l«ocd  to  pay  their  re«pecta  aX  the  shrine  of  St.  Thamaa  &  B«cket.  "who," 
according  to  Ssuack,  "  wa«  >]ain  in  that  church,  beouise  he  firnily  rr>- 
tiMod  the  unjtBt  iawa  which  Kins  Heniy  eniict«l  agiuful  the  librrty  of 
the  Catholic  church,"  The  Ibllowinf;  are  only  a  part  of  the  relics  which 
tliry  WW  in  that  oiiw  famous  nnctuary  :— 

"  Fint,  W6  law  the  hend-band  of  the  blened  VirRin,  a  piece  of 
Chriat's  gann«nt,  and  thiw  tlioms  fmm  hi*  crovm ;  th*n  we  ww  iho 
Tcstitirnt  of  St..  Thoniss,  and  hiH  hmin,  and  the  hlood  of  St.  Thoinas 
and  of  St.  John,  the  Apoatles.  We  saw  also,  the  iword  with  which  St. 
Thoniaa  of  Cniiterbuty  waa  bofacsdcd  ;  the  hair  of  the  mother  of  God, 
and  u  pait  nf  the  Rcpulclire.  There  was  also  iJioHrn  to  tis  a  pan  of  the 
tlioulder  of  the  Ueesed  Simeon,  who  bore  Chrial  in  hit  arma ;  the  iKOid 
of  the  Wwnfd  LiialrBhenn ,-  one  leg  of  St.  Gcorjti; ;  n  piece  of  the  body 
and  iIr-  linjifs  of  St.  Lawrence ;  a  le^  of  the  Usho|i  St.  itomnntii ;  the 
cup  of  St.  Thomaa,  which  Iw  had  been  aceuntoined  to  tite  in  adininiater- 
inj;  th#  gncrncnpnt  nt  Coiitnrhury  ;  a  leg  of  the  vir^n  Iklilda ;  n  Irf;  of 
llie  vir(;in  Kiiduartla.  We  aim  taw  a  tooth  c»f  John  the  Bnpti*t ;  a 
portion  of  the  croM  of  the  Apoetlet  Peter  and  Andreir;  a  tooth  and  a 
fiiifjer  of  Step]) en  the  Murtyr;  bonea  of  the  Tir]gin  Calhrrine,  nnd  oil 
(nm  her  scpnlchre,  which  ii  said  to  flaw  even  to  this  day  :  hair  of  the 
liliMii  Mary  Uaj^alcne ;  a  loolh  of  St.  Benedict  ;  a  Snger  of  St. 
Uilaa ;  the  lipa  of  one  of  tbc  inlunts  aloin  by  Herod  ;  l)on<>*  of  the 
UeMid  ClenMnt:  boneaof  Sl  Vincent.  Very  many  other  thing*  were 
also  shown  to  us,  which  are  not  set  <k»wn  by  hm  in  Ihit  plnoe." 

Thb  Contcrbur}'  [nlgriiragc  occnnvd  Mxty-lirv  yvan  al^cr  the  death 
ofChauc«r.  Having  tntisficd  llieir  pioua  eurioaity.  otir  wny&reni  pro. 
ceeded  to  London.  Saurai-ic  says,  "  Though  the  kingdom  i*  of  sniat) 
cxU^t,  it  ia  exceedingly  populoui,  and  abounds  in  beBatiful  women 
and  maidft,  wlioin  we  gnzed  upon  when  my  lord  wa>  invited  by  the  king 
III  dinner."  The  hinti  of  manners,  and  tketches  of  national  peouliaritiea 
which  our  tmvvllcn  give  in  the  portions  of  their  journal  occupied  witk 
I'JTi^Innd,  are  quite  euriotu  and  entertaining.  It  wan  in  the  rtiign  of  lii* 
alioii'y  and  pleanure-loTiiij;  mnnnrch,  Edward  the  Fourth,  and  his  lecond 
wife,  ihc  Itidy  I^li^inbcth  Woodvillc,  that  this  visit  waa  mado.  The  first 
objects  dcfifribed  hy  the  Bnhcminn  jtmrniiliiieT  are,  of  course,  the  rcliee ; 
but  bu  fuiinil  to  many  of  theni  in  London,  that  he  fairly  gavi?  up  the 
attempt  to  record  them  uti,  in  dupair.  Amonxthc  customs  of  the  people 
which  Bttmcted  hi*  particular  attention,  one  was,  tiint,  nn  thcanriral  of  a 
diktingiiifthed  alranger  from  foi«!gn  parts,  tnaida  and  matrons  went  to  ihc 
inn,  and  weEcomed  hitn  with  n^;  another,  that,  when  guests  arrived  at 
an  inn,  the  lioiteM,  with  all  ncr  family,  went  out  to  mcl  and  receive 
them,  nnd  the  gucitit  were  required  to  kiis  them  all ;  and  thi*  among 
the  Knglinh  wai  the  Rnme  aa  aliakinE  bands  among  other  nations.  "  In 
no  region,"  honestly  add*  our  nvilhnrity,  •'  were  wo  held  in  «uch  honour 
OS  thrrc."  Kra«muK,  who  wa*  honi  the  very  year  thai  Soaasck  returned 
home,  ilescriliea  a  similar  cualom  na  prevailing  in  KngUnd  In  hia  time, 
and  bealowa  on  it  hia  most  decided  approbolion.  "  Our  lonff  hnir,"  aaya 
Saamek,  *'  was  n  great  natoniBliment  to  tlvcni ;  for  they  dcciared  that 
Ihey  had  riever  seen  any  who  excelled  lu  in  the  length  and  beauty  of  iho 
hair;  nnd  they  could  by  no  mcnnt  bo  made  to  believe  that  it  was  & 
natural  growth,  but  they  Mid  it  muat  have  been  stuck  on  with  pilch, 
And  whenever  any  of  ua,  thus  long-haired,  aj-peared  in  puhllc,  he  hrtd 
more  people  to  state  at  hiini  than  if  aonie  atrange  animal  liad  been  ex- 
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faibitcd."  WHb  ngsH  to  the  <-ntenuinnieiiU,  the  BohemUn  merely 
ny«,  "  My  lord  wm  Icindly  and  maKnilicenity  Treated,  and  bII  his  cocn- 
puiiions,  Mpedally  Scluuco  (Stoss^Ic),  both  in  th«  royal  piOue  and  elu- 
whcre."  t'oT  further  inbraiatiun  on  tbcM  polut«,  we  must  liave  recourm 
to  GsbritI  Tetsd : 

'Onee  iip«n  a  day,''  nvi  [ie>  "  iho  king  OTdcrcd  u*  In  h«  hidden  lo  llio 
Then  the<j»c<ti  w<-nt  in  the  morning  from  cliildbed  to  the  church, 
witli  a  iiilciidid  ))r()ce9UDn,  with  many  uf  the  priesthood,  who  bore  the 
Mkcred  vchcIi,  and  many  tcholara,  who  ehnnUd,  and  all  bor«  b!axin)( 
tofchcK  ThercnAcr  cnmc  it  great  troop  of  women  and  virgin*,  frnni  the 
euuntiy  and  froni  London,  who  had  been  bidden.  Then  came  a  great 
number  of  tmnipeters,  and  pipor«,  niid  olheni,  playen  on  ■tringt^d  inktru- 
mcnti.  Then  the  king'*  inuMcians,  about  two-and-rorly,  who  lang 
Rtatvly  chonlL  Then  about  lb ur-and -twenty  herald*  and  paniiivanti. 
Then  about  sixty  eatl*  and  knighl*.  After  thcio  went  the  queen.  Two 
duko  prttcdcd.  A  canopy  wa«  homo  orer  her.  After  her  folbwcd 
her  mother,  and  niaidciia  and  women,  nhout  lixly.  And  go  ihc  heard 
an  office  cliartt^  ;  and  vihin  she  had  entered  the  church  with  the  aaino 
precewon,  the  TL-IuniL-d  (o  her  palace.  And  all  who  had  gone  in  the 
proeetsion  were  hidden  to  rcinuin  to  lli«  banquet ;  and  they  were  «eated, 
women  and  inen,  Bpintiiol  and  temporal,  cncli  according  to  his  condition, 
bar  great  halls  full. 

"  And  BO  they  save  my  lord  and  his  companions,  and  the  neUeit 
lords,  an  G«p>-eial  Inm^tiet  In  the  hall,  and  at  llw  tables,  wbcrr  the  Icing 
wu  wont  to  fea^t  with  hit  court;  and  the  king's  mist  poweifnl  earl  wu 
eommanded  to  lit  at  the  king's  table,  in  the  Icii^fs  seat,  in  his  stead. 
And  my  lord  also  sat  at  tlie  same  table,  two  ttopa  lower  down,  and  no 
(Hie  betido  tat  at  that  tahti'.  And  nil  tlie  lionour  which  wni  wont  to  bo 
paid  the  king,  with  earring  and  offering  of  wina,  and  presenting  of  thit 
riaods,  in  ail  respects  a*  if  the  king  himself  were  stated  iherv,  was 
done  to  the  earl  in  the  kin^a  stead,  and  lo  my  lord,  with  so  much  splen- 
dour, that  what  wai  coDtumed  there  saipaMea  belicr. 

"  And  while  we  (mated,  tho  king  gave  laiveate  to  all  the  trumpeters, 
pipcn,  and  playen;  and  tc  the  herotds  alone  he  (^ve  four  hundn-il 
noUcs.  And  all  to  whunt  )>e  had  given  lar^-aic  r^nic  tu  thu  Inhlei,  and 
prorlaimtd  aloud  whut  ihn  king  hadgiron  to  them.  When  my  lord  hud 
now  ((tasted  with  thi'  rarl,  he  let)  my  lord  with  all  hit  retinup  into  u  hall, 
most  richly  adonied,  where  was  the  (^ucen,  and  she  was  jnst  about  to 
banquet.  And  so  he  phuwd  my  lord  and  his  conipaniona  in  a  recess, 
that  he  might  behold  tlie  siiinptiiousneu. 

'*  And  to  the  (]u«cn  sat  down  on  a  costly  golden  sent,  at  a  table  alone. 
The  queen's  mother  and  the  king's  sister  must  need*  stand  far  down. 
And  when  tlie  'iiiveii  siwke  with  her  mother,  or  with  the  king's  sister, 
tliey  always  kticlt  bcTore  her,  until  the  queen  took  water.  And  whrn 
tlie  first  dish  had  beoa  Mt  bcrore  her,  then  the  queen's  mother  and  the 
king's  sisttT  tito  nt  down.  And  her  women  and  maids,  and  all  who 
•erred  the  queen  at  table,  wrrt  all  o(  powerful  esiris'  families.  Bind  all 
must  kneel  as  long  as  she  ate.  And  idio  at*  nigh  three  hours,  and  of 
iniuiy  raetly  viands,  whirli  were  Kt  hefofc  her,  and  befiira  h«r  mot|i«r, 
and  tlte  rett,  whi-reuf  much  nii^-lit  bo  wrillvn  ;  and  crery  Doe  waa  still, 
not  a  word  spoken.  Kly  Ivnl  with  hii  eompaniona  stood  ercr  in  tlte 
wewa.  and  looked  on. 

"  After  the  Innquet,  ttwre  began  a  dance.     Tlie  queen  remained  ail- 
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ting  CO  bo- dnir.  Her  motbcr  katcM  WsR  ha;  al  tinei,  die  bade 
bar  uiie.  Thai  tht  kiss'i  nito  dnmd  ■  ttaldr  djunce  with  two  dakn, 
and  the  state]T  rereROca  wbieli  wccv  nttde  to  the  qoeen  were  sodi  H  1 
bare  Derer  ebewbere  ked  paid  b;  neh  inriaMic^T  bettotiful  ■l»w»l«- 
AiDODg  them  w«re  «^t  ducbtaset,  utd  about  thiitr  amnteMei,  and  aU 
the  nst  the  daugbtcn  cf  m^tj  ieiol  Afta  the  daa,  the  kii^B  miw- 
dans  wen  tidden  to  enter,  and  wen  commanded  to  kd^  We  aln 
beaid  them  when  the  kin^  btaid  mass  in  bit  chapd,  siiKe  mj  lord  and 
hii  compaiuofu  were  adiritted ;  and  I  think  that  there  are  no  betts 
■ingen  in  the  worid.  Then  the  kin^  pomitted  m  to  aee  hit  laocd  ret- 
aela,  and  manj  ninta  wbo  lie  in  Loodoo.  And  espedall;  we  hlw  « 
stone  which  was  Uou^t  bom  the  Mount  of  Olires,  wbereon  was  a  feofe- 
pnnt  of  oui  Lord ;  and  a  girdlo  and  ring  of  oar  Lady,  and  many  othw 
aoed  thingi. 

**  AJterwudi,  two  earis  inntcd  my  Ictd  with  lus  companions  to  tbeir 
bouse.  They  gave  lu  an  antpeakably  costly  banquet,  about  uty, 
■cnMiling  to  their  custom.  Thtxe  we  saw  the  most  samptoous  t^ws- 
tiies.  Afterwards,  my  Imd  inTited  many  eails  and  gentknien  to  bis 
house,  and  gare  them  a  feast  in  the  Bohemian  fiuhion.  They  thought  it 
very  strange.  Hy  lord  armed  fainiself,  and  would  Giin  have  jousted  with 
bis  companions,  but  the  king  would  not  permit  it.  And  so  my  Lord  Leo, 
Lord  Frodner,  and  Gabriel  Tetzel,  bestowed  all  their  homeas  and  steeds 
upon  the  king,  and  left  all  their  jousting-gear  in  England.  After  this, 
my  lord  took  leave  of  the  king,  and  the  king  paid  for  my  lord  at  the 
hostel,  and  we  were  there  about  forty  days." 

After  these  festivities  in  London  were  over,  our  pilgrims  Tisited  other 
places  in  England,  under  the  conduct  of  a  guide  whcHO  the  king  had 
granted  them,  "  that  they  might  see  the  kingdom."  It  is  impossible  to 
describe  the  whole  joumey ;  but  we  must  copy  a  few  seatenees  from 
Oahriel  Tetzel's  description  of  their  Tint  to  the  Duke  of  Olaroie^  at 
Salisbury. 

"  He  received  my  lord  very  joyfully,  and  paid  him  great  honour  and 
reverence.  We  remaned  there  over  Palm  Sunday,  and  beheld  there  the 
most  splendid  procession,  how  our  Lord  rode  into  Jerusalem.  And  the 
Duke  himself  went  in  the  procession,  and  took  my  lord  with  him.  After 
the  service,  my  lord,  with  his  companions,  was  bidden  to  a  feast  at 
court;  and  the  duke  and  my  lord  ate  together,  and  my  lord's  thsbbIs 
with  the  earls  and  gentlemen.  There  they  gave  us  an  unspeakably 
costly  banquet,  and  we  ate  for  about  three  hours ;  and  at  the.  banquet 
tliey  gave  us  a  dish  that  should  be  fiah,  which  was  roasted,  and  formed 
like  a  duck.  It  has  his  wings,  his  feathers,  bis  neck,  his  feet,  and  layeth 
eggs,  and  tasteth  like  a  wild  duck.  This  we  were  made  to  eat  for  a  fish, 
but  in  my  mouth  it  was  fiesh;  and  they  say  that  it  should  be  fish,  bft- 
cause  it  grows  first  out  of  a  worm  in  the  sea;  and  when  it  becomes 
great,  it  acquires  a  form  like  a  duck,  and  lays  eggs;  but  it  never  hatches 
the  same  eggs,  and  is  not  itself  produced  therefrom,  and  seeks  its  food 
always  in  the  sea,  and  not  on  the  land.  Therefore  should  it  be  a  fish." 
These  curious  birds  are  also  noticed  by  Ssasaek,  who  says  they  are  pro- 
duced in  the  sea,  and  have  no  food  except  the  air ! 

From  Salisbury  our  travellers  proceeded  to  Poole,  whence  they  em- 
barked for  Brittany.  Here  we  leave  them  for  the  present,  reserving  for 
another  paper  the  narrative  of  their  travels  througli  France,  Spain  and

Without  Lord  Eldon's  eminence  or  opportuiiilieB.  I  should  be  glad  to 
hanf!  mv  rerollcdtona  upon  any  row  of  pep.  Although  my  lint,  that 
it  my  L^rlinti,  wirt*  in  a  world  which  liu  long  ccaavd  to  ha,  Wliat 
a  mutable  time  I  Our  faiben,  who  saw  poliltcai  dajrlight  through  the 
firat  dann  of  the  AtDctkiui  iiuurrrl,  taw  thccnaelTci  f^ing  through 
tba  long  Frsncb  war  to  iti  very  condiuion,  anociated  with  the  eame 
naniM,  and  ■uiroODdMl  by  ihe  tame  facM.  Now  on*  gvnamtJon  Iroowa 
not  another.  They  an  tvifnt  sway,  like  it  svrvico  of  French  dialies.  and 
new  ODW  ore  Uud  upon  tn«  table,  to  be  sdiniivd,  diiwnincd,  to  bo 
doToniad,  and  lo  diMppcw  tn  thHr  tum.  Think  of  \}w  two  IHtts.  fullier 
and  no.  influtDein;  the  ooundlt  and  guiding;  the  fortiinee  of  England 
for  thrae-quBJten  M  aeentury,  fn>m  17 S5  to  1807-  Look  at  the  Jen. 
kinacoH,  ftther  and  Mn:  the  Uil«r  Htnrting  froni  nothing,  nit  prirate 
•ecnetary  to  tiie  faTouriu*,  Lord  But«,  and  then  rroeping  gradually  up 
the  ladoerof  office  lUI  he  «»n  became  iu  head,  and  reigned  in  Fitti 
plncc.  Cuiitttmplate  the  DundoMti,  tho  Rydcn,  tho  Eiithurtta ;  *amo  oS 
them  brilliant  troei,  like  foreit  ones,  with  ftw  flowera  and  no  fruit,  but 
with  ruots  tlist  defied  the  tetnpett  of  appotitian.  Our  frifiid,  Disit^, 
may  ijulz  Oia  Tiulputn  and  the  Taper*  a»  he  will  ;  but  )  tan  tell  him, 
that  llic  TudpolcH  and  t!ic  Tapen  of  that  time  had  siamimt  in  them, 
own  than  1  can  see  in  th«  very  leadeia  and  f!a^  oratore  of  the  ptcaeat 

\he  pvejudioc  •eeina,  thai  the  politicians  of  titc  ultimate  nml  pttntil- 
timata  ge&emtioo  were  a  ict  of  very  ittupid  nml  very  uIHiti  fi-llows,  who 
rslaltlithed  n  monopoly  for  llieniwlvea- — a  kind  of  offitaal  bed  of  naoa,  on 
which  limy  liiticncd,  and  nhcrc  thry  beoiuie  moutroualy  rich,  al  the 
expanae  ef^  the  lUto  and  out  of  the  bowels  of  thi-  tax-psyeri.  Now  the 
Aulb  !•(  tlmt  fbr  the  laat  hundred  yeart  I  know  of  no  family  that  haa 
■c>|idrtd  wealth  by  politic*,  nor  tliat  ha*  hod  anything  iiku  tliat  direct 
pmnatioa  or  peatneH,  that  the  Cecik,  and  the  KusBells,  and  Uie  VUliera 
Imd.  out  of  the  niunil^ccnc^  of  Elixabcih,  or  Hnniy,  or  .Tanie& 

T^e  all  the  Pittite  familtra— those  who  held  the  deathiiei  and  the 
puPK-itrings  of  Kn^land  all  ihrouKh  llui  moet  expensive  aii'l  prodigal 
of  war*  —  I>id  they  feather  tbeir  noata  f  Tbcr«  arc  few  rcmaini  now  of 
cithct  neau  or  feethere  ;  none  of  ihem  giew  rid),  at  least  by  politics.  N  n 
gnat  GHtunoi  in  our  tiaua  «t  in  thorv  have  b«on  amaMcd  in  office; 
wlultt  the  lalenta  and  opportunities  ^  making  a  icrtuiiL'  in  any  aOicr 
vtfk  of  life  have  uirariably  been  tlirown  away. 
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Look  at  Stowe  and  Wotloa.  and  tliink  of  Ihe  Oreavillea  and  Ui« 
Tcmpla.  Can  we  have  ft  mon  itriltiiig  cxanipUT  Here  it  u  fuiiilly  of 
gentlemen,  brothers,  counint,  relative*,  obtaining  by  marnace  a  cbief  of 
great  wealth,  Lord  Cobham,  who  direct*  the  Bmbition  of  the  vrhol« 
aniily  tu  politics.  His  ally,  William  Pill,  tliv  fiiutt  genius  9rtho  age, 
who  mamed  their  sister,  beeaino  the  First  Lord  and  (he  great  Com- 
oioner.  Thoy  nilo  togt^ther,  and  whon  they  nm  oviirtlirown,  there  ie 
another  brother,  a  arunvilk,  roady  to  take  tlielr  placei,  b«  having  ao- 
quimJ  the  political  knowledge,  cupplenets,  utid  connenoDR,  wfaieb  thqr 
wan  led. 

The  recorda  of  the  Qrenville  family  are  now  in  course  of  pufalicalion, 
and  lull  liiey  ore  of  iiiBtruction,  a  picture  of  utlicial  chancier  Biid  a 
review  of  ofUcial  lire  ThcM  voliimcri  toll,  how  Gcurgi;  the  Third  would 
not  peniiit  tlie  great  Chatham  to  humble  Franco,  destroy  her  navies,  and 
eonqiwr  tiie  coloniee  of  Spain;  and  how  tliu  aaine  King,  who  fur  nwra 
Ion  of  poacd  did  thi*,  furcud  Geiirge  Grenrille  to  provoke  a  war  with 
America,  by  which  KnRland  lost  her  own  colonici,  and  her  miliUiy 
reputation  with  l1iem.  I'd  thii  leaaon  ofroyal  nature,  theao  Tolumoa  add 
many  nioco  of  political  and  of1\clat  bearing.  There  can  be  nothing  more 
manifest,  than  that  Titt  made  the  Ibnune  of  the  Orenvillct,  great  and 
small :  and  yet  these  paperi  contain  a  long  and  memorable  sintement  by 
George  Grcnvillo,  proving,  or  sticking  to  prove,  that  I'ilt  owed  all  to  the 
Oreiivillcs,  the  Gri?nyillcs  noihing  to  him. 

How  remarkable  h  the  liking  that  Oeorgc  the  Third  at  first  look  to 
Qeorgc  Grenvitle,  as  a  man  cold,  methodicnl,  obstinate,  wlemn  and 
ntiounatingo)  hiuiiolf ;  and  how  the  monarch  who  admired  these  quali- 
ties  at  a  diitance,  found  their  influence  intolerable  in  close  contact, 
Oeorgc  the  Third  became  in  fact  somewhat  reconciled  to  Lord  Chatham, 
whoae  proud  and  intvlliu'ent  Kiiirit  oxerriscd  n  tyraimy  over  hln,  by  find- 
ing that  a  dull  solemn  fool  like  tirenvilU  could  be  juit  as  great  a  tyrant, 
and  conBi<lenibly  u  greater  bore. 

There  is  no  current  aontlment  of  tiie  preient  day,  that  lo  aiira  my 
bile,  M  the  univuruil  and  almost  aueccasTul  effort  of  the  Wlugi;.  lo  depre- 
ciate Lord  Chuthain.  Mr.  Miicnulny  pn)poBCS,  Lord  John  Itumiell  tocandt, 
and  Lord  Albemarle,  in  hiii  recent  "  Memoir  of  Lord  Rockingliain,'* 
rorrios  the  condemoation  of  Lord  Chatham.  I  must  own,  that  when 
I  behold  the  eiiHiy*  of  Mnniiulny  upon  Lord  Chnthani  sold  at  raUrand 
Stations  for  a  few  pi'iicc,  and  destined  to  spread  a  knowledge  of  Hcgllih 
history  and  Engli^  heroism  amongst  the  people  ;  whun  I  see  his  power- 
ful fji^nius  exerciMt  ciitidsm  tu  dicrubc,  dcprciiati.-,  and  destroy  the 
noblest  and  proudeat  name  on  the  list  of  the  political  geniuses  of ' 
country,  I  am  seized  with  indif^nation.  The  writers  of  DO  nation  J 
the  world,  sure  our  own,  would  thu»  befoul  their  own  nest, 
frenchmnn  would  devote  a  book  to  expow  and  exaggerate  the  foibles 
of  Sully,  Kichcliou,  or  Colbert,  or  those  eapricious  wookncsies  that  marefd 
the  true  crealn«BS  ef  ChoiMul  J 

And  aRar  all,  whst  was  the  gnt.1  crime  of  Lord  Chatham  ?  Simply 
tltat  ho  would  not  nmalgnmate  with  n  body,  that  rjdlcd  itiKlf  ex- 
clusively the  Wliigs.  The  Ditkt^s  of  Newcastle  and  of  Bedford,  the 
two  great  inagnutes  of  the  Whig  party,  detetted  I'itt  in  1761,  and 
ssmBcrd  liim  most  boKcly  to  the  ricing  ascendancv  of  the  favourite, 
But«.  And  on  that  account  the  W'higt  of  the  present  day  hear  him 
rancour.     The   tenacity  and   folly  of  Newcastle  and  of  Bedford,  who 
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hkd  no  woner  «acrif)c«d  Pitt  to  Bute,  than  tWy  were  savrificed  l^  Buto 
to  bit  own  vanity,  utterly  broko  up  nnd  ruined  the  Whig  yany,  if  Uiat 
could  be  ctllod  a  party,  which  f<>llotv<>d  th«  lead  of  such  tioii-«ntitioi,  as 
tlie  Dulte  of  i>cvoiiiiliiiv  of  iJiat  dav,  and  tlto  Idarquis  of  llockirif^liani. 
buike,  who  vroTu  the  ci>ltar  of  tlic  IbiIlT)  wus  iho  ^itt  who  opened  llie 
Whi;  bow-wow  at  Lord  ChathAR) ;  tni  ever}'  Whig  writ«f  hM  r«>«diood 
th*  aun*  down  to  our  time. 

The  fiiult  ftBd  the  cunc  uf  Oe«rge  the  Thttd't  idgti,  was  the  party 
wlueh  he  n-u  enabled  to  form  Boon  afUr  his  aceeaaion  — the  party  of 
King'*  fricndf,  who  looked  to  the  niotmrch  cunoualy  at  a  source  of 
jierfieluii!  wiidoni,  and  vrlio  placed  their  loj-alty,  not  in  protecting  th« 
rtghU  and  privileKM  of  the  croivn,  in  supporting  its  dignity  and  patrvr, 
but  in  renilcring  the  pcntonal  will  of  the  «ov«reigni  tlie  rule  of  all  thingi 
in  and  out  of  P&rUanictit.  Wt  need  not  now  cay,  that  they  lost  ua 
Amerieo,  plaetd  us  in  antagonitm  with  Fninec  and'  with  Ireland,  droTo 
from  the  oouiidU  and  direction  of  tho  state,  every  inao  of  ability  and 
apirit,  and  at  the  most  active  period  of  EuropcBn  pulitics,  placi^l  the 
power  and  the  finances  of  England  in  the  hands  of  a  man,  far  too  young 
IB  judgment  and  experience,  whalsoev«'r  his  other  talcntt,  to  be  aware  oJ* 

'  the  OODMq,iiatooa  «f  hia  own  decision.  It  is  notorious,  that  the  youngi-r 
Rtt  embarked  in  the  French  War,  with  idvai  of  the  present,  and  hopes 
ef  the  future,  as  remote  (ran  r«&lity  and  truth,  ns  tho  Arabian  Nights 
are  from  every*«lay  lacts. 

The  penonal  inSuence  of  tli«  King  and  King's  friends  begat  nil  this. 
And  tbeie  the  elder  l*itt  would  haro  prevent<'d  in  17SI,  hiid  the  Whtga 
been  true  to  him.  Is  it  to  be  wondered  then,  that  wht-n  the  Whign 
came  in,  under  do  more  efficient  leaders  than  Conway  and  Kockinghain, 
and  then  most  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  King's  fiicnd*  in  the  carry- 
ing of  every  meajure, — ti  it  to  be  wondrred,  that  Lonl  Cliaihuiii  would 
have  nothing  to  ny  to  them,  teeing  tJiat  they  were  ullowing  the  KiJig's 
friends  to  clinch,  in  1 766,  the  mul  which  they  hud  driven  in  I7SH 

^Vhat  an  unhafipy  king  wm  George  the  Third?  he  began  hii  reign 
amidst  a  Mriea  of  unexainpied  victories.  Every  poet  brought  a  comjui'st  1 
a  jvovince  one  day,  a  West  Indian  Island  tho  next;  L<ird  Clive  sent 
htm  a  cootinent  I  But  young  George  turned  in  disgust  from  the  eiijoy- 
mant  that  nMst  wvweigits  prize,  Hp  scorned  Victory  when  aho  came  to 
htm.     And  Victory,  like  a  young  goddt^ts,  offended  at  tlie  slight,  seldom

•  ilig  the  borne  end  of  the  syphon  ot'  wealth  from  Leadeiihall  to  Whitehall. 

■Pitt  was  rvfining  I'arliainvnt  by  squashing  all  the  boroughs,  tuid  tilling 
the  house  ofCommons  n'ith  "  fiue  old  cotinlty  gentlemen."     Wilberforce 
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WW  for  reforniing  thu  luxurioui  tml  jmlsl  lubtti  of  the  rich,  and  tned 
to    unpott    PuriMni  in4«pen(lmM  from  OT«r  lh«  Atlantic  ;    and  d«i<v 
BngiUfainen  and  Scotchmen  of  that  dajF  were  «iibrj-o  hfivi*  Bfauca,  wiUl 
lor  ■  Socialist  Republic.

night  in  ull  ttitt  enijoyiiivnt  tliot  excitement  suKgi-iiti--d,  iuhI  thai  luxury 
could  afford.  There  was  a  well  of  hope  non  nsins  in  iha  Dudit  of 
public  d««poiidency ;  for,  hawev«r  weak  the  cr«dit  oTthe  nation,  Devcc 
were  bund  tnconi  niore  ample — miU  giedt.  people  loyal,  vrago*  ampler 
fldlty  to  do^  and  plenty  to  spend — John  Bull  nuTtr  iDqutrvd  further.

The  tuent  of  iJiu  Tory  party  Uius  w«ul  all  one  way,  and  its  loyalty  the 
other.

J-low  discontented  wera  the  mindii  of  young  and  clover  Tories  in  subor- 
dinate place* !

^goitj-  uf  pigtaiL  But  Lvrd  Liverpool  hat^d  Ccokcr.  and  I'uIitkt- 
ston  tri-mlik'd  tx-foro  liim  likK  a  little  boy.  As  Caiming  dialikt^  CroK-r 
as  mucli  at  Lord  Liverpool  did,  tti«te  waa  email  chatiF«  for  the  Admiralty 
SccrL-Ury.  ovtwitliitaiiding  hii  connexion  with  L«rd  Hv^fvrd,  ai)d 
lliroujEli  Lord  H«rtfbrd  with  tlw  pr«ini«r.  The  dislike  o(  the  Tadpotea 
aiid  lapera  1«  Ctwkor,  was  graatly  owing  to  hi*  being  given  to  wioM  tliat 
injriteriuua  and  vulsar  w«ap«n  tlie  pen.  And  although  he  did  um 
Ihe  said  neapon  with  power  and  malinnity,  it  was  slway*  in  fevour  of 
tlic  Tory  rnuto  and  Tory  )>arty,  nnd  iii  vituperation  of  their  eneniie*. 
Still  th«  JnikuiKins  and  UathurMs  were  afraid  of  the  penman.  Can- 
ning* liuniour  and  hit  Cfignum  wero  dangoroui  ^iiuugli,  a  dottlAi  of 
them  in  tfauBaniu  admin  i  si  ration  waa  too  much. 

Tli«  i>uke  «f  WellJnglDD  was  men  ditccminK  and  goncrvus  than  any 
of  hit  ccJIe^uec.  Lord  Pnlnieritton  wiu  piiciiliaiiy  attached  to  him,  and 
lli«  Duke  liked  both  him  and  Craker.  tlut  the  J)uke,  though  supreme  in 
\hv  field,  fdt  ItiinMlf  but  a  lubaltcni  in  the  cabinet,  did  just  what  he 
was  bid,  without  dnrin|[  to  have  an  opinion  —  witnevs  his  misBioii  to 
Vvrana, — and  kfi  llic  high  tnaU«ra  of  state,  and  atatv  imlmtiage,  to  meii 
far  leat  capable,  fnr  l<fls  libeiali  and  far  kia  hoiwM,  to  wield  them.  Had 
Peel  at  t)t»t  linK'  any  tacl,  or  any  far  views,  he  wouM  Imvc  rnllivd  to  the 
aide  of  the  Duke  of  WvlliDgtoii,  inapin^d  him  with  iilua^,  and  ptuhed 
htm  liirward.  Instead  of  thikt,  Pc«l  pinned  hinuKlf  to  thu  skirts  of  old 
KIdon;  niid  iniltad  of  his  arousing  tlie  Duk«  out  of  the  iluniberoui 
durkn«M  of  pure  toryisin,  il  witi  lli«  Duke  who  sliook  him.  It  waa. 
indeed*  hi)  making  part  of  the  Bullion  Committee,  tliat  finl  destroyed 
1^1*1  lencfntion  fur  pure  loryikiii,  and  made  him  dishuliovc  in  the  all- 
aapMncy  of  Vansillart.  But  il  was  the  culil^ury  Duku,  stranga  to  say, 
that  fint  taught  Peel  to  look  upon  qucctions  of  religious  legation)  for 
example,  with  ihe  eye  of  a  practici^  man  and  a  whlier.  Every  man 
must  recoUcet  what  the  Duke  siiid  in  tho  House  of  Lords  in  1829.  He 
Mid,  that  he  bad  never  opposed  Ui«  Catholics  for  ilteir  Uliering  in  trun- 
nibnoRtiation ;  his  sole  wjeelion  to  them  was  their  church  govemment, 
to  deal  with  which  was  u  matter  of  political  rxpfdirncy.  Here  oil  tlio 
bigb  cbunh  pmciplta  of  I'ecl  and  Ulndslonc  uivltcd  down  ui  a  v«r^ 
small  crucible!.  Th«tc  fvw  sentvneu  give  a  compkli*  idea  of  the  Duke  s 
politiool  llivolo^.  Mr.  Peel  evidently  took  it  us  lu>  own,  a»  iar  more 
pntctkaUe  titan  what  he  had  been  used  to. 

Geonn  tlie  Fourth's  aversion  to  Pe«l  waa  singular.  That  he  sltnuld 
dtslikv  Canning  and  Brougham Jor  sympathising  with  his  Quern— >that 
h«  should  hate  tho  Whiga  because  he  luid  wi^-ugvd  and  been  upgralelul 
to  tlHrni,  waa  natural.  But  PeeJ  was  juit  ihv  man  for  lli«  now  Tory 
nMiMidi  to  have  trutled  to.  But  Pml  was  a  political  Puritan,  awkwaid 
and  in-kiii-cd.  The  gontlcnuin  Prinoo  considtred  the  walk  of  P««l  unsa 
a  room  as  a  feat  nliich  it  was  prodigious  ainuHinaiit  to  gut  htiu  lo  rapeat. 
Bo  was  he  taken  b^'  »upL'r£ctals. 

This  uhaptt-r  has  beeit  rather  a  tcrious  onc^  recording  mora  what  hat 
been  lieurd  and  heard  rtjieated  tlian  seen.  I  may  close  this  epoch  with 
1815.  and  cannot  belter  terminate  it  than  by  rctatmg  an  nnix:dotv  «f  tliat 
I>cTiod,  and  of  the  momentous  event  which  cloeed  it  am]  Ihe  war- 

Wben  Napoleoa  node  fala  tuddvn  and  ttanliiig  advuflce  upoo  Bol- 
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Stum,  surpruing  and  btAting  the  Pnuiions  mt  Quatrc  Bna,  and  driving 
tbcm  in  on*  direcfwn,  whil»t  th«  EngUih  nOK&ted  in  another,  there  vtm 
of  course  alarm  in  hII  tho«e  who  witnMwd  Uif  tnililary  operationi.  amj 
ntvo  wrillen  accounts  from  th«n.  Anxiety,  not  to  %ay  panic,  vra> 
gnat  in  Lon<3on,  ani  novrlirm  (frcAtcr  than  in  miniRtcrial  circles.  Two 
meinbns  of  Patliainmt — Fily^rold  w«  the  name  of  ons  of  them — hod 
NCR  the  sd-raiiee  of  the  French,  and  had  coidd  through  th«  i«trcsltn; 
in»«tct  of  the  Britiiti.  Tb«y  know  not  wlmt  to  make  of  it,  and  thought 
that  their  rank  and  impoitance  entitled  them  to  ga  to  the  Dulca  and  aak 
him  the  meaning  of  all  thi«.  The  Duke  rcceavcd  the  politicians  with  a 
moody  brow,  and  did  not  dei^  to  remove  any  of  ttieir  aiixictic*.  He 
inquirod  of  them  all  they  Wnvw,  and  they  told  of  reftimenls  lout  in  high 
and  waving  com,  and  ortillcry  irtuck  in  the  unpnr^  nid*^  of  the  high 
rood.  The  Duke  sighed  gloomily,  and  advised  our  politimnt  to  get  Out 
of  the  way  aa  fast  oa  erer  heels  or  hooft  could  carrj-  them,  for  be  eouH 
tuA  tell  what  might  happen,  or  what  inundation  «vc«p  the  countiy 
loulh  of  SruswiB.  The  M.P.b  led  Waterloo  and  ita  vicinity  on  the 
)7th,&rtd  came  home  in  a  iital«  of  mind,  whi>ch  they  oommuaicated  to 
all  from  W**tminster  to  Marylehone. 

1  do  not  know  whether  joiimnls  had  "our  correfpondent "  in  thote 
daya.  Notvfitlinlanding  the  wond'-rful  celerity  of  information,  which  the 
Timf*  BUPceudifJ  in  profiirinf;  and  in  organizing,  1  douU  if  it  yet  had 
bulletinn  from  the  field  of  battle.  But  the  great  monicd  houses  had 
their  agents,  and  their  rivnl  ngenlR,  wliiie  the  houMv  of  Rnthtchild  and  (rf 
Qoldimidt  tiieii  fought  and  struggled  to  procurL'  intelligunep,  ai  Time* 
and  Vfironiclit  did  aomo  yean  iater.  The  atory  goes,  that  on  this  occa- 
sion the  Goldsfiiidls  sunt  their  ogvnt  lo  the  field  of  baltl«.  Perhaps  oiu 
of  the  M.P.s  was  tlie  agent ;  but  prabaUy  this  was  not  the  case.  At 
nny  rate  the  said  agent  ttos  frightened  out  of  the  field  by  the  Duke,  and 
compelled  lo  take  refuge  in  BrusBels.  whore  Finding  panic  prevail  up  to 
a  very  late  hour  on  lliv  1 8th,  he  dispatched  a  courier  to  his  princijials 
with  the  intelli^nce  that  all  wai,  or  would,  undoubtedly  be  loit.  And 
hereupon  the  Goldsniidtians  sold  stock  to  an  unheord-^f  umaDnt ;  and 
•tory  would  of  coumc  gn  on  to  «fty,  thoy  never  recovered  it. 

The  instructions  of  the  ^feKSTa.  Rothschild  to  their  ngcnt  were  ntne- 
what  diftVrent.  Ho  was  told  to  keep  away  from  the  field,  from  Uie 
orniy,  and  fmm  Its  opcmtions  ;  to  send  no  courier  except  with  tidings  of 
a  fad  nlreody  post  question  ;  and  the  fact  deemed  already  |>ast  doubt- 
ing in  his  mind,  he  was  to  come  home  himself,  and  pve  his  reasons 
for  crediting  or  Iwing  nsniircd  of  it.  The  Rothschild  agent  was  not  only 
Forbidden  la  atation  himself  in  the  field,  but  he  wits  also  advised  not  to 
remain  in  BruaseU  either,  which  wa«  toon  to  ba  the  heod-quurtcrt  of 
either  exuttatioti  or  panic,  the  one  perhaps  us  little  well- faun di-d  as  the 
other,  tlo  was  told,  on  the  contrary,  to  betake  himself  lo  Ghent,  which 
was  at  a  fair  distance  from  the  contending  armies,  and  on  the  rood  lo 
England,  tn  Ghent,  too,  Louis  the  Eighteenth  hod  stojiped  ;  and  he,  no 
doubt,  wotdd  be  sure  to  hear  the  first  mtcllixence  of  import  addressed  to 
him.  If  it  were  Rood  intelligence,  his  Majesty,  or  ex-Mnjesty,  would 
•oon  divulge  it;  if  had,  it  would  soon  become  apparent  in  the  prepa- 
rations of  tiie  Kingand  his  suit«  to  move  farther  off,  and  cmbArk  once 
more  for  Old  England. 

Guided  by  Ihcae  instructions,  Mr.  Rothschild's  agent,  whose  name  I 
forget,  but  wlio  was  a  nolid  old  gentleman,  very  unlike  the  young  go-a- 
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head  newnnongn  of  our  da^,  ttolioncd  himMif  n(  Qhcnt,  and  k«pt  hii 
vyv  upon  iho  hotel  !n  which  Louit  tho  EigKlonitli  vraa  lodgocl,  with  the 
liL-enness  of  a  man  whose  brend-and-bulter  i«  implicated  in  Ihc  ^ucccaa  of 
bit  pr(«urii)gint<'l)i^nc^. 

Now  it  M  hapji-iird  iliQt  Louis  the  Eighteenth)  who  lik«d  to  play  iha 
kiiift,  had  coiiKntcd  to  do  w>  publictyi  in  ordor  to  {[ratify  the  worthy 
tnliahilnnU  of  Ghent.  In  order  to  do  thii,  he  hod  contented  to  eat  hii 
tireakfaal  iit  puhlic  on  tli«  following  moming,  juKt  lu  it  wm  the  cuatotii 
at  tho  Tuilcrica  for  the  Koynl  fomily  to  dine  in  public  cnv  ccrtnin  diiys. 
Their  mnJAitie*  or  their  prinecdoma  ate  their  nieal,  whilst  the  public 
manhcd  tHon^  a  kind  nf  eorridor  to  behold  them.  Woir,  our  n«nn- 
t^gent  of  course  altnided  ihU  hreoklait,  aa  the  aiitht  of  the  dtiy.  He 
walked  in  and  up-it&ire  with  tho  crowd  nf  Ghmtoi*.  ciitcn^d  tho  room 
H'hero  Loui*  the  Corpulent  was  eating  with  guod  u|>pvtit(!.  There  wai 
■earcely  a  paitition  between  hii  Majesty's  brcakfiiflt-tublc  and  tlic  public ; 
and  our  af;<nt  patued,  with  anxinui  and  linKi:ring  r«tpeet,  to  obRrrire  th« 
royal  jam  in  the  very  aiDiple,  but  not  Bubliine,  oporatioii  of  tnutlioating 
fuvd. 

Louis  bad  jurt  devoured  hit  liut  chop,  and  our  friend  dofoured  t)ie 
monareh  in  turn  with  hia  eyes,  when  a  clntter  was  heard  in  th«  tourt 
belAw.  A  hononaD  hod  entered  at  full  tptKd,  mid  with  i:>ttml  »pei»l,  it 
would  appear,  the  said  horseman  made  his  way  up  the  suircaae,  deter* 
niin«d  to  drliver  hi*  meewf^  into  xhr  roval  linnil.  The  ineG(ciig«r  woji 
nather  inor«  nor  Ivaa  than  a  couritf,  with  ahcrt  sword  by  hia  side,  inch 
aa  foreign  couriers  wear ;  and  he  hand^l  to  hia  Majoxty  a  larga  ttiiTelope, 
whidi  when  opened  contained  u  pnper  with  a  very  few  words.  Tli« 
Duke  of  Wellin^on  had  won  a  great  liattie  on  the  field  of  Walerloo. 
BonofMirte  had  fled,  and  Ma  army  was  dettroyed,  routed,  and  dispersed. 
The  old  King  handed  tb«  pii[M.-r  ti>  bo  read  aloud,  and  by  none  were  its 
content*  more  Jtreedily  swallowed  than  by  the  agent  of  the  RothKhihla. 
And  then  tb*  old  King,  rtarling  to  hi«  mil  very  firm  legs,  ttili  contrived 
to  walk  upon  them  over  to  tb«  courier,  who  stood  waiting  for  )\\t<iuerJo», 
and  bestowed  upon  the  poor  man  iLffuerdon  that  he  rery  liltic  expected, 
vis.,  an  ombraee  and  a  kiss  upon  both  )iii  cheeks.  Our  jolly  En^lish- 
■nan,  howcTer  elated  before,  wax  now  nthamed,  quite  adiamod,  that,  not 
Rovaity,  but  manhood  should  inflict  upon  man  such  a  thing  as  a  kiaa. 
He  uttered  an  exclamation,  went  out,  put  on  his  hat,  ruthod  to  0«tei^d, 
put  to  sea  in  a  finhing-bout,  and  got  to  the  English  coait  and  tu  London 
!oiu[  before  a  packet,  post,  or  ordinary  ineascngcr. 

HM  first  care  was  to  inform  hi>  pntmns,  the  Messrs  Rothschilds,  who 
paid  him  muniflcently,  and  entertained  no  doubt  of  liia  correctneia. 
They  tlu-n  told  him,  that,  aAcr  n  certain  hour  uf  that  day  (fur  it  was 
morning)  itrtick  by  the  London  docks,  ho  night  make  what  use  he 
p1aas«d  of  his  intcUiconre.  Accanlinf;ly  my  gMitlcmnn  from  Flanders 
Mced  up  and  down  bcforv  the  Horse  Quanls  until  the  clock  ntnick  ^1 
know  not  what  hour,  whether  eleven  or  twelre>.  When  it  did  strike, 
be  walked  into  l>owii!iig  f^treel,  and  demanded  to  spc^k  wiili  Lord  Lirnr- 
pool.  fli«  pBsaport,  signed  at  Ghent  on  such  a  day,  soon  got  through  all 
the  shyness  of  official  Teaerve,  and  he  was  now  ushered  into  the  preeene« 
of  the  Preniier,  He  told  his  story,  as  I  have  toM  it,  from  the  lint 
■natter  of  hi*  instructions,  to  what  he  had  beard  nt  the  royul  breakfast. 
But  he  netw  mentioned  tiio  ktia — ho  would  liavo  blushed  to  do  it.

Lotd  Lirwpool  tbcfefim  did  beUere,  and  ma  giad.  Bat  loaB;  itill 
kept  doubting.  It  waa  too  good  to  be  true ;  and  wfaj  waa  the  duke 
nlent  ?  Major  Vetxy,  with  the  di^atchea,  did  not  airive  till  late  in  the 
CTening;  and  whai  he  did  eame,  be  could  find  nobody.  Sm  anxiety 
was  to  find  the  King.  But  no  being  could  tdl  where  hn  Majeaty  George 
the  Fouith  bad  dined,  or  where  he  spent  the  evening.  At  last  the 
monardi  was  unearthed  at  Mra.  Boehm'^  before  whose  dow  Percy 
■topped  with  his  jaded  coach  and  four;  and  the  R^ent  waa  enabled 
to  infoim  the  wonhipful  company  around  him,  that  the  atar  of  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  had  definitively  set  on  the  field  of  Watoloo.

)  bad  aroused  hi*  master,  and  in  no  hurry  to  altrnd  to  it.  White  be  i*  finith- 
hg  the  ballet,  and  bis  master  i>  only  restrained  frotn  ringing  the  bell 
violently,  and  dMnaoding  whether  the  letter  is  for  hint  or  not,  by  his 
Kuu  of  the  renr  undignUIed  appeanticc  that  impatience  always  makot, 
iM  ni  examine  thp  IbIict  g«Dtlenian  with  a  little  attention. 

Mormaduktt  Wilmtnitton  bad  arrircd  at  tlie  ngr.  wheu  a  man  ia 
voted  *■  old  "  by  young  ladies  of  eighteen,  "  middle-aged"  by  thr  young 
ladia-n'  niamnuix,  and  "quite  a  young  fellow,"  by  gouty  old  ({[raiiiirBthers 
who  wear  ipeetacles,  and  put  tbeir  Irunt  in  port  wine.

•I  tbe  Frencli  I'lay*  and  the  Italian  Op«ra»,  boloiiKMl  lu  a  good  eltib. 
IVequented  doDt-nt  MK-iety,  and  Imd  ibc  air  and  n-puisiion  of  a  man  of 
good  run.  With  all  ibia  be  had  inbeTiled  nolhiuK  in  the  way  of  fortune, 
jud  yet  be  iwver  Kot  Hito  debt ;  he  tipeut  money,  and  ninil  (lieroforv 
havowad*  it,  lliougb  few  mnoog  hi*  nio«l  intimaie  frii'iida  cuuhl  havi- 
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been  in  the  lowest  ipirita,  opiwetwd  by  [mion  ueountt,  and  he  did 
not  believe  a  word  of  hii  infonnant't  ttory.  It  was  a  itodc-jobbing 
bunnew.  The  Duke  would  have  not  a  menenger  from  the  field  to 
Downing  Street  much  sooner  than  to  Ghent.  Had  the  agmt  be«i  a 
breathless  s<ddier  frixn  the  field,  he  m^t  have  believed  him ;  bat  a  men 
deiki  with  a  tale  gleaned  axtj  mQes  frinn  the  field,  and  no  coiroboia- 
tioo.     Bende^  the  newt  was  too  good  to  be  true. 

In  his  peiplexitT,  howerer.  Lord  Uverpool  sent  roond  all  the  ofiioes 
to  all  the  people  lifcely  to  know  anything,  or  to  be  good  judges  in  the 
matter.  The  d«uoe  a  one  could  be  found,  but  Croker.  He  came  and 
questioned  the  agent,  nay  erosv^uestioned  him  in  hie  sharp  way.  But 
there  was  no  sh^dng  his  evidoice.  "  Well,"  says  the  Rothaehildian  to 
the  offirials,  "  you  still  doubt  me,  aa  if  I  would  come  here  to  lie  fiir  a 
pahry  reward.  If  you  wont  believe  what  I  tell  you  about  the  King  of 
France  and  the  courier  who  brou^t  him  the  news,  how  will  you  believe 
what  I  am  going  to  tell  yon,  and  what  astoidshed  me  mon  than 
anything  else ;  when  Loiue  the  Eighteenth  read  the  letter,  he  started 
np,  hu^ed  the  dusty,  dirty  courier,  and  kissed  the  fellow  on  both 
eheekt.*^

nlent  i  Major  Perey,  with  the  dispatches,  did  not  amve  till  late  in  the 
evening ;  and  when  he  did  come,  he  could  find  nobody.  His  anxiety 
was  to  find  the  King.

He  in  origins!  almost  to  in- 
spiration, and  eL-L-futric  lo  the  very  verge  of  madn«>i».  As  &  writer  he 
is  eloqucnl  end  eamcat ;  as  a  loacher  iinsyitcm&lic  and  untotmd.  Hif 
«KJicl  place  in  con  torn  poraneous  literature  it  is  difficult  to  lix.  Ffc  is, 
perhaps,  n  sttmi-nrligioiL*,  HMni-infidcl,  sroui* political,  semi-meUphysical, 
scini-hislori('«l,  semi-critical,  rhapsodical  esEayiat — iho  prose-prophet 
Icador  of  the  (jennatiPS(]iie  eloiiduoniju'Ilint;  danti  of  thinkers.  He  hiu 
mad«i  audacious  innovatious  on  our  InuiVi  languAgc,  which  mitfit  griere 
the  glioat«  of  Swift  and  Addison,  nhile,  could  wc  summon  (rota  the 
vasty  deep  the  shade  of  Dr.  Johnson,  it  would  with  thin  roici>  »MtIp  thp 
ninttpr,  "  Sir,  the  man**  an  idiot."  Nfr.  Juuibcll  t»  ihc  aullior  of  tctt 
many  and  hoicroccneoui  hooks.  They  may  bL<  i^aid  It}  bo  "  dc  ouimhui 
tdUis  i-t  qiiibtisdani  nliie."  He  has  played  the  part  of  re«iirroclioDist  lo 
a  gn:at  rcgicidi;  —  pwiin'il  n  long  rhapfody  on  a  g'nrai  revolution — 
abuicil  our  aristocracy — laudi'd  the  middle  agns — deified  hraUvforcc, 
and  written  pampblois  which  neither  he  nor  any  one  cite  can  eompnv 
hond.  Enrlii-r  in  hi*  cnrctir  Im  coiilributml  lo  the  "  Centura  Trimn- 
tris,"  or  nine  llevicir,  a  Heries  ofarlicIcA,  which  he  afternrnrds  repub- 
lished, and  which  of  all  his  works  I  have  read  with  the  greatest  plH- 
•uro,  but  whicli,  bncnniie  free  from  hii  u»ual  nionilrnnities  of  tilylo,  Iw  i* 
wont  to  speak  slightingly  of  "  as  my  grandmother's  English."  His 
last  lucubration  is  particularly  inlerostin^,  inasmuch  ns  it  marks  an 
epoch  in  his  mental  progreii,  and  proves  that,  bowovcr  he  may  have 
been  hillierto  n^stmincd  by  doubt  or  caution,  be  has  now  become  su 
wise  and  courageouii  as  lo  ailack  nil  creeds  nnd  formulatMii,  Slid  almost 
in  as  many  words  to  drelart!  that  he  ia  n  helivrer  in  all  unbdief.  The 
book,  though  profesfiing  to  trace  the  career  of  another,  is,  to  a  great 
extent  (itr/o- biographical.  It  might,  perhaps,  be  called  "  Quorum  par* 
magna  fui;"  or  a  work  lo  my  own  praise  and  glorv,  and  shows  rery 
clearly  the  importance  of  a  man  to  himself.

vbicli  subjctUtl  its  author  to  the  ntercifiil  revitlngs  of  cerlaio  meek  men 
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who  trritai^EiCbtoiiS  M<-vr(ui|kti.  Thf  fault  uf  tKat  luenwlr  w.u  ihai 
it  b  lite  htriarj- of*  mcla|>by!i(cal  vud-doc,  wiih  a  fhooloxical  tJD-kctilv 
\i»A  (u  hin  uit,  and  th'u.  Mr.  Jumbell  nuuld  U-ll  u»,  i>  s  falH>  und  inadf!- 
qunle  ricM  oTttie  U)ftu>  Wrv  will,  lioirc^'or,  without  rurtlii-r  remark  girr 
to  our  natirt  tongue,  not  in  Mr.  Jiimlmirs  Ucrmanvsquc,  thu  priucijiul 
liicideiiU  in  Siunuing'S  life, — a  carver,  you  will,  my  dear  sir.  obu>rve  lit 
be  M  «i.LrauT(liaar7,  bo  chc(|ii»rcd  with  adventure,  su  full  of  novcliy 
and  iutcrcst,  oj  to  tiK-itt  two  biographies.  J.  S.  wiu  tbe  son  of  liu 
(lantiit*.  He  was  born,  nnd  what  i»,  jn-rliaps  vvt-n  mom  siogtilar.  ho 
died.  We  bave  every-  rr-aton  to  bclievi-  lliat  li«  u'lti  buptiM^cl ;  ilist  ho 
wore  pinafun-tt  uotil  advauceil  to  ibo  dijfnity  of  breeches ;  thst  he  vcut 
ta  »ehoaI.  ^Vc  Icdow  tbat  he  jiroccvtb-d  thvnci!  lo  College,  whence, 
with  come  ilegrc*  of  coolatis*,  lie  departed  without  taliiog  any  di^ree. 
Hl-  km  a  gxetl  lisbt  at  "the  Shout-aud-Sianitncr  Debating  Club," 
where  be  utonished  "  Itojuanot  reruiii  duniinu*,  geiiU'nique  logouiut." 
which  ma^  he  intrrprnlcii  ibc  *  Puae^'tte  Uoiia  and  the  lJ[i<iei^[radiint4'a,' 
by  his  daring  ndicalism.  He  next  resided  in  Liondon.  y\>\:K  \\c  mado 
Kvenil  b4>avy  Mntribuiions  to  light  liierAiuri!.  IK<  wsh  the  founder  of 
a  *oci«tT  aftrmards  i»lli-d  "  thi-  SluiiuJng  Club.''  1  bi>  «xi  n  kind  of 
frtr-aixl  vn»y  for  i-inbrjo-bishopii.  ardideocont,  M.I*,!,  and  aiiibors, 
iiher«  lbc-»c  great  iDcn  were  used  lu  diw'UKK  carioiiH  topi««.  aad  gTacft- 
fullv  unbend  iofWc  nociid  iiii^rrcourse  aa  they  smoked  t)ie  pipu  of  |>eiic«, 
and  drank  ihc  beer  of  ctiDtentment.  It  has,  bowcvcr,  iu  conseqiimt*- 
of  the  prae^cet  into  ■hich  thoy  fell,  and  Iho  daiigeroiia  opinions  thtsrv 
prumulg^atrd,  been  suppresaed  h^  acl  uf  Parliatueut.  It  ii>  by  some  xur- 
pected  tbAl  ihr  I)elltng>oScvH  and  Casinos,  which  now  spring  up  iit 
«rery  eonief  of  the  oietropoU*.  were  there  first  projected. 

Ilut  lo  r«iarn  lo  Stunniog.  Aflcr  lur  bad  publiubcd  a  novel,  which 
Ml  dtud  fropi  Llit>  pir««,  and  KOitie  pcii-iiu  \thieh  nnbody  read,  lie  em- 
barked in  an  intanu  palilleai  projrel,  in  which.  lhoii);h  hv  did  not,  he 
deserrod  lo  h»Te  lo«t  his  life.

These 
very  iMMiibly  may  have  Im'l-ii  ilesitgiit'dly  ^uppreiised  ;  and  ai  Mr.  Juw- 
bcll  ihrcAleofc  liie  world  viib  loiue  poithumou^  poetry  of  Mr.Slunninit'e, 
be  may,  ptrltaps,  a]*o  edit  his  jukes.  A  cnppWiuiin  to  Juo  MiIUt 
i>  a  desideratum  in  literature.  On  Mr.  Siiiiuiing'B,  an  one  occuuun,

Beverlhetess,  my  firni  conrtcliuu,  lliot  iu  spite  uf  these  aids  to  inletlee- 
ttikl  emaucipt.on,  J.  Stunnini;  died,  as  for  the  greater  [lorlioii  of  hi* 
lifo  he  bad  lived,  a  Mncere  ClmBtUn.  Beside  (he  unr«ad  Itomimcr 
and  Podrics,  ho  was  an  occosieoal  contributor  to  tli« ''  Slew  and  fvti-ailv 
Reviev,"  and  also  lo  tbe  "  Free  and  Forcigit-lhinking  QunrlOTly."

tiatared  that,  had  it  been  pubUahcd  anonymaiiElv,  we  should  have  b<«Q 
quitu  at  n  Idm  to  know  to  whom  to  affiliaio  this  progeny  of  the  hrain. 
I*racl    Il(-t;ani,  It*   brilliant,  author,  has  hitherto  been  so  addicted  to 
saying  savage  things,  and  ih  mi  junity  famous  as  a  writer  and  fpeakirr  uf 
the  smash  and  spatter  style,  that  on  this  occasion  blstnmcness  ii  sback- 
ing  to  me.     Ilr  in,  however,  now  in  a  position  in  which  it  is  sonicwbat 
tiniiortant  to  be  popular.     He  has  in  his  orations  quite  abandoned  thoM^ 
"Sadler's  Wells  sarcsKini  and  melodramaiic  maUgnities,"  with  whicb 
he  used  to  oMail   his  antagoniMv,  and  In   this  work  hss  entirely  laid 
aside  that  unwary  pleasantry  which  krpt  friend  and  foe  alike  in  tiUr 
mnd  waxed  so  sweetly  amiable  on  a  tudden,  that  almost  any  one  «h 
oontull*   thi!  linnlc    will    hear   of  fomething   to   his   advantage.      M«D| 
rears  ogn,  when  the  fiTvour  of  youth  urged  him.  as  it  did  Mone 
in  c^efe*  iaoiiot,  lie  (lublished  aaooymously  "tl)c  Epistlca  of  l*uiin] 
head."     They  were  a  dashing  Imitatiein  of  Jonins's  lettem ;  hut  wi^ 
jiMl  (bis  diifercnce — that  they  were  more  scurrilous  and  less  wiuy. 

In  these  Epistles  he  lampooned  ev<ny  public  non  of  the  tUy,  wil 
tbi;  exception  of  a  choteu  few,  whom  he  flstierod  in  torms  of  hit* 
adulation.     Among  tliu  grateful  reciiitccils  of  his  panegyric  wa* 
IVhgnas  Grand.      Mr.    Beuoni    had    launched    hii  political  ei>ck<[ 
under  diflervnt  auspice's,  but  he  for  many  years  »hovicd  a  strong  dii 
lion  to  filUcli  hinuwif  to  the  parly,  if  not  tbe  cahind.  of  toe 
Cotton  Uarouet.     Now,  though  Sir  Magnus  had,  according  to  Mr. 


"b  dutgvrout  H]rnip»llty  with  ihe  creatiouB  of  otben,"  be  cviac«d  no 
defire  to  idupt  thi>  theories  cf  Mr.  Beaoni.  The  mind  of  tliU  practical 
statesman  shrAnIc  from  probltMn*  of  political  rconoiiijr,  propounded 
in  tlirrr  vuliimfi]  Romances,  in  nbicb  a  chief  pcrsoiii^fc  is  a  Jew 
mUtionaire,  vbo  i«  omniscient,  if  not  omnipoimt,  and  in  which  real 
lire  Udi«8  and  ^entlcinrn,  n)io  are  to  lie  nit-t  tliia  tieasoa  at  ItalU 
lo  Dclgraviiii  are  Cniricaturcil  without,  of  course,  any  riolalian  of  taitc 
or  Kood  feeling.  It  vas  tniil  of  two  of  lliv  Gnvk  dratiiAiiuiM,  Hint 
ouo  painted  men  oi  tlit^y  ouglit  lo  be,  and  another  a.s  tijvy  were.  Mr. 
Bcnoni  has  <xlip»rd  them  bolti,  for  he  has  painted  men  at  llicy  caonut 
be.  wkk-li  i»  goiog  a  step  farther,  either  to  tlio  right  or  the  wrong 
dirvvtion. 

Sir  Magnus  lived  to  feel  the  la»h  of  the  man  whose  scrticcs  lie 
had  not  aceepled.  Tho  rejected  friend  bccatno  lint  miccexitiil  fou, 
and  4Mr.  Benciai  at  length  van({uUlied  Sir  MaKuut  in  the  very  place 
where  he  had  so  long  reigned  supreme.  The  progntis  of  that 
victorious  stni^Ie  is  the  main  subject  of  the  hi*torieal  hintory.  He 
ho*  banded  down  to  |ia«terily  the  chu.racter  of  l\%e  Buronet-luoder 
in  Molencea  which  will  never  be  fotgotten.  They  form  part  of  the 
book  shuse  faults  and  m«rile  it  is  my  duly  («  mention. 

Its  good  points  undoubtedly  are,  thixt  it  is  good-niLltired  and  candid 
ihnHigbout,  in  style  excellent, and  disfigured  by  no  Jumbcliitc  imitatiuns 
or  cxiravagancies.     It  is  pure,  racy,  idiomatic  Eng1i*b. 

lie  faults  are  that  it  b  over  long — too  minute  in  details  of  Par- 
liiottHilarT  tniiisaclJOQS— and  that  it  introduceii,  at  least,  one  of  Iho 
ihrec-volumvd-roRUiDco  tbeuries,  which,  I  hoped,  hod  died  »iniulta< 
i>Eou;ily  witii  the  sarcasms.  Il  is  pruscatcd  here  with  a  show  of  serious- 
ness and  ai^tneai  in  a  more  mititrvd  and  Doxtoiis  form  of  error. 
Mr.  Bcnoni  bnng  himself  of  the  Hebro-Cauoauau  »»■,  and  having, 
notwithstanding  a  few  failures  (I  wont  mention  the  thundering  epic 
with  its  more  thundering  preface),  a  very  ftrm  coiiGtluace  in  ItiK  own 
aluliiies,  appears  lo  think  thai,  because  in>|iiratiuii  woa  given  lo  soiue 
of  bit  race  who  were  to  be  the  vobicEes  of  truth  to  the  world— thai 
inspiration  has  lasted  amonn  them,  and  that  nil  of  the  Jen  family 
are  Heaven-sent  statesmen,  lleaveu-laiight  artists,  writers,  speakers,  ttc 
iodecd,  I  am  afraid  he  may  iniaginc  thai  he  is  himself  uDuer  a  divine 
aflbilni  when  be  is  selling  the  House  on  o  roar  by  the  sallic*  of  bis 
wit  nnd  fancy. 

Mjr  uncle,  who  is  a  quiet  orthodot  clergyman,  nol  prone  to  dog- 
laaluw,  infornied  me  that  he  ibooght  tho  Mcbro- Caucasian  chapter 
blasphtrmous,  and  upon  a  eareful  review  of  it  I  am  inclined  to  agre« 
with   him.

as  ibe  nobte  auhjoct  of  bis  memoir. 

The  book  is  loo  much  mode  up  of  extracts  from  the  debates.  A 
liuetioDt  friend  made  the  fbllewing  conundrum  on  It,  which  you  will 
agree  with  mo  is  very  bod.  Why  is  Benoni's  a  successful  work? 
Because  it's  entirely  owtrerecf  (Hansard).

raying  such  a  system  Iisl  to  ticeptivism ;  for  tbcy  who  dcliltniUly  and 
uiidi'r>tiiriiliiiijly  embraced  il.  must  liave  been  niilowcd  with  an  ntnount 
of  ctedulllj  far  lranv:;eiiJini;  tiiiyUiing  of  which  wf  could  conceive,  even 
in  oui  iDost  inM^inulive  iiioineuUi.

Tlw  definition  of  a  writtir's  ti^riiis  is  one  e.'wcntial  towards  bis  being 
undentood,  Beikelcy  took  cure  to  deline  his.  He  tells  us  tliat  in  hrs 
vocAbulaiy  tlie  word  idea,  stands  for  thing :  so  that  tlie  propot^ition 
"  there  a  nothing  in  the  world  but  ipiriL*,  iind  iden^"  amounU  lo  ttitu — 
llierc  arc  only  thing?  perceiving  and  things  perceived;  or,  that  every 
inilhinkin)jr  boiiig  is  necessarily,  and  from  the  iialuw  of  its  existciicc. 
perceived  by  aome  mind,  if  not  by  a  Suite,  cmatcd  ono,  by  Llie  indnite 
mind  of  <iod.  An  nfiinmition  which  we  think  few  will  deny,  seeing  il 
ia  aiinply  Muivaleiu  to  thii — that  cri-atcil  ihinutt  have  no  ii'idqiendenl 
cxiiitencc.  The  following  extiads  in  whieh  Inc  italiea  are  our  own, 
will  be  fuuixl  a  eorrect,  though  brief  compeiidiuui  of  the  Disliop's  vicurs 
end  omimetit.

WbUera  oouM  be 
made  theieT  he  souU  ha\e  bxym  no  other  place :  and  '  chose  to  wear 
ill  clothes,  and  voise  wigs,  ntber  than  naffer  the  poor  of  the  town  to 
be  nDemploTed."  We  want  a  little  more  of  this  sort  of  pntriotian 
uow-a-daTs. 

His  death,  which  was  sadden,  took  {dace  at  Oxlbtd,  in  the  sixtr-nioth 
)-ear  of  his  age.  1753. 

We  must  repeat  at  the  close  of  ooi  brief  expodtion  of  Berkeley's 
peculiar  doctrines,  that  criticism  upon  them  is  foreign  to  our  purpose. 
But  as  a  much  misundetstood.  and  inadequalely  appreciated  writer,  we 
have  sought  to  cxmveT  to  our  readers  that  which  we  deem  liis  real 
meaning,  aiid  to  awaken  in  those  to  whom  he  is  unknown,  that  interest 
which  a  character  like  his  is  so  adapted  to  exeite.  If  the  few  lines  we 
liavc  penned  should  have  the  effect  of  leading  the  student  to  re-consider 
views  upon  which  he  may  have  already  pronounced  the  usual  condem- 
natory verdict,  or  of  inducing  the  young,  educated  reader  to  look  into 
pages  which  he  has  hitherto  passed  over  as  too  abstruse  or  chimerical 
to  ue  worthy  his  attention,  our  end  will  be  satbfactorily  fulfilled.  To 
the  former  we  would  express  our  own  \iew,  that  the  old  material  jihilo- 
sophy  is  the  key  to  that  of  Die  Bishop.  To  the  latter,  we  can  promise 
both  instruction  and  entertainment  from  the  volumes  that  we  commend 
to  bis  attentive  perusal.

by  their  nit  vi<l  rnrioiii  informalion.  MM.  do  MciJhnn  <tu  Bueq, 
and  the  Viconite  lie  Noailles,  for  i^l^lJlncp,  generttllv  joined  tWs«  pur- 
tjei.  The  Viwaunt  dc  Noaillcs,  howcvrr,  M.  dc  U  Mnrck  observed, 
mancged  lo  nnnojr  and  irritste  Afiraboau,  by  endeavouring  lo  lak* 
tlie  k-ud  ill  ihe  di»co»tiini  of  aiij'  Fiihjecl,  and  by  displavinij  >urh 
decided  prorerence  lowardt  Pnistin.  ^^'bcn  tho  biike  of  Orleann 
loATDt  that  \hf.  Count  de  la  Marek  bad  entAHAincd  Mirnboau  several 
times,  h«  cxpre»sed  a  wbh  to  meet  him.  Mirabeau  wu<  imirh  ftatteritd 
lij  Ibe  duke's  desiring  to  make  bi»  acq iiaiti lance,  and  very  ri>udilv 
(ki;ce])ted  >ii  inviution  to  a  dinner  nhieh  tb«  Count  do  In  Mnrck 
intended  to  )^i*e,  in  eanse>{iiencci.  This  diniier-|iArty,  however,  was  not 
St  all  a  plcuanl  one,  and  thi-  gtiesli  depsritd  aliku  discoiitiuied  with 
one  another.  When  a  few  dajrs  afterward*.  Mirahenu  took  an  oppor- 
tunity of  thanking  ibo  Count  de  la  Mnrck  for  introducing  liini  into 
a  voild,  to  which  hillierlo  he  had  beeti  almost  a  stranger,  be  did 
not  diagniae  trxxa  him,  that  the  tone  of  the  Diikn  of  Orlcons'  convcr- 
nlioo  did  not  plc«»o  hint,  and  he  remarked  again  and  again  that  he  did 
not  experience  the  least  ooDfidonco  in  this  prince,  nor  feel  the  ilighteat 
^npathy  with  his  taales.  .Siieb  wu  the  beginning  of  ibe  relations 
between  MM.  de  la  .Marck  and  dv  MirabeaU)  and  they  did  not  become 
more  intimate  with  each  other  till  17S9,  wlncn  they  eanui  together  o^arn 
at  t))D  meeting  of  the  State*- Ccnrrnl- 

The  Count  de  ta  Marck  shared  the  general  feeling  of  men  of  the 
world  at  this  litue,  and  accordinttly  soug-ht  lo  be  elected  a  memlter. 
H*  wu  aaubjvet  of  Aunrin  ccrialnly,  and  headed  a  regiment  of  Ger- 
maa  Uoop»,  but  ihcn  these  tniop  w«rc  iu  tht;  aervice  uf  Prance,  and 
thoagh  h«  was  not  a  native  of  I'rance^  hepoaeaaed  a  larf^e  cmtc  m 
that  country,  in  right  of  hii  iclfr.  Resides,  aooording  lo  the  modo  of 
coiiTocatioti  iido|)ied  by  M.  Neck^r,  it  wa8  not  essential  to  be  a  Frrneli* 
man  in  order  to  bo  elected:  it  was  luflicient  for  noblemen  to  hold  ficfc 
in  llio  kingdom,  and  for  the  clvr^  to  cicrci*e  luinie  ecclesiastical  office ; 
thtis  for  instance,  the  Prince  de  fiatoi,  Arrhbi»liop  of  Tonmay,  and  the 
Count  d'Arb«rg,  Archbishop  of  Ypr&i,  vere  made  depniira  of  (he 
order  of  clergy,  by  llic  cure*  of  that  portion  of  their  diocese  which  via» 
situated  in  l-'rAiire.  M.  de  ta  Matck,  ihen-forr,  presented  hiiaself  at 
the  bailiwick  da  (juesnoy,  in  which  district  lib  estate  of  tlai*m«a  Iny, 
The  greater  part  of  ibc  land  which  belonged  to  (his  bailiwick,  was  the 
property  of  aublcmen,  who  bad  Ukcn  up  thi-ir  abode  in  the  L.on  Couti. 
tries,  wliich  fell  under  ibo  domtniuu  of  Austria;  bovcver,  be  readily 
obtainod  their  proiin,  and  it  was  by  means  of  these  pruxiea  and  a  largo 
number  of  votes  which  were  siTtm  to  him  by  the  cotuitry  gcntkoaeit 
redding  in  the  district,  that  h*  funned  one  of  the  depuialion  of  the

tbe  pbiloaopbieal  principle*  cpf  ibe  dav,  urged  Mid  fbnraid  m  ^tite  of 
bitttelf,  m  tbis  occaskn.  and  made  him  oatstep  tbe  limita  of  tnitb, 
and  nxomit  an  iixuKretiaa,  nac  an  injuitice  aUo,  according  to  ntj  jodg- 
meni.  Tbe  debates  abirh  aere  <arned  cm  betveen  ibe  tbree  ordrrv. 
ibe  first  fra  davi  af^er  tbe  assembling  of  the  Stales- Gpneial,  are  in 
gciieral  so  funiUar  lo  ibe  public,  that  it  will  be  anneccaaary  to  apeak 
of  ibem  beT«.  it  ail)  be  soScxnt  to  uy,  that  M.  de  la  Marck  remained 
firm  to  (be  aish  of  the  toajoritT  of  that  order  whidb  had  elected  him, 
for,  observed  be.  it  ban  alaan  appeared  lo  me,  that  a  political  body 
shoas  svmptoms  of  a  revolutionary  feeling,  tbe  very  mommt  that  the 
derision  of  the  nujority  i«  incapable  of  bringing  over  the  minority  to 
it«  Tjoa  of  tbe  question ;  it  aas  therdore  only  aith  tbe  majority  of  bis 
class  that  he  joined  the  other  two  ordera,  and  this  aas  in  conaequence 
of  the  express  command  of  tbe  King.  MM.  de  la  Marck  and  Mira- 
beau  had  not  yet  met  in  the  Assembly,  but  a  few  days  after  the  union 
of  the  three  orders,  Mirabeau  went  up  to  M.  de  la  Marck,  and  said  to 
hint.  '  Do  WM  wo  loiii/er  remenilier  vow  cldfrienda  f  for  you  hare  not  yd 
jtiaiiti-N  to  Mil'.  M.  de  la  Marck  reminded  him  that  it  was  impossible 
that  he  could  hare  a  chance  of  rect^ising  him,  inasmuch  as  they  were 
not  in  the  same  chamber,  but  he  added  with  eagerness,  that '  be  hoped 
now  that  they  mere  both  to  be  in  the  same  hall,  he  should  have  frequent 
opportunities  of  conversing  aiih  hiin.'  Mirabeau  replied,  *  WM  am  arit- 
Incral  like  yourte}/,  I  rliotiiii  soon  male  mytelf  underitood.'  A  few  days 
af>er  this  meeting,  M.  dc  la  Marck  invited  him  to  dine  lite-a-liie  with  him, 
which  invitation  Mirabeau  accepted  with  pleaaure.  He  had  scarcely  seated 
himself,  on  his  arrival  at  M.  de  la  Marck's,  before  he  said  to  him, 
I  Yuii  tire  reru  much  eered  witi  me,  are  you  not?  icith  you  and  with  a 
qrettt  tiiiiny  lilhert,  if  aneh  U  the  caee,  you  ought  rather  to  have  begun 
'hv  feeling  dit/i/eiigure  towards  t/ione  «h<i  iiihaliit  the  chdteatt.  The  vessel 
of  the  tttite  ie  severely  tceather-beaten,  and  there  is  nobody  at  the  helm.' 
MirBbenu  continued  Ulking  in  this  strain  for  some  length  of  time,  he 
almost  worked  himself  into  a  passion  with  regard  to  the  faults  which 
had  already  been  committed,  and  accused  M.  Necker  of  incapacity  and 
oranee.     He  maintained  it  was  shameful  that  this  minister  had  not

When  Mimbcau  bad  gone,  M.  dc  In  Marck  fell  into  a  long-  train  of 
ifaouftht  on  the  subject  which  he  bad  just  beard  dt^cuised.  He  fell 
that  he  had  become  much  more  enliffbtened  with  regard  lo  ihe  dangers 
'attending  the  present  crinis  of  affair*.  II«  began  to  oomprebend  tbo 
llD[iOftanoc  of  the  pan  which  Miraboau  might  hv  called  upon  to  play  in 
tha  Mlraordinary  events  which  veT«  likely  to  Take  place.  He  msulvvd 
to  watch  him  very  cloMly.  and  to  turn  to  tho  bctt  ndvantago  the  con^- 
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Aatee  «bic^  he  (MinbMit)  rrkfenily  pUc«d  la  lun,  nkicb  b«  t««ii£vd 
kj  tk  mott  «-*nR  uMLnncn  of  Uelity  and  friendahip. 

Srvenl  dcjt  puMd  bcforr  Minbeiui  went  to  (line  again  mib  M.

Tbis  renarki  and  several  otb«r«  of  a  nmilar  nature,  dUdosed  to  M. 
de  la  Marck  wbat  the  real  scDiiiBeuUf  were  of  tbis  fiery  atiil  hradfttrang 
tribose.  He  pereaivrd  that  the  best  tbioff  the  King  could  da  irould  be 
to  win  orer  to  hi*  cauM  the  leaders  of  tbe  revolutiooaiy  partj.  No* 
Mirabeau  was  without  doabt  ooo  of  the  moM  ptoniBcnl  and  distioguisbnl 
of  them.  Bad  ibefefore  it  was  moat  auentlal  that  ]w  abould  he  brought 
oree  to  bis  side.  One  fvar,  faovwor,  mad«  him  hcaitaie  as  to  ibe  pto- 
prittj  of  the  step.  He  suspected  lUot  Minibeau  was  aomewbat  nteixc* 
naif.  Would  Mich  n  man  siactrrely  aod  faithfully  Mtre  the  noiuKby  ? 
Waa  be  not  fwrhnpf  nlrt-ndj  secretly  altacbpd  to  thu  Orleans  jMtfty  ?  A 
circunmiiKe  which  ba|)[>t.'iiiHl  ulxmL  this  time  decided  hit  opinion  on 
osaoflbeae  points,  and  this  «;is  the  death  of  the  ^(«rquis  de  MirabcnUi 
wbkb  took  place  the  night  before  the  slormiug  of  the  Itostille.  He 
bequoaUicd  to  his  son  a  fcarly  fortune  of  Gfly  Ibousand  livrea  in  land, 
but  at  the  umo  time  loit  him  in  a  tery  embarrassing  iitHttion  ooneora- 
ing  the  ditiiioD  of  the  properly  with  hix  brother*  and  sisters.  Wbeo 
Mirabrau  apprised  M.  de  la  Marck.  of  his  father's  death,  he  uid  to  bini, 
•'  I  shall  tint  draw  a  single  crowo  from  my  fsLher'a  e«l«le,  fur  1  bare 
not  the  time  to  attend  to  my  private  affinir*,  which  would  alone  wholly 
engross  my  mind  every  day;  I  stand  in  need  of  money  even  to  pay  toy 
noii-serviuit." 

This  speech  was  cprlninly  on  crldvut  proof  that  he  ha<l  not  received 
nor  was  not  irecciviiig  money  fruui  any  piirty, — unilier  from  the  Duke 
cf  Orloans  nor  fVom  anybody  eUe.  It  L-k-urly  ili-niuiintruttti,  that,  wbile 
Mirabcau  was  ooctipying  himself  solely  with  public  atTairs,  he  was  alto- 

5 ether  lositiit  sight  of  ttio  advanUgcs  uliidi  would  rexuU  to  him  io  lbs

Mfiyor  of  I'aris,  and  M.  do  Lafayette  Ginural-cn-Ctief  of  tlio  National 
(■unrdsi  Mirabeuu  aaid  to  M.  de  lu  Marck, 

"  If  dcct'iicy  hnd  nut  prcvcoted  me  from  showing  tnyuLf  ao  soon  nflor 
my  father's  denih.  I  am  ipiito  »iire  that  I  Kiiould  hava  been  elected 
Mayor  iii«tead  of  Itoilly." 

I'he  justice  of  this  opinion  was  confirined  at  that  time  by  pcrMms  who 
were  bi^t  lofanned  00  the  ■ulij<«t ;  and  it  U  the  more  likely  that  Mira- 
heau  wutiM  havo  anecceded  in  obtaining  the  post,  as  the  olt^iion  uf  the 
Mayor  tt.)s  decidMl  upon  io  a  mameni  of  popular  excilomeni.  and  M. 
Itailly  was  only  cliusea  oo  aerount  of  hU  conduct  ni  the  Nalicnal  Aseem- 
hty,  pariiculurn  of  which  were  given  by  a  few  peiBons  who  hod  succeeded 

IB  ■■■■ling  through  the  body  of  troops  btationcd  between  Vcrsailks  and 

Tbo  H&tel  de  Ville  was  blocked  up  with  an  enormous  crowd. 
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who  got  the  Mnynr  fkctW,  not  by  vottt,  but  by  aocl nmali an :  jr«t 
Dobod]'  could  fvr  nii  inMant  dbpuic  tliat  tlic  notne  of  Mirabesu  was 
much  more  known,  and  much  man!  popular,  than  that  of  M.  Bnilly. 
If  Mirabe«u  b«d  boTD  eWu^l,  ihe  Kin^'  would  havi-  fomid  h!m*rlf 
oblifTcd  (o  enter  into  cloM  rcUtiont  witb  nim,  and  then  tic  would  rfr- 
tainly  have  intpircd  Louis  ihc  Sixircnih  with  for  dilft'rnnt  u\vm  than 
thooe  which  ho  eiitprtain^  with  rc^Ard  to  ihe  diredioii  u,'iri(.'h  should  b<* 
|;iven  to  public  oprnioi)  in  n  city  whicit  Mnuined  tbv  laiDC  of  levoluiion 
rn  iu  b(»oa).  is  it  not  naturnl  to  imai^ne  that  Mimbt-aii  vroiilri  bnve 
made  brntBoir  nndnrrtood  by  ihr  King,  thnt  h<!  would  early  have  acquired 
his  M«l}dcnc«,  and  ilut  hu  would  liaTu  been  aMv  \a  induco  him  a  lon^ 
tim4>  btTorc  th«  evil  became  bo  divply  rooted,  to  lake  diwided  raaaaurM 
for  the  prctGTTAtiMa  of  mi>nar<rhy  ?  Now,  on  thi-  eonlrnry,  be  could  not 
avecCMl  in  gaining  the  Kind's  ear,  fur  he  wiih  loolied  u;ion  by  some  with 
■Uipieion,  by  othprs  with  fear  or  envy.  Ho  wiis  liaicd  by  the  MiniMcTf, 
and  coniMxjitomly  itRnipuloi)*ly  k»pt  in  the  buck  ^riyiind. 

In  order  to  attaiti  thai  ooint  afber  which  Mirntieaii  eugi-rly  slroro  froin 
Ibe  very  openinft  of  the  8ut«-C«n«rsl,  it  would  be  neeoasnry  for  kim 
to  vnul  a  whoto  year,  wbcr«a>,  if  Iw!  liad  liocn  olncti^  to  (he  Mayoralty, 
DO  delay  in  nrroniplbbing  bis  pur(io»e  need  hare  taken  plaoc  During 
ihi*  year  evenu  succeedMl  eaoh  olb»r  with  fri^hifut  rapidity,  and  com- 
potlrd  bim  to  act  ■  p«it  wkteli  was  cxct^cdingly  violl^^t  and  offi-niive  in 
Its  nuure,  and  arhicli  rendered  a  reconciliaiioD  with  th«  King;  iilill  mocv 
difll«ull,  aawvll  aamore  dangeron«  to  him«vlf  to  noroinpli»>h.  Mirn1>flau 
bad  alroaJy  diit'i[igiii.iln.-il  hini«i.-lf  in  iliu  Asscmt'Ij  liy  I"*  famoiii  speech 
on  the  iruopf  diiniisMoii.  'Iliiti  speech  wai  not  entirely  the  offupriitg  of 
bia  own  mind  ;  he  «ai  intimately  acquatnlod  with  three  Genevene,  who 
wrrv  remarkable  for  their  intclli|^mcn  on  well  a*  for  tbcir  talents,  but 
they  w«ni  deeply  Imbued  with  r(>niihlic:!an  opinionR.  Two  of  tboao  men 
««re  employed  in  the  tnterMis  of  Bnftland,  and  rcoeived  a  pension  from 
that  country.  The  name  of  out-  wa«  Dnmont,  and  it  wtu  he  who  drew 
up  ibia  famous  addrcM,  though  the  jirineipal  idea*  contain^l  in  it  weri< 
fumi>h*d  by  Mirabeau,  during  convertalions  with  Uumont,  and  the 
whole  reeeired  nnmerous  correction*  and  addition*,  whon  it  wiu  pUcnd 
in  MirabcAu'a  bands  for  revision.  Tht>  name  of  nnollior  of  the^u  men 
was  Clavitraa,  wbo  at  a  later  period,  when  the  Girondina  wcr»  in  power, 
became  MiniMar  of  Finnnoe,  the  othvr  wu  du  Rovrray  ;  Ihv  loiit  named 
was  a  min  of  wondcrfVi)  and  unoejuins  activity,  who  waa  to  be  seen 
evi-rywbore  and  at  alt  timen,  and  kept  nimfelf  an  tfuranl  with  r**|>rcl 
to  everything  that  wa«  taid  and  done  in  Fans.  He  contrived  to  Aaltur 
Mirabeau  by  retailing  nil  tliat  he  had  beard  spoken  in  hii  favour 
at  (Miblir  oteeiingB  and  elsewhere. 

Mirabeau  began  about  llii>  time  to  prove  the  power  of  what  he 
railed  his  astoiiiibing  popularity ;  it  was  indeed  very  great  and  might 
be  dnnperuiiii  to  tha<ti  agsinst  whoni  it  was  used  as  a  weapon.  M.  de 
la  Marck,  after  noting  dotely  all  that  pastL-d  around  Mirabeau,  and  ob- 
labiag  his  private  eonfidence.  as  we  have  before  shown,  became  moro 
tlMD  aver  convinced  ihnt  of  all  the  men  at  the  bead  of  the  revolution! 
whom  \iu!  gOTcmmeut  ought  to  m-cum  in  its  intcreals,  Mirabeau  would 
hr  the  most  iniportaat  convert  to  make.  Me  resolved,  Ihervfbre,  to 
discus*  llie  HiVijt^t  with  M.  do  Cice,  ,\rchbi.ltoji  oi'  Itnrdi-ans,  at  that 
time  Kre|n-r  of  tbr  8i-n1«  :  fofmerly  he  bad  vtlnn  niut  Itiin  at  M-  le  Duo 
dodunaeul'*,  but  he  had  star«ely  spokan  to  him  since  li»  had  vnierad  iha 
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htw  •oai  not  «3^E^  W'  ^h^bb  anna,  <&a  ^ 
^BcrfDCoo.  <tf  due  'Uan^  wssea  ^^neci  F=

>L  de  U  Marck  <{iictMi  tbe  Keeper  of  tbe  Seals  feUr  i-rrffTrHnl  tbat 
DO  food  cDoId  po»ibIr  be  dooe  ia  tbat  qnan^,  aad  be  fell  tbe  more 
cenain  at  tius  becaiue  be  (hiMigttt  be  eonid  peneiTc  ibat  Sf.  <^e  him. 
aeU  a\tmxed  ha  o«a  poaen,  aad  befiercd  hMirlf  tbe  onlj  penoo 
«bo  coold  replace  M.  Necker. 

Tne  fint  time  liut  M-  de  la  Marck  saw  Mliabeaa  again  after  tbia 
roD>  ersatioQ,  he  frauklr  coafHsed  to  him  all  the  paia  which  tbe  pro- 
gresi  cf  a£un  caui«d  him.  Mirabean  seemed  to  enter  completely  ioto 
bU  feelings,  acd  apoke  ia  a  language  Ten  dUlerest  to  tbat  wtucb  be  oaed 
in  the  A^semblr  and  in  the  socieij  of  teTolutioiusts.  M.  de  la  Marck  did 
not  scnjple  to  reproach  him  sever«lT  for  his  incoosistCDCj  of  coodocL 
Alirabeau  showed  hiouetf  lulU  alive  to  these  reproaches,  and  ooofessed 
(hat  be  diverted  them.  '^  But,"  added  he,  ^  what  positM»i  tbeo  can  I 
pos^iblj  take  ?  Tbe  goTemment  repulse*  me,  and  the  only  thing  left 
me  to  do  is  to  place  myself  at  the  head  of  the  opposition  puty,  which  is 
revolationar)',  or  I  should  run  the  riak  of  losing  my  popularity,  which 
is  my  chief  power.  Armies  are  already  marching  upon  as;  ve  most 
»ther  D^ociate  or  fight :  the  goTernmeDl,  which  takea  natbet  one 
step  nor  the  other,  is  playiog  a  very  daogeroua  game." 

Though  his  opinion  thoroughly  coincided  wilh  bis  Mend's,  respecting 
the  line  of  conduct  he  should  pursue  were  he  in  a  different  position,  yet 
he  appeared  steadily  resolved  not  to  quit  the  path  in  which  he  was  now 
treading,  as  this  he  considered  the  only  means  of  preserving  his  popu- 
larity. It  was  not  easy  to  condemn  his  plan  of  action  in  the  then  state 
of  matters  ;  and  what  rendered  it  still  less  so,  was  that  Mirabeau,  not- 
withstanding his  opposition  to  the  government,  was  always  sure  to 
uphold  monarchical  prindples  when  the  discussion  of  any  important 
question  took  place  in  the  Assembly.  Thus  he  declared  veiy  warmly 
that  the  right  of  veto  altolu  ought  to  be  preserved  to  the  King,  and  if 
he  finally  desisted  from  asserting  his  opinion  at  the  tribtme,  it  was 
because  M.  Necker  himself  deserted  tbe  royal  cause  in  this  instance, 
and  seemed  satisfied  with  the  veto  euapenstf,  Mirabeau,  who  had  in  his 
possession  a  treatise  ready  on  this  subjeet,  which  had  been  drawn  up

uiiilar  his  dinictioD  by  a  IVI.  Rhbaac,  did  not  dream  of  spMkiiig  «hii] 
]|«  «avr  the  minister  alinndDn  thi«  principle  uf  nionarcliy.  He  forenKW 
ihat  he  should  be  beaten  if  ho  gtoo<l  forwnrd  alone,  nnil  hv  did  not 
cbooM  to  eiposD  htmxcif  to  a  dcfrat.  He  openly  diimpprovcd  of  all 
llul  p<iU4!d  on  ihft  i?elebraU-d  tiauen  on  the  nighl  of  the  llh  of  Augiiat, 
1789,  wbicb,  ho  »aid,  reMmbled  a  BacrhiLiinli.in  festival.  Itwfti  during 
this  •^sim  that  tho  Aiaembly,  iu  a  state  of  fniitic  excittmoiil,  votvd  not 
va\y  tor  tiw  abvUtian  of  all  feudal  ri)[bta  without  aoy  irompi-ination, 
but  de»lr9n>d  by  ihcir  votes,  ono  may  say  the  basis  of  all  properly  is 
Pranoa.  Mirnbcau,  who  wait  int'onnoil  beforehand  of  all  tliat  van  to 
take  plac«  at  Ibis  tiance.  aviudi:^  being  present;  but  oii  thii  occjuioo 
he  pubUsbcd  in  the  "Courier  do  Pruwncv,"  which  paper  was  then 
uudier  hit.  tiu peri n tend aiico  M  vv]\  ah  under  that  of  MM.  Duniont  and 
dii  Roveray,  ao  arliele  from  which  ihc  following  extract  will  mifliceto 
•how  wliat  bv  tltought  of  ihc  conduct  of  thu  Asseinbty  at  this  iiancr. 

"The  lioMce  of  the  4th  of  Aiijjnst,  I7ti9,  ccruinly  presented  an 
oxiraordraarj  scene  to  a  spectator.  Men  of  distinguished  rank,  who 
Jproposvd  Lbe  abolition  of  feudal  power  and  tbe  rvsiitulioii  of  tiic  diicf 
lights  of  tbe  people  wfiro  vociferously  applauded  and  revived  a  kind  of 
tribut«,  which  IB  olTored  every  day  to  set  phrases,  which  happen  to  be 
in  fasliion,  and  which  of  course  cannot  be  dvniud  to  palriotiv  Bcoliiiienis. 
To  those  wlio  have  aeeu  the  maehinery  of  i>ublie  meeiliifrs  set  in  nioiion, 
■ho  have  witneis«d  the  almost  dreinaiic  emotions   which   can  hu  no 

dily  called  into  |ilay,  who  have  noted  the  einuUlion  whinb  uich  member 
dbcovors  lo  outvie  his  colk'ajtue,  and  his  aniiicly  relative  to  llie  honour 
of  peraooal  diainti-npstedness,  who  have  observed  aUo  that  kind  of  noblo 
cothusiaanii  which  uyit  accompanies  an  impulse  of  geiierDsily,  to  thu*e, 
ID  short,  who  reflect  on  thi«  cumhination  of  canto,  all  tliat  would  othcr- 
wtM!  appear  cxlrsordinary  will  con!ie<|uentIy  seeiii  only  an  event  of  com- 
mon occurrence.  The  Asicinbly  was  completely  ckctrifictl,  and  bunta 
ttf  feeling  sneeecded  each  other  without  interval." 

Whatever  diAirrncc  of  political  opinion  eiinted  between  MM>  de  la 
Marck  and  Micubeaut  the  latter  still  cuminucd  to  prove  to  the  former 
that  iio  placed  implicit  confidence  in  him ;  and,  about  thij  time.  M.  da 

Marck  receivrd  a  fresh  mark  of  his  esteem,  which  was  highly  grali- 
^ing  to  him.  But  wv  must  now  permit  M.  de  h  Mnrck  la  speak  for 
liimself :  his  aolea  will,  from  tbi»  lime  forth  to  the  death  of  Miraboau, 
fomi  Bu  unbrokm  narrative. 

"One  day  in  the  month  of  September,  1789,  Mirabcau  visited  nic 
TCfy  «rly  in  the  morning,  and,  soon  after  he  entered  the  room,  ho  wud 
lo  ine  railtcr  scriousty,  '  M)'  de&r  friend,  it  de|iondB  eulircly  on  you  lo 
do  me  a  (Treat  lerTJce.  It'oit  have  only  to  spcdk.  1  sirarcely  know 
whem  lo  lay  my  bead  t  1  have  not  a  single  crown  ;  pray  lend  me  a 
•mail  sum.'  I  offered  him  iminediately  iifi\  loui*,  the  only  money  I  had 
at  hand.  He  thanked  me  Kiueifrvly,  and  ta.id,  '  I  do  uol  know  when  I 
•hall  bo  able  to  repay  it  you,  for  1  have  not  yet  been  able  lo  look  aAer 
tba  properly  which  1  inherit  from  my  foincr,  and  my  rclatioos  aru 
alraady  involving  me  In  a  U«-iuit.'  I  rmnarkod  to  him  that  there  was 
not  lbe  least  reason  for  him  to  make  himself  uoeasv  about  his  debt  lo 
me,  and  that  I  should  always  feci  very  happy  lo  he  of  Ecrvicv  to  him  in 
this  way.  in  order  that  I  might  Uiuh  cotitnbuto  to  lh«  free  exercise  of 
his  talcnu  oitd  opinion.  He  scrmcd  to  be  mutb  touched  at  the  manner 
in  which  his  request  hod  been  received  by  mc*  and  aaid  to  me  with  con- 
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tidenble  emalioD.  thai  tip  had  not  nt  met  with  anybodjr  in  ihp  woflil 
■  ho  hod  prored  cucli  a  true  friend  to  IiIri  u  I  had  been.  From  this 
thoe  till  111*  death  he  ner«r  c«ated  to  >how  a  [irofoaiid  sen««  of  ih«  gn- 
liiade  be  experienced  towards  me.  Penwnallj,  I  luv9  never  had  reisoa^ 
to  eomtJain  of  bia> ;  to  me  Iw  wu  always  a  aiue*n,  confiding, 
devoted  friend :  bi;  ereu  hat  ^Ten,  out  anfVnfneolly,  provfs  of  ha 
deference  to  my  advice  or  opittions,  which  aslonished  me  eiceedingly. 
when  I  look  into  cooaidenilioR  the  impcttxMi*  tulurc  of  hit  di*pofitioa. 

"  The  Count  in  Mtrabeca  poaacwed.  la  comnKm  with  many  rora, 
verv  sertotu  defects,  aa  well  as  QtUD(>roa«  noble  and  eirellent  qualitlM,' 
pcrfiapE  rnreljr  blended  in  «ucli  a  degree  in  ihe  inme  m.ta.     Th*  alight] 
Krvicc  which  I  hurc  just  recorded  thai  I  rendered  him,  placed  im  in  a  | 
puition  to  diicu««  tbe  details  of  hit  pecuniary  matters  with  liim, 
by  this  meant  I  became  fully  conrioccd  thai  thi*  man,  who  va^  occtncij 
by  the  world  of  mulily,  hnd  nerer  on  any  occaatoa  sacrificed  any  prin*^ 
ctptc  to  money.     He  had  denounced  stock -jobbitif*  in  §everal  Irea^sci^J 
by  which  ha  gained  nothing;    while,  at  the  aame  time,  Moci-jobber 
oRered  him  cnasiilenble  aumt,  to  hiduce  bhn  to  write  in  their  faroar  or 
to  buy  his  silence,  and  yet  when  he  refused  thete  terms,  he  was  wnd 
to  the  Mont  do  Pictl.'  all  tbo  gwd*  and  chatteU  that  he  jMnneacod. 
wrote  a  pamphlet  upon  the  nancjuc  de  Saint  Charles :  and  when  F[  wat ' 
on  the  point  of  bcinj^  published,  this  bank  endnvonred  in  vun  to  make 
him  relinquish  his  purpose,  by  offering  him  very  advanlagoous  (erm^ 
but  be  refiised  even  to  tislirn  to  them.    .\t  a  later  period  be  wai  accused 
of  dipping  rather  deeply  inlo  the  Duko  of  Orleans'  coffers  ;  and  yet 
waa  «  the  exaa  momeni  at  which,  according  to  report,  these  Imsur 
were  being  showered  upon  hiiu,  that  ho  applied  to  mo  wtih  in  air  of 
great  emli.iriaiiment  for  the  loan  of  B  few  luitit. 

"  I  feel  il  my  duly,  as  fiir  as  poscible,  to  prove  tho  injuslice  of  titcfl 
odious  impulationi,  whieli  almost  all  the  works  on  the  Frvndi  Rmola-*^ 
tion  have  contributed  to  circulate  ;  therefore.  1  must  aj^in  declant,  that 
Mirabcau  never  at  any  time  McriSccd  hi«  principlca  to  his  pecuniary 
interests.     True,  ho  recpired  money  from  ihe  Kin^ ;  hut  then  it  was  in 
order  to  saie  the  King  himself,  and  not  as  the  price  for  the  surrender 
of  his  opinion*.     On  the  contrary,  it  was  for  lh«  express  purjjotc  of 
being  nhle  to  tairry  ihum  o«l  with  grfutcr  encrsy;  Pir  .in  obwMTfir  mighty 
havu  duiectcii  in  the  demoL-rulic  harao^puee  of  MirBbesu,  a  feeling 
ailacbmcnt  to  the  princiuK-ii  of  monarchy  far  itroaircr  than  that  wnict 
was  displayed  ev«n  by  llm  King's;  minimprn.     Ili<i  oiiiniun  in  farour  i 
the  rrto  ahaolu,  when  Al.  Necker  endeavoured  to  n-oaKr  the  King  laus- 
Red  with  the  veto  tumiui/;  his  abscnlint;  himiclf  from  the  mccliuf  of  _ 
the  Hh  of  August ;  ti'a  aversion  to  the  dM'iratian  lUt  ilroitt ;  hi*  Rptwch^' 
upon  the  right  of  peace  and  war;  all  thi<  will  abundantly  prure,  I  think 
that  his  principles  nilh  regard  to  government  were  mora  monArcbic 
than  democrat ical.     It  is  well  to  remark  In^,  that  nil  ihn  faeiH  which 
haTo  just  related,  occurn-d  some  time  previous  to  hiw  relations  with 
GourC     Above  all,  it  ii  Dot  correct  to  say  that  Mirabcau  received  coo*'' 
iidcmble  turns  from  the  King.     We  thai]  anon  see  to  what  th«<e>  ore 
reduced. 

"Tbc  Count  dc  Mimbcan  had  strong  and  ungovernable  passions. 
Ho  was  sot  a  lillle  prond  of  his  birth,  but  etperieneed  much  bitter  tecl- 
0)g  at  being  unable  to  live  suitably  to  his  rank.  IJis  wife  posaessed  a 
large  fortune :  he  was  acptmtcd,  howcrcr,  from  her,  and  therefore  be 
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gained  no  ail*anl^|o  at  thia  quartor.  I)n  scnrccly  recciTcd  aiiTlhing^ 
ttom  hw  fiithcr,  tW  Marf|ul>i  Oc  Mir»bi.-au,  during  hla  tifi>time,  and  «t 
bh  doalh.  as  1  have  previoiuly  ateutioaed,  Mirabeati  faiiiKl  liimMlf 
uddUd  with  btcmaitcd  <lilficult4cs  anil  rxpontcs.  He  tmd  nlway*  ttood 
in  need  oT  inoacj,  mid  till  this  period  li«  had  liv^  very  mi»«rsbly  and 
had  contracled  nuiDeroiis  debit.  In  this  nay  li?  reucWd  his  fortielb 
year,  but  not  willioiit  liring  much  Ktiiimil  in  consc(]uciic«  of  hi*  unfor> 
tuoatv  circiini»t3iic(-),  which  made  hiiu  appear  to  bold  an  inferior  po«- 
tioD,  whvD  in  ihf>  focioty  of  pcraons  whose  i-qtial  hv  wa*  in  liirth,  and 
lo  whom  ho  felt  hintKlf  imnKnscly  nujicriur  lu  iiiliid  and  taleiitiL  ll 
b  well  known  that  the  Mart|ui»  de  Mirabcou  wa»  cxinimdy  tiivioun  of 
bta  «au's  literary  endonniFniE,  and  Ihat  iu  all  tlicir  dina^reeuienli  the 
greAtcat  fault  «aa  ou  thn  father's  side.  He  procured  agaiii^t  kts  doh 
■iftwni  Is/tret  Je  tadM.  Tho  want  of  iDoocy,  the  injurtire  of  his  father, 
«k1  Avqucnt  iiDprisonnieiit,  all  contributed  inatcnally  to  sour  and  per> 
vert  Miralwou's  character,  and  bts  whole  life  was  tii  consequence  much 
iufluoDcvd  by  these  unloHard  circuniKtaiicca. 

"  From  ihe  time  of  my  couvi^rtiatioii  with  tho  Koopor  of  thtt  Seals,  I 
became  convinced  thnt  the  niiimk-r  deetived  hlnisi'lf  as  to  tlio  Rieaos 
which  should  be  emplojcd  for  taviog  bb  couuiry,  and  1  bitterly  de- 
plorod  Ihtt  fato  which  awaited  Franco.  Tliit  bvauiiful  country  had 
flouriitiiHl  for  fouricen  bandred  vcars  undt^r  a  nioiiarehical  govrrnmeiit, 
and  drilifaliim  had  not  been  for  ono  luomcnt  checked  in  its  progress, 
but  now.  alas  1  tlio  Frpncb  nation  was  corrupted  by  the  doclriiies  of  an 
idle  and  shallow  philoaophy,  and  was  led  away  by  thi-  wild  hnraDguus  of 
a  few  ambttmis  mm,  so  thai  in  17S9  it  began  to  imagine  thai  it  was 
again  plun^^ed  into  hnrhnrisnt.  It  sought  suddenly  to  decompose  the 
elenients,  from  the  induencv  of  nhieh  it  had  succeeded  in  reaching  the 
irsl  rank  wnong  nations,  and  began  to  plan  n  new  basis,  upon  which  to 
ORCt  its  destinj  for  an  iinfathomshle  fiilurily.  Certainly  never  was 
subject  inor«  ctilctilaied  to  inspjri.-  nien*s  minds  with  deep  Uiuujjlit,  nor 
could,  iber*  be  one  which  wiu  so  likely  immediately  to  touch  tbrir  own 
inUmU  Dllder  whatever  form  it  presented  iuelf  to  thorn. 

"  Though  not  bom  in  France  myself,  it  will  already  hnvi.'  bt-'eii  per- 
ceived how  enlirely  iny  welfare  was  interwoven  with  that  of  this  country; 
consMjUBiitly  I  felt  myself  eotnpWuly  bewildered  and  awod  nt  cvcdu 
whiob  were  dnily  occurriiu;  hefbra  my  eyes,  and  watchii^d  their  result 
with  oniioua  interest,  ny  conversations  with  the  Count  do  .Mirabeau 
and  several  other  friendsi,  wlio  were  more  or  less  imparlial  but  wcll- 
infomied  with  itgtutd  to  wlial  was  g[oiti)iC  forwnrd,  sucli  as  Meilhan 
Dubticq.  the  Abbe  dv  Montesquieu,  the  Archbiihop  d'Aii,  all  starved 
j^iliully  to  eolifthteu  mo  reipc<:ting  the  true  itnte  of  afTaJrs;  and  I 
ihinlt  1  ouiy  seniuro  to  say,  that  from  the  cummenceinnil  of  the  revolu- 
lino,  I  was  one  of  tliovc  persoiii  who  leost  dccvimd  th(-m»'lvi-M  as  to 
Uio  coUunitM  which  awaited  1-Vanco.  I  did  not,  however,  n-Unquish  the 
idea  of  o]>i-oin^  the  eyes  of  the  King  and  Queen  to  their  true  lolereMi, 
and  as  my  visit  to  tbc  Krr|)«r  of  ihv  SenU  liad  re>Milted  io  nothing,  I 
FMOItm  to  take  anolh<<r  and  more  decided  step  in  a  dilTcrrnt  quarter,  in 
order  to  Istimstf  to  ttic  Court  the  conduct  which  ought  to  he  pursued 
with  regard  to  tbe  Count  de  Mirabeau. 

"  Ever  since  my  <»tah)Uhmeat  in  France  I  had  fntiuented  ilie  society 
of  ibn  (*otinle:<s  d'Onun,  Lady  io  Wajtiog  to  the  Uuwd,  whot  il  w>U 
1m   rstnemlwrcd,  waa  treated  wilb   tbe  grcotesl  confideoee  by  Marie 
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<Oi«m.  to  Bra  AtitMBt  fa-  m 
Am  C'mat.  -it  M^A^h.  m^ma  mhi

-  Tbii  naoBn-  cf  Tirvit«  tbe  s^bjcflt,  wbkb  ms  jnnHibh:  on  man 
aemaiits  thaa  one,  and  acainn  nidb  I  hs  it  voold  be  nub,  n  to 
nsMB,  feuwagJ  nc  fxtit&a^.x,  hat  I  £d  mm  loae  all  bope  ;  mj  reU- 
tioBS  vrb  Minbeoa  pre  se  efpecsl  lamuiwennt.  Eabk  day,  for 
■j  own  put,  I  faiod  in  tben  Miaiter  for  gmwr  interest ;  and  en  hii 
ude,  be  sboved  sore  Aattmaf  defacnoe  tian  erer  to  nj  oftiiuan.  He 
had  fahb  in  mj  ad*kp,  becavse  he  feh  it  was  sioeere.  I  a&ked  bim  of 
my  ovn  aMord,  if  be  had  n<ed  of  more  moner,  and  aid  to  him  that  if  . 
be  would  promise  lo  hare  recoorse  to  im  ooe  bat  mnrif  m  aocfa  a  emae, 
I  should  haie  the  zreale«i  pleasure  in  tendii^  him  fifkr  loota  a  nxmth, 
which,  with  the  emotament  of  deptdr,  wonU  ^dBce  to  drinr  his  ordin- 
ary  expenses.  With  regard  to  bis  debts,  I  thooght  1  might  conscicn- 
tiously  advice  b!m  not  to  perplex  himself  with  endesTonring  to  pay 
theiD  at  preseitt,  but  to  postpooe  their  liqnidatioo  till  the  time  hie  ahoold 
be  able  to  put  his  father's  estate  in  order,  whic^  aiiaagunent  would 
amply  satisfy  his  creditors.  1  coocloded  by  telling  him,  that  I  thought 
if  he  followed  the  plan  I  had  laid  down  for  him,  be  woold  be  able  to 
preserre  his  independence,  and  would  be  able  to  exercise  his  talents 
freely  in  the  furlheraitce  of  his  own  glory  and  for  tbe  public  good. 

"  I  should  find  it  impossible  to  give  an  adequate  descriptioQ  of  the 
manner  >n  which  he  expressed  Us  gratitude  to  me  cm  this  occasioQ. 
He  was  deeply  touched  by  my  anxiety  for  his  liitare  fame,  and  from  the 
natural  and  unrestrvued  eloquence  with  which  he  poured  forth  his 
feelings,  I  became  more  and  more  assured  that  in  the  heart  of  such 
a  man  dwelt  many  excellent  and  noble  qualities,  wbicb  only  required  to 
be  called  forth  by  happy  circumstances.  It  is  my  duty  to  say,  that  his 
conduct  to  me  was  uniformly  guided  by  good  feeling  and  gratitude  till 
the  day  of  his  death. 

"  On  several  occasions,  when  I  fell  angry  at  the  revoloUonary  language 
he  employed  in  the  Assembly,  and  did  not  attempt  to  di^uise  from  him 
how  annoyed  I  was  at  his  intemperance  of  speech,  I  have  seen  him  shed 
tears  tike  a  child,  and  coofesa  bis  error  with  a  frankness  which  could 
not  be  mistaken,  yet  without  the  slightest  shadow  of  meanness.  la 
order  thoroughly  to  appreciate  the  lofty  nature  of  this  man's  mind,  and 
hii  many  eodeariiig  qualities,  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  have  held 
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as  cU)<c  relalioDA  with  him  ax  in  my  cunt*.  I  confna  that  I  often  fi>r>^t 
»)1  the  follies  ot  Uia  liri',  wlieQ  I  8oni«lin)C8  h^ard  him  rxHnim  in  iivnit^n 
of  di-pp  trrnouon,  '  Ah,  how  thn  immoralitT  of  ray  ywith  M.>t-mi  to  unfit 
me  for  working  for  the  good  of  the  pubhc  cause.'  ETrry  time  he  spoko 
to  si«  dT the  critical  slate  of  affairii,  hi«  spirit  seemed  to  groan  at  llie 
iaiogvn  which  ihraalRivil  Francn.  He  nccnsctl  Lh«^  miniiten  of  iho 
greMM  folly,  but  h«  always  tipokc  of  the  Kin)[  with  the  profoundcit 
mped.  He  bdifved  ihst  it  was  through  I.oni*  the  Sixtncrtth's  mrnn* 
tbu  he  lisd  bwn  eWitd  a  member  of  the  Siale*-Gencral.  He  main- 
tained that  be  had  been  informed,  on  the  best  BUthority,  at  the  lime  lie 
wont  into  Provence  in  order  to  he  cUctcd  deputy,  lliot  the  mtninter*  h«d 
"oglEesli-il  to  the  KiiiR  thai  it  would  be  expedient  to  nrrcvt  liim,  and 
despatch  him  to  the  tUat  indies ;  but  lie  hnd  bevn  luld  thnt  the  King 
had  iodisnonlly  rcfiiwd  to  liilfii  to  the  idea.  He  lio-i  frequently  >aid 
to  nte  that  if  (be  nobility  had  not  repiiUcd  him  in  I'rovfnce,  his  views 
would  bare  been  turn<'d  iti  a  very  ditferent  direction.  The  beni  of  bin 
character,  and,  I  may  nlmost  say,  his  ptinci|ile!i,  were  arJsto-cralic  ;  but 
bia  wit  and  his  clotjucnce  disponed  him  to  tho  popttlar  tiarty.  Had  ho 
been  minister,  he  would  have  ably  ilefpiiiled  the  principli'  of  autlioHty : 
but  a>  a  tribime,  be  only  excited  the  tniiidji  of  tbci  people  la  an  iitiiluo 
worship  of  liberty.  Mo  was  n  ^eat  admirrr  of  the  form  of  gorrminriit 
adopted  in  England,  and  thought  that  the  tiendy  balance  which  was 
preaerrcd  helween  the  royal  power  and  the  encroach  meets  oFlhn  prnplo 
wu  admirnbty  calculated  to  maintain  a  true  ipirit  of  raiiunal  liberty. 
if  it  had  been  ordained  that  he  nbould  have  been  born  in  England,  I  am 
quite  sure  that  h«  would  have  made  a  diHlii>^ui»hed  figure  there,  and 
would  have  been  numbered  amoni;  Ihoav  met)  who  liavc  most  faith- 
fully served  their  eoitotry  ;  but  in  France  hu  fuiind  himielf  ohttgcd  to 
Kve  at  rarianoe  with  bis  naltiral  inclinations.  VViih  a  view  of  ac(]uiring 
popularity  and  prvscrving  his  iRflucncc,  ho  wa;  conliiiually  drivm  to 
attack  the  government,  which  in  its  turn  did  not  know  huw  to  defend 
tlirlf,  or  to  «ard  off  bis  attacks,  by  prudently  a  railing  itself  of  bis  talents 
and  co'opcTBtira, 

■'  in  glancing  orer  the  eireunnglnnces  of  (he  Revolution  of  1 789,  we 
mtut  not  forget  to  take  into  consideration  that  the  National  Ainemlily 
tmiled  in  ii.icif  the  greatest  latrnt,  ihc  most  iincon<iiicnilile  energy,  in 
ahort,  the  brightest  intellect  of  the  whole  kingdom  ;  while  among  tha 
men  who  composed  the  minlstrv,  are  (o  be  found  only  those  wko  ren- 
dered tbeniseti'ts  remarkable  for  their  want  of  foreiiigbt,  their  weakness, 
nnd  their  titter  incapacity  to  adapt  Ihetnselves  to  the  circiimKtuiicea  in 
which  tliey  found  tliemiclvcs  placed,  consc-queiitly  the  reiim  of  gorcm- 
mcnt  slipped  from  their  feeble  hands,  and  the  Assembly  sdsed  iheoi. 
From  Ihia  nionienl  everything  wn*  thrown  into  fi>nfii«ioii.  and  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  revohiliou  were  regulnled  merely  aeeunling  to  paction 
ud  intrigue.  Bach  week  heaped  diflicully  upon  difficulty,  and  danger 
upon  danger :  and  it  ennnot  hi)iie«ily  be  said  that  nnn  prudent  meaMiirt! 
was  taken  by  the  Ministry  to  arrest  the  evil,  from  the  opeutng  uf  the 
iiiates-Ciriicral  till  that  period  nhich  drcidrd  the  fate  of  France;  I 
mean,  when,  nn  the  5th  of  October,  1 7S!),  the  populaeeof  Pkria,  headed 
by  M.  de  I^fjyelie,  carried  olFthe  King  from  Versailles,  and  brought 
him  a  pri.iuner  into  the  capital, 

"  During  the  coitTersations  which  took  plan  belwecn  mo  and  Miralwnii 
crrry  day,  I  led  hire  to  aprnlc  of  tlioae  men  who  juat  at  this  \.\wA  ^v*iA

"  Hm  1  must  eolcr  into  the  delnil  of  •  few  facia  which  eatne  under 
my  ono  obicrvatiou  on  that  IcrribUt  day  of  the  5lli  of  Oclobrr,  they 
nuy  in  mkdc  tnraiurc  Mrre  to  jaittify  Miraheaii,  therefore,  they  will  not 
b»  allofcMlier  without  historical  )nt»r«*t.  If  Mirsb««a  had  bc«n  guilty 
of  the  crime  of  which  ibey  accuoed  him  he  ougbt  to  have  beeu  conspir- 
ing with  bii  pretcnulMl  B<.-cOiii[>ti<^iM  on  th«  morning  of  that  day  ;  whtlu, 
oa  lh«  conlrnry,  inxtPMl  of  joinini;  palrkitif  mvcliRg*,  which  loolt  pl«c« 
for  the  diKCUMinn  of  (lio  ini>iiii»  of  alUick  and  dpf^ncr,  be  spent  the  day 
of  lh«  5th  of  OcIoIkt  with  me.  and  did  not  quit  mc  till  (ix  o'clock  in  thv 
evening.  He  dinnd  lAet-A'titr  nilh  nic,  a*  hu  aflrrward*  iitnlod  when 
defcodiug  hinitt-tf  .it  tbif  tribune,  in  coniei)uence  of  the  rejiort  of  the 
proMediDgs  of  the  Ciiatelet  of  Paris.  At  dinner,  1  retneinher,  w«  dis- 
aiMMd  th«  oAatr*  of  llrabonl,  which  eircumitoncc  he  nUo  ntlntcd  ;  wo 
had  loo  und«r  our  *yes  a  roap  of  that  couutry,  in  order  to  tiudy  th« 
jtlan  of  march  for  the  troopa,  but,  in  roality,  ihiii  subjecl  did  not  occupy 
u*  above  an  bonr,  and  th«  re«t  of  the  timv  wu*  oceupiod  in  speakinK  of 
the  dan^ra  which  mutt  aaiuredly  attend  the  lytlrai  pursued  by  the 
court,  and  of  the  disturbance  which  rcipriBd  in  Pari*,  yet  we  little  know 
wh«t  was  going  forward  lbi»  vcrj-  day.  All  that  tbe  Count  do  Mirsbcau 
aaid  on  ihia  lubjeot  referred  to  the  skill  and  energy  necvasary  lo  be 
used  ia  the  present  crisis  of  affairs,  and  it  ts  much  to  be  lotncnlcd  that 
ihia  SMUer  wu  cot  weighed  nv  seriouvly  by  the  King's  ndvitiers  a«  it 
was  by  myself  and  the  Count  de  Mirabeau.  In  all  his  obserTaiiona  it 
Wa»  impoMlblc  to  accuse  him  of  being  a  lover  of  srHilion  :  he  ipoke 
like  a  food  ciliien.  When,  llivri-fgre,  I  declare  that  thitt  luan  wan  an 
UUer  atmnnr,  both  in  thuunht  and  iatention.  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
cecdiu^  wnich  excited  luch  violent  cfTiTveteiiice  in  ihu  city  of  I'arix, 
it  b  in  ibe  most  conscieutioua  bdief  that  1  make  this  sMertion.  1 
csnnot,  however,  avoid  acknowledging  that  thi>  diHioyil  made  use  of  his 
sjieeckus,  and  of  the  prine.iplei  which  he  Inid  duwu  so  eloquently  at  the 
tribune  since  the  opening  of  the  Assciably,  but  it  i>  in  this  wuvi  and  in 
this  way  alone,  that  lie  can  be  r^roschot)  with  having  contribulcd  to 
inflame  nii-u's  minds  in  France  and  in  Faria,  aa  was  more  especially 
said  lo  be  ibo  cue."

far,  in  o«ir  humble  jtidinucnt.  the  evidence  of  a  (tenuinc  wkiI  which 
breathes  from  hi^r  pi^{««,  i«  the  belt  rcfulation  of  the  cnlumnie^  iiuder 
iho  prcMure  of  which  she  hit  perbbed.  England  owes  wcnethitifi  more 
Io  Iiungary  than  the  tomitnon  debt  of  a  free  to  an  opprM»pti  njiiion, 
were  it  for  noihiug  uUe  ihoii  that  England  ba»  pern-cuted  this  brave 
crcnlurc  to  death.  Caa  we  tctl  the  sinple  incidenta  of  the  ittory  niihoul 
indignuit  nbaBM  ? 

After  tnontht  of  the  life  (alat !  for  lAat  life  !)  of  an  exile  in  London, 
the  ltarone«f  Von  Beck,  in  September  of  this  year,  cane  Io  Binningh.-un. 
■eektnK  auhseriplious  (whut  other  «ay  for  geniut,  exiled  and  poor,  U 
thtre  lot  f )  fof  a  foTtbcomiitg  «ork  of  her*.  &1iv  ita>  ihcrc  arrested  as 
an  hnpoalor.  tnhcii  to  he  eumnied  before  a  police  maticiilratc,  and 
dm|iprd  down  dead  in  ihu  police  office. 

Nut  for  the  wealth  of  worlds  nould  we  cxchnnirr  fcclinf^  with  those 
who  hiiiile«l  this  poor  tliiiolain  un-iiiure  donn.  Imlatitly  the  hue  and 
cry  of  slaitder  U  vorailrd  out  over  her  name  ;  and  it  vns  thou;;ht  iliat 
thu  at  Iraftt,  villi  all  her  eloquence  and  {intriutisni,  was  vffi-cluallv  made 
away  wilh,  and  exiiDKuiRhed  for  ever.  "The  "nines,"  indeed,  eeun 
f»T  n  moment  to  »hBko  its  Aiiilrijin  thiindfrbolif  over  her,  in  order  to 
direct  ihein  agaioet  oiher  Hungarian  patriot*,  whose  literar>-  jealousy 
is  said  to  be  the  oripin  of  the  BlaiidewagainBt  M.  Von  Beck.  Whether 
coniinji;  from  (he  Auntriiiti  prp»«  of  Hnfflnnd,  or  from  fominioe  liternry 
envy,  or  from  the  Kev.  Mr.  Bruiuniagem  Dawson,  the  charge  of  being 
an  Auatrinn  tpy  tteems  about  l)ie  most  absurd  and  baseless  that  could 
by  puMibilily  have  brcn  brcii|{ht  ugninot  our  poor  aiithore»i.  That  any 
coniidenible  poriion  of  our  counlrymcn  should  have  believed  it,  can 
only  he  explninod  by  the  ciremiistancp  that,  tinder  Cardinal  Wiseman 
snil  thn  I'uri-yilc*.  the  old  Popish  dujrina.  fm/o,  yui'a  impoiaikiig  rff, 
hav  »g:ain  recovered  iia  influence  over  L^iifilishEDcn. 

M.  Von  Berk's  hook,  moro  thnn  auytlijiig  that  hail  occurred,  until 
th«  arrivnl  of  Kosiuth,  hail  sjirfad  far  and  widi-  iliv  (lucpe«t  iiitcrctt  in 
the  Han|;arian  alrui^gle,  and  given  iis  a  pcrsoiiiil  knowledge  of  the 
actors  ihiTein, — n  knowlodge  which  can  never  have  ntiy  other  inlliifiicc 
OTiT  uti  or  tbem,  than  that  which  the  best  Hungarian  patriot  could 
wikh. 

The  book  for  which  she  was  seeking:  subscriptions  mait  hare  been 
the  tanie  in  spirit, — one  totally  lireconoilablo  with  tbo  idea  of  her  aiding 
the  citu*c  of  AuKlrio.  'I'hat  so  outspoken  a  person  »  M.  Von  Beck 
miuht  have  revealed  eircu instances  and  scliemsB  which  the  actors  in  the 
trugglv  now  impending  wi»bed   to  be  concealed,  ia   prohnblo  moiii^h, 
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and  thit  alone  accms  to  us  to  account  Tor  the  del  erm  mat  ion  lo  sileuce 
her,  lo  ruihlcsil}'  n-tDlved  on  by  her  fo«M,  nin)  go  quietly  acquiesced  in 
bjr  th«  Etiglmli,  who  hr*  behind  llie  aci>nvH  ortlie  nholo  tragedr. 

Tlic  time  it  Rov  near  itl  hand  for  bcr  full  TiadieatJou,  h  ia  to  be 
liopcd,  when  she  too  vril)  roct^ive  the  coniinon  revrsrd  which  we  pay  to 
l)»M  who  have  darvd  and  Mitfered  all  for  us, — ■  Tolltiy  of  c}»?«r*  and  a 
DOnuincnt  from  thu  inullitudc,  snd  tho  silent  t«nder  tiyinpathy  of 
potrioL  beartH.  Mcaolime  we  takn  leave  of  hvr  with  lli«  wordt  wliich 
vlom>  bft  book, — written,  on«  would  ta.y  now,  almoal  in  a  *[>iril  proph«tio 
of  her  vnd  I^

Librrty,  lolho  baffled  patriots  of  lliini^niy,  »mna  weak  as  a  breaking 
wave :  but  the  receding  watpr*,  even  y^i  beautiful  with  foam  bells.  ar« 
but  retiring  that  they  niuy  swi-ep  forward  with  vaMcr  voluino  anil  re- 
tloublHl  roar,  for  ibc  tide  of  fi-eedom  is  once  mora  ri»ng.  and  the 
eqainodinl  gnle«  are  at  hnndl 

Until  lh«  giJUiit  Hini^glD  of  18-19  Hiitignrv  w««  lc«s  known  lo  vrcn 
intelligent  lui};lisliDica  than  Ici-land  or  Kamschaikn.  There  watt  a  cmn- 
fuoed  idea.  w»  recollect,  in  n  very  sensible  company  wherein  wo  first 
beard  the  Mibject  spoketi  of,  that  Bunj^rv  was  a  plain  country  ;  thai  it 
lltrned  bock  the  tide  of  Mahomedan  contjueBt  in  the  old  centuries  ;  that 
it  gnw  a  gnint  doal  of  mm.  Lord  S'anlcy'ti  T^mbolT,  whieli  was  to 
fwiHoh  so  many  luillions  of  i|(iariers  of  wlie^tt  mis  Miiiiewbere  lO  t-liin- 
iriry;  "The  OaniiW  runs  through  it;  up  the  Rhine  and  ilown  tbe 
Danube,  yon  know,"  suid  one.  "  And  then  tbe  liottlc  of  Prague,"  crieil 
nn  old  gentleman.  "  Hut  th.it'a  in  I'oland,"  oaid  his  daughter,  who  hod 
been  prociiqing  that  "  batle,"  for  noiiie  months  put,  with  her  niu«ic- 
moster.  *'  Ah,  well  I  Presburg,  IVstli,  IVague,  or  some  »uth  place," 
rvplicd  her  father.

Her  account  of  the  way  in  which  ber  narrative  of  the  bntcberies  by 
Haynau  was  received  by  Counts  Esterhaxi  and  Karyoli,  from  Pestfa, 
aod  many  of  the  late  garrison  of  Komom,  who  bad  yet  received  no 
authentic  information  of  ibeir  barbarities,  is  deeply  interesting  (p.  317).

*■  But  it  waa  a  fact  accompliihed,  and  the  water*  of  the  Danube  could  not  wsth 
out  the  dreadful  evidence  of  thii  great  crime.  If  Auitria  withed  to  wring  brave 
and  true  hearti  by  these  murden,  the  bad  her  with,  on  this  occaaion  at  leait. 

"It  iiimpouible  todetcribe  the  fierce  grief  of  theM  men,  when  the  whole  history 
was  before  tfaem.  They  called  upon  their  murdered  companioni  and  relatiret  by 
name.  Some  walked  up  and  down  the  saloon,  to  give  vent  to  their  powerful  emo- 
tion! :  wbiUt  others  Mt  silently  bmoding  over  what  they  had  heard,  as  if  to  make 
a  lolemn  record  of  it  in  their  aouli,  and  to  vow  within  tbemselvea  that  the  victinu 
of  Imperial  treachery  should  not  remain  unavenged." 

We  recommend  the  concluding  pages  of  these  eloquent  Memoirs  to 
the  consideration  of  the  reader.  The  remarks  on  the  constitution  of 
England,  and  tbe  comparison  between  Hungary  and  England,  are  just 
and  ingenious  j  and  have  been  dwelt  on  much  by  Kossuth  when  in 
England.  The  similarity  in  the  spirit  of  tbe  laws,  political  and  social, 
of  the  two  countries,  is  very  remarkable.     These,  not  less  than  the 

Tgy  and  courage  displayed  in  the  late  struggle,  show  that  the  Hun-

Mr.  Roeboei*  toIuoms  are  eenamW  aawBg  the  Mort  lemarkaUe 
that  faaTe  appeared  for  Mine  tnne  past ;  thoi^  fiiat  daw  historical 
books  have  laleir  been  unosaallT  afaandant.  The  aiibjaet  ■  ia  iUelf 
hDponant ;  and  it  posseues  peculiar  interest  at  tbe  preaent  oMHnait. 
The  aothor  u  well  known  ta  be  a  oian  who  thinks  what  be  ipcaki.  and 
who  is  prettT  sure  to  express  his  thoughts  in  tr«ichani  aad  tneooiprx^- 
misinp  phrases.  Byron  cLtssed  among  the  Tirtnes  of  Mitford  as  an 
bistorisn,  his  rratA  and  partiaiiljf;  and  staled  that  he  called  these 
qualities  virtues  is  a  writer,  f^eaute  lifir  make  him  rrite  i*  eamaH 
Bvron  va5  rigbl.  EaroestDess  is  the  great  charm  in  both  writers  and 
speakers.  No  brilliancv  or  skill  can  make  up  for  the  absence  of  it ; 
and  where  it  is  present  h  can  cover  a  multitnde  of  defeeta.  This  was 
the  real  secret  of  the  marrellous  ascendancr  which  Robespierre  acquired. 
Mirabeau  discerned  this,  and  said  of  the  destined  Dictator  of  Terror, 
when  maoT  ridiculed  his  first  speeches,  **  This  inao  will  do  aomething ; 
for  ie  belieee$  etert/  tnrd  ke  law."  Now,  itis  impossU>le  to  read  any 
one  of  Mr.  Roebuck's  chapters  without  precisely  the  equiealent  reflec- 
tion arising,  "  This  man  believes  every  word  he  writes."  He  is  not 
tampering  with  our  intellects.  He  is  no  mere  literary  gladiator ;  but  a 
devoted  champion,  nho  strives  with  might  and  main,  and  smites  without 
sparing  in  behalf  of  wbat  is  to  him  tbe  True  Faith.  Many  may  deem 
him  Quixotic ;  many  may  think  that,  blinded  by  passion,  he  deals  his 
blows  in  quarters  where  he  should  have  rendered  honuige  :  but  assuredly 
none  will  turn  away  from  him  as  either  faint-hearted  or  insincere. 

Indeed,  whatever  may  be  a  man's  politics,  this  book  of  the  Member 
for  Sheffield  will  rivet  his  attentjon.  Perhaps  some  members  of  some 
of  tbe  great  Whig  houses  may  feel  as  little  relish  in  reading  the  caustic 
sentences  of  Mr.  Roebuck,  as  the  Melelli  felt  in  reading  the  sarcastic 
Satumians  of  NEevius.  But  in  general,  both  Reformers  and  Anti- 
Reformers  will  be  glad  of  this  History  of  the  birthi  struggles,  and  final 
success  of  the  memorable  Reform  Bill  of  1832.  The  Grst  will  welcome 
in  it  a  vigorous  and  lucid  narrative  of  their  great  triumph.     The  others

"  Somo  may  dc«in  my  attempt  premalur«,  because  of  the  pauions  and 
prejudieca  which  man  of  tntcossity  nffcct  a  cotcnporary — luid  becatiie 
also  of  the  difficulty  he  tnuat  encotnitftr  when  eiideflrouring  to  Iram  th« 
secrot  history  counectiMl  with  the  events  ho  describes.  I  odinil  the 
preoaim  of  thb  argtunont,  but  I  dcoy  the  conclusion  thus  dnwn  ttom 
them. 

"Of  thepanioimand  prejudices  which  alTcct  (he  coteinporarj'  historian, 
only  a  Bmall  portion  belong  to  him  cicliilivdy.

Kge  vmploycd  with  respect  lo  Mr.  O'Connell  is  not  more  bitter  thnn 
t  oAm  UM:d  towards  Clcon,  nnd  tlin  paasing  of  the  Rulbrm  Bill  ta  a 
MliJMt  not  one  vdiit  more  exciting,  not  at  atl  more  likely  to  disturb  the 
jnttgimetit  of  an  historian,  thoo  the  «ondaol  of  the  Long  Parliament,  or 
tb«  National  Coovrnlioa. 

"To  enable  posterity  to  write  the  history  of  any  period,  ootcmpanry 
OTidenoc  is  ikwdod — sad  that  evidence  cannot  welt  bo  d««Riad  conpletsv 
tnlNa  it  have  been  aubjvcttHl  to  coU-mporary  cross-eaaciinslion.  Now, 
a  CDtemporary  hitiorian  it  a  witness  as  well  as  aa  historian — a  wttnvss, 
indeed,  giving  hi*  icKimony  tiruler  the  most  efficient  securities  for  its 
accuracy;  liability  to  instant  denial  and  searching  rroM-ncaminntion. 
If  his  political  views  and  the  acl»  of  his  public  life  are  ncll  linoiro, 
his  eridenee  will  be  the  more  strictly  scmtinizcd,  and  received  with 
that  eatitioo  and  allowance  which  b  known  partiality  requires.  His 
opinuos  will  be  Judged  al^er  the  same  hsliion.  and  be  the  loss  likely  to 
mislead,  bocause  ihey  come  from  one  whose  pnoonceived  political  views 
have  be«ii  long  opnily  avowed  and  tborniighly  well  known. 

**  It  must,  however,  be  admitted,  that  if  a  cotcmporary  posseaa  MXiia 
special  knowledge  nnd  peculiar  mnna  of  information,  be  it  nc*ei1)iel«M

"  In  every  ^peal  political  c-risia,  much  that  ii  of  imporlauce — mucb  that 
wo  should  d«(iro  to  know,  \f  not  recorded  in  writing ;  or.  if  recorded, 
tli«  rvcord  is  often  unMitttugly — not  aeldoin  inleutioDally — desiroytd. 
In  such  cases,  we  muU  truBt  to  or&)  testimony,  whicli  cvury  year  beooniM

diet  of  temiinony,  the  on1yclmnc<^  of  attaining  truth  is  by  lucans  of 
comparison  and  mamol  explanaiioo.  Hliilc  the  witnesses  ore  alitc 
lb!>  may  be  acconipliibi-d ;  death,  however,  renders  all  >ucb  friendlj 
cross-eXBtninalion  utterly  impassible ;  and,  wliere  the  (iclors  arc  fv*. 
luid  thp  cvnitR  iiiiponont,  thu  need  of  an  immediitte  cotemporary  record 
liicrcosei ;  thu  difKculiy,  bowuver,  of  making  it,  incrcAsus  with  tba 
iiece»»ity." 

There  are  valuable  iruihs  expressed  here;  valuable  not  only  with 
rcfvrrni'-e  to  tht*  punieulor  n-ork,  but  as  genernl  litcmry  caooiiv.  We 
have  cited  the  pa»uge  in  exltiuo,  because  it  shows  Mr.  Uocbuck  to 
possess  oomprehetitiTonoss  and  reflection,  as  well  as  iho  ncuteuesi  and 
energy,  for  which  all  givB  hlui  credit,  and  wbidi  every  chapter  of  his 
history  abundantly  displays.  He  commences  his  work  with  a  groeral 
tiew  of  aftiirs,  front  the  end  of  the  ^real  wars  with  France  in  IBiS,  to 
the  ctote  of  Lord  Liverpool's  adminii^iralion.  Then  come  two  spiritMl 
chapters  on  the  miniitncs  of  Canning  iind  Lord  Goderich,  and  ou  the 
earrying  of  the  Catholic  Enaancipaiion  Bill  by  the  Duke  of  Wellingtoo 
and  Sir  Robert  Peel  in  18U'J.  Tbo  author  tbvn  cones  to  his  immediate 
Bubjecl.^thc  national  niovvmi-nt  for  Fart ia men tary  Rtfonii  in  Itfno,^ 
thedovnfall  of  the  We1lin(|loa  ad ntinial ration, — the  formalioa  of  the 
Whig  Ministry  of  Earl  Grey, — tlie  uusucceufu)  first  rcforra  of  1831,— 
its  equally  unsuccessful  successor. — and  the  ultimate  carryin;;  of  the 
third  Dill,  on  the  7th  of  Juue,  1S3S,  amid  the  fiercMt  scenes  of  cxcife- 
loent  that  this  country  «ver  witnesaed  siooe  the  great  civil  war  of  the 
17lh  century.     The  vehemence  of  Mr.  Roebuck's  parly  opiniouii  and 
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tW  "  wrtrimma  indi^naiio "  wliicl)  b«-  showers  on  all  whom  he  deems 
atlwr  rhr  Ton  or  tti«  lukcwiirni  frk-ndv  of  the  Libi^rul  raunir,  inukc  it 
ahiUMt  ii»po»*ibl(>  ta  tnnKfi'r  any  of  the  nioat  brilliant  and  powerful 
pu>^44  of  hia  uork  to  th'e  p(i|;(<8  of  n  non-poliiical  periodical.  Uul 
there  arc  »onu-  rciiiiirka  on  ilicDuki-  of  Wrllingion  that  brealbc  theiruc 
Enjrlish  t]>int.  in  nbich  all  KnjtUshmen,  wbaii>vcr  bo  ibeir  political  biai, 
crrrr  oughl  to  8p«ak  of  ibnt  gr<^iit  mm.  Mr,  Kockuck  nvidnntly  fcrls 
Ibot  Ibc  I>ukr  of  Wrlliii^ton'a  i-haracter  U  naitonnl  propL-ny,  nntl  falti 
nol  under  the  narrow  mtelafji?  of  iiiiy  party.  When  doicnbing  the  Uuk«'A 
acccKiioti  to  offioo  in  I  VH,  ho  say*, 

"  So  won  a*  ihe  Duke  of  \\''c1  liDgTon  was  anpoinlcd  prime  mlnititer, 
many  obmtioo*  irera  vebrMnnntly  urg«d  og:ain»t  «hnt  tbc  objccluri 
ternwd  lh«  uaeoDMttuttoiial  uature  of  ibe  app ointment.  What  this 
meant  none  of  ibero  lery  accurately  described — tJiough  the  cooiidod 
eiplanaiton  «sti,  that  th«  Dake  being  a  loMif^r  ou^ht  not  to  bo  prime 
miniawr  bccaiuw  of  the  danger  of  tb«  ihiii^.  A  soldier  aUo  was  nup-* 
no$t6  not  lo  be  akillcd  in  civil  affnin.  '  Th«  Dukc't  cxpericDte,"  said 
Mr.  Broaghan,  *  luu  be«n  purely  mililan-,  not  civil.'  'And  though  I 
entn-lain  the  bigh«6l  opinion  of  the  noblv  Dake'a  military  geuiua,  iitati 
I  do  iioi  likp  to  see  bitn  at  ibe  lifnd  of  the  finniice  of  the  country,  enjoy- 
inp  lh«  patronage  of  the  crown — enjajinfr-  as  he  does  enjoy,  the  full  nnd 
perfect  conftdeiUM  of  hi'i  sovtroifin  —  tmjojing  thn  jintronnge  of  iho 
army— ^n joying  the  piitr(iiiiig<!  of  (be  Hiurch— and,  in  fact.  enju}iiig 
alaaaiL  hit  tbe  palronage  of  the  state.'  Tbia  langUBg«  «as  nitlurnl  in 
tin"  cxiiting-  Malo  of  men's  opinions  and  Mperiirnte.  Siiiee  ihe  dav»  of 
iMartltoroujjIi  no  wldter  lind  awiiyed  the  counciU  of  lliit  (country,  ninl 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  had  himself,  a  few  moniha  before,  sonrtioiieii 
the  general  opioioo  aa  to  thn  incnpacity  of  a  Koldier  to  rutn  over  iho 
civil  nffnira  of  the  state.  Yet  there  it  no  rational  foundAtioii  for  any 
aueh  bt'lii'f.  No  man  can  be  u  {;reat  soldier  unlcM  be  possess  great  ad> 
oninistrativc  talent,  and  thi»  talent  is  more  likely  to  be  broii^jhi  fortli, 
and  foitcred  by  the  buatneu  of  war,  than  by  ihc  management  of  caara 
at  Nixi  Prins ;  yet  because  of  hi*  Itabit  of  speaking,  the  lanyer  ta 
desBMd  capable  of  gOTcnuiig',  wtitle  the  ■oldier  whuie  life  U  aneut  in 
■CtioD  and  not  in  talk,  is  considered  unversed  in  «bat  are  called  the 
eiril  affairs  of  slide.  The  tmining  of  the  Duke  of  Wpllington  wo*, 
howevert  of  a  much  higher  eliarucler  than  any  which  ordinary  siatcs- 
men,  or  soldiers,  or  laayen,  can  hope  la  enjoy.  In  India,  and  in  Spain 
and  Foriti^al,  be  led  armies  and  he  froverncd  naliono.  To  feed  hia 
■raiiaa,  and  to  keep  the  people  jor  « horn  he  win  nominally  engaged, 
obedient  and  favourable  to  iii*  caune,  he  was  ublij^ed  to  brlag  Into 
action  all  those  grcai  quntlUes  of  miud  which  are  iieedvd  for  lli«  pracli- 
cal  government  of  ninnkind.  Every  intricate  (|ui-stton  of  linnnce,  the 
varioof  and  p«rulexiiig  onerationa  of  trade,  the  efTecia  of  every  initilu- 
lion,  eAmmcrcial,  political,  of  law  and  ailminislralion, — all  had  to  be 
ondersioud,  wet^livd,  watched,  and  applied,  while  he  led  the  armies  of 
England,  and  in  fact  governed  the  people  of  Spain  and  Portugal.  Tha 
vast  combiiiationR  needed  for  his  great  campaign*,  made  hrm  fniDiliar 
with  every  op<-ration  of  government ;  and  the  peculiar  relation  in  ohtch 
he  (food  to  (be  people  uf  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  their  varioiiv  rulers, 
called  into  action  every  faculty  of  Ms  mind,  and  mnde  him  profoundly 
skilled  in  tho  difficvU  art  of  leading  and  controlling  men  of  all  claises 
and  of  all  charactirT*." 
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Mr.  Koebiick's  volumes  «r«  valuibic  (iudepeiKltatlf  ofolber  reaaons) 
^:>r  lh«  ^ri-dt  Kinount  of  curious  inrormiition  which  ji  no«  mado  public 
for  ttie  lirft  lisne.  Mucli  of  lhi»,  »  ihv  auiliur  tvlls  Ul,  has  been  lup- 
plicd  by  Lnril  Broughun,  who  evideolly  furuiahed  ihc  nuUridla  for  Ibo 
folluwing  graphic  ami  omuiiiij;  sketch  of  the  mode  in  which  King 
S\'iniain  thi^  Toiirih  wait  induced  to  content  to  iho  celebrated  sudden 
diMuluttuii  uf  ['urliaiuenl  iu  1S31. 

"  Itut  bctvrr^^  tills  adjournment  of  the  Lonji  and  (heir  meeling  next 
day,  ninny  rveat>  of  gn-at  iiii|iortance  occurred,  and  the  restilt  wu,  thai 
t\ie  uppuMliuu  wi^i-i'  dofoatcil  in  their  project  of  checking  tho  onward 
C9un«  of  the  ciinistry  by  mvnni  of  tecliuic-al  objeotioo,  and  of  difficul> 
tm  arisingr  out  of  mere  technical  errors.  The  opposition  hoped  and 
believed  that  the  adjournment  of  ihv  llnuic  of  Commont  on  Thursday, 
by  dvlayio);  the  «Tiiuiat«s,  bad  delayed  alto  Ui«  powibilily  of  a  disiolu- 
tioD,  and  had  thus  given  to  the  House  of  Lonls  time  to  paiui  Itii)  pro* 
vogod  Addr«B«  of  Lord  WhamchfFu  ngniiivt  the  projuct  of  disiolulion 
itaelf,  which,  from  tho  wavering  slate  of  the  King'a  niod,  they  still 
expected  to  art-rt.  On  tho  niuniiug,  huwvvvrr,  of  the  SSnd,  Lord  Grej 
aud  the  Lord  ClianccUar  waited  oti  the  Kin^r.  in  order  to  request  that 
ho  would  instantly,  and  on  that  dny,  dintolvo  tho  Houso.  The  nholo 
acune  of  thia  interview  of  the  King  and  hin  Miui*Ier»,  aa  related  hy 
tiiuae  who  could  alone  describe  it,  is  a  cuHouk  illualratioo  of  the  w^y  in 
which  tb«  fcrcat  iotcrcsta  of  mankind  odva  ttxm  to  depend  on  petty 
bicid«DU,  and  in  which  ludicroiit  puerihtici  often  inii  them»elTe«  up 
witb  event*  most  important  to  iho  w«ifaro  of  whol«  natioot-  Tho 
aeceBsity  of  a  dig^olutiou  had  louj;  been  fonnvcD,  and  decided  on  by  the 
niniiten,  but  the  King  had  not  yet  been  periuiadal  to  consent  to  so 
bold  a  tneasure,  and  now  tho  two  chiefs  of  the  administration  wero 
about  to  intrude  themaelvtsa  into  the  royal  cloacl,  not  only  to  adviac  and 
uk  for  a  dissolution,  but  to  request  the  King  on  the  sudden  —  on  this 
very  day,  aud  withiu  a  few  boure  to  go  dawn  and  put  an  «ad  to 
bis  parliament  in  the  midst  of  the  seiaioD,  and  nilh  all  the  ordinary 
buHtncis  of  the  si*titiion  yirt  uiiSnished.  The  bolder  mind  of  the  Chan* 
cullor  took  Uie  lead,  nud  Lord  Grey  anxiously  solicited  him  to  mamuft 
the  King  on  tho  occation.  So  toon  aa  lliey  were  odmliied,  the  Cban- 
evllor,  with  »oma  cnre  and  circumlocution,  propounded  to  the  Kin;;  thu 
object  of  lli«  interview  tli«y  hud  noug-ht.  Tho  sturtlcil  Monarch  no 
Moner  uuduntood  the  drifl  of  the  ChinccUor'a  lomewhal  periphrastic 
■laivmenl,  than  be  excliunied  in  wunder  und  an};&r  against  Ibe  very  idea 
of  such  B  proceeding.  '  How  is  it  ponaible,  my  lonU.  that  1  can  afWi 
this  fiuhioii  repay  the  kindness  of  (larliamcnl  to  the  Queen  and  myself? 
They  have  just  granted  me  a  innirt  liberal  civil  liKt,  nnd  to  the  Queen  a 
splendid  annuity  in  caw  she  survives  me.'  The  ChoncelUr  confeiwd 
that  they  had,  aa  regarded  hi»  Mnjctty,  been  a  libera)  and  wise  parlia- 
ment, but  said  that  norertheless  their  further  existence  was  iooompaiiblc 
with  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  kingdom.  Both  he  and  Lord  (ircy 
(lien  stfcDUousIy  iosiited  upon  the  absolute  ncctstity  of  their  request, 
and  gave  hi*  Mjjesty  to  underttaud,  that  ihla  advice  was  by  bis  inini- 
alsrs  unanimouily  resolved  on — nod  that  ihey  felt  tbonmclves  unablo  to 
eooduct  the  affairs  of  the  couutTy  in  ibe  present  oonditton  of  the  pvUa^ 
tHnI-  1'his  last  statement  made  tho  King  f«ol  that  n  general  rfsign^ 
lion  would  bo  ibo  ronscijuence  of  a  furlhtx  refuul ;  of  this,  in  spite  of 
his  H:cr«t  wishes,  he  wu  at  the  moment  really  afraid,  and  thctcforv  be. 
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tj  snplof  ing  pettj  «xcum>%  and  suggesting  toiall  and  temporary  dilli- 
cultle*,  Koon  b^an  to  show  that  he  was  about  to  yield.  '  But,  my  lords, 
aotfaitig  ii  pKpnrKd— ttio  great  ollieorti  of  (tAt«  arc  not  «iinaioii«d.* 
'Pardon  me, Sir,'  aaid  the  ChaatelW,  bowinj;^  nith  profound  apparent 
buniliiy,  '«o  have  taken  the  jfTeat  liberty  ofgiviiii;  tlii-m  to  understand 
thnt  your  Majcatv  comnuDdod  tWir  nttcndanco  at  tfao  proper  hoar.' 
'But,  my  lords,  mo  cronn,  and  the  robett,  and  other  thin^  nrcdpd  ar« 
Dol  prepared.'  '  Again  I  tiio»t  humbly  «ntn>AC  yaitr  Majrflty'it  pnTdnii 
for  my  boldnMi,'  (aid  the  Chancellor, —  'they  are  all  prepared  and 
ready— the  proper  ofliccm  being  dcaintl  to  attend  in  proper  form  nnd 
titnr-.'  '  But,  my  lords,'  said  the  Kin]Br>  rcitemtinx  the  foTTo  in  which  lie 
pat  hit  objection,  —  <yoii  knov  thn  thing  it  Mholly  impo*«ibl* ;  th« 
guards,  tho  troupv,  hare  hail  no  orders,  und  cannot  be  ready  in  tinie.* 
This  oltJrctioD  was  in  reality  the  moit  rormidable  one.  The  orders  to 
the  troops  on  luch  oecationi  omnnatc  aivayt  diroclly  from  the  Kin^, 
and  no  person  but  the  King'  can  !n  trtitfa  commaod  thero  for  *nch  service 
— uid  83  the  Prime  Miiiistpr  and  daring  Chancellor  well  kni-w  the 
naturs  of  royal  8u»o^iJbiiily  on  «uch  matters,  they  were  in  no  slijjlit 
degree  doubifitl  and  anxious  as  to  tb«  rssult.  The  Chancrltor,  there- 
fore, with  some  real  lirsilation,  brgnn  8^t>  u  before,  •  Panlon  me,  Sir; 
«o  know  how  bold  tbc  itep  is,  that,  preanminp;  on  your  gr»t  goodnen, 
and  your  anxious  desire  for  the  knfrty  of  ynitr  kingdom,  and  happiaeu 
of  your  people,  we  hnve  nreiiimed  to  take — I  have  gircn  orders  and  the 
troops  UK  renily.'  The  King  started  in  terious  an^r,  flamed  red  in  (ho 
face,  and  bunt  forth  aitb,  'Whal^  iny  lords,  hsve  you  dared  to  act  thus? 
Such  a  thiiij;  was  nover  heard  of.  Yoa,  my  Lord  Chancellor,  ouj^ht  to 
know  thati  such  an  act  ii  trtcaon — high  treuon,  my  lord !'  *  Yes,  Sir,' 
said  the  Chaocellor,  'I  do  know  it — and  nothing  but  tny  thorough 
knowledge  of  your  Majesty's  fttudnoft.  of  your  paternal  anitcty  for  the 
good  of  your  people,  and  my  own  solemn  belief  that  the  safety  of  the 
stale  depends  upon  this  day's  proceeding,  could  have  omboldmtfid  ma  to 
the  perfomianoc  of  so  unusual,  and  in  ordinary  nrrumHtancrs,  so  impro* 
pw  n  proceediuji.  In  all  humility  I  mbmii  myself  to  your  Majesty,  and 
am  tKMi\y  in  my  own  person  to  bear  all  the  blame  and  recinre  all  the 
punishment  whirh  your  Majesty  may  deem  needful,  but  I  nKain  eolreat 
your  Majesty  to  listen  to  us  and  to  follow  our  eoun«cl— and  as  you 
value  the  securitr  of  your  crotm,  and  the  peace  nf  yiwr  realms,  lo  yield 
to  our  most  earnest  solicitations.*'  After  some  further  eipo<iluluiio[is  by 
both  hifl  minitters.  the  King  cooled  down  and  ooncenicil.  Having  coo- 
MOted,  be  ti<>eaiiie  anxious  that  evwythtoy  shoidd  be  done  in  the  proper 
■urnner,  and  ^ave  minute  directions  retpeciing  the  ceremonial.  The 
■peeeh  to  be  fpoken  by  him  at  the  proragatton  was  reuly  prepared  and 
in  the  CbanLvllor's  pocket.  To  this  be  affre«d~~ desired  that  everybody 
night  punctually  attend,  and  dismissed  his  mioialers  for  the  moment 
with  something  between  a  menace  and  a  joke,  upon  the  audacity  of  tbev 
proceeding," 

Much  of  the  secret  hiitory  of  tbe  passing  of  the  Hefana  Dill  1*  jM 
to  be  written,  csprcliitly  as  lo  the  organization  and  practical  aims  of  the 
Pblitieal  Union.

Tlicro  was  aliivnt  n  distinct  knocking,  u  of  on*  who  nought 
to  enter.     "  But,  no,"  •"id  the  faniiiT,  "  tl  !■  but  the  wiinl."     The  knock-l 
ing  ceased  for  a  minute ;  but  the  low  moan  of  the  tctnpeit  vns  chan^dj 
with  the  tancB  nf  lumi-  one  in  diarnay.     Thoy  lutorwd,  and  a  dittant 
voice  wtis  unuijuivocully  heurd,  crying,  "  Help  I  liclp  '.     Uvlp,  for  God's 
sake  I" 

The  Cartner  rose,  lifted  llic  lalch.  und  th»  do6f  flew  open.  Tho  cry  for 
IuIb  HH  11m  mora  distinct ;  yrt  there  wu*  ii  wnrd  or  two  which  the 
■Blmt^d  Inmalci  could  not  dearly  make  out.  It  was,  ilierefure,  sup- 
posed  lh««c  uncertain  exclnmat ions  might  hi!  thof«  of  "murder!  mur- 
der ! "  The  grown  man  hniitatingly  (ought  hi*  hut,  b>  meditating  a 
tally  loivaitli  the  spot  from  whence  the  voice  proceeded ;  but  his  wrifs 
and  ilnughlcT  clung  to  hiin,  nnd  implored  him  for  iMr  aake«  not  to  dars 
the  chance  of  hi*  own  deMiiii-lion.  Thu  cry  was  hi-utd  iio  more.  Tli« 
bowling  of  the  tcmpctt  subaided.

U9U&I  hour,  rvlired  to  ml,  tliuikiog  of  tlic  swwt  welcome  she  irould  giro 
her  huHUind  lo-morron. 

E&rli«r  «»  that  sainv  evening,  my  fftthrr  wtu  »nc  of  s  elieerful  party 
>t  th«  h»uw  of  liis  &icii<l  He  waa  ever  llie  life  of  his  conil'ony  ;  iiiid 
prone  to  i^iijiiy  tlic  prweiit  moment,  occasional!/  to  the  fijtg«lling  of  hi> 
ftpproflcliiii^  en|;i^tiiL-nt« ;  but  on  Mu  occosiun  tlitiw  was  an  unusual 
retikfiiivst  to  kc«p  tbo  promlss  ho  had  made  to  my  niQthcr,  «nd  to  rciuni 
thnl  ni^ht.  The  urpeiit  diuuasiom  of  liin  kirnJ  host  weru  d«tenniiiately 
KfUtrti.  1'liouh'h  the  weathtr  rose  in  violence,  he  penistcd  in  hw 
nfsolvir, — [ivrhitpt  rcjoiwd  m  the  cvidcncu  which  his  <lefianoe  of  uiixl  and 
Wet  vioulJ  atVord  of  hii  manly  love, — and  started  on  his  walk  houw;. 

Thu  fullowing  day  poMcd  over,  and  ho  had  not  returned.  I  wfts  iii:^

SiOr  motlwr  was  in  sod  dirtrcas;  that  tornetlilng  had  Iinpp«iie<]  to  my 
tlier;  that  he  waa  not  come  back,  and  that  she  feared  1  might  mA  te« 
hiin  again  lor  a  long  time. — a  rer«  Ion;;  time.  We  nalk«d  ofl'  together; 
she  crying  all  the  way,  and  I  wondering  K-yond  the  power  or  sngnrity  of 
aAirif;  why  slie  wept.  A  vogue  gloom  was  upon  me,  perhaps  like  tliat 
which  an  eclipse  of  the  tun  producM  on  the  sensitive  but  unintbnned 
apf>rehci)n«n*  of  a  bird.  When  we  reachud  hoine,  my  mother  clasped  nie 
h)  her  arms ;  and,  sobbing,  exdumed,  "  My  d^i— dear  boy — you  will 
never  see  your  poor  pa|>u  any  nioret"  Hii  opened  writini^-detk  wa* 
bclbre  hor.  It  wiu  the  one  houseliold  article  concerning  which,  sli«  said, 
he  was  most  i-ar^iculsr.  She  laid  licr  head  upon  its  tncUncd  surface,  ae 
if  it  liad  been  the  bniut  on  whivh  the  wu  nemr  more  to  redine  her 
direlc. 

I  aoughl  no  explanation'  My  mother's  sorrow  was  enough  for  mine 
without  caring—  or  daring  (1  knew  not  which  it  was)  —  to  seek  the  full 
cnuvc  of  it.  Death  was  bvyond  my  undirstanding.  I  had  seen  funerals ; 
but  tlicy  had  appeared  to  mc,  not  oa  contmon  rMults,  but  as  peculiar  to 
sonte  state  foreign  to  my  own  :  and  when  I  was  told  that  my  utber  waa 
dead,  it  was  an  appeal'lo  my  yet  slumbering  undeivtanJing,  rather  than 
to  my  belief  His  long  and  frequent  abaencc  from  my  nglit  bad  been 
ever  coosiatent  with  nty  asfunnee  of  hia  palpable  and  breathing  exis- 
tence ;  and  I  was  still  sustained  by  an  nnlisding  conviction  thai  there 
waa  some  error  or  dvlusion  in  the  nuaerj  before  RiCi  which  time  would 
loon  dispel. 

There  were  no  cRbrta  to  make  me  coinpnhcnd  the  full  measure  of  my 
loaa ;  but  I  wept  becauw  my  motJier  wept,  and  yielded  myself  to  her 
HnbracuB  of  alternate  poaiion  and  tenderness,  lu  a  thing  of  some  camliirt 
to  bar  ;  as  an  "  appliance,"  in  short, — as  a  drug,  «t  ImiIhi  whtcli  acted  aa 
a  KKrtbing  potion  or  emolliait  to  licrii^oiiised  nnil.     The  entire  truth  did 
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it'it  Mma  liMne  tu  me  till  I  had  iMmed  to  give  it  csiai  and  petieot 
vnilufmf  1  but  it  »M  a  truth,  thnt  tny  latW  was  drowttod  <m  tbe  •ren- 
ins wh«a  Dm  riini)«T  beani,  without  smwenng  tbem,  thoee  eiiw  <f 
"Help,  lui|>--lielf*,  for  Qod'i  nke  I  " 

Uu  bodj  wa«  found  in  tM  ab&ndoMd  cutting  lyf  a  canal,  vttiicli 
|iraRch«4t  and  vraa  fUlcd  with  water,  from  the  main  ilRam.  'When  lie 
ImmmI  Dm  duy  before,  it  wa«  over  a  decayed  [klatik  ibol-bridge,  whidi  had 
a  vtrlu  at  vucl)  end.  B;  (Im  violmDe  of  the  tempest,  or  otherwise,  tlic 
jilaiiK  wa«  ([Otic: ;  but  lh«  *lyle  retnained.  He,  doubtfeai,  ml  vm  the 
•lylc,  and  rvckoned  upon  the  footing  iukI  hand-rail,  wliich  Ui«  darknrsB, 
ai  iio  may  h»v«  eonewvcd,  rendered  iimiibitt ;  or,  it  it  fio*aibl«  the  rotlea 
conditidii  of  tho  txNtrd  inuj*  have  proved  &tal  to  him.  lie  wa*  an 
adiiiirattic  awiiniiier,  Init  there  was  more  mud  ttian  irater  in  the  cfedc, 
and  tJ)«  unutuiiUy  lii^li  and  [>nrpei>di«u!ar  tin:ik  otTonlcd  htm  no  luflicioni 
liuld.  The  murk)  of  tiia  liai>d>  and  feet  w«re  left  on  ila  loft  Mody  fac«, 
atid  it  wai  eTid«nt  he  had  unce  rtathii'd  <hi'  to)>  or  nearlj  to.  Then  it 
niM  lliat  lie  cullud  "Help!  help!— fur  Uftd'i  koIcc,  hdpl  '  Ho  had  it 
nut  IVuin  mail ;  but  it  follows  not  that  he  woa  unheard  sod  unbelped  hj 
Hill)  wki  hiu  Hia  owii  txnt  way  of  lut«nitig  to  and  aiding  ll»se  wba 
nil  ill  Ihcir  niomaiit  of  agony  t 

Among  the  oircuniitancei  in  more  vivid  mentor;,  as  immediately 
llowing  my  father'i  dc&tit,  wore  th««e  of  my  in«lli«/a  alt«ri-d  Bftpear- 
lo«,  and  Uie  altorvd  mamicn  of  my  litthvrt  friciid> ;  nor  coo  1  tell, 
now,  inore  than  1  could  tlmii,  why  h«-r  beautiful  hair  waa  all  conecaled 
under  a  iilnin^  cap,  Ihoii^'h  1  can  npfitciatc  tlie  mild  and  molonchaly 
iutareit  which  marked  their  Jookit  and  vxprenionc,  when  they  took  mo 
bcMwefn  I)ii-ir  kiifm,  and,  holding  both  my  hands,  gsitiMl  ujwn  my  face, 
a*  (h«y  t«niler1y  commeRtod  on  tliose  of  my  fcatum,  whoee  inadeli  were 
no  more.  I  could  not  but  obivrvi;,  thut  wo  breathed  un  almosplicre  of 
lirnller  i|unlily,  and  were  illumined  by  a  soAer  radiance,  than  herelofora. 
Olhvr  cliildn^n  wctv  toldto  be  kind  to  me,  and  to  *how  ma  pleaiing  things 
and  pr«(ly  places  i  but  whil«  ^U  would  lake  my  liiuid,  and  lead  inc 
foilli  to  »ee  their  tlower-^rden  or  pictur«-bwks,  the  boys  would  look 
upnii  mo  with  hcsitutiiig  a|)]iTvliuii*ion,  and  lei  mu  go,  at  if  I  woro  some- 
thing itrange  to  them,  or  a  kind  of  raspected  impediment  to  theit  mirth. 
I  was  "subdued  to  iXva  quality"  of  my  tk'W  condition  without  knowing 
what  it  was;  for  my  dear  mother  never  nuught  to  inipreu  me  with  a 
gTMler  aenio  of  it,  than  came  naturally  into  my  perceptions.  It  was 
tlien  (few  aa  ware  my  years)  thai  I  first  recagniicd  wouAKasth*  comfort 
of  earth  ;  whose  thoughts,  words,  and  aclionB  upring  more  from  aynipalhy 
than  from  principle;  whose  "mitiistcritigs"  arc  so  gnnfiilly  rcnderMi 
that  we  roeeive  tlwrn  ralher  os  coming  from  her  "  kind  "  than  from  kind- 
ness, frum  eotiilitutioniil  Bcnsibiltly  than  from  cultivatod  »ent»  :  and  who 
truly  IS  that  goodness  with  which  men  have  yeb  to  inveM  their  own 
natures,  in  emulation  of  what  in  h^ra  from  her  birth. 

But,  the  widow's  cap,  I<>gi-ther  with  the  suffocatir^  abundsuicc  of  cnpo 
in  which  tho  bereaved  is  compelled  by  custom  to  aliow  herseir, —  wliat  a 
monument  of  hopeleta  woe  it  seemed  to  my  infiint  tight  I  and  what  a 
ssui  absurdity  doe*  it  appear  lo  my  fifty  years'  beholding  i  My  mother 
looked  OS  if  changed  into  a  lady  abbesa,  and  I  felt  as  a  monnslic  noviciate. 
To  utter  even  the  most  innocent  jest  before  such  a  figure,  should  be  pro- 
on  ;  to  witness  a  laugh  from  it,  learful  1     "Woe"  should  doubtlew 
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faaT»  ita  "  trappings  and  buIU;"  but  thoy  ahould  bo  becoming— the  oec&- 
rion;  and  thii  thi^y  inJitbt  bv  without  a  Hindoo-like  «xprenion  of  the 
MiiDir which  "will  not  be  comforted."  My  mother's  tranafbrmntiim 
WMi  the  mora  stiutling  to  me,  b«cau<c,  rint  long  before,  my  gran  J  mother 
lost  her  husband;  »he  being  vith  us;  he  dyin^  in  th«  Host  Indie*.  1 
dutifully  pretume  she  grieved  as  became  hor  :  but  she  niounieiJ  in  Mack, 
a»  "  b<.>cuiiic  "  her  too.  She  Kitd  not  seen  "  poor  dear  Alesaiider  "  I'or  & 
long  whii*,  and  h«  died  a  long  way  off;  W  (bo  n^gumcd  n  runinrlntbly 
handtome  bombsain  gown,  wiUi  n  minimum  gnniiHh  of  crsjiti ;  put  a 
black  ribbon  to  a  cap  of  more  than  ordinary  fity)i»hnem,  and  perhaps 
ncTcr  looked  so  troll  in  her  life.  Th«  wearing  of  the  ■'  widow's  weed*  " 
has,  it  ia  to  be  preaumed,  oritpnated  in  the  same  purpoie  which  occasioned 
the  weaving  of  Penelope's  wrb,  and  which  it  the  only  neordcd  illuatntliea 
of  an  ancient  Grecian  ctutem,  mentioned  in  the  "Spectator"  (No-  606), 
when  we  learn  that  the  advaneei  of  wKond  husbanda  were  prohibited, 
until  the  widow  *■  had  woven  n  *hraud  for  her  deceased  totd,  or  Ui«  next 
of  inn  to  him.*"  Tlitis  the  durance  of  the  "  weeds"  was  to  bo  the  aif^i- 
ficant  piohibilioii  of  any  coming  wooor  tu  Die  nioeewion  of  lite  litdy'a 
favour. 

But,  what  majf  be  tho  lev*  of  a  child — an  only  child — to  it«  mother, 
I  can  truly  tell !  Awakened  to  the  a[>pri?h«ii«i(in  of  death,  while  my 
life  knew  no  joy  but  her,  1  uted  nightly  to  t>ray  tliat  1  might  not  outlive 
her)  (Vbat  letters h&To  I  liiicorvceivi-d.everi  from  theanormistreeaof  my 
deiifea,  which  bnnight  with  them  the  perfect  joy  of  ihoae  I  had  from  my 
roother.  when  I  was  a  boarder  in  the  Wolverhampton  Grammar-SchooI, 
five  iiwnths  at  a  time,  and  four  times  as  many  miles  nwny  from  her  t 
What  sorrow  ao  purely  Ii«artli>lt  and  unaelfiih  as  tliul  which  tried  my 
fortitude  at  leaving  her !  What  joy  to  exaggaimted  ai  that  wliioh  b^ 
wildcrtd  me  on  my  ivlum  to  the  kiw  of  her  beautiful  bee ;  for,  itrange 
to  *ay,  I  hud  a  siiigtilar  aeiise  of  perMnd  lovelinen  as  her  distniclion 
among  all  other  women.  Though  I  uever  complmSned,  I  vronilvrvd  she 
could  send  away  one  who  so  lovod  her.  1  need  not  say  how  these  fed- 
iaf^  gradiuvlly  diminiihed  ;  how  I  becanm  lint  like  other  iMya,  and  then 
tike  other  men  ;  nor  need  I  |<erhapa  add,  that  the  coiiditton  of  my  h««rt 
iennie  not  much  llie  better  for  it.  But  these  thingi  are,  und  muit  be  ] 
and  it  is  only  now  my  best  pride  to  think  that  Uie  fortnei  and  purer 
things  are  not  for^tten, 

A  f^  years  passed  on,  and  the  widow  and  her  son  found  themseKee 
not  deanted  nor  frieodtess.  Reaignation  preceded  the  return  of  a  sobered 
bapfineH,  uid  it  hconmc  time  to  think  i>f  tho  fitture  destiiiiition  of  the 
growing  boy.  lie  hud  front  his  infancy  the  "  bumps  of  form  "  and  "  con- 
Mructivenaaa  "  pretty  fully  developed  on  his  cranium,  and  he  wia  ever 
drawing  towered  ehurehv*  and  gaUed  houces.  Hit  ruck*  were  exccod- 
in^y  mural  in  their  stratification,  his  trees  rather  wooden  than  woodVt 
bis  watars  of  very  pavement-like  surface,  and  his  figuivs  of  decidedly 
artificiaJ  build.  He  sliinatcd  highly  no  picture  or  print  wliicli  had  not 
K  building  u  its  roon  prominent  otijoct.  Ue  still  possoaaes  (in  his 
finielh  year)  a  volume  of  the  "  Bcsuttus  of  England"  (not  Britton'a),  in 
wbieh  gentlemen  iu  cocked  hata  and  swords,  and  ludiet  in  hi^  cape  and 
hooped  petticoats,  arc  walkiiu  between  straight  paiBllcls  of  txcca  in  pott, 
before  the  soutli  front  of  the  Royal  Palace  at  Kew  ;  and  thoae  plates  are 
invariaUy  tlie  most  thumbed  which  exhiint  tho  most  architecturBl  p<re- 
Uotian.    At  length  hti  removal  to  bondon  was  decided  on  ;  and  ilie 
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idea  of  BMinK  (he  Vcritsble  realization  ortlio  lierelofore  pictured  "  beauli«B 
or  England,"  «woll«d  hia  nrvliiteclural  ytAca'inffi  into  a  itAtu  of  tliv  miwt 
fjvvriali  deoire.

Tlivugh  ni^  coniiiig  to  London  preceded  the  ten  it  i  tuition  of  w\y  achool 
days,  it  is  fit  that  aU  records  of  the  latter  EhouM  be  Bct  down  under  a 
distinct  and  upnnitu  liuad;  fur  no  CDnLinuoit*  Ittittory  in  [irugrvssive 
cba(it«n  is  iut«nd«d  ;  bttt  rather  a  calluction  of  li([bt  nnA.  uiipreteii<liiig 
«Ma^,  entile  ia  thcniKlvcs,  though  buuringon  ciscb  other.  The  acquired 
kktiite  of  an  vchit«el  n/u  Dcceiiaiil^'  K\v>».i  which  induce  the  aim  of  indi- 
viduaJ  perftKtntst;  for  he  ii  too  painfull}'  nwani  of  the  severe  judgment 
nliteh  admits  no  mihc  of  general  conipleteneis  to  plead  for  [>urluil  defect. 

I'using  over  the  earli»t  days  of  my  infant  schooliag,  of  which  I  re«l- 
lc«t  no  incident  mtv  that  of  nn  AStur  with  m  hall  door,  which  at  onco  did 
me  a  fearful  wrong  and  affi>rd«d  me  the  amende  satisfactory.  A  guet  c^f 
wind  suddenly  opened  it  upon  ma  at  1  was  ginng  out.  It  (truck  inn  on 
tile  noie,  mid  the  fintt  blood  [  nsmuinljer  tu  have  ahod  was  the  catinc- 
queiioe.  My  kind  inistresa,  however,  with  a  thought,  snatched  out  the 
greut  cold  key,  and  puttiiij;  tt  down  nty  back,  toon  slopped  the  issue  of 
the  "  crinuou  Huud." 

Having  kttn4L-d  to  read.  I  >vus  put  to  a  more  odTouced  school,  und«r  a 
niastor.  and  twifan  tu  study  the  histitry  of  tny  country  in  the  pages  of 
deuT  Olivi-r  Ouldciriilh.  A  punip'nph  une  day  fell  to  my  shoM,  beginning 
with  the  woidS|  "  During  this  inttrreffnum"  &c.  The  meaning  of  the 
latter  piece  of  Anglo- I.atiniiy  renminbi  fof  s  long  while  o  myatwy  in  my 
memory  ;  tiut  it  was  aul>«ei^uviitly  e!i|ilained  to  me  in  a  description  I 
ov^rlveiud,  of  lui  old  clergyman,  whose  cwtuuie  had  often  attracted  my 
young  notice.  He  won.'  tio  hroccn.  Mis  waistcoat  and  bn<oches  did  not 
mrel  ;  and  the  inteivciiiiig  oliject  was  alluded  tu  ai  '•««  tJu/crr^AKwt  of 
shiru" 

I  nin  not  perfectly  clear  oi  to  the  amount  of  in;  tulK^uent  ■•  Gmm* 
inar-School "  advanU^'s  at  Wolvorluunpton.  The  main  imprstsiott  now 
n^niaining  on  my  mind  in,  that  the  boys  were  chiefly  engaged  in  tlie 
ec-lehrution  of  antiiversaries  of  the  99th  May  and  5tli  November  hind, 
ni>d  which,  CMincclcd  with  many  Saints'  days,  and  tlui^-cominc 
reasons  fur  holidays  of  icjoicing  on  account  of  Wellington's  victoriee  and 
Bonaparte's  discomfitures,  left  us  to  look  upon  our  "  gmmmar "  studies 
ua  litlle  elae  thuii  an  oeouioiial  "  bore."  It  was  not  clear  to  inc  vrliou) 
wo  vrere  fighting  against,  or  where  we  were  doing  battle,  but  1  had  an 
uluquitous  impresrion  that  Spain,  Russia,  and  America  were  so  nmny 
■■laces  in  one.  Our  reveieud  head  iriaatcr  ivus  llie  grcutett  and  luott 
Wlligcretit  bov  amongst  us.  lie  would  come  into  the  school-room  nith 
the  "  Couri«r*'  paper  in  his  hand,  and  ttiniulat^  us  to  a  hatred  of  Bona- 
parte and  an  aduiimlion  of  Lords  Wvllin^ton  and  Flill  (lor  thv  latter 
was  tie  ben  of  our  potts),  which  utterly  tlucn  in  tenijtorary  oblivion  all 
the  groat  warriors  of  Homer  and  Virgil,  and  tank  mto  nothing  Cnsar 
oud  bis  "  Coiitnienlafiea."     The  uaniot,  loo,  of  Maraliols  Svull  and  Ney 
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yren  held  up  to  our  moat  hAttilc  tuitnktion,  whil«  thoM  of  Kutuioff  nnd 
Blucher  were  made  Guniliar  to  our  hoitouring  r«4p«ct.  T«mb1o  woodcuti^ 
on  sbeeU  aa  large  u  the  folio  of  a  ncwiipopcr,  wen  purchased  with  our 
poeketmoDoy,  iiutMd  of  nwcatmnaU,  fi>r  tlicy  represented  th«  Tictorica  of 
our  ude  with  tb«  moat  gra|))iic  eniptiula.  Cliief  anwoff  tbeae,  I  nmeta- 
ber  the  pv^d  spectacles  of  thi?  &ii;;;c  of  Badajoz,  the  bettlcs  of  Salamanca 
and  Lcipaic,  tln^  burning  of  Mmgovt,  tlic  balUc  of  Toulouu,  uid  the 
glorious  action  of  the  "  Shannon  "  nnd  "  CliMamIc"  We  pxhatti(«d  oar 
olour^bozci  in  paiiiling  thviii  up  irith  moit  poaitive  red,  blue,  and  yellow ; 
|resKd  tlicir  backs  to  tnalce  tranapaionncs  of  th«m :  and  vafered  thean 
npagunsl  iho  window*  on  the  night  of  i-ach  illumiiinlian.  Our  drawiiif^ 
inast«r  was  engaged  to  point  a  hu^  flo^  to  haiiK  from  the  front  of  the 
•ehooL  We  were  i«nt  to  th«  theatre  nt  night  to  Join  in  the  chonit  of 
"  Ood  aave  the  King,"  and  to  hoot  fortii  our  delight  at  a  comic  tong 
(sung,  I  remember,  by  one  cren  of  the  Kemblo  name),  in  ridicule  of  "  poor 
little  frtut-l»ttcn  Bon^y  ! "  Stimulated  by  our  muter'*  enthiirium,  vo 
dron-  down  ih(»  ridiculing  opposition  of  certain  other  rival  tchoola  of  the 
town,  and  therefore  nttacked  thtin  as  "  Jacobint,"  not  having  on  orer- 
clear  understanding  of  th«  vord.  We  wen  harangued  on  the  battle  of 
Toulouse,  n«  the  "  finishing  stroke,"  which  lofk  Encland  »otlting  mere  to 
do  but  to  enjoy  iKctdf.  Then  cwne  the  newa  ot  the  vtnt  of  tlic  allied 
•omeuns  to  London,  with  in*re  wonderful  woodcub  of  the  Chinese 
Bridge  in  Bt.  Jiitncn'i  Park,  and  the  Tcinple  of  Pcocd  and  Concord,  nil 
enreloped  in  an  ostoundinn  display  of  fireworks.  I  beard  of  oldfilucher'a 
Iriaeing  sit  the  pri^tty  English  women ;  and,  as  my  mother  was  then  in 
London,  I  experienced  some  djatreasing  aeoaations  of  Jealousy  at  tlie  idea 
of  hia  kissing  her. 

But,  lot— the  battle  of  Toulouse  proved  no  "  finishing  stroke.'  for  one 
day,  while  we  were  hard  at  Ihoae  resumed  studiea  vihiAi  fbllawed  rvslored 
peace,  the  itilclligcncc  of  "  Boney'a  "  escape  from  Elba  came  to  disturb 
atir  daaiie  pumiits !  The  holidays  soon  fallowed,  and  the  charms  of 
home  made  me,  at  least,  careless  of  foreign  doings.  I  was,  however,  one 
afternoon,  and  to  my  great  delight,  coinitiiuioned  to  mount  a  neighbour** 
pony  and  ride  off  to  the  poit-ofRee  of  the  next  town  for  the  newspaper, 
BO  tbnt  it  might  bo  obUincd  M>mo  hour  or  two  before  it  could  be  doliTorad 
by  the  nedcslrian  old  "  J<^inny  Poitinan,"  who,  on  ordinary  occaaions, 
was'suihciently  expeditioua  for  the  ()uiet  inhabitantii  of  the  village  in 
whicii  we  resided.  I  had  no  idea  of  tho  cxsrt  purjioK  of  my  coiirior- 
ahip ;  but  no  express  ever  travelled  with  leas  regard  for  the  lungs  of  hJs 
■t«od,  or  for  the  safety  of  the  old  sppte-womcn  and  eongr^ated  clodpoles, 
who  crowded  tlic  niarkct-placc  of  the  po«t  town.  I'hcy  were  na  busy 
with  their  buying  and  selling  aa  if  there  were  no  Bonaparte  in  t)i«  world 
to  come  and  make  his  own  market  in  merry  England :  and  when  1 
galloped  among  them,  to  the  imminent  peril  of  their  pertona  oiid  pro- 
perty, threatenmg  premature  death  to  screaming  poultry,  and  dextruclion 
to  Iho  brittle  crockery  which  occupied  ita  b#d4  of  straw  on  the  paTcnienl, 
they  horied  vituperation  al\vr  me,  thick  n*  rockets  oTer  the  rdrcat  of  an 
eacaping  foe.  Beaching  the  post-ofiice,  I  could  hardly  get  at  tho  door  Ibr 
beaio^ng  cruwds.  I  was  too  absorbed  in  my  own  importance  to  heed 
the  gabbling  expnesaion*  of  the  surToundiog  applicanta :  but  I  could  see 
ntmiben  ruiming  off  wilh  newspapers,  and  many  "  reading  aa  thev  ran," 

Th<>  important  objnct  of  my  miauon  obtained,  I  galloped  back  again, 
avoiding  tJic  maikct -place,  however,  and  duty  arrived  at  my  ntum-post, 
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tlie  panUnK  sides  of  my  plucky  little  pony  "  stain'd  with  the  T&riation  of 
earii  Mil  "  bctwMn  tn«  rxtrnncs  of  mjr  accompliihMi  jounvey.  Tlw 
paper  vn»  delivered,  wr«iicii«<l  open  with  M  tU«  iinpatienn  of  e«ger»«yed 
avidity,  and  hurrnhi  of  exultation  itsiied  innantly  from  the  mouth  of 
the  poiKUor,  who.  after  giupitig  fat  nenrtni  bivftlh,  read  aloud  to  hit 
crowding  auditor!  the  nctvt  of  tfa«— Battlb  op  Watbiiloo  1 

Here,  tbtn,  <nu  the  "  tiiiistiing  stroke"  at  lait  I  H'om  it  t  0,  thetc 
BvfV  "school  daytl"  It  wai  well  all  thi«  oecun-i-d  during  th*  holiday* i 
tar  othcrwiM  th<^  "  ?r«c  Grammar  School "  would  hari^  bven  free  of 
l^intnar  fhr  a  fortnight  at  WanU  ViTliiA  with  a  mod  master  and  ■ 
hundred  maddened  boys,  the  dark  "  welldn  "  of  old  lock-n^aking  Wolrei^ 
hampton  wnuld  hare  b«cn  "  amascd  with  the  broken  starea  "  of  dia- 
cointititd  "  Jacobini,"  and  radiatit  with  bonflns  which  hsd  ibanied  the 
cver-buniint;  ftnd  adjarant  Bilaton  furnaces  ! 

But  I  nan  dcntinml  to  mtum  to  thti  fiiminary  of  cliuttic  and  political 
principles  no  moTf.  3ly  mother  liad  lone  put  off  her  weedi.  Her  I'mm- 
lope'a  we^b  was  woren,  and  hur  portonu  beauty  and  mannen  were-  too 
imrked  not  to  arrctt  the  observation  of  the  auKeptible.  Tlua  it  n  matleTt 
faonever.  for  dittinct  cwnment.  &ufRc«  it  at  prescDt  to  tay.  that  alie  vna 
thortly  afitr  mnnicd — to  "  a  wortlij  man,"  of  coune  — and  we  left  the 
neigh  bouHiood. 

The  first  effects  of  London  upon  me  will  duly  appear.  After  a  few 
wei^^ks'  »ojoum  there,  I  woa  tmnjferred  t«  a  large  adiool  at  Tooting, 
where  the  myfc  earnest  purpows  of  »tu(Iy  wwre  mod)  more  aetioualy  pro- 
imied.  The  entire  niacliiiicQ"  of  the  whool  was  so  mudi  more  auw^ 
regular,  and  insittive,  that  I  seemed  never  to  have  known  before  what 
•yttem&tic  application  really  waa  ;  and  my  "  little  Latjn  and  le«l  Oa-ek" 
l«f^  roc  to  diwover  that  I  wai  justly  obliged  to  take  rank  amons  my 
junion,  and,  in  fn<:t,  to  mibinit  to  a  sort  of  re-infantine  tmining,  bckrv  I 
oould  form  one  of  a«v  clau.  It  i«  srareely  too  mucfa  to  sayi  tha^  uittil 
tlie  age  of  thirteen,  my  time  had  been  almost  att«rly  thrown  away  ;  and 
I  reflect  with  aiiget  and  dia^uat  on  the  mere  edutntcd  ignorance  of  the 
rontipiflc  man  of  Oxford,  who*e  burinciis  it  was  to  <i«eni  to  do  someDong 
for  the  money  he  received,  and  to  advance  the  hotiour  of  hit  country  bjr 
gellinj^  ^'P"?"  *'  ^''  dinners. 

The  "Closiica"  were  now  put  down,  that  tome  aHontion  might  bo 
given  to  that  course  of  study  more  immediately  littiiig  my  future  dcttino- 
tion  as  an  architect.  The  mother-sick  nets  was  now  greatly  cured  ;  and 
when  I  became  a  firat  cUse  boy,  with  a  silver  polottc  and  a  lucdal,  for 
iiiiUliHUiatics,  huttg  lOimd  my  neck  on  the  "Speech-day,"  I  felt  tint  tXl 
"  inamma-isms  "  went  out  of  dat«.  We  had,  however,  yet  to  do  with 
war;  and,  in  the  early  autumn  of  IS  16,  we  had  on  hanuigu«  but  onlya 
ial/  holiday,  in  honour  of  Lord  Kxmouth'i  victory  at  Algien.  The  au^ 
oeeding  holtdayi  were  enlivened  with  the  light  of  G«o>rgc,  Prtnee  Hegentt 
going  la  state  to  open  his  Darliameni.  There  wu  a  coach  of  gold  and 
glasi,  iodosing  a  portly  gcntleiTian,  with  a  capoeioue  oider-bediiened  red 
chest,  and  a  pnir  of  snow  white  breechcx  on  r«inMknbly  (at  Ugn.  To  vary 
the  drcuinitanoes  whidi  attended  hia  prwreia  through  the  streets,  an 
occasional  Right  of  stones  and  othor  nuttn«,  hurled  opinst  the  state 
carriage,  gave  addilional  einphaiis  to  the  popular  fettling,  wluoh,  haiing 
no  foreign  enemies  to  vent  itself  upon,  proclised  a  Ultle  recreation  under 
the  Kuioanca  of  Mr.  Henr^-  Hunt  and  the  Spa  Fields  Re£»men.  Hy 
'  boyiah  days  "  wrre  furtlier  illumined  by  tlie  rnarriogc  of  the  Princeea 
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vlotte*  and  dnrkened  aRain  by  her  death  I  I  lert  ichool  "  a  sadder 
and  ft  wiser"  youth,  to  find  London  all  utir  with  th«  acquittali  of  some 
tnlton  and  the  hanging  orolhcn. 

But.  —  the  battle  of  Waterloo  ?  Huj  it  the  "  finishing  stroke  ? "  A 
man  of  fiily  a»k8  tli«  quettion.  May  the  laxt  cha[)t«r  of  these  mbrnoirt 
enable  turn  slill  to  Iriut  iu  tlie  belief  that  it  nag  go.  The  anxiiMies  which 
■wa^ed  the  public  in  my  boyish  diiya  ure  coiniiif;  over  ut  again.  Rifle* 
•re  in  vogue,  Icat  wo  get  rifled  in  verity.  "The  err  '»  itill,  'they 
COtne  1 '  "  May  the  tchoolboyi  of  the  prewnt  day  be  Ihc  peacefully  poa- 
aened  men  of  the  futixre,  and  may  ihcir  aludies  invoWe  ttioac  principln 
whi'Ch  will  form  the  stable  assurance  of  our  bicncd,  blessed  Queen,  when 
■he  shall  be  the  oldest  sovereign  lliat  erer  lat  on  England's  lionoured 
thnnwl 


THE  LATE  ROBERT  BLACKWOOD.  Esq. 
The  fullo«ing  notice  of   this  eminent  publisher  appeared  In   the 

W«t  rvcord  with  mneh  regT«t  the  d«alh,  on  S«tUMlay,  February  I  tlh, 
of  Uobert  Block  w 00(1,  Esq.,  of  the  firm  of  Mesu-*.  Bbcknood  and 
Sons,  the  eminent  piib1iitu-n  in  thu  city, 

An  infirm  and  almott  hopeless  stole  of  health  had  oecamoned  Mr. 
Blackwood'f  retirement  fVom  actire  Ufe  during  the  lost  two  years. 
Unifl  that  lime,  he  bad  susljiinrd,  for  a  period  nf  fifteen  years,  a  mo«ii 
onerous  part  in  tho  businci*  of  hix  house,  giving  to  the  task  a  dejcrev 
of  application,  of  enSKj,  aod  devotion,  such  at,  it  ii  to  be  frATcil,  may 
hare  contributed  to  Ine  cauae*  of  liis  loo  early  withdrawal  from  tho 
scene.  The  decMsed  gentleman  possessed  all  tho  facility  in  husineee 
(hat  could  he  derived  at  oneo  from  iincOBaroon  abilities,  and  from  that 
manly  ehoicf  of  a  direct  and  opeu  courtr,  which  is  alikr  the  dictate  of 
a  timpU-  Ill-art  and  the  sure  means  of  avoidiuif  much  toil  and  trouble. 
Mr.  Bin ck wood' (  arocati oil «  ImI  him  into  inucli  intrreourse  with  titrrary 
men;  and  we  believe  that,  while  iht-  power  and  rectitude  of  hii  undcr- 
standiDg  were  fdlt  by  all,  they  wore  most  warmly  appreciated  by  those 
who  were  the  ntod  di'tiii^uiahed  of  the  brilliant  circle.  He  wa*  by 
nature  a  man  of  bifth  mind  and  fmo  fi'cling: ;  and  these  qualities  could 
not  fiiil  to  oommecd  him  as  no  unworthy  auocutc  to  the  mm t  cultivated 
men  who«e  Mciety  he  enjoyed.  A  better  undenlanding,  indiwd,  wn* 
nerer  exemplified  between  author  and  pabliaher :  on  the  part  of  the 
former,  unboiLnd^d  confidence,  affection,  and  cMeem — on  the  pari  of  the 
latter,  ihi'  utmoet  liberwlily,  sagacity,  and  rnivrpriso.

Nut  «>n1y  money,  lut  trinkcti  tre  picked 
up,  Midi  aa  liroudies  and  rinn;  but  the  latter  are  modrm,  while  the 
coins  are  of  all  ages,  contmencing  with  th*  car3y  British,  und  including 
tlic  Roman,  the  Saxon,  the  Dnni^i,  and  the  Nonnun  periodf,  down  to 
the  reign  orGeorg;e  the  Third;  Ihe  same  indiviiluikl  frnjucntly  fimiirj; 
pieces  of  Komail  money  lying  in  cIom!  comftfuiy  with  a  ihilling  of  Quevn 
Elizabeth,  a  grout  of  one  of  the  Plontagenets,  or  a  rate  noble  of  Uenry 
the  Kiglith.  while  lootl  tokens,  such  at  thou  issued  fomieily  by  Iho 
CiiK|ue  Porta  Towna,  of  Sandwich,  Rye,  Hjlhc,  Romtiey  otnl  Winciitlwiii 
arc  to  b«  bad  for  the  Irouble  of  vtooping.  The  money,  too,  Ulon^i  to  jtll 
countries  as  well  aa  all  ages,  if  we  may  judge  from  what  has  been  already 
ibund,  for  French  livrct,  Germ<in  krcutxcn,  Ructiiin  kopecs,  and  other 
Strang  coins  Irom  the  minli  ofStiain,  Portugal  and  the  rest  of  Kurope, 
hiive  Mtit  their  rttpresentativet  to  this  singuliu'cungrctg. 

It  may  be  rcasonuhly  dcnjandcd.  What  slmiijce  medley  of  rircum- 
stances  brought  the*e  coins  upon  Dorcr  boach  T  and  the  only  satisfitdory 
answer  to  this  question  is,  that  the  liarbour  conriiniitioners  of  iho  jiorl, 
•Otne  lime  huik,  cleared  out  the  deposit  of  n)ud  from  tlie  "  Pent,"  which 
u  a  large  open  space  m  the  centre  of  the  to>\'n,  and  flooded  by  er«ry  tide> 
Th«  contents  of  tliu  Pent  was  coiiiposed  of  the  de[ioHits  brought  down  by 
the  little  river  Dour,  iii  addition  to  such  articles  as  may  have  been  drop- 
ped irom  VMMb  detained  by  -nind  or  accident,  vr  other  causes  of  detcn* 
tion,  for  Bget  jwit.  The  wholo  of  this  matter,  when  excavated,  waa  flui^ 
into  the  aca  facing  tlie  (own-  And  in  thi*  mnnner,  it  is  supposed,  that 
Uiu  bay  iMcame  the  common  purse  into  which  the  various  coins  found 
upon  IJover  beach  Imve  been  thrown,  aa  the  exeavations  of  the  Pent  pro- 
greanod,  and  which  from  time  to  time  the  *i;(i,  during  tli«  recent  winter 
plM,  coat  ochorc.  There  are  strong  grounds  for  suppoiiiig  that  the  mud 
flung  into  Uorcr  bay  contained  the  oiajority  of  the  coins,  from  the  fact 
that  tt  blue  cartfay  matter,  exactly  rcMinblinK  tltu  Petit  deposit  is  colour 
wid  smell  is  fitttna  adJivring  to  llieir  surfaces. 

Th*  aingular  coin  at  the  heed  of  this  paper  was  alto  covered  willi  a 
blue  mud,  and  in  all  probabihty  it  had  be«n  lying  in  the  Pent,  or  in 
that  locality,  for  ugca.  Its  itrcservation  is  lurpitinc ;  tlie  edge*  of  the 
quaint  old  Im-juI,  and  of  the  derico  on  the  oppotiie  side,  being  sa  aharp  oa 
*''*  ''"v  it  left  the  band  of  its  coiner.  1'hcro  are  some  marks  upon  tt 
d  to  the  belief  that  it  is  a  Saxon  piere,  of  tlio  earliest  period  of 
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that  p«optu's  (Jominton  in  Diitain.  The  cross  al  the  botloin  of  the  un- 
couUi  figure  of  the  man's  hMd  b«»g  one  of  those  s^iuIjoIs  found  upon 
the  tcdeaiutical  oaim  of  that  date.  But  there  arc  alio  some  utrong 
cvi(i(T»c«»  that  it  \»  an  early  British  piece  of  money,  for  me  are  warranted 
now  in  believing,  in  ojijioiition  Lo  the  stst«tnciit  of  CoenT,  that  our  pagan 
anceBton  c<Hn«d  in  gold,  ailver  and  copper.  And  lurtliur.  that  llie; 
chaif^  their  coin*  with  Tariotu  ■}'mbol>,  such  on  a  horse,  a  wheel,  a 
flower  resembling  a  lunSowart  and  alio  a  combination  of  ^^urvs  of  u 
■nan,  a  hone,  t^ai  a  wheel,  which,  under  the  iervcnt  heat  of  a  narm 
liiuffiiiation,  may  be  hatched  into  tho  repreaentative  of  a  British  wurriur 
in  his  formidable  war-diariot. 

Attempt*  have  been  made  to  explain  the  meaning  of  the  nyriilwilR 
JiMjnd  upoiv  British  coiiw,  by  Hwumiii^  that,  like  the  money  of  moxt  bar- 
barous oatioRs,  lliey  are  impressed  with  devices  partaking  mere  of  a 
religious  than  a  civil  or  military  character.  And  as  the  Britons  could 
not  disptay  niagniiiccnt  temples,  or  altjirt  upon  their  Miiitt,  we  And  them 
Mtidded  with  circlet  of  beads  or  dots,  vhich  have  been  by  many  nimiis< 
matists  considered  to  represent  their  heathen  (enijili:»,  which  ure  luiown 
to  have  been  ccniposei],  like  Stonehcng«  and  other  Druidicnl  rL'tnains,  of 
drclea  of  inauiva  stones.  Viewed  tbrough  a  religiouii  niediuni,  may  not 
the  device  en  the  reverse  of  this  ancient  cein  rcpment  the  K&d  or  the 
Ceres  of  tho  Britons  t  (or  it  in  mther  sincular,  that  this  goddcn  >■  do- 
KTJbcd  in  the  rites  and  ceictnonio  of  the  Britons  as  a  hen  in  appearance 
at  "lam  as  a  f/tvuJ  mart,  and  swelling  out  lilwaship  upon  the  waters." 
Certainly  the  figure  more  rrRemblca  a  bird  than  a  mare.  It  also  litis 
been  likened  to  a  cock,  and  a  hortio,  which  induced  a  fiicetioua  numi»> 
nuitiil  to  suggcat.  that  it  bore  a  elroiif;er  resemblance  to  that  hybrid 
known  as  a  cock-hor«c  of  out  boyhood,  than  any  other  animal. 

The  curved  device  encircling  tlie  bird  or  hone  has  txvn  supposed  to 
lepnatnt  a  serpent,  and  the  balls  or  beads  at  ita  tul  the  sacred  ^gi  of 
the  Dniids.  However,  wo  feci  that,  in  th«  absence  of  more  correct  data, 
tban  mere  conjecturv  rcapecting  tlie  niyAteriea  and  relinous  riles  of  that 
andent  order,  we  afaould.  If  we  indulgra  in  the  ravenet  of  which  this 
subject  is  %a  very  susceptible,  soon  find  ourselves  in  a  wildenie»  of 
doubt  and  romantic  speculation.  It  must,  however,  be  admitted,  that 
the  subject  is  full  of  interest,  and  that  it  it  very  desirable  lo  have  a 
correct  classification  of  all  uncertain  coins.  This  interest  is  also  further 
hughtencd  by  luUional  emotions  towarda  those  medals  found  in  our  own 
luid,  as,  ind^ndenl  of  their  historic  value,  in  throwing  a  light  upon 
past  ugc>,  wc  arc  by  these  moans  gradually  accumulating  data,  thnt  may 
prove  invaluable  lo  our  aucceaaon,  and  enublu  them  to  lurive  at  satia- 
bctor^'  conclusioni  reapecling  the  locality  to  which  they  ori{pnally 
belonged.

coRftctutiona]  nghts,  Jbginatt  of  I&w,  morsit,  and  divinity ;  mppltrrd 
examples,  contrasu.  Bnd  illustrations  to  all  writen  of  ail  other  liisloriea 
all  over  the  globe  i  and,  like  the  neviipaper  and  the  playhouse,  which 
every  peiinv-a-lincr  ujid  rtagc-meawgo-deliverw  Imagine*  Iiim)n.']f  qua- 
lified to  manage,  it  is  the  one  peal  subject  which  b1!  writers  belicro 
they  can  treat  with  nov«lty  (of  which  there  is  no  doubt) and  impartiality 
^of  which  there  ia  considornUe  doubt )  nut  of  a  special  inspiration  of  their 
anrn.  Wc  huvo  in  uui  libmriea,  conseiiiiently,  more  liistorius  of  Bnj{land 
than  we  are  able  lo  read,  and  a  great  many  more  than  we  are  Jilcly  to 
doriTe  nny  real  advantage  frotn.  Thu  range  in  extf^nsivD,  and  full  of 
Tariety  ;  from  MissComer  to  Mr.  Hatlam,  from  n^ildamilh  lo  ?traaiti]ay, 
from  Wado  to  Mftckintosli,  frotn  Htimc  to  Linjiard,  from  Henry  to 
Grainger,  from  ihc  cuti.'^hisma  to  the  philotuphic*  of  hiatoiical  lore, 
bendoB  tho  innumerable  and  infinitely  diversified  "contributions"  to 
history  in  the  ghnpc  of  treatinos,  and  meraoim,  and  toctions  of  research, 
including  tlie  Sharon  Turner*,  the  D'lsraelis,  tho  Clarendon*,  the  Bur- 
netts, the  Whitetocks,  the  Carlykg,  the  Vaughans,  ocd  a  hundred  othen 
t«  say  nothins  of  foreign  eoinmentaton,  luch  a*  (iuizot  and  Viilemain, 
ChatoAubriand,  and  D'Aubigne.  Looking  at  t1)e  vast  pile  of  b»«kii  that 
have  been  accumulated  upon  ihc  continuous  narrative  and  vexed  toDics  of 
our  Englith  hi«torv,  it  would  appear  that  we  have  had  enough,  and  more 
than  cnoiJ}^,  of  diBseilalion ,  Bnulysis,  and  record.  But  Engliali  readers, 
like  Mr.  ^otVht-ad  in  the  (Dnivdy,  who  never  can  get  too  much  of  a  dule, 
ee«m  to  pogsesi  an  insatiable  appetite  for  reading  books  th«t  rcloto 
to  their  own  eountrj-.  Tho  nationitlity  of  the  English  has  a  wonderfiil 
toleration  for  dullness  and  rcpetituon.  It  will  bear  with  a  kind  of  sUnding 
enthusiasm  lo  hear  the  same  thing  said  over  and  owr  again,  wen  be  it 
ever  so  ill  wiid,  ju«l  as  it  dcllghu  in  "  Buk-,  Rritannia,"  and  "  Bntons, 
Btiike  home,"  no  matter  how  dispordant  be  the  chonia. 

This  curiosity  about  our  own  hi«torj-,  and  the  sustaining  power  that 
carrSca  us  tliroiigli  its  gnililicution  in  wh»levcr  ahapc  the  fiimiliar  pleasure 
is  pivsenled  to  us,  is  an  excellent  thing  in  itself.  The  best  fundamental 
instruction,  of  a  practical  and  enliglitening  kind,  an  Englishman  can 
Kceive,  ia  that  which  ia  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  his  country.  It 
conatitutea  the  safest  foundation  upon  which  to  erect  the  superstructure 
of  more  widely  extended  knowledge  in  referenee  to  other  countries.  It  is 
the  key  to  all  human  policies  and  political  principles.  It  contains  moire 
lesions  of  slaletinutiship,  of  wisdom  in  the  direction  of  public  af^rs*  of 
Sound  elementary  truths,  and  sagDcious  conduct,  tlian  any  other  liistory 
in  the  world, — including  even  the  Orcvk  and  Itoman,  whose  standards 
of  morality  and  virtue  ore  not  always  reconcileablc  with  Christian 
ethics,  or  potmble  of  adoption  by  modem  societies.     It  is,  tberdbre,  an

Rut  we  muit  eonl«iH  to  Mme  p^Icxity  ns  to  the  mode  and  means  of 
ao^tiiring  lliis  ilenmbl«  kiiowkstga  umi<l§t  iho  conflicting  uuthArit!<9  thnt 
dbplay  Budi  vAricgnted  dainta  upon  attention.  If  there  be  wisdom  in  a 
routtilude  of  councillan,  wo  miut  Aclinowlciigc,  for  onr  own  partt,  thftt 
wn  ltiiT»  not  been  able  to  dtMOT«r  it  in  tlit*  particular  caso.  On  the 
contrary,  we  own  to  a  little  confusion  ami  bvwildcrnicnt  on  thU  Bubject ; 
uid  mtut  frankly  aTOw  ihtt  if  any  friend  of  oun,  who  deiired  to  (trniy 
our  liixlofy  iIi«[4uaionat«ly,  and  rvally  for  tin:  »ko  of  unprcjii>lic>'d  infor- 
oiatioD,  were  to  uk  ua  nUcfa  out  of  tbe  lESioii  of  biAorians  we  ■hoiild 
reeommend  him  to  lelort,  w«  nhould  hardly  know  what  answor  to  mnk* 
to  BO,  apparently,  iimpte  an  iu<iuiry. 

Th«  difficulty  conBi&ts  in  thia^that  each  indiTidual  history  tct»  up 
i{iecial  claimii  of  ill  own,  and  amy  Individual  historian  t>dirvci  that  he 
liiu  don«  something  that  hud  not  beeo  don«  by  anybody  tlte,  that  lie  has 
rorrected  certain  vmn.  avoided  certain  prcjudicta,  rendered  liicU  cicamr, 
expanded  important  dolaili,  eicapMi  prolixity,  or  placed  hithAfto  obwnro 
pMM|^  in  tho  broad  light  of  a  more  advanced  u)t«llig#nc«.  It  ia  iin< 
poanble  to  ik-ny  in  mnt  cates  tbe  justice,  more  or  1c3h,  <)f  moM  of  these 
dkioM.  No  man  seta  ebout  writins  over  a^n  whnt  hn*  already  been  bo 
often  written  by  otlntrt,  uiileai  lie  imagines  he  can  do  soiiK'thing  with  it 
that  has  ncrcr  been  d»i>c  with  it  before.  VHiether  his  execution  of  liia 
intvotiona  be  e<|unl  to  his  aspiration,  or  whether,  indeed.  h»  hta  not  all 
along  been  labouring  under  a  stronf;  htttoricnl  hallucinntion,  arc  questions 
which  tbe  doomed  reader  must  Rnd  out  and  ilcti'miim!  nlien  it  is  too 
bite  to  recall  the  tima  he  has  expended  on  the  inTeeti^ralion.  There  la 
oi>e  gain,  however,  if  it  I«  n  gain,  which  th*  public  at  large  derire  from 
the  multitude  of  initructots  who  have  thus  devoted  thefnsetrea  to  the 
arduous  labour  of  making  books  for  iheir  delectation — namely,  that  there 
are  liiai.jrie«  of  England  to  he  had  for  cvcrj-  cr«cd,  chus,  age  and  party  in 
the  community,  to  tluit  nobody  need  be  at  a  loss  in  pickiitfc  out  a  Imtory 
that  will  exactly  suit  his  previous  opinionn,  thnt  will  flatter  and  utrengthrn 
his  convicliont,  nhctlver  they  be  true  or  false,  that  will  fumith  him  with 
nasmia  for  the  fiiilh  that  was  in  him  long  before  he  had  any  reduona  to 
mpport  it,  and  that  will  form  a  convenient  armory  from  whence  be  may 
draw  all  nwtnnar  of  woapcm  fiw  fif^ting  Ibo  lattlca  of  the  political  soct  to 
which,  by  accident,  tcniperaiiient,  or  inheritance,  lie  happens  to  belong^ 
This  is,  probably,  an  aaTaiilage.  even  if  it  be  a  •jueeUonabk  one.  ft 
savee  tiine  in  a  country  where  time  is  of  the  Erst  eonudenition^and  it 
aarea  the  trouble  of  thinking,  whicb  is  a  taraptinj  consideration  in  all 
Miuitrie«. 

Seoing,  then,  thnt  there  are  *o  many  work*  of  this  detcription  to  lie 
hod  of  all  lines  and  complexionB,  the  appearance  of  a  couple  of  weighty 
and  ambitioiia  volumes  of  British  liiMory,  at  a  tinie,  too,  when  Mr. 
UacAuUy  ii  issuing  tlK^  fruits  of  his  researches  oii  the  same  subject  with 
a  leisurely  di^niiiy  that  at  once  slimulatea  and  tanlalixea  the  mipatieoce 
of  hii  readers,  is  a  circumiUnoe  calculated  to  exeile  some  surpiise  and 
not  a  little  euriority.  We  nro  tar  from  dcdring  it  to  bo  supposed  from 
what  we  have  said  thnt  we  think  there  ia  i»t  room  for  irwro  histories  of 
l!:iij;tand.  Then)  will  always  bo  room  tor  more  hiftories  of  Rngtand.  bo 
leng  a*  there  are  men  capable  of  shedcUng  new  lighta  upon  the  under* 
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Mking,  bihI  who  Imaw  how  lt>  onil  tlii>mMlvp*  judiciouily  of  the  new 
WOTCca  or  tikronnnlion  thnt  arc  coittlantly  opening  up  in  the  ptiblicntion 
of  docuonente,  corresponilcncc,  nnd  dinrici  hitbort'*  locked  up  in  family 
ehesU  and  oflicift!  archives.  The  nunje*  of  unexpected  facta  thai  have 
been  thus  di^wluped  wilbin  the  lait  five-and-tw^oty  year*  aliuoduiUy 
justify  the  right  of  any  competent  author  to  reconstruU  a  history  «ii«w 
with 'the  help  of  such  materials-  But  we  mu»t  «w  that  he  i«  compeUul, 
mid  thai  h«  hns  t>t»pl<>yr>l  with  Hkitl  And  judgment  the  accumulated 
meant  ut  liU  connnaiid. 

Mr.  MatRTefior,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  fcrilwTotumea  that  hare  led 
UK  into  tht4c  oUMviitionn,  in  wuU  known  ai  an  ahic  atatiatidan  ;  and  wo 
nstuml!y  tspccted  to  find,  ihcrefore,  that  the  portiona,  or  upecta,  of  our 
history  to  wliich  he  would  tinv«  hnttight  the  lai^iGst  amount  of  inTeatiga* 
tion  an  thoii^  which  relate  to  our  trade  and  commerce,  our  international 
■yatoin  lu  aflcctinf;  thciHi  our  colcnies,  and  our  industrial  piogreM.     In 
Ihis  L-xpeelation  his  laboure  have  not  disappointed  us.     He  enters  at  groal 
length  into  all  thcto  topics,  Pind  draws  from   the  in<iuiry  aomt  retulta 
which  will  be  admitted  on  all  hands  to  ho  aound  and  just.     It  i»  a  main 
object  of  hia  hittory  to  Rhow  timt  the  peaceful  cuttivniion  of  her  aru  and 
nianufocluTvs  it  the  true  policy  of  En)>lai)d.  that  the  c!vil  and  n.Oigioua 
liberty  wi:  eiijoy  i*  1>r«t  and  matt  nccurcly  mniutoincd  by  tli«  freedom  of 
our  commerce,  and  tha  encoaragoment  of  our  domettk  ipnos^  of  wraltlt 
and  power,  and  that  inlomnl  feud*  and  continental  wart  are  no  h»a 
injunous  to  preaont  intercsls  than  they  aru  impedimental  to  our  future 
progiinw,     Thew  views  are  clearly  and  cnerfietically  enforced,  when'ver 
tlio  occauon  »11a  for  thsm ;  und  in  this  respect  Mr.  Mac^rcgpr's  liistory 
difli.-n  from   most   olhciv,  inasmuch  aa  it  ku«p«  «)h:c<»I  and  important 
0)<j<?cti  in  view  which  it  tir;^8  with  a  fulnv«x  of  i-xponlion  and  fjimust* 
noa  of  purpose  rancwhnt  startling  in  the  trnget  of  hittory.     But  history 
i*  nu    lunger    to    t>0  written    as    it  used   to  be.       It    ia  no  longer  a 
staid  and  fomial  clironicle  of  events,  in  wliicli  the  chief,  or  only  ■eton 
are  inintstera  and  politicians,  kings,  genvrala  and  BmbD«>ador«,  whose 
c«rtilicat(.'s  of  chamcter  are   to  he  fonnfl   in   treaties  nitd  acta  of  parlia- 
ment, and  who  move  across  the  slago  only  to  pronounce,  in  the  tnaiuwr 
of  the  old  French  drama,  long  npoechca  filled  with  dreary  solomnities.     It 
must  addn?B8  it«cif  to  iho  pecplci  or  it  is  watte  paper.     It  must  contain 
thai  sort  of  infonnation  wliich  cannot  be  compiled  out  of  the  Itushvillca 
and  Thurlows.  and  which  comes  nearer  home  to  the  actual  buuneis  of  life. 
It  must  not,  in  short,  bir  niervly  a  history  of  stale  papers  and  parlio- 
incntnrj'  campoigiis,  hut  a  hintory  of  the  people  thcmswlv**,  from  whose 
Inboura  and  struggW  lh<-  adion  of  the  (late  draws  ita  vitality.     And  just 
mch  a  hittoiy  Is  tliis  of  Mr.  Macgrcgor*)u     It  it  written  for  the  pe<^>le, 
and  is  likely  to  be  cxtcnaircly  rcwl  by  tliero. 

It  embraces  in  an  e1nba<rato  introduction,  whidi  ahsorb*  the  whole  of 
the  rooMire  contoote  of  the  first  volume,  a  rapid  and  inielligenl  stu^cy 
of  our  history  from  the  Saxon  pt-riod,  beginning  with  the  nitaion  of  St. 
Angiutinn,  and  ending  with  the  esectiLion  of  Charles  I.  The  second 
rotume,  dcdicalod  to  tha  Commonwealth  and  the  Protectorate,  carrica 
donn  the  nuimtive  to  Cromwell's  declamtion  of  war  against  Si>uii>.  In 
the  treatment  of  the  various  topics  that  eoroe  undt^r  consideration  in  this 
extensive  field  of  inquiry,  Mr.  Macgregor  is  entitled  to  credit  for  great 
dUi|atc«  in  the  collvclioii  of  fncta.  and  inie|i:rity  in  the  riatemeiit  of 
tiMm.    lie  Imvm  few  aouraes  of  aathority  unexplored  ;  pM*  over  the  old 
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groofld  with  an  elasticity  and  nagemess  of  research  that  is  quite  re- 
mahin;,  and  thnt  fVcqucnlly  inspires  tho  drud^^r;  of  cflmpLlatii>n  with  m 
new  iLiid  original  inlvrogl ;  uiid  exhibit!  a  boldness  «f  Spirit  in  assailing 
ntabliitieil  view*  and  time-honoured  prejudices,  that  will  stir  the  pult«a 
of  his  rtadtn,  iind  ciunpcl  thom  to  IhiiUc  ami  fvtl,  initciul  of  MufTuring 
tbein  to  drop  quisUy  into  the  proccs^on  of  eroDts.  He  is  open  to  the 
impulatiion  oT  a  otrtniii  hattincBs  of  tono  that  may  tnihlate  against  tha 
implicit  reception  of  liii  judgriiciiti ;  but  tlio  rciudcr  «ooii  geta  accu>ti>tn«d 
to  tliia  Lroad  t-Hcrgy  c-f  iitt^-nmcc,  Mid,  diicovcriiig  ihat  it  is  tho  northern 
lentprrBmeiil  of  the  writer,  and  not  the  superficial  rashneis  of  mere  animal 
aptrita,  that  poun  such  impetuous  «1o<]iit-nci>  into  \hc  haak,  lie  it  not 
unwilling  to  sive  way  lo  its  i:scit«m«iit  and  to  surrender  himself  to  the 
ioflucnoc  whidi  is  ineepamhie  from  coutafieoiu  and  vigurouf  writing. 

Hr.  Macgnegor  dciniutds  to  be  nccnMlilvd  for  independence  an<I  impar- 
tiality. So  do  all  historians.  But  he  is  neither  moro  indriX'nHmt  nor 
impartial  than  utbers.  lie  baa  his  own  aide  of  tlic  great  questioiit  he 
diacuaaes,  and  he  laktu  his  slnnd  firmly  upon  It,  beliering,  as  all  sincere 
men  bclicVc,  that  he  is  lliorouchly  unprejudiced.  It  is  no  deduction 
from  hii  real  mmta  to  tay,  that  I10  tiai  nut  produced  a  iiarrativti  of  tite 
Civil  Wars  and  the  Common  wealth  which  tnatt^riully  diJTers  in  spirit  and 
tendency  from  some  othat  histories  in  which  similar  view*  ate  ndupled. 
He  is  mor»  ureent  in  his  views  than  most  oUier  writers ;  but  wo  should 
do  injustio«  to  bis  piodeceiisors  if  wt>  were  to  ndinit  that  lie  possesses  any 
•uperiOT  daun  on  tho  ground  of  fcimeas  and  <U»iias«lonulenc«».  Vkv 
wrilcnt  are  1c«t  diwaaiionato,  although  none  may  lie  more  hooeat  His 
criiicisnu  on  preceding  author*,  who  hare  deroled  their  roscAfcbt*  to  tbc  age 
of  Ciomwdl,  on  not  in  all  cases  as  t«mpor*te  a*  we  could  have  desired, 
end  in  some  inatancta  arc  too  sweeping  and  decisive.  There  must  be  no 
monopoly  set  up  in  qualities  which  are,  in  their  nature,  tolerant  and 
libonu  i  and  if  there  be  anything  acriously  to  regrut  iu  this  work,  it  is 
that  Ur.  Macgregor  doe*  not  sufiicieiitly  recogmn  the  jiut  claims  of 
otben  who  have  laboured  with  tueoess  in  tho  aanc  qiian^. 

We  must  not  dUinits  tho  work  without  adding,  that  the  colonial  his- 
tory of  the  Commonwealth  and  Protectorate  is  tn^itcd  inoiv  fully  in  it« 
pages  tlian  in  any  woric  with  which  w«  an  a«<^u(unted ;  and  that  in  all 
maltert  relating  to  our  trade  and  navigation  it  din>tays  an  antouiit  of 
knowledge  and  a  [lenpiciiity  of  statement  which  confer  the  hieticst  value 
on  the  publication,  and  display  to  the  utmost  advantage  the  ahilily  of  the 
author  m  dealing  wlUi  iiueitions  of  a  luburious  and  intricate  character.

frum  day  lo  day  everything  which  may  occur  worthy  of  notice,  and  ihat 
Count  Collorcdo  and  the  two  Adjutants- General  alao  enter  in  a  jotimal 
whatever  passes,  and  whether  in  all  these  poitits  they  find  any  progress 
or  iniprovdncrnt.  Count  CuHoredo  is  hereby  especially  appointed  as 
obcrsthoftufi»ter,  wiib  the  superintendence  of  the  lionschold  audicncen 
and  public  oervinoiites,  but  tlie  two  Adjutants-ticneral  are  placed  about 
the  pcnoQ  of  the  Arch-duke,  a*  pennaoent  counsellors  for  tile  culiiva* 
lion  of  hi*  mind  and  body;  tbev  nrv  nlio  charged  Hith  the  military 
instruction  of  tho  Arch-dukB,  vrnicli  cm  by  no  means  be  dispensed 
with. 

"  The  conclusion  of  all  this  is,  that  the  greater  the  Arch-duke't 
opinion  of  Ilia  own  mtcluiivo  perfccliont,  the  morn  often  mu»l  opporln- 
nities  bo  taken  of  letting  him  know  the  iriilh.  lliu  more  deficient  he 
is  in  al!  the  qualifications  o  man  in  his  position  requires  for  the  projier 
fiilfilnicut  of  ton  dulieii  of  his  high  olficr.  ntid,  particularly,  as  tho  Arcb- 
duke  is  more  childi>h  Ihnn  his  years  allow,  passing  hi*  time  in  trifling 
Mmueraonli ;  the  grwOer  the  necesiity  for  rctuoving  all  uuiueaniug  bovs 
■wl  suitable  to  hi«  age,  and  rcloinlng  only  thvtu  vbo  shall  tend  to  tue 
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itnproromral  of  \m  bodilv  *kiU  anil  ilcstcritj,  ao  tliot  «rh«i]  lie  lin<l« 
thii  (inic  haog  IwKTily  on  bit  hands,  tio  Tnar  aook  tfas  mMni  of  shorUin- 
infc  ii  bf  thinking,  rmding,  or  bodiljr  «xrrcite.

liis  dress. 

"As  neither  conviction  nor  the  force  of  example,  desire  of  information, 
nay,  not  even  the  principles  of  religion,  the  love  of  virtue  on  philoso- 
phical considerations,  or  for  its  own  sake  ;  neither  glory,  nor  patri' 
otism,  nor  probity,  nor  honesty  io  the  discharge  of  his  duties  has 
been  awakened  in  him,  tliough  he  has  been  frequently  admonished, 
nor  any  symptom  exhibited,  nothing  remains  but  to  apply  the  remedy 
unscrupulouvly  and  rigorously,  in  order  that  wbco  a  proper  restraint  is 
laid  upon  his  actions,  his  indolence  may  be  mastered  by  depriving  him 
of  all  hope  of  evading  his  duties,  and  thereby  his  intellect  be  roused  lo 
exertion.  By  these  means  he  will  become  convinced  that  compulsion, 
which  must  always  be  vexatious  to  such  a  character  as  his,  has  been 
employed  only  for  his  bcneGt.

riie  life  and  cbamcter  of  Joseph  «nv  both  stni^Lar.  Maria  TbiTVfa 
•did  of  him  "  I  teach  my  sou  to  love  the  arift.  that  they  may  «ofica  his 
niud,  for  he  bos  a  hard  facart"  Yet  his  pastionale  grief  at  ibu  death 
of  bis  niece,  the  Arch-ducbtss  Eliialtoth,  which  is  bcliered  even  to 
have  hasttncd  his  eud,  and  the  touching  letter,  wriitf  n  the  day  before 
ho  died,  uud  addressed  "  To  tlie  five  Ladic«  who  bore  with  roy  Society," 
and  in  nbich  he  thanks  them  for  their  "  |iali4ia«c  and  ktRdnoM"  to  him 
for  so  many  years,  shows  that  he  realty  had  very  deep  feelings^  and  that 
his  mother  judged  hioi  too  harshly.  It  nas  he  who  first  conceived  the 
idea  of  the  Unity  of  the  Austrian  Empire,  and  he  root  with  such  ill  kuc- 
cesa  in  attempting  to  f«alixo  it,  that,  uom  out  and  brukeii-hearted, as  hi« 
troubled  career  was  drawing  to  a  close,  he  Kiid.  "  I  aoutd  have  cngravcii 
«B  my  tomb,  <  Iforo  lies  a  Sovvrrign.  who,  with  the  best  intentions, 
nevar  carried  a  aisgli?  project  into  cxecuiioo."  The  unhappy  end  of

cerlainly  s  wise  unxl.  in  tnnny  ropect',  a  (;ood  tiiAn  :  he  wu  banclsotne 
and  amiable  onotigh  to  win  the  frimdthip,  porhnp«,  thn  love  of  Calhn- 
nn«  of  Ruisia,  who  was  a  Eood  jud^  iii  tucli  matiera,  and  be  poMcaacd 
almost  evpry  brilliant  and  attraclivc  quality  ■  prince  could  have,  yvt 
nmtWr  AiinlrU  nor  her  proTiocei  have  much  Tttaoa  to  i*8ieB>b«r  bU 
rvif;n  laiih  ealiafiictictn. 

The  Arch-dukc  FrDnci*,  tlic  subject  of  thi-s«  IcUrr*,  succeeded  liia 
fitbcr,  Leopold  II.,  in  1792.  He  is  »&id,  b;  thow  who  kn«w  him 
beet,  to  hare  roniainri]  throughout  his  life  ju«t  n*  Joeepli  has  paiuicd 
him,  scllish,  dii«iti)hling,  heartless,  vulgar  in  his  fi-ulin)^  and  ex- 
pr«!Mions,  and  without  a  g^ood  or  gr^at  tdea;  jret  by  one  oF  tlicM» 
singular  toiicbo  of  ironVf  vie  Koniotiinca  auM  in  btslorv,  he  has  been 
■lywd  "  Der  Giiicr  l-'raoiil.' 

lie  was  the  last  of  Ihe  Emperort  of  tho  Holy  Roman  Empire,  and 
by  procUinailon,  datvd  4th  of  August,  IBO-t,  decLnrixl  himiirif  mprely 
Ei^>eror  of  Austria.     Lastly,  he  was  ihc  father-in  ■lair  of  Napoleuii.

They  wy,  that  >  sort  of 
family  likeness  runs  throngb  all,  that  the  Augustus  Moulagu  of  Gros- 
veuar-|itnc4.\  in  aoniL-wliat  nearer  than  a  cater-cousiu  to  the  Charles 
Mortitui-r  of  Belgrave-SHjiiaTCi  ond  that  the  heroiuo  (Heaven  wit^  tho 
uiark  [)  are  Uko  (frint,  which,  although  brought  to  the  mill  by  difTereni 
liatidi,  comes  foilh  flour  of  thv  lamu  uniultied  but  undistinj^shablc 
whiteness.  Tbev  obicrve,  likewise,  that  Oliver  Cromwell  miiEt  havo 
bevD  «  much  more  destructive  warrior  than  is  )>opularly  supposed,  sincv 
M  Biany  |Mc-Dtc  partiea  are  arranged  for  the  purpose  of  impecting^  the 
picturos(|iM  ruins  of  castles  battered  by  his  ortiilcry,  aad  they  think  it 
odd  thai  ladies  and  geullemen  should  transact  so  much  scullmental 
buiiuvs*  al  her  Majesty's  thoalrfC 
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All  ihie,  howvTcr,  ii  Dot  uttered  to  t)i«  tone  of  conpUJnt.  Wk«n 
lb«y  i«c  ffrim,  im practicable,  and  {luree-nroud  fjUlin«,  as  like  oacti 
oUiiir,  4*  the  iron  ssIm  stv,  whicli  cxintntn  iKoir  led^n  md  Aab-boxi-s; 
gvnrralft  by  the  grwv,  wlio  faurt'  ili>liii^it)iv<l  tbmiivlrv*  in  the  tama 
cainpaiftn:  admirals  tarrod  with  the  same  stick;  honrlli'M  itipu  of 
faihioii,  like  llriinimrti  (but  wlio  krcp  tlicir  wit  tc>  lliptnsrivea),  aud 
dtfrgted  domesllcB  wilh  the  identical  gravity  and  gray  hair — trbra  tbe 
Iftck-luiira  p)4>  light!  ii|ion  ihvw  familiar  [wrson?,  tiwy  do  not  exclaim,-^ 

**  What  I  will  tbo  lino  •Irelcli  out  to  lh»  crack  of  doom  ?  "  no  ;  tn  a 
ijNrit  of  duo  rvHignation  ibuy  arrive  at  thli  caocliiBion,  that  &  dclinea- 
lion  of  national  manner*  baa  been  tbe  close  mid  anxious  laboitr  of  ea 
many,  that  th«  ataplo  is  wolUaigb  worked  up;  nay,  furtber,  that  huoiaa 
nature  has  been  so  aisiduously  ronaacked,  Ih&t  nothing  either  rich  or 
nrt  b  any  longer  to  be  rxpect«d  from  her. 

Tliere  cannot  bu  a  greater  roiataba.  Not  only  bare  our  dramalisla 
and  romnnce-nrilere  not  exhautted  human  nature,  but  ihey  luivi-  not 
ytt  earritnl  away  any  ptrccplibiv  portion  of  the  harvott.  It  may  be  a 
jntt  complDiat,  that  our  modem  novcU  strikingly  rpsemblr  each  other 
in  many  pttrticularf  ;  but  thit  nrisos  from  ■  poverty  of  inveution  In  tbe 
auiboTi,  oran  tut(ff  inability  to  drnw  chnractert  from  life.  The  man 
of  real  i;euius,  however,  the  true  arl'itt,  works  i»  a  different  spirit ; 
operate*  upon  living  bti[i)p  whom  he  itlealiiies,  prwaentiitg  us  at  Iroj^h 
with  a  picture,  which,  ahbougb  it  may  portray  passioai  oHen  befortt 
painted,  i*  n«  frusli,  uew,  and  ori{cii>al>  »*  though  ihoM!  painioQH  had 
never  «nga|{«d  the  attentinn  nf  a  prcdnroaaor. 

Let  Sbaksprare  ti.fll  lu — notnilbtunding  ibatbis  lines  were  wriKca 
wiLli  no  luch  pur|MMe— a  few  of  the  aubjects  wbi«h  lie  ready  to  (ho 
hand,  and  fall  under  the  provinee  of  lb*  dramatist  and  the  roiaauci- 
wriior,  anil  then  let  ibe  reader  decide  whether  any  one  of  thein  has  heeu 
worn  threadbare.

Sorely,  there  are  themes  here,  suggMlive  of  paaslont,  a  thorotighly 
ntMhctory  illustration  of  which  might  somtrvhat  xtrain  tlii!  focuUira 
of  any  author  we  have  now  amongst  u(.  Let  tu  hope  (hat,  in  some  of 
the  work*  at  lenst  which  it  is  now  our  duty  to  report  upon,  we  sWl 
rcc<^iie  an  endeavour,  more  or  less  auccensful,  id  draw  sooietliiiig^ 
dirvcdy  from  human  nature. 

And  fint,  wc  lay  oar  hand*  upon  "Jacob  Bendixen,  the  Jew," 
adapted  from  the  I>anisb  of  (Joldsclimidt,  by  Alary  Howjit,  We  have 
a  rery  sincere  regard  for  the  graceful  lalent«  of  Mra.  Howilt.  She  haa 
written  much,  but  she  luu  written  well,  and  we  do  not  anttdpnte  the 
time  when  wc  shall  not  be  rejoiced  to  hcsr  (hat  a  work  is  about  lo 
proceed  from  her  pen.  To  the  pleaaore  we  hive  dmred  from  a 
pemaal  of  her  own  work*,  we  muat  add,  the  pleasure  ahe  has  affbrded 
tu  by  her  iniroduclion  to  the  Englbh  public  of  the  nduiirablc  tales  of 
Frederika  Bremer.  Wc  are  now  called  iipon  by  Mri,  lloviit  to  give 
a  wtlctinii-  to  another  Danish  author.  Well,  we  hnte  reiKl  ilie  work  of 
GoldM:hmidt  with  an  atleatioo,  which  tlK  good  word  of  tbu  tianslulur 
would  be  ccruin  to  exdtc  within  oi ;  and.  while  ve  would  be  by  no 
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■DMna  ta  uagallant  ki  to  aildre**  Mm.  Howtlt  in  the  words  of  Dr. 
JohiiBoi)  to  Elanriitli  Morf, — "Dear  lady,  before  y«u  are  «o  prodigal  of 
your  praise,  it  were  voW  to  (onsliln  what  it  is  wurtli,"  tve  vrould  fain 
inqairv  wliat  Mm.  Ilnnitt  iin(Ii-r9lati<ls  \iy  the  word  "guoiiu."  Never 
waa  wurd  ho  prorancd  ae  tlii»  uiiha]>py  vford  of  late  yean  bai  beeil> 
Evory  bultcrfly  is  a  dragon  uuw-a>diiya,  and  "Iho  vinallcft  TDonttrou* 
iDouBc  iKat  crve|)«  on  ilour,"  has  a  mane  dealt  out  to  him,  and  i*  forth- 
with dubbed  a  tioii,  and  he  roar*  till  be  vaktt  up  old  OUirion,  who 
coRtt'ii  qiiiolly,  wbi|)i  bim  under  bis  arm,  and  bears  bim  anaj.  Gold* 
Bchtnitll,  saya  Mrs.  Howilt,  "  Is  a  mnn  of  iiDi]iicstion*hI«  geniut,  anil 
originality  of  inind."  No  audi  ihin^,  ut  the  lenn  "  genhu"  ia  <apttble 
of  fl  far  wider  tlgnificalion  ibao  we  liavc  b«en  arcU!>lo<ned  to  t»uga 
toil. 

Jacob  Ileiiilixvn  is  tlm  bUlnry  of  a  Jev,  nbo  from  hia  infancy  bad 
ciperionced  atid  bevn  compelled  to  ondum  tbv  wrongs  uitd  insulta  which 
it  waf  tbi-'  horrible  pk-aiun;  of  ('briituin*  to  !u9id.  upon  tlut  opprMsed 
racc<  A  buy  of  a  rcry  wnsilivo  nature,  ta  a  T<>tui);  man  pursiiing  hu 
studici  at  ro|>cnlia);<-n,  bv  Ik  nut  much  bHtor  fiUra  lo  liewwilh  pa> 
lieoee  th(i  il1<diRgutHe<d  aversion  with  which  tome  of  his  felluw-iitidMils 
regard  bini.  Ilv  falls  iu  low,  however,  with  a  youug  Cliruti&n  maiitmi, 
who  rclurns  biii  affcctioQ.  He  proposes,  iiud  is  accepted.  Itnl  here, 
again,  bo  is  doomed  to  mlMry*  IIo  cannot  but  perceive  a  eertain 
coiislniinc  iii  tbu  nKinbem  of  lib  Tliora's  faniiWi — a  conalraint  which 
he,  ncvorthelets,  feels  is  increawd  (if  it  bss  not  be«a  created)  by  his 
own  iiivineible  reserro,  Hn  fllt^  from  Tliorn,  joinR  the  Freiii:h  army 
al  Algierif,  ibtnce  proceeds  lo  PuUnd  lo  fight  in  tlin  cause  uf  liberty,  and 
at  bit  return  b  to  Uoponbogen,  where  be  tindi  Thora  married  to  another. 
Tho  chilli  n  a  pair  of  broken  heart);. 

That  tliii  nork  makca  u«  faniiliarly  flctiiininlcd  with  ihe  dojnestic 
lifo  mid  roannera  of  Jewa,  is  truo,  and  that  is  its  chief  merit :  but  to 
vsliibit  these  demandi  no  rxcrciiw  of  gttniita.  Wiiut  wc  iiboutd  have 
been  gind  to  see,  ne  do  not  find,  namuly,  a  6tory  conilnictcd  with  ikill, 
and  oharBcli>r» — or  even  oii#  cbaraclGr — dt>Iinealrd  with  force  and 
sharptiess.  Tbu  slorj'  is  i-Kceeditijrly  ill-inanngcd,  all  Mich  xccitr*  as  Lh« 
author  was  unable  lo  depict,  being,  with  Hebrew  adroitncsD,  left  to  Umj 
roaiiUr'*  inagination.  Tbo  adventures  in  Algiers  and  Poland  arv  taise 
and  tedlona. 

Again,  the  author  lias  utterly  failed  to  do  what  be  purposed  to  efTccl, 
that  i*  to  say,  lo  raUe  in  the  breast  of  the  reader  n  sympalliising 
interest  for  tlio  hero,  Jacob.  Let  us  see  bow  for  ibis  sensitive  youth  ik 
uolilled  lo  our  tnidcr  consideralioD,  Jlaving  seen  some  Cbrisltan  buys 
with  woodni  Bwordi  make  an  attack  upon  a  mimic  fonr<«B,  ho  has  a 
mind  to  provide  a  similar  sport  for  himself.  He  takes  the  house-cat, 
tka  her  to  a  board  in  the  garden,  and  commences  the  siege.  .^Her 
aomtf  time,  the  cat  bfj^lns  to  like  a  game  of  which  her  claws  enablo  her 
lo  bate  the  botteri  but  Jacob  "did  not  rent  till  his  uncle  liirnuihed 
him  with  a  littlu  dncger."  The  father  appears  upon  llic  »ocne  just 
when  "  his  son  for  toe  last  lime  struck  hia  dagger  into  ll»e  brvasi  of 
hla  eticmy.**  Being  aiihed  nhat  he  takes  biRi«elf  for,  to  do  such  a  tiling, 
Ihe  seiisillve  child  answers,  "  1  want  ui  n*  what  nion;  is  inside  lliv 
cat"  'l~hia  is  part  of  *■  ibe  history  of »  hunmii  soul,"  a*  Mn.  Kuwilt 
has  it,  drawn  by  a  man  of  uui|iivstiuuablc  gcuius  witli  a  view  to  cnli-iL 
our  pity  and  aduiiratiou  [ 
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Such  k  diiingrDeabl«  (trru-ntmont  u  *'  Jacob  llnniliK^n"  i«  •kM  «uc< 
Deeded  by  ihe  tulo  of  "  The  Tno  ramilies."  Tbio  is  a  simplo,  but  n 
vwy  pimunt  tuid  ntlracliw  story,  irriUon  in  a  r^markalilv  nvat  and 
graeefiil  style.  A  akill  i«  nhown  to  tliu  conduct  of  tlitx  tal*.',  aiic]  sit 
unitlcvled  eABc  in  the  mmlc  of  telliox  ii,  which  writers  of  more  praloii- 
■lon  would  ilo  Mrll  (n  titlompt  to  acijuim.  If  otir  ^ind  wnr<]  will  du  it, 
the  r(>a1.  lubriluiuial  mc>rit  of  "The  Two  ramilli-s"  no  uaul>trii!tively 
■ubmiiicd  to  lUc  |>ublic,  ihall  iiut  b«  ovcrlookc<l.  This  is  one  of  ihoM 
gcttuiar  tliiDKa  which  only  people  of  a  healthy  tojlo  can  juttty  appre* 
ciftttf.  H«{ipily,  thcrft  iit  a  daily  growing  tiwtc  for  novolx  which  dircclly 
inculcsln  virtue  and  illusirale  duly  ;  and  the  "  Tb«  Two  famitic's  "  it 
well  nortliy  of  n  place  luiion^t  ihoto  worko  of  fiction,  tli«  ti'ndeticy  of 
which  is  to  vievate  und  purify  humao  naturt*. 

AqiJ  not  l«n  60  i>  "  opiritual  Alchomyi"  a  noTcl  which  wc  hsive  road 
with  no  ordiBai*^  amount  of  pleasure.  Tho  author  of  thi«  work  ban  braced 
litroself  to  the  portrayal  of  passions  nnd  f««ling^  wht«h  it  was  not  the 
cue  of  Ihc  author  of  "  The  Two  Families  "  to  by  bare  to  us,  Mid  he  baa 
effected  hix  puqxKie  in  a  very  im[)re*iive  and  pi>wi>rfiil  manner.  If  it 
ba  not  vntirely  truo  ^which  it  ia  tlii<  object  of  ihU  writer  to  enforce) 
ihu  ft  oouitant  apd  coiiFi»tcDt  praclicu  of  the  Chrittian  virtues  U  cer- 
tain lo  tn«et  it*  reward  in  this  world  to  the  ihape  of  eilcrnal  temporal 
blessing*,  yet  would  ha  be  a  judging  nnd  ill-oonditionod  critic:  who 
should  forbid  a  noTvUst  to  bestow  such  blcssingi  on  his  favourito  aod 
deterviiig  eharauters :  st  all  events,  it  cannot  bi>  denied— and  the  author 
vill  donbl)(i»»  bocontent  if  wo  concodo  (o  him  ihiis  miirh — thnt  n  p«mh 
vcronce  in  virtue  is  always  rewarded  by  uu  inward  hoppinc«!i  of  th? 
purest  kind,  whsterer  external  creunutaDces  inny  attend  their  path  in 
life. 

But  (he  aulbor  of"  Spiritu&l  Alchemy"  hoi  had  too  much  Itule  rci- 
ationsJy  to  parade  or  doKgedly  to  lhru<it  his  moral  perpetually  boforo 
tlw  reader.  Mis  story  is  taW  of  interest,  and  it  Is,  without  overflowinjc, 
fall  of  churutcnt,  nil  of  whoin  are  ritrcmely  well  drawn.  Tliorc  i»iin> 
deed,  one  character.  I'auiflora,  which  may  he  pronounced  nmuler-picco, 
and  which  must  of  itu-lfsct  the  author  in  no  ignoblp  rnnk  atnon^  onr 
bast  and  must  popular  noTclists.  Tliere  ore  scvnca,  in  which  thts  Rtri 
appure,  wrought  with  extraordinary  Pticr^y  and  pn^ion,  sci^nos  which, 
oBoe  read,  can  never  be  forgollen.  "  Spiritual  AU-livniy  "  ia  tho  pro- 
duolivn  of  a  shapiog  and  origiunl  mind. 

No  one  will  deny  to  the  author  of  •'  Sam  SUck  '*  grott  powers  of 
humour,  nnd  nil  will  «gr<<«  llwl  hn  i*  ap  likolv  a  nian  txi  any  to  detect 
that  (juaUty  in  others.  Acoordtngly,  it  was  with  a  rcwc  that  no  oom- 
nKin  caterer  had  been  empluyini;  himself  in  oollectinf:  mnii-rinh  for  our 
amuBenent  that  wc  took  up  hi»  "  Tri-iit*  of  American  lluoiour."  It  !* 
obscrrablf,  that  of  what  is  here  temied,  par  cxecBntv,  Anu-Hcan  hu- 
mour, we  Imvp  no  ipechneos  in  Washinftlon  I rving.  and  that  t'enimort- 
Cooper  very  sparingly  introduced  lo  hti  rcadc^r*  ihotte  rr«kleM  utterors 
of  ulaiig,  fxtmvaeaoce,  lying  ond  audacious  oousentc,  w)i»  arc,  we  sup- 
pose, to  he  found  sprinkled  or«r  Amn-ics,  hut  who.  ai  all  events,  ooim 
forth  in  nil  their  raclocss  in  Justice  Halihurlon'a  cotlretion.  A  few 
specimens  to  be  found  in  tliit  collection  have  alrrady  appeared  in  tbjt 
Miscellany :  but "  more  than  a  liillo  is  by  much  too  mucti '  of  n  ipeeies 
of  literature  which,  however  it  may  fur  ihr  moment  engage  attention 
^m  its  novelty  and  a  sort  of  wild  bumour  (now  bccoiuv  mechanical),

Mlunide  bas  rvprcBonU^d  a  chnractor  «u«tninnd  by  no  »tronfr  princJptc  of 
religion.  Cruel  niiil  dostitrdly  as  s  boy,  bo  u  a  mooilf  and  uiurhid 
coicomb  as  a  luan,  eo  tbal  w«  not  only  lake  no  ialMvat  In  bie  |iro)^Bs, 
w«  not  odIj  fvrl  iio  nytnpiuby  for  his  gtict*,  but  kc  itre  b}-  no  mean* 
aorrj  vbeii  he  breaks  his  heart  and  makes  ime  leaa  in  a  wotUI,  wliicli  is 
ooly  too  full  of  cnuAcIca  folly  anil  iinn«ceiaaTy  long  fac«.  On  lh« 
other  bauil,  Anloay ,  tlie  doaf  anil  dumb  boy,  U  muri>  ihau  mttained  by 
a  strong  principle  of  Tclij^on.  H«  derifcs  hope  and  joy  from  it.  Tb« 
ttrm^ih  it  (five*  him  impels  him  on  his  onward  cAurss,  and  ila  inSuMtoA 
fortJAcs  him  ^auiKl  alt  the  nxtnult*  ofadvnrMlv  nnd  dUlrMa. 

Tbo  tmtij  youth  of  Antony  n  painlod  with  a  dc^th  of  (roloiiring, 
whi«h  ahowa  how  entirely  tW  author  has  b«oii  iu  «am«flt,  and  how 
iboronghly  ho  lutd  inadv  hiraai-lf  mantcr  of  hU  >oliject  before  h«  com- 
mitted a  syllable  to  papor.  Nor,  na  we  proceed,  do  wc  find  tbal  he 
svrervM  one  iota  ft'om  his  ori^nal  dengn  :  bit  idea  is  workMl  out  with 
aa  taflcKible  hand.  It  will  tiave  beL>n  «ariii!ii«^  from  the  litlo  that  tliii 
work  is  composed  of  i>o«r)  luilcrials  ;  nnd  isdred  it  is  to;  bat  the 
noTolty  of  the  mattt^c  don  not  break  through  the  baund.t  of  nature  and 
probability.  Antony  is,  of  coune,  the  character  upon  which  the  tnlereit 
of  the  story  nuunly  (Ittpeadti  and  for  whom  oiir  iiympaihies  arc  nM>«t 
itvongly  eoUitcd ;  but  the  other  {tcrsona  of  iho  story  are  drawn  with 
(Treat  care,  diacritoioaliou  and  judgment,  nod  add  gn-atly  to  ha  eff»ct. 
Ill  a  word,  Antony  ii  a  pcrformanco  of  imcomnioD  merit. 

If  we  arc  correct  in  our  suppositioc  (derircd  from  tlw  title-po^, 
which  makes  no  mention  of  n  fomtcr  work)  that  "  Emily  Eloward"  U 
(he  irsl  *suiy  uf  Jiln,  Diwlop.  w  haw  Itcartily  to  coogratiibite  her  oa 
her  tiicceiH.  and  earuesily  to  request  her  to  let  tn  s-m  somelbine  further 
from  her  ftm.  Thero  ■■  more  iban  a  promiso  of  liolter  tilings  tn 
"  Emily  Howard."  It  b,  ilMlf,  a  vet7  eiwlleiit  novel,  well  consiclrrcd, 
well  pursued,  and  well  executed.  It  is  only  wbco  we  are  under  the  uu- 
pleasant  necestity  of  finding  fault  tbnt  wb  throw  a  ligbt,  though  Aiini 
aonetimes  the  rar,  upon  ibe  myf  leriea  of  a  plot ;  and  as  happily  on  this 
ocoaaion  unmisM  prai»n  is  what  we  are  to  oiler,  wo  itluitl  not  forestal  the 
gtattficalion  of  the  reader  by  telling  him  what  he  biu  lo  expect,  except 
in  a  general  way — thai  he  will  be  oerlaiu  of  being  amiuied  and  iiiteivstvd 
by  "  Emily  tloward."  Tbp  beroina  is  very  aUractiT«>,  and  wvll  oon- 
traatvd  with  Inct,  wlto,  however,  retaiiw  to  the  lost  some  bold  upon 
our  rifard.  Arthur  Courtenay  and  Frederick  Londale  am  not  gal- 
vaniaod  baiiicra'  blocks,  such  at  aro  too  often  to  b«  seen  in  Hctioo,  out 
breotUng  tad  acting  men  of  thin  world,  lucb  as  arv>  to  b«  found  in  real 

life. 

If  Captain  Horrocka  pormita  tu  to  understand  the  nnrpow  ho  hod 
'at  view  in  writing  "  Horace  Graalham.  or  the  Negleetad  Son,"  wo  can- 
not perceive  tbal  be  has  done  much  toward*  forwarding  that  purpose. 
He  ia  iuclined  to  think  ihal  not  only  the  follies,  diitipation  and  rcek- 
lesaiMiss,  bat  nUo  the  vicwH  which  cbiiraclFriz4>  the  yonih  of  the  present 
day,  are  inaiDly  brought  about  by  thu  had  exanple^  the  total  want  uf 
feeling,  or  fashionable  indiiromico  of  tlirir  parenta,  and  he  lias,  he  says, 
endeavoured  to  trace  the  all  but  fatal  cflWtii  of  Mich  conduct  on  a  young 
■MB  of  a  icniitivc  and  honourable  nature.  But  to  what  purpotc.  wc  atk — 
ra/ &)no,  this  revelaiiou  ?  Mr.  G ran ihain.  Senior,  it  r«|kre»cuicd  as  aniau 
•o  utiorjy  destitute  of  foeltog,  lliat  if  his  son  ts  driven   by  bis  neglect 
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into  all  rartnncr  of  cxlrnvagnnre  nnd  dioipnlion,  H  i*  a  rcrj  lad  chic, 
but  yc  really  on  »w  no  hcl|>  for  it.  Wh«n  a  tnna  t«  lhorou)i;h1r  Rdfi»h 
anil  iinftvUng,  to  exppct  imiurul  alTt'ctioii  from  liiiii,  aatl  tlw  ^nnoun 
beiK-fiU  llmt  flow  from  il,  ia  about  as  vis«  it  to  hope  lliat  a  rocic  will 
turn  into  a  fvnihi^r-bvcl,  or  *,»  to  Gil  the  iputc  with  Wvniiain  Lake  i<x, 
aod  look  for  criaply  toasted  mutlinii.  I'o  eipostulate  with  sttch  people, 
to  moraliie  with  ibcni  or  over  tbom,  t«  pf^rfvcllv  usttlsts— ^Mfi/Zott  jiOitr 
U»  mortt. 

"Horace  GraQtham  ia  the  first  work  of  CaplaiD  Ilorrocki.  Hcaveu 
fnrcfitnd  wfi  »Uoiild  be  uodidy  aeriTrc  upon  a  ^r«t  p(>Tform>n(>o ;  bnt  tlio 
author  lifiB  evidently  ivritlen  in  basl^,  and  bavin);  been  unjust  to  hiii>>«lf, 
\\as  nu  r<.<aBon  to  cxpvct  inor«  (ban  strict  justice  from  ni.  Wv  xn  told 
that  ^\t.  (irantltBin  wKt  oiily  twcnly-onv  rear*  of  afft  wbtm  be  became 
thv  father  oftW  hero  ;  but  me  find  a  fiiv  [>ageB  furlhci  on,  (hat,  baving 
Atlainvd  the  age  of  fifly-two,  hi*  son  ia  twenty-four ;  and  two  ynn 
aflerwardt,  whoti  the  eld«i>  gi^nllcman  ahould  b«  fifty-tour,  like  a  crab 
"  he  doth  go  buckwards,"  and  >tAtidi  GAy,  A  cenain  Jamoi  Toiter  ii 
twenty  Id  one  pSKo,  and  (no  time  harhiir  intervened)  twenty-two  in 
aDath«r.  It  may  bo  urged  that  ihrm  are  trifl«s,  by  oo  nteaiui  »uflficii>nt 
to  draw  the  venerable  Cocker  IVom  hti  grnvi- ;  litit  it  »  astonishing  what 
a  Jtcrioiiit  cffi-ct  time  triSrs  liavi?  upon  the  reality  of  a  work. 

Old  Fodcr,  the  villain  of  the  »tory,  it  a  wretched  fadurtt.  TkU  un- 
scrupulous rancal  for^s  the  «i^n«itii^  of  hl«  s^'d  parlitcr  to  a  il«c<l,  by 
wliiui  all  tli«  capital  invt-vtcd  in  the  concern,  and,  DontKiiiently.  all  tltp 
profits  arwiofi  from  it,  are  svttlvd  upon  himielf  after  tlic  old  man's 
death.  This  dwd  it  wiinetscd,  or  rather  subscribed,  by  one  of  his  own 
clcrk;«.  Will  It  brbelk-v«d,  that  thtsold  Foslrr  is  fool  enough  to  voliin- 
if*r  a  confe»sioi)  to  the  dork  that  he  lia*  forged  this  dwsl  ?  Forlher, 
this  naxnv  unscrupuloui  blunderer,  on  his  partner's  (K'aih,  hos  miEon  to 
luipect  and  to  fear  thai  tlie  nld  nini)  iii»y  have  left  a  will,  by  which  the 
whole  of  hi*  immense  fortune  may  be  left  to  his  grand-on,  Horace 
Grantham.  He  takes  an  oppoTtunily,  therefore,  (which,  however  b 
Kldom  afforded  oa  such  occasiods)  of  orerUanlinp  iho  papers  of  the 
dei^cated,  with  a  view  to  discover  the  will,  if  such  a  docnmeiit  tliere  \m.

Anglo-Anirrican  RcpuhHcaiis  on  tlic  ofliiile  iclici  of  SpaniKh  and  Porlii- 
gucoe  traiikallnnlie  grandeur. 

The  rirali;  between  tho  English  and  the  French  raccE  in  AmeticD,  is 
now.  fur  us,  men  matter  of  history.  We  Englislniu'n  fuel  comparatively 
littlo  Inlereit  in  regarding  it ;  niid  otir  thoii^hln  dwell  more  frequently 
uid  forveittly  on  other  contf^ats  betw^n  ourselves  and  France,  that  hnva 
been  nr«ged  nearer  to  our  on'n  homes,  and  on  the  i^ui?  '>fu-)iicli  our  national 
exi)t«neo  has  l««n  perilled.  Itut  la  the  Angli»Amcri<nn  the  •tniggle 
between  his  race  and  that  of  the  French  i»;ll)eni  in  America,  is  a  subject 
,  UiBt  hu  never  ran  alight  or  nef<l«ct.  Ho  ft^ls  that  tho  mighty  common- 
wealth, of  which  he  )>o<i«tN  to  he  »  tncnilier,  owei  its  very  existence  t« 
the  conqneat  of  Canailo,  vfhieh  lh«  genius  of  Chatham  planned,  and  the 
gfTiiu*  of  Wolfe  achieved,  in  the  third  year  of  tho  Seven  V'cnrs*  War. 
A  century  ogij  Frnnco  fiocined  nicte  IJki-ly  thaji  Bni^lanJ  to  Wome  llio 
BMcndant  power  in  AnnricR.  The  Canudas  and,  Cape  Ureloti  belonged, 
to  her  in  the  North  of  th.;  Ameriean  Continent ;  she  powcwcd  Loiiiitiana 
■ooAttward:  and  her  r\ilcni  were  lut^urlng  zealeualy,  »ml,  aa  it  appcan>i], 
MiceeMfdly.  to  extend  their  cotoniei  and  dependencies  alont;  llio  whale 
course  of  the  MiiaiMippi,  so  as  to  gird  in,  with  o  band  of  hoKtilct  pro- 
vbiee*,  the  ihirtcen  British  Colonics  that  we«  scattered  along  the  Atlantic 
Matt,  nnd  finally  to  snhjugnte  and  exterminate  tlicir  inhabitants.  ThR 
battle  of  Quebec  crushed  at  once,  and  for  ever,  tHeto  projccta  of  Frcndi 
ambition.  It  mnde  the  Franc d-Cel tic  iiiliahiuints  of  America  the  tn- 
leriorK  and  drpemlantt,  in«te-ad  of  becoming  the  lordK  nnd  niostera  of  the 
English  settlers.  It  eiiMirt>d  truth  to  the  aniiounoenicnt  which  Monies* 
qujcu,  B  few  ycun  before,  hod  made  to  the  European  world,  "That  a  frM, 
protperous,  and  great  people,  was  fi>niung  in  the  foretts  of  America, 
which  England  had  sent  f»ith  her  tons  to  inhabit."* 

Well,  ^enfoic,  doH  the  niceut  historian  of  American  independenre 
make  Iho  Anwricftn  sceneR  of  the  Soven  Vean'  War  pioininenl  in  his

Thare  ie.  also,  Ihia  additional  atlmction  to  the  eoily  history  of  Ameri*' 
can  Indepciidcnoe,  tliat  iib  peruiul  awakuni  no  feeltng*  of  parly  irtumph 
or  animosity  hctnecn  the  two  great  branches  of  tho  Anf;lo-Sexon  &mily. 
On  the  conlrAry,  it  rormt  an  «nduring  bond  ofnational  union  between  tit. 
The  name  of  Wolfe  ia  one  whicli  the  liegeman  of  Quc«n  Victoria  and  thr 
dtizen  of  the  United  States  may  equally  ilclu[ht  to  honour:  and  Mr. 
Bancroft,  by  presonling  uf,  at  th^<  Tvry  ouIm;!  of  his  work,  with  a  liighly- 
wrouj;ht  and  pidim-irc^ue  namti^-ii  of  the  Uit  campnigni  between  Erf;ltBh 
and  French  troops  westward  of  tite  Atlantic,  enlists  our  sytupathlcs,  fat 
more  than  would  have  b«onth«  case,  if  he  ha<l  commenced  hin  Mistory  of 
liio  Aincrtean  Revolution  with  the  Boston  liota,  and  the  Uoodshed  at 
Bunker*s  Hill  and  Lexington. 

A  series  of  disgraceful  rerorges,  in  every  putt  of  the  globe,  had  dttrl:> 
cnod  the  fortunes  of  the  RngUsh  race,  at  the  time  when  tlie  Ofoat  Com- 
moner, Willinm  Pitt,  came  forward  to  i^rect  our  councils,  and  to  restore 
energy  and  glory  to  our  arms.  Nowhere  was  the  change,  which  that 
niaatcr«virit  tntroduci'd,  moic  C8p«cially  disphiyed  than  in  Anveriea. 
Brsddocx  had  lieen  shninefiilly  and  difiiielroiuly  deftated;  and  OswefO, 
and  Port  William  Henry  had  been  captured.  Moutealtn  seemed  to  b«  tno 
ruling  tpiril  of  the  wlutu  tnMi ;  and  the  Indian  warriois  had  begun  to 
■com  the  name  of  Englishman,  and  to  deem  our  soldiers  mert;  women 
eomi^rvd  with  th<:  rietMtoua  troops  of  Kidb  Leuis.  At  this  juncture, 
I^tt  FMolved  not  only  that  (he  English  colonic*  should  be  sarcd,  but  that 
tlie  Fnncli  ootonm  should  bo  eoiM)aered,  and  Iho  House  of  Bourbon 
■tripiied  of  th«  Tranaatlantie  oniplte,  whkh  the  ablest  French  statesmen, 
(Vom  the  dajn  of  Colbert  downwards,  had  toiled  so  unremittingly  to 
secure,  Tltrw  wtctbI  expeditions  against  Canada  were  set  on  foot,  but 
tho  chief  one  was  entrusted  to  tlie  guidance  of  Wolfr,  whose  femm  Pitt 
hod  disQOvered,  and  dmwn  forth  into  its  fitting  station  of  cooioiand.

I  Many  of  our  wrilen  on  this  tide  of  the  Atlnnlic,  have  lent  thciiiBvlvee 
[lately  to  tl>c  unworthy  taak  of  depreciating  the  character  of  the  ffrcat 
[statMniBn  who  Rmoto  the  MouM  of  B-Mirbon  in  every  ijuarlcr  of  tl)« 
globe,  and  raiwd  England  to  the  hi^ett  pinnnclc  of  pan-«-  tliut  ilie  l)a« 
ever  attained.     Tliia  malevolvDca  towards  [>oril  Chathini  has  not  indeed 
'  V-cn  univeruil  among  our  IiittotUkns  of  the  preaeiit  time.     Lord  Mshon 
is  «n  illustiious  exunijile  to  the  contrary.     But  them  haa  been  br  too 
•ii  of  it ;  and  both  Kiifjliili  author*  end  English  readen  have  been  too 
^  ffoce  to  adopt  the  party  scnndnla  that  vr-tn  circulated  by  the  jealous 
contemporaries  of  ih«  creat  C'taleaman,  and  to  rceard  him  at  a  man,  cer- 
tainly of  consummate  mbellectual  powers,  but  itestitute  of  consitrtt-jwy, 
tnauUy  actun.tcd  liy  pl^nlonId  vanity,  nnd  cnpaUe  of  diatogeDuous  trickery, 
which  was  not  unaccompanied  by  taints  of  selfish  meanness.     Mr.  Bon- 
ctotl  has  in  his  first  volume  doiiu  much  to  clear  away  tticte  clouds  from 
the  reputation  of  tlie  mioister  wliuni,  above  all  olben,  Uic  Eitgll^h  nation 
tnutcd  and  lorcd  a  century  ago,  and  whom  lh«  Anglo-Antencaoa  idol* 
ized,  first  u  their  rctcuor  from  French  conquest,  aivd  aft«rvrards  as  the 
champion  of  their  ligfils  against  the  injustice  of  the  British  Crown.     Tho 
offidu  Rtuntions  tvhich  Air.  BanccoR  has  filled  at   several   Curufivan 
CourU,  have  given  him  opportuniliea  of  searching  their  archives,  and 
thus  brining  to  lisht  documents  which  cx]ilain  and  justify  many  points 
of  Pilt'i  policy,  which  have  been  made  the  subjects  of  cavil,    ^c  next 
biographer  of  Lord  Chnthana  must  draw  largely  from  Mr.  Bancroft's  pnge«. 
Beside*     these    original   eour«»  of  Dew  infoimation,  Hm  American 
historian  eliows  an  accurate  and  cxtcnairc  knowledge  of  th«  writings  of 
thts  French,  the  Spanish,  and  the  Gcrmaii,  as  well  as  of  the  Atneiieoii 
and  Bnglith  author*,  who  have  fumiilte*!  metnoriak  or  diacussions  rm- 

ring  tho  vvcnu  of  tho  cloee  of  the  roign  of  George  the  Scceod,  and 
jpeninj  of  tlie  reign  of  Oeor^e  the  Tliird.  We  may  cite  m  on 
instance  of  Mr.  Ihncraft'e  eucceshfiil  vindication  of  Pitt,  his  remarks 
on  IMt's  iec«isioii  U\f(a  office  in  ITGI.  becautv  Ms  adrtre  for  an  im- 
tiicdiato  viar  with  Spain  v,-m  not  roIlow««L  l>itt  has  ol\en  been  eeu- 
Burcd  as  actual (4  by  mere  ambllion  and  pride,  in  reoonmunditig 
hostilities  with  Spain  at   tliat   ciiiis.     Mr  BnicroIX  proves   that  Pitt 
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liail   nemvtd   mtona»%hn   <i(  s  taatH   convention   between    the    two

Tilt-  faic  »f  poor  Bird,  iho  ariiil,  in  connexion  with  l)i«sn  Iriiimpli*,  ■• 
wftl  known,  and  it  worth  rfjivatiug,  as  diividaiury  of  thu  character  of 
(ieor^>  the  Pouith.  I'be  Prince  com  missioned  liinj  to  coniiiicntnralo 
iu  a  {licturo  tlic  circumntancR  of  liis  coiulucling  l^uis  the  Ki^bltralh 
to  tlie  stiore,  on  hit  rt-etnbarkiuK  for  IVauct'.  Uird  i;xerled  ell  bia 
no  went  to  rendor  the  parlin^'Kuvne  an  eOcctivo  and  jiaihctie  a*  iiii^hl 
M.  In  order,  however,  to  rejir»i«»t  llie  enthuHiasni  of  ilii.-  crowd  as 
gTMt,  hv  depicted  some  of  the  people,  iu  tbcir  CDgeraecs,  chnibin;;  on 
the  b<ii;k  of  tlio  Itt-^iit'scniria)[i)  to  gut  a  sight  uf  their  Sovvreijin. 
This  iudvourum  sliucked  the  Prinvu.  It  was  a  ^ross  ouirajKe  iipou  hi« 
dipiityi  and  tha  ira;  in  which  be  rccvivvd  ihu  picture  was  to  ungo- 
norouft,  and  lunrkud  by  resontmem  and  eouterapt,  that  poor  Bird  was 
fuuliab  enough  to  full  sick  of  it,  and  die.  tlis  unlinished  picture  of 
**  ChiTvy  Chaoc  "  will  be  toag  remnnbcred. 

The  peace  of  iBIdlct  HoKlind  loose.  Every  ooe  hoping  for  go- 
vernment favour  or  proinolion,  hnnied  nbrt>ad,  and  the  old  stagc^rs 
of  ollicu  hiTgau  to  coiuult  their  pbys^icJan^  about  old  ills,  nncb  as  il  <hc'1I 
furbbbed  up,  might  require  tiunio  furrigii  niud-bntU  ur  furf;uilen  spn. 
There  vaa  a*  yet,  honever,  no  vuiint-nco  abroad  save  that  uf  liinj^«  and 
tutraicha.  I'aria  had  been  brouj^ln  to  the  Kusiian  dootrinu,  of  consi- 
dcrinjf  nobody  to  be  of  tliii  h-ni.t  iin|iorl,  if  be  were  not  of  official  eml- 
Denctf :  and  lliat  constitntea  Ihe  most  forniai  and  dull  kind  of  society 
or  of  ariilocmcy. 

It  uan  uiy  gnat  Bood  fortune  lo  know  one,  whom  Prince  Talleyrand 
lovt^d,  and  indeed  woosn  every  one  loved  for  his  sioipliciiyi  honesty,  and 
intelligence.  Although  not  exceedingly  an /ait  as  to  tome  of  iliv  poli- 
lical  ev<-uia  and  nerMiaa)  intrigues  in  progi-ess,  aoiDe  anec'dotes  and 
circuHisianc«s  made  a  great  intpredsiun  on  mc,  as  tbry  aroused  and 
crudttd  iutorrst  in  lho«e  around.  Tew  accuiuits  atruck  mo  niurv  than 
thai  given  of  the  meeliog  belveeii  Talleyratid  and  Foiiche  fur  thu 
puruubO  of  making  tbnic  Im[i!acuhle  enemies  url  in  concert  for  the 
CAUsc  of  the  Uirstoration.  Iloth  tbcso  men  had  traversed  the  whulo 
cou^M^  of  the  Kcvulution,  had  sivn  its  first  ytir.  and  joined  in  its  ftiU 
eaciti^iniTiit.  PoucIm;  bad  been  u  Jocubiu  and  A  Terrorist  ;  nnd  if  lie 
WIS  degraded  by  baviug  beun  the  comrodv  of  Uaulun  and  Kobeapivrrv, 


Tdlleynuid  was  scarcely  Ha  eo  for  having  lM>eo  the  iiuirumeDl  of  the 
Dirrclon  Kowb^ll  and  Bnrru.  Thrj-  had  intrigued  and  caunttr- 
intriguiMl  ngainit  iMcIi  otlter  during  K^ijiolcou'f  r«igu ;  aud  now  one 
represented  tbc  parly  of  lli«  old  tr<i\mt,  ibo  otbcr  liultl  in  his  hind  tbe 
t)irrjid»  of  titu  Imperialist  and  rcvolutiAfinry  panics.  Both  were  indls- 
peiiHible  to  the  securiiv  oF  Louis  lh«  Ei^hlpenlh,  and  ihotigh  the  mou- 
nrch's  entourage  liiriied  palv  at  the  liglil  of  Fouchv,  the  liilcr  h>d  done 
tuch  good  service  in  irackinjr  and  beMttin^  Uonapaitc,  that  to  ditcaril 
him  nit»  impcMsibln.  Foucti4-,  too,  could  tl^rri^y  tho  Kiog  into  mildnew, 
or  ^ive  arpttnii-nU  for  il  againsl  iho  violence  of  hi»  brotheir  sod  llie  ullrns. 
So  I'uucbc  aud  Talleymod  «Dabra<;«d,  lod  »cr«  put  inlo  tb*  aaue  mupi 
to  s^rcc  upon  (be  term*  and  roodo  of  coopcraliiin.  The  eountcnanoos 
of  neitbvr  betraved  the  least  rniotioii.  And  the  most  curiou*  part  of 
ihoacenc  was  tii«  complete  immobility  of  theao  two  pale  loaaks,  «««h 
covoring  more  hate  and  more  arlifio):  than  any  two  men  in  Europe 
portiaps  could  cotubme. 

'fulleyrand  ui«d  to  My,  that  tho  most  tinbnppy  and  d^«pond<nt  men 
were--  niunnreliB,  and  novvr  n)or«  bo  than  in  the  lioiir  of  triunpli. 
>Yhc'thfr  it  was,  that  this  raised  tlirm  so  high  ai  to  make  them 
behold  th«  noibingucss  of  honour,  greatness,  and  even  that  of  royal  or 
iniporiaL  proaiiecla.  Never  was  a  gloomier  cor/rye  ihan  that  formed 
by  the  crowned  and  laurelled  heads  of  the  conqueron  of  181-1  and  lSI5i 
The  Emperor  AlcMand<T  wns  /iirfolf  par  U  eirtotre.  He  laincoted 
Kapuleon's  fall  much  as  Elisabeth  did  Bsn-x'a,  and  wondered  tbv  fallen 
chief  had  not  sent  him  liia  ring'.  ^Vhe^  Louis  tho  Eighteenth  dtrlnred 
lie  owrd  his  restoration,  after  (lod,  to  Eoj^land  and  tbi.'  I'rinec  Krgent, 
thi'  t-Viiporor  va*  Roandalizi-d,  and  could  not  foresee  how  complrlcly  ascen- 
dant Uuiaian  power  was  likdy  lo  bccotne  under  the  elder  liourbons.  If 
AU'Xnuiler's  wu  a  senlimeulal  gloom,  the  King  of  Pmsfiia's  teemed  « 
consiitutiiinsl  and  material  one.  Tho  reoovury  of  hi*  doniiiiioiu  did  not 
arouiL-  biui.  neither  did  the  aoijuiiiilioo  of  half  Savoy  content  him. 
The  AuDiriau  Emperor  was  moro  dissaiiaficd  with  the  fall  of  Nniwleon, 
and  Ihv  subslilulinn  of  the  Itoiirbotis  than  any,  ihongh  he  did  uot  gain- 
aay  ii.  It  a  »aid,  ihnt  George  tho  Fourth  coDsidered  all  his  royal 
visitors  and  alliei  bores.  He  dialikcd  U  haute  politiqtu,  and  Lord 
CasUereagh  did  not  coiJtpn>hend  it.  So  that  the  Metleraicbs,  ili« 
Tallcynnda,  ond  Iho  i  lardeuberg*  *cl  down  the  English  as  exceedingly 
bonta;  and  old  Maiimiliao  ^  Bavaria  was  estectoed  the  ooly  happy 
and  contwlcd  aovereign. 

Th*  bMlltine  to  see  an  English  ilatcfmiiD  ia  after  dinnrr;  tlic  best 
Unw  lo  teva  French  statvHman  is  at  his  toilet  Englishinen  unbend 
after  dioaer.  But  as  the  bu*inc*«  of  convortotion,  and  of  llw  whole 
CHtr^rm*  beutns  with  the  Prcnchoiaa  in  llie  vrcuing,  or  become*  more 
UteDded  aua  Krioti»  nt  that  e^ioch,  ho  butionj  up  liia  mind,  and  puts 
off  bis  frankness  just  at  the  hour  when  an  Ktiglithman  does  the  rau- 
trary.  I  havo  M«n  moat  French  statesmeo  al  tho  toilet,  whc«  no 
Enguabioan  of  tho  same  rank  would  certainly  give  audieiicei  I  bare 
■MO  tho  old  school  in  tho  hand*  of  their  raU-ta,  and  tho  loorv  modern 
■cbool  performing  the  part  of  their  own  barbers,  which  would  have  been 
lieiKatli  Die  dignity  of  their  predeceMors.  The  putting  on  of  frinee 
Tnllevrnnd'*  neckt^lolhi  was  a  very  Mmoui  aSair.  One  would  say,  to 
Mv  them  put  on,  tint  he  had  at  least  a  score,  or  that  his  llirMt  «raa 
vatbetl  a>  voluminously  as  any  miinniy  ever  wag.     Iliough  appar- 
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«Dllv  biit  rising,  H  wu  critleat  lliat  li«  b«i  •om  u  liost  of  people  at 
Mtlior  liourt ;  Dint  he  liad  made  himEclf  maitef  of  tliti  cnain  of  lh«< 
pajMtrs,  ni  veil  as  of  ihe  n'poru  avd  new*  vhicli  circulatvd.  He  never 
nad  uiKlhing  liiin»rlt',  but  wni  <>><.-lt  informed  of  .-lU  tli at  appeared  in 
priol.  Vfii  kept  within  a  seleci  circle,  but  was  perfectly  ci)giii<iiul  of  oil 
tbnt  WA»  snid  and  dona  tmyoiiil  il.  EIi«  power  hod  been  jcn-ui,  I  wat 
told,  for  six  vrevkN  aficr  llie  second  rentoraiiou  ;  but  it  vbbcd  fiom  him. 
H(!  ktnod  too  macb  npoa  his  di|^)ity,  and  tiad  oot  the  Tefiuicitcs  to  sun. 
port  it  in  the  new  order  of  tilings.  Mv  was  not  oven  wealthy.  His 
■aviiiga  be  at  the  time  invested  in  a  banking -bouse,  which  was  to  make 
iu  fortune  and  his  own.  The  head  of  the  huiis<t  wua  an  honest  Ornmn 
frotn  th<:  Hliine,  whom  Tallej'raud  ^reutl^  tninted.  Tho  pecuniary  oon- 
YuUiotu  of  ism  ruined  blm.  ilc  bud  not  the  coura^  to  faix  Tiillcy 
nnd  with  the  truth,  «ii<l  »u  \n:  Hiin^  hiniM-lf  into  ihu  Seine.  With  him 
p«ri*hed  the  greater  purt,  of  Priiiue  i'al  ley  rand's  fortune. 

Talleyrand  had  all  the  world  for  acquaintoncci,  and  a  ttcore  of  |)er- 
Booal  friends,  wliom  h«  ehoMv  like  a  Kimploton,  for  their  worth.  But  he 
had  no  political  followersi  no  useful  frieiids,  no  party  to  stand  by  him, 
to  make  himself  feared  mid  courted  luuidit  minialorial  doings  or  un- 
doings. No  inati  K&»  ia  sjii^aciouH,  and  yet  biti  Kagaeily  was  uaeless  nnd 
at  fault  tmder  a  const  it  ui  ion  al  syateni.  He  did  not  and  would  not  com- 
prchend  ic  The  scionco  of  pulitici,  in  a  coostttutional  Einio,  is  the  art  of 
eombinttion  amount  nun  >o  oa  to  form  partien.  I'oliticii  un<lmr  4 
deapolic  monarch  ultow  statesmen,  like  Choiseul  and  Talleymnd,  to 
bvooiBo  each  a  power  in  lliv  »tali.-  by  the  men;  force  of  intellect  and 
character  for  alulity.  Talleyrand  (l^pivndcd  upon  lh«8»,  whilst  act- 
ing on  a  Bystena  in  which  majorities  and  iniooritiea  were  cverythiog; 
these  niajorilt«s  consistini;  of  country  squires  and  attorDey<t,  who  had  na 
more  idi'o  of  pnlitii-i  than  of  fluxions.  So  I'riiiee  Talleyrand  was  al 
faulu  I.ouia  the  Higliieenth  sneered  at  him,  and  made  him  Ornnd 
Chanibcrloin,  whidi  the  other  nceepied,  as  if  il  was  the  pino^  of  hiii 
stleetion  and  the  object  of  hit  desire*.  The  two  old  men  aflerwards 
aMniled  each  other  with  epigrams,  nnd  received  eaeh  other  with  bowa 
and  nniilirs.  Talleyrnnd  coqui-l ted  with  tin-  Libcrah;  but  hv  was  for 
the  Kii^-lisli  alliance,  which  iheycuuld  not  coitifircheiid.  The  old  La'^i- 
liinista  and  IJIlm  p)>rtT  Wnt  to  Itiiiitin  itnd  Alexnnder;  whiltil  tho 
liberal  party  had  already  ciime  back  to  luiporiarum,  mid  prufeiistil  ad- 
mirniion  for  the  tnenkory  and  the  deeds  of  Napol«otk.  Talleyrand  wa* 
out  uf  hoili  their  books. 

Nu  monarch  could  erer  have  delivered  himself  up  with  greater  salia- 
Action  nod  delight  to  the  guidance  of  n  Prime  Minister  than  Louia  the 
Eighteenth.  Could  he  have  found  nny  udu  capable,  bo  would  have 
retired  to  his  rppoie,  his  rpijininis,  his  chosen  library,  his  liillrS*-<lour, 
and  his  gouty-<!hair.  Hin  Chanilicni  did  not  give  hin>  much  trouble, 
but  court  parties  fuught  rooml  his  gouty  chair  with  a  ferocity  that  db- 
ttirbcd  him.  He  tried  a  varitHy  of  miuisters,  hut  found  them  the  insiru> 
TDcnt*  of  diffcicnt  court  {larties,  and  malting  an  accoiinl  of  him.  I^uis 
graw  indignant,  nnd  resolved  to  tnke  some  vouog  man  of  a  good  head, 
no  forlune,  and  tin  conneiiou  either  of  family  or  party  ;  and  out  of  nich 
nalerial,  Lotiia  tisid  he  would  make  a  minister.  The  old  Kin^;  chose 
for  ibc  nibject  of  bis  tn  poriinpnc  cerlniiily  one  of  the  handsoiBMt  yonlha 
cf  hia  time.  He  bad  been  tecntlary  to  the  molheruf  Napoleon;  MMlhad 
aeliially  contrived  to  pleaso  that  avaricious  and  capricious  dame,  whoi 
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no  one  el«e  could  pk-Mr.  C'hnnoc,  and  lli«  cbanictin-  fur  ptcaxitig  tolT, 
old  penoni,  brauf  ht  M.  dc  C^ut*  to  tliv  koowled^  of  Louu  Oii-bai'r, 
who  raiplojrt^  bim,  found  him  pliaut,  inlrlligcnt,  nnd  villioutpr(jud!ceii. 
Tin*  King  dctcnntnvil  lo  tit  liim,  by  %  few  veeki'  prJTUc  iiiMruriJoii,  for 
the  premiership  :  snd  so  he  did.  Tit  C»(«  made  an  cioclleDt  Frimc 
diniMrr;  manogrd  the  ChamWrn  ju«t  ■■  well  u  unj  of  bin  prcde- 
^  _pB*or»,  and  iiuuiaj^d  thv  King  a  great  dtKil  bdler.  Iniuit  never  called 
htm  anything  but  mou  eu/aat  (ray  child)  :  atid  many  of  his  1p»«oiis  to 
bit  Slitv  liavc  bncti  pTpwrved. 

De  CaxcB,  I  forgui  to  ttty,  had  been  chief  of  ihe  poUoc  before  Lout* 
took  bim  in  hand.  In  the  fulGlmmt  of  Fourbv  >  dntie*,  h»  had  not 
Iven,  like  nil  hi*  |>rrdrcesBorB,  »ii  obrcniu  :  ahhou^h  in  linic  of  rral 
danger  and  coiiapiracy,  as  in  Uit:  .iflHir  of  Grenoble,  be  hod  prorcd 
himself  eauliotu,  eagaeious,  and  fino.  Wlmt  Loan  the  Eight«eiilh 
hoii'ov*-r  liked  be*t  in  the  police,  wni  iia  rcvelaiionif  of  private  teanduL 
Tliviw  be  once  mi;m  enjoirud,  as  Louis  Philippe  enjoyed  ibo  ■nine  kind 
of  litlio-tBillc  3PI11  by  liis  envoys  from  the  different  emirlK  of  RiirojM, 
otid  wliicb  foriEird  u  inure  oneixxii;  iKily  ihdin  tlio«e  potitical  dispatelM-s. 
Louis  pi-nituded  the  Cuiinl  of  8i.  j^nlaire.  n  nobleman  of  the  old 
ri^iwe,  well  knonn  aiiervards  31  ambatiador  at  Loodim,  to  g^ve  to  M. 
de  CaKii  Iiii  daughter  in  marnaftr.  "Vhti  bridecroom  va^  created  a 
duke;  uud  l<oiii»  liud  ilicn  a  minister  after  bis  own  bi-art,  and  of  h» 
own  nakingt  indebted  to  him  )iorsona11y,  for  power,  fraiijfi,  rank, 
fortune,  and  political  knontodgc.  Louis  wn«  as  unforinnato  in  such  a 
scheme,  as  Talleyrand  himself  could  have  been.  For  of  course  both 
parlies  in  the  itato  and  purliaDivQl,  baled  tlte  ituin  who  wa*  minister  by 
lllv  king'*  facour.  I.ouu,  boaever,  upheld  bim  bravely,  iinlil  the 
luSNSsiaalion  of  iIih  Duke  of  Uerrr  at  the  very  lime  lltnl  M.  de 
Cue*  dvcbred  tliat  lli«r«  was  uo  ttaiif^er  lu  l>e  feared  from  Revo* 
lulkiiiisla  or  l!onapaiti>i«,  guvc  such  farce  10  th«  clamour  of  iJie 
ultras,  ihni  the  king  wa*  forced  lo  HOcriHce  the  duke, 

li  wns  impossible  to  see  a  iiiure  hanilsumn  form  and  faee  than  ihctte 
of  the  Uuke  dc  Car.ee.  And  these  advantages  were  the  more  oou- 
«pioitnn>,  from  the  very  ill-favoured  features  of  ibe  persotuifes  trlio 
attended  Louis's  court.  The  I<ei;Itiniiat»  nud  the  rallied  Ilonaparttstti, 
lti>w(!U*r  they  compriacd  the  lojBlly.  did  not  mooopoliw  the  beauty  of 
the  nation  ;  the  Uuke  du  iticbelieii  ua>  an  exceptiou.  And  so.  He  ne«d 
nut  MVi  were  tbo  Dnko  do  (luicbe  and  bis  ducliesf.  ILiit  the  Ilona- 
IKinist  Rciwrrala  and  llioir  spoutcs,  K^llwr  with  the  rsiiiunaiivii  of 
the  Imibourg  Si.  Cermaiii,  wore  no*  replete  with  fascination.^  Still 
lliitre  wils  an  nltciopl  on  tlic  |>arl  of  a  certain  wt,  lo  ro-eslablUh  ibc 
morals  as  well  as  the  rfyirw  of  I.ooi»  the  Fifteenth's  time.  Louis  was 
luld  that  t'hirlf*  the  Seouod  would  never  have  succeeded  in  ruling  tiro 
iijirliauient,  and  winning  tha  ac^juii-ici-tioc  of  ihp  cilixens  in  his  reign, 
if  liu  hsd  not  (".lirK-d  the  latter  by  disfiohitcue»»  and  gaiety.  I'ooT  Louia 
the  Kigbieenih  Icot  biiiiwlf  to  ihese  idea*,  so  far.aslo  honour  a  very  tkt 
lady  WiUl  W»  iiariieular  aUeoiiuu.  H.-  built  her  a  very  large  and  very 
uuly  bouio  DC  the  ferine  near  St.  Otien ;  and  his  Majef>lT  used  to 
tlrivv  Ihiihurand  abile  nu.iy  BU  hour.  It  was  Eoniethiij(;  like  (>eor);o 
Iho  ti'eund  aud  Lu'l}  Solfvlk.  r.sr<-pi  ilint  I^y  SuiTidk  tuid  no  in- 
■uenCJ  with  (iriirgf,  whiU  Miidaiiio  i!u  Cayta,  in  Icnsuc  with  Oui  rard 
and  other  wellkuowo  Freueli  rnpiialim,  turned  licf  iutiniaey  with 
Luuia  llic  tinlHeoulll  lu  poUihle  acoount. 
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Tlicrc  i»  no  book,  tbnt  ^wt  ho  irun  mi  iilca  of  the  early  years  of  the 
Itfstcrjiiion,  at  llic  "  Moitidirs  of  UiivraTil."  Kinaneo  was  in  tnilli  Ihi* 
grriil  titisincM  of  ttio  day,  nn<l  wiiiUt  Lniiij  ntid  hi*  tniniHlcrs  thnitgliL 
ibe  puljce  cveryihine,  U  was  Ihc  liiianciiT  wlin  was  cvurythinf.  Tlic 
llirt'P  per  ccnls.  linit  goni*  a?  Iww,  1  Iwlieve,  na  forty-five.  Wliat  a 
margin  for  loan^^wlidi  room  for  fortune*!  Whilit  thi-rc  viai  not 
«  wateEman  who  thoroughly  undcrsinod  the  inicresis  of  the  trra^iiry, 
or  who  eared  for  thoso  of  llio  nntrifiuafde.  No  ivonJor  lUnl  Xniiicy. 
ihp  ootintry-lioiit«  of  Otivrarrl,  nan  moiti  ntu^idn-iit  llian  that,  of 
princes  No  Koitdur  l)io  royiil  Dukes  were  notliini^  by  liis  ride ;  liidr 
veryAiMV* — much  a*  the  DuUl'*  of  Angnulvtiie  and  Httrry  love*!  tltoni, 
wiln  all  ihc  ji-and  vfnfftft  and  nieurtg  rcsloi'i'd — ii<>  woiidor  tlioy  vter*' 
nuLliiiif;  to  11  rnidr/.voiis  do  chiisfc  nt  Rniiicy.  Ihul  Ourtnnl  ftnri. 
In  loanii  and  to  L'xdiiiiigee,  ho  mi(;lit  hare  li«cn  iiafe,  dcspilo  of  cv^-ri 
myiil  cnvT.  But  hr  miukt  twrn  rniitrkctor  too,  nnd  join  ilio  liabit-t 
of  muiicy-cniikiii^,  which  prevailed  iu  Napulecin's  tioif,  10  thne  many 
different  and  i^randcr  modp?,  which  ^rew  up  under  ttio  pairo»aj;o  of 
Tnllryr^nd  and  thi-  allied  lovrrrigni.  llir  ictidt  wan,  his  prrhctiillon, 
«ipiil.iiiiii,  jittd  finally  his  ruin.  Odill  tb.it  n«  f^rrai  I'reiidi  nnaiicirr 
or  baaker  hns  ever  left  s  co\o»^xi  forttiiii>.  Ouvrard  Ion;*  played  hido 
nnd  go  »ccl,  as  a  bc^'^ar.  Wlirtu  nrv  iht-  I'orrr^udn  xad  I.affittPK? 
where  the  IVrricrsf  The  only  tlioronKhly  rieli  in  I'Voncf  were  those 
nho,  like  Count  Koy  atid  the  Marquis  d'Aligrv,  KpceuIUed  iti  laod 
as  wpU  as  iiionoy.  The  broad  acres  saved  lb<;in,  when  share*  and 
stocks  wrat  to  nolbing,  in  Ihe  soTcre  political  convulsions  of  Lhcir 
volcanic  Initd. 

Tho  rrvncli  Canning,  Chalrniibrinnil,  I  knew  1>t«r,  nhnn  be  had 
rciired  to  his  bcrRiitoge  in  the  Itue  d'Knfer  n^ar  the  Obtfnnlory,  ami 
had  dwindled  down  to  extrt-iiiu  litllraeus,  with  tht-  exccjitiii'n  of  )ii*  luiijj 
bruit.  He  ha<l  thru  that  nriiuirrd  bend  in  hi*  *idp,  which  Lniiis 
I'hilipoe  aiao  had  latterly.  ll«'  wn«  fidl  of  point,  npirit,  rerotlcetlon. 
and  wlf- veneration  to  lhi>  ln.it.  lj'nd<^r  Loiiii  iho  liightecnih,  however, 
h<  was  n  brouiQ«n,  and  preEviid^d  to  Iti'  the  only  ni«n  rn[>ubli>  of  ruling 
the  stale.  Like  Coiiniri};,  he  was  for  atrenglhcninx  the  [tuner  of 
France,  l>y  cialting  that  power  over  foreign  countric*,  in  ordpr  lo 
tulTunco  tli<'  priiieipWs  i>l'  the  Frvncli  Govvnitnvnt.  Ohalrauhriantl  did 
not  well  know,  nhrlhcr  ho  «as  an  Imperialist,  n  Boiirbonitt,  or  a 
Const  it  ulionnli»t.  He  «erv<>d  nil  thrco,  worxhipped  ill  ihref,  and  al>n«rd 
All  three.  He  bad  strong  puini?)  of  rcBomblance  villi  Laitiartine,  poesy 
and  pomp  inclndcd.  His  hnllianey  was  such,  that  the  Koyalitls  had 
the  vame  hope  in  him  that  the  T(ine»  havo  in  Ll'lsra^li.  He  made, 
however,  tho  great  mistakes  that  Cnniiiiift,  Guizol,  uud  Palmerston 
hare  made  each  io  their  lum.  They  ibought  the  world  was  to  ho 
taken  and  luW  by  foreign  policy.  WtiMias  no  one  care*  for  foreign 
policy  but  by  tits  and  starts,  uiiil  in  the  imerval  of  these,  the  statesman 
who  proreHseii  them  and  them  alone,  is  absolutely  nothinit. 

The  treasury  is  tho  true  throne,  and  finance  the  Iruo  sceptre  of 
empire:  without  a  Grst-raie  fluoncier,  no  party  eau  be  said  lo  be  a 
party,  and  when  the  ToTien  had  no  one  to  put  forward  but  Vsnsitiari, 
they  were  doomi^d.  The  first  ptraon  in  I'Vnnce,  who  arrived  at  the 
com preh elision  of  coiittitutional  itate^tnanship,  was  Viltvle,  an  uopro- 
mising.  ill-built,  awkward,  tiijubrious  man.  The  "Corsair,"  or  whatever 
itM  Charivari  of  the  day  was  eallrd,  made  an  apu  of  him  without  much 
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vxiiggcrattoR  or  strnininf;  of  tlimtga.  ViUdlv  tatk«<l  by  liints,  »nd  bad 
a  «oiiiltTfiiI  JUDl^iiy  of  AhcaarM:,  lo  that  ihcre  was  li[llc  to  be  Rot  out 
of  him.  He  spoke  (o  llic  point,  liuwevor.  ami  pk^astd  tin*  iDonarch  toorp 
thnn  any  HittctfiT  or  coiirllr  adtlri'M,  by  itrcuriii);  him  an  v»sy  iiKJoritr 
and  a  i]iiie(  life,  witbout  runniD^c  in  any  viuUtnt  airrrai  or  rapid  lido. 

Vtlli^lc  vrx  the  Walpolc  of  tbo  diy,  tbi-  fim  m  ^rancl^  who 
(tudicd  (l:e  Ctucnbur,  niaatcrvil  it,  nnd  inadv  a  |inrty  in  iL  lie  obtained 
influence  over  ibe  niosl  raiional  of  the  country  iquire*,  nnd  talknd  ihmi 
over,  as  P^ol  Iri^d  to  mknagc,  and  r3il<^.  Por  IWl  ctmld  talk  over 
nobody  in  private,  aud  indeed,  did  not  kuuw  bow  to  set  about  it. 
Vilidte  understood  the  French  deputy,  and  cootrivid  to  ufTer  to  t^cry 
man,  if  poxMblo,  whit  every  man  dc^iivd.  Uo  held  power  for  eight 
or  nine  years,  which,  considerinf  that  b«  wav  a  more  private  ^Dtk- 
inan,  UDkiiown  to  politics  or  party,  (ill  he  took  a  leading  poiition,  i«  a* 
itirpriiing  on  Ihc  moveablo  aand*  of  French  politics,  as  Walpote'i 
Iwcniy  lears  of  reign. 

Villijle  was  not  a  corrupt  or  a  dishonnit  man.  He  iras  a  Kenlleman. 
wbiclt  few  I'Vctich  ataleameii  have  been,  or  prctcniit<(l  to  bi'  ninrr. 
When  about  to  convert  the  five  per  wnt».,  he  kept  ibc  u-CTft  invig- 
l&blo.  There  wrss  one  man,  very  well  known  thcii  and  tinc^,  a  large 
capitnlitl,  enjoying  tliv  liigbett  rqmlntioo  and  standioK  in  tho  world  of 
wvnith  and  fashion.  He  was  a.  friend  of  Villcli; ;  and  ibc  latter  knew 
that  the  reduction  of  ihe  rati*  of  intpn^&t,  if  it  camoupoa  him  unnwarea, 
would  ruin  liim.  VillMc  naked  bim  down  to  lus  countTy-bou«e,  kept 
bitn  Kitli  liim  twenty-four  hours,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  that 
time  Uhourcd  Lo  impress  upon  tho  mind  of  his  friend  tho  insemriiy  of 
the  iVH'M,  tbo  inporiority  of  land,  or  of  any  other  kind  of  pfopcrly  n* 
an  inveitineut.  In  sucb  a  lidc  of  public  oTOxperity  u  ««•  then  flowing, 
the  cApilslist  thought  the  minister  wax  talking  ironically,  or  fiihing  for 
compliments.  He,  therefore  remained  blind  and  perversely  deoj  to 
every  bint,  ViU^to  let  liim  go,  at  last*  with  an  exclamation  at  hts 
ttupidity.  which  must  hate  awakincd  any  man  uot  deoirated  by  the 
approach  of  ruin.  And  ruined  he  Hast  everylliing  ho  had  wu  »i>M, 
and  he  uaed  tago  about  to  tho  dny  of  lii»  dentb,  muttering,  ■■  i  ought 
to  have  comprehended  the  miimler ;  t  alioutd  tuvn  undvrsiood  Villdk." 

I'hcre  was  nolbinf;  that  *o  «urpri*ed  or  alarioed  a  tlronger  visitiDg 
France  itnder  the  Kestoralioi)  as  Lho  vridcnl  fact,  that  ihroughMit 
th«  wliole  of  ibot  period,  the  country  waa  overrun  nnd  uadenuined  bj 
aecrvt  uaociatJona  and  oonapiracie*.  And  the  fact  in  tiiil  more  ailon- 
bhing,  that  llic  H'cret  organiDalioas,  and  Ibctr  hundred-fold  Bchvtsee 
tar  gelling  rid  of  the  dyoiaty  never  produced  tlie  b'art  n«iih,  pxcept  of 
ruin  In  ■»  plucencD.  They  never  eren  ditlurbiil  the  throne  of  the 
BourlKK)*,  much  ksi  ahook  U.  And  this  cmbotdnncd  Charles  the 
Tfutb  to  protok*'  the  eounlrr  which  ho  fniad  to  ponerlea*.  But,  whilrt 
iMmy  could  do  nolhiuif,  opi^n  insurrvction  could  da  everything.  Tbc 
firtt  part  of  tbo  ItestoraiiuN  was  snrnt  bx  tlte  enemies  of  the  Uourbnns  in 
ntlilarTCDnepiracict.  The  Imperialists  looked  lo  the  army,  and  the  army 
alono  i  and  tw^oe  the  scvcrnl  uprigiugi  jiUntted  «it  Defurl,  at  Grenoble) 
■t  Ia  Rochalle,  and  rlM'wItcrr.  Uu  one  of  Ihese  occ.isioos,  Lafayette 
hnd  nearly  reached  the  scene  of  action  in  a  coach  and  four,  so  holtt  and 
niuliwuimid  were  bi*  t&oveinont*.  Out  the  iliiag  had  explodtd  pretna- 
iurely,  uhI  lAfavPtto  faowh-d  back  to  I'aris  jiiM  aa  be  boo  left  it.  The 
ivernRimti  wcMild  not  face  the  risk  and  unpoptiUrity  of  hi*  protceulion. 
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Coofpincj  look  another  torn  in  the  lati«r  half  of  th«  R^^loratioti. 
At  firnt  aliof^tber  loanini:;  upon  military  co-operation,  ilip  Libernli  at 
ktigth  crn>><~H  Ifl  rnuolon  Ihc  soldiery.  Kacit  y<-ar  thr  nriny  lind  become 
niorv  <)l>1itiou*  of  [rop^riaUsin  ;  lh«  ciliirns,  the  prorc^eionut  folks,  aad 
the  middle  ckis,  therefore,  resolved  on  l&kinj;  iho  business  into  ihoir 
own  banJ",  and  doing  wiiliuul  thv  umj.  Thc-y  thcircforv  mrolled 
tbcinaclvcs  id  the  Carhonarii  a  eocrct  »ocw*y  borrowed  from  llaij,  with 
iiiyiteriuiis  initiaiiont,  bnguago,  oaih»,  and  m  on.  Carbonui«in  b^ 
cami!  univuroal ;  the  auOBlion  wat  uot  who  helonBvd  to  it.  but  vho  were 
left  out  of  it.  All  the  «tatc«incn,  gvacrat*,  jud^a,  ambawudor*,  and 
cccrciAritfa  of  a  btcr  period  had  been  Carbonari.  And  y<M  tbo  Carbo. 
nari  did  nothing :  ihey  did  not  coDtnbttt«  to  or  aid  iti  the  fall  of  Charloa 
tbc  Tcnlb  in  the  Icatt. 

It  mufl  be  confeaied  that  under  this  Kotemineot,  againiL  which  many 
men  were  cootpirin^ ,  and  under  which,  wp  own>  not  wen  iW  Modo- 
T«tct|  audi  oa  Martignac,  were  coiiiciiledi  pvoptu  viijoycd  a  T«ry  great 
degree  nf  proajterilr.  Commerce  and  mannfadureri  were  mnking  rapid 
ttrid«!B  ;  Paris,  which  waa  indaccd  to  make  an  iiiaiiri4>cllun  to  ruin  maay, 
vaa  in  a  vroaderful  atnto  uf  prosperity  and  devclopnwnt ;  now  quarters 
buUdinjr.  uid  esUbliahmeois  rising  in  every  direction.  The  Fanbourfr 
8t.  Gcmtnin  and  tb«  Cbaiif^f  d'Aniiu,  iho  two  qunrtora  of  birth  and 
wealth,  vied  with  eaeb  otber,  and  th«  Taubourj;  Si.  Honors,  in  which 
diplomacy  had  pitched  ila  court,  vind  niih  both.  Nor  were  liberal 
AoloNii  naming.  Lafilte  received  Humptuouily  in  bis  new  hold.  Manj 
noble  and  most  cKpcaiivc  calabliihiocnita  nrrc  kept  hy  foreigners, 
Russian  and  Amorivan,  as  well  as  Englisli :  and  DOver  certainly  was 
there  such  a  p^f*  de  CoeoffHe  as  Vuni  aecmed  Uio  iaat  year  of  the 
KestornUoo ; 

*•  Fununall  uimhun  ti  aua  bona  nArini." 

The  latt  fete  of  the  Itenturation  wai  a  bnlliani  one.  It  was  gfivcn  by 
the  Duke  of  Orleana,  ao  soon  to  be  King  I.nui*  Philippe,  to  hia  rel.i- 
life,  the  Prinee  of  SAlemum.  SnWnndy,  who  then  coniidered  liim- 
•df  on  Itiv  high  road  to  fume  uiiil  preferment,  having  broken  through 
hia  deiwndeticc  on  M.  de  Tidlcyrand,  bui  left  n  brilliant  aremint  of  it 
in  lona  of  his  nritiiig*.  All  Fnri>  wni  there,  and  never  iiai  all  I'aris 
gayer.  And  aa  the  aparttnont*  of  the  Palais  Koyal  would  not  hold  ihi- 
guests.  th«y  spread  out  on  the  tvrrncn,  ne«ly  Gnisbed,  Mhtrh  corproil 
the  galleries  of  ihopa,  and  had  replaced  the  woodrn  huts,  known  aa  the 
CaUerirt  Je  Bot't.  Thero  was  noibiog  acarcely  In  this  expansion  of 
good  locirty  upon  tho  open  terracrt,  to  anjcr  the  Frendi  mob,  if 
mob  could  bo  called  th«  eodue-drinkora  and  (rri^iienlers  of  the  gardens 
of  Uie  I'nlnis  Boyal,  And  yet  their  lov«  of  rqusliiy  was  so  hurt  by 
the  sight  of  rich  pronlo  enjoying  a  tplendid  fele,  which  thoy  could 
ooly  contemplate  at  a  diilance,  thai  they  began  to  murmur  forth  tboir 
discontent;  and  lo  nnrk  it  tho  stronger,  they  gaihvrcd  together  the 
chairs  of  tho  ganlon,  piletl  thcin  by  the  pi^pitnl  of  one  of  tbe  bcaatifiil 
■totnea,  and  made  a  bonfire  of  thi.in.  'I'he  mark*  are  stitl  to  be  traced, 
for  Looia  Philippe  would  ncnr  have  the  pcdesLil  uiciidiMl  or  removed, 

Stieh  sigiiB  of  disconlMit  wore  omnioiis,  and  were  directed  agninst 
wbat  waa  ooasidered  the  Cotitf,  frutn  whinh  ihe  Duke  of  Orl«<ans  wa« 
not,  in  po|iuUr  nlinaliotti  then  distinguisbed.  la  a  month  ahvc  the 
giver  of  tbo  ftte  remored  to  the  Tntlleriea  in  trimapfai  and  amid  Uio 
plaudita  of  the  mob. 
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"  Ox  ilio  Sih  of  Ortolwr,  ihtn,  after  iw>  ht.^  «i'KCUt*r*\  -il  httgih  ihi- 
|irctii-iit  Slate  ol  affair:),  I  |iroci>e(l«d  to  tbo  Ai)«fnbly  about  »ii  o'cWk, 
■ccompanifd  b)'  Mirnbcau,  iiiid  ii  was  not  till  tluit  time  lha,i  wo  tiad  lht> 
tlighlc»t  lit*  thni  llu>  pApiiUcc  of  Part*  wen  morcliing  down  ujiou  u*. 
On  quilling  the  Afsonibly  I  went  to  viui  M.  and  Mvilaino  <Ju  Cbi\li-li-t, 
wlih  whom  I  was  «cry  intinialv.  M.  du  Chittol?!  wai  Colonel  of  ihv 
(■ard«K- Frfin^alfes,  and,  in  conwcjufncc  wu  lodged  Hi  Vciruillc*  on  (lie 
»am0  t<i<!c  m  thp  Cour  dps  IVincrs,  Msilnmt-  du  ChAlvlot  can>«  forward 
lo  meet  itii*  ••  I  rnirrrd  ihHr  n|Miri.incnis ;  *be  said  to  toe,  in  a  tous  of 
much  niarni,  thai  her  hiibbaod  waK  ruiimng-  iho  gtrrnt***!  nik  al  thi( 
very  nioiiioni,  and  thnt  she  had  jmt  been  infornted  that  Boni«  of  the 
rioiiTK  in  Paria  had  proposed  to  go  in  ittarch  of  iM.  du  Chil^IoL  at  Vcr- 
Miilli>8,  in  order  lit  piiitluLine  him.  Sho  olMervvd  liinl  ih«  koFW,  bjr  tlie 
Abbe  de  Damas,  ibui  mv  hoU'M',  whkh  wax  *ilunli<d  in  a  rclirvd  pnrt  of 
rann,  |x»ts«SH!d  ud  outlet  fiom  the  jjrarden,  nnd  nUt  a«f iired  ni«  I  aliwild 
do  Ih4  the  grratcfti  i>ervice  in  the  AOrhl  if  I  would  conci-a1  M.  Chulelrt 
lhcr«  for  a  time.  I  at  oiico  agrcd  to  h^-r  plan,  and  •"f  fmtcvArA  to 
my  hon*i*  jiiM  as  luilighl  was  Mlting  in.  M.  nnd  Madame  dc  Chftt4tlet 
and  thi-  Abbv  <le  Daniat  rcinnin«d  lh«  whole  evening;  and,  in  the 
coureo  of  il.  the  Abbi-  and  1  went  out  with  a  view  of  emnit:  what  was 
goinff  fon'tird  anxmd  thi«  chAtvou,  About  elovpn  o'cloek  thv  Abb*^ 
rallirncd  to  aay  that  pcare  and  order  npppared  to  him  lo  he  eNtabliilied 
•verytrbrrc;  incrpforts  M,  and  Mndanio  dti  Chat^lel  decid«d  to  go  (o 
Iheir  aparimenls,  and  ihilber  we  a»omj>au)ed  ihero. 

"  Aficr  leaving  tbeio  ot  their  door,  tha  Ahhtr  <U  Damai  ami  I  Fell 
sulBnent  oirinsiiy  to  viatt  the  apartments  of  lh«  vh jteuu.  it  wa*  alioiit 
loiduifilil,  aiid  on  unbroken  atlence  pervaded  llwm:  we  did  not  rvra 
meet  a  Mn>th-'  pi-ison  in  ntiendnnce.  On  approaebing  ihnt  ]>orlian  of 
tlio  building  whirh  lias  lu  he  panned  bcfurc  rvachiiiK  the  Civil  de  Btipiif, 
we  Raw  M.  de  Lnfayetic  Ulkin^'  in  a  low  voice  to  the  Marquis  d'Agnrs- 
4eMU,  Major  des  Gardes  du-corps.  M.  Jflu^'e.  a  hanker  of  Parit,  and 
aide-de-camp  of  Lafayette,  had  joiiivd  thvin,  but  did  not  take  pan  in  their 
*onverMitiou. 

*'  Wc  hail  been  thore  abonl  a  quarter  of  aa  hour,  wWn  a  gardo-dii- 
corps  suddenly  arrived ;  be  appeared  lo  l>c  quite  Kored  and  oiil  of 
brviotli,  and  whupercd  somdhing  in  M.  d'Aguctocau's  cor.  Th4>  latter, 
turning  lo  M<  de  Lafayette,  said  to  liim  aloud, '  M.  lo  Marquis,  all  thai 
1  had  tliic  honour  just  now  of  predicting  to  you,  is  at  this  womrat 
beginning  to  bo  rtaliicd :  the  people  are  marching  upon  the  Hotel

.  d*  LifayMie  seemed  in  no  hurry  to  follow  Ibis  advice ;  be  deelared 
ibol  ha  had  given  ninplc  direciiona  for  the  pretervsiion  of  public 
ordctr.  and  ulacd  thai  he  waa  worn  wit  with  faligtici  and  must  rmlly 
acck  some  jnate.  The  Marquis  d'Aguesacan  persisted  in  saying 
that  it  wns  Lafavettc's  duty  to  mcue  the  Hotel  of  tlw  Gardrs-du-corpa 
from  the  danger  by  which  it  was  tbrraieited. 
•■  tiL  de  Lafayette  at  lengtli  yielded  to  the  force  of  his  msoQing; 
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and  kAcroffcnni^iin  artn  lo  \he  Abbe  dii  Damiu  nniimy*plf,  he  wimt  vilh

"  We  had  scarcely  pafccd  ihrouj^b  tlic  Cour  d*»  Prii»PM.  and  iMilrrrd 
Uio  Cour  A«»  Miiiistrcs,  v*h«n,  jun  at  ve  reached  t\w.  aparimenu  accii- 
pifid  hv  lh«  Mjiiiiicr  of  the  War  department,  tny  carriage  w.-]b  stop]>ed 
bra  throng  of  people,  who  were  quite  lipiy;  they  «4-rr  armc^I  with 
fAv*,  and  mete  shrirkinc  nnd  yelling  horrilily.  M.  de  La  FayKli-  put 
i  Ilia  hAad  oot  of  the  wiodov,  and  made  himteif  rpcof^nited  by  them. 
*  What  do  voo  wani,  inv  friend*  ?  *  ■  Wr  *^v\i  th«  tH-.id>  of  thct  f:arda> 
du'Cvrp*.'  '^^\l{  nhyp'  'Tlify  havo  tnaiilicd  iW  naLionnl  coi-kadft 
and  inuU  ht  punished  for  it.'  '  Again  I  say  to  yon.  br  quiet ;  tnitt  1o 
me,  nnd  .ill  will  \ic-  ncll.'  Hv  gave  three  crowui  li>  M.  Jaug«  to  throw 
among  ihero;  they  Icfl  oS  slioutiiii;*  ^nd  allowed  u«  lo  pnss  on  widiout 
further  inolMtatton.  On  teaviDg  lb*?  Grande  Cour,  we  «an  Mi-vttral 
groups  of  people,  and  Bome  bor*ca  which  had  been  killed  during  lh« 
day. 

"  As  we  RpproaclM^  tbc  Avpauc  Ai>  Scmui.  we  vnn  met  by  fuch  a 
crowd  tliu  WK  found  h  iin[Km>iibl«  to  proceed.  I  obsonod  to  M.  d« 
La  l-'ayette  that  it  would  be  bcUer  for  him  to  f;ct  out :  that,  as  for  ate,  1 
«auldbeof  no  use  ia  ihi*  unruly  throng.  Ho  a«kod  inc  to  havo  tha 
vairiage  turned  round,  and  to  convey  bim  to  the  place  of  rendeivoui, 
wh-rh  he  mentioDcd,  as  his  hcad-quarlers.  I  bad  bim  driven  wiihin  a 
hundred  yards  of  Ui«  principal  jrate :  here  he  got  out,  and  1  lo*t  no  lime 
ill  getting  home.  M.  de  La  Fayetto  was  consequently  ihoronirhly  in- 
fanned  with  regard  to  all  that  took  placs  that  day.  But  did  he  do  bis 
duty  on  the  orcosion  ?  An  aoun  as  ho  aliKhtin)  from  tny  carriage,  which 
he  did  aboul  a  bumlred  yaril*  off  the  gnte  of  the  C«ur  dtnt  MiniMnn,  he 
wenl  Hraigbt  lo  M.  de  Montinorin,  MinisU-r  of  poretign  Alfnini,  instead 
of  talking  active  n>f*suTe»,  which  the  present  circuiostaDoeii  demnndod  of 
him.  [  learnt  tb«  following  particnUra,  indeed,  from  M.  Montroorin 
hini«>!f:  — 

"  When  h<a  law  M.  de  La  Fayette  enter  the  room,  he  immediately 
queelioned  him  as  to  tb«  ttnte  of  th«  town  and  the  chutraii.  I.a  Fayrlte 
answcnsi,  tlint  all  proper  pn-cautiiimt  had  b«wn  lahen ;  that  the  peace 
would  not  be  disturbed  ;  and  that,  aii  bo  fell  overcome  with  fulrsue,  and 
could  scarcely  itnnd  on  hia  lega,  bo  wu  going  to  seek  a  few  hours  of 
repotv.  Accordingly,  afler  a  ouartcf  of  nn  hour's  ronvernatiiwi,  M.  de 
Moiitmorin  ae4^in|>an ied  him  down  uim.>  of  the  *litircase«  of  hia  hotel, 
siinatcd  on  tbo  Mine  vide  a*  the  town,  which  cunaidcrably  shortened  M. 
de  La  Fuyette'ii  nay  to  the  ilotel  de  Nuailli%  where  be  tud  taken  up  hi4 
abode.  I  will  not  alieinpt  lo  add  my  cooimentary  or  refleciionn  of  my 
own  to  ihis  fjct,  for  I  am  nut  writing  an  account  of  th«  £th  and  6ih  of 
October ;  I  am  only  relating  what  I  u«  and  heard  myself.     I  shall 
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confine  myself  to  remarking  that  Rivarol,  in  one  of  liit  work*  on  llie 
French  Itevolution,  «>b«i  Bpeaking  of  time  two  fata)  day*,  calls  M.  de 
Ia  rBvctlc  the  Giniral  Metrphft. 

"TIlo  dav  after  tbo  Kitif>  wns  irinovrii,  or  ralber  drn^ml,  to  llie 
TuilvrMS,  IkJinbuBU  paid  mv  a  vrry  rarly  visit.  At  soon  a«  he  came 
in,  he  iiniil  lo  iiir,  '  If  you  b>*e  any  meuia  of  rominuDicnliiig  witli  tbu 
Kinff  "'"^  ({iK^n,  pray  make  ihcm  unilonUnd  that  botb  ihcy  nod  l-'ranco 
will  tiu  lu«i  if  ibr  Royal  Fnniily  doea  not  nutt  Paris.  1  am  now  mainring 
a  pUu  fur  lUcir  escape :  are  you  in  aiicn  a  |iositiou  a«  (o  b«  able  lo 
Miurc  them  that  they  may  depend  upon  mel'*  '  Wti){h  your  plan 
iboroughly,'  taid  I ;  '  oDd  Hhni  you  bate  well  digested  it,  1  will  fioil 
inenni  to  make  them  acntiaioted  with  it.'  Some  ilays  after  iliii  coDver- 
Mtion*  he  placed  in  my  uandu  a  written  docitaint,  whi^  will  bo  found 
wooog  the  other  papera  which  I  bare  in  my  postcMion,  and  which  is 
dated  the  I  Jih  of  October. 

"  Tlui  competition  is  full  of  eVo^unKv^  and  rcraarkabk  for  it*  cloor- 
neia  ami  the  force  of  iu  rewoaiin;-  In  it  Mirabesa  punu  motl  viridlf 
the  |ieril*  «Wh  ■urroundod  tlie  ibronis  the  neccMty  «f  takii^  MH^rgeiic 
neatturt-s  and  of  withdraviag  tfae  Kinj;  from  the  eenile  poailiua  in 
which  he  wa*  really  kept  in  Vant,  and  from  the  imminent  ponunal 
tlangvr  wtticb  awaited  Iiim.  lie  (poke  of  (he  imprudi-iice,  not  to  bn 
rriMiired,  whkh  then  would  bv  In  (jtiitting  France,  in  teparattn^  hiuuelf 
fVwn  the  KeTolutioo  and  dirorcinii  himsidf  from  his  proulo,  in  having 
nvoiirce  to  arm*  i  and  with  wliote  aaaiatoaoc,  ptay?  Willi  ihc  nobility 
who  stood  aloof,  and  wkow  aefvicva  cooKqucntty  would  be  uf  lllilo 
acail?  With  Klrancen  ?  A  iDeaaiira  not  lo  bo  euutnained  for  a  mo- 
nktat,  bring  at  once  inefficlanl,  •■»<)  utterly  (le(e*tiibl<-,  and  wliich  would  at 
nacc  uproot  all  belief  in  kta  falhn-ly  and  goneroui  frctin|r«  towards  bia 
country.  Mtmbosu  propMod  that  tlvc  Kini;  should  retire  ta  Xnr- 
tnandy,  which  province  was  very  faithfully  attached  to  hi*  cause,  and 
wbMdl*  on  account  of  it«  beinj^  near  to  Bretn|rnc!  and  Anjou.  botli  of 
whieb  wero  removed  from  the  froDticrs.  would  alTurd  a  «afv  sheltor  from 
tlitf  ntoim.  Tboro  be  roeomucudDd  that  tlto  King  nhnuld  codf^avour 
10  win  the  nation  o»«r  to  hin»(.-lf  by  prodanuitions  full  of  cucourafrir- 
inent,  by  reminding  it,  that  he  bait  always  shown  himself,  from  tho 
conimenceRicnl  of  his  reign,  the  enemy  of  despotism  nod  of  abuse*  ; 
that  h«  had  auugbt.  by  all  moans  ponible,  to  amoUorale  the  condition  of 
hispeoplvt  afid  that  hii  viu  the  Br«l  Kins  of  hi)  dynsity  who  had 
nidtATOured  t«  nndcipnte  the  wishes  of  the  nation,  by  promising  lo 
lakn  decided  ineaauros  for  bringing  about  tlic  restitution,  the  incrcasp, 
and  th«  ofganiutioo  of  it*  political  riffht* .  He  ndvised  that  Louis  the 
^XlcMiUi  ahould  procUim  his  inlenlton  of  taking  the  public  debt  into 
conuderation,  of  rciwwing  the  buia  of  ihv  Constitution,  of  ntxtlishing 
parltnmruts,  of  calling  around  him  the  National  Astembl?,  which  would 
moat  likely  at  once  nniiwer  his  itiviiaiioo  :  but  suppuiiu^  tkat  \hp  .\*t,ria- 
bly  fotind  it  impoaaihioto  join  the  Kiog  (for  it  cannot  be  imagined  that  il 
would  luhintorily  rofiisc),  a  new  form  of  legislature  must  be  adopted. 

"The  King  WAN  at  the  lanw  time  to  prolcat  against  anything  like 
nnnccestary  lutury  in  the  maintcnaace  of  Royalty;  to  declare  that  he 
would  l»e  eoolenlcci  with  a  mdlion  ns  King  and  Father  of  a  family ;  and 
hu  wa>  to  «i|imt  his  dmlra  that  all  the  revcnttcs  of  the  Slate  might  be 
nnnliod  to  tbi'  piiriioM  of  public  iiniirovcmviit :  hut,  tKAwilhsianding 
ihb  wiah,  ho  ahoum  not  mako  any  civango  with  regard  to  the  tmtAw- 
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0icnl»  of  office  vhidi  went  fnirly  nninirnl.     MiralM-aii  recomtnendeiJ, 
laVove  all  things  that  l))#  Kinv  should  act  with  drcieion,  and  tbnt  no 
lime  should  be  lost,  a>  ihc  peril  wa*  iin mini; ill. 

"According  to  mf  ApinioD,  the  difEcuUy  of  the  circumnlnncGs, &nd  tlio 
manner  of  laocting^  thrm,  couM  not  Have  been  more  clearly  xot  forjU. 
1 1  have  dwelt  with  considcraMo  auoniiou  uu  thia  |iajier  of  tho  i^ib  of 
October  1789.  but  I  shall  avoid  liDgvniig  u  long  ovvr  thv  otltcr  aolvK 
nnd  oWcrvatioRi,  vtliieh  will  be  fouml  ainuoft  tli«  other  nuiU-rtoli  which 
1  have  in  my  poMeniofi,  and  whicli  will  Mfrvo  to  show  Miriibcau's  ideas 
OQ  tlw  pre^rnt  of  ttveou.  In  ihi*  initance,  however,  I  liavu  Lmhi 
aniiiou!!  to  |iravc,  oiice  fur  all,  wliat  w«ra  the  views  tie  eiiterluined,  rroin 
this  period,  and  how  he  wna  able  to  reconcile  hif  tove  of  couftiluiiotui 

trinciplcK  with  the  welfare  of  the  monarchy.  Not  long  bi-forc  iMifa> 
tnu  placed  the  ahove-fiienliuned  paper  in  my  hands,  I  had  had  rather 
■n  ati^y  convcrealion  with  him.  It  will  be  rcmeinbcrcd,  thai  un  tho 
occahioii  of  tiio  lianijui*t  nhicli  wai  ^iven  in  the  (Jriingery  al  Veri^aillcs 
by  thu  Gdrdea-du-Coi'pa  to  ibo  officers  of  tlio  FlemiBh  regiment,  Mira- 
tieaii  had  witli  great  irapcTliacnoc  attacked  the  Qucvo  at  the  tribuiH', 
who  had  nuido  her  apnearancc  for  a  few  niinutea  in  the  (iailory  of  iho 
Orangery.  I  reproached  hini  aevcnf-ly  with  ihi*  iinmnnly  attack,  and 
•hoM«d  him  Ihiit  he  ought  to  be  uliaincd  of  himself  to  inaVe  sucli  itut- 
nuations  againsl  a  dcfciieeicsB  woman,  and  in  a  case  when^  do  danger 
un«  likely  to  nccruc  to  him,  for  he  could  not  iuiluoc  nto  tu  believe  that 
in  this  circunuLonce  be  had  acted  wiib  a  view  U>  hia  iicrsoiutl  iccurity. 
1  did  not  atU'tiipl  to  sofleii  my  laiiguago  or  to  coocmI  from  liini  ihnt 
bis  condiKt  on  thin  oceasion  had  filled  me  with  db^it  at  the  llboughl 
afny  relations  with  hitu.  At  finl  hi!  endeavoured  lo  justify  hinuelf 
by  ncvounting  for  his  fiuill  by  tb<!  c:tei(einent  which  be  experienced  at 
tlio  tribune,  and  the  prorocniion  which  he  received  from  the  member* 
on  the  right  ude  of  the  .'V4^embly.  lie  was  not  lun^,  however,  before 
he  avoved  himitelf  wranf^,  and  be^f^ed  me  lo  call  to  mind  my  friendship 
for  him,  in  order  to  forgive  liiin  tliia  time ;  he  added,  that  ihero  wij 
aothins  in  the  world  which  he  would  not  do  to  prove  lo  me  th.it  he 
desireo  my  i.**tc('m.  It  waa  in  tltit  frnmu  of  niind  tliiil  ho  M't  nliout 
wriiiuff  tho  document  to  which  I  have  ji]»t  alluded.  I  fi^lt  quite  con- 
viucrd,  Ihiit  under  the  present  stale  of  airairs  the  pioii  which  Miiabeau 
Uid  down  in  hi*  paper  won  the  only  one  which  could  be  adoplnl,  with  a 
view  of  preventing  the  power  of  Royalty  fVom  being  <|uitc  trampled 
Ufion,  ait  well  ns  that  of  Iho  AMCcnbly ;  I  bi^ao  tlierororv  lo  reflect  seri- 
ously 08  to  the  means  to  be  u»ed  in  order  to  g^t  this  paper  pl.ic»l  in 
the  King**  h^nds.  At  length  I  cnme  to  this  rnsolution  :  I  did  not  with 
precisely  at  this  time  lo  run  the  ritk  of  going  to  the  Tuilcrics  to  speak 
lo  the  (juoi'n,  for  she  was  then  partittiUrly,  and  with  re^ijon,  ouupn- 
laled  iifininiit  Mirabcnii,  in  consrquriK-r  of  tho  allsrk  hn  ti.id  made 
Upon  her  at  the  Tribune.  Those  who  wem  about  tbt^  Qti<.-cn,  loo.  had 
persuaded  her  that  Mirabeau  was  the  anihor  of  the  tumult  on  (he  Slh  of 
Oetobcr,  nnd  eoniniucintly  might  be  looked  upoin  a*  one  of  her  encmieSi. 
Though  I  lind  otver  held  very  ititiinate  relation!)  with  Moiiaieitr  ih* 
Comta  de  I'rovence,  I  knew  him  to  ho  a  man  of  sense  and  deliberation, 
aud  generiilly  well  informed,  and  I  thought  that,  in  a  matter  of  this 
kind,  conlideiice  ni^hl  be  placi^d  In  him. 

"  I  applied  to  M.  de  La  Cliatro,  the  liriil  gciillemnD  of  his  bcd-clutm* 
her,  to  obtain  an  audicnco  of  the  Frinco  fur  tiie,  which  I  begf^ed  might 
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b«  M  priTate  as  po«»>ti1e,  for  Monviear  tuf  a*  much  watched  at  ibe 
Luinnbouiy  aa  the  King  wu  xi  ibe  TuUerivs.  Thu  suihvjtcn  was 
granted  mr,  mid  M.  <1p  1^  Chiilrc  r«ii4ticteil  me  itilu  tliv  pruiirnc«  uf 
the  Princi'  telwteii  iuii1nij(hi  aijJ  uiie  o'tjlack. 

"  1  benan  by  ei)i!Hitii[i(,'  to  Mon&i^ur  that  I  coDiiiUtrcd  the  Coait<!  dc 
AliralM!AU  a  very  (butgrnxis  iii«n  to  have  arling  in  o^jioMlion  to  \t»  in 
the  pre»«Dt  cjisi»  of  ntTairs,  and  that  i  llK>U);hi  the  Covi'mnH-nt  ongbl 
to  take  stepK  lo  sNtin'  him  li>  itself.  J  g&ve  him  a  shorl  ncscoiiiit  v(  all 
that  I  have  pri^vtouslv  i>tu[vd  with  regard  to  tnv  rwliiiion*  wiih  Mirabcau, 
ftud  I  added,  thai  an  I  hiid  known  btin  before  the  Rvvolutioti,  I  had 
valchod  all  hit  prmtviUngs  fr»m  iJia  opc^int;  i>f  tbo  Siaie^-(ii?nFra). 
vitb  a  rii-w  of  nialiiii^  him  iiaef'ul  to  ihv  Kiii|r's  itilorrMo,  and  that  all 
that  had  been  said  about  hii  bclongiui);  to  the  Orleans  party,  auil  sboui 
Ills  bcitig  niiii'it  up  with  the  plot  of  iliv  5lb  oiid  (ilh  of  October  was 
iitti-rly  falst ;  thai,  far  from  approving  tUo  »ioh>ncD  which  had  draggi-d 
the  King  tp  Pari»,  he  coniidiTi'd,  on  the  coDiraiy,  that  Louis  the  Sii- 
tMtnth  nnd  Iraoee  were  loat,  without  clianco  of  vscnpc,  if  bin  ^taJKly 
could  Doi  W  w  ithdnwn  from  that  dangerous  rit^ ;  and,  by  wav  uf  proof 
of  what  I  vfts  Buying,  1  had  brouf^ht  with  tut-  a  docamrot  writti^  by 
MirabPaii  himself,  in  which  he  described  ihe  nnna  which,  accordinff  tu 
fata  ojunion,  ought  to  bv  rtnploycd  to  love  the  King  and  the  Mon&rcnr> 

"  Slonaiuur  liftrDcd  to  mv  altt^ntivcl^  tliroughout,  hv  approved  of  too 
manner  in  which  I  had  acted,  imd  then  tool:  thn  pnptr  which  I  held  in 
my  hand  from  me,  and  read  It  iu  injr  proseucv,  makiug  occasional 
obserTatioDs  sometimes  relative  to  the  pasiagea  which  be  ihoti^ht  wcru 
involved,  aod  Aomcliiiwi  rclniivc  to  tha  nieflBures  proposed,  when  bo  did 
not  consider  theni  eaa^'  of  (•xi-culioo.  He  did  not  hnltaie>  huwevpr,  to 
aay  to  inc  thai  he  approved  tu  the  main  uf  ibc  plan  which  was  carred  out, 
but  he  vas  convincM  hefurehainl  that  tint  King  would  not  adopt  it.  I 
ontjvatcd  Moii9ii--ur  to  proniiic  ibat  he  woald  apeak  to  tho  Quoen  ou  the 
Bubjecl,  nbn,  if  ibc  wier«  once  ooUTitMed  h«n«f  of  the  [inidvucc  of  tho 
mensiiro,  might  induct'  tliv  King  to  ogreo  lo  its  being  carried  out. 

"  '  Ynu  arc  mi^lakcn,'  >aid  he,  "  if  yon  think  the  Qiiecu  will  be  allowed 
lo  influt^Dce  the  King's  opinion  in  so  grave  a  iiinlt«r.' 

"  I  replied  that  tbm  he  must  he  awar«  that  all  waa  toat  if  thi*  Klag'a 
revolution  or  the  Queeo'i  inflwmce  could  not  h»  r«li«d  upon. 

*"  1(1  order  to  give  you  an  idea,* said  Monsieur, 'as  to  the  King's 
mciliad  of  proceeding,  when  pcfhajK  Ihe  Qummi  would  apprar  to  have 
interfered  iu  an  aiTair  of  iinpanancv,  I  must  relate  tojou  nimt  happened 
one  day  when  the  Archbiabop  of  Toulouiw  (M.  dv  Briennc)  waa  still  a> 
the  bead  of  the  mininLry.  M.  de  Brienite  wished  to  get  the  Boron  da 
DtVlMiil,  who  wax  in  hia  way,  diamisscd  from  the  minialry ;  he  apoke 
iareral  timra  to  the  King  on  the  »ubjrct,  tnit  without  aaoons.  The 
raore  the  Archbiahop  perceived  lliat  the  King  retisted  his  importunity, 
tbo  more  b«  felt  the  importance  of  ronwving  M.  dr  Rrctcuit,  therefore, 
tia  igHin  returned  to  the  charge.  At  length  the  King,  in  order  lo 
obtain  peace,  taid  to  him,  "  Vou  ■ie>etDlo  bo  very  antioiu  about  it  I  well, 
J  BiTpmy  con»(TOt;  you  have  only  to  induce  bimiogivein  hi*  mignauoa." 
In  K  few  minuUif  he  add«d,  with  a  kind  of  saltHfnciioa, "  It  'a  as  well, 
loo,  aa  he  is  complelely  under  the  Uueen't  iiitiufitc^."  Tho  w««kiM«a 
and  irrcMlutton  of  tho  King,'  c>^><tiniicd  Mumipur,  '  nrc  beyond  anything 
oaw  MB  imuiae-  Id  order  to  have  a  perfect  illuilraiJon  of  his  character, 
vou  oilUt  ptclnrc  youaeJf  vainly  attempting  lo  prevent  two 
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Iwlli  from  sliding  opart.'  Aftnr  two  hfiuK'  con»cni«tioi»  with  Mwdsimit, 
wliicli  M  rnr  ii«  I  VIA)  piTDOnallv  cinrrnieil,  pn*»<-(t  avay  vt-ry  ple>- 
tatitly,  I  <|uitted  kiei  prMrnce  impressed  with  a  prAFuunil  hadiicsi.  I 
httd  lifooin*  awara  tbat  it  would  ba  impoisnlito  to  mnkt^  tlic  King  ndopt 
those  ra«r^le  ismuuivi  vliich  «1nn«  coiild  uve  him,  and  thai  resolu- 
lion  and  BrinoeM  were  waiilinf;  pi^cloclv  wlicr«  it  wu  ittOBt  I'tisential 
that  ilieitc  i|iuililie«  should  be  found.  W  ben  all  hope  ws«  nbandoiicd  of 
inducing  the  Kiii^  lo  quit  i'aris,  it  waa  iropoRaible  U>  dUgfuise  from 
OD«»clf,  that  nianarchy  tlood  on  ihp  brink  of  an  abyis.  MirsbMU  was 
JncMHDlly  declaring  tu  me,  that  if  the  King  aod  Que«u  remained  in 
Pnrit,  WH  might  expect  some  frigbtfiil  tcenes  to  take  place,  iaasmuch  at 
the  po[>ulaci!  were  likely  to  be  made  b  tool  by  the  lorcn  of  x-dition, 
and  it  «a«  inipotiibl«  to  eay  how  far  popular  fury  might  bo  carried ; 
he  added  tirnily.  that  civil  war  naa  now  the  only  iDrasun*  which  would 
•er*«  to  eslab1i*h  the  Kiii^'*  k-giltmate  authority.  ThJa  kind  of  war  did 
nnt  irctn  to  itinpir^  him  wji.h  so  much  dread,  aa  th«  horrors  which  he 
foreaaw.  <For  war.' raid  he*, 'eiidowstlivniind  with  fraih  energy,  and 
Trmove*  titc  taint  which  it  ho*  imbibed  from  ioi morality.'  1  then 
r<.-prcaentcd  to  him  bow  impOBsible  it  was  for  tho  King  to  etll«r  iato  a 
»ar  when  ho  Blood  in  nwd  of  money. 

"'Citil  war,'  cuclainied  bt>,  *  cau  always  he  carried  on  without 
money  ;  and  braidea,  under  surli  circutnitnncrN  ai  the  present,  it  would 
not  be  of  long  duration.  Frenchnifn  are  all  auxioui  lo  obtain  either 
poita  or  money  ;  if  pratnif«a  wore  insd«  them,  you  would  soon  ae«  tW 
King's  parly  predomtnaio.' 

"  it  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Oule  of  Orleatn*,  in  coMe4|U«ioe 
of  a  very  angry  coavcr»ation  with  M.  de  La  Fayolte,  relative  to  the 
events  of  the  5th  and  Gib  of  October,  wa>  oompclled  to  viHit  Engiaod, 
toeiecate,  it  vaa  laid,  an  important  nii^tioo  for  the  King,  though  this 
rt-port  had  not  the  slighteai  foundation.  The  Duko  of  Orleana  was 
eitremely  aiiooycd  that  be  waa  obliged  to  undertake  thi*  journey,  fur 
Iw  foresaw  thai  the  public  would  loon  be  informed  a*  to  the  r«al 
motive  oF  his  drpnrtum.  It  wa»  indeed  very  hnmiliating  for  Ibis 
princ«  to  be  obliged  to  yield  to  M.  de  La  Fayette  a  imperious  will,  and  to 
admit  that  he  had  had  midc>  share  in  the  provocations  which  led  to  the 
tumult  of  the  5th  and  filh  of  Oolobcr. 

"  For  lomc  time  be  hesitated  how  he  should  act,  and  the  Duke  de 
Lauiun  wiia  coranii'tioneit  by  him  to  consult  Mirabpau,  as  to  tlio 
nuinner  in  which  he  ^the  Prince)  abould  prooceiL  Mirabenu  waa  just 
then  conlincd  by  illucas  to  the  Ili^tcl  de  Malte,  wbeie  he  resided  when 
in  Paris.  I  happ«nrd  to  be  with  him  when  the  Duke  Ae  Lnuiun  paid 
him  a  visit,  with  a  view  of  rvlaiing  what  bad  pas* ed  bi-t ween  the  Uukeof 
Orltanaand  MM.  dc  Lo  Fnyctie,and  Montmortn.  M.  do  Lb  Fnyctte  had 
addressed  himself  to  M.  Monlmorin,  to  proctirp  his  nii»i«taric«  in  getting 
rid  of  the  PriocK.  upou  wliimi  he  wished  to  caat  all  the  couipqueuce*  of 
the  crimes  committed  on  the  6th  of  Uctohor,  which  he  bimwlf  had 
been  unable  to  torcsoo  would  happen,  and  which  he  had  not  prevented 
Ukbg  place. 

"Minibeau.  lu  I  have  before  mentioned,  thought  vrry  meanly  of  (he 
Duke  of  Orl«ans,  bat  he  would  hnve  ])r«ferr«d  hm  remaining  in 
I'rancp ;  bocnitse  if  the  iieceskity  of  his  depariuru  from  the  couairy 
had  bcvn  enfoTC«-d  by  La  Fayrttr.  the  latter  would  thus  have  acquired 
loo  much  importance  and  power,  and  this  might  have  rendered  him 
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dangerous  to  Die  mooarcby,   Kfakh  it  was  atmdy  i>up|Mii«d  be   wa» 
Mwous  to  ovcrLhrow. 

"  SooD  ztivt  iko  iMeiubliDg  of  (bo  SUtm-Gontnl,  Mirabnti  had 
)Min«1niU:il  M.  (Ii>  La  p«yclte'is  views,  aud  bad  l>«coino  awaiv  tliat  if  be 
yicit  (uccv-Nful  in  c^rryiiig  iticm  out,  tticy  uiut  uodoulitcdly  Ickd  to  s 
Mpablic ;  he  did  Dot  therefore  dcwre  ilul  *  laui,  wbo  ma  even  at  (hit 
time  all  powerful,  tltould  be  letl  wUboui  a  counterpoise,  and  he  Wliwod 
that  (be  Duke  of  Ortuin'i  dvpuriuiL-  would  at  oiicc  confina  bU  pre- 
dumtnnncy.  AfierUstcDingallonlivoly  tti  M.  Ae  Lautun,  he  said  that  bit 
opinton  wa*,  that  the  Duke  of  Orleans  ought  not  to  submii  to 
La  Fdjrctlc,  who  «iu  giring  himself  the  ain  of  the  Mairc  du  pnhii,  and 
ho  adfled,  'that  if  on  the  day  following  the  morrov,  the  Uukc  of 
Orleani  vrould  nuke  hii  appeannce  in  (be  AMemblft  he  Mirab«*u 
would  aluck  La  Tajcttc,  and  would  gpuak  in  such  manucr  as  at  onea 
to  csEl  aside  all  hia  pretension!.'  The  Duke  dc  Lauiun  engagied  thai 
l)i«  Dtike  of  Ortcans  *hoiiId  Appear  in  the  Aiserobly,  which  at  that 
lime  bold  i(9  tianeai  at  VenailU-».  Mirabvaii  louk  care  to  goearljr  on 
ihe  day  ho  had  msDtioaed,  but  he  had  no  sooner  taken  liis  placp,  than 
he  received  a  note  from  M.  de  Lauzun,  in  which  ho  infortocd  htm,  that 
the  Duko  of  Orleans  had  »et  out  for  England.  It  was  then  that 
Mirabeaa  mid«  the  fulloiting  indisnaat  «xdamatioo,  to  which  an 
allusion  )ia«  ao  frrfjucnlly  been  made.  ■  It  is  stated  that  I  belong  to 
hit  party,— why,  I  would  not  even  hare  him  for  my  vAlell' 

"However  iiniiffyri'mly  Mirabeau  thought  of  La  Fay*tle  pcraonally, 
be  did  not  a  moment  deceive  himsvlf,  as  to  the  nocctsity  of  taking  him 
into  coiiiideralion  in  the  management  of  affitirs,  for  he  was  fully  aware 
thai  he  (La  FayHtc)  had  caned  out  a  position  for  bimaelf,  and  had 
managed  to  MH^urc  to  bimolf  coDskli'rabU  populirily. 

"Mirnbcau  had  often  sought  his  acquainiamx',  witli  a  view  uf  plan- 
ping  viih  biia  the  beat  means  of  preaerring  the  country  from  complete 
anarchy,  into  which  it  wa»  daily  more  certainty  plaining,  iteiidc*  iho 
nutnber  of  letters  which  Mirabeau  wrote  me,  relDiivc  to  hit  negocintiutu 
with  Ia  Fsyftle, e^pt^cially  conccminjt  thoac  vhich  went  forward  during 
the  month  of  October,  I7SU,  among  bis  paper«  will  be  found  proof* 
uf  wlut  I  have  rtalvd  on  llhia  mbjixt.  The  k-UeT»  which  pused  b^ 
twcen  Mirabeau  aud  mytvlf  during  the  nMinth  of  October,  1  789,  will 
serve  to  show  what  hia  situation  was  at  (hia  time.  Eoibirrassmcnt  of  a 
pvciMliary  iiaiur«  met  him  at  ovcry  liim ;  the  adraiicea  of  money  that 
1  waa  able  to  make  him  were  some  umrcc  of  good  to  hiin,  but  uiifor- 
luiutely  (hey  did  not  reinedy  (he  principal  evil,  Mirabeaa  rw^uired  a 
targe  aum  to  placo  him  out  of  difficulty ;  in  order  to  obl^n  it*  he  sought 
nt  linl  for  a  |KiHilion  whicl)  would  givtt  liira  tbe  means  of  empluying 
and  improving  bis  talents,  and  with  this  view  he  was  anxious  to  cnicr 
the  ministry.  La  Fajulte  became  the  confidant  of  his  plans,  and  at  one 
time  he  evpD  ofirred  to  place  in  Mirabeaii's  hand*  the  sum  of  fifty 
ihoiiMnit  frnnc*,  which  was  undoubtedly  to  be  procured  from  the  Kings 
eivlt  list:  btit  this  »iim  was  iipvpr  received,  lie  propoM?d  an  embany 
to  him  abo,  which  wai  to  »crTe  aa  a  stcpping-stuue  to  the  ministryi  hut 
Mirsbrau  refused  all  hii  offers  of  oasistance. 

"  'i'lit*  stale  of  aflaira  appvared  to  him  to  be  daily  wearing  an  aspect 
of  greali'r  imjiurtuncc,  and  be  bi-licvi-d  soon  that  he  would  hv  tbc  only 
luao  to  jireicQt  Ihc  edifice  from  cruutbling  beneath  our  feet.  The 
publie  supplies  could  no  longer  bo  tumishet),  and  in  the  niiiiislry  (lis- 
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ordor  had  reached  its  ulinoat  hei|>))l.  At  thla  pr«ciM  nom^Dt  Mirabeau 
prcparnl  to  Attack  tlii*  minUtry,  M.  Nt-ckcr  via*  ou  tli«  |iaiiil  of  r«xi}^- 
ing  Hm  puHl,  the  gL-ncrai  tlbturbanct-  would  mom  likely  bv  Ti-ry  great, 
nnd  Mirabeau  would  alone  be  tli«  only  p«r<ion  to  tttra  the  torrent. 
U[ifuriiiiuitc:ly,  all  bin  kcIil'tiilt*  tvcrc  ovcrtbrawn  by  ibt'  proclamatioit 
(rliicb  was  iuued  on  the  7th  of  November,  IIS^J,  whicli  forbad  lueiii- 
ber«  of  the  Astembly  from  entering  ih*  miniitry.  Tlic  isaue  of  this 
decree  form*  an  iaaportaiil  era  tti  iVlirabcau's  politicul  career  ;  hi*  am- 
bitioo  received  a  sudden  check  :  his  hope  of  placing  hiniu'lf  at  iIht  head 
of  the  adninixtrnlion  of  afTairt,  with  a  «iow  of  saviD([  the  monarchy, 
nt  once  coiu]>lelely  rani»he<l>  IIU  pontetnpt  for  (he  Asrctnbly  continued 
vi«ibly  to  iocreu'ii',  iind  for  some  time  he  appi-ared  to  be  perfectly  dia- 
eouraged  and  indilTerciit  cuiiccniiii^  public  alTiiini.  A  letter  of  Mira- 
beau'a  »ist«r  to  his  wife,  a  niu^h  copy  of  vihicb,  written  by  lierielf,  is  in 
my  poii»M*ion,  gives  a  faithful  and  viniple  (k»cri}itiou  of  his  feelings 
and  poliiieal  views  at  thiii  period.  It  will  be  found  among  hi)  papen, 
aud  is  dated  D«c«iab«r,  1789. 

"  NolwilhtUiidiDF  tbu  hoiwlet*  nature  of  my  coiivcnalion  with 
MoBtieur,  I  lenrul  tbsl  it  had  Dul  bn'u  without  useful  resutta,  for  iince 
tbe  Prince  lud  been  nwnre  of  Mimbonii'*  good  Intontion*,  lie  had  con- 
sulted bim  on  divvrg  m:iitnrs,  thruugh  (he  medium  of  the  Duke  dc 
l-i'vis,  capluiii  of  hid  guards. 

"Tlie  Duke  iv  Levi*  mu  a  iiian  of  coiisidi-roble  mind,  and  wu 
endowed  with  great  judgment  and  t^t,  vhicb  enabled  liin  to  form 
l^encrally  a  tolerably  correct  estimate  of  men.  Wbeii  a  member  of  tba 
Constilueul  AMembly,  his  (ipint»nt  were  always  full  of  wisdom  and 
moderation.  Ilia  conrersotions  with  Mirabeau  generally  took  plicc  in 
my  prcanncii ;  if  by  any  cbnnce  1  happcnicd  to  be  abacut  ou  lliese 
occaaious,  Mlrabeuu  aUays  gare  me  a  faithful  account  of  wbat  fand 
passed,  even  concerning  the  minutest  details. 

"  At  a  later  period,  during  my  Mtny  !n  llclgiuni,  Mirabcau  thought  of 
indticiuu  Monnitiur  to  enter  the  ministry,  and  he  aft«>rwards  aMistvd 
bitn  with  his  advice  in  the  a^r  of  Favvaa,  lleferences  to  tbew  two 
i|u«slinns  will  be  found  in  Icltent  wbich  be  dispatched  to  lue  wben  at 
urusacis.     Ilut  1  must  proceed  according  to  tbe  order  of  event*. 

"We  had  reached  Deecniber,  17Si>,  iit  llie  time  of  which  lam  speak- 
ing, mid  alt  Mirubeau's  eierliuus  for  the  puhlic  welfaru  had  failed,  lie 
bitterly  groaned  at  tbu  position  which  be  personalty  held,  when,  with  a 
juHt  nppreciutiuii  of  his  power*,  he  fell  himiiclf  «)iut  nut  from  all  possi- 
bility of  utiiug  tbem  with  advantage.  The  King's  miiiLtilcrs,  iitftcnd  of 
endravouriiig  lo  recoitdic  their  vicwc  with  his,  oiily  sought  to  render 
him  an  object  of  dishke  to  tho  public.  With  this  idea  they  accused 
him  of  beiu^  ibc  aulhur  and  one  of  ihe  principal  actors  of  the  scenes 
wbich  occurred  en  tlie  mcmorablo  days  of  the  £tli  and  6tli  of  October. 
Tbe  tlioutjht  that  such  an  accusation  wa^  east  upon  him  eompk-tely 
overwhelmed  bim,  and  on  ibis  occasion  be  again  oicUimeil,  'Alasl  how 
the  immorality  which  uiarked  my  youth  unfits  me  fur  working  in  the 
public  sorvtco  !'  How  many  timet  ilnco  that  period  has  he  repealed  in 
differeul  form  tbe  Kubitance  of  theae  words,  and  in  an  accent  of  iidooo- 
troUftblc  grief  and  remorse  1 

''At  thin  juiKturo  of  afTairo  I  fell  completely  dJvcoumged  and  resolved 
to  retire  from  the  Awetnbly  and  for  the  prescul  visit  the  I^w  Coiintries. 
Minbeau  tried  to  persuade  nm  to  nnuain,  by  reminding  mc  of  our 
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frii^ndiihip  for  each  olli«r,  nnrf  of  Uip  inUtrcM  wliich  lis  kn«w  1  felt  for 
tite  KojftI  I-Bmily,  «nil  if  1  wer*  on  the  npol  lie  tlioiight  I  niiglit  be  of 
usr.  '  ir  civil  war  sbouM  come  upon  us,'  taid  he,  '  we  ini^ii  be  nbic  !■> 
Mtrve  th«  Koys)  «iun>  i  you  in  a  niliUrj'  |>oint  of  viuw  and  I  politically.' 
For  a  fpn  Aajs  li!>  observatioDR  hnd  (tome  elTocl  upon  rap,  aiul  I  did  not 
ciirry  out  aty  rrGolulion;  but  I  foon  rvUirncd  to  my  first  plnii,  for  I 
e'Xp4>ri«RCMl  mi  iineoticiuorablu  deiiri'  to  withilfAw  from  icenea  which 
alimiitely  harronod  my  ffelings  and  inepirod  ni«  nitb  dttgtut.  I  felt 
too  timt  Bt  a  di^taucv  my  mind  would  tw  iiiM  fcttrrcd  by  pariy  opinion, 
Mid  I  ■■hoiild  he.  bt'Ucr  able  to  Jud^  of  ibow  nntit)  wliicb  1  had  vit- 
iii-Hsi-d.  I  Ml  out,  ihcrcfurr,  on  iho  I5th  of  DecvniWr,  I  78^,  for  my 
miaic  of  Itaisint-fi  which  Iny  bctwven  Toumiiy  and  Valcndenitcs.  where 
I  romninGd  for  SL'Tt-ral  d.iys,  nnd  afterwards  I  nurtod  for  th«  I^ow 
Couniri^s.  Here  a  iwoltitinn  had  brokrn  otit  ngalnhi  tho  Mwrcigiity  of 
Aiisiiia,  but  on  widely  different  priiici]>l«s  frain  tboic  which  had  occa- 
nioncd  otic  in  France. 

"  Joseph  tho  Second,  Emperor  of  Gcnniny,  tli»  Soreivl^  of  ihti 
I^w  Countries,  and  the  sucoesAorof  Marie-Tlim'M-,  had  not  udoptrd 
that  wise  and  tolerant  tyslcnQ  of  gav«niinent  pnrAti«(l  by  hi*  mothtr. 
M«ric-Tht-ri^'  coniidtirvd  that  the  institution*  and  cu*lonii«  of  n  propl«, 
when  they  did  not  give  birth  to  aoything  Ihal  wan  nnnirury  in  llit-  laws 
of  morality,  oiij^ht  to  be  respected,  and  in  j^iovpming^  lh«  l^w  Counirie« 
and  tlie  oiher  portionii  of  tli«  Aiiitnan  dominion*  tho  bad  alwny*  kept 
ibic  idea  in  rifw.  Her  Miti,  ou  the  contrary,  *iel  bimsrlf  up  for  a 
ltcfomj(?r.  and  liejtoti  to  make  violc-nt  ehanf^ca  in  ttiu  inttitulioo*  of  hi* 
people.  I  [e  was  born  In  ■hint'  in  society,  but  he  lacked  tho«e  qiinlitte* 
of  mind  which  an*  neCL-iaary  lo  make  a  great  Sovoroi^.  H»  roter- 
tiiin«d  the  same  notion  n«  mitny  p«<ople  at  th«  lim«  he  livtd,  that  of 
ln'sluwiiig  upua  nation*,  according  to  thdr  idna,  ch*  mjoymenl  of  in- 
cmsed  liberty. 

Mjotcph  the  Second,  bo««*«r,  could  nercr  follow  up  bis  sehomei ;  a 
plan  which  be  had  laid  down  one  day  was  rejected  ilic  next,  and  by  thia 
manner  of  proceeding  be  nude  bini.-%lf  enemies,  not  only  among  lho«e 
pertons  to  whom  hi»  coniomnUitBd  reforma  were  difpleaiinpr,  but  amon^ 
those  by  wiiom  at  first  they  bad  met  with  approbation.  Ever  since  tbia 
monarcD  bud  been  on  the  ibroiie,  and  exaclly  ei^bt  ynir*  had  elapsed 
from  iho  death  of  Marie-Theri-*?,  he  had  been  eiidearoiiriii|{  to  aliolish 
all  ibe  piifilegr*  and  to  change  and  reform  nil  the  principles  and  CUJ- 
toms  which  bad  hitherto  prevailed  in  the  varioui  brsiicbva  of  govemmeat 
and  adniitii»lration. 

*'  Thv  Low  Countries,  which  bad  ever  iliown  sucli  a  loyal  attachment 
to  bis  niulbcr,  were  justly  indignant  at  hi*  cooduct,  and  hnd  opetiljr 
revolted  ajjainst  his  aulJiorily.  The  crcnl*  which  were  lukiu);  place  at 
tills  lime  in  Belgium  were  quite  us  mueb  calculalei]  lo  rxcile  iutere*t  as 
ihote  in  France.  Tfae  rank  which  my  family  held  in  IMaiuni  nod  the 
property  which  w«  poMMtod  in  ibi*  country  were  coinpleloly  at  ilake, 
on  MCOUnl  of  the  disiurbancw  wbich  bad  broken  out ;  (hcrrforc  it  wa« 
not  niorely  fro«D  curioisiiy  that  I  lutrted  my  attention  l»  the  prewnt 
*tat«  of  auaira  in  ^«lg!um,  but  aiwo  becouf«  I  was  pertunally  interested 
in  tbcm." 
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Till  hutory  of  the  ercntfu]  contnte  which  eonvalwd  Enj^imd  in 
tim  Mveiiteenth  ci>ntuTy,  cnn  ucva  loae  iU  Siitenat.  Succci-d'mg  cttdU 
in  this  aa  well  un  in  utlier  ciountriiM^  fanportniit  aa  thfv  hare  befn.  hare 
MTved  mthor  to  odd  to,  that)  detract  fnra,  tlio  tmhI  with  whicli  we  pertus 
th«  account  of  thoM  lliruc*  miJ  BlTUp;g1(«,  hy  whiuh.  through  much  tri- 
bulnlioii,  our  constitution  was  at  last  established  en  the  firm  bnsis  on 
which  it  now  reals — the  wondcrnnd  it(ltnira.ticin  of  the  dvili7>Ml  worH. 

At  thia  tirnn  «uch  n  Mnteinplation  is  more  especially  interettinff  ;  for 
W«  ham  lived  to  see  other  nations  pass,  hkc  vs,  through  th«  Korful 
•tniggle  lor  lib«rty,  and,  unlike  uf,  let  the  inrahinMo  pr'Ko  ilip  from  their 
graspt  before  they  hniil  well  appreciated  its  bcntfitg.  At  (liii  time,  when  we 
ant  wtll-nigli  the  lole  naliou  on  thit  lide  of  the  Atlantic  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  penonal  liberty  and  constitutional  freedom,  it  it  indeed  u  Uak 
which  tiHiy  woll  engage  our  attention,  to  look  back  upon  the  manner  in 
which  tlioie  libertiei  were  oiwrted,  and  trace  the  sttrps  hy  which  that 
constitution  was  plu«d  so  socurety  on  its  ftundotions,  that,  though  like 
the  Coniiih  L<^[an  Stone,  it  may  b«  made  to  Tibrale  to  the  one  riJe  or  to 
the  otheT)  it  luiilinmly  reverts  to  a  position  of  security,  from  which  it 
would  Heem  imposublc  for  ttiv  power  of  man  to  remove  it. 

But  if  such  attention  is  accorded  to  the  laboun  of  tho  historian,  an 
interad  if  potnble  still  ntore  lively  haiif^  upon  the  pen  of  the  biographer. 
To  become  scquainted  with  the  thoughts  and  the  feelings,  the  hopes  nnd 
the  fears,  the  speeches  and  the  actions  of  those  who  moved  among  suck 
stirring  sceneir  is  indeed  to  be  ourselves  present  amongst  them— to  play 
our  own  part,  to  fight  our  own  battle*,  whether  in  the  field  or  in  the 
lenate,  to  suiinate  ourselves  with  the  passion  of  loyalty,  with  the  enlhu- 
siaam  li>r  liberty,  which  actuated  those  in  whom  we  so  deeply  interest 
ourxelvcs.  To  dwvll  upon  the  actinns  of  the  mighty  ilraH,  ntiJ  tnnltr  our- 
selves acquainted  with  the  springs  that  prompted  Ihetn,  is  at  all  liiues 
a  ptufitahltt  oceupution ;  hut  in  many  cases  wlien  we  attempt  to  detect 
tbuea  last  our  penetration  is  l«t)led:  so  many  hidden  motive*  urv  brou^l 
into  play— the  force  of  habit,  the  power  of  parly  spirit,  t«r!y  education,  and 
professional  engagemsnts  mould  the  choraclur  of  so  many  who,  gr«at  and 
IKiwerful  in  their  genomlion,  have  yet  been  content  to  fullnw  the  beaten 
track,  and  have  ilmink  from  carving  out  a  line  for  th«niet;lves. 

In  those  days,  however,  such  causes  had  compuatively  littlo  powct — 
the  importance  of  the  issuM  at  slake  compelled  each  one  to  judge  for  him- 
self, and  to  bend  the  powcn  of  his  individual  mind  to  the  cliuicc  of  tha 
line  of  conduct,  which  it  was  his  dirty  to  pursue.  TTii*  point  is  re- 
markably illustrated  by  the  fact,  that  tnaiiy  of  th«  greatest  and  most 
distinguished  statesmen  of  the  tirnv  wore  compelled  by  the  force  of  their 
own  eonvicUons  to  break  the  ties  that  hound  them  to  their  party, 
and  not  all  together  (for  that  would  have  been  com rnra lively  an 
easy  larfi).  but  one  by  one,  as  their  ini^viditnl  jmlf^ient  prompted, 
pass  over  to  tho  opposite  tamp.  Among  the  mod  didtinf;iush«d  of 
tluMft  were  the  Lords  Pnlkbind.  Capell,  and  Meitfurd,  who,  all  of 
them  originally  members  uf  thi:  |>opiuar  party  and  opponents  of  the 
Court,  ultimately  breame  (lie  most  strcnuou:)  supporters  of  ibe  Cn>WB, 
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in  whow  (Icfbice  two  or  lliem  slied  their  blood,  «n»  on  the  (i«l<l  tnd  tlie 

L,Vtfaer  on  tlio  »cnf1bl<l.     Thcj   «ic)i  of  tUein,  alUiougb  of  difleronl  Hfun, 

their  public  career  al  nearly  the  iame  epoch — a  nnnddcncc,  whicli 

na/  probably  find  a  suflJcient  cnu««  in  the  fact  tli&t  up  to  that  time 

))tn  bid  been  litllv  opportunily  for  any  me,  not  tbMluteljr  a  ovature 

of  the  Court,  to  take  a  [HUt  in  the  afTaira  of  the  nation. 

Diaguited  nvith  tb*  eonduct  of  the  Ihrco  fmt  PmliamcntB  of  hi*  roign, 
V  Iiicli  ti3d  (lioun  a  greater  disposition  («  demand  a  redrcaa  of  tlieir  pitr- 
ancci  Dian  to  ^nt  the  Bupplies  that  he  required,  Cbarl«s  had  fn  t«o 
yonr»  lic«n  Iry'^S  ^^*'  ''"'''  *-'X)'>-^inrnt  oT  governing  n-ithuut  a  Parliament. 
Hi*  principal  ailviMr  fuid  coadjutor  in  this  had  teen  W«iitworth,  Earl  of 
Siraflbrd,  a  man  who.  howercr  mui'h  hie  iniquitous  condfinniilinii  and 
r  cniuJ  death  may  excite  our  lyinpathy,  cannot  bv  acquitted  of  the  grove 
of  conspirioz  ogiunst  the  tiborlics  of  hit  counti;.     Under  hia 
''nunsel.  and  with  tne  oMiitaiice  of  a  bench  of  comptianl  Judge*  and  an 
UHKnipuIoui  Lord  Ke«t>«r,  old  atatutea  had  bMn  exhutiiiMl  froiu  the  duit 
^of  centurieB,  antiquated  tozca  had  been  rcnrtd,  and  tbo  grievous  import 
of  Ship-monoy  liad  bovn  collected,  till  in  cftixt  a  lar^  roventic  liail  tmto 
~  ed,  whidi,  bad  due  economy  been  obttervMl,  and  all  expvttuve  wara 
Bvmded,  might  in  a  few  more  years  hftvo  Wen  luflkient  to  kcc(i  in  pay 
1)0  mtnvnar;  standing  anny  which  Stmflbrd  desinid,   and  thiu  IcMp 
Jown  and.  destroy  for  ever  the  lik-erties  of  the  people. 
What  might  nave  been  tliv  talc  of  the  people  of  England,  hod  that 
hone  eueee«dcd,  can  only  be  matter  for  conjectiin;.     It  plejucd  the 
(Almighty  in  h!«  Providence  to  overthrow  !t  by  inspiring  the  King  willi  a 
rprmct,  which  efTectuaUy  fnutrntcd  Stmnbid's  wcU'laid  modiinations, 
lite  Scotch  had  long  submitted  unwillin^y  to  the  Epieeowil  fomi  of 
Church  Oovemment ;  but  regardleai  of  tltcir  prejudices,  niM  influcncod 
~by  the  blind  dvsiic  for  unilbraiity  which  hoi  led  to  many  astravi  Cliarles 
'  d«terniined  to  impose  upon  ihen  the  Lituifiy  of  the  C'liureh  of  England. 
The  attempt  to  introduce  this  led,  it  will  lie  icmcmbertd,  to  a  riot,  the 
riot  to  scditioua  meetings,  wditioua  meetinn  to  rebellion,  and  the  rebel- 
lion  made  it  necessary  for  the  Kinjt  to  nuse  an  amy  and  mareh  north- 
wards to  suppre«  it.     He  ■umnienod  hi*  nobles  to  join  him,  and  it  b 
upon  tliit  occasion   (1639)  that  ne  first  hear  of  Ijord  Fiilkland,  then 
about  twcn»-«fiht  yean  of  age,  taking  a  pail  in  public  business.     He 
.  once  beWB  Iiad  occasion  to  contidcr  himself  agf^vvcd   by  the  King, 
Bving,  when  »  young  man  of  nineteen,  been  deprived  of  a  coniputny  of 
rhich  he  had  had  the  cMnniand,  and  afterwards  iniprisMied  in  the  Fleet, 
br  fitting  a  dud  with  his  succtasor.     He  was  now  again  dcttiiKxl  to  bo 
fdisBpfmnted :   ho   liad   been  promind   a   command^  it  was  giren   to 
another.     He  did  not,  however,  permit  his  private  fedingt  to  intorfien: 
witbhiadiity,  though  he  n«rer  ctai>cd  to  look  up9n  ilie  King  with  peraunal 
dislike,  even  in  tiM  tatter  [art  of  his  life,  when  no  one  fought  harder  in 
hi*  scTviice. 

Lord  Hertford  was  also  KunRMtied  to  join  tli«  expedition;  and  altbou^^i 
now  upwards  of  fiOy  year*  of  age,  and  mucli  addicted  to  study  aiid  r»> 
tiivmcnt,  and  hanng  wRend  "  ntany  and  continued  dtiob ligation*  from 
the  Court,"  h«  did  ivot  fiiil  to  obey  tlio  stnnmons,  and  he  abo  joined  Um 
troops  undiAf  lite  comnuind  of  liii  brother.in.law.  Lord  Ess«x. 

The  catiipa^i  was  only  portittlly  euceeeuful ;  a  treaty  was  made  at 
Berwick,  by  which  the  iicoU  gav«  up  nothing,  and  the  King  dislwnded 
I  anny  and  returned  to  Loudon.    Tlie  expense  of  this  expedition,  how* 
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trer,  made  it  abiolutely  nccessaiy  to  call  a  I^liiment,  and  accor<ltngty 
on  tlM  aixtccnlh  of  April,  164i>,  one  wu  ■ummwiod  at  ^Vc«tlnimtcr,  in 
which  iho  Ihrfc  RtaloBnien,  mon;  iiimii-iltatclv  tbesubjtict  of  ihix  iiotieei 
took  pari.  Lortl  Ht-rtforil  was,  of  coune,  in  his  pWe  in  the  I'pper 
(louse  ;  Liord  Kulkluiid  being  n  Scotch  I'ccr  had  no  te&t  in  the  Eiiglidi 
Houw  of  Lords,  but  being  relumtsl  Member  for  Newport,  Iila  of  VS'ight, 
h«  took  his  leat  in  th«  Lower  Ilutue,  as  did  Mr.  Csipell  aa  J^IemUiT  Tor 
the  Countv  of  (Icrtford. 

The  temper  of  this  Fsrliament  was  Tn«rc  modoraie  than  that  of  any 
of  it*  immediate  MredcMMor*;  aod  it  U  not  improbable  that,  on  the 
redrew  of  a  few  or  ibe  more  prtninf;  grievunwi.  the  King  would  have 
ohtaitiod  the  nippliea  that  he  so  much  needed ;  but  a  migunderetanding 
VTM  cniwcd  (whether  intctiliotiall^  or  not  hn«  l>c«a  much  disputed)  hy 
Sir  liaivy  Vane,  tlien  Secretary-  of  State*  and  Uk  King  angrily  diuolved 
the  Puliament  on  the  fourth  of  May. 

Tho  King  now  iignin  marched  northward*  against  the  Scots,  and,  find- 
ing tlie  ComiDcns  so  iiiipracticabie,  he  lul  upon  the  cxpetUent  of  calling  a 
Couiuil  of  PMn  only,  at  York. 

Lord  tTcrtlord  wan  aitii-'nj;  thoie  who  attended  the  srnnmona,  and  was 
bliottly  af^er  uj'iinlntid  one  qI'  the  Kngliah  CommiuioncrB  for  treating 
with  the  Scots.  Tlio  Scola,  however,  would  not  trutt  tli«  Ktn^  und  tha 
King  would  hnrdi)-  trust  hi«  own  Coiumiasioners.  so  that  the  trvaly  came 
to  nothing,  and  was  tnnslencd  to  London,  when;,  uii  the  third  of 
November,  Ptuliamcnt  once  more  atwmblod,  for  tliat  long  and  tiTontful 
seanon,  which  so  justly  earned  for  it  the  name  of  the  "  Long  Pior- 
liamenU" 

Up  to  ihtB  time,  Hertford,  Falkland,  and  Capell,  had  all  acted  na 
meinbcTB  of  th«  p^utar  party.  The  unanimity  o(  opinion  between 
them  wai  now,  howevor.  to  eease. 

On  the  eleventh  of  November,  the  lIouM  of  Commons  determined  en 
tm])each)ng  Straflbrd,  a  mcniure  wliich  Lonl  Fallclaod  «ii^ortt^,  although 
he  was  anxioui  that  the  House  should  proceed  in  a  more  ngular  manner 
than  it  appeared  inelined  to  do.  Mr.  Captll  alto  voted  for  the  measLire, 
lliouffli  be  afterwards  bitterly  repented  of  having  done  ao.  It  was  the 
oii«  remeuibrance  that  weifihed  lieavily  on  his  eonwience,  when  he  tiitn- 
■  Self  laid  down  hit  own  life  on  the  M&ffold. 

Lord  Hertlbrd,  however,  acted  diflercnily.  Thou^  he  bore  no  good 
will  either  to  Strafford  or  the  Court,  he  o|ipoKd  Uie  Bill  of  Attainder,  a« 
being  unwiae  and  unjust — unwise,  because  the  principle  of  constructive 
treason  therein  laid  down,  wo*  such,  that  no  man  htitding  a  responaible 
•ituation  in  tlie  public  nrvice,  could  feel  secure  from  being  repwd  for  his 
Mirvioea  by  th«  loss  of  hi*  he«d — and  unjust,  because  a  niau  was  thereby 
ptisidod  under  an  rx  poa  facto  law,  of  whidi  )i«  could  not  have  bcvn 
oognizoQt.  It  is  remarkable  that  Lord  Hertford  waa  not  present  on  tho 
last  division  on  this  Bill,  when  nineteen  peer*  out  of  forty-six  recorded 
their  votes  s^inst  it-  It  is  to  be  preeumtfd,  however,  that  lig  was 
unavoidably  alieenl,  or  ho  would  have  partaken  of  t)ie  ceruure  ubich 
Lord  Clarendon  unsparingly  beatowi  on  tho  Bishops  wlto  voluntarily 
absented  themselves. 

Tlwir  cowardice,  however,  if  sucii  il  wore,  speedily  met  with  ita 
reward.  Il  waa  not  long  before  Lord  Kalktand  himwlf  allnckrd  tlicni 
and  their  conduct  in  a  masterly  if^vcfa,  which  want  of  *pace  alono  pre- 
Tenta  us  from  inserling  in  ntotso,  IhiM^  we  cannot  forbear  from  giving 
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n  &«  rxtrects,  intercMing  t»  it  must  tw  at  llic  ptM«nt  lime  lo  Abwrre 
the  «itiinntiun  in  which  the  ultm  High  Oliurrh  doctnnoi  w«Tt)  bald^ 
not  by  DiaKDlers  or  Covenanlen,  but  by  luch  men  u  fatkland,  who 
aftcrvrardt  tcMifled  thdr  nttAchimnt  to  thisit  Church  and  King,  by  shed- 
dins  tb«ir  Iwat  Uood  in  their  Mfviot. 

Lord  Fdkland  saji, — 

"  A  little  seareh  will  aerre  to  fiivl  •otno  Diihops  and  th«r  adh«r*nU 
to  haro  b«on  tha  dattruction  of  Unity,  undec  pnt«nc«  of  Uniformity ; 
to  hare  brought  in  Supentition  and  Sciutdsl.  tmder  the  titles  of  Ilcver- 
»iic«  and  Deeeney,  to  have  defiled  oat  Church  by  adorning  our  Church<>«: 
to  haro  *latkcncj  tbo  (trictnan  of  that  union  Uisl  wob  formerly  l^twMii 
ua  and  thoae  of  our  reliipon  beyond  the  sea  ;  an  action  ai  impolitic  a« 
ungodly ;  we  thall  find  them  to  )tav«  tithed  mint  and  aniw,  imd  left 
undone  the  wcighti«r  worlci  of  the  law. 

"Some  have  evidently  laliourcd  to  bring  in  an  Engliili,  Ihoug^i  not  • 
Roman,  popery ;  nay,  eocnmon  fame  is  mora  than  (rrdinarily  faUe,  if 
none  of  them  have  feund  a  way  to  reconcile  lh«  opinions  of  Homo  to 
th«  prcfcnncnu  of  Englandt  and  to  be  ao  sbaolutaly,  diradly  and  rar- 
dially  Pamiti,  that  it  is  all  that  £l£00  a-year  can  do  to  keep  them 
from  MiDfentng  it." 

Lord  Falkland  supported  the  Bill  for  deprifing  the  Biihopa  of  then* 
aati  in  tl)o  ItotiM  of  Lordn,  and  of  their  other  temporal  dignitt«s.  Lord 
Hertford  in  the  Upper  House  oppot«d  it.  And  the  Bill  wat, ultimately 
thrown  out  Another  Dill  for  totally  aboluliing.  haI  only  Biihopi, 
but  all  Bccteauatical  dignitaries,  called  "The  Koot  and  Branch  Bill"  did 
not  rcctire  Lord  Falkland'i  support.  Indeed,  by  that  time  lie  had  bc^n 
to  perceive  the  l«ngthit  to  which  th«  popular  party  wen  being  hurried, 
and  his  ardour  in  theii  cauM  appeara  to  hav*  very  matavially  abated. 

Th«  conduct  of  the  King  hud  moreover  urdergono  a  very  tnotcrial 
dianga.  Straffotd  being  impeached,  Laud  imprisoned.  Finch  and  WinJtt* 
bank  voluntarily  exllod,  ha  dettrminod  to  call  to  his  councils  those  who 
pOMcspcd  the  confidence  of  the  Common*  ;  and  accordingly  in  the  "pring 
of  that  year  (February  1641),  Lord  Hertford  and  lix  other  Peers  of  tlw 
|m[>ii!ar  party  were  sworn  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  in  tl»e  following 
May,  Lord  Hertford  wu  appointed  to  iho  rceponsblc  pott  of  Qovemor 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Charlea  may  undoubtedly  havt  been  kindly 
dispoiod  toward*  him,  fur  the  part  that  he  had  taken  in  the  proceedings 
agumt  SinSiinli  and,  before  wo  quit  this  subject,  it  may  bo  at  well  to 
meBtiOR  tha  Bomewlint  singular  coincidence,  which  Lady  Thmsra  L«wia 
does  noi  appear  to  have  noticed,  that  on  the  very  same  day  on  which 
Did  Ituyal  AKsnnt  was  given  to  the  execution  of  Stisflbrd,  it  was  also 
l-iii»  to  the  Hill  securing  the  permanttnce  of  the  Partiamont,  by  which 
Churlua  was  himself  eventually  to  be  dvprived  of  faia  throne  and  life- 

Lofd  Mcrtfuid  doot  twt  appear  to  have  cofuidcrtd  his  office  as  a  mark 
of  &vaur  from  tho  King,  so  much  as  a  token  of  his  power  with  the 
Psrliament,  to  whom  he  tooms  to  hare  considered  himielf  responnblc  for 
tho  due  perlbmukiioe  of  Itis  tnisL.  Qmt  aluin  was  at  that  time  felt, 
lest  tha  Princo  thouJd  bo  sent  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  Lord  Hc-rtfoni 
was  coitiluntly  rcociving  rcm»n«tniiK«s  from  tbe  PartianMnt,  to  be  unre- 
mitting in  Ilia  vigilance.  When,  however,  tlie  Parlininunt  pn»umed  to 
inii'Tlvr^  with  tlw  King's  p»werovrr  his  own  son.  Lord  Hertford  felt  that 
thuy  wetv  K^ing  bey<>n>l  thr  line  of  iheir  duty,  and  imilonnly  nlWd  to 
a«l  in  QMonJance  with  their  wishes. 
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Tn  August  of  that  year,  jiut  bcfufu  tbc  King  went  to  ScoIIiuk),  Mr. 
C«fcll  u'lut  called  to  the  House  of  P«Gn,  liy  the  title  of  BAron  Cti|»II  of 
Hadham,  nn  Itotmur  wKich  he  •ovmt  to  liaro  obtainad  hy  the  lUnnlv  pn- 
tem  of  paying  down  u  Hum  in  hard  cuih,  aiid  which  ho  do«t  not  there* 
fan  ftppeor  to  think  Uid  him  under  any  obligntioiu  to  th«  Government. 
Matttira,  howeror,  hud  now  readied  a  point,  when  Loud  Cnpcll  conridcrud 
thxt  he  could  no  longer  set  with  tho  [ii»|>ular  party.  The  intuiting 
"  RanonBtnnce,"  asunat  whtcli  Lord  Kalklnnd  hnd  nutdo  an  cloijuait 
■pocch,  vna  curried  in  Ootoher,  and  Lord  Cnpct)  nppeara  hciicftrorwtktd  t» 
have  acted  \rith  the  Royalitt  inrty.  Lord  FttllElaiid  hiniKoir,  with  Sir 
John  Culpepper  (or  Colopepper,  tu  we  have  been  motu  accuatomod  to  »ea 
th«  »nme  written),  was  iwom  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  accepted  tfao 
office  of  Secretaiy  oT  Slate.  He  did  not  howerer  altogctlin  craie  to 
act  with  the  p<^MtLai  party,  and  m»it  MsuredJy  did  not  approve  of  tho 
Ikud  nicOiRin;  adopted  by  the  King,  of  going  in  pcnm  to  the  House  to 
aiTOt  the  fire  Memben. 

Atttt  the  defeat  of  thii  ill-odrited  attcnipt,  the  King  left  London,  never 
again  to  Tvtum  but  at  a  prieoiter.  He  wtired  to  Hampton,  (nm  Haniptoti 
to  Windsor,  and  tinally  to  Vork,  where  lio  receiTcd  the  famous  nineU-en 
Pmpositioni  from  th«  Parliament.  To  theee  proposition*  it  wa«  mant- 
feitly  iinputaiblo  for  any  sovmeign,  intei>ding  to  pfift^rre  vvtn  llic  shadow 
of  authority,  to  give  hu  coiituiit,  and  it  U-canie  cTident  that  the  war 
with  the  pen  must  give  place  to  utrunger  meatiire*.  Iiord  PaUitand  pi«- 
pared  the  answer  to  the  propositions  in  London,  and  tlH'n  hastened  to 
York,  where  Lorda  Hetttora  and  Capell  had  arrived  belore  him,  and 
tiifK  three  dittingutsliod  men,  wlio  had  once  been  bonded  together  ta 
rctiiit  the  encroachments  of  the  Crown,  and  uphold  the  liberties  of  the 
people,  tww  fbund  ihemielm  once  more  united  in  the  attempt  to  itn;- 
•erve  the  balnnoe  of  power,  by  defending  ttie  prerogative  of  the  King 
a^iutt  tlie  designs  of  an  unscrupulous  and  unreasonable  democracy. 

The  leelings  with  wliich  tliey  embarked  in  this  BtrU||:)[Ie  wer*,  how- 
ever, of  by  no  meaui*  a  uiiifaim  nature.  Lord  Hertfuril  and  Lord  Capell 
felt  an  enthuuasm  in  the  cause,  and  an  ardent  attoclimenl  to  Uiv  person 
of  the  King,  to  which  Lonl  Falkland  was  a  stranger.  Ho  was  bound  to 
the  cause  merely  by  ties  of  duty  not  of  affection  ;  unil  hu  nevMr  Kcems  to 
have  ceased  to  regard  the  King  personally  wiih  dislike.  He  larved  him* 
howover,  both  nith  his  pen  and  hii  iwoid,  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability  : 
and  his  behaviour  at  the  battle  of  Edge-hill,  the  first  in  whiih  the  two 
armies  mot  face  to  Gicv,  has  called  furlh  the  ospecinl  commendation  of 
contemporary  hiitorions.  The  subsequent  success  of  tlio  loyftl  axtta,  the 
march  to  Colnbrook,  and  the  pacific  ovratunre  from  tlie  Farliainejit  tliat 
followed,  fiUod  htm  willi  ddtpit  at  the  expectation  that  thu  war  might 
now  be  toon  bnu^t  to  a  conclusion :  and  the  ultimate  fuilurc  of  the 
negotiations,  cauaod  principally  by  Prince  Rupert's  UUlimcd  advance 
Upon  Braitfurd,  oretwhelmcd  him  with  deepoir,  and  produced  n  perma- 
nent sadnesa  and  melanoboly,  which  ho  was  never  able  to  itiake  oR':  and 
it  was  indeed  a  happy  nlwse  lor  him,  wticn,  early  in  tho  cam^igpi  uf 
the  following  year,  at  the  battle  of  Newbury,  a  musket-shot  put  a  period 
to  his  hfia  on  earth  at  the  early  age  of  tliirty-thrce.  He  was  a  man  of 
the  highest  honour  and  of  the  matt  unbleniiihed  integrity,  eontcientraua 
altnoit  to  a  bult,  and  oraa  who  in  happier  limca  would  have  lillcd  the 
hij^eit  offioes  of  stot*  with  honour  to  himself  and  advantage  to  hia 
country.     In  hini  the  King  lost  a  faithful  ndviser ;  and  his  death,  and 
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that  of  Hampden,  wIiicK  occurred  at  ncnHjr  the  Bome  lime,  (Gminisliod 
thu  chances  of  peace,  l>y  dcpririiig  the  country  of  tliG  Ivro  statcsDien,  who 
were  ino«t  unxiouit  (<n  it. 

It  U  impoMible,  in  tliU  brid*  aketcli  of  Uw  transart)on«  of  thnl  |>criod, 
to  enter  into  Die  detail  oftlic  movementi  of  the  r(af>ective  annica.  Lord 
ilcrtfnrd  was  iiamod  Lieulenanl-jtewml  of  th«  WeBl.  and  was  (Emning  as 
much  for  llio  King's  cniisc  bj-  the  high  c»timiitiMi  in  which  hi*  chanict<^ 
waa  hold,  u  hy  his  military  tAlents ;  when  Princ«  Huput,*  who,  gallant 
and  b«ld  lu  h«  undoubtedly  waa,  waa  in  thia  vru  the  evil  ^niiis  of  hia 
royal  uncle,  wu  unfarlunntdy  auocintcd  with  him  in  tlic  comtnnnd,  nnil 
ultimatdyt  upon  his  n^presGntalions,  Lord  Hertford  was  supencded,  »nd 
the  command  of  the  anuy  of  the  West  jjiren  lo  Prince  Alaurieo.  It  is 
true  Lord  Hcrtlotd'a  («clinf^  were  loothcd  liy  his  Wing  nppointcd  Groom 
of  the  Stnlo ;  but,  nevertheless,  his  recall  from  the  command  cf  tlie  army 
wu  productive  of  incalculable  lostei  to  the  royal  cauao.  tic  now  reaigpned 
the  affiGO  of  Qovcrnor  of  the  Prince  of  Walu,  and  wa*  iippolnti^  Cliiin> 
cvllor  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  for  tonw  time  his  name  doe^  not 
appoar  prominently  in  the  recorda  M'thc  lime. 

Lord  Capell  now  began  to  phiy  an  important  part.  In  May  lOK,  hv 
waa  appmnttd  one  of  the  Council  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  together  witli 
Hyde,  llopton,  Golep^pper,  the  Dulto  of  Richmond,  and  Lord  Soutliainp- 
ton.  Accoriipanied  by  these  the  Prince  moved  to  ComvrnU ;  whore  hu 
for  tome  time  smtaincd  an  unequal  contest  with  the  I'arlianientary 
generals,  and  where  the  greatest  diffiailty,  with  which  I^rd  Oapell  and 
hii  CDodJutort  had  to  contend,  was  the  King's  often>«xprcMcd  with  that 
hii  >on  should  »eek  safety  in  Kranee.  At  length  lija  offaira  became  co 
draporate,  that  it  was  cridcntly  no  longer  nafc  for  him  to  remain  in  Eng- 
land,  and  a  flight  to  Scilly  was  reconimend^xl and  adopted.  Tlio  extntiic 
intecurity  of  timt  iiland  rendered  a  further  move  nivestary,  and  the 
Prince  accordingly  retired  to  Jersey,  uccoin|tnnicd  by  CupvU,  Hyd*,  and 
Hopton.  T)i4i  Queen,  who  was  nnw  at  Paris,  apored  no  exertions  to 
prevail  upon  the  Prince  to  join  her  tliere :  but  hit  wise  counadiora,  well- 
knowing  the  bad  edV^  which  such  a  ccunm  would  have  upon  their 
c«utei  ouioHd  it  by  every  means  in  th«7  power;  and  ffreat  indeed  wm 
their griel,  when  the  Princo  at  last  yielded  to  his  mothers  aolicitationa. 

They  all  ruftised  to  accompany  lum,  and,  a«  at  that  lime  they  couM 
be  of  no  use  to  the  King,  tlwy  remained  at  Jersey,  where  Hyde  com- 
poaed  ureat  part  of  lite  famous  "  History  of  the  Rtdwllioii."  On  the  occa- 
>ion  of  D  report  that  Lord  Jemiyn  intended  to  deliver  up  Jersey  to  the 
Fivncli  government.  Lord  Capell  went  to  Paiia  to  ucertain  Uio  tnilti  of 
it:  and  finding,  ap^mrently,  Uiat  it  had  ni>  finindatjon,  ho  went  to  Ilol- 
land,  and  thence  to  England,  where,  the  wBi  being  now  coiiclud«d,  and 
the  King  a  priwncr,  he  obtained  leave  to  ruide  upon  his  estates,  and 
seems  to  have  lived  immolcsled,  until,  on  the  occanon  of  (he  muliny  in 
tho  fleet,  when  the  Prince  of  Wales  look  the  command  and  sailed  into 
the  Downs,  lie  joined  the  tnsurrGction  in  Kent  and  Esk-x,  ond  was  finally 
iliut  up  with  tliu  feicea  under  the  eommand  of  Lord  Norwich  in  Col- 
che*tcr.

The  uege  orColchesttr  it  one  of  the  most  memorablo  ovenU  orthat 
diMutrous  pi'riod,  when  the  Ri^yaliets,  encuurap>il  by  the  discontent  of 
the  PurtiiutK^nt  ut  lUe  |>ow«t  obiiiiiil-J  liy  the  miUtury  cliicHi,  nntl  by  tha 
invatiOTi  or  the  Scots,  who  hod  too  late  returned  to  their  allegiance  Mid 
talcBD  up  umi  in  dcfi'iici'  oftticir  King,  made  ono  luit  ntluinpt  U>  rMriova 
their  fullcn  rortuiiu,  unci  opposed  tb«  discipliiMi  asd  now  T«t«mn  mU 
dieia  of  Cromwell  and  Fairtiix, 

The  deronM  wm  moitt  gallant ;  tho  town,  beinr  orizinally  dontitdtc  of 
ibrtitii'ationt,  wa9>  In  au  incredilily  short  period,  plaeed  in  a  position  to 
raict  all  attockf ;  so  much  so,  that  Fuirlax,  after  one  or  tvra  iiiclfectual 
attempt!,  save  up  all  ides  of  taking  the  tovn  by  storm,  and  sat  dawn 
before  it,  determined  to  starry  out  th«  gsrrtaon.  In  thi«  he  at  length 
tuccccded.  Alter  enduring  JiicradiMe  nuMiiei  and  privalions,  the  truopa 
fivineed  lymptoniB  of  mutiny,  wid  tenm  of  capitulation  were  ofTered  and 
•ceepted.  It  is  a  diiputed  point  bovo  fiir  lh«  lirvs  o(  the  leading  chiefs 
wen  ataured  to  Itietn  by  these  turm*.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
they  thaught  themaelvn  teetire :  and  to  us  it  appears  that  nothing  but 
S  most  violent  itrsiniog  of  Inngiinco  can  justifv  llie  procrt-dingf,  by 
which  iliorUy  afterwariU,  Ijonl  Cnin-lj  and  nihera  of  his  companions  were 
put  upon  their  trial  Ibr  their  Uvea,  and  finally  executed. 

Lord  Capell  mode  a  ntoxl  cnnrgi-tic  d«(«nco,  and  ceotett  not  to  protect 
ai!unit  the  injustice  of  his  sentence ;  but  it  availed  not,  Thoat,  who 
h«d  juit  embrucd  their  hand*  in  the  bl^od  of  their  soTereign,  were  not 
likely  to  feel  luiich  compunction  at  ibe  execution  of  a  few  of  his  foithful 
fi)11owere.  Lord  Capell  tulfcrcd  with  the  meekness  of  a  ChriMion  and 
the  heroisfli  of  a  martyr ;  Rtating  on  the  seafToM,  that  the  only  remem- 
bmnce  tlial  lay  heavily  on  his  eonscSence,  was  tlie  consent  tliat  he  luul 
given  to  the  execution  of  Stnffan). 

In  the  nkcanlimo  Lord  Hi>rtford  hiid  not  been  idle.  H«  hod  not  in- 
deed taken  up  arms  in  the  luBt  unfortunate  rising;  but  he  had  been  in 
attendance  on  his  imprisoned  sovereign,  and  hod  uded  hint  with  his 
counsel  and  advice  during  the  treaty  of  Newport,  the  liut  occasion  on 
which  C!iurli!s  acted  with  even  the  eemblance  of  being  a  ftee  agent* 
Before  that  tn-aty  was  concluded,  the  King  was  seized  by  the  mtltlary, 
conveyi-d  tt>  Ihirit  Ciuillc.  theuce  to  London,  where,  in  a  few  weeks,  he 
was  irieii  and  exccnled.  I>ufing  the  Commonwealth,  Lord  Hertford 
wfw  pemiilted  to  rc«ido  peaceably  on  his  uwn  estate*,  whence,  from 
his  dimlnish«d  reMUrce*,  he  aflordod  pecuniary  asdstance  to  the  young 
J<ing,  and  various  of  bin  exiled  followen^  Cromwdl  had  nlwny*  to- 
ganlvd  Lord  Hi-rtford  with  the  liig^iest  esteem,  and  on  one  occ&sioii  even 
condescended  lo  ask  his  advice  on  the  stale  of  the  country.  Lord  Hert- 
ford ffDdeavourtd  to  txcuse  himself;  but,  as  the  Protector  would  take  no 
denial,  he  frankly  avrtwtd  that  the  only  eourw  that  h«  could  focom- 
mend,  was  the  recall  of  the  rightful  sovereign.  Cromwell  merely 
obserred,  that  he  hod  gone  too  <ar  to  bv  ablo  to  adopt  that  me^ 
9un>,  and  does  not  app«v  to  hava  been  offended  at  Lord  Hertford's 
fianltiieBS. 

At  the  Kcttoration.  Lord  Hertford  and  Lord  Soiithamptoo,  two  old 
and  raithful  followera  of  the  late  King,  ware  antong  the  finil  to  welcome 
his  Buccemor.  They  were  most  graciously  Tsceived  by  Charles  and  at 
Canterbury  wtr«  both  invested  with  the  Qorter.  Shortly  ulWrwurds, 
the  title  of  Duke  of  Somenet,  which  had  been  forfeited  by  tils  fjreat* 
gmndfaUier  the  Protector,  was  restored  to  Lord  Hcrtfottl,  the  attainder

Tbe  stc-ty  is  too 
wdtkBown  fer  Qi  to  dilate  n^tm  it  hoc,  and  oor  Umita  warn  lu  lo  be 
brieC  We  tlicnfiite  meakj  ester  oar  proteat  against  Lady  Theresa 
htwidt  aBnmptMD,  that  heymom  waa  actuated  \>j  pnrel;  mercenarj 
aotms  in  firit  Mtkiiig  Aimbella'i  hand.  The  whole  tenor  of  Lord 
HcrtCmfi  Rjfaaeqiient  caieer  ia  to  opposed  to  focfa  a  (uppoiition,  that  we 
confeM  we  are  iifflirM^  to  wle  with  the  elder  Disraeli,  who  suggests  that 
Bejiuwir'i  avowal  of  auefa  motivea  wa>  probably  made  "  to  cover  his 
tndoabted  aflcetion  &r  Arabella,  whom  he  had  early  Imown."  After 
her  death,  he  manied  a  nster  of  Lord  Esaex,  but  the  remembrance  of 
Ilia  early  love  appeara  in  the  intaestiDg  &ct,  that  hia  eldest  child  wa* 

ehriitened  AnbeUa. 

We  can  confidently  reeommend  these  entert^ning  volumes  to  our 
nadert.  Tbey  will  find  mudi  that  is  new,  collected  with  great  paini 
and  rewsrch  from  a  variety  of  difierent  sources.  The  authorities  for 
every  statement  of  importance  axe  uniformly  quoted,  and  much  valuable 
matter  ii  contained  in  the  Appendices.  The  biographies  are  agreeably 
written,  and  convoy  a  distinct  and  pleasing  idea  both  of  the  characters 
of  their  subjects,  and  the  par*  they  played  in  the  scenes  of  that  eventful 
time.  ,  . 

The  work  is  prefaced  by  an  interesting  introduction,  containing  an 
account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  pictures  and  MSS.  of  Lord  Chan- 
cellor Clarendon  have  been  preserved  or  dispersed,  which  we  recom- 
mend to  the  notice  even  of  those  readers  who  are  wont  to  skip  "  pref^es 
and  introductions."  There  are,  indeed,  we  confidently  believe,  few 
cla«KS  of  readers,  who  would  not  find  both  entertainment  and  mstruc- 
Uon  in  the  perusal  of  the  "LivM  of  the  Friends  and  Contemporaries

TbuM,  nieo.  with  th^i  vi'ry  ancUnt  city  of  Baalboc ;  its  diflbreiit  stogts 
in  prosperity  uiid  decay  art  utlfrly  unknown  io  us:  but  the  present 
»lalc  of  bolb  these  citit!»,  altrslin};  their  furniri  beauty  anil  exiciit,  sheds 
a  halo  over  the  past,  liuged  wilh  myitery.  which  strikys  tho  mind  with  a 
Trcling  ncnrly  akin  to  nwc,  nnd  cannot  fail  to  nlFnnl  subject"  for  d««p 
meditation,  <:ousing  e^'Cty  viHitor  to  rcfrrel  (he  little  time  that  ii^umally 
devoted  to  them.  This  was  so  completely  my  feeling,  that,  not  satuided 
with  bavins  wen  the  ruins  of  Baall)ec  in  the  autumn  of  1850,  1  vngerly 
seizeii  an  op|X»Ttuntty,  in  the  following  spring,  of  rrlnrning  to  tJictii; 
though  ajHiu  to  bt>  disappointed  in  not  havinj;  time  enough  For  a  careful 
examtnalinn.  TbJK  Iinvitig  bfni  the  caw  willi  ibi*  majonty  of  travcllt^rs 
since  the  lijiic  of  Wood  and  Dankins,  but  liltk  as  jet  is  known  of 
thi*  very  interesting  city ;  and  it  socnis  therefore  a  »art  of  duly  that 
every  ono  nboulJ  a.<ld  hia  gleanings  scanty  though  Ihey  he,  to  tlie 
geneml  Mock  of  infonnation. 

finalbec  is  situated  nt  the  head  ef  (be  remarkable  ralley,  running 
betwr-i-'n  the  two  inouiifuin  ranccis  of  LihnnuB  and  AntUibomiK.  anciently 
C'clo-tiyrla,  now  called  llie  Ikkuti,  which,  though  it.H  mv  is  nlinrat 
iniporcoplible  from  ilx  uiiifonnitv.  attain?^  an  elevation  at  Baulbcc  of 
between  three  or  four  ibotisaml  Uvt.  Tliv  bij^brat  part  of  the  range  of 
I^bBiion,  called  by  the  Arahs  Gibel  IJbnan,  if  distant  about  twenty 
miles  and  hcan  about  north-no rlli- west.  The  valley  is  «-ntered  by  Iho 
Lcitani  (anciently  the  I^ontes),  nhich  has  its  risL-  just  alHivn  the  town, 
and  nl  ila  birth  even  is  a  consiiicrabic  strram.  A  n-inarkabic  feature  in 
this  basin  in.  ibnt  it  is  diridcd  by  a  very  slight  plovatioii  from  that  of 
llic  river  Oionlcs,  which  flows  in  an  oppoeite  direction,  to  tlii:  north. 
Both  of  thew  streams  T»cniMe  Ihf  Jordan  in  tbc  riipidity  of  Lheir 
cunent,  and  the  great  bit  in  pTO|H>rtion  to  their  length  of  course. 

From  its  position,  whether  in  a  military  or  a  commercial  point  ot 
view,  l)aalti€«  must  have  ri»cn  cailjr  to  weJilth  and  distiDdton.

We  read  that  -Soiomoit  built  Ba«lath, 
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Ill  all  IMngs  of  UiSm  strange  nalure)  asonbe  U>  tltc  ArcliitixituTe  of  the 
IVvil.  t^ree  of  (lie  slones,  which  were  lur^r  thou  the  rest,  ««  took. 
tLe  |>ain:*  to  mvasinv,  rikI  foiiiiil  them  1«  c^iU'iid  61  yards  in  kti^li,  out! 
2!.  tlie  other  im  20  each.  In  <t<ei)iies*  they  wore  *  v«t<i3  Mcb,  anJ  in 
breadth  orihe  name  lOmcniion*.  1  ho»c  thicr  stom>«  lay  in  one  >nd  the 
same  roir,  em)  lo  end. 

"The  rest  of  IIjo  wall  v&a  formed  also  AfgrMt  stoiics,  but  none  of  so 
greiit  A  nrtgwlludi;  o-h  these.  That  whicii  tuliled  to  ih*:  wOndcr  wa*, 
thnt  tiiciic  stones  vcrc  lifted  up  into  tht;  wult  more  than  twenty  feet 
from  thft  ground." 

These  measurements  are  rather  undeT*tntcd.  I  tneasurod  t^em  with 
CnpUiiii  Willintii  Allen,  K,N„  ami  found  thai  two  of  them  ure  a  tiltlo 
above  t!3  feet  each,  and  the  third  nbovc  C2  feet  in  lon^lli.  These, 
Of^iiin,  rent  on  another  tier  of  »ton<?^  nveruipng  roori;  thiin  30  bc(  in 
fengtb,  while  they  exceed  in  deepness  those  above  them.  When  we  eon- 
lomi>Iitte  mnssa  such  an  ^cso,  lying  in  a  wall  nt  so  (*rent  n  height  from 
ihe  ground,  we  niu«t  conftrio  tliat  in  |imetical  Ituowled^  of  inL*chanics 
tlie  undents  vter^  fully  our  e<|unls,  otid  fierhups  our  superiore.     What 

Eflweroulil  they  hnrcn|>plicd  totnnftportbiocltK,  weighinj;  alyiut  twelve 
undred  tons,  ftoni  the  'guarTy,  a  distance  of  nearlv  half  a  i[ii!e.  Lo  (heir 
present  resting  placet  The  three  m-At  stones  lit:  in  the  western  wall 
of  the  temple  DOMmnit,  and  extend  nearly  to  the  north-western  ancle, 
while  tho»c  of  the  lower  tier  turn  and  conittiue  along  the  northern  .Mde 
for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  and  thirteen  feet,  out  arc  separated 
from  thft  preia^tit  norlhrni  wall  of  tin;  teraplonroii  by  a  court  or  cor- 
ritlor,  twenty-six  feet  wide,  and  in  length  nearly  ec|Ual  to  that  of  the 
outer  wall.  The  stones  con)prl<in4;  it  ure  none  le'ra  than  thirty  fccE 
long,  while  their  at'Crtge  height  ir  twelve  R^ot.  and  thicVnon  ton.' 

These  are  all  iho  remaina  of  the  first  period  of  ihe  un-hiteclurul 
hirtory  of  Baalbcc;  but  n  similar  sUme,  of  larpcr  (iiinen?ioiis  than 
(ho4fi  in  Mifi  wall,  lie<i  in  the  quarry  unBnished.  the  and^r  »dc  not 
hfeviog  h«<on  dotoclicd  from  the  rocli  ;  the  men Hurem en ts  (made  in  my 
&nX  visit,  ami  confirmed  in  the  second)  are,  tlH  feet  10  inches,  13  feet 
8  inche?.  and  11  Ge«t  three,  inches.  \Mio  then  could  have  carried 
on  worlui  on  such  a  gigantic  scale,  hut  the  xreat  King  who  excelled 
all  Uic  kings  of  the  earth  in  w-tsdom  and  knowTerlge,  and  who  is  said  to 
have  proparwd  "  great  fitoiics,  cosily  slonw,  and  he^-od  wtone*  V  ■ 

On  contemplating  these  IVw  vestigi^  we  are  naturally  led  to  woridei' 
whether  the  etiipendou»  falffic  of  which  llivy  would  "liave  formed  a 
part  was  orer  completed  :  but  ns  it  is  not  oEisytb  believe  that  either  time 
or  the  brief  fwry  oi  man  could  eauM^  the  entire  disappearance  of  such 
enormous  masKii ;  it  would  ho  reo-tonaMe  to  conjecture  tlint  the  worix 
llod  heen  stopped  by  some  local  e^iusc,  as  an  invasion,  and,  in  support 
of  thin,  wo  read,  tliitt  when  Knlomnn  followed  strange  god«,  (lie  l.^rd 
raiseil  him  ur>  encmtea  on  every  udc,  and  among  them  Rczon,  king  oF 
Damascus,  who  "  waa  on  odvcmiry  to  Isnol  all  the  days  of  Solomon, 
and  be  nbliorrerl  Israel,  and  reigned  over  Sj'ria."  f 

Now  Uaalath  being  an  important  post,  and  not  far  from  Damascus, 
wfi  may  readily  behove  that  it  would  be  one  of  the  first  cities  attacked 
bylWxon  and  the  Syrians;  this  niiglit  have  caused  a  suspension,  or  a 
total  ccMiation  of  the  «-orks  which  is  corrobomtud  by  the  large  unfi-

Tiitit  this  portion  of  ilic  buildings  wna  nnt  nr«ctc(l  earlier  tlian  llie 
I  time  of  tJic  Romiiii  rule  in  Sirria,  mnr  be  inferred  from  our  linttiii);  the 
^temieiroulBr  arch  frotiucntly  introduced,  not  only  in  ibn  nrctiitcctursl 
deoontiont>  but  also  in  cxtcntivo  vaults  that  pierce  the  mass  of 
masonry  beneath  the  courts,  runntnir  generallv  from  eni?t  to  west.  But 
bnforo  olludiiig  to  Uic  subiiequcnt  liistorv  of  Doiilbee.  it  may  bo  well  to 
giro  a  bnpfdeitCTiption  oflltc  [iriiici]ial  obiucts  orintvr&tl. 

Thfre  nro  the  remains  of  ivo  maguiftcmt  temples,  of  which  the 
emallcr  is  in  the  better  ctato  of  preservation.     The  npproncli  to  the 

rnd  (emple  appears  to  liavc  li«en  nt  tha  eastern  end  of  two  courts, 
,  ■  hanil»omr  Hizhl  of  steps,  flanked  on  vilhcrsidc  by  a  high  wjuarfl 
tower,  omnmenleuwith  pilasters  in  the  Corinthian  stylo  of  arenilecture. 
The  »tcp>  hnv(^  diFnp)ietir«il,  and  n  wall,  omposcd  of  nncient  ^toni^ 

^inc^ularly  xrmn^ed,  And  prolMiblv  built  up  b^  the  Arabs,  from  some 
former  mm,  now  ocnipios  their  place.  The  entrance  inlA  the  fir»t  court 
is  by  a  priiii^ijtrt]  and  two  side  pcrtoJti;  llw  bniglh  of  tho  eoutt,  hex- 

ragoiutt  in  farm,  is  190  feet,  and  its  vridth  Slin  feet,  Deynnd  this  you 
enter  the  Mveonil  nuadiAnsular  court,  +M>  ft-i't  wide  Ijj"  405  feet,  pro- 
fuHcty  omamentod;  wHcn  must  have  presented  in  ancient  times  a 
TCiy  msgntQecnt  Q|>pcaruicc,  The  two  oppoAite  lides  cDries^voiid,  and 
have  eacD  five  reui>sKs ;  three  of  an  oblong  I'onn,  and  two  semii-imilar; 
the  niohes,  with  wbidi   they  arc  nil  prnviJiil,  liDvinir  allenintvly  trian- 

I  gtthr  and  semicircular  pcilimenttv.  On  the  left  side,  and  in  a  Uno 
with  the  front  oftlie  recesses,  are  fragments  of  the  bases  and  shads  of 
red  gniuilc  columns,  highlv  |ioIiHhcd;  they  would  have  formed  a 
bnnd^ome.'colonado;  and,  although  tlutro  are  no  such  remains  on  the 
right  side  of  the  court,  yet  as  tfaoy  ooTTCSpOfid  in  OTCt^-thing  else,  th«y 

,  miBt  ha>'e  also  corniaponded  in  ttu.t. 

I  About  sixty  fnot  froRi  the  entrance  to  this  court,  and  cxtondinp 
opposite  to  it  for  some  distance  cillier  way.  in  a  kind  of  platform  of 
masonry  ;  and  bevond,  are  detached  masses  at  regular  intervals  forming 
»iipe«i«8  of  aveniie,  or  nave,  leadinjj;  up  to  the  portico  of  the  jiram 

Itsmple:  the  first  on  the  left  hand  siAe  wrrod  aa  the  door,  the  rest 
tnid^it  ha^'i*  \ttvn  pndKstals  for  equentriui  *tAtuc«,  ilx  they  ar^  obloni^ 
in  form,  'fhe  avenue  temiLnates  in  a  building  containing  a  lar^c  semi- 
circular nxess  turned  tnwsnls  the  cntroiive.  and  loadinj;  (prf>bnblv  by 
a  staircuse)  to  lb«  jmrtuls  of  tho  grand  temple — jierhiipB  one  of  the 
most  glorious  oditices  ever  erected  by  the  heathen  world.  Only  sis 
columns  remain,  hut  m)  beautiful  are  their  proportions,  so  rich  the  card- 
ing* of  the  capital,  the  entublature,  and  cornice,  that  they  rivttt  our 
aifmimtion.  All  tiic  boacs  of  the  columns  remain  on  the  norlliem  side, 
either  in  iitH,  or  replaced ;  there  w-ere  nineteen,  and  ten  in  the  portico. 
The  length  of  the  temple  IB  390  feet,  and  :l«  bn^adtb  |.'i&:  tlio  total 
heigbt  to  the  lop  of  the  coniioe  82  feet  i  inches,  of  which  the  shall 
Itsdriii  Si  feet  6  inehea,  and  is  in  only  three  pieoes,  their  lengths  betnf; 
reiijtcctivoly  25  feel,  17  fb«l  fl  iocbe»,  and  12  ftot,  the  ]ieJe»lal  ^  feet 
6  indies,  aiid  the  capital  7  feet  in  height ;  the  shnH  is  nor  fluted,  but 
tho  want  of  ornament  ben  is  rountcrWInnced  by  the  riebness  of  the

Its  extreme  leoi^i  i»  190  Feet,  and  bntodlli 
130;  r<>iirluvii  Mtliiinn*  in  cadi  pertatjrle,  aitd  cig^t  iu  tlie  porttco««^ 
rookonitig  tbow  ut  ttic  relurning  angle  in  each  omc  The  iidglit  to 
Ilif>  tn])  of  ihn  oc-nice  in  i\S  Teet  <(  incli«B.  tli«  ^aft  itaolf  being  about 
4S  (fft  hifb,  ill  tlirt.'O  piccctv  thoit  IookIU  urn,  22  feet,  15  feet,  anil 
1 1  feet.  I»  its  pnnci])al  reatureis  and  portjculnrly  in  (fat.-  cbuntclcr  and 
amiigetnents  of  Ihc  oniamenls  (vbich  are  in  even-  resptct  na  riob  and 
R»  bi-atitirul),  t,bl»  is.  perhaps,  a  iliinininbed  copy  (if  the  grcnt  (cinfilc,  or 
the  unuiual  conception  of  the  aicbitcct  on  a  diminisli^  simIv.  The 
walU  of  the  c«Ha  ttnnd  entire,  and  arc  prolonged  a  few  yards  tjeyond 
IW  i>ortal,  «'bi-rv  tbcy  arc  connected  by  a  mugb  wall  biiill  acriMx  by  the 
AnU.  shutling  out  a  view  of  the  L^nlraDcc.  vhich,  in  the  prpfiuioo, 
exquiaite  fmidi,  ami  vaiicly  of  sculpture,  oan  hanUf  be  MirpMoad.  The 
|iortal  i«  tliu*  de*oribcd  by  Maiindrcll  :

daiki  after  a  tillle  groping  about,  lie  found  n  »tain-n^.  On  hearing 
tlio  remit  of  our  coniimnuni**  exnloralinnii,  nomc  otli«r»  of  the  parly, 
laying  «aidt>  lll(^ir  ouler  coa.tAt  lollowed  hii  example ;  of  the  rest,  nno 
wm  mti>>li<-d  with  ibi!  RT|H>Tt  of  our  discuverv,  whilu  the  cither,  hiiving 
made  tbe  attempt,  and  failing  lo  insinuale  himwlf  much  beyond  the 
shoulders,  begun  to  relU'ct  on  the  awkwnnlnovi  of  brini;  half  iniTnured 
for  tbe  rest  ol  hi*  days,  prudently  made  a  -slemboBni,"  that  is  be  bucked 
out  of  it.  The  staitciM  woiracl  round  the  udcs  of  a  ^tiiuare  tower,  anil 
tlti;  bU'Ut*  of  the- steps  hod  etideatly  been  trodden  l>y  few  perwn*.  On 
ii^jiching  tli«  top^  wo  carefully  examined  the  np]iir  tier*  of  stone  of  the 
wall*,  in  onler  to  aucrtiiin  uiielber  tliere  were  any  re»li|.ii^  of  a  roof, 
hut  iMithing  could  we  find  to  iiidiuate  that  tliero  had  been  one;  we, 
tlicrcforc,  su|i[>nm»l  the  Ivmpic!  to  have  been  hvpwthral.*  Having  nO 
ntber  meaiiii  of  deKeudinu;.  we  relumed  by  the  way  we  cane ;  but,  on 
Machiitg,  as  wo  tl>ou{^hl,  the  bottom  of  the  ^laironHN,  wo  wore,  at  first, 
uuahle  to  find  llw  aperture;  wbtdt  our  friend^  wbo  bad  heeii  unaUa 
to  effect  a  (nisagv,  liad  stoiiped  up  with  titoiK'H  and  coats;  we  couhl 
well  aRort)  to  join  in  llusr  liiu|;hti!r.  as  we  hod  4ecn  that  which  certain 
weiffhty  consiocrations  had  preventci  ihcni  from  n1lcm|>(inf;.

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As  there  WHS  no  rinble  entrance  to  tliU  ^tuircose  bul  the  foioed  one 
we  discovered,  pomibl]:  there  tiiigiit  )ikv«  Immmi  lonie  secret  wxsesi  to 
thi!  lo])  of  Ihe  buiMiiig.  which  the  priests  would  emploj  to  aid  tbem  in 
the  inystertn  and  dccc]ittDiis,  wlicicn'itli  Uicy  sought  to  enslave  the 
peoplu. 

Id  a  linildin^  so  letnarluililc  for  the  beauty  «r  the  architecture,  and 
Ihe  richness  uf  the  omatnonUl  ports,  it  is  curioiu  lo  find  nDOmaliL-s  in 
tho  want  of  sj-inmetry  of  tiome  proportions,  which  waaM  not  tttrikp 
a  cimiibI  obecncr.  In  Grecian  temples  of  the  beet  period  of  archi- 
tecture, Uic  inter-columniotions  increase  and  decienn  by  a  fixed  rule, 
but  upon  nieasurin^  the  s]iace<i  between  ibo  columnfi  (hat  are  still 
Atandiii)*  ill  thi«  li-niiilr,  we  nbtninixl  tlir  (bllowing  rriiultii,  bc^inninf^ 
frooi  tlie  ventre  iiiler-a^lumtiialiou  tii  tbc  western  jtorUcr^  we  linvo

1  j  in-  nlierc  no  rule  of  In- 
ci-casc  or  decrease  is  obscnablc.  ,\lao.  on  staudin^  on  a  heap  of 
rukbid)  ndjoininj;  the  great  temple,  we  ob»erv«l  acnn<iicral>lcvarialicu 
in  the  hei}^ts  of  ibe  copilals,  that  still  surmount  the  columns  in  the 
Korth  peristyle,  for  b;  dnihing  iin  ininirinitrT  line  through  tlie  (op  of 
any  onn  of  the  shallii.  Ib^  nrhnrs  will  be  found  aomeliniM  alor^,  some- 
tim«B  below  it;  this  we  oormbonttcil  by  tncamrin^  ibc  bcight  of  th« 
prostrate   capiUK   taking  tboui   nt   mnilont,   we   found   thein  to   be

The  irreffuloritr  in  tlio  nitcr-columnialiona,  (he  unequal  lieigbls 
of  the  ciapilaU.  mid  iboreforc  of  tbc  columiis,  (ofielher  wilb  their  twar. 
„,tas  (o  tfoflh  other  (their  separation  averaging  hut  little  more  lUnu 
a  dianiiiter)  Umse  three  circumEUnces  indepcwTetilly  of  all  cllior  con- 
siderationH,  nouUI  lead  to  a  supposition  that  the  temples  nnd  the  adjoin- 
ing buildings  were  erected  at  a  period  wbtn  the  strict  ruJi-s  of  nrchilec- 
turo  w«rr  Iwgirniinp  to  bo  replaced  bj'  a  lovo  of  riclinew  in  (he 
omaments,  which  IcA,  step  Iiy  stop,  to  the  o\'ercbat(tod  elyle  of  a  later 
epoch. 

Of  the  excellence  of  tlie  workmanship  wc  haw  a  sufiicieiit  proof,  and 
the  acwurocv  with  which  the  stoiu-a  ate  fitted,  is  suoli.  ihut  even  a  knife 
hloile  would  not  pass  bet^'eeo  them,  and  nil  ibis  is  efl'^ctod  without 
mortar,  an  irou  ptur  being  tho  only  connection  between  Ihcm.  .Aeainat 
the  soutbem  wall  of  tbc  cella  leans  a  fraclurod  column,  prohalilv  thrown 
into  that  position  b;  an  earthquake,  ami  allhou^i  the  force  of'lbe  blow 
bat  been  fufflcient  to  displace  several  Aones  in  tbc  wall,  yet  ibe  stones 
that  conipow  the  Ktiafl  are  so  firnily  united  that  they  seem  to  form  but 
one  piece,  and  as  mom  ibun  one  biindrcd  and  fifty  ^-ears  bare  obtpeed 
since  it  was  fint  disturbed,  agev  to  come  may  behold  it  in  the  same 
pnsitioo,  were  wc  able  lo  cuaranluc  it  against  eartbquakos  and  tba 
deArudive  cupidity  of  ibe  \rahs.  who  liavo  alrvadj  conlrihuted  lo  the 
dowiilall  of  so  many. 

rrobabty  to  the  aunc  period  belongs  a  tnui]l  cireutar  temple,  lianlly 
two  hundred  ynrdit  without  the  wall.  It  is  sarrounded  by  a  perislvle  of 
fijrftt  coWoin*,  many  licing  perfec*.  olbeis  loHenng  (o  their  tail.  iJie 
K»t  pimitate.     In  iJie  Interior  walb  of  tbc  cclIa  [  onaerved  picturM  of 
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Greek  saints,  partly  oblitented,  wbicb  &how  that  it  vas  ascl  as  a 
plfloo  ofworiiiii.  OS*  Mamiiln-ll  leHs  us,  in  tlicsc  words,  "  Tlio  Greeks 
u»e  it  us  a  cltuicb, — nnJ  il  would  be  "cU  ittliu  danger  of  lU  fiiUiritf, 
which  pcrpctiully  tlircBtcns,  iroultl  excite  lho*c  pcopfc  to  u>e  n  Ultlc 
inon?  inrvoiir  in  tlicir  pnijeni  limit  llicy  eeiieiully  Jo:  thn  Gmtks 
bcinp;  se«miiiglv  Ibo  most  niidevout  and  iiegtiffcut  at  Ihoir  divine  »er- 
Tice  of  am-  mti  of  people  iii  tbc  Cbristiftn  vdtQ." 

'ITmj  walls  of  the  ancivnt  city  joined  tbose  surrounding  the  tailzies, 
ran  tin  Itiu  nlopc  along  (ho  aide  of  the  luljoiiiiiiE  l>ill.  <i<i<l  Aovn  ag^int 
incluiliug  in  its  course  a  considersblc  arcn ;  aTtcr  extending  for  sorid 
distAtico  alon^  the  plnin,  tl»>y  jotiicd  on  ngaiit  lo  tlio  uratlii  almvc  rv- 
ftrrncl  to,  wbtch,  witli  tUv  fortittoaLions  and  adjactiit  buildings  formed 
the  citadel. 

Beyond  what  has  lieeti  already  detcrilied,  Lbere  is  little,  of  ^he  nruc 
dale,  to  interest  au  aiili(|uari&n. 

Witli  tbc  exception  of  llie  brief  notice  irivcn  by  John,  of  Anltoeh 
uid  SoKimcii,  we  llnd  uo  fiirtber  accounts  of  Uaalwc  till  the  lime  of 
Iho  O0R<iiicf)t  of  Syria,  by  tbe  Ar»bs  oi"  whieli  Glblioii  tlius  btielly  givea 
tiB  the  uislorv.  A.D.  032,  "Abu  Uekr  soot  a  circular  Icltcr  to  the 
Arabian  tribod,  (.-alliii?  tfactn  to  thi'  invasion  of  Syria.  Fir»t  Borrn  waa 
attacked  aixl  iH-lrn^^Td  by  liie  Ci(>voniur  ttomanus.  Tbey  then  kid  n'tego 
to  Damssciw  (a.D.  033),  which  "^as  obxtinatcly  dt^fvndud.  In  llie  iiieon 
time  the  Knip<^ror  lieraclius,  had  ssseuibletl  70,000  tnen  ut  Emesa, 
under  tho  commniid  of  hiis  goiicral  VnTilan.  Tho  armies  iiicl  at  AUna- 
din;  the  Greeks  Vf ere  utterly  routed,  and  tlio  Arabs  returned  to  Ibe 
siege  of  Damoitcui^  which  fell  after  aa  oboUnato  rcsiHlaiic^  lu  a-d.  634, 
siroiit  July  or  August.  After  «ome  irregular  ex|i!oil!<,  which  served  to 
show  the  uiidfturited  valour  and  &natici»ni  of  Kbalcd,  and  to  strike 
terror  into  the  Syrian^  llie  cotKjuPsl  of  llie  coiinlry  was  completed  by 
the  nvlucttnn  of  }lclioi>o!iH,  or  Itaallwe,  Eiuesa,  end  other  im]>OTtaiil 
towoB."  A  great  blank  in  the  hislor>-  of  Bnnlbco  again  lca\-e«  us  ainicat 
in  the  dark,  with  lespoct  to  ilA  comlilioii,  until  the  wars  carried  on 
between  the  I'Tauks  and  the  Antbfs  mlleil  by  us  the  Crusades;  where 
.  Itaalbec  iilaved  a  prumiueiit  jurt ;  but  more  parliculurW  in  the  eon- 
fliets  between  tlie  sovereiffiis  of  the  ditfurent  principnlities,  into  which 
Syria  irnH  <liudc<l,  by  its  Arab  C0U(]Uen)rs.  It  is  said  that  the  (^rusaderv 
once  held  possoHioii  of  i(  ;  and  contributed  not  a  littte  to  its  present 
slate  of  nun.  This  i«  hifihly  probable,  for  Ba&Ibec  imist  have  bcini  at 
all  times  an  iroporlatit  military  |>0h1,  commanding  the  ft.-rtilc  plain  of 
Kckua,  nii'l  the  njiprr  rnllfv  of  ihi?  Orontes,  tut  wrll  a.^  the  ptiKi  that 
lettih  throiigli  tlie  range  of  Aiitilibaniis  to  Damascus.  It  was  therefore 
in  the  high  road  of  all  armies  on  their  march  from  Aulioch  and  the 
northern  parts  of  fSyriii,  to  tlic  central  and  Mutbern  province^  and,  <u 
it  a  ould  have  endangered  tbc  safety  of  any  nttny  lo  have  led  ni'.-Ii  a 
strong  forlrcM  in  the  hands  of  a  hostile  jMwcr,  we  may  conclude  that  tt 
bttx  endured  att  many,  or  more.  siegOB  at>  Syria  bos  seen  changes  in  lier 
masters,  and  has  been  alternately  pagan,  Chrifltian  and  Mohammedan. 
Now,  as  every  aianult  would  have  materially  weakened  tho  fortificA- 
lions  bv  breaches  made  in  the  waits  aided  in  many  cases  by  severe 
bhciL'ks  of  earthquake*;  tlio  ruler  for  the  time  K-in}:,  whether  Pagan, 
Christian,  or  MoliAmmedan.  acting  on  the  prineiide  of  defence  of  the 
tonxvff,  and  ibe  prosen'alicni  of  hiji  gan-isoii,  uould  liitve  deemed  il  no 
sacrilfge  to  lay  hand*  on  (be  abundant  material  supplied  \n  lite  ruined

The  Hliill  disp)n}cd  iu  inaiiy  parts  by  Arah  raiu<»i^  iiiay  Ix  con* 
Ira.'ilivl  Willi  Hit'  in-L-auIority  in  othc^^  whetc  the  defences  nave  been 
liaslily  rsiiscd,  atiJ  lull)  bear  wllm^as  to  tbc  mitiiy  sic-gcs  that,  a*  AUm)- 
feda  iiuniLU'n,  were  fu^taiiifd  by  tho  fortrejis;  auil.  as  a  few  eitmcts 
from  tliie  autliur  iiiity  prore  interesting,  I  tclcct  tomit  that  bear  priiici- 
jiallv  on  ihr  Milijcct,  premieiTig,  that  iM  Aboulfeda  was  bimMlfan  eyu- 
witncHs  nnd  livid  nhiii  scmie  of  Ibo  eventtt  he  describes  occurrtd,  wc 
mav  place  the  more  credit  in  bis  Btalomcnts. 

Tlie  fimt  mi-iilinn  of  Boolhwo  i«  in  tlir  year  of  the  Ili^in  .ISfi,  *.d. 
1131,  ntiil  introducett  let  ua  tlie  quarrelN  of  two  brothers,  Nrltain^t  el 
Moluk  Inmael,  the  elder,  rulei  of  I>imiiHciift,  and  SclianiH  cl  Diiula 
Muhnmmed,  the  yuung(-'r,  iuIl't  of  Uiudbco;  which  proviiu;c^  wcr<!  bu- 
qucuUied  to  them  by  their  felbcr:  not  long  after  whaw  death  they 
liTfrati  to  quanel.  Tlie  latter  «eiied  upon  two  oastlos,  Ilesn  al  Uad 
tmil  Ileal  al  LaburoL  belonging  to  his  hrMber.  Upou  lamaers  <le- 
iiiLiiidinc  llitrir  restitution,  Muliummcd  refund;  wbeieupon  his  brother 
nllU'Kxil  atul  took  them;  and  afterwards  proceeding  to  Koalbec.  laid 
sieae  and  took  it  by  ovbuIl  Having  in  this  manniir  euJTicicnlly 
miDJsbu^l  MuhammMl,  he  restored  Uaaluec  to  hink,  and  relumed  to 
Damaacui.

Finb  «as  afraid  In  aAaociftle  a  ucond  peison  with  the  llakiin  in  the 
rnibiiiiMy ;  but.  ns  he  was  anxioux  lo  obtain  tli«  iiutckeit  iDioIligcnco  of 
the  inovviucnts  of  his  uncl«,  he  M>nt  with  his  ngeiit  a  basket  of  carri^ 
pigeons.  Uoiue)  waSt  however,  vaily  iufumitiT  of  the  oatcnEiblo  and 
M«iet  objeclii  nf  the  mis&ion,  and  tbFrclore  delormirn'il  on  n  counter- 
plot. The  m«t«  thoroughly  to  decoivo  the  llakiin.  he  re4.-«ived  and 
lreat«(l  biin  ititli  tin  greatest  oourtusy  and  ultvnticnt  pretending  to 
make  iiim  a  conildant  iu  all  his  planH.  At  the  Ksmc  timo  he  tnok  care 
to  have  the  carrier  pigeons  brnucht  by  the  Hakim,  changed  For  otheta 
lluLl  had  bevii  born  and  bred  at  l£ialhec.

Daina.«cus  had  already  fallen. 

About  A.u.  I2dt<,  a.a.  tti>0,  iionlc*  of  Tnrtarr  invade  S^ria;  ]>06fics§ 
tiwouwlvefl  of  Damascus,  and  pillage  it.  They  then  Wucgic  llaallicCp 
and  after  a  time  comjiel  it  lo  mrrender,  having  luincd  (be  tbrtreiK.

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Ill  A.D.  1317,  A.V.  717,  a  terrible  calumity  bcTcll  Bualbcv;  an  over- 
wlidmiciff  floo<l,lliat  ilKtroyed  great  part  oftbe  town.  It  lm«  ticon  nion* 
tionoti,  inat  the  l/^itnni  Iirk  itit  nopioui  mruroc  at  a  Ktinrt  tlistniioc,  uboi-e 
and  bobiiij  the  hili  on  the  eloiw  of  which  the  citj  is  jmiiIv  fmilt.  The 
rirer  niiiHt  have  heeii  [tracHgioiMly  swollvii  l>y  mm  and  liii!  tni-Uinf;  of 
•now,  tu  Imvc  produci'i]  tht^  diausteni  nurrutvil  in  Ui^  (Matogf  thai  Tol- 
Iowk: — "  Ou  tlic  27lh  tiny  nf  the  accomi  raoiitli  that  Icnililc  flood  took 
plucr,  which  olc^wholIn<^d  lloalbrc.  It  came  fVoin  the  «a*(  of  the  city 
in  tlio  aflcniooii,  and  for  a  Umo  was  n.>3ist«il  hy  the  solidity  of  the 
walls,  hut  gaiuiug  &trencth,  it  tarn  from  iU  fouitdations  a  tow<;r  that 
roM  coiuidvrablv  above  llio  walls,  togdlier  with  the  adjscenl  bulwarks. 
It  proceeded,  dreadful  (o  relate,  ji|ireitding  wilh  blinJ  furr.  and  wliof- 
cver  it  wont  prostrated  evcr>-thiTig  bcforo  it.  Dreakiii|;  inio  the  temple 
41  inosqtic),  ill  which  nimiy  Iind  takcit  refu[^'.  not  u  few  |)ori»h»l  in  the 
fliwil,  wht4ili  overthrew  lhi>  pulpit  and  pari  of  the  walls,  and  fom  to  the 
top  of  the  coltunuK.  Rpn-adin){  ilw.-1f  over  the  public  luilht,  niultitudea 
were  drowned,  mvat  riclies  were  lost,  houses  and  iMiznnnt  weii>  swept 
away  by  the  fln^nb^orbinj*  clcinienl.  aiid  neither  tcs  nor  a^jc  were 
aiiarcd/ 

Hen-  ends  Aboulfcda's  account  nf  Biolbec ;  but,  in  the  many  calami- 
tie*  that  hefoll  ihi^oity,  we  cannot  for  an  instant  tnipposo  the  temples  to 
have  been  ajNirtMl  the  ^ueral  ruin,  ^nce  this  period  IWlbcc  muMt 
hare  parllr  rucovered.  for  we  find  it  sustaining  a  sicae  against  the 
celobmtod  Eniir  Lnkr  cd  Din:  but  it  was  again  obliged  to  Mirrendcr. 
Tliis  comnkted  its  ruin.  Pocock  sayt*,  that  "Mlie  fortress  was  duniol* 
ithed  by  I'erkanltne,  and  monndaof  unburnt  brick  slill  remain  in  aome 
paits  wtiich  were  put  up  at  tW  brrorhi's.  and  Dgainst  the  woll*.  iw  if 
they  were  designed  to  ifnist  Ihp  fi>r(*  of  t-aiuion,"  The  same  (ravutler 
tell^  us  thai  in  Ut»  Lime  the  town  cwiuiiiicd  tive  ihou.sinil  inbiibilonts; 
it  now  does  not  contain  as  many  hundnid.  No  words  con  describe  the 
desolation,  increawng  yearly,  of  this  once  proud  city.  The  modem 
houses  are  the  iiiMt  miicratilc  hovels,  built  of  stones  piled  together  so 
IoomI;,  that  they  rc^mble  the  heaps  of  ruiiift,  whieu  on  every  side 
attract  llie  ey^^,  and  nue  would  think  the  slightest  shock  cf  nn  cnrlh- 
quake  would  topple  them  all  down  on  the  lieads  of  tlic  unforltmatc 
inhabitnnts.  Tlie  niof(iuo<  shnro  in  the  (*encral  decay,  nnd  a*  they  are 
lieKlcc't<'i),  W  are  tlii^y  Jtserted,  No  waiijeriiig  Arab  is  now  s*en  to 
spread  his  mat  on  its  marble  Hoor.  siIliicc  rt-i^o  uroimd,  brolten  only 
by  the  tuirkiDg  of  a  dop.  or  tlie  pasjiage  of  a  caravan  of  mules. 

The  creal  motqut  conslsls  of  two  hyprthml  courts;  in  the  intorior 
of  tlio  second  ate  tlireo  colonailr*  running  from  end  to  end.  iind  sup- 
portinc  ele^nt  p<>intod  nrchos.  The  L-apitidx  of  llic  columns  are  in  the 
Corinlliian  r-tvle  of  archilceture,  and  of  white  marble,  hut  having  been 
brouriil  from'  other  buildings,  thcv  are  diBi)roporticn«!d  to  Uie  «ie  of 
the  shafts  that  are  indifferently  of  marble,  red  pranite.  and  limestone. 
At  the  further  end  of  the  court,  is  a  solitary  tomb,  adorned  with  little 
bits  of  ni|r,  and  Mid  hy  litrd  NugcnU  in  his  "Lands  CIasqc«l  and 
Sftcred,"  to  be  the  totnb  of  the  great  italadin,  who.  history  informs  ua. 
died  in  I>kmnKCU!i.  Thvre  is  a  long  intwription  in  ancient  Arabic  char- 
actprs  which  I  was  at  the  pains  to  copy,  hut  have  not  yet  luul  Itbus* 
lated.  Ill  the  6r<t  court )«  a  niserroir  with  sevcnil  linndsonie  for|')hyry 
columns  Iving  by  (he  itide  of  it. 

The  population  is  almost  entirely  Moluinnnedan,  and  of  the  sect  that 


Tollows  Ali.  from  whom  lh<»y  bare  dcrivflil  the  name  of  Mctounii; 
liDteil  I)v  u)l  orllnnjox  Mutsuliiicn.,  ami  iH-nwcutcd  accordingly. 

Ikolt'wM:  was  rotiunrly  rcnowncil  Ibr  tlio  Lcauty  of  its  women,  hut  our 
phi  IrMnphioAl  rcsorcliM  in  this  int<Ti>sting  dcpnrtnwnt  did  not  justify 
itn  fomicr  (■liiruftcrj  on  tlie  coiitrftry.  Iiolli  mt-n  and  woDien,  ore  a  dark, 
MLS|iicious- looking  ucv,  lumiiic  on  ttic  CliTiNlisn  tmvdltr  an  eye  ex- 
pr^eivc  tif  ili.«tru«t  and  bntrea.  ItcsiJca  tlio  ^[i-louali,  Uicrc  aro  nb<^ut 
fif^rcii  Ciri'ck  CftUioIi<»s  under  tlic  spiritual  gucdanco  of  one  piie«t, 
Pulre  Bfirtoiie,  nho  entertains  strangers  in  the  Convent,  tliu  only 
d«c«nt  building  in  the  town;  thod^h  oti  our  arrival  not  a  sonl  was  to 
be  leen,  ami  it  wb.h  somu  time  bufcri?  wl'  could  get  lU  »olc  oocupit-r  to 
welcome  us  tn  his  sony  rc^tiiip-placc.  The  cltu{>cl  attached  to  the 
(.'onTcnt  is  the  only  Cliristiati  place  of  wonliip  now  standing  in  the 
whole  orDaalbeo. 

At  the  Rns  cl  Ain,  the  sources  of  tho  Leitani  is  a  minvd  nioN]uc, 
turrounde>(l  wilh  innadowii,  fcrtilixerl  hy  streanui,  lliat  ever  flon  abiiiMl- 
■nlly.  Nothing  can  1>g  more  refreshing  (ban  the  water,  biilililin^  up  aa 
transparent  as  cc^stol  from  among  the  inany-onloured  pebbles :  u  few 
wiilow-tfMs.  the  only  ones  in  the  neiRhbourliooil.  flounsh  on  its  banks ; 
and  in  thrir  turn  noiiiiTih  Inrcr  <|itaiititir8  of  rntalelor,  frroning  in  Rner 
hninclies  than  I  reniembor  tn  hara  seen  el«:nhcrc.  On  our  return  to 
the  convent  from  these  living  walprs.  we  pazfi!  witli  fnrcurll  admira- 
tion on  the  ruin^  lit  up  b^  the  mye>  of  the  netlin^  mn :  the  mountain 
raitj^e  here  nttil  there  ri^iig  up  in  si)0w>c8p)>eil  )<eakt^  formed  n  fitting 
baek|{rDund  to  the  goodly  prospeot  that  too  soon  vanidtcd  from  out 


view.

I  HAVE  alluded  to  the  "  chunRn  '  which  waa  to  "  come  o'er  t)i«  iprit 
of  my  drctini."  TJi*  mother  wlio,  wnce  my  fathtr'f  death,  lomo  five 
yean  psal.  had  boen  all  to  m«  ;  and  th«  Bon,  who,  during  the  tame 
perioil,  liad  bvcii  al)  to  her;  were  novr  to  cxpcrioDcc  tlic  tint  rrlaxation 
of  iindividM  rerard  by  the  engrafting  of  new  oifectioiu^  kddiltonai  caroii, 
and  more  woHd-wide  punuita.  A  atrange  gentleiBan— "  neat,  trimly 
drcMcd,  fivtli  ns  a  Md«groom,"^apprnred  to  my  nondcfiriK  cyn,  before 
1  hud  the  most  incipient  conception  of  hii  purpoM  ;  and,  for  the  fir*t  ttitw 
in  my  lilv,  I  founil  myvolf  <>cca«ionally '*  in  the  iray."  Gentle  intima- 
tions nem  giren  me  to  "  go  siid  piny  nitli  ihu  young  JBckaont,"  for.  that 
"  I  waa  now-  becomin^ca  bip;  boy,  and  oucht  to  join  in  their  outdoor,  healthful 

rrta,"  Sm-  This  wm  tnic  enough ;  but  I  saw  something  like  deei^  in 
tuiIduiineM  of  the  (Uscorery,  and  did  not  quite  like  the  halfcMvrn 
vrliich  thu  itran^  gentleman  gave  ine  as  a  douceur  fvr  a  (omuwhut  com- 
pulsory act  of  solicitude.  I  aoon  obeerred,  too,  thai  my  mother  ivat  be- 
comini;  a  little  gierpk-xeil  in  manuor,  and  that  a  kind  uf  liytti^rical  enio 
lion  mnnifcBtcd  itielf^  when  the  looked  upon  me,  hut  cvidi-nlly  |}iau)(ht  of 
BOmething,  or  tomebodji  bcsidea.  My  aunt  then  told  mc,  that  the  atmnge 
pvntlcnian  wat  ivty  fonil  of  me ;  that  he  lived  in  London ;  wai  ridi ; 
kept  u  horae  and  gi^ ;  and  liad  been  heanj  to  say,  I  ought  to  have  a  pony  1 
I  wst  next  infonned,  that  he  had  once  had  a  wife ;  that  alic  wnc  dead  ; 
but  that  ho  liad  a  nice  little  boy  for  a  ion,  anit  a  verv  nice  little  girl  for  a 
dauglitcr ;  thi*  bein^  prefatory  to  the  ctueatioii,  whetner  1  thould  not  like 
to  have  a  brother  and  liitcr  I  The  p<niy  unqocttionobly  ttinvd  my  am* 
hitioo :  the  brother  and  listeT  touched  my  yearning  tympatliie* ;  but  I 
became  a  little  uneaay  under  an  undvfinnl  sense  of  the  condition*  that 
aught  pouibl;  attend  my  being  poiicwcd  of  thaaa  HOOMorics  to  my  hap- 
piness.

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knuwinit  it.  If  the  stran|!e  ifentlem&n  himMlThBd  then  met  mo,  1  should 
liDTc  K>tonith«j  AiiM.'  N«ver,  num  my  mother**  retreat  under  tlie 
"  withcrinE  glance  "  which  accomp«iiied  my  jMTOud  inlerro^tor}-,  have  I 
npori««M  Buch  a  ttnipoimry  eenae  of  moral  eli-'valion.  The  "diild" 
vrai  then,  tndew),  *'  the  ratlicr  to  the  iiian;"  and  lie  ninjntftinrd  hU  rule 
with  unasHulable  authority. 

In  chii-  time,  howevor,  lu  "  the  Mvago  hull  doth  hear  the  yoke."  to  tlw 
ladigntttit  boy  waxed  submisuve,  and  Lecunie  conciliiil'-d.  Aa  the  g<-iiltfr- 
nun  bocauM  lota  BtranKf.  the  pony  and  the  brother  and  flister  became 
mow  wdtictire;  luid,  in  addition  tu  nil  thit,  th«te  wm  the  juroipoct  of  a 
«p«edy  tmnsTer  to  Loiidon.  Mnny  "  BeauUee  of  England  wen  to  be 
lokct)  in  the  way  ;  and,  at  the  fiid  of  thr  way,  wi-rc  Si.  I'aur*  nnd 
Wcatminster  Abh«y  I  Waturcly.  Ihcrefori.'.  woigtiiop  nil  tin.'  ciimim- 
Btancea  of  the  case,  I  "gave  my  conBeni,"  le^  the  laJy-niolhor  to  the 
attentions  of  the  gentlitniBn-wiwWi  and  joined  the  young  Jacknonii  in  b 
jolly  piinc  of  criekftt. 

But  the  child  and  ita  motlier  were  no  longer  one  and  the  nme  T  The 
conl — or,  nthcT,  the  cAani — of  inseparability  wns  tirokcn.  The  toe*  of 
tbo  old,  in  all  iU  eertain  fulnett  of  foiseasion,  was  only  to  he  mode  good 
by  the  doubtful  chance  of  apectdntivc  )>itiii  in  thn  now.  A  holy  thartn 
tnm  givni  up  for  a  worldly  elmnw-.  The  fond  Iwy  hiokftl  rirwnnl  to  th* 
ftUnre  man.  The  maternal  hearth  tnu  no  lonf^r  his  hi^h  allar-itone. 
II«had  lofl  it,  M*  lh«  "  anc  itiutll  CDiiM.'cnited  ipot**  of  Wn  tolc  devo* 
titaa,  to  look  along  the  mulLi-peopled-pavcment  of  the  bu*y  sons  of  fame 
and  fbrtune. 

I  Look  buck,  tlien,  upon  that  hour  of  my  heart'*  itruggle  with  no  thame 
nor  remorao.  There  may  he  many  who  will  fe«l  with  nte  ;  and  none,  I 
tru»t,  who  will  not  undcrttond,  that  3u«h  I«eling8.  under  the  samecir^ 
cu]n»lai>cc>,  itii|;ht  havi-  ticcii  their  owu.  There  t*  n  tyranny  iit  child- 
hood, not  let!  honourably  icltiih,  than  ia  exhibited  in  the  punctilious  ex- 
actions of  oldor  claimants  to  oxcIumvo  regard ;  and,  whatever  may  be  the 
in«rita  of  any  "  rtmnge  gentlanan,"  who,  however  rightfully,  itdvanci-i 
to  clnim  n  huaband'a  wveieignty  orcr  any  young  gentleman'*  widowed 
mamtno,  ihiry  must  still  be  nubjoct  t4  a  little  show  of  fight  nn  the  part  of 
the  juttiiiilu  lieutenant,  who  has  heretofiMv  occupied  the  inosi  iniporlaitt 
n>alv  position  in  the  ship. 

Ou  a  finv  August  momi»|[,  a  Knarl  po«t4hai*«  cnmo  la  our  door.  My 
inotlior  nnd  another  My  onlcrod  it.  It  was  driven  ofT,  and,  in  an  hour, 
rolunied,  with  lioth  ladies,  oMompani^l  by  iht  gentleman,  who,  "  strange" 
no  more,  had  becamo  myyatierl  There  wa*  a  grtwl  Jeiil  ofbi-ll-ringing, 
•nd  a  hreakl'wt  which  apfeored  to  me  very  like  a  singularty  early  dinner. 
Them  was  also  a  strange  jumble  of  laughing  and  riyiiig,  the  latter  pre- 
doiutnatin([.  M  my  aunts  touk  their  farewell.  When  all  the  ttunkx  wcto 
cotdod  lo  the  cfaniao,  it  wat  by  no  tin.-ans  cl*ar  wherv  I  «■«»  to  sit,  for  my 
new  (Other's  nater-in>law  niitde  the  thin!  "  insid**"  and  the  residue  room 
uiio<.'cupied  by  the  luggage  was  rather  to  h«  "iniagine>d  than  described." 

At  tlua  period  thorn  were  no  box-actt*  to  pottchaiMS,  but  a  simple 
jiBfTOW  hoard,  or  mlher"b«i"  (aait  wa*  properly  called),  which  extended 
acroea  between  the  two  front  springs  of  the  chaisA,      On  tkia  (or  rnlhcir 

rat  it)  tlw  driver  ordinarily  eut,  with  his  feet  on  n  flat  board  below. 
,  hou'over,  the  postilion  rode  one  of  titv  hatton,  tu  morv  slytish,  and 
fitting  the  ocooston  ;  so  that  I  shared  the  *"  bar  *'  with  (onie  of  the  other 
laggige ;  and  well  Tcmemlwr  the  ditheolty  1  had  to  keep  my  scat  wlitD 
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we  tattled  ov«r  Ihe  rough  pavanont  or  the  ton-iii  tliri>iigh  which  W9 
mNwd.  The  jnrring  rtbiatioii  was  inecuant ;  lh«  occnsiiinal  jilting  tVnr- 
ful  I  II  was  only  just  possible  for  so  light  uFliatltoiiu  myself  to  hold  on  ; 
no/posubli!  for  the  hcavkKl  one  to  hold  tteady.  Even  aIitn[Ht  could  not 
kftva  nutintninvil  un  uiiBhidlii);  poaitiuii.  The  ''  parcliel  pea  "  i«  im  old 
»iiiil«  ;  but  it  is  tho  only  one  truly  illufttnittve  of  my  rertlcn  coDditiun. 
I  ahook  from  head  to  foot  Hlcc  nii  univcrtui  ugue.  I  tJi^  Item  tide  to  dde, 
with  a  compound  motion.  lilc«  &  {lalnied  pendulum ;  and  my  neir  hat, 
which  was  as  hard  om  a  i)uci(,  iii^d  much  too  amalU  danced  upon  my  agi- 
tated hair  like  a  corlc  upon  tho  renthcnd  top  of  a  water  jut.  My  hands 
were  ever  engaged  in  a  "  diviiJcd  duty"  between  the  Inir  of  llie  olisise  and 
the  brim  of  my  braver.  The  tnmsit  through  Uirmingham  nwuly  ex- 
hausted every  retentite  coulrivance ;  but  I  continued  to  hold  on  till  wc 
nrriTcd  at  Worwfick,  whoro  wo  stopped  for  the  night. 

And  here  mn^one  of  the  "  Beauties  of  Kngland," — theCoetJcI  It  wu 
the  first  grand  baronial  residence  I  had  Mcn ;  and  wh«n  bavo  I  nnec 
•een  tuch  another  i  What  rtiions  of  romanrc  came  o'er  me  a*  we 
walked  through  the  rock-cut  approach,  and  contemplated  the  frowning 
toweri  of  this  majestic  slructure  t  It  seemed  to  go  beyond  arfJkilftture. 
It  was  as  if  Nature  had  takrn  man's  work  in  Imiid,  and  trannfonned  bcj 
own  gnuidcsl  nibstances  into  arttficial  shaprt,  at  once  to  suit  liis  kniglitly 
pinpowi,  and  tiafile  his  constructivo  emulation !  It  secmod  rather  a 
thing  of  mural  rock,  than  of  walls  built  by  mosoriB.  Tlien,  lh«  iiihrior  I 
With  what  bn-athl«»»  admiration  did  I  look  on  the  wonden  of  black  oak 
and  gold  aroiuid  me,  or  see  myself  tnirmred  in  its  po'lishd  floors.  Never 
■hull  I  Ibrget  the  firBt  appousnce  cf  Charles  the  Pint,  as  he  lat  on  hia 
hone  in  Vandyk'a  greet  paiiitini;.  at  the  end  of  one  of  the  gnllories  ! 
Pictur«  blai^cd  upon  me;  poetry  enclioiitod  me:  tho  solemn  cedars  in 
the  garden  llucw  shadows  of  myitery  over  my  apprehension ;  and  thu 
Warwick  vase  at  once  awakened  m«  to  a^hitherto  dormant  leme  of 
scul plural  [)eTfection. 

I  have  9inc«  had  oountleea  occanons  fiir  observing  how  rate  a  tbo 
natural  cnthuitaRm  which  pouessed  mo  in  r«ferenco  to  tho  lecthetical 
charm*  of  architecture.  Long  ere  my  mind  wos  in  tha  least  dcgrte  in- 
formcdi  in  respect  to  that  conventional  knowledge  which  fimns  lo  taij^fl  a 
pail  of  the  architcet's  8lapl^  and  so  nnall  n  part  of  his  employer's  rare,  I 
found,  in  building*,  un  elo(|U('nee  wliich  addressed  sentiments  and  excited 
symputhy  in  fceling^i  such  as  hare  ever,  in  a  great  dcgreei  insulattni  mv 
from  partictputory  companionship.  Boys,  while  I  was  a  boy,  and  men, 
nnce  I  ha^e  bveii  u  man,  have  wondered  ttAat  I  have  seen,  in  thing*  of 
mere  artificial  form,  to  stimulato  mo  to  cmoliont  such  as  they  have  not 
axperieiwed  even  in  tlic  pictured  truth  of  Nature's  m»«t  tioautiful  and 
imprtasive  cr<«Llioni.  Even  ]:«inlets  and  seulptors  have  ran.-ly  ahown 
towtidi  the  finest  arcliilccluial  rxampli-s,  that  Betiiibility  which*  the  leaa , 
ronmrtcable  works  of  their  own  clou  have  ever  found  in  me.  Nay,  «ven 
architects  thesnsdves  have  as  rarely  manifected  so  inlmie  an  innate 
recognition  of  that  bifBlhing  and  speaking  vitality  whicli  conrtitutes  tb« 
vety  "  liff  o*  the  building." 

1  remember  wondering  how  all.  except  my  childish  self,  (for  several 
Other  parties  went  the  round  of  Warwick  Castio  with  ut,)  linf^rtd  upon 
tha  upholttcrv,  poreehun.  and  "nick-ktuickt"  of  the  ffpeetacle,  while  the 
majutic  suhatAiico  and  scenic  grandeur  of  tho  lordly  monaion  were  simply 
glanced  at,  as  if  they  had  been  the  evanescent  forms  of  the  rolling  clouds. 
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Yet,  aT«n  thon  cli>uda  had  not  nwaliened  in  thorn  a  just  Mtiw  of  th« 
roniftntic  In  fomi.  I  had  not  ihen  Inolccil  into  Shakspcore  t  but  I  liod 
read  bi  the  elouda  th^  prophetic  of  Warwii^k  Cattle.  In  Ibe  Mpnciiiui 
vancti«*  of  the  ikycy  "Tupoiir"  I  had  often  •een

these  goiveoui  )in«iitORis  of  iho  etheraal  ocean  were  rf^altsiHl  in  atone  I  To 
dncMid  mim  Ui«  imaginetive  of  heaven  to  the  irofi-ical  of  luirlh,  T  mtiy 
conclude  this  paatage  in  "  my  trarcl'i  hittoiy,"  by  etatirg,  that,  accord- 
ing to  cuiilem,  I  got  into  Ouy  KarJ  of  Warwick's  (nrridga-pol,  "  crouch- 
ing" therein  like  JnW  in  the  "  cowslip's  bell : "  or,  like  a  n«wly-hatchtd 
atpimnt  to  orchitcclunil  fiiphl,  in  til*  nwt  of  its  father — MW/?. 

or  our  remaininfi  journey  to  London  I  remember  nothing,  except  that 
we  pBMed  through  Banbury,  where  a  phase  of  my  ic)iool-boy -being  re- 
sMcrtcd  itaclf  at  the  recollection  of  the  fnmc  altacbed  to  Banbury  cakes. 
Ai  wi>  changed  honos,  a  plala  of  thnc  nMiowncl  <l('Iknci)'H  wan  placed 
bcforo  us,  and  my  good-natuied  new  talker  liad  them  put  into  a  [fajn-T- 
bagi  thut  the  rest  of  tlie  "  weary  woy  "  might  be  reiidmd  "  sweet  and 
d«Iectal)le  "  to  my  impatient  appetite.

Then  I  recognised  the  towers  of  Westtninsier  Abbey,  with  .iptret  after 
wirei,  and  sueeessiTC  joyi  leapinj;  to  greet  long  retarded  expeetational 
A  mystery  of  8ubtirb«n  iK'wildcrmcnt  followed.  On  and  on,  and 
through  ond  throutili,  and  amid  thrniigs  "thick  as  the  inotee  which  people 
the  lun-bMnii,"  did  we  paw.  till  the  postchaise  drew  up  at  the  door  of  a 
quiet  houte  in  the  compnrniivcly  i}iii<-t  ■irret  of  Hatton  Curden  ;  and  Iha 
boy  of  the  Wolverliampton  (irammar-school  was  one  of  (he  l,ZS3,SBl 
denizens  of  the  city  of  London  I 

Five  minutcf  in  the  houie,  and  I  wa*  out  agun.  My  mother  lost  me. 
A  glance  of  St.  Paul's  dome  beckoned  me  from  the  bottom  of  the  street. 
I'liingini;  into  the  populous  tide  of  Holbom  Hi!),  I  went  with  the  stre&m 
till  I  was  brought  up  by  the  gloomy  roek  of  Ncwguie:  on  I  went,  till, 
turning  instinctively  across  the  end  of  Ciicapiide,  I  found  myself  opposite 
the  dream  of  my  infiincy — St.  PauPs !  I  gaxed  with  more  than  my  eyes, 
for  my  entire  «oul  ipning  up  to  look  ihruugh  tliem.  What  a  nothing 
was  my  tubiequent  beholding  of  St.  Peter's,  when  compared  villi  my 
first  emotion  on  swin);  the  more  mountain-looking  hulk  of  the  London 
temple  I  I  wot  inntantly  puahed  into  the  gutter,  of  counte  ;  just  escaping 
being  run  orer  by  a  hackney-coach,  I  ran  up  the  steps  to  the  north  poirh. 
The  door  was  ajar.  1  puniicd,  to  enter !  a  chain  pfevenied  me.  "  Tup- 
pence ! "  exclaimed  an  ugly  cfficial,  in  rusty  bluck.  I  hod  not  a  penny  I 
I  said  I  was  a  poor  boy  just  come  from  the  country ;  the  reply  intimated 
tluit  I  niicht  "  go  back  again."  I  retired  discomfited,  but  not  despairing ; 
ran  round  ^e  building,  unconscious  of  the  impuUe  which  doubtlesa 
pmnpted  many  to  017"' stop  tluef!"  ran  and  looked,  and  looked  and 
ran,  diatressed  by  a  vague  apprehennon  of  beings  on  it  were,  hchnless  at 
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tea,  but  urged  onward  Vy  the  nils  of  my  enthutJasm.  Pro-iaGlRMd  tij 
picture,  I  look  ubKTvalion  of  every  Icadioj;  feature.  I  lennud,  pbysicallj 
exhausted,  8j[ai»it  a  wall  at  lli«  enat  ond  of  the  churcti^ard :  btil  my 
convictions  waro  (tronger  than  ever.  Tlicy  roae,  like  the  nmomito.  to  tbi 
pre«»ure  of  the  awe  under  which  I  laboured  i  and  when,  panting,  ) 
restored  myself  to  my  aiiKioti*  mother,  tho  die  wot  cau.  which  made  nu 
nn  Architect. 

Wy  Crrt  night  in  Loniion  was  peculiar.  I  fvund,  that  men  and  horat* 
were  not  the  only  live  things  thiil  fomiod  its  tiwami  of  population.  I  do 
not  rvft-r  to  that  niicrocoam  of  "  little  atatnie«"  whicli  llie  K>Iar  Imt  lioi 
d«v«lopod  in  the  "  pcftt  jtlobc"  of  n  drop  of  Thames  ^atcr ;  but  to  tiM 
oxIst«ncG  of  a  vrorld  of  things  whose  noctnnml  inamudings  are  made  con* 
■picuout  oil  tlic  bodies  of  «l*«ping  new-cuniers  from  the  country.  1  an>M 
from  my  Helton  tiaidcn  bed  under  the  iinprctsioii  tJint  I  nafl  about  U 
tufr«r  from  an  nttnck  of  imnll  pox.  The  imprvKidon  wni  faUi! ;  but  tlu 
fiict  wft»  lufficiently  unpleawint,  and  verj'  irrit&ting.  W*  will  not  dwcB 
on  this  subject ;  but  it  cost  my  young  person  ntany  tlMpleu  hours  dunag 
very  muny  ni{;htj,  and  cmptiild  iKvcnil  bottlaa  of  an  aniidola]  lotion. 

VVitliout  any  aiich  irritants,  however,  my  oxdtcd  thought*  would  oij 
tbix  night  tinvc  kept  iiic  waking.  During  my  brief  litA  of  sleep  I  wai 
still  running  round  St.  rauls ;  tvhile  awake  I  was  apeeulatin;!  on  iu 
interior.  The  liral  "  London  cricM  "  found  instant  etitnnc*  into  the  OmiI 
"porches  of  my  «int.'"  I  wztilcii — Iiuw  impatiently  ! — for  the  ataembliiif 
at  the  brcukfiut-tubk-.  Tliu  cloth  wm  laid;  the:  Ico-uni  waa  bcought 
■teaniing  in  ;  but  I  was  the  only  one  yet  in  the  room.  Looking  tristfidl] 
out  of  the  window,  I  taw  ahackney  •conch  arrive.  A  little  boy,  andngin 
a  little  leu*,  weio  lifted  Out.  They  run  up-stairi,  and  in  a  few  SMondl 
stood  in  the  room  doorway — ttill,  lilent,  and  abashed.  My  irudy-madt 
brother  and  sister  were  MoK  met  If  a  couple  of  little.  half-fledg<MJ 
chickens  hod  jumped  out  of  the  oggs  which  vture  on  the  tsble,  I  couki 
■carocly  liave  been  more  surpriced,  Ibr  they  were  not  expected  till  ibi 
afiemoon.  Tbnr  HchoolmiKreia  had  purpo>e1y  »ent  th*rni  enriy  hon>e  ni 
a  brcalcfiut  rtJish  for  their  new  mamma.  They  did  nut  precisely  qu«S' 
tion  their  natural  puivnl,  ai  I  liad  before  prcsutntd  to  uueiition  mine,  bul 
admitted  my  mother's  embracingB  willi  the  inott  roodtly  yielding  duty 
I  felt  instantly  inctined  to  them  ;  but  they  only  seemed  the  more  iu; 
dined  to  one  another ;  looking  at  inc  as  if  1  had  bcon  a  young  Indian 
warranted  harmlve,  but  weonng  an  aspect  of  covifrt  mitchief. 

But.  brother  and  sister  were  as  yet  nothing  to  St.  Paul's  ;  and.  aidM 
by  voluntary  subscriptions  at  the  breokfosl -tabic,  I  soon  left  it  fix 
the  worahip  of  my  idol.  Quickly  reaching  the  cathedral,  I  walked  roun^ 
it  again  with  a  more  patient  devotion,  and  more  particular  obseivation 
than  on  the  pn;ceding  evening.  Warwick  Castle  wos  forgotten.  Tli 
vacl  bustle  of  the  busy  world  around,  (and  which,  under  other  eireum 
Btance*,  would  have  occasioned  tiie  lircUoBt  interest.)  was  unnoticed,  ex 
cept  as  a  raost  unworthy  fact ;  for  it  only  seemed  to  imply  a  gross  inaeu 
•ibilily  to  th«  maJMtic  pmmoe  of  the  "  solemn  temple  "  before  me. 
wondered  how  peo^e  could  pass  on,  without  even  one  upward  look,  q 
any  apparent  aav  m  niA;reDce  to  it ;  and — 1  wonder  ao  itilU 

But.  now  for  liic  interior.  I  prcwnled  myidf  and  my  ••  toppeiiMj 
at  the  door.  The  Cerberus  looked  at  me  tltroiigh  the  cranny,  and  raj 
coppen  worked  upon  hts  understanding  as  Die  coke  used  to  do  upon  t^ 
dog  nf  Pluto.

^^st  entering  IIoiIm;  for  I  Mt  u  V  my  bod)-  had  been  ]«A,  like  a 
hncVncy-toath,  i[i  vraiting  f<>r  me,  oiiUitle  ttie  llireehold.  Comiii([  under 
the  dome,  I  remained  for  many  niiiiut«i  a  thin^  of  mere  abctract  por- 
ceptioa  rath«r  than  of  thought;  a  "bodikss  eojoyment,"  eenail)l«  of 
imnwterial  Gxist«^ncc  in  another  world.  A  new  nnnament  ivaa  above 
m«,  A  new  atmoiT^hero  tinund ;  I  had  till  now  boked  at  timply  appra- 
ciable  objects :  I  now  looked  u/i  into  thv  dim  distance  o(  c'er-conopEed 
Space.  Mud  wat  foifolten  in  liis  work:  and,  on  lOHx-ring  my  eyei  aaain 
ta  raao's  level.  I  was  (Mill  more  than  in  tiie  former  instance)  utoni^ed 
to  find  him  walking  about,  aa  unmoved  by  the  graiideura  above  sad 
around  liiin,  as  a  rat  on  the  floor  of  a  bam.  While  1  was  gazing  upon 
what  was  alreaily  too  much  for  my  mind's  esliniat*,  a  showman  in  blnclc 
came  crawling  towaxdn  mc  like  a  slug,  and  a^ked  mc  if  I  wished  "  to  see 
more!"  intimating  certain  prices  of  admiaiion  to  various  ports  of  thu 
building.  I  r<Tll  as  if  he  had  impiously  offered  to  anatomize  my  deity, — 
io  expose  ihc  trick  of  n  miracle.  Vaung  a>  I  waa,  the  low  vulgar 
twang  of  the  copper-covetw  disgusted  me :  but  I  tlianlced  the  fellow 
ti'ith  buyiiih  modesty  and  docUned;  for  I  folt  that  anytliing  which  fie 
tould  he  tauffht  to  appreciate  could  not  be  wortli  nccing.  He  rvtired 
with  a  sulky  expreutoii  of  retaliativc  contempt,  as  if  he  had  n.-ad  my 
tliouj{ht8  aa  my  words  have  pronounced  Lhcm.

When  I  hod  been  some  twenty  minutes  in  the  cathedral,  the  intoningi 
of  the  pricsla  be^an  ;  tin;  hartnonious  "  A-mcn  "  of  the  chorinlcrs  c&me 
o'er  me  as,  indeed,  "  tlie  music  of  the  spheres;"  the  organ  pHaled  forlli, 
ringing  ttirouijli  the  vaulted  porspeettToa,  and  reverberating  in  the  vast 
concave  of  thu  dome;  "  llie  place  became  religion;"  uiy  heart  waa 
beginning  to  run  over  with  worship  of  the  spirit  which  tilled  the  hallotred 
air.  when  my  attentive  friend  the  slug,  with  mora  than  n  slug's  pace^ 
came  up,  in  all  "the  in»ol«nce  of  officer  and  ordered  me  out,  "as  oo 
walking  about  waa  allow^  during  divino  ecrTice."

In  return  for  value  received,  of  merry  impudence.  Tlie  once  talkod-of 
pony  never  came,  but  the  horse  and  gig  were  a  truth,  and  I  uceasionally 
rode  "  bodkin"  round  Clapham .common.  To  say  truth,  the  pony  became 
a  theme  not  to  be  aientioaed,  nnoe.  during  a  visit  to  Brighton,  which  we 
•hortly  made,  I  somewhat  lost  that  reputation  for  horsemanship  which

my  courier  g«llop  with  the  Waterloo  dispatches  had  previouily  obtained 
ibr  nte.  I  hired  a  donkey ;  and  was  seeking  to  "  witch  the  world"  of 
young  ladies  with  "  noble  neddy-ship,"  when  my  nigged  little  rascal  of 
8  quadruped  turned  sharply  off  nrom  his  direct  progress  along  the  Parade, 
and  deposited  me  in  the  midst  <^  a  long  line  of  school-girls,  just  as  my 
Mlf-tatisfiiction  was  about  to  culminate  in  its  most  finiehed  perfection ! 
Thia  was  fine  fun  for  ,the  {little  mischieTous  sister,  who  un&rtunately 
■aw  the  performance,  and  led  off  the  applause,  which,  in  spite  of  the 
frowDi  and  fbrbiddings  of  Hiss  Properell,  the  goTemcss,  came  sweeping 
OT«r  my  prostrate  form,  like  the  laughing  wind  over  a  fallen  wea^er- 
eock.  I  never  mounted  a  donkey  agam.  My  experienoea  of  that 
animal  have  been  such,  as  to  give  me  much  more  belief  in  ite  obstinacy 
and  cunning  than  in  its  patience  and  docility.  The  former  properties 
were  once  presented  to  me  in  common  with  "  a  whole  theatre  oi  others  " 
It  a  npresentation  of — I  think  "  The  Forty  ThieTes."  A  donkey  came 
on,  as  mtended,  near  the  centre  of  the  proscenium.  It  was  soon  required 
of  him  to  move  off  again.  He  would  not  stir.  After  much  unavuling 
trial  on  the  part  of  the  actors,  his  groom  came  forward  in  a  hastily 
donned  theatrical  dress.  It  would  not  do.  The  man  retired,  and  came 
on  again  in  his  ordinary  stable  costume.  It  was  still  of  no  use. 
Neh^r  the  urgings  of  the  whip,  nor  the  inducement  of  a  handful  of 
food  would  make  him  move  a  step.  It  therefore  only  remained  to  close 
the  flmt  scene  upon  him.  The  whistle  was  ^ven ;  the  two  halves  of

"  there  are  lever&l  olJuv  villagen,  and  Ollomcnt  itself,  composed  of  but 
a  fpv  scattered  houseS)  diflin^uished  by  a  chorch,  is  pleasantly  tiiiiinlei!. 
But  licre,  as  at  Aiwte,  the  enjoytncnl  of  uaiiinit  t>f(iuiy  is  rcinl«red  im- 
posiibie  by  the  ItuthRomc  deformity  of  the  inhabiianta.  We  wer« 
n-ally  Hhockcd  to  <ind  thai  none  nf  ihn  village*  tbrough  «hicb  we  paMcd 
Beemcd  to  contain  oiie  reanonable  huiaan  bnnf;,— golires  and  cretinism 
nppeArcd  universal  and  inseparnble :  repeatedly  I  tried  lo  obtain  as 
answer  to  a  simple  questiou  from  the  most  raltoiial  lookinj;^  of  ihe  in- 
babitaots,  but  in  vain.

Coi,  in  his  Lravclii  in  Switaerland,  made  many  inquiries  relative  to 
ereiins,  und  especially  as  to  the  point  whether  itieso  unfortunates  ara 
held  in  regard  by  the  people  generally  )  for  It  htL*  bta-n  ai«-rtvd  by  toma 
that  they  are  considered  positive  blcasiDKB  from  heaien.  He  s.iyx, 
"  upon  my  queationiug  some  gentlemen  of  this  conotry  al  the  baths  of 
Luck,  they  treated  the  notion  at  abMird  and  false ;  but  wbellier  they 
delivered  their  real  sentioiealSt  or  were  unwilling  to  confircn  what  might 
lower  tbeir  countrymen  ia  (he  opinion  of  a  strangitr,  will  ailmit  perhaps 
of  aome  doubts  ;  for  having  since  that  time  freijuently  ini|iurtMl  nmnni; 
the  lover  ranks,  I  atn  convinced  that  the  contuon  pwple  esteem  ihom 
bleasinga.  Thoy  called  them  touls  of  GaJ  mtitoui  Wit  ;  an<l  many 
parenia  prefer  tbeae  idiot  children  to  ihoae  whoo^  imd<.-riitandin^  are 
perfect:  because,  as  tliey  are  incapable  of  inteatioaal  criminality,  they 
consider  tbrm  as  cerinin  of  happincas  in  a  future  state.  I'beac  idiots 
are  suffered  (o  marry  as  well  among  tbem»«lves  a*  with  othen." 

A  siRiilar  oondiiioD  to  that  which  obtains  in  Switiarlond,  mIsIs  in 
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tlul  part  or  TurUry  wbtcli  bordttri  on  the  fcrMt  mall  of  CfaiM.  CrpthM 
and  ^ttrvK  arc  rtty  coninion  there,  ond  iMt  penoii*  being  conatdered 
Menrd,  tbey  arc  mainiaincd  br  tlit-ir  fsmiliet  niih  peculiar  care.  t 

Reisbfich  any o,  that  tlic  number  of  thoie  wba  have  tbe  goltr«,  and  tb| 
HIV  of  it,  ia  more  remarkable  in  ffty rin  thnn  in  Carinthin,  Ulcrania,  or 
the  TjrroL  Hj  soitip  ibo  ditord^  ijithonght  owing  to  the  sDowaod  iec 
water,  and  to  iht-  p*rticle»  of  t-arlh  and  rtone  with  which  the  wclla  o( 
the  eounirj  are  iiDprvf^oatpd.  Otbcn  wilt  hnve  it  thxt  it  arista  from 
th«  cuatom  of  M>atonii)g  thn  meat  a  great  deal  aiid  driuking  cold  water 
afterward*,  but  the  worthy  Baron  bir((6  leave  to  odd  a  fourth  CAiite,  which 
is  ooldt  "  You  know,"  says  he,  "  that  the  (olttr  ram  bctog  reflt>cted  od 
all  ftidea  by  th«  hills  which  ■■ncorapaix  lh«  valleys,  occaiion  an  eiira- 
ordinary  heat.  1  recollect,  at  I  have  been  uaiidertng  through  narrow 
vdlleys,  to  have  breathed  an  air  lo  (^lowinjf,  that  it  accmcd  to  come  fron 
a  furoac?.  Whunsvor,  th*r«fortf,  tliore  b  the  leait  motion  in  the  ur, 
tli«  pre>*ur«  will  make  it  more  aenaibly  fell  than  on  higher  valet  W 
billit.  where  it  can  expand  more ;  the  cold  b  consequently  grraier.  Now, 
M  thMc  people  GOnmionly  go  with  their  neck*  and  ihroaia  bare.  »heii< 
ever  there  is  a  cool  current,  the  weak  part  of  the  throat  i«  Unt  nllackrd 
by  tlin  moirturc  nod  the  pers|»ration  thi-rc  is  stopped."  Rviitiach  addj 
a  vi-ry  extraordinury  illustration  of  the  bi^ry  of  this  part  of  the 
country  where  creiina  are  revereneed.  A  certain  clans,  called  the 
WinJet,  who  arc  luixcil  with  the  Grrmani,  distingubh  tbeinMslvea  by  fl 
tupcNtitiouH  custom,  which,  he  snys  with  truth,  does  little  honoor  to  Iba 
hLimaii  und^^rstanding,  and  would  havo  been  incredible,  if  hv  had  nol  bad 
thi'  most  uiicquivouil  pruofs  of  the  fact  before  hta  eyes.  "  Maoy  yean 
a^  they  act  out,  in  company  vitb  aomc  Hungarian  enlhuuasta.  to  Co* 
Ugne  oa  thn  Rhine,  which  is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  German 
tuiles  di'itatil,  lu  cut  off*  the  beard  of  a  crucifix  there.  £TOTy  aereti 
years  thu  operation  is  repeated,  as  in  this  apace  of  time  the  beanl  i^owt 
aj^in  to  itH  fonner  length.  The  rich  pernons  of  the  sewicialioo  aenj 
tiie  poorer  onea  as  their  depnties,  and  llie  ningiicrnles  of  Cologne  receiTi 
them  as  ambassadors  from  a  foreign  prince.  They  are  entertained  M 
llic  nnensR  of  the  atate,  and  a  counrillor  r>liows  them  iho  most  remark> 
able  tiling*  to  the  town.  I  know  not  whether  «ie  ought  to  lau^h  raosl 
al  the  remote  town  of  Cologne,  or  at  those  poor  pea-Kiot*.  'Phere  ia^ 
indeed,  fome  excuiie  for  the  former,  ni  tbc  farce  bring*  in  Uf;KG  sums  ol 
money  at  stated  intervals,  and  tnay,  therefore,  deserve  political  eocour 
agemeat;  but  still,  howcvfr,  it  is  the  most  miserable  and  meanest  wa] 
(H  gain  that  can  be  liuagiutd.  Tlictc  U'iitdt*  hare  nlonc  the  right  t4 
share  oor  Sariour,  and  the  beard  grows  only  for  them.  They  lirmli 
believe  that  if  ther  did  not  do  this  service  to  the  crucifis,  the  cart] 
would  be  shut  lo  thein  for  the  uext  seven  years,  and  there  would  be  Dt 
harvest.  For  ihis  reason  they  are  obliged  to  carry  the  hair  hotne  wit] 
(hem  as  the  proof  of  having  fulfjlled  their  commission,  the  returns  o 
which  are  distributed  among'l  the  different  commuuitivs,  and  pr»«ervrt 
as  holy  relics.  The  Imperial  Court  has  for  a  long  time  endeavoured  ii 
vain  to  prevent  this  enaigratiun.  which  deprives  sgriculturr'  of  so  maaj 
useful  lisutls.  \%'ben  tbc  IVindrs  could  nol  go  openly  they  went  clan 
destioely.  Al  length  the  Court  thought  of  the  expedient  of  forbiddio) 
the  regoocy  of  Cologne  lo  let  them  enter  the  tow^n.  Tlii»  happened  sii 
years  ago,  and  the  uuweruus  cniboMy  «ai»  obliged  to  beg  its  way  bad 
^ain  without  the  wonderful  beard,  which,  without  doubt,  the Capuchiiu 
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lo  whom  tho  cnicitix  b«long«d,  u««d  to  put  togrtliur  from  their  own.  I 
do  not  h««r  but  ili&t  aiuc«  lJii»  acciilciil  lti«  com  has  c«iRie  tip  m  mttW  m 
brforv  ;  but  »-iietbc>r  the  beard  is  eIiII  groniiig  or  Dot.  I  cannot  My." 

In  a  rrcont  number  of  an  Atncriciin  pcriodtul,  there  'm  a  curious 
account,  by  Ur.  Foohv  of  lUc  prevaleuce  of  gottre  sihI  crciinuni  in 
South  Ainvrica.  'Die  goitrv  waa  h  frpcjurnt  diiicase  in  evvry  part  of 
"iivvi  (iranada  viaited  by  hiiu,  prcrailiug  oipiully  in   the  'Pirrra  Valicule 

'i'ierra  1'tmid«<i<t.  Jn  Komr  tinaU  towni  lull  bim  lialf  of  the  adult 
'^yopulfltion  w«r«  afllicted  with  it,  iii  a  Krcalir  or  Ic*i  itri^rw.  In  *ome 
CA»<.-»,  (he  dvfona'ity  wa>  enormous.  I'lie  o\A  and  now  dvserted  cily  of 
Marj()uiiB  wu  terribly  udictrd  with  it.  Thia  «itT  viait  ■ii«al«d  at  the 
base  of  a  low  range  of  mouutaini,  but  Ibe  new  lawn  of  Mariquita  ii  on 
tbo  plain,  a  league  or  more  from  the  mountains  :  binght  cool  watrr  runs 
tlirough  all  the  streets,  tlic  climate  it  dcliciou»  though  wanu,  and  th« 
town  i>  emboiomed  in  the  moat  luxuriant  tropical  vegetation.  In  ibo 
frm  lioun  spent  there  by  Dr.  Fuole,  he  did  not  tee  Mt  grown-up  pcrtton 
of  tlie  coinmon  order*  free  ftom  poilre  I  He  aDCribva  iu  frijihitul  pre- 
valence to  innulriliouB  nnd  iojuffieieDt  food,  aleepin^f  in  cloat',  ill-venti* 
Ut«d  rooms,  Dnd  intermarriage  for  mon^  than  n  nntnry.  Much  «a» 
Mid  to  him  uf  ihe  L-ffioaey  of  a  wundvrful  baliMiin  gathered  ftura  tho 
forests  in  the  mountaina  on  the  confines  of  Licundor  and  IVni.  TliiH 
•ub*tancc  mrnibUd  crude  bec«-wax,  was  uliKhtly  arunialic,  with  a  pun- 
gency of  lasie,  and  became  very  loft  with  a  link  working  in  ihu  hand. 
It  wai  ajiiiticd  ttiiernally,  and  v/iu  said  Lo  act  wilb  great  effect  iu 
diminishtng  the  bulk  of  the  goitres. 

Whilst  at  BogolA  ho  was  told  a  very  curious  fact  in  nnturnl  history 
by  Or  Davnn'n,  which,  if  true,  is  worthy  of  attviition.  Sumt'  yearn 
befurp  Dr.  Uavurcn  had  in  hia  powestioo  a  haodaume  Newfuund- 
limd  hiicb,  which  was  altacki-d  with  goitre.  Whital  lulTcriDg  from  it 
sho  had  n  liliur  of  puppies,  all  perfectly  well  formed,  but  all  canmo 
cretiusl  As  ihev  grow  up  they  showed  no  Mgos  of  intelligence,  were 
hanntus,  and  knew  how  to  cat*  but  that  was  all.  Ercry  pains  was 
taken  with  thorn,  but  without  success,  for  tbey  were  as  thorough  idiots 
OS  oould  be  conc«ifed.  Tim  moihor  Wing  very  valuable,  wna  placed 
under  mettioal  trettiment,  wbicli  speedily  got  rid  of  the  goitre,  and  soon 
aflvrwsrds  she  bore  anolhvr  litter  of  puppicj,  every  one  of  which  die- 
playvd  the  r.haractcriaiii:  <{ualitiv>  and  kct-n  sagacity  which  espt'cially 
distinguished  the  mother. 

It  i«  not  evvry  one  of  our  readers  who  lias  bad  the  forliino,  good  or 
•vil  as  it  may  be  thought,  io  nev  one  of  those  said  cretin*,  and  in  order 
that  an  idea  may  bo  formed  of  them,  wc  give  a  rather  favourable  por- 
trait, drawn  by  an  nlilv  olwtTvfr,  Dr.  John  Fcrbi'it.  The  patient  was  a 
boy  ihirlorn  year*  of  age,  the  sun  of  very  reaucctable  parents.  "  He  !■ 
a  heavy  lumpish  idiod  nearly  deaf  and  quite  dumb,  lie  can  drag  hiro- 
Bclf  about  llui  room  on  his  knees,  bat  can  neither  stand  nor  walk.  His 
head  is  Urge  and  angular,  and  nf  irregular  shajio,  but  his  foruhead  is  of 
fair  sisc,  and  not  stunted,  im  is  so  commonly  tha  case  in  common  idiots. 
He  atnn«e«  hlrasclf  with  little  playthings  like  a  child  of  two  years  old, 
placing  the  pieces  in  lino  and  figurvs  and  so  forth.  lie  manifests  a  cvr- 
Uin  iMgrfc  of  affection  lownrda  bis  mother  and  his  broihcr*  nud  slelcrs. 
He  was  exhibited  to  me  without  the  least  reserve,  and  his  own  mothor 
spoke  of  his  oondition  and  doings  with  appaveol  iinconocrn,  if  not  with 
poutive  levity." 
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The  poet  Juvenal  alludes,  in  liii  iwvlfth  Ssitrr,  lo  the  prcTBltncs  of 
broftchoevlri  or  goitre,  among  the  people  at  lh«  foot  of  the  Algik,  ami 
Flioy  attributes  it  to  ihe  corruption  of  the  water,  an  idea  -which,  thouj^h 
«rroD«otia,  is  slill  vitetiiirfly  vntoriaincd.  Goitre,  thougli  not  nim- 
lioned  in  rcTi-rcucc  to  thv  cretin  just  d«Mribed,  is  a  uatul  aocompAui* 
nivat  of  tile  malad)'. 

Uiilil  «itliin  tlie  lual  t«n  yean  creliu*  hud  hum)  abandonnl  ai  a  itel  of 
nLenlul  and  iihyticnl  parlnhtt,  outca»tB  bt^oud  ihu  pale  of  huiuaiiity  aad 
of*kill.     But  ihcr«<  aro»p  a  man  uiih  ttin  Itvart  «F  Howard,  and  with 
lalenu  well  Gtt<-il  to  si^rond  liin  philauthropic  winhn.     To  tbeie  taiie* 
niblo  crretiui  li<>  turned  u  pitying  eye,  and  delorminccl   to  d«vot9  lua 
talents  and  his  energies  lo  ttic  anivlioratiun  of  their  comlitiou.     Modest  i 
aud  humble  though  ho  he,  Miiitiieiii  nunuers.disintereiiediDiaotive,  th« 
name  of  Dh>  (iuoouKBuuL  will  be  inscrilHtd  WreaAvr  in  iho  hoaourable  I 
Hat  of  b«nDfa«tors  to  their  n,m.    It  may,  |>«rhapa,  add  to  tbc  inicmt  oT ' 
his  acta,  if  a  ilight  sketch  of  the  matt  ia  prefixed  to  his  deeds. 

The  soono  ia  which  w«  most  diftinctl)-  picture  Dr.  GiiggcnUihl  ww 
at  ouv  of  tbu  fuUeot  and  most  iuter«iiiini{  of  Lord  Ros»e'a  emoertwimA^ 
— meetings  replete  witli  interest,  and  crowd«d  with  men  of  every  oaUwc^ 
from  the  hua«ic»t  artillery-  lo  the  lightest  mkirmiihoni ;  though  aucb 
skirmishers  mmt  have  £red  a  shot  or  two  lo  tome  purpoav. 

Imagine  in  the  crowd  which  swept  through  his  lonUhip't  suite  of 
room*,  a  small  foreign -loo  king-  mnn,  nilli  features  of  a  Circcian  eaa^ 
and  long,  shoutder-cureriitg  black  hair;  look  at  thai  man's  boo: 
there  is  a  gentteuess,  an  Hiniabihty  conibiticd  with  inlelligenoo  which ' 
wins  }»u  lo  him.  HU  drvss  ii  prculinr  in  lh.it  crowd  uf  nhite  crnvata  , 
and  acres  of  c^amhric  sliirt-rroula.  Blai-k,  well-worn  black,  is  his  suiti 
but  bis  vest  is  of  black  ^alin,  doubte-bn^nsteiJ,  and  bultooed  closrly  up 
to  the  throat : — it  it  I>r.  (luggviibulil,  ihc  mild<.-»l,  the  gratl«st  of  men, 
but  DQQ  of  llioso  calm,  rcUcciing  minds  that  pushes  on  alter  a  worthy 
oliject,  tnidisoiayi'tl  by  dinicnllicf,  undotcrrcd  bv  ridiciila  or  rebuff. 

'X'he  meiiuon  of  bii  peculiar  nlyle  of  v<;et  icuills  to  our  mind  au  aB«a* 
dutc  now  Guncnt,  which  is  »aid  to  have  had  its  ori^ti  in  the  divisioas 
which  at  present  agitate  tiic  Church  ;  divitions  giving  rise  to  pnciihari- 
t(«a  of  co>tuuif,  iiigaific&nt  or  harmless  according  to  the  mental  capacity 
of  the  wearer. 

The  story  goes,  that  not  long  lines  a  severe- looking  gcDtleman 
called  upon  a  fashionable  clerical  tailor,  and  intimated  bit  inteutioD  of 
patroniiioK  him  to  the  uxtvnl  of  a  suit — "but,"  said  be^  as  the  mtni 
of  ispM  flourished  those  symbols,  "  1  wish  them  tnade  in  a  particular 
manner.  The  coat-collar  must  be  short,  the  waist  long,  the  buttons 
rather  far  aparu  The  waiatcoal,  which  must  be  of  the  m-sI  black  silkj 
inuM  be  double-breasted,  to  button  dose  up  to  the  neck,  and  >—". — 
*'  Oh,  ccttatnly,  sir,''  Mtd  the  foreman,  "  I  know  your  style  prc-cisely, 
air  I  —  Now,  Ji^it  I  take  duwii  the  gtntleman's  address.  What  uauM,. 
ait?"

The  Itev.  Mr.  Cowl  departed  with  bis  curiosity  thoroughly  sslisfi«iL 

To  return  from  this  dilution  to  the  point  nbence  we  departed. 

Dr.  GitK^nhiihl,  haviRg-  turned  his  tnind  to  tbo  invcrtigolion  of  cr** 
^nism,  soon  collected  tuffioient  data  to  enable  him  to  arrive  at  the  oon- 
clution,  that  tho  mind,  though  eiiitiiig  independetilly  of  the  body,  is 
dvpL-i)deut  fi>r  its  due  mauifontatiiHi  on  the  hrnlthj-  ronditioD  of  thnt,  its 
material  envelope  ;  and  he  (races  the  origin  of  morbid  syai)>toni!>  wiiicli 
exiMt  ill  trretins  to  dofectiva  or  iinprojier  nutrition  in  early  cbildhood. 
The  patienlii  then  deteriorate  froiu  year  to  year,  until  the  human  diguity 
becomei  ctilirely  de|;radod. 

AiDoog  llie  causes  of  creliniscn,  local  ctrcumitaiicet  are  the  most 
powerful.  Dr.  Jnmcs  Forbca  mentions  the  valley  of  Aost*  SS  B  great 
seat  of  cretiiiiiiu.  Now  it  bM  beun  shown  by  tb«  KKarcbci  of  Dr. 
Fudere,  that  in  this  valley  the  atmosphere  i*  maiDlAtned  in  a  iut« 
of  humidity  by  the  exhalations  from  the  marshes,  &nd  from  the  river 
which  Bows  slowly  through  it;  the  lofty  uiouulains  by  which  it  is  sur- 
rouDdcd  serviDK  at  once  to  reflect  the  lieat  of  the  sun,  and,  with  iha 
curvnlurp*  of  the  vnllcy,  to  retard  th«  free  current  of  air ;  and  he 
further  fuuud  that  ihu  must  humid  slttialions  contsioed  the  grvotcst 
iiurubor  of  cretins.  It  was  known  that  the  progress  of  cretinisra  in  the 
cODstitulion  can  bo  arrested,  by  rcmoviug  the  individun.1  to  >  loenlity 
«li«rc  the  ur  is  drier,  purer,  fresher,  and  more  favourable  lo  healthy 
nutrition. 

Dr.  Guggeobiihl,  tben,h&Ting  sattified  himself  on  these  points,  ileter- 
miued  tu  make  an  experiment  to  the  utmotl  extent  of  his  means, — and 
the  means  of  a  phjsieLiD  in  Switxerland  ara  not  exactly  tho«e  uf  a  Roths- 
ehild, — a*  (o  uhethrr,  fay  bringing  to  bear  upon  crelinism  the  whole 
battery  of  physical  and  nuotal  cultivation,  it  might  uot  be  inado  as 
amenable  to  treatment  as  other  bodily  aod  mental  inRrniities.  He, 
tlivrefore,  ctliblinhpt]  n  model  instjlution  on  the  Abcndber^,  of  which 
we  propose  to  give  some  particulars,  principally  derived  from  Dr.  John 
Forbes  b  obarmiog  work. 

The  Abcndberg  is  one  of  tho  green  harriers  ioolosing  the  plain  of 
Interloeheri ;  it  lies  Lo  the  euuth'Wesl  of  the  village,  its  northern  bam; 
abutting  od  the  esstern  eitremity  of  the  lake  of  Tbua.  Its  elevatioD 
above  the  level  of  thi»  lake,  and  the  plain  of  Inlerlachon,  \a»y  probably 
be  three  thoumnd  Qve  hundred  English  feet,  that  i.i,  nhnul  Qvc  thoii- 
vand  three  hundred  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  cretin  establish- 
mcDt  uf  Dr.  (iiiggeuhuhl  is  nituited  on  the  louthcm  >lupe  of  thii  moun- 
tain, within  about  a  thousand  feet  of  its  Rumtuit;  the  tnouniaia  ftooi  itx 
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baae  to  llie  bovptUil  ia  ouioplelelj'  coveitrd  hy  ireci,  chiefly  fir  and  bwch, 
vhkh  ii|;Kcably  ehadv  the  xtn-p  ligtag  path. 

Th«  nula-patb  lunuiuatcs  at  a  vmall  up(>ii  i«rraeo  >unnouiile<i  by  a 
grcru  «lop«,  BiTcidiing  a  coiisiilerable  distuicc  up  tliv  mountHin,  nnA 
surrouDded  oa  all  udes  by  tbc  fonwi.  It  is  oo  this  small  lerrsco,  nhich 
loolcii  like  a  step  in  lh«  mouniiiin,  that  ibe  cretin  o«(abliihmi?nl  ii 
built,  and  ibo  fircwn  tilo|>i>»  above  Rcrre  ih«  doubU-  purpow  of  mivd 
for  piuturi:  and  bay,  and  as  an  exercising  groiim)  for  the  patienu. 

On  tbc  i^reen  slopes  Dr.  t'orbet  enMuntercd  nomo  twmiy  of^ 
GtiggtnbubV*  pntienEx,  or  pupili^  cUmbio);  the  hill  for  oir,  vxeni$t, , 
nmseioeiit,  under  the  ftugieriniendenur  «f  a  wdl-druwd  yoiiiig  man 
and  two  of  the  SNtPra  of  Chanty,  who  belong  to  Lh«  «atabli*bairDL 
"niny  wero  all  childrtn,  from  the  age  of  tnalvo  or  th«T«abotii)i  down  to 
ibrca  or  four;  on«  was  rarried  by  a  servant,  boDg  tnrapable  of  wnlkio^, 
Tbty  imre  running  and  waddling  and  tuniblinff  on  the  grans  and  pUj* 
mg  in  their  own  nay  wtih  llicservano,  with  one  anothfrr,  and  with  a  StM 
guod-itaturrd  dog,  who  made  one  of  the  party,  and  who  vu  probably 
of  nearly  tho  ^nmc  iniflWtnal  calibre  aa  tom»  of  bis  poor  bip«<l  oonw 
paiiioDs.  They  ner«  all  neatly  and  cleanly,  though  plainly  dreascd, 
and,  like  most  individuals  of  the  pitiable  clusi  to  wliicb  thev  belong, 
were  chcerftil,  and  np[>arenLly  happy.  The  niotlwrly  care  shown  to 
tlii-m  by  ibe  pxuullent  bisters  vnji  dclighlful  lo  witntts*.  Sitting  down 
in  (be  sun  on  the  bcnuliful  soft  grass, or  iroopjng  about  with  that  social 
instinct  that  seems  so  strong  iti  idiola,  with  endiese  shaking  of  banda, 
and  the  same  Tnoaotonous  grevlings  repeated  again  and  again,  iferv 
renewed  a  icen«  which  the  narniior  had  wiinesied — and  vhi^  ia  '  "  ' 
to  be  witnesaed — at  the  Axylum  for  Idiots  at  Highgale  Hill. 

Id  making  bis  setoctioo  of  the  Abeodberg,  l)r.  Giig|;tobuM  via 
bore  ia  mind  the  imporianea  of  uxtvrnal  inlluenoea  in  daveloptng  the 
slunibertDg  faculties  of  bb  patients,  acid  he  lborofor«  took  into  eonaido' 
ration,  not  simply  ioi  air  and  sun,  ii>  drynesa,  ita  abehcrad  npoauie, 
and  faciliiies  for  pxcrcise,  but  also  iti  local  charms,  and  tha  granuenr  of 
tbe  scenes  nbicb  surround  it,  and  which  forcu  ilicmiclvea  incessantly  an 
the  soatci  of  the  pupils,  without  any  effort  on  ibcir  part  or  tbu  at 
others. 

Beside*  these  general  influeoces,  which  are  constaally  and  Moadily 
at  work,  there  is  a  ateady  employment  of  mcuuren  lau-nded  to  act 
direNly  in  developing  the  tneaial  facullios,  aiid  wbtch  rompN-lvend' 
everything  included  under  the  leroi  education.  Wirti  of  a  fittiog  age, 
the  pupils  muft  attend  the  wbool-rouin  for  ccrUin  abort  periods  of  thtf 
day  ;  and  there  they  are  carefultv  diaclplined  by  taocberi,  and  by  tli« 
Docltir  bimirlf,  in  csrrcising  tbeir  f«abi«  faculties  of  ihongbt,  and  in 
aciiuitiog  such  aoitdl  inodicuma  of  knowledgn  as  their  respeciiTO  capa- 
eitioa  can  gnap.  Hy  this  judicious  combination  of  influenoes,  tli«  reault 
i*  In  manr  instanoes  arrited  at,  »o  happily  diiscribi^d  in  the  following' 
lines  of  VVordaworlb.

n^hrougli  tlio  kinihirfs  oF  a  friotid  wc  arc  iMiabW  to  Uv  bcroiv:  our 
readers  ibe  latest  iaformuttoii  wfaich  ban  b«VD  alTonlud  on  ihe  subject  of 
Dr.  Gug^vnbuhra  Isboun,  and  of  the  results  nhicb  have  sprung  froni 
(hem  :  bill,  before  doing  so,  «re  must  for  a  matiiLMit  pause  to  pay  a  tri- 
bute to  the  inemory  of  a  dear  friend,  now  no  more,  through  wtiow  wkI. 
iDCl  Uie  libcrHl  support  of  his  fainiU',  ino«t  important  [K;ciiniary  utist- 
inee  was  rendi-rcd  to  Dr.  GUggeDbubl.  wbcti  hii  mesoK  w^re  patnfutljr 
crampffd.  The  lata  Dr.  William  Twining — a  member  of  n  family  ever 
diilingutahod  by  its  gt'ntrotity — vi*iiril  ili4>  Aboiidber^  in  (wc  believe) 
1845,  and  on  hia  return  to  En^'Iand,  wrui«  a  paniiilileu  in  wliich  li« 
earnntly  and  fiUccCisfuUy  advocated  the  cause.  Mim  valuable  life  wh 
closed  toon  ntler,  bnl  hi*  tinmit  ought  never  lo  be  fargoiiitn,  as  one  of 
thv  earliest  and  maunchest  supporter*  of  iho  syttetn  of  education  of 
cnlini)  and  tdioK. 

The  following  is  an  oxiract  from  a  very  intcretltn^  Report  made  at 
th«  mrwling  of  t1i<>  Swiss  Natural  History  Society  at  Glanui,  in  18JI( 
by  Dr.  Guggvubulil. 

"  Since  this  Soeiety  first  look  into  eonsidi^rntion  the  cause  and  cure 
uf  cretiniim  tn  1610,  a  itrong  impulse  hns  bci-n  felt  for  ihia  important 
c«utc  throughout  Europe.  The  Kin^  of  Sardinia  appointed  a  special 
ei>mnii«tioii  lo  inquire  into  it.  The  Academy  of  Siedicine  in  Paris 
brought  the  aubjcct  to  a  scientific  Mnmination,  and  the  British  Asso- 
ciatioD  has  considered  the  cause  of  crcliDitm  and  the  model  inatiiulion 
of  the  Abvodber^  at  sovcral  of  its  annual  mei^tin^.  It  ia  one  of  Ihe 
valunble  results  of  thu  labours  carried  on  in  thu  Inctitutlon  of  tho 
Abendbcrg  during  the  Ust  ten  yoars,  to  have  praved  that  one  ihird  of 
the  miserable  ereiins  nn>  curable,  and  the  romniiidor  capable  ofeonni- 
dorable  ImproTement  In  mind  und  body,  A  period  of  len  years  is,  how- 
ever, loo  short  to  obtain  a  complele  knowledge  of  the  subject ;  wc  mutt 
wait  until  ihe  longer  coutinuiinec  of  studies  in  this  disease  may  enable 
us  to  effect  n  nnich  l.irgcr  and  more  favourable  result.  Creliniam 
founded  on  a  dormant  stale  of  body  and  mind  in  ohvioiiH  from  its  very 
COmmeDcmnent,  and  the  treattnetil  of  it  succeeds  best  in  the  earliest 
periods  of  life.  The  cretin  postcssui  gencrnlly_/>jViHy,  even  when  all 
vtlicr  powers,  menial  and  bodily,  are  wanting.  Kindness  and  bcnero- 
Icncn  arc  therefore  the  chief  moans  by  which  wo  can  gaiti  an  influcncfl 
over  them,  and  endeavour  to  open  the  intellectual  world  to  thcra.  This 
ii  most  practicable  in  the  sphere  of  domestic  life  j  for  this  reason  wo 
have  adopted  in  tho  Abmidberg  llic  systom  of  apportioninff  a  small 
number  uf  children  to  one  of  the  religious  Sisters  irbu  serve  the  ln*ti> 
lution,  and  lake  the  place  of  mothers  to  the  afflicted  little  cretins. 

"The  necessity  of  erecting  the  hospital  upon  a  mountain  «pot  has 
latvly  been  confirmed  by  the  axperirnvniii  of  a  French  physician,  Dr. 
NiepcCt  who  applied  all  ihe  remedies  hi:  had  learnt  lo  employ  during  a 
residence  on  the  Aheudberg,  to  the  poor  cretins  in  the  Deparlmtnt  of 
ihi!  llauies  Alpca.  The  altenipts  were  entirely  withutit  «ucc«u  in  the 
valleys.  It  was  only  whi-n  the  children  were  removed  to  iho  mouu- 
laina  that  the  means  used  produced  any  good  result.     It  in  now  to  be 
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bopodwid  vxpncted  that  litnilar  InttitutioDswill  be  esUblbhed  througb- 
ODt  Europe,  to  llglilon  the  darknr«i  of  thn  bcntgktoci  cr«tin«. 

"  The  latest  practical  imiuirieti  bav«  taught  us  the  irue  diSaT»D«« 
belvGcn  crrtiDR  uud  idiots.  The  idiot  is  weak  in  mind  nitbout  of 
ii«<r«sBily  infirmity  of  body ;  iho  civtin  siifTur*  mnny  bodiljr  dwfeda 
•ddod  to  tbu  wvakiivfs  of  tne  miud.  The  itior«  ro;^uIar  tbe  bodily  for- 
inaliao  of  the  child,  iha  more  difScuti  is  thi?  trvatment  for  euro. 

"  A  Tcry  intcivsling  couno  of  cxpcrinii-at*  bi-ia  been  carried  OD  in 
diff'ereQt  cuuntrieii  od  tbe  water  &l  foe  drinking;.  Ur.  UraDgO)  a  r>cii«h- 
man,  bu  maintained  that  Roitre  and  crvtiniKm  depend  on  the  ii>agn««la 
of  the  water.  Cbemical  annlysit,  however,  prove:^  thi*  to  be  an  error. 
At  Sk  Vincent,  .1  villai^c:  of  Sardinia,  where  cnttiniaai  praraila  to  & 
fearful  extent,  the  drinkin)^  water  is  perfectly  pure  ana  good.  At 
Coir,  in  tbo  French  depnrtnicnt  of  (be  Isfre,  llii^re  is  a  spnug  whicli  ■• 
taid  to  cause  goitre,  and  yot  containv  no  oiagncjia,  and,  on  ibc  contrary, 
one  spring  which  cures  goitre,  is  found  to  contain  0'0S2  of  salt*  of 
magncKia. 

"  During  a  journey  which  I  made  through  England  and  Scotland  hut 
year  1  diicovered  some  croLin  childr<-ii  in  iRveral  village!  of  Soineract- 
sliire  and  Laucaahire.  In  th«  annual  nie«ting  of  the  Itritish  Assooia- 
lioQi  held  at  Ipswich  this  year  (1851),  ibo  subject  was  again  brought 
forward,  ntid  it  i»  to  be  liopcd  that  statistical  and  other  iaquiriei  will  be 
eBlabii«hi-d  ihruughout  ilic  Kiiigdum  uf  Great  Britain.* 

We  will  conclude  with  a  passaf^c  from  Plato,  so  apposite  t1iat  m 
cannot  resiitt  the  ploaiurc  of  taking  before  our  readers  one  or  two  of 
the  recorded  thoughls  of  that  wise  and  ^real  philosopher.* 

"  When  a  body  that  is  large  and  supciior  to  the  soul  in  powtr  is 
joined  with  a.  smnll  and  woak  intellect — there  being  naluralW  two 
ctB»io>  of  doitires  in  man,  one  of  alinMnt  on  account  of  the  body,  the 
other  uf  wiidoin  for  the  sake  of  our  most  divine  part :  in  this  case  tbo 
motions  of  the  more  powerfol,  prevaiUng  and  cnlarjring  what  is  their 
own,  but  making  the  r<;flc^live  part  of  the  soul  deaf,  indocile,  and  obli- 
Tious,  thus  induce  ignorance,  the  greatest  of  all  disesses.  There  b  one 
safety  then  for  t>oth  :  neither  to  move  the  sonl  without  tbe  body,  oor 
the  body  without  the  >onl ;  in  order  that  by  mutimllv  rosiMing  eocfa 
Other,  they  may  be  equally  balanced  and  in  perfect  heallii.  The  niaihe* 
matieian.  then,  or  any  one  els«  who  ardently  devotea  himtetf  to  any 
intellectual  pursuit,  thould  at  the  some  time  engage  the  ViuUy  In  gyni- 
Dastic  exercises ;  and  the  man  again,  who  is  careful  in  rightly  forming 
hi*  body,  should  at  the  sane  time  therewith  unite  the  molioni  of  the 
soul  in  the  exercises  uf  music  nnd  all  philiMiophy  ;  if  nt  least  he  intends 
to  be  one  that  may  justly  he  called  beautiful,  and  at  the  same  time  right 
good,"

Somplimcs  Madame  da  Candolies 
would  think  rory  mtiouiIj  of  what  could  bo  tbu  future  carver  of  her 
san,  and  the  word  AWAi'/iy '  emblaEoned  in  giKBiiiic  ideal  leilcre.  wnit 
the  only  ansKi^r  hor  imnginatiou  cror  framed.     In  I SS9,  it  to  happrni^d 
that  the  new  prcfvct  natui-d  In  tin-   di'iiarliiiviil,  wan  an  old  friend  of  the 
widow's  family — a  iHiurgeou,  it  is  true,  siill  a  respectable  man,  nliose 
fatlivr  mid  uncle  liiid,  in  iiety  difficult  tLmom  reudoritd  man  tlian  on<t 
•bnal  nervier  (o  MadaiD«  de  Candolies*  own  parents.     M.  Durand  and 
\m  wife  drew  Fcrdinnnd  and  his  mother  as  muirh  about  tlicm  as  Ihey 
poKiiihly  cauld,  and  whoncr^r  he  found  an  oceasion  of  insinuatinic  any- 
thin|^  of   the  kind  inio  the  widow's  ear,  the  wvll-intrniinnnd    prcfet 
would  talk  seriously,  nay.  nlrnoat  paternally,  of  her  sou'm  fiituTi>i  and  tha 
Utile  it  iccmed  hkdy  to  offer  to  him.     One  day,  after  a  conversation  in 
which  Madame  de  Candolhts  had  more  freely  ihan  uiiul  mlmiUvd  ihr 
barrcnnc»  of  the  lad's  prospecto,  M.  Duraml  cuntrivvd  to  Imd  hrr  in- 
scniibly  towardii  the  nolion  of  some  employment  whereby  a  hecominj 
axislcDce  might  bo  vnsiir«il,   hinted   that  inciv  wcm  poniiioni   wher« 
political  opinions  need  he  no  uh^Iade,  to  which  the  nomiriatinn  t^veii  did 
not  Mnannii!  directly  from  the  government,  and  eod^d  by  proposing  to 
inv«(t  Ferdiiund  milh  the  dignity  of  head  librarian  to  the  liiiJitil/iiym' 
de  la  t'lllf,  a  plare  yielding  some  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  a-year,  and 
juiit  left  vncant  by  the  death  of  Mndiimc  Durand'*  nephew.     Madona 
de  Candulles'  aurpriso   was  ecarce'ly  surpasMid   by  bet'  indignation,  and, 
though  she  managed  to  cover  bolh  by  a  slight  veil  of  politeness,  there 
waa  in  h*r  lefuial  a  degree  of  hatighiiuMN  that  went  v«II-nigh   lo 
disturb  the  lionot  pr^fntV  equanimity.     As  to  Ferdinand,  hi*  did  not 
exactly  know,  when  the  offer  was  first  made  clear  to  him,  whether  be 
ought  not  to  lake  dowii  a  ccrtoin  »word  nora  U  Marigny  by  his  aoees- 
lof,    l^lla^l£d«  de    Cstidelle*,    and  punish  M.    Durand    with    pontile 
loia  of  life  for  hi*  audacity  ;  but.  when  what  lie  called  reamin  returned, 
he  dMrrtnint-ii  aimply  by  thd  in^ii  dignity  of  hia  manners  in  future  to 
make  the  buunjeoie  functiunaTy  of  I>ou)»  Philippe  fe«l  the  full  eKieal  of 
his  misiakf,  and  bring  him  to  n  proper  ccinsciotiaiivss  of  th«  wide  differ- 
ence between  Ibeir  relative  uusitiuns.     Nor  was  thi*  all  ;  one  day,  lotne 
«ix  months  aficr,  Mndnme  dc  Cnndollcs   took  occFitiion   to  pny  a  visit   t9 
the  prcferlure,  and  leading  M.  Durand  aside,  to   solicit   him   fur  the 
still  unfilled  post  of  librarian,  in  favour  of  rerdiiiand's  fusler-br other, 
A  tnnrkvl-gardoncr'i  xon  !      lie  was,   she   said,    an    rxeccdingly   clvvcr 
voung  man,  knew  I.aiin,  Greek,  and  all  torts  of  things,  kid  Just  aerved 
his  time  in  a  notary's  ol&ce,  and  would  be  the  very  thing  for  the  situa- 
tion proposed  t — (successor  lo  Mailamc  DurandVown  oepbew  1)     Th« 
pref«^t  was  sulHcienlly  master  of  himself  lo  reftiae   poliirly,  alleging 
thai   he  had  already  ntade  choice  of  a  librnriaa;    but  when  Alndama 
Durnnd  heard  the  story,  she  vowed  undying  hatred  to  all  aristocrats, 
and  whenever  she  afVerwards  met   Madame  de  CandoDct,  tossed  her 
plumed    head  a*  though   she  had  been   a   nar-horse.      So  ended  our 
itcro's  lirat   aad   only   chance    of    official   cmploymest,    rejected,   wo 
have  teen  with  what  disdain.     He  had  tlien  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
Ikree. 

In  ihv  CDurM  of  the  following  year  General   de   Candolies  died, 
Uaviag  all  he  ]ioMe««cd  U  hi*  nephew.     Thin  "  all "  was  not  much, 
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•lill  it  waa  something,— •onu  twenty-odd  thougend  francs,  i>r  m>,— uiJ 
if  iho  viiiovt  tuiil  Ii>«d  long  com^h,  it  mijfht  lutvc  incrouedi  but, 
uiifottunately,  before  Frrdinand  bad  rucliM  the  xgo  of  Itrenty-five, 
hb  molh«r  aim  died,  leaviag  bito  conpluU-Iy — poMiivcly  "  aluitv  in  the 
mrld."  With  wb«t  Madame  do  Cuidollofl  1^  (her  chief  rnourcM 
liad  cone  from  «  uiall  annuity)  Fardtaaod  found  himielf  at  the  head  of 
about  two  thousand  pounda  tleTliof;.  lA'ith  two  tbousand  franca  a 
year,  uliich  this  would  yield,  he  might  liave  lived  oomfonably  coough 
in  Bay  part  of  llic  iiroviiir;t«,  and  indulgvd  in  a  qaiet  laugh  at  lh« 
prtfct,  who  wanted  to  uiake  a  bibSiollileaire  of  him.  But  of  courM 
aiich  Mnaibia  amngciocuts  did  nut  enter  ioto  bu  head.  He  was  (the 
nai/* royalist  and  ariitocrat  \)  nild  with  admiratiiiii  of  "  Heranni "  and 
U  Iloi  iamiait,  and  for  th«  moment  thon^hl  of  little  beyond  iho  soul- 
•tlrring  delights  of  seeing  Boc«go  in  Antong,  or  Madame  Dorval  in 
Marion  D^hntis.  To  Puis,  of  courae,  lendcd  all  his  desires,  and  to 
Paris  he  accordingly  went,  aa  toon  oa  the  first  months  of  mourning 
were  expired,  and  he  had  put  what  liv  Ivrmcd  order  into  his  affairs. 

Wo  will  not  (live  into  the  details  of  his  exisiciiiw  in  ilio  great  eapital 
daring  (he  first  period  of  his  rosideaev  thrrc.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that 
the  literary  mania  toon  pOMncvaed  him  entirely,  and  he  dreamt  irf*  little 
abort  of  European  fame.  Here,  indeod,  tliougfat  he,  was  a  career  into 
whioh  he  might  throw  himself  with  all  his  ^crgy.  l^martine  and  de 
^%Dy  were  gentletuen  like  himself,  and  there  was  in  [>oeirr  noiliing  to 
foUy  his  csoutcbBan.  Unfonunately,  Ferdinand  mutook  for  talent  iba 
meana  afforded  him  bv  hU  purae  for  drawing  flatlen-Tn  nboiit  hinij  and 
fbr  Bome  Itme  he  bought  hLi  most  fatal  illusions  with  liis  positive  sub- 
•tanco.  Dinners  to  journalists,  and  parties  of  plcwurc  with  all  the 
world,  soon  reduced  his  capital  cousiderably.  but  what  did  ihat  matter? 
when  he  fthould  ho  tomoust  publishers  would  butege  liim,  loytng 
thousands  at  his  fM>t  for  a  fortnight's  labour.  Ho  was  alreculy  ih« 
ocknonlcdged  Idol  of  certain  ttihnf,  and  when  the  tmgndT  ho  had 
written  should  be  performed,  liia  name  would  be  glorious  tAroughaut 
the  world.  By  dint  of  pecuniary  sacrifices,  the  performance  of  thie 
play  at  the  Theutre  Fran^iit  had  been  obtained,  and  what  with  newa- 
pappr  srrihblers,  c/a^ueurn,  actrenet,  and  human  kecbea  of  erery  sort 
who  fastened  upon  his  packet,  the  author  found  himself,  half  an  honr 
before  the  curtain  drew  up,  on  the  fancied  dawn  of  his  glory,  literalljr 
deprinxl  of  every  forihiug  lie  poAsesicd,  except  one  soUlary  five^JVaiw 
pieoo  in  his  waiiicoat  pouch.

Tlio  pr«MdiBf  carriB^s  re<;?ived  ibeir  respective  clmr^o.  and 
whirled  (hrai  off;  the  liut  one  drew  up,  nnd  the  door  wiu  opciird  \>y 
thv  footman  —  Iho  lady  drogiped  her  glove,  wliihl  tuniin^  to  bhl 
adiHU  to  hvrcoDiiMiiion.  f-'crdiDnnd,  uncoits«iouR  that  ho  hod  sprung  to 
her  tid«,  raiseil  U  up.  And  offered  it  to  titt  ostoer.  '*  Tbaitk  \ou, 
Armand,"  said  she,  *•  what  &  wrctthcd  stupid plaj,  was  it  doI  ?"  and  tU^n 
turDiiig  round, — "A  thuiiiuind  |hirdon<s  Monsisurl"  iho  vxolninipd; 
"  1  mistook  Tou  for  another  persait  ;"  sod  eo,  with  a  bow.  Bh«  «nl«r«d 
her  earring  aud  thi'  door  ciosnl  with  a  bans. 

rerdinsnd  ttooA  unoo  iho  tpot  where  he  had  tixn  her  stand,  until  « 
»eiy«nt  dtf  rv'iU  toucWd  him  oo  the  arm,  aud  toM  him  to  movr  on. 
H'Aai tt  tcrrtefKd ttufiitt plafi!— teas  it  twi?"  the  wnlr net- rang  in  hit  enr, 
bnt  Itroiight  with  it  th«  crha  of  the  tone — thni  maipc  sound  ihAt  had 
alrufk  upon  the  chords  of  his  secret  »o*iI,  and  tmdcr  wIjosc  vibr.ition 
they  Ner«  ntil]  sirikiiiK'  l'i'~i''  mponsp, — the  honeyed  voice,  nut  iIm*  hard 
worda,  hud  woundt.'d  him,  and  ho  confeMed  that,  Ihoufrh  deadly.  ih« 
polion  WHS  neciar  to  tlic  tMle.

Perflinond  hod  n  rccwuri  now  for  dcviring  to  eaplore  to  the  ulmo«t 
extent  the  upper  regioot  of  society,  and  he  accepted  the  invitation. 
The  old  lady  greeted  hiia  with  a  half- benevolent,  balf-miachievoiM 
nnlto— "  My  dear  child,"  satd  she,  when  the  servant  had  closed  the 
door.  *■  now  tbni  Providence  has  saved  yoa  from  hecominir  on  Aotitme 
dt  Itttra,  wo  inust  try  to  make  «<>mcthii)g  of  you.  llearnit  tic  prninedf 
pen  and  ink  must  have  lost  its  charm  for  you  at  last" (n  pinch  of  snulf  ), 
"  it  wtran  your  play  was  as  bad  as  your  enciny  coidd  wi^h ;  MiuJame  de 
Kouvion  «■■  there,  and  has  ju»t  told  nie  so — poor  dear  Het-lor  de 
CandolW  (another  pinch  of  anuff  },  '*  if  he  oonid  have  |i;oef>8ed  that  a 
grcat>groii<bo»  of  his  would  writo  a  ptay !  But,  however,  that  is  over 
BOW,  and  wo  have  only  lo  n-jotce  that  things  were  no  wonc  :  nben  the 
rrrollcction  or  yotir  qivN/urtr  »linll  have  ijuitc  subvid^id,  wo  will  find  a 
wife  for  you,  and  settle  you  in  life !  Thank  lleuven  I  ynii  are  cun-d  of 
your  taale  for  pen  and  ink  1"  and  these  last  word*  the  nooil  bdy  re- 
peated over  and  over  again  in  the  courw  of  the  evening,  and  each  tin>c 
with  renurkahle  tfltisfaetioD.  Uuce  or  twice  Ferdinand  was  tempted 
lo  shake  ibe  monotonous  little  dowager  lo  pieceH,  and  shout  in  her  car 
— "  Woman  I  I  most  /tr4  by  pen  and  ink,  or  *tarv('  ]"  but  the  rometn- 
branee  of  the  fare  he  bad  seen  tlio  night  before,  froao  the  words  on  hi* 
tongue,  and  he  submitted  to  tlie  torlOTc  in  silence. 

F«r  months  in  the  t'li/zitg,  tvhither  Maduuie  de  Oucsvilhris  carried  him, 
he  sou^l  out  Uie  object  of  his  dreuint,  but  tlie  neviT  nppnanjd,  und 
Fcfdinand  went  on  k-ikding  la  rit?  dt  liohime,  until  hope  began  almoHt 
entirely  to  &de  away.

Unable  to  pay  far 
Ui8  ladgnf,  nriBU  At>d  dirty  aa  it  wna,  that  he  had  hithcrl-)  inhnhttnd,  h* 
win  now  redu«d  H>  rmt  a  «mal)  attic  belonging  lo  the  collection  of 
wmuits'  rooms  in  a  toluiubk  co«d<loolni)g  hmie.  The  one  tliought  that 
ahaorbed  hint  vrtu  i«ar  ImI  Itluachv  d«  Vourrajr  should  di»C07er  t)i« 
iien«titi(T»  of  hi»  lifc  This,  *nd  this  aloiw,  combated  the  wild  passion 
wherewitli  she  had  impind  htm.  But  he  racltoned  without  feminine 
iiurtinct  and  feminine  cumsity.  Blanche  de  Vouvray  had  not  been  hnlf 
a  doEcn  Umea  tn  the  «imc  »aJmt  -with  M.  de  Condollea,  beibm  the  felt 
ahe  was  adored,  and  her  next  feeliof  waa  one  of  conudereble  anxiety  to 
know  how  she  sbould  bring  her  slave  to  eonfeM  the  ehann.

M.  de  Cuutolles'  health  was  visibly  faiUng  every  day.  One  erenitig, 
thia  wru  so  plain  to  all  oyes  that,  at  Madame  da  Ouesrillers'  house,  many 
fiooil-natund  |>enuiis  told  PenUaand  lie  n«lly  must  tdco  care,  or  thoy 
fhould  licAT  of  his  ftoiiig  off  in  a  gallopini;  conuimptioo.

Gucb  a  letter  m  few  women  have  evcrrtcrivind  was  put,  the  next  niom- 
in^  into  Wadawoiidle  de  Vommy'i  handu  Tlie  first  «ff«ct  of  it  was 
aloctrical, — she  boeanw  confused,  and  like  one  in  a  dream  ;  but  alniost  as 
aoon,  the  fciniitine  instinct  awoke,  and  inroluntarily  she  admitted  llint 
htr  end  letu  ffoineti.—he  had  tpeiken  at  tatt  f  What  lay  beyond  waa 
uncerlAin — might  be  dangerous,  aiid  had  l>est  be  altogether  set  aside.

VouTray  udmittwJ  to  hertclf  tliut  it  m^ht  hnvo  bo«i  bettw  for  bcr  never 
lohavcMun  M.  de  Osntlotleii.  IJisMron^  adoradon  captivated  and  }irv 
oocupteii  her  by  iu  very  atntngcncM,  probably  Gu  raore  tlian  if  it  h«d 
follewed  lh«  ordinary  nwtSiod  in  such  cocei.

hand  baiin  and  a  candleaticlc,  a  hair-brush  and  two  or  three  book^ 
the  heterogeneous  symbols  of  all  the  wretched  inmate's  wants,  vanil 
and  toil  I 

The  night  had  been  a  bad  one,  and  the  morning  sun  brought  but  sn 
alleriatioR  to  Perdinand's  sufTeringi,  whilst  the  malady  itself  held  t 
prisoner  in  its  clutches  ;  the  want  of  proper  sustenance  lo  weakened 
frlDM  that  it  eould  oppose  no  resistance  to  disease.  The  brain,  with 
aa  yet  precisely  wanderii^,  still  firom  time  to  time  created  for  itself  \ 
illusions,  genUe  dreams.  0ns  form  ever  floated  before  Ferdinai 
mental  vision — far,  («r  off,  as  in  another  sphere — and  he  woidd  etre 
forth  his  arm's  towards  the  image  and,  longing,  cry  to  it  for  a  look,  a  s 
of  recognition. 

A  Imock  came  at  his  door,  uncertain,  timid,  loud ; — why  did  tl 
disturb  him  t — Another  knock  1 — He  groaned  ftrth  the  woi^  to  en 
and  a  hand  was  laid  upon  the  key. 

"Come  in!"  he  ogun  peevishly  repeated.     The  door  opened  ! 

To  describe  what  peaied  in  the  minds  of  the  two  thus  suddei 
ftce  to  iace  to  one  another,  is  impossible.  All  the  squalid,  ugly,  povei 
and  BppBTtot  degradation  we  have  tried  to  depict,  flashed  like  lightn 
over  Blanche  de  Vouvray's  comprehension— «he  stood  aghast,  but 
involuntary  scream  that  escaped  her  was  drowned  in  the  violence  of 
•xdamation,  that  burst  &om  M.  de  Candolles'  lips.  With  one  hi 
diBwing  over  hun  convulsively  the  blanket  that  was  his  only  cover! 
and  waving  the  other  imperioosly, — "  Depart  hence,  depart ;"  he  shri 
ed  in  bitter  agony,  and  with  eyes  that  started  with  horror  from  tl: 
sockets. 

The  terror  was  mutual ;  and  she  who  had  come  to  console  f 
in  dismay,  and  he,  who  would  have  paid  with  his  heart's  blood  a  toi 
of  her  hand,  drove  her  from  him  as  ruthlessly  as  though  she  had  b< 
his  deadliest  foe  I 

Ferdinand  de  CaodoIIes  did  not  die  then ;  he  went  raving  mad,  i 
confined  at  Charenton  for  many  years,  grew  to  be  a  harmless  man 
and  died  in  the  year  1848.  Blanche  de  Vouvray  is  stiU  a  rragn 
beauty  in  the  laiont  of  Paris,  universally  respected,  and  only  known 
ft  very  few  as  the  heroine  of  this  sad  tale. 
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Tt  in  ail  itnpoelim]  and  money^grutiblng^gi^— poets  lire  in  it  unhrard, 
and  unatnvinjt  to  \w  h«&rd — and  die  out  of  it  unnotioM),  without  Wving 
a  void,  or  dxcitinj;  n  n^et.  Tbomiu  Hoon  hu  juat  expired,  at  n  littht 
village  in  \Vih«.  Three  nioiimen,  aaroet  unknown.  ftUawed  hit  rentaini 
to  ihe  gravfL  Ireland,  that  (ot  half  a  century  hu  been  MirtiituiYd  in  hit 
long*,  and  whose  beet  claime  to  bcin;;  cotindered  a  nation  ar«  to  be 
H^tbered  from  iu*  wne,  Ireland  hat  eaid  nothing.  In  Dublin,  the 
Urth-place  of  Uooro,  no  sound  of  t>ublic  tentimont  it  hcon),  uv«  tlic  oin 
wliich  the  "  brMe-band  "  of  iti  otaton  are  giving  tliemwlT«.  Itcafened 
by  the  Tulganat  limy  of  vulgar  politidans,  the  Irish  have  not  a  tribute 
nr  their  national  bonl,  who  rvoderod  their  country's  politic*  what  tliey 
never  were  before,  and  never  will  b«  againi  toniething  elovated,  iotelli- 
gimt.  and  ennobltnj^ 

Irslond,  bdeod,  may  Klort,  that  (or  many  year*.  Moore  had  tumcd  hin 
tail  look  upon  her  and  upon  her  potitiot,  and  that  he  lived  and  died  a 
Whiji :  a  kind  of  party  whidh  punues  a  middle  line,  and  which,  con- 
•L'<|iittitly,  i*  tinpojinlar  and  aohonvd  in  n  country  of  extreme*,  like 
IraUnd.  Moreuver,  if  England  be  unpocticol  and  money -gnibbing,  the 
ganiuB  of  Irvland  it  without  an  idua  in  ita  bead,  or  sixpence  in  tt« 
pocket.  Of  all  thoM  fiur  dteama  and  hopea,  vrith  which  Moore  peopled 
nil  lri»h  Olympus,  not  one  ntrvivat.  nlriothini  in  that  countiy,  ia 
rnrcaenlad  by  Mr.  Birch,  and  lioroigm  by  Mr.  Smith  O'Brien.  ICven  rti- 
hdlion,  put  to  the  proof,  hiu  turned  out  to  be  a  liumliug ;  and  though 
Itfooru's  poetry  ones  showed  a  mirror  up  to  Irith  naturvi  llio  nature 
it  obongvd ;  and  it  i»  no  loiigsr  for  the  po«t  to  ibod  the  light  of 
ICiBS  upon  it.  but  for  the  staU»t!eiBn  to  diroiitcle  it«  detail*  by  the  light  of 
iuM  OTrn  littlo  farthing  candle.  A  "  Union"  is,  in  fact,  Irduid'e  Temple 
«f  th«Mu(eii,  aSydiwy  GixlolphiiiOitbonie.  not  Moore,  ii«  laureate.  Hti 
proaa  heat*  poeay  Ik>11uw,  an  do  hia  fact*  far  uialanco  even  Iriih  ima^nalion. 

We  cannot  ny,  thst  we  much  adinire  the  politica  of  poet*,  and  much 
might  be  said  agwiut  Moore 'i,  Byion'i,  Souttuqr'^  and  even  t^cutt'i.  But 
thnt  their  su«c«ptihli?  minds  iJiould  be  !mpr«iatd  by  that,  which  made 
neoenarily  lo  large  o  part  uf  t)ic-  mental  atmospheni  and  social  conunena 
in  which  they  lived,  uai  incvitabltf.  And  we  may  attribute  more  to 
their  chance  position  in  life,  than  to  either  the  nalaral  bnnt  of  tbeir  nunda 
or  tho  colour  of  their  judgmtmta. 

Uoon'abinh,  childhood,  boyhood,  youtlihood,  went  through  the  nio«t 
■tnTingand  exciting  period  of  Irith  biatory.  He  tirnt  law  the  light  in 
May,  1780,  when  the  Iriih,  even  the  bclt«r  Iriib,  inipired  by  American 
eiampte,  were  in  regtmtntii  u  volunteen,  and  eliuming  indepcndcnca 
wHti  arm*  in  ihair  hands.  The  son  of  a  respectable  grocrr,  living  at  tb« 
corner  iri*  Aiingivr  Street,  tloore  had  ttie  cxcvlk-nl  and  clauic  education 
which  waa  within  reodi  of  the  Iriali  itiiddle  cluat,  nt  l(a«t  in  the  raetro- 
poti*;  and  ho  niiulo  tho  moel  of  it,  ihowing  biiiiH-!f  n  moft  prvcocioua 
jotith,  fund  'if  >p<iutiiig,  reciting,  acting,  and,  tioging,  aiid  wliiUt  yd  a 
f'igmy  boy.  even  cotnpoaang  tonga,  whtcii  the  riteii  generation  could  not 
equiil.  Hie  preeodoui  qualitiea  aad  n»)y  claim*  to  arrive  at  celebrity 
and  excellence,  made  young  Moors  an  B«{uaJntaincc  and  favourite  of  even 
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'<■  Wberc  tlie  blue  IwlU  of  aid  Turoiilanliinli 
Tbrir  •iMtii^  tfaaJuw*  u'*r  Outiula'*  Uvd." 

Till!  luonil  inipreMi«n  made  upon  Mooreby  Amoric*  ia  not  that  wliicli  wo 
would  hare  oxpoctod  from  onci  in  wIi'MC  brcut  the  wt-ds  vf  Irinh,  that  U, 
of  extreme  libemlifim,  wero  tleeping,  if  not  scmiinaling.  Tiie  Americans 
nrc,  indeed,  lu  much  aiu)0>y«<)  mi  Moont's  jmlgment  ofllieni  m  ve»o  M 
they  are  of  Dickcnu'i  opinions  of  tbem  at  a  later  day.  Ku  tciitiiiients 
upon  lh»  Aineripous  sa  a  people  are  e.Tpre««ed  in  a  poetical  epirtle  Trcm 
Waahingtou,  addrosdoil  to  l.»rd  Porbct.  The  pact  complain*  tlut  nil  the 
foul  philoiophy  or  Prance  Itai  overspread  America,

Tho  Annuricani  may  fcrj^ivci  thinjurctiilo  efTusion  of  the  London  niuti  nf 
faihioii,  ■puTitiiig  the  honiy  bunduiid  the  coimc  apccch  of  tln!  bocku'uudii- 
iiisn,  a  hood  that  Moore  would  have  gjosped  a  few  yeara  lator,  when  ho 
had  comu  to  furin  a  i)u«  ^Miinatc  of  Loodon  fashiona,  prinoety  fiieiids, 
and  thervfiiienieiit  of  Tory  rule. 

The  critic  Jeffror,  who  came  out  in  June,  IJOQ,  ivith  one  ofbii  Thug 
articles  u]Kiri  poor  Mi>ore,n#vor  mid  nword  on  this  precipitate  judjpnent  of 
the  Aiiiuritana.  But  the  poet,  being  palrunixcd  by  ibu  Prineu  and  Lord 
Moira,  wan  too  t«inptiiig  a  tiubjuct  for  critical  anatomy.  And  accordingty 
hia  frrolic  coupleti  were  held  out  to  public  anathema  at  likrly  to  comipl  tho 
women  of  the  empire,  although  tho  poet  was  represented  oi  having  no  other 
claim  to  attention  but  tl»e  amorous  nature  of  the  siibjfct.  An  Jeffrey 
never  handlcdor  tried  to  appreciate  a  writer  of  genius  and  immortality,  in 
his  first  eauys,  without  branding  him  as  a  itufnd  foul,  and  a*  he  every 
year  sought  to  pufT  wme  ittuptd  foul  of  his  acquainUnce  or  Ids  parly 
iato  cmincDM,  we  may  leare  Jefliey  aa  the  Themito*  ofcritidtm  to  llie 
award  of  posterity.  &(oorc,  however,  was  not  for  abiding  thia  tardy 
judgment.  He  challenged  JeiTrcy.  Tliey  met  at  Chalk  Farm,  and 
boeauM  the  two  putUind  men  of  letters  did  not  slaughter  each  other,  tlio 
maUgnant  world  aaid  the  pi»toU  lind  no  balls  ;  and  Lord  Byron  was  tinge- 
neiouR  enough  to  copy  the  calumny.  The  Ilidinbujgh  reviewer,  howei'er, 
tnay  boast  of  having  cured  Moore  of  any  ftirthrr  itvdulgcnce  in  the  purely 
erotic  vein.  He  begun  the  M!ti<«oftfa«  Irish  melodies  in  the  following 
year,  1807.  But  Uie  poet,  as  indeed  was  but  natuial  to  his  more  manly 
age,  mingled  o  purer  s|>irit  with  liii  nectar. 

I?ever  was  taik  better  adapted  to  genius  than  (he  Irish  melodies  to 
Moorv.     The  current  of  btHniiiid  was  music,  and  his  llioi^its  ran  to  thai 
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oFHwin,  and  Mill  man  of  Bvron.  Neither,  we  are  certain,  ever  meimt 
geriouil}'  the  Epicumniiin  of  inany  of  th«ir  vereet ;  wliich  *reTv  meant 
mcrrl^V  an  n  foil  to  talc«  olT  the  too  keen  edge  of  thow  in  which  tlicy  nrc 
wamily  and  eincerely  pMsionate.     Who  «ver  look 

"  It  l*  tweet  l<i  ttink  lliat  irlwrtvf  r  \re  runtn," 

lo  be  icrioi9*,apt)/»«t  as  it  ia  (0  the  tune  of  "  Tliody,  you  Gander,"  anj 
more  than  they  took  poiicg>'rici  on  dmiikcnneu  in  a  hundrrd  cHecmoi 
poet*  and  songa,  to  ba  aught  tut  banter  ?  Unfortunntcl^,  Byron  aluiMct 
this  licence  of  the  poet  to  be  jocosely  immonil  anil  ironicttlly  licentious. 
Hit  laugli  and  hit  mecr  became  to  ioienniiigkHl  that  one  kn^w  not 
winch  WHi  which;  and  whilst  lome  of  the  ((ood  pubHc  took  hii  sublime 
for  Salaniim,  othen  took  his  Satani*m  for  tW  siiUinic. 

Moore,  however,  had  nothing  of  the  SaTdaiiapaliia,  or  th«!  Mcpliiito* 
philcs  in  him ;  hii  philosap hy  was  simple,  and  hia  ideaa  pellucid — he  had 
Heated  very  hBppily  upon  the  current  of  li&i— friendship  luid  vraftcd  him 
un  liis  prosperous  path — love  cheered  and  comforted  aa  well  as  tiiBpired 
him.  There  was  nought  in  woman's  heart,  or  man's  apirit,  or  hie  own 
fkte,  to  make  him  tum  in  disgust  from  any,  or  convert  them  into  hells 
bj  tho  force  of  distorted  iinu^iniUion.  He  saw  nothing  in  life,  but  that 
same  inuiinK  svirtaco  which  all  ebeerfiil  men  «oe — iiothinf;  in  mislbrtutie 
deeper  than  the  common  cnliimitics  that  ajfcci  all  men  ivitli  more  or  less 
intensity.  These  were  ample  malarials  for  his  muse,  sufiicient  ground* 
work  for  his  Guicy,  which  lorcd  to  select  the  nmplert  luhject,  to  clerat* 
and  adorn  by  the  Dioet  exuberant  charms  of  poesy. 

Hie  race  for  poelicaJ  pre-ominencc  then  bcjEan  to  be  keenly  cont«it«d. 
Every  montli  brought  forth  its  poun  —  evory  year  its  epic.  A  few 
songs,  or  a  brief  tale,  had  beceoie  unsatisfactory  aiid  dianespectful  to  the 
public  Even  poets  addrened  them  in  goodly  Toliunee,  and  what  with 
notes  and  vene,  weighty  mistilat  began  to  be,  bandied  about  by  the  Muses, 
Moorv  wail  not  a  man  to  be  left  behind  ;  h«,  tou,  felt  ItiinsuLf  fully  ei^ual  to 
a  poem  dt  long  Aaieine,  and  he  determined  to  Qini;  himself  into  it  Mr- 
Perry,  of  tho  "  ]kf  oniing  Chronicle,"  brought  Uootf  to  talk  to  the  heads 
of  the  &cm  of  Longman  on  that  subject ;  and  they  were  imlucLt]  tu  hold 
out  a  sum  of  throe  thousand  pounds  as  the  price  for  a  goodly  quarto  or 
octavo  of  ventc.  An  epic,  however,  could  not  ho  written  in  Hiiry  Stroat, 
aft«r  rtights  spent  in  lobster  suppers,  or  in  worse  dissipation,  as  Dyren'i 
Lite  depicts.  Tom  Mootc,  thsrclbre,  now  a  married  man,  hatinf;  espoused 
Miui  Dyke,  the  object  of  hit  aSeciions,  retired  to  MayiicM  Coltitf^.,  in  l>cr- 
byehire,  no  forlorn  or  deserted  spot,  as  some  biogiaphio  sketches  pro- 
nounce it,  but,  OD  tlio  contrary,  surrounded  by  eotne  of  the  mott  beautifol 
scujiery  and  the  gayest  haunts  in  Englund.  A  walk's  distance  fnm  Mat- 
loch,  D  drire  from  Cbalworth  as  from  Dovedale,  Hook  found  liiouclf 
to  view  or  in  reach  tft  all  the  channs  that  English  rural  life  ajforda. 

Here  Uoore  compotod  Lalla  Rookh,  not  without  frcijucnt  imd  fidgety 
Tisite  to  London,  and  dives  into  it*  life  and  gucty.  The  events  of 
1811  wero  such  at  might  well  dorange  the  oomponire,  and  distniii 
tho  neclution  of  any  muse.  The  poet,  however,  ntuck  to  his  tadi; 
in  ISIti  the  volume  woi  delivered  to  the  bookseller,  and  tlic  price  paid. 
However  largo  th«  latter  may  t^wm,  it  was  but  the  remuneration  for  live 
years  of  incessant  intellectual  labour.  Lolla  Rookh  nppcttred  in  1817, 
and  answered  all  the  expectation  formed  of  it  by  a  tliea  ftatidious  ami 
aknott  satiated  public   No  production  of  eitiier  Seolt  or  Byron  excelled  it. 
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yrti  cannot  Itit  wonder  at  the  audacity  of  existing  piffmics  in  diuing  evfn 
to  meAiura  the  mIoki  vho  mond  mnongtt  th«ir  fatnen.  Tlic  Inst  ngi^ 
of  writoriH  tvlivllier  in  prose  or  vcrac,  had  oiiu  grcnt  d«fecl,  wliich  dc 
tmcted  wid  detracts  from  their  univcreality  and  greatness.  They  wrote 
for  an  educated  cIoM.  They  did  not,  like  Momer,  and  like  Shaic«puaro, 
write  fwr  tvcry  clan — tha  vulgar  on  well  a«  the  refined.  Perhapi  it  wa* 
not  tlieir  fault ;  pcrhopa  it  wu  the  fault  of  lodely,  it*  diriuont,  and  the 
parking  olf  of  high  from  low  in  all  matters  of  education  and  of  tiulc. 
7ha  motl  popular  of  tho  writvr*  of  tho  Inat  age  it  Scott ;  but  eren  Iits 
fmse  nritiiign  deinnrid  &  ci»lain  culliration  of  intellect  and  gentilimtton 
of  habita  of  thought,  that  (vnder  bx  poorer  writers  of  itn&dination  greater 
faTouritefl  with  the  people. 

ilut  thu  criticH  and  pnnts  of  the  preeenl  dar  ifho  pnoh  pooh  Scfllt, 
Bjruu,  and  Uoore,  do  not  object  to.  or  complain  of  this  their  really  weak 
point.  On  tho  contrary,  they  would  augment,  oggnvato  il.  Inttcnd  of 
oddrcstiiig  a  wid«r  range  of  intellect,  they  (edt  to  plewe  a  lest  extended 
audiuiica.  If  Soott  wiot«  for  gentlemen  and  yeomen,  Moore  for  society, 
Byron  lor  what  was  Uatt  in  society,  the  Rngliih  lards  of  1890  writ«  for 
an  au^ence  of  poets.  No  plain  man  can  comprehend  them  ;  their  modes 
of  Ihoi^Iit  and  diction  re'^uiio  a  study  so  understand,  and  an  apprentiee- 
thip  lo  admire.  Now  t)ii«  U  progrei*  in  a  wrong,  that  is,  in  a  backward 
direction.  To  be  exclusive  ia  not  to  be  gnrat,  except  in  one's  own  opi- 
nion. Thin  niny  do  Icr  the  ariatocniey  of  Uith  and  wealth,  but  not  for 
that  of  talent  or  gcniu*,  which  mmt  be  judged  and  appreciated  by  otiier 
Tcices  than  tliuse  of  its  own  retainers.  Tlie  best  charoctcruitic  of  trtM 
genius  is  its  univeruJity,  its  speaking  to  all  men  tn  tlicir  own  langungr, 
and  its  winning  all  men.  Tliis  it  the  grMt  characteristic  of  Greek  litem- 
tuxe:  the  beauty  of  all,  whotlitr  epic,  dramatic,  lyric,  historic,  thawing 
forth  the  univemlity  of  tlie  audiwict-  which  all  addresi.  There  was 
nothing  affected,  nothing  stilled,  nothing  exclusive  about  il,  no  wordy 
Kublime,  nu  niyfiteriout  ori^^niiltty,  iki  Italian  conceits,  tin  German  non- 
ncnse.  And  Uiis  was  because  UriH;ce  allowed  no  clusvt  ivork,  no  hide 
and  go  S«ek  cxprcitiont  of  scntuncnt.  Mud  there  been,  Arixtophuncs 
would  have  »oon  held  it  up  to  inspection  and  daritioii  in  one  uf  hit 
"Clouds."  In  iLe  way,  therefore,  that  Moore  and  Bvron  sinned,  the  poeta 
of  the  preoent  day  sin  mote.  They  have  gone  furtlicr  from  nalure.  from 
life,  and  from  the  wide  atidiencea  of  their  fellowa  to  glean  appluuae  tn 
comers,  and  win  iramortality  from  coterieo- 

Wv  know  ef  no  nobler  aim  for  the  poet  than  to  take  a  lublime  and 
intellectual  philosophy,  which  ii  too  obslruse  for  the  vulgnr  nml  loo  ideal 
for  plain  exposition,  but  which,  by  being  adorned  and  illustrated,  may  be 
bni^t  hoiDc  to  the  imagiiiution,  and  rendered  clear  to  the  tntcltisence 
of  the  general  reader.  Thai  is  wbttt  Fope  attempted ;  nlthaiigh  whether 
he  chose  his  philowphy  wisely,  or  expounded  it  to  any  purpose,  may  be 
doubted.  But  the  bard  who  takta  or  who  coticeivn  a  very  oliBlniae 
pliilosophv.  nnd  who,  instead  of  illustrating  it,  lenden  it  ten  tunes  moi* 
aWtruse  m  his  rerte,  hns  small  eflftct  osa  poet,  and  less  inftuenee  as  a 
philosopher.  For  our  own  port,  if  we  phice  little  value  by  tl>c  politics 
of  poets,  wc  phice  rtiU  leas  by  their  philosophy,  which  is  always  seeand* 
hand,  never  digested,  and  generally  il1.choBen.  We  are  (or  the  diTiaioR 
of  laUur  in  intellectual  punuits,  and  like  to  go  U>i  philosophy  to 
philosophers,  and  tor  politics  to  politicians.  We  admire  Byron  in  de- 
spite oit  his  philosophy,  and  can  enjoy  even  the  pOH-erlul  expreiuon  of 
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his  pltiloiopliic  MiittiDent,  altliougli  we  know  it  to  be  nontenae.  Wr 
con  grant  full  indtilgcncc  to  the  cpicureaiiiam  of  MooreV  songi.  Dul  if 
the  gresi  nwnt  of  Itymn  lay  in  hi>  iii^tiun  of  virtue  and  liappioM*.  and 
pf  Moore  in  hit  rpcoinmondation  to  cmjoy  the  preiant  hour,  wn  muld 
Mint  out  proK  worlct  inhere  thet«  doctnnn  were  inoro  latioimU;  sot 
forth,  and  more  logically  proven. 

Lulln  Rookh  rccammendB  it««lf  fay  no  in«tap1iyu«.  Lov«  of  woman  J 
■nd  ot  freuloni  fomi(.-<l  iti  plain  staple  Wo  may  wtmder  at  the  in^J 
Un*t  that  i*  orettted  out  af  tiuOi  thrend-borQ  Kntunntt.  But  tliv  poet 
beli«Tcd  in  thaw  eenlinienU,  (elt  them,  was  insuirad  by  tliein.  VEe  is 
more  in  earnest  tlum  th«  youth  of  eighteen,  aot  is  tbera  lorcr  or 
patriot  n-ho  mutt  not  fncl  thnr  warmth  incrcued  and  infltunecd  hy  th« 
living  Tone  of  Muok.  Its  strength  and  spirit  am  imfb^^nsi  th« 
iiDOgi-ry  btillianC,  the  lanKU^  and  idtnu  beautiful.  It  ia  ma  tfaot 
Moon  wiu  not  dnmntie.  Tnii  is  a  ntiatnk«.  Ilii  chametcn,  indo>Ml, 
have  not  ifaa  orii^inalily  requiiod  of  tho  dnma.  But  sucli  as  they  an, 
can  any  be  Tootv  dmmatii^  i  What  more  spinl«d  tlisii  thu  diuoguot 
more  pamonato  than  tho  aoItl«<iui''s.  An  "  ifaBtom  Tale  "  counot  d^^] 
vclopc  difTcn-uco  of  character.  Tli«  B»U  knows  no  such ;  oil 
Azima,  llindae.  and  Uokarmoba.  Kant  look  for  cliarocter  in  an' 
Eottiim  tn!o.  But  tu  brenth*  life  inlo  tbew  u  even  m«n  diflicuU  Uma  to 
light  u  lurid  flaniu  behind  the  mask  of  a  Childo  Harold  or  a  Dun  Jium. 

In  lli«  midtt  of  this  deep  and  unfcigned  admuration  of  Lalla  Roekh, 
there  is  on«  merit  aniveradly  tllowad  to  ^t  t«  which  w«  allogeth^ 
demur-  It  in  10  ptrrlWtly  Eiutcni,  people,  nay  critics,  say,  that  it  luu 
been  tmnilated  at  Iipulioii,  nrnl  \*  aclciiawledpid  as  senuine  I'craian  by 
Pcreinn*.  When  nn  Enslialiman  who  hai  n«rer  tmvdlod,  quoth  anotlier 
critic-)  cnn  sond  forth  n  poem  *o  prriVctly  Oriental,  of  what  use  traTcUing 
at  all  i  Cannot  the  East  le  known  and  learned  from  J>'llericiol  beLl«r 
titan  fironi  p^'rtona)  inipedion  i  UntbHiutately  for  this  critical  onlhiuiasm 
then  is  nothing  Oriental  in  Lalla  Rookh,  but  the  vocabulary,  the  ima- 
gery, and  tlic  nutcs.  Its  niorolii,  iVt  HctiiiDicnlH,  in  habits,  its  eTeaita, 
ano  good,  intcTOiting,  heauliful,  but  they  arc  not  Eait«ni.  A  ladjr 
within  thu  walla  of  n  harvm,  who  cnlli  even  volupluouiniesa  vice — a 

CDtenlate  who  seeks  to  win  tlio  Hervices  of  a  ([allant  youth  by  exposing 
im  to  llie  lascinatioiu  of  the  women  of  hjn  own  harem — the  early  and 
iuiiocvnt  loves  of  youths  and  mwdenB  wandering  together  in  grove*.— « 
prophet  who  comea  forwur<l,  like  a  Kurofiean  Rronner^  with  pnxniMi  oS] 
Ilia  delenninatioA  to  free  mankincl— «nd  an  RmiaeU,  or  B  Lord  Edwatd^ 
Fitzgerald  in  the  disguise  of  a  Oheber — all  these  are  so  uttcriyond' 
diametrically  opposite   to   Oriental   poarihtlities,   that,  with   whaletw 
awoscment  and  delight  such  poi.int  niny  he  read  at  Ispahan,  no  IVrsian 
can  for  a  laorumt  acknowledge  their  fraternity. 

Nor  does  the  scenery  strike  as  more  Oriental  than  the  wntitnenL  It 
is  very  bcautirul,  very  hrilliant,  more  of  tho  splendour  ef  wiRtimenl  than 
an  Oriental  iaiapiiatioa  couhl  cwjure  up.  But  the  )o<al  touchest  the 
flriginal  ehuooteristies  of  a  region  so  ulleriy  neur  and  opposed  to  all  our : 
•yes  aro  aocustomod  to  dwoll  on, — whurc  arv  they)  Book  leaniinf;  could 
uM  iu|>[dy  tbisi  Thoae  who  trav«ll«di  and  wrote  tiarels  helbrr  Moon's 
day,  were,  in  general,  scieiitifie  or  tnatter-of-foet  fimignert.  There  is  no 
poe«y  in  theii  limning*,  no  actual  Hie  iii  tliclr  skvlotaRt,  whilst  within 
the  last  thirty  ymni  Enghuid  haa  been  inundated  not  merely  with 
accounts,  but  actual  pictures  of  the  East,  done  hy  the  most  vivacious 
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pencil*.  Mooro  hail  little  beyond  the  vocabul&TWa  wad  road-books  to  gn 
Upon.  Tiie  similee,  indeedi  uii  cnrixict,  nod  the  notes  ^tc  ub  clia|it«r 
and  voree  Pur  th«ni,  and  tlto  Bf&rd  iiietrueUmi  tt  Ui  wliut  ihey  rcjin'sent 
and  ni««ii.  iiut  wo  regret  tu  %ay,  tUvru  in  muri!  of  Llie  truL-  Enst  in  a  page 
of  Morier  or  "  Eothen,"  th&ii  in  the  tno  heroic  poems  of  " halla  nookii.'' 
The  IcsMF  {io«ins,  t!K>  "  I'lglil  of  tlw  HATcm"  And  "  Pumdiw  uiid  tho 
P«ri,''  are  not  tluinpcd  <vitb  ocoi dental) aro.  And  l)ic  lalter,  pcrliapa,  might 
pruvc  an  exception  Ut  our  criticiiin,  and  bo  rvccivcd  into  Uic  Oriental  com- 
partm<'nt  uf  a  liltrury  at  Titliz  oi  Itpahan. 

TIte  coniplotion  and  publication  of  ]\is  grt«t  poem  «et  the  mind  of 
Moore  free,  and  at  the  «uniu  liniti  f^tifiiKl  it  with  lUQuencc  tuid  witli 
succetL  Hfi  Miscd  the  opportunity  of  his  wsll-euroed  holiday,  and  set 
<M  vrith  Mr.  Rcgcn  for  Paris.  LibemU  were  at  that  tiaic  mora  tiian 
usually  angry  to  aoc  A  long  war,  the  prevention  of  wliich  tlicy  had  de- 
precated, bro^ht  to  s  protpemua  close  by  the  most  talenUesB  of  their 
oppon«nU.  T^at  Cwitlurrafjh  xhouU  huvr  nin  down  NupoWn,  and 
looki>d  from  the  height  of  inuniph  with  ineirablo  contempt  on  the  little 
men  in  oppotition,  who  wer«,  after  all,  the  grvat  intoll^cta  of  the  day, 
wan  not  sgroeablo  to  thoM  grant  intellcctt.  Tlia  Whig*,  accordingly,  put 
no  ItouTids  to  Llicir  ill-humour.  If  aome  courtesy  waa  hit^ierto  showii  lo 
the  Hej^nt.  theiu  waa  none  now ;  he  might  have  rendfrad  his  fiionda 
IniiinnhAnt.  Tb«r<^  t*  difliculty  in  comprchciidiiig  llie  writings  of  Byron 
and  of  Moore,  at  this  epoch,  without  wmo  such  explanation.  Moore 
hod,  indoad,  found  the  Regent  to  bo  a  fickle  friend.  But  in  ISIO,  in 
honour  of  a  fct«  (^raa  by  Major  Bryan,  on  llie  Prince  of  Walvn'ii  birth- 
day, liis  renea  were  still  complintcntary.  In  1$  1 7,  it  was  far  otherwiae; 
tho  R«g9nt  hod  turned  his  back  upon  tho  Irish,  began  tho  pi^necution  of 
the  Queuii,  and  pcrtuwrcd  in  thu  oblivivti  of  every  liberut  frlenJ.  TW 
Tory  government,  loo,  had  rendered  itself  ringularly  obnoxioua,  by  a 
ncurrence,  not  nieculy  to  th«  tpy  ayatem,  but  to  that  wont  ttate  of  it, 
in  which  spies  act  aa  prorak«ra,  ut  wdl  aa  duiiouuceru  of  txceuuiu.  Full 
of  theae  current  giiefa  Moore  went  to  Paris,  and  combining  hia  F.ngliih 
cxpenenco.  Irish  reminitcencet,  and  French  gOuraiandiM  tegother,  ho 
compoacd  ht»"  Letters  (a  the  Fudge  Family,"  to  the  honour  and  illuilru- 
Uon  of  Caatlereagli,  Allhoiigli  KaBiionotiiy  sod  millinery  aiiaivd  with 
politic*  in  llw  woiking  out  of  this  aatirc,  itill  poUtics  wcm  prrdomlnsntf 
and  if  the  "  Melodies  "  had  awakened  and  kept  alive  the  Irish  portion 
of  than,  the  poet's  English  Whiggism  becBine  now  equally  violent,  and 
continiMd  henceforth  to  share  and  to  occupy  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
poet*B  thoughts  and  penmanship. 

Pulitical  uttite  is  a  quality  of  uiind,  and  a  kind  of  genius  indigenous 
in  Kngliuid.  It  is  difficult  to  Bml  out  a  pvriod  in  the  country's  annnU, 
when  it  did  not  flourish.  From  Hers'  "  Ploughman "  dvwn,  it  haa 
always  had  its  represantative.  WhiUl  some  poeia  gavo  thenutelvea  to  it 
altogether.  an<l  are  Icno'wn  by  it,  aa  Butler  by  "  Uudibnu ; "  the  "  Better 
Brotbera,"  such  as  Pope  and  Dryden^  inTaiiably  recurred  tu  it,  mode  it  tlie 
hold  of  Uieir  power,  and  the  streiiitth  of  their  profession.  Political  Katire 
in  vorao,  however,  aeemcd  to  have  died  in  the  lost  century-,  w!ih  Cliurdi- 

t~  ill,  and  with  it  our  coareeoetifc     And  it  was  employed  no  lunger  by 

the  pTofessionai  lampooners,  but  by  men  of  socul  a<quireinenls  and 
political  eminence  Grub  Sirei-t,  in  fact,  had  been  swept  off  by  tho 
beMm,  if  not  of  aanitarj'  improveuieiit,  at  leatt  «f  social  rvlinenient.

Er«ry  one  or  the  prognostication!  and  hopoi  ot  the  tiro  pocti  wen 
unhajipily  faUilied,  However  Moon  might  prize  the  "  Life  and  Advcn* 
turet,'  Mr.  Murmy  did  noL  They  will  nuvu  astonidi  the  iiinet««ntb 
CMituiy :  evoQ  Moore  consGntod  to  bum  them.  And  as  lor  little  Tom, 
\  after  Ming  obligwl  to  quit  the  Britiafa  i«^iD»nl,  in  vliich  h«  tiad  procured 
■n  enngncy,  owing  to  Bom«  deuced  IoTe««crape,  he  took  refuge  aa  officer 
of  Ihc  Froncli  foreigri  legion  in  Algeria,  and  died  there  of  the  climate, 
added  to  a  disappointed  career. 

I  rvniomhcT  the  poet  with  hit  Vright-eyed  »on,  then  enMimng  from  boy- 
hood in  Paris,  th«  father  urging  him  to  dust  his  coat  naa  make  it  look 
ipruc^.  Thi>  son  pleaded  for  a  new  one  with  a  kindred  archness  and 
merriment  beiween  thMn  that  loudly  bt-siioke  the  affinily,  although  the  boy 
waa  fee  careedng  his  wny  through  Iho  world  with  sword,  not  with  pen. 

With  respect  to  T^rd  Byron  s  autobiocraphy,  the  fault  lay  in  his  re- 
Kcrving  and  not  rsMrTing  them  for  posterity.  Hod  they  remained  aealed 
ap  completely  until  the  death  of  all  parties,  •queomiahnea  and  »iu- 
Ijaaptibility  might  not  hsT«  succeeded  in  procuring  their  total  destruction; 
the  woild  might  have  hod  what  Moorc'a  inciiioir  of  the  poet  has  not 
EiTen,  an  intelligible  explanation  of  Jlyroii's  great  domettic  qiiarreL  The 
I  oftlie  maniLKript  was  oeca^aned  by  the  permission  of  Byron  for  its 
■  shown  to  a  certain  lew.  The  certain  few  were  the  intcrcrted  few, 
Murray  got  hold  of  it.  They  rcmonslmled.  Mr.  Monre  waa  deli. 
ECatfl  on  money  malturt.  refundtd  the  Iwa  thciusand  guineas  he  hud  re- 
eived,  took  baek  tho  MS.)  and  burned  it.  He  fiiljillcd  hi*  duty  to  Lord 
Syron  by  rewTiting  the  nit-nioin,  and  making  tlit>  man  autobiogmphy  as 
ni-arly  aa  possible  by  the  inMrtioD  of  his  letters  to  himself  and  Mr. 
Murray.  ThcM  stand  oi  a  laontuncnt  of  the  two  poets,  and  not  the  least 
inteieitingoF  Che  works  of  Aloom  And  y«t,  wo  am  told,  that  with  rt^rd 
to  thaeale,  they  were  the  least  sueoessful  of  the  author's  vvorlc*. 

Moorv  had  already  rcmorcd  his  pcnates  liom  his  Uorbyshin:  cottage 
to  a  Will«htru  one,  and  meditated  setting  up  his  inkttand  at  Sloperton 
on  his  return  from  his  longtlienrd  tour  in  Italy,  lie  did  not  make  much 
of  tliis  tour  in  the  way  of  materials  for  rhymes.  Ityron  hod  been  before 
hiiB.  Classics  were  at  a  diaeount ;  and  Moore  knew  notlnng  of  art.  He 
■skod  Wilkie  to  give  him  a  Icwton  ni  to  how  he  wai  not  to  a|>pcar  igno- 
rant, and  know  a  Rubens  from  a  Itaphoel.  Had  ho  put  down  the 
lesson  in  verse,  it  would  have  formed  not  the  least  telling  of  his  rhymes 
on  the  road.  But  the  filial  gift  of  princely  patronage,  the  rtgistrurthip  of 
the  Bermndaa,  now  come  to  interfere  with  his  domestic  comfort,  and  it 
drove  him  from  his  English  heme.  His  deputy  had  absconded,  and  \efi 
some  thousand  pounds  worth  of  clnimii,  rhiclly  in  the  tiAiid*  of  Americans. 
They  amounted  to  six  thousand  pouiidH.  Unable  to  mise  such  a  sum, 
Moor«  slopped  in  Paria  on  his  return  from  Italy,  and  took  up  hia  abode

tfair  Euglish  bntowed.  Moore  lOft  more  in  a  Ibragn  dMi  tliun  cither  uf 
kii  ffieat  eompotitore. 

But  whalerer  Moore'*  feel'ingi  low-aids  France,  hie  muao  wa>  never 
more  happily  ini]ured ;  hla  beat  liish  melodies,  pcihapc,  were  writtco 
there.  There  is  no  strain  of  liU  [wcnliar  poesy,  more  pure,  mcire  ipiritAd^ 
more  tviidcr,  or  more  original,  than  the  "  Love*  of  the  Angle* ;"  nor  haa 
anyofhia  sutiric  irfFuriont  luqiaued  the  "  Twopenny Postb^."  But  bow- 
•rer  beautiful  and  inufiinative  the  "Lovesof  the  Anftela,"  [>toj>i(;  did  not 
run  and  talk  about  them  oamuch  as  about  "  Lalla  Hookh."  Lore  bad  been 
conjugal nl  by  Ih^poet  throuf[tiuiit  atlitttnoudaaiid  tcn)u:s  :  nor  were  these 
Mnfmed  loSiloorc  ;  all  tli«  rtvuI  po«ti  uf  (lie  day  bad,  townid'  the  do**  of 
tlie  fust  quarter  of  Xhe  century,  i!xhnuiilird  their  peculiar  tbenK* ;  and  it 
was  mott  evident  a  change  was  coming.  I'rote  waa  iupertedinj[  poetiy  even 
in  workfl  of  innagiiuition ;  pictures  of  naturo,  not  fancy ;  vxim  of  binnour 
rathur  tJuui  burats  of  poiuon,  were  in  roquett ;  young  writen  of  ima^- 
nation  looked  lo  the  nord,  not  tho  epic,  and  instead  of  eoncentniting  their 
Kpirit  in  u  canto,  diluted  it  through  many  Tulumea.  Witma  Uoorc,  tha«- 
(ore,  was  enabled  by  the  MtUonieut  of  )us  pixainiaty  difficulttea  conneeied 
vrith  t)ie  Bennuda  Registrarthip,  to  bid  iarawell  to  the  Continent,  he 
ntomed  at  Mue  to  Slopcrton  and  to  prose. 

Sloperton  was  a  modest  little  cottage,  close  to  a  by-nad  side,  not  nry  Uk 
firom  the  bald  pale  of  Round  Way  Down,  and  aboot  half-way  between 
Oalne  and  Devizei.  1  was  once  on  a  viut  in  Uio  ncij^bourbood,  and  >et 
out  Id  taily  mom  to  find  Slopoiton.  1  walked  and  inquired  with  mut 
aisiduity,  and  wandered  round  and  round*  far  from  the  object  of  my 
search,  until  towards  cvoiing  I  waa  omnpdled  to  give  up  the  qutat, 
Mck  the  hijh  raad,  and  return  to  whence  I  came.  I  waa  tnudi 
taunted  for  my  want  of  skill  in  the  Wiltihtrs  dialect  and  topogmpby,  but 
uras  consoled  by  the  remark  that,  "  had  I  naked  for  Slauperton  I  could 
not  have  failed  to  b«  set  right." 

1  succeeded  better  the  next  morning,  and  found  tho  gayeet  and  moat  ho** 
pitaUe  of  men,  overflowing  with  mirth  and  sense,  jollity  and  ahrewdnaa^ 
but  with  a  (onvemtwn  far  more  full  of  tlie  world  ui&n  ofpoeay.  He  bjid 
then  very  little,  if  at  all,  declined  from  the  aentlh  of  life.  The  onea 
clear  blue  of  the  youthful  oyc  was,  however,  alrvody  tiimin|  to  the  iaU 
turf  ttOsM  eotour.  and  did  nut  so  fully  illumine  the  ruddy  though  inteUee- 
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tual  countenance  at  it  hnd  dan«  «v«n  at  Vfui»y.  The  hnir  wim  jj^yer  mi^ 
thinner,  orei  his  Atlantic  of  a  soilp  —  he  hmt  an  iixnlH-nintly  Inrge  h<»d 
for  it>  lubitrucLuri',  which  was  stilt  frraocrul  and  ugih.  It  mai  in  con- 
rivial  hourt  that  Mooto  shone  to  moHt  ndrantn^,  cKjiccinlly  when  uiijoyitig 
iht  com ponion ship  of  n  fn«)d.  Luttidl,  author  of  the  "Ailric*  to  Juha." 
)iuppe:ic(l  til  lie  of  thu  part^  when  ]  met  Moatc  tn  Wiil»hiru :  and  liii  dn' 
and  placid  humour  acted  as  such  «  happy  provocotivo  to  Moore's  more 
activL-  atid  «xut)i>Taiit  urit.  tliat  tli«  (x'\«nd»  cnhanccil  «ar)i  other  Itn  fold. 

Mooru,  for  the  aame  tvaton,  went  well  !»  Miiiipatiy  with  Sidney  Smith, 
another  jokor  of  the  dry  and  *ol«inn  kind.  A  party  of  oonnoiBiieun^ 
amongRt  whom  viax  Sidney  Smith,  went  with  Moore  to  inspect  a  portrait 
of  hin)  that  Newtoiv,  thu  American  ottial,  was  then  engaged  in  painting 
snd  had  nearly  linishod.  The  portrait  bdn^  phcvd  on  an  oaicl,  in  a  proper 
lieht,  iHu:h  counoiriMtur  ffivc  hin  opinion  v<>ry  freely,  praised  the  likentn, 
and  suggested  thin  and  that  correction — this  and  that  moA^.  of  increasing 
tlie  Iik«ac«  and  the  cS'ccl.  Sidney  Smith  having  said  nothing,  Newton 
looked  t»  hini,  as  it  wrra  for  an  opinion.  "  A  striking  ponrait,  indeed, 
Mr.  Newton,"  nid  Sidney  Smith;  "but  don't  you  think  you  could 
throw  into  it  a  little  more  hatred  to  the  church  ealablithmeni  V  Tho 
artist  was  at  lirtt  a  tittle  po4od,  but  soon  joined  the  Immh  with  the  rest  of 
tho  company. 

In  IS35  Mooro  visited  Scotland,  and  passed  sorae  time  both  at  Ab> 
bouford  and  Craig's  Crook,  with  Scott  and  with  Jeffrey,  They  seemed 
more  delighted  with  hia  singing  than  with  ail  else ;  and  it  mm  no 
wonder.  Although  tiis  voice  was  not  powerful,  yet  there  was  an  inde- 
scribable sweetneu  in  hia  mode  of  fining  the  metodicn,  or,  indeed,  any 
of  hia  favourite  songs,  rendering  inleliigiUe  to  every  hearer  the  inten- 
sity of  that  double  fcolinf;  for  muiic  and  for  vcnc.  which,  at  the  same 
time  inspired  the  bard,  and  dire«ti>d  hi*  taste.  When  Moore  risitod 
Byron  at  V'enioe,  the  latter  had  been  estranged  from  all  society.  Look- 
ing with  hia  fticnd  from  a  window  of  his  parlour,  and  (©ein^;  some 
Englishmen  paia  in  a  gondola,  he  put  his  amis  altimbo,  and  cxclaimod, 
'*  Ah  t  if  you  two  knew  what  a  pair  of  fellows  you  were  looking  at,  ho<v 
you  would  be  amaud  I "  Scott  brought  Moure  to  the  tticatrc  in  Edin- 
burgh, where  both  were  soon  Icnown.  "  Eh  1"  exclaimed  a  man  in  the 
pit,  "yon'a  Sir  Walter,  wi'  Lockhart  and  bis  wife;  nnil  wha'a  the  wee 
body  wi'  the  pawky  een?  Wa«,  but  it's  Tarn  Moorp,  ju»l  1"  "Scott, 
Scott !  Moore.  Moore ! "  immediately  resounded  through  tim  house. 
Scott  would  not  rise ;  Moore  did,  and  bowed  several  times  with  his  hand 
on  hia  heart.  Scott  ailerwarda  acknowledged  tho  plaudits  of  hit  countnr- 
men,  and  the  ordientra,  during  the  rest  of  Uie  evening,  played  alternately 
Scotch  and  Irish  ain. 

Politics  about  this  limti  began  to  attract  the  attention,  not  merely  of 
politician*,  or  of  the  busy  public,  but  tho  tdtc  public  also.  Canning 
gradually  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  Tories,  thus  liberalising  our  fonrign 
politics,  and  uniting  with  Mi>ore't  friends.  Then  cinie  unother  batch  of 
Tories,  seeking  to  outdo  even  the  Conningites  in  libiiralisni,  by  granting 
_  Catholic  etnancipation — all  those  must  have  «xdt«d  a  man  m  Moore's 

^H  podtion  to  an  extraordinary  degree.  It  was  no  longerthe  loves  and  falls 
^^r  of  angels,  but  of  politicians  that  haunt«d  and  affected  him.  llence^ 
W  bCttdn  a  number  of  squihi  that  now  began  to  appear  in  a  comer  of  ttu 
I  7*imi» — Moore,  after  Perry's  daith,  having  tranttenred  his  allegiance  to

■a  inoto  trB**on  or  ob«xrdity  in  Moore')  makii^  a  bcro  of  one  of  thw 
MA,  than  in  Soolt*a  idoliung  and  aanclifying  the  efiitte  cause  of  tha  Uit 
dmnkcn  deaeendanta  of  the  Houm  of  Stuart.     Poeta  mutt  hare  thfir 
BeMkMt  and  they  are  firoe  to  para  even  beyood  the  bounds  of  common 
amaat  tiimc    Moon  nov  and  then  made  nie  of  this  libBty^eapMially 
baftire  the  act  of  Catholic  emancipation.     After  that  he  coolod,  not  to 
dtholicimi.but  to  the  political  tiae  tonhidi  it  was  turucd  bydengnin^  men. 
^  All  Moored  faiov^iea  mn  aatyecta  that  rcqiurcd  ddieate  traOowaL 
None  wai  mere  difflralt  than  that  of  Brinaley  Sheridan,  nhoni  Hooit 
miuit  have  loved  ft>r  his  vrit,  hii  mcrpea  as  a  comic  wiiter,  and  hia  tniUi 
at  at)  historinn ;  t'ul  whnm,  an  n  recreant  Whig,  a  tradiDSjotitician,  a 
eeurtier  of  t)i«  RL-j^nt,  hi-  «ould  not  but  heaHily  danptie.     The  fUgent, 
however,  inw  Sheri-ian  slarvc,  which  redeemed  the  pact  aotaarieney  of 
tho  latt«r  by  hii  aiibtcqnent  dMtitiition.     It  wa«  a  lib  for  a  friend  ta 
WTitv,  tliat  it  might  not  fall  to  foM,  and  Moore  lua  acquitted  htmaelf 
well  of  the  biography  of  Sheridan.    liut  there  it  no  political  filling  in 
the  work,  no  now  Ukat  look*  over  the  park-walls  of  siirtocratie  party. 
Hoore  aays,  tn  tln>  vctry  work,  that  literature  never  places  a  man  «i  a 
l«vel  witlT  tlic  worldly  mat,  but  that  political  eminence  or  aoquuementi 
in  a  nan,  iiowovor  pJ^eaaa,  doea  ao  in  an  instant.     It  it  with  regret  one 
ntkda  nicli  a  atatemcnt  fmn  nidi  a  man ;  for  it  niggnta  a  bort  of  oOD- 
tndictiana   to   many    reeeiveid    opinions.      But    Moon  was   mistakn. 
Politician  no  more  flllthisdtasm  than  literature.     Iinpudenc«  alone  can 
fill  it  up,  and  walk  acroas  it 

None  ofMoon'i  work  shavt'cauted  more  diiappuiiiUuint  or  regret  tbu 
tlie  *■  lab  of  Byron.'  UninRTisiing  it  could  rMt  bu ;  the  mere  eptttolatarj 
nialtcr  form  alonea  mine  of  treanne.  But  these  jewds  arc  not  »et  in  the 
gold  that  Moore mi|[ht  have  fumisbed  and  thapM.  TIm  wock  is  decoaoua. 
and  that  is  all.  And  it  !■  plain  its  writer  mva  tliiiiking  more  or  leaaon  his 
good  lifhaviour  and  doirw  the  proper  thinK  tluui  in  giving  tlie  world  the 
portrait  of  hia  nialchlou  incnd.  Novcr  did  a  poet  give  ao  cold  an  a^^tf-^mj 
of  B  brother  poet. 

Moorv  ii  more  foiLunate  in  his  own  person — wo  ehouki  say  more  prmiasr 
wortliy — tlian  hii  brother  bard,  whose  biographer  he  undortook  lo  \n.  In 
hia  lilc  there  ii  much  to  admim,  and  littk  to  exctue.  Blamelea*  in  all 
,I1m  ftlfttiou  of  life,  and  proof  against  iti  wont  temptaiiont.  .Moote'i 
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career  is  an  example  of  gcnitu  that  ritci  into  the  hi|{hv»t  nnk*  of  lil«  as 
I  tn  imociste  and  a  friend,  wiltioul  mrqulring,  or  indeed  carini;  for,  that 
wealth  wlueh  all  <'xp«ct  ta  be  the  natural  concomitant.  Thi«  contniipt 
for  wnlth,  honeror,  was  novcr  oirricd  by  Uoorc  to  d  rcckU-sa  •iim'gard 
«f  dMancy,  and  to  a  n-linnco  on  hU  eliBni«t«r  and  fioaition  to  shield  him 
I  from  Uie  con«K]u«nMS  of  extmrsgoace.  Uoore  bad  a  n«blor  idea  of 
'  the  dimity  of  the  poet  and  the  man  of  litenitum.  And  if  the  sight  of 
tlie  juil  rnaii  Hlruggling  ognimt  ndvisnity  bo  worthy  of  the  Ngurd  of  the 
gods,  those  circumatancM  under  whicli  Scott  and  Moore  were  placed,  and 
'  Aguiist  wlii<:h  both  foufflit  to  Dianfully,  honcatiy.  and  proudly,  pceaent 
poeturea^  which  mnnat  hut  «lcvDte  and  ennoble  all  who  shall  hereaAer 
•ithar  poweaa  or  admlf«  high  inlellieclual  power.  Oui  literary  hirtory, 
or  mther  tlio  lives  of  our  great  literary  iiif.'n,  In  the  age  juot  cla|>iteij ,  go 
isr  indeed  to  contradict  the  loiig-nxpivM  Minion  of  thn  weakness  of  iiieD 
of  lotUn  as  men  of  tli«  world,  and  their  inability  doubly  to  prewrvc  or 
ebacrve  telfTeapeet.  The  mifttalcc  may  be  owing  to  thing*,  as  wvll  as 
nen.  to  tho  largfr  prises  and  profits  wliit^h  a  wealthy  and  ext«nBive 
public  tan  now  hold  out  to  the  writer  who  pleases  thi^ni,  as  welt  a*  to 
tJic  maoy  varieties  of  literary  earning,  unknown  in  the  days  of  Qold- 
snith  and  Johnson.  But  men,  like  Mooro,  h»ve  also  their  claim  to 
tho  merit.  To  tlie  last  he  laboured,  and  when  poetic  insjMration  grew 
more  rure,  with  adTsncing  years*  he  gave  tiimsdr  to  the  composition 
of  a  Hirtory  of  Ic^Iuiid,  for  the  Cabinet  Cyclopiudia.  In  the  com- 
mmicement  of  this  he  lingered  too  long  upon  ii.nti(|uity,  and  wna  thus 
obliged  to  curtail  or  hurry  tlirough  tlie  mom  interesting  penod  of  later 
tinnes.  But  as  eren  tliia  work  adnuiccd  too  alowly  to  keep  the  poet'a 
humble  yof  att  J'cu  regularly  boiling  at  gloperton,  her  Majesty,  through 
Lord  Juhii  Kussell,  was  pleased  to  confer  upon  him  n  pcruiion,  out  of  the 
Civil  List,  of  three  hundi«d  pound*  per  annum.  A  pajt  of  this  ia 
sotlled  on  bis  widow,  Moore,  tn  liis  latter  days  had  no  children  left  to 
cheer  his  donipstii?  fireside.  Jlis  otdest  son  died  in  Al(,'uria :  lus  aeoond 
Sun  ut  the  Churtcr  House,  ('our  daughtcn  alio  went  tu  the  {prove 
before  their  parents.  The  intellect  of  the  poet  himaelf,  m  wm  the  caws 
with  Southt^y,  Imd  given  vmy  soma  time  bvfon  hit  death.  The  health 
of  his  bodily  Irame  Burvived  lus  mental,  and  occasioned  his  seclusion  nt 
Sioperton,  fur  tlioic  fi:w  years  patL  He  expired  at  tho  advanced  age  o!' 
Bcventy-one, 

Wo  should  not  have  omitted  to  mention,  that  tn  making  choice  of  Slo- 
pertou  for  rvsidcacc^  tho  poet  had  been  greatly  influenced  by  its  vicinity 
to  Itowood,  the  sent  of  th«  Marquis  of  Lunsdown?,  wliuru,  in  iho  Enelith 
vUlr^ialura  lie  vrss  lure  to  meet  nil  hix  old  and  emiiwnt  fiiends  of  the 
liberal  pajty  and  the  inlclJcctual  world.  The  Itev.  Lisle  Howies  also 
was  a  neighbour,  being  rector  of  a  neighboming  purish.  In  tlioso  days 
tho  distance  to  London  luid  not  be^n  shortened  by  a  railway,  but  Batlt 
was  but  a  drive's  distance,  and  placed  the  pod  aa  near  to  the  busy  liaunts 
of  men  ax  he  dtitirod. 

It  is  seen  Lliat  Moore  baa  left  copioua  memoirs,  consisting  of  a  diary 
when  at  home,  and  correspondence  with  his  family  when  from  home  It 
Kemi  a  prudent  Iifgacy  laid  up  by  Iiis  car^,  and  as  i^ood  a  policy  of  life 
uannnee  as  a  man  ot'  his  oininenco  could  cFTctl.  Moure  will  hare  thuB 
taken  aa  good  care  of  his  own  memory  as  \i«  did  of  his  friends  whom  he 
biographiMd ;  and  the  world  will  luum  Mntothing  intercstingof  the  work- 
iiics  ot  hia  muse,  Iho  struggles  of  Ms  lil^  and  eotnowbat,  no  doubt)  of  itc 
gaieties  and  picasurtis.

TIm  fart  of  th«  •ch«nw  we  moat  pride  ouiaalrM  upon  ij,  that  il  ia  not 
Bwcaaarv  to  hara  a  monuiDetit  made  cxprcady  fi)r  oneoel^  with  on  imrao- 
diate  rofcrenca  in  all  iu  paita  and  ialMitioM  to  our  penMi  aad  tnaritfcj 
Kor,  by  the  ooment  and  coiutanr  oTMcieij,  it  oflcn  happou  that  aonte  oT 
tfao  ready-mada  monuinenta  of  "  »tIU  life '  an  appended  to  lu.     Oi 
Tsilior,  h^  the  tmniference  of  our  namei,  wc  may  adopt  and  idantify  our- 
M>lr««  wtth  a  popular  id«o — a  navigable  river — a  tasty  dith — a  tight ' 
little  iilfiitd — a  new  creed — a  queer  hummock—  or  a  bluff  headtand,  and  '\ 
»o  go  hnlvFB  with  them  in  tho  notieo  of  th«  world.     At  the  sasio  time  it ' 
miut  be  adniitud,  that  monuments  of  thia  clan  on  not  to  petsonal  a«  a 
"Staiuc,"  or  «v«i  aa  on  "Bidtaph,"  but  then  they  can  he  atron^y 
renmimended  for  eheapneu  and  durability.     But  to  thoee  who  liava  nvt 
•ufneivDt  intomt  to  gel  such  honoun  oonfeired  upon  them,  we  wooldl 
rtcomtnend  more  perishable  objecu  to  Iheirconiideralion,  taking  CUV  thatj 
thvy  oompentate  for  tluir  givawr  frailly  by  their  incrcaaed  livcltnHa,  and! 
their  more  ootuunt  and  jniiinatc  communnion  with  tho  eyea,  loagoea, ' 
and  thoughu  of  our  fulluw  men. 

For  thia  reacoa  we  would  prefer  being  a  "  alnet,"  or  a  "town."  mther 
than  tnofw  out  our  imniortoJity  aa  an  "  Lalund,'  or  oten  a*  an  iicti*« 
"nilcano"  in  aomo  dcwlalc  and  unfVcquentcd  tea,  wh«n  our  grandeat 
erui'tiona  wtwld  be  exhiNled  to  cmjity  boncliea.  We  ^ould  l»w  our 
ditticultie*  to  contend  with  at  a  "•troel,''  n«  doubt.      Wo  might  bo 
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'* burnt  out,"  or  "expunged"  by  an  improTomcnt  committee ;  but  Uion 
while  wc  did  livv,  wc  BhvuJd  liuvc  niorv  h^nwgv  done  to  out  iioiik!  ui  a 
nioiith.

A  town  (lliinlc  of  RouiuIub  ond  VVashitiglon )  is  soniotimca  a  •ouod 
inTCBtmcnt  of  our  utW  iamn  :  for,  indrpi-^nduul  uf  n>crc  dunttnllty)  &  city 
la  i)wo«inl«d  with  a  aentiniGnt,  and  becomes  diear  to  our  feelings  on  that 
accouut.  But  in  the  old  world  it  i»  now  a  very  difficult  afisir  to  start 
in  ihis  way.  One's  only  diancu  ci/iisista  in  cvmiitcnciiiR  in  the  locality 
of  no niv  of  the  miw  linei  of  railway,  or  in  America,  whera  people  go  ahead 
LD  this  particular  walk  of  famo  in  a  matt  rcniorknblc  manner.  That 
sceuu  to  be  thu  land  where  a  inui  of  limitnl  attainntcntB  con  raise  a 
nqwetsblc  fiunc  with  bricks  and  mortar.  Indeed  it  it  neaily  impossible 
to  predict  any  timitB  to  the  durntion  of  Wuhington's  ronown,  if  our 
trvDtiatluQtic  brelhivn  go  on  nuuiiig  city  aflur  city  aft^r  llieir  great 
bunder,  a*  they  have  done.  The  some  may  be  be  said  of  Kranltlin* 
Penn,  JelT«Tson,  Ad&ma,  and  s«oi««  of  others.  Hut  w«  enter  our  tlittuict 
and  solemn  proteet  egainat  all  such  doing*  —  such  piisxling  annnialieit  — 
such  ricarioua  rofuVKntalion  of  ounclvei.  It  is  unfair  to  allow  a  nian, 
OTen  a  Washington — and  we  admit  his  to  \x  a  baUowed  name — to  stand 
proxy  fbi  himself  in  so  msQy  places.  His  faiue  ia  secure  on  another 
pedestal,  and~t  is  but  justtee  to  othen  to  make  a  little  Btanding  room. 

A  ship  ia  a  good  official,  porticuWIy  a  mnn-of-wur.  and  uny  man 
might  btt  proud  to  confide  his  name  to  a  Britiali  one.  How  long  will  tha 
"Arethuta"  be  lemembered,  doubly  immortalised  at  she  is  by  Dibden's 
BODg,  and  uiiv  of  the  nioit  dashttif;  frigate  llghti  on  Kcord?  Like  the 
"Shannon,"  and  brave  Sir  Philip  Itroke,  she  is  mixed  up  with  the  great 
eventa  of  history,  and  tooAeii,  as  we  say  of  a  pared,  to  the  end  of 
time  at  loott. 

The  days  of  co«c)K>t  are  already  ntunbend,  and  we  do  net  remember 
one  that  is  Ukcly  to  hare  a  duraUe  lame.  It  in  true  that  visions  of  tho 
"  Berkeley  Hunt "  and  the  "  Shiswabury  Tally  Ho,"  occasionally  flit 
across  one's  laemory,  but  thar  admirers  an;  in  the  main  rvelrictea  to  a 
iinrrow  circle  «f  "  out-a-way '  coats,  top  hoota,  and  bnua  buttons,  and 
will  be  qiute  forgotten  when  the  present  generation  has  pnucd  anay. 
Nevorthalim  while  a  coach  lasted,  it  was  a  jolly,  rattling  son  of  proxy, 
and  was  as  capable  of  making  a  man  notorious  over  some  hundred  miles 
or  so  of  country  as  a  "  stabU-  mind  '  could  desire  l^ut  in  the  nature  of 
things  it  eould  net  be  lasting,  not  to  mention  Die  wear  and  tear  of  wheels, 
there  could  be  no  oomfbrtable  reliance  in  the  &delity  of  coach  proprietors^ 
who  were  ever  prone  to  be  Iruckltng  to  every  flashy  novelty  of  the  pasa* 
ing  hour.  Paindoural  as  it  may  seem,  a  man  must  not  tntst  himself 
upon  wheels  if  be  wi«h«ii  to  toll  down  to  poiterity  tn  safety. 

At  Grst  a  portrait,  or  a  bust,  scorns  a  ready  mode  of  adding  a  fen  years 
to  the  nulural  term  of  lite,  and  wittiin  the  reach  of  centmon  men,  Be> 
■ides,  it  gratiii«s  one's  vanity  in  leaving  our  fame  in  the  bonds  of  m 
representative  so  exclunvcly  pcnonal.  Wc  leave  our  very  smiUt  behind 
^K  ui^  a*  veil  m  tlie  eut  of  our  coat  ond  the  tie  of  our  neckcloth.  But 
^^P  really  this  is  a  mott  deceitful  case,  and  one  which  i*  more  Hkcly  to 
^^  swindle  ua  out  of  our  time  and  money  than  any  other  mode  we  know  of. 
I  There  is  no  sccuiity  to  bo  had  in  tiicsc  sort  of  trustee*,  for  while  they 

I  preserve  one's  face,  theyaiv  apt  to  forget  our  name.  Go  into  any  picturo- 

I  dtoler's,  or  into  that  "cbame!  house"  (or  il<cfatai  poitnits,  the  marine 

I  stor»4liop,  and  look  at  the  shadowy  host  of  melancholy  individuals  in 
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court  mltB,  regimeotalfl,  bog  wt^  «nd  canoninl*,  snA  xftcr  tbat  if  you 
trust  jonnelf  to  canroi  or  itcne,  you  desertu  to  be  foi^ten.  ^M 

"  All  vpry  wtll,"  somebody  says,  "  with  mpcct  to  portraita  paintcd;^^ 
■nd  biitti  chlife11«d  b}*  ikttitti  of  no  grMt  reputation — eo  to  ■  Latrremrr,  ■ 
A  C'anora,  or  a  Fltuman,  and  you  are  tuic  of  a  dislingutdied  fame  At 
onte."  That  w«  contond  b  an  error.  The  ortiit  will  tarry  you  t4 
posterity  it  is  true.  But  how  ?  Why  as  n  Lawrence,  a  Canovs,  or  a 
Flaxmai),  aa  the  auc  may  be.  Hit  nanw  vill  bv  so  prominent  and 
aburbing,  as  to  twallovr  up  ymin.  [n  a  century,  or  perh&pa  h&lf  ihat 
tini«,  your  identity  will  be  clean  gone,  and  then  you  will  be  mortified  te 
find,  that  you  have  only  la  your  hcc  out  Tor  the  benefit  of  another^ 
And  in  the  majority  of  ca»eti,  thi4  ii  only  fair,  for  in  general,  a  porti 
or  a  bust,  ii  a  memonal  moro  for  doni«ftic  affection  iKan  ptiblic  &ni< 
Round  the  &mily  heacth,  it  may  (^ve  a  man  a  i»rt  of  immortality,  ■ 
least  hold  him  in  pruMrvittion  to  tin;  end  of  eulour  and  canvAt,  U  I 
mrioui  looking  old  luiz,  worth  Kitnetiitng  for  the  tut  of  his  nos«,  itic  set 
of  hia  pigtail,  or  the  blink  of  hit  eye,  But  once  out  of  doors,  and  at 
WgR,  once  cut  your  family  tii^t  luid  conmjsionft,  and  you  Ore  no  loogef 
a  portnut,  but  a  pointing ;  no  longer  a  buvt,  but  a  piece  of  sculptures 
Voa  become  a  fine  piecv  of  colour,  a  cloi^ou^  coilcei<l)on,  a  magiiificeat 
head,  or  a  noble  design. 

There  ia  one  mode  of  introducing  a  name  to  the  public,  that  aeania 
to  ua  rather  ttrange  is  not  moro  frequently  adopted.  W*  allude  lo 
a  tasty  dish,  such  ns  the  eoltictte  de  ifniuieiwa,  or  jMOftMnt  nuce, 
audi  u  "  Harec/t,"  (or  one  of  the  beat  aecreta  for  bequeathing  a  luting 
memorial  of  oura«lTee  is  to  connect  our  name  with  plesaine  aasocto- 
lions.  Let  ua  «e  now,  ivhut  has  been  dnn«  in  this  branai.  How 
old  is  the  Chelsea  Itun,  or  the  Banbury  Cakcf  wo  lieliero  that  botli 
ore  lost  in  the  vspoura  of  culinary  atiliqiiity.  But  aa  these  tootbaoma 
compounds  are  nain«d  after  towns,  that  is  of  no  conas({ucn«,  Mlier* 
wiae  ^on  depriTinK  aonie  ingenious  cook  of  a  lasting  fame.  Tlnn, 
again,  there  is  "  Sa/iy  /.dtnn,"  and  we  wonder  who  ahe  wsa. 

ThiS)  to  say  the  loaat  of  it,  is  a  cliecrful  sort  oT  proxy.  We  dvudd 
alw&ya  be  making  our  appearan<!e  at  joyous  t4«-parti(«,  where  we 
should  be  toasted  nnd  buttfrod,  and  made  the  rctucle  of  aweet  com- 
pliments to  the  Htilt  flwectrr  Indies.  Mado  of  the  beat  Sour  and  the 
frealiest  egg^  only  think  of  that  1  Why  our  own  aame  wotild  then  be 
literally,  in  everybody's  mouth,  and  more  homage  would  be  done  to 
ns  in  this  way  at  a  single  tea  mcctinn^  than  would  be  rendered  to  us, 
if  we  carried  our  heuda  erer  so  high  as  a  "  mountain,"  in  a  tbott- 
aand  years.  Suruly  there  is  room  for  a  gnod  spicy  "  tttngerbead 
nut,"  or  toothiomr  "  Bun,"  well  adapted  to  c«n7  a  oiaacaliii«  lepo- 
tation  of  beary  wdglit  over  the  obacuiing  miets  of  tite  next  half-down 
ecniurica.  To  speak  the  truth,  we  once  thought  of  doing  a  little  in 
lliis  department  of  Pnino  ouneJvee,  We  tried  our  hand  at  a  "^ucMtrl' 
and  burnt  our  Gngen.  "  Afm-nHMg."  howerer,  haa  aueceeded 
and  we  confidently  reckon  upon  his  reputation,  depending  mmc 
Ills  farinaceous  conipouod  than  upon  hb  lUue  PiU. 

Indeed,  we  know  not  what  may  he  thought  of  our  tastes  in  ao  bn- 
periant  n  matter,  but  we  confess  we  do  nvt  Gincy  un  extended  period 
to  our  existence,  through  tlie  ognicy  of  mere  pliysk.     We  mean  guch 
a  distinction  doe«  not   ttum  iiw  way  to  glory.     Hobb's  Qo' 
and  Uobb's  Anlibilious  dittc^  don't  m^  plesuunt  pruxiM,  tlie] 
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Ik  notion  of  suffering  onauitml  to  our  tintc.  W«  have  no  wi^i  to  go 
lioR-n  to  posterity  on  the  lid  of  a  pill  box.  However,  wo  should 
havo  no  objocticti  to  be  known  ai  n  pliyncian,  u  Eaculnpiui,  or  Galen, 
or  Harvey,  or  J«nncr,  or  &ny  other  greiil  beiiofitctor  of  cur  apcclus, 

SoRU  people  have  an  odd  notion  of  itovring  UiemieWes  anay  for  ecu- 
turio* ;  hoarding  up  their  fame,  ru  it  wtn,  under  tlie  (bundntion  utoiic  of 
a  hoRpItal,  or  &  church,  as  the  case  may  bte.  They  literally  biiry  lliciii- 
•elvei,  in  the  hope  of  tuniiiig  up  again  among  loroe  remote  gcneratioHR 
of  men.  Well, — and  yet,  even  this  mode  of  reminiwoncc  htu  its  merits, 
fur  on  lome  of  the  walls  of  the  buried  town  of  Ponipeit,  the  rude 
■crawling  of  the  Roman  eoldien  are  still  riuble.  How  sLrsnf^  that 
th«M  insignificant  scralchia.  made  perhaps  with  a  nail,  during  the  mono- 
tony of  military  duly,  the  labour  of  an  idle  momviil, — these  mere  hints 
of  ambition — sliould  have  lived  through  more  centuries  than  ihe  proudest 
productions  of  human  toil  I 

And  is  it  not  strange,  knowing  how  universal  this  desire  for  posthu- 
mous Gtnie  a,  tlist  the  inventors  and  diwoverers  of  printing,  the  steam 
engine,  gas,  tho  electric  tclegmph,  and  hosts  of  others,  sliould  not  liavo 
had  thu  wit  to  bind  their  budm  to  their  discoveries  t  Ten  to  vne,  but 
in  the  coiine  of  time  they  will  be  forgotten,  for  it  is  all  very  well  to 
(allc  about  that  great  gossip,  tho  press,  keeping  tlic  nnmeM  of  thoic 
^vorlUiud  fresh  in  our  memories.  It  really  does  no  such  thing.  It  pre- 
serrea  them  perhaps,  in  those  great  pickle  jars  of  knovfledge,  our  Eney- 
clopcdios.  But  wliat  a  mtaerable  renown  !i  that!  Our  notion  U,  tital 
the  thing  Invented  should  bo  chained  to  the  inventor'*  name.  De  bound 
to  it,  Uke  a  captive  to  a  victor's  tar,  and  oudit  always  to  be  at  hand  to 
grace  his  triumphs.  In  many  instances,  this  has  been  done.  Everybody 
kiiows,  tliat  Jac^itertTt  loom  vraa  invented  by  Jocquord,  and  lher«  is  an 
end  of  the  matter.  In  lik'?  manner  P'^ix  and  CaUmni  have  be^iucatlied 
their  nairiea  to  posterity.  MacAdam  has  paved  his  way  to  a  respectable 
fujnc.  Lundji/oot  ii  not  to  be  sneezed  at.  Memier  htu  tacked  his  name 
to  n  nction,  that  will  tickla  the  fancies  of  coming  generatioos.  Sir 
Ilttmphni)  DtMfyt  lamp  wiH  bum  for  ever,  and  liaguerrf  also  is  safe  as 
long  as  tM  sun  ahines. 

It  would  be  easy  to  go  an  multiplying  instance*  of  nmilar  contiaets 
betsrecs)  indiviJuaU  imi  posterity,  hut  th«t  would  Im  beside  otir  purpose. 
Our  end  is  ginned  by  showing  its  practicability.  HowwTcr,  we  nerer 
think  of  this  subject  with  patience,  and  as  a  rule  when  "  Oravitaliou" 
is  mentioned,  we  bow  our  l»ead  in  reverence  to  Sir  /kmc  NcKtan.  Wo 
should  be  happy  every  time  we  look  at  our  walcti,  to  couple  the  act  with 
tlie  mention  ot  the  inventor's  nanie,  if  we  knew  it.  And  when  at  sea,  in 
■  drciu-y  winter's  nif^t,  nt«r  some  dnngcrous  but  fog-liiddeo  shore,  vlien 
"bowling  winds  and  gathered  blasts"  are  urging  the  plunging  venel 
through  a  boiling  Sts^  we  never  tliink  of  that  unceasing  wonder,  the 
"  nanxter's  compass,"  with  any  other  foelings  than  rcncmtion,  and  ■ 
secnt  detuimioaticin  to  discover  the  discoTsnr's  luinw,  if  possible. 

This  sort  of  Ibimtfulnets  and  rngiatilude.  in  not  keeping  the  nan)e4  of 
tlte  greatest  bcnmctort  cf  mankind  constantly  before  us,  b  the  more 
annoying.  w!ion  we  know,  Uial  immortality  is  sometimes  thrust  upon  a 
ninn,  as  »n  aiietiDiicer  would  say,  "  in  two  plncen."  Thus  the  Cicsarian 
operation  will  prcscTi'e  great  Va»ar'»  nsmc^  when  his  milituy  eAplolti 
are  forgotten,  and  probably  H'eilinffloii  and  liliuhtr,  aided  by  a  posthu- 
mous liay  and  Martin,  will  shine  in  their  Boot*  and  •VAm«  to  the  end  of 
IcaUier  at  leo&t. 
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*■  Bi.r.asEH  aic  ihc  peace  inakere,"  (tnd  doubly  blc)>»4>d  nrc  tiiOM 
extcTid  tlivir  cHbtls  to  koHcii  tltu  tmiwrities  of  nixe,  and  to  promote 
kindly  rpuliug  amiikt  tlie  rivalry  of  natioiisl  Such  are  iiol  tbe  Inwt 
lent  wnlimonts,  however,  of  Mr.  Siiiticr.  Tliv  ilemon  of  diticotd 
niatet  ereiy  page  of  his  [took,  wliicli  muLliGs  iioihtne  but  loocour 
anintosily  n^inst  Gn'aL  Brituin:  fucU  iini  disloiU-il  (not  In  say  oc 
sionRlIy  invftUt<t),  nn<l  rrosoiiings  pcrrftrtcd  lo  gnitilj-  tbis  iinomiiUt 
fct-lint;,  wliich  i^  unworlhy  of  any  booouniblc  minu,  utd  sccnu<  peoiIUrij 
unfitlod  to  the  dulk's  of  out;  in  iha  iliplomatic  station  which  uRlMp|uI]r 
lie  h(L«  been  i:nll<-d  uikiu  to  till.  A  few  ambaMiaJore  of  the  Rtamp  m 
this  geiitlrman,  ituil  ttic  woHU  would  be  speedily  id  a  bloKc!  In  tlUi 
iiislanct'.  however,  Mr,  Stjiiier's  violence  and  tntolcrftiice  have  injamd 
iiom*  Ijiit  liiui^'lf;  his  ^vcriimcnt  declined  to  ti«iuiDo  the  ietipan«3it- 
tily  uf  Ilia  parliul  niid  prL'judiccd  nivasurca.  and  judged  it  iiocesni^  to 
n^primuiJ,  and  tinally  to  recall  him  for  bis  heRty  nnd  ii)tcni|ieni1{<  pto- 
ceediiigs.  Wo  prpFumc  that  it  is  Ks  «  relief  to  his  votindt.-d  fcclinei 
thnl  be  hus  jwured  fortli  tbv  torrcut  of  spile,  misrvprescntatinn,  and 
Rnj^fr  nfTftiiitiL  the  British  GoverameDt  and  nation,  vhicb  wn  find  in  t^ 
book  now  under  our  consideration.  H«  h»».  however,  to  plaiuly  ihovn 
lliu  violent  prejudice  by  which  he  h  actuated,  tn  to  awnkcn  douhtaof 
his  exact  V4>racity  in  the  niosl  casual  reader;  and  we  ftwl  convineotl 
lliEtt  n  litlle  careAil  examination  of  his  Hiisrrtions  Against  Briliiih  h^monrj 
and  honnty.  will  prori*  that  the  grutiter  number  ore  uttcrljr  wiUtouf 
foundation,  and  that  the  remainder  consist  of  facti  distorted  be^oml 
recognition,  to  unit  his  nwii  piirposrs  nnd  feeliiigii. 

On  Iho  emancipation  of  the  Spanish  colonies  on  the  continent  of 
AmetieQ,  ihey  hfcatne  diviileil  into  various  indepr^ndcnt  ittAtO,  wlwning 
llie  same  !iriiit<«  whieh  separated  thoni  ok  provinces.  As  ibe  diflcrmt 
intereeLt  of  l.hi^sc  slati't  became  gradually  deve!o))ed,  the  actual  linen  of 
conti^ous  hnundarii'H  with  each  otlior.  and  villi  %-arioti!i  raect*  wbteh  uf 
early  day^  wi;rc  perhaps  never  very  distinctly  defined,  Ix-csnn  mattetl 
of  much  va]u<> ;  nence  arose  disp\ites  and  rncmachiiientjt  tiy  llie  mon 
powerful  on  their  weaker  not^hhnurs.  tTnhnppily.  the  interesli  orfjre*! 
Britain  nnd  iho  United  Stales  became  mixed  up  wilh  Okm:  <]iuirrel!^  oo 
NOCounL  of  the  i»TC]>oiidcrDncc'  that  their  settlement,  in  one  way  or  itM 
other,  might  f^vc  to  either  of  thniie  countries,  in  the  entabltshment  of 
iJiv  lx.-ijt  eoniniunicRllon  between  the  Atlantic-  und  Pnoifie  Oucnns;  a 
coiisiJcriicion  that  wh»  rapidly  ri<in;r  into  preat  importance  for  botli 
nations.  The  United  States  conaidercd  their  interest:  very  much  ideo- 
tiflcd  with  lliose  of  iLe  republics  of  Nieamj-iia,  HoiiJuns,  and  Sm 
Salvador,  whose  e^itremi-  radical  prininples  most  Loineided  with  tlteir 
ovn:  while  (iroat  Itritaiit  has  bo^n  inclined  to  prclenl  th<>  more  moJt>- 
rate  ^tiitcit  of  Gualrmnlu  nnd  Ci>»tn  Itica. 

Iklr.  Sjutt-r  was  ihe  diplomatic  ootiiI  for  the  United  States  at  Nicft* 
rupua,  and  was  enffegml  to  forward  the  iiiterenlit  of  hid  co%nitrj-  to  Ihe 
utnio*t  of  his  pi>«<T.  In  what  Iniiprr  he  executed  his  mission  wiJI  be 
aeeii  in  thin  production.    If  the  llniirii  a^Dta  were  actuated  by  liie

Ofeoiinie,  the  Brilifth  had  no 
moru  right  lo  pn-vetil  his  tukiiif^  il  than  to  oceujty  it  themselves;  but 
the  captain  of ''Iji  Serieuse,"  thinking  himself  compromised  by  his  loan 
of  Ibe  itag."  cnllcd  on  the  ICiiglinh  Adiniritl.  us  uvea  in  the  prccciling 
Etatcmcnti  and  declareil  his  dicjjujl  and  uiij^eT  ut  Mr.  Squlef^  goiiduc^ 
and  In'atRient  of  himself. 

Both  Mr.  Cballietd  and  Mr.  Si]uior  wero  reprimanded  by  (heir  re- 
epce(i(-c  goreniiQenta  (and  with  ooouderable  justice,  an  it  apm-urs  to  us) 
for  their  siinunaiy  proepcdings  witli  regard  to  tbe  oovcted  island. 

We  cannot  under^Kiind  upon  »1int  jinnciplc  doiihl«  nccm  to  be  raiced 
in  this  lioolc,  even  as  loour  right  to  Uclixc  and  Briti&li  llondunuk  Ab- 
solute possesMiou  for  upwMnlD  of  an  hundred  yours,  in  the  exercise  of 
every  act  of  sovereignty,  throiigbout  war  and  peace,  coualilnies.  we  <wi* 
aider,  as  good  a  tit^  as  an  actual  cesaion.  The  tnodeim  Republics  of 
Otntnil  America,  bowever,  not  contented  with  the  aotnal  possossioii^ 
wfaioh  tbe;  bavc  wrcHted  (ram  Spain,  are  s|nril«d  up  to  raise  claims  to 
«lutth«iT  prcdeoeuors  bad  eitner  never  eslablistictl.  or  bad  in  bet 
Bbamloiied. 

ThuB  our  occupation  of  the  Island  of  Roaton  is  held  up  as  a  new  oet 
of  usuqiulion,  when  it  has  always  been  deemed  a  Britisli  ixMseMion 
sinee  the  time  that  Admiral  Vcnioii  built  a  fort  upon  it,  and  perhaps 
Iwfore  ;  nnd  ii  occupied  by  Eiiglishnien.  Some  twvlvo  year»  ago  it  waa 
found  that  tlic  flag  of  one  of  tbc  Ilcpublics  was  hoisted  upon  the 
isUn<L  nbioh  was  removed  by  Governor  Macdonah),  under  instructions 
from  England,  and  replaced  by  tbe  British  ensign. 

The  objections  urged  again»t  tbc  tenure  of  the  King  of  the  M09- 
(]uitos'  Icrritory,  rest  upon  other  grounds.  The  Spuiiiards  never  oh- 
lained  hold  of  that  country,  bat  at  every  attempt  were  uniformly  re< 
pulsed.

Ttie  cliiL>r  of  Ihcm  natives  liBi  bmii  iinnllj-  styled  kin^ — s  (tenomin 
tion  g«npr»llr  bccoiJinI  to  «icli  ruler*  in  all  piiris  of  the  werlH  ;  hut, 
Hui  euK,  naido  the  ^uljeol  of  many  a  je«t.    The  claims,  konoTcr,  ni 
not  mi  the  part  of  bini,  hut  of  Ibo  nation  who  own  liim  ns  their  lii.-aj 
8ttll,  we  canitot  tnil  nxprrss  itUT|>riitc  at  ft  stem  HegiuMicnii  ili-prrciatiq' 
biin  01)  acoeunt  of  liiii  poor  appcaniKC  iin<l  wast  ef  t^lute,  i[ua(ili< 
whieh  afe  the  tubjecl  of  pride  in  com|)aring  the  cMffofthe  Unf 
Slates  villi  liir  mcmurchs  of  Cui«])e.  Tna  Mofitjluto  IiKli»ii»  fir«t  \As 
tbcniwlvea  under  Jio  protf^lioitofEiiclMMl  iii  the  roirn  of  Cbdrlc«  H 
S<K«iul.  (liortly  after  the  conqoeiit  or  Jamaica  in  tti^O.    Tlieir  indt 
pendence  hiw  heeii  assorted   in  our  subfie<]ueiit  treaties  wiUi  Sfmin, 
WB  have  not  relinquished  our  r'lglit  cf  proiccttPD.

Lrncli  lit«  »  a  ramiliar  ^i«c>nteii  of  tae  lioncn 
mill  iiijusltco  tliat  maybe  cmnniitted  under  this  d^grvu  of  llU-rtv  uhI 
etjunlitv.  Tlio  most  cr«el  of  slavvmnstcrs  if  your  rijriJ  rcpul»lic*n: 
nnd  wc*  Tc^ri-t  to  utiy,  tlial  thlsi  eren  tell&  unfavounblv  on  lUc  pcoptc  in 
{:eni>nil,  who  hnxe  aliut  are  deenicd  to  \»  Itie  moft  \i\wnm\  iiuUtuUoas. 
Thrrr  wn^not,  in  oM  tiniLis  n  more  cruel  *lavi><ma£ler  ihsn  tlio  Enc 
Dutchman,  nor  a  harder  one  now  than  tbo  citizen  of  the  tTiiit*:*!  ijutc*. 
Tho  cscluinittion  of  tho  Atiicricaii  slttw-holdcr  «lio  Icitiiid  ihat  be  mi 
lo  lie  rvittrainml  in  acta  of  immiligiited  sererily  on  Ins  blnoki^  thai  it 
was  "  0  precious  luid  of  liberty  truly,  wbvre  a  luau  cannot  wallop  hi« 
own  iii(»gijr»  BK  he  choosos."  was  rery  characleristie.  Nuxt  to  the  !»•  i 
ptiblicanii,  for  ill-wage  of  sl&reSy  were  Ihc  IJrilish.  The  oondilion  of  1 
this  aiifTeriiit;  class  w«s  ftlleviated  undor  rrencb  niastcre.  and  (anwi^f 
tTirislians)  tlie  Spanlanls  in  niodem  timef,  havo  irwtleil  Uicir  slaytsi  Iw 
Ix-Kt ;  l»il  nono  approached  the  Turk.i  in  their  himiaiiitj  aiwl  kindtiea 
towards  Ibeni,  llius,  in  MOportion  as  peo)i)c  were  free  tn  their  pubB* 
«tat*,  tliny  hUowi^J  tliciiiMilvcs  lo  be  tfraiinical  al  home. 

Our  own  iieraiiiiHinn  is,  that  the  liappiest  con^titiilirxi  it  tldt.wliicli. 
while  rvfusint;  lo  admit  of  excessive  power  i»  an  indirtdual  oi  cxclu-  < 
sii'O  clan,  AM  l)t>  tibln  Lo  reprp&a  thu  brutal  excesses  of  the  multitinla. 
While  thus  bnliJiii|;  our  own  opinioiift,  for  Ix:  it  frtim  ili  to  blarnr  tbi 
difll-rvnt  (;onvicti(>11^  of  olben;  and  our  quarrel  with  Mr.  S<]uicr  is  not 
his  udvocncy  of  principles  oppoet^d  lo  our  own.  but  (hi>  coutlenanstkn 
bo  luviftbcs  on  nny  who  dare  to  entertain  opinionR  that  do  not  exact)} 
cbirttc  in  with  his  narLicular  view;  and  sentimcnl^. 

The  plates  wbidi  aecompniiy  these  volumes  ore  wvll  vicL>«»(ed:  uxL 
if  tlvaif^iiKl  by  Mr,  S)]ui(T,  proru  him  to  be  a  better  nrtifit  than  diplo- 
mttUjit,  but  wc  tnu.«l  my  tliat  the  subjects  of  Kotnc  of  the  drawings  ar* 
uidiappily  chosen ;  for  inHlanoo.  lhn$e  of  the  I'aiHted  Rockn,  to  whi^ 
bo  upiiean  lo  attnch  much  vrIim).  and  which  are  exact  fao«trnilcti  of  the 
rprnu'liug  Sguics  we  find  occa»ionally  omanicntiiig  cur  flairs,  being  tlMj 
production  of  the  "Hoius  of  Idleness"  of  some  Inianl  scbonllMV.  1 

Neither  can  wc  admire  llic.  fiinrv  niap  which  b<:^n»  the  volimefu  ill 
which  bu  hflfl  pushed  liitck  ibe  liinilfl  of  Co«ta  Rica  far  boyoadbttl 
riifhtrul  chiiin,  and  has  included  the  whole  of  the  Mosquito  territorr  ia 
the  sialt'  of  Nicara|r'ia.  Kvr-n  takiuf;  his  own  vi«w  of  the  chiinis  of  th« 
MoK|uitOE  lo  Ibcir  own  country',  wc  arc  at  a  loss  to  under&tanil  wby 
Nionm^iin  fhoiild  w\oy  the  «li'>lc  of  their  s|>oil>,  uor  does  he  cos- 
docoenu  to  explain  ibiB  eiraumsloiice. 

In  concludinji;  our  remarks,  wc  cannot  but  regret  that  SO  objecti<w 
able  a  book  shoulil  liave  boen  irritlen  by  a  representative  of  that  grtal 
nation  which  number  among  its  citinenK  such  ittaCcstnon  nsWelisLer  luyl 
CIut;  such  bislorical  writers  as  I'rescott  and  Irvine;  iuhI  s*irfi  distin- 
piidhwl  followers  of  both  pursuits  as  Stephens,  Everett,  Rush,  and 
Bancroft.  Wo  lunieiit  the  exist^ince  of  a  blot  upon  llw  otbcrwix 
hrilliant  lj<il ;  although  llint  blot  is  too  small  and  insigniScant  to  tar- 
nidi  in  anv  di-j^e  ibn  splendour  of  that  oouKtelintion  of  UJcot  wbict 
sheds  il5  ludre  over  the  we^leni  lie  mi  sphere. 
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Thsrb  are  lome  storiei  whioli  Iwgin  ii«ar  the  end,  and  then  go  back, 
like  a  lincndraptrr'*  spprt^itice,  to  Teteh  uji  the  cntiro  biindir  of  incident*. 
Horace  recommends  that  a  pocni  titould  begin  in  the  tiiiddlc.  Book*  oi' 
tnv«I  olt«n  bogin  &l  the  b^inniiig ;  and  ihvn  arc  w-rilcre,  luiil  nM 
■oldtera,  and  Kuiwipdng  coutiUy  wives,  who  beji^ii  a  long  tiiiw  li<:foit>  the 
beginning.  Tail  pcrplcxc*  me  irtry  much.  I  think  I  can  endure  a  be- 
ginning which  twgini.  like  a  preface,  after  the  end ;  ihnre  ii  no  harm  in 
n>od«mizing.      Uul  to  begin  befora  the  beginning  ! ! 

Thu  fint  chapter  of  a  book  often  remind*  me  of  the  reeining  of  bow>, 
polithing  of  flute  joints,  and  shifting  of  benches  and  boolci,  which  pre- 
cede the  final  tuning,  whicli  prvcodo»  the  cntnnco  on  tho  stag<v  which 
precede*  the  symplioiiy,  which  |>reoud«s  that  part  of  the  eoncort  when  the 
public  jjenerally  bf^n  to  he  dulighled.  Very  ne-ceuary  things,  no  doubt : 
but  pray  let  it  be  done  (the  prcfiu*,  I  jnean,  a*  well  as  the  tuning)  in  u 
sepaiaie  room. 

Itestdos,  these  "antenatal"  beginnin(t»,  ai  Shelley  «ou1d  have  called 
thenn,  arc  often  of  a  lltcorcticnl,  tmiiscctidcntal  cnit  of  conipoiitioii.  And 
vie  are  Englislimenj  not  Qemians :  fond  of  the  real  and  practicol,  rnthrr 
than  of  tlie  ideal  and  unavailable :  and  w  vie  rvquiru  nlaliHticK.  Wn 
with  to  knon-  when  and  where  everj  thing  took  place,  and  to  be  troubleil 
neither  with  prcUniinaiic>>  nor,  when  the  story  hot  onco  begun,  with  in- 
()(!finiletu»scs.  Nay,  a  writer  tliall  trlt  uaof  a  curious  old  cu(trll»ti,<iil 
mAnsion.  situate  !n  a  lovely  rale  by  a  rippling  brook  or  a  lullen  river,  in 
county  Ulanl: ;  and  that  county  Jtlank  shall  be  onAugh  to  cngaLdLT  in 
the  dear -beaded  niid  decided  John  Bull  a  Ht  of  ineflablu  cotitomjit,  stuI 
the  book  sliall  be  thrown  under  the  table.  And  the  worthy  old  genllis- 
□wn  has  more  reason  on  his  side  than  ijigcnious  novel  writers  or  "  m-jm- 
ing"  novel  readers  are  gunemlly  aware  of;  ai  miglit  lie  nhown  by  a  most 
Mtisfactory  DKlaphysical  argument,  if  I  wcro  not  writing  to  win  tho 
approbutivn  of  the  same  n:trpected  John  Bull. 

No.  If  writers  will  help  us  to  pry  into  uur  neighbour's  affair},  which 
M  what  we  oil  want  to  do.  let  ua  h«  told  the  dnts  when,  and  t)ir  prerlso 
name  of  the  village  or  town  where,  all  took  place :  we  shall  then  believe 
all  tlial  is  told  us,  Just  as  tiome  doiwn  or  more  years  rince.  we  piniicd  uur 
faith  oil  the  tehool  statistics  of  Snapftctoii  Twiatwdl,  K<m-,  nri'l,  more 
lately,  on  the  glowing  statements  of  th«  Peace  Congrc£».  But  how  can 
wc  satisfy  the  metaphysical  neeeitsity  of  IxnYitf,  if  W9  huTo  to  ride  Ihrouch 
three  columns  of  scvnery,  weather,  and  reflcetiona,  b«fore  we  arrive  at 
the  narrative,  and  then  are  full  of  wondei  and  p«iplcuty  aa  to  whether

By  tlitt  bye,  why  do  not  reductions  come  at  tlie  end  of  a  tale,  as  was 
the  custom  when  we  were  boys  and  girls  and  read  .1Csop*s  Kalilt-s,  and 
as  thi^y  do  noir  lomAlimcs  nt  the  end  ofa  sennon  1  Wt  should  hove  all 
the  gold  together ;  and,  when  our  timo  was  sliort,  it  would  be  unnceessary 
to  read  the  norratiTc.

menuwliiuh  I  linve  ftlrsAdy  exjin^Sfied,  and  an  tStetionate  indtilgenee  cf 
thoHu  foibles  of  our  feUowi  which  come  home  to  us,  u  tho8«  toucliM  of

part  of  th«  moor  a  (mall  plot  of  ground  hod  been  long  ngv  nncloied  f«r  a 
kennel,  by  one  of  the  owners  of  Rocleshill  Hall,  and  waa  knon-n  for  and 
wide,  when  its  glories  were  departed,  ai  *"  Th«  I>og  Kennel."  It  »n- 
Uini?d  a  cottaf^  nt  th«  soulh-wMt,  a  pig«ty«  and  a  donkeyehvd  at  the 
north-ea»t,  both  inhabited.  Gene  also  were  among  the  furniture  of  the 
kennel :  and  a  solitary,  illtempeted  mon^l  eur,  rfii(>wni>d  both  for  bark- 
ing nnd  for  bitiiifj,  wiw  the  terror  of  any  villagi^  tircliin  whom  curiosity  led 
near  to  the  swamps  of  the  north  end  of  the  moor.  About  the  centre, 
over  and  above  the  tiighrond,  wcro  neveinl  level*,  unbroken  by  the  furat, 
and  nlmo«t  unbroken  by  ihe  tracts  of  the  carti  which,  from  time  to  time, 
wandered  across  it,  either  to  shottcn  a  journey  or  to  pathLT  turf.

Near  llie  north  or  higher  extremity  waa  a  well  of  two  trough*,  not 
deep  and  yet  loldoni  dry,  even  in  the  hott«t  summcni— chief  of  tho  five 
wells  of  tlio  inoor.  To  this  at  early  mom,  nfain  at  noon,  and  agnin  about 
fire  o'dook  in  tlio  evening,  Uie  villnse  maidens,  and  sometimes  the  vtllngc 
youths,  came  to  diavr  water  for  all  domestic  purposes  of  the  dwellers  at 
that  end  of  straggling,  ikvletoned  R<cle<hiil. 

Tlif  moor  has  been  transTonned  into  stone-fenced  fields :  tlie  well  and 
Home  three  thousand  Kiuarc  yards  near  to  it  ari^  still  lef^  to  the  village  ; 
but  its  glory  has  departed. 

Here  1  might  insert  n  disquisition  by  my  &iend  Willism  Smith,  on 
the  superiority  of  stone  fence*  as  a  work  of  art  to  hedges  and  dilclita  of 
whatever  kind.  It  is  neserved,  however,  until  the  public  generally  have 
made  better  ocquaintanec  with  Mr.  Pric«'s  excellent  treatise  on  the  pic- 
tur«ique  in  Inndtcape  gardening.  Suffice  it  to  ny  that,  near  Bradford, 
good  stone  was  cheap,  and  ftood  eyes  were  rare  ;  and  that,  except  in  the 
time  of  the  rich  com  harvests,  what  was  Rcclcshlll  Moor  b  now  a  hideous 
nght. 

Rut,  whilst  it  tnu  a  moor,  and  when  lovely  Ellen  Oddy,  tho  carter's 
daughter,  sought  the  well  daily,  the  Invouiite  (vwi  of  the  other  pr»tty 
lasses,  who  lidf  envied  her  good  looks,  and  an  object  of  respect  even  to 
tiie  boisterous  and  unrivil  young  tnen  of  Eccleihill  (and  thit  young  men 
in  ihow  villngcs  in  flillierl's  Union,  near  BradfoH,  ean  be  svlfwillcil  and 
uncivil).  Ail  1  llien  the  sun  shone  ;  and  the  days  were  briglit ;  and  the 
BTBis  was  green;  and  the  whins  were  covered  with  flowers;  and  the 
keen,  cl««r  ur  nmg  lliriec  n  dny  with  pmils  of  m\i'ic  fioni  the  lips  of  the 
laughing,  open-horted  water^fetchers ;  and  their  watercans  jingled,  and 
the  whole  sky  emiled  joyously  into  the  hearts  and  ftces  of  the  natives, 
purging  oU  evil  posnons,  and  lighting  up  check  and  eyo;  and  a  frown 
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fexcept  in  jest),  or  a  troubled  look  wtta  n  thiajt  flnuxely  known.  A 
bfe.  The  damHls  that  gr»ot«l  one  iuicith«(  thriM  a  day  on  tbetr  « 
the  well  hud  hull-  thought  even  of  gossip :  it  wai  not  activity,  it 
exuberant  mirth. 

And  th«ro  WM  food  (or  thou^t  in  the  ligfaL     TheM  gi**!*  tlwt 
rarly  niid  late,  girls  healthy  and  plumpi  gills  with  rosy  dimpled  e 
wherein  slept  a  thousand  little  lovM,  girlt  with  u  kimi  word,  and  an 
laugh,   uiid  n  hi4{<iiig  liuiid  (aiiJ,  iiuk  aiid  then,   if  Dit.-d  vrrrr, 
tcoldin^,  which  waaiiDly  half  meant)  for  crer^-  ono  Ihoy  kitew; 
th«y  DOt  mate  tlie  htarta  and  homes  of  their  ftiturc  huabands 
and  happy  t     And  vrhen*  da-y  after  day,    the   doubt fuliy-dr  l  » «■  J 
loitered  or  hurried  down  to  the  well  about  eleven  in  the  mondS 
there  any  difficulty  in  uiigniDg  the  lru«  cauM  of  the  tintidin< 
cottage,  cr  tha  ■4ualoi  of  her  faintly,  ootwiihstanding  the  regul 
work  of  her  husband  t 

For  different  appeared  the  town  well  at  Idle,  (a  neighbouring 
the  few  times  I  have  pasaed  it.     In  a  little  ivoau  (rotn  the  Bte«|>, 
live.  uiisinootheJ,  uniiewerrd  main  itreQl,  open  to  the  Tieir  of  all 
by,  i(  a  diminutive  kind  oC  ftamged  court,  with  four  water* 
to  it  in  the  iniddto  of  a  lumnicr't  afternoon,  and  you  will 
four  wuteis^iK,  tottin  full,  aome  empty;  and  the  owneiSt 
forty  years  or  upwards,  in  slovenly  bluo  and  white  drewH,  irii 
turned  up,  Olio  atoopinf^  perhi^M  ;  ilic  othen  standing  with  their 
the  wall,  and  their  red  brawny  arms  folded  acron  their  breaat,  |_ 
in  »  droning  way  for  an  hour  togHher.  and  writliiiig  th«ir  antiquated 
into   violent  caricatures  of  L-ffect,  wonder  at  every  incident,  boif 
trlRing,  which  is  told  again  for  the  tliirtceiitli  time. 

Hut  at  Kccloihill  well  urrrc^upSoT  maideiiK;  and  amoiw  them, 
her  merry  Hue  evea,  and  ber  daik  brown  hair,  and  round  mr  bcM 
pkturevqur  hundkcreliief  to  universal  in  all  tlio«e  vtUaKM.  the  laugl 
and  yet  thou};l>tful  belle  of  the   village,  Ellen  Oddy.     Talk  of  goin) 
Italy  uiid  (inotce,  to  «eu  lifi;  in  the  open  air;  it  is  to  be  wcii  in 
villagt|  of  the  West  Riding,  nxaty  (ummer;  in  •omo,  to  be  nira, 
very  great  advantage,  but  in  otht^ra  tu  ;our  heart's  content     Atkd 
former  days  it  was  in  Eccltthill.     Not  a  cooling  breeze  tould  itifi  b 
was  fvlt  there ;    not  a  warm  gnlA  could    niell,  but  it  stole  info 
■ensca  and  heaits  of  the  iiihabilunli ;  and  the  atatosphera,  withal, 
ke«ii,  pure,  and  tiaiispArcnt  beyond  tlic  conception  of  any  one  wfa* 
not  lived  uiiiong  the  hills  of  the  north  of  England,  or  of  Sooiland. 
the  (umni(-r  sunsets  of  Airedale  and  it*  neighbourhood,  all  golden 
puiplf,  and  invigotaling  and  glorious  I     ^V'hat  wonder,  i&  under  tui 
sky,  Ellen  Oddy   was  bloondng,  and,  in  sight  of  such  scenes  an 
lughls    not    less    bnlliant,  was  a  partaker   ever  and    anon  of  eai 
lfaoiighl«>  and  carried  out  of  lienelf  into  the  boMm  of  the  ttni 
little  ai  the  kniow  of  lli«  rval  nature  of  her  feelings. 

It  OMd  not,  then,  be  matter  of  suiprize  that,  iiotwith*tandinig  a  1 
and  feminiivc  disposition,  fur  a  long  tiiiio  tlie  returned  no  encoura 
answer  to  the  many  well  nude,  brave,  and  honeat  young  men,  who 
glad  of  tlie  vitlsfjo  custom,  which  allowed  tivnt,  too,  to  go  to  the 
and  allow  hirr  till  manner  of  civitilies.  Native  iiiaiiiict,  which 
genuine  Englisliwoinan,  is  truer  thun  the  routine  of  those  whom 
Cbalmer*  oills  "  the  pitik*  uf  lushiou^e  propriety,"  tau^t  fier  Wi 
anything  like  ludeness,  and  how  to  accept  dvilitks  without 
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ing  lo  encounig«  an  offW,  and  how  to  raiw  a  feeling  of  »elf-rctpcct  in  n 
lad.  whom  hu  fcllowg  jeered  at  Tur  liiii  ivoiit  of  boielerouaiieu ;  mi, 
witKal,  hovr  lo  play  simmikj  to  n  girl  Icsa  aumctive  thaa  benelT,  in  case 
sbe  saw  lio[>va  of  witneMing  a  weddirg.  But,  when  tlic  beenn  t"  know 
her  owD  heart,  (u  kiiowicdgv  in  which  ilie  weaker  sex  greatly  excel  us,) 
she  flit  that  in  nond  of  thcM  was  the  mate  ioi  h«r. 

And  yet  nmnv  of  thcin  kpto  •hnrp-wilttrd,  ittrong  men,  weaven 
ttiough  inosl  uf  them  vrert;  weaveni,iiot  tn  mills,  bm  at  home,  or  in 
r&Dmy  workihopa,  of  s^me  four  looms  rach,  with  thit  windows  opi.-n  hU 
dtty,  iind  the  *hiitt1«  flying  bockwiiTdi  and  furwards  (why  donl  we  «ay 
forwaids  aiid  boclcwarda  t)  oiid  both  aims  and  feet  at  ivork,  and  their 
tongues  meanwhile  not  idi&  And,  when  t})cy  cro«ed  th«  threihald  of 
theii  door*  to  walk  out  uiidcrr  the  eveniiig  tun,  after  their  day's  work 
was  done,  or  to  fetch  water  at  moimiDX  or  noon,  or  to  stand,  with  hAnds 
crouod  otar  thoit  breast,  or  in  Ihtir  breMhi»«'  ivockcts,  at  wme  comer 
whidtcommandedawideview,  waiit  not  a  pure  air  which  ihcy  breathed? 
And  when  they  w«re  boys,  had  they  not  all  dny  long  been  driving  the 
one  )ic1f>«r  of  the  family,  n  pntiont  ai*.  to  well  and  to  cool-pil  ?  It  U 
not  wi'avUig,  but  mills  and  want  of  fresh  air,  that  corrupt  the  blood,  and 
develop  and  pcrpetuato  scrofulous  cotutitutioiis.  the  pest  of  iimnufnc- 
turing  towns. 

And  so  the  young  men  of  Bccleshlll  were  healthy,  end  enjoyed  roey 
lookt,  and  married  (almost  without  an  deception)  liistet  <rf  their  own 
village,  and  hud  four  or  live  children  in  a  family,  and  loc-k  the  niuin  part 
of  tlicir  earning*  for  tlu!  eoitunoa  fund,  and  were  shaved  by  the  villagi; 
When  twic«  a  week,  (how  ihuir  diiiis  must  have  smarted !)  and,  if  a 
niurd«r  or  suicide  occurred,  taok  it  quietly,  and  said  little  of  what  they 
thought,  and  read  tbcir  Uibles  and  went  to  chapel  (lh«re  was  then  no 
churtli  in  the  place),  and  as  they  approach«d  their  first  climactric,  gr«w 
ituul,  and  r«ad  the  *' Leeds  Mercury,"  and  spoke  of  the  editor  as  Neddy 
Kaincs,  and  debated  whether  his  loaders  were  common  »eD8c.  or  change- 
able u  the  wind ;  and,  in  oilwr  ivspecls,  emulated  t)i«  medieval  a*pecl 
of  Komanaqua  saints,  and  were  not,  ai  Wesley  sold,  u  century,  but 
about  Rcvcnty  yean  bi:hiiid  thtt  o^,  jukt  a«  Bradford  is  said  tc  be  tJiixty 
years  hetiind  it.     I  wonder  what  tliu  uge  incani. 

It  waa,  then,  at  Wrwse,  in  the  suninier  of  1815,  that  an  episode  in 
,  tho  lift  of  pretty  IJlJcu  Oddy,  formed  the  subject  of  conversation  between 
a  elerjiyiniiii  and  ttie  aforesaid  weaver  in  a  blue  iinock  frock,  called  in 
the  West  Hiding  slinply  a  "smock,"  This  ii  partly  open  in  front, 
button*  over  the  throot,  has  no  "  honcyconibing"  or  chain  stitch,  as  in 
the  south,  aiid  reaches  about  to  ttic  hipt.  Under  thi»,  it  is  their  fashion 
to  wear  u  blue  apron  tied  round  the  waist,  and  descending  to  the  feet.  A 
plain  blue  cap,  of  uncertain  age,  tomcthtng  like  a  Scotch  "  bonnet,"  (not 
a  Qlengary.)  which  is  seldom  off  the  hoad  from  morning  till  night,  com- 
pleted the  costume  (as  visible  in  front)  of  tho  indigenous  hand-looni 
weaver,  a  race  wbidi  has  already  disappeared  from  the  towns,  and  is 
thr«att)ned  with  extinction,  even  in  thon  villages,  wh«re  the  celvbrttted 
Poginoor  dialect  still  diversifies  tho  opun-vuweled  English  of  the  Riding. 
And  sucli  a  blue  <ap  was  found  to  bo  of  great  u:ie  to  the  interlocutor 
of  our  story ;  not  simply,  as  the  white  hat  of  that  fitniilior  enibodi- 
nient  of  our  youthful  imaginings,  tho  iiii)l(>f,  to  keep  oHT  cold,  wind,  mid 
run.  Even  I,  who  have  not  roughed  it  m  many  hare,  und  who  was 
colled  a  delicate  boy, — even  I,  have  found  pleasure  and  littlo  harm,  in

esdeaYOured  to  prove  the  BUpmority  of  hala  to  caps,  in  an  eamy  tog 
alabonto  to  bo  introduced  in  thii  place  Sufike  it  to  ny,  that  be  «Bt(i> 
laaM  lentimeiits  diSerenl  from  those  of  Ellen  Oddy,  whooe  loter — Bat, 
in  aboTt,  the  outline  of  his  ewtj  was  aomewhat  aa  nltowi : —

A  n  idea  of  the  jtviieml  tenor  of  hia  ar^ment  may  bo  romied,  from  the 
fitet,  that  ho  dcrivee  the  cap,  not  from  the  pileiit  of  iriyimfJi  in  the  paint- 
ing of  NicOinachus,  but  from  the  hoad-pada  which  muit  hare  bi%n  in  • 
uKo  at  the  Tower  of  Babel ;  and  looks  on  the  petaetu  of  Endymion,  ai 
the  first  memorial  of  a  hat  ;  wlicmnipon  he  advances  that  the  hat,  being 
of  mure  modem  origin,  must  iiave  been  the  supply  of  an  acknowlwlgeo 
want,  and,  consequently,  lupeTior  to  the  cap. 

To  return,  however,  the  cop  wo*  (band  useful  to  on«  of  the  inter- 
looutors;  not,  (as  I  Imve  intimate<]  already,)  for  the  wrAlher'a  sake ;  but 
because  it  fonned  a  convenient  cushion  for  the  water  tin,  which,  married 
man  o-h  lie  wof,  ho  still,  from  native  gallontiy,  kept  t«  his  own  hands, 
until  a  younger  growth  of  hands  sliould  he3p  him.  But  why  capv  itpmn, 
and  onock-frock  wen-  1>lue.  it  would  be  hard  to  say.  No  paliticol  pre- 
poasOMion*  cnn  bo  admittt^  n*  a  eufficicnt  nofount  of  the  matter;  for, 
independently  of  his  own  perwnal  ignorant^  nf,  and  indiRinnoa  U 
politics  ill  general,  all  weeven  wore  blue.  Nor  con  I  ftoeopt  a  eugMtiosi 
of  the  necesuties  of  his  tmdo  being  concerned  in  the  matter,  lor  the 
Dth  manufacture  in  Uioao  nllagei  u  aa  often  while  and  black,  at  bkia. 
this  is  a  digrvsnon. 
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Ellen  Oddy,  U  wu  reported,  had  at  tinigth  accepW  a  lov«r-  Th« 
.  moor  had  beea  pncloied-  Stone  wall*  abounded  cTerywhere.  Every- 
body fflt  conprd  up:  cvoryono  felt  as  irtbcMtills  wvtvwatchii^them,  and 
prohibilitig  freedom  of  tongua,  8oci«ty  wm  raorv  artificial;  the  «itliif>era 
dad  dmwti  eoiiiv  tive  m  ten  yean  n«artr  upon  "th«  ag»."  Pomieriy, 
H  ntu  HftHt  a.nd  wronXi  and  nftlive  inilinct  and  lunny  vVit*  wliicli  )iad 
I  fuid«d  their  wiyin^iianddotn|^;  now,  th«y  ftit  tb»  wtif[ht  of  an  invitiMo, 
•xtrnml,  tlrnillaced  propriety  .^-propriety,  tlw  incubui  of  all  who  are 
not  poor  enouftii,  nor  yet  wolUbrcd  enough,  to  be  natural.  And  no  one 
approcintiHl  this  diniige  vftth  more  aenntJTeDess  than  Ellen  Oddy.  It 
hardened  h«r  manner.  Did  it  harden  her  he&il  ?  1  think  not.  Bui 
•0  it  was  ;  a  conatant,  visible,  un«a«y  omMiotuncM,  that  dittinctionR  of 
rank  in  the  viUag«  were  becoming  more  numeroiu  and  more  rigid,  bur^ 
dened  her  ipirits.  She  felt  that  the  ia/i  hern  Ellen  Oddy,  but  irai  nom 
^wAy  the  carter'*  daughter.  She  imagined  her  ephcro  of  life  mode  nar- 
nrWt  and  yet  wae  often  at  a  lose  for  the  one  line  of  duty  which  might 
tnate  her  way  clear.  She  no  longer  felt  able  to  stand  alono;  and 
[rifllltll  ftr  B  protector,  whoae  nil!  and  eouniel  ahould  Extricutr  her  fmin 
this  perplexity,  and  direct  and  oonnle  her.  And  then,  wlial  if  he 
should  prove  a  drunkard  or  a  man  gomipf  Certainly,  ttnie«  )rfrf  allertid. 
Inirteod  of  honeal,  merry  greetinj^  at  the  wt^ll,  to  wliicit  she  could 
BCCerd  just  as  mncJi  enceuragemunt  n«  she  wished,  ih«  hcmrd  the  sound 
of  botttepi  near  her  bUier'a  cottage  after  nlglitfjill.  and  would  not, 
"after  dark,"  go  to  the  next  neighbour**,  but  b  "  lod"  who  would  not  be 
•aid  nay,  sprang,  as  it  wera,  out  of  the  ground,  to  a»k  h«r  to  accept  him 
OS  Riitor.  At  length  report  nid,  that  Ichabod  Hardacro,  a  young 
|>huaterer  front  the  Further  end  of  the  villogo,  hod  made  on  impreaaion 
on  tbe  lonely,  unaettlcd  heart  of  the  maiden. 

It  might  be  highly  entertaining  to  those  who  could  follow  it,  to  hear  n 
love  tale  told  in  the  brood  homn-thru sling  dialect  of  Ibe  Riding. 
William  Smith  tells  meof  hJs  having  once  been  greeted  by  a  young 
ftrmer,  in  whose  fi«ld  he  was  unwittinjily  trespassing,  in  words  na 
follow*: — "Thccar's  nua  r»«d  thofr-nri  huh  wod  i^r.  like,  if  nh  wor  ta 
walk  int«  yalir  parlor  wun  o'th«c-os  dayos?"  in  plain  English,  "Tliore'a 
no  rood  there;  how  would  you  like,  if  I  were  to  walk  into  your 
|iarlour  one  of  these  day«?"  And  this  is  hi^Iy  chnmctcriitic  The 
.  genuine  West  Ridinger  loses  no  time  in  putting  you  into  his  position  and 
apgwaltng  directly  to  your  tense  of  justiM,  in  presuniitig  you  have  made 
up  your  mind  to  do  what  he  wishee  you.  Thmw  i»  n  good  deal  of  it'lf- 
will  in  this  ;  but,  at  the  some  time,  I  am  bound  to  say  that,  whilst  the 
peaomtry  in  the  south  conceal  the  self-will  which  they  have,  the  York- 
ahireman  showo  signs  of  more  than  of^en  he  is  giiHty  of.  The  words 
"wilt  Ihou  be  my  dearie  ?"  of  the  Scotch  poet,  will  probably  take  the 
following  form  in  this  dialect:— "  Nah,  lots,  Ihihll  etta  her  ma:  thah 
luutwa  at  tn  likei  ma."  In  plain  English  current  of  the  realm  ;  "  Now, 
loss,  you  can't  help  having  roe,  you  know  you  like  mc."  Stmngers  call 
it  a  Itarlnrous  dialect;  the  people  of  the  place  do  not:  and  many  a 
wcll-bom  ;;cnt1cman  rogalce  himself  bv  addressing  the  poor  in  their  ovra 
Unguc  It  is  superior  to  most  of  the  aoiilh  country  diolceta  in  this, 
'  Ihct  it  haa  nothing  nasal  or  dental,  two  of  the  mo«t  horrible  offences 
that  con  bo  committod  against  a  munica]  cori  York»hirem>^i  aie  not 
afraid  to  opcm  their  mouttii.  Moreover,  it  ia  purer  English  than  the 
Somersetshire  and  other  diuleets,  fbr  theae  reoMn* ;  first,  it  prcKTret 
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the  corconantttl  forni  of  woTds  intact ;  s^cotitllv,  alrnont  oil  word*  ot 
iu  own  arc  of  Saxon  ori^a;  tittrdiy,  muny  of  lU  proviiinal  nonb 
aikl  phrnKi  ore  id^-ntictl  with  tliose  ol'  our  early  poela,  m  iitufli  au,  itwl 
•cnredy  tii)  obtuleic  wonl  or  pliroxc:  of  RngtJch  origin  in  ShakBpcoic'i 
dnmu  ta  unknun-n  to  the  unleltered  Po^oorian  :  fourthly,  the  iuIm  foi

By  what  mcuna  Ichnbod  Hftrtltcrc  lo  softened  tUt  brotd  Doric  as  (o 
make  it   "tlie  moving  mes»cii|ter  of  love,"  and  bow  it   wna   F«ndiinMl 
Ruuical  to  KIIeiii  OdiJy's  cnr,  ii  not  mine  to  explain.      Indeed,  I  will  nM 
be  a»*wemh]e  for  th<!  tnilh  of  the  rv'port.     It  insy  well  be  imaguwd  that 
the  belle  of  Ihi-  village  would  be  Im  cloAcly  WAtd»e>l  by  tuitort,  to  alUnfM 
of  any  (uppuicd   cogugcmcnt    rmininiti);   Iniig  a   wrrct.      AikI  to, 
once  the  nJiisper  wu  heard,  the  name  of  Ithabcid  Hunlacre  stole  thr 
th«  village  like  wildfire,  and  envy  and  wonder  were  the   portion  of 
lada,  and  jov  of   the  !asic«,   who    riglitly  judf^cd,  that    Kllen    Odily'cl 
wtddiiij-  would  scatter  over  tlie  face  of  society,  a  huat   of  men  with' 
h««rta  y«aming  lor  nit  idol,  and  foilinga   too  excited  for  them    to  be 
over-niG«  in  their  choice.     A  deigyiiiuii,  thi^n,  wax  Hktng  the  truth  4if 
tliis  report,  at  Wroie,  iii  the  summer  of    1845,  when    tli«  first-inen- 
lioncd  weaver  roplicd.  as  llie  rcudcr  hoa  already  conjectured,  *' Thctc'i 
nothing  in  it" 


BETTER    THINGS. 

DofUNO  the  time  of  t}ie  polalo-ramine  in  CnglaDd,  a  youog  gnailc- 
man,  the  eldest  grandsoni  sow  the  eldest  san,  of  an  earl,  was  living  in  a 
eountry  village,  with  his  private  tutor.  He  woi  cighlc«o  Tcint  ol'a{;e: 
and  he  had  an  uUovt.ince  of  fif^y  pounds  per  annum.  He  wis  uitvadc*!, 
OS  many  young  aristocrats  are,  to  he  a  Guardsman — and  lie  is  one  now.] 
But  ho  was  an  earnest-minded,  thoughtful  young  man,  and  be  kail  begun 
already  to  llituk  nboui  other  things  than  military  nieci-Tooois,  Londan 
dubs,  operas,  thenln-s,  and  "the  hounds,"  He  had  heard  that  be 
helooged  to  the  privileged  classes,  and  he  had  n«kcd  btmtclf  wbaitj 
rightly  ooDsJdered,  itie  privileges  of  his  order  miffht  be  ;  Mod  ho  answered 
that  the  greatest  of  all  privileges  was  the  priiiti-^e  of  doinK  good. 

He  then  thought  that  he  would  try.  lie  did  try  ;  and  ne  found  il 
easy  and  ptcasaut.  "I  have  been  aitoaislicd,"  bn  wrote,  some  ifaae 
afterwards  lo  a  friend,  "  to  Rnd  bow  futy  it  is  to  du  good,  if  one  ii 
rrally  in  earnest."  But  he  thouftht  that  there  wtu  "no  time  like  the 
prtseul,"  and  he  began  at  oner.  *'  \Vc  inu»t  not  wnit,"  he  said,  "till  w« 
are  older,  or  marry  and  »eltl(%  ur  gel  into  ParliaiiieDl."  So  he  bttgan 
at  rigblcvD  lo  do  wlut  he  could  for  the  poor. 

Fcrhapt,  his  private  tutor  helped  him — pcrluipi  he  did  not.  Privat« 
tutora  do  not  always  think  it  necessary  to  educate  the  hesrCi  08  well  aa 
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the  farads  of  tlioir  papib.  It  !•  not  in  th«  bond,  loilevd,  thvy  aotne- 
limvs  lliiuk  il  lli«ir  dutjr  to  le«ture  on  Ibe  subject  of  low  pitrniiits  and 
low  voinpnnians,  Riiil  to  siipgMt  thsl  in  ibe  Iioumt*  of  ()ic  poor  inrodiout 
diM^oso*  may  be  mtight.  "  And  tlivn  wbot  woul<l  your  fnlhrr  sfiy  la 
no?"  Ijilio  and  (>rcek,  «ad  tbin^  of  thai  kind,  Torin  lliecduvaiiuotl 
■laplo  of  Toiing  Inrdlingi  ;  il  would  Iw  rnnk  bi-racj^  to  indoctrinutc  tbcin 
wIlD  n(^w•fatlg)(■tl  idruB  about  th«  dati««  of  the  rich  to  the  poor.  If 
moral  qucMiona  arc  raiicii)  it  ii  only  oilbudox  ihal  tbey  should  nlnte 
to  iho  (liitin  of  Ibe  poor  to  tbo  rich.  Ilov  ihio  nay  have  hfm  in  the 
case  <•(  the  joutig  arislonrtit  of  wbom  wn  are  now  sneaking,  we  do  not 
pnrlmil  tu  know  ;  but  if  tb«rc  wiis  noihin^  done  to  Mucatc  his  beari,  it 
wni  BO  j^ood  ati  ono  (hat  it  wanted  very  little  educniion,  and  loon  bcMii 
to  diBciplinv  itself.  And  «o,  at  cighta-cn,  thi*  young  aristocrat,  whilst 
und^Tgoing  the  procevs  of  "coachiofr."  ia  b  country  village,  bad  been 
tuniiii);  orer  in  his  miod  whotber  Misting  tiislitutions  hare  a  tetidriicy 
to  a-nidioiitc  much  c*tl, — whether  tbc  Poar-lnw  works  wril. — wbetfan 
educalional  and  sanitary  commissions  baTc  done  nuch  fpiod, — wlii-tbcr 
flinigration  ti  beneficial — how  Bicam-powr  afUdOa  tha  labour-market; 
and  bow  it  happtms  llml  g&ols  are  so  eomfortable.  and  wnrkhoii^a  so 
disogicf-able.  All  these  tbinf^  ihc  yon>ff  irraikman  aski-d  himself. 
Hid,  perhaps,  bo  asked  hb  privtite  tutor.  Rut  he  had  more  immediate 
work  OB  hiiiid  at  lliat  time.  He  for«?iJiw  thai  the  failiirtr  of  tlie  puinto- 
jropi  and  the  cnbtiDcrd  price  of  bn-A<l,  mimi  pn-iiily  iiicrcow  tbc  suflcr^ 
initaof  the  poor,  ibranghout  the  wiotertheD  eominj^  on:  and  he  begot)  to 
concert  tnraxuri^  for  the  provenlian  of  the  anlicipalrd  di*tross.  The 
conduct  generally  of  the  wcalUiit-r  claxsos.  at  this  period,  waa  in  a  bigh 
deg^ree  creditable  to  then.     I'heir  sympathies  were  really  eiciied.     A 

nt  denl  of  money  was  subscribed  in  a  xktj  cjuiet  manner — a  great 
of  thought  WA5  given  lo  ihe  subject*  ana  «  great  deal  of  activity 
was  shewn  in  carrying  out  the  decisions  arrired  at  after  ihia  nuca 
ibmigtit ;  nay,  more,  many  people,  not  mnch  f^^rn  to  splftleaial,  r«ally 
dill,  nt  this  time,  dpny  theinHclvei  for  ttie  benefit  of  others.  Wbal  this 
yoiin^  gentleman  did,  therefore,  on  this  ocession,  is  principally  remjuk- 
nblv,  bccitUM.'  il  wss  done  at  a  period  of  Incipient  ado)r<c<.-nce,  when 
^ave  matters  of  Ibis  kind  do  not  ordinarily  occupy  the  minds  of  young 
gentlemeo  of  high  rank  and  large  expectations.  A  great  nutnWr  of 
sou |i- kitchens  were  established  at  this  lime — a  great  number  of  coal- 
Mores  were  opened  ;  but  wo  doubt  wlirther  more  than  one  of  each  waa 
fre^ided  over  by  the  beir  lo  an  earldom  at  the  ago  of  eighteen. 

tl  «a»,  at  all  events,  a  pood  beginning.  The  young  ^enilvmau  grew 
out  of  the  1(4 ding-strings  of  the  private  tutor,  and  entered  the  Life 
Gnards.  Here  wu  a  chance  for  him  to  become  a  man  of  foihion  after 
the  most  improved  pattern.  He  had  everything  in  bis  favour.  All 
the  Icgitimnlc  templationi  were  besetting  his  path  ;  nnd  he  minhl  easily 
have  so  submitted  himself  (o  their  piidanee  as  to  have  left  nothing  to 
bo  desired  by  the  fkstesi  of  nil  bit  fnst  friend*  about  town.

BUHi<>  L  so  ho  wont  abwit  tinon^  tl»  poor,  ntwrc  paveny  wptira  iu  noM 
forbldiltii^  hmccI,  in  ihU  RroaC  luetrofwlb  i  M<*  with  hit  own  eym  tka 
«vlU  of  whieb  1m  had  nwi  i  and  ini!titiitc«I  camntt  inijuirMs  iuta  ttidr 
uuiscs,  aiid  the  neatu  of  Mcuring  tlinr  rcinuvol.  Tbiii  he  souglil  Um> 
■odMj  «f  men  who  bad  girm  mufli  Ibought  to  the  ^K&t  q<i)>*iK»  uf 
Uw  anwitoratioa  of  the  eoniltliini  of  tho  poor,  and  were  ex  |>i-r)Vi>octl  m 
Ihn  KDrkintcB  of  cxieUiig  ayalfliiu;  sad  ho  cmliMed  the  sympathies,  uiil 
obtained  tlii>  co-o|»prat)0n  of  on«  or  two  toon  of  bii  own  order  ;  ouil  hr 
Rrm^ht  ntighliljr,  according  to  the  atri-tigili  tluit  wa»  in  him  for  giiod 

'llien  he  ibougbt  ibnt  he  vouli)  pubhsh  &  book.  Uollenng  thu  fa* 
eoald  diftOOTfi  ii  growing  tii«linuion  on  ihc  psH  of  men  in  hi^tb  plaon 
to  intcrvKt  tli«m«clve«  in  niatlen  connoclcd  with  ibe  nocial  impnnc- 
tnralB  of  (he  poor,  and  cacouniigvd  bf  rccwnt  iudicaiions  aJTurded  by  tbe 
)ii>[>ittaf  lit4Tflturp  of  Oic  day,  be  eahited  uotlor  bit  banner*  M«e 
i.-arnc»t  thiiikm  uiii)  gxiwi^rful  wrilcre,  and  took  th«  field  ai  iIm:  liotd  U 
n  uohle  army  of  contributors,  vidng  with  each  other,  under  tbe  auH 
tpciimftnt  of  blue  cloth,  to  produce  tho  beat  paper  on  on*  of  tboaa 
ninny  social  subject*  which  bad  intcFvMn)  him  >o  dc«(tly.  AaJ  (In 
youDg  lord — for  by  this  time,  from  ilii;  grtuidson  lie  hod  beeonM  ifaa 
■on  of  an  earl — accoinpli<3hcd  the  task  he  had  set  himMif,  and  becMM 
tho  editor  of  a  uork,  full  of  tnucli  loimd  practical  wlsdont,  and  many 
Ficell«nt  (uggottioiiti,  which  inu<il  larftt^ly  contribute  to  th«  greUL  ad 
totight  to  be  attained — the  aineliaralion  of  llio  cottdition  of  the  poor. 

Now  wo  are  not  wriling  >  romaooe.  Altliough  n  youB^  ariiriocral, 
studying  under  a  pritale  tutor  in  a  country  village,  and  convetviai 
henovolent  project*  tor  the  iniprovoment  of  the  poor  people  Hirrouod' 
ing  him,  it  really  n  legiiimnte  hero  of  romancr,  nflcr  the  luott  approTvd 
thrco-rolumud  niodeli,  wo  pmtcit  that  we  aro  not  indtltog  a  oarnuive  of 
fictitious  advoDtuiv.  Thia  will  be  the  more  readily  believed,  iu  at  much 
as  that  we  have  givrn  no  account  of  the  pcnantteJ  of  our  bcnii-  NVe  ban 
roAlly  no  knowledge  upon  this  bead.  Whether  l1i«  jouog  nobWiBsn  ba 
tall  or  short — stalwart  or  *light — dark  or  fair — -we  bare  nol  been  aibta 
to  rocordi  Wo  linve  nercr  locn  him — we  bore  Dcvor  piMored  hink 
All  no  can  now  odd  is  his  name;  and  thai  is— Loitn  iKonriu. 

Tho  book  that  be  has  just  edited  ia  called  "  Mcliora :  or,  BoUar 
Timea  to  ('omc."  To  the  caiAloguc  of  noble  aalbon  vc  are  glad  t« 
add  his  Lonliliip's  name.  It  ought  nol  to  he  to  remarkable  n  thing 
lliAt  a  nobleman  has  written  or  edited  a  book  nbout  the  einelionUJon 
of  Ibo  vorLiiig  claiici,  but  we  are  afraid  that  wu  mint,  in  lioncaiy, 
eontplimeiit  Lord  IngeslrG  at  the  expense  of  bis  order,  and  ncknaw* 
Ic(^  that  ii  U.  The  youth  ani)  the  profession  of  tho  author  roivdcr  his 
appcnnncc  in  this  character  moro  reinarkAblci  Jt  ia  not  only  that  this 
acceptable  volume  ia  edited  bjr  e  lord  t  it  ia  edited,  also,  by  a  young 
Guardsman.  Viscount  Ingcstre,  of  the  lit  Life  Gunrd»,  at  tho  age  i^ 
t1ireB4iid-twcnty,  hoi  brought  oat  thb  noticeable  book.

We  have  written  only  in  general  terms  of  Lord  In^eatre's  vth 
the  amelioration  of  the  poor,  and  it  may  appear,  ilivrcfore,  that  t 
Moniethiiig  of  iodtalinctneu  in  his  virwt,  —  that  bv  is  ooe  ol 
general  jihilanthropistj  who  aim  at  eveTyihing  and  accoroplish  dc 
Lord  Ingestre's  motto  ii  **  Uunutni  niiil  alicitum .'"  but  bo  ht^ 
cially  addressed  biniseir  to  tbe  great  work  o(  improring  the  dvfl 
of  the  working  clashes,  and  is  prmident  of  tbe  exceiimt  societ] 
tilled  for  ttial  purpose.  Of  the  Deoetuity  of  a  vigoroui  movmt 
thi*  direction,  writers  and  thinkers  of  alt  shades  of  opinion  arc  oo) 
^TVcil;  and  if  Lord  Ingestro  auctvcd  in  promoting  so  great  au 
OS  this,  it  need  never  be  a  sourc*  of  r«grrt  to  him  that  he 
pli»hed  nothing  elac. 
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It  is  a  commoD  remark  ihat  the  world  has  nerer  seen  itny thini;  like 
imr  HritJHh  Empiiv  in  tliB  Eaat,  and  is  re»er  libply  lo  doc  it  ngmiii. 
And  vi-H  pi-uplu  lalli  nbuut  llii-  t^vvcroaienC  of  this  grtm  vmpin!  a* 
tliougii  il  were  ibc  coimnoQr^t  ihin^  in  tlir  world  to  havt?  to  administer 
the  a&in  of  a  hiiii'ln-d  siitl  twciiiy  milli^iii*  of  Atlntla.  including  a 
rut  variety  of  lril>i-a  dilTi.-riiig  an  much  from  each  oihOT,  as  the  |>eo]>le  of 
Great  Britain  tWSci  from  the  pcopit  of  Spnin. 

llul  il  in  not  a  comnion  thing  at  all.  Indeed,  wh«i  we  consider  the 
imnxniM  tract  of  oountry,  ili^  diversiijr  uf  il>  inhalHlanlB,  tbp  distimi- 
larHy  of  thrir  cmdst  thnr  lan^agcs,  their  instiliiliDiin,  lUcir  customsi 
thpir  fV«lii)^,  and  opinions  from  our  o<ni--v[hi;ii  v«  take  a  aiirv«y  of 
the  (rrinendou*  eon^erif*  of  Putijabc«8,  Sindblnns,  Rohi)1a»,  Rnjpoota, 
Jau,  Malirattas,  BciigalWs,  K'auyahs,  Mugs,  Khonds,  Geiitoos,  Na.irv, 
Parse«*,  cum  muliu  aiii*,  who  o«n  the  East  India  Coinpnnjr  as 
thoir  masters,  the  scns«s  almost  slaggrring  undur  the-  burden  of  tha 
eonti-piion.  tho  wonder  »c«rai,  not  that  India  la  not  bett«r  jfovcrned  by 
a  handful  of  European  forci^crs,  but  lhat  it  is  governed  at  all.

It  is  only  juat  to  tho  grrai   public  C 
pany  which  Bdiniui»t«n(  the  affairs  of  the  Jndian  empire,  and  (o  th4 
nurrouR  public  fuaciionaries  who  forve  under  thi-m,  lliat  dow,  ai 
cbart^r  act  uader  which  they  hare  bi--«n  guvcmuig  »titcc  |  S34  u  in 
lut  year*  of  its  ciislwce,  th«y  iltould  bo  sufTcrvd  an  it  wvrv  public 
taie  sfoct  of  the  mriuurea  which  tliey  have  effected  for  the  oini-lion 
of  tlio  voiiditiou  of  tho  people.

Another  p 
with  an  equal  VAiuestiivu  of  exaggeration,  hiu  dcnounonl  the  « 
nca  of  Mahomedan  rulers  as  a  gang  of  selfioh,  nrhiirary  tyrants, 
proving'  thv  country  only  for  their  own  benefit,  uud  caring  nothing 
the  w^are  of  the  people  I'crhaps  tlie  trutli  ii  not  to  bo  foun 
cItluT  of  these  eatrcmes.  The  pbilauthmpy  of  the  Mahomedan  tl 
was  do|)endent  upon  the  jiertonal  cbnroctfrs  of  iho  reignli^  rnont 
Tbtrro  was  nomeltiing,  therefore,  fltful  and  spaimodic  in  it*  It  «i 
aectdent  f^nn  beginning  lo  end;  of  wriuned  and  lysictnatie  ph 
thrc^iy  there  was  none.  The  beocvolent  activity  of  oou  prince 
nicoecdtd  by  the  luxurtuus  indolenoe  of  auothi-r.  Tlio  rffon«.  ini 
of  the  Maliomedan  govcmmpols  werv  reflated  !«•  by  principle

Thv  guilty  persou  is  beheaded  or  Irainplfd  under  the  feet  of  elepbaiiti, 

Iroiiicd  to  this  apcclcs  of  execution."     U  vtould  take  a  great  deal  of 

"munificence"  to  balance  ibis,  especially  at  thv  priiiet's  who  conceived

Aod  as  to  the  prosperity  of  the  people  under  the  Britiili  rule,  pro»- 
perity  is  a  word  of  comparative  significance.     Sir  Hiijali  linpey,  un 
first  lauding  at  Calcutta,  is  said  to  have  bf«n  ilrack  with  horror  at  the 
j  tight  of  the  bare  black   legs  of  the  Beu^Uee«,  and  to  have;  snid  to 
Chambers  or  Hyde,  that  it  would  not  be  long,  nher  the  ettublishmiMil 
',  of  the  new  Cnjwn  Cnurt,  befow  all  lliwio  poor  naked  people  would  be 
'comfortably  clothed  in  sho«-!i  and  iitockings;  and  only  a  few  yenrs  ago 
I'Lord  George  Itcntinck  spoke  in  the  House  of  Commons  ntiout  the  hun- 
dred millions  of  Hindoos  who  were  condemned  to  drink  ihrir  Ua  hrifAottl 
\tti^r,  aud  couK^ndod  that  Protection  wtmld  do  for  their  ■tomachi  what 
tlic  Crown  Court  was  to  do  for  t)ic  \egi  of  8ir  Klijah  Impey's  fntmd. 
Now,  doubtless,  hero  in   England  wo  eoininiseratc  Ihote  who  have  DO 
shoes  aud   Mocking*  to  wear,  and  cannot  nweetrn   their  t«a;  but  in 
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India  bftrt'  Uigs  ar«  »  luxury  in  wklch  (but  for  th«  uos^iiita*)  our 
[icaii  mafTRftles  would  fain  indul£c  thcEDKlvr* ;  and  **  lo  thf 
t«a,  which  Lord  G«orgir  [V-iiiiiick  d<!|)l«rfil.  all  tlint  be  aud  his  i*rot«otin 
could  do  for  till'  poor  Himloos  aould  only  Mipply  iHrni  with  tst-lM) 
sugar — tea  beinx  a  bEVcrngc  with  trhicb  tho  mus  of  tlic  (Mrwple  art  ii 
littk  acquainted  an  our  otrn  arc  with  mariuciino.  We  am  not  U 
mvauiTv  lliv  prcHptrity  uf  the  people  by  the  slandart]  »f  wonitrd  Uock- 
iiif;s  aod  bohca ;  but  with  rcfL'rcncc  to  the  nca-ssitics  aiid  liabiUi  of  Uk 
GOUDlrr.  Thr  pensantry  nf  India  arc  an  iudolL^l  and  conleDted  nee  at 
nwu.  They  do  lilile — tlwy  receive  liulo — they  want  little.  The  ladui 
ryot  enjoyi  bis  mcBJ  of  boiled  rice  at  mu«b  as  our  )>loiig1in)an  hi*  bmd 
and  bacon;  «nd  ualcrdnrs*,  (tt  nc  tiaTe  said,  is  a  privilege  in  tlut 
oouutry  of  wliich  riah  mvo  may  well  (>n«y  them  the  untraoiinclled  |k»- 
setuoD.  The  woaltby  natives,  recognuing  thow  coiirviitioiial  typo  tt 
respectability  «hicli  in  Ciiropr  condemn  iinbappy  piKipIv  to  iucarccfalf 
ibuir  bffdic*  in  oJl  kinds  uf  lorluriiig  auirc,  go  abroad,  in  bobw  placn^ 
in  shoGH  aiid  slociinK^.  and  in  many  more,  wrap  hfavy  abawls  aroDad 
tlicir  bodid  ;  but  in  ihvir  own  Iiouh-k  tlicy  rrducc  tboiu&olvaa  oa  neatlj 
as  possible  to  ii  otaie  of  uaturu,  and  r«vi-l  iu  ibe  delights  of  tho  Dsdr. 
Spare  diet  and  scanty  altirc  are  ant  Irpet  of  iniwry  and  dfigndiUaa 
undsr  thn  burning  rati  of  IlindoKtan.  The  Hindoo  tnbouring  nun  «illl 
a  rqg  round  bis  loiu>,  and  a  luuidful  of  rioe  for  his  tlinnrr,  enjoT»  Uf* 
with  at  Icatt  as  k«en  a  reUsh  at  our  field  labourers  and  inircbanic*  wiib 
iWir  he&Ti«r  diet  And  more  stimulating  drink.  Ue  knows  not 
belter,  and  hv  wants  oolliiiig  better.  His  is  only  a  state  of  setai-vbabi 
bul  it  it  that  which  suit*  him  be«L 

"  But  ought  wo  to  Utavc  him  in  that  «tart«  ?  "  it  may  be  asked.  Thai 
is  another  i^ucslion.  Moral  degrsdalioii  b  one  thing;  jwlilical  opMn- 
sion  is  another.  If  to  want  little  be,  at  according  lo  our  civiliu^ 
notions  !l  is,  tu  ejiiit  in  n  Klotr  nf  biirl>srism,  tb«  pcojilv  of  ElindoMw] 
ivrc  a  bHrboruiix  people.  Ilut  tiow  far  w«  should  nuke  Ihein  happier  lit 
tcacltinj;  thi>m  to  want  more,  iti.  question  which  opens  04it  a  vide  firl-l 
of  inifuirv.  If  u'e  could  kivrp  down  their  phyncal  waals  to  lbc!r  prcscm 
low  condition,  and  inspire  thi-m  with  n  higher  order  of  moral  wants— « 
an  appetite  lor  knDwiedf,'e  and  religious  truth — »«  should  doiibllesa  a^ 
cnmpliiili  so  grrnt  a  thing  llint  «c  need  not  doapsir  of  making  augclt  in 
t4iiie.  Bill  liu'  misfortune  is,  that  tin-  iDcrcose  of  these  pby^cal  wants 
ever  precedes  the  cxleit»ion  of  their  moral  appelaacos,  which  B««»«tiNM* 
lie  behind  ultogotbor.  Thus  thn  young  aativt!  gcntlvracn  of  the  inelii»> 
pwis,  who,  wo  obwrvp,  are  now  known  by  the  generic  title  of  "  Young 
Uengal,"  yearn  after  beef,  and  champagne,  and  top-boot*  far  mora 
promptlv  and  <-ag)!rly  than  nflor  the  great  go^cl  trullw,  wbicb  «s 
desire  to  substitute  fur  ihc  gross  kupi-rstitions  which  their  reason  htf 
ignored.  All  that  we  con  hopi.-  in  Mich  eases  is,  that  ihv  Dible  will  be 
taken  up,  in  lime,  with  the  hvcf  and  [he  boots.  Of  courw  tbis  is  DOt 
to  be  tdken  as  an  argument  agninsl  the  Dipedtency,  or  rather  the  do^t 
of  raising,  by  every  possible  means,  the  intellectual  character  of 
people  of  HiuduMitni  »«  mrrcly  raise  the  question  wbctbi^r  tbo  nil 
fact  of  iheir  wanting  little  is  oecMsarity  a  proof  of  ibeir  dc^rmdtl 
and  bint  our  belief  that  the  simple  ryoi,  vhb  his  baodl\il  of  rleo, 
bis  rag  aboul  his  niiddlo,  ix  a  leaa  degraded  auimal  tbao  "Yoong 
Otrngal,"  with  bi»  beef  and  tus  boots. 

Ilut  it  is  not  enough  to  write  tlius  vaguely  and  generally  of  tW 
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nmvlinrative  iDlliicnco*  ol'tliv  Compuiy's  govcmmsnt  oi  Intlia;  woBUit 
,  point  to  AoDiv  tjieciflc  mcaturet.  It  will  not  he  dL-iiici)  that  uaiiy  of 
their  liumariixinK  eiforts— «ff6rta  for  the  suppression  or  those  ritual 
cruchion,  which,  whctWr  tunclioiicd  or  not  Sj  ihc  founders  of  tliB 
popular  rcli^ioa,  have  grown  into  lionourvd  cunlonu  iuiJ«r  priestly 
lupport,  and  of  others,  not  less  rovoltintr.  which  have  had  Utile  bell«r 
thnn  ii  stilish  cipodicncy  lo  miiinlain  ihnm.  hnvo  boon  crowncid  with 
,  rrmarkablt!  success.  Uuriii}(  the  later  ye<iri«  of  Brilinh  aciminiatralioa 
in  Iiulia,  the  dre&dful  rile  of  *ultee,  or  widow-burning,  has  been  abo- 
ltHh«d.  The  horrid  custom  of  fcmatR  infiuiticidp,  ori^naLing  in  the 
difficulty  of  provi<lii^  marriage  portions  for  the  daughters  of  hi^h-cnate 
faiuilii'a,  \\aa  been  rooted  out.  The  infernal  trade  of  f4u4i^«,  or  pro- 
f^saivnat  tuurder,  «ith  all  it:i  bcllixh  fonnaliticK,  hoi  bevu  nipprrsscd. 
The  human  •uri6oeit  which  disgraced  the  Khond  country,  have  been 

Cut  down,  and  other  foul  blotn.  under  our  hiiniaiiizini;  treiiliii^nt,  \mv 
eeu  jiArtially  or  thoroughly  cfliccd.     VVc  hare  not  wholly  brokuTi  down 
tlic  burrien  of  a  degrading  nuperstition,  which  so  long  have  fenced  in 
ilbe^p  prieat-riddeo  people:  but  we  hare  done  nomothiag  to  undormina 
it,  and  ill  KoiDc  plnCGS  bavn  dcmaliibi-d  it  outrlgliL 

These  are  measures  wnrthj'  <>f  n  Christian  (joTeramcTil ,  and  not  tlie 
I  Icni  %o  ihat  tbey  demanded  some  courage  lo  citrry  th'iu  out  in  tho  face 
of  much  prmiuupcl  ilnngir,  and  no  «inall  ntnount  of  rt-al  prejudici".  To 
tlicsc  huraaniKiiiii:  mefisutc*  may  be  added  the  Tirtual  suppression  of 
olavcry  throughout  Ihc  Company's  dominions,  without  nny  overt  inlor- 
fcrcncc  with  thu  prvauiurd  rifjlita  of  urourrlv,  bv  recojiiiising  in  all  our 
courts  of  justice  every  applicant  as  a  free  man,  eulitlcd  as  such  to  the 
full  protection  of  the  taw,  whatever  cUim  may  bs  put  in  to  hia  pemou 
and  property  oa  to  thow;  of  ■  slave. 

Then  there  Is  no  doubt  that  much  has  been  done  towards  the  ediica- 

,  tion  of  the  people.     With  the  exception  of  Lord  Ellenborougli,  every 

[govemor-jf^neral,  under  the  now  expirin);  eharter,  has  given  much  time 

I  p^nd  attention  to  tli<«  subject.     Wk  can  only  glaiice  at  so  Urjce  a  matter 

,  as  thiv,  but  ne  nuHl  make  special   allusion  to   the  .diffuaioii   of  medical 

Scic-nc«  among  the  piHipIc  of  India,  lu  a  boon  for  which  future  guuera- 

tions  wilt   have  reason  to  be  grateful.      We  are  bei;inniug,  luo,  in 

Biiotbiir  direclion  to  give  a  more  practical  turn  to  our  citui-alioual  effbrl* 

I  by  raisio|{  tip  a  race  of  native  civil  vngincvrr.  and  are  now  esiabtttthing 

a  college  for  Lhnr  instrvction. 

The  advancement  of  llie  people  in  knowledge  and  capacity  has  natu- 
rally rrndcrod  thcto  better  fitted  for  public  eniployuienl :  aud  among 
the  measures  of  the  Indinn  government  under  the  now  expiring  charier, 
which  are  most  de*erviug  of  cotoiitendatory  tiotico,  may  bo  invutinood 
the  assignment  to  the  natives  of  the  country  of  a  latger  share  in  the 
adminiitraiion  of  its  nfTatTs  than  it  was  formerly  considered  expedient  to 
■  confer  on    ihem.     Office*  of  trust  and  eaiolument  are  now   lield  by 
■aiivua  witli  credit  to  themselves  and  advantage  to  the  state ;  and  every 
will,  probably,  t-et^  a  morr  liberal  apportionment  to  them  of  thew 
and  fishes  of  tlie  cKecuiive;  and  so  Ion);  as  these  are  nut  deniod 
fto  them,  tbev  are  not  likely  to  clamour  for  a  loiter  share  in  tho  admi- 
fp'isiratioD  of  the  country.     They  do  not  seem  to  covet  any  legislative 
jpowcr:  ond  a*   Mr.  Cuinphfll,  in    hi*  receui  work  on  "  Muilern  lodi*," 
'a  book  which  nmuius  a  laryre  mass  of  authentic  inforniuiioii,  uf  peculiar 
value  at  the  present  time,  liaa  truthfully  oboervod,  "  As  lo  lelf-govero- 
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mcnt.  tlic  fxiKriitwnt  bu  ho  Tar  b««n  tried,  Ibst  the  govrrnraciil  tui 
lODg  been  aniiocu  to  eiUblish  a  syntptn  of  epir-taistioa  and  M>lf-a(Ii]ii< 
Rirtration  for  ssititar)*  and  tntmicipitl  purpoM^  in  lar^  towns,  And  Ku 
taaiie  tvrvni  (Misctiii^ot*  lo  t'linblo  tbe  inhabiuiits  of  all  tovni!  dctiroua 
of  the  privilege  to  mnslitutc  ibemselvps  si'lf-ftivcrning  niuoicimlitiei ; 
jrtt,  vtrangi!  to  %ny,  the  ui»nil)ghlrncd  Inilinii  jmblic  ronnot  bo  broartit 
to  uii(l«retaDd  tb«  pleasure  of  taxing  ihemeclvea,  and  reaoloidjr  declined 
thp  profFi-n-d  fatour:"  and  whera  it  was  not  "motiit^lj'  declined,'* 
but  coldljr  accepted,  it  aoon  bcciimi!  n  dmd  lellor. 

The  coMly  wan,  in  which  w«  b8v«  uahappily  becu  engaged  for  m 
many  yiwrs,  havii  neceaMrlly  rotardvd  the  progn>s«  of  those  ^reat  pablie 
vork»,  wliid)  Ivnd  to  largely  to  promot*.'  thi!  doveloproent  of  tbo  produe- 
tire  rcaourcei  of  the  country ;  but  when  vc  come  lo  take  account  of  all 
tlio  Iftbuiir  and  all  thv  moiKry  wbicb  hoc  bi^cn  mjcreMfully  expended  on 
works  i>f  irrigation,  u|m>u  road^,  and  brid)^->,  mid  other  great  poUk 
improvements,  which  fiKililntc  iutcrcoramunication  between  dJffcrcM 
jiartR  of  the  roiintry  and  Mtniulitte  us  infcriinl  tralfic,  the  groas  amouiU 
will  be  f'liiiid  unvtliiiig  but  diMrrtHlilablo  lu  a  ^uvernntent  roa*4rain«d  by 
a  concurrence  of  uiirortiinalv  circiiuisliincct  to  loaintiiia  its  rery  esbt- 
cnco  by  lavUh  exjieiiditure  of  money  tipon  the  prosecution  of  van, 
which,  ouc«  uiidorljiken.  however  uiin'i»ely,  muM  be  Tig^roiixlv  nniM- 
Guicd  lo  the  end.  Of  thrav  works,  very  litttc  t«  kiiowu  in  Bnglaxid- 
Tliey  do  not  spring  up.  in  n  f^w  month*,  to  become  a  world's  wonder, 
liko  the  Crystal  Pulac*  in  Hyde  Park.  They  are  pronecairsl  *ery 
quietly ;  they  cover  a  very  large  expanse  ;  they  are  thiRKB  altogether  of 
which  few  people  can  give  any  int«lligibl«'  Recount.  It  is,  altogelhcr, 
indeed,  the  misfortuiie  of  the  Easi  India  Company  that  their  nmeliora- 
tire  nieaiures  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  of  a  very  unoblmaire 
character ;  that  they  do  not  furnish  thcmea  of  eloquent  pancg/TJc;  that 
there  n  nothing  in  ihem  lo  daxile  or  nstound.  A  popalar  account, 
however,  of  what  the  Ea»t  India  Company  have  realty  (tone  for  Imlia 
would  be  neither  nninteresiing  nor  uninatruetivc  in  nich  a  jnttctitr«  as 
this. 

The  most  frequent  charge  brought  ngainit  the  In<!iin  Govemment  it 
ibut  of  overtjixinK  the  people.  It  ia  Hold,  that  the  nRtivm  of  India  are 
Ipnounil  down  to  the  du»t  by  the  aaverity  of  the  taxvt  which  we  impost 
a|KHi  tlH'in  :  and  much  of  this  it  Mid,  or  written,  as  though  the  revenua 
were  collected  for  the  purpcnte  of  enriching  tlic  mcrabort  of  the  Gorem- 
tnenl,  or  remitting  large  turn*  of  money  to  Ivn^lsnd,  to  be  expended  om 
aomo  inconiprehennible  objects  altogelh«r  unconnected  with  the  welfani 
oftfaepeopK.  And  »o  it  is,  that  one  person  ericii  out  tliat  the  land- 
asteflaR>ent  ought  lo  bo  reduced  ;  another  clamours  for  the  abolitioa  of 
Iba  aalt'tax  i  a  third  it  certain  that  the  opiiim-ditty  it  an  unclean  aourca 
of  revenue,  and  that  we  ought  to  wa^h  our  hand*  of  it  altogether. 
Some,  perhaps,  iu  the  plenitude  of  their  philanthropy,  would  abolish 
bmd*tai,  <alt-inx,  opium-duty,  all  lhrei%  and  carry  on  the  govcnimeiit 
wiihont  iliem.  Uui  ludiau  adRiini:itratian»,li)Le  English  one*,  must  have 
revenue.  There  is  do  dieltiuj;  on  without  iL  The  natives  of  India  ore 
mbjeei  lo  few  duties.  They  euliivato  the  land,  tnd  they  eomimte  nail. 
Scarcely  any  other  impa«t  could  be  made  lo  reach  ihcm.  Th(-  lajid-tax 
Ik,  in  (xiint  of  fact,  rent  paid  to  the  |jre4t  governmunt-landlanU  it  la 
ilhe  main  souree  of  our  Indinii  revenne.  Now,  the  culiirnlort  an 
directly  interested  in  the  state  of  the  public  Ircnurj-,  (or  il»  imjiovernh- 
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tnant  n  always  otlviideiJ  by  llie  siwpmfioti  of  iIiokc  a)np)ii>raliv«  mea- 
sures wliib'h,  by  incroaMiiii;  lli«  proiliii-iUc^i'tis  of  ili«  *oil,  go  f«T  1o 
LeiieHt  the  producer.  The  (net  i«,  that  want  of  rev<>nu«  has  reduned 
the  proxpfrity,  and  rHurdvil  the  MrL-iul  pragrnuR  of  iU<-  people;  imd  ihnl 
Ihej  wlio  cry  out  S|!:ain*t  iho  undue  UxulJuu  of  llie  people,  would  do 
mucli  better  lo  iixjuire  liow  it  linppvii*  that  imniL'nie  MimH  of  monoy, 
thv  (.■xpcniltliiTC  uf  which  on  productive  work*  would  hnvr  immrnWy 
iDcrraHcd  llip  happiurss  of  the  people,  btvo  hena  wuuioaly  Uvisbrd 
U\*an  the  prow^ruliini  of  unjiut  and  ditailrouK  ware.  It  will  iiol  th(>ii  be 
found  tliat  tlic  l(-(;ili[nat4<  iMlvra  of  India  hxvu  sacriBufd  ihc  pronprritT 
of  ilic  country  nt  the  oitur  of  a  fnl*e  ambition,  or  that  any  luat  of  con- 
quest or  faliiou*  miitcalculaiion,  or  rather  re^onlleuinc**  uif  rVRnlis,  upon 
th«ir  part,  has  brought  on  tho  great  ditailvrs  from  wbich  it  liaa  takntt 
ilnf  country  ntauy  yoan  to  recover ;  but  that  external  iofluoaces,  not  to 
be  witbsloo«l,  for«igD  iiilerfer«Dc«,  not  to  be  »t  aside  — the  infliirace 
nnil  ioterferencA  of  Engli&b  ■tatfsnwD,  have  draiii«d  the  treasury  of 
India,  and  tupcdcd  it9  doiue^iic  iniproTciociit;  and  that  thoy,  and  they 
alone,  oukM  to  be  held  responiible  for  any  deRcll  lliui  way  oecur  in  tli» 
ninounl  of  good  worlif,  for  which  the  propto  of  England  may  look  whm 
the  Indian  Govcruoiciit  are  cutUtl  upon  lo  give  aii  accuuni  of  ilielr 
slewardahip. 

For  "  niier  all,"  as  Mr.  Cjimphcll  wcl!  obser^m,  "  the  iniporiAnt 
c|uet)iiQti  iQ  couAideritiK  any  ad  mi  nut  ration  id  this  atiiiple  our,  Hoes  ttie 
■rouniry  pay  ?  For  without  iwiMU-y  wo  can  do  Dolhing.  A  Rovernment 
whicli  Una  plenty  of  money  ia  generally  good,  aiid  one  which  b  in  difll- 
cuhicfi  is  invaiisbly  exceedingly  bud.  It  is  very  easy  to  accuse  the 
Indian  guvcniineiil  of  cxacltng  too  murh  on  the  one  hand,  and  spending 
loo  little  for  publio  purpo»ci  on  tfar  other ;  but  wc  must  6nt  abuw 
Yrhcre  the  money  is  to  come  front."  To  this  tho  objectors  may  anauor 
— "  Show  us  wbore  the  money  gon;"  and  >lr.  Campbell  does  fbow  un 
where  tbn  money  gov*.  lie  showi  that  «bil«t  all  the  vxpetttes  of  the 
cnuiitry  arc  tbro*n  upon  i»,  we  do  uot  receive  all  the  rrvrnitc :  ioa»- 
much  aa  that  lar^e  antna,  which  might  bu  adraniBgcously  eipvodcd  on 
the  improTtmeut  of  tliu  country,  are  alienatL-d  for  tlic  piiqione  of  fur- 
nishing pensionst  ftc,  to  the  native  princesi  whose  places  we  have  taken 
as  lord*  of  tbo  land.  TItoM  arc  tho  prince*  whom  the  Indlaii  Govem- 
uieiit  ia  charged  with  ao  reaiorseleaaly  diapoasewing  of  their  tctritorieBi 
and  whose  wrongs  arc  a  fertile  Uwine  of  vituperative- dcclauiaiion,  though 
they  wcr«  for  the  roo«t  part  mere  conounrors  and  interlopers  like  our- 
aolree.  We  are  said  lo  have  utterly  disregarded  ilw:  "  righis  "  of  the 
native  princes,  and  ooglccted  tho  intcrnb  of  the  peu]ile, — because  vn 
hSTO  expended  ujton  Uiem  ao  tmal)  a  portion  of  the  revenue  which 
they  lta««  paid  into  our  hands.  But  it  b  in  no  small  nieaaurt,  bccniMo 
we  fiave  been  bo  cbarjr  of  the  "  righu  "  of  the  princes,  that  wc  have  lud 
so  little  to  tpcnd  upon  the  people.  If  we  had  robbed  iho  princ«e  a  liule 
more,  the  peoolo  would  hnvc  suffered  less. 

Of  course  tnesv  provisions  for  the  dcpose<l  prince*  and  iheir  familira, 
are  a  perennial  drain  upon  our  Indian  resources  ;  but,  after  all,  tbo  ter- 
rific accidental  drains  oocaaiooed  by  our  gigantic  wan,  have  done  more 
serious  mischief  lo  tbr  country,  and  tlw  eneoiies  of  India  must  Im! 
looked  for  luuong  the  men  who  boTu  ae«dlc*Kly  drawn  the  saord  from 
the  wabbatd.  Lord  William  Bentinck  lefi  a  peaceful  country  and  an 
overflowing  ireasnry.     Lord  Auckland  plunged  into  the  war  In  Afghan* 
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bUn,  d»innl  ilic  tr«uur^.  and  MilidW  the  country  villi  «  hvavjr 
Thi.ni  camv  llic  ■■cOD()um<if  Sindh,"  fot  whieli  tlwrc  wmi    mi 
more  ncitto:  and  ihrn  llto  war  in  the  Panjab,  which,  when  it 
wu  inimtAbIc,  but  whicti  probably  would  n«i-<-r  have  brolun  oat  iMt  I 
lliu  tggmuoa*  by  which  il  w«»  precpJmL 

The  war  in  AITghaiiiitao,  indwd.  was  the  oriipn  of  all  the  evil  S 
ConipbvU  liDB  cl<-arly  ithowR  the  tinnncuil  MnharrMraicnU  which  ba 
rmultcd  Trotn  il.  It  i*  hard  lo  aav  uhat  Btnouni  o(  Ko^  iDiglit 
lireti  donv  with  Ibe  moue}'  thua  recklnslv  expended.  VVImii,  thrr 
the  quMlion  ia  asked,  why  OODC  h»  yet  heta  icam  Tor  ibe  i»( 
of  the  couniTT,  and  the  aiuclioralioa  of  ibe  condition  of  ih*  people,  i 
the  la*t  charW  wai  granted  to  the  Cail  India  Compatiy,  il  woald  b«l 
well  lo  aak  al  lh«  same  time  who  >»  rcsjMiiuihIc  for  all  ihv  «*iU  of  lb* 
war  ID  Aflghanislni).  We  arc  uo«,  It  is  to  be  liopcd,  at  peace — tbougk 
■omo  uneatv  lutirmurinKa  in  Biirimh  hare  again  diwiuiet^d  the  htwx  of 
the  philanlhiopiu — and  iho  financial  coiiditioo  of  the  couutry  ia  m- 
proving ;  uiid  if  wv  cuu  only  keep  our  anatea  at  rott,  «v  may  again  Mt 
otir  DTtilicer*  it  work,  and  earn,-  out  thu  braerolent  bttmilioai  of  tbt 
Kaat  India  Compauy — a  Cutnpnuy  wliich  has  alway*  aet  ita  faee  ilwd- 
fbijtly  agoliiM  all  tinncceeitary  vrtts,

utterance  of  public  opinioti,  the  author  goes  on  to  »t,y,  *<  It  ia  certain , 
that  the  Indiaii  preia  has  become  uaicmpoloui  beyond  all  precedcnl 
bikI  extrctDoly  falie  aad  libellous,  and  that  it  is  only  tokrabU  booaiu 
moat  of  the  papers  have  rendered   themselves  discredited  aod  cootenaf 
lible."

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bcbalf.  They  are  alvrny!)  willing  cnoiivh  to  side  agsinnt  Government i 
lull  in  the  inilance  alluded  to,  they  mutt  undotd)itdlj/  haee  been  ifitnuialeti 
hif  brihet,  l)ccnu«n  the  po|iuInr  opinion  in  rrvry  In<liaii  cnntonincnt  rnn 
very  Btron^  agnlnst  ihe  ooimnis&ariati  and  ihej  wnHe  in  tlic  li«ih  of 
Ihi'  fni'lin^  of  l)i«  ^fXi  majority  of  thoir  BUDRcribpri.  The  accused 
was  rich,  in  danger,  and  ready  willi  llie  mooey."  This  i«  a  very  heavy 
accusalion.  It  is  as  tbou|{h  comp  four  or  five  Coiupanv's  judges  wrre 
charged,  by  tianid,  wtt)i  the  mmo  of  taking  bribes  in  thi-ir  individual  eiipa> 
city.  We  know  iiotliing  about  this  poniciilar  coiv,  coccept  that  Jooti-per- 
sEiud*s  connscl  was  connected  nith  a  newspaper  published  in  the  North* 
weit  province*  of  India;  but  vc  believe  that  the  charge,  u  reipcct« 
tho  PresH  goiierallv,  ih  utterly  vriihoul  foundation. 

From  all  we  have  heard  on  the  aubject  from  competent  witnesHes,  we 
should  infer  that  tho  Indinn  pre**  i*  aa  little  corrupt  as  any  preaa  in  th« 
world.  "  I  caniiol  take  »iiic?ti  credit  lo  mysclfi"  said  n  gfntlpTnau,  for 
Honiv  yrart  the  reJaeieur  en  cief  of  «  dnily  paper  in  Gllcutlo,  wlicn  ytv 
interro|;atcd  him  on  this  ddicale  lubjcet,  ■■  I  cannot  take  much  eredit  lo 
niynflf  for  never  hnviug  taken  a  brihe,  for  /  ««wr  haii  une  offerttl  to  me." 
Neiihi-i-  is  there,  we  beUevc,  anything  very  uncomnion  in  llie  specMcIo 
of  an  Indifltt  nnwapnpcr  oniinciating  opinioni  at  variance  nith  tbo»e 
cnlcrLninod  by  the  gtval  bulk  of  their  rpfldcrx.  It  would  bo  PO»y  to 
name  journnln,  which  have  (•ndangered  their  popularity,  and  damaged 
thoir  exchequer  by  denouncing  unjust  «ar«.  All  vrars  are  popular  with 
tlii>  majority  of  Indian  ncwipnpcr  reader*;  but  all  wan  arc  not  uip' 
porleil  by  the  entire  Indian  press.  It  i*  hard  to  »»y  who  would  bribe 
the  Indian  editom  to  advocate  priociplea  of  peace.  This  notion  of 
bribery  norms  lo  mo  ovcrwoch  in  Mr.  CaniphcH>  head,  for  ho  anys, 
with  refereciee  to  tliu  re-occupaiion  of  AITghaniKtiin  in  1943,  "  In  the 
automiT,  (leueral  Pollock  advanced  by  the  Khyber  Pass,  ^ol  ihrout/h  it 
fiy  tlic  Mf/  o/Mits  <M  miMi,  thorf  (where  ?)  met  tlie  Candahor  forces, 
blew  up  llie  bai.tar  in  a  kind  of  triumph  to  ihow  what  we  conid  do,  :tnd 
retreated,"  Now,  the  fuel  is,  that  General  Pollock  did  not  get  through 
the  Kbyher  "  by  the  help  of  bribe*."  An  ailvmpt  wa»  made  to  purchase 
a  safe  passage  through  the  Pass,  but  the  tiegoiialions  broke  down,  and 
an  inntntmcnt  of  piircba«c-money,  which  had  been  advanced  lo  the  chief*, 
wa»  brought  baek  before  the  army  adranced;  and  we  fought  our  way 
through  the  Pass  after  all. 

These,  howrver,  am  hat  imall  defrct*,  considered  with  reference  to 
the  luagniinde  of  the  work,  and  the  mass  of  aecumtv  inform nti on  it 
cont^ns.  Mr.  Campbell  has  not  tlie  art  of  the  praclited  liirmleur,  and, 
perhnpt,  b»  haa  not  manufactured  ^ulte  as  attractive  a  book  as  a  mare 
experienced  hand  would  have  made  out  of  vucb  nmplv  and  varied  maio- 
rials,  but  ho  descrrea  the  gratitude  of  the  public,  for  having  brought 
together  m  largo  an  array  of  f,icts,  and  rei>roduced  thon>  in  so  reailuhle 
a  volume.

"  Moddcinc.'*  Sh«  discovers  a  nice  discrimiDStion  in  the  poTtrsjvl  of 
character.  Tlirri-  u  a  revpruni  tone  pervading  tliu  book)  tbe  reflet  pro- 
\>sA\y  of  her  sludy  of  thi-  Iivcb  of  thcsv  pious  woraeu.  and  tbe  anthar  has 
laboured  willi  an  i-vidcnt  lovo  of  her  iiibjccl  wortbj-  of  all  pruoe. 

Begiiitiiii^  from  the  dayn  of  the  npotllei,  travirsiiig  tli*  period  of  the 
fall  of  the  Roroan  Empire,  ibe  Dark  aud  Middle  Af^s,  and  conttng 
down  to  our  oivn  day,  ni-cking  out  rxample*  from  all  countrira,  and  COB- 
ftulting  many  forgotten  book*,  Mirs  Kavatiagh  baa  Rpared  no  labour,  la 
prove  that  "  in  charity  aod  devotedneis  roao  baa  not  as  jt\  aurpaiaed 
woman."  The  itory  of  the  Couvcnion  of  St.  Auguttinc  frtnn  Uw  pl>a- 
iurea  and  aiEna  of  this  world,  by  the  tearful  prayen  of  ht(  ntothtf 
Moniia,  is  ouc  of  tht-  most  intereatiii|f  in  tU«  book.  The  acoount  of 
Eliiabeth  I'ry.  too,  ihoURli  wo  have  had  so  much  about  ber,  is  goedi 
ihowiDg^  the  power  of  an  original  uiiiid  to  inve«l  old  thcin«E  with  novelPf.

Cerrali*,  an  old  and  we-althy  consul,  wi»bed  to  marry 
her.  MarcellA  refused ;  and  to  her  mother,  Albinn,  who  observed,  thai 
Cerealis,  betne  oged,  would  not  live  lonr,  she  replied,  'If  I  wiahed  to 
marry,  I  chould  look  for  n  huiihand,  and  not  for  an  iuhefiiaoce.'  *

It  vatj  fairW  bo  doubted  wbdhcr  llic  nrStitigt  of  Cicei-o  bavo  not 
been  far  moro  projuiltdat  tbnn  utoful  Kith  r«pect  to  our  knovlmlgs  of 
till'  CoDitittilionsl  history  of  Home.  The  AfToctiooato  admiration  witb 
which  we  ju»ly  n-ganl  hini  as  m  orator,  aa  a  phWo  aophcr,  a&d  as 
a  mornltflt.  blended  with  the   Mt«i<in  which  wo  feel  for  hia   pcreonal 

Eurity  and  prohity  id  an  ntrv  of  foul  ^rrupiion,  multa  us  prone  to  adopt 
ia  opiniom  as  a  potiiicinti,  and  to  cctiu  Uh  elD<]Ueut  rcvilio^  or 
eulogiea  of  t)i9  tilaipsincn,  who  were  his  oontcmporariM,  and  also  of 
thoM  who  had  pn-n-ilrj  l>im  in  iho  Romou  CunnmoDwmllh.  A  tnoro 
unsafe  guide  ii  would  be  difficult  to  select  Not  only  did  Cicero  carry 
into  politics  the  looir-lMijiURd  diircgard  of  Act*,  and  unmeaaured 
maiigDitjrof  iavcctivp,  which  have  la  all  ages  b«ra  the  dJsctvditnUe 
pririlegea  of  the  bar;  but  ho  was  so  complclclj  a  party  man,  be  was  (o 
ihorou^hly  iiobu(<il  with  all  the  prrjiidims  of  ih^  leiiatorial  faction,  as 
to  ba  tneapabte  of  doinv  justioe  to  anr  one,  who  either  in  llie  Ciccronlon 
aget  or  in  former  oKea  nad  oppoted  the  Roman  arifttocracy ;  and  in  par- 
ticular he  waj^  judicially  blind  to  the  high  qualitioi  and  wise  statctnan- 
■hip  of  the  two  illualftoua  tribuncti  of  the  people,  who  had  {xrishcid  in 
the  attempt  to  reform  tht^  Roman  republic,  at  tbl^  cunimenct-metit  of 
iu  final  century  of  res-olutioo.  Moreover,  Ciecro,  after  hia  Consulate, 
wui  painfully  cntifcioiit  that  he  liimKcIf  was  open  to  attack  for  having 
put  KoQiao  cilicena  to  death  without  a  legal  trial,  (however  much  the 
tiulorioiiA  cuilt  of  Cntilinc't  accomplieea  might  have  clamoured  for 
such  ouni»bsDcnt) ;  and  he  therefore  eagerly  aeited  every  opportunity 
of  eulogizinfE  the  slayers  of  the  (iracehi,  and  of  citing  the  condncl  of 
Kaiica  end  Opimius  aa  laudable  precedents  for  his  own.  The  Komnn 
rhetoricians  and  moralitla  of  succeeding  ages  took  up  the  uauie  struiu  ; 
and  whenever  a  soDorous  conimon>plac«  about  sedition  was  to  be 
rounded  off,  the  Gracchi  wer«  sure  to  be  introduced  a*  tho  very  types 
of  the  ch.imeter  of  the  factioua  demagogue.  Hunte,  and  ,iNo  from 
the  portentous  blunders  which  long  prevailed  among  medieval  and 
rnodero  scholars,  about  the  nature  of  the  Agrarian  laws,  a  cloud  of 
iinmrriird  obloquy  has  for  nearly  two  ihoueand  years  rented  on  the 
tueutories  of  two  of  (iu-  purest  patriota  that  the  world  erer  saw.  The 
■anie  evil  fortuno  that  preyed  on  tbem  while  living,  baa  persecuted  thent 
beyond  ihii  grave.  It  is  one  or  the  highest  honours  of  modern 
German  xcliobrship,  that  it  has  redressed  thit  flagrant  initintty. 
Until  about  6tiy  yean  ago,  the  belief  ma*  almott  universal,  that  the 
Gracchi  in  thctr  celebrated  refoRnB  attached  the  righu  of  private  pro- 
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ferty ;   that  their  object  viu  to  Mnti«eal«  the  nai>di>d   estates  of  the 
rich,  and  to  pnrccl  ihcai  aut  nmong  tbL>  populace.     Thej  were  r^a 
in  fact,  AS  llin  Unt  levellers  and  socinlHu. 

It  wa»  about  the  tloM  of  the  Inst  cwilury  that  Hej-ne  and  He 
poiateA  out  tlit-  rv  J  oliject  of  tlie  Agrarian  lao^ ;  but  tlio  knt>«rledg« 
circukted  »Iawly  and  impcrfccily  before  tlic  nppeanuice  of  the  great 
biaurical  trcaiioe*  of  Nt^biihr.  Rut  the  luhjeet  is  now  well  undentood: 
and.  al  the  eanie  time,  the  nHserlioiis  of  Cicero  about  thn  manner  in 
which  the  Ciracchi  sought  la  elfeci  their  rcfonnit.  hit  inninuiuiiMia  ihal 
they  wi*bcd  to  aggr>ndix«  ihenuclTe*  at  the  ennvase  of  their  counlry'i 
oonfelitullon,  and  his  panegyrica  on  ih-oee  who  slew  thcni,  hare  conte  to 
he  valued  at  ihcir  true  worth.  Cin-ro,  as  a  wiinui,  is  now  cautJoiul; 
icanncil.  The  French  historun  MichcLct  {whose  eloquent  voice  in 
th«  University  of  Paris  hoa  lately  been  silenced  by  'hi-  prwumt  uiurpw 
of  France),  has  done  good  service  lier«.  In  Michelrt's  "  Hiatuire 
Itoroaine"  tbv  great  orator  of  Home  b  depicted  IB  hia  tnie  eoh>Ufl 
whrn  viewed  as  a  politirisn;  and  ([enerous  ju«ltc«  u  don«  to  those 
wlii»e  famu  liax  so  long  stifTcred  undr r  Cicerottian  misrcpresentallons. 
There  will  aooa  bu  iuw  educated  men.  or  even  children,  who  will  ra^arJ 
tbv  Gracchi  in  any  other  llion  their  true  Vtffht ; — that  of  coiutitntioDal 
refomiem,  «ho  reHpeet«d  tlw  rights  of  property,  and  who  aougtu  to 
r«oovate,  not  to  destroy,  the  institutJODs  olf  their  country. 

TliR  cooditioD  of  RoiDC  at  the  tini(!  vhca  the  elder  Gmccbiia  firat 
came  forward  (about  132  ac.)  ia  admirably  di!*erib(.<<l  by  He«reD,*  and 
il  tuual  be  thoroughly  uuderslood  in  order  to  judge  the  (jracchi  fairly. 
Wc  muat  not  be  deceived  by  the  appearance  of  traaquilliti^  «hich  «V 
mett  with  Mhen  lir«t  loubiiig  to  that  4'^ioch.  The  favourite  nioxini  of 
one  of  our  own  staleainen  **  (juieta  ne  niovete,"  is  only  conditionally 
wise.  It  deoenda  ou  wh^tlicr  the  placidncea  of  llw  political  body  m 
that  of  healtny  aclion,  or  nhetber  it  is  the  stilliKss  of  decay,  and  lb* 
silent  engeiidt-riog  of  corruption.  Hiere  i*  unfonuoatel;  f»t  nan 
truth  in  Moa(osquieu*8  expresaion  respecting  the  Roman  Cobudoo- 
wealih  in  its  bvM  tiiurs.  "  Un  gouvemenient  hbrc,  ^tsi  d  dire  latgtum 
offili." 

When  Tiberiua  GracchuH  proposed  hia  lirtt  Reform  Bill  at  Komi 
■ha  had  ulready  reached  her  seventh  century.  After  a  long  aonMif 
wan,  she  had  itiado  hi^rself  mislrco«  of  all  Italy;  and  thrn,  eogagiat 
in  ihc  life-or-dcath  (truggles  of  the  Punic  wan,  »hr  liad  cmshM 
her  great  rival,  Carthage, — a  conquest  which  placed  viibin  her  grasf 
thi*  duminiou  of  the  ancient  norbl.  Eight  provinct^  beyoiid  luW 
ncrc  aciually  annexed  lo  Home  about  the  time  whenCaribsgc  perisheC 
These  ncrc  Sicily,  Sardinia,  Corsica.  Spain.  Jllyria,  Maeedai^ 
Ihv  bc«t  port  of  Greece,  under  the  title  of  Achaia,  and  the  ftfiit 
MoTtb  Africau  ciiasi,  which  had  once  Iwen  ihelemlory  of  Cartlui^.  TV 
legiona  had  already  heeii  victorious  in  Asia  -,  and  the  Senate  had  fortneJ 
poliiieal  connexion*  with  aumvrous  Asiatic  and  other  atntes,  which  be 
caaif  completely  dcnendent  upon  Rome,  under  the  title  of  "  AlliM  ^ 
the  RomiB  People.'  Abroad  Hotne  inw  no  rival ;  at  borae  *)»«  f«]t  oa 
fcttd.  'I'be  old  diaacntiont  between  the  Plebeians  and  P&tricions  h*< 
long  died  avra^ ;  ever  unce  tlic  time  when  the  I'lebeians  obtaiDtd  ■ 
equality  of  citric  rights:  and  the  Patriciate,  though  not  abolished,  baom 
■  men:  title.

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But  thougK  thus  fair  and  prooimnfr  at  Sret  n^ht,  tb«  condilian  of 
Rome  hod  in  renlitv  became  fraught  with  the  dirvst  pcritd.  The  tove* 
rei^  Hotnaa  people  was  a  very  mdjU  portion  of  ilie  liiimBii  bt'ingi 
tliat  inhabited  the  tcrriloms  of  the  (toman  Uepublic.  Th«  domtuant 
minority  was  in  imipiiicHt  danger,  from  the  jealousy  of  tboM  whom  it 
eiicluded  from  )MV>er ;  and  it  wa»  altto  itKelf  Wcoiiiitig  rapidly  divided 
into  two  anlagOL)i«lJc  cUti9«s  of  paupers  and  uiillionairet.  Il  wan  in  Italy 
that  lhr«c  evils  were  peculiArlv  ilc-v duping  theuuolve>.  The  natives  of 
the  prorinces  (which  have  been  cnumeraled)  had  been  too  receiilly  and 
too  I'ffc-ctuully  couquvrcd,  «nd  tbo  terror  of  the  name  of  Rome  waa  too 
li^avy  on  lh«ir  hearts,  for  any  itenous  inaurrectioa  thvrc  to  be  pro- 
bable. Dut  the  Iialiaiii  hsd  all  formed  pariions  of  the  contiuerin^ 
vmies.  Thpy  Rij|ipliixl  and  continued  to  supply  the  lariat  part  of  tho 
trocfn  whom  tlM  Uoiaan  codkiU  and  prcctors  led  forth  to  Inoeiuat 
can)pai|n>a.  They  were  trained  io  the  vune  discipliop,  and  most  of 
thf'in  spoke  the  tunc  Ungungc  with  the  HoRMao.  So  many  gonrraliona 
had  pa»&ed  away  siooe  ib«ir  subjugation  by  Konw,  iliat  all  fueling  of 
inferiority  had  worn  off;  and  had  b^cn  succeeded  by  a  iPiiKe  of  conscious 
mvrit,  and  by  j-caloiiK  impoticitcc  at  a  iiy»ti>m,  which,  wltile  it  compolW 
them  to  luviab  tbvir  treasures  and  their  bloi>d  in  furlhcraace  of  the 
ambiiion  of  Rome,  denied  thera  all  honour,  rank,  and  poser;  which 
aubji!clL-d  thna  to  tlir  capricioiu  tyranuy  of  L-very  Uomao  officer  in  war, 
and  every  lloniiiui  niaKiilrale  in  pcaoE. 

So  aUo  (to  itdcipt  ilir  juvt  and  oluquent  words  of  Heeren*),  **  At  tlia 
«ixt<:rnal  condition  of  Hume  was  calculated  la  cause  alarm,  did  her 
iiitiTiiol  ilatc  tlirealen  the  speedy  outbreuk  of  comniotioD.  Notwitb- 
sLaiidin^  their  brilliant  conqunsts,  tiotwitlifttaodin^  the  plunder  of  to 
many  rich  (erntoriH9  and  towns,  the  lot  of  the  larger  portion  of  the 

I  •ovcreigD  UoiDDn  people  was  far  from  enviable.  On  ibc  oontrar;,  thn 
eonquerorfl  of  the  world  wcro,  u  far  as  the  ([■'cat  majority  wnra  cuii- 
ceroed,  muuh  poorer  and  won«  off  than  their  forefnlhers  had  been, 
whose  whole  territory  only  cxtcodcd  over  a  fint  aulei.  The  ditigoat  cul- 
ture of  lh«irland«  secured  to  the  early  UomanRtbetaeansof  subtistcnee; 
but  n  c«reor  of  conquest  destroyed  dint  curly  induntry  ;  and  the  moral 
which  experience  bu  so  ofleii  verified,  was  taught  here  alto — that 
coiii|uerors  are  not  henefitK^,  but  inipovorblied  throu);li  their  conquests 
nad  plundering*.  The  fnciUty  of  obtaining'  booty  Keoits  men  from 
regular  habiu  i  and  causes  indiKcncv  instead  of  superfluity,  because  it 
St  oocB  creat4v  a  multitude  of  new  wants. 

"In  thti  wine,  a  class  of  men  had  fanned  itself  at  Home,  possess- 
ing neither  property  nor  industry — a  numeroua  poptdace.     So,  too,  as 

Blingle  fitmtlies  acquired  enoruioti«  wealth  throug^li  olBdaL  ctuployments. 

TmmA  especially  through  the  governnu-nts  of  provinces,  did  this  ma** 
become  more  nod  more  pauperised ;  and  the  hideous  phcoomon on  which 
a  great  city  oflcn  displays,  fxJrente  potxrty  Iti)  the  tidt  tif  extesnies 
smuVA,  be^an  to  mani^ert  itself  at  Home.  And  iliere  were  peculiar 
causes,  that  lay  deep  faiddea  in  the  internal  constitution  of  the  stale, 
which  wc  must  comprehend,  in  order  to  form  a  right  judgment  of  ih<> 
political  elTecU  ibat  were  tbcir  consequenceo.  The  riclivs  of  ilie  gtant 
families  consisted,  in  a  great  degree,  of  landed  puBsessions,  which  were 
not,  ttrictly  »ponkiog,  their  property ;— not  family  csiaiea.  but  state 
domains,  occupied  under  siogular  circumtlanCM.  A»  the  Romans 
'  Ofuhichis  der  !<uauiinr\ihen  d«r  Oraeehen. 
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Rrodunlly  cxtcodcd  tiieir  victories  ovi>t  Italy,  tltcy  hud  taken  from  ll 
conqutT^d  nations  cither  the  whole  of  their  land*  or  the  grvattr  |iortia 
thnc  bciiig  caniidcrcd  tlie  most  valoabto  part  of  the  booty,  and  tbe 
Ipgitimald  acquisition  of  (tie  vicior^.     Thoy  thon  used  to  plant  colonies 
in  the  »ut>jiigatoi]  stntnt,  allotting  to  ihcm  «  nrrcain  |)ortion  of  t}ic  con- 
tliiiT(!()  tcrriiory  lu  tlicir  iiroptny.     Still,  by  fur  the  largi-M  jvtn  of  \U 
csppciully  tbe  uncultivated  districts,  became  the  property  of  tbc  state,  or    , 
coiiimon  Ian*).     Tbcao  sLtIc  liomaiiiii  WL-ra  underlet   to  linglo  citiM^^H 
suhjcct  to  the  paymeni  of  a  auit-rcnt,  which  was  required  to  be  p«id  ^^| 
ever)'  five  ymrii,  for  the  ^ooil  of  tho  Rp[>ublie.     Bui  ihe9»  pnsdpl« 
lu«l  long  fa«en  loit  right  of.     Tbe  bt.'ttl.T  thv  Uuids  trerc,  t1>L-  tnorr  did 
tiic   rich  fiiinilies   crowd   la   thvoi.     Thn  <|uit-rents  were  Irregalarly 
inid ;  nnd  the  bauudnries  of  public  Bud  private  Miatci  uniTersslly  eon- 
futed.     Thua  had  llic  great  in  Kome  obtained  iinineiue  landed  poaMS* 
lion) ;  wliich,  although  ibej  kctc,  strictly  speahing;,  cofnnion  proprr 
yot  becsiBP,  bb  it  vptp,  Mt,  the  paweuion  of  which  no  one  cou 
forcibly  take  away  ft'on  iliose  who  had  once  sullied  in  thvm.      Thoog 
this  abiisr,  which  had  placed  the  puai^rssioii  of  almost  all  the  Lands  In 
llaly  in  the  hondx  of  a  tmaW  body  of  in«n,  wa«  ia  il«c1f  do»ln)ctiv«  to 
population  and  to  inilublry,  it  must  be  rnled  a  iiiucli  greater  vvil,  that 
these  Unds  were  tilled,  not  by  free  laboorcn,  but  by  bond-slaves.     "^^M 
vai  eonsidcrcd  tbe  most  advanbigeoua  modic ;  tM^caute  thin  class  nigfl^ 
lie  harder  used,  and  especially  becav-x  there  was  no  fear  of  thrir  bniif 
pr«st  for  military  aervict-  in  war-linie.     It  is  easy  lo  caleulale  tbe  eSKls 
which  thi<  mn«t  har«  prodiicLvl  through  llaly.     lliv  land  bocaiae  d(|>9> 
piilaled  of  il«  native  inliabiuint*,  nnd  the  number  of  freemeo  woa  dinit* 
nished  a;  ihal  of  »la*e»  was  incrcMed.     In  Rotue  itself,  the  oumhcrs  of 
the  uncnipluyt'd  nnd  cAody  populace  {Tew  Ist^r  and  Inrger ;  and  tfam 
vol  a  perpetual  influx  oF  the-  deatilutn  inhabitants  of  the  country  iolo 
the  capital  city.  tciDpled  by  the  display  of  ifao  constantly  iiierMuiog 
profi)«ion  of  the  wealthy. 

"  This  numerouM  populace  wanted  only  «  leader,  and  a  dc6nila  lead- 
ing principle,  lo  form  themselves  into  a  deinocratical  parly;  and  by 
tho  *ido  of  them  stood,  fully  arrayed  in  oppaKttwn,  n  eompletel} 
organixed  arivlocracy.  During  the  long  period  of  quiet  wbidi  baa 
prevailed  since  the  eipiratian  of  tbe  brawls  belwero  tliu  Patricians  oad 
Plebeians,  the  supremacy  of  llio  aenalo  had  gradoally  become  ao  Ana 
aiid  unlimited,  tlint  one  tuuiit  properly  treat  it  aa  l4r  Hmaa  Ocvermmait. 

"  1'hnt  administration  of  the  senate  so  long  and  SO  brilliant— tbow 
wars  »o  gloriously  carried  on,  and   brought  to  siill  more  glorioua  coa- 
duittons — those  cou<)U(.-il»,  those  nuliliciu  coimcclioDS  in  all  p«rt»  of  Uie 
world,  had  given  the  senate  a  dignity  in  the  eye*  of  the  people;  bad 
liallowed  ii9  power;  made  revcren™  to  it  moro  than  a  matter  of  opinlM. 
made  it  aretigioo :  for  without  her  senate  could  Rome  bavc  become  «kai 
they  beheld  lier?    The  T«ry  electiona,  which  veT«  almost  tbe  only  diikUs 
in  which  the  people  vxercised  their  rights,  Mtcm  to  have   thou  beeonN 
almost  empty  forms.     Moreover,  during  the  long  and  undisputed 
nation  of  tbe  senate,  a  family  aristocracy  had  gradually  sprung  up, 
indeed  hnwd  imuiodialely  upon   birth,  but  upon  participation  in 
high  offices  of  the  state,  of  which  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  tenatr  m 
ibe  legal  oooaequenevB :  but  it  was  an  aristoeracy  which  had  gradually 
obuinrd  tho  firmnaM  and  consistency  which  usually  f  barncli^riae  an  ben~ 
diurj-  nobility.    It  hid  gradually  come  to  this,  thnl  a  number  of  TaiDilin 
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biii  exclusiirclv  appropriated  to  lhci]is«lv«>  the  hi^b  office*  of  state,  and 
ihrrcbf  aUo  tne  scat*  In  lh«  senate;  so  that,  as  nr'ilh«T  Patrician  nor 
PiKtM'isn  origin  coiircrreil  any  right  to  tfactn,  it  wus  alinoat  inipouible 
for  a  nan  to  attain  any  of  theso  pott*,  unless  he  was  a  nieiiil>9r  or 
JntitDBto  connection  of  ono  of  tho  chief  famili»«,  ibnt  already  RlylnL 
llheaiaelm  *tho  Nubility/  Thew  hoiiaea  aioav.  lud  rcspfd  the  frutia 
of  the  victories  and  contjuests  of  th«  Uomnns — theirs  ncrs  the  eom- 
■nanil*  and  nilminiM ration  of  ]>rov!fii;ra ;  for  tliiriii  vcrc  kingdom*  and 
cmpirfis  heapi-d  together,  u  the  spoiU  of  war,  by  ibu  dovastalin^ 
Itgioiia  of  Kome. 

"  Sufh  wa*  (he  ri-nl  int<'ma1  condiliuu  of  Rome.  And  viho  ae*8  uot 
that  a  lirL'  ivb»  sinoii!dcrinj(  in  hi-r,  cerloin  sooner  or  Inltr  to  break  out? 
There  necdctl  but  a  leader,  who  would  tou»o  the  mn*»e«  mid  pk™  him- 
aelf  al  thi!  head  of  the  movvmunt ;  and  a  luiglity  ileioucratical  t^knicnt 
must  start  iVoai  cluto*  iQti>  sciioD,  to  comnK'iicc  a  struggle  with  the 
,  Mnalc  and  (he  ruling  familice,  tho  rf<-ulta  of  which  iiono  could  fon»««. 

"The  uvual  lot  of  5tat«s  thua  circuoislanc^,  h,  that  some  wild 
F.UDlrilioaa  apirtt  tprings  forward  u  the  chief  of  the  opprcsacd,  with  the 
}duirtf,  not  to  help  them,  but  to  a^^nndtso  himself,  itonio  was  in  thi« 
respect  murtt  forliinatu.  Two  brotliors,  of  pure  hearts  and  lii(i;li 
patriotiiin  canie  forvard  aa  the  origiualor*  of  this  enterprise;  oitd 
though  their  e^Turls  failed,  their  history  ia  doubly  interesLiog  for  their 
own  saket." 

T)i<>r  fnraity  of  the  Gracchi  (though  nut  Patrician)  was  nuo  of  the 
(jreat  Houtea  of  the  Roman  coinmunwniith.  It  wiu  iUiutriuiu  for  IIk 
achietements  of  many  of  il»  membera  in  war;  It  wa»  oonnecled  with 
tli«  Elill  mare  rpDoxned  Houses  of  lli«  Scipios  and  the  CUudii :  and 
its  fcionii,  if  they  only  adhorrd  to  the  party- id ternta  of  their  Order, 
bad  wealth,  power,  civil  aud  military  rank  prvporod  for  them  jls  by 
hcrcdLtiiry  rij^hl.  This  is  to  be  carefully  home  in  mind  in  estimatiD); 
the  cJioracler»  of  the  Grsochi.  Mad  they  been  m«cc-pliblc  of  n  w.'lfi»h, 
or  a  sordid  iuipulie,  they  never  would  have  become  the  uartyrs  of  the 
people's  cause. 

Dcipite  of  alt  the  luati  of  evila  that  notr  were  nnkly  giTininating  in 
Home,  there  was  yet  much  to  Juitly  boast  of  in  the  name  of  Itooioo, 
and  tlie  ropubhc  was  one  in  which  a  great  and  good  vpirit  iniglit  wish 
lo  tivt-,  and  for  which  it  would  be  uilling  to  die-  The  celebrated  mother 
of  the  (iracchi,  Cornelia,  had  in  youth  preferred  a  Koman  home  to  a 
tovercign'ti  rrown,  when  nought  in  marringc!  hy  iht>  ngyptimi  king.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Scipio  Afrtcauus ;  and  in  Sempronius  Ciracchua 
sho  found  a  husband  worthy  of  her  rsaittd  and  enlightened  Bpiriu 
After  his  death,  slit'  lived  only  a'  il  »«itmcd,  for  the  purpose  of  educal- 
iiig  his  cbildrifu,  "In  the  love  of  iht-ir  name,  the  honour  of  their  country, 
and  the  resolution  lo  arcrt  the  evil  days  that  were  at  tiand.  Proud  aa 
sho  was  of  her  father  and  her  illuKirious  race,  «h«  waji  prouder  still  of  the 
hopes  which  wore  yet  to  be  fuLfdIed  in  her  m>iih;  and  to  the  two  who 
survived  when  one  after  another  had  hem  tnken  anay,  she  clung  nith 
an  affection  that  watched  t^rr^y  moment  of  their  youth,  as  Ihongh  it 
wvro  iho  beginning  of  an  age  of  usefulness  or  faniv.  The  people,  who 
looked  up  to  her  as  to  a  queen,  caught  something  of  her  cnlbasiastic 
confiiipnco  in  her  ehildrvti  i  whtl«llto«()«honer«  admitted  to  berhotiM 
or  were  trusted  to  complete  the  education  the  began,  ap|>ear  to  havo 
been  persuaded,  ns  of  themselves,  ttnt  the  mother  of  tb'B  (tracchi  was, 
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as  the  deserved  to  be,  the  mother  of  ions,  who  would  grow  to  be  he 
■a  natunlly  &a  ibe;  grfw  to  b<>  men.* 

Th«rc  nas  a  considerable  diCTereDM  in  the  ages  of  the  two  brothc 
which  idulaiod  thera  in  their  careers,  &nd  prevenlMl  the  co.operali( 
wtiidi  perhaps  miuht  havr  cniiirt^  their  lucccu.    Tho  elder  of  ihei 
Tibcriu>i  firel  sigualiztrd  hiuiself  by  his  galtantrjr  in  the  military  scrficc, 
to  which,  according  to  nnlioiisl  custwn,  he  was  aent  il  the  age  of  feten. 
teen.     Mlien    Cartho^  «af    stonnrd    h«  wan  the    firat   Komao    that 
mitunted  the  wilII,     He  aTternards  held  the  nnk  of  Qiuetttor  in  the 
Roman   army  before  Xumaiitia.     lie  ihcre  acquired  the  esloi-ro  both    , 
of  frienda  nnd  foe« ;  and  when  the  incompetency  of  the  Romoii  genet^H 
Mancinus  had  pUkced  hia  legions  at  the  mercy  of  the  Nuniautitm,  it  «^| 
chiefly  the  personal  influence  of  Tiberius  Grapchos,  which  induM^d  thp    ' 
Spaniards  to  grant  a  lenient  convoniion,  and  to  uparo  the  lives  of  [heir 
JDvadcrv,  on  cfimlidoti  nl'  a  promise  of  peace  between  ibemeelrcs 
Koni!.     The  Koman  Senate,  with  its  nsnal  haufthltnesi  and  bnd  IV 
refused  lo  satisfy  this  convmtion ;  and  ordeml  Mnncinus,  ihv  gcnerj 
who  Imd  higned  il,  la  be  given  up  to  ihe  Nuinantities.     It  was  proposed 
that  his  chief  officers  should  also  be  given  up  with  him.     This  would 
have  inrolvrd  Tiberins  Gracchus  :  but  lImi  feeling  of  the  Roman  peupl* 
in  favour  of  Having  the  yuting  Qtitestor,  «aa  »o  airong-  and  bo  vcben>mly 
enpreiaed.  that  be  and  the  oiher  subordinate  oSoers  were  rcacued  tr«B 
this  peril,  which  fell  upon  the  unfortunate  coniniander  alone. 

The  Koman  pi>opl«  M>nued  thus  to  have  laid  Tiberius  Gnachiu 
nnder  a  pertonal  obligation  to  devote  to  their  service  thp  life  whicb 
they  had  preserved.  This  may  have  iiitnulatcd  bim  to  cone  foroarl 
ill  their  bi-hair,  to  r«»ai«  the  Roman  Commonalty  from  their  iacTvaiiaf  ! 
miM^ry,  and  lo  pour  into  the  slate  ihe  hfe-hlood  of  a  renovated  middle 
cliux.  But  he  t*  known  to  hovo  fortncd  thr  outline  of  his  tDeo^urva  am 
earlier  period.  Il  was  oti  his  journey  through  CMilral  anil  North  Iialt. 
when  about  first  to  join  the  army  in  Spain,  that  he  bud  Ik-cd  struck  bt 
tbe  growing  evils  of  his  native  land,  and  had  resolved  to  attempt  tliek 
remedy.  ^J 

In  that  journey  of  many  dayi  he  looked  around  him  in  vain  for^| 
homciteada  and  utile  holdings  of  thr  yeomanry,  and  the  frvc  agncult^H 
iiontantry,  who  had  long  formed  the  ilaiilv  of  tho  itrpngth  of  Itah,  | 
Far  and  near  he  «aw  nothing  but  the  overgrown  estates  of  rich  absentees 
on  which  the  only  human  rcsidcota  went  gungA  of  stavea  in  cbaina,  vUk 
their  overRCers  and  tho  nrnied  pntruls  that  gnonled  thotn.  Such  wen 
the  sightH  that,  in  the  words  of  Bishup  Thirlwnll, '■  moved  the  half 
iodigoaiion  of  the  cider  Gracchns ;"  ihey  bad  been  present  to  hb  luM 
in  the  camp;  and  now  on  his  retnm  to  luitue  every  hour  brougbt  with b 
tone  frrrh  proof  of  the  awful  cundiliou  of  ibe  country,  Wt  vhowed  bM 
aho  lliai  the  mcons  aiill  existed  nf  arresting  it,  if  promptly  and  vif«> 
oitsly  applied. 

It  was  nnccfaary,  in  order  lo  carry  out  Ills  plana,  that  he  bIwH 
be  clothed  with  tome  consliuittonal  character :  and  for  this  punwM  k* 
■OOfht  tbe  office  of  tribune,  which  gave  tho  power  of  convening  ib 
people  together  nod  laying  RieaMin->  before  tbcni,  which,  wheti  vou4 
bname  lavis :  an  office  which  winild  also  render  his  per«oii  tBviotaUft. 
The  peopla  rU-^ted  him  enthuiiastically,  and  he  then  laid  befi>r»tWw

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his  celebrates]  A^uian  Dill,  wbicb  he  bad  <le«tgii«<l  as  the  ragine  for 
t>.riafi  ihe  lUte. 

li  va*  in  thp  Ponuiin  Lnndi  (tbe  nature  and  tenure  of  wbich  have 
been  alrcaily  cxplaineil)  th»t  Tiberiii*  bi;lit--«t''I  lie  had  foimil  iho  means 
for  r;ti&in)[  the  [laup^rised  lower  orders  from  their  debased  and  di!'t>B)iliig 
condition,  and  reiloring  to  Romo  her  "  gnlUnl  yrninrn  "  mid  li«r  "  bold 
ve&santr/,  llicir  countrj-'t  pride."  In  limiiiug  the  amount  of  domnin 
und  which  Bhould  be  in  the  tenure  of  any  individual,  he  prupnui'd  no 
innovalioo,  but  meri-lv  revived  ibn  ancieot  law  of  tbe  celebrated  LiL-iuiui 
Stolo,  which  forbade  any  oian  to  be  the  tenant  of  tnor«  than  five  bun- 
drvd  jiigtrt  (about  three  hundred  and  twenty  acre*)  of  public  land. 
This  Iiiw  bad  never  Iiecii  repeoleil,  though  it  had  become  a  dead  1ett«r. 
For  the  lioman  nobles  who  coveted  the  occupation  of  lho»e  laiidt,  were 
sl»o  tbe  cpnsors  who  k-ased  ihi-m  out,  and  tbe  jiidgeR  of  tbe  supremo 
court!,  before  vrhich  any  accuaatiou  for  illegality  in  such  matters  must 
hove  been  brought. 

Tibcriuit  Gracchus  sought  to  make  these  high-bnrn  land-tharks  ftive 
up  what  tbev  had  unrig  hi  eouvly  grasped.  Mis  bill  reenactn)  thr  cIhumis 
of  the  old  Liciniati  Uw,  limilin)^  the  stali-lnnd  in  any  one  man's  (caur« 
to  five  hundred  juguw,  with  two  hundred  and  fifty  more  for  each  of  two 
■niiB.  Ha  reckoui-d  tljat  by  these  means  a  large  amount  of  territory 
would  be  surrendered  to  the  atatc'i  disposal,  out  uf  which  be  proposed 
to  make  allotments  to  tlie  poorer  citis«ns.  These  alloUnenls  were  to  be 
inalif-nnblc,  »o  as  to  praveiu  the  new  clatss  of  tmnll  proprietors,  who 
would  thus  be  called  into  existence,  from  dvpriring  their  families  of 
lliom,  by  their  own  cxtrava^nce,  or  in  consequence  of  the  legal 
chicanery  of  their  opulent  neighbours. 

Such  srt-n;  tbe  main  proviHioiis  of  the  Bill,  which)  even  if  they  could 
be  called  harsh  (ownrdi  vfned  interest),  certainly  fiolated  no  law,  but 
asseried  the  law  over  tbo»e  who  bad  long'  defied  it.  No  man's  property 
was  taken  from  him.  The  wealthiest  of  the  Mrtelli  luttl  of  the  oilier 
great  houte*  were  left  in  undisturbed  enjoyment  of  the  ihoaiands  of 
acres,  which,  by  inheritance  or  lawful  purchase  were  lh«r  own.  Thoy 
were  merely  told  that  the  State,  their  landlord,  required  tbcm  to  quit 
the  excess  of  slate  lands  of  which  they  were  unlawful  and  fraudulent 
Ivnaal*.  Pcrhapa  the  best  way  of  imprcuing  on  our  miudi  the  true 
idea  of  the  Agrarian  law  of  the  Oracchi,  '»  to  suppose  that  our  own 
tmn^manne  poesesstoDa,  such  as  Australia,  Canada,  and  New  Zealand, 
were  cither  parta  and  parcels  of  Great  Britain,  or  that  tbi-y  were  so 
close  to  this  country,  that  an  F.ngliahman  could  use  land  in  them  widi> 
out  becomto);  an  emiitrant.  The  crown  lands  (i.  e.  the  state  domaJna) 
In  those  countries  would  then  of  course  bo  oalrcmely  valuable,  and 
grants  of  them  would  ht  eagerly  desired  by  men  of  all  classes. 

Now  let  us  suppote  that  an  old  law  existed,  limiting  the  amount  of 
CrawD  land*  to  be  granted  to  any  otH  person,  defining  the  rent  he 
WW  to  ]My,  aud  strictly  pivhibiting  slave  labour  ;*  bat  that  a  eliquf  of 
our  aristocracy  had  txiuirived  to  Mx-ure  the  ntanagetnent  of  these  Crown 
bunds,  aud  to  nnkc  granls  of  enormous  districts  on  easy  term*  to 
members  of  their  own  body,  to  that  theso  ainjile  territories  were  mono* 
boIiKed  by  a  few  great  faniilii^s.  Let  us  nupipote  also  that  ihej-  employed, 
lostcad  of  English  free  labour.  Hill-coolies  or  Negr«  slaves  to  ouliivota

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Lm  u«  aup{<oae  th«  masses  of  our  onrn  population  to  he  even  Iq  i 
worse  stUe  of  mbory  and  nant,  tlinn  u  unkappilj'  too  of^ra  ih«  i 
Finallj.  lirt  us  Ruppose  a  popular  state&man  ciHniDg  fonranl  with  a  Bill 
for  the  r«*uniptioD  of  all  ille^  Crown  grants,  for  niore  strictly  ddb- 
ing  the  amount  in  future  to  be  ItvM  bv  ou-ii  graDtrr,  nnd  for  siaLtn(f 
aUotnunitt  among  the  deserrinj;  poor  of  this  country  out  uf  the  Uodi 
wbLch  would  tl)u»  be  sunvnderM  to  the  Crown.  8urh  would  be  in  tlw 
mnin  n  oouDt«rpnil  of  l}iu  cirlcbmu-d  mLSuun;  of  tli«  Orardii.  Am!  it 
is  to  be  remembered  that  Iho  apitit  of  the  old  Itoroan  law  was  &r 
atrieter  and  sterner  than  that  of  the  English. 

Tho  iodulgcnt  tmUiuent  vhicU  in  modem  times  i«  ({eocraltr 
■liovn  to  long-conttQued  occupatioD,  CTeo  when  originnll^  vrrovgfuL 
was  wholly  alien  to  an<-i«rt  opinions.  And  even  in  Llnglaod.  until 
T«rY  rocont  timet,  it  would  have  been  held  that  no  period  of  limilation 
could  bar  the  righu  of  the  Crown,  as  chief  renreaentailTe  of  tho  Sutr. 
But  thi?  mild  and  (quitablQ  diaractcr  of  Tiberius  Gracchus  is  slnkiogltp 
showti  hi  the  clauiios  of  conipoiiuliuu  wliicli  formed  part  of  bis  original 
measure.  The  diDponswed  traants  tif  the  Stale  domains  were  to  be 
paid  out  of  tbo  public  In-Mur)'  the  valno  of  their  buildinga,  their  crop*, 
and  lUt^ir  agricultural  iinprovementi ;  and  tho  tbrt-e  huodri-d  and  iwrolj 
tent  which  thejr  inert:,  penniticd  to  retain,  were  to  bMonx!  tbrin  ia 
absoluto  owu*fship.  CiTtainly  I'lutarch  is  right  in  anying,  that  nem- 
wu  Utttre  propotcd  a  law  more  mild  and  gcativ  against  iniquity  oad 
opprafsioo. 

It  is  the  peculiar  curso  of  aristocratic  bodies,  that  lhoii«,  wbo  oon- 
poH  theu,  lose  when  met  together,  the  Itindlincsi  and  the  rc^rd  for 
public  ophiiofl  by  which  mvh  iiuUriduntly  might  liara  braii  iuAuenced. 
At  the  same  time,  »^  their  hnrali  and  sordid  fw-liuga  grow  ranker  by 
mutual  cticuuragcmi-Dt.  The  worst  of  lynots  and  the  worst  of  nobs  am 
somctiiocs  susceptible  of  a  geDcraut  impulw;  Ihn  bod  of  a-iitocneics 
never  ts.  Tho  Roman  nobilily  (niih  the  exceplioii  of  u  feufptirur  and 
more  for-sighted  spirits)  rose  in  romofstleas  rancour  ajtatitat  T.l«riii» 
Gracchus,  and  poured  forlh  their  inveollTW  on  his  Wad,  as  an  BgiiaMi- 
and  disturber  of  the  public  peace,  for  thus  ailuckiog  their  oidcr,  ai^ 
nenacmg  iheir  pecuniary  inicresl).  The  ciciteiDent  of  the  people  in 
favour  of  thrir  Tribune  grew  equally  high,  and  Tibcr;us  was  toon  hur- 
ried, by  the  violence  of  hin  supporters,  beyond  tbf  limili  which  his  own 
gi^lle  and  just  spirit  would  fain  have  prcscrrcd.  The  Senatorial  party 
iniluced  OcUvius.  one  of  the  eolleaguc*  of  Gracohua  i,.  the  tribanale,  to 
put  bin  vt-lo  oQ  the  bill,  which  thus  neccMarily  fell  to  the  groondL  llie 
popular  party  rrlorted  by  a  srcond  bill*  more  severe  than  the  firat.  for 
the  elaoaes  of  componsation  were  struck  out.  As  OclaTiud  |K-raisli.-d  m 
bis  opponiiou,  Tiberiua  Gracchus  conrcned  the  Aiucinbly  of  the  TrQiM, 
ud  proposed  that  tlie  ohitructivc  Tribune  should  be  dit'poscd  from  hi* 
offio<'.  Thia'Was  done,  and  the  Agrarian  Bill  was  forthwith  passed. 
This  act  of  I'iberiu*  in  deposing  Oclavius  was  certainly  UQeoosltlii- 
lionol,  if  we  adopt  the  definition  which  a  great  bistoriau  of  our  oNit 
eouatry  gives  of  an  uneoantiiulioaal  act,  "  one  that  it  a  pi-riluus  inooTa- 
tioii  on  former  usages."  Cicero  is  copioot  and  TebotDoat  in  bis  censures 
of  it;  yet  I  be  aanie  Cicero  eulogiies  pmclioly  ihu  amv  conduct  wlicn 
i>nM'li>Fd  in  U-lislf  of  Cicero's  party  by  the  Tribune  (iabinius.  tow«nU 
his  ritllffjguo  Trei)cllius.  Sucli  measures  are  uiiqneslioDably  to  ba 
'uwutoil,  on  accduut  of  tho  daugvrous  prcoc-dout  they  set,  aod  thu 
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WitCDt  to  nhich  tbey  impair  tliu  reverence  for  tbe  palh  of  ancient 
ordloancc,  which  Mr.  (iroio  hoa  so  well  dcaignatra  coiiAtimiioDal 
morality.     Tlieir  cxruM  mnit  be  found  (if  fonna  at  dl)  in  the  atttorn 

fOf  the^  rmoTgency  wbu-b  ilictalet  tfaem.     Tlii-re  i«  &till  «xt&nt  [>art  of  li 

Flpeecli  i>r  Tilii!ritjs  (iracchua  wherein  ho  jusIIIimI  himsulf  for  wli&t  ho 
liud  done  towards  OctavitiK.  He  urgpil  thnl  tW  iinnctity  nhich  hciig^il 
•  iribime  w™»  coofcrn-d  ou  bim  iy  ihe  pt-opk-,  and  eiUtcd  uuly  no  long 

|is  he  availed  himaelf  of'tl/or  tho  puopk-.  lie  asked  uh«iher  b  tribuDfl 
iho  Bougbt  lo  bum  th«  cftpitol  and  dettroy  the  arunfil*,  would  bo  por- 
luiltcd  lo  do  >o  with  impuaityi  out  of  regard  to  his  tribunitiaii  character. 
lie  argued,  that  if  tbe  majority  of  the  Iribos  hail  |)ohot  to  make  a 
tribune,  surely  thv  whole  budy  of  the  tribes  mtiit  have  power  to  unmako 
one.  The  whole  of  this  frufftnont  of  ftDciont  oratory  i*  woll  worth 
studyinjc;  but  pf-rfaaps  ili^  fearful  prubldm  which  Tiwriuii  Gncchas 
strove  to  «olvo  when  he  depOMid  Octavius,  may  be  beat  italed  iu  the 
»ord9  of  tbe  French  Giroodin,  Vorguiaud,— "  It  a  magistrate  to  be 
■ufTored  arnstilutionaUtf  to  ruin  lAe  cvmtitvtion  f" 

When  tbn  Agrarian  law  wm  paaaed,  Tiberius  succeeded  in  nominat- 
ing the  three  Coiuiui&itiotters  who  wore  lo  cniry  it  into  ciecotion  ;  but 
tbo  Si'Late,  tliaLi}>b  ihey  had  lu<.t  tho  battle,  ni-'iiiitained  thu  war.  Ati 
anatocracv  frequently  wins  bnck  in  deluil  till,  and  more  than  all  the  od* 
vantOKe  <iretil«d  fh>ni  it  by  ibi^  popubvr  party  in  a  crisis  of  eicitoiuent. 
Tile  duly  wliieh  thn  lonil  coinmiiKiaiton  had  to  perform  vox  mninf  nlly 
dilEmitt  and  invidious;  and  tb«  llonian  nobles  Ihruw every  possible  em* 
barrosanicnt  in  ilivir  way,  and  Ion  no  opportunity  of  deriding  thom  aa 
Wflicimt,  or  inveighing  againM  thom  as  tymnnioal,  At  ihe  &atne  time 
the  usual  reaction  iu  the  feelings  of  a  popular  party  towards  its  chief*, 
that  follows  a  triumph,  mu  taking  place.  Eaag;i:cralcd  hope  was  sue* 
ei>eile<l  by  iinjutL  and  unrviuoDiag  diKSittiiifRCtiOD.  Tiberius  felt  that 
favour  nod   power  were   waning  fast ;    and   looketl  forwurd   with 

F'imicly  lo  the  close  of  bis  yrar  of  office,  whcii  his  person  wontd  ccnie 
to  bo  inviolablr,  and  hr  would  be  al  llie  mercy  of  any  prosecutor  who 
chose  to  iiiijK'acb  bim  before  a  tribunal  composed  of  his  invetvnile 
enemies.  Ifcaougbti  thcrefurc,  to  be  again  elected,  and  «[rovo  by  all 
means  in  hit  power  to  recall  hia  wavering  partir^aiii.  around  him.  The 
election  ou  the  first  day  was  broken  off,  in  consei)uence  of  violtiit  riot* 
iug,  and  01)  the  leconil  day,  Scipio  Nasica,  one  of  tbu  chief  men  in  itie 
aenate,  sad  who  vaa  a  laqfe  holder  of  public  Unda,  led  a  band  of  sena- 
tor* and  tboir  atlendanu,  iirmed  nilh  bludgeonsj  to  tbe  aii^ck  of  Tibv 
riiia  Grsccbus  and  hit  patty.  No  rosislancT;  was  atiemptcd.  and 
l'ib<>riu«.  and  three  hundred  of  hi«  friendi  and  adherents,  were  bru- 
tally nioasacTtsL  The  dead  bodies  were  sLTippeil  by  the  exulting  niaycni, 
dragged  in  tavogc  Iriamph  tlirough  the  >UecU,  nad  tben  flung  with 
ignominy  into  the  Tiltcr. 

tThe  oiau  of  lJ)e  people  had  fallen  :  but  his  law  survived,  and  tbero 
survived  also  the  brother  of  tbe  inunlerrd  ntao,  tb«  young  Caius,  wbu 
woji  silently  maturing  a  rcsolutioii  <r|ua]  to  that  of  his  brother,  and 
intellectual  powers  of  a  far  higher  order. 
Caiua  Oraccfaua  was  in  Rome  when  Tiberiu;  was  killed,  and  begged 
in  vain  of  the  aristocratic  astovniiii  fur  bi.i  brother*  body,  to  pnt  it  iho 
last  sad  honoiirii.  Alinoat  brok<-ii-he.:irlrd  ut  tbe  misery  ttut  had 
conu)  upon  his  huiiie,  Cuius  aoughl  to  relini  for  a  liioe  from  tbe  foruni 
and  the  drrud  uietiiefies  by  which  it  wa*  haualed. 
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Agrariao  law  more  efficient.  Another  provided  for  llip  iiDprovemmt  of 
tho  grcftt  ronds  nnd  aih«r  pubUe  work*  of  utility  and  ma^iflMnco  in 
Italy-  A  ihird  louglit  to  rvlieve  part  of  tliu  ue^dy  Koiuaii  populace,  by 
BrRdiog  them  out  as  coLnniats.  A  Tourth  rr^jardrd  the  better  adcnitiiic 
tration  of  justice,  and.  In  particuhr,  Caius  tionght  to  cr^ato  a  new  con- 
HituLionul  order  in  the  aUte,  by  tnnsr«rring  tho  rlgbt  of  judging  In  ibo 
principal  tribunali  from  the  icnalor*  (who  had  grossly  abuiea  it)  to 
men  of  tb«  «quc«trtan  claaa.  Another  law  provided  for  lUe  mU  of  cotd 
at  a  low  price  to  tho  poorer  eitinso*  of  Rome.  Thit  law  bsH  been 
levercly  cmiiuitd,  but  Nic:buhr'i  obscrraliont  on  it  aru  wonli  aitrntion, 
both  with  regard  to  tho  oharairttr  of  Gracchus  and  for  the  aake  of  the 
allusion  whiuh  this  xre.il  German  writer  makes  Ui  ono  gf  tlie  itiititu Lions 
of  England.     Niebuhr  fsyi  of  Cain*  Gracchus —

gtm  part  uf  whii'li  lit-liiii^  to  ilie  Hvcre)j(nt  viK  ii.  10  ihe  p«o[ile,  anil  that  a 
«a*t  numliprpr  them  wwm  na  poor  at  thp  punr  in  nur  <iirn  day*.  What  *hnii)il 
njoh a  populaiinn  nf  (rm  tuen  dn  t  M*«re  itiey  (o  iMg?  or  ahmild  ili«  ituie  support 
tham  7  TKi>  id«a  at  the  dlifnicy  of  a  fren  atsta  lUa  at  the  Imtt'im  nf  many  1)1111^1, 
and  thin  u,  In  a  ewtain  dagrse,  thaoaa«aiih  th«  poor'i  riit«  in  Ku^lnnd.  U'ith  a 
b«irT>anHiB  pvQ^lu  tihli  id4K  lua  IMI  roaanlnn  ;  btu  wliii  n  tn•^'  niu]  ]>nnn]  Tmlimi  it  ii 
a  duty  til  pruTida  fo*  iboae  mMnbaraaf  ibo  community  wlio  arc  uiiuUo  (u  providd 
for  themielTcB.  TliB  niirnlwr  of  tool  poujian  it  Kiimv  mutt  hare  Inwd  imDiini«  ; 
Buitijr  of  ilium  WF(«  not  lnclud«l  in  any  tiiW,  and  nilien  iMlanmid  to  ilio  IMtt 
srtaiia,  but  all  were  dexwndcd  at  fi«o  paiMila  ; — aiid  were  tbcM  pcopla  iv  be 
allowed  tu  acorve  f  Butli  the  Uraoohi  enttTMlnol  llle  idea  of  tununi;  aa  muiy  of 
litem  aa  poaalblo  into  liiiluatrioii*  h'labandmen  ;  but  i!il>  ira*  net  practicable  in 
e^'ery  Inttanoo.  If,  in  niir  dnyi,  a  pan  cif  ilii.*  riEvriiuin  nl  n  rnpital  mien  irert  nt 
apart  tn  pamiier  the  pnur,  it  would  iuileeil  Ihi  ciilpabli',  aliljuitf^h  eupitali  are  in  mntt 
caaM  more  faToiired  in  thia  mpaet  than  nlher  town*.  But  C.  Oraccliiu  bad  no 
intention  of  siritiK  anay  ike  mm  for  noUuDg ,  he  onif  gave  it  at  nu  low  ■  pries 
thai,  wllli  tome  labaur,  th«  poor  nii^t  tw  •uablttd  to  aiippurt  themselvo  and  lli«ir 
dilldran." 

But  the  moAt  itnjiorlant  of  hia  pnliiical  aclifmes  wax  hia  deiign  to 
remove  the  diacontent  of  the  ll&li^o  tribe?!,  and  to  pour  fre^h  bluoil  into 
the  nxbniiaird  conitnonwoaltli,  by  gradually  giving  iho  Itomnn  frnnctiiHO 
to  the  Alliea.  This  was  esientiaUy  a  return  to  tho  old  prinrtplr*  by 
which  the  early  common  wealth  had  conliDually  recruited  and  augmented 
her  atrenglh.  In  the  olden  agc»  of  Ituinc,  the  beat  and  most  merilorJoun 
of  thK  Italian  ajtieii  were,  from  time  lo  time,  admitted  to  the  ciliioit* 
ahip,  and  it  ataa  to  them  that  Ronne  owed  the  bulk  of  her  popnlalion, 
and  niAoy  of  the  brarvtit  and  M^fcat  of  her  generala  aod  ber  atateftneil. 
Graccliui  toiight.  to  revive  thiH  wiao  and  gviieroui  policy,  which  had 
now  been  nvgtecteil  over  ainee  the  inlerral  between  the  firrt  and  second 
Punic  aioT*,  th»  date  of  tho  formetion  of  the  list  new  triben.  There 
C3D  be  no  doubt  rvKpi^rting  the  witdom  of  tlii*  propoml  of  Caiua 
Graccliita.  It  ia  deinonitrated  by  what  liapjicned  aome  ycitrs  after  his 
death,  when  the  very  meDsurea  for  en f ranch iaing  the  llnlian  aiUvt, 
which,  if  passed  at  tlio  tiinu  when  Gracdius  propoaed  them,  would  havo 
given  ItotDi;  a  new  population  of  gmtcFul  cttitens,  were  eitortod  Crom 
her  at  the  aword'a  point,  af\er  a  war  which  menaced  hor  very  CKialmce, 
wasted  the  fairi'st  regions  of  Italy,  and  almost  esterniinahid  eomc  of  tho  1 

hardieit  and  bravest  Italian  tribe*.  A

It  wu,  hovoTer,  probably  ihiit  Tiny  muMUre,  llie  wi««*t  of  all  lb>l 
Caiut  GTacchuK  fumi^d,  which  wu  made  lue  of  by  his  rnemiea  to  injure 
111*  power  willi  tbtt  UanutD  ]io|>ut>c<t.  The  lowc«t  ponion  of  lb«  KonuU) 
mob  looked  on  ihc  echmac  for  nuking  th^m  nliAre  ihiHr  frundiiie  «nh 
the  Italian  aI1i«t  in  the  same  spirit  aa  the  corrupt  part  of  ibe  old  voten 
in  one  uf  our  buroufjhs,  re^rd  a  propoul  for  conprclKiidin^  the  cMigh' 
buurioR  di»tjkta  in  itH-ir  clectonl  bouuilin-.  Enibuldcnvtl  by  Lhb 
Hfniplom  of  decav  in  the  popularity  of  the  Urcut  Commooer,  the  Koma 
S«naU.  now  ekillfally  qtiuIviI  thtrnMclvvx  of  kit  Abscnco  fron  Rotw 
while  supcrinlrniling  th«  foundings  of  a  new  eoloiiy,  to  let  up  cnc  «f 
tlieir  own  body  to  supersede  him  in  the  lexiliTihtp  of  the  people,  lad 
to  outbid  bim  bv  lavish  promifm  of  boon*,  far  »ur|iaxniig  tbo««  which 
Ihe  Uraccbi  had  cvtT  prutTcred.  This  unprincipled  but  «ubtlr  poticjr 
wai  Rurcfwfiil ;  and  Caius,  on  hie  rirtum  la  Romi?.  fouad  hiniiolf  do 
longer  the  luao  of  tbe  people,  who  mere  wild  in  their  acclamaLjooa  of 
Uru&uB,  the  craTt}'  agent  of  Uto  Senatv,  and  the  pretended  thorough 
going  champion  of  the  tnob. 

Plutircb't  nnrralivc  of  the  lost  dar*  of  Ca!u«  Gracr-hus,  and  of  tha 
circumiiaiice»  of  hia  death,  ts  ernioenlly  tieauitful,  but  it  ia  loo  wiA 
known  and  loo  lonj^for  ini^rlion  b«T«.  Whpn  hir  failed  in  ofal 
the  Tribunal*  a  third  time,  and  when  be  taw  Opiniiii*,  th«  rnoat  Ut 
and  uuscmpulous  of  the  Mnatotial  chitifa,  made  conyul.  he  knvw  that  h 
hour  waa  eoRie.  Itotne  of  llie  mord  violont  of  hia  frimda  woiibl  hat» 
esMved  reaiataoop,  but  CBtun  refused  to  nhed  Roman  blood  wen  in  «' 
deftfnce.  The  principle  wbicb  imicoBttHl  the  (irarchi  wa*  that  whicl 
the  Girondini  of  France  en  pressed  in  their  motto. '■  Mori  qu^m  fcMlari.' 
When  lb«  bigh  military  courage  and  abibty  wliicb  botli  the*  brother*  b 
displayed  ia  rempmberod,  we  can  onW  attribute  the  paakivi^nrss  of  Caii 
aa  well  aa  of  TiberiuH  Gracchtiii  in  tno  closing  acenea  of  their  cwver 
ihe  noblcxi  and  pun-»t  of  nl!  eartbtv  motive*,  to  a  degree  indeed  of  wV- 
lucrificiii^  virtue,  of  which  the  healhcn  world  offers  no  other  rxainple. 

When  the  couml  Oplmiiis  and  hia  armed  band  of  asaaaaiiia  bad  •bun 
Caiu*  Grucchui  and  three  tlioutand  of  bii  adherent*)  wben  the  MTagr 
imiscriptioni  which  had  foiloucd  ibe  fall  uf  Tiberius  had  Ixx'n  rvnemd 
wiifa  tenfold  cruelty  ;  when  the  people  were  terror-atruck  tiito  vuboia- 
■ion;  the  IScaatc  easily  procured  tbv  puMui^  of  lawa  which  cTuded  or 
nullified  lUo  chief  meaadres  of  the  two  fireal  Tribunes,  and  rettor«d  19 
the  iiobibty  their  iUgotten  gains.  But  Itepubltcan  Rome  never  aftcrwarfi 
know  tranquillity.  The  stain  of  bloodgiiiltiocts  rested  on  the  con 
iiig  senatorial  poriy.  They  bad  introduced  the  appea]  of  battle  inli 
polilical  contruveTsy,  and  the  populace  retaliated  when  op|>oriuu!ty  caaMy 
and  U-amvd  la  look  on  innirrcction  a*  a  ngbt.  \\'li<-Ji  tho  Rdnan 
nobles  were  cowering  before  the  ferocious  MariuB,  the  Gracchi  wet* 
fearnillj  avenged ;  bat  the  Commonwealth,  for  which  ihey  had  died, 
perished  at  lant  herself  amid  the  strife  of  armed  factions  in  which  (as 
Ihe  created  of  all  hiuorianH  rtnnarkt*)  "bloody  pra«ocaiiona  am 
followed  by  alill  bloodier  reuliations  :  and  men  in  tbelr  violenoo  aal 
example  of  doii^  anay  with  tboic  ooinmoii  lawi  of  hununity  whidi 
parlies  alike  would  fain  appeal  to  in  their  adreraity;  nnd,  by  tbt-ir  uwfl! 
previous  conduct,  put  ibcmM-lvca  out  of  the  pale  of  tliose  laMs, 
ibcy  tlicntvlTcs  might  have  ocuiaion  to  solicit  thrir  protection."

Tkero  art!  cxilcti  of  nil 
coiiiUiicii  Ami  (juiirtors  of  tnc  world  amongst  us,  willi  moral,  political, 
and  iiiiHjelliuicous  ideas  lliat  would  no  doubt  stutic  and  nrousu  ua, 
wurt'  WD  to  take  copumnco  of  tlieiu.  Wv  1invi>  always  ihought  it  a 
in(i»t  a|ijiropTiut<!  act  of  tlu!  great  Count  I)l-  Tliomar,  wlivn  be  cnmc 
KiDnnget  us  latt  year,  baDi«h«d  from  Portugal,  (o  pi  at  oncv  to  ibo 
Grvat  Exhibition,  as  Themifitoctos  went  to  thi*  HoiiKfholil  Gmls  of 
Kiiijf  Ailmi'ius.  Count  Thoniar  anuounced  himsolf  the  first  day  In 
the  cxliibitor)  of  Ihc  Poi(iig:uc5c  xcctii?ti,  aa  IJiv  iiiiiii.^lCT  who  Imd  »out 
ail  liipse  specimens  of  Portuguese  indiL'itry,  "  I  am  tbe  Count  of  Tho* 
nmr,"  he  snitl;  but  bn  did  not  mid.  what  he  might,  that  ho  liitnitclf 
wa.t  Uie  rarest  of  the  apecimcua  exhibited. 

Tlioniar  was  llti<  !>]K'(.<iin(-ti  of  tlii*  (l«8{)ot  minister  of  cirlltzed  coun* 
tri<!»  and  oontititutioual  govemmvnis,  Thero  Im^  Jiiftt  arrived  on  our 
GhoroB  another  famous  spfoimcn  of  ■  notnbilitj  of  wxngtr  life.  Tbi* 
i*  110  other  thnit  General  Manuel  lie  ilosax,  ex-l)ktstoT  of  Etiicnos 
Krnt,  tlie  conqueror  of  Pntagonift,  the  victor  nnd  slayer  of  one  hun- 
dred coinpetitors  tbc  despair  oF  Europcaii  di|)loinati«(ti, — Eiit;litih  and 
Frt'iich, — -tut  the  adiniratioD  of  thme  wlio  like  Ihc  SpnnUh  l;|ie  of  tbc 
cold,  the  proud,  ami  tbo  cniol. 

Half  the  storio«  (old  of  Uosas  ore  no  4oubt  untrue,  and  tbe  rcninin* 
iiip  half  <.'xaf;i^rat«(l.  But  ftill  quite  enough  lemaitui  to  coDBlilulo 
him  anc  of  the  most  fonnidabli?   and  rtMiiantic  oliarnctcrs  nf  thi^  agr. 

General  Itosas  i»  accoinpnniod  by  his  dnuL'hl4.'r,  Patina  Manuelita, 
wlio  iw  Buid  to  have  ki-nl  ui>on  Imt  workiablo  the  tciltcd  eurs  of  hcr 
&tlier»  enemies.  General  O'BKen,  who  «aa  here  as  envoy  from  Moiitiw 
video  KODW  years  book,  uted  to  tell  dotioi  ten  times  morv  horrible,  nnd 
Bwear  to  (he  truth  and  ciaulttudr  of  tbcm  all.  lint  most  iieo|i!q  have 
Bince  hod  n-aaon  to  accept  (ieiinnl  O'Bnen'n  dceounts  wild  Inrgc  dis- 
eounta ;  ami  we  have  known  oUier  Ei^lishmen,  much  re^pt■eted  and 
long  rendvnt  in  liuonos  Avras,  wlio  detcrilxi'd  Doiiiiti  Munucditu  as  one 
of  the  nioit  intellijMnt  And  not  the  least  amiable  of  women.  One  of 
the  poculinritaesortlie  Roxo*  family  was  tbc  lieroic  attachment  of  ouch 
iiuuaber  of  it.  father,  wife,  and  dau{;hter  to  eacli  other,  and  the  licroism 
diiiplayod  by  both  wife  and  dau^liler  on  the  most  Irving  occasioiia. 

Thure  arc  rcf^iona  and  rnoca  m  whieh  cruelty  U  not  crime.  Soly- 
man  the  Magnificent  likeil  to  iuTilc  liis  Grand  Viziers  to  ride  witli 
hitii,  and  linve  tlieir  heads  cut  oH*  in  the  middle  of  their  ride,  «o  that 
the  said  boads  micht  roll  in  the  dii*t  before  tbe  owners  wt.'re  aware 
of  nliat  was  coming,  and  in  tbc  presence  of  their  iiiifni-«t  ina^cr. 
South  America  ha«  ctot  been  famed  for  more  ('bristianity  than  hu- 
numity.  The  daily  siicotaolea  and  le^Nons  llien-  an-  ibobe  of  blood. 
In  snriie  countries  ana  towns  of  the  world  a  ehttirrii  is  Ihc  chief  place 
of  resort  and  of  nmuMitieBt;  in  oDier^  a  Iticaire ;  in  others  the 
market- plnoe  and  forum:  in  othcre,  the  exchange  ;  in  others,  lli«  pro- 
nicoEuIc  and  bo  oil

Tlit:  pvopli;  at  liucuos  Ayre«  talked 
indeed  of  following  Ibu  old  prewpta  of  Athens  opeoinft  Kbooliv  <^ 
veloping  freedoni,  and  ciirilizin^  tlw  i-auiitr)-.  Itut  tbe  gauAet  wwrs 
not  Grrekd  —  would  not  go  to  mtIiooI  ;  and  wlion  tbcy  found  thai 
oivilixation,  as  il  was  called,  required  a  eacriflce  of  time  aiul  toottej, 
tliev  pointed  tbair  lance*  at  tht;  town  politicians,  and  maiotainod  the 
riffdl  lo  be  i^ioraat  if  ibov  pleased,  and  am-t-ndiuit  if  tber  irould. 
The  Buejios  Ayriaiin  eiuployird  the  army, — a  paid,  etauding  anny, — to 
bring  lb»c  nintics  to  rcawn.  and  did  l)egin  by  jvalniTig  tonic  vic'totiok 
nliiJIi  tliev  colobraled  1>y  the  decapitation  of  lhut«  ulio  op|Maod  thein. 

The  guuctiot  in  time  took  a  K^at  fsncy  to  war,  which  opcaed  lo 
Ihem  the  cliaiice  of  plunder,  anil  to  executions  wbicji  were  quite  to 
Uioir  taxto.  So  thev  jiriukcd  up  stevd  anil  Innce.  and,  with  Rosas  al 
iheir  liead,  galloped  ngaiiut  the  city.  They  took  it  by  *  lOgtdsr 
cavalry  cbar]^  ami  piked  the  citizens  who  displeased  tbem. 

I'bid  it  now  BOBie  M^ore  of  years  ago,  mid  \\w.a*  bos  lieen  maeter  of 
Uitciios  Ayres  ever  since,  until  the  otlicr  day.  Ilovr  dtd  he  luuiaj^l 
His  enemies  say.  by  cruelty  and  terror:  iiis  friends  aajr,  by  good 
government  and  «ikill.  Pottiaptt  he  hiuii>elf  Ihiiika  them  nynanjnnaaii 
a  feiuful  but  rather  a  growinfc  polilicn)  cfifd. 

We  l)aved<.;N:ribcdtboo»-ra/a.stheKrealdislinguii>bingr#alurc  of  the 
life  of  tbe  Buenos  AyriAn  republic.  Rut  the  slatighter  of  oxen.  c«rti(id 
pcnnanuntly  oik  tiicre,  proved  not  the  Only  iiecetaary  accompatutnttit  of 
life;  two  other  }uu(iiiurs  or  empl'/jf$,  otili  more  lunaiuinary  atid  llito- 
etous,  and  almost  as  cnmnioti,  were  ciril  «ar  luid  (Tut  war  uith  the 
ladjans.  The  civil  wftr  in  vcW  depictod  by  Colonel  Kiii^.  who  lived  rodoy 
yrara  amongst  the  A^scntiI]C^  and  he  well  desaribes  tbe  Gicilily  wtth 
Thicli  any  military  officer,  captain  or  colonel,  from  pjijuc  or  weiuincM 
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or  any  other  coum.  «ct  tip  liis  sUindftKl,  mnrchcd  iLgaitiMt  his  nei(;ht>6ur, 
roul«d  his  honl«e,  ttecapitat«d  Lis  eiteniy,  and  plun<Jcrcd  a  |io|iutation 
umlcr  his  stray.  One  nf  the  iiiLTils  of  RosnB  was,  thul  he  pul  an  end  to 
tbii.  Ho  certainly  did  »o  by  cutting  of!'  coloiiel.i' bends  hinDwir.  ia- 
steHil  of  allowiiij*  thorn  to  »1itiighter  each  other.  Dut  tho  war  of  town 
ft^itiiitt  town,  and  of  one  military  ca|ituiii  against  another,  were  cifec> 
tlioUy  pie  vented. 

Another  greater  merit,  if  posMhlt-,  was  liiit  dcUvcritic  tho  province  of 
Buenos  Ayres  from  the  incursions  of  llic  Indians.  TTik  town  of  llosai) 
i<^  nl  the  month  of  the  scn'rol  combined  kintntnii,  wliich  niii  south  of 
the  Plata.  8outh  of  these  6lr«ams,  and  anioii|^t  their  riniirftr*,  lived 
the  Indian  tribes,  Elret>cbing  off  lu.  far  as  Paliigoiiiii.  Thi^sc  ttit»08 
iipvpr  feit  tbeinM!U'i<5  prftwcd  by  hunger,  witlioul  at  oiioe  nishing  to 
Mtisfy  it  at  iho  farms  of  iho  Spanish  M^tll-orf.  Thc:w  were  accordingly 
obliged  to  fortify  their  abode?  uiid  wrrtdt.  But  the  liidiunSt  able  to 
watch  tho  opporlunily.  loo  oHen  contrived  to  steal  inio  tlic  enclomiro 
or  to  senl<%  lluinnll;  and  Ihry  ended  by  bringing  ol\nn  the  toalefs 
but  always  the  rcmaleSi  iitio  slavery,  It  piaj^be  conoeired  vhtt  is 
slavery  vith  u  PalA);onina  sAvaga  for  masler,  naid  to  be  Uie  dirtiest  and 
nt-edieat  atiiiuol  of  the  creation,  without  a  totii,  or  even  n  forest,  to 
co^'er  liim. 

So  prnat  xwrp  the  diffiunUiei;  and  privatioiig  in  Uic  way  of  mastering 
the  Iriiliniis,  and  rrjicUiiig  tbclr  iiicutsior)B,  that  all  who  undertook  tho 
task  faih:d  in  it,  until  Itosi^  na.o  vntrue-led  with  the  Soullicrn  cornmaod. 
IIi>  «:iit  well  neijuainti'd  with  the  lucatitics  and  the  pL'ople.  He  bad 
liuilt  bimw'lf  a  kind  of  (!<rtre»s  ut  a  plHCe  Mllrd  GuarJia  del  Monte, 
not  only  impre^iiabtc  to  sava^  attacks,  but  moot  opiiortuiic  for  uiidcf 
taking  exjwdilions  Sj^insl  them.  In  1S33  General  Kosos  undertook  a 
liage  haitu.  \\k  hunted  thr;  Indiana  into  llietr  fiulueitvn,  and  did  not 
aOTUfile,  when  he  hail  Hurmundod  and  caught  a  tribe,  tn  estcnninulc 
thent  to  the  IsJit  man.  The  natural  ft-rocily  of  his  followers  wa-t 
hciffhtfiiied  by  tlic  diHstroiu  alnlc  in  wbich  tbej-  found  between  two 
aim  three  thousand  SimniBh  captives,  eliiufly  women.  These  wore  all 
liberated.  The  joy  of  tlieir  relatives  was  neat,  and  the  glory  of  the 
achiever  proportiuiiate.  Roni*  drove  tho  Indiani'  Eutliur  *outh,  and 
ouly  pcmiitleil  a  few  iDofTensive  tribes  to  remain  north  of  the  Rio 
Ne^,  on  which  ho  ot^tabliniicd  the  niilitarv>4alioD  of  El  Carmen.  Such 
a  cn-at  addition  of  lerritory  accrued  lo  fiuenos  Ayn-s,  that  Ibe  herds 
Bud  llic  |)0|)ulaUon  of  Ihc  |)rovii)uc  iuvrea)>tid  in  coiise<iuciice  to  double 
of  wliat  they  wwre. 

The  Bnrac  man  mny  prove  a  blessing  to  Uic  human  race  in  ono  po«i- 
tion,  and  a  cut»c  in  aiiolber.  Manuel  Kosss,  living  iu  Guardia  del 
Mouto.  goveniiog  bis  district,  dufvnding  it  a^pinst  tb«  Indians,  and 
even  )irotcuting  it*  rieht*  a^inat  the  uulhorilieii  of  the  inetraiulis, 
used  bis  power  for  good  nurpoHtx  But  when  hi*  power  and  hia  ineril  iu 
UiH  vt-rv  [)CP<ition  raised  hmi  to  \x.  the  conqueror  and  arbiter,  aud, 
finally.  Uie  diolatot  of  Uie  iiietro|>eli§,  Ducnos  Ayres  herMtIf,  tlum  biii 
verv'  tatcuts  became  powerful  for  bona.  Acvustomcd  to  command 
yaufJ<(»',  ami  lortl  it  o^or  Indians,  he  knew  not  how  to  lenijwr  autborilv, 
though  exereised  over  a  town  ivupulation.  Ilia  educatioa  and  life 
made  bini  ibink  tJie  nbcdding  of  blood  a  denial  crime.  No  civic  parly 
indeed,  stood  out  against  bim.  Ilie  townfolk  gave  up  ita  own  renal- 
niicc  and  freedom  to  tho  irresistible  counlrj  cbicf.     But  other  comitty 
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cliid«  nrow.   AnJ  it  was  anmziim,  lli«  rapidity  and  eiiminaty  v* 
wiib  wliicli  Busaj;  got  ridortlR'cn. 

Tlie  iiia>4  L-ttiiou8  |inrl  nr  R4«as's  conduct  wta  bis  treatmcol  of 
l-jiropi-nn  iliplnmAtittts.  IIo  covHi  not  siny  them,  nor  i>al>jr-ct  (liem  \a 
physical  tottun- ;  but  lo  ni<:i)lal  tonut-iit  lie  did  put  litem.  Dijilbtfialislt 
III  general  are  treated  with  extreme  courttsy  and  kiitdacsfv  cvpd  by 
Ibooe  sovor^'igns  vhe,  tnny  ilUhkA  ftcii)  dtp  4>TCn  bnslilc  to  thom.  Bill 
tboKwbo  linx-e  tlio  foituiie  lo  go  to  -Smith  Anicricn,  lixvo  lo  \^^  rti 
tfeuuremnu  for  iht:  comfiMts  mu\  attentiotus  imiil  Innll  Dii'ir  rmtcmtiT 
in  Europe.  In  the  r«pid>)ics  of  the  East  nnJ  Wf-it,  the  unFf^riuBale 
Jiitloinnlist  in  alwBya  in  coRtir»t  iiiitl  hot  wnti-r.  Nr>l1)ing  1>ut  ihc  enu 
of  a  Bntisti  Trigatc  in  tlie  offlnj  eaii  senire  his  boinjj  rpspecled.  TTTn 
nt  Rio,  wbero  lli«ie  is  lui  Imiwml  Court,  a  Brilidi  «moy  is  houriy 
C4Mnpello<l  to  rude  rcmonstrauoe,  loucliing  the  aluvp'trailc,  and  In  rtf 
MtTawcb  ]iTOtf!A«  aerainflt  Ihe  severity  and  illegality  oT  our  mode  of 
sappeeauHi,  that  Bmzil  in  the  v«ry  purgDloif  of  our  diplomacy.  Bui, 
if  K>.  Biumos  Ayrea  nas  tho  Inferno.  We  would  keep  a  iliplomalift 
in  COTt'otry  for  a  twelvemonlli,  nnil  invent  a  liundml  rxcuacs,  not  eieii 
to  nvoeive  or  TecogitiM  him.  \xivia  Quatoice  iMver  diirpUyril  tnore 
bau|{hliitcf«  townrdK  ihrni  than  Roea*,  end  rorluiuite  vcre  lliey,  if  thvy 
coiiM  eei  hi»  claii^^hter,  Doiinn  Manuetels,  lo  intcroede  for  them. 

Sucn  conduct  uh  this  spenk?  little  for  the  wtsdoni  of  Kambi.  Ka,^ 
however  ndvanLagt-nuit  und  lit  it  niglit  be  to  lenel  Kun^pean  dtctnttntw 
and  predotuinnncp,  thrrc  wn!>  no  need  of  woimdinn  so  dr<rp}y  Ihir  pciila 
of  so  sensitive  a  countrv.  for  oTnn^pIo,  lu  Fnuioe,  snd  thus  comiMillitigi 
tbo  Ficiwh  (o  iiiU'rffire,  (riim  amotir-f/ro/irp,  even  afler  amliilirin  .im!  in> 
t«rc<ted  Tiemnen^  extiiicl  or  worn  nut.  Nothing  can  dc- 
hatied  that  they  dow  bore  to  RofUts  whether  it  wax  Guizol,  )    :  r 

Mol^.  Tlie  only  politic  in)  I  or  person,  indeed,  who  was  dtspowit  lo  Ifll 
him  aloiio,  vtn  Luiii»  I'liilippc,  one  of  whose  maxims  waa^  ncrer  to 
make  an  CD#iny  of  a  Stuiniard.  nKo,  hi?  wtB  vont  lo  lUiy,  can  bide  his 
time,  and  make  bitt  »prine  with  th«  feline  patience  and  ferocity  of 
tlio  tiger.  And  if  ]tn:u)s  lias  fallen,  bo  luu  at  least  the  comfort  of 
thus  leariog  no  Trencb  Too  of  fais  to  triumph.  All  hi«  cnemien  had 
ftlien  before  Iiiin.  And  I^ui«  Na]'Ol>'nn  niurt  hare  hod  little 
fricndW  feolrne  for  tite  elrrer  and  succ-e!«iful  dictator,  who  ruled  and 
IritimpVd  «o  long.  Kogtixh  diplomnti^tc  thoiipiht  it  bettor  to  fautnottr 
iWas.  And  Mr.  SoiitlK-rtw  »ery  lately,  by  order  of  llii-  Forcipj  Offlcei 
voncltidtnl  a  (rcatv  with  him,  leaving  the  French  to  pursue  their 
hostilities  alone.  That  ihey  did  so  with  some  ]>urpo««,  in  concert  with 
Hrozil,  tbo  lnt«  victory  atu-xt*.

Wem 
tbe  slaves  free,  they  would  Hnd  elections  and  ooiHtilutiflns  ditlkndU 
Tlimughout  .South  Amifricn,  ihi-  diirk  nices  nrv  frer.  dimI  the  njual  of 
the  whiles.  But  In  aoialgamate  tlicm  in  ilic  sutlhi^  in  no  v»sy  (ask; 
and  this  ifl  iho  tnie  reawm  of  tbc  do«|>otbin6  vhieh  euocccd  eacb  other 
in  Paraguay.

Tub  alleged  slnpidlty  of  tbt  oitricli  and  in<tiirfTciiCD  to  ila  yoai^i  is, 
perhaps,  tbe  vcrf  oldut  populsr  error  in  cxistcnw,  anJ  it  i§  priticipally 
founded  on  the  above  poaioges  in  Job.  It  appear;!,  buwtver,  that  tlit-au 
piktagvs  aru  open  to  a  diffirreiil  inivr|ireuition  la  that  pul  uiion  them  \a 
the  aiithorit«d  veraioOB  of  the  Old  T«!iULment.  The  wora  whicti  hus 
been  translated  "  kniftth  "  Wr  <^g*>  in  iho  xcntu  of  ahaiiduuiiig  ihcm, 
■ignifica  in  lliv  original  "  dupaNits,"  and  tMainmem  sif^iiiliofi  aciJTely 
thut  ihe  hcatoih  them,  namely,  by  iiicubalion,  which  is  indiixl  ihv  fnvL 
III  the  aixtcenih  veric,  k\w  bird  \»  said  to  be  "hardened  againit  her 
youn^  ones  as  thout{b  they  wwc  not  brm;"  and  the  aamevaut  of  afTeC' 
lion  is  alluded  to  in  the  third  verne  of  (he  fourth  chapter  oF  Lam«nla- 
tions,  *'  the  d;iughler  uf  luy  peupk'  is  bvcoiiii:!  cruel,  like  the  oitricheo  in 
the  wii<terneii.s ;  "  but,  in  fact,  tlic  idea  i*  altof^ctlicr  crroneout.  Recent 
obMrvationa  thow  that  no  bird  has  u  greater  affection  for  its  younj; 
ihtui  tlie  ostrich,  tliut  iho  cgj^  nr«  carefully  walched  and  lcnd<'d,  and 
i>h*ii  the  alfxpriiig  have  ctiipjied  tltnir  tihells  and  for  Mime  d^yi  ;ir« 
I  unablu  to  run,  ihcy  are  regularly  supplied  with  grass  and  ualpr  by  tlm 
old  bird),  who  nro  cogvr  to  defend  ihcm  from  lianu.  Tliuiil>crj{  <'B|>e- 
cially  mention))  that  he  onc«  rode  paai  a  plac«  where  a  female  uas  tit- 
ting  on  h«r  neat,  wh«ii  the  bird  apraiig  iip,  and  punued  bim,  evidently 
wiili  a  viow  of  prevL-nting  hi»  noticing  her  cgga  or  yoiiii|r.  Evcrytime 
he  turned  hi«  bone  tovardt  ber,  ihe  rctrtiatcd  ten  or  twehc  paces,  but 
a*  »oon  OS  bo  rode  on  agftin,  abp  purtDcd  him,  till  he  had  |^auo  a  cooai- 
dtrable  distance  froui  thv  pUe«  where  be  tlurtvd  htrr. 

llie  idea  oi  the  vtupldity  of  Ibe  oitriEh  neeioa  to  have  been  univRr- 
Milly  ontrrtnincd.  being  taken  for  granted  without  inve^tigatiuu .  Job, 
M  we  hare  seen,  alludus  to  it;  and  Pliny,  writing  from  common  report, 
says.  ■  A  wonder  thin  h  in  their  nature,  ibat  whatsoever  l)u-y  eAi — and 
great  dsvonrers  they  be  of  all  ihingt  without  diAvrsnce  or  choice,  ihcy 
coaooet  and  digest  iL  But  the  veriest  foola  tliey  be  of  all  others ;  for 
as  high  as  the  rest  of  their  body  ii,  yet  tf  they  ihruiit  their  head  and 
n<'clc  once  into  any  shrub  or  bush,  nod  get  it  hidden,  tbi^v  think  thrii 
tbey  are  aafc  enough,  an<l  Ibat  no  man  «eclb  tbem.'  Alany  a  pretty 
nurtory  tale  haa  been  written  from  tbis,  and  many  a  wi»c  «iw  founded 
on  it ;  and  yet  the  hiding  of  the  head  is,  afVer  all,  a  mero  myth.  Sparr- 
tnaa,  when  in  South  AfncBi  expressly  inquired  in  thoac  parts  where 
ostriches  most  abaund,  and  "  never  once  heard  mention  made  of  Ibe 
ostrich  biding  it*  head  when   it   findi  it  cannot  make  itt  escnjte."     Tha 
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truth  is.  the  ottrieb  Aoes  imthliig  oF  the  mrt ;  h«  trim  to  pscsps  as  nil 
u  Iw  an,  anil  cgntMiiiia  hu  efforts,  till  knocked  on  tb«  hcaul  lir  tb« 
buntert  or  drJTco  bj  hiB)  as  «v  thall  prsKDiIj  ae«,  to  a  place  when  Ik 
aay  be  outumL

The  nesia  are  ■ever  ooinpletely  dsewtad,  and  the  paront  birda 
Meh  otbor  ia  kevpng-  midi  aa  th*  «ui^  of  the  Dtigbbtmrinff 
When  tbe  Amba  dncry  an  oatricb  thus  engaged,  they  ooodode 
eooie  ens  mutt  be  near;  and  on  their  approecbt  the  old  birds  k 
ftllboash  it  b  not  uoconuiMin,  Mpvcially  in  Sooth  Africa,  for  tham  to 
ihov  tffiit.  Havinr  diseorervd  ihc  jmtt,  tbo  Ambi  di^  a  bole  in  the 
graeml  n«u-  it,  in  «hich  tbey  ptacv  a  loaded  gun.  hiving  a  long  bunt- 
uig  natch  ftttcoi'd  to  the  toochbotc ;  ifae  gun  b  pointed  lowarda  tbe 
otM.  and  is  eamfully  eorered  orer  with  uod  lad  ttoaaa.  The  birds  after 
a  tioio  retam  and  resume  llielr  places  oai  lh»  egg^:  ihe  gun  id  das 
time  explodes,  and  next  mominx  tbe  Arab  u  renrdcd  by  tindinit  one 
or  prrbnpB  both  of  the  oeiricbn  deed.  This  b  the  eomnon  node  of 
killirift  ibrm  praclimil  ixi  the  deserts  of  Korthcra  Arabia. 

It  it  said  ihai  some  addled  cffs  are  geoerally  found  outside  tbe  oesl, 
and  that  the  i'w*  bred  by  tbsir  diwotnpoeilion,  furnith  the  eallow  young 
•rith  food.  Such  nay  be  the  ease,  and  if  so,  ttaflbrds  a  striUug  iUns- 
tratioD  of  that  happy  adaptation  of  means  to  ends  visible  throughool 
tbe  whole  teouomy  of  nature  ;  but  probably  the  priiuary  reason  far 
these  being  ejected  from  the  ne«t  i>,  that  more  eggs  aru  laid  tfaaa  aa 
be  oonrenk'nliy  covered  by  tbe  bird  vrben  utting.  nod  that  she  tbcie- 
fere  bittinctivply  ihrowt  out  tbe  surplus :  thus  at  o<io«  gelling  rid  of  a 
u*«le*e  lupvrabiindance,  luid  prondiaj  a  nugaxiue  of  food  for  bar 
fblnre  leuticr  young. 

Various  arc  tli«  juirposes  to  which  ostrich's  «fgt  ate  applied; —    bat, 

they  ar«  in  aroat  fhvoar  u  a  calinary  Itixury,  and  are  much  songht  after 

by  the  tairiuiu  of  merchant  Ttsseb  loochlof;  at  the  Aflrieaa  ports,  baty 

purchased  by  them  of  the  sbre  herdsmen,  whose  perqubitM  they 

jvlly  art*,  for  about  sixpcnoc  each.     A  good  sisM  egg  wc%ha 
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ounce*.  i»ii<»r  wren  iuches  id  depth,  and  hold*  five  jiinU  and  atjuartor; 
CQn>ci|u*?nll}-  it  is  considered  to  nffgid  a  mwl  wliicli  mill  |>erfrcll)f  satisfy 
four  Imiigry  white  men,  or  right  of  ths  oioro  modprate  blacks.  The 
volk  i»  vfrj-  rich  and  lusciuus,  aud  make*  n  mi>rt  cntuble  omclultc,  imt 
gourniantlA  a^tcc  tliat  iho  lULiivc  tuudi-  ufcuukiiig  thiria  ia  perfect.  Tito 
Hoilvnloli  hitry  ihr  p^^m  in  bol  uhes,  and,  throug:h  a  small  liole  in  lite 
upper  end,  tbi!  cuiitvnis  arc  continuall)-  stirmd  until  they  acijuire  «  cer- 
tain consistcDcc,  vhich  tho  sable  cook*  kaow  by  eiiiericnw  indicatvi 
ihe  right  iiUHm-nl  for  romovin^  ihcm  from  thn  ashes  to  the  sai'kL'loth. 
which  caters  the  Iravcller's  primkivc  tabic.  They  are  tlicn  c«itcu  with 
biscuit  and  washed  down  with  copioufl  draughts  of  corn  brandy. 

The  egpi  arc  froqtioittly  found  to  contain  small  oval  pobble-liko 
bodies,  about  the  sis«  of  a  marrowfat  pro.  of  a  pale  j-ellow  colour  and 
exceedingly  hard*  Barrovr  found  as  many  at  twelve  in  ono  egg  :  and 
they  are  eonrertcd  into  buttons  by  ihe  dandiljed  Ilotleuiots,  and  pwhaps 
also  tht  Boers. 

The  porcelain  cbaractrr  of  lh«  slicll  and  ilR  Hlupc.  well  adapt  it  fur 
onps,  md  moh  vesael*  are  frcqnently  «le;;antly  mounted  in  silver,  und 
(oniotimes  in  chased  f;old.  Tho  anrient  Egyptioiii  used  them  lu  their 
plactt  of  worship,  ajid,  togfthiT  with  ih«  pinnies,  innislcd  on  their  form- 
UifC  part  of  the  tnhutc  paid  by  conqu^ed  eountrit?t  where  ostriehcK 
ahniindcd.  They  wore  probnbly  nuupcndiil  in  the  temples,  as  they  »till 
arc  in  Ul<^  Coptic  cburchesi  the  Co|it9  regarding  them  as  eoiblcnis  of 
wntcbfiilnctis. 

^Vhetl  ihe  allied  Sovereigns  wcr«  id  London,  in  the  days  when  the 
I'rince  Kc^nt  was  in  full  posseasion  of  hb  powers  of  enlerlainnieiit, 
and  we  may  add  of  ^petite,  a  narvollons  and  nnaceount^ble  evapora- 
tion of  oil  took  plact)  nightly  tn  the  murky  lamjm,  wliieli  then  geried  to 
makit  darkneu  visible.  In  vain  were  the  lamps  replenikhH  —  they 
tcoirU  go  out,  and  the  glass  receptacles  were  tDvariably  found  empty. 
Tho  contractor  wax  in  deepoir ;  the  ehurchwjirdens  took  tho  matter  up, 
and  th«>  minds  of  tho  parishtoDers  mutn  m  i^Iooniy  as  their  stn^x.  One 
nitlht.  houever,  the  mystery  waa  unexpeoteilly  ele.ired  up.  A  worthy 
old  watchman,  or  ■*  Charley,"  as  the  clatx  was  fnmitinrly  ealk-d,  caaifort- 
ably  wrapped  in  hit  sixteen-caped  great  coat,  fwling  himself  tired  nilli 
hia  exeriions  in  informing  Ihe  deeping;  world  that  it  was  "post  ten 
o'clock  and  a  cloudy  night,"  sat  down  cm  a  step  in  the  shade  to  take  five- 
snd-twenly  winks,  but  jiisl  as  be  was  composing  his  thoughts  previous 
to  dropping  off,  he  was  stariled  by  seeing  a  strangely  dretsed,  bearded 
figure  approact)  a  lamp,  and  af\(T  a  hasty  look  round,  actively  twarni  up 
the  post,  take  out  the  lamp,  snuff  the  wick  with  his  ftngorv,  snd  drink 
the  oil!  Here  was  a  discovery  1  Away  posted  the  guardian  of  tho 
night  and  reported  what  he  had  seen,  but  the  intpc«tt>r  roundly  told 
him  that  he  must  have  b««n  eiilier  drunk  or  asleep,  for  ho  shrewdly 
remnrked,  *< '7'aint  likely  that  iheni  beggars  of  furriuen,  would  go 
u-drinking  ile  when  they  could  get  brown  itoul  or  Tipper  Hale."  Nol- 
wilhitanding  the  niter  improbability  of  the  thing,  a  watch  was  set,  and 
sure  enough  it  turned  out  thai  ibe  mysterious  strangers  were  the  Cossacks, 
who  nightly  indulged  in  deep  libations  of  train-oil  at  the  palish  cipense. 
A  not  less  pnultng  diwipprnrance  of  oil  look  place  some  years  ago 
from  the  lamps  la  a  certain  Koatern  church,  and  so  pertinaciously  did 
Ihe  lamps  go  out,  that  the  priests  fell  a  supemsuiral  intlunicc,  and  op- 
prehending  something  terrible,  gave  orders  for  a  general  penance  and 
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(connbur  of  back*.  Th«  miixlB  as  well  u  tbc  iMck*  nf  tb*  obediMi 
congre^tion  ncre,  howorcr,  iufinitdj  Tcli«v«d  \>y  tbe  sccMietiul  ^ 
cowry  (by  a  (lyiiM>plir  (iriesl  who  cou\il  not  slevfi  ihrotifrfa  bcanbm) 
that  llif  cstingii inning  uf  the  lamp*  was  attribuUbUr  u>  niuurmi  mmI  mi. 
U  frnrt!'!,  to  tuiM-ruatural  cauMt.  A  culuny  uf  nts  boil  lakro  op  llmr 
qiHTti'rt  ill  thfl  clitircb,  and  follonin)f  the  eianiplp  of  the  gallant  C*^ 
win  Dal};<;ilyi  Lookctl  at  one?  to  iho  procuring  of  **  provcnd."  Aa 
witrrprifiiiii;  tnoiabttr  of  one  of  tbv  foraging  parties  scrambbng  don 
n  roiio  by  whicb  on«  i>f  ibu  lampi  «w  suspended,  was  fortunate  MXNfh 
to  bit  U|M)D  K>in»  uncuiiimuDly  nico  oil.  Tbe  new*  of  thu  glorion  ^ 
covery  ttpread,  and  all  iki:  rats  ohoruBaed,

tonmblp  ditira  Uia  lanif-rvpa,  jv  ilini  ktmbN*  raay." 

AecordinKlvt  the  cotonf  flocked  to  tbcac  olruglttou*  mioe*  with  aa  awcb 
ug«rncRji  na  anotiier  dncription  of  coloniata  are  now  floekb;  lo  nhM 
of  g<'1(l'  'I'bf  mull  han  be«u  doscribed,  bot  in  tbo  co<l  the  rab  «•<« 
no  matcb  for  tbe  prieaie,  nho,  as  toon  ai  lh«  rocuo  vrcro  found  out, 
ligbti'd  upoQ  tbtf  oipoiluriit  of  pau-tng  each  of  Ibe  ropva  tbroogk  n 
oalri'Tli  fgf^.  A  moil  olTectual  and  taotaliung  barrier  was  oow  oppiMad 
tn  ihi:  iindiilorj  cxcursiona  of  our  furry  friciidi.  Id  vain  ihry  aaiftd 
and  tqucakitd  i  vach,  m  \m  niiomixcd  '<  to  round  lb«  a\>e,"  slid  off  lii# 
iniDulb  cfCU  and  wv  imaBbed  on  tbe  alones  benratb. 

11ie  otiridi  in  a  vnry  prudent,  wary  bird,  for  which  reaaoo  tb« 
qaagga*  gi-niTnlly  aDach  Uictn«clvea  inmiaclively  to  a  troop  of  then 
UmTlfUiliug  implicitly  lo  their  caution  for  the  discovery  of  lianfa. 
Thia alliance  was  reuiHrkfd  by  Xenopbon,  who  says,  "the  couBir>-  wm 
a  plain  thraughout.  a*  cvi-tt  a.9  ibo  tea,  and  full  of  woraiwood.  Of  «iU 
crcataras  lh«  most  numcrou*  ncre  wild  asMrs  (quu^gat),  and  Dot  a  tvm 
Ditrirb^v,  bnidea  bualanU  aod  rtw-deer  (gazclUs),  iibich  our  boraaioai 
BonielimcH  ehatsd  I  '* 

Thii  bird  was  not  aacred  amoQg  tlic  oncii-nt  Egyptian*,  but  tbcr*  it 
reaion  to  believe  tbat  it  wu  lo  with  the  AsByrians.  It  hai  not  nnly 
been  found  a*  an  omaDM-Dt  on  the  rob«s  of  6gur«s  in  the  luott  anrit^nl 
odiflona  at  Nimroudt  but  it  wo*  frequently  introduced  cu  Uabyloaiui 
and  Assyrian  cylinders,  alwaya  Bccoiii|]ani(^i  by  tbv  vmhl&iuatical  Bomr. 
Th«  UaiDATii  appear  lo  have  rcgardt^d  it  ua  a  delicacy,  for  Apicias  l(A  a 
ri'Ci'ipt  for  a  particular  sauce  for  drcssiiiif  it ;  and  it  is  n^cordcd  of 
Heliofialinluv,  thai  ho  had  the  brnina  of  six  bundrMl  of  ihese  birdt 
scrTcd  up  as  a  disb  at  one  of  bis  feaiis.  Uut  iu  tmicbcr  Pcata  tbe 
pteudo-Einpcror  Fonnius  far  outdid  ciibcr,  as  it  is  rrUlcd  by  Vopitcua, 
that  he  duvoured  a  whole  ostrich  to  bin  own  Hharc  at  n  linglo  atttinp. 

It  was  broadly  sMeried  by  Ariiitotl«,  that  the  oiirieb  was  partly  bt>d 
and  partly  ijuadruppd ;  aud  by  Pliny,  that  it  might  aloioat  be  said  to 
belong  to  tbe  class  of  beauts :  ridiculous  aa  «uch  aaserlioiis  mt^hl  bv  sup- 
posrd,  ibcy  were  not  altogelber  without  foundation  accordiug  to  ibe 
KDowlrdgo  of  Llir  times.  The  tommon  naaie  by  wrhich  tbe  ostrich  nas 
dfaignated  by  the  Greek*  and  Itoraant,  and  alto  by  the  natiotiR  of  tbo 
East  was  the  ttuHtl  IriyJ.  Indevd,  tb«  tola)  waut  uf  fcEtibor*  on  it«  long 
Diid  very  powerful  lcf|«,  and  the  division  of  ibe  feci  into  two  loea  oalyt 
connected  at  their  lute  by  a  nictnbrane,  are  very  siiniUr  to  the  Irgs  aiM 
luogi  divided  liouf  of  tbe  c3oi«t ;   uor  docs  tbe  n-i cm b lance  cvate  bcro,

fi>r  thorfl  i>  anothpr  RingiilnHly  in  their  external  conform  fttion,  which 
afTords  a  Bl ill  ntoro  rt^niarltalile  coincI(1«.<nce-  Both  camel  aod  ostrich 
art  fumiehfd  with  hard,  callous  protubcrBacca  on  tht;  chrKt.  luitl  on  the 
po«loriar  part  of  tlio  nbdamen,  on  which  Ihcy  support  thcoiAoKi^a  when 
At  rest,  and  ihev  bolh  lie  dctwo  in  ihv  same  aiBniier,  by  dtvl  bending 
thdr  kncc»,  thvn  applying  thr  anlcrior  callotil;^,  and  lastly  the  posterior, 
to  the  ground.  Whitti  to  thi«  vre  add  the  paiiuncc  of  thir*t  of  both, 
and  ihoir  inhabiting  the  rams  arid  d««vrtB,  the  two  may  well  b«  com- 
pared with  each  otbtr. 

The  ostrich  ii  aIto^eib«r  deatitute  of  the  power  of  Bi^ht,  and  accord- 
inifity  ihr  wing*  arc  reduced  to  a  very  low  slate  of  drvt-lopcnpnt,  insreljr 
8ufficit-iii,  ill  i'lKt,  to  aid  it  when  rutmiii)^  at  sp^i-d.  The  nharp  kevl  of 
the  breaaibone,  which,  iu  bixda  of  rapid  flight,  affords  on  esteneive  »ur- 
facu  for  lh«  attachment  of  tho  muscle*  moving  the  win^i,  is  not  rc< 
quir^,  and  tlir  surface  of  the  bone  i»  ihervfore  flat,  like  that  of  a 
qiiadru|iod,  but  th«  inu*cl«tt  of  the  l<^9  &re  cf  extraordinary  mngnitude. 
Till!  fnmily  of  bird*,  of  which  the  ostrich  forms  iho  koding  ^JP*-''  '* 
remarkable  fur  tho  wide  dispernion  of  tU  varioua  member*:  the  ORirich 
ilfielf  bprcadfl  over  nearly  the  whole  of  the  burning  deserts  of  Africa — 
the  Cassowary  rcprctml*  it  aniid  the  luxuriant  vcgi'ialion  of  ihc  Indian 
Arcbipelaifi).  The  OinoniU,  chief  of  birds,  formerly  tottered  among 
dl»  ferns  of  New  Zisa\an6,  where  the  small  Apt«ryx  now  hoMs  it*  plam  ; 
and  tho  hugf  ^'Kpyoruia  strode  along  the  forest*  of  Mada^nuicar.  The 
Eniu  is  couSned  tu  the  ^at  Australian  continent,  and  the  Ithea  to  the 
■outhi'm  rxtremitjr  ol'  the  WRttrm  hemisphere;  wbilit  nearer  home  we 
find  the  claes  represcaled  by  lh«  Duttard,  which,  until  williin  a  f«w 
years,  uill  lingered  upon  the  least  frequented  downs  oad  plains  of 
England. 

With  the  Arabs  of  the  dctcrt,  the  clioae  of  the  ostrich  is  the  most 
attractivo,  and  eagerly  sought,  of  the  many  arislocratte  divenJona  in 
which  they  indulge  ;  and  we  are  indebted  to  General  Daumaa  fur  a 
highly  intcieating  account  of  their  proceedings.  The  first  point  attend- 
ed to,  it  a  special  tircparation  of  their  horses.  Seven  or  eight  days 
before  the  intcndud  ntint,  (licy  are  etittrply  deprived  of  straw  and  grass, 
and  fed  on  barley  only.  They  are  only  allowed  to  drink  once  a  day, 
and  thai  at  sunset — the  time  when  the  water  begins  to  freshen  :  at  that 
lime  also  ihey  nrn  wn»lipiL  They  lako  long  daily  exerrifiSK,  nnj  are 
OOeBsiuniiUy  galloped,  at  uhirh  time  cart:  h  lAken  that  the  lianiens  ia 
ri^t,  and  suited  to  the  chase  of  the  ostrich.  '■  After  seven  or  eight 
dnys,"  Bays  the  Arab,  "the  nlomach  of  the  horse  diiinppenrs,  whilo  the 
cbest,  llie  hrcait,  and  Ihc  croup  rriiiaiu  iu  llesh  ;  the  niiinial  ia  then  fit 
to  endure  fatigue,"  Tbey  call  this  training  leeJiaha.  The  harness  used 
for  the  purpose  in  (jueslion  is  liphtrr  than  ordinary,  «ipccinlly  the  stir- 
rups and  saddle,  and  the  in&rUngnle  is  removed.  I'lii;  bridle,  too, 
undergoes  many  metomorpboies :  the  mountings  and  the  ear-flaps  are 
taken  away,  as  loo  heavy.  The  bit  is  made  of  a  ramcl  rope,  without  a 
throat  band,  and  the  frontlot  is  also  of  cord,  and  the  r«'init,  though  strong, 
are  T«ry  light.  1''be  period  moat  favourable  for  ostrich  hunting  is  that 
"Ofthe  great  heat ;  the  higher  iho  t<-mpctaluro  the  le^s  is  the  ostrich 
hable  to  defend  hiniRUlf.  Tlie  Arabs  deicrilie  the  precise  time  as  that, 
Lwhen  a  tnou  stands  upright,  hu  shadow  has  the  length  only  oflhe  sole 
l-ef  bin  foot. 

Each  lioniiman  is  aecoBipaiiinl  by  a  sernuil  called  zeatmai,  mounted 
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oa  a  cwne).  earryiiig  four  g(Mt-«tt~mt  filUii  with  irator,  barle;  For  tb* 
hone,  nhcKt-flour  for  tht!  rider,  »om«  <Utes,  a  ki>tll«  to  rook  th«  food!, 
and  fiviTjOiiiig  which  can  pouibly  be  required  for  the  repair  of  the 
bnri)i-M.  The  hor««iiaTi  contcnU  himself  wilh  a  liiu-a  vent  and  I 
Mrs,  and  coYCti  hin  neck  and  tar*  «itU  a  light  rnaicrial  calleil  A^'n  _ 
tied  with  It  mip  of  ciiniel's  hide;  his  fee>t  are  pratvctnl  with  uadalT 
and  h!i  legs  with  light  t^itera  calird  tra^'f.  lie  U  Drnt«d  with  urilixr 
euD  nor  pittol,  hu  otilj'  wapon  being  a  wild  olive  or  umarind  sucki 
lv«  or  tix  fnrt  long,  iriifa  a  beivy  knob  at  one  cod. 

Refore  starting,  the  hunt«r»  MMrinin  where  a  large  numbrr  of 
oHtrichcs  are  to  be  found.  TliCM  bird«are  geaerally  met  with  ia  plaoa 
whero  lImtto  in  much  gr»sa,  and  where  rain  liu  rcrvolly  falliMi.  The 
Araha  uy,  that  where  tlio  oxtrich  i«ox  the  light  •httHi,  and 
gelling  reaidy,  wbcrcTrr  it  ninj  In-,  thither  she  rona,  rc^ardltrsn  of 
lance  ;  ond  f-ti  dnri:'  march  is  nathintr  to  licr :  and  it  has  jMSfvd  i 
pnivfrh  in  thu  ilo«vrl,  that  a  m.m  ftkilfnl  in  iko  mre  of  docks,  aod  in 
liiidiitjt  pAstaragc,  that  he  Is  like  the  oatrich,  wbeie  be  »eca  the  lifbl 
thcrn  he  atme*. 

'till!  hunipra  stxTt  in  tho  noming.  Ahvr  oao  or  two  dnyH  jaar««j, 
when  ibcy  harr  arrived  m-nr  the  spot  |)oin!«d  out,  atid  they  begin  ta 
pcrccird  trace*  of  lh«ir  giimc,  lh»y  iiitt  and  cimp,  Tlie  n«st  day,  tm 
intelligent  slarea,  nlmoft  enlirrly  stripped,  ar«  Miat  to  rncQnnoiir«i  ^^ 
each  carry  a  froni-skin  at  lli<-ir  side,  ami  n  little  bread;  ihcy  walk  bbIiI 
they  iDWt  with  thu  (MlriclwA,  avhich  are  generally  round  in  eleraleJ 
places.  As  loon  as  tlie  gnait^  1%  in  virw,  one  li«*  down  to  vatch,  tbr 
other  returns  to  coo*p>'  the  iiiforniation.  The  axlrichfs  are  foiuid  ti 
troops,  comprisiiif  annintiroc*  an  luauy  aa  aiity  ;  but  at  the  pAirin^  linw 
they  are  mure  iiciiicrt:dt  three  or  four  cvnpio  only  remaining  together. 

The  honetnen,  t!"ided  by  iha  scovC,  travel  g;i!iuly  towards  the  birdti 
ihc  nearer  they  approach  the  spot  the  gri.-aler  m  tlitrir  caution,  uid  wbe» 
ihey  reach  llic  tnM  ridge  which  coocvaU  them  from  the  view  of  their 
i;niiie,  ihey  dii^mouDi,  and  two  creep  forward  to  Mcertain  if  ihey 
»till  there.  Should  lueli  be  thi.-  eti*e,  a  moderate  quantity  of  wale, 
giren  to  the  boraei,  Uia  ba([gap^  is  left,  and  each  man  mounts,  carriii^ 
at  his  aide  a  eMoula,  or  goal-«ktn.  Thoserrants  and  camcU  follow  ila 
Irack  of  the  hortemen,  currying  willi  them  only  a  litilo  com  and  waWr. 

The  exact  (loiitioii  of  the  oatriches  beiiij;  known,  the  plans  are  tt- 
rangod;  the  faoFsetnen  divide  and  forrn  a  circle  round  the  ptxm«  «l  uick 
a  distance  as  not  to  be  trtra.  The  Kcranlti  wnit  where  the  horaeinn 
hare  separated,  and  as  won  as  they  see  ihem  at  their  posts,  they  walk 
right  bi-forc  ihem  ;  the  otiriches  fly,  hut  are  met  by  the  bonlers,  wha 
do  nothing  at  firtt  but  drive  them  hack  into  ihn  circle  j  ihitt  tti«it 
•tiengtb  in  oxhauiteil  by  lieing  made  to  contintialty  ran  roaod  in 
nag.  At  Ihc  first  aigns  of  biijiTic  in  the  bird*.  Ihehorwnten  <lash 
presently  the  flot^k  veparatnn  ;  the  exhanMed  birds  nra  seien  to 
their  wiii(;s,  which  is  a  sipi  of  great  exhaiiMion;  the  borscmen, 
tain  of  iheir  prer,  now  repress  their  horses  ;  eseh  htinler  »elc>et« 
o^iricli,  nins  it  down,  odd  Gni^he*  it  by  a  blow  on  ih«  head  with  th« 
ftick  above  meniioned.  The  niomenl  iJie  bird  fnIN,  tho  man  jutni«  o( 
liii  horse,  and  cuts  her  throat,  taking  care  to  hold  tho  tiei-k  at  such  t 
diit^nce  from  the  body,  as  not  to  soil  the  plumage  of  the  wiugh  Tbt 
male  bird,  whilst  dying,  utlen  loud  moaiia,  hut  the  ftniale 
ulniee. 
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Wben  ibe  ostrich  Is  on  Ibe  point  of  being  oTertakon  by  the  hiint«r, 
■tic  is  80  falifruHf  iLat  if  ho  doci  not  wish  Id  kill  hcTi  olic  cau  «uiljr  be 
drivoii  K'ilh  ihc  miek  ta  ihe  nvighboiirhoud  of  thti  camel*,  [mmediately 
after  tlie  birds  hate  been  bled  to  death,  ibe_v  are  carefully  ekiiineil,  eo 
that  the  feathora  mfiy  not  ha  injured,  and  tho  ikm  it  thcu  strvtcfaed 
upon  a  trve,  or  on  n  tiMrie,  mid  valt  rubbed  well  iato  it.  A  fire  is  Ut. 
and  lUe  fill  of  the  birds  u  boiled  for  a  toog  ilme  In  kettles:  when  vorv 
liquid,  it  is  poured  iato  a  son  of  botlk  inade  of  tho  tkiii  of  tlic  thifrU 
and  litg  down  to  the  fool,  ttronfrly  faitened  at  the  boltoni ;  the  fat  of 
on*  bird  !a  usually  suffident  to  ^11  two  of  those  \vgti  it  ic  said  that  in 
any  other  ves&cl  thu  fat  would  spoil  When,  liowevcr,  ili«  biid  is 
bre«dinfr,  she  U  extremely  lean,  and  is  then  banted  only  for  the  sake  of 
h«r  frathors.  After  these  sirangemeDts  aro  completed,  tbo  tlesb  U 
Mien  by  the  huotcrs,  who  scuBon  it  vrvll  vtilb  pq>pcr  nnd  Hour, 

Whiiat  ihoBo  prae<>cdin7x  are  in  projifreH,  the  hones  an  carefully 
tsDifodi  walrred,  and  fed  with  corn,  and  the  party  remain  ijuict  during 
furiy-«ig;ht  lioun,  to  give  their  aiiiiiials  rrM;  aOer  clist  iliey  either 
return  to  their  cncamiHneDt,  or  embark  in  new  enleqtrisea. 

The  fat  of  tho  o«lrich  is  used  In  the  prepnrnlioo  of  the  favourite 
dish  totutotutoM,  and  it  is  often  calrii  with  brA-nil.  It  is  aUo  utw\ 
medinnally.  In  caie*  of  fever,  for  instance,  the  Arabs  make  a  paste 
Wiiih  it  ami  brwid  crumb,  which  is  given  to  lb*-  pdtieiit,  who  mint  uot 
<lrink  anything  diiring^  [he  ntliola  day.  In  rlieuinatisio,  and  in  renal 
(fiseaies,  the  t>ainfiil  ports  are  rubbed  with  the  Rresae  tinlil  it  disoppcart. 
Tlie  piitu-ut  then  IJi-s  down  in  thi?  (corching  uuid,  hi*  head  being  cari?-. 
fully  covered,  and  a  profiiM  perspiration  vnsuiiig.  th'e  cure  is  often  totu- 
t>let«.  Id  bilious  allacks,  the  fat  is  melted,  salted,  and  taken  in 
draughla,  with  powerful  eSect,  the  patient  oven  becoming  extromely 
thin.  The  Arab  duclors  «ay,  **  the  patient  parts  willt  everything  In  his 
body  that  is  bad,  ga-ton  a  fmnu  of  iron,  and  acquires  exeellent  «y«- 
sight." 

C>i)lrich  fat  is  sold  in  the  mnrkcts,  and  in  tlio  tents  of  the  great  a 
store  is  kept  to  give  awuy  to  thu  poor  ;  in  value,  one  pot  of  this  fal  is 
etjuivslcnt  to  three  pota  of  butter.  The  foaihcrs  of  thi^  onlricli  ore  sold 
at  the  itour*,  at  Tougartet ;  at  tho  Lime  of  Iho  piiTchasc  of  grain,  ilw 
o*trich'ikins  are  brought,  that  of  a  nuLiu  selling  for  four  or  five  iluurot, 
lh;ki  of  ibv  fuiDule  from  vij^ht  to  fourteen  (billings.  Formerly,  the  only 
use  made  in  the  Sahara  of  tho  plumes  was  to  deoorato  tlic  tups  uf 
tents. 

To  the  Arab  the  chase  of  tho  ottricb  has  a  double  altraction— plea- 
sure and  prolit ;  x.\xv  ptici^  obtained  for  the  skins  well  compensates  for 
the  expenses.  Not  only  do  the  rich  enjuy  the  purnuit,  but  the  poor, 
who  know  bow  to  sot  about  it,  are  permitted  to  participate  in  it  also. 
I'he  usual  plan  is  for  n  poor  Arab  to  arningo  wila  one  who  is  opulent 
for  the  loan  of  hi*  camel,  bor>«,  harncMi,  oud  two-ttiinis  of  nil  ttic 
nccoasBT) proviaions.  The  borrower  fonilshes  himself  the  rem;titrmg 
third,  and  the  produce  of  the  chose  is  divided  in  the  same  proportions. 

Tho  uae  of  oHtricb  fat  In  niedtciiic  dales  back  to  a  ver^'  n^moite  period ; 
ud  Pliny  relates  thai,  on  a  certain  occasion,  when  Cato,  lumanied  lltl- 
MDsis,  was  accused  of  selling  poison,  because  *■  he  held  csnlharidet  at 
threescoTv  seslercaa  a  pound,  at  the  same  lime  ostrich  gr<.-ase  was  sold 
for  eighty  sesteices  the  {Mund  ;  and,  tu  truth,  it  U  much  bettor  lor  ouy 
UBS  it  shall  bo  put  unto  llian  goose  grease  t  " 
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Kigcr.  "  Two  Mtrichn,  vhich  liacl  b**T»  obout  two  yo^n  in  the  fac- 
tory, nnil  allhodgh  young,  were  ii«aTly  of  ilivir  full  »iEi>,  wrrc  so  Isiue 
that  tno  little  blacks  mountM  both  together  on  tbe  back  of  the  largest. 
No  aonnor  did  W  frol  thnir  weigbt,  thnn  hf  hcgnn  to  run  as  fast  M  pos- 
sible, atid  rorrKsj  thmi  M-reml  linm  roiimj  ihp  villngc-,  u  it  was  ini* 
posRible  to  Ktop  him  othorwiie  than  by  obalnitnin^  his  puuge.  TliiB 
nght  ptrnspil  nin  to  much,  thnt  1  onii-rcd  it  to  he  rcjieated,  and  to  try 
their  atri'tiglh,  directnl  a  full  grown  Dcjrro  to  iiii>iint  thv  sitiatlrsi,  and 
two  othtri  the  larjfpsl.  Tliis  biir<l(<ii  did  not  eecm  at  all  diipropor- 
tiunvd  to  thtrir  stn-ti^th.  At  &nt,  tlti'y  went  a  toVrnblv  ihtirp  trot, 
but  when  they  )>ccani«  heated  a  little,  Ihcy  cspniidcd  their  «iiifp>,  as 
though  to  calch  the  wind,  and  moT<^d  with  »uch  AoMne«>,  that  ihej' 
ecbrcvly  sreracd  to  touch  tho  ground.  Mont  people  Iiutl',  on«  timtt  or 
Other,  leen  a  juirtrid^  mni  and  consequcnily  iniiil  know  that  there  i> 
no  man  whatever  able  to  k*cp  up  with  it ;  and  it  it  easy  to  inia|^n«  that 
if  this  bird  Imd  a  longer  sti-p.  iti  ipevd  would  bi'  coniideralily  nugtntmt- 
cd.  The  ostrich  iddvcs  likc»  the  partridgo,  with  ihiN  advaniage;  aud  I 
nm  satisfied  that  lho«e  I  am  oponkiog  of,  wouM  havo  distanced  th« 
fltH'tcst  rae«-bor««i  that  wfre  ever  br*d  in  England.  It  i*  trn*,  lh*y 
wmild  not  hold  out  so  long  a*  a  hone,  but  they  would  undoiihl«>d)y  he 
able  to  go  over  the  «pacp  in  Icu  timo.  I  hkve  freqiionlty  belii^Id  this 
aigbt,  wliicb  in  capable  of  giving  one  an  idt^a  of  tbe  |irudigiuua  utrongtb 
of  an  oatrirh,  and  of  showing  wtint  ttw  it  might  be  of,  had  we  but  the 
method  nf  brrnking  and  inannuiiiK  il,  ai  wo  do  n  borsc." 

We  ar«  much  mislnkrn  if  there  wa«  not  an  exhibition  of  o«tnch 
race*  in  »  circus  at  Paris  about  two  years  ajfo ;  the  birds  being  riddcti 
bv  boys,  who  managed  titcir  fcatlicred  itcnU  with  ^<-at  doxlerify. 

I'o  bare  the  stomach  of  an  ostrich  has  become  provvrbiul,  and  with 
good  Teanon:  for  this  bird  stands  pnviibly  forward  in  respect  to  its 
wond^rfid  powers  nf  digrcdion.  which  are  soarvely  inferior  to  its  vora- 
city, lis  natural  food  conshti  entirely  of  vt^etaiu-  iiul»Unc«,  espcci- 
iiUy  RTain  ;  and  the  ostrich  is  a  most  destructive  enemy  to  the  crops  of 
the  African  farrarrn.  But  it«  teniv  of  laile  i*  rq  ohtiise,  thnt  »crnpB  of 
leather,  old  nails,  bits  of  tin,  buttons,  keym  cuio},  aud  pcbblvs,  arc 
devonred  with  equal  rpli*h  ;  in  fnet,  nothing  comes  amtss.  But  in  this 
il  doubtless  follow*  an  iasliiift,  for  the*c  bard  boi]i<>a  assiet,  like  the 
gravel  in  tbe  crops  of  our  domestic  poultry,  in  rrinding^  doau  and  prr- 
poaring  for  digMtioii  il*  ordinary  food,  lu  fondness  for  iron  was  w«U 
known  to  our  forefathers,  and  we  find  Shakapeara  makes  JaeJt  Corfc  saj 
10  Mf  M.  in  tbe  "  Second  Part  of  Henry  VI.," 

"  But  1 II  make  dice  cat  iron  liha  m  oatricli,  and  twallow  ny  iword  ITkm  • 
jnwi  pin." 

An  earlier  writer,  John  Skelton.  who  was  poet  laureate  to  Ui-nry  ihf 
Serontb.  nlludes  to  an  idea  then  prevalent,  that  the  ostrich  swallowed 
iron  for  ih»  same  piirpoM-  ibnt  icn  nro  taken  in  these  degenerate  daya- 
The  linCE  arc  taken  from  liis  poein  "  The  Bokc  of  Fliylljp  Sparuwe,

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Dut  tbeT«  wu  wiotbcr  and  &r  lc*a  Mtlfith  rooson  «*cribed  for  lb* 
poTti>til\  of  these  birds  t»  iron, — a  reaaoii  so  ])hiUnUiro|Hc  iodc«d, 
UiMt  it  puts  mankind  to  ihv  blush;  for  there  are  few,  indeeil,  who  wouM 
oonTert  their  interior*  into  a  mirioiviitiirc  shop  for  tbc  benefit  of  ihar 
f«llow-cr«iliin-R.  In  a  ainj^ular  book  by  Tboiuu  Scull,  publUhiM  ' 
1616,  a  murcfaaat  domU  with  an  ostKeb  in  tbn  dissert,  in  the  &ct  oft 
lowmg  a  hc4tvy  aituiX  of  iron,  and  gazing  on  bim  vritb  a»loniali 
iDqutrn,

Tluiru  vu  I'ouiicl  by  CuTier  iu  tbe  stomach  of  ma  ostrich  that  di«<l  »l 
Paris,  atntlj  a  pound  weight  of  atones,  bil4  of  iron  and  copper,  ud 
pi(wr»  of  cnonoy  worn  down  by  uonttaiit  aLtriliou  againil  encli  otb«r,  u 
well  as  hy  ihti  action  of  tlio  rtomadi  Itaelf.  In  the  stomach  of  uu«  of 
Uiese  bima  which  belonged  to  the  Muuigarie  of  George  the  I'onrtli, 
tberf*  wore  coiitaiiitHl  »unic  iwn'i  of  wood  of  «ouiiid(.'rabli*  «iz4>,  sminl 
liiri;<'  xiaW*,  ntid  a  lion's  i^g  L-uiirL-  uiid  uiiiujuivil,  pcrbapn  takpn  aa 
di-iicflcy  fronk  its  appetite  bcconiinif  capricious.  In  the  atoniacb 
naother,  b^^side  sevprnl  largo  cabbngo-ilstkE,  tb«ro  were  masitea  of  bri: 
of  thi!  t'ljM  of  a  mail'*  fisl.  Spurriuau  relates  that  he  aaw  ostrichet 
Uic  C^  »o  uinc  that  they  went  loose  to  and  from  the  fnnn,  but  tbnr 
were  ao  roraciouj  ns  to  swallow  chickc>ns  whole,  and  Iramplp  )i«ni  to 
dciitb,  tliiit  tlii-y  might  tear  them  in  pieces  afterward:!  and  dovour  ttHoi ; 
and  ont^  groat  barrel  of  a  bird  was  obliged  to  be  killed  on  account  of 
awkward  habit  he  had  acquired  of  tranipling  sheep  lo  death.  Itut 
bap  the  moat  striking  pruof  of  the  prowess  of  on  ostrich  in  the  n 
way,  is  that  afibrdcd  by  Ur.  Shaw,  who  saw  one  swallow  bulkt  after 
bulttJt  OS  fast  08  th«y  wuro  pitched,  scorching  hut  from  ibo  niauIdL 

In  a  very  amusing  arliclv  in  the  uighty-cigbth  number  of  "  1  louMbsld 
Word>,"  there  are  mentioned  some  uf  the  "  woitderful  swallows  "  uf  an 
(Mtricb,  which  was  not  loii^  sinc«  in  the  Zoological  (iardens.  Kegeot'i 
Fork,  A  carpcnivr  was  one  day  at  work  to  a  stabh;,  tlic  «de  of  wbkh 
was  opL-n  lo  a  coi'ner  of  the  cage  of  the  ottricli.  A  pretty  Dur*«n 
maid  cbaiicvd  to  pasH  thai  way,  and  the  carpenter  having  engag«d  bat 
in  eonveriialion,  ceased  bis  work  for  a  while,  and  stood  smiling  and 
chuiiiti^r  with  hi«  handt  behind  him,  iu  which  he  held  a  gimlet  be  had 
been  Li>ing.  Iii«  back  wat  towards  ilio  ca^c.  'Hie  oatrich  oliM!n>ed  tbe 
gimlctf  saw  that  it  was  nice,  nnd  darting  forth  his  licul  and  long  neck 
between  the  bars,  snapped  it  out  of  the  carpenter's  haadi.  llie  man 
turned  hastily  round,  but  before  Lo  coold  maLe  an  eiforl  to  regain  bis 
eimlcl,  the  uttncb  piw  a  toH  with  hii  head,  the  gimlet  iliaappenrrd, 
ois  nock  nude  a  stiff  arch  for  a  raotntsnt,  and  the  gimlet  was  safely 
down. 

But  the  perfominncm  of  the  bird  were  not  to  cease  with  ibia  fral ; 
his  reputation  wat  (o  have  otli«r  facta  to  rest  upon.     Not  long  after, 
HW  a  young  gi^Uuiwui  tXan^m^  UGWt  V\»  ca^^  ^%k-^'ji,af  lo  a  frie 
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hnifa  which  be  b&d  just  purduucd,  —  it  vat  a  nun^-bladvil  knlfp. 
Dirrctly  tho  ovtrich  caugbt  stf^lit  of  this,  he  knew  lliat  it  mutt  he  very 
Rooii  iiiiliHid.  Watching  his  opportunity,  he  made  a  sudden  dart  upon 
It,  and  cauglit  it  in  ht»  Wnk,  The  gontletnan  msde  a  rush  *t  tlir  bnr« 
gf  tho  caf^.  but  lh«  ostrich,  talciug  a  lung  strido  back,  Mood  uul  of 
rtucb  with  na  innolcnt  ^irnddle  in  iho  middle  of  bis  cage,  utd  with  one 
jerk  of  bis  neck,  bottod  tho  dfliciou*  ciirioitity. 

Tbc  ki-cpcri  watched  tht  bird,  uiid  eianiitied  hi*  cngc  »CTy  narrowly 
for  ■  loDji  time;  but  ao  tracctt  of  liis  preposteroui  fancies  were  ever 
rriitored  to  sight,  nrither  did  tb«  oilrich  oppear  in  any  dcgrco  incom- 
mudrd. 

Three  rooDth^  afler  these  perforniKaws,  the  ostrich,  fruin  sotno  un- 
known cause  or  othnr,  got  into  a  bad  utole  of  nttnd  with  tbc  h^n  of  \\m 
cage,  and  in  a  contctt  wbinU  ensued,  he  broke  bis  hack.  Ihs  death 
•peedily  followed,  and  a  pa^  mortem  examination  was  spct'dily  made, 
bill  no  trace  whxtovrr  oithcr  of  the  gimld  or  tbn  nuiny-hLidcd  knife 
WHD  diicovcrod  in  any  pun  »f  Inn  wonderful  interior. 

On«  of  the  predeeesBon  of  thin  bird  m  the  Gardens  had  tho  ill-luck  to 
siifTpr  from  hi>  t)ist«  for  such  diilicaacs  na  gimlcli  and  maiiy-bladcd 
kniTM,  fur  be  had  aucb  difilculiy  in  bolting  something  of  tlie  Hort,  th»t 
hit  neck  oever  recovered  tho  unnntnral  cnrre  it  then  iic<|uircd.  Hii 
lady  loato  regarding  thin  m  nn  outward  and  visible  ligii  of  i-flcmitincy 
unworthy  of  an  oilrich,  never  ccjised  from  thnt  moment  to  show  her 
contempt  by  louing:  and  worrying  hint  in  every  pmsiblc  way,  and  thn 
nyntein  nfhen-peckiug  pmecutioii  wus  carried  to  sucb  an  exWnt,  that  it 
wa*  found  necesMrt- 1»  sepunile  the  jtair,  without  consulting  tbc  mitbo- 
ritiea  of  Uoelon*  Commons. 

Far  diffirenC  wo*  the  behaviour  of  a  gallant  mate  in  the  Jardin  des 
Planto.  He  with  hia  spouM  had  long  lived  in  connubial  felicity,  wbm, 
unfortunately,  the  ekytiffht  over  their  heads  bsvitiff  been  broken,  a  tri- 
angular piece  of  glou  frll,  and  won  tn*tautly  snapped  up  by  the  lemale, 
who  regarded  itai  an  acceptable  olfering.  .Soon  a)ler  Mie  wns  taken  ill, 
and  divd  in  ((reat  agony.  Her  hody  bcin^f  opened,  llio  throat  and 
Ktninacii  were  found  drpaflfully  lacprnted  by  ilie  *hnrp  coriieni  of  the 
(ihus.  Hut  now  comes  the  pathetic  portion  of  the  tale.  From  the 
moment  that  h-e  foiiind  bimself  berefi  cX  his  mate,  the  survivor  had  wo 
rest.  Day  and  night  tliu  poor  bird  was  incnvantly  searching  for  her, 
luid  gradually  wasted  away.  Ho  waa  reinored  ffx>in  tbc  a|>ot,  in  thu 
liopo  thot  ill  now  scKincii  his  grioF  would  be  forgrotteo ;  hut  no  1  the 
nrrow  hud  vnlvred  into  his  soul  ;  hit  fruitle»,  unavailing  search  after 
hi*  lost  one  Mill  continued,  so  long  aa  strcnjttb  enabled  him  to  pursut? 
it,  and  then,  literally  conrtant  unto  doaih,  be  laid  himself  down  and 
died. 

The  feathers  of  the  o&trich,  which  piny  snch  an  important  part  in 
adorning  the  persons  of  the  living,  and  dtvorniing  llit*  funeronl  proces- 
flions  of  the  dvad,  arc  flivtingutsbcd  in  the  trade  of  the  fAtunatairr  by 
several  (giialitieii ;  thnac  of  the  male  ore  the  whitest  and  most  beautiful, 
■nd  the  t'eutliers  of  the  back,  and  above  llie  wing*,  bold  the  (intt  ptnce ; 
oeit  ihcMc  of  tlic  wings,  and  lastly  those  of  the  tail.  'I'he  down,  vary- 
ing in  len^h  frnm  four  to  fourteen  inches,  is  merely  the  feathers  of  the 
uihcr  ])aru  of  the  body,  am)  ts  black  in  the  niali-s,  grey  in  the  female*. 
The  finest  white  feathers  of  the  female  have  nlways  their  ends  a  little 
greyish,  which  lessen*  their  liittro  and  lowers  tlieir  price.     Tlic  feathers 
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nrv  imported  fVDin  Algier*,  Tunia,  AlcxMiIra,  M«4inecar,  and 
gal :  the  first  obuining  the  highest  pric«,  th«  lact  tli«  lowvst, 

Tlic  fir«t  tiling  i*  to  scour  tlir  frathcn,  wbtch  u  done  by  tying  tli< 
in  bundle*,  utid  rubbing  thrin  w«ll  with  tbe  Iwnd  in  ■  InilKrr  of  soft|>  ami 
nter,  nfl^r  which  tbcv  arv  nn!>c<l  in  clean  hot  wster.  Thpy  sro  ih«i 
btraohril  by  wnihing  tirsl  with  S|ian)«h  white,  then  arc  pasird  <]uicklT 
through  a  weak  solution  iif  iniUgv.  nod  the  prnccM  is  coiu|ilcttfd  by  ex- 
{loitng  ihpm  to  the  Pimm  of  rulphur,  ttter  whi«)i  thvy  nrv  hung  upon 
cords  to  dry.  An  miinb  of  the  beauty  of  oxtrich  fcolbcrs  di^pcnds  upon 
their  grsc^ful  pHntiility.  they  generally  require  to  be  acraiicd  with  g)mt 
to  render  th<>m  pliant:  and  the  curly  form  so  adtnirM.  ib  gnea  bjr 
drawinji  the  odgtr  of  a  hliint  knife  nvrr  thn  liliiineol*.  Thvy  are  tbra 
iji-H.  Thf  prora-.t*  of  dying  liWic  iieeda  no  prvparaliuii ;  but  fw 
rvcpiTiDg  the  other  colours  ii  is  neceuary  tliat  th*y  should  be  bicactud 
1<y  rspoeure  to  the  oun  snd  drw;  nnd  a  bleaching  ground  prVMni*  a 
very  singular  appraniHcp.  M-cmtng  for  nil  the  world  as  if  it  was  l>«iii 
a  luiuriani  crop  of  fwilher*,  ready  lo  be  mown  ;  for  e«tb  PwUhcr 
■turk  Kingly  in  I  he  f^nim,  and  left  for  fiftren  days,  aft«r  whicli  ii 
rendy  l«  recett«  the  ino»t  dclicfttr  idiadm  of  pink  or  oilier  colour. 

By  the  naliv««  lb«  fvalhcr*  are  littk  uted  ;  bat  a.  curioua  siat«-n»ni< 
is  made  by  Captain  Lyons,  lo  the  cfi'ect  that  nt  all  the  towns  of  Sockna, 
Hooii,  ami  Wadui,  it  is  customary  to  kr«p  oUrichei  tatnc  in  slab! 
and  to  take  throe  cuttings  of  their  featbera  every  two  years  ;  and 
~    lis,  ihat  tho  jrreater  part  of  the  fine  fcnthcra  amt  to  Europe  ue  fi 

ne  birds ;  as  the  plumatfe  of  (Iw  wild  is  geiiflrnlly  m  rig^Ml  and  loi 
thai  not  nbcjvc  hnlf  n  diMi^  perfect  while  fuatbern  can  Ire  found  in  meh. 
We  have  not  bi'etr  able,  however,  to  verify  ihia  Bsscrtion. 

To  all  tn;rl>>^htDeD  the  triad  of  ostrich  feFillu<r«  hut  a  peculiar  chami 
as  the  espveinl  crc«t  of  thi!  Priaee  of  Wales.      HoiDantic   is   the  liisU) 
cooavctcd  wiih  ibis  well-known  bad^e,  which  in  its  adoptiou  waa 
Btained  with  blood  ;  for  at  thv  battle  of  Cressy  no  (quarter  waa 
and  nearly  forty  thou»aiid  good  men   and  true,  of  the  b4-»t  blood 

France,  iben  fielded  up  their  lives.     Hut  of  all  ihe  sad  incidents 

oc^cnrred  that  aay,  ihor?  was  none  more  louchinir  than  thai  which  iiurk«l 
tin-  doling  KCcnt:  nf  the  life  of  the  brave  old  King  of  Bohemia  whose 
crest  was  the  usiricU  {lUime.  IJames,  in  bi»  "  History  of  Edward  ibt 
Third."  (bus  describM  it: — **  And  first  the  Marqiiu  Cbarlea,  Eli 
Emperor,  resiBted  the  Prince  wilh  great  cjnirnge,  Iml  bis  banner  wi 
benipn  to  th4>  ground,  his  men  slalu  mistrahly  aboui  him,  and  h 
wounded  in  three  pUecu  of  hi*  body;  wherifore,  thou^-h  tint  w»i 
much  difficulty,  he  turned  his  horee  nnd  radi-  om  of  llw  liclJ,  haviof 
cast  away  hit  rt):\\  armour,  that  he  might  not  be  known.  Tho  msmi* 
whilo  his  falber,  John.  Kiti^  of  Uohi.'mia,  who  was  son  to  the  noble 
Empvror,  Henry  of  Luxcmburgh,  although  be  waa  nearly  blind  wilk 
age.  when  he  uiidentood  how  the  day  was  like  to  go,  asked  bis  caplaint 
what  hsd  become  of  the  Lord  Charles  his  son  ?  They  told  him  that 
they  knew  uot.  but  that  they  suppnsffd  bim  sooewlicfe  in  ilie  beat  of 
aclioi).  Then  the  good  old  King,  niolvin^  by  so  means  (o  disgmoe  hit 
former  viclories  nnd  mncel  ihe  glorv  uf  his  youth  by  a  degcnerous  oU 
age,  (aid  unto  them,  '  Genilcmen.  you  ore  my  ram,  my  ooin|>anioiia  aaJ 
friends  in  this  et|iedtiinn.  I  only  now  d<'sire  ihia  Isat  piece  »f  servioi 
from  you — that  vou  would  brinjc  uie  fumnrd  so  near  lo  thc»tt  Hogt 
tBfa,  tluit  1  luA)  AcaI  aww^t^  \'n«m  wm  ii^iyA  «>.tQ^  «iili   toy  bw. 
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The}'  all  »ud  they  would  obey  him  to  th«  dMtli  ;  and  lot  bj'  ftny  ox- 
trrniity  tliey  tbuuld  be  tepanted  rr»on  liiiu,  tliey  nil  with  on«  cohmm 
tied  the  reins  nf  tlieir  hortea  ooe  to  anatlier.  and  so  attended  their 
llnvnl  M.ulcr  into  bntllr.  Thrre  tbiK  valUnl  old  hrro  bad  his  dp*in), 
tmii  cnmv  boldly  up  to  iliv  I'riiicv  of  NVaK-9,  aiid  ^ave  more  ib&n  one,  or 
four  or  6ve  gtood  &trakp»,  and  fought  couTBKeausly,  as  also  did  all  bit 
InrtU  and  othrrs  ahuul  liim.  But  thuy  ctigngcd  ihentselvra  >o  far  that 
thL-re  iliL'y  w«re  all  tlstD,  and  the  nvxt  day  found  dead  about  th«  body 
of  their  Kintt,  and  th«r  bonua'  liriillvK  tiod  togctltrr. 

'•Tiion  were  tbu  amis  of  that  noMo  KiiiK  (btiiig  ibe  ontricli  fiiithcrii, 
viltb  the  inotlo  'Icii  DiRN/B^ilying  '  1  ivkve,')  taken  and  won  by  ibo 
PrinrG  of  Wales,  in  whuse  moiaory  ifaey  have  ever  tinua  beoa  called 
I  he  Prince's  Arm*." 

It  appears,  bowotcr,  that  the  same  dcvico  had  been  previoLuly  Kurii 
by  a  former  Sovereign,  *■  Fur,"  says  Gulllini,  in  hi*  "  Display  of  Ile- 
rnldry,"  "  ihp  a»inch  feather*  in  pliitne  were  lunietiuiiis  also  lliv  device 
of  King  Stdphirn,  who  gave  them  itiUi  this  word,  '  Vt  .vlli.a  I.vvkhti- 
Ti'ioaW):  \o  Jojve  af/ert  lieir /iuAien  ;  '  alluding  to  tlie  fold  and  fait 
ol'  the  feather  ;  which  howsacvcr  tliu  wind  may  shake  it  o.-innol  disorder 
it :  an  likewiie  is  the  condition  of  kings  and  kin^^donis  well  cxttibliKhed.'* 

The  drath  of  the  blind  old  King  ot'  Bohi-ini.a  rcculli  to  tniud  an  inoi- 
dfiil  which  occurred  at  iho  battle  of  Walcrluo.  and  which  dinplajK,  in  a 
rciiiaikablt'  dt.>t(iee,  chivalric  bearing.  During  ihv  beat  and  fury  of  (be 
light,  n  very  distinguinhed  llrilisb  cavalry  officer,  who  had  lost  bis  right 
srin  IB  one  of  the  Peninsular  actions,  led  on  a  dragoon  regiiuetit  tu  the 
charge.  In  tho  meUe  which  followed,  he  found  himtelf  onpoMd  to  a 
powerful  French  ol9c»r,  vho  raised  bi«  sword  to  lifw  him  down.  But, 
suJdeuIy  perceiving  the  belpleMness  of  his  auldguaisl,  who  made  shift 
to  manage  bts  sword  with  bis  lefl  hand,  holdinK  the  bridle  between  his 
teeth — the  jiallant  Frenchman  suddenly  jiauscd,  broiiglit  his  sward  to 
the  "  satule,"  bowed,  and  galloped  on  to  meet  some  foe  more  worthy  of 
his  proweas.  The  English  officer,  who  sunircd  the  battle,  made  jjreal 
exertiuos  to  discover  who  the  French  officer  was,  but  wax  nnvrr  able  to 
obtain  the  dighieitt  clue  :  probably  •  sabro  or  a  bullet,  less  nierciful 
than  he,  had  stretched  him  on  the  field. 

Tha  great  iwiflneis  of  the  ostrieh  depend*  not  merely  upon  tlio 
length  and  streng^lh  of  its  leg's  or  the  aid  it  receives  from  its  pbim«il 
wings,  but  we  nuiit  take  into  consideration  in  addiliui),  the  fact  that  its 
bones,  liko  those  of  otlier  birds,  nru  permeated  by  air,  aad  are  thna 
lighter  thnu  thoM  of  animals.  The  feathers,  too,  are  peculiar;  instead 
of  the  shaft  being,  as  is  commonly  tli«  case,  un symmetrically  placed  aa 
regards  the  barbs,  it  is  exactly  in  the  middle,  and  ibc  barbnim  arc  loii^ 
and  locic.  The  accessory  plume,  too,  Is  wanting  in  the  ostrich.  In  th« 
emn,  on  the  contrary,  the  accessory  plume  equals  the  original  feather, 
•o  that  the  quill  anpports  two  shafts:  and  in  thi?  enssowary,  besides  the 
double  feather,  then  is  also  a  second  accessory  plume,  so  th.it  the  qnill 
supports  three  di«tinRt  shafls  and  vanes.  " 

To  Mr.  Charles  Darwin  ornitbologi^ts  nra  indebtod  for  the  know- 
ledge of  the  fact,  that  there  arc  two  distinct  species  of  ostrich  iiihabiliug 
Sonih  America.  Tlie  first  is  the  HAea  JiuMTKaiM,  a  well-known  gpecica 
abounding  over  the  plains  of  Noribcm  PuiagonJa  und  the  Prolines*  of 
La  Plato.  It  has  not  crosved  the  Cordillera,  but  baa  been  aeen  within 
the  first  ranfce  of  mounlsia*  on  the  Uspallaia  plain,  elevated  belwcen 
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ilx  And  serm  tbounaii(]  fn-L     Tiitsc.  b'lnb,  ibougb  genenUly  fc«dinf>  oe 
vegoMl>1«  iDAtter,  hive  been  Epcn  to  [fo  hi  graiipi  of  three  and  Tour  te 
the  cxtouaive  mud-lMDlu,  wh'tdi  nr«  then  dry,  at  lE.thia  l}l«nca,  for  thr 
iMqwBe  of  cBtchinK  snmll  finh,  aiid  ihojr  iriU  readily  take  to  the  wurr. 
Mr.  King  »w  ntirictMti  on  MTflTitl  oecnsiuns  •«immii)f;  from  uUnd  u 
i>bnd  at  Port  Valdco,  in  Pntagonin,  uid  the  Bay  of  Snn  Bias.      Wbca 
awimming,  vrry  liulc  of  thi-ir  bodirit  appeftrs  aboTc  vuer;  thdr  pngna 
i*  *1aw,  and  their  ncckii  ar«  cxtmidod  forwnrd.     On  tvo  occaaioiM  Mr. 
Darwin  saw  oi trie hrs  swimiuin^  nrrma  the  Santa  CruK    riv«r,  where  k 
was  about  four  hundred  yards  broait  and  the  Mroan  ra|Hd.    Mr  Uanrlo 
went  out  hunting  od«  dir  at  Itahia  Blnnn.  tba  m«n  rtdinfr  in  a  crMMOl, 
each   about   a  quarter  nf  a  inilti  apart  from  the  other.      A  6a*  mA 
oMricb  beini;  tumnl  liv  ibr  Itcadmont  riders,  tried  to  etotpo  on  one  ude. 
TI10  Ciincho*  puniued'  at  a  r«ckl«8a  |>a«*,  twisting  their   haran  ahcM 
willt  ibu  tuott  admimlilt!  eommond,  and  each  man  whiHin)r  tb«  "  bobh' 
or  balls,  rouad  hi»  hoad.     At  lengtli  the  forenort  threw  tbrai  rerolri^r 
through  tbL-  air;  in  an  instant  th«  oatricb  T(ril«d  over  and  over,  ila  l*g* 
fairtj  Uabod  together  by  the  thong.     Tbe»e  ball*  can   bo  thrown  fFom 
00  biarwhRck  to  ibn  distance  of  eifrhtv  vardi.  and  a  strikiofr  proof  of 
Uieir  «flect  was  afforded  at  lh«  FalietaDd  Islandfi  wh«n   the  Sponianli 
murdered  n)l  the  LiiglUh  and  tome  of  their  own  ciMintrvin«ti  alto.     A 
young  Spnniitrd  wan  miming  auray.  when  a  great  tall  Indian,  LuoisDo  b* 
name,  cninn  at  full  ^lop  after  him,  ihouting  to  him  to  atop,  aoil  HTtt^ 
Hint  he  only  wanted  to  speak  to  him.     Th«  Spiuianl  dtstrualing  MB 
continued  his  flighl>  and  jtitt  ai  ha  wai  on  the  point  of  reaching  tte 
boat,  Lncijino  ihnif  the  balls.    They  stmck  him  00  the  legs  wtlh  laA 
a  jerk  as  to  throw  him  down  and  render  bim  for  some  time  immsiU&J 
After  Luciano  Imd  had  hii  Ulk,  the  man  was  alluwMl  In  escape,  but  hat* 
Iii^B  were  nnaikcd  with  great  wheal*,  a>  if  he  had  been  Qof{gvd  wilb  a 
heavy  whip. 

Tlw  weond  ipccien  tn  which  the  name  of  RJua  Daneinii  has  hecn 
applied  by  Mr.  (iuuld,  takes  the  place  of  the  fornKr  fpeda, — Rbaa 
Anierieanat  in  Soulhcrti  I'Bta^onia.  tlie  part  about  Itio  N^ro  being 
uetUral  ground.  The  llrst  notice  Mr.  Darwin  bad  of  thb  apeoaa  wai 
hi  Bccidentallv  hearing  thv  (iuacboi  talking  of  a  T«Ty  rara  htri,  the 
Areftmi  Petise ;  afterwards,  when  among  the  Pttagonian  IiHliaiis  ui 
the  Strait*  of  Ma^llan,  Mr.  Darwiii  found  a  half-bred  Indian  who  had 
lived  (ome  yearn  with  this  tribe,  but  hnd  been  born  in  the  Nonbfn 
Provinwa.  On  beiu^  astked  if  be  had  erer  henrd  of  the  Aveatnu 
Pelise,  he  answered  by  saying,  "  Why  there  are  none  olhera  in  tb«M 
Southern  Counttie*:"  and  afti^rwartU,  tnnny  of  these  birds  were  ■riai. 
their  diftiinciiTC  charai-tcm  Iiein^  ihat  (hi-y  are  light  brown  in  pUoo  of 
grey,  and  tl>e  bird  altagvther  siualler  tliau  the  Itbea  Americana. 

In  ihc  year  of  grace,  1839)  there  waa  brought  Axmu  New  Zcalaikk 
by  Mr.  Kulv,  a  mott  hopolesK-looking  omnos  ftagmeot.  jutt  th«  middta 
of  a  thisb-boiiti,  wilhout  a  acrop  of  cither  end  rctnainbig.  Tbin,  whicJ) 
iDOtit  fenotm  wonld  have  regarded  witli  dctpairt  wu  placed  in  the  bandt 
of  the  gr«>n(  aiilhority  in  such  lantlcra,  with  a  rcqucit  lluit  he  would 
einle  to  whal  ereatiire  it  had  belonged. 

After  a  corrful  eianiination,  Frofaaor  Uwen,  in  a  iMper  read  brrora 
the  Zixdogie*!  Society,  on  the  13th  of  November,  1839  (and  which 
paper  ia  one  of  the  mott  remarkable  example*  of  acvlc inductive  reaNMf 
ug  ever  pubtbbcd),  annouDccd  that,  *'  So  far  aa  my  »kill  in  iniMpreling 
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an  otiacftUH  fruftneiit  niuy  b«  crc'dilcd,  I  am  nilliiig-  (o  risk  th«  repitUlioa 
for  it  on  tha  fUt«ni«nt  that  th«r«  hti»  <>xi<trtl,  if  thvrn  Jom  not  now 
rxiiit,  in  New  Zoalaad,  •  Stnithiou»  Bird,  nt-arty,  if  tiot  quite  equal  in 
ti*t!  to  llw!  oilrich.*' 

Ttiie  aiiiioiiiKCnKit  erm|«<l  not  a  litllo  alir  in  (bv  scivniific  world; 
but  at  tliri-v  yrarit  pajiiietl  away  without  any  confirmation  of  t!i«  opiitian. 
certain  wisv  men  loukoJ  mlrn  vtsc,  and  pruiiouiici.-il  tliat  t)i<!  ProtcMor 
fur  once  "  lind  made  a  misUke,"  But  a  tritimphant  vindication  was  at 
haiiil,  vveiu  frnin  to  unpromising  a  ipot  bi  I'overty  llav,  in  the  *!iap«  of 
two  guoiily  boaea  crammed  full  of  bonea^  wbicb  lookea  aa  if  ih-ey  wera 
tile  rcmaitit  of  wma  antcditurial  pic-niCi  whvre  tbc  ^auti  of  tbo«o  days 
lind  been  picking;  the  tcafl'olding  of  the  coutencs  of  a  Uroliil'rKnusian  pie ; 
and  tbe  curiosity  conD«ct«d  with  ihr  (aid  bones  was  li«igbt<^rd  by  a 
duUffhlfuUy  myitcriouM  liinlory  coinmutiicatud  with  them  by  Ibv  gctitlo- 
man  from  whom  they  wero  sent.  I'or  ibe  respectable  natire*.  spi^akint; 
of  cauT«e  by  the  card,  had  infonood  bim  tbnt  the  boDcs  bplongvd  to  a 
family  of  DXIraordiDary  moaittMV,  one  of  wlioiu  wui  siill  in  ciiilvncf-  in 
an  iuacecviihle  cavern  on  the  Ma  of  a  hill  near  the  Uiv«r  Wniron,  and 
that)  like  the  lady  in  tbo  fairy  talra,  this  crraluro  w&a  j(«loitsly  guarded 
b}'  a  >ort  of  huge  liznrd  or  dragon.  Mr.  Willinmi  treated  thc»o  stories 
OS  id!«  fkblcs,  but  some  time  after  was  a  little  suggered  by  a  lort  of 
com>boratioD  of  the  talo ;  for  hnpjwning  to  speak  to  nn  Amrrican  sboiii 
tli<T5C  bout's,  hc-  vtaK  told  by  him  llint  the  bird  wa5  ntill  iu  i-iinteiicc  iii 
the  neigh  bo  urhooit  of  Cloudy  Bay,  iu  Cook's  Straits,  and  that  the  nativoa 
tbrrn  had  mciitiuui-'d  to  an  Eiigti^hmui  of  n  whaling  party,  thai  there 
was  a  bird  of  emraordinary  sise,  lo  b*  seen  oiily  at  night,  oi>  the  side  of 
a  bill  near  there.  Our  country-man,  with  a  companion  and  n  natirti 
l^ide,  w<tnt  to  tbc  «pot  on  murdorou*  thought*  inlcmt,  and  af^er  wailing 
■omc  time,  they  saw  the  creature  at  a  liuk  didCancc,  towering  to  the 
height  of  loinething  liko  sixteen  feet,  One  of  the  men  wu  said  to  have 
proposed  logo  nvnr  and  taku  a  ihot  nt  !l,  but  tbo  other  vraa  ao  utterly 
terrifit'd  that  Uiey  cooleiitcd  thcmsftlvM  witli  lookiog ;  and  after  a  lime, 
the  ntonater  took  the  alunii,  and,  in  almoit  seven-league  booU,  ntrcMlw 
away  up  the  aide  of  the  inuuiiiiiin. 

Prufi-Kiior  Owen  soon  dcicmiiDed  that  tb«  bone*  acnl  to  him  were 

fKtrtiona  of  a  gignntic  bird  allied  to  the  ottrich,  and  the  publication  of 

this  nnnouitcoiueiit,  stimulating  iii(]uiry  in  Kew  Z<!ntnnd,  box  afler  box, 

full  of  interesting  specimens,  found  their  way  to  ihc  College  of  Sur- 

geuni,  and  proved  the  exiiilciie(>,  at  no  very  roraote  {M-riod  in  the  Inland 

of  Now  Zealand,  of  at  tea-it  sit  different  «pcci4'-»  of  l>inomii  (as  the  bird 

has  been  named),  the  largest  certainly  not  leu  than  ten  fcot  in  height ; 

nnd  in  tlif  elotjuent  word»  of  iho  Profomor,  "  itithoul  giving  the  ntin  to 

a  too  exuberant  fancy,  we  may  takv  a  retroiipeclivr  glance  at  the  scene 

of  a  fair  bland,  offering,  by  the  will  of  a  bountiful  I'ruridence,  a  nlU 

sprcad  table  to  a  raee  of  antraated  beinga  peculiarly  adapt<Td  to  onjny  it :

elusion,  that  the  bird  aiwroacbed  the  oUrieh  in  its  main  chara 
but  WAi  of  a  less  slender  nuke  than  it,  nnd  wax  pruVobly  a' 
linua  bigger  thau  the  largest  known  bird  of  thai  class!

SiiuRTLY  aft^r  tnj  arrival  in  Lundon/I  vras  aent  off  to  Tooting  scliool ; 
but  thcCbriitmcui  holiduyiduly  arrivod ;  and,  with  thoni,  my  nrchilcctunl 
itudid  were  reiiuned.  I  revisited  St.  Paul't  with  undiminifhing  deltglil, 
snd  «iivi«)  every  priut  of  it  wliicli  ap])Cttred  in  the  Rhup  windowt. 
Having  poMPWcd  myiwir  of  one,  I  made  a  copy  of  it  in  Iiidian-ink  ;  and 
my  mO'tlKr  wu  perittps  moro  channed  with  her  Mn's  work,  than  she  liad 
*m  be«n  irith  the  Teritabl*  itructun>  it»oIf.  Tin.-  fnct  ie,  tho  liad  se«n 
St.  Pvt«r'i  nt  Ronin ;  and  uny  id<4i  of  it*  being  iirtilled  Ly  Ihc  London 
cathedral  waa  kept  under,  as  in  some  mcuurc  dislionouring  her  prid«  at 
t  traveller;  forajournoy  to  tha  "eternal  city ,"  w))«n  iilic  vai  a  girl, 
wt»  by  no  iiieuiii  so  easy  a  matter  aa  it  aftertvarda  became.  Tlie  pro- 
duction of  this  copy,  howuTGr,  was  in  truth  of  imporititicr.  It  acquainted 
nw  with  all  tho  detuls  of  t)i«  building,  and  uttiuiatcly  terrti  tu  the 
credcTitinl  on  which  my  pratd^^sions  ae  an  arch!t«ctural  atud«jit  wero 
bvourably  admitted,  ft  woa  the  wonder  of  my  school-fcUowi ;  and  my 
drawing-maiter  dnbbod  me  with  the  title,  which  of  all  othcn  wa(  dearcat 
to  my  ambition.  "Well  done,  youm  Sir  Christopher,"  (aid  he;  and 
"  young  Sir  Chrittopher  "  bccsamo  my  nick-nnme  through  the  school. 

AfW  St.  Paul'*,  Wettmiiutur  Abbey  came  upon  me  like  a  gloomy 
divcun.  The  awe  inspired  by  the  altitude  and  length  of  ite  dini  per- 
qMctiTc,  partook  more  of  i/rfa<i  tlinn  of  the  sublime  emotion  occasioned 
by  Wrm'j  cupola.  Tho  Abbey  waa  perhaps  admitted  as  the  more 
"  romantic  "  in  a  supeTBtitious  mum  of  tlio  w»rd;  but,  liowc»cr,  uncon- 
■doiHlyi  1  wai  certainly  leas  charmed  by  the  "  cinrkness  viuble  ~  of 
Gothic  myslery,  than  by  that  expreasion  of  the  expanuvc  ftilnQsa  of  the 
light  of  Truth  which  the  Greco-Roninn  Church  prcscntrd.  Whether  from 
Obtain  undefined  oiiiocialioni,  or  otiicrwiw,  1  thi-u  felt  (what  I  have 
never  c«a»cd  to  feel),  that  there  is  in  Oothie  architecture  an  imperfeet 
oiviliiutiott, — a  quciitionahlc  "Cathotictty," — n  highly  poliihcd  and  par- 
tial intelligence,  acting  on  an  enslaved  and  general  ignorance, — an  im- 
jKuinp  aplendour,  holding  in  avre  Uie  eroduloua  multitude, — a  »on)vthIrig 
signifying  tho  "  madneat  of  the  many  tor  the  gain  of  the  few," — an 
expression  of  some  subtle  concealment, — a  sort  of  serpent  fasdnation, 
which  attracts  in  spite  of  reluctanee,  and  which  craftily  wins  the  bcholdor 
onward  to  »omc  dark  and  irrotricTablo  conclusion  I  It  suggests  the  notion 
of  a  boat  gliding  impereeptibly  on  a  slow  but  sun»-moving  current  in  a 
narrow  rocky  pass,  "lieiMath  tlie  shade  of  melancholy  bougtia,"  towards 
th«  enveloping  gloom  of  some  cave  of  the  ffma»

Tfaeie  WM  way  enough  for  thu  forward  progiw*  of  begui  W  feet,  but  nat 
exjiBitRc  enough  for  the  "  noiil'*  elbow  rcK>iii.*     Though  I  couM  not 
Bon  upon  thoo  things  at  the  time,  thdr  eu^etiTO  idta  wms  withb 
Tho  dm  poetry  I  vvor  nod  was  Cowpcr'*,  and  ]v  liad  taught  me,  tb 
«  tnie  pittj  u  cliisMful  lu  the  duv."     1   fcll  thai  '*  Poela'  oomw"  w»1 
the  Bafuft  place  in  the  Abbey ;  for  the  outer  door  wm  always  ofM.ii  to  thr 
world,  and  we  were  there  permitted  to  go  in  and  out  at  pleamre.  with* 
out  being  followed  hj  a  Uaelc  turnkey,  over  locking  iron  gati;*  brhirid  im- 
Shiilispcant'i  inonument  wusM;  altar-piece  of  this  part  of  the  Icniiile;  but 
1  read  thi»  amenJeii  quotation  from  Ihi!  "  Tempest "  with  limited  benefit  H 
for,  in  truth,  it  ta-ye  not  all  that  Shnktpcaro  mnuit,  utd  Icmtm  unprv> 
nounccd  tlic  Tcr>-  niontl  and  pilh  of  the  real  pusage^     Profptro*  intm- 
tion  it  not  inon^ly  to  declan!  the  petithabiHty  of  "  eloud-eapp'd  towefiv 
fforgcouK  pnlnern.  Holcmn  temples,  liie  great  gloW  and  it*  inhorilonta,*— 
but  to  ahow,  that  vicu  "  are  nuch  «tutf  as  dreams  are  made  of;**  aad  that 
their  "  little  life  is  rounded  with  a  sleep :"  i.e.  that  our  tempocil  being  ii 
as  a  little  floating  iiilantl  on  the  (urrounding  ocean  of  ctontity,  "  trtsofc 
ttantial "  as  tlic  "  pageant  imie^  "  which  the  niagician  had  plared  bef 
the  "  mind'i  eye  "  of  Ferdinand  and  Sfiraiida.     It  is  not  the  deitruetioo ' 
of  retd  things ;  hut  the  cvarcscence  of  mere  "  dreams,"  which  never  had  I 
■ubstanee,  and  which,  tlierefor^  "leevA  not  a  wrack  behind."     Thcstj 
partial  quotations  from  Shaktpeare,  without  strict  Tefercnce  to  the  cob- 
lingcnt  circumstance*  which  belong  to  them,  aT«  mt  injarious  to  the 
dopth  and  fulness  of  liii  meaning. 

The  tomli  of  Lady  Niglitingule  aided  to  ndvance  the  Gothic  glOMo  of 
the  Abbey.     There  1  saw  the  OniTe's  victory  and  r>eath'fl  stinj; ;  not 
the  comforting  auurance  of  HIM  who  has  vani^uiihed  both.     Whatever 
the  perfec^on  uf  the   sculpture,  ita  inHucnce  upon  the  heart  was  amply'. 
distroMing;   and  its   co-operation  wiih  iudigestioa,  during  subseqiMit'i 
lltep,  prnJuctive  of  night  mare ! 

On  Henry  the  ScA-mth's  Chapel  I  had  erer  thought,  h  one  of  th» 
world's  wonders ;  and  I  willingly  received  it  as  such.  It  was  the 
"  niogicfd"  interior  I  hud  sc«n,  and  suggested  to  memory  GoldBmith't' 
dc«cription  of  the  (irotto  of  Antiporoc.  It  was  quite  a  Chtislmaa  spvc- 
tacloi  and,  in  the  bright  light  of  a  dear  December's  day  fmade  ttw 
whiter  by  the  fatJcti  snow  on  th«  ejctemal  objecla  arouiidX  looked  all 
■dele  and  stalspctite.  The  wax-work  figure*,  in  real  e«stumc,  startled  ma 
with  strange  emotions  of  the  "  deadly  lively "  kind  ;  but  I  had 
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fipccimcnt  of  a  kindred  ■art  at  Wol^-crhmnploii  Pair,  and  fell  that  there 
vrat  a  loinething  odd  in  tho  oonv«ision  of  an^  part  of  so  gnre  a  i  true- 
st the  Abbey  into  a  tn'opennjr  ihavr.  StilF,  it  seemed  of  a  pirci>  with 
the  TBiicd  cntcrtii!niiii:nti  of  Ctintlmas ;  iind  thiit  fuaton  never  returns 
vithout  a  revival  of  the  memory  of  my  first  yisit  to  WestminsUr  Abbey. 
The  sombro  mnj^ilicencft  of  its  tomb«,  the  gorgcoun  eBect  of  ita  pniiitcd 
vrindowi,  uiid  tlie  KUfentilioua  atmosphere  of  its  entire  interior,  Ich  upon 
my  minJ  a  la^tinit  impnesBion,  which  tho  thousand  spcctaeular  exhibitions 
of  tho  continrntnl  Roniiili  churches  have  never  eflkccd. 

The  Blcnfile  and  expansive  ^andeur  of  \V«Mmins1er  Hall  was  admit- 
ted as  mora  nearly  rivalling;  tlie  effuiit  of  St.  Paul's  interior.  There  was 
the  want,  however,  of  that  upward  remoteneas,  vihidi  is  wo  remailcable  in 
th«  misty  view  of  the  vault  of  the  great  cone,  as  it  is  seen  through  the 
opening  of  the  lower  cupola  in  Wren's  building.  Slill,  it  proved  that 
ni^  i/mpatliy  for  barent&l  magnilicenc«  was  greater  than  tlio  yielding  to 
ecclouaatical  golhicism ;  uid  I  thought  the  carptoitci  of  the  knighu  a 
greater  eraftiinan  than  tho  mn*on  at  the  priests. 

Inigo  JoneaV  Banqueting  Hall  was  next  shown  to  ro«;  hut  I  waanot 
yet  educated  to  its  merits,  I  thought  it  elegant,  but  not  impoBlng;  and 
tny  young  injignntion  fired  (as  my  old  ona  doei')  at  hcariiig  Inigo  plot-ed 
before  Sir  ChriHtopher. 

But,  even  after  the  wonder  of  Su  Paul's,  there  waa  wonder  still  in 
atoro ;  and  the  interior  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  as  it  tJien  existed, 
nearly  ■ukvert(^d  tho  remainder  of  my  "  fire  wits,"  Tlie  crush  at  the 
pit  door  wO'Uld  have  been  excellent  fun,  if  it  had  not  been  a  little  too 
■ufibeating,  and  if  the  selHsh  burly  fellows  about  mo  had  not  been  a  little 
too  carelesi  of  (he  damage  they  were  doing  to  a  delicate  young  gattleman't 
hat  and  hecltt.  Sly  good  fatlier-in-Iaw,  however,  got  mo  in,  at  the  coat 
of  «Amc  willingly  endured  injury;  and  I  was  fortunate  in  being  [ilnenl  to 
far  down  the  pit,  aa  to  have  the  one  shilling  gallery  {now,  I  beliiive,  the 
sixpenny)  in  sight.  The  three  thousand  in  the  house  appeared  more 
like  thirty  thousand.  Had  1  not  sun  London,  I  aliould  not  hnvo  known 
there  bod  been  so  many  people  in  the  world.  The  population  of  my 
world  seemed  to  be  collected  in  a)]  their  degrees  of  runic  and  fashion. 
the  itttrs  seemed  to  have  Uft  their  places  in  the  heavens,  to  gUtLer  in 
the  chandeliers  of  this  microeoim  of  the  univane  I  I  thought  the  Prince 
Regent  and  all  the  avaiUble  court  must  be  there ;  and  I  was  tiattered 
into  tlie  belief  that  they  very  liksly  icer^  there,— mo^'-  '  ^"^  young 
enough  to  bo  orcrwholmed  by  the  oplendours  of  gilding,  and  colour,  and 
cut  gloss;  and  old  enough  to  be  sriitible  to  the  channs  of  lovelineu 
in  all  it*  natuml  radiance  and  artificial  bediseiiment. 

Tho  piny  was  "Guy  Mannering,"  I  think,  just  brought  out.  The 
ortTture,  with  all  it*  Scotch  aira,  wat  juti  suil«d  to  the  extent  of  my 
iniisieal  education.  The  row  among  the  "  gods"  was  very  much  what  I 
remembered  as  having  prevailed  among  a/i  the  orders  of  beings  who 
filled  the  Wokerhampton  Theatre,  tn  celebntu  tho  downfall  of  "frost- 
bitten Honey."  When  the  curtain  drew  up,  1  dmv  «>  long  a  brvalh, 
tliat  the  cxhnlatory  reaction  woa  all  but  paralysed.  The  glee  of  "tliu 
winds  whistle  coM"  rettored  me.  I  was  a  little  disappoinud  at  weing 
tlie  Ci>loneJ  and  Mu*  MaHn^ring,  with  Henry  and  Luey  lUrirom 
w^ldiig  about  in  plob  dothos ;  but  the  i>i>ntiNii;  (in  the  person  of 
LiitMi)  imprewed  me  with  commingled  Imdiugs  of  smuMmant  end  re- 
Bpecti  Dandie  Dinfnoni  (Emery)  made  me  laugh  fearleMly;   C/uwt* 
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WM  T«j  like  the  lawyer  who  Iind  "  done  for"  my  poor  inoUier.' 
Dirk  Itattfrici  (Tokilj)  i>iit  nic  inlo  a  plciwing  sUte  of  «pjM»hc: 
The  grand  pcrsoTi  of  th*  drainn.  howi'ver,  wm   Mtg  Merrilut 
EgerWn).     Tlie  /,«./y  ^fa^>r^^l,  wlioni  1  had  ween  some  month*  bd 
the  Woltcrhninploii  Th<:alte,  was  nolUinf;  to  the  lady  Mey;   mud  1 
e«rtainly  u«n  nothiiift  of  the   kind   Hiitec,  not  hannj[  witm 
ndmiltud   rirnl   iinp«nionntii)n   ot*   Alias  Cuabnmn.

The  play  wiu  foHowed  hy  the  Pantomime  of  "  Harlequin  Qi  " 
I  WAS  not  Icse  8niaz<ed  than  amused.     The  real  beauty  of  ai 
"uiircul  mockery"  or  the  tiick*  and  vliangps.  the  grneo  of 
and  the  three  Miiteii  Dennett,  the  ([roie*qui-  a[>ix.-aranoe  and  peril 
of  that  prince  of  old  fooU  Pdntalflon,  nnd  the  aitiitieaUy  refined 
pi<]Liiiiitly  clcMjueiil  euricntiire  of  the  *■  unimltitled,  inimitnUo  "  Ori: 
— now  a  sinnt  among  the  Ltlipuliani,  and  niion  a  live  doll  in  the 
of  a  BrobdignAig  baby, — nil  this,  with  the  whirling,  daznUng  btaxe 
conctuding  scene,  positively  put  cvi>n  Sir  ChnBtoplier  oat  of  mi 
entire  night,  and  produced  a  flutter  in  my  ititellecia,  which  re 
the  follomng  dny,  all  the  tedntivet  of  th^  Bntith  Museum 
Egyptinn  monster*,  iimitiniies,  and  Bluffed  animals,  to  redura  to  »b« 

"  My  lirst  play  "  is  a  lubject  which  h&i  been  touched  upon  by  an  i 
pen  than  mine  ;  but  the  rvc-ord  of  cflch  cxpcrienccr  may  hare  aon€< 
frc*!i  in  it ;  and,  at  all  event*,  your  young  modem  play-flOfrs  hit« 
knowlcdije  of  that  aaroeiation  of  orange-peel  and  hmp-oil,  which  rvsl 
the  memory  of  (heir  predcceasor*  under  diamatic  illusion.  Alaji.  thai 
should  have  lighted  out  Shakspcaro  from  one  of  Iti*  two  chief  t«mpl« 
light  in  a  Mcond  company  of  Oji^raAiau !  But  eo  it  is.  Wu  arc ; 
wondotfully  illuiiiinattKl,  to  *i>o  the  pl3<«  where  th«  great  one*  of 
hate  no  8ucceit»or»  of  their  kind !  "  Oil "  mutt  crcr  b«  c»imect<xl  in 
remembrance  with  the  "inidtiight"  thoughU  of  the  dramatilt,  M»d 
solemn  or  sweet  beauties  <>f  Siddons  and  O'NeilL  It  is  tho  very  mall 
in  which  my  gnt  theatrical  rviiiembmiieet  lie  cmbalmudi  renitialMl 
flf  those  avcningc,  when  dear  Jack  R.  used  to  meet  me  at  a  rid 
"eattng-houie"  in  Maidvn-Inne;  vshin  we  joined  tbt  accumula 
throng  tomo  half-hour  before  the  pit  doom  were  opened* — cunnii 
worming  cur  litjiu  hfiilm  into  the  etirrent,  no  lu  to  dear  the  door-p4 
while  old  Towtisliend,  the  Bow-street  officer,  would  cry  aloud,  *'  Ls 
and  gentlemen,  take  care  of  your  pocket*  1 "  when  wc  held,  liut  duU 
our  half-crown  and  (hilhng.  ready  to  obey  the  eall  of  "  put  down  ] 
money;"  when  wo  rualn-d  by  the  check-taker  like  a  cotipli;  of  " 
lot  loow;"  when  vrc  fought  our  way  to  the  middle  of  the  fi(U) 
whtn  wa  gurgled  out  hy«crical  ejaculation*  at  the  impaiattmed 
of  /ane  Siort,  and  "  split  the  can  "  of  our  more  sober  follow-*', 
lings  "  with  scrwching  "  bniToi ! "  an  Dvmimt  disarmed  and 
tliepridcof  my  Lord  H<uting»! 

At  the  period  of  which  I  tpenk,  the  stage  waa  perhaps  at  ita  hi^ 
for,  tJiou|h  nothing  remained  but  the  lingering  glow  ^  the  tstting  _ 
of  Siddon*  and  John  Kemble.  itill  the  Oharles  of  that  name  was  in 
senith,  I'/Jmimd  Kean  was  in   hi*  prime,  Young  was  in  fullest 
Uacrcady  had  just  bunt  forth  to  begin  the  great  career  ho  haa 
aecompliihed,   and  the  fascinating  O'Neill  was  winning  *" — 
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faearU  in  them."  Mund^tt,  Dowton,  Emery,  Linton,  and  tlic  myriad- 
viaaged  Matlicwt  vreru  lwl<>rc  u«,  wiUi  many  othen  or  that  fatnouK 
uhool,  of  wliich  y&mn  and  Hurley  are  now  the  only  r«n&ining  on**. 
D«ar  old  Mrs.  Pavrnport  wo*  «tiU  Juiief*  nurse;  luid  the  churmB  of 
Foote,  Tree,  Kelly,  and  Veitri*,  were  in  the  ascendant.  The  Keeleyi, 
who  came  later,  are  with  ui  Btill ;  Irnt  how  potent  the  oumben  who 
have  long  BUice  made  their  liuc  adieus,  and  nn  now — nor  forgotten  i» 
Ihe  grav«, 

A  boy's  "  iiivt  play  "  it  th«  bctt  inoculation  of  hii  naturftl  aptitude  to 
a  pasuvii  for  rxcitcment.  He  will  soon  experience  that  aptitude  in  Mime 
way  or  other.  The  child  of  the  ultm-moniliBt,  who  is  taught  to  eschew, 
aa  abominablo,  th«  gnieticB  of  the  place  of  public  cntertninmcnt,  will,  aa 
his  disposition  may  lead,  vkV  excilenient  in  platfonu-apoutine,  pulpit 
rant,  or  in  exhibitory  diacuision,  mittaking  the  zeal  of  penonaJ  display 
for  the  energetic  advocacy  of  important  truth.  If  of  lower  intellect  and 
l«»e  pur«  tendencies,  he  will  soon  rejoice  in  the  bualltng  and  cunning  of 
tlio  Bpeculation- market,  or  in  the  Becr«t  prsctice  of  miobtruiive  indul- 
gence, "ihit  fan  of  moro  liboral  parcntsgo  will  twk  tlic  chiLSer  the  raco- 
couree  and  Uie  till iitrd- table ;  lubjcct  to  the  aud  chances  of  th«  ganibiing- 
huuw:  ot  he  will  frequent  the  tlieatre,  the  concert  and  hall-room.  If  of 
the  "fo» I  going"  order,  he  will  be  pr^ne  to  the  "Cider  CelW,"  the  "Coal 
Hole,"  and  the  varieus  oUi«r  "  GnisheB"  which  wind  up  the  day  of  the 
man  of  ploasure.  Now,  unquestionably  (apart  from  the  serious  cultiva- 
tiona  and  puriuita  which  afioct  n  youth'*  moral  health  and  worldly  «uc- 
ceu),  the  most  desirable  pureuits  ore  tho»e  wtucb  act  upon  the  intellect 
and  kindlier  sympathies ;  and  whatever  objections  may  exist  in  regard 
to  tli<!  }^\ay-i<»t*e,  I  bcltevo  the  pUy  it«dC  truly  appreciated,  nill,  at  an 
entertainment,  liave  the  most  saring  influences  upon  the  brain  and  heart 
of  the  weil-diaposed  pleasur^-ieeker.  ITiis  conviction  brings  me  back  to 
my  Rtarting- point  in  la.vour  of  the  <*  legitiniale  drama,"  as  a  kind  of 
homcBopathtc  appliance,  which  may,  in  its  early  eflectt  of  engrossing  de- 
light, induce  a  condition  of  harmjeu  disease,  mmiediately  preventive  of 
tiiurc  injunou*  extra vaguico,  and  ultimately  beneficial  tu  the  mental  and 
moral  health  of  the  "  compk-to  gentleman."  For  my  own  port,  I  owe 
more  to  the  ShAkspearian  illustrations  «f  Moercady,  than  to  the  didactic 
moraliiinn  of  Dr.  Johnson;  nor  ducd  my  conscience  bring  to  memory 
any  one  instance  of  moral  incKuhmty.  occasioned  by  my  early  and  con- 
tinued fimdness  for  the  dramiu  It  prevented  any  o(A«*  interruption  to 
my  professional  stuJiea,  and  it  did  not  hurtfully  intcrlere  with  ikem. 

A  right  tnorry  Christmas  was  my  first  in  London ;  and,  with  a  slight 
variation  in  the  reading,  1  might  truly  say,

Is  there  any  treuiBformation,  in  the  progreniTQ  phoMi  of  our  life,  c<]ual 
to  that  cxhibitod  hy  him  who  woa,  yesterday,  k  whool-bof,  snd  i^  " 
day — nnt  a  nctiool-boy  ? 

Thf  merely  negative  concltuion  ju»t  punned,  wna  by  no  metna  anti 
pat«(l.     A  positive  contnut  was  unhcritnltngly  piciuppioMd,  aod  a 
distinction  ii  tde  Hubt<^rfu;;e  of  1)affled  canfid«nco. 

Do  wt!  speak,  then,  only  of  the  same  boy  under  a  new  condition  f 
we  not  rathoT  %\it:ok  of  a  now  being  in  the  larne  lubttanee  ?  It  may  I 
thnt  the  wnticnt  and  rational  thing  in  quwtioD  is  not  a  man  ;  but,  it ' 
equally  to  br  rc^irdvd  aa  notliin^r  more  than  "  ttd  a  ichool-boy  f "  \^1>sl 
doM  tUo  yr>ung  bipod  think  of  htmaeir  f  "  That,"  you  vilt  «ay, "  matlMi 
littli-."  What  do  the  young  ladios  think  of  him  ?  That,  you  miut 
admit,  matten  much.  Shnkipeare,  in  his  "  Sovcii  Agea,"  \ks^  at  oiwe 
from  the  school-boy  to  the  loTcr ;  and,  in  his  own  personsl  example,  be 
iUlutlutcs  the  tranulion,  nnce  he  W8«  s  manied  man  nt  eoTenl««i). 

I  allude,  howerer,  to  the  fiactionat  period  irhich  unially  connects,  yH 
holds  in  morkod  division,  the  lad  who  would  fain  lote  to  leom,  and  the 
youth  who,  in  siiite  of  himtelf,  incontinenllv  leama  to  lore ;  and  I  know 
not  that  we  cnn  bc'tterdengiiate  the  hero  of  this  interval,  than  liy  callinc 
him  till!  "Hnk-l>oy."  The  hoppncn  of  leaving  school  ia  just  tliat  tt 
the  fcrii-f  play  limp  which  intervenes  between  closii^  the  boyish  fcook 
and  crpening  the  itianly  hi-arl ;  and,  during  which,  there  is  a  filing  of 
emancipatik>n,  indepc-mlvnct,  and  M-lf-nntisfiiction,  that  almost  ^u^a1s  Uto 
exultioe  breoat,  however  the  exultation  may  bo  appareatly  kept  down 
uiidor  VM  gravity  of  an  assumed  bdiSerenoe. 

Is  tliere  any  senae  of  fnedom  so  perfect  as  that  with  which  the  ca»-_ 
trolled  achool-boy  of  the  last  Oecenitwr  goe»,  in  the  March  following, 
make  a  call  upon  liis  fnmieT  master  and  ci^deeani  playmates  ?  Wti 
whot  B  AilncH  of  the  voluntary-  spirit  he  "chooses"  to  do  ihia  !  Widi 
what  ineffable  pride  of  heart  he  rings  the  front  licil  of  the  I>octor*s  house, 
instead  of.  with  his  former  humility,  modestly  Ming  the  school  Istfh! 
How  he  gloiic*  u)  walking — a  free  tnan — among  the  yet  wull-bound  lads 
in  the  play-yanl;  thakinf;  hands  with  the  ushers,  and  shortly  (lakinfE 
note  of  lime  by  his  watcn)  qiiittinj:;  his  late  first  class  croniea  with  a 
"  '[ion  my  rouI,  I  inuiit  go  !  tiood  by,  old  fi^lluw*."  ^low  he  kicks  andt 
tile  habitual  oljcdipncc  in  relation  io  "  bounds  ;**  unhesitatingly  openine 
the  outer  gate  in  the  very  faee  of  those  stem  old  nssoriations  which  stiU 
present  themsolvos  like  pliantom  tentiDcU;  frowning,  Lut  powerleM. 
"  >\'ithout  by  your  leave,  or  leith  your  leave,"  he  ipuma  the  school  bar* 
tier,  to  revel  at  liberty  in  a  play-^otmd  which  is  bounded  only  by  a 
neverapproachable  hoiison;  walks,  with  Iriumpbant  coiilidcnce  aad 
•ccurily,  where  \k  may  hare  before  skulked  along  as  a  rash  and  rrpen- 
tant  truant ;  and  i*  only  careful  to  be  home  at  the  appointed  diniMr-hu 
in  iMped  to  the  value  ofhli  "  word  of  promise"  ui  A  gentleman. 
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An4  now,  vtixh  ntennce  to  his  biAring,  na  possibly  the  first  lieutenant 
in  his  fiither'n  liouae.  !»  there  any  auliaeiiuent  promotion  «o  Inflating  as 
tlml  which  retains  him  n  regular  si'tler  at  the  dinner-table  after  the  Imiiw 
have  left  the  room  ?  The  botti*  no  more  paswi  him, — but  he  the  tiottle. 
He  revolves  in  hia  mind  the  ni«r!l«  of  an  argunienlf  while,  wilK  ijmpa- 
t)i«tic  ortion,  he  twirls  the  nut-cracken.  He  drinks  "  to  the  Ladies  I " 
In  the  (irnvring-room  h«  rather  «oc)cb  ttictr  oJmimtion  than  th«ir  ftvour, 
th«  mere  exciteiaeiit  uf  the  pursuit  being,  aa  usual,  the  main  effect  oflU 
iiiilulgcncc. 

He  is  now  merely  trying  how  he  likes  the  profcsiional  path  he  pur- 
po«cs,  under  conditions,  to  follow.  It  i»,  yet,  hi»  will  to  do  or  not  d*. 
He  may  nevvr  again  bo  to  gn'ut  a  man  ait  tic  ieeb  himself  during;  this 
optional  period,— during  tliis  month'*  experimental  courto  of  «i»y  initia- 
tive application.  It  is  the  "  honeymoon"  of  hu  existence.  He  goea  to 
"the  office,"  a  litlla  earlier,  or  a  little  later,  as  ho  may  choose.  He 
return*  home  to  dinner.^at  least,  if  he  be  not  "othcrwiao  engngfd,"  for 
occasionally  he  has  an  evening  appointment  with  "  one  of  the  offlce- 
Tellowi,"  which  lendets  it  adviinhle  he  iJiould  dine  in  town.  On  hii 
fu^t  visit  to  a  ehop-hovse,  his  dignity  is  off  its  guard ;  for  he  removes  his 
hat  on  entering  the  coflee-room,  and  i»  iiiucli  nliBiihed  at  It-ing  told  by 
the  smiling  waiter  to  put  it  on  again.  This,  of  coune,  he  declines  to  do  ; 
BO,  hloiving  a  hard  breath,  as  if  he  felt  the  heat,  and  l>lu*hing  the  expr<«- 
aion  of  it,  he  ptusca  his  fingers  through  his  hair,  and  declares,  like  0»rick, 
that  he  has  removed  his  "bonnet'  aimply  "  for  his  own  ease."  With 
nn  uncertain  recollection  of  his  "  Tables  of  ^^'^ights  and  Mcnnires,"  he 
leaps  at  the  recovery  of  liia  dignity  by  ordering  "  a  pint  of  sherry,"  and, 
on  being  asked  whether  he'll  "take  anything  with  it."  he  suddenly 
remembers  the  real  purpose  of  his  coming,  and  answers,  "O — n — yes  :  a 
chop."  When  he  reaches  home  ot  night,  his  mother,  perceiving  the 
result  of  bis  mistaken  idea,  that  there  are  /ovr  pints  in  a  quart,  suggests 
to  her  husband  the  care  of  not  being  too  lavish  in  respect  to  the  young 
gentleman's  pocket- money. 

The  month's  probation  passed,  he  now  eontents  to  be  "  articled"  to  his 
profcMional  master.  Ho  has  however,  never  been  till  now  aware,  that 
to  be  "  articled"  means  to  bv  "  apprenticed."  He  does  not  ([uite  like 
tliis,  by  rmson  of  nn  habitually  fixed  idea,  that  an  "  articled  clerk  "  is  a 
superior  article,  and  tbiit  an  "  apprentice  "  necoicarily  wean  an  spron. 
Ilia  digni^,  on  hearing  tlia  indentuns  read,  is  further  ofTi-ndcd  bv  cer- 
tain assumed  potribilitiea  of  moral  delinquency  and  ungeiitlcmsiily  ex- 
tent, implied  in  those  clauses  which  lorhtd  tho  fiirtivR  ubitraction  of  h!a 
master's  property  ;  and  which,  with  such  insulting  gratuitousnesa,  insist 
on  his  always  appearing  in  "good,  decent,  and  sufficient  clothing  1 "  The 
rvalrictiuTts  on  his  liberty,  too,  as  subject  tc  hi*  ntasicr's  "  conai^nt  first 
had  and  obtained,"  and  tlie  emphatic  requirements  for  his  k^haviitg  "  in 
oil  things  as  a  good  apprentice  ought  to  do,"— all  tliis  is  a  little  too  like 
school  over  again;  but  ho  conndcm  these  "absurd  exprctiiuns,  as  so 
tnflny  mere  forms  of  antiquated  legal  phrasoology,"  and  often,  it  must  be 
admitted,  tubceqnently  treats  them  as  such- 
Having  aubmittod  to  be  "  bound,"  he  is  expected  to  be  more  regular  in 
bis  hour  of  coming  and  going,  and  more  earnest  in  his  appliration  while 
■t  the  office.  He,  however,  reconciles  himself  to  the  eumpulsion  which 
neeessartly  opesates  on  all  men;  and  loon  tonnects,  with  his  obedience 
to  duty,  a  just  idea  of  the  importance  which  that  duty  iiivolvta. 
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Well  vfill  it  be  for  him  if  he  long  renuin  with  only  a  muter  to  Mire ; 
if  he  contintM  the  "  link-boj  "  to  the  end  of  his  "t«en«,"  still  "lOTing  to 
iMm,"  not  "learning  to  love"  But  it  hmj-  be  otherwiie,  Alreihljr 
Iflgally  boiuid  to  a  iiiaiter,  lie  iniiy  ipeedily  docoTer  that  he  it  becooiing 
inconttDvnitly  bound  (o  a  miitn^l  PleAsing  cmotioni.  painful  appR- 
tunsiona,  ur^t  derireii  and  jealous  thoughts,  loui  indi<?ate  thai  tin 
articlM  of  lore'i  apprenticeihip  are  lar  more  imperative  than  thote  of 
law  or  physic-  Away  go  sll  the  small  conceits  and  simplo  alfeciationi 
of  hobbudihoy-imn.  TIic  Promethean  Are*  ofMiu  Elmmas  eye*  haru  at 
once  nie)te«l  the  "link;"  the  "boy"  falls  back  into  a  thing  remembered; 
the  "  roan,''  in  the  lover,  stands  confessed. 

My  own  continuation  in  ibu  Il(^gativ«  ci^ndltion  of "  standing  water 
between  boy  and  man,"  was  about  a  twelvemonth.  I  do  not  aay  that 
the  inaii,  a«  he  iirst  comoi  fortli  from  the  halclting  of  love's  n-artntb,  is  ni 
necessity  a  man  matured.  That  will  depend  upon  bis  yean.  It  is 
merely  nsscrted,  that  the  real  lover,  however  younff,  is  already  a  man  in 
kind ;  and  that  the  old  animal,  nho  rrally  "  novor  lov'd,  nor  felt  fail 
woman's  sigh,"  is  not,  »or  ever  can  be,  a  nusn  of  any  kind. 

I  was  apprenticed  to  an  architect  in  1818.  very  kkxi  after  I  left 
school.  The  first  otKcial  movements  of  an  onhitoctuial  student  are  of  two 
very  opposite  and  not  eijuftUy  delightful  kinds.  Painters  and  Ktllptoti 
bavean  enviable  "one-ness"  in  their  punuits:  but,  while  tha  young 
architect  rejoices  in  studying  (he  Greek  and  Roman  ordora,  his  tast* 
r^ects,  honuvtr  his  duty  obeys,  ihu  orders  of  his  master  to  work  upon  ft 
meaaiiring-book  full  of  "  cross  multiplication,"  oa  thus,—  1 3' :  8'  x  I T :  S' 
X  S'  :  4"  —  ^039' :  4".  Drawing  out  the  combioed  Ebrni  of  pedestal, 
column,  cntubluiurc,  and  balustrade  complete,  is  a  task  carrying  wiili  it 
its  own  rev-ard  ;  but  the  labours  of  the  " speoficatioa "  and  "eatimatf" 
am  such  as  only  find  their  nward  at  n  future  period,  wbcn  knovrled^a 
brings  proctico,  practice  income,  and  income  tlie  means  of  following  t^  ■ 
lover's  hopes. 

I  found  it  ever  nerassary  to  bear  in  mind,  that  the  great  Saint — t  bsg 
pardon — the  grout  Sir  Christopher,  was  a  most  profound  arithmetteko* 
This  kept  itu  protty  close  even  to  the  drudgery  of  my  studios  for  abMit 
a  twelvemontli,  when  the  hazel  eyes  and  aubiurt  luiir  uf  Miss  E.  S. 
■uddonly  occssioned  euch  a  state  of  "  croas  multiplication"  in  niy  pur- 
poaoa,  such  an  addition  to  my  sensibilitiee,  such  a  dinsioa  of  duty,  sad 
such  a  reduction  of  my  "  apemnt  powers,"  that  I  became  a  rrtcro  oooglo' 
merate  of  opposing  quanti[ios.  whose  resullant  value  is  a  dpbw.  At 
with  th«  Thane  of  Cawdor,  my  novel  "  state  of  man"  was  so  «iiakaa, 

"  tlmt  ruDotion 
Wu  nmoiiicr'd  In  *Qrniltn  ;  nnd  nothll^  WM, 
But  what  WU!  niiL." 

My  calculations  wero  at  full  of  fancies  as  of  figurea.  My  estimates  pv- 
took  of  a  rci);r«nco  to  beauly  as  a  thing  to  be  valued  at  so  many  sig]Hp«t 
fi>ot  superficial,  while  the  heart  was  priced  at  lo  many  t«n  per  loot 
etibe.  My  specifications  had  a  tendency  to  run  into  partieulan  of 
sundry  works  to  bo  done  and  performed  in  constructing  a  bower  for  my 
lady-Iovo,  in  fairy-land,  in  the  pariah  of  Lambeth,  county  of  Surrey  ;  and 
of  course  my  "  design*,"  however  openly  concurwjit  with  thoM  ojf  my 
lulor.  were  covertly  protcculcd  with  views  of  a  much  raon  teader 
nature. 
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Let  me,  however — e»  liir  ns  olludu*  to  thii,  my  lovc't  Snt  droam — 
•nttcipftle  the  coucliuion  of  two  y«are.  1  remtuned,  during  &n  absence  of 
that  dimtion,  true  aa  the  needle  to  iti  owd  magnetic  nortli.  The  ]ady, 
who  lived  a  hundred  mil«s  awav,  dvp&rtcd  unconMrioiu  of  th«  imprrsKion 
■h(!  had  mado  upvn  me;  &nd,  if  she  8ubB0<;ut:ntl;  bccamo  scquabted 
with  her  Iwauty'i  mischief,  it  waa  iioit  frum  any  eommunicatioii  niude 
avowedly  by  mywlf.  I  did  rtiniure  on  u  vultnlim;,  in  tlic  P«!iruary  of 
the  KCOTid  year;  but  its  author  wiu  not  guessed  ut — or,  rather,  I  itiouid 
Bay,  its  trvDfcribor ;  for  the  aultior  wtu  no  other  than  one  Will  Shaks- 
jwnrn.  It  wot,  in  foct,  a  oomjtound  of  various  llowere  truiii  thu  li>vc-»aI1c 
in  the  myriad-variod  garden  of  "  Fancy'*  child>"  and  I  ramembcr  it  in- 
cludud  UiQ  following  modett  Mruo  of  my  own  unworthincM :

^Vtlcn  my  fair  one  retuniod,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  on  another 
\ifflt  to  our  mutual  friends,  I  instantly  discoverod  that  the  "  nugiiettc 
north,'  to  which  my  desires  had  bcpn  so  rcligioiwly  pointed  for  fi>ur-aiid- 
twenly  montha,  had  never  been  senaible  of  the  slightest  sj'mpBthy  ;  and 
moreover  that  it  remained  utterly  incapable  of  any  recipnxrity :  a  fact 
wliich  liuB  ever  tincc  Inclined  me  to  think,  thut  huwtivur  tht;  niiedle  may 
be  devoted  to  the  pole,  the  polo  cares  not  a  thread's  end  for  the  needle. 

At  my  lond  hope*  hod  twvvr  received  the  slightest  piicouragvinvnt  from 
my  cuptivator,  their  disuppointmnnt  Icfl  her  truth  unijuotlniicd  :  and,  as 
the  evinced  not  the  shadow  of  a  pitying  reml  at  the  bankruptcy  which 
followed  my  miih  ipeculallon,  I  borv  th«  disappointment  with  a  compO' 
sure  that  wai  quito  imlf-iuitoniRhing.  My  tioviciato  as  a  lover,  at  all 
events,  wa«  passed.  So  far  an  Cupid  was  concerned,  t  had  served  my 
apprentieeahip.  My  hi^srt  might  hertafti-r  be  subject  to  deeper  experi- 
ences, hut  it  hod  nothing  to  Icitni  in  the  way  of  lavc'i  dm  principle*. 
I  could  now  pity  &nd  patroniae  tirst  Bufferers.  I  quilted  ihe  ani&tory 
lyrics  of  Mooni  for  hia  |>«lilical  sntirvs ;  the  love-talf^  of  Byron  for  Uu 
meditations  of  "Cliilde  Harold  :"  abovo  all,  1  found  in  Shuk»p«nre  the 
only  intense  delight  which  was  compatible  with  ray  sober  condition  as  a 
rational  being,  and  with  my  fully  recovered  allegianca  as  a  loving  dis- 
ciple of  Sir  Clirislopher, 

Before  I  proceed  with  the  history  of  my  apprenticeship,  it  may  intei^ 
est,  not  less  the  old  than  the  young  reader,  to  have  placed  before  him  « 
|ictuie  of  London  as  I  fuund  it,  prefiK«d  by  a  geiiunil  aketch  of  what  it 
WM  iome  sixty  yean  before.  Such,  tliGcefore,  will  be  the  subject  of  tlie 
next  essay.

If  my  one  had  to'ld  me,  a  few  tears  ago.  that  I  akould  •xer  niler 
that  city  with  lucb  p)t«Hir«,  I  could  not  for  ■  moraenl  bare  believ<d 
bim. 

To  foruignerB.  Vi«Dna  has  !iv  \oos(  l>«^ii  doscribftd  as  the  very  eenire 
and  stronf;hotd  of  opfircsiion,  and  of  that  mod^ro  "  loquisltioo,"  tb« 
police-* YKtwn,  Uiat  one  hardly  expccti  the  very  wr  to  be  free ;  y«  i; 
intui  Ix!  allowed  tu  an  American,  and  on  «ocning,  at  1  did,  froRi  Nortli 
Germany,  Vienna  doca  appear  exceedingly  pk-aaant.  It  i»  aueb  a  ntifr 
faction  to  get  onc«  more  into  itreets  nhirUug  wUb  life,  to  cee  people 
vxcited  and  in  a  hurry.  The  eontnst  of  the  hnay,  morry-lookiog  cilf, 
to  the  antiqiiv  Praguir,  or  the  quiet,  intellectual  BerUn,  ia  most  •triking. 

Tliv  common  ijeople  loo,  though  the  nuus  are  cridcnilj  rcr^  ipiiy 
rant,  on  the  whole  seem  happy  and  busy.  One  escape*  be«!dcs.  that 
uuvaryiu);.  weariiotnc  tight  of  Berhu — the  soldiery ;  and  ll  i>  a  ml 
ploasuro  at  length  to  be  in  crowda,  where  every  third  man  does  m* 
wvar  a  bayoDet<  Thei  puhiic  police  are  much  lest  numoroua  than  in 
riUMiB,  and  bad  a>  Ihoir  profcuioii  niny  bc^,  tliey  are  evidently  kccohi- 
plithod  mt^mbor*  of  it,  and  sro  not  betrayed  bv  the  stupid,  apying  look, 
wbieh  oiark^  the  SiuUmSnner  of  Berlin.  Pboy  are  very  polite  too^ 
which  cati  neTL-T  be  aaid  of  tlio  Prumian,  and  what  oppreosioo  ia  goiai 
on,  ia  evidi-titly  bein^;  conducted  in  a  very  ([onilenianly  manner.  Tbt 
wliote  city  ban  a  pk-aiant,  friendly  physiognomy  to  th«  »tratig«r. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  however,  in  tliia  work,  to  give  any  detultd 
account  of  my  observations  of  Vienna.     I  came  there  with   diSercq^ 
objects   from  those  of  most  trnvrllors,  and  mj  researches  threw  ^^M 
among  cloatcfl  quite  apart  from  tlione  usually  sera  by  the  atrongvr.  ^^ 
am  fvre  that  much  good  must  be  working  even  in  Aiubia  in  fii<b 
an  a^e  as  this,  nnil    I  dcvot»{  myself,  whilst  there,  principally  to  the 
investigation  of  those  great  reforms  in  vduration,  which  1  had  heard  in 
Pru.iiia  were   already  bedirniinpr  under  the  adminisi  ration  or   Couat 
Thnn.      In  tlieie  invfStigiiliont,  t   am   bound   to  ^ny,  (  nas  much  aided 
by  Itie  Doliie  and  friendly  altciitiim  of  many  of  the  [irincipal  gentlemen 
cti^ii^i'cl   in  educaiiuu  m  the  city,  and  of  same  connected  with  the 
ministry  ilself,      InJet-d   fvery  iLtriinf;or   mutt  acknosclcdgo  that  tbenu 
scaroely  n  populniion  of  Europe,  among  whom  hu  will  meet  with  WEiha 
kindly  politeness,  a*  among  the  culiitaled  cla&ses  of  Auotrix 

Though  somewhat  apart  from  my  object,  I  will  give  hero  a  brief 
sketch  of  thcsK  reforms,  as  showing  the  good  side  of  Austria,  and  ai 
presenting  movement*,  of  nhicli  very  little  has  ever  beeo  known 
foreign  countries. 

The  first  great  change  seems  to  1)8,  in  inlroducbg  the  Ft 
Sjiitent  into  the  UnivcroiticM  ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  University 
is  mode  entirely  freo  to  all  who  enter,  ntid  every  ttudoBt  caa  cboose 


gwii  bruichcf  for  Mludy.  Then  no  vsaniinntiona  arc  re<|uirvd  beCvreeii 
lh«  different  teisions,  so  thai  there  may  be  no  mere  tramming ;  but  a 
grand  public  cxainiiiiitioR  is  h(<U\  nt  ihc  <ind  of  the  four  jkjits'  nannv, 
ill  which  not  *o  much  mcrttvrmng  iv  Ofmaudt-d  as  a  geuvrul,  iiittvlligent 
idea  of  the  subjects  studied.  On  this  examinalion  depends  (he  certi- 
ficate which  shnll  rnidot  tho  ttudnni  cnpjiblo  of  cnlcHngany  office  of  thv 
state,  or  of  i:uiuait:aviii|r  tJic  pracUco  of  any  profcufioD.  In  order  to  6t 
the  yoiMK  men  for  sucTi  a  freedom  of  study,  the  cour««  of  llie  prvpa- 
rutory  ochooli  ii  lengthened  from  a\j.  to  eight  jrenr*,  and  more  of  the 
lii|i;her  cta^s  of  studies  are  introduced,  such  aa  incnial  pbitoaophy,  logic, 
and  moral  science.

called  "  Q)TatJuia'' and  "Itcal  ScbooU,' is  changed.  It  bos  Iod^  been  felt 
a»  an  evil,  (hat  any  yKumg  mita  wbo  would  givi!  himMclf  n  good  grcu9ra] 
«duCiLtiva  must  go  through  the  long  University  course,  and  so  d<:lay  h!* 
entrance  into  bualuess.  Now  bjr  ni«aii»  of  ibc  "  Real  Schools'  he  can  $,o\ 
till!  foundation  of*  good  cdncation  thoroughly,  withmil  entering  tJie 
University.  Tbe"Gymnnsia,"  aa  welt  &.h  the  '*  Keal  8chcH>1a,''an^  divided 
into  "upper"  and  "under."  aud  the  admixMon  from  onv  part  to  the 
other,  as  well  as  the  entrance  from  ihi*  lowor  "  People's  Sehoola "  to 
theiM.-,  depends  upon  tliu  mode  in  which  the  examinaLtun  Xa  [lasiied.  So 
that  from  the  lowest  "  District  School,"  tlirougb  the  Gytanaiia  und  the 
University,  there  is  a  reffular  series  of  examinationii,  till  tho  young 
mati  \i  settled  u  n  gavcrnmrnt  oRiccr,  or  a  ''  proies^iotial  man."  New 
books  and  efficient  (eachcra  from  Germany  an;  vvi-rywherc  introduced, 
anil  the  tniserablc  salaries,  especially  of  the  country  teachers  eon«idera- 
lily  inervaaeiL  A  rericv,  too,  is  started,  doTotcd  especially  to  subjccls 
connected  with  education,  and  15  supported  really  with  much  spirit 
Thii  is  but  a  roug-h,  brief  sketch  of  what  is  going  on,  but  the  inter«at- 
in^'  fact  to  us  Americans  Is,  that  a  reform  movement  is  r«ally  com- 
mencing in  Austria,  and  ot  tliv  basis  of  all  political  rcfoniis,  in  educa- 
tion. It  is  pleiasant,  too,  to  find  whnt  is  not  otlcn  found  even  Id 
Prussia  itMlf,  mnn  of  loaratn);  and  uknis  giving  their  efforts  to  aid 
"  the  masses,"  preparing  school  hooka,  and  labouring  for  the  ignorant 
aa  well  aa  the  learned. 

A  few  wcoks  >|wnt  in  th«c  and  Hmilar  rcBejirche!i,  and  in  the  cheer- 
ful out-door  life  of  Vieuna,  passed  (jtiickty  away,  and  at  length,  one  fine 
spring  morning,  armed  with  a  recommendation  frora  our  charge- 
d'tiffairtt  at  Vienna,  I  presented  mvelf  at  the  Bureau  of  Police,  and 
reouested  a  viti  on  my  patae-porl  for  Hungary. 

The  director  replied  very  blandly,  but  decidedly,  "that  he  regretted 
but  it  was  not  possible  for  Itim  lu  give  it.*

It  miut  bo  cflafiiMi>d  tlijit  tliera  wns  no  country  of  Euione  whicli  1 
had  mpproachc^d  with  irucli  dtvp  iuterest  and  carioeity,  at  I  ijid  ibis  land 
of  the  Hungarians.  Tbc  hull' oriental  character  of  tlic  people,  the  tiin- 
yuUr  iio«imJic  niKioinit  which  I  knew  atill  to  exist  among  them,  the 
mD&ius  of  feudal  iuBtttutioDS,  8U|>]>Unted  br  modem  improvcmentti,  Hnd 
ttiu  remarkable  poliiicjil  life  of  I  lie  nation,  togetlierwiih  thuir  chiralrous 
habiti,  of  which  I  li3d  beard  %o  much,  all  opened  a  moit  interenting 
field  of  obtRrvn-tion  to  tbr  traveller.  Bi^aiil**,  for  tbv  unka  of  Bimilar 
i)ue%tiaiis  ill  other  taudH,  F  waa  rtiry  dciirouH  lo  oboervo  the  effiiet  U|ion 
tlio  peasants  of  that  f^naA  act  of  manumieslon  from  wrfdom,  and,  in 
v'tvw  of  the  vidcly  dilTcrnnt  opinions  on  the  subject,  to  Uudy  tbo  cHa* 
racter  of  Ifaat  gr«ftt  movoiaent,  the  revolution  of  1848, — a  movonivot 
which  had  first  broui;ht  out  the  Hungariani  bofon  tha  world,  under 
which  tbcy  had  dovnloped  an  t.-n«rgy  Kuch  as  few  of  the  olde«t  Mate* 
could  show,  and  which  had  foaleacd  the  attcatioD  of  Europe  on  thoir 
WBVoring  Biru^rgle  for  morv  than  a  year. 

And  hern  I  niital  b»  allowed  to  «av,  that  I  CAiinot  consider  the  opi- 
nioDB  ii|K)n  this  Hun^arisn  ijucstion  as  at  all  necessarily  determining  tbo 
■jrmpatliioB  of  any  one,  either  for  freedom  or  despotism.  It  Ih  Irue,  tb« 
aristocratic  partifs  of  Europe  arc,  in  general,  opposed  to  the  llunjiariaiis. 
But  the  attempt  in  Germany  and  franco  to  diridc  ihn  friends  and 
enemies  of  liberty,  according  to  thf-ir  viewa  on  this  revolution,  would 
■tt«rly  fail.  I  havii  in<<t  many  a  aterlinp^  demor^rat  in  Germany,  who 
utterly  opposed  the  Hungarians  ;  and  we  all  know  there  is  many  a  pub- 
lic man  in  Franee,  whoao  ropublicantnn  is  abore  all  rGproaeh.  who  would 
D«ver  think  of  Hympathistng  with  the  "  Magyar  reTolullon."  In  Eng- 
land, it  is  true,  the  **  libcraJi "  are  almost  entirely  for  the  HungariaDi. 
And  it  mast  be  eenfetfted  that  In  Enf^Und  there  has  a1way«  been  a  much 
better  knowled^  of  Hungary,  than  in  all  the  rest  of  Europe.  To  tha 
(iermant  and  the  French,  all  the  country  beyond  llic  Danube  is  some- 
what of  u  tfrra  iTieaf/nila,  and  they  know  scarcely  more  of  its  institn- 
tioDs  than  we  do  of  tboM  of  tbo  Chinese. 

But  every  candid  man  tnoit  coiifevs  that  first  appmrances,  before  one 
ha*  studied  the  facta  and  evcntv  are  uafavonniblc.  The  old  constitu- 
tion looks  bad,  nnil  one  mnit  hn  nnito  certain  wfai-ch  pnrty  struggled  for 
its  reform,  and  how  far  real  liberty  wu  aimed  at,  befor«  one  can  sHenr 
confidently  lo  the  revolution. 

For  myself,  en tcMnf;  on  this  journey,  evervthlng  seemed  favourable. 
I  was  fortunately  tupptied  with  h-tters  of  introduction,  bad  carefully 
studied  the  routes  tliruuxh  the  counirv,  and  knew  well  the  belt  points 
for  oblaiaiDG;  information,  and  for  seeing  the  best  cxamplct  of  what  I 
nrished  to  ooserve.  Tlie  grpalt«l  difficulty,  too,  the  opposilian  of  the 
Virnnei«  polios,  was  aurtnotuited,  and  1  started  under  very  good 
■uspicev. 

In  regard  to  tho  routes  ft-om  Virana  into  Hungary,  Iho  best  is  nn- 
douhledly  on  the  Danube.  The  steamboats  belong  to  the  Company  of 
the  .Austrian  "Lloyd,"  and  though  not  at  all  oqualling  tho  river  steam- 
boaia  of  America,  are  not  by  any  means  poor  bonin.  The  run  down  is 
■nado  in  about  twelve  hour* :  but  from  Pesth  up,  against  ihe  rapid  cur- 
rent, the  lime  token  is  nearly  thirty-sis  houns.  The  be»t  course  for  ih» 
trSTeller  is  to  r«tura  by  the  railroad  along  the  Danube,  which  finally 
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Mkk«if  iiaeraas  casie  vn  xp:£  a«  ns£»  to  psD  ai  Ui  Bcts,  and  that

N<A  far  bekiw  Vicnoa,  we  posMd  the  islaod  Lobaa,  with  the  nmaias 
yet  of  tboM  hmneiue  worki  of  Napolran — bridges  and  ramparts,  which 
appw  bttilt  for  a  centarj,  but  wlucb  were  oa\j  comtnicted  as  a  firint 
to  bide  a  iiDgle  movement  of  hii  army. 

A  ftw  hours'  rapid  uil  &rther  down  the  stream  broogbt  at  at  length 
to  a  point  where  a  light  tower,  perched  on  a  cliff,  overlooked  the  river, 
and  where  another  rirer  poured  its  waters  into  the  Danube.  Thia  river, 
the  March,  formi  the  boundary  between  Hungary  and  Austria,  and  the 
cattle  has  the  name  of  Theben.  On  the  one  side  of  the  Danube  the 
CtrpathiDnt  jut  down  from  the  north,  and  on  the  other,  the  Leytha 
BUHtntaini  preit  forward  from  the  south.     The  river  flows  in  a  narrow 
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pM3  lictMcoD  then),  &nd  fonna.  nitb  a  Iiifjhwsy  on  tlie  Itiulc,  lh«  greal 
gatt  ttt  IluDfiBr}'  from  the  vest. 

ThruugU  this  ttntrjinco,  for  nil  tgoc,  liave  pourad  tlw  armiw  of 
Europe  and  Asia,  in  llieir  Rerce  wars.  T)i«  pmspiiioii  of  it  hu  dwidedi 
many  a  limr,  itic  Tate  of  Hungary  or  of  easicm  Buropc.  Througli 
tbis  paw  rolU'il  the  tidi>  of  ihe  Hunt,  llitre  iwarinuil  Ihe  Tiirki  aficr 
they  bad  cuoquered  Ilnngafj,  and  from  tliii  iliuy  oT«ratn  Europe,  till 
tho;  wore dofratvd  ou  tlie  plains  uf  France.  Tho  CiiL^adcrs  came  here; 
the  Auilriau  in  their  .macks  oa  ihc  Turkt;  aiid  1)10  Huii^nriniiH  in 
thrir  aiiDuUs  on  Europe.  Through  lbi»,  the  tt^^fealcd  Uao  rvtroal^d  m 
tlie  ln!>t  war  to  Vicoaa;  aad  again,  dowu  tlirougli  this  camv  ihe  armit'S 
of  the  Aii^trianE  on  ihvir  march  to  Peslh. 

Thn  kcjr  to  it  011  the  Auiilrijin  uiAc  ia  Presburg,  on  the  Hungarian, 
Komom.  Had  Gorgcy  poured  his  forces  ihrou^h  this,  after  hia  vido- 
nen  on  tho  Upp4>r  I)nnub«,  hv  vault!  have  tmdout>ti-dly  takFii  Vicuna — 
even  wiih  an  Au*tri«a  gurtton  still  in  thu  capital  uf  Hungary—and 
have  tcTiDinatcd  tbo  war. 

With  this,  or  it*  key,  Komom.  in  iho  potsMiion  of  th»  rapiny.  tho 
Austrian  jirnii*»  wo*ild  never  have  dared  to  advance  lUlo  C«uiral 
HunKAry.  And  they  were  only  cnabU-d  to  leave  it  occupied  in  thoir 
n>iir,  when  lli«  iinmense  boat  of  Kusuaas  man  alreuly  in  tba  bean  of 
Hungary. 

At  the  end  of  this  pnsui  Presbiirg  is  sren,  a  city  for  a  Iook  time  tho 
capital  of  Himgary,  where  tho  parliament  met,  and  the  king  vrtu  crown- 
ed. It  mikrji  hul  a  mean  nppt^nrnnrv  from  the  river,  nod  tbe  only 
object  remarkable  from  a  dislaitcc  in  it  is  an  immeuw  palace,  with  four 
lovren,  on  the  top  of  1  high  hilL  It  i«  almoKt  cntiroly  a  Germnn  town 
in  ita  character,  and  vith  my  objects,  I  had  00  curioailj  to  *ec  iL 

It  wai  here,  howeTrr.  tluit  Ibo  <irll-knovrn  dramalic  appeal  of  tho 
young  qiie«n,  Maria  Theresa,  wat  made  to  the  gallantry  and  eensibility 
of  the  Hungarian  noblemen,  under  which  they  drew  their  swords  in  a 
frensy  of  cicitemcnl,  nnil  twore  "10  die  for  tbeir  soverngn  !" — one  of 
tlie  lost  diiplays  of  any  very  enthuiisstic  lovaliy  by  tho^lngysrt,  and 
for  which,  it  is  genprnlly  »oppo»cd,  ihoy  paid  much  too  dearly.  Here, 
too,  is  the  hill  on  irhicti  the  king  »f  Hungary  ascended  on  horseback 
tSirr  his  coronation,  and  wh^ro  be  went  through  tho  potitominie  of 
waving  hi«  sword  to  en-r)-  point  of  tho  compaw,  as  a  token  that  he 
would  defend  and  guard  every  portion  of  hi*  kingdom. 

Below  Preaburg,  the  Danube*  widens  eicevdingly,  and  wo  pasted  n 

C-at  number  of  i«Iands.  Two  of  these  are  very  laT|>e,  the  Greater  and 
«8cr  Schul^  containing  large  tract*  of  excellent  laitd.  Tfaroughout, 
however,  llie  Scenery  wa*  eiceedinf^ly  lame  and  monotonoiM.  with  tho 
long  TOWS  of  willow  huihci  on  it*  bank*,  and  th«  strtatn  filled  with  the 
milUboaU.  Tbeae  are  merely  two  tioats,  anchored  in  ibe  stream,  with  a 
milUwIieet  between  them,  tun^  by  tfie  current.  In  one,  imder  the 
board  covering,  i*  the  machinery  for  grinding  the  grain,  and  in   the 

E Other,  tbo  miller  liret.    Tbey  are  a  rery  gr«at  obatniction  everywhere 
to  tlie  navigation  of  the  Danube.

We  bSTC  ju*t  touched  at  Gi:'Ryo,  and,  though   the  bank*  aro   la 
tame  ai  ever  in  scenery,  I  begin  lo  see  more  signs  of  the  r«al  Hungary. 
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The  men  vrho  atooal  on  tliu  Uiidin^,  iritfa  the  little,  rotigh-looklnff 
horMf,  were  th*  Ullnt,  be»-t>uilt  men  I  have  fteen  in  Europe.  Pes- 
unU,  probably,  and  with  Vi'igh  boots  nnd  short  joclcMs,  and  long 
tnoostacbe,  id  true  Hungomn  ntyle.  I  cnn  be^in  to  see  more  of  th« 
villigM  too,  on  the  pUin,  and  the  fouBxMa  liouitos,  erery  few  mites,  (ell 
of  lh«  storm  which  ho*  patacd  orvr  here.  Wo  am  approaGbing  th« 
most  hotly-coQtCBied  battle-gToiind,  during  ibe  whole  war,  the  rountr/ 
n«Ar  Ko«nom,  «nd  on  the  angle  of  the  Da.nube,  at  Waiien. 

We  haTo  just  pnitcd  Komnrn.  It  dor*  nnt  uppnar  from  the  riTcr  nt 
all  imposing  as  a  fortri^it.  All  ihnt  can  be  xi'en  are  tniif  grrecn  lines  of 
fortiflcatioii ,  itont;  the  Danube,  with  lui  occasional  blockboiise.  and 
white-con  ted  AiiKtrian  ncntry ;  and  bcynnilj  ihn  roofi  and  chitttnev*  of 
lh«  vitl/igv  within  tL  The  moM  important  iif  the  worka  «rr  not  at  all 
naible  from  the  Danube.  On  the  other  aide  of  the  rirer,  boweier,  wa.t 
a  tight  which,  coming  upon  one  xudtlrnly,  wnn  unMpraknbly  atTcvting. 
There  appcareil  to  have  ))cen  a  flouriHhing,  smiling  rillnge  once  on  the 
bank*.  Now,  all  that  coiitd  be  tpen  were  long  ro«s  of  housM,  rooflcMi 
with  lliR  tall,  dciulate  chimney*  Ktanding  in  the  air.  Tb«  gardens 
looked  pleasant  and  home-like,  and  the  fruit-trees  were  in  lich  bloom, 
and  there  were  many  aigns  of  homo  everyvhore,  bat  no  life  I  The  onljr 
thing  stirring  llirougb  the  graaa-grown  atreeta,  wa*  some  ahcrp,  or  for* 
lorn-looking  horse,  llie  whole  left  an  indescribable  imprension  of 
lonelinesa  nnd  de*olation.  Tbi*  n  probably  but  one  oat  of  nanj'  sintlar 
sights,  which  1  fbull  rve  in  this  land.  Ob,  bow  much  bait  thou  givnt, 
llunitsrv,  for  thy  liberty  t  and  how  little  hast  thou  wonl  God  grant 
thee  a  fiultcr  future  I  In  my  emotions  over  the  sight,  1  was  surprised 
that  the  other  pasaengers  were  so  indifferent,  an  no  one  appeared  npe- 
cially  to  notice  it;  but  I  soon  found  thnt  they  were  all  oocupied  in 
discuMing  the  mtirits  of  n  ^ntot  row  which  had  been  going  on  dowa 
bolow,  between  the  ,Iew»  and  the  Auatriuna;  as  ihcy  say  the  fcretiaga, 
between  ihv  two  parties  have  been  growing  more  and  more  embittered  > 
■incc  Murahal  Hnynnu'ii  rxtrnordinary-  measures  toward  the  fonocr. 
The  banks  are  assuming  a  prettier  aspect  now,  every  mile,  and  neat 
villages  meet  tlie  aye  from  all  quarters. 

In    reference  to  Komorn,  I  nonid   say  thai  I   have  since  carefully 
examined  the  plan  of  it,  and  then)  can  be  no  doubt  to  any  one  who  baa 
done  80.  that  it  is  most  completely  defended,  both  by  its  position  aaA- 
the  works  erected.     I'he  lltingnrinns  daim  it  as  a  fortress  of  "  ike  firat 
class,"  though  among  military  men  generally  it  only  ranks  as  "sccood," 
I  believe,  or  "  third."     It  is  the  most  important  point  in  Hungary  for 
strategy,  and  in  ctue  of  another  war  would  be,  as  In  the  last,  the  reotre 
of  the  fiercest  conflict.     A  brief  dwcription  of  the  works  accordingly 
may  not  bn  uninteresting.     The  n  bole  seems  rather   a  rery  ttrongly' 
eotreiicbed   camp,  than  a  fortress,  as  tbe  di*1ance  from  (ho  c^iromti 
works  on  one  aide  to  those  on  the  opposite  is  nearly  five  English  niilcii* 
Tlw  Twal  fortress  itself  is  in  form  nearly  an  equilateral  triangle,  irlihj 
the  Uaimbe  far  one  *idr,  ihr  Wnag  for  the  other,  and  a  line  of  d!t(Ae 
and  forts  drawn  from  one  river  to  th«  other,  for  tho  baae.     The  W*aag 
flov*  into  (ho  Danube  here,  deep  and  strong,  and  form*  an  excellent 
defence  for  a  distance  on  the  eastern  aide.     The  Danube  itself,    of 
course,  is  the  beat  guard  on  the  weaterii  and  aoutbem.     And,  on  what 
1  bam  called  the  base,  the  moraates,  and  the  great  atrcngth  and  com- 
plelcnesa  of  the  works,  erected  at  first  by  the  Austriaoa  ami  completed 
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bjr  lh«  Htingorianit,  form  slmost  an  imprcgiubtc  dcfenco.  BosidM 
tliMf,  thore  iit  A  ran^  of  haiililv,  but  well-oanatnictnl  works  on  tli« 
oihcr  side  of  Ibc  Danube,  nith  a  (eU  du  ptml,  to  cover  a  briHgd  of  boals 
to  the  fortTMi.  AdoiIuw  fort  to  cover  a  bridge  a  built  on  the  Waap, 
and  BoiBi*  forti6cat)0D*  on  the  other  bank  of  iliat  r'tvtr  aUo.  Tha 
forlres)  tttclf,  wilhoul  tliL'  (.>ilrrnH>  work»,  covcrx  an  imujctiM  an-g, 
holding:  tbc  to«&  of  Komom  within  it,  and  lar^c  barrack*,  ubiflh  can 
all  lio  rrndefvil  bomb-girnof  witWut  difficiilly.  It  ia  calculatod  ihftt 
ihirt)  thousand  men  ar<!  ueeded  to  gHrriaoii  thia  fortreis  mifficioftlly. 
It  boa,  however,  iu  weak  poiuts.  lii  ibe  W'ni^,  n  little  distance  up 
from  the  mouth,  a  an  uland,  which  very  niuch  w«viki.-a*  tbc  dcfrnce  <tf 
the  riter  on  that  side.  On  the  other  bank  of  the  Waflu  loo,  near  iho 
Danube,  are  some  heights  which  command  a  portion  of  the  inner-workc 
The  DaDubf  and  all  iht-  mreaum  arourid  it,  iiiur«-ovi-r,  an-  liable  to 
fn-czc  ill  winler,  and  tbaa  \ay  it  open  to  attack.  It  is  exposed  too  to 
cnnhquake,  of  which  one,  and  that  vtrj  foirere,  h.m  ocrurred  this  year. 

It  ia  prvbably  tbe  moat  impDrbUkl  atrategical  point  in  Huagury,  coin- 
munding  all  the  upper  Danube,  and  one  of  the  two  highways  which 
lead  to  Vienna.  Th<i  Dungari.in*,  unditr  Klapkn,  H4>f<-ndod  it  nith  the 
greaim  skill  and  attaijinvi-i ;  aud  ihv  sally  of  Kldpka  at  tbo  cloao  of 
Uli-  wnr.  by  which  he  defeated  the  Austriiin  forces  with  threat  tlauehter, 
l\>took  il^ab  and  "  G<'>ny>i,"  and  captured  an  immcnie  bonly  at  provi. 
■ionn  and  am  munition,  was  one  of  tbn  inniit  brilliant  antianit  of  lh«wbal« 
year.*  Dad  it  happened  earlier,  it  might  have  cbaiigitd  the  whole  ltd* 
of  ei-ent».  As  it  naa,  it  threw  a  parting  lustre  over  th«  last  gloocny 
«venl8  of  the  Mungtiriaii  ctruKRle. 

Below  Koinoni,  we  panst^d  Uran  with  iln  fine  cathmlral,  the  resldenc« 
and  property  of  the  Primate  of  tlunf^r}-,  said  by  tnatiy  lu  he  tlii.'  ricbrd 
prelate,  out  of  England,  in  all  Burope.  Like  many  of  the  Munjturiaa 
oitim,  thiahai  ml^ed  eitr«uiel}'  in  past  centurieo  from  tbv  attacks  of 
tlic  Turk*.  At  lliia  point  tbe  oceaery  oo  the  river  changen,  and  th« 
•treant  begins  to  flow  botwcm  bigfa  hills,  ibough,  after  oil,  there  U  no 
great  liuauty  or  picturesqueilm  in  them.  Not  far  below,  th«  tall  donjoD 
of  the  Viaegrad  rean  iUelf  on  a  hill,  the  only  r«Iic  I«ft  of  a  splendid 
roynt  ttroiighold,  about  which  many  a  strange  story  and  wild  Hungarian 
legend  ia  told.  At  Waiien  lh«  Danube  nukes  a  complete  angle,  and 
ofter  ibi*  runs  dun  south. 

The  &nl  the  traveller  sees  of  Iluda-Pe>iih,  the  gem  nod  pride  of 
Hungarian  cities,  is  the  heiglil  of  the  BIockflber;g,  n  mountain  nith  an 
ob»ervntory  behind  Buda;  ibitn  the  rocky  eitadcl  of  Itudu,  or  Ofcn,  as 
the  Cvriniina  have  named  it, appears  below  tbii  peak;  and  alter  this, 
the  beautiful  span  of  the  sii  sponsion -bridge  it  mkii,  Khich  conix^cts  the 
old  town  Ruda  with  the  newer  and  moro  bewatiful  city,  Peslli. 

'l*he  lir»t  itnpresdion  which  I'esth  makes  on  chn  utrangcr,  coming 
down  the  Danube,  is  very  striking  indeed.  The  long  line  of  handfome, 
■niu*ivc  buildings  on  the  ijuay.  more  than  a  mile  and  a  quarter  iuektmt; 
the.  ToviiUr,  weU-kept  atrecU;  the  graceful  form  of  the  bridge  (perhaps 
tbe  most  beautiful  tu*peasiau*bridg:«  in  Europe);  all  form  a  most  pleas* 
iiig  picture  of  thriving,  modem  hfe.  Then,  as  a  contrast  to  it,  yoq 
have  oti  the  other  side  the  quaint,  old  town  of  Ofva,  with  tlie  narrow

and,  after  taking  my  qiiftrUTi  in   a  holpl,  1  rallied  out  to  explora  ih" 
city.

for  bed.  and  «  broad-brimmed,  grcBsv  hat.  Tbeir  face*,  too,  haro 
■ucli  a  GUiiiiing,  wild  cipr(-y*)on.  I  \uve  not  teen  more  nUermUe 
obj«ota  »inco  the  beggan  I  nitt  in  Counl^-  Wicklow,  in  Irvland. 

There  arc  roarka  all  tlirou);h  re«ih,  of  the  fcarfiil  bombardnieol  it 
sustained  from  Ofen:  linlf-liuilt  Iioiixck — tquares  soaetiniM  <nilif«ly 
cirarcd  of  the  buildings,  and  buildings  torn  and  broken  by  the  boml 
Pi'stb,  hunever,  tcemt  thriving,  compared  with  Ofcn.  There  Is  n  Iod£_ 
tract  in  the  side  of  the  hill  there,  near  the  palaee,  where  anw  of  the" 
aasnnil*  of  the  lliingnriniis  was  mail*,  which  is  «»vprcd  nilli  rcHiflct* 
and  «ii|)ty  hnum-tt.  Iiurm-d  out  with  the  tcrriblr  fire  from  both  sides 
durinjf  the  si^e.  The  whole  oily,  too.  in  iDt«r»poned  with  such  ruiag,^ 
and  onfl  con  »cp  that  iho  majority  of  the  houscis  are  nvw-roofcd. 

1  was  ourpriicd  almoM  at  the  little  lifeapitarctit  i»  cither  citv,  one 
Atnoas:  tbe  most  lively  town*  in  Kuropo.     My  acqunintancei  sny  that 
I  cannot  at  nil  imagine  tho  contrast  between  the  siipcarancv  of  Biidn- 
Pealb  now,  and  that  before  the  Revolution,  or  durmg  the  ye-or  1848. 
Than  the  city  wai  full  of  the  jt^nlry,  who  reiidcd  here  a  nood  part  of 
thc^  yeair,  the  street*  throngrd  with  brilliant  equipa|(c*,  ana  lively  wiih 
all  tho  K^y  costumes  of  the   tluii^ariati  soldiery  and  tiobilitT.     The 
Rlream   of    biiiiness   and   travel,   too,   «a>'   ineetnaDt   throujin    evoiy 
thorough  Fare.     Tbcro  wni  nnt  prrbnps  in    Europe  ao  brilliant,  ■lirriutr. 
cheerful  a  dty,  an    Ituda-Pmih.     Thv  Ijiwllap,  or   Parliamcnl,  iiirc 
here,  calling^  together  all  the  principal  m«n  of  talent  and  rank  throuftli 
Hungary.     Theatre*  had  bc-rn  huilt,  not   inferior  to  thove  in  Vienna 
Hotels  among  the   Itesl  in   Europe.     A  casino,  after  the  plan  of 
London  cluh,  vith  the  most  el<-)>atit   convcoiencea  for  bochelara,  wi 
erected.     Strangera  giiiher«d  together  here,  from  alt  parts  of  Cur 
and  there  was  ro  refined  aociety  on  the  Continent,  where  a  foreipic 
of  adncalion  could  fo  pleatantU  spend  hia  lime,  aa  antong  tho  aocinl 
circUa  of  tbe  Hungarian  capital.     Now  the  airecta  iiccm  still  and  life- 
lefts.     No  e^iuipagei  are  aeen.     The  Hungarian  cotturoe  is  forbidden. 
The  nnblpmen  of  Hongary,  the  men  of  talent  and  wii,  the  leaden  oCj 
the  nation,  who  once  filled  the  city,  and  garo  the  lifo  to  its  circlm 
drew  business  within   its  walla,  are   iinw  scnilered   abroad  as  exil 
through  every  land,  or  are  living  iu  gloomy  and  insecure  relircmenl  on 
their  eMate*.     Business   lia«  ulicrly  flagged.     No  one  hai>    any  con- 
fidence in  the  coniinuance  of  the  preient  condition  of  Hungary.     Th« 
ilrvam  of  coramunicatiao  which  once  poured  over  the  bridge  i*  noi 
mesgro  enough.     I>  is  calculated  by  candid  people,  that  the  pupulaiiat  _ 
of   Buda-PcMh,   once  some    120.000.   hax    diniini«hcd   f^iH   AOfOOO!' 
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StrAngpr*  acldon  visit  it  now,  or  if  Ihey  do,  havtt  no  hcatt  to  slAy 
in  ■  ptacc  where  overj' foreig^ner  Ji  under  the  spying  «y«a  of  a  police 
igcnr. 

Tbe  iujurics  suffered  by  the  eiiy  took  place  during  th^  siege  of  Ihe 
Ofen  citndcl  by  the  IIiiDgariau«  in  the  apriog  of  1319.  It  wall  be 
remembered  that  G<Jrgry's  rictorics  on  tbc  upper  Danube,  and  Ueni's 
brilliant  cumpaign  in  SLebenbiir^ten,  h«d  alinoti  completely  cleared  the 
country  of  Ainlriang,  Betwwn  the  Dravo  and  rhe  Danube  on  the 
toulh  tbfy  still  k-ejH,  ii|i  a  fi-ebli'  resi^tuncc,  and  ihry  lield  iho  country 
ill  the  neighbourhood  of  Presburft.  But,  though  their  arinic*  in  the 
wialvr  hnil  been  advnnecd  n*  far  an  Siolnok  and  the  Thci»»,  ibey  were 
slcfldily  driTcn  luirk,  forced  from  Pi.-3lh,  and  at  Uft,  with  tho  exo^lion 
of  the  points  mentioned  above,  and  one  or  two  uniinporlanl  fortri'Mi-s. 
eomplciciv  ilriTen  from  lliingnry.  The  mnin  army  Iny,  discoumged  end 
woin  out,  nenr  the  borderi  of  Hiingnry.  Tlie  RuNsiana  had  not  yvt 
intervened.  A  strong  victorious  Hungarian  army  was  posted  all  along 
the  Danube,  from  P«sth  to  Komom,  luiil  under  Napoleon  a  day  would 
not  bare  jnjiscd,  before  that  nriny  noulil  have  Uwu  marchtrg  upon 
Vienna.  It  was  the  inralunble  momeDt  for  the  Uungariani.  Succvtis 
was  atmnrt  snn  lo  ihem,  and  they  lost  it. 

The  getieml  ojdnion  in.  thai  it  vin*  Grirgey'i  treachery  whtch  led 
lo  the  abandoment  of  this  march  upon  Vienna,  and  ipent  tii«  prieeless 
lime  in  the  tivgv  of  Ofen,  an  unimportant  fortress.  But  it  wcmr  to  me 
doubtfuL  The  nhole  nation,  in  characterislio  manuer.  nas  in  a  frenzy 
of  rxcilcmcnt  to  rctnkc  Ofco,  "  the  Holy  City,"  the  capital — "  the  only 
place  where  the  foul  of  the  invader  rested,"  and  it  it  tnoat  probablb 
that  the  miniiLry,  who  nere  not  remarkable  for  their  Mraiegclical 
knowledge,  yielded  to  (hit  voice  of  the  |>eople,  ond  ordered  (jiirgey  lo 
return  and  commmce  thv  sie^.  Tliii  at  least  in  the  account  of  louny 
authorities  not  eoper.Ially  favourable  lo  (lurgey :  and  it  sounds  con- 
Mstenily  with  the  eharaeler  of  tto  Hungnrinii  [tcople.  They  are  a 
nation  highly  wrought  up  bjrprei>eni  enthuBiasm,  and  vasyiu  bu  blinded 
to  consequences  far  ahea^l.  They  undoubtedly  seemed  to  themselves  to 
have  uttrrly  proatratcd  AuitrU,  and  only  to  need  the  capture  of  this 
citadel  to  complete  the  victory.  Uorgey,  who  had  a  much  cooler  bead. 
is  reporlnl  to  harp  said  at  once,  when  bo  received  tho  order,  "  TAe  aiuM 
H  Iff  now .'" 

KUpka,  in  bis  rarmoirs,  gives  a  different  occounu  Hv  states  that 
GlJrgey  received  an  order  only  to  Wteagner  Ofen,  ffilh  nimall  force,  and 
tomnrch  on  niih  the  main  body,  against  (he  Austriana.  but  that  he  did 
the  reverH'.  However,  1  am  told  that  one  of  the  officers  of  Klapka 
givK  a  different  ei  pi  anal  ion,  <imilnr  lo  the  one  above,  lo  such  con- 
fused liiiio*  ([inrticiilarly  with  regard  lo  the  great  blunders  of  the  war) 
Ihe  truth  is  very  ditiicult  to  obtain- 
Wherever  the  fault  lay,  the  result  was.  that  three  ncekt  wero  apcot 
in  the  siege  of  a  fortris*  ui  no  way  important  in  the  great  plana  of  the 
war.  The  JIuuK^riBm  bad  thought  to  take  it  at  once  by  assatilL  Rut 
there  was  a  lough  old  Swiss  officer,  at  the  bead  of  the  garrison,  Jttnn, 
who  would  have  seen  everything  blown  into  the  ur  before  be  gave  it 
up,  and  who  fought  every  tncb  of  ground,  llicre  are  several  points 
from  which  it  can  be  bombarded,  and  from  theie  the  Hungarians  kept 
up  a  tremendous  6re  upuu  it.  Tnu  Aiutrtsns  retorted  by  bombarding 
Pcsih,  which  lies  bcnratli   ibena.     Cye^witDeaaea  have  described  tM 
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^cme»  ((I  iiiv,  fliii  iiig  lli«  uighu  of  ihe  bombardoMiit,  «s  most  torritile. 
TIm-'  long  truSus  of  firo  through  titc  air,  from  Iho  Itcighlit  of  ihe 
Illockubcr^  to  th?  fnrlrcM,  nnd  agutu  frora  iliv  forlrc^  to  il>i-  dty.  tlw 
iincnuing  boomini;  of  ilie  cannon,  the  cxploMon  of  the  abclls,  and  the 
buniiiig  of  tli«  louMs.  formed  a  cc^ii?,  »uch  M  llta  ciliicmt  of  l*6»lh 
will  not  lOon  forifft.  'I'lic  inhabiuiula  bad  rvtrcated  in  the  tii«aiilit»« 
lu  tfa«tr  celUnt,  or  to  the  block-homes.  At  length,  after  nearly  three 
weeks  of  this,  l)ie  fortress  was  ttibon  by  nstuill,  in  ihe  most  ilnriiig 
manucr,  and  llrnii  fell  oil  tliu  ruitia  of  it,  at  the  IimJ  of  hU  ineii. 
T*D  more  wceVa  were  spent  in  rejoicing,  and  rccruitiRg  their  force*. 
At  the  md  of  this  lime  the  AuKtrinu*  Imd  re-formed  another  nwmy. 
Till'  RuMJant  mtm  m  full  ciitrch  from  sevcikl  points  itito  Uungutjf 
uud  the  ikvourable  moment  was  i;one  for  ever! 

Tho  siege  of  Ofen  muat  be  confnsod  to  hjive  been  tlic  grvot  miailoke 
of  the  HuDgansu  canipai);ii  in  184^< 

1  used  often  to  walk  about  on  parts  of  the  old  fortrcH,  The 
bn-ache*  ntc  all  rrpnintd^  tlic  griiss  is  growing  f^rvcnly  un  ibe  embank- 
ment*, which  wore  all  demolisbtd  by  the  Hungarian  firv;  nnd  the 
AuHtriun  bunds  i;ii'e  ploaunt  concerts  OD  the  spot  where  the  fiercest 
anaiilt  (jf  t)ir  Ilonredi;  tv.-m  mtulr.  Lsccjit  for  the  »iglit  of  au  occx- 
vional  maimed  eoldicr,  or  of  ihc  luiuedi  de«olftte  bouse*  in  the  vallejr 
below,  there  nould  be  nothing  to  remiud  one  of  the  feirful  struggle 
which  rag<ril  there  two  j-ean  a^n.

>Iy  time  in  I'esth  was  very  busily  employed  indeed.  'I'liere  wer*  tb« 
uBusI  reacsrchc*  nf  n  tni.vcllpr,  then  the  forming  no|itaifllance4>  wiib  the 
cttistiUi  to  learn  the  vic«s  of  the  diffcrcui  poliliciil  parliw,  and  in  plan- 
OlDg  my  route  in  ihe  iutcriur ;  ami  especially  the  invcsttualion  of  tb« 
old  political  ctJUHLilutioii  nnd  law*  of  [lungary,  for  which  the  archUes  of 
I'csth  offer  ibc'hc»t  ndvsnta^jcs.  • 

The  uholu  locirty  of  rc-ilh,  even  in  ibis  iu  time  of  deprMdoa.  is  n- 
eeedinf^ly  pleaMnt  for  tlie  ttrangcr.  Dcipitc  the  Germui  influence 
ujiun  it,  &nd  the  fact  that  almatt  all  intercourse  la  in  the  Gennan  Un* 
^uage,  the  peoplo  bnvo  prMervotI  their  genuine  Hungarian  traita.  The 
traveller  fcelv  al  otici*  bir  in  in  a  different  atmosphere  from  that  which 
fills  the  (jerman  circln.  There  is  a  life,  a  kind  of  nlormj  rioi|ueoco 
about  Ihe  conversation,  Kuch  na  you  never  nwet  in  Germany.  The 
pcupli-  ilo  love  lu  <alL,  nod  ceriainty  talk  very  «cIL  Sucli  noJay 
Gotrvc>hou»v*  I  hare  net  seen  in  Europe.  I'hcn  one  is  cotucioiu  al 
once  of  being  in  tociei  v,  where  wit  i«  in  vogup  much  more  tlian  ia  G«r- 
nuiijr,— keen,  lively  wit  it  is  luo.  A  joko  against  Austrian  ttupiiCtj 
goes  oTer  IVoib  with  ibe  quicknvds  of  thought.  Itut  sucb  a  lution  of 
orators,  as  they  Eeem,  IVom  what  one  sec*  in  tho  capital  I  Tbe  waiter 
who  brtnE*  your  cotTec  in  the  niominK  nmkca  a  speech  The  clerk  in 
the  eoacb-office,  whore  you  are  booKiug  your  name,  runs  off  into  a 
baranguo  over  the  nrungs  of  Hungary,  which  would  do  honour  to  a 
slump  orator.  Men  speak  in  private  society  with  an  case^  a  fire,  such 
■s  1  bare  neirr  anywhere  seen.  And  tht^  theme  everywhere  irhich 
lights  the  eye,  nnd  llirilla  the  roice,  is  Hungary,  their  bcautifiil,  their 
unpo  bapjiy  fatherland,  what  it  has  been,  and  what  it  is  oow  I  Its 
^ry,  ilt>  »roiigB,  Wt  hoyres.     Wiih  our  oool  Englisli  habiu,  it  ia  diffi- 
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cult  lo  tiiidnnluid,  to  iroagine  tliu  oalural,  pataionale  eloquence  with 
wUieh  ilmoHt  every  HuD);arian  spmk*  on  ittat  xnlijcct. 

I  )iDp[M!iirtl  lo  cat!  upon  a  wrorlinnnn.  Ai  soon  as  ho  fouod  I  wai 
about  lo  Iravfl  in  Hungary,  he  burst  forth.  '*  Oh,  sir,  if  you  could 
only  have  seen  our  country  four  or  fivo  ynrir  ogol  I  do  not  beliovc 
there  was  to  froe  aiid  hap|>y  a  cwuutry  in  Eurupie.  Wine  aiid  corn,  and 
overjihing  no  chrnp  for  llic  poor  man — the  gentry  nicking  improse- 
mvntf  aitd  rvforiiiing  ovorynWrcj  and  we  hail  our  parliami'iils  hiTu  in 
Fr«t)i,  aiitl  wit  voIimI  fur  uQIutk,  and  were  independent  of  Auitria.  And 
now  thttro  is  a  tax  on  everjthing.  \Vc  havo  lo  pny  tiiri^  i/uiiffn  for 
poll  tiu :  and  orciy  pound  of  fleali  it  Uxcil  whioh  wc  buy,  .-uid  there  n 
a  tax  on  the  gnrdunti.  nnd  on  the  houses.  And  then  wo  gain  uoibiQ];. 
W«  have  lost  our  ciinititutioD  and  our  rights.  Then:  i>  no  more  voting, 
or  elections,  or  parliami-atx.  here  in  Pestli.  The  whole  country  is 
dead.'" 

I  have  been  lo  K.-e  au  ai:(|U&iot«iice  since,  of  the  Govcrtim<tnt  party. 
He  rcprottcd  extremely  that  I  had  choicn  the  prricnl  liia«  to  tnvul  iu 
Hungry,  it  would  give  mv  so  iin]>4-rfi-ct  an  idrta  of  the  nation.  If  I 
could  have  ■.■oniu  before  ihu  revolution,  I  §houl(!  have  »eon  ihe  country 
in  its  pride  nnd  g:Iory,  iateiiBoly  active  aud  cicitcd  in  its  political  life, 
and  every  Itind  of  matt^rinl  improvement  eniag  uu.  Or,  if  I  could  have 
come  inunediatdy  nflcr  the  revuluiiun.  in«  very  aspect  of  the  niitioiinl 
CxeiteniCQt — inspiration,  would  have  boi'n  grand  to  look  ij|i»it.  Dut  now 
the  whole  country  was  lifele**,  spirillc**,  cost  down.  "  We  have  elakod 
all,"  snid  he,  "  on  the  game  and  hare  lost  nil.  Itie  government,  too, 
I  regret  to  say,  is  not  well  advised,  or  does  not  understand  the  Hunn- 
rian  character,  and  everything  goes  on  wrong.  No  man  can  predict  Uo 
future.     The  pnniciit  condition  cannot  Itut  I  ' 

Called  upon  Mr.  S.,  to  whom  I  had  a  Icltcr,  and  met  there  T ,  s 

tall,  finc-tonking  Hungarian.  He  «poke  with  thoso  filll  rich  tones 
which  one  hears  so  ofXeii  from  the  Ilungnrians.  "  We  welcome  on 
American."  said  he,  "moat  gladly  lo  this  land.  Dut  you  have  come  at 
an  unhappy  time.  The  old  eonttilntion,  tinder  which  we  hive  lived  for 
more  ihao  eight  hundred  years,  is  scnttercd  to  the  winds.  We  hare  lost 
all  that  a  nation  ran  Iom.  You  will  »ec  nothing  licre  of  the  old  free* 
doni.  and  the  privileges  which  we  used  la  boast  of.  The  people  hivu 
lo»t  their  means  by  lhi»  wnr,  nnil  now  their  liberties.  Every  iitop  is 
hemmed  by  obstruclionn,  and  one  cannot  stir  nithout  coming  upon  aii 
Austrian  spy." 

I  upoko  of  my  intention  of  visiting  the  interior,  nnd  infiutred  nhelber 
it  would  be  advisable.  He  said  then*  would  bo  uo  difficulty,  but,  "  Oh, 
air,"  said  lie,  "  if  you  could  only  have  seen  thi*  land  four  yeon  ago. 
There  was  not  so  happy  aiid  free  a  land  in  Europe!  You  will  aco 
BORiething  DOW  of  the  old  hospitality,  but,  for  lh«  raort  ]urt,  the  people 
have  nut  the  heart  fur  it.  Tlio  gcntleniuo  are  living  in  retircraeut,  and 
economically  ;  and  all  under  the  fear  ihat  the)-  may  at  any  time  be 
called  hdforo  the  courts  again.  Every  one  is  di«cont«ntcil,  and  looking 
forward  lo  a  change ;  but  do  one  can  tee  bow  it  is  to  conie."  I  went 
by  accident  into  a  saddler's  shop,  and  the  moment  bo  found  1  wa.H  no 
Austrian,  he  burst  out  with  his  feelings  over  the  chani;e  iu  his  country. 
"  It  was  so  pleasant  a  land  !  Anil  we  had  our  own  freeiloin,  as  they 
liBvc  now  iu  America  j  aiid  I'esth  was  so  livelyl  The  gentry  nsed  to 
come  here  lo  the  shop,  and  buy  bo  much  lor  their  hunts  aud  races,  and 
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talk  |xilitk)i  hvfc !  and  everything  was  m  cheap  I  Wine  was  onl;  tn 
knuticra  a  boule.  But  now  «o  bare  to  pay  all  th«  Austrian  Uxa; 
aod  the  gentry  ars  nil  gooa,  and  wc  arc  all  jtuL  liku  »lavea  I  If  I  on 
only  sail  my  stock,  I  shall  at  once  go  over  to  America  I" 

I  ha|)pcncil  in  a  eoach-offic«<  to  tn(|uire  at>out  rotitcs  in  tbs  Interior, 
and  the  cl«rk,  aa  vooa  a*  be  found  I  w-ai  a  fur«igtiur  iravelUa^  in  At»> 
tria,  began  in  a  aimllar  strain.  "  It  had  been  such  a  bc&uUful,  iiappy 
country,''  be  *aid.  "  there  could  be  nothing  lik*  it.  Krery  cLaaa  of  t*of I* 
to  comfortable ;  ererything  to  cheap  I"  He  had  not  known  much  of 
otbrr  Und*.  but  he  did  not  believe  there  couid  bare  beea  audi  an  iad^ 
peudrut,  happy  ))eople  on  the  earth  I  And  now,  ererywlldM  oppreend ! 
Ewnrthing  tliry  could  cat,  or  drink)  IbkmL  Nothing  fr eg  every  word 
watcbed  by  Auntrian  t]uei  I " 

From  all  tbete  peraons,  I  have  not  elicited  an  expression  of 
viewaataU;  but,  ia  a  moment,  wlK-n  tbcy  have  known  1  wao  nforfi); 
tboy  ham  poured  out  their  feetlnt!*  in  this  way.  Antl  it  is  utterly  Iid< 
poMiblc  to  give  again  in  word  tbo  paMionatc,  eloquent  raaiuier  ikcy 
oavD  of  eipTvsfint;  ihemaGlves. 

Everywhere  as  I  mingle  ia  society  an  American  is  mott  bearlih 
welcomed.  Such  hospitality,  in  all  my  ripcricnoG  of  atrange  lands,  1 
bare  never  leeD  even  approached,  and  yet  toe  dty  is  not  hj  any  nrain 
a  geoinne  ipecimeo  of  a  lluDKarian  city. 

Good  hits  at  the  Austriani  are  in  great  ctrcnlntMa  amon^  ibe  people 
of  I'rath.  Very  naturally,  tbey  find  il  bard  enough  to  be  pairing  now 
for  Austrian  debts,  and  to  be  obliged  to  use  everywhere  this  niteraUt 
Imperial  psper-money,  and,  as  tboy  can  tlo  nothing  else,  thejr  crack 
their  jokca  at  tho  whole  system,  Among  other  storiea,  tbey  tell  ;m 
of  a  visit  which  tho  Emperor  lately  made  to  Trieste,  wlieroto,  in  i 
triumphal  procession,  in  th«  exciloraimt  of  the  moment,  he  called  upon 
the  Finance  Minister  for  mouey  to  dittribiiie  among  the  bnfrtluiig 
crowd  Tliv  ministor*' begged  hit  Majetty's  pardoo.  but  advised  him 
not  to  alteupt  it  I  " — "  Why  ?  "  sud  the  cnttiuuastic  young  prince 
"  The  wind  is  too  high  I  your  Majesty  I"  replied  the  miuister ; 
would  be  all  blown  away  I " 

Th«  folloning  occurrence  i>  said  really  to  have  taken  place  lately] 
\1eiina.  A  juguler  was  on  the  sla^-,  Mfore  a  crowded  booWt 
among  other  tricks,  took  a  silver  twonitger  (a  coin  wliich,  like  all 
■ilv«r  or  gold  pieces,  ha*  mostty  disappeared  from  Austria)  in  bb  bsi  . 
held  il  up  before  the  crowd,  opened  nit  hand,  and  tlie  coin  wis  gom. 
He  had  hardly  proceeded  thus  far  ia  the  pt^rfomianct'.  when  a  rough 
voice,  in  the  brood  Vinnnii  accent,  came  out  of  the  gallery,  ■'  Aeb,  dw 
kaonikauk!"  (Touhl  I  can  do  itnu  too!)  The  juggler  then  turned 
his  hand  again,  muttered  some  incautaliuiiti,  opened  il,  and  there  was 
the  xwansigerl  The  voice  again  came,  in  the  most  hopeless  lone— 
"Sacrament!  dot  kaun  ik  nitl"  (That  I  cnii'i  do!)  The  juggler 
turned  at  this  si-rond  exclamation,  to  the  gallery,  and  asked  who  it  was 
that  inlernipted  htm  so.  '■  The  AiiRtrion  Finanoe  Minister  I  "  repUcd 
Ibe  voice  iu  iloleful  tones.  The  nndivnce  took  the  joke  at  onoe,  and 
rose  wiih  one  universal  cheer  for  "  the  man  in  the  gallery  I " 

Wherever  I  went  I  found  a  bitter  indignation  ttl  the  spying,  aod<r> 
banded  system  of  the  Austrisns.  They  had  bocn  used,  and  th«ir  bUwn 
befttre  them,  to  talk  freely,  they  said  ;  and  now  to  feel  thai  ever; 
eervaul  might  be  a  ipy,  and  that  there  was  not  a  movement  whiehwu 
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uot  tiAictiiHl  by  Bomv  canUttopliblu  agtmi  of  Uuvcniniviil.  It  worried 
them  ;  ii  iiick«iiiil  (licni  luorc  thoii  all  the  cruellv  of  tbi.'  Aiuirian  *y»- 
t«ni.  At  tbo  lime,  I  did  not  credit  lucb  a  state  Qf  thiu)^.  8Uppo»in{{  it 
to  be  one  of  lliv  «xagg«r«Uuiis  natural  to  a  jioupli!  juHt  in  rvaihy  con- 
quored.  Tlitfv  lol<l  me  liovt  lUi*  gen  tic  man's  serv«tit  im-d  rcgularlv  to 
report  his  words  at  dinner  to  tbo  police;  how  anoihcr  wa»  dni^guu  ia 
the  itrocts  by  tbeaa  agtmts;  how  npit-H  *nL  in  th«  churches  lu  watch 
ovpn  the  cti^rgy  moil's  prayve  atiil  nvrniun. 

I  told  tbcin  franbly,  tbeti.  tliat  such  lyttctos  of  rascality  lautt  be 
■con  befori!  they  could  be  b«liuvt>i).  I  iiei-d  nnl  unr  that  ao«  I  not 
only  bdl<-vc  it,  but  wouiter  that  I  ever  doubled  It.  Thpr«  i«  no  dcpih 
of  lllt^nn[m8  and  falscncsii  In  tlic  AustrJao  pulicv  :>ysti-ni  «tiioh  t  cannot 
credit.  I  havi'  t^Mi  nnd  cxpi^Timccil  nil  that  my  fritiids  Iwre  desoribedt 
I  bnTc  tocn  lliAt  there  in  a  wii]e!i|jr«>ad,  efficit-ul  administmiian  hor«, 
Dianafrfd  with  Ihc  precision  mid  ciactui;ss  witli  which  the  allsirs  of  a 
first-claofl  New  York  importing  hountv  would  bp,  and  yd,  whose  principal 
and  whoRO  veiy  object  ia  the  tuuat  faliio,  the  nioHt  dc^ading  to  man- 
hood  SDil  honour,  that  can  be  imBAined.  (t  ia  underhanded  rillany,  and 
the  vitcsl  deoej>tiAn,  b-gnlijod  and  syittccnatixcd. 

A  short  time  before  I  arrived,  a  boy  — a  child,  was  iinpriioncd  for 
veariDg  ihc  flunj^arian  coalume,  which  is  merely  a.  blue  jacket  with 
embroidery,  log«thor  with  porhnp*  one  of  thi-ir  embroidered  caps  I  The 
llunj^rian  ooluurs,  too,  arv  forbidden,  thoufih  the  lodie*  do  manage  to 
get  theiu  into  their  drvtiseH.  No  nnv  is  allowed  even  to  petition  !  So 
that  an  humble  request  to  "  His  AjtontuUi!  Ilidhneaa"  is  a  crime.  And 
it  i*  anidj  a  clergyman  had  been  not  long  since  imprisoned  for  nonio 
time  for  dariitg  to  resppctfiilly  peiilion  Uie  Emperor  with  regard  to 
some  church  matter.  They  muxt  fir^t  obtain  lv«vc  from  the  poUec  to 
make  n  request. 

It  is  »om<!wlitit  romarkable,  yet  Pesth  has  more  of  the  cnoiforix  of  a 
city  than  many  even  of  the  largest  cities  of  Kurlli  Europe.  The  Hun- 
garians haTD  always  had  a  much  more  practical  turn  than  the  raoes 
nround  thctn,  and  a  far  ^ri-nttT  leadency  To  imitati?  butli  the  Hngliih 
and  French  than  their  ueiKhbuurH  the  Gtiniaiis.  which  may  in  part 
Mrhspa  account  fur  this.  Cenain  it  is,  however,  that  the  hulelt  in 
Peath  are  far  better  than  the  best  in  Vicooa  or  Berlin.  The  co&'c- 
boneeai  too.  are  not  surpassed  by  the  bv«i  on  the  Uoulevords,  oad  Iha 
eoanio,  or  club,  with  its  reading-rooms,  and  saloons,  and  dinnig-halfs,  ia 
e<[ua]  to  anytbing  of  tlie  kind  in  Burope,  except  the  palace^like  esta- 
blishmenia  in  London. 

I  would  her»,  while  speaking  of  these  msttcra.  recommend  cspeeislly 
to  any  .\mericat)  traveller  wlio  may  linppcn  to  vUit  Pcsth,  the  Tiger 
ilotcl.  certainly  thu  most  comfurlahld  in  the  city,  and  whnse  proprietor. 
Dr.  F.,  ia  a  very  polite,  eoltirated  gentktnon.  speaking  English  Uko  a 
naliTC 

Ai  I  walked  orer  the  city,  it  was  intcreiting  lo  observe  how  llie 
Austrians  were  preparing  for  future  struggles.  The  citadel  ha«  boca 
entirely  repairM  and  drcngthcned  ;  the  heightx  of  the  Blocksberf^ 
above,  from  which  the  Hungarians  had  bumliariled  the  fortrcas,  are  now 
bring  fortified  and  held  by  an  Austrian  ilelachmeni,  and,  on  the  otboi; 
hide  of  the  river,  a  »lrong  block-heuia  is  to  be  built  iu  Pestb,  as  a  tAs 
(/it  pout,  lo  cover  the  bridge. 
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Th«re  k,  besidei,  a  vnry  bmvy  cotnplpnwnt  of  eoUiei^'  stationwl  in 
tHo  c'tVf,  moiilv  nimrifTrd  in  a  Miigular  Mtmcure,  callc<l  tlie  \rti^e6atmU' 
This  was  trfclca  id  1786  bj  the  Aualrian  Eiupcrort  for  some  utm* 
plainiibl«  pnrpote,  though  it  is  |[«iierelly  BupposH  lie  intPiidpd  it  tu  hb 
imairnst!  pnHon.     It  coniUtii  of  •  large  »c]u*rc,  built  aroitod  with   lalli 
nitiisivc  bHitdiuga.  aodjeniered  bv  arched  galc«ajs>   it  is  principally  uaed  j 
as  &  barrack},  anil  mum  be  capable  of  holdia^  sereral  thousanila.    Sinev] 
tbi!  rcvulutiiiti  it  liiu  fDrnii.-(l  one  of  lb«  great  KUtc  pricons  of  Hungaij^  ' 
in  whcs«  ncll-accurcd  duiig;t>on3  tie  the  "  Hun^ariao  robelB."     lo  mj 
tBipriMnmcnt  aflcrworde.from  lliriiiiinbL'rof  mrcomnideB  vhohad  ba«»J 
thvrc,  lti(!  nnxav  bt.-catnu  oi  familiar  to  (nu  as  any  Dam«  iu    Hungsry.

Tlie  Town  Halt, — 0»c  of  the  moit  iiiicrvatiug  sputa  !u  th«  city,  for 
modem  associaiions,  la  the  new  Town  []all.  My  friends  led  nic  here. 
and  showed  m«  tbe  spot  on  the  summit  of  tho  grKii  fiigfat  c(  iMpt 
where  llic  rttrolvtion  wai  6nit  procUtnivd  to  thv  citiiena  of  Pmth.  Il 
was  in  the  March  days  of  1 84S,  and  the  movenienl,  which  had  bcra 
working  for  to  ranny  y«ars  in  Hungary,  at  leng:lh  biir»l  fortli.  Th«y 
describtsl  to  me  bow  the  vast  square  in  front  of  the  buildiOf  «»• 
crowded  with  eicited  people,  and  with  what  iDlcUKcnlhufiasm  the  prop(»> 
aitioo  was  received  for  forming  a  "  Commilte<(  of  Snfety"  for  f*i>«ih,  or 
in  other  words  for  fonniniiagoverDmi.'nl  fvr  the  city  iudcpcndi-'tii  of  v\u*- 
Ifian  iiillui'iioe.  MoKt  of  Ibe  men  who^e  icirrinc  words  on  that  niiihl 
BU  aroused  the  people,  have  atoned  for  their  boldness  on  the  »caiTold  or 
at  the  gallowa.  Toenuit  wait  ia  exile  for  belUr  times  for  tbeir  eouaUy> 

I  liBve  never  ccrlaiiily  CKperienccd  more  real  kindness  than  from  iha 
many  nuijuaintancos  I  made  in  fesih.  They  seemed  to  understand 
intuiitvL-ly  the  objects  of  a  trarclter,  stid  to  further  tfacin  in  a  practical 
vfEi;it-nt  way  which  only  a  traveller  ean  nppreclale.  ProfeMor  W.,  a 
most  loyal  fiiond  of  th«  Government,  even  appointed  an  aAernooB  in 
which  I  wa*  \o  present  my  questions  and  objccltoDS  with  rei^rd  to  ibe 
old  HiingaHan  Constitution  in  writing,  and  he  with  some  lawyers  and 
the  old  books  uf  lawn  before  them  were  to  answer  as  they  heel  cai 
A  moit  practical  and  rfficieiit  mithod  for  me. 

J  found  throughout  the  city  that  cvr>ry  part  had  suflerod  from  Ibt 
bombnrdmL'iit.  One  lady  showed  me  a  huge  caunoii-lMdl,  which  she 
had  found  the  nexl  inorntng  in  her  parlour  Door,  which  she  still  pn^* 
served.  A  clcr^man  pointed  out  to  mo  the  mict*  of  Km  library,  all 
(om  to  piece.*  by  the  bomb-shells.  There  are  some  lar^e  squares  «oBb> , 
]>lete1y  burned  out,  and  not  yet  rebuilt.  It  will  be  long  before  PiMbi 
reooTers  from  that  fearful  punishment  which  Ileiixi  inflicted. 

PanMmml  t,f  Madanit  Mudfrtfutch, — Aoiong  the  other  vicl'uns  ot 
ihe  Atutrian  Gorenimcut  there  still  lives  in  I'eslh  the  lady  who  was 
•cour^ied  by  Atistrisii  soldiers — Madame  Mnd«rtpseh.  I  have  met 
several  who  have  seen  her,  and  tbe  account  lbi>y  j^tve  of  the  affair  is  as 
follows: — Shu  was  a  lady  of  fortune  and  rank.remding  in  Siebenhiir^n, 
the  south-eastem  part  of  Hungary.  Her  husband  was  an  officer  in  tbe 
Huogiriao  amy,  and  sbe  herself  naturally  »ymp4lbi»ed  with  his  party, 
ind  It  ft  uid  freqiietilly  nnlertained  Betn  and  the  officers  under  him  in 
a  very  ho«pilal))c  manner.  This  had  exasperated  tlie  AH!itrisns.  and 
when  at  length  ihey  occupied  that  part  of  HNngafyi  they  wcro  ^\aX»\ 
ready  for  any  s4>vGntiea  igiiiul  her.

Unfortunately  for  hor,  li«r  lenaotry  mad«  some  cclebratioD  »t  the 
timt-,  and  burnnl  (she  sUicd  lliat  ttiiii  wa«  ^oiic  witliout  her  knonkd^) 
the  Eiupctor  fraiiei*  iti  cffiyy  !  She  was  at  onne  tt-Jzcii,  ami,  at  Itm 
coiamnnd  of  ihc  Auslriaw  officer,  matin  to  "run  the  gauntlet,"  or  thf 
Ga&fctilauC,  as  thoy  call  it.  I  gained  some  ociiuaiutaiicc  with  this  Aus- 
trian puni«hmi>nt  while  in  the  Groa  Wardein  prison,  aa  h  vim  nppljpd 
lo  all  th(!  thiftvps  aitd  deserters  of  the  rpgimeTit  rvcry  Saturduy  after- 
noon.  Tbi-  cuaiom  is  usually  to  call  uut  three  hutidrvd  mc-u,  who  form 
twu  rown,  ono  liiiudrRt]  nnd  fifty  on  a  <ii<]o.  Kach  man  ii  provided  witli 
a  lough,  limber  slick.  The  cnuiinal,  a  hartly,  strong  man  commonly,  ix 
stripped  lo  iho  waist,  and  made  to  walk  k'ii>iin-ly  tlirough  at  ihc  beat  of 
th(^  <irum.  If  any  one  in  the  line  De{(tecls  lo  lay  on  as  hard  a^  hn  tian, 
he  geta  "  five-and-twenly"  himself.  It  i»  g^nrrally  calculated  that  a 
stronf;  man,  seut  through  this  Inne  four  timeH,  if  liu  hus  strength  enough 
to  ffct  to  the  end,  will  die  within  a  few  hours. 

Thift  was  Madame  Maderspach's  punishment ;  though,  with  geoeraua 
considernlioig  for  her  aei,  tlic  "run"  was  prohntily  limited  to  oneg 
through !  The  rffect  upon  the  proud,  high-hem  lady  was  lo  drive 
her  into  inianitv.  The  news  of  such  a  public,  brutal  indignity  on  his 
wile  so  affected  the  husband  ihnt  he  shut  hinisclf  through  the  brain; 
and,  |i>  entirely  hiMh  up  the  matter,  the  only  survivor,  a  young  son,  wat 
drafted  inui  the  Austrian  army  in  Italy  nji  a  onmmon  soldier,  where  be 
i»  will.  The  whoU-  deed  »e«in»  to  have  c-omf,  if  not  directly  from 
Haynau,  at  leatl  from  hia  general  orders.  The  poor  lady  lives  Atill  iu 
PcKth,  in  a  lialf-craxcd  con<litinn.  It  i*  said,  utWr  I  Inynnu's  tretuen- 
douR  flagellaiion  by  the  Ixinduii  brewert,  Roaiu  oue  sent  her  a  paper 
Mntaluiii^  aa  account  of  it>  and  that  ik*  iept  it  /or  dayt  in  A^r  Auom, 
itiet  wilA  hw  Uetrt  f  Somehow  or  other  she  obtained,  too,  a  piece  of 
one  of  lli«  brooms  with  which  ho  wu  beaten,  and,  moniac-Uke,  she  hm 
raadu  a  bracelet  of  it,  which  she  now  wean. 

The  Hungarians  assert  that  this  instance  of  Madamu  Msderspiich  is 
only  one  of  several  limilar. 


Of  ooune  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  conversation  here  in  P«alh 
about  Gorgsy  ud  Kotsnih,  and  I  hove  been  very  euriona  to  find  out 
what  the  general  opinion  in  regard  to  these  ineit  id,  and  wb<!thnr  it 
jt}i;rees  with  that  in  foreign  countries.  Kossuth's  mother  ia  now  her^ 
residing  in  the  city,  and  I  smpcct  in  variou*  wayit  the  pi'oplc  get  a  gTe«t 
itcal  of  iufunuation  about  him  and  hia  moveiuenis. 

To  tay  that  Kossuth  is  beloved  here,  seems  hardly  necessary  after 
what  1  have  seen,  lie  it  idolized ;  every  word  and  trait  of  his  charac- 
ler  is  remembered  with  an  iudeocribable  affveiion.  Evl-u  hia  faults  aro 
tuch  aa  Iho  people  half  love  when  they  blame.  They  all  arknowMge 
that  he  did  not  possciis  all  the  qualitiea  of  a  revolutionary  leader. 

Many  think,  loo,  thai  he  waa  not  far-seeing  enuugh  ns  a  «tate«mnn, 
and  wiu  too  mnch  wrapped  up  in  hia  rislonarr  ideas  to  Judge  well  of 
diitant  European  pallticn :  and  thni  accordingly  ho  had  reckoned  too 
much  ou  aid  froiu  other  powers  in  the  beginning  of  the  struggle,  which 
tiati  never  been  even  promised  him.  The  ■*  Old  Conservatives "  say, 
that,  even  if  he  bad  saccecded,  ho  would  never  hare  bran  a  good  aiates- 
nwn.     lie  wo*  only  an  "agitator."

Nu  haman  voic<^  tki^y  will  loll  jou,  wer  ihrillcti  villi  aiich  mmia  ov 
poMigo.  lie  "  •ftiiatcd,"  the  whole  laud — atnd  iIktc  i»  imt  ■  iftiucr  in

^uard  ntlriiding  tbem.  It  happoaed  to  be  a  niiirk<!i>4lay,  on  whicli  the 
tuwu  ifl  crowded  with  en  imnioDM  mast  of  ulurdy  gieuuiou  trota  tbo 
whole  country  around.  For  «omu  caunc  or  other,  tliv  van  of  Uic  sal> 
<lier«  had  fallen  a  liltie  bithind,  aod  the  fim  priaoner  eatefcd  tlui 
markot-plnco  almost  nlomi  for  iho  inocnoDt.  A»  he  cnme  to  tfao  bpwl 
when  Koflsuth'ft  last  and  most  (i|iirit-«tirriiig  spcixhiit  were  madr,  be 
niddenlr  stopped — >lookoff  fais  hat — 'raUed  fau  fcUcrod  bajidi  tobuven, 
hitd  with  a  voicv  vhich  raug  like  a  trtimppl  over  llio  iniiKiis*  crowd* 
ohouu^d  again  and  af^uiu,  "  Eljeii  Kossuth!  Eljeii  EninithI'*  In  « 
mom«al,  without  thouf;ht  of  preparation  or  of  combinic^,  dc*pil«  iho 
Auouian  cannoo  which  conmifiiiilcd  tho  towoi  and  tho  lonu  lioe  of 
Kolilivrs  wliuKV  bayunt'tK  almost  lourhrd  tltem.  there  caini>  fruni  tfae 
vait  multitude  a.  thoul,  likv  the  rourinii^  of  the  aea  an  thtr  nhotr — rung 
out  ag'ain  and  again,  aod  rcpMtcd  "  Eljen  Kotsuth  1  Eijva  KvMulfal 
Eijen  KosiUth  I"  It  ia  «aid  the  ubole  Auurian  forcei  in  tlie  city  wvre 
at  oaoa  cnllcd  out  for  (vnr  of  nn  oulhrf^k. 

Whiio  I  wat  in  Vienua,  an  iusioucc  occurred  of  (hi)  Mnirular  auoch- 
mt^t  uf  tli«  comtuun  Hiitii^aciaiii  to  Kojisiiih.  Ooe  of  lbc  privates  in 
an  AuBtriao  regiment  atationed  in  VirnDB,  hiiOM-lf  a  Hungarian,  wat 
QVcrheard  hy  hi*  oflSccr  to  »ay  "  liljen  Kossuth !"  He  wu  ordered 
"  five-and-twenty,"  at  once.  It  appears  whon  a  man  i>  flogged  in  tfae 
Aintrian  army,  he  ia  obliged  by  law  to  Hani  the  officer.  Thit  thi; 
llunEariaa  rvfuHcd  to  do<  Another  "five-and-twrnty"  were  )(iten  him. 
Still  li«  refused.  Again,  anoilivr  Hci^Kinj^;  and  the  Hungarian,  as  he 
roite,  m-ittnrcd  lui  thanks  wiih  the  word* — "My  kdck  bekniga  to  thi; 
i£[iip<tror,  but  my  heart  to  Kouuth  I" 

1  doubt,  howpver,  wbvllu>r  Kossuth's  eloquence'  would  have  so 
great  an  vAict  on  an  A»i;lo-Saxoti  uudicnri*  a*  &  Hungariaa.'t-  It  is 
too  tropical  almost  for  our  latitude ;  too  rich  in  ipK-odid  imaKery,  too 
poL'tic  and  pMsionaUi,  to  atiit  our  cooler  naturca.  Yi-t,  who  sliould 
judge  aWe  from  the  wrilico  sptiechra?  It  is  notorious  that  ifav  re- 
ported orations  of  the  two  Kri-atest  oratiim  in  America — Clay,  and  lb* 
«orUer  natirc  orator  uf  the  Itevolution.  Patrick  llonry — nerer  cooreyed 
an  idea  of  their  rich  clocjiiMice.  Many  of  Kossuth's  spMcbcs,  howevrr, 
as  one  reads  tlicto,  are  able  political  ar^guments,  as  well  u  p*Ttiffliil# 
appeals.

than  of  tlie  political  orator.  But,  ijrailuulty  hi«  faco  lighted  upi  liii 
ToicA  deepeofd  and  awHted  with  hia  feeling ;  tad  tbere  camo  forth 
toQM  which,  for  thrilling  passion,  and  powar,  aud  awMrtDM* — thoea  Mj 
who  heard  him — vrt'rv  nervr  oqualled  liy  huiaaii  vuio«.  Hit  appcnii, 
like  those  of  most  of  tbc  greateat  oralora  on  record,  men  addreurd 
fxcoddingly  oFlen  t«  the  rvligioua  f«e)tog»  of  his  limren.  In  fad,  Ihia 
tcud^iicy  of  hi*,  is  perhaps  one  f  real  lecret  of  bia  power  over  the  pwpic 
of  EluDgaiy  ;  for  the  peasantry  of  that  land,  beyond  that  of  alinoat  any 
other,  nrp  mmarkablo  for  a  liiople,  ravorcDt  pi«ty.* 

If  eloi)u«uce  t«  to  be  judged  from  iu  elfecU,  ibere  b«a  hwa  no  orator 
like  Kossuth  sinoe  Ueraoslhenet-  My  frienda  have  often  deacribed  to 
me  OOP  of  tbo  moit  splrndid  of  bit  nSortK,  whrn,  in  the  face  of  a 
vijforoui  oppoiitioii,  be  bad  brougbl  forward  hit  Bill  before  ibe  I*ar 
liament  of  1846,  for  a  lery  of  20U,000  mcD,  and  the  railing  of  an 
immense  *uin  of  money,  necoMary  for  the  war.  It  wna  the  great  cri«ii 
of  the  a^siion,  indeed  (^  HiUgU'y'a  whole  liiMory.  Alt  fcU  it  lO;  all 
were  relitctant  to  uke  tbe  lut  nep,  which  ihoultl  cocnmit  tfaen  to  opan 
war. 

After  ft  long  and  noM  eloqai^nt  arguncot  ud  tpereh  for  hia  bill, 
bo  at  leoKth  laid:  "Ta4ay,  we  are  tbe  MinUl«r»  of  the  Nation; 
lo^murrDW,  ilieru  may  I>l-  oihem.  Tliat  Is  a  matter  of  no  mnteifucaefc 
The  miQiHtry  can  change,  but  tbou,  oh,  mj  country,  miul  fur  over 
endure;  nnil  with  this,  or  aootber  niaieliv.  the  Ntiion  mual  preaorre 
tliG  Fatherland.  Thcrcforo,  to  avoid  all  ntitunderaioDdinga,  I  aay 
outright,  and  wolemoly,  (Lit  if  I  uk  thia  Houtc  for  200,0i>U  toldien, 
■od  toe  nceeiury  turn  thereto,  and  they  do  not — "

It  \i  Mid,  that  all  Konulli  could  do  in  reply,  ns  to  bow  low  ttt  the 
a>tdi«icv,  lh«  tpars  flowing  down  his  chocks,  witli  tho  nordu,  "  I  1k>w 
myielf  before  iht  greatiin*  «f  this  tialiuii ;  if  ihen;  W  an  much  miprgy

The  effect  of  ihe  a)i{xxl>  wii»  such,  thai  the  Prewd^Dt  of  the  Aswai- 
hly  left  his  tt-Al  to  eiDbm<«  the  orator,  and  the  Hqhh  iniiantly  «il- 
jourard,  a*  uoalilc  to  nttrnd  to  any  othrr  l>iiiiinp«s  afUr  it.  I  should 
UT,  from  all  my  opportunities  cf  judginf;.  Dim  tliu  opinioa  of  tbo  ttatnta 
of  Kos$uth'a  character  eeema  the  correct  odc.  Ttutt  he  wa>  no  g«Heml, 
and  never  claimed  to  be,  evcrj-  one  must  admit ;  thai  be  had  not  ihe 
kternnrsa  of  a  rcvotutioiiary  leader,  one  must  ulto  allow  aiicl  caa  eaaily 
pardon ;  that  ho  wai  too  <&sily  influenced  by  tbotc  he  loved,  and  toe 
o^vn  led  by  meiubert  of  hia  own  family,  not  ao  democratically  iaclined 
as  himself,  there  aecaia  rcaaoo  to  believe. 

It  is  trtio,  alao,  that  he  hod  reckoned  on  synpatby  from  tbe  free  aod 
liberal  everyarhere  iu  Europe,  which  ho  did  not  reociv»— a  mi«tJike  into 
which  very  many  cren  in  foreign  lands  fell,  bL-tideii  hiinntftf.  Was  it 
Htrange  (hat  a  Slalc,  which  had  supported  lilieral  imtttuliuits  for  more 
than  ail  hundred  yeorh  which  woi  now  pcrilUiiK  its  life  in  the  defence 
of  them,  should  i<xp(*L*t  tome  little  aid  tVom  the  old  champion*  of  frcedoin 
in  Europe  r*  Would  it  aeem  ao  L-xtri'iuely  improbable,  tliat  Eof^lanil, 
which  had  oRen  iultrrered  in  much  pettier  maUera  on  the  Contiiimi, 
»lioiil.i  stretch  out  a  slrouR  nrm  here,  and  demand  '*  fair  play "  for 
tha  liard  atruggle  for  liltcrtj?  One  can  n-oll  pardon  it  in  a  llttngariaii 
•tnleiman  that  he  expected  tfaii — anil  can  only  wonder  that  lie  wu 
disappointed.

Erery  man  writei  hii  autobiography,  or  pubtishc* 
hii  *'  rcmiiUMctic^i,"  or  lii*  "  conrMttona,"  or  hi«  "  revtlationii ; "  or  if  li« 
doesn't  do  it  hiniadf,  Wi  heir  or  hb  boaom  fViijnd  (or  tometimea  mor« 
tlian  one)  does  it  for  bini.  The  days  arc  ROne  by  when  it  wa«  coii. 
udend  ni>cc«fary  tor  n  ittan  to  have  di>nc  aomcthlng  extraordinary  to 
juatiiy  the  publication  of  a  hiatory  of  hU  lif«.  No  ona  cares  fof  inet- 
ttir»(»  now-a-dsyi;  Ihe  lifL-  of  Mr.  John  Smith,  who  was  boni,  married, 
bc^t  children.  And  died  lilie  nineteen -twrolli-thi  of  nil  th«  John  Smitlit 
that  orcT  exieled  since  the  delu^,  is  pubtished  in  royal  octaTo — one,  twa, 
or  Ihrw  volumes,  as  th«  ca«c  may  t«— at  confidently  as  of  yorp,  a  lifu  of 
N«ltton,  or  of  Napoleon,  would  huTu  Wn  tfubniittud  to  the  public.  The 
Btnuigest  part  of  it  is,  that  people  actually  read  the  books  when  they  Br« 

Suhlith^,  and  some  evpii  vmtura  to  pmite  them,  oiid  pronounce  Uivin 
L^eply  intvrcsting  nnd  instructive. 
It  has  certainly  be«n  said  by  some  f[ood  authority  (wc  never  rcmpmbct 
iiainefl)  ilint  if  every  man  would  but  writ«  dowii  a  daily  rxtcunl  of  )ii« 
thoughts  and  actions,  vrilhout  gloss  and  comment,  lie  would  make  tli« 
ino«t  initnjctivc  book  vver  compiled.  With  all  doc  deference  to  the 
authority,  whoever  li«  may  be,  wo  don't  ngrvc  with  him.  Take  John 
Smith  alorMoid,  and  imagine  a  page  of  his  diary, — "  November  1st, 
got  up  Bt  dgbt  at  usual.  Sbaving-watcr  half  cold,  cut  my  chin  in  con- 
•equMiee,  —  swnr«  a  little ;  Mr.  S.  uud  she  wan  ihockod  at  such 
la»gung«: — had  breakfast — read  tlie  paj>er — no  news — walked  to  tli« 
office — bought  tome  wool  iu  the  market,  which  1  expect  to  make  pay — 
at«  a  sandwich  lor  lunch — went  on  'change— went  homo  to  dinner — 
Tommy  has  got  the  meatico— cold  mutton  and  rice  pudding — we're 
always  having  those  coiitoundud  tbioga — lime  to  go  to  bvd^-djdii't  think 
about  anything  particular  to-day."  What  an  exciting,  iostructive,  and 
beneficial  book  would  three  valumcit  of  inch  slulf  lie  I  And  yot  who 
wilt  dMiy  Uiat  it  pruenla  a  fair  average  pictutu  of  the  daily  life  of  John 
Smith  in  ^neral  ? 

It's  no  alToir  of  mine  certainly,  if  the  public  will  buy  such  book*  and 
lead  tlium,  and  like  them ;  but  after  such  a  display  of  its  taste  it  nill  be  a 
most  inconsiitent  public  if  it  finds  any  foult  with  these  my  "rcTelalions" 
en  the  ground  of  pnurity  of  incident.  I  n«vrr  did  anytliing  great  or 
brave,  or  wonderful  in  my  life,  and  I  shan't  pretend  that  1  did ;  but  1 
have  had  my  adr«fltur«s  too,  and  tliem  have  been  mainly  in  consequence 
of  my  natural  infinnity,  oxtrtme  [iervou*n«*a. 

1  was  bom  ncrvoua<  My  poor  mamma  liad  been  tonihiy  alarmed  at 
a  certain  tnlcreiting  period,  by  a  grout  tont  cot  with  gr««n  oyM,  and  a 
tail  like  a  gnmodicr's  bcitr-sliin  shako,  *iiddenly  rushing  in  at  thu  Praich 
window  of  her  boudoir  one  summer'a  evening,  as  atie  lay  on  a  couch 
embroidering  a  slipper  for  my  father's  gouty  foot.  Dr.  Sleekly  wni 
colkd  in,  and  nniwunct-d  what  the  coasoquetKM  would  probably  be — a 
great  nliuck  to  the  nerves  of  mother  and  child.  l>r.  Sleekly  was  quite 
right  t  and  nothing  e«D  exceed  Uic  repiigiuiioc  1  have  ever  felt  to  cats  in 
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g«Dcra],  and  lom-catc  in  particular,  from  my  birth  to  the  prv«ont 
mo  III  en  t. 

At  school  1  WM  a  Tictim  to  my  tniiniiity,  taii  got  thnuhed  by  ih* 
master  for  itopidity,  «nd  pofninclkd  by  my  «boollijllowB  for  cowardice, 
every  day  of  nty  «xijit«ncc.  And  yet  my  deliberately  Tomied  c^inion  t; 
ititU  I  wna  neither  a  stupid  nor  a  coward  ;  but.  howL'ver  w«ll  I  might 
know  my  IcsHon,  I  wai  lo  frightfully  Dcrvoua  when  I  csme  into  tlw 
awful  prM««ce  of  my  matter  to  rcn»t  it,  Uiat  I  cwild  Mldom  utt«r  a 
word,  ir  1  taid  onything,  I  genenuly  ^t  my  French  groininar  jumbled 
together  in  my  head  with  my  Koman  history,  and  probably  blurted  out 
the  future  tcnw  of  "ftllcr"  or  "aimer"  when  1  oii^t  to  bare  sn»w«r«d 
a  r|iK<tion  a)>out  th«  Oracclii. 

Then  with  my  schooirdtows,  I  trtia  very  RciiRttve  in  point  of  hooMir. 
When  feltely  bseiincd,  my  blond  wntild  boil  with  indi|fnatioii,  on  s 
quettioii  of  "  kmickling  down  "  faiily  at  marbles  f  nsdily  u  n  mrmhrr 
for  South  Carolina,  in  the  Uoitcd'  trtatea  Conginw  will  Htae  up  on 
allusion  to  nigger  dnving.  But,  when  my  oppdn«nt  eeolly  pulled  off  Ida 
jaclcet  and  mode  the  usual  Mhool-boy  appeal  to  "  come  on."  I  iiaed  to 
shake  10  (with  agitation  but  not  frnr)  that  I  become  an  ea«y  ronqtiest : 
and  I  verily  belicvo  that  from  my  comtinMl  (wniitiveneu  and  nervou»> 
iiess,  I  went  through  a  longer  course  of  block  eye*  and  bloody  doom  than 
tenaTerace  boyi. 

Hy  ittthcr  wbr  an  old  soldier,  nnd  though  he  declared  tJiat  tho  a^my 
Witt  going  to  the  dogs  iu  these  days  (fr^rytAiny  ii  going  to  the  dogs  in 
the  opinion  of  old  gentlemen  in  general,  to  that  we  >hall  have  the  dog* 
days  all  the  y^ar  round,  1   presume ),  still  ho  dettined  me  for  a  com- 

miirion  in  that  vcrvicc.     I  got  one  in  due  time  in  the lli  Foot. 

and  joined  my  regiment.  Hoiv  eaiv  it  it  to  write  thoie  trordj  I  and 
yet  how  lenibic  n  tiling  wiw  it  tor  me  to  do.  Even  the  strong 
minded  and  thick-skinned  of  the  rising  geni^ralion  find  it  rather  «in- 
boiruung:  hut  lo  me  it  wa«  torture,  and  I  am  morally  convine«d 
that  every  man  in  tlio  rvginicnt  thought  me  an  idiot  at  my  fint 
meu  dinner.  Indeed,  1  felt  convinced  lliat  they  did  ao  at  the  time 
and  I  Iwire  it  to  a  Bj7iipathizinK  reader  to  imagin*  tho  plwunt  »on- 
tations  that  sii-rh  a  cotivirtiun  must  Knvci  prnil\iced  in  my  highly  ner- 
vous brain.  1  have  oonfused  rccollectiont  of  drinking  out  of  my  Uns^r 
{;la^  when  aiked  to  txko  wine  with  the  Colonel,  and  of  handing  Uie 
doctor  a  |Kilatu  wlivn  he  ailciid  nie  to  puM  iho  bottle;  and  T  can 
disttnolty  rcaiomber  mixing  sheny  with  my  pole  ale,  and  drinking  it 
u  snmly  oi  if  it  v.-«rr  the  mvn  ordinary'  bevemgo  in  tha  worid.

that  Uiv  departed  gentleman  wns  a  pawnbrulccr.  I  am  nomowhat

Niphon  and  Yetso  farm  the  strut  of  Songar,  tlirough  whicli  hundrads  < 
our  whnl«   flcot  ore  compelled  Annually  to  poM :  bat  to  land  upon  tha  I 
shores  of  wliidi  for  supplie*  of  wood,  water,  or  the  nenaMriee  of  Efii^ 
subjects  the  unrcirtunate  wholor  to  robbery  and  death." 

"  RglilM^iy  »tid  death  I"  rjuculatcd  my  undo,  "tliat's  it;  go  on," 

"  Stefil-ltitpi  and  spring-guns  set  in  these  pienuaea,"  mid  my  &ther. 
"  The  notice  has  been  up  now  along  th«  whol«  lino  of  coast  for  two  hun- 
dred ycoTi.  But  I  am  telling  ynu  now  whnt  the  Aniericaus  tay  ^Mut 
t]i«  nmtter, — 'Japan  not  only  refuses  to  hold  cominerriai  inteseoune 
witli  the  real  of  the  world — a  very  questionable  right — b*it  ah«  goes  fur- 
tli>er,  and  occupying,  at  she  doec,  an  cnonnnu*  extent  of  seot-eoiut,  Ae 
not  only  refuse*  to  op«n  her  ports  to  forfign  vestels  in  distresi,  but 
iittiially  opi^iiB  her  batt^riys  upon  them  when  they  approoeh  within  pin- 
shot  (nf  her  shores  ;  and  wlien  driven  upon  them  by  •tress  of  wcathiir, 
sho  seixes  upon,  iiripriHonx,  exhihiu  in  cage'it,  and  actuallv  murders  the  . 
crewi  of  Buch  ill-futed  veB»«ls.  Thii  has  l>e«ii  submitted  to  too  long- 
alfMtdyt  and  thn  constant  incrcuic  of  nur  whale  fleet,  arid  the  cain!tc(|ti(>nt 
fneiMse  of  ilinanterH  in  tJiin  liftibarou*  and  itihonpitabk  region,  have  cum* 
pi-IIed  our  Ouvemmerit,  unpruniptijd  except  by  its  wiw  foresight,  to 
insist  upon  s  reform  in  the  policy  and  beiuing  of  the  JapauMe  towanls 
Iho  reel  of  tho  world-' — For  reel  if  the  wortd,  parenlhewMd  my  (alher, 
"  Tend  i/re  I'niiot  Statfj ;  I  do  not  suppose  that  our  Tmntatlantia 
brethren  caie  much  about  the  rest  of  the  woild." 

"  Go  on,"  said  my  uncle.

If  the  Japanese  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  inmlt  the  Ame- 
ricans, if  llicy  have  mtlly  cotninittcd  B<tii  of  vmnlon  0{;grtssi«n  upon 
parties  of  htirailcs*  traders  vrlio  have  done  nothinz  to  arouse  their  anger 
or  excite  their  tuapicJon,  the  Ameiicans  are  <ntitl«d  lo  tctV  reparation.

Thi>  climat«,  which  is  <)i«i!ngui«hed  by  extreme 
viciaiitudfs  of  hc«t  and  cold,  is  not  liltrly  to  bi;  very  favourable  to 
wettcra  ronrtitntiona :  and  I  do  not  find  any  account  of  the  country 
which  liuimitiilct  it  to  an  i>urtli]y  pamdisr,  Wc  an  told  of  volcanoes, 
mid  earth <iuakei,  and  continued  niml^in^  in  the  bowds  of  the^  earth. 
There  seems  to  (••>  alwnyi  some  kind  of  internal  convulsion  ffoing  on, 
and  Ilrother  Jonuthan  would  find  himnrlf  in  a  roniitant  ttate  of  appre- 
bmsion  lest  he  should  be  blown  into  thi;  nir  soine  fine  morning,  or 
flwallowed  up  sonic  hot  night  in  his  bed.  To  bo  eure,  the  existence  of 
the  prcciouK  inetalB  in  Japan  may  stirnulatii  hit  cupidity  a  llttloj  but 
tliere  may  be  something  more  conjectural  than  certain  at>out  it,  and  the 
country  may  be  a  poorer  on*  than  ia  lupposed.  Out,  just  for  the  ealce  of 
n  little  ipecidation,  let  us  suppose  that  tlie  United  Stntcs  have  conquered 
Japan :  and  that  simult&neouily  with  this  movement,  the  British  have 
annexod  tlie  Biirmc4«  Empira -to  their  RA>t«m  dominionn.  Whilit  the 
American*  are  fitting  out  an  expedition  aj^nst  Japan,  wv  are  fitting;  out 
an  expeditioD  c^init  Buraiah.  No»-  opin  tho  msp,  my  hoy  "  (thin  wim 
addrcawd  to  mc)- — '"Sliarpe's  Coreespondiiig  Atla*,'  So.  87,  '  Bunnali 
— Cliina^and  Japan,'  Well,  if  the  English  were  in  pot»«*«ioa  of  Bur- 
mah,  and  the  Americans  of  Japan,  where  then  would  China  beT"

Tbrrr  ia 
no  bntt  to  the  pro«itictiTcacsa  of  su^  a  eoanlry  ns  .Amtralia.  It  Deeds 
nothing  but  tbe  ttrang  hand  aod  iho  t««iiiiiip  brain  of  mao  l«  cvtabliih, 
under  ibose  tnild  akiM,  tuch  an  em^tire  as  ibp  «orid  has  ncrer  aora 
before.  A  dependency  now,  Auitrslia  will  in  tintr  have  its  owu  drpffl* 
dcncin,  and  Indin  will  bo  one  of  ibcm.  It  is  the  dcataDy  of  India  to 
litll  into  thn  hand*  of  the  ^roat  tu^s  nation,  trhieh  oar  childrM  «UI 
ervate  for  themselrea  in  thote  distant  aeaa.  And  nhn  Linows  but  thai 
tfae  coloniiatiun  of  tliat  groat  Easttrn  Continent  mny  not  be  achJcmd 
by  men  bom  in.  and  habllnat«d  to  acliinate,  which  forms  a  link  between 
tlw  bleak,  ilrrary  atmosphcrw  of  Great  Britain  and  the  liery  blaata  of 
Hindoslan.  The  mighty  agency  of  steam  it  not  only  bringiofr  India 
and  Aoalralia  clo«c  to  each  other,  but  is  infbsing  the  An^o-Indian 
clemeni  more  and  more  inio  Auiiralian  eaciety,  and  planting  more  u>d 
more  deeply  in  mm'i  minds  the  conviction  that  the  two  countrM!*  ar* 
hound  to  one  another  by  a  reeiprodly  nf  inten'st,  and  laail  ererj  Tear 
becoine  more  iuiimately  asHocijiied.  Tbe  hardy  veterans  wbo  nan 
foagbt  our  battles  in  the  potars  of  Afxbonislan  and  on  the  river  banln 
of  the  Punjab,  will  soon  begin  to  think  il  wincr  to  end  their  days  aod 
tu  roar  their  familic*  in  n  country  where  land  is  not  B<arc«  and  food  is 
not  dear,  and  the  more  sons  ilivy  hare  to  nid  them  thi>  hotter,  than  in 
onu  where  every  additional  mouth  tx  only  on  additional  evil  Atid  from 
the  loiui  of  iheM!  men  will  f^fTing  woniors  aad  etateetneo — new  Clivea 
—  new   liastinpa  — new  Wi-llesleyt— a  hardier  race — a  finrr  moral 

tonse— Mtablishitii;  their  hamm  nmidst  ibo  anowa  of  the  llimalavaha 

the  shores  of  the  pearl-fisheries  nf  Ceylon — then  the  Anglo-Saioo  rac* 
of  America  and  AiUlralia  *  •  •  contending  for  the  Empire  of  JapaiL 
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Wb  ftTfr  l«U  by  tlt'O  ficconi|iltiJ)i>i]  «(lil«r  ot  lliew  roluinci,  tluit  liaiJ 
Lhe  Mvinuin  contained  iu  tlicni  brrn  pMbli»hnl  tiOy  ynriogo,  Ihuy  vrould 
have  hiul  no  need  af  lli«  explaiialiuEi  tiit'y  HWin  to  call  Tur  at  iwMiit, 
bocaiisc  the  aulijeit  of  Uiem  had  thuii  recently  died  in  the  cnjuyuient 
of  the  moat  liimoumUo  ivputu;  that  his  numo  wm  Eur9i>coii,  and  tital 
his  writing*,  IramUied  into  many  huiguagea,  had  bwii  iprtoid  laraitd 

wido. 

Thia  i»  all  Ycry  true  and  would  b*  very  well,  bat  that  it  socmf  t« 
imply  that  somelliinj  mnre  liki>  an  npologj'  than  an  explnnntion  wa* 
di^iiiandcd  for  the  pruJiK'tiou  of  thia  Work.  This  i»,  however,  far  from 
being  the  ca«c.  Wc  perfectly  opw  with  iit9  Mil  of  Mallei  du  I'aii,  that 
t)i«  value  of  theito  Mcnioire,  whcthvr  comidered  aa  hittorical  dociiincnf, 
or.as  hiogTEiplty  of  one  of  the  uiost  umiiient  fublio  writers  of  hia  e|)o<cJi, 
would  at  any  time  liaro  vrnrmntod  their  puhlicoti^in,  aud  it  is  likely  that 
it  miglit  hare  l>c«n  Martaly  iMooniing,  during;  ilic  live*  of  many  dlatin- 
guis1i«d  political  persunagcs,  to  runder  public,  and  consequently  to  «xpoee 
tu  criticifin),  that  part  of  the  corrcapotiOcncc  which  relates  to  Uieiii. 

Now,  for  our  own  port,  ipeoking  in  be-half  of  the  |:iuhli«,  we  contflia 
vre  ar«  extremely  itjoiced  tiiat  the  putilicntion  of  thcao  Momoira  hoa 
been  jttit  off  to  lIk;  pniaent  ilay.  Had  UiU  Work,  containing  much 
from  the  pulilical  journali  n-hich,  whether  during  or  previomly  to  the 
IWvolulion,  laid  tho  foundation  of  the  author's  fame, — tho  delil>era[« 
convictions  of  a  most  MigaciuuB  and  far-ieoiiig  polilioioni— a  rcpubliciui 
as  well  from  conviction  ai  hy  ^rif^in,  who  had  deserved  tho  confiilcnce  of 
Louis  XV'l.  in  his  ta&t  mibfoi'tkincs  and  dnnj^crs,  nnd  whose  counsels  had 
been  rcc'ived  in  the  |;rcat  Oaliiocts  of  Euro[)L-,— hud  this  woik,  wc  uiy, 
been  uiKeTcd  into  the  world  shortly  An«r  the  death  of  Mallet  du  Tun,  his 
friends  nnd  ndniirore  would  havo  reccivt^d  and  treasured  n  noblo  monu- 
ment of  hiH  iiiiliistry,  lalciils,  and  patriotism  :  hut  the  world  would  have 
been  littlo  Iwncfilcd  by  this  record  of  the  joumalul'a  worth  and  wisdom  ; 
for,  IU  M.  Snyous  tulls  u»,  "  his  reputation  was  intimately  connected  with 
llie  Kcvolution  :  it  paled,  like  so  many  oUicrf,  whtjn  tJio  gn.-at  suceeste* 
of  Bonaparte  prevailed  in  the  popular  imagination  over  recoQections  of  the 
RvTolution  itiiclf.  The  jounial*,  tho  pamphlets  of  those  &tal  times, 
and  the  names  of  their  authors,  mer^god  rapdly  into  oblivion." 

]t  is  well,  then,  for  the  sake  of  the  endui-ing  fame  of  Mallet  du  Pan, 
tlint  his  ri.-piitalioii  sliould  have  Inin  dormant  for  half  a  century,  bnce  the 
labours  which  embody  it  now  reappear,  not  only  with  every  attraction 
that  iioToIly  itself  could  confer  upon  them,  hut  ttl  the  crrg  lim«  tefi«n  a 
jioiitieal  crUi*  in  France  ha*  ttraten  ikt  lyrx  of  aU  t'.un>i>e  upon  tiat 
eountri/.  What  ia  to  bo  the  remit,  and  in  what  time  etTected,  and  by 
whom,  of  the  cxtraordinsiy  stale  of  thing*  that  the  nations  pcrvetre  wilJi 
perplexed  oitonithmct) I  taking  daily  nioiem^'sleriou*  phases  in  Tmiice,  it 
were  diJIlcnlt  indeed  to  tell ;  but  he  who  studies  with  attention  the 
works  of  MaUot  du  Vtai,  in  which  he  has  described  and  pronounced  upon

oAcn  and  m  vaml;  lo  wa^*  fw  thiir  own  pur|«M« — Uw  Minaga  with 
■birh,  during  the  yean  of  the  RetolutwNit  he  bmT«d  Oit  ttamU,  Iha 
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imprecation*,  the  wntincn,  wh«thirr  avowed  or  anonymous,  of  ttio  oiftiTiii^i 
of  the  good  cauK'.  1  hnvu  leen  revotutinnigU  onnie  to  him,  lo  li>rco 
him  to  retract  soniu  article  in  his  juunitil,  iiiaiiiciiig  Iilin  vith  \imx 
vengeance,  and  my  fatlur  ha«  aiiitw^rcd  them  witli  a  limuiBM  fii]l  of 
moderatiqn  and  digiiily,  that  he  might  fa*  uutaiiHtod,  but  would  never 
he  iiidurcd  to  ditiivuiv  his  prindplei.  A  Pntetlunl,  he  du&oded  the 
Catholic  cloigy  with  all  hi<  tftknt,  and  with  the  warmth  which  chanic- 
terixod  hit  wiitings;  ■  republican,  h«  dcfeadrd  tho  thrcuteiicd  moiiarchiea, 
because  thete  wcn:  the  Gauies  of  order  and  morality.  Menaced  on  all 
■idM,  haraaaed  by  the  fean  of  his  friends  and  family,  ho  cvit  rt'ntiiinod 
unih&ken,  and  ready  to  answer  with  hi*  head  for  tho  caune  he  d«l«iidi>d  ; 
or  unccrtun  health,  he  uuironnly  diffilayed  unWiiding  intrepidity  ;  with 
thu  most  limited  fottune.  he  ahowed  the  most  noblo  dixiiiterefitedneas, 
and  the  «lcvution  of  liLi  chamctcr  vnu  no  lets  rcinaikable  than  hm 
talents,  r«nons  from  the  provinces,  men  of  all  ranks,  came  to  tliaiik 
him  fnr  the  services  r«nd«red  by  him  to  the  {'ublic  cau«c,  and  lo  tliem- 
iietv«8  penoiially ;  he  wua  implored  to  ci^ntiiiuc  IiU  peribiu  taslu^  and 
was  OTertrhelmed  with  pralaes,  whidi  failed  lo  excite  hii  vanity." 

It  will  readily  be  conceived  by  all  who  are  convcrutnt  with  the  actors 
ill,  and  iiijitniinuiit*  of,  the  tint  French  KcvuluUon,  that  a  man  like 
Maltcl  du  Pan  (as  we  have  seeii  him  d«)iii:Ud  by  his  daughter)  wiut  imi 
likely  to  bo  endured.  That  fauulty  of  hi*,  of  dctocting  thu  truth  through 
all  t)i«  mystiftcalioiw  by  nhich  it  wan  toughl  to  bo  obscured,  ami  hit 
inflexible  liatnt  of  ptuclaiming  what  he  saw,  lendi^rL-d  liiin  not  only 
obnoxious,  but  iiito)crab!<;.  In  17!>1,  the  patriots  (so  calkd)  not  only 
&il«d  is  their  attempt  to  itiducii  him  to  write  for  tbem,  but  ilnw  from 
liiin  n  inenioTtble  declaration. 

Findi)ig  that  his  life  was  menaced  (and  menaces  were  not  idle  in  those 
days),  Mallet  Dm  Fan  wu«  obliged  to  throw  up  the  cditonJilp  vf  the 
"  Mercure,"  and  was  about  lo  lenve  Paris,  when  he  wob  sent  for  by 
Louix  XVI.,  who  entrusted  him  with  a  delicate  and  important  mission 
to  his  brothers  (afWwanU  Louis  XV'III.  and  Charge*  A.)  and  to  tho 
Emjwror  of  Austria  and  the  King  of  rnissia. 

That  thii  iiiiBVDn  had  no  Iwncfirial  rnult  to  the  House  of  Bourbon 
was  DO  liiult  of  Mallet  Du  Pan.  Tliat  tiotliing  could  be  dona  on  behalf  of 
the  King*s  uauKo  at  ttiii  ]i«riod,  has  often  been  observod :  it  would  b« 
more  correct  lo  say  that  the  Kitij;,  but  particululy  the  piiiices  and  their 
adb«nnl«,  would  not  auffur  anything  t«  be  done.  Such  was  their  indo 
ciaion  at  one  niommit.  their  roslniesg  and  audacity  at  another— ckxistant 
to  nothing  save  a  pcrvuni..  dctcitniiiiilion  not  to  listen  to  rviuon — that 
they  bccaino  at  length  past  praying  Ibr.  How  otixn  did  the  princes, 
after  the  execution  of  the  Kinj,  come  fi>r  the  adviee  of  Mallet !— and 
just  as  often  did  llicy  reject  it!  In  a  critkal  puihiinn  of  their  ulTaini, 
whux;  counsel  so  wonhy  of  conoideralion  as  that  of  Mallei  I)ii  Pan  * 
A  su[ipotud  Gttrourable  ehan([e  takes  place  :  his  word<(  an:  laid  aside  with 
contemptuous  indifremncc^  He  fL>re-snw  and  Ibretold,  thai  if  over  tho 
princes  uacondcd  the  throne  ul'  France,  it  nniut  be  by  the  aid  of  other 
haoda  and  the  purauarwe  of  other  means  than  thoin,  and  oven  then  that 
there  must  be  a  biding  or  a  time  of  many  ycart. 

In  i7'Ji,  Mallet  Uu  Pan  retirt!d  lo  Qenevn,  but  soon  left  his  native 
place.  Wc  next  ^d  him  at  Lautaime,  at  Brussels,  and  Bemo.  During 
his  sojourn  at  these  places,  beinn  at  compuretivv  li^vsuri:,  he  kept  up  a 
political  eorreapondencc  with  many  eminent  men.    Thne  lettctv  fomi 
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n  moit  vatiiol)le  and  iiit«TWtiii||[  portion  of  the  ftrvwnt  work.  In 
h«  wa"  coinpcllod  1o  quit  Bernr.  Ilr  hnA  wrilU-ii  thrve  Irttrtv,  > 
dcclorutioii  ufnai  yiilU  llie  Venetian  Republic,  on  OeniM,  aud  on 
saL  Thuie  hsd  been  in8ert«d  in  tlie  "  Uuotidirniis,"  and  Mntoina 
honM  irutliF,  (o  cnofotiaJly  nni  eloquently  espTMBvd,  tliat  tbc^r 
lli«  ire  of  RoDSpartei  then  in  the  heyday  of  victory  and  triumfil 
cautod  it  to  be  iiotBi«<l  to  the  authoriti«i  of  Berne,  Uiat,  if  Mallet  t 
ytvfc  not  cxpi^llnd  ftom  Hie  cuiiton,  tlivir  country  would  sooner  u(  loi 
the  elTeclR  of  hin  rcBentmcnt.  The  Denicflc  Hcpubtic  wont  com^id 
cotn]>ly  with  tlii?  arbitrary  requivitlon,  and  their  pi&it  and  co-eitin 
■uch  he  wns)  di^tcmiiiicd  on  Mwkiiig  rcfugu  in  England,  He 
ktter  to  a  friend  :

Tbfl 
Schviftnienberu,  to  whom  the  world  looked  up,  was  Dm  FicM-mai 
the  name,  ijr,  however,  was  but  of  a  youngier  bmnch  of  the  fia^ 
rather  he  wot  thi^  youn|{er  brother  of  frince  Jo«c|>li,  who,  in  1 80] 
over  to  him  large  cttutm  in  Itohemin,  a  property  augitwiitcd  in  II 
the  jconerocity  of  tlic  Rmpcror,  with  aeversl  estates  in  UunpiryJ 
officer,  *o  renowned  in  his  latter  days,  rendered  to  by  tlte  camjM 
1ft IS  and  18li,  hud  Wcii  nil  his  life  n  kind  of  Cawandra  in  the  n 
counnls  of  Austria.  He  l-egan  his  martial  coivti  against  the'

Yet  Marslial  Schwarzenbct];,  of  nil  the  Austrian  Court,  was  con 
the  man  moit  fiivourablo  to  Napoleon,  and  most  tndiocd  to  tit*  \ 
alliance.     In   this  sontitnent   l)i«   eldnr   bnneh   of  the  litmily 
A  great  part  of  their  domain  »b*  in  Fninconia,  included  iu   thl 
fi-deration  of  tJif  Ktiine.  so  that  any  permanent  disagreenxiil  o|^ 
between  Kw  yUCwoA  tA  Ku^nt.  un&  (A  Vn^vut «»  Q«RQan.y, ' 
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proved  highly  inimicol  to  the  interest!  of  the  riunily.  When  it  wm 
dclemiin(^(I  that  the  Afch-ducheM  Marie  Loutie  ihouM  eipouae  th« 
Kmjicror  Nnpoleon,  Maralifll  Prince  Schwancnberg  wiu  ihe  cnvov  choaen 
bj  Ihu  Caurt  of  Vit-nun  to  conduct  the  Priiimsa.  Uc  wan  at  tlie  saine 
time  appointed  ambasiador  in  Paris.  What  he  felt  most  likely  to  want 
wm  tho  proienco  of  the  high-bom,  th«  Vronch  Hoitatw  a-ntaininc  in 
dudgeon.  To  Bii{i[)ly  tliis  want,  ttie  elder  and  priucely  branch  of  the 
Scbwarzenlwrp  accompanied  the  Alanhul  and  aided  in  doing  the 
honoun  of  the  cmbo«y. 

On  till!  orcaaion  of  the  marriage  of  Loiiia  the  Sixteenth  witli  Marie 
Antoin«tt«,  an  immenae  number  of  live*  wtro  lo4t  in  the  crush,  produced 
by  tlio  crowd  in  tho  Run  Koyidc  and  the  Placu  Louii  Quinxc.  It  was 
oonudered  oi  a  most  luguhriout  omcu,  and  thmc  who  afterwards  marked 
the  Ute  of  that  hapless  king  and  queen  looked  bnclc  upon  the  drcod  amen 
as  verified.  What  then  wen.'  the  fcirebodings  and  diimuy,  wlii-ti  a  Milt 
more  fearful  catastrophe  attended  the  /Ha  consc<iiicnt  upon  the  inomagc 
of  Napoleon  and  Harie  Louise. 

Tlic  PrincQ-Murahnl  took  a  bouse  in  the  Rue  Mont^Blanc,  or  Cliauisee 
d'Antin,  ox  it  uted  to  be,  and  waa  aubaequently  called.  He  selected  tho 
ijiiarler  for  his  residence,  as  if  on  purpose,  far  from  th^^  i^iiartcr  of  the  old 
nohietur,  where  he  might  have  found  large  palaces  and  spadoua  apart- 
ments. But  Napoleon  did  not  like  driving  into  the  Fuubouiig  St. 
Ocrmnin.  Prince  Schwarxctibiu^  therufortt  took  a  liousu  in  t)i«  new 
quarter,  and  no  sooner  had  taken  it,  than  he  found  ho  had  not  spaco 
for  th«  first  /itt  )i«  intended  to  give.  Mu  renicdied  llie  narrownctt  of 
the  Kpocc,  however,  by  (olciTig  in  the  garden  and  cnnvertiti^  it  into  a 
temporary  baU-room.  It  was  fitted  up  with  bmtnis  sonienhaC  hoelily, 
and  then  covered  over  ns  hastily  with  dia)ierieg  and  gay  culuurvd  calicuen 
and  »ilk».  This  tiplciidid  _/VAt  was  n  cruel  blow  to  the  old  Frwich 
milette,  who  saw  an  Austrian  Envoy  and  a  &-hwnnccnbcrg  giving  a 
tumptuouB  J^te  in  honour  of  Itie  new  sovereign,  spntng  from  the  Revo- 
lution, riipaiising  a  princcM  of  the  llotioe  uf  Atiatriu,  and  n  mcce  of 
Queen  Marie  Antoinette,  ^^'hatcver  bitter  feelings  nerc  excited  by  the 
circumstance  and  by  revived  recolWlioMt,  (he  bitterness  was  mora 
than  gratified  by  the  way  in  which  titv/iie  ended. 

The  crowd  of  guests  had  poured  in  and  AUed  the  brilliant  rooms ;  the 
dandng  hod  for  i4nK'  time  commcucud  ;  Ihe  Kniperor  entered  with  tho 
Rmpress,  and  the  gala  vaa  at  its  bei^it,  when  a  gu»t  of  wind  happened 
to  blow  It-om  its  place  qd«  of  the  festoons  of  the  drapery  advming  the 
imfmvuii'ti  apartment,  it  floated  over  a  lamp,  caught  fire,  and  in  an 
instant  ttie  entire  drapery  of  the  room  was  in  a  blai^e.  Tho  wood  work 
of  the  roof  and  walls  was  not  many  seconds  in  taking  fire  from  the 
miislin  nnd  calico,  and  the  etlifice  was  on  tire  before  tlic  greater  number 
of  the  guests  were  auarv. 

Word  of  the  accident  vnu  instantly  brought  to  Napoleon,  who  thought 
of  the  Infemn]  Machine,  nnd  of  this  ns  a  pendant  to  it.  Ilia  lowering 
countenance  of  course  added  to  the  anxieties  of  his  hott,  and  Princo 
Schwarzenbcrg,  after  u  li^w  hasty  direction*  respecting  the  fire,  turnvil 
all  hit  atlcnlion  to  the  Emperor  and  fCin{>reit,  and  to  senng  tlvmi  out 
of  danger,  before  he  looked  to  the  safety  even  of  his  own  fiuuily.  Tho 
Emperor's  carriage  was  procured  and  dmwn  up  at  a  side  duor,  for  the 
way  to  the  front  led  through  the  burning  hall.  To  this  the  Princo 
dirrctcid   hia  steps  as  soon  aa  Napoleon  and  Marie  Louise  had  dn\-ci\ 
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%vimy,  but  H  WM  no  long«r  poeribl«  to  peiwtrate  into  il  or  ! 
wa>  s  iheet  of  flanic.  and,  isoluted  from  tbe  ttaircaae,  it  wbs  nn] 
for  the  Princo  to  make  tcorcK  Ihtre.  Hi*  own  family,  nrUti^ 
principal  KUCfU  wero  Hfe.  Tfaere  tt-i-muc]  Uitle  r«Mon  to  doubt  i 
until,  after  a  time,  the  nanut  of  thoie  nni  were  known,  i 
Princcas,  wil«  of  Prince  Jovepb,  wu  not  wnongit  them. 

Tlie  Ent[HT«r  having  deposited  tbe  Enpmi  at  ttie  TuUerle*.  1 
thii  time  returned,  am  tindn  hii  orden  prompt  HMMtms  were  H 
put  down  the  flame.  It  wh  Kome  lime  ere  thu  waa  effected  anj 
tlwy  could  pen«trat«  into  tho  improTisod  btUl-room,  the  roof  o) 
had  fallen  id.  Il«re  tlie  runt  fiian  of  the  ansioit*  fiuniljr  wvn  it 
by  the  diKOvtry  of  the  calcuied  body  of  tlio  FriiiccM  Scbvranri 
reeqgiusable  more  by  the  ^uantiiy  of  jewels  and  omsments,  lialf 
upon  her  petBoa,  than  by  idenlity  of  any  othar  land.  Thv  liody 
a  nolc  of  tlic  bumt  floor,  about  xrhich  tite  quantity  of  water  ihrowi 
it  had  (bmicd  a  pool,  and  in»  riill  amoking.  It  was  extnontinal 
•0  eniinvnt  n  pcnonaaa  ahoukl  thio,  aod  indwd  almoat  aloo^ 
periniii^d,  Buiidit  hunueds  of  pterta  who  would,  any  oT  thenj 
risked  liA  for  her. 

Aniidat  this  aeeiw  of  ruin  and  deaUi,  on  which  the  day  waa  bii 
not  the  l«a«t  striking  object  was  a  laife  fpll  clock,  that  luul  Bt(ki>pei 
in  tbe  height  of  the  cooflapatioD,  but  had  uot  bcca  detmycd ;  i» 
pointing  out  the  tbn*  of  tbe  caUatropha. 

We  mention,  that  when  neld-manhal  Schwanwattcrg  had  o| 
Paria  as  RmbaMaclor,  the  elder  branch  of  hit  fiunilj*  to  do  lum  I 
had  acoompantod  him.  This  wai  the  Prince  Joaepb.  H«  hod  «^ 
the  PrinceM  Pauline  of  Ahrenbens  who  lost  her  lifo  in  the  niel^ 
way  which  we  have  tiamted.  The  cnuao  of  li«r  destruction  w 
anxiety  for  the  safety  of  her  daughter,  Elenora ;  she  had  b«<-ti  cu 
to  a  place  of  uift'iy  at  tliv  commencement  of  tho  coRflagration,  a  f 
stance  of  which  it  was  found  inipoasible  to  apprise  Mr  mothci 
Kcconlin^lly  peneCnttml  into  the  burning  ball-room,  in  aewrdi  ' 
daufihicr,  and  perished  in  tlie  act 

Tbe  death  uf  the  Plinoen  Bleoora,  the  daughter  of  PbuUn* 
ptaoa  in  a  manner  irquolly  trtigic.  She  was  married  to  Prince  Wii 
gmta,  well  known  as  the  captor  of  Vienna  from  the  innirj^t^nta,  ^ 
commaoder  oa  tho  fiixt  inirasion  of  Hungary.  At  the  liniv  of  thl 
lution,  he  commanded  the  Aualriitn  troops  in  Bohenua,  and  was,! 
at  tb«r  head,  assailed  by  an  insurrection  at  Prague.  Th«  Pnocf 
with  hini  at  the  time,  and  unfortunately  ventured  near  lo  a  win 
tlie  hoti^I  in  which  she  «w  staying.  Bite  was  struck  by  a  ball  Cn 
insurgent  ranks  aild  instantly  expired,  in  June,  1648. 
ainougal  tbe  many  causes  that  iviidored  Prince  Felix  ao 
s^tnst  tbe  iniurrectionirts.

or  nuthiug:.  The  King  of  Pruuia  welcomed  tbew  esilet  for  coiHcieiioa 
sake,  iind  gare  thcni  ]niid«  ai)d  a  Village  in  thv<  only  diitrict  of  his  domi' 
niuiia  that  boosts  a  mounlain.  ile  lociitvd  them  at  the  foot  of  the  Ki«- 
Mnberat,  where  they  can  have  neither  thnr  vines  nor  their  Iiidiau  corn, 
but  where  in  recoinpenae  they  cOTn«  to  church  or  chapel  as  they  likis 
without  fusr  of  persecution. 

The  exiled  !(illettli&lara  preserve  thar  iiiitioiia.1  coKtutne,  and  seem 
happy,  and  in  rcidly  a  prosperous  and  thriving  TL-)^un. 

So  tntich  for  the  eoeleaioatical  polity  of  tbo  i^chwarzenberns  wlien 
under  old  Ferdinand,  the  {^mttdfallier  of  tlie  presL-nt  Knipiior.  The 
handsome  and  tntolcmit  Archbiahop  of  Sallxbcrg  has  a'uioc  been  pro- 
niuled  lo  Prague. 

There  is  no  dvnyin;;  the  gnat  talents  of  Prinee  Hellemich,  who 
governed  Autttia  down  to  tbe  yeur  1 618,  and  who  kept  so  many  dis- 
cordant and  uneasy  elements  from  brcokinK  into  disorder  fur  m  long  a 
time.  Then;  was  not  a  province  or  u  disttict  of  the  empira  that  did  not 
in  that  time  make  iiiiiii>>iist!  progreu  b  material  dtvelo['ment  and  prtis- 
uerily.  The  fault  uf  Mcttcmich  was,  not  that  he  checked  the  Auttrians 
tTom  growing  protperoua  and  rich,  but  that  ho  know  not  hon*  to  moke 
the  goverDiDent  sham  in  their  prosperity.  As  individuals  grew  wcnlthy 
or  vicious,  the  treoituT}'  grew  poort-r  and  more  iniletitcd.  hi  vuiii  did  he 
■iimmon  and  consult  his  council;  the  routine  of  Austrian  rmpiogit  could 
iKil  help  him ;  once  he  took  coutB|^  and  consulted  an  Engliihtnan,  who 
gave  him  excellent  advtcci  and  Mettemich  proceeded  lo  follow  it.  But 
It  created  t>une  JAalouiy,  and  created  stich  a  riot  amonjtst  the  place- 
men, great  and  small,  that  Mettemich  himself  was  obliged  to  abandon  it. 
Koutine  univorealty  triumphs  in  Austria,  and  prornolion  govs  by  seniority; 
tlie  prime  mini»t«r  had  none  but  old  men  about  him.  If  this  rendered 
et'erything  stationary  in  Austria  during  the  lifetime  of  the  old  Emporor, 
it  accomptiKhed  complete  staguatioQ  when  his  wn,  in  a  state  of  alinost 
idiotcy,  iiicccodrd. 

Mcltemich  gave  no  place  at  Vienna  to  high  nobl^B  like  Schwarxen- 
herg.  They  might  come  to  pleue  the  Court,  the  liniprror,  or  the  Arch* 
ducfiNSo*,  and  so  obtain  a  position  to  profit  by  inlrijOie.  So  that  a 
capable  man,  like  Schwarsenberg,  was  kept  in  London  or  nt  Naples 
or  with  his  njgimeiil.

the  Tile  and  unrntiifoctory  nature  of  nich  a  |[OTerDnwnt  aa  ihu  ; 
that  on  hta  Yny  fint  ^ew  of  aflair*  he  decUnd  tho  iD<fi^«nflaUe 
liminaiy  to  anylhing  like  a  reeuicitatiftn  of  j^vcmmcDt  and  of  tiit;_ 
Malhorit;  muct  be  the  reriftiation  of  the  Kmpenr,  and  the  eleratioa 
tl>e  tliTODeof  a  jroung  and  capablB  icion  of  llie  fuiuiljr,  aucfa 
and  the  amy  could  KSpect.     The  Emperor  Kcnlinand  act  ande,  the 
in  •uMcaiion  vaa  hia  brother,  the  huriiBiid  of  tlie  Areh-duekeaa  Snpbt: 
a  princcaa  of  gr«at  abilityand  influcsco.     Nonedan-d  to  propoM  th«t  h' 
hmhatid  ahoutd  alw  be  art  a■id^  and  their  aon,  Fnuicts  Joaeph, 
proclaimed  Kmperor;  but  Kchwannibd]^  hod  the  eourage  at  one* 
only  to  iimpoee^  tmt  to  insiit  upon  lliix,  and   lie  carried  it,  to  the 
of  all,  tu  Itie  restontiOD  of  tliv  Eni|jirc,  and  to  the  oonsoliduiaa 
own  power  a>  Prime  Minister. 

PmviiMu  10  hia  appoinlnwnt,  Prince  Felix  bad  been  attulyir^ 
in  the  csinp  of  Kadetilrr.     Aurtnan  amlauador  at  Naplea,  when 
troublea  broke  out,  he  withdrew  \i<f  ordtr  of  hi*  Cotirt  from  that  couni 
when  ttte  revolutionary  general  there  niarrh^d  lack  to  lake  part  in  thi 
war  north  of  the  To.     And  when  Ovnieral  Pepe  left  Nsplea  to  take 
coinmiind  in  Verona  afiaiiiftt  the  Aualriiui*,  Prince  Schwarzenberg 
Radetakjr'a  force  in  Verona.     He  thus  made  one  of  the  combaUnls 
tlie  fcaule  of  CuatOMi.      The   Mari|ut«  d'Axeelio,  the   oonslituti 
ininiiler  of  Pieilmoiit,  servetl  in  Ihu  opponte  rank*  to  Schwarvrnbei 
tJiat  day.     And  tioth  ttatennien  rectiived  severe  wouada,  ^Khting  ^ 
for  the  princtpIuB  lie  profiSBed,  for  the  eaiiw  and  the  aottreign  IMt 
rereted. 

The  great  lUiideraium  at  Vienna  toward*  the  dote  of  1818.  becaoM 
ihniicefortli  a  politician  and  a  minister,  not  a  militar}-  cwnmander,  yel 
Imving  the  confidence  of  thn  army  and  it*  g«aemla.  Pelix  Sclivrimcen> 
bene,  with  ntl  tlte  itiat  of  liU  wound  at  Cusloza  and  his  intinnacj 
with    Kadetsky.   fulfilled   iIikm  conditions.     He    beeame    MinijicT   foi 

rign   AITain,  and  hi*  Rrat  dcciiire  act*  hare  l>een  already  menti 
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Ilia  brotliN-in-1aw,  Prince  Wnidiscligmtic,  vrmi  then  nuiRhinf;  into 
Hungary  wiih  liopei  of  succeeding,  u  RukUky  hod  done,  Schworzen- 
twrft  having  provided  him  with  iTio  tame  fttnplfl  msuiB  <7f  equipment, 
prnviaion*,  mid  urtiltery.  Tlie  Bohemian  Prin«  (kTTe<I,  however,  hcfitro 
the  BKihltormieiw  of  the  Hungarians,  uid  ho  was  driven  back  upon 
Vienna  in  disewnfilure  and  rout,  ll  wn*  then  thai  Schwp-nrzcribcTjf 
•ought  RiiMiiin  aid,  with  tb«  result  that  we  ail  kuow.  All  tliv  coun- 
•ellors  of  the  EmpcTDT  Nicholu  were  mo«t  nvcnc  to  his  engagins  in  it, 
and  more  thnii  one  di-clured  that  the  icvcTanee  of  Hungary  from  Austria 
wuB  the  hvti  thing  thateould  happen  for  Russia.  But  NichoUs  deemed 
the  cause  of  hereditary  tnonorchy  tnorc  in-ecious  timn  crcn  Ruaiian 
ag|nandi»aunl.  and  he  ordertd  the  advance  into  Hungnry. 

Ile&ntlRie  th«  insanity  of  Stadion,  which  hod  forcvd  that  statesman 
to  retire  to  l*ritEiiits,  left  the  domciilic  as  well  ae  war  odniiniitlratioTi  of 
Austria  in  tho  power  of  SchwanenberR,  and  he  proceeded  jirmdually  to 
undo  all  the  progrou  that  hod  been  made  tnnnrds  conolitutional  govom- 
nicnt.  He  declnrvd  the  constitutimi  uhro^ntt-il,  jiupprvKed  evm  tho«e 
looal  privilfpea  whieh  the  p»?incea  had  beterc  enjoyed,  tel  at  df'fianee 
and  at  nought  the  rising  pretensions  of  thp  torritorial  nritlocmry,  just  as 
much  OS  he  destroyed  the  privili-ges  of  tlio  lower  claswe*.  In  fact,  he 
RuMianixcd  Aiiittria,  and  in  reality  Mtablished  tho  same  system  and 
spirit  of  government  from  th*  Sea  of  Archangel  to  the  bsjiks  of  tho 
Tit)Cf.  An  Rnglislimon,  \>e  he  Tory  or  be  he  Whig,  cnn  hare  hut  one 
idea  of  Bu«h  on  alliance  of  abwlutism,  wlitch  he  cannot  but  consider 
likely  to  deftat  its  own  ends  l>y  the  violent  meant  vmplnycd,  the  innu- 
merable extremities  pnweeded  to,  and  the  inveterate  reactions  and 
resistance  it  sooner  or  later  produota.  But  driven  into  sudi  an  alliance, 
&i-liivarzt^nberg  at  least  made  tlu!  most  of  it,  uitl  tliat  not  only  to  crush 
Hunoary,  but  alto  to  huiailiato  the  old  rival  of  Austria,  Prussia.  For 
tho  thrtte  years  previous  tho  King  of  Pnissia  hod  hc«n  animated  by  the 
almost  one  idea,  that  of  making  himself  and  his  crown  indrpcndent  of, 
and  superior  to,  Austria  in  the  coundlsand  politics  of  tiemiany ;  Sclmar- 
KiiiU'rg  mode  tlM  most  adroit  use  of  the  ItuHuan  flllianoo  to  defeat  and 
destroy  them,  to  luitnhic  Prussia  and  its  king,  not  only  in  reality  but  in 
public  appeannce  aitd  estimation,  to  the  second  rank,  and  to  dcpriva  It 
not  only  of  the  political  and  military  ec|tnttity  with  Auitrin,  which  it  pre- 
tended to,  but  even  to  dethrone  it  from  that  cominei«Jal  superiority, 
which  the  industry  of  its  people,  the  lalenl  of  its  statestnen.  and  the 
advant^ta  of  its  territorial  and  nmritirav  pmition  had  enabled  Prussia  to 
ossuma. 

To  those  who  are  so  truly  German  as  to  talio  a  panunount  interest 
in  the  rivalry  between  Prunin  and  Auilria,  and  to  prefer  the  ascen- 
dancy of  Austria,  the  conduct  of  Frinco  Felix  Sell nancn berg  must 
aj>pear  the  very  perfection  of  good  and  able  slatMm&nship.  We  can  by 
IM  nieana  venture  to  take  this  circumscribed  and  local  view ;  but  still 
we  cannot  but  admit  the  skill  and  perseverance  with  nhich  tho  I'rince 
followed  out  Ilia  idea  and  attained  hie  aim.  The  King  of  Prussia  must 
have  breathed  more  freely  on  h<^ariiig  of  tlie  death  of  the  gri^tcst  enemy 
of  his  house  that  even  Austria  ever  produced. 

Felix  Schwarsenbcrg  was  not,  however,  without  his  domestic  enemies, 
tliR  friend*  of  the  old  Kmperor  ;  and  thoac,  who  like  M.  De  Bombelles, 
made  use  of  Iiini  and  were  intimate  with  that  monarch.

All  llie  fcnwlo  vrilen  moitioiied  in  these  pages  were  Llic  fasliioii  of 
tlic-ir  dnr,  and  were  oourtad.  read,  and  adnired.  i^ch  ia  onougb  to 
prove  that  in  Fmnoc,  as  in  Enj^lnnd,  pcrvenion  of  mnniiots  wid 
immorality  ortlioii|;lit  arc  nnlv  acoiiJental,  not  neccaaary  evils.

She  nwnifd.  beiijime  a  widoir,  and 
addressed  to  her  children  scToral  works  which  ]>aM(?tii(  great  muml 
nilue. 

Her  bouse  was  a  rendezvous  of  oil  that  was  decant  and  nell- 
iiirormod,  and,  to  be  roc<;ivcd  there,  gare  tlie  etamp  of  condition  and 
n:tt»ement.

■■  Wc  p;l  nocustomed  lo  our  own  defects  as  lo  the  perftia 
carry  about  with  us;  we  are  no  longer  aware  of  them,  Iheyare  on 
by  others. 

"  There  is  not  one  of  our  weaknesses  that,  wilh  good  will,  w( 
not  convert  to  .some  utility." 

Mnilnmc  dc  Lnmbrrt'n  fiiblo  of  "  Psvcbe  "  was  lo<>li».'d  upoil 
dief'd'rtuvrf,  and  is  lery  gnicefiilly  turned,  but  jierhaps  her 
valuable  work  is  bur  "  Treatise  on  Krieinlnhip,"  of  which  Voltai 
marked  thiit  it  jirovuJ  lliut  »bc  deserved  friends.  Tbeie  is  a  jl 
and  reotiluHi:  in  her  manmr  of  judging  and  feeling  which  caoM 
of  their  cffeot :  the  following  exlractti  nrc  very  striking  from 
truth : — 

"  Frivolous  and  difsipatcd  persona  may  offer  you  gifts  and  Ml 
but  have  no  longer  Benlim<:d)ts  to  bestow  :  in  early  youtli  it  i*  ran 
Iho  trtie  iiletunirvK  of  friondsliip  can  \k-  f.Ot.  Manv  young  peoph 
vf  and  believe  in  their  ftiendshiiB ;  but  tlwy  are  united  to  tLeir  f 
by  pleasuro  alone,  wliiuli  is  not  the  tilting  tie  lo  make  their 
durable. 

"  The  real  duty  of  fncDdslu))  \h  to  wimi  a  friend  of  ertoi.

"You  muKt  lint  imagine  lliRtnfter  a  rujilitrc  in  frii'iidship  ymi  hate 
parted  witli  all  thcdutitfiit  tm|M>s&4;  oii  tho  controry.  thoj  (heu  be* 
comti  more  difltcult,  for  coniieiiinae  nlonr!  luKistx  you  in  jK^rrDnniiic 
ihem,  A  ciMtDiu  rpspcct  iJiouUI  rcmnin  for  formcT  ieelincB:  the  world 
riiould  never  bo  culled  in  to  be  wtliwM  of  your  ounm-I,  nor  idiould 
it  be  ever  named  c-xoe|it  when  jwitllively  nee«nt.tty  in  your  owu  Justi- 
ficatioii.  You  should  rvcu  avoid  heaping  Ino  much  blame  on  n  tiiitli* 
Im  friflnd.  A  dispute  iii  an  iinedifyin?  spectacle  for  the  public,  and  your 
port  tti  it  is  a  bad  oiiv  (o  su&tnin.  \  ou  mu&t  recollect  that  the  eyes  of 
tlic  world  arc  on  voii,  tlist  vuur  judgi-s  nre  nil  your  (•iicmic^  eillier 
from  ignorance,  of  from  envy  of  your  worth,  or,  it  may  be,  from  pre- 
judice or  tialurnl  malignity. 

1  Above  nil  things  rcflvul,  Ihat  tbn<ie  koc ret^  should  never  be  revealed 
which  were  divolotud  to  vou  in  Ihx  days  of  eoiilidenM!:  they  cmisliliite 
a  debt  (if  aucient  fr!eud(Jii|i  whk'h  you  uvtu  l»  vuurin-If.  tn  fuel,  vour 
<lutiea  in  the  days  of  foniicr  intiiimcy  were  towarda  olfaen,  nJlei  a  nijy 
lure  they  nre  tri'ward«  yoursclf. 

"There  are  i>e«oiis  who  <joiieeife  thai  deatli  canecUi  all  bonJn;  few 
uiidt^rstnnd  tlie  friendJiip  due  to  the  dead.  Tears  ore  not  an  ottering 
sufficient  to  thp  mane*  of  IhoKC  w«  have  lo«t.  We  «lill  ow*-  miwh  to 
l]ieir  names,  their  glory,  tbeir  familiea :  they  should  live  in  our  hearts 
by  iientiment  uiid  retnentbrance,  in  our  tongues  by  commendation,  and 
in  our  conduct  by  the  imitation  of  their  virtues." 

Stii;h  maximti  as  th(«r,  and  iiK-b  ntniable  coun^rlo,  art'  xiiflit-imit  to 
raise  the  writer  in  the  e^li^eni  of  all.  Her  style  too  i*  ea.iy,  uuafrci-ted 
and  enmosl,  and  lend$  the  render  on  to  do  justice  to  licr  subject.  She 
has  n  graphic  matiner  of  akelvbin^  chamvl^tr,  and  bus  drawn  llio»e  of 
Foiiteiiellc  and  of  M.  dc  la  Mottc,  who  were  licr  intimates,  most  agn.-c- 
ably.     Of  the  latter  the  Myx : — 

"  Let  us  leave  the  man  of  geniu.i  and  speak  of  the  (■rrat  man.  Su- 
perior talents  are  too  often  dimmed  by  littleness  of  minil ;  lliey  (-xpose 
us  to  the  otiacki  of  vanity,  that  fatal  enemy  of  real  happines  and  real 
eli;tiitioii,  Grcnt  seniiiuenls  alone  make  great  men  ;  tneie  can  be  iio 
elevation  where  greatness  of  soul  and  probilv  are  not.

Muilemc  Dacier,  the  teanicd  aud  csccllcut,  but  aerera  i 
yi.  i\a  liv  Motto,  would  probablf  «uBrc«ly  bftvei  rnt«^ro<l  qtiitt 
itiU>  the  oulog>-  of  lier  rinJ  in  <jasaical  lore.  lu  ht-r  tflc-br^ 
wilUliini.  tliR  iiulipiation  shr;  li-lt  »t  his  ■tUickitOU  tior  bela 
dtTrifd  hor  bcyoiufthR  IioudiIk  of  rciniiiiiic  soflncss :- —

"  That  M.  d(!  la  Motlo  should  be  nunoquMnlcd  with  Gret 
may  lie  iMUdonablc  in  him :  but,  at  leaM.  he  oucht  to 
prpiich,  I  lUtlor  rnvsclf  that  tLe  inuigi;  id  ijuesCiOD  (tJi) 
besieged)  was  toleriibly  wi*ll  n-ndoitil  iii  n»v  rereton.  But 
habit  of  thesp  raro  critics;  tbcy  carefully  tlisfigure  tbe  \\iu 
CtUi  by  traiislnting  them  in  a  low  and  invun  in»iini;r.

With  so  glaring  t  mistake,  and  the  addition  of  a  oonten)|)i 
clam  befi)r«  Imi  eyr*,  Mndamc  Ducier,  wlio  had  it  great   cw 
fend,  could  not  be  mom  leiiieiil.     t^Lc  octrauonally,  it  is  tni 
temper  more,  as  when  sho  says,  d  propM  of  a  O04amon<( ' 
which  tlu!  critic  liud  launti-il  Ilomor:—

Lumbvrt  bciitown  on  the  object  of  her  admiratjoD  :— 

"True  icason,  and  natur«,  ite«a  with  a  clear  vinion.  are  tho 
M.  d«  lu  Motlr^  Never  does  he  dcgiwdo  his  srntimenta  y 
tiirnis ;  those  tic  roost  correct  arc  always  roaily  at  bis  oncd. ; 
writes,  grace,  propriety  niiJ  hamicnv  prevail  to  a  remarknldtt 
never  rc»d  his  works  v>illtout  ihiuking  that  Apollo  «Dd 
hare  dicluteit  (hem  to^tther." 

The  Treatise  of  the  authoress  on  "  Old  Ago  '*  gives 
of  conduct  to  women  adranoiug  in  i^e.

Maaoiuo  dc  Lombcrt's  Ketlections  on  Women  were  rxtrentply  poim- 
lar,  and  Uxmrnu  kiiunn  in  Eii;^lan<l  by  an  (.•xcvlletit  tnineULioS.  She 
WHS  one  of  the  (■arltiisl  udvm:at(?n  fur  lliv  eiiunioiiintioti  of  lior  ki-x  IVoni 
puerile  Inws,  ami  advocaU-d  their  capohilitiee.  So  much  has  been  .said 
and  wriltc^ii  on  tliiit  subjci-t,  that  tho  cause  bas  bcon  rather  weakened 
tl>nn  otherwise,  ftimpte  aiiJ  self-evident  as  it  is.  There  can  he  no  doubt 
that  u  woman  uiay  attain  hi^h  cxoellonou,  without  stepping  out  of  birr 
own  sphere ;  bul  as  soon  as  she  does  that,  she  becomes  as  wniti'iiiptililo 
OS  n  tnnn  who  iindu  glory  in  aning-  the  habits,  manncn,  aiul  occupations 
of  a  female.  Tl»e  susceptibility  of  women  tij  vanity,  and  the  injudi- 
oioiu  indulgvncce  of  the  otfaor  MX.  which  ma|riiifi<»i  unu>iunt  und 
unexpected  intellif^ioe,  makes  it  the  tnoru  difficult  lor  u  wdtnan  to 
arrive  at  perfection;  all  the  boattin^  in  tlio  world  of  superior  powers 
is  of  nn  avail,  where  modesty  and  diligence  ant  not;  with  these  (licrv 
is  no  jiliyucal  or  moral  rt-a^in  why  there  should  not  be  as  luauy  iliH- 
tiLii^iJiud  women  as  ihcrt;  arc  inni^iftcunt  one»,  hiiicc  tho  same 
cauK-s  operate  on  men  to  keep  down  the  ^rrowlh  of  iut^'llect.  No 
n'awiiiiible  man  is  surpriuHl  ttt  female  talent-,  hut  many  have  reaaon  tol>o 
diajtirled  ixl  its  prctunaioii. 

Mudnme  dc  Ljnnbert,  in  her  style,  and  Madame  Dncicr  in  hers 
arc  both  proofs  of  (ho  poe^iUlity  of  female  excellence,  and  of  the 
esteem  in  wbtcli  it  h  held  aoconliii)^  to  itn  clnu  and  deface.  Not 
alone  during  tlic  Inst  oenturj-  and  at  the  present  day.  his  thert?  been 
"  a  coil"  mode  respectin)^  Uic  nuptinority  of  women  to  their  rcimlatinn, 
the  Hme  ct)'  has  prevailed  from  tho  days  of  Louim:  lji\ti;  and  uonhth'M 
loiif;  bti  fore.  Ill tlieu^h  for  long  iMtfiirc,  lliere  won  «|uiilly  no  oceaMoii  for  il. 
HidoiKc  proveil  nt  a  very  early  period,  llut  a  wniiian's  iniiid  was  (^jitul 
toaiiy  leaminifbhe  undertook  jhaiipicr  in  hcrinfrtancc  had  it  not  been  sni 
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P«riiflf»ttt  na  iteriiMl  wa«  (lM!n!  nion'  clamour  on  Ibis  weak  poiil 
tlmii  (luriui*  llic  iniilJIe  kimI  (owsnls  llw  cloae  of  the  et^-vntrrvA 
ociitur)*.  «ltpii  tlic  nriifii  of  I.a  Prieievaai  in  FranoCi  not  yrt  e>- 
lineuiehnl  Ity  the  jiul  ri4icule  of  Molten,  wad  flourishing  in  ftil 
vitfour.

Miulumc  dc  Sttlir^  ffavr  tlie  fwiULittc  title  lu  her  Kociuty  of"  KiiightN 
luiil  Ladies  dc  la  llonnc  I'oi.  They  met  once  a  week.  Sac  fonued  the 
dottign  of  a  Dfiir  sect  of  philwouhon  in  favour  of  nroiucn,  nnJ  wriLOM 
to  one  of  her  luarnvd  fciRDle  fncDds  to  ttalv  her  intention* : — 

"The  end  □flbis  institution  is  to  di-lcrmiiu-  all  reaionahle  pcrsonK  to 
throw  otf  the  yoke  of  eoiiitroint  tha.t  error  and  cusloai  bavo  eet^lishe^

A  lew  of  the  lam  recotnmended  are  amusing  eoough.  Those  ladies 
are  to  be  excluded  whoso  ideas  arc  too  «tri<A  about  trifles,  who  talk  of 
drets^  or  whocwvider  all  erudition  coini>nMd  iu  ti  book  vf  iirayers. 
For  the  peace  of  Uie  sect,  iiho  propoees  tiut  lovo  should  he  altogether 
baniBlieJ,  and  a  oaUoMi  and  attttitiee  fVieiulahip  nibtlitulvd.  I'hat  the 
chief  objeoL  of  the  aootcty  shall  bo  to  ctodicato  all  the  bad  and  fulve 
habiti  and  eetttiiiients  with  wliieh  the  world  abounds,  and.  above  all, 
to  wage  continual  war  with  li>olB  whenever,  by  misfortune,  tliiiy  aiu 
encountered. 

This  suheme  ajnican  to  have  (alien  to  the  gTi>und  as  far  as  a  kisicr* 
hool  v.\%  coiit*nnJ,  though  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  ladiuA  kt-pt 
flriu  in  tlieir  individual  otide«vouTK  to  rvfonii  the  world  and  oomlxit  the 
Qpiiiiuii  of  their  neighbour. 

l^iifortunutrly,  none  of  the  works  of  Madame  de  Kaliez  which  are  left, 
to  posterity  appear  worthy  of  the  hitfh  reputation  vrhieli  pliicivl  her  on 
the  list  with  Madame  Dicier.  Her  historical  lomauceH  art.-  unn^adublo, 
and  lierTenteaare  ehietly  complimentnrj' i  nevorthcleas  the  former  w-vre 
translated  into  several  languaj^-s,  and  read  with  avidity  both  in  Gcrnuui 
ond  ill  Italian-  She  wilk  a  profuse  contributor  to  the  "  Merciuv  "  and 
other  luagaiiues.  and  was  more  fortimntc  during  her  long  literary  life 
than  die  hat  bvcn  in  the  recoctU  of  fapie,  iu  which  »hu  confidently 
expected  her  nnme  to  be  enrolled. 
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Wnotmt  can  recollect  ByJc  thirty  or  forty  years  ago,  has  in  , 
mini'*  eye  a  ver)-  ilifTiTont  «t>ot  rrotn  (hat  which  now  nsea  in  tier*  • 
i'ill>-to«s  froin  the  sen,  ihtongoil  with  the  ff^y,  the  id)<-<,  the  wotl 
uid  Ihc  \->lctU(liuurisii.

My  Kahh)  friend,  lor  ho  was  an  ccclcsiaslii',  was,  however,  not 
uitid  ta  ustuiL  Tlii-iv  nas  a  tooccneis  of  trousers  and  a  slopjwiMnES  ol 
Aav,  that  (avoun.-d  uo  longer  of  St,  Jamcs's-strvvt.  And  tfat^  avmgen 
which  niufT  had  iiiadu  upon  the  irbitmicsii  of  a  shirt  in  two  doy^ 
ulaitily  told  bow  Iittl«  iho  wcnrcr  recked  of  (he  »ocicty  at  RyJe,  and 
now  much  ho  had  waned  from  his  wonted  ielf-n-tipt'ct.  T  «ecoat«-d  him  I 
aftpr  A  niomunl's  hveitatioii,  and.  however  resolved  to  be  churli^i  audi 
■lent,  Umt  oIiI  nature  of  ]><!un  i'anncin  hn>kc  forth,  and  ho  was  jovial, 
ffunk,  and  tmtliaiit,  as  he  vm  wont  lo  be. 

A  j)1cBMititi'r  companion  than  Cannon  the  age  knew  not.  A  man 
of  unnersail  im|iiir<!Rionl,  ke  kui^w  everylhtiig  and  every  man.  was  rich 
in  anecdote.  hapi>Y  in  repartee,  inealunistible  in  snirita.  Mia  gown  MC 
vcrv  Ioo«e  u^ii  him.  Ilut  according  (o  the  old  ectiool  of  parsona,  wUcb 
oscWwetl  neilhcr  a  joke  nor  a  bottlt^  Cannon  did  not  dinpiiiee  it.  Then 
he  had  neilbor  the  (H^dantry  of  the  scholar,  the  susceptible  vanity  of 
the  littrary  inaii.  nor  the  assuming  and  crooked  aiglit  of  (be  nolilinian. 
Hi!  wui,  in  fact,  a  wit  without  alloy.  If  Cannon  was  chanliuii  to  (hn 
revels  of  Geor^re  the  Fourth,  he  was  still  too  good  for  Iha  post,  tfaa 
rcaaon.  perhaps,  why  he  did  not  keep  it  lone. 

As  the  old  rickctty  pivr  of  Hyde  eniercM  upon  (he  town,  there  atood 
an  inn,  as  1  beliere  there  stJU  docs.

I  {ML'Mcd  II  tTionlli  ii)  other  [mts  of  thv  idunt),  hiit  on  my  roluni  Ctrnnon 
WRB  6till  llit^rv,  more  ieedv<  Rtoro  &iiJ,  and  inclined  t«  be  acriinoiiiuuit 
ID  hia  rGCollfrctions  cixn  of  TDvuUy.  Oncv  nioro,  howcvvr,  he  btir;hlGiied 
up.  Gnor^e  the  Fourth  in  ni^  great  bouiit)',  Iraming  his  di(n(-iilti<;«, 
lind  fwiit  him  n  hundn-il  pound)).  A  (tv  «imilur  royal  thr>iia;hts  bo- 
Htoweit  u|)oii  Cannon  at  aii  eaHicr  period  would  hnrc  saved  hi*  pride 
Hiid  his  (existence.  At  proscnt  his  rvi^pcotahility  wm  tntami ;  anu  Hut 
liToko  the  spirit  of  llir  gi^ntlviiuiii  Lvyoiid  th«  facultj'  of  any  number  of 
hundred  pounds  lo  cure. 

Till?  llvuii  httd  bpj^uilcd  his  solitude  by  vntine.  Ho  scribbled. 
Oil  wliut  was  bo  thi-n  employed  t — "  An  autohiogmphy  of  George  tliQ 
Fourth." — Biography,  I  suppose,  you  mean. — "  No.  no,  I  mean  an  auto, 
Tlio  monarch  ksk  fond  of  s«]f-cxculpatinn.  «<ipccial]y  nliPii  conviviitlily 
miidi>  fronknuM  get  the  lH?ttcr  cf  dii^nity.  No  nnc.  indeed,  dut«t 
accuse,  Uut  Iho  merest  vrord  that  couid  be  tnbted  into  uii  alliifioti  to 
Ihc  mst,  wn«  «o  taken  in  the  royal  miml.

Such  WA^  Cniinon'H  aeenunl  of  lEie  iiiaiiuscript  wliicli  lie  nflorwarda 
ji^ve  me  to  read,  with  the  uaual  iiijnnclions.  I  reluntcd  them  to  tlm 
niilhor  with  many  Ihanka  for  lun  confidence  and  for  (he  Hiuusemcnt 
they  lutd  given.  I,  too,  did  as  lie  had  done.  I  said  notliin^.  but 
romembered  ;  and  shnped  my  n'niini«c(-nocs  at  tlic  time  in  tlio  lollon- 
tug  Mt-invir,  wlitch.  ia  at  the  reader's  dlspoaal.

It  co*t  inc  fur  lew  ])(iin»  to  taukti  Xloiru  Govcnier-tjcntral  of 
India,  thnti  to  get  Moore  the  [)00r  clerkship  in  the  l1t'Tnnida\  nhtch 
ruined  him.  There  are  sonic  liaiidsome  sinecures  in  tlie  law.  the 
ehuTch,  and  the  admin iclnilion.  ])ut  I  never  could  get  at  one  of  them 
for  my  frii-nd^:  my  mini»tcrB  dividt^  the  apoil,  and  declared  them- 
salves  otfcmied  and  insulted,  nny.  the  i-onttitution  itself  violated,  if 
even  the  *oven'igii  ini^uiri^d  about  sucli  things.

Witli 
respect  to  it,  cvory  one  h  a  ielf*(:ciii8litut4><l  judge,  atut  tlie  world  ilAcIf 
is  a  buee  areopftgux  ofmonlity  on  Uim  who  ains  A^inst  tbo  birs  which 
unite  tno  tcx«&.  Tlierc  in  no  mom  Iiimutirnl  nor  tuort-  lutrntl  tuvstcry 
than  tbf^K  ]a.yra ;  hut  wlicn  a.  nation  pc^rniJU'i  one  of  its  farnilics  to  be 
cxcludcil  from  the  only  coiidilioD  iii>dcr  which  tlicso  lnw»  can  be 
enforceil,  tlwy  cannot  ouivtioii  llic  rigorous  cxpcriiofot  of  ooiwlemna- 
tion  or  penalty.  TIic  statute  decrees  that  no  prince  could  niarrjr 
without  titc  consM^t  cf  thn  king.  Tho  king  uiwd  llic  (.tatulc  kg 
a  »cour}{e  for  his  family-  He  grud^'d  ihcm  iho  money  for  an 
cstulilultmi-nt.  Hon  was  a  prince,  siirromidiM]  with  Enfr'i^i  buautv  and 
fascination,  to  fnll  in  love  willi  matrimony  in  the  ahitfuici,  and  con«^tit, 
liltp  (ieorgp  the  Third,  to  orvlcr  a  Oormnn  bride,  as  he  might  onler  a 
bed-post,  itw  bi'st  tliut  cowld  he  got ;  and  then  fall  into  low  and  rrgiilar 
tlomeaticity  with  her.  Because  the  prince  of  iho  next  f^ne-ration 
was  not  of  (lie  f^iitnt!  lt;ni]H-ninivTil,  or  woa  not  bred  !n  the  same 
seclusion,  and  becaiisr  he  couM  not  do  as  his  father  has  done,  ma- 
lignity has  distorted  his  wbolo  con<luct  into  the  dcinuuiac,  irtst«ad  of 
leaving'  it  unluial,  as  it  was,  and  mo^l  unfortuntite. 

"  First  of  all,  it  is  said,  that  the  Prince  married,  and  consented  to  be 
married,  ooU'ly  thiit  Wia  d^thtit  mif^ht  be  paid.  Was  tboro  then  BO 
desire,  so  nattiral  lo  a  man  in  his  position,  to  have  If^itiinatc  heirs,  even 
if  he  were  sitppoi^ed  incapable  of  desiring  an  amiable  and  rirtuoia 
wife  t  Tlio  oeciration  in  notliing  lo»  than  that  tbo  I'rince,  in  leag;ao 
with  other  women  of  bie  circle,  con<ealed  to  buve  the  Prinoexs  of 
nninawick  brought  over  and  married  to  him,  (olelyin  ord^r  toliaro  bis 
deht-s  paid  ;  and  that  he  heforv  hud  detcrminod  to  qtiarrvl  with  anil  di*« 
card  Iter,  in  order  to  enjoy  old  amonis.  If  such  a  storj  were  concocted 
mid  put  forth  in  the  pages  of  a  Rctitiuuis  novel,  would  not  coininoti 
seitsc  reject  it  as  impoaMbfe  and  uh.iiird  I  Ik  it  not  more  imlural  aiic) 
more  iiiiporlunt  to  Riipposo,  that  tin  rrince  had  made  up  hit  resolve,  for 
the  duties  as  well  as  thi^  pleaftures  and  adrantngeB  of  inatrinioiij  t  'iiiu» 
compelled  to  espouse  what  he  had  never  seen  or  known,  ho  was  stilL  aa 
a  ^eutkinan  and  a  innn  of  honour,  prepared  to  reciprocate  every  gene- 
rous. GA'eiT  loving,  and  every  delicala  (entirnenl.  U  it  not  Poeible^ 
that  he  mighl  bate  been  disappointed  T  Can  any  one  fatbom  tne  iay»- 
teri'  of  tliM^v  •vvccal  causes  of  attniction  aiid  ttpulsioii,  by  which  men 
and  women  draw  together,  like  the  m^iel  and  Inc  Ktecl,  or  reyiel  each 
other  by  tho  same  eleolric  agency  1  Yet  it  is  in  these  twry  matters,  of 
whidi  uo  ono  can  be  jud^i  that  every  one  prcclKly  U  determined  lo 
be  a  judge.     With  all  this,  it  is  a  glorious  characteristic  of  ibe  I'ugli^ 

Csipli- — tlteirrendine^  to  take  awoman's  part-  Bonaparte  could  ne^cr 
ivo  reigned  as  Einpcroi  iu  Eit|;loiid.  did  lie  respect  ever  »o  much  its 
ooiisritution,  after  liis  divorcQ  of  Josephine.  Tlic  English  would  hav« 
pardoned  him  aii)  thing,  nither  llinti  that. 

"  On  the  other  haul,  with  Ibeit  great  geuerositv  and  cousidcmtion 
for  the  sex, there  is  one  i^reat  coarseness  in  the  English  mind;  and  this 
it,  that  ther  will  nei'cr  eonM^nt  to  look  npm  wetnnn  in  any  other  li^lil 
tlian  as  wife  or  paramour.  The  idea  of  frieudtdiiptliey  will  not  Idatatv.

Tic 
was  of  a  ciild  teniiieramcitU  llie  tnic  one  for  pnlilician^.  For  tialuml- 
Uts  in  their  crt^nt  iLivigton  of  animals  into  ttiu  cotd-bluoded  and  bot- 
blooded,  ought  to  bavK  li-ll  an  iiileriueiltute  iipiwe  for  polittciatiM.  He 
liud  been  blind  to  all  tho  blamlislnncDts  of  Vienna,  noi  nouUl  lie  uiiiIpt^ 
stand  Kuch  ncaknewes  n«  ihnw?  ofGenlz,  which  his  liroUicr.  Lonl  Lon- 
donderry, lias  bo  ffuliugly  but  jwmewliat  exaj-fii-ruti-clly  dcpictuil.  Hw 
LordaUp  bad  bithcrCo  passed  tlirougb  life,  like  lii?  friend  I'ill,  mistaincd 
iKtb  oven  tbe  MM/Dpon  of  ail  amorous  intritino.  If  be  lirnJ  imluimd  in 
any,  tboy  wcro  of  a  low,  o1)scur«.  niiil  ephciticral  kind-  \\'!K'tjier  it 
*pmnfr  i>ul  of  0110  of  tliem,  or  whetlicjr  it  .■'proii;^  out  of  nothing,  it 
apiwnKi  thnt  in  llie  »'ni1b  of  his  politieal  career,  he  wm  osuiiled  by  the 
threat  of  rile  aceuftutionsiif  ib(-  vilf^t  crime,  pil  up  without  the  shadow 
of  eilhcrnroof  oriiTobubility,  but  titill  boldly  ur|;ediivtt  gling of  niflinn!*. 
male  and  feinnle,  who  ma(l(<  Hueh  aeeusntions  ibeir  profeiuion.  Tbe 
Batumi  mode  of  vetling  m>  vile  and  faixe  an  accnsation  at  defiance,  and 
rithvr  prosecuting  the  offender,  or  waiting;;  Iranijnilly  tn  Te[M.-l  the 
slander,  was  open  to  any  man,  twvo  thti  Marjuis  of  Ixudoudcrry.  lie 
was  tlie  inosit  un])0|iular  man  iu  llw  couiitrf.  I'he  mob,  nav,  tbe  people 
would  at  itiat  tiino  have  j^rasjxid  at  Llic  slightest  Uindow  of  ft  calumny 
■goinit  him,  and  the  hatred  homo  to  him  would  have  jnevcnteil  just 
credit  being  jinid  (o  his  declaration.  Ilis  Lotdsliip  saw,  llicreforc,  that 
wtaaterct  coiintc  he  took,  political  Iweitility  would  make  llie  most  of  it, 
mill  overwhelm  him  with  obloc|uy  and  with  lorltire.  'ITie  thoitKht  [ircyeJ 
ou  an  iilr>t«dy  overworked  mind,  and  produced  a  nervous  irritability,  that 
rendered  bim  impatient  of  repose,  and  tinallv  of  ei^irlcDce.  lie  visited 
the  Prince  in  one  of  his  pnrox)*«ntt.  and  Hpokc  wildly.  The  niatler-of- 
fact  Duke  di<l  iic)l  know  what  to  mukc  of  him.  Though,  bad  he  (-on- 
^uUt'd  niich  a  frinrtd.  he  nii|;ht  have  obtained  couram.-ous  counsc^l.  ami 
relief.  He  proferrwd  keepnig  hi*  cunccr  torture  in  his  hcB it,  whore  it 
gnawed  and  gtiuwed,  till  it  forced  the  uufortunat<r  statesman  to  turn 
a  ktiifc  ngaiiiat  bis  own  throat. 

Eiiglt^nien  were  really  at  a  diiteonnt  in  thase  days  in  llic  way  of 
btnisff  for  ofl^ial  place.  Lord  Melville  filled  cvcrv  cmuiiy  with 
iScotchraeii.  Lord  CoJitkreagh,  tliough  English,  hod  prercmKl  the  Irtsli, 
aa  far  tnore  available  instruiiM>iit!c  When  it  ig  considered,  ttisl  the 
WeilcnIcyM  wen?  Irish,  Coiming  ditto,  it  must  ha  thought  tlie  »iKlcTkjn|;- 


or  unoc  ft.s  ijilly  Ilolmcv.    He  onoc  niude  (wo  dead  uim  vote  in  a  divi- 
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sioii  of  the  House  ofCorumonB.  How  he  did  it,  1  have  beard  him  leil. 
anil  did  i>cr(cctly  compnrhenil  at  ihc  limo;  but  the  Icgcrdoinnin  haa 
eecapcd  my  rccoilection ;  and  tu  truth  Tor  any  other  persoti  tlian  Billy 
liiitiscif  to  t»ll  the  story  would  bo  saL'iilvgp. 

Mtucfrr  Ilulmcs  <!iil4.'Ted  Trinity  ('«llcg<(%  DuhUi^  xome  vpiir  of  Ibu 
last  centiin.  years  tliat  mire  far  more  jovial  than  Uieir  fellovs  of  the 

trtmnt  Cfntiiiy.  Slti(Utiit«  aaed  to  Acnlo  n-alla,  boat  the  wsldi.  f^t 
nuW  bffiJtt  niiu^islmk-^  (imU  mid  then  c-oingtouiid  witL  thc-ir  own 
fmctnr.  Tvinpcrntiuc  sucintioit  formed  the  cxcoptinn,  not  the  rule,  and 
lolmcs  ilid  not  l>i>loiig  to  llii'in,  wholhor  tliry  were  Uie  oav  or  th« 
other.  It  hajitieihcd  tlint  &I  a.  cGitsiii  fL'^tivftl,  holj  by  students  at  the 
room  of  OIK-  otthv  party,  ficrcu  rivnlry  sciKcd  the  ^csts  u|»on  a  topic 
or  fmilly  too  common.  This  was,  who  should  drink  the  most,  and  with 
most  impunity.  To  whatever  oxtrttTngnncP  of  potations  some  |in>«teded, 
or  otTotL-d  to  [iTDCL-v*!,  Hcrlmcs  uut>top|)i-(l  them,  by  otTcring,  for  MMns^^ 
vonsi  do  ration,  iii  lli«i»haueof  abe(,to  swallow  Iialfa  pint  of  raw  whiskor^H 
o^■or  and  nlxivp  wliat  he  liftd  already  iialiilied.  His  bet  wo*  taken;  nnll  ^^ 
was  no  .looiier  tnkea  tlian  tJie  fiery  drau^litwn^  poured  forth, and  iiuuffeil 
by  the  youii^  dnre-duvil.

nouneed,  would  probably  nnd  in  liis  extiuetioii.  All  the  reitoiiroes 
art  and  iiiirenuity  were  thpreforc  applied  to  Holmes's  liody  tn  prevent 
th^  spirit  from  hnriiif;  its  fall  eHcct  a«  an  opiate  He  «a«  cun«tl  and.' 
ptitlud,  flhukcii  mid  p!tiL-lied.  TrutnpcU  were  blowu,  anil  iuih«odc<l; 
and  at  last  hot  irons  were  hod  rcoourM  lo,  and  applii-d  to  those  ran* 
of  ih^;  body  which  promised  the  Icjut  >ilnn|^>ro4is  remits  of  such  an 
appltcalion.

Alter  sonie  demun 
anil  delays,  man^  ]iroiniftvi  and  almorf  as  muiy  disappointinctitf. 
Holmes  wnii  apnointeil  u-eretary  to  a  guneral  of  tua  aame.  ubo  had 
cotiwiitrid  to  take  some  Wesl  India  oominand. 
"  HDlinca  cmtMTkcd  at  Porlemouth  with  the  guiMral  in  hia  ctpasil; 
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secretary,  niid  no  doubt  made  himMlf  fortliwilh  cotnlbrtablc  and  uvcFui. 
Il  liaiiyviicil,  liowcvcr,  that,  os  the  abin  was  crecpiiK;;  aloDg  tbe  coast 
toward  raimouth.  tlie  (femoral disooveraa  that  he  had  Forgotten  a  ntilinp- 
tlfsk,  couiainiiig  vpry  iinporliLnt  pn|M!nt.  He  could  not  go  wttliout 
tlicsc  |]ttj)cn*.  llie  g«iicrnl,  tlj>.'rcforc,  caused  Uolnu-s  to  be  put  on 
share  at  Weymouth,  with  ordtriH  to  ]M)st  to  London,  recover  tho  dv^ired 
box,  niid  Uivn  poxt  with  it  down  In  Kutiiioulh,  nt  wliich  the  viisw-l  was 
to  wail,  NolUing  could  hare  been  more  oa«y  in  these  railway  limvr; 
hut  in  thu  diiytt  uT  posting,  l-mmi  with  post-honen  and  of  &tage*CDncbe!<. 
tiiite  and  the  road  were  not  ao  iiiaiiagcablf.  Holmes  usini  evon-  actj-

RECENT  VISIT  TO  TliEBKS.* 

Thb  other  ev^ninfTt  about  9  o'clock,  is  my  friend  and  I  w^re  lAkliift 
our  cuiitaintLry  cvcniug  pipe  m  tHu  caliiu,  our  vcKt>ct  »iid<]mly  i>lO|ipc<d. 
The  wind  wai  itill  blowing:,  and  1  called  to  Acliimrt  to  know  what  was 
U>o  niatler,  "  We  liavo  reached  Luxor,"  onswervd  iho  Tliehan.  W<? 
droppeil  the  chibouks,  duihed  out,  up  tliu  luitik,  and  mw,  lacing  un  ia 
the  brilliant  moatitighi,  the  grand  coloiutdo  of  the  temple,  llie  toiid 
wcdgea  of  lh«  pylon,  ond  the  brother  obcltnlc  of  thot  which  »tnnda  in  ihc 
Hkw  dt  la  Coticgrde,  in  Patit.  The  wide  plain  of  Thubca  itlrt'tclicd 
away  on  cither  band,  and  lh«  beautiful  outlines  of  the  thrm  mgunLain- 
rangc*  which  inclose  it,  rono  in  the  dintnnrt;  ngaiiist  the  Rlam.  Wo 
looked  OH  tho  liiiidgcape  «  few  moniealVi  in  silence.  "  Come,"  >aid  my 
frieod  at  length,  "  this  is  enough  for  to-ni^ht.  Lrl  u»  not  bo  too  Iia»ty 
to  cxhniitt  what  is  in  atom  for  ux."  So  ni.'  returned  to  our  cabin,  elated 
the  blindtt,  and  armuged  our  plans  for  beat  seeing  and  best  enjoying  the 
wonders  of  tho  great  Diospolis. 

Before  cnnmicncing  mv  rri:ital,  let  mn  allrtnpt  to  gire  you  some  idtra 
of  the  (opu^rapliy  vf  Tliebeit.  The  cuurse  of  the  Nile  is  )>vte  nearly 
north,  diriding  the  site  of  the  ancient  city  into  two  almost  eigiul  parts. 
On  approaching  it  for  ICeRneli,  tbi;  mountnin  of  Koorneli,  which  ufaiits 
on  the  riier,  murks  the  cvmnieuccmcDl  of  the  weatcni  division.  TbU 
uiountuin,  a  mngu  of  naked  limcttono  crags,  tvrmioAting  in  x  pyramidal 
peak,  gradually  reeedes  lo  the  diatsneo  of  two  miles  from  the  Nile, 
which  it  aK<iin  approaches  further  south.  Nearly  the  whole  of  tho 
curvv,  which  mij^lit  bL'  called  the  western  wall  of  the  city,  is  pierced 
with  tombs,  among  which  arv  ihoKi  nf  tho  Qnemo,  and  the  grand 
priestly  Taults  of  the  Asaosseer.  The  Valley  of  the  Kings'  Tombs  lies 
ae«p  in  tho  heart  of  th«  range,  seven  or  eight  milea  from  the  rirer. 
AAvr  jMUaing  tho  corner  of  the  mountain,  the  firnt  ruin  on  ttw  westrm 
bank  in  that  of  the  tern  pie- pa  lace  of  Knnmch.  Morv  than  a  mile 
further,  at  the  bnsc  of  ihv  mountain,  is  the  Memnoicum,  or  temple  of 
Itvinesea  the  Great,  Lftweeu  whtcll  aud  Uie  Nile  thn  two  colossi  are 
scaled  OB  the  plain.  Nearly  two  miles  to  the  south  uf  this  i»  iljo  great 
temple  of  Medeenct  Abou.  and  (hn  fragrnrnls  of  other  edifices  are  met 
with,  still  funhcr  beyond.  On  the  eastern  bank,  noarly  opposite 
Kuorneh,  tUmAs  the  temple  of  Kaniuk,  abuut  half  a  milo  from  tho 
river.  Eight  tnilea  eastward,  at  the  foot  of  the  Arabian  mountain*,  is 
tho  snail  temple  of  Aredamot,  which,  however,  does  not  appear  la  havo 
been  Ineluiled  in  the  liniiis  of  Tlicbes.  Luxar  is  directly  on  tlie  bank 
of  the  Nile,  a  mile  and  •  half  south  of  KArnnk,  and  the  phun  extends 
seieral  miles  beyond  it,  before  reaching  the  isoLUod  ranges  whose  three 
cuBiit^l  peaks  arc  the  landmarlis  of  Thebes  to  voyagen  on  the  rher. 

These  dliilanccs  eonvay  an  idea  of  tho  extent  of  the  ancient  city,  but 
cannot  give  you  the  grand  proportions  uf  the  l.-indscsjie,  so  wvll  fitud,  in 
its  simple  and  majeitic  outlines,  tu  inclose  tlie  most  wonderful  siruelum 
the  world  has  nvor  seen.  The  green  expauBO  of  the  plain;  the  niry 
colouring  of  the  mouniiiinti  the  mild,  lolcma  blue  of  the  cloudless  Egyp- 
tian sky  ; — these  are  a  part  of  Thebes,  and  icsepoiable  frocn  the  remein- 
branco  of  its  ruins.

Xho  aidm  are  parptadiciiUr  dib  of  jellow  nxk,  which  incrcaavd 
Iwigbl  itui  furlliflr  we  adfaaccd,  and  at  last  icnnin;LtGd  la  a  sort  of 
tbui  in  by  prooipiuo  wnnl  huodrad  fot*t  in  height  and  brakaa 
fantaalk  turrota,  K*blc>.  and  p&uMlea.     Tbu  boUfim  i*  illed  «ridi 
betpa  of  land  and  broken  •lonca,  fomnl  from  tbe  eicaration  of 
ianM  in  the  aolid  rock.     There  no  twenty-one  tomba  in  thia  nUrj, 
Rwr*  (ban   half  of    which  are  of  great  piirnt  and  ricfaljr  adomcd  wii ' 
Minlingi  and  icalptures.    Same  havp  txvn  fiUctl  with  mnd  or  otbi 
Uijiifril  br  lbi>  accaaioiial   rpioB  which  vitil  this  re^noR,  i*hib>  a  few 
too    iiimU   obi)    plain    lo    iicrd   visiting.     Sir  Ciardn^r  WilkJiuoQ 
iiuinborMi  tlian  all  in  nA  chalk  at  flic  entrances,  which  ia  very  cdd 
niuiil  lo  lIhmo  obo  uir  hla  work  oo   I'-evpl  n*  a  giii<.l«.     I  vititcd  ton 
Ibn  principal  tombi,  to  llio  (tuii  dcltfcbi  of  tbt  old  giude,  wbe 

lined  Ibal  Iravallofa  ara  froiunilly  laluflcd  wiili  four  or  five. 
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genital  nirangf^nivDt  i«  ttio  «ani«  in  all,  but  ihvy  dilTc-r  grcaU}'  in  cxl«nt 
and  in  the  character  of  their  di-corMion. 

The  tirst  wc  ctiterfd  vau  thn  celebrated  lomb  of  Hemetea  I,  diicoTered 
bv  Ucltoni.  I'tam  tlic  uarruw  ealrsncr,  a  precipiloiia  Btaircue,  tb« 
wall!)  of  which  arc  cavcitd  with  column*  of  hivfu|{ly{)hki)  dmcended  to 
a  depth  of  fony  feet,  whi>n>  it  ittrikcs  a  boruontal  passoKc  leadintr  to  an 
oblong  cluuntKT,  io  wihich  »as  rartnerly  a  deep  pit,  which  Bolxoni  lillrd. 
Tbia  pit  pTDioclcd  the  cnlnmcc  lo  thu  rujal  cliaoiben,  vrliich  vraa  also 
mr«rii]ly  wallcid  up.  In  iho  {rrocc  and  frcedani  of  the  dranings,  and  llie 
richaos*  ofihoir  colouring.  lhi»  locih  snrpdMns  all  otUcru,  Tht-  Mibjnpu 
represented  an-  ihu  victories  of  the  m<>iian;h,  while  id  the  aepiilcliral 
chamber  he  t>  painted  u  beinff  received  into  the  presenefl  of  the  ;;ad«. 
The  liineslone  rock  !s  covered  vith  «  fitic  coating  of  pliuler,  on  which 
tho  ligures  were  6rtt  drawti  with  t»<1  chalk,  and  afterwards  carefully 
finUhed  ia  colouri.  The  rwls,  yellows,  ifreens,  and  bUies  uro  very 
briKiant,  but  seem  to  hnvn  bcmt  <nnplojred  at  random,  tbc  god*  havinnf 
face4  aomctimes  of  one  colour,  Nometlines  of  another.  In  Iho  fiirthi-At 
ehambcf,  which  waa  left  imlinish^d,  the  sabjecls  arc  only  siceichod  ia 
red  chalk.  Some  of  them  have  the  loose  and  uncertam  line*  of  a  piipil'a 
hand,  orcr  which  one  aeea  th«  bold  and  rapid  correrliana  of  the  masli-r. 
Many  «f  the  figure*  are  remarkable  for  their  streo^h  and  freedom  of 
oiitUnf.  I  wa^  ^ri-jiilv  i-ntrrestrrl  in  n  procrijiian  of  men,  rcpn-Kcniiiig 
the  different  natioim  <>f  tho  earth.  The  i^hyjiieal  peciifinriliea  of  ihw 
Greek,  the  Jew,  and  tho  Ethinpian  are  therein  as  dislincily  niarked  aa 
at  the  |in-sent  day.  The  blacka  am  pi?rff-cl  couuierpartn  of  the  Ntihi&ns 
I  tee  every  day  on  the  Nile,  and  the  noses  of  the  Jenn  ttvm  uewty 
piunted  from  ori^nah  in  Chatham-street.  So  little  diversity  in  the  dis- 
tinguishing^ ft-oturvi  of  the  race,  nf^cr  the  lapac  of  more  than  thrcQ 
thousand  years,  i*  a  new  ar^roent  for  Professor  Agnssit.  Either 
Bishop  Usher  was  mistaken,  and  Adam  lived  eonsiderablv  more  than 
58i4  years  ego,  or,  fw  ttie  l*rofcii»or  suggc-»t>,  there  was  more  than  ene 
Adam. 

The  buriAl-vaull,  mhore  Bel  son!  found  the  alaboeler  «urcoplia^s  of  the 
monnrrh,  is  a  noble  hsil,  thirty  feet  lung  by  nearly  t«enly  in  breadth 
and  height,  with  four  mnssire  pillars  fomtinff  a  curridnr  on  one  side. 
In  addition  lo  the  light  of  our  lorchea,  the  Arabs  kindled  a  \^t^  iMoSro 
in  the  centre,  which  brought  out  in  atrong  relief  the  si-pulchral  figures 
on  the  ceiling,  painted  in  white  on  a  gronnd  of  intonse  blue.  The 
pillars  and  walU  of  the  vault  glowed  wilh  the  vivid  variely  of  their 
colours,  and  the  general  elfect  waa  unspeakably  rich  and  gorgeous.  This 
tomb  ha*  already  fallen  a  nrey  to  wor&c  plunderers  than  tho  .^ledes  and 
Persians.  Dolzoni  carried  off  the  sareophagnt,  Champollion  cut  away 
the  aplcndidjombs  sod  architrave  of  the  entrance  to  tho  rawer  dmmbers, 
and  Lepaiua  has  Bntsbed  by  splitting  the  pillars  and  appropriating  their 
bcauliftil  paintings  for  the  Mnseiim  at  Berlin.  At  one  spot,  where  the 
latter  has  totally  ruined  a  fine  doorway,  some  indignant  l-rcnchmao  has 
written  in  red  chalk  :  "  Meurire  eommU  par  Lfptive."  In  all  the 
toBibi  of  Thebes,  wherever  you  aee  the  most  flagrant  and  shameless 
spoliations,  the  guide  aays  "Lcpsiiis."  ^Vho  can  blame  the  Arabs  for 
wantonly  defacing  these  prccioti*  moniimi-nts,  when  siielt  an  example  u 
set  tltcm  by  tlit.'  vanity  of  Kuropeiit)  aniii|uari<>s  ? 

Bnice's  Tomb,  wliich  extends  for  420  feet  into  the  rock,  is  larger 
than  Belnni's,  bat  not  so  fresh  and  hrilliftiit.    The  mun  eulranee  slopes 
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with  »  wety  i;r»dual  drcc«nt,  and  has  on  each  n<le  a  nttmbcr  of 
cbambcn  and  nlctu-s,  apparmllf  for  iDununica.  Tbe  UluslraligB*  is 
IfanK  cbuDbers  nn>  sorocwitai  tlitftcei,  but  irrr  curitNtii.  od  aceoiit  tl 
the  light  vhidi  thr>-  throw  upon  the  docneMtc  life  of  Uie  AnoMt 
Egjplian*.  Thty  rcptcarat  ihe  »laugbwrlng  of  oxen,  the  r~irjTifiw 
of  {am  h  for  the  Uhte,  the  knetdiiiff  sad  bakiog  of  bread  and  cakva,  • 
wntl  a*  ihc  ioipl«BMiil£  and  uiraaib  of  the  kitchen.  In  other  planea  tha 
ficld-Ubourcn  are  emplojrd  in  leading  tlic  aalcr  of  the  Kil«  into  cmmIi^ 
cuUiug  doun,  threshinfc  and  canving  ibo  gnio  into  niagBziiws.  Oi» 
iDOB  is  fiUtd  with  furniture,  and  tha  rom  of  diaiii  ftrwuid  tk«  banof 
tbc  nils  would  not  be  out  of  pUee  n  the  raoM  eWgwM  aodera  ili  iwlw^i 
rooiB.  The  lllustrai«d  Catalof^e  of  lfa«  Londoo  Exbibitian  rnniaiiia 
few  richer  and  morv  graceful  palLenu.  la  a  cbanher  nearer  the  ntj^ 
vaulli  two  old  blind  luiuMrrla  am  taea,  placing  the  baq>  in  the  nrewma 
of  tbc  Kiim;,  whence  ibii  ia  soiaetinn  called  (he  f  larper'i  Tdinb.  The 
pillars  of  the  gmnd  hall,  Uke  those  uf  all  the  other  tombs  m»  viaaccd. 
rcpretent  the  Hwosrch,  after  death,  roceircd  isto  the  nreecacp  of  the 
god* — itateljr  figum  with  *  cslm  and  serioai  aspect,  and  Up*  vfaiclu  Ub 
thoie  of  tbc  Tphini,  aeeM  dooed  upoa  aome  airliit  mjtUty,  The 
«b«urdiiy  of  tli«  colouring  doea  ml  deairoy  ihiR  t-fli-ct,  and  a  blue-Auscd 
I«is,  vkme  bard  bUck  eyeball  ftans  from  n  brilliant  while  aoekeC,  i« 
not  Wt*  iiD)iri-uJvo  than  the  aaAne  figare  mt  la  xaodtfonc  or  gronilA 

Tile  delkac}  aud  preciaioD  of  the  aculpturrd  hicrorljrpluca  filled  me 
with  astoni&hiDpnt.  In  the  lamb  of  Anunopb  111^  wnien  1  vtBitod  dcii 
day,  tbej  reaemUed  ihe  cjrphrni  engraved  upon  aeala  in  their  evijuinie 
sfaarpnna  and  n^laril)'.  Only  the  princiitu  lomht,  however,  are  Unia 
beautifird.  In  otben.tho  6gure<  are  cither  simply  paintcd.or  apparently 
•oaken   in   the   plaatrr,  while   it  wa*  ycL  fnvli,  by  prrpanid   paLtemi.

The  lailer  nKlbod  account*  for  the  eiact  roeoiblnce  i 
tion  of  ligunts,  which  would  otbcnviM  require  a  meet  marvelToua  skill 
on  iho  part  of  the  artiit.  In  •aroo  unfiuiabed  dumbcrs  I  detected 
pbualy  the  tmcea  of  these  poUerns,  w]icrc  the  outliiH-a  of  the  Sgtires 
were  blunt,  and  Ibo  grnin  of  the  ploater  bent  and  not  cut.  The  family 
Ukeiivis  of  tho  facea  of  the  monaTchs  is  also  too  Ftrikit^,  unfortunBldr, 
for  utio  accept  them  as  faithful  ponraita.  Thv}'  are  all  apparvnity  uf 
tlu!  «anic  age,  and  iheir  attrilnitc*  do  not  materially  differ.  Thia  waa 
probably  a  flattery  oil  ihe  part  of  (he  arlitls,  or  lh«  effect  of  ntyal 
vanil V,  which  rooiiirod  to hv  porlrajcd  in  tin-  frevhoeis  of  youih  and  tlw 
full  vigour  of  l)ody  and  mindi  The  only  facei  I  ha'c  burned  to  rocagntae 
are  (Iiok  of  KcractcH  H-i  tbc  auppoaed  S««o«lrie,  and  Amunopb  IlL 

The  toRili  of  Ttfemnon,  as  it  was  cilled  by  ihe  Itomua,  it  the  uraM 
elegant  of  all.  in  its  proportion*,  and  ia  a*  symmetrical  at  a  Grecian 
ictnplc.  On  Uic  wnlis  of  the  entrance  ore  aereral  iuscriptioDs  of  Gree): 
Uiuristv,  who  visited  it  in  Ihe  ora  of  the  I^tolemiet,  and  tpent  tfaclr  Uine 
in  carving  ibeir  name*,  like  American*  now-o-days.  The  buge  granite 
6art»phsgu«  in  v^bich  (he  monarch's  munuiy  wu  depogilcd,  is  broken, 
aa  are  those  of  the  other  tombc,  wilb  a  single  exception.

I  *iatted  il  by  cranliiig  ibrougfa  a  hole  barely  large  enough  to 
admit  my  body,  after  which  I  slid  on  my  back  do*n  a  pafsage  aaarly 
choked  with  aand,  to  another  bole  opening  into  ibo  burial  chamberr, 
Hera  no  impiont  hand  hud  defaced  the  walU,  but  tbo  figures  were  as 
pte^ct  and  the  colouring  an  triUiaiit  «a  wbeo  first  eaccnted.     In  tka 
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ccnlrt!  Ktood  nn  immenfte  «9rco|)ha{;uR,  of  a  «!i>gl«  block,  of  ml  granitir, 
anil  ihc  ma»3iv«  M,  which  liad  b«vii  ihrovin  off,  lay  bcsidr  It.  Tlie  duM 
in  tk>  bottom  Kare  out  Dini  pi'ciiliiir  miiimny  mlour  prrcvjitiltlo  in  all 
till'  lonibo,  nnit  in  fuel  iaof  xiivr  diiv  ban  Id't  theiii,  for  tLv  clutbca 
bcvoni?  ealuratcd  with  il.  The  guide,  delighted  with  baTiiiK  drasK^d 
me  into  that  clioniber,  buried  dt>«|)  in  the  dumb  b«'art  of  thu  iui)ufitiiin» 
said  not  n  word,  luid  from  the  awiul  NlillDess  of  th«  jilace  and  the  pban- 
latmttgonc  gleam  of  thv  woiidcrrul  ligiirvs  uu  thv  walh,  I  could  liavo 
imsg^inod  nijsell'  i  neophyte,  on  the  throshold  of  the  Osirtnn  myiliiria.'S. 

Wv  rai\c  to  tho  WeNtrrn  Valley,  a  still  drcprr  itnd  wilitcr  gli'Q,  con- 
UiiiinK  Lombs  of  the  kings  of  u\e  foiei^  ilyiiiiAty  of  Atiii-ftc.  Wo 
eiitvfcd  Lh«  two  principnl  ones,  but  found  the  painlingt  rudu  nn<l  ii>!>ig- 
niGcauC.  Tliero  are  many  Intnml  poMagva  nod  cluunbcr*  and  in  sonto 
placus  dtxp  pile,  along  the  «d]c«  ot  vrliJcb  we  were  obliged  to  crawl,  In 
llie  liut  tomb  a  vpry  long  and  strap  etnirraa»  dncraus  iulo  tbe  rack. 
As  we  werv  groping  aticr  tbc  giiidf,  I  called  to  my  fri«ud  to  t^kr  riir«, 
lu  therp  was  but  a  sioKle  atep,  after  making  a  alip.  The  wordit  wen: 
scarcely  mil  or  my  month  bd'ort*  I  fell  a  Ircinvndous  ihump,  followed 
by  a  iiumhvr  of  tmaller  oiiir^,  and  found  myirlf  lilting  in  n  bc«|i  of  KAnd, 
at  the  buuom.  I  camo  off  with  a  few  slight  bruiKs,  but  niy  tittidtv  was 
cuinpleul]'  VRmahtd.

Itcliirning  to  the  toinplu  of  Koomeb,  ve  look,  a  path  over  tfao  plain, 
tbrou)jh  litldi  uf  whoil,  lujiiua,  aud  Ivutils,  ti>  ihe  Iwu  colossi,  wbjcli  vte 
had  already  nxo  from  a  dUtaiiCG.  These  immrnsc  siltinf;  figures,  fiAv- 
three  fei^t  nhovo  the  pluin,  whicJi  has  huriiKi  their  podeetali.  look  ov«r 
the  >ilv  of  vauinhed  Thvbi-t  aiiit  anscrt  tl>e  grandeur  uf  which  iWy  and 
Kaniak  arc  the  most  atrikiog  remains.  They  ncro  erected  by  Amunoph 
111.,  and  though  the  facet  srv  totally  disRgiirod, the  full,  round,  beautiful 
proportion*  of  the  colosiwl  arnia,  Rlioulderi,  and  thig'hii  do  not  bcUc  tho 
niarrellou!)  Bncetness  of  the  foalurea  xrhich  «o  still  tco  in  his  tomb, 
l^xcept  the  head  uf  Anlinouit,  I  know  of  no  undent  portrait  KO  Iteatiliful 
ai  Amunopb.  The  long  and  luxuriant  hair,  fiowlnj;  iu  a  buudred 
rinjck-ts,  the  »oft  grace  of  the  forehead,  tbc  mild  serenity  of  the  eye,  the 
fins  thin  lines  of  the  nostrils,  and  the  feruinina  Icnderncxa  of  iW  full 
lipS|  triumphed  over  the  cramped  rigiiliiy  of  E^^'piian  sculpture,  and 
charm  yon  witli  tlie  lightness  and  hatmony  uf  Cnrck  art.  lu  looking 
on  that  head,  1  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  subject  overpowered  thn 
artint,  and  led  him  to  the  threshold  of  a  tnii'r  nri.  Amunopb,  or 
Memnon,  itos  a  pact  in  soul,  and  it  was  meet  Ibut  \m  slalue  should 
salute  tho  riting  sun  with  a  nound  liko  that  of  a  harp-string. 

Muduru  research  has  wholly  annihiUted  this  Ueauliful  fable.  MemnoD 
now  lounds  at  all  houra  of  ibu  day,  and  at  the  command  of  all  trarellera 
who  pay  an  Arab  flv«  piaatrct  to  climb  into  hii  lap.  We  engsfred  a 
render  of  modem  scarabei,  who  threw  off  hiagormenu,  hooked  hi*  lingora 
and  toes  Into  the  clicks  of  the  polbhed  grautte,  and  soon  bailed  us  with 
"  nalaiiiat .'"  from  tho  knee  of  the  itnlnc.  There  i»  a  certxin  utono  on 
Mcmnuii'*  lap,  which,  when  aharply  struck,  given  out  a  duo  metallic 
riug.  llehina  it  is  a  small  square  aperture,  innsjble  from  below,  where 
one  of  the  priest*  no  doubt  dalioned  himK-lf  to  perform  tin-  daily  miracle. 
Our  .'\rab  rapjied  on  tliv  arms  and  body  uf  the  ulalue,  which  had  the 
osual  dead  sound  of  stone,  and  reodered  the  musical  ring  uf  the  sun-'

Tbc  Mcmnonium  Hffcn  from  the  other  temples  of  JLg 
almost  faullk'St^  in  its  synitnelry,  own  when  measured  by' 
(lite*  of  Art.  I  know  of  uoibJng  to  ciquiiltc  a*  the  centn 
of  ita  grand  halt — a  double  row  of  pillars,  forty-fire  feet  I| 
iwcntv-threc  in  dreumfim'ntw,  crowned  with  capital*  re^ 
bclUiIinpftil  bloisoni*  of  the  loto*.  One  must  sec  tbnn  to 
hon  this  simple  fomit  whcsc  expression  is  all  sneetncM  aw 
in  the  floner,  sohens  and  beautifies  the  solid  mtjecly  oF  th 
Hiiito  of  their  colovsal  prupurtions,  tliure  is  notbtng  masaivii 
llicir  lupcci.  The  cup  of  the  capital  curves  gently  outv« 
abacus  on  which  th«  nrchitrave  rfsts,  and  seenn  ihe  ualnral 
the  columnar  tiem.  On  viiber  ridn  of  Oixt  perfect  eolontu 
rows  of  Osiridc  pillars,  of  unailiir  titr,  yet  the  variHy  of  ih^ 
propottioQS  only  enhances  iho  hurmoiiy  of  llie  whole.  l*li 
those  voigtnns  in  architt-clurc  vhich  puzzle  ono  on  bis  Brat  | 
with  Hryplisii  lemples,  and  whid  b(t  b  often  forc4.-d  blinil 
as  new  Iswf  of  art,  bceause  his  feeling  t«llt  bini  tJicy  .         ~'

Wd  waited  till  the  yellow  nrs  of  tunsut  fell  on  the  capitals  of  the 
MemnaniurD,  nni]  ihcjr  vrmiril,  Likr  tlii.'  lolus  fluttors.  to  exhale  a  vnp-oiiry 
li^ht,  before  we  mdi-  home.  All  night  we  wttudered  in  dreamt  ihrounh 
kinfrly  vault),  with  itArry  oeilings  atirf  illuniinsipd  wslle,  but  on  looking 
out  of  oiir  windiiufs  nt  down  we  »aw  thi?  red  madiflii-cloihs  of  our  honu.'a 
af^sinM  ihi-  itatk  bnck-^rouod  of  the  paUn  Ki^^'f^  bs  they  came  down  to 
the  boat.  No  i«cond  nap  »u  pofsiblo,  af^ur  »ucli  a  li^hl.and  many 
RitDutt^a  had  iiot  elnpM>d  bcfoni  wu  wrv  taating-  the  cool  mai'iiing  utr  in 
the  drIiKhl  of  a  race  up  and  down  the  shore.  Our  old  guide,  howcvcrv 
wa«  on  his  donkey  b«tiiD«9,  and  called  ii«  off  to  our  duty.  We  ipuMd 
Koornch  and  asoL-iiil«(l  the  e«Btera  face  of  the  laountain  to  the  tombs  of 
thr  prirsta  and  private  oHiiens  of  l'hubL-&  For  milo  along  the  noun* 
tain  tU^,  ono  mos  nothing  hut  heap*  of  und  and  riibbtib,  with  here  and 
there  an  Arab  hue,  built  again«l  the  faca  of  a  (omb,  whow  chambers 
tnn  as  pi;;eon-hoii«es  and  stalls  for  atscs.  The  iMirth  in  Gllud  with 
AngmontR  of  mnmniies  and  the  bnndaget  in  which  they  were  wrapped, 
fl>r  evra  the  lanctilv  of  death  Itself  it  here  neither  respected  by  the 
Arabs  nor  the  Europeana,  nbom  thry  imilale.  1  cannot  coticeivi.*  tbr 
{iftKMoii  which  somn  travellors  har«,  of  carrying  away  wiiherMl  handa 
nod  SeshleM  h');«,  and  disfiguring  the  abodes  of  th«  dead  with  ihnr  in* 
)iigniiic;tiil  names.  I  shotilcf  as  Roon  think  of  mrviiig  my  initial*  on  the 
back  of  a  live  Arib,  ai  on  these  renerahle  monuments. 

The  tJTst  Iamb  wn  rntrred  nlmoit  cunsl  u*  of  lh«  desire  to  vilit 
another.  It  was  that  call^  ihu  AitaMcof,  buih  by  a  wralthy  prieit, 
«ud  it  i(  the  largest  in  Thehv*.  Its  outer  court  mtaaures  one  hun- 
dred and  three  by  sevenly-»ix  feet,  and  it*  pussies  extend  between 
vight  and  nine  hundred  feel  into  tlii>  mouiiuitt.  W«  groped  our  way 
I>pti«c4-n  walls  H)  black  as  ink,  through  long  labyriulhine  suits  of  cham- 
bera,  hreatfaiug  a  death-like  and  oppressive  odour.  'I'he  stairways 
Hecmetl  to  lead  iota  the  bowels  uf  th<-  earth,  and  on  eithvr  luiiil  ynwned 
jiitJ  of  uncRrtain  depth.  A*  we  advanL'ed,  ihe  ghostly  vniillH  rumbled 
with  a  »ound  like  thunder,  and  hundreds  of  noisome  but*,  (careil  by 
the  li^ht,  dflKlK'd  agninRl  the  nalU  aiid  ilmppett  at  our  feel.  We  eiiiliirod 
this  for  a  little  while,  but  on  reaching  lh«  entrance  to  some  darker  and 
deeper  mystery,  wcr«  w  surrounded  by  the  oniniaU,  who  ntruck  tbdr 
flitht  uitij{ft  iigitin»l  oiif  face*,  that  not  for  ten  kitigt'  tombs  would  we 
liBTo  gone  a  aiep  further.  My  friend  «ait  uu  ihe  point  of  vowing  nerer 
to  set  his  foot  in  another  tomb,  but  I  persuaded  biro  to  wait  till  we  bad 
sieen  that  nf  Amunoph.  I  followed  Ihe  guide,  who  enticed  mo  by  Rat- 
leriiig  promtsef  into  a  great  luany  snake-hko  holes,  and  whco  he  was 
tired  with  crawling  in  the  dust,  wat  one  of  our  watrr-carri«rt  in 
advance,  who  dragged  me  in  Hii<l  out  by  the  hi<eU.  Tho  private  tomba 
are  all  interesting,  and  exhiMt  a  gr««t  variety  in  the  character  of  their 
paintings.  I'ho  one  marked  No.  SS,  which  we  entered  through  an 
Arab  hovel,  containi  a  corridor  about  iiixty  feet  In  length  and  twenty 
in  heighl,  the  walla  of  vhicb  are  corered  will)  figures,  most  lulmirnbly 
ilciij^nrd  and  ciecuied  Here  the  difTcrenl  nations  of  tlio  earth  arc 
repreaonted,  with  an  faithful  a  hand  at  tn  Belxoni'a  tomb,  and  the 
peoitliariiU-i  of  feature,  complexion,  and  expraaaion,  arc  a«  strongly 
marked  as  at  the  present  day.  In  the  ootcr  court  la  a  prooeeakm  of 
perion*  leading  a  variety  of  attianaja,  anoBf  which  are  the  elephant,  the 
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ginffe,  and  the  Mtridt.     We  buih  k  Gra  of  ooro-slAlki  in  the 
th«  corridor,  and  bnugbt  mil  tbe  din  figarvs  dd   tfao  wall  in 
glow  of  thtuT  vivid  GolourinR.     Tb«  Anb  occnpitiii  of  tlw 
nerv  mucli  iuceflM^  at  this,  but  ve  qnict*^  him  with   a  backi 
CDJoyed  fi>r  lOttM:  tiiiM  tbc  inanrflluu]  tffcct  vre  bad  prodtin^d. 

Tbv  tvmple  of  Medeenct  Abou  is  aloiost  concculod  bv  the 
Coplie   viltogr,  aaaong  which  it  •tandu,  and    by    which   it  ■• 
baricd.     Tbe  outer  court,  fyloa.  luid  iMta  ball  of  ihe  bh^H 
riu  above  the  mounds  and  orerlwk  the  pUin  of  l^bebflaTHl 
•alis^  the  vspccUuioo  of  the  tnTcllM,  a>  he  approaches, 
coter  SD  enclosure  aurrounded  by  s  low  siooe  wall,  and  stondii 
Tance  of  tbe  pylon.     'l*he  back  wait,  facini;  the  entrane*).  eonl 
■ingle  pillar?,  with  bclUfhapt.'d  capital*,  which  riso  ahovo  It  ai 
like  guards  bvfore  tbe  doornny  of  ihc  pylon.

We  devoted  little  time  to  tbe  ruined  court  and  laoctoaria 
follow  Ih*:  pylon,  and  to  the  lodgea  ol'llie  main  tetuple,  alandiaj 
thcin  Uke  watch-towert,  three  aiori«>  in  huighl.  Xho  majostio  | 
the  great  temple  of  Rcmcsus  III.  tote  behind  tbem,  out  of  bi 
pottery  and  unburnt  brick*,  and  the  colosaal  figure  of  tbe  tnoni 
his  car,  burue  by  two  bonea  iulo  the  tnidtt  ot  the  routed 
attracted  at  from  a  dialance.  We  followed  the  exterior  wa! 
temple,  for  tU  whole  length  of  more  than  »ix  hundred  feet, 
icuIptltriMl  history  of  Ilia  conijuftt*.  Tbc  vniiru  outer  wall 
lt>ii)pk'  present*  a  leriea  of  gigantic  cartooni.  cut  in  the  hlucks 
ttonct  ol' which  it  is  built.  Il«ro«aca  it  always  the  central  figc. 
tlnguisbed  from  Kuhjecte  and  foca  no  ivaa  by  his  superior  atatHi 
1^  the  royal  cmblvmi  wliich  accompany  him.  Here  re  am  ' 
tounding  the  trumpet  in  advnncu  of  hi*  car,  while  hia  truopa 
review  before  biiu;  there,  with  a  lion  walking  by  hii  side,  ' 
on  his  work  of  con(iui>st.     Hit  soldiers  tlorm  a  tonn,  and 

climbing  tbv  wall  with  ladders,  while  a  dosuorala  hand-lo-hai 

is  KMOg  on  below.  In  another  place,  be  uaa  aUghted  from  his 
and  atandi  with  bia  foot  on  the  neck  of  a  elouithtcred  king.  Agi 
vewet*  attack  a  ho«ti]e  navy  on  ihc  sea.  One  of  ih«  foreig: 
becDmes  entwgled  aud  ia  capaiaGil,  yet  while  his  spnnoca  bu 
Dtapona  aniong  the  dismayed  enemy,  tbe  sailori  rcMua  thoM  « 
Biriiggling  in  the  Hood. 

Wo  sliil  down  the  piles  of  >and,  and  entered  by  a  side-door  in 
grand  hall  of  (he  temple.     Here,  at  at  Deuderah,  a  aurprisa  awaii 
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W*  stood  on  thp  pavement  of  a  ma^ificent  court,  about  Oii«  hunilretl 
nid  thirty  feet  square  ■round  which  ran  a  coloDOadu  of  pillars,  eight 
feet  Mjiun  and  forty  Ireet  high.  On  the  w«tt»rii  side  i>  an  inner  row  of 
cirnilar  columns,  twenty-four  fent  in  circumference,  aith  capiuU  repro- 
•encisg  the  papjnis  blotioiii.  Tbi^  entire  court,  witli  it»  walls,  pillars 
and  doorway*,  is  covered  with  splendid  sculptures  and  traces  of  piint, 
and  thv  criliag  i»  l>lu«  an  thn  noonday  nky  and  »tadd<--d  with  titvs. 
Af[iiini>l  Ciich  of  th«squATt- column!*  fiicing  Itir  cuiartonce  Moim)  a  coluttnl 
caryatid,  upholdini^  the  architraveofaooilier  colonnade  of  graniie  stufia, 
ncnrly  all  of  which  havo  beeo  thrown  from  their  bases,  and  Uc  ihtverad 
ill  the  p&vciueot.  This  court  upnns  toward*  the  piloa  ialo  aootlier  of 
dmilar  dii&enaioos,  but  buried  alinoel  to  th«  MpitoU  of  its  columns  in 
heap*  of  rulAlsb.  The  character  of  the  temple  is  totally  different  front 
ibat  of  every  other  one  in  Etfjrpt.  lu  faeivhl  is  mdhII  in  proportion  to 
its  grrat  extent,  and  It  therefore  loses  the  iiry  lightness  of  the  Memna 
niuiu  and  thv  imprmiive  grandeur  of  Drodereh.  Its  exprc«tloii  in  itiM 
of  a  tnasiire  magoifieetioe.  if  I  may  use  such  a  doubtful  compound  :  no 
single  epithet  suffices  to  dncriira  it.  A  minute  aecount  of  its  sculp' 
tuir-t  noiild  occupy  more  time  than  I  or  my  readers  can  afford;  and  if 
■hked  lu  jtire  u  complete  and  faithful  picture  of  ila  marvels,  I  can  only 
say  in  sn*wer,  corne  and  soe.

«hu  ttdd*  not  a  liulc  to  giir  rvpugcuncv,  is  to  be  told  th«t 
lovotlw  Rcr.

Ir  was  but  a  short  limu  ago  Unit  wo  took  up  "  Nathalie."  The 
Kcrnc  i«  laid  in  Normandy,  and  throughout  th«  book  are  scsttMed  pa*- 
fa^«*  of  great  b«au[y,  dcicriplivv  of  tbc  sccuery  of  the  north  of  IVance. 
Occasionally,  too,  we  are  lold  of  sunnv  Provenci^,  and  ntir  check  wnrniK, 
and  eye  briifhtena,  as  we  alrooat  fi^i-'t  the  balmv  air,  and  ii^e  the  dn'p 
blue  sky  of  l*rovence.  Oao  description,  too,  of  an  autumn  in  Normandy, 
exhibits  the  strong  love  of  the  hraulifnl  in  nalurc,  which  wo  bavo  before 
noticed  in  the  wrilings  of  Miss  Kuvaoagh. 

I  The  wayward)  ooquettinh,  yet  by  no  means  hcartlcu  Nathalie  is  of 

courw  tho  heroine  of  (lie  bock.  I'ht;  Provcnf-alo  girl  falls  deeply  in 
love  with  her  guardian,  who  is  about  twenty  years  older  and  colder 
than  hcnelf,  and  llic  uiyaterious  character  of  Mon».  de  Soinville  vx- 
ereises  a  fascination  over  the  imaginative  Nathalie.  The  story  is  full 
of  ihv  lovers'  quHrrrU,  thoug-h  hcte  ««  havp  tif  w  nnd  xtrangc  onei ;  and 
these  quBTTelfl  are  tho  ni<!anii  of  ctliibiliiig  more  piquant  dialogue  than 
we  have  si>en  for  somt^  fiiv  years,  in  any  novels,  sarv  "Jane  Eyre" 
and  "  The  Initiali."  Tlic  pasoionaiA  Nathalie  !>  no  match  for  the  calm 
guardian,  and  the  more  sbo  diacoren  this  the  more  ihc  determines  that 
he  shall  rospect  as  well  as  love  hor.  But  ne  niuet  not  unveil  the  mys- 
teries of  the  stor}',  or  betray  the  is*ue  of  tliexe  amatory  battles. 

Tlie  character  of  the  ^ardian  is  not  drawn  with  so  much  skill  as  is 
that  of  Nathalie.  We  would  auggeat  that  where  Mona.  <le  Sainvillo 
mvaiia  to  exhibit  firmness,  be  •ometime*  discovers  rudeness,  aud  there 
is  somGtbing  iudvlicate  in  hia  coid  manner  of  wooin;^  Nathalie,  thou|;h 
we  are  to  eiippose  this  is  only  manner.  With  this  slight  drawback 
the  cbaractt^r  of  the  guardian  is  good.  The  suffering'  Itose,  whose  life 
is  over  a  rugged  path,  and  who,  discarding  lore,  takes  duly  as  her 
guiding  star,  is  a  charaeter  rar^'ly  to  be  met  with.  It  ia  of  ooursu 
meant  as  a  strong  coolraat  to  Sainalie. 

The  Aunt  Uoucgonde  is  a  capital  charactur,  and  foma  Ogwn  a  con* 
trait  to   the   haughty   Madame    Marceau.      Atiut   Radegonde,   who, 
I     Imagiaing  herself  reaerrod,  is  always  gossiping,  and  who,  though  waning

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in  Ufa,  likes  not  to  be  thought  deaf,  or  sleepy.  She  doses  only  beoinse 
she  does  not  like  the  firelight,  and  is  deaf  only  because  the  wiad  is 
louder  than  the  voice-  We  have  seen  Aunt  Radq^nde  with  ber  par- 
donable little  selfishnesses,  her  good  nature  and  her  kind  heart. 

The  other  characters  are  more  or  less  interesting,  bat  Nathalie  is  die 
genius  of  the  story.  She  is  a  true  woman,  with  her  joys  and  sorrows, 
her  smiles  and  tears,  her  sunny  and  cloudy  days — a  genuine  daughter  of 
Eve,  who  is  always  pTOTokiI^^  and  appeasing,  and  qoarrelling  for  the 
pleaaore  of  making  fnends.  Still  is  she  warm-hearted,  and,  when  oeca- 
sion  c^B  it  forth,  exhibits  earnestness  and  depth  of  character. 

The  announcement  of  a  new  novel  by  the  author  of  "  Nathalie  *  is 
welcome  indeed.  Since  the  appearance  of  "  Madeleine "  we  have 
become  aware  that  a  new  and  pownfiil  writer  is  amongst  as,  and  one 
who  need  not  stand  second  to  any  female  novelist  of  the  day.

"Tlie  peculiar 'ecc«»tiiciti«8'  of  tlm  little  band  have  vm  ualunlly 
iitortled  the  public,  wha  laiaocuslomud  to  see  such  things,  itnd  uiiac 
(jiminted  iritli  the  pnctioe!^  of  aiti»tii  nitd  whiit  tliry  iiiiiy  tiik"-  up  in 
whim,  or  adopt  in  tiarue.'t,  have  diit'leU  upon  their  iiiunCo,  the  one 
iiarly  ndmiritw.  tlio  oiIht  detiouiicinf;  whul  is  thBicult  nitliuut  soine 
Kiiovikil|^  otArt  to  uiidenitfltid.  Mnny,  no  iloulil,  belii-vin)^  that  this 
(lewligtit  faction  bos  diecovciwd  wmc  of  tlic  lost  wcrcts  of  Art,  of 
which  wo  iinvv  rviul  or  heard,  whilnl  otbcni  have  atsjiili^il  thom  with 
abuiKt,  and  denied  to  their  works  tlie  uoseeutort  of  any  merit  al  all. 

"In  tlie  inidH  of  Ihif  ct<tiflict  or  opinions  tb<!  author  of 'Modem 
Painters  *  ste^iK  forwan)  9»  thc>ir  dinmpinn ;  let  us  nee  in  wbat  v»y  niid 
upon  what  grounds  lie  supports  tlieir  cause. 

"  In  the  prefncv  of  the  work  bt^forc  \u  an:  quoted  wmtt  remarks  from 
tlic  closu  of  the  Hnt  volume  of '  Modern  l^tinten,*  whidi  arc  nflercd  as 
Bilvicp  to  young  artists, 

"Ttie  MTi»e  m  Enid  in  thes«  rematks  is  very  like  the  subject,  ]>rc- 
»eutL-d  to  us  sometimes  in  tbo  rou^b  and  indefinite  skelch  of  a  picturv 
in  wliich  something  i«  maile  out,  hut  n  grout  dosl  more  is  left  (o  be 
Kupplied  by  the  fluicy  of  the  inquirer. 

"The  lidnce  given  (a  the  voutig  arti!>ta  of  England  i^  that  'ihfiv 
fliouM  go  to  Nature  in  all  tiiigfeuea  of  heart,  ntid  wiilk  with  hi<r  labori- 
ously imd  Intttingly,  having  no  olliw  thought  but  how  best  to  pone* 
tnle  hcT  DieaDing ;  rejvcling  notliiiig,  wlcctiiig  nothing,  and  scuming^ 
nothing.' 

"  Now  thii  advice  to  be  renden-d  evrviccablc  must  be  understood  :  it 
means  coii«tnicliiigly.  work  hard,  trtist  to  Nature's  lon(?hingyou  very 
much  ofwliul  it  is  iiwlis-^-nsable  for  you  to  know.  (!o  to  hL<r  ihercforu 
with  \nm  singleness  of  heart,  and  tiuM  in  her  u  if  you  had  nothing 
tiiae  to  loam ;  for  the  lime,  think  nnthing  Hbe  pments  loo  trifling  to  be 
ttudiml  and  imitated,  atid  do  not  fatour  one  tiling,  or  one  uouim:  of 
studvi  to  Uici^xcltision  and  ne^dect  of  dl  oiltcn. 

"This  is  clearly  «nou^  a  flree  inlvrnTetationorwbat  as  an  iudtHnilfl 
pracept  must  prove  a  Edlaoious  guide;  but  nsifmoant  to  be  (akou 
lilcniih*  and  regarded  b»  m  maiiin  full  of  iti»lruutinn  and  ri'pltte  with 
intelligence,  and  wbieh  llicrc  is  no  difficulty  in  follonmg,  it  i&  exiilt- 
iTigJT  %lnU'il  that  ibixadviee,  allhoi^h  lur  the  luio-l  jmrt  rejftHcd,  lui» 
■at  last  Iwen  carriwl  out  to  Ibe  vet*  letter  by  a  group  of  men  who,  for 
llioir  re^'ard.  have  been  assailed  witli  the  most  tcurrilous  abuse  which  I

liitt  man  who  coidd  do  pi  mucli  would  be  no  mean  oneralur.  it  may 
with  tlic  sainct  truth  be  sutd  that  thv  espintitt  who  cnit  do  no  morv  will 
iicvcr  be  an  artist 

"However  liltle  the  wvU-infonued  may  need  such  observalionit  m 
the»e,  it  i;iTtBinly  recjuirCH  »iiroe  kiiOHli'dyi?  of  Iho  milijri;!.  to  <:onipre- 
hfnd  that  in  every  nailW  artintic  opvntiou  there  is  a  larte  |>oilion  of 
the  ihiiiu;  Lo  bu  achieved,  whieh  is  alir^uot  inile}tcndeiit  of  the  itnilntiou 
of  Ihi!  itiiii^  tu  it  i*  w-i^ii  bv  an  uuuultivuled  vye. 

"Now  althvuKh  a  portion  of  this  is  cxploiwlory  ujwn  the  principles 
of  opticH  and  Iho  Inwt  of  virion,  &c,  (lien;  is  a  part  Klill  lva>  vuxity 
uiidcntood  in  refvKnov  to  the  seiitiimuiit  nianifetilud — Uie  povlio  as 
well  as  the  artintic  rendering  of  the  Bubjcol  or  tliu  thing,  by  which  tfau 
conception  of  the  puiii(4>r'ft  mind  is  perceived  and  felt  by  tlie  ^H-ctalor;

"  Wliiit  then  shall  ui'  wy  of  men  who  exhibit  no  Ki|i;iM  whatever  of 
buinj^  tdudicd  by  llie  ilifticuUies  stimulated  by  tlic  btmitie*,  or  alarmed 
bv  the  danger*  whiidi  uti  seiMblu  urliKls  re^anl  with  iiileiest,  conlem-

^tibject,  manifested  by  u|)pro)>riatu  uction,  true  to  the  scntimeul.  hon- 
evcT  iucoiup](!L4'ly  worked  i>ul  mid  embodied;  for  men  could  U-el  aud 
ibitik  before  tJiey  cuukJ  paitit. 
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"  Dir  Bnt  att«nipt  Vts  to  COM  in  drtail  cTWy  Ilcrin,  prerr  1) 
ttcoUr  of  atiicfa  an  obfoct  ■  BMe  il|k  Unserunleitrua  t^| 
a  ttM.  even  little  atom  of  raosg  en  its  bsrk.  'evety  wp 
Sowrr,  ud  bUde  of  gtSK  »m)  all  otber  nmilar  trifle^  wa 
with  OBTcful  incmoii,  until  it  was  diicovercd  that  thb  ' 
ippreventin^  «hit  tbe  miwl  knew,  than  wbat  tbe  ere  saw ;

ibc  natsn  of  Iha  Ihiap.  failed  in  imiltlioa  of  tbe  ey«  Ifaat 
and  tbe  bcultj  exerriseJ  iu  ibat  operation. 

"Aslbe  painter  ettrtid^d  his  OficraltoiueBd  his  iplienorolM 
and  nfleLlion  at  tbe  boiim)  time,  be  becsna  sensible  that  ti 
ofejeet  aMUiQ«d  a  chumclcr  taom  or  las  plcamg  in  accotdaa 
tlie  aspect  cl>asrn,  ami  the  light  in  vhich  it  vas  seen.  Pvm 
benn  to  pi>?c«i\c  that  il«  oppvnnnee  was  air<Mrl«d,  and  RtMl«n 
or  le»  »tnlung  and  agreeable  br  tbe  neigyioaTin^  inlliMt&ce  of 
Ifaingik  BCCD  in  connexion  witb  it,  plaoed  near  it,  nr  lenicn-nl  tt 
lance.  It  wu  somi*  timcof  conrw,  K>ron>  1b«  lookere-on

"  For  a  long  neries  of  }'<•?«,  anil  through  a  vast  waste  of  I 

exertion,  the  paiaters  continued  thus  to  prautiso  tbar  Art,  occnv 

uo  doiibt,  cnlAing  a  g1iin{«e  of  the  li^t  which  sbonu'  bright  in 

fur  (lUnnce.  and  wboRC  rays  bad  yot  to  penetrate  the  oteeun 

that  lav  bcivceiL. 

■Tluit  Ibi^  practice  of  the  pHiitlcrs  migtit  ha^T  cMtlinucd  for 
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Dtijr  length  of  time,  witltout  iiicrva«iiig  the  stock  of  tiiformatinn,  or 
tdvmncinj;  ntall,  Uictc  is  aaoA  reaion  io  l>Qlicv«.  in  analog  with  the 
renienib(<n-tl  fairt  of  how  fonff  thr.  pliilonophcr*  adhcrt^il  io  tlw!  Iwlicf 
that  *  nature  Btihorre<l  a  Tncuuui.'  11ie  (!X|X!ri<!iicc  of  miuikind  baa 
ctooriy  ilemonslnilcrf  ihitt  nothing  id  so  hkvly  to  ntari  Ihe  progrcM  of 
thv  ri|;ht,  aa  jiuttiii}!  ttuiiiclliiiig  wro•l^  in  ttii^  |>liice  of  it. 

'' AflLT  various  Bltcin[>ts  had  been  msdt.-,  and  numerous  examples 
eotlectcd,  it  it\tTy  uattiml  In  ruppos^  thnt  Uic  iiotioit  of  camlnning 
Lbevn  xcrcral  particulars  praBoul4*il  itself.  Then  it  was  tliat  »iilijoct  was 
Uionabt  or  and  tiivd.  Ohji-cts  illustmtivc  of  oiiu  idea  WCR-  liroiighl 
toffvlner,  and  tbo  near,  the  mixlinte,  and  the  ilittont.  bognn  to  sug^st 
din^rvnt  moclfii  ol'lmtnicnt  vhnmcleTietic  ofthnir  suvcral  appfurnncni 
and  tntiialioiu.  ]{i>|K-titioii4  of  forms  aiid  colours  were  soon  fell  to  t>« 
objcctionalilo,  and  ^u[ivtil'«  wert  introduced,  aiid  honoc  woro  doriv^d 
the  first  IiinLi  in  i;iini|HHilinn  and  in  cnlournig. 

"  Ltgtil  Biiit  Khailow,  and  tone,  cmhraciDg  many  oUjr.'Cl^ — or  what  in 
the  pKient  day  in  andcrhlood  liy  painters  u^  eiiar-asfuro — wem  irtill  far 
distniil.  and  Idmiffing  to  a  vety  remote  futUTity,  and  as  lhcii>  is  no 
ilifficully  in  showing,  were  n»e'rred  for  Ibo  fuliihnL-iit.  if  not  for  the 
duslniction,  of  Art 

"  Practice  thus  continued,  slowly  and  unccrldinly  began  to  develop 
piinciples.  which  ta  is  null  kjioau  lu  nil  cilih.'9  are  refills  of  Uic  applied 
thinff,  and  not  the  applied  thing  the  produce  of  principles.  Lights  and 
darks  Loann  to  be  undcntood  is  ihc  olonirnts  of  nfTcct,  nnd  the  mode 
of  voDilniiinK  tbem  bc^a  to  Ixt  studied.  If  these  elemenla  wpro 
Hpanted  nnd  put  widt:  apart,  the  ofToct  wai:  enfeebled;  if  hroufjht  into 
the  vicinity  vf  each  other  the  ctfitct  wn-t  (.tn-iifjlbpnii'd,  and  when  com* 
billed  and  in  juxtaposition,  the  clfcct  wu»  ihnn  the  strongest  that  coulil 
bo  produced  Ijy  tlieir  monns. 

"Hero  at  onoc  w^s  the  demonstnltoii  of  a  principle,  but  slow, 
languid,  wunriiHime,  and  drenry.  vetv  the  instances  of  lU  rvcognilioo 
TOduDed  to  |iractioc.  Hut  Nature,  Iruo  to  herself,  however  Tacill&tinjf 
and  '  infinn  of  purpose '  her  votaries  might  he,  went  on  steadily  pur- 
suing lier  kind  inslructioii!),  until  at  lu»t  her  efforts  vera  Ivlt  and 
aoknovlodged.  and  the  attempt  to  reduce  them  to  practice  orowiwd 
with  suoce«a! 

"  It  is  very  curious  to  remark  how  slow  the  painters  of  o!d  were  in 
making  their  way  towird<i  timl  condition  of  Art,  which  hoc  in  our  day 
liecoint:  its  boR!<t  and  glory,  and  the  lest  of  its  preteniqons,  namely,  tliu 
An  of  Picture  Making.  With  all  tliat  is  good  aiuf  all  that  is  blad  in 
this  tac-ully  of  Art.  now  more  exteiL-tivelv.  and  perhaps  better  under- 
stood, than  it  ever  was  at  any  period  oi  the  world's  age;  it  nppuart 
neter  to  have  auggested  itself  to  the  early  pointer^  or  to  thoae  that 
after  some  ageit  suorecdMl  them.  Jud-^ing  from  the  debasing influenco 
this  power  has  *.'scr»:ii«d.  it  apiH-nni  I'lirluiute  for  the  progrrse  of  Art 
that  this  was  ttie  case,  and  however  liighly  we  inav  feel  disiKifli'd  to  ral« 
it,  and  regard  it  na  indisponsable,  it  is  iiuiio  clear  thai  it  vm  diKTCfiarded 
even  by  mmo  of  the  master  spirits  iu  Art,  mid  uiiknowa  ait<l  unprsc- 
tised,  until  the  lugbcst  condition  of  Art  antred,  and  tbreateiied  ita 
downfall. 

"  I  must  now  tell  the  reader  in  a  concise  way.  lest  be  sdiouhl  not  bo 

ofcasiooal,  what  ia  moanl  by  the  Art  of  Ptdure  Makiug.    1'liu  Art 
'  Piotura  Making,  than,  is  that  kind  of  tact,  liy  which  a  great  tiumlirr 
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of  objects,  fo^a^  wM  oo!oun  an  w  iKstcd  in  Uh-it  tevvfal  reMfDMs 
that.  UkeD  togvtbet,  tbey  form  tn  a|^T«eable  vbole.  Kach  tbiii|r  I 
kt  fianst  in  ivbtMa  tn  cacb  other  Ihmg.  wi'l  al)  have  tlmt  'luitntil 
detw^  of  Ibfc^  colour,  aikl  tocic,  which  prMmrly  tx-loi>|^  U>  tkcm-  ! 
tbn  vbok  u  Deoevwily  an  e/uentUe  \a  vbich  there  ate  no  eoaltii 
or  diaonpant  paita;  but  n  prHvct  hanootiy  of  |«rtx  and  particular 
that  ibv  B|>cctMlOT'«  attenliiiii  is  not  diatncled,  but  be  »  Allt>iiT«l  ti> 
and  nndpnUiid  what  U  \fe(oK  him.

"Tbi*  trick  lm»  been  «i  rxt(.tit*vely  aiid  tuccewfully  pntctised, 
it  has  beoomc  (lu)  ea'^m  ad  cajifvndam  o(  tastVi  and  boitifr  »o,  sou 
the  hijfhi'Kl  asjiiralioti»  of  Art  have  been  ahtnriW  by  tt.  inatiniM 
artials  Lave  be^a  found  reudy  tr>  lake  aJ«-aulii{ie  of  it,  and  (bus 
public  piToeptioii  and  feeling  haic  Urea  renden,-d  Hupro|Mtiou9  to  i 
thins  wtler. 

"  Now,  what  would  ouv  ofthe  old  fellows  have  done,  knowinf?  notl 
of  (bis  Art— Pivlura  Making  t  l)v  would  bare  ptoMintcd  you  viti 
oscoiablage  of  ohjrclH  tu  b(;tcn)|^>neoitiJy  nut  together,  bo  patchy,  hi 
dry,  and  unuoui^rt&bb^.  ihatjou  would  bare  turned  away  tu  diii^

■•  In  reference  to  tlie  study  of  Nature,  properly  understood,  too  much 
cannot  be  said.  The  lanilscaiw  poiutcr,  desirous  lo  represent  a  tree, 
will  not  disdain  to  take  a  losaon  cren  from  a  single  leaf,  nhich  will 
alfnrrl  him  ntaiiy  items  of  the  knowleilgc  he  must  posseaa  in  onlcr  to 
cope  with  the  greater  difficiilltr!)  of  bis  (mnuit.  From  a  little  leaf  ha 
will  lotrn  the  iwineipleit  of  lifi^it.  shadow,  colour,  trans[>nn-iicy.  rellco- 
tion,  and  luinorism  ;  aiid  thi>  tn  ig  and  the  tirani;h  will  Irn.|  liim  lo  (1m 
(iilly  doTeloi)L'd  tree  in  all  its  general  and  pct^nliar  diaracteriHlict.

Whilst  artists 
tnisted  to  Nature  alone,  nhiob  they  iliil  until  pictures  inulludiL-d  and 
increased  in  excellence,  their  pursuit  naa  ^tagRil^t  and  hopeless;  but 
when  (Jieir  unabated  cflbrts  brought  forth  beautits  ami  dcveIo[)ed  new 
priiKUplcH  nnd  ruli^:>  of  jirac'lici-,  Ihnjte  ai)d«d  additional  f^imiilanl^ 
fresh  knowledge,  new  powers  and  reflourc*i8,  and  Art  prOjiTew^d. 

"Now  as  thi'  Pn--Rapha«]ili»  iiuitati?  nn  *  pictures  tbey  paint  from 
Natun!  only.'  il  may  not  he  entirely  ui^eleM  to  recommend  to  their 
attention,  reUcction  nnd  Mudy,  the  substance  of  a  lemaik  made  by  an 
artist,  who  will  be  allowed  to  know  wniethinc  of  the  subject  in 
i]ue*(i«ri.  In  tliat  fre«  tnleruourse  and  discusnon  wliieli  ariii^  hold  wilh 
each  other,  Sir  Edwin  Landvevr  remarked  to  me,  TBaT  BE  hai>  binmleo 
UAXY  OF  nis  PICTURE*  ht  adbkrikg  too  closely  To  matdkx!

What  London  now  is,  in  this  year,  ISSi,  maj  be  fullr  and  most 
clie&piv  learned  from  Mr.  Wcnie't  iidmiralile  set  of  t«n  ricb!y  iUuBtmted 
pamphlets,  at  "only  <m6  thillmg  ^aeh."  forming,  in  nhort,  a  ennipn^h«ii- 
•ivu  manual  of  every  thing  to  be  "Mioi,  heard,  or  <liac«urwd  «f  in  the 
cty  of  dtiea,  which,  at  the  hour  of  this  writing,  niunbera  its  inhabitants 
•t  livo  and  a  qu&tter  millionB. 

What  London  vmi  nbout  a  century  back,  apf>ean  in  a  woik  (which  I 
recently  picked  up  at  an  old  book  ihop)  printed  by  Dodttcy  in  six  octsro 
volitiMt,  and  dated  17GI.  Iiiiring  tlie  prccMJing  century  the  metropoliB 
liad  made,  in  rc«pect  tu  il»  thurfhet,  a  great  ndnkncc,  but  oth«rwtn  it 
pooHMd  little  modem  Italian  architecture  to  Ixiait  or,  except  two  or  three 
•pCGiEMna  by  Inigo  J«nR«,  iho  bridf^  of  Weitiniiitt«r,  and  several  ejeganl 
Falladian  tnansionB  liiglily  honourable  to  the  nobittty  and  aristocracy. 
The  map  of  London  of  ITtil,  shows  very  little  building  north  of  Oxford- 
alTcct  and  "  Tyltiim>rr'Bd  ■'  and  a  linn  drawn  from  the  bock  of  the  British 
MuBcum  to  Shoreditch  Church  and  Butlinal-green,  inclose*  all  tl>e  Gtreeii, 
Ac.  which  lay  north  of  Uolbom  and  the  City,  on  to  Wliitochapel.  Much 
of  this,  too,  a^ipoam  to  haro  been  but  thinly  occupied.  Soiithmvilt  wim 
a  itTB^ting  suburb,  chicHy  extending  between  points  opposite  St.  Paul's 
and  the  Tower.  I'addinf^on,  Marylebone,  Tottonham  Court,  IsIin][1on, 
St.  Poncraa.  Kensington,  Chftltca,  Vauxhall,  Ijunib«th,  Newington,  ond 
other  ptaots  in  the  same  great  circle,  were  then  "  villagee,"  approachable 
from  tliu  iiietn>pohs  along  dusty  turnpike  roads,  or  thruiitdi  walks  aeroat 
gnwii  fields :  and  myriads  of  birda  were  then  singing  in  trees  and  hcjgn, 
whcrrc  pianofortes  and  peripatetic  Btreot  criers  now  nufco  infinitely  more 
noiik'.  if  much  len  niolouy.  Ranelagli  and  Vauxhall  wtn  liir  south,  out  of 
the  map  ;  the  Foundliciji  Hotpilal  vro*  Gur  north ;  and  QuM'n-sijunre,  nnar 
Onat  Onnond-titrect,  had  only  three  aides  to  it.  that  its  north  opcniitg 
night  Xc&ie  uninterrupted  the  view  of  Hi^igote  and  Hampsttiod !  Of 
Tyburn,  cnec  n  t!Ui^^,  nothing  Tcinaiiied.  at  the  time  of  which  I  write, 
save  only  the  eoIIowh,  which,  like  the  Upas  tne,  seems  to  have  blighted 
and  laid  bom  the  neifjhhourhood  around. 

The  arvhitectuiol  chamdcr  of  London  in  17ltl  may  be  thus  deMribed.

*'  Europcsn  Mnguxtnc."  During  liis  tirnf,  Lonitoii,  doubllcas,  g;reatl}*  in- 
cTCiui'd  1  but  iUi  improTenietiU  were  chivvy  voTifuiKl  tu  tijc  nddition  or 
■  few  chtmbes  and  other  public  buildinp.  including  Chamt«n't  Somcract 
Houae  wid  BlackfriAr^bridgo.  Porlland-ptuce  wa»  t)i«-  only  ndditional 
Street  of  importance.  Otherwise  the  opcralioiis  of  Uie  builder  were 
mainly  confined  to  extendinf;  the  ordinary  mmw  Ly  on  oncirclinf;  ring 
ef  tho  same  qunlity,  more  to  tho  employment  of  brick  than  to  the  ad- 
vanceiiwnit  of  anrhitecturBl  Iaal«.  The  ftrnr«aaid  fields  nnd  tre«s,  hcdga 
and  ditches,  fult  mor«  and  niore  the  advance  of  the  swelling  town ;  and 
the  birds,  tadpole*,  Mid  titt!e-bat»  retrcjitnl  ncciTdingly.  Tho  out- 
TiDagcs  began  to  loie  their  rusticity,  and  Mary-bon  GardeiiR,  with  the 
Foundling  Hoapital,  hlington  and  the  Dthi>r  conoaponding  out-worki, 
Hut,  wot,  and  >outh,  yielded  a*  pri>oii«ts  to  the  "continent"  of  th«  im- 
perial city. 

^Vhat  London  was.  oven  so  late  as  1810,  may  be  seen  in  the  Bplen- 
didly  itluttntti'd  voluineiof  Ackcnnan'e  "lilicracosiit ;'  and  it  ticunoLUto 
obu^ne  vrhat  Rulijecli  were  then  deemed  worthy  of  the  engrarer's  burin 
and  the  colon«t'a  brush.  Thointeriorof  th«  Bo  vr-stiest  Police  Office,  which 
would  now  be  dvcmcd  diMiredi table  ae  the  office  of  a  Unioi]  Poor-houao, 
ia  treated  with  more  conapicuousneu  ttmn  w«  should  at  prc*cnt  exhibit  in 
an  iUustrstion  of  the  C<jurt  of  Queen's  Bench  ;  while  the  Uoard>room  of 
one  of  tlie  govemnieot  oSices,  not  exceeding  in  handaonien<«  (he  private 
dining-room  of  a  merchuifi  rvwidencv,  is  a  moit  distinguiahed  object  of 
divplny:  otu-taine,  csipctt,  and  n;d  leather  bnctccd  chiurt  being  made 
marked  contributions  to  the  elfect.  Mow  the  ordinary  Londoner  of  this 
date  was  impressible  by  real  splendour,  may  be  ([ath>ered  from  the  "  Kx- 
cursions  of  llanicl  CnrWi  VV'uLb,"  who  went  all  the  way  from  Cheapside 
to  Lancaster  in  acatch  of  it,  Dotcribing  the  "  elegant  grand  juiyroom' 
in  Lonf^itt^i  Castle,  he  says,  "  it  is  fumiKhed  with  very  expensive  chain 
of  beautiful  carved  oidt,  with  rtJ  ntoroceo  Moit  and  iroM  naiU  /" 

My  pr«logu&-n:lro9pectivc  being  delivered,  I  now  come  to  the  Londou 
a»  1  fovftd  it  in  181G-  In  ita  tlieii  exitling  boundaries,  it  contained  not 
much  more  than  kfJ/  ita  preMKi  jmpulailan  f  It*  wonder*  were  still  con- 
fined to  St.  Faul'i,  the  Abbey,  and  Henry  the  Seventh's  Chapel ;  Green- 
wich Hospital,  being  tlio  great  suburban  niaivel.  Its  other  public 
buildi]igR  of  distinct  noto  and  national  tame,  (such,  I  mean,  as  wero 
thown  in  the  penny  pt«p-ahowa  of  coootry  fain)  were  the  Monument,  the 
Mansion  House,  Nuwgato  Prison,  Jones**  llHn[juetin|;'linll,  Wren's  steeple^ 
and  his  church  »f  St.  Stephen.  Oibbc's  churdi  (renowned  ev<--n  in  Italy  ai 
"^{kX  Tempio  dt  San  Martitto),  the  yet  unfiniBhcd  tiomcrsct  House,  the 
now  doinoliihud  Carlton  palace,  the  India  House,  the  bridges  of  Blackfrian 
and  Weatininstcr,  and  tho  one  jrrco/  goremrDent  work  of  the  same  class, 
Til.,  tho  wooden  Chinese  toy-bndge  over  the  eumti  in  St.  James's  Park  I 
Its  chief  euTiosities  wer«  the  Tower  and  its  "  Itont,"  (Exeter  Change  had 
now  lions  too),  the  Wettminrter  A  hbey  vrax-work,  the  pufipet-clock  of  St, 
Ounatan's,  in  KIcet'Slrcet,  the  Old  London  Bridge  waier-work!,  and  the 
comparatively  limited  miseellanios  of  the  old  Britith  Museum.  Persons 
of  antiquarian  research  were  also  cognisant  of  the  old  Temple  churcli, 
and  of  the  older  fragment  of  St.  Baitholcmew's  Choir  in  Smitlifield,  of  Si- 
Mary's  (now  St.  Saviour's)  Southwark,  of  the  remains  of  the  palaeei  of 
Wincheeler,  tlie  Savoy,  Ely-place,  Crosby-do.,  &e.    Modem  maenitieence 
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WM  then  «o  ram,  that  the  mora  arcti»<4ocical  Londoner  wm 
nioke  much  of  ll»«  ancienl  tcliM.— wt  those  "precioitt  invt 
which.  iiiiT«  a  wriUr  in  WeiJ«'i  London,  ''an  pprfufM  fowar 
Ibau  in  any  other  aty  aU  i^ough  to  contain  anv."

Diury-lone.     roittand-ptuN  uu  the  grandest  »treet ;    BogA 
the  ono  fofihionaUf  Iniingi^;  Orotwenor-*<itiar«  tvai    tho   RidH| 
locality ;  Hyde  Pork,  St.  Jamrfj  Park,  and  Kensington  tH 
tho  only  public  pleasure  guilds,  uiilew  racnlion  be  mndn  oft 
invdeni  of  Vauxhnll,  winch  now  shone  alone  in  Uicir  glory, 
Bonelugh  tx^ng  no  more.

Tho  other  theatm  wore,  the  Adelphi,  Attley's,   th«  Si 
Bsst  London  in  Wellclofo-squure,  the  West  London  in  Tottcnh 
and  Orinialfii's  "own"  at  Sadler's  Wells.     Om  Italian  Opcrs- 
enough,  that  in  (h«  Haymarket.     It  presented,  at  tliat  tin 
(Orry  appearance  «xtcmally ;  but  the  interior  wa(   in    all    jts 
what  it  now  is.    Covent-gardm,  on  the  contrary,  which  retains 
nnl  exterior,  preacnts,  internally,  *  no  memory  of  what  il  waa, 
hine  wad  aUo  thon  conformable  with  tV'yatt's  original  design, 
linudsoiner  inttmall^y  than  at  present,  but  without  the  lateral  < 
and  the  que^r  portieo  which  now  exist.     The  theatres  timn  < 
bered  half  tlieir  present  amount. 

The  exhibition  of  the  Itoyal  Academy  was  h«!d  in  the  Stnn 
ofSomcrtct  Hou«c.    There  was  also  another  public  pi 
Pall  Mali     tn  tlic  i)la«e  of  the  pnscnt   National  Oall 
Stablts  still  icniaincd,  and,  as  btiildinga  of  their  kind, 
to  the  architectural  failure  wlueh  has  Bupplanted  them. 

The  great  tliorough&rea,  eztendinf;  from  cut  to  ir«tt,  froml 
south,  or  otherwise,  were,  with  little  exception,  simply  great 
lares,  attesting  the  mere  businnsi  and   ihop-koeping  spirit  of  thi 
ti«n.     Tho  comnumost  turnpike  cbIm  wen  tbo  portou  of  «ntn 
gfMt  Metropolis,  and  the  best  of  tba  mwar  atnet-apiHowbai 
to  bitle  bandsomenesa  beyond  width  and  tlie  luatnew  oT 
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Inrity.  Tho  iitneta  ia  continualion  of  Blockfrinra-briiige  were  perliapt 
th«  moit  reiiiarkabk.  \V)ivn)vvr  u  purticultirij^  handoino  (trvct  now 
appears,  it  may  be  luben  for  gunted  that,  at  the  time  of  nhich  i  writo, 
lortuou*  kncs  or  nairow  thoroughfares,  ol'  tuiM  description,  occupieil  their 
position.  Indeed,  the  entirely  iivw  and  gnnd  portioiii  q(  the  cuiubiiKxl 
metropulis,  as  it  now  exUXs,  ore  ksi  itrikinfc  to  an  eld  Londoner  than  the 
improvement*  of  the  old  parts.  Fire  Aiid  destruction  have  done  still  more 
toivarde  the  L-s&enliixl  magtiilici-nco  of  Hk  capital  llitui  tli«  opentioiu  «r 
till*  s[)eculatur  in  the  heretofore  unoccupied  outskirts.  The  converuon  of 
a  dense  coiiglonicratc  of  mcanncs*  into  Rcgwit-itrect,  King  Willioni- 
itroet,  and  Ea«t  Oxford'Btreet,  with  Uie  clearanw  and  arcliitectural 
S4lornmeiit  of  the  oripnsl  leading  thi>ruu;:hliiros.  and  the  eufastitution  of 
noMu  builditigs  for  the  rotting  wooden  ihrdii  and  ntnlli  of  mvctuI  »f  tlio 
great  inaricet-plnc«>. —  all  this  ii  more  like  macic  than  the  creation  of 
n»Hr  things  in  new  places ;  and  a  walk  tiiruugh  thii  uld  ways  or  through 
new  way*  in  jilncci  of  old  population,  now  more  surpriiLii  me  tlian  tlie 
aristocratic  siilendours  of  llelgiavia  and  the  Rent's  Park. 

Tliura  is.  however,  this  diitinction  bi>tn'e«ii  the  London  of  1616  and 
that  of  1322,  viz.  ihnt  the  former  wim  more  contlttent  with  itnclf-  It 
was  uniformly  denim  and  dingy,  wilJi  cosy  and  unetarlling  variations 
bctwixm  the  reasonably  haiidsome,  tli«  moiiiocra  and  tlie  moan.  It  vros 
"  of  a  piece"  In  character  niid  in  tone  ;  w)iile  the  few  grand  ihlngit  were 
really  ^and,  and  well  disposed  to  give  effect  and  importance  to  th«  dif- 
ferent localitid*. 

There  is  a  common  mistake  in  reepect  to  the  "  throwing  open"  great 
ipnccB  round  public  buildings.  It  may  lead  (and  in  tomo  coses  it  Aat 
led)  to  diicovvred  defects,  or  at  leott.  to  the  loss  of  certaitt  cAiKts  of 
grandeur  which  were  ^penJciit  oti  proximate  view.  St.  Paul's  church- 
yard might  be  larger  with  advantage  to  the  cathedral,  but  not  much. 
The  Ihniti  of  the  yard  and  the  lowncM  of  the  lurruunding  houses,  girc  to 
the  churcli  that  appearance  of  "aiountalii  sixc"  which  the  r««lly  moun- 
tain size  of  St.  Peter's  at  Itome  has  nut.  There  is  u  point  on  tlic  north 
pavtmcut  of  Cheapsids  which  pi-rhap»  is  a>  mnoto  from  the  obji^t  as  it 
should  k'.  We  admire  the  majttty  of  a  building  as  we  look  tip  to  it, 
bowever  its  beauty  at  a  model  nmy  be  better  estimated  by  a  more  level* 
led  nnOlb  If  vre  are  to  view  it  from  far,  let  it  be  very  fiir;  so  far  that 
vr»  my  behold  it  rising  above  immediate  comparison.  The  view  of  St. 
Paul's  Irum  Itlsclcfrian-bridKe  or  Bankaide  is  a  strong  illuEtralivc  case  in 
poitit.  I  vriiih  the  new  Hoimc*  of  ParliatncTil  were  eliuwheri?.  Their 
Gothic  ttyle  (wliich  involved  the  necessity  of  their  Gothic  lowers)  was 
adopted  in  eompUmentary  n^ard  to  the  Abbey :  and  the  consequence  Is, 
that  the  solsmn  old  Ahboy  reUros  sulky  in  itx  subjection.  Just  as  the 
Roman  St.  PeKs's  b  crumed  by  the  Vatican  palace,  so  is  the  St.  P«ter'B 
of  Wertmhirter  confounded  by  tlie  palace  of  our  si-nute.  Thus,  in  some 
reipocta  at  \*wA,  the  old  Ijondonor  i*  tnortitied  ;  and,  whatever  may  be  the 
epleodour  of  his  city  as  it  now  exists,  there  is  a  conOict  of  stylcf,  tastes 
and  dtsliarmonizing  forms,  which  flutters  the  mind  of  earnest  regard,  and 
bofflss  the  decision  of  lum  who  would  pronoimco  upon  thi^  character  of 
the  grcnt  metropolis  ai  a  whole. 

In  mti  first  London,  there  was  not  a  single  modem  Golhie  church  I 
There  were  the  veritable  old  ones,  nnd  tho  churchc*  of  Wren  and  his 
KhooL  Mary-boii  luiw  church  wo*  in  progrt«S|  and  some  more  strictly 
Graok  symptonu  were  shaving  thsfludTea;  but  the  countless  Qothie 
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nTiruls,  which  have  since  sprung  up  uimIot  the  K«al  of  Um 
Catholic"  aocifltien  ind  their  disciples,  trere  as  far  from  bare  ( 
u  the  eitablishment  of  "my  lord  Cardinal"  Wiacman  tn 
eathedtal  in  St-  Georf^'i  Field*. 

My  royal  pulooes  were  lu  they  had  b«n  from  tiunr  fint 
with  one  exception,  plain  oi  Will  Cobbctt  could  tiava  d«8i 
one,  «xccpt«d,  wn*  tho  only  one  which  has  utterly  ditappcared 
one  thai  wm  worthy  of  pmerration,  Carlton  House-.  It  in 
tneana  an  edifice  of  priiKely  mtjttXy,  hut  it  wai  atill  a  butU

CnHiturm  of  fnir 
plumage  and  »w<*tcrt  ttmg  \xpn  to  assembl*  on  th«  air-enlivened  Kprsji  i 
and  tha  npid  inereaM  of  growth  was  not  less  remaTkable,  Uian  tha 
impmving  icinblnncv  of  tho  old  siibdnnc^  How  it  has  progrvued  ainfa 
then  I  need  not  say.  Into  "  every  quarter  of  the  shipman'i  card,"  have 
its  countlou  ramification*  extended,  terminating  (for  the  proacnl)  in 
givinj;  ahadc  to  pleatsnt  places  and  prinrety  pnlncvs,  icinKs  of  bnstlo  and 
of  mnti^hlefia  enterpriie. 

Leaving  the  London  arehitcctunl,  1  eonie  to  the  then  condition  of  tho 
London  Kocial  and  cnmrnvrcinl.  Cahn  nnd  oinnilnitcii  vtero  nut  :  but 
there  WCTR  rleven  luindred  old  dirty  hackney  coachea  and  chariots,  all 
with  four  t>rhocIti  and  two  melancholy  jodpd  lion*«,  the  latter  hahitiinlly 
going,  iti  n  manner,  eonsidering  Oielr  uppi-anvnce,  wondMriul  to  behold ; 
the  driven  prctentinf;  the  incarnation  of  chronic  catanh  and  gin  ;  and 
tho  inleriora  of  their  vehicles  being  filled  with  itagnant  exhalations  from 
filthy  damp  seets  and  wot  «tnw.  They  tcnvd  (or  not  •over-particular 
people ;  but.  on  the  occasion  of  any  delicacy  in  ol&ctory  nerves  or  even- 
ing dren*ef,  a  "glnM-coai-h,"a«  it  was  termed.  (i>.  a  thing  especially 
hired  fr>ni  a  livery  »tuble,  but  wht-rcfiire  "  glata,"  It  by  no  inuan*  no  clenir 
as  that  material,)  was  imperative.  M^ificently  contrasted  with  the 
"hackney"  Kquad,  was  tho  mail-coach  corps  "Royal,"  and  it  was  a 
fine  »ight  to  behold  Ihem  iiart,  hof»ed  with  iva\  "  four-horse  power,"  and 
manned  with  portly  driver  and  punrd.  bcth  in  blizinf;  scarlet.  Tha 
other  "  l'»ng"  co«ch<-(  wen-  morw  ntimnroiia.  nnd  only  lc»s  siipitrb  in  respect 
10  the  "  scailet."  In  addition  to  these,  were  innumerable  lea*  long  and 
abort  stagers  (with  four  or  two  horses,  as  the  case  retiuirwd),  many  of 
tho  former  with  op«n  "dickies"  behind,  protruding  like  balccmiea.  The 
gig,  or  "one  horse  tAai,"  ai  it  was  termedi  was  then  abundant  as  a  rwf- 
urban  machine  of  trantport ;  and  the  equeitriaii  mode  of  transit  was  tar 
tnorv  in  vogtio  than  now  that  "the  rail"  serves  in  to  many  directions. 

The  wherriet  on  the  Thames  were  ai  numcmus  as  the  Sshea  within 
it ;  but,  thouf;h  steam  navigation  was  in  progT>.>«s  of  development,  tha 
rivur  was  yet  innocent  of  a.  steam-boat.  Whullier  a  trip  fcf.m  Londnn 
to  Oraveaend,  or  from  the  London  and  Dover  coach  inn,  to  Calms 
or  Ostend,  wvre  desired,  it  was  accompliiihud  in  sailini;  pocket  culteis. 
Shortly  after  my  arrirnl,  my  friend  Jack  R — —  and  1,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Captain  ItuKcll.  R.N.,  attempted  a  voyo^  to  Gravcscnd  and 
back.  Tliu  wind  promised  to  servo  both  wnyt,  but  it  lailexl  us  nn  our 
fetum.  We  "  inadu  "  Woolwich  in  thn  boat,  but  were  oldiged  to  moke 
London  in  a  poat-chai<<e.  The  pand  exciti:mcnt  of  the  Thames  was  to

Mon  invsiriably  vora  thoir  bulbous 
watchce  f"  doublt-^iiieil,  tupped,  and  jrwolk-d,")  in  the  fobi  uf  tlicir 
nether  garment,  with  b  brond  ribbon,  or  a  piece  of  gold  jack  •<huin  depend- 
ing from  undoT  th«  waiitcoat,  and  l<-nninAling  in  a  cluftrr  of  ioal«,  lilte 
a  buTidi  of  uiuieulaf .  At  on«  liiu«  there  w&s  a  bn<--r  ^.^Hsion  fur  polialiixl 
steel ;  and  snionR  the  lian^  rdiikcmcnta  of  the  duy  v&t  ilie  apj^licution 
of  that  metal  to  a,  watch-cliwn  of  long  littkt>  imttaltng  f«tt«ra,  and  called 
"the  NewL-attf  dull,"  iiidicaliDg  tlie  ayinpathy  tliat  exitted  for  ihc 
nunieroiu  I^odb  who  were  then  iv««kly  being  hanged  at  the  Old  llalley. 

Tlie  referrnco  to  "  iJan^  rmiiiiidi  mo,  that  tbo  culltviition  of  that  vico 
had,  at  the  Umo  of  which  1  ipeak,  it*  pnncipul  motive*  in  the  coach- 
driving  tpirit,  und  in  "Uiu  ring"  pugiliitic.  Your  "prime  bang-up" 
aiiialuur  of  llie  box,  tliu  "  whip."  tued  to  "  finger  tlm  nhbuiin"  (tho 
nine)  of  hia  "  four-in-hand"  in  a  trhite  tight -filtin];  great  coat  luid  "  Uu« 
bini'«-«ye  «itk  Ibgle"  (nwVvrcliief).  Tlio  cvat  wat  abundant  in  eopeR, 
and  the  boot*  in  top*.  A  kind  ofitiou',  broad,  drawling  "  lingo"  ctnanatcd 
from  this  stable  Behool,  and  it  nat  now  that  tite  Britisli  voubulary 
became  enriched  with  those  niyttic  coinpuund*  and  uriginal  niono«yilablei 
which  iliU  exist,  thougli  uitltuut  any  acijuirvd  muctiuri  in  Richnidmii'a 
dictionaiy.  The  coach  and  ring  mauiu  bavs  paucd  awny ;  but  we  han 
■till  tlang  in  iurf«iling  amount ;  nor  was  th«v  vvit,  to  my  mind,  any. 
thing  in  tlta  old  aoatuma  (DOl«  abctud  in  vulgar  aflVotation,  than  in  the 
short  cUp]»d  looM  ooalit  which  now  hong  from  the  ahouldcn  of  the 
wuaror*,  with  gaping  hind>i>ock4tt  three  inches  dc«p,  a  button  on  each 
hip  like  a  \uriiiaiidy  pippin,  and  in  front  a  dinplay  of  titu  tamo  oiticla, 
making  many  a  modcfl  gentleman  rotemUe  d  walking  bed  of  ntushrooina. 
The  aflbetalioBg  of  funner  dandyiim  were  on  tliu  tide  of  a  compaet  pcrfi«- 
tioii :  thutc  of  the  pn-tent  tend  towards  a  lax  negligence 

Such  was  the  London  as  1  &und  it ;  or,  islher,  euch  was  its  oondilion 
in  ntipect  to  its  perfected  feature* ;  for  (hero  wpiq  already  aeveml  impor- 
tant addition*  in  progreMt  and  many  grand  idoaa  of  iinprovenioiit  tn 
pttto.  BeigDnt-atnet  waa  oonoeind,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  Waterloo- 
pbcD  was  not  «immcne«d.  The  bridgvn  of  Vauxhall  and  Waterloo  wei« 
cun  si  rue  ting,  and  New  Betlilem  llotpilal  wtu  being  cuinpleled.  The 
Cuitoin-houje,  oa  origiiialiy  doignudi  was  being  erected ;  and  doubllMt 
many  minor  worka,  though  unnoticiH!,  wen  "  In  hand."  In  a  general 
way,  however,  tliMjgh  London  had  ever  enlarged  in  an  incrL-uting  ratio, 
there  had  been,  during  the  preceding  sixty  yean*  Utile  aichitoclural  iin- 
pnivemenl  of  a/>iTea(/tM<,r  ehnrsicler.  A  vast  numlxr  of  elraight  Blreett, 
and  several  uiuorcs,  bud  b«en  added,  «*]>«cially  to  the  north  vf  Oxford- 
street,  St.  Uilea'a.  and  l^igh  llolbom  ;  but,  excepting  in  Fitzroy4(]uare, 
little  addition  had  been  Riad«  of  any  artistic  pretension. 

More  spacious  br<«dlb,  uniform  ntatneaa  and  good  foot  pavetrient,  were 
the  then  exhibited  chief  unproTetnctits.  JIaker-ilreet  and  rortman* 
S<]<iaro  sro  fair  illmrtrations  of  what  wa*  decnted  an  important  odrance  om 
"  Lhiog*  iu  general ;"  while  •uch  "  Ihtngs  in  {•articular,"  as  lh«  Brc}ul«c- 
turt  of  Carendish-s(|iiare  luid  llie  house  of  Lord  Spencer  in  the  Green 
Paik,  wer«  fespectod  as  th*  cIum*c  gems  of  an  irrecoverable  period. 
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r>r.-Ri!('-,  the  ytzr  I  S£l.  tbe  Zaolapeai 

*'ni(«4  ht  til  hunHre4  and  fixtj-Kn 
ihrr*  p«rion<(  inil  l1ioai;h  a  tar^  portioo  of  1 
gtmt  ta  t\fm  m^relj'  u  s  ihow,  jct  the  vpeoacfe 
bMtndariH,  cannot  fail  to  hxrt  exercued  s 
inflnence.

The  lale  Sir  Slamrm-d  RaSn  fooaded  the  Bocietj  ■■  ISf 
Bnilon  Stre«t  h«ini;  filled  op  for  a  >fiiaMiin,  md  a  plM  of  gn 
obuined  in  the  Regent'*  Park  for  nhilmiDg  s  bria^  cnllccn 
aft(^rwtrd«  the  then  large  nnmber  of  Dearly  one  haaJigJ  ani 
brought  together,  incloding  prewnta  fnm  Gcov^e  Uw  F( 
•ereral  of  the  nobilitjr.  Thi«  was  the  modest  nueleos  of  tl 
magnificent  entabli^hment.  For  wme  jears  tb«  gaidem  were 
faahionable  nttracUon,  being  very  eiclnsire,  especially  on  Sow 
an  much  interett  was  made  to  obtain  admiaaion  as  to  ^et  a  an 
at  the  Opera. 

A  blow  was,  however,  struck  at  tbe  prosperity  o€  tbc  so 

Early  cry  of  Sabbath  desecration,  and  a  variety  of  circuatata 
ined  to  nndrrmine  their  popniarity,  nnti!  the  society  becai 
verge  of  dissolution.

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It  wa«  curious  to  9et)  how  Innguagv  vta  lu*t  jcar  rantackcd  for  word* 
exi)reai>tve  of  their  beAuly.  The  heavens  and  Ihc  earth  were  alike 
braiiffhl  under  coiilrtbution :  they  wero  cocnpnrcil  to  little  mint,  to  man, 
to  i^inii,  to  mclnlis  to  tlic  most  UrilUant  ilowtnt,  and  goodut-M  kiium 
whni  bcfidejt.  A>  we  are  not  aware  thai  our  vocabularj  of  worrfa  of 
inlmirniion  waa  increnml  (though  it  wdl  might  htve  Wen)  by  iho  GrtM 
Exhibition,  we  will  not  atlcmpt  to  draw  on  an  eilisiisled  mine,  merely 
eayinf;  ihal  tiiit  humming- birds  uiii^t  bo  iccn  for  their  braulicK  to 
1)0  appredslcd.  Not  the  leant  remarkable  point  i*  the  inarvelloiu 
ingenuity  dispkycd,  not  merely  in  the  ^u«ral  arrnngcmenls  of  the 
couteulA  of  each  cue,  bul  in  the  atlimdn  of  the  birdi  theiDselvu,  every 
individnal  being  placed  in  jiut  that  position  bc<t  adapted  to  rihibit  hix 
especial  beauty. 

Brjinchin([  off  from  the  large  nparlmntt  is  a  small  chamber  of  much 
inlerRMt.  In  it  is  a  (tnnd  containing  the  complete  set  nf  Mr.  Goiild'e 
works,  comprising  no  lea*  than  sixteen  impi-rinl  folio  volimici,  iiipiTrhly 
bound  in  green  morocco  and  gold.  A  fnint  idea  may  be  formed  nf  the 
»alue  of  ihoBc  bookn,  whc-n  we  Mate  that  the  "  Birds  of  Europe"  extend 
to  live  voliimei,  price  7d/.  8*.,  and  that  ihe  '■  Rird»  of  A«»ir*lla"  fill 
icvm  volumes,  amounliug  in  value  to  IK^JLtlie  Mt ;  and  this  reminils 
ua  that  had  thvi«  work*  been  published  by  ■•  the  trade,"  Ihe  price  would 
have  been  much  bieher  to  lulreiit  of  the  crnormoiu  di*cauiili  allowed  to 
llie  booksellers.  The  npce«lty  for  keeping  iho  price  down  to  the  lowest 
figure  comistcnt  with  the  ehoicoU  art,  ^las  t ho  main  inducement  which 
led  the  niit-hor  to  lake  on  himNttf  the  fomiidalik-  ri»k  of  publicution. 

Magnificent  ihoaigh  the  worka  incniiuned  he,  they  are  aurnnaiwd  by  a 
work  now  in  course  of  publication  by  Mr.  Could,  the  '*  SlonograDh 
of  the  Trochilidte,  or  Humming- Birds,  for  the  execution  of  which  tno 
collection  was  fomird.  In  tlie  worda  of  its  founder,  "  Having  ac()uii«d 
the  most  exicntire  and  valuable  colledioo  eitant  of  these  lovely  ornitho- 
logical gem!,  togrther  with  much  Talitablc  informalion  at  to  their  habit* 
and  economy,  tha  author  has  determined  on  publishing  a  monograph  of 
a  family  of  Urds,  uneiinallocl  for  their  variety  of  form  and  colouring, 
and  for  tho  gorgemti  and  uurivalled  brilliancy  of  their  huct,  which  after 
D  long  series  of  experiments  he  is  at  length  enabled,  bj  an  enlirely  new 
proceM  of  colouring,  to  trpresent  almost  e(|unl  to  nnturo,  and  the  beauty 
of  which  it  exciting  the  admiration  of  cverv  one  to  such  an  extent  that 
Ihe  'Monograph  of  the  Humming- t3irds  bids  fair  to  be  the  most 
popiil.ir  of  his  production ■."  \Vc  aro  not  aci^iiainled  tn  the  whole  rango 
of  literature  with  a  more  charming  or  inMructive  object  for  the  wealthy 
than  this  gorgeous  work,  and  aa  iIib  number  of  ropiea  is  limited,  we 
apprehend  ihore  will  b<^  no  ttnall  competition  for  tbctn. 

We  haru  mentioned  Iho  beaniiful  drawings  «ith  which  ibe  walls  of 
Ihe  Inrge  room  are  ornamented.  They  are  the  illaslratiooi  of  a  work 
about  to  bo  publishrd  by  Mr.  fiould,  on  the  Toucan*,  h  singular  and 
brilliant  clut  of  birds  frequeuttog  the  tame  districts  and  woods  aa  the 
hamming  •birds.     Id  the  time  of  Linnisus  not  more  than  fico  or  sit 

rics  wrm  known,  wlioreas,  in  this  work  upward*  of  6f\y  are  displayed, 
lot  all  being  from  the  great  range  of  the  Andes. 
The  toucans  are  characlPtised  by  their  enormous  beakt,  whieh  aro 
admirably  adapted  for  enabling  them  to  snatch  otit  of  the  dense  and 
prickly  bushes  the  rggo  and  callow  young  of  other  bird>,  of  nbich  Lh«y 
are  sad  plunderers.     A  lorae  toucan  at  the  gardens  thus  difpmcd  of  a 
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Nuall  bird  put  into  il8  rage.  Wiiliuut  moving*  frtm  iu 
tiuilchvd  at  its  vktim,  wtiirli  wna  dead  in  an  iDstaot  from  ik

llic  EAle  of  itiR  Knnwtlrj-  collrclion,  farmiil  bv  ihc  late  Lord  Orrliy, 
wwt  au  imporliuit  upportuaity  for  adding  to  (bo  imuures  of  tho  Xoolo> 
gical  Garaent,  and  it  was  not  lott  eight  of.  Lord  Dvrby  atmcil  chiefly 
at  llie  ciiltiTuliot)  of  ontrlopos,  doer,  xcbru,  llamu,  and  inartupiBta,  siid 
St  the  tiin«  of  his  duub  there  w« re  not  lora  thaa  1617  iptHiinK-nii,  to 
w}iich  lUO  acres  were  xtBigncd.  Tlt»  Enrl  by  his  will  beciticalhed  the 
iiiiiividtinU  nf  on«  ni^cifs  to  ihi-  /oolcigii-al  Society,  tbat  fuecifs  to  l>e 
named  liy  ihcm.  The  choice  at  onco  fell  on  the  five  iDagaiDccn  t  EUnd* 
nhicli  aro  now  in  th«  gnnltrn*.  Wo  Imrn  from  Mr.  Gordon  Cumtnitig 
that  the  fluiid  is  by  far  tbe  targeit  of  all  tiio  anlelop«  tribe,  osceeding  a 
Urge  ox  in  Eiie;  il  alio  aitoini  an  extraordinary  coodiiion,  boiiig  0^1-11 
bnrdpiKMl  with  n  very  Inrgn  amount  of  fat.  lu  teih  is  most  oxccllont, 
and  bvii(Ii-i  buving  a  peculiar  Bweetneta,  Iibr  llur  •dTantago  of  boing 
tciidpr  and  lit  for  food  the  moment  llic  animal  it  killed. 

Tho  rUnd  i«  indc)icndenl  of  watfr.  and  freijuents  the  bordera  of  lh« 
great  Kalahari  deiert  in  herds  varying  from  ten  to  one  hundrnd.  anil  it 
11  also  generally  dilfutcd  throughout  all  the  wooded  diairicts  of  the  fat 
interior  of  Southern  Africa.  When  killed  tho  skin  hai  often  tlie  most 
delicious  fi^grftnc*  of  ■vcwt.nceiited  licrlMi  and  grna*.  It  Ih,  twiwevcr,  a 
very  rart!  siiecies,  except  in  the  nioit  unrn^qucnlcd  porta,  and  Mr.  Cmn- 
ming  relalK  his  firtt  inlorview  with  ono,  as  fotlowa  : — 

"  Al  length  [  oh«erv«d  an  old  bull  viand  ilandiog  undtr  a  tree  lie 
was  the  lirat  that  I  had  wen,  and  «n«  a  noble  apecinum,  mantling  about 
■ix  feet  high  at  the  shoulder.  OhM>rving  us,  bn  made  off  si  a  gallop, 
springing  over  the  trunk.*  of  decayrd  trccn  that  lay  acrou  hi*  path  ;  hiit 
TCTf  KMB  be  reduced  hist  pace  tn  a  troL  !?|iurriiig  ray  hone,  aiiirthcr 
raanent  uw  me  riding  hard  behind  him.  IVicc  in  tho  thickets  1  lost 
tight  of  him,  and  hr  very  m-orly  cicnpod  me  ;  hut  at  Impth  th<'  ground 
Improving,  I  came  up  with  him,  and  rodi^  ititbin  n  few  yar<lii  In-hind  him. 
Long  auvaks  of  t'unm  now  tirrareied  from  his  mouth,  and  a  profuae  pw- 
vpiratiou  had  changi^d  bja  ahwk  grey  co.-tt  to  an  ikshy  blue.  Tnnrs 
trickled  from  bis  larec  dark  eye,  and  it  waa  plain  that  the  etand'a  hours 
wftre  numbered.  I'llching  my  rifle  to  my  shoulder,  I  let  fly  at  the 
gallop,  and  mortally  wouiided  htm  behind ;  then  spurring  my  bono,  1 
•fant  jnal  him  on  his  right  side,  and  di»charged  my  other  barrel  behind 
bia  MMilder.  wlien  the  eland  ttaggered  for  a  moment,  and  aubiided  in 
tho  dunL" 

Far  happier  la  the  fate  of  the  Bve  fine  animali  in  the  gardens.  Thoy 
an.-  In  a  nevi  building,  bnilt  especially  for  the  Knovikley  quadruped*, 
immediately  beyond  the  giraffe  bouae.  Oav  of  thi-m  is  wild,  and  obliged 
to  be  rniied  olT  from  the  inlrusion  of  the  puhlic. 

Two  Leucorvx  antelopes,  anolhrr  vory  fine  tpecies,  were  purchaiied 
at  the  rale  of  the  Knowaky  collodion,  and  ono  of  those  ho*,  within  the 
last  few  weeks,  produced  a  little  one,— a  curiosity  tn  ita  way,  as  being 
the  lirat  ever  born  in  the  gardens.  In  tlic  same  con)|>artm<'nt  are  to  bo 
found  tnagniflocQl  spcKiiiiiens  of  tho  Sing-Sing  antelope  and  hartc  bceste^ 
'  tiro  boDle  bok*,  two  koriDoe  gasellea,  two  four-homed  aolelopcs,  anil  a 
'  duiker  bok, — all  from  Africa. 

We  may  mention  that  our  old  aci)aaiiitaucc,  the  HippapeUmyis,  has 
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idcrcaseii  i-nonnousl}-  iu  bulk;  and  Wvuik  passod  well  iLroug 
winter,  there  is  cwiy  run»oii  lo  bclicvi;  thai  he  « ill  ailsiii  U 
dout  tizci  of  ibc  full  grroKii  of  fai^  nee.

»o  aitractivr.  As  somi'  of  our  readn^  nuiy  aot  t>«  tt«quBit)tei 
]icculiantii;H  we  nill  brivflj-  ucniton  tbcm. 

For  our  fim  knonledge  of  ifa»  Urd  we  an:  iodehtod  to  the 
^luv.  to  whom  «  t|MM»inm  wasprcMnled  in  IS12,  having  b^oa 
frmn  Men  Zealiuid  by  Captain  Barclay.  Aft«r  I>r.  Shan's  d 
unMjoe  spcclnien  tuucd  into  the  poaseuion  uf  the  lata  E*rl  o 
and  hb  lordthipa  being  a  privtte  colUiclion  and  no  oth«r 
comiofr  OTeTi  the  existi-iice  of  iKc  ipccica  was  gvacrolly  do) 
naiuraiiila  for  more  than  twenty  yCAn,  aud  so  rcmoiDed 
Varrell  fblly  oitablish«d  iu  •xitleae«  in  a  ^per  iniblished 
anuocH  of  ibe  Zoological  Society.  Th«  aptcryx  bclonin 
of  Struthtonidc, — that  which  include*  the  otlridi,  emu,  i.  __ 
tribes.  But  itn  great  p«tuUaniy  i«  that  its  win)p(  are  i*o„ 
mcDtary,  the  fiction  of  a  wing  hartug  a.  slruiigly  hooked  cX 
cxtreiiiiiy.  It  ii  nocturaol  in  its  habits,  and  fewlt  on  womu 
r^lalion  to  Ihift  vk'C  find  a  •poei*l  [x-culinrity,  fur  it  has  n  1 
like  bill,  with  ibe  uourih  at  the  extri'UM?  ti)>,  iuslvad  of  the 
with  birds.  Thii  enables  it  to  discover  vorms  deep  in  the 
uut  tbc  aid  of  light  ;  tbp  bill  i>  pluugcd  in,  a  fine  fat  worm 
gmaily  to  his  aittuiiiaiuueni,  i»  draftged  out  aud  boUvd  before  h 
amlie.  The  favourile  hiunts  of  the  apleryx  am  localitiM 
Zc&Iand  oovsrad  with  demo  b«dt  of  fern,  among  which  it  concM 
and  wh«a  hard  pressed  by  do^,  with  which  it  u  luually  hunted, 
rvfiige  in  crevices  of  rocb,  hollow  trees,  and  deep  holes,  iu  wfaif 
it  tuakus  its  neat  uf  dried  fcra  and  dcposib  its  vgg*.  It  ii  mucl 
among  the  natives,  for  its  toft  hah-Uke  plumage  ii  well  adapted 
ilre>i«es  of  the  ciiiefs ;  aod  it  is  also  used  for  the  cooit  runt  ion  of  i 
fliea,  with  tli«  use  of  which  the  New  Zealandoraar««ell  ac<]a&iiitei 
aplerya  at  thv  jjurdi-n?  pa>»v>  thv  dtty  iu  a  tort  of  hutch  filled  w] 
in  which  it  luvi's  lo  bury  iiself,  coining  out  at  uighi  aud  diggini 
pri-serri'  of  worm^  kept  in  a  hnnp  of  mould  for  it*  eapeciol  spi 
delectmeot.  The  bird  ia  to  be  found  iu  a  Muall  builduig  at  th4 
luity  of  the  gardcDs  beyond  the  girafie-houie. 

'rhu  grnnd  avinry  ai  ibe  extremity  uf  the  garden*,  oo  the  left 
main  entrance,  was  one  of  the  hnppicflt  coaceptiana  of  Mr.  AI 
There,  aloioM  u  fr«c  as  in  nature,  may  be  seen  ihc  raretl  hirda. 
in  rarity  aud  iutercst  are  the  Bower  bird,  and  the  Talegalta,  or  ■ 
i&ising  binl,  from  Australia, — the  lirst  specimens  ever  brought  I 
country.  The  bower  birds  arv  «o  called  fraoo  their  habit  of  « 
bowers  of  tniga  aod  short  brBoehes,  which  iliey  ndoro  with  ac( 
shells,  pcbbleti  fe&thersi  and  other  bright  objects,  the  ainiDgeinei 
Ijuually  undergoing  alteration.  Thcae  are  tlictr  court ing-grotH 
which  ihu  toale  diiplays  all  his  powers  of  pleading,  to  gain  tho 
his  male.  'Iliere  were  a  pair  scut  over  to  the  garileos,  but 
is  dcod,  a.nd  the  survivor  may  be  tceil  discoiLsulalcly  hopfuo; 
fmgmi'Dls  of  uu  imperfect  bower,  which  ho  has  not  tbe  bean 
|Mckiii){  Up  a  shell  or  twig  iitL-diHiiically,  but  dropping  it  l_ 
what  UM  are  hi*  talents  ui  dccoraliuu,  if  bis  loved  mate  is  not 
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ulniira?     A  biiUiant  grecii  irogon  has  been  given  liim  for  company, 
but  bovrers  are  <juiu;  lust  upon  hi-c 

The  jiair  of  Talt-gdlUs  an  hi  Siiv  cuaflitiou,  tlic  itiuli;  fporling  hia 
yvllow  vjittlv*  uid  iiui<j>-rvd  ucek.  The  nidificolion  of  this  bbd  is  very 
n.-iuiirkjil)lt.  Il  colIi-utH  together  •  grcnl  licnp  of  dt-caying  Tcgctnblo*, 
MDUKitnw  u  much  aji  miuaU  llin.-t)  or  four  cartloailn  i  liic  hvii\i  hauf 
iceuniiilalcd,  and  lime  atlowed  for  sufficient  beat  to  be  eu|(i'Hdi?n«l,  the 
eggs  are  dojioftitcd  in  the  ceutrc,  not  nidi;  by  »tdo,  but  tti»taLit  about 
iwclvi-  iiicliL'S  from  eAcli  oilier,  aud  buried  at  nearly  nii  annS  Icagili, 
pcrfoctly  uprijlit,  nith  the  Lir(>;e  end  iipwurds.  They  are  covered  up 
as  thny  nrn  laiiJ,  aiid  allowed  to  rciuuiti  uacil  batched,  uud  the  young 
bird  Imveatbeegr  fully  tli-dgcd,  aud  ablo  lo  take  can;  of  itadf.  Mr. 
Gould  tnoDtioiii  baviiiif  seen  on<^>  of  ibooo  binU  iu  the  gutd«D  of  • 
gcntlemnn  at  Siduey,  which  bod  for  twu  sucofsaive  year*  colli-vled  an 
imineiixe  roaxi  of  materials.  Tbo  borders,  Uwn,  aud  shrubbery,  over 
whicli  it  wifi  allowed  to  rjtngo,  proicDicd  the  appcuranco  of  having  b«on 
n-f^ulurly  twi-pl,  from  the  bird  buviug  Bcralvhud  to  onu  coniuiou  centre 
Dvcryihinif  that  lay  upoo  the  surfaci-.  Tbo  mound  in  this  caae  va» 
tlirco  feet  and  a  half  high,  and  ten  f<>ct  acroM.  Wo  hnve  wntched 
Mith  intvrevt  the  procecdinj^H  uf  the  birds  at  the  gardeti4<  Tlii^ir  mode 
of  proceediug  is  nut  to  scratch  (juickly,  like  domestic  fowls,  but  sirclch- 
in^  a  k'g  before  thcin  oi  far  31:1  they  could  reach,  they  Krupt-d  as  it  weni 
ft  <juaiility  of  mate-rial  and  threw  it  bark,  always  working  towards  a 
tonituou  centre,  whereby  a  ua»s  wa»  collected  lii  a  marvellously  abort 
time. 

At  thii  season  the  aviary  rings  with  harmony,  for  there  are  collected 
birds  from  all  parti,  tnoDT  of  whuin  are  now  eiihtr  tiiiildiiig  thfir  omta 
or  silting  on  Ibeireggs.  We  may  itteutiou  the  rock,  ibriuh  of  Germany, 
Uie  Indigo  bird<  of  North  America,  the  wild  cacnry,  tho  Baltimore 
uriute,  (^rasa  parraJteela  from  ALuir.dui,bron)ce-wiiig  pigeons  aud  crested 
pigeons  from  Australia,  crowned  pigeons  from  Java,  red-billed  pigeons 
from  Senegal,  curassows  from  South  Ainurica,  quads  from  California, 
the  whyilah  bird  from  South  Africa,  frztikolius  from  the  same,  linamoos 
from  South  .\marics,  and  a  bo*t  of  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 
These  cou«titute  a  mosi  happy  family,  and  their  habits  may  be  studied, 
aiid  movementa  watched  with  inlere»t  and  advantage,  by  the  artist 
and  the  nsturaliiL  This  i*  no  small  boon,  (or  thvre  are  few  who,  like 
Humboldt  or  Uould,  would  go  lo  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earib  lo 
study  the  natural  hiiiory  of  the  country,  but  ihitro  are  many  who, 
prompted  by  strong  initlincta,  yearn  after  uuture,  though  their  lot  is  cast 
IU  tliiB  huge  smuky  city.  To  such,  tbc  gardcDs  arc  indeed  a  blessing, 
and  it  ia  an  especially  pleasant  relief  to  the  mind  or  the  head,  when 
oppressed  with  buniness  or  faiijjued  with  wurk,  Iu  turn  to  this  grand 
fiviury,  and  watch  the  actioDs  aad  listen  to  the  soogs  of  its  fcalberud 
inhabitanu. 

A  most  valuable  oraiihological  aci|uisitiou  was  purcha»oil  at  tbe 
Knowsley  sale,  in  the  four  BUck-iteckcd  Swan^,  which  aru  Ihe  first  erur 
brought  10  Europe.  The  lioniau  poet  selected  aa  the  most  improbablo 
thing  in  nature  u  blacic  swan  : 

"  Kara  avis  in  ten-Is  ii!grei|iiu  simillima  cygno." 

Wa  are  indebted  to  Australia  for  disjwlting  this  belief,  bat  tlu!r«  wore 
few  if  any  peraoua  wbo  expected  tliat  such  a  novelty  a.<i  a  siiov.whiu! 
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nru,  with  «  hnd  and  neck  of  the  daepest  jet,  waaM 
Though  exceedingly  rare,  they  have  been  found  in  tlw  R 
CfaUi,  and  now  for  the  Bnt  time  we  hare  the  opporUmi^ 
Id  our  land.     It  is  highly  prohable  that  these  identieal  br 

Erogenitors  of  the  race  in  this  country,  and  that  in  fifty 
e  oompantirely  a  common  though  choice  ornament  <^ 
lakes.     These  fiiar  swans  are  at  present  near  the  camel 
<miamental  piece  cf  water  is  being  prepared  for  tbemi  nei 
hummiag-Urd  bouse  stood  last  year. 

We  hare  not  attempted  to  do  more  than  to  glance  at  U 
points  now  presented  hy  the  gardens.  Bnt  to  every  one 
pass  an  hoar  rationally,  agreeably,  and  instmctively,  we 
■teps  thither,  and  yon  will  be  amply  repaid.

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ihtr  Hcign  of  Tirror  «»«  itill  at  it*  hrJglit  in  P«ris,  an  old  nomnn 
deflc«nd«d  the  rapnl  eminence  in  lliat  cily,  wbidi  Urniinatcs  berurc  the 
Church  of  Si.  Laiiretii.  The  boow  hud  fallen  bo  heavily  daring  Llio 
v,-|ii)U-  day.  that  the  Miiinil  of  foot  at  cp*  vju  anrcvly  midibln.  The  >tr«e<s 
were  detictted ;  and  the  fear  Ihu  tilcnce  iiAturalty  iu3|iireti,  nu  in- 
cn-iMed  by  l]io  ^oeral  terror  which  then  ataailpd  Franco.  Thi<  ntd 
wuiUBU  ptmiLsl  un  bcr  way,  without  pem.-tvtt)g  a  livings  aoul  in  ihv 
■trc«t> ;  her  feeble  ai^hi  preventing  her  I'rcm  obscrvinf;  in  the  ditloflcc, 
by  thn  lunp-light,  lovvral  foot  pagHcii(!pr<,  who  flittt-d  liko  thadowt  over 
the  vaiit  »pac«  of  ttiL'  Fuubourg.  ibrough  which  she  was  proceeding. 
She  walked  on  courajccoualy  through  the  eolittidc.  u  if  her  a^  were  a 
lalismnn  which  could  shield  her  from  ev«rr  calamity.  Xo  tooner, 
however,  had  she  pajncd  the  Rue  des  Mono,  iliao  she  thought  she 
linrd  the  firm  aad  hcaTr  foDlttcpE  of  a  nun  walking  behind  bcr.  It 
struck  her  ihnt  ithe  Iind  not  hejird  this  sound  fur  itie  first  time. 
Trembling  ai  ihe  idea  of  Wing  folluvred,  she  qiiickmcd  her  pncp,  in  ortl^r 
to  confirm  licr  »U3|iician9  by  ibc  raya  of  light  which  procwdcd  from 
an  adjawnt  ahcp.  Ai  soon  na  she  had  reached  it,  she  abruptly  mnied 
hM-  hi-nd.  and  porccivrd,  throuj^h  the  fog,  the  nullinn  of  a  hiimAU  form. 
Thia  iiiditlinct  vimoii  was  enough  :  she  shudilertHj  violeully  the  moment 
she  saw  it — doubling  not  that  the  strnnser  had  followed  her  from  the 
moment  tbo  had  quitted  home.  But  the  de»irc  to  tracapo  Avm  a  rfj 
toon  renewed  her  courage,  and  the  quickened  her  p»c«,  vainly  tlilnktng 
that,  by  such  means,  ^  could  ctcapa  from  a  moa  nceeiinrily  much 
more  active  than  horaelf. 

AOcr  ninning  for  some  ninntcs,  »he  arrlred  at  a  pastry-cook's  shop 
—entered — and  tank,  rather  than  ist  down,  on  a  chsir  which  atooa 
before  ihe  coimtcr.  I'hc  mnmrtit  (be  rniscd  the  Intcb  of  thn  door,  a 
woman  in  tlie  *hop  looked  (luirrkty  thruueh  the  windows  towards  Ihe 
street ;  and,  observing  Ihe  old  lady,  immediately  opened  a  drawer  in  the 
counter,  ob  if  to  take  out  sonuitbing  which  she  bud  to  deliver  to  her. 
Nut  only  did  the  gesture!  and  expression  of  the  young  wotniin  show  her 
desire  to  be  quickly  r«lieT«d  of  the  new-comrr,  as  of  a  person  whom  it 
was  not  safe  to  wHcinne ;  but  rhe  abo  let  slip  a  few  wotds  of  impalieni^e 
at  finding  the  drawer  empty.

The  nun*,  uiMtite  la  imagine  what  perMm 
WKH  indicated  by  the  slrangn',  looked  on  him  with  «]ual  curioiily  and 
alami. 

"  Vmir  wihIi  *hall  be  granted,"  said  the  priest,  !u  low,  avie'SlrurIc  tone*. 
"  KclurD  to  this  place  ut  midnight,  and  you  will  Bod  me  rwuly  to  cele- 
brate iho  only  funeral  service  nhicli  the  church  can  offer  in  expiation  of 
the  crime  to  wliioh  I  uuder«land  vou  to  allude." 

The  stranger  IrciDblud  Tioleotly  for  a  momeat.  then  composed  him* 
telf.  respectfully  saluted  the  priett  and  the  two  nun>,  and  departed 
Tithoul  uttering  a  word. 

About  two  hours  aAerwardm  a  toft  knocli  at  the  outer  door  annojuced 
the  my«leriou9  visitor**  relum.  Ho  wu  admitted  by  Sialer  Agatha, 
who  Gondueted  him  into  the  vecaod  apRrtment  of  their  modest  r«tmt) 
where  CTtrythiog  had  bcvn  prepared  fur  the  midnight  mass.  Near  the 
fin-plae«  the  nun*  had  placed  Ihoir  old  chest  of  drawers,  the  clumay 
workmanship  of  which  was  concoaled  under  a  rich  altar-cloth  of  ^reen 
Telrct.

poverty  which  surrouiidcd  him.  aud  Ivft  the  room. 

To  llic  two  aimple-mutded  nun*,  iho  wbolo  sffaiT  had  all  the  interest 
of  a  romanec.  Their  faces  di«ptnycd  the  nio*t  int^nto  aotiety,  tho  ino- 
meni  iJh;  jiriesl  infomiod  ihcm  of  the  my!iit:rioua  gift  whit-h  the  ntTaoger 
had  <io  solemnly  presented  to  him.  Sister  Agatha  imrnediately  optDcd 
tbc  liox,  ncid  diseovvrod  io  il  a  bandketchlef,  raitdc  of  the  Gnol  eombrie, 
and  soiled  with  marks  or  perepiration.

Throuf-liout  tbc  atrocities  practised  during  a  year  of  the  itcicn  of 
Terror,  tliu  three  refugees  were-  vafcly  guarded  by  the  same  protcctinr 
iuterference,  ever  at  wurk  for  their  adtantagv.

By  the 
lime  we  bad  rcluraed,  other  gunts  bad  arrived,  rouniry  neighboun 
like  uurMlves,  and  tome  friends  of  our  own ;  but  there  was  a  kiitd  of 
sliynoi  and  ohilline**  in  our  conversaiion  anvthing  but  cordial,  for  we 
all  felt  wo  wcra  acting  a  part,  and  bad  put  on  our  court  manners,  aod 
each  wa«  unwilling  the  other  should  see  Ihe  ebango,  or  notice  the  ewe 
and  fear  they  felt  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  to  royally.

I.  woitld 
not  be  sMn  talking  to  Mrs.  B.,  becnuM  she  was  a  comroon  sort  of  a 
body,  and  I^y  ft.  bad  rtaUy  dresied  benelf  such  a  rcare.tcrow.  it  was 
hnposoible  to  keeu  with  her;  and  on  Mr«.  C.  niijued  Iterself  on  ber 
Loodoo  friends,  sne  would  not  appe.ar  for  all  the  world  intimate  with 
her  county  neigbbonn  ;  and  L^y  It.,  who  knew  the  Duebe«*  of  GW- 
ce»[«r,  bad  set  ber  whole  meiMal  powers  to  eatch  her  eye  wbco  sbe 
sliould  come  in.     Child  as  I  «n«,  I  notit^-d  all  those  little  worldly  mo- 
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Dceuvre*,  and  de|ibcd  ibem,  though  I  bad  no  rvasoD  to  coopk 
b«uig,  u  1  Mid.  an  lieircM,  tr^y  one  was  civil  to  mv,  xjMei) 
young  tncn,  for  tliat  reason  ;  and  maiiy  wcra  tlie  wo«i<lc-n  tW  1 1 
nave  bc«n  invt(«<i ;  but  J  mi  iniilcd.  aDd  I  -was  lAtre,  Ibe  «til 
pretenl  arnong  all  iho  BirM))iiig  dowajtcrs  and  Ung^uiUitiif  rhm 
mv  apirit  iKfcnn  to  Hip,  and  my  c«urag«  to  comCt  aud  I  do*  tbM 
«nij»jtHl  and  ralrrcd  into  the  tpiril  of  the  «<-irne,  uKen  mr  tA 
K«ft)  cut  *hort  hv  the  Tolding  Aocti  from  the  ball  being  thrava 
nud  u  niuriiiur  patting  round  their  Mnjratiea  were  about  to  spj 
every  one  tlicD  fbrnicd  on  allcj.  doMn  wbicb  they  were  \o  mm 
tlto  great  drawing-Toom.  I  not  all  e;i>s,  all  cam  ;  nnd  ai  ' 
quit-llj'  eiiler«d  Qu«en  Adelaid*,  followed  by  the  King, 
qtiiet  and  stuiable  ai  rrer,  but  ntn'tnely  ugly,  the  unforiiuutB 
her  foco  hc'ighttmed  by  her  »]detidid  drM^,  which  was  of  whlta 
i»hol«  Wdy  covered  by  diamonds,  nnd  on  her  shoulder  •  miall 
miniature  of  the  King»tl  with  jonul*;  bertliio  tieck  glittered  vUh 
dcroiia  necklace,  and  on  her  head  she  wore  a  *uperb  circlvt  of 
but  so  ill  arrangod,and  so  badly  pot  on,  I  observed  tbe  lar^e 
piuit  plnctnl  to  kt«p  it  Arm,  sticking  Uraight  oiit  froin  it.  atwl  a 
in({  tb«  (Sect ;  indeed,  her  whole  dreM  was  Jicomuf  and 
put  on  in  a  vast  hurry,  and  hung  about  bcr  thin  Ggure  in 
atatf^ly  fotdti.

floor  will)  Mtliii  robvv;  the  dazzling  coronvti,  the  fair  tnce*.  andloi 
of  tlie  younger  liidieK ;  the  varioui  coloum,  the  brilliatil  uuifi 
officers,  cocked  hat*  under  their  arnie,  with  the  whit4<  fe«ib 
tb«  ground;  the  biNhops  wiih  tlivir  funny  little  black  silk  a  .„ 
tDinisleri  in  theirlacjiuey-ltkeba^^nitfs.uneotlarfd  eoatsand  Wc 
and  swords  ;  the  UiryerH  in  their  long  wotdly  wigs  and  ■liuirr 
in  a  word,  oil  tile  |tarephemalia  of  court  pusiiig  iK-fbro  me,  aa 
smiling,  one  nighl  (Judgini;  thereby)  have  thought  na  cax»,  m 
lurked  under  ihnii*  gay  roWn  I  My  very  soul  pOMcd  ittloitiT 
all  I  wnittrd  lo  know  wai,  who  theT  all  were;  for.  as  far  as  I 
they  might  have  been  visions  of  Ine  times  of  Louis  Quai 
other  nionarch,  but  a  friend  pointed  lomc  out  to  nrn. 
her  grace  of  Cambridge,  with  licr  tall,  gaunt  figure,  caricatu 
tie  enoimouH  coronet  of  diatnnnd  nbcal-ears,  and  her  fuDoy 
daughter  tbe  Princess  Auguata,  so  ver}-  fat,  nnd  »o  round  shouli 
she  Htined  to  hare  her  good-natured  large  face  fatl«D*d  tu  her  b 
without  the  ordinary  addition  of  a  nock.  Then  came  (be  King-  of 
over,  nitb  his  mytlerious  glasi  eye,  and  bis  profusion  of  whiin 
wound  round  his  face  in  whiskers  and  tnooslacties  of  tvery  abau 
bushy  thickness.  Th«rfl  was  proud  Jersey,  still  conscious  ili 
fading  chartnB,  even  in  their  decline,  excelled  the  full  glory  of  i 
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bnutin :  tlio  lofty  carriage  of  livr  head  told  uf  ihe  [iroiid  *p!rit  witbin. 
Near  ber  caiiiv  lliat  holylooking  man  the  IViiiiaU)  of  Ireland,  who  look- 
ed fio  Rood,  so  kind,  he  aetmed  Ihit  vory  niodi-l  of  nil  npnxi.lo:  tliore 
lecmed  «acb  k  holy  calm  about  him,  and  siii^h  a  hweeluebi  lu  Ijis  pale 
facGi  and  cotnmaiiuing  iigurci  he  looked  nil  dignity.  I'hcrc  was  the 
lovirty  limily  Bugot,  then  ill  the  xcahh  of  her  bcniity,  like  xomc  pala 
muis-rono  bud>  nhe  Kocincd,  for  I  can  never  furgrt  lior  tovoly,  pmtlva 
fncc,  set  uir  liy  the  cDotl  becwuiiig  biTid>dri-tii  of  wliitu  ribbons,  and  ber 
■lender  fis'^Ti>i  draped  in  nhile. — such  a  control  in  her  ilainleu  o1«^gQn«« 
to  the  gliticring  crowd  around  her.  3  could  only  bnlP  udmtrc  the  jiroud, 
imperioun  beauty  near  her,  the  King's  natural  daughter,  who,  though  a 
■ptflodid  creature,  looked  a  very  fetnale  Ludler,  and,  as  she  toswd  ut> 
her  htfad  with  hsughtv  air,  reminded  one  that  jiamrnin  arff  rver  jire- 
suiDpluou*.  Then  the  Archbbhop  of  Caoterbury,  Inokin;^  jiisi  like 
sonic  little,  old.  «hrivellert  walnut,  so  brown  skinned,  and  lo  wrinkli^l, 
ivifh  his  litilc!  apron,  aud  scanty  hair,  anything  but  digtiitied,  nnd  mar- 
vellously out  of  pl.ice  Id  the  gay  scene. 

Many,  many  more  pvised  whom  I  do  not  roinemb«r,  snd  on  gtided  the 
glitti'Hng  crond,  and  wr  followod,  uilo  ihe  slate  dmwing-rucnn,  vhere 
their  Mijeitties  took  their  place  on  the  sofas,  «ilb  Lodj  Jersey  betwevii 
them.  Tliis  reminded  me  that  I  wa«  very  tired  of  standing,  and  I  was 
on  thi.>  pnint  of  cominitiiiig  tbe  enormous  error  of  sillinji;  in  thvir  pre- 
sence, but  jusl  in  lime  mstntna  drajiRcd  me  elf  into  another  room, 
whorn  I  could  r<-iit  in  peace ;  and  now,  nhcn  1  had  looked  about, 
and  wundtred,  and  admired,  iweiuy  limes  over,  and  found  every  one 
Speaking  in  wbiipers,  and  going  along  Eideways,  as  people  afflicted  with 
severe  coMs  not  daring  to  use  th«ir  h  nnd  kerchief*,  1  really  (in  tpitc  of 
the  lights,  ui)  the  gliuer,  and  all)  began  to  get  a  little  tired,  to  suppress 
an  inciptenl  yawn,  and  to  wonder  what  odock  it  was ;  but  juet  in  time  to 
save  nie  from  (mnui,  caxoe  the  nnnoimeement  ihol  the  rcfresbment- 
room  was  ihrown-opeu,  and  btiug  excecdinj^ly  hungry,  I  was  deter- 
mined to  sup  royally,  at  least  i/rat  night. 

On  our  way  to  ibat  room,  wliit^h  closed  tbe  suite,  I  again  cjiught  a 
elimpse  of  the  lovely  Bsgot  gurronnded  by  a  crowd  of  beaux,  who 
DUttered  about  her  JantrtiH  like  beei  round  n  flower.  She,  the  Court 
Beauty  jior  exwUtHce,  »ilh  perfect  grace  dt#pented  her  favours,  tier 
pensive  smilct,  and  gentle  word*  to  ihc  favoured  few.  One  more 
fun*  I  must  note;  I  reoiember  as  so  Juno-likv  and  (im-eiily,  Harriet 
Paget,  where  the  most  biillinnt  complcrxion  was  admirtbly  contrasted 
with  the  darkest  hair,  all  spoilt  by  a  look  of  ungracious  pride  and 
lisutenr:  fur  had  ber  eyes  been  lighted  up  with  amiability,  her  face 
would  have  been  fnultless,  though  her  figure  was  even  then  ex- 
tremely dumpy  and  ill-mode.  As  lo  the  men,  I  noticed  none.  I  re- 
mained faithful  to  roy  first  hero,  the  itiuoly  Primate.  ITie  snpper- 
nwm  was  indeed  splvndid  and  singular,  for  the  walls  were  carved  in 
Ihe  golhic  style,  and  heavily  ornamented  with  groins,  and  *pirCT,  and 
border*,  with  large  apertures  in  the  walls,  into  whieh  were  let  the  m«ai 
niagniflceoi:  ariiclc*  of  gold  plate  net  in  cases  of  crystal.  This  took  my 
childish  fancy  anuutinglv,  it  »«a  so  like  the  stories  in  ih«  Arabian 
Nights,  so  like  Aladdin's  cave,  and  in  my  dwire  minutely  to  eiamine 
tbew  wonderful  things  carved  in  all  tbe  minute  intricacies  imaginable, 
1  forgot  my  hunger  for  awhile,  liiough  there  were  spread  the  ubks 
round  three  sidoa  of  the  room,  eovercd  with  every  luxury ;  ihingi  so

Now  wo  have  not  a  word  tu  say  against  inaumnce  coni[unicii.  Tlioy 
encoiimgc  provid«nco  and  forethought,  and  provcnt  mtirh  want  and 
deililuiion  in  tlie  world,  and  probably  tlie  more  of  tliem  tikere  urw  tliv 
better  will  these  desirable  objecu  bo  attairwd.

Bank 
notcf,  gold  uid  silver,  atiiounli-j  ti>  ona  hundred  and  seventy -eight 
poundi,  nine  ihilliii)^,  and  lixpence.  "Nut  hud  for  a  yoar'i  wortE," 
thought  Tom ;  aiid  he  fclt  torrlj  tempted  to  nhaiidon  hU  idea  «f  hence- 
forth leading  an  independent  lift.-,  and  to  try  for  another  such  aUttationi 
but,  to  UK!  hJE  own  itimil^  the  odda  wcni  a  thousand  to  one  agldiiit  tiia 
ever  getting  nidi  a  fix-fitutitc  one  again. 

Tom  drmed  himiclf  in  a  suit  of  his  Ute  master's  clothes,  and  being  a 
tolerably  good-looking  fellow  and  well  built,  ho  would  hive  jwited 
mutter  wiOt  the  niuhitude  fttr  n  gentleman.  Having  completed  hia 
toilet  to  his  satiBfaction,  he  nrutted  dorni  to  see  hia  friend.  Mr.  Santiogos.

They  don't 
say  much,  and  na  one  ever  cxpreueshii  opinion  that  any  particular  hurM 
will  win.  Whtrn  one  of  them  goes  to  mnko  hts  bet,  Ite  haii-ls  lu.>i  iiiun«y 
in  so  qiuMly,  and  whispers  the  clerk  lo  lowly,  that  no  one  knows  what 
hoiM  h«  buicB,  or  the  amount  of  his  stake. 

The  dlssipatcd-luuking  individuals,  in  the  aeedy  evening  co«tuine<,  have 
B  great  deal  to  say,  but  as  Uieir  convernition  is  •  veiy  peculiar  slaoff, 
aaLTGcly  intelligible  to  any  but  ihemielvcs,  we  forbenr  presenting  a  spcn- 
men  of  it.

Within  a  week  the  younR  ^tleinan  is  before  hit  Worship  at  Bow  Street 
oil  ft  charge  of  emb«Z£l«cai«nt,  where  tHc  Flare-up  tickot  is  produced  as 
ccuTOborative  evidence,  and  he  is  fully  coniniitted  tbr  trioli  blubbering  out 
pTotestatJonB  of  repentanoe,  whicli  an>  doubtleu  wry  eineere. 

Tmn  !■  drivinjj  n  tnaKL  thriving  trade — one  that  can  scarcely  fual  lo 
pay.  Talie  the  case  of  the  Derby,  Tom's  lists  otfer  "  odds "  Qj^ainst 
every  horse  entered  for  that  race — ranging  from  Ihc  &vourtte  at  3  to  I ,  to 
the  veriest  "  outaidcr"  at  100  to  1.  Now  tliere  or«  wtno  hundred  and 
&fty  horse*  on  Tvni'ii  Vul  for  this  race,  but  ai  only  alxtut  live  uiid  twi-nty 
eventually  Btatt.  it  is  clear  that  Tom  Simingk-  I'MlceiD  nil  the  mon^y  which 
ho*  lieen  bid  out  at  his  oflicv  on  tlit'  rtmainin^  uiie  liuudrvl  mid  twcnty- 
five.  Then  again,  with  regard  to  the  twenty-live  which  Uq  start,  it  is 
clear  that  only  «no  horu  of  the  lot  can  win.  On  that  one  hone  Tom 
liuB  li)  pay,  bill  on  tlie  oilier  iweiity-fcur  be  is  a  gainer.  It  ui  ncarc^ly 
paaiible,  therefore,  that  He  should  be  out  of  pocket,  though  inch  things  do 
occur  occEuionolly ;  as,  for  instance,  when  the  rnrourite  wins  and  ho* 
been  very  Ini^ly  backed.

But  the  innocent  reader  muxt  not  iinagine  that  when  a  betting-office 
keeper  lof«i  to  a  great  extent,  be  Micriiiccs  himBelf  nobly  and  pays  his 
losses — not  at  all.  lie  has  two  excellent  n-sourcca :  in  the  Itrsl  pkce,  he 
can  take  his  stand  by  the  law  of  his  country,  which  makes  betting  b«yo»d 
B  certain  amount  illegal.  So  that  Tom's  customers  cannot  rpoover  if  he 
ohooc»  to  "  tepudiato"  d  la  .lonatlinn.  Secondly,  as  ho  has  nil  liis  cus- 
tomers' ea^  paid  dowot  and  they  only  hold  liii  tickets,  he  con,  ui  iwn  as 
he  finds  himtelf"  hard  bit,"  dose  hissliop,  walk  off  with  the  money,  and 
opon  an  ettablinhment  in  Liverpool  or  Kfonchestcr,  or  any  other  large 
provincial  town,  under  a  new  naine> 

Tom  Surcingle  had  no  inch  ill  luck.  His  gains  poured  in  mnrrily,  and 
Tom  i>ecuno  a  great  oporting  tnan^-a  mun  well  known  in  *■  (ho  ring  T— 
a  man  wli«  wa«  safe  to  pay  his  lo«ii)gs  when  he  bad  any.  Ht:  kept  his 
own  groams  now.  and  drove  some  of  the  bcrt  horse*  in  the  count/y.  In 
two  years  he  had  cirarvd  the  sum  of  £7,000,  and  picked  up  such  uii 
acquaintance  among  sporting  men  that  "  Captain  Tniinplngton  "  luu  btcn 
Bvcn  more  than  once  arm-in-Brm  with  a  n-nl  livo  li>rd  ;  while  tve  have 
been  privately  infarniod  thnt  the  St.  John's  VVood  V^illa.  the  prrtty  Imn-

Onm  di-tccted,  we  hIiow  tlieiv  |>1»cm  no  mercy,  [^veo  un  the 
tnn^tuapicionofdice  and  card*,  roul«tle  boxM  and  amipien,  we  etnpomr 
a  fill?  or  fiolicoincn  to  biMic  into  any  Iioum,  adsa  eT«r)'thing  wid  ov«f7> 
body  th«y  Riid  ia  it,  aiid  cany  ihern  be(ur«  the  neaieet  muglaraie. 
Should  the  offcDM  be  prorcd,  dim  are  the  fines  and  p&ins  and  pcDitltioi 
imiKwd  on  tho  criminnis ;  and  tvt>ti  tf  Rome  unlucky  (law  in  the  evidMiet 
leaTes  t)i«  offenoe  legallv  !n  doutit,  and  the  tmpwted  ones  eacmpe  tbe 
nnn  of  the  law,  woe  bcljde  them  vfhcn  next  day'a  "  Times  "  btaMm 
I'orlh  oil  th«ir  namc«  to  the  world,  and  Rome  Sunday  paper  point*  <h^h

Even  if  tlie«<r  mnuurci  fail  to  annihilate  gomhling-hotuea,  thej  at  Mil 
nrndcr  them  bo  dt«reputable  that  no  one  who  has  any  care  fi)r  hia  charac- 
ter will  vniluTC  iniidv  one- 
It  iaon  tho  grounds  oT  public  morality  that  we  do  all  tbU,  and  man 
rif;ht,forthe  money  lost  in  gambling  enriches  the  moBt  wocthleaa  nwtabets 
uf  society,  and  itnpoveriihes  the  wives  and  children,  tlia  pvtnts,  hroihen 
or  «i«tier*  of  mc-n  who  rtiight  olhtrrwiae  live  in  plenty  and  honour.  Ob 
iiimilRr  grounds  we  destroyed  the  racing  Bweep-*tako«  ^iih  which  London 
Wat  inundated  a  year  or  two  aRo.  They  came  within  the  le^al  agtufication 
of  lotteries,  wen;  therefore  ilbgal,  and  wc««  effect untly  abolulmd.  Vmm 
their  atAivt  sprung  the  pretenl  belting  olTices,  whi<^  by  one  eT  tboet 
wondert'ul  inconnitenciet  of  our  legal  code  apr««r  to  be  not  ooly  oat 
illegal  hut  to  A  cerlnin  extent  to  be  •tipported  by  law.  Thu  mcrtioo  n^y 
■tagger  many  a  general  reader ;  but  we  beg  to  amun  him  that  ft  tet 
"  not  exceedinfT  jg  |  o  '  if  a. perfectly  legal  contract,  and  thai  it  is  noover* 
able  at  low.  Anything  Vnoro  monitruusly  ahmiid  than  mnlcing  a  ton* 
pound  bet  legal,  and  one  hundred-pound  one  Ul^;al>  we  canaot  wdl  cm- 
eeive.  We  would  rather  even  see  it  reverted.  fi>r  the  heavy  beta  an 
ordinnrilv  made  by  ponon«  of  lorg*  tm^nnt,  nbo,  if  they  e%nno(  well 
aflbrd  to  lo*e  the  money,  are  nt  all  eTents  not  reduced  to  beggary  by  Uw 
loH.  The  mtail  bets,  on  the  Other  hand,  are  risked  by  serTanta,  media- 
nies,  artizans,  clerks,  and  petty  tradv«mcn,  and  are  the  louree  of  won 
want,  diihoncaty,  and  crime  among  toch  peoples  than  can  wdl  be 
imaiiined. 

The  incitMJK  of  these  places  is  pi-riVctly  wonderful.  Wv  doubt  whether 
there  is  a  street  of  any  importance  in  London  without  one  or  mure  of 
them.  In  Bome  ports  they  swarm.  Jermyn  Street,  and  tlia  nri^boui- 
hood  of  Lelcettur  S(]uan;,  ttiu  Strand,  and  the  City,  ore  crowded  with 
them,  and  crcn  the  stronghold  of  l&wyerei  Chancery  Lane,  has  one  or 
two.  ]t  requires  no  capital  to  start  one  ;  we  have  shown  that  the  dioneea 
of  loss  are  infinileMn^ally  smnll,  the  t^ns  often  enormaua.  We  ham 
known  of  une  of  these  gentry  clearing  above  £20,000  in  orw  nek. 
They  are  Kenerolly  the  property  of  men  of  no  character,  ruined  gamUera 
and  blaoltlt^,  or  the  proprtcton  of  nighl-housca  or  "  hclU." 

ProbaUy  not  one  in  twenty  would  be  able  to  pay  if  he  lost,  and  not 
one  in  fifty  would  have  the  hoaeaty  to  do  ao.     Many  of  ihoee  who 
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pttEOnizc  thirn  know  this,  but  they  choosi^  to  run  the  lisIc,  thua  incurrtng 
tlu  douMe  c)>nnc«  of  loiing  t)]«ir  money  if  iWr  lion«  U  beaten,  and  of 
not  fating  paid  if  he  it  the  winiivr. 

\Vc  iruMy  think  that  every  r«Hpectablo  pcnon  in  thii  nwtropoIiB  ii 
intereated  in  the  dertructioii  ci  these  betting  o(T\ce*.   Ii  he  a  father  ?   Let

■n<nt  of  ihtTfc  vn^nbond  placo  7     Ii  ho  a  mutter  f     Let  him  tako  a  walk 
down  J«rm^-n  SiiMt  tnme  day  about  noon,  and  he  will  chance  to  see  Itia 
own  livery  in  ooe  or  other  of  the  office* ;  or  if  not  hU  own,  certainly  sodm 
of  hii  friendi*,  be  hi*  ocquaintaiico  cr^r  *o  limited.     L«t  hini  rc6ect,  that, 
the  panion  of  gaoiblins  (and  thi>  belting  it  gambling  in  one  of  its  wont 
farmii)  it  a  ^wing  and  an  en([roaiing  od«.     No  man  stops  jambliiK  fof  J 
want  of  funds,  so  long  as  h«  can  lit«nUy  beg,  borrow,  or  atcal  a  diuUiiBj 
for  the  purpose-     How  long  docs  he  think  his  confidential  servant  wiljl 
retain  his  intpgrity  of  character,  when   this  hidooiis  paaaion  has  onoa'^ 
bitten  him  !     We  have  ourselves  been  atked  bv  a  lady,  to  whom  wc 
were  giving  the  character  of  a  man-sen-ant.  "  Does  he  gamble  1  for  my 
hut  uprvjint  was  an  exccUt'nt  one  till  lie  became  >  iVr^iicntcr  of  thos 
horrible  betting  oflices,  and  then  he  was  aever  away  Ctom  them,"     Htia^ 
he  any  derks  or  aesiilantH  in  hii  busineas  or  profession  i    Let  him  Ioo| 
to  them  W4-1I,  or  theoe  plague-sliops  will  tuint  ooo  or  other  of  ibi^n  «r»' 
kng;  and  then  a  bund  in  the  ca»ti-box,or  a  wetl-Jmilatcd  sipature  to  a 
clieque,  will  bring  annoyance  and  diegmt  to  hitneelf,  and  a  voyage  to 
Norfolk  Iiliuid  to  tile  confidential  clcilc.     Above  all,  !«t  bini   reiloct  oa 
thu  tittle  piece  of  tinancial  statement,  whiuh  we  pledge  oui  word  to  ba^ 
within  t)js  truDi, — that  above  .£300,000  a  year  is  lost  by  individu 
atherwiiie  rcKpci:tublc,  and  goc«  into  the  pDckets  of  tUv  blucllegi  wc  liiivo 
described— the  worthy  fraternity  of  proprietorn  of  the  London  betting 
offices,     Think  uf  the  same  mm  expended  in  charity  I     Nay  cwn  think 
of  the  *ajiie  iiini  expended  on  th«  ordinary  wnnl*  of  tli«  spejidun  and 
Uieir  bniilies,  or  laid  by  aud  ioYcatad  for  their  future  beneRt ! 

And  now  wa  ask,  are  not  then  places  tit  subjects  for  legialalioQ?  It 
is  oAcn  a.  taalUs  of  complaint  that  wo  malce  too  many  laws,  and  inter- 
fere in  too  many  things  that  should  be  lefl  to  reeulate  themfetvea,  or  be 
eontndlvd  by  public  opinion.  The  charge  is,  perhaps,  a  just  one,  and  we 
.orv  no  advocates  fur  striving  to  make  people  virtuous  Ly  Act  of  Parlia- 
mnil.  But  surely  it  is  the  duly  of  every  wise  and  great  nation  to  pre- 
vent public  immorality,  and  to  remove  public  temptatiuni  to  crime  or 
TiGc.  tf  this  [k;  ho,  wc  uiihiwitnliiigly  point  to  the  places  we  liavo 
described  as  calling  loudly  for  the  legislator's  notice.  The  difficulties  of 
npltmDg  them  fully,  ctieclually,  and  parmanently,  are  not  great.  We 
would  undertake  to  draw  un  Act  of  I\uliaiticnt  that  would  accomplish 
the  ol>ject  within  ttie  limits  of  the  alieet  of  paper  on  which  we  write. 
Tlial  It  will  be  done  sooner  or  later  we  doubt  not,  but  we  advocato  all, 
■pc«d  in  Uio  mutter.  The  brothel  and  the  gambling  house  are  doomed*] 
In  the  name  of  decency  and  virtue,  let  the  "  betting  ofUce  "  fbllow.

It  iit  true,  thuv  nrw 
repairing  foriiric»iiuii3  eve'rywht'rei  and  "iiuiiruiiug"  rrcrvtliiiitt  which 
can  be  used  in  etl^Uvin|;  the  people.  It  ia  also  Iruo,  that  tlicy  are  con- 
*triiciiug  a  highway  from  Sxolnolt  to  Orosiwnnlttin  and  KUuBcnhiir^, 
and  are  working  on  the  railroad  to  fizcgcdin.  The  fin>t  inu  of  these 
towQf  are,  however,  the  cenlrnl  military  siaiioiit  of  the  Austriun  array 
iu  llungory,  and  Stcgcdiu  1*  filled  with  tliv  moat  indoprndrnt  "  !n»ur- 
rcclionary  '  {lopulatioa  of  the  country.

The  ne^l'^ct  in  former  linrnrt  of  tlicve  mrans  of  communication  no 
doubt  hnii  been  of  infinite  evil  to  the  land.  From  thi«dt feet,  llnngarj, 
n  laud  rich  enough  in  grain  to  supply  all  [Europe,  wiih  all  the  \tviil  pro- 
ducts of  B  Innperate  cliniale,  with  cuunllcsa  henls  of  cititlc,  with  winea 
superior  in  purity  and  flavonr  even  to  thoie  of  Spain  and  France,  with 
valuable  mines,  and  aborv  nil,  a  vigorous,  induBtnous  |)opuUiiioo,  has 
never  yet  had  a  forcifrn  trade  uf  any  iniporttince  whatever.  Her  bar* 
hour*  ou  the  Adriatic  are  shut  off  from  the  interior,  her  vatley*  in  the 
north  are  separated  from  the  oipilal.  Tho  overflowing  harvests  of  the 
central  plains  will  scarcely  pay  the  freight  to  the  bnrderR. 

guch  waa  the  difficulty  or  communication  and  the  little  enterprise  in 
coniequencs  a  few  years  ago,  that  it  proved  cheaper,  wlicn  iho  suspen- 
■ion  brid^re  at  Peath  waa  bulli.  to  bring  the  iron  from  England  and 
carry  it  overland  to  the  city,  than  to  obtain  it  from  the  iron  tninet  of 
North  Hitttf^ry,  though  ihi'SL'  funiiih  the  but  iron  iu  Buropc. 

Tht>  whole  tnlue  of  the  cxporis  of  Hungary,  of  overy  article,  raw  and 
miitiuractured,  !u  1X4.^.  did  not  amount  to  9,000,000/.  and  in  1847  did 
not  probobly  escced  <),,!liiO.OOO/. 

Tbv  fault  of  this  nioit  injniious  neglect  teetni  to  He  on  aeie^al  sides ; 
but,  6rat  aud  furemofit,  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Austrian  Government.

Still  no 
lun  («n  Rvold  eonfoning,  that  siicb  an  inequality  as  tho  above, 
hare  iU  natural  ill  efleels  on  ihe  counirj. 

Tlie  ciHiniry  Ihrougli  which  the  railroad  poMca  from  Peath  to  SsoIbi 
is  rvntarkably  ploasant ;  mtioh  more  divcr«fied  than  the  land  eaat  oft! 
Tlieissv  and  witli  fine  grovc«,  tcldom  to  be  seen  on  the  other  side 
Sxoliiok.  Evorywb'crv,  as  far  aa  the  eye  could  reach,  it  waa  gmn 
rioli  Gelds  of  whMt,  or  with  long  rows  of  lines,  giiing  tho  imp 
which  «vcn  the  peasants  alvnyn  teem  to  feel  nith  pri<3«  abooi 
Fnibcrtand,  tliot  it  ie  a  rich  mid  fruiirul  cvuutry  with  abuadancc 
and  wine. 

Siolnok  itxtlf  !*  a  grnuioe  Hungarian  rillage,  fonuing  a  atoi 
coutnut  to  llie  modern  Eurnpesn  Pvstb.     It  always  has  seemed  to 
in  walking  through  Hungarian  villages,  as  if  one  eould  aeo  m  tb 
in  a  thuuvand  other   ihing*   in   tho  land,  the  signs  of  lh«ir 
nomadic  origin.     Tlio  houses  MH-iued  placed  cxsclly  as  a  com, 
linns  or  Tartan  night  have  pttch<-d  their  tents  ;  ench  ho>u)«,'  in'ti 
most  populous  village,  scpnrnte,  with  its  yard  snd  trees  about  il, 
bvorlng  no  particular  relntiun  io  iun  position  to  anv  other  bouse. 
atreeU  eonsvquently  wind  about  in  the  mo«  entangling  manner. 

Evcr^-  bous^  too,  is  not  inuch  higher  than  a  test,  uevirr  morv 
one  story,  ihougb  of  course  much  longer  than  our  rustic  dweUinp. 
giro  room  for  the  intnsles.     Tbe  consequence  is,  that  their  vi 
occupy  an  ur««i  about  four  times  the  extent  which  our  own  d' 
thr  same  poimlation.     The  town  of  Di-breciin  with  iSMO  iiiha 
and  much  more  eily-like  than  most  of  tli«  intrrior  town*,  it 
•round  over  a  »pac«  of  ground  greater  than  thai  of  Boston. 
Uiiilvd  Suus,  with  its   19C,000  iohabitaots.     In  u  Hungarian 


th«re  is  no  grm  or  shrubbery-  in  the  streets,  and  the  spectacle,  wlivr- 
erer  a  broad  street  occiin,  ■■  «r  s  wi(l«  tract  of  baru  grniiiid,  with  hitth 
wicker' K or  k  l'i>nL-eti  on  each  ■iilc,  bi-liind  which  tr*  a  row  of  low,  white, 
Deatl]r>kr|it  houtci,  vitb  their  uccn  and  Bhni1>bery  around  tbem*  In 
wet  ffMtbiT,  the  viitin  h  vnricd,  by  ihv  itraets  fonuing  OM  inunam 
mud-bole,  from  one  eud  to  ihe  other.

I  have  juRl  hwn  walkinj;  about  ihroug))  xh^na  (tnLnngllng  utrcet*,  or 
raihcr  irack»,  uniung  ih«^  hvusi-i.  'The  fences  all  alutifi;  we  eiibir  uo*en 
Kigi^iWr  with  rwdi  froni  the  Theisa.  or  are  made  by  merely  juiaing 
thesi*  ni-d*  togr^lhrr.  Occnftionnlly  ihfy  atv  mud<wal|j(,  paiutcJ  white, 
likf>  the  feuceit  in  Ireland.  Bverylbiug  ahcxaa  the  ^r«at  want  of  wood 
and  atone  luider  which  th«  countr}'  luETen.  The  hotiM'S  are  built  of 
Mock*  of  mud,  nnd  ptasl«rc<l  and  whitcwjuked.  There  it  nul  a  atoue 
l>ulidin|f,  and  tcarcoty  a  wooden  liuitdin;^  or  fence  in  the  whole  vilU^o. 
Thi!  Rtreeta  on  the  «ha1«s  have  a  bare  .ippunrancu,  hut  theacaciat  evi^ry- 
vliere  bvhind  the  hciign  gire  a  pltMtuiil,  rural  lupL-ct  to  tlie  huusen,  and 
fill  Ihe  air  now  with  frograDce,  The  uppvurunce  of  Ihe  villaj^o  it  dis- 
appoi tiling.  The  houtea  are  neal  enougii,  bin  nothing  (eems  comfort* 
ahlc  or  taxlcfu).  It  i»  a,  viUogv  of  Bauer  (pcaiuiulii),  nnd  1  was  quite 
curiou  to  sec  bow  their  heutca  would  Ajfpear  cxicraally.  However  I 
mmf  have  Wi'ti  diMippoinioiI  about  tlw  look*  of  tbc  dwelUngi,  1  have 
nut  been  at  all  iu  tbuB<'  uf  the  iD^n.  It  is  my  first  si)jht  of  the  Nun- 
garian  Bauer,  and  I  ahould  say,  lliat  if  all  this  "  cpprcHcd  race  "  look 
like  thit  niuii  bttre,  they  luve  thrivi*ii  very  well  uuihw  ibnir  »lii»ery. 

It  letnns  lo  be  some  aort  of  &  ui»rket'day.  aud  greMl  uuiiibern  of  them 
ore  euthcrcd  in  the  aquare  before  my  lodgings.  Each  man  wean  b 
broHd-briinni4-d  blaek  hal,  and  a  ahccp-akiu  with  the  wuul  outaide,  which 
Iji!  fulils  around  htm  suintmrimt  an  tho  old  Uomans  did  their  toga. 
There  ia  scarc«ly  one  amonK  them  who  i>  not  bIa  fccc  high ;  and  all 
with  wc  It-pro  pi  >rtion4>d,  niui^i-ulur  frninea,  aa  far  oi  one  can  judge  under 
tholr  nheep-skiuii.  They  stride  by.  as  erect  and  alately  aa  one  cwd 
imagine  the  old  Indian  chiefs  lo  have  done  in  the  ilays  uf  their  power. 
Thero  i«  aomcihtng  almost  Iiidinii-likc  in  their  appearance — I  heir  long, 
lank,  black  hair,  their  swarthy  complesioD  and  this  faces,  with  their 
powerful  bodies.  Some  wear  Unnnl  akinai  i-nbrniiii-nnl  vi!r]  much  like 
the  Indian  robe?.  In  fact,  1  hare  not  icen  a  liner  looking  att  of  men  in 
I''uru|ie  tliau  these  p«aa«iita  gathered  out  in  tho  market-place  here. 
Erf  ry  man  aeenia  a  toldier. 

']1ic  women  ore  brown  and  healthy-looking,  bat  abort,  and  by  do 
oibatis  so  handsome  as  the  men.  They  oil  wear  little  jackets  of  tanned 
leather  (the  kbdmUQ}),  prettily  cmbraidernl,  und  ahort  drcaars,  with 
high  boota  of  red  leather  under  them,  making  altogether  ralher  on 
original  ^pearance,  according  to  our  ideox  of  female  app&ml.  Thciy 
are  engageii  in  doing  all  the  ittarket  buiiiivs*,  and  are  cbolTuriiig  nioit 
busily — Ihe  men  looking  oii  in  a  dignified  way,  or  lying,  like  Oriratala, 
dreaming  and  enjoying  the  warm  aprine  suu-Ught.  Occasionally  a 
village  squire  comes  by,  and  they  all  luucli  tlieir  halu  to  hiai,  though  by 
DO  Ricani  in  a  slavish  moaner.  They  look  and  act  like  aa  i&dependetit. 
sturdy  »et  of  men. 

B«aid8B  ilt  tDtsreal  as  a  specimen  of  the  Uungoiion  tilLigni,  SxolrKjk 
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ia  also  worth  riciling  for  iu  rmnmiiicenc^s  connected  with  tfa«  1m  axK 
It  inaj  be  remembered  Ihat  iii  tlie  uinter  or  )SiS-41l.  ihv  Hungaiiu 
army  hkd  withdmwn  itwir  to  tlie  cenirnl  plain*  behind  ihe  Tltni^ 
making  tbnt  river  ihe  cover  of  tbe  front  of  their  position.  Of 
all  the  brkl|re*  or  fordt  were  of  grtai  impornnce.  Of  tlic  four 
for  four  hundred  miles,  ono  is  nt  Sxnoliiok,  and  At  ihin  point  «r«r*  ' 
of  the  )iari]i:9t  coateded  battles.  Tbe  plan  of  ihe  nttnck  in  the  wft 
of  1849,  ssid  to  have  been  dravn  by  Vcltrr  and  Ut.-n)liir)?<ki.  wui  n€j 
«kilful  iitdofd.  The  tnmD  principle  of  it  «»,  to  neglect  iho  eaiiiial,  at 
of  no  imparlance  in  a  nraleijical  point  of  viim,  and  to  coooentr^aie  ibor 
forcea  at  tlie  angle  of  Ihe  Dauube  ne«r  Wsitea,  and  ihui  cut  off  tht 
AuMrian  line  of  commuuicalion,  and  relievo  Kotnorn.  To  offoct  lfai»,  a 
feieaed  attack  had  to  be  made  near  P^olh,  in  order  to  concentrale  Uk 
raain  body  of  the  Aiislnnns  there,  mid  call  off  their  attention  from  tbt 
attack  above.  TIk  Hungarian!  fought  at  much  advantsfte,  acting  fn 
a  centre  —  ■  thp  Hungarian  plain"  —  on  n  wide  line  of  eiKMnies  ar 
litem.  The  urhoV*  proved  even  more  suocesiful  iban  was  aiitiri(i 
The  fi-i^ned  attack  toward  Pestli,  made  at  firal  lu  Ssolnok,  drtive 
rnmij-  buck  with  immenae  ilaughtcr  —  the  Hungariu  General  tiai 
croMed  the  rirer  in  tbe  miita  below,  and  fallSnic  on  the  Aimtriaa 
on  its  ilank  ;  and  finally,  from  all  the  neighbour  hood,  the  enemy 'k  fo^ 
were  driven  back  into  Pc»tb,  where  Prince  Windischgriits  look 
stand,  paiienti}'  awaiting  a  combined  utl.ick  from  the  whole  Hunj 
army.  He  was  only  undeceived  by  hearing  of  Goegeir'a  vicLonoua 
greM  Du  tbe  line  of  hit  communication  northward  ;  and  the  only  itcp 
left  for  him,  wai  to  Gv,ir.irnle  IVilh  a<  rapidly  as  puuible.  Wo  all  knoK 
the  rcFult — that  the  Imperial  forces  were  utterly  beaten  out  of  tlungarri 
and  thnli  if  Cvrgey  bad  followed  them  up,  at  Iw  ought  to  have  dona^ 
Ihey  voiild  have  been  annihilated,  and  Vienna  Itself  jirutuihly  taken. 
Hctidua  thi*  battle  at  Rx«Inok  in  March,  there  «as  another  previoualy, 
wherein  Fercxel,  by  a  aituilar  manojuvre  of  crotviug  the  ThcibS  on  t&e 
ice,  had  utterly  defeated  a  lirge  corps  of  .Aiiatriaoa  pmted  noar  tlM 
bridge.  The  town  ii  said  to  liave  suffered  much  in  the**  holly-conieAted 
Struggles.  It  mtift  ha\e  been  speedily  repaired,  boKevcr,  for  I  coold 
see  Very  few  marks  nf  injury  to  the  houses. 


After  a  short  time  spent  in  Szolnok,  I  started  in  a  ntat  little  alerat^ 
boat  np  the  Theirs.  Ihese  steamers,  ai  well  as  those  on  tbe  Danttbe, 
beloog  to  the  Company  of  thp  "  Aui^triso  l.Ioyd,"  and  havo  only  been 
running  a  few  years.  It  is  said,  however,  thai  the  Government  arc  jtut 
on  the  point  of  taking  them  forcibly  into  their  own  haoda,  not  v.-iahing 
to  have  thn  interior  cnminun! cations  of  Hungary  in  Ihe  power  of  any 
ono  <>>CGtit  .Austrian  olfloers. 

The  Tliuiss  it  the  peculiar,  almost  aaered,  rirer  of  the  nailocu  It 
niriches  In  part  the  land  of  ibe  original,  genuine  Hungarians.  The 
people  on  the  Eastern  side  of  it.  on  those  nide  plains,  are  the  itrengtb, 
Iho  sinew  of  the  country.  It  U  from  among  them  that  the  best  of  Hun- 
gary have  come— her  statesmen  ami  orators  and  soldiers.  It  was  from 
Ihe  indomiublc  pcjiianiry  of  this  district,  that  the  Austrian  and  Ituasiaa 
armici  met  with  the  stoutest  reiitUnce.  Within  Ibeie  plains,  an  I  hatw 
•aid.  all  the  wide-spread  forces  of  the  Hungarians  withdrew  thmnselTea, 
to  fijrbi  from  ibem  w  a  centre,  against  the  «4st  circle  of  the  rDetny. 

The  Theism,  nilh  its  immense  swamps,  bnides  guarding  aa  ii  ~ 
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th!«  oouulry,  is  exceedlDglj'  importaiit  for  tts  Indc.  The  wooJ  and 
■totiB  frgm  the  mQunUifls  on  the  norili  can  be  brought  linwn  to  ilia 
•toppvs  sotichfrly.  ilettilui*  of  ihom.  Tito  rich  wtnc(i  of  Tokay  and 
ihv  hills  uruuiid  cau  tie  hlitpprd  to  Ktultiok,  and  so,  without  difficulty, 
to  I'csth  and  GcrnianT.  Uu  tho  >nulh,  too,  ihnt  ffardt'D  of  I) iinf^ar]', 
thi'  Hnfinl,  cnii  tniiiiiinit  ilx  grntii  &iid  fruilH  lo  Sicgrilin,  and  ibm  tipwnTd 
hy  lliU  rivi-r  lo  lh«  Daiitibe  and  tW  rapitul.  It  is  the  cliiuiiicl.  ind(M.-il, 
'for  the  itnnirnfc  produce  of  Central  lluii^'ary,  in  whcjit  aad  Indian  com 
■lid  wine,  to  find  in  way  oiil.  Tbi-  (tn-Ht  dilfH-iiIty  is  in  llio  nnturti  of 
the  rirer  ilaelf.  The  lutloxing  extract  frota  my  Dotea,  will  «how  aocne- 
thioff  of  this: — 

"Wc  are  working'  our  way  up  the  Thoin*,  lod  dcapilc  ihn  engine 
being  somewhat  powerful,  it  ia  vi>ry  slow  work.  Th*  current  is  exoe^d- 
iufrly  rapid)  and  for  windings  and  turns  anil  crooked  cliaimul*,  I  du  not 
think  any  river  ever  equalled  the  Theiss.  It  ia  said  there  is  one  spot 
whrro  the  distance  1im  been  mrntorrd,  and  found  tn  be  MTcmty  milrs 
by  Iniid,  iind  mnro  lli.-ui  two  hiintlrrd  hy  waUT  !  Wu  find  onrsvI>'«i) 
oct^Ofiional ly  with  lh«  bowE  pointed  directly  to  the  oppaiile  point  of  the 
cornpnxs  Irniu  wlint  they  vnrv  ten  minulp*  before. 

"  The  stream  is  rspot^ed  lo  grtat  tloudti,  and,  with  tli«  low  banks,  the 
waters  are  frequently  five  milM  frotn  one  side  tn  the  other.  Tlio  xprin^ 
floodt  arc  liarilly  over  now,  and  wt  piu.vd  thrtKij^b  wide  track*  of  water, 
where  it  u  as  very  difficult  to  lind  the  ehannel.  Add  to  this,  that  it 
becnmes  vorv  dry  in  lumtnttr,  and  somn  \Aki  nny  btf  foTn>rd  how  mnny 
hindrances  tnere  arc  to  its  navi|^ation.  We  pajMed,  iii  one  place,  through 
■  caiul  made  bi-lwetu  iwo  bends  of  lli«  MrcRin,  which  saved  a  long  dis- 
taDc«.  Thenn  canal*  occur  Ti-rj-  ofien  on  the  Thciss,  and  aro  mido 
aimply  by  difrgiof^  a  little  opening  at  one  of  ihe  funis  of  ihc  stream,  then 
by  ioofeiilnf;  the  ground  here  and  there  on  the  line  of  ifae  canal ;  Id 
•pring,  when  the  ice  etttat*  down  in  the  floodB,  the  current  op^nit  the 
caual  at  oace^  Very  much  has  been  done  by  the  (Iua|priaa  Govern- 
rnent  and  by  individuals  for  the  regulating  the  Theiss,  and  for  dralniii); 
the  imiiMnac  marthe*  on  it*  banks.  Soro«  of  the  nio«t  vnlunhle  elates 
in  lliiogarj'  have  been  recovered  in  this  way  from  the  swaiojis.  Still 
enou(;b  is  Ivfl  to  be  doiic." 

Oa  the  TbciiB,  AprI],  lOdl. 
Our  journey  up  the  Tlieiu  continued  through  ncitly  the  aame 
Bceotry  a*  that  near  Siolnok.  Banks  filled  «ilh  willow  bu>h«s,  faat 
8w.Tinpi  filli'd  wilh  flocks  of  walcr-fiiwl,  and  the  peculiar  pmirica,  or 
FufBiax  of  C«niral  Hungary,  strelchiug  as  far  aa  the  eye  could  reach, 
were  the  only  objects  to  vary  lh«  view.  Occasionally,  immenM 
herds  of  hones  or  of  while  cattle  could  be  Msm  on  the  bank*, 
or  the  tow  while  houses  of  a  IIun([annn  village;  hut,  throughout, 
the  whole  left  an  impression  of  solitude,  of  monolony,  thotifh  of 
ll^raodcur  also,  upon  the  mind.  Ijred,  at  k-tiglh,  of  a  ici-nc  so  unvary- 
ing and  almost  desolate,  [  went  forward  to  see  what  compiuiy  we  had 
oil  the  foro-drek.  There  were  a  few  coitmon  Auiilrinn  voldicrs,  and 
wvcral  peasaniB  stretched  out  asleep  on  the  deck  in  their  shrcp-skins, 
and  one  or  two  standing  about.  As  I  was  watching  Uieiii— their 
broDsed,  strongly-marked  faces,  and  long  black  hair  Blreamiug  over  the 
flooring  On  they  slept — a  full  friendly  voice  nnr  me,  asked  "  Where  I 
thooght  the  poor  cr«aturtiB  were  going!'"     I  turned  rmind  and  law  a

I 
askriL  liini  nuou  vrlunlicr  llie  Tlauer  (pe&saiib)  io  tliai  part  of  Huiigaryi 
w«re  at  all  prtss«d  Ut  gH  alonj;  comfonably. 

"  Ko,"  nnid  he,  ''  th(->  Iliiiigirian  proisnts  eferywbore  Uvo  wvlL 
They  work  hard,  but  they  g:et  the  beat  price  for  iheir  work.  Tbi-n 
their  waula  are  vtry  few  indMd." 

1  itujuiroH  bow  the  froRdom  from  the  Robot  bail  worked  there.  Tk« 
Koboi,  by  the  way,  is  the  old  feudal  eiactioD  on  the  pca3aDt»,  by  wbicb 
they  iBuai  work  a  ^(lnAill  number  of  dayi  for  tbdr  maeters  in  retura 
&r  ocGupriag  hta  l«ii<l — oftv  at  the  greateftt  bunlena  and  gricraooaa  of 
the  old  Conttitulion  of  llunffsry. 

In  reply,  he  a««urMl  no  that  tlw  6r«(  efli»ct  now  woa  vary  bad  for  tl«ft 
ina*turs    or  the  laod^owntn.     "The  peouiitti   vtll  not   work  at    all) 
except  for  thcmarWi-s.     The  Robot  they  looked  on  as  en  old  dutv  laid 
by  the  gi'irernnifTnt  on  them,  and  tbev  woul^!  work   fntthfoUy  uniW  it. 
It  wo»  aoinetJilog:  ptiblic— cstabliabed  by  the  laws,     But  now,  to  work 
for   wagea— and  when  Kossuth    had   mode   them   independntl   lanA* 
holder* — how  could  tbiry  ?

Here  I  hare  nif  little  farm,  I  can  ratao  whasl , 
enouti;Ii  for  winter,  and  viae  more  than    1  can  poatibly  use.  and  I  hlff* 
hogs  enough  for  all  ihn  ipock  (pork-fol)  I  shall  want  during  the  year  r^ 
wlttt  ia  tbe  need  of  working  ? ' 

"  The  fnot  it,  they  want  very  little,  tlieae  peaaanti.  Their  iheep* 
•kin,  which  i*  their  only  cluak  or  coat,  will  but  tbctn  summer  and 
winter,  ei];bt  or  ten  yewrs.  Give  them  their  pork-fat,  aud  brmsd,  and 
wine,  and  tobacco,  which  they  tfaeniHelvM  grow,  and  they  will  ask  for 
nothinfT  cIm-'.  I'erbapi,  after  a  wlule,  wlusn  tbcy  find  iKpy  can  get 
more,  tltcy  will  begin  to  want  more;  but  now  it  ia  not  ho," 

I  had  sitmibltHl  on  a  very  int*lliB»nt  taaa.    It  speared  that  my  eoai- 
pnniuu  «a*  a  umall  farmer  from  Uie  netghbourbood  of  Siolnok ;  ani^ 
in  the  course  of  the  conrenaiion,  I  in((uir«d  wlut  woa  the  (eoUi^  of  i 
tlui  Biitier,  in  (hat  section,  tuwunl  KoKsmb.  ' 

Hv  uii!  ihat  ti  «aa  impo«t>ibIe  to  iiiii(,Mtie  the  de*o(ian— tbo  love  of 
the  people  to  liiiu  ;  ia  bis  exile  and  disgrace  they  rommnber  biia  with 
prayers  and  team.  The  poor  creaiuros,  >>o«o  of  tkam,  think  be  ' 
uispired  frooi  Ilcavon,  and  ihoy  latk  of  him  as  If  be  was  tkeit  propbet|> 
when  they  luevt ;  aud  tliL-y  Iwlieic  be  b  coming  witb  tbe  anriog  uodtw  \ 
the  oartb  to  fre«' the  laud  I  They  pray  for  him  in  tbair  nnuaea,  aod 
tfaoogh  hi*  picture  is  forbidden,  moat  of  them  hare  it  euuceaUil.  ■•  Ha 
b  aluio.1t  wunbippcd" 

1  bad  not  at  all  Pipeclvd  to  find  Koasuth'a  name  so  loved  anong  ike 
peasantry,  and  exprwsMd  my  astooishtiicnt. 

The  paiefonate  alUcbmaat,  he  eaid,  oroae  partly  from  the  wonderfid 
eloquence  of  tho  man :  "  and  then,"  said  be. "  erery  p«asant  remembers 
what  KuMuih'a  govummont  gave  tbnm.  Under  that,  fur  ibi^  fint  tine, 
iIm  Bauer  could  cbooae  their  own  mlera.     They  had  eleciiooa  for  their  i 
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JuAget  ond  Bur^rmH-ittor.  Thfry  «ouM  voU  ft>r  ilioir  LtpprMenlstives 
to  Parlinini.'ul.  To  bu  *are,  lorae  of  them  had  Iia<1  (liew  ngUu  brforo;

Then,  und^'r  KoMuth,  lh(>y  Itog'An  for  th«  fir«t 
time  ui  he  itide|)eiident.  fruu  laud- hoi di-rit,  Tlu'j-  kuew  how  long  ha 
and  bia  pftrty  had  been  sInvJDK  co  luakt!  mcD  of  Lbvni.  and  when  nt  lenplh 
hft  inettMlcd,  of  roimtt  tht^y  vit-rtr  gTuXefu\.  Rut  il  wan  Ko«»ulh'ii  Hym- 
polbv  with  th«iii — KMiuth's  cIo([ueiicc,  lu  be  ipok«  of  fri-edotn  oud  lh« 
wruiiif*  uf  Hutigsry — «hiti)i  helpird  fttl  ihio  influmc«." 

"  But  whr>"  Mid  I,  "  da  they  not  aacrihe  lomethin^  of  their  prosMit 
Avodoni  lo  tho  Auiinon  Govpi-niiiipnt  ?  You  know  the  Emperor  al<o 
decr*>«d,  in  th«  counf  of  lh«  w«r,  tlie  nuinunilitsioa  of  the  wrft." 

"  Vvthup*,''  he  rtrplit-d,  "  the  (ioveroiutMit  offioers  might  have  mode 
them  hchoTc  lh«t,  if  ihry  hud  born  shrewd  enough.  Itiit  thry  havci 
Ukon  uway  dvttrylUin^  which  the  Bauer  had  uodrr  the  Hua|{ari«n 
Ministry.  Initead  of  bdiifc  allowed  lo  ele«l  ibeir  own  iDaf>i»tr&tes,  the 
pottioBt  towo-clcrk  is  appoinlvd  by  tb«  Austriiui  Military  Board.  All 
Uw  chief  ofKcnr*  of  a  town  ara  tnllwr  forvigneri,  »r  ap})tuated  from 
men  whom  ihry  de>pis«.  Thi-y  kftvu  iio  voice  or  hand  in  the  mallt-r. 
Tho  tax««,  loo,  urv  hraiMir  aod  more  vcxntioue  than  ov«d  iho  old  Kobut 
was.  Thra.  tlierc  are  a  thuiuand  liiilo  anuiiyancei,  which  remiDd  Ibem 
coulinually  that  they  are  doI  at  all  under  a  goveromeDt  which  would 
BuOw  then  (nvt.  i'bvv  cuiiiot  atioot  evvu  a  crow  without  au  '  order ' 
fnm  Govennnent.  Ttiey  muit  hav«  a  jiatMe  to  go  to  the  next  villa|re: 
soldiers  are  all  the  time  watching  them,  or  interrupting  them.  F.vory 
Iluii)ruriAii  too,"  Mid  he,  "  lia^  from  (im«  iiniueiuoriBl  had  the  pririltf^u 
of  gnimbliny,  to  any  extent  be  deured.  Now,  at  a  word  asaintt  tha 
Govprnmcint,  he  has  tho  gens-d'arnxn  after  him.  Th«  truth  is,  the 
Austliau  GovcrUBieut  tuu  ^-aiovd  authiiiK  untott^r  tliu  pea»autry,  h 
mi^ht,  perhaps,  have  won  theiu — but  it  hat  1o«t  them  oow  utterly.' 

Ilf  had  spokmi  thaw  far,  with  ao  much  moderation,  and  in  such  good 
Gcrauiii  llist  1  liod  nearly  concluded  be  must  be  one  of  ihe  German 
Anners,  who  I  knew  wirrf  setlM  nvar  Saolnok,  though  there  wu«  n 
rirhnrs*  of  lone  and  a,  kind  of  natural  cloqui-Dce  in  his  voice,  siidi  a» 
one  acldom  hoarnGxcopt  from  tlungariana.  I  uked  hitu,  accordiiiglj* 
"  if  li«  wero  a  Gonrian  I"     He  starlod  hack,  almost  as  if  insulted. 

"  No,  I  am  a  Huoganan—  lluugarian.  body  aad  soul!  .-\ud  all  th* 
more,  now  that  my  cguntry  is  iu  ils  tioii:  of  miifortunc  I" 

1  iucjuircd  what  the  seotiment  of  the  country  won,  Kince  the  R<!voIu- 
tion,  under  the  new  Govemmont  ? 

"  Sir,"  aaid  he,  **  we  have  loit  oil— our  Constitulioa  is  gaae — tho 
rights  of  eif^ht  huodred  years  aro  swept  away  at  once.  We  ara 
BOW  slavea,  and  nothing  vise.  Spies  watch  \a  ercrywhere.  We  cannot 
Bpoak  or  act.  or  tliink  frvu ;  aud  no  tuan  is  safe.  The  vmiHarica  of  tho 
UoTerBnuHot  aro  everywhere  I " 

"  But  how  do  yon  darv,"  said  I,  "to  talk  in  thia  way  to  a  stranger? 
There  may  be  spin  about  uh — ur  I  myaelf  may  be  a  German  spy." 

"  We  cannot  help  it,"  Baid  he,  "  we  HunganauB  have  always  Ulksd 
at  w«  wished. — Wir  sind  no  gcwohnt  1  We  nrr  ufcd  to  it  If  we  wero 
to  f^  lo  the  ^lowt  to-morrow,  we  should  atill  talk.  It  is  our  nature. 
Thcv  may  eruab  u>,  oa  they  can,  but  we  must  hare  the  liberty  of 
>p«ihl" 

1  had  observedt  before  this,  on  board  the  atcMnerp  a  great  quantity 
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of  fanuing:  mschioct — ^no«  mod^l  plftu^hi,  thresh iDif-machiiiM,  lh« 
Inle«i  invention*  for  aowing  and  harrowing,  &c.,  aod  I  •iki-il  wheiiof 
they  wern  in  ^ncral  oie  in  the  land.  He  assured  me  ihcy  were,  »i»J 
specially  «ine*  the  RcvoldlioD.  The  gentry  found  it  so  difficult  la 
hire  UbouriTrx  thai  thoy  were  e*erywlio«  inlradtioiBf  tnachmo  work. 

Afl«r  some  further  very  plcasaiU  conriTMtion  with  my  follow-ira- 
vcllcr,  who  wn«  n  r^mnrkahly  inlL-Ui|j;«nt  npfrcimen  of  tb«  Huncxriao 
fam)er«,  I  wtiii  al\  to  ilic  utirupou]^  on  the  othor  dock.  I  noted  down, 
U  the  time,  tli&i  tho  most  picgant  part  of  i\w  iiiwscnsen  oq  the  bou 
did  not  by  any  mooiui  l><-i.t  ri>nrcBi»it  Hunft^rr.  If  thp4<>  WM«  tli* 
oiamptcs  of  the  gCDtleiUGii  of  Hungary,  I  wa«  very  much  diiappabited. 
They  looked  much  more  liko  tlie  "  fait  mmi '  or  the  dxndies  one  net 
in  Broadway  nnd  Hydi-  Park,  than  the  manly,  inlelli|l^t  genllein«a  I 
had  expected  to  nipot.  1  afterward  Iramrd  that  ihrne  roen,  tltaagli 
bi'longiitK  to  the  highest  nubiliiy  of  Hiiii^ry,  wen*  nearly  all  of  thai 
party  of  the  inagnatu*  who  bate  aUays  done  leau  credit  to  their  coon- 
Iry.  Men  of  immenfe  woalih,  but  deapUing  their  people,  and  ■(|ttan- 
dering  their  rortiiii»K  at  the  Court  of  Vlennii,  or  in  Paria.  They  look 
no  part  in  the  Kevolutioo,  aud  never  cared  anything  for  flungkir, 
sscept  for  the  rcnta  tbc>y  could  nqiiccxc  from  their  tenant*,  and  the  ■tod* 
Ihev  could  colter.t  on  their  e«tale*.  They  have  before  Ihii  been  latiafird 
Hith  the  imtles  of  the  Court,  but  non,  when  everything  Hungarian 
iDceti  with  "  the  cotd  shoulder"  at  Vit-nna,  they  hate  come  back  t« 
Hung'ary  quite  aa  diocoiiieoied  a«  the  real  of  thetr  countrymea.  k  ia 
•och  privileged  drones  as  these  that  are  alway*  the  vHgbt  iipoii  any 
ouunlry.  They  tncvt  with  lilttv  reopvci  in  Hungary:  aod,  m» 
with  all  their  Health,  huve  ii  very  »%bt  influence  over  the  peopla. 

It  happened  that  wi-  did  not  reach  the  landing-place  where  I  waa  to 
irtup,  till  about  iniJnighL  Al>vr  »tvppiDg  ashore  I  found  there  wu  ne 
inn,  and  found  myfeeif  in  a  somcnhat  uopleaaant  predicament,  when 
lurrkily  I  met  with  onaof  the  gvatlemen  to  whom  I  had  letter*.  A* 
Mon  at  he  heard  who  I  wu,  be  tu«iled  ma  ioinicdiately  to  liia  boDta. 
"  No  Hungnrian,"  laid  he,  "  ever  allows  hiii  guest  to  go  to  an  ion :  and. 
besides,  there  ia  no  inn  here  for  *e*l^ral  mile*."  Arcordinglv,  I  was 
HOOD  caiabtishtid  In  one  of  the  long;,  Hpociuua  runms  of  a  gi-niiinr  Hna- 
gariau  eoucitry-]ioute,  discussing  a  hearty  lunch,  and  not  long  sfierwatdi 
alunibering  away  soundly  the  faligne*  of  ll>v  day. 


Afwil,  1851. 
We  bare  been  walking  througii  every  part  of  tbc  village,  and 
oilliitg  on  many  people,  and  examining  farnii  and  fanniDg.  aliogethar 
in  a  very  iiiti-refling  %ay.  The  village  is  even  tooro  completely  lik> 
a  oollection  of  tents  pitched  at  random,  here  and  thero,  than  Szolaok. 
The  atreela  form  almost  a  labyrinth  of  tracks.  Kvery  faoua«  »  of 
one  story,  whitewashed,  and  with  a  little  pl.tua  apfarld  by  short, 
thick  column*.  The  roof*  arc  all  ibaiched  with  a  covering  norty  a 
foot  and  a  half  thick,  lyoni  tho  reed*  of  tho  Theisa.  Throe  rwdt 
(rilbre)  are  in  niiiveraal  uae  here  lur  hedges,  boskets,  wicker-work  In  the 
wjigooi,  matting)  Ac  There  i*  acarccty  any  stooc  or  wood  u«ed  in  the 
villagp.  and  the  fencn  are  of  these  reeda,  or  occasionally  uf  willow 
Iwigss  pUited  together.  The  bausc-s  a«  in  Szuliiok.  arc  buili  of  sqnarc 
blocks  of   niud.     Before  every  bouuc  ii  a  long-bodied,  ihoggy  ahllc 
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iog,  wiih  >  snull  poinicHi  IimiiI,  very  inucli  rcKoniblliig  on  ilie  «rho)4>,  a 
wliitrbcnr.  A  pmiliiirly  unplennant  animal  he  ii  loo,  to  a  travrllf r, 
Kiltiout  A  walkiuK-slick,  ti  he  hss  a  way  of  iltving  rigtil  uut  at  ao«'a 
lo^,  wiihtiQt  crrrmoDv  or  wnrtiiug'.  It  w  a  l)rt«i)  peculiar  to  tbe 
cciiiniry,  I  ntn  hag>(i>'  to  fay. 

It  t»  pvideiit  1  an)  letting  among  liie  ^iiuine  Hungnnnn  popuUlioii ; 
atid  «  very  difiVrciil  pvopln  iliny  are  from  any  I  have  crer  •ncn.  ^^'c 
ahould  iiiit  call  them  very  highly  cultivated,  but  one  sevt  at  once  there 
ih  a  rvinarkabty  quick,  |iraoticiil  ii)k>lh»«iicp  lu  llirm,  which  pn>iiiis«4  ai 
miicb  Tor  thn  tiAtion  a>  u  tnorv  i-labordtc  education.  Tbcv  come  before 
you  al  uncc  as  a  "  peofile  of  nslure" — as  men  bred  up  in  t  generous, 
«ii;orouB,  natural  life,  without  l))e  tricks  of  dvtllxatioti,  but  wiili  a 
oourtciyi  a  digiiiiyi  nod  hospitality  which  one  might  imagine  tlie  old 
orlenia)  patfiarohs  would  bare  shown  in  th«ir  day. 

At  tho  hotiH>  of  tho  ganttoman  where  1  am  vt*iliug,  fri««di  come  in, 
take  a  btxl  in  the  large  ^rouud-Hoor  room,  and  apvod  lti>>  iiigbt,  a|>|>a- 
nntly  without  the  teui  ceretnouy.  Th»  UibWara  hvapeJ  to  ovefflow. 
ing  at  every  meal,  and  }ir«|ile  ■ct'tti  to  raltTr  and  join  lo  tbc  piiriv  with- 
out any  kiud  of  iii«tl«iiont  as  if  the  ^eatleia<;a  kept  "opeu  Louso' 
Wherever  ne  vi^it,  it  appears  almoit  to  be  thought  an  uufriendUnest  in 
u(  if  wc  do  tiot  drink  of  tW  di-Iiciou*  n'ltm*  titey  bring'  out  lo  u*,  and 
I  can  only  cac-ape  by  pleading  ibc  poverty  of  our  country  in  i>iot«,  and 
not  being  in  the  habit  of  driiikitig  much. 

BNiduK  thia  gcneroiit  hospitality,  one  is  ttnick  at  once  with  a  cerlain 
heartiness  aud  iDanlinefa  iu  alniott  every  me,  Tbcy  all  speak  of 
Mutigarvi  aud  with  the  decpotil  feoliug— but  no  one  nhines.  Every  one 
■Ri-mi  gloomy  at  the  misforLiiuc  and  OppraMiou  ihroagh  their  beloved 
Und— bill  no  one  is  at  ell  critibcd  in  fpirit.  If  this  be  a  ajwcimcn  of 
the  nation,  th^y  are  not  in  the  loaxl  broken  by  Ibrir  defeat. 

The  «hol(!  pffi'tt  of  the  courieay  and  manly  bearing:  of  »bc  people, 
loo,  is  extremely  incrraied  by  their  fine  pei-touBl  appcaraoce.  I  have 
never  eeen  m  many  handaome  men  in  my  life  ;  in  f»M,  one  gets  sodm 
itli-a  bcri.'  what  the  human  frame  wai  it)lenil«d  by  nature  to  be.  Evrry 
man  tail — in  frame  not  brawovt  but  nilh  fnll  chest,  and  compact,  well- 
knit  joint*;  limh«  not  lur^,  but  execedin^ly  well  proportioned,  and  a 
gait  tile  BKiat  eatiy  and  flexible  which  can  bo  imagined.  The  type  of 
the  race,  1  believe,  u  not  a  great  staluir,  Thtrsc  nipii  hi-rr,  howereri 
kinado  me,  though  not  at  all  tinder  tbc  average  height,  feel  quite  like  a 
pigmy. 

Their  whole  proportions  are  exceeding  well  set  off  by  the  IIuiigariiLD 

eoslurae,  which  many  of  them  still  wc&r  in  part,  though  it  it  contrary 

lo  law  to  do  *o.     This,  aa  one  see*  It  still  in  Hungary  among  the  gen> 

tlemrn.is  a  light-liiiing.  lulf-mililary  fruck-cont,  buttoned  up  to  the 

«hio,  and  hreech<-«  fitting  close  to  the  kir,  with  high  polished  boolo  and 

•purs.     The  cloak  (doliminy)  which  used  to  be  the  must  graueful  part 

of  the  dms,  a»  it  wii>  hnmhomc-Iy  embroidered.  Aiid  bung  from  one 

*J)ouliIer  by  a  tauelled  cord,  U  ultugellier  forbidden.     Ilonercr,  the 

costiimo,  a*  it  is  worn   now,  i«  ri-markably  tatielul.      And    lo  all  this, 

•  lln»>ciit,  regular  feaiurt*4.  jet<bliick  hair  iiitally,  and  Honing  bvard  and 

lenrelully  trained  niuuiLtcue,  aud  you  have  atiion;;   lliesu  men,  at  fine 

Ippeciioeii*  of  manly  beauty  as  can  be  tri'n  in  the  world. 

The  woniifii,  as  1  remarked  among  the  Bauer,  do  not  seem  by  any 
roeoni  to  e^ual  tli«  men  in  this  respect.

Vr'iLLUK  Lawiibnoi  had  Ixtii  tolerably  IbnuDatir  as  n^nlt  pronto- 
litHi.  Al  ilic  n|(i'  of  liT«nty-foiir  Ih>  «iu  a  cit]>liiiB  of  two  or  Ihiwi^  yoar* 
itaiidii)^  ;  be  had  been  onlj  two  moolhs  in  India  at  lh«  lixat  of  llio  con- 
Tproaiton  above  noted,  tiavini^  come  out  from  England  al  the  oxpiration 
of  n  icmn  of  \fiiVt  of  alwvnco  of  »ome  duration,  lla  v.m  the  Mti  of  a 
dcccasi-d  officer  of  tho  nnnv,  oho,  during  ■  long  life  of  active  servjiH' 
had  III  iraculoutly  acquired  a  conipi'tpnt  forlURO,  and,  much  ntore  con- 
gUtcntly  with  tho  common  lot  of  tliv  soldier,  hud  loit  limb*,  bc-altli,  and 
finally  lifot  ia  pursuit  of  bti  profct'^iion.  Jurt  hcforc  his  death  he  loAt 
hIm)  thv  grcalor  part  of  hi»  «iTiiiii|;ii  by  ihr  fitiliirr  uf  a  ccloni&l  bank,  biiL 
not  bi-foro  he  hnil  Wii  enabled  1o  u-nd  hi*  son  to  Eton,  and  aft^fvard'i 
to  a  military  collogc,  where  ho  obuined  hia  coiuniUsion. 

In  pereooal  ndvaiita^  Captain  Lavrvncp  row  abovp  mediocrity  :  hi* 
6)^rc  wiu  tynimclrical,  his  coiiulciinnce  biudfoniL-,  open,  and  wiiininff. 
A  cheerful  temperarocnt  and  kindly  heart  had  made  hiin  a  general 
favouritcr  with  his  brotliiT  officer* ;  bin  it  wu  obwrvcd  by  eotiio  of  iIiomi 
who  knew  him  bc<l  ih^t,  since  lliey  and  be  had  pnrtvd  iit  Enfjluud,  nol 
many  montha  before,  be  hod  lost  much  of  bis  original  juyoutncn 
of  mttntier,  k)ok(!d  can-worn  dikI  nbumt.  nod  withdrew  himtelf  vrry 
obviously  from  the  jia^tiiracs  of  his  Ught-bearted  contemporarien ;  and 
this  vas  the  more  remoikabtei  bccotiso  Lanroacc.  ahkc  accomptiiihed  in 
llie  hiiiiliti);- field,  Uio  hull-room,  tho  atiootlng-coviT,  and  ilii*  parade- 
gioutid,  a*  well  an  in  the  niniiy  mauly  games  of  old  En^'laiid,  Iiad  alvayt 
been  looked  up  to  as  one  of  the  choice  spirits  of  the  corps. 

Jiul  previously  to  hi^  nrrival  id  India,  hie  rog^tmpnt  hu  served  a  short 
and  gallant  campaign,  during  ahicli,  both  oflicvrti  and  soldier*  hail 
foiind,  and  brilliantly  availed  ihcmurlvcs  oti  opportunities  of  disliticliiMi ; 
and  tiow  and  then,  wlien  their  Into  «xplnJt»  bi^ramp,  very  natiirally,  iI>p 
tbeno  of  gvoeral  ooiiversaiiiuu,  lie  wvuM  >|ieak  bitterly  of  hi*  evil  for- 
tiinc  in  having  in  these  paeiGc  times  missed  such  rare  occdsioDn  of 
active  service,  ndding  more  than  once  thst  he  would  rather  b«  now  Ivit'iT 
in  one  of  thoM  glorious  firldi  they  deaerib^d  than  hare  sufferi-d  thir 
misery  whieb  he  had  encountered  in  his  native  rouatry,  whilst  so  unfur- 
luniitely  aboent  fWxn  his  duties. 

Quel)  vat  tlic  poMtion  of  alTaira  wiib  regard  to  C<j)tiuu  LnwrcKoe 
about  sin  nr  eight  months  after  he  bid  rejoined  his  regimcDl  in  Indin.' 
Kverj  luail  from  England  had  replun^ed  him  into  ibt^  slate  of  glooAs, 
which  ihf  inierialbt-tuccn  theni  oiilt  pariiatly  dearvd  awuy  ;  «hi:i)  >ud> 
dnily.  and  manifesil}  on  the  occuion  uf  the  arrival  of  a  large  piackcl  nf 
tiouie  luiirr*,  every  cloud  seemed  to  h«vc  been  swept  from  hi«  heart  nnd 
countenance  ;  and  WiUiatu  Litwreiioe  becaue  once  npofc  the  life  of  the 
mesv ;  and  although  a  large  portion  of  lime  voa  given  to  solitary  ride* 
and  rambles,  and  to  lonely  mutings  tn  his  ijuartere  over  crrlain  appa- 
rently much  esteemed  anil  closely  hoarded  litters,  still  tbe  vital  div 
<|nict  had  passed  anray,  his  former  sniiny  aspect  had  relumed.  It  wni 
clear  llial  he  was  happy.  He  hunted,  shot,  dnnecd,  talked,  laughed,  and 
was,  in  alwn,  once  more  the  pride  of  the  corpn.

Ihotc  ino»t  fined  10  carry  by  alvrm  llie  vuIneroMo  hean  of  an  incx- 
peri«ic«d  and  suscepiible  ^ir) :  wbile  by  ih?  very  oponneu  of  the  aiuck, 
and  tliQ  aorl  of  fiouriab  of  trumpciK  arcomptnyiiig  it,  ihi*  vigiluiOft 
of  partiil  or  guardian,  however  al«epy  on  hu  port,  i»  ariMiK-d,  and  *spry 
drawbridge,  porlcullis.  boardinjr  netling,  wet  ditch  or  wet  blank*!,  wiili 
other  ordinary  rrpcllfiiiiti  of  (>aui>cr  ciiU'r|iri«c  upou  domerml  brauly,  ar* 
nrrayiil  agvilDil  thv-  iuuautiims  u.-iKitilunl.  All  ibete  cloiuciil»  of  defence

It  ia  Dot  tbo  writer's  prnvinrn  to  dvcidn,  nor  bi«  pl««suT«  to  dirulffo 
whether  Mts*  Grace  jiariiciiiated  in  this  cruel  protcriptioci  of  the  luci- 
less  sub.;  but  (boas  sagaciou*  gossips  who  opined,  and  who  a^tured 
every  ac(]uaintniiee  within  visitiug  re^ch,  that  siieb  traa  tW  com^,  itnpatcd 
the  f;ur  lady'*  tup[)Dscd  rejection  of  her  mttilary  lover  to  her  prcfcrmco 
for  a  certain  citiiiaii  rival,  who  had  lately  a[>peared  on  the  a««-Ae  of 
action,  and  had  alrca<ly  n-udured  biuuwlf  a  tolerably  proininenl  peraos- 
kgc  in  the  society  of  the  station. 

Mr.  Williamson  was  the  junior  partner  of  an  opul«at  mn«ai>ti1ft 
house  ill  the  presidency,  lie  sceuu'd  to  bo  traTclling  aa  niucb  fi>r  bis 
ovn  private  amuncrueni  as  in  furtherance  of  ibe  busineu  of  the  Firm; 
bad  unlimited  powers  of  expenditure,  and  havln);  taken  a  good  houM, 
and  being  well  supplied  with  introductions,  showed  an  intculion  to  tarry 

some  time  at pore :  hie  was  an  occasional  guest  at  the  meu,  m»  well 

a*  of  the  riMidents  of  the  tieiglihourhood. 

Mr.  Williaiii»ui)  sc-oined  lo  be  about  thirty  yearn  of  a^  of  acUvv  and 
athletic  frame,  with  a  lolitrably  guod-Iooking  fnoc.  In  comploiiao  h« 
was  very  dnrk,  too  dark  to  be  purely  Saxon  :  somewhat  haaty  and 
petulant  in  tetDper,  be  wiu  painfully  thiuskinncd  on  the  subject  of  tlie 
probable  cause  of  ibti  very  skin's  olire  ting^-  and  its  cvideully  Oriwlal 
derivation.  He  waa  a  proRcient  in  all  corporeal  eiercisea;  the  bat,  tJw 
racfiuol,  the  gloves,  the  foila;  the  hogspear  and  rifle  were  e<]uaUy 
familiar  to  his  skilful  and  powerful  hand;  and  from  his  eipMimea 
in  Indian  sporting,  and  hi*  knowledge  of  the  lanuuHge  and  countrvi  be 
luul  IxHome  a  kind  of  antliority  with  the  young  NimrodSi  l»tb  civfl  kttd 
military,  aa  well  sa  their  compaaioo  and  piide  In  aonw  of  their  nMM 
sucecsaful  ^xcursiona. 
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Ilia  uiiial  in«nD«r  wiw  raid  «nd  guonlcdi  never  cardial;  ■nd,  oa  one 
or  twogcc4siuiisvhrD  excited  by  wine,  lie  liad  lei  fall  expreuions,  not  lo6t 
upon  ibo  niori'  Htxorvant  of  llie  officers,  which  iadicatMl  a  Imonl  fpeliii; 
of  hmlilitytowtircls  tli'Me  who  rciuld  liuatt  of  puriT  liurupiraii  lilood  ttian 
hitn«elf.  Such  ai  Icait  waa  ilic  infenttre  drAwii  from  iho  ncerbitjr  of  his 
tnxnncr  nnd  n'rimrk*  wln'ti  l}i<i  ihoiiKlitlpsii  coiiver»ntion  of  tlio  younators 
gruxi'd,  as  il  uerv,  ihe  dflicMi'  nubjrcta  of  mixed  racu  or  lliicil  origin. 

CapUin  Lawrcticc  and  iMr.  WillijniHoii  wen  on  friendly,  without 
being  on  familiar,  t^-rtn*.  Tboy  "m.iintsined"  llul  lort  of  "amicabl* 
reUiioDs"  «o  connlantly  fumiiiig-  a  staplv  of  ipw^bfa  from  tliu  ihione,— 
the  plain  English  of  which  meui  n  suspicious  and  well-anocd  iratcb 
over  our  neijtbboura,  fnr  and  nrar :  or  it  ou^hl  to  mean  it.  Thcr«  evi- 
dently raitird  some  luiacknowledguil  eleiiienid  of  repuUiou  Letweeo 
Ihffin,  nod  vqiially  unaccouniabie  to  thein<Flvc8.  Ucl«cra  Williaitiaon 
and  Fitagerald,  havevtr,  ihoro  vraji  an  tindi«a:ui>cd  avertlon.  Tba 
youiit;  (uluilirrn  plainly  perut-iveit  tknt  the  tuit  of  the  opulent  merchant 
wu  Cuvouml  by  the  falhcr  of  the  adorable  Grair.  The  Mid  merchant 
moro  than  half  tutpo«tcd  that  iho  adornble  <!rauaforeMid  s«cretly  ]»«- 
frrred  lu  him  her  fair-baired  and  re<l-eo*t*d  adorer. 

TIma  sKkmI  mattcn  wben  cards  were  i^iued  by  Mr.  Mcrritch  •  for  on« 
of  hit  periodical  ^nnd  dinncrv,  fallowed  by  an  evening  party  ;  and  poor 
"  Fit»  "  wa«  one  of  the  few  un bidden  lo  the  fnrtititii^ 

"  I  bare  got  n  hint  to  stay  sw-ay,"  tutid  he,  with  a  Irngtlieiied  counlo 
nanec— if  atiylhinjr  could  poMibly  elonf^ate  that  peculiarlr  Hibertiiuii  cut 
of  face  so  wvU  ri^pmtented  by  poor  I'owcr;  nnd  indi-cd,  nothin);  but 
fiimine  can  ]  "  1  have  got  a  hint  to  slay  auay,"  said  hv  to  liii  friend  and 
eaplain,  "  and  I  suppoM.'  I  must  be  content  to  snioko  IIm>  kulliaun  of 
reaiguatton,  a«  the  copper-coloured  relativra  of  that  crab,  Willinnifon, 
vrould  «ay,  almost  wilhin  livnrinK  of  the  cintler  of  knives  and  forkii,  and 
the  poppiu|{  of 'Simkin.'t — certainly  wilbiu  that  of  the  quadrille  bond  of 
ibw  rrjrimeiit,  I  have  a  great  mind,  Lowrence,"  oddwl  he,  nficr  aonM 
hcaiuiion,  •'  to  a«k  you  to  gnint  lao  a  favour  ta-nt^bL  Of  course  yoa 
•Ji>  me  and  Grace  the  justice  lo  believe  iful  your  obedient  servant  alcUids 
higher  in  her  f;and  opinion  than  ihni  indigo  frir-ud  of  our*.  In  ahoit, 
nydnr  fellow,  I  may  iu>  well  ttdl  you  wiiliout  further  palaver,  thai  va 
aiv  fBuiually  plighted,  nnd  thai,  although  old  Merritch  Sabib  may  delay, 
he  cannot  prevent,  our  crcniual  union  i  yuu  may  trust  an  Iriahmun'a 
word  for  that  I " 

Tlio  captain  haviiijr  declared  hiti  vrillini^eM  to  do  anytbinsr  in  hia 
power  la  allcvtaio  his  young  friend'*  poiii,  wliiUt  an  exile  from  the 
gaitin  of  the  evetiinfr,  tlie  Utter  llicreupou  produced  fix)in  his  waisieoaL 
puckd  a  remarkaMy  diminmive  kiUtf,  and  requested  him,  in  ihc  most 
nMving  terras,  lo  deliver  it  privately  to  his  lady  lore  during  the  dance.

h'li  "  coni|>ounil "  w!lh  bis  tvnwTft,  knock«*l  ovor  •  couplo  of  bnic«  of 
lying  foxM  fnin>  tlir  ii|>p<init('  irm  with  his  pclkt-tiow,  ])uncltnl  thf 
heads  of  hi>  hookah'badjr  and  sirdar-bearer  for  not  uudi'mAodini;  hi) 
iminK-lligihly  bnd  HiniloRUinec,  •talkcx)  for  iho  &JViotli  Umo  into  hi*  bwd- 
rrura,  }iu1  hu  rif^ht  hcul  into  lite  bootjni-k  and  piillcil  olT  one  buot  and 
ihi'  «)rTP!pondin|'  lo|f  of  his  pantaloon*,  sat  dcspondiugly  domi  on  bti 
Itvil,  fi'11  into  A  irnin  of  thnugbi,  gTAduallr  ftibndeil  into  tlw  harixanul, 
and  finally  forgot  hik  korrows  in  prufounil  deup. 


In  the  R<-fiifWc*»  b«U-room,  meanwhile.  Time  flew  on  ro*y  ]Mtiloa* 
iind  j'oiiDgr  Utiiwi  luid  gnulcnim  on  wtiile  ^ntin  *iinn*  au<l  |iateni<lcatbet 
boots  and  (>um)is.  Lan  i-ence,  who  was  prudent  in  tW  lore  affairs  of 
hia  frimd,  Ibund  it  no  rasy  matter  to  exrvutc  his  commi»iou  ua^- 
nerved.  He  <lnncM]  ;i  <|u»drilie  willi  Graeo  Mernlch.  WiiUaiDsun 
stood  nearly  oppotite  to  Lheot,  and  Mroly  viilhJi^w  his  vves  from  Um 
lady  of  tuA  vow*.  He  (trailed  with  brr  to  the  Tcranila  ;  WiUirniMVo 
folloved  with  hii>  partner,  itnd  kept  them  in  ftiglil.  At  length  tfav  youns 
lady  of  the  lioiii«  wa«  carried  <jff  by  onothi^r  cavalier,  but  ool  before  aba 
had,  with  eodiv  cniucituesB  of  niannvr,  promiM-d  a  vdIm;  aflcr  nipper  to 
l)io  gallant  cfl[itain.  TIiIk  little  irranirnnenC,  ovrrheard  by  the  other, 
who  bad  net  hmg  Wforv  rrtreived  a  civil  refusnl  from  her  on  the  ple«  nl' 
niimeTOtu  enj^agrmcma,  was  somewhat  ftallin;  to  his  fcdinj^s;  but  hv 
assumed  i^aiety,  if  he  telt  it  not,  and  danced  SMulouKly  with  aioro  willing 
damicli  iluriog  ibr  T4Tni«irLilcr  of  lliu  evening. 

Tlw  supper  was  profuHt  in  vLandf  nn<l  wiocs,  the  vrcatfaiir  stiltry,  am) 
the  dnni'crf,  as  is  uuial  in  India,  and  indeed  oliwwhcre.  were  fotnawhal 
llnrsty.  The  rro<|m?iit  report*  of  chnmps^e  and  •oda-water  corks  ga»« 
to  the  old  cnropaigners  a  faint  idea  of  tW  independent  firing  of  a  lin«  of 
skirmishers.

custom  on  liku  occasions  nil  the  world  over,  engaged  in  approfiriolii^ 
ihe  best  hat*,  cloaki,  and  iliawU,  that  nere  led  to  tlicir  choicu. 

Gallant  hands  were  dispeuiiing  and  fair  shoulders  receiving  e^hIs, 
fcarf*.  boa*.  pi-U-rines,  am)  other  angelic  «rnj)perii, — a  eotvmony  which, 
fra  Tvadi'r«  rnjiiire  to  Iw  informed,  h  M>uti.-t iiucB  iimirM'led  brvond 
At  liuM  ■bsoluiety  necessary  to  lucro  iaresanieni.     Lawrence  lud  found 
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h\»  cap  umI  cloak,  aod  was  getting  up  n  walking  parly  mth  sonie  of  liU 
brolhtr  officers,  for  the  rajoymcot  of  a  cijrsr  «i  route,  when  this  pro* 
OCipHJi)^  WAS  Roddfinly  arnntinl  by  tho  hurried  cntmice  into  thn  lobbr 
of  M?.  WilliaaiHHi,  who,  r(i»Iitng  ntntightway  up  to  tlic  nplaiili  «i- 
cUinH'd  in  a  voick  almost  chokpd  with  rage, 

"Captnin  L*«renc«,  I  havA  watched  ywir  proceHing*  lhi«  evcniiig, 
and  I  tell  j-ou  that  your  conduct  ha>  l^eva  nieani  wniciupliUet  Mid 
unwnnhy  of  an  olBow  and  n  (jratleman."

The 
major  ii(Trrt>d  his  aervteea  oti  thn  spirt  to  earry  a  mcMago  to  the  mor- 
chanl,  rmiuiriTi^  his  puMic  r«lracl>on  of  the  off<i?ii»ive  oipmaionit,  with 
an  ample  apo1o(;y  fur  the  insult,  or,  in  default  of  this),  to  arraDse  a  mu-t- 
mg  for  Ihn  fnllowin;;  afternoon,  for  it  was  morning  nlreadj'.  This  band- 
tome  offer  wu  cagxrrly  and  gTAtcAilly  acccpird  by  the  captain,  who,  left 
to  himRvIf,  buried  his  face  in  hia  handti  and  for  nearly  an  hour  rotaaincd 
nbaorbed  In  meditation.  When  he  ajpiin  railed  tl,  it  waa  pallid  as  that 
of  a  corpse.  He  row  and  itroil?  up  and  down  hi*  chanib«n-,  until  hi* 
fyc>,  falling  upon  hit  writing-deak,  lie  Imrrkdly  unlocked  ii.  and  taking 
out  a  package  of  Utters,  fell  to  pcmatnjf  them  eara«slty.     Spiiio;  a 

EFRcil,  ho  haitily  copied  out  wiav  paitago*  and  dates,  and  then,  wtlh  tho 
elp  of  an  almanack,  made  totue  rapid  calciilaltonB ;  when  a^aiu  tuning 
to  bin  fei,>t,  and  clasping  his  haoda  over  hia  troubled  and  gluutly  brow, 
ho  pxdnimi-d  vrtth  a  groan,

can  aavD  dm!"

Iiowever,  and  acli*«  sttoroeya  at  wtr— 
m  lecoDda  in  luch  affaire  might  nol  imp  propria!  c  I  j-  br  tiylt^d — iImm 
n)«rilorious  gcntli'mni  firtt  proceedid  lu  Mttle  the40i*ini  of  tlim  Mh 
plojera : — and  lit-r*-  anine  u  ditliculty,  wbore  iho  fighling  Maijor  expected 
and  inlviidrd  ti>  offer  notio.  Mr.  WiUianuca,  tlirougb  bis  rrprcacau- 
tivp,  inabted  pcivnipinrily  on  hb  right  lu  ihe  choice  of  w«ai>oii«,  ai  iba 
elitllOTiged  panj.  and  oamn]  lb«  mwn/.  Tho  Major  fiuaed  aud  frelln], 
Bsaertnig  tb&t  the  pistol  naa  now  tba  acknowledgvd  arm  of  the  diMll» 
ia  all  civilitod  nalioni.  The  other  then  replied,—"  I  nm  instructed, 
air,  by  mj  priucipal,  to  aay,  that  ho  «a«  prracnt  at  a  me**  dinner,  not 
ntaoj  wwka  1.20,  when  Captain  Luvrrence  niad«  the  rornarki  that  on 
officer  oaghl  alvay*  to  be  readr  to  use  tbe  tvord  etitruated  to  him  by 
his  country,  in  d(-renc«  of  bis  honour.

Of  ibis  eJsgaal  iciFiice,  a  profiaoon 
in  nhich  vos  so  ngoroualy  expected  of  our  ^randfaihrn,  and  wUcs 
na»  iriilcrd  ub*ol>itcW  DeceMary  for  their  ^d^■(U'feDc<'.  Lavreoce  kiirv 
DO  more  ihaii  falli  coronionly  to  tit?  hhare  of  British  officers  of  iha 

Er«snit  day  —  lets  tbnn  nothing.  Hii  almost  certain  drath  wooU 
e  the  result  of  the  mecliag.  'llm  Major*  perpleted  iu  the  rxlrem^ 
ttptnancted  a  trace  of  one  hour  in  order  to  weigh  this  nnlot^taA* 
lor  pro|XMaI;  and,  whilst  coRsultiog  with  two  otbrr  ofGcvra  —  who. 
conafalering  llw  profcssioiis  of  the  retpeotire  advenariesi  admitted  the 
difficulty  of  the  eate— wo*  tnierrupted  by  the  entrance  of  young  Fita- 
gentld,  who,  nishiog  wiihout  apolajry  lolo  lb«  rooot,  cxchutacd. — "Goad 
Henrcns,  Major,  he  won't  fight  the  ruffiau.  Come  mid  Me  Ljiwmio«i 
iind  tet  this  tnaiUT  to  righla,  for  be  niD«t  be  nad  I  He  has  deoUred  to 
tnc  repeatedly  that  be  cuunut  ntvet  \Vill!ainsoD  at  present,  but  tbM  ia 
JiiOf  nr^il,  thrrc  luonihs  hence,  he  will  figl't  ^ini  t"  '■■>  heart's  tlvakn' 
ttepairing  imiiiAdialely  to  tbe  Captain'*  quarter*.  lh*-y  Wire  reaiUy 
odniiued;  ond  in  h«lf  an  hour,  were  aeen  to  ritire  with  a  gloomj  and 
iDdignant  vipmsion  on  thi-ir  cobntenanoes.  Groups  of  officers  drrar 
logetber,  rARer))'  eoni'trtinp,  in  differoal  pari*.  The  Major  threw  up 
htaoSre  of  Bcniiid.  Lawreiioo  wa«  avoided  by  nlleioeplii:^  (b«  Coloo^ 
Aud  bis  Liruieiunt :  and  not  withoui  itpparraily  substatitiBl  cause;  for 
although  alii)  pcrtining  in  tbe  irapoaribility  of  mcetinir  Ibc  young  tn«r> 
chant  at  pr«-eent,  he  rrfoMid  10  atotc  hU  reaaons,  and,  when  urgently 
and  inipaiitntly  ptnoed  by  the  veteran  coiniiianding  officer  and  hta 
younj;  I'rUnd.  burst  into  an  agony  of  grief,  and  declared  that  hU  hnnour 
was  plcdpi-i!  against  makirg  any  inon>  expllcii  lUtrn^ont,  oxee|»l  to  one 
individual  to  India:  and  he  named  the  clergyman  of  tbe  atatiim,  vho 
wot  however  now  abeent  for  a  few  day*  on  a  tour  of  duly.

HiR  character  far  courage,  ihenforc,  although  Mt 
doubled,  bail  never  b<N>&  pro«cil.  It  wa*  now  called  aeriouoly  in  ouoa- 
tion.  He  ci>uSncd  himself  lu  Uh  ()Liaru-rs,  iii  a  statL-  uf  fi-terish  ilLnaaa 
liltle  short  of  dellriuni;  and  tbe  old  surgeon  looked  aakuncc  at  liia  pale

face,  and  had  no  kindly  word  to  gjre  dim,  an  lie  adrainimered  hit  pre- 
■criptloniu  In  thon  our  b^ro  wss  io  c(iinpl^t«  dis]^ra«^,  »)iit»v  hii 
<i|ipon«iit  v.i|jourc'd  about  the  lowti  luid  roiilunnicnis  iti  dorp  nnd  tn.i- 
liciinif  cnjovmrnl  of  his  iritimph.  and  of  the  smiles  of  ihe  ladies,  who 
«r*  sdiloiu  backwnrd  in  giving  jK-rjonat  hr«v»ry  its  moad.  even  ihpn 
llmi  qiialily  dbi-ii  iiui  go  liand  iu  li;uid  w!i)i  other  virtues. 

Mt-auwhilc  the  rrtiirn  of  the  Rer.  Chaplain  woa  anxiously  and  aome- 
what  unfMiljr  avnitrd  bjr  tho  oflic«ra  of  tiif.  iv^iinont  ;  for  to  hiio,  and 
to  him  alone,  Lawrence  had  promised  to  rcreal  the  iwcrrt  of  hi*  mya- 
teriniis  impugnaciiy  ;  anil  Ihr  Colonri  at  least,  if  not  all  his  mrsJoniiteB, 
had  u}[ri-«<l  Io  nhidc  l>y  the  Itwcrund  gcntlrman's  opinioti  and  jiidgmcrtt 
on  ilih  moil  inAcrutnble  rate.  He  CARie,  received  the  rev«Uiioa  of  hb 
young  friend,  nitd  in^tnnily  n'pairiiii;  to  the  mm-room,  wlirn*  the  offieeri 
wcrv  already  atwiulili'd,  with  sympluniK  of  dronfr  vTOolioii  drcUrcd,  on 
th(!  ancrcd  ward  of  a  churdimui,  and  on  ihc  honour  of  hi*  former 
calling — for  hi;  had  origiiuilly  wrred  with  etrdit  in  the  anny — that  tlw 
ftinjfular  and  unutual  clrcuQiUanc«8  of  Captain  Lainrent'e's  ponition 
imprnitivi-ly  forbsdc,  at  ihc  prtscnt  junctiirr:,  lii«  boitilc  appointment 
with  Mr.  Wiliiamion,  nolnitbatandtng  tluit  the  Captain  hiin»elf,  in  tho 
heat  of  the  Hrst  iiionteots,  had  been  the  challenxing  party. 

llio  Ct)aplnin'a  gallant  nuditnice  were  struck  dumb  with  ajtonUb- 
ment ;  the  countenance  of  ft  few  cleared  up  indeed  in  tome  dt^rra ; 
other*  rrlir^^d  nod  and  unconfincnd — nhtlst  one  of  tbrm  thrusting  hia 
eap  over  his  eyes  and  buckling  on  his  sword,  toolt  a  friend  under  hit 
arm,  and  in  half  an  hour  was— lying  on  the  sod  of  Mr.  Williamion't 
Uwn,  run  through  the  body. 

Poor  fit*  had  somehow  discovered  or  suspected  that  the  execution  of 
his  comniiision  reKardiofi  the  biffet-JoiMr  had  involved  hii  Captain  in  ihta 
mytlrrious  (juarrc-l.  Ho  liJid  bcani  thai — on  the  deliTrry  of  iho  nicrssage 
to  Willianieon  th4t  Laurence  would  meet  him,  wiili  any  weapon  ho 
toittht  choose,  in  thri'e  months, — Williamson  hail  loudly  expresied  hi* 
coniempt  and  dlsgiut  that  a  military  man  should  rr<|uiru  a  (junrlt>r  of  » 
year's  KhootinR  at  the  foils,  to  enable  him  to  eiiKAj{c  a  merchant— for 
thus  only  could  hv  account  for  the  iinimual  delay  diinamUil.

He  bad  just 
returned  home  aher  aecomplishing  this  labour  of  lov^  when  the 
Ilibcmiaa  Lieutenant  walked  in, 

"I  have  been  cipeciing  this  honour."  said  the  owner  <^ the  houw, 
with  a  prolbnnd  bow  of  inmtnl  oonrlrty,  "and  hud  almost  begun  to 
n-or  that  a  geucnsi  rvgi»tratioti  of  vows  against  duelling  had  token  placo 
iu  II.  M's.  regiment."

In  Bnoihif  mitiuip  liv 
wonhKic  (liere  of  cold  iron  vas  ina|>p*d  in  two  across  tho  »ii>H  s[xuti 
of  hi*  ulTMvarjr,  inflicting  in  its  fracture,  howcrer.  a  <i«i>p  wound  m 
WillianiMii'a  check,  and,  qaick  as  tbouclit.  ilio  keen  rapier  f»%tt4 
ihrougti  the  young  >oldier*a  side,  and  he  fell  hcavtir  od  the  gniM. 

It  i«  Blnio>t  iicvdIeM  to  adrrrt  to  th^-  jMinfxil  and  pcrplcxui]^  predica- 
mcut  iu  «bich  lli«  cokmel  of  ibe  reginietii  vttt*  fXactd  by  tba  occarmen 
above  narrated.  On  one  band  aUred  liim  in  tho  fnca  an  "arlielpaf 
war,"  di^livcring  over  to  ihc  mrrcics  of  a  ouurt  martial  every  officer  wt 
ithall  gUv,  nendf  coiivi^y,  promote,  or  accept  a  cballengi;  from  or  _ 
onothfr  officer,  or  wlm  eIi&II  U|>braid  aiiolhcr  for  nrftmag.  or  for  aol 
(pTing  «  cbiillrngc,  itc  :  on  tlic  other,  the  honour  of  litN  r^imr-nt  and 
prufcaaiop  vow  at  siaku ;  nnd  allhoueh  th«  chnplain'a  solcnia  pIt-ilKr  ia 
EavMir  of  Lawrence's  courage  nnd  cDaractpr.  and  his  onn  ^mhI  npiBioo 
coiivincrd  iKr  worthy  ciiicf  that  all  soiitd  ctentually  be  explained  to  t)w 
aatisfactiou  of  the  corps,  still  be  could  not  help  perceiving  tbai  Ihii 
charttablo  vitw  was  not  titkcn  hy  tlio  nugorHy  of  th«  aociety.  civilin 
and  military. 

As  eoon.  therefore,  os  our  hcni  had  bocomo  canrnlcsccnt  from  tlic 
frver  into  which  be  had  been  thrown  by  th*  ngi>niiin([  conflict  of  nrind 
he  had  uiiilei^one,  tho  commoBding  offleer  aummonvd  him  to  hb  pr» 
sencp,  and  withnul  aiicni;}ttn2  to  shake  hb  rCMlutioo  of  nkaoe, 
nAiincpil  hia  dctirc  thit  he  should  withdraw  hinuolf  from  the  alattea 
leave  of  abteoce  until  the  tnno  he  had  specified  ft>r  adknlin^  publie  ex- 
plaiiBlIaD  Mhould  arrire. 

Captain  Ijiwrvnec  bowed,  and,  hii  heart  hnrttin^  with  woundxl ' 
and  tortured  fc«ting«,  rclurne^l  towards  his  tolitary  quarters ;  aud  L.  . 
rotle  nn  his  way,  ncK  only  was  he  compelled  to  observe  the  fiMCt  i 
more  tlian  one  acqiuiniance  itndiously  avirlcil,  but  hf  noticed  that  i 
tho  private  soldiera  of  his  regiment  avoided  bin,  in  order  ibat  they 
Riii;hi  escnpc  the  ncccuity  of  a  hIqIc.

0110  fine  day,  the 
fair  one,  becoming  of  agf,  niuiTled,  In  tifFnctiunatc  but  resolute  Icrma, 
her  independence,  mid  announced  bcr  iiiicDtioo  to  join  her  betrothed  in 
India,  and  become  hia  wifo. 

Sbo  laid  bvfore  the  old  gcnilemna  a  lottcr  from  William,  in  which  ho 
repmented  to  her  the  otter  imporailjility  of  his  rpluming  la  England, 
when  the  ■ervieeo  of  every  nvailahle  widier  wcm  ruquirnd  fur  ihc

Al^  RiTen  had  last  botb  ber  porrats  dnrinip  ber  e] 
itibonzb  at  tbeir  deatb  ber  patonal  ancle  ws  appouite* 
iiiaB^faip,  sbe  was  brooefat  np  bj  and  Gvcd  almott  cntirvlT 
ciTcs  of  ber  lost  mtxha  mho  was  tbe  daughter  of  m.  noble  fc 
a(Mt  affcctiooate  pnKecxon  of  ber  infaacT  and  raatb,  oace 
t^  bappiDess  of  their  belored  Alice  drp«cded  on  her  aniaa 
La«mM«,  raised  no  obstacle  to  its  accomplish  ment.  In  pc 
toverer,  to  accede  to  bis  org^it  solintaticdis  to  jcmd  him  in 
dies,  tbey  for  maoj  obyioos  reasons  m]uir^  her  to  bind  I 
rJse  %o  rem]  to  no  one,  vith  the  sole  exception  of  the  c]«r] 
;  t  might  *elect  to  perfonn  tbe  ceremony  on  her  arriTal.  no 
iivi$pire  ihrooeh  an;  means  vhich  he  could  control,  this 
r>iMed  molfe  of  the  beau-jfdl  and  high>boni  girl  to  tvHx 
fiiends,  and  cooniry,  for  a  distant  coWt  and  a  husband  Ual 
chances  and  chanfcs  of  militarj  life,  and  «ho  bad  little  bo 
cSer  to  exchange  for  all  she  sacrificed.

and  perpleiing  position  ?     Could  be  deliberately  inrite  oe 
<leath  when  the  honest-hearted,  trusting,  and  loving  girl, 
prayers,  was  bratring  the  horrors  and  dangers  of  the  ocean 
only  by  her  trust  in  God,  and  the   hope  to  end  her  perils 
of  him  on  whom  she  had  bestowed  tbe  rich  gift  of  ber  affectii 
On  the  other  hand,  bow  teas  this  same  honourable  and  i 
iipirited  soldier  not  merely  to  slur  over  without  notice  a  m 
tered  insult,  but  to  recoil  from  a  hostile  meeting  aciuallr 
himself  in  reparation  of  an  iDteotioDal  and  ostentatious  a'ffi 
upon  him  in  public  ?

••  I  »a)  sore  of  il,"  nimined  taniesily  Mr,  Itiwrs.  "  Your  Christian 
oafflc*,"  lurning  to  the  Captain,  "  are  William  ICdward  Lawrence;  and, 
gcniVinen  both,  the  namci  of  your  deceased  father  «cip  those  of  Cap- 
tain Lanrnicc.  He  wn*  the:  dear  nod  iniiiuatc  friend  of  my  youth.  I 
give  yoo  thf  honour  of  an  old  man.  nfaodc  word  wai  never  (brft-ited, 
thai  ^bat  I  have  told  yon  n  the  truth.

Let  the  render  imagine  thr  c<>nc:liision  of  our  tale.  He  mat  find  a 
mora)  perliaps  aaunig  its  iticideats^for  a  moral  mny  always  be  gathered 
iVom  «  chapter  of  life.

"  After  th«  lust  royai^  but  on«,  our  gooil  thip  wpnt  into  Jock  for  a 
thor<.tii);li  rL-ruting,  and  1  had  a  longer  spejt  at  lionii>  tlian  I  hail  enjoyci] 
for  mnny  joar*.  I  woul<l  not  ebonge  this  way  of  life  for  any  in  lh« 
world  i  but  I  was  glad  for  onco  to  stTctch  my  lega  fiiitlv  on  iry  Innd, 
and  WM  8(in)c1)iiiig  of  green  fieldK,  brick  and  mortar,  and  my  thore^ing 
friends  iu  Uiu  ncigbbourhood  orCant«rbury. 

"  Among  th«  fomilie*,  in  which  I  wn«  nio«t  intinuitc,  wu  thst  of  a 
Mr-  Harper.  He  tuul  made  a  comfortalile  fortune  by  tnide.  and  now 
was  enjoying  hia  otium  tvm  di^itatt  in  a  good  Soum  on  th<i  outikirta 
of  the  citv.  An  only  daughter  kept  houio  fur  htm;  fi>r  be  wn*  « 
widower.

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Cntccrul  (uid  feminine  figure,  the  tniitreu'i  wm  far  inferior  to  tht*  maid's. 
I  kf[A.  Ihinlring  of  tliU  nit  the  evening,  nnd  ahrr  I  hni  gtrnc  to  bed. 
And  I  tlioug^it,  too,  oflh?  very  unpl«a«snt  BpecEmen  of  Julia's  iniioccrity 
which  hnd  hctrayed  ilself  in  the  caw  of  the  dippers.  But  it  ii  wtonishiiiB 
bow  little  it  pained  n^e  to  tlilnlc  that  Julia  mi^it  nut  be  rvally  att(kch«a 
t«  itwi,  und  that  our  almost  ongo^mcnt  migtit  come  t«  notif;ht  aOt-c  «I). 

"  I  am  afraid  that  if  I  dreamt  at  all  slnut  female  beauhF  thai  nij^t, 
it  wai  l«u  in  the  style  of  the  miilnss  tli&u  the  maid.  Morning  eumc, 
and  with  it  an  eag»r  hope  that  I  should  ice  lUchd  in  the  eouiM  of  the 
day ;  but  ahc  did  not  appear.  1  never  kept  such  long  watches  in  my 
lifo.

Cox — '     Hurrah,  fi>r  the  envelopes  !' 

"  I  looked  into  Itoclic'l's  fact.  It  waa  not  tasy  to  lead  the  exprewion 
of  it.  Firit  she  teemed  inclined  to  laugh — then  to  cry.  Then  she 
t>lu*hed  up  to  llie  very  roots  of  her  hair.  She  was  evidently  in  u  Klute 
of  incertitude  and  confusion — miZKled  what  course  to  pursue.

So  I  toucd  the  letter  into  die  (niJdV  of  the  room,  and  aaid,  '  We  have 
had  aioagh  of  that.'  I  vibb  isdl'ably  disf!Uited.  One  thing,  howcvcfi 
was  certain  ;  that  JuUa  Harper,  with  her  .£1^,000,  wot  now  to  !»  had 
by  me  ti>x  the  asking.

"Af^oir  tho  lapse  of  two  or  three  weeks,  and  Ter>'  delightful  ireeba 
they  w«r«  too — Rachel  Eamsliaw  bccnnie  Racliel  bloxhotn,  and  I  tiiia 
liappiort  husband  in  the  world.  I  have  got  the  very  best  of  little 
wives,  and  n<-ver,  I  assure  you,  lor  one  moment,  though  wo  have  little 
•nough  to  live  upon,  and  I  cannot  1>ear  tlte»e  long  st-parattone,  have  I 
deplored  tlie  toss  of  tiha  Harper  aiid  her  filWn  thousand  pounds,  or 
ngretteii  that  I  availed  myseir  of  the  taring  eiaiite,  when  1  proved 
tbat  I  bod  bean  Swoan  17  Uiohoatk." 


either  seen  or  breathed.  Enter  it,  however,  pene: 
and  mingle  with  ita  crowds,  and  never  could  yoi 
political  element  mingling  with  conversation  and  i 
doubt  have  their  influence,  but  it  is  indirect,  ren 
idle  to  rail  against,  and  hopeless  to  discuss.  Xhe 
sally  turned  their  attention  to  something  else,  eithi 
or  money -getting,  and  most  people  have  delivered 
profound  research,  of  what  and  how  the  best  is  t 
order  of  things. 

The  charm  of  Paris  to  a  stranger  has  always  be 
which  it  undergoes.  Quit  London,  and  unless  y 
absence,  you  find  pretty  much  the  same  laureate 
the  same  modes,  and  the  same  ideas.  But  the 
new  piece  every  season  on  that  great  stage,  m 
tragedy  does  not  differ  more  from  pantomime  tl 
another.  But  three  years  have  brought  changes  « 
plots,  new  catastrophes,  a  new  list  of  dramatu  per» 
may  not  be  altc^ether  the  fashion  ;  but  if  he  ht 
to  instal  his  own  image  in  that  temple  he  has,  ai 
and  smashed  all  the  old  idols. 

The  most  marked  and  manifest  eflect  produc 
the  last  year,  and  the  final  upshot  of  these  even 
a  greater  ielal,  preponderance,  and  value  to  wealth, 
even  in  Paris.  In  England  mere  wealth  is  ecli] 
snubbed.  In  France,  political,  scienti6c,  and  i 
•  disputed  the  palm  with  it.  But  riches  now  carry 
no  political  notability  to  look  down  upon  it,  no  r 
member  of  the  Institute  to  boast  ignorance  of  ] 
alone  seems  to  have  solidity  and  duration  in  it.  Wc 
nobleMe,  gentility,  and  eminence,  every  one  pretende 
the  blazon.  Hence  there  is  more  display,  more  i 
call  luM,  and  which  is  anything  but  luxury.  The  [ 
closed,  but  the  talons  doria  have  opened,  and  the 
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Odo  of  thfl  Bnt  Mcinl  pMitions  In  Paris  h  ocoupi&d  b;  a  pefaooa^, 
who  wiM  B^nt  or  Intendi-ute  for  a  wcll-ltnown  S]i«ntiih  tiultk.  He 
hart  not  bcca  inauv  years  Inicndcute  Mbon  the  gmnclec  »ai  ruined 
otul  olili^cd  to  Mil  hit  MtfttM,  when  the  Inicnck'nto  himMlf  eomi' 
forward  to  purab&io  ili«iii.  It  i«  toint'whiii  uf  thi>  utti  niory  of  C^atle 
UAekrcoi,  But  the  Thwly  of  Mia  Edgcaorth  did  nol  o|K-n  a  limine  iii 
Groarenar  Square  and  pther  oobilily  and  gentry  iiilA  hit  erovded 
todU.  Thin  !■  wW  tltc  Intfinlvntf  now  doM  In  Parii,  and  no  one 
dispuln  bis  ri)ihl  to  do  to,  for  be  is  iiiiellizent  as  *ell  an  rich,  and  his 
lady  of  txcell^iit  domoanour  and  accompriBhinvBtt,  alllMnigli  front  llio 
loweit  raiik  of  life. 

At  first  there  was  n  |^rent  tnclioatiou  on  the  part  of  tbe  old  Irgiliniist 
and  nohlo  fnmilio«  to  open  their  bouuM,  eiotcd  during;  the  tw«i)ty-cift:ht 
yottn  of  tti«  OrlMiait't  ruti> :  and  many  did  so,  po»M«sin^  lh«  Wltcf  and 
oonfideticc  titnt  tht;  i'rcaidcnl  nonid  enact  the  part  of  Monk,  and  do 
hoiniiK«,  •ooner  or  later,  befofe  the  grMt  principle  of  lejritirnacy, 
ThaJL  b»lii^,  fortunately  for  decorator*,  confoclioni-r*,  and  millinera, 
Twniained  itrong  during  the  winter  montht,  and  garc  birth  lo  aome 
baltSt  «h*ro,  aft4ir  all,  it  was  found  very  diffimlt  lo  make  any  plraaaiit 
analganation  of  impcrialuit  and  royaliKt  noiabilitict.  With  tiic  ipring', 
honover,  the  belief  and  confidence,  which  ffow  rbo  to  this,  have  very 
much  diintnisfa»d.  TIip  Conni  dc  CbaiiitMird  has  forbiildea  oalh-iakiiig; 
and  ball-uiring ;  aiid  thoAu  who  r«nitun  firm  are  (he  n«ody  Irgitimistfi, 
glad  of  plac«  and  of  exciiaM  for  keqiing  it. 

SeceMioni  are  rm  bad  a  manteuvre  in  sofriply  as  in  Parliamenlary 
life.  The  [-'auboure  St.  Germain,  which  hotnioif,  anil  iroMined  solitary 
in  its  chateaux  diiriiif:  Napok-on's  rvigu,  and  which  gave  splendour  and 
weakn(!M,  not  itreiigth,  lo  the  Uestoration,  baa  by  its  SDCond  aocessioa 
daring  tbo  Orlmna  reign,  beoone  forgotton  and  ignorMl.  Even  gnsit 
naineii  ntbt-ii  totally  withdrawn  front  pnblio  cognttaace,  ceaac  to  l>e 
ftr«at  name),  when  ibcra  are  btit  wealth  tin^mployvd  and  birtli  unnoticed 
to  reeommond  ihtrm.  NapoK'oa,  duriug  hii  reign,  could  not  vAce  the 
old  naMncar,  btcausa  be  had  no  wealthy  and  uniincni  ciiilian  cUaa  to 
take  ihctr  loeial  plaoiv  llitl  in  the  teign  of  Lwiii  Philip|>o  there  did 
ariae  a  nunil>L>r  of  wealthy  uod  eminent  natabiliti«>fl,  ewintry  gentl«nen, 
too  nuiny  of  them,  well  Men  and  wall  endowed.  And  Ihi-tie,  though 
DOC  of  the  pft-mifr  ib^Mif,  took  the  Rril  ptaee  in  loeiety  with  efffott 
and  were  then  known  to  all.  Tliese  have  now  recciird  fVom  aocioty, 
and  aa  U,  dc  Beaumont  wrote  the  other  day  to  the  papers,  reside  in 
lh«  country  eirs  eu^,  and  never  make  their  nppearanco  in  Parts  but  for 
a  tJance  tie  S tnttitut,  or  oth*-r  nnpolitical  ccrctuony. 

Id  (act,  tho  oliief,  if  not  the  only  poaer  thai  remains  to  the  Orleans 
party,  b  a  puiuanee  ck  ateittf,  thai  powor  which  tlie  litgitimiit*  imagine 
tlienaelvaa  to  ttosw*,  hut  u-hicb  ibey  have  lost  by  abdication  and 
■<0r«t.  Despised  by  the  people  and  uocarod  for  by  the  middle  class, 
■hicH  alwild  most  care  for  iluni.  the  OrioanifU  havi>  no  fricnihi  save  la 
that  good  aud  genteel  fociuty  which  predomtnatca  nowhere  more  tliaii 
I  in  trance. 

A  great  HmI  wa^  said  of  M.  de  Momy's  diamitsal  (Votn  llie  cabinet 
of  Louia  Napoleon  aAvr  having  inipllcaled  himself  in  tli<:  great  work 
ef  the  atvp  ditat.  The  fad  ia,  he  bad  no  quarrel  or  ditrerence  with 
the  President,  but  he  found  hiniMlf  cut  in  sodety.  backs  turnnl  upon 
hiiu  ill  that  dub,  and  nieoaerd  with  th<->  W*  of  hi*  aoqnBintanor*.     IIi- 
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who  bad  braved  evpTTUiin^  coulil  not  1>ravc  tliai.  Loitia 
Isugbed  tt  liis  fUMTplibility ;  but  M.  do  Moray,  who  carctl 
being  execraled  by  Trunce,  would  not  stand  tliu  di»agrima»l  ^ 
cut  by  bw  club.  ITir  I'rtsidfui  iliiiika  hioi  cliickcn-hMrtffil  to 
■innglcd  Ihc  rejiublic.  kicked  oul  tlic  cliambm,  and  defi«<l 
OrloaniBU  polilicnlly.  yet  trpiubln  bcfor«  ibcir  social  rerdict,  and 
■fter  raibur  ibnti  brare  it.  Such,  bowevwr,  is  tho  truth  <d 
Monty.  Every  one  knows  his  long  and  conalaiit  aUadunrM  u 
Madam*  Leb — ,  a  lady  nho  has  CDDiriviNl  to  make  her  beaoty,  btr 
woallh,  and  bn  spWndaur  »ur*!vc  the  ruin  of  her  husband**  faaulji. 
She  inhiibits  thai  >|i]iMidiil  luniiAion  at  ibe  RoAd  Paint  of  tho  Chavp 
Elytees,  eo  dtalii)i;tiiah«(l  by  ci'ding  And  red  drapATy.  By  the  tide  of 
tliu  gorgcoui  pnliicc  there  itaiida  a  amall  bachelor  bwuse,  coauating  of  • 
couple  of  Tooni>,  and  one  Btory.  Id  this  dwvlli  M.  dc  Mornjr ;  and  iha 
■mall  t«'nem«nt  at  the  gtts  of  the  big  palace  bo  much  rewmbiea  tfct 
waudfii  bos,  %o  gcuerslly  approurialHl  to  tb«  favourite  do^Ti  that 
I'aniiaus  csll  Tii.  de  Morny's  home  by  no  other  name  thaa 
of  the  AVdl«  iJldHf. 

Thcra  is  f!,Te<il  n-grtX  amoni^l  the  Donaportitita  that  M.  Ai  Moray 
was  nol  n^taini-tl  bv  thv  Prc»idt!Ot  in  the  [lOil  of  home  miniiilcr ;  nut  bul 
that  M.  I'erugny,  who  ha»  roplacod  him,  is  able.  But  Poraigny,  liku  tha 
Prenifb-Rt  himself,  is  n  lirfur,  a  man  who  dri-ams,  wlio  abuts  biiiui 
bin  cahinel,  and  ainuack  himself  by  setliog  hit  itna)pDaiian  to  mrl 
raisp  political  plaiiR,  oncoct  tcbraies  of  Frcneb  p;lory  and  Europem 
ri'^'ni-'Talion.  The  old  and  the  cold  ht-adu  di«ad  ibis  facility  of  coo- 
ccptian,  followed  too  oflcn  by  prceipitalcni-ss  of  execution  In  Lows 
Kapolcno  and  in  M.  de  PeniKny;  and  tb«y  would  prefer  Hteti^  tha 
active  aud  imaginative  brain  of  the  Priucv,  countcrncied  by  a  minister 
like  Uo  Morny.  who,  ai  a  man  of  the  world,  litea  ainotigat  wad  anubL 
fad*,  and  Kives  no  reins  to  bis  imnnnatton. 

M.  do  Morny,  howcvrr,  u  too  ^lad  to  oacaptt  the  dis^rceablo  task  (if 
eapioneering  and  eoubbint;,  not  only  all  tho  gentlenten  but  even  tha 
ladies  of  that  good  eociuly,  in  «hiob  be  was  wont  to  live.  Imagioo  tha 
pusilion  of  a  slalvaniati  whoic  duty  it  is  to'  keep  Prearhmen  fi 
iniriKuiiiR  and  rn-ncti  women  from  lalking:  paliltcs.  An  Enf^iis' 
can  never  bcc  the  ncccdsity  for  any  euch  duiie«.  Hit  in»ari 
aniwtr  would  be,  why  not  lei  things  alone?  why  uot  let  M.  TbiM^ 
in  his  own  talon*  at  the  very  top  of  his  axt^er  and  bi«  lungs, 
his  talking  could  not  do  so  much  hann,  as  an  arbitrary  decree 
him  oui  of  the  courilry  for  such  a  crime.  To  auob  a  rrcnark 
Napolconisl  will  rcpl),  that  it  was  indispensable  losilcncctbvOrlruoists, 
and  that,  though  driven  from  tbc  ludm  and  the  press,  they  would  still 
keep  up  a  guerrr  ile  talon,  most  daagoroui  if  not  vumuiarily  put  down.

Tac()ucvill«,  and  in  fact,  lh«  «D(iro  Institute,  or  at  l«ut  it*  Ut^trnry 
bcciion.  All  let  fly  th«ir  nrrnw*  nt  the  PreitidvnU  VilloiDiiin  made 
thi'  most  ingeiiiou*  address  [i<03!iiblc,  lo  the  Hira  o(  the  Polj-tcclinio 
school,  deicriptive  of  llie  rvspt<ci  of  iho  greal  Napaleon  for  iLieraluro 
and  (cicncr,  and  implying  rrflcctiotis  ou  N'apolcun  thu  liiile.  Wc  fear, 
however,  that  tho  former  had  httlc  tiutc  for  aDyihiti);  bcyoud  tho  d«cla' 
mailon  of  Talma;  whilxt  Louis  Xauoleon  certainly  want*  nt-ither  fun^a, 
taste,  nor  et^irU  an  a  writer.  This,  nowpver,  i*  fiir  from  raying  that  he 
dricrvcs  to  be  a  faToiiriiv  vrilh  thi-  literary  chuM.  Louii  Napoleon 
himteir  eny*,  that  if  literary  men  in  IVance  were  incTfly  literary  men, 
he  would  iiol  interfere  nitli  them.  But  I'rcnoh  liicmry  mm  are  poli- 
tidnna  and  plactrnicu.  Tbe  profi-ssors,  Guiiot,  Villv»iain,  and  Cousin, 
have  all  been  eabinot  ministers,  have  had  a  party  in  patitico,  and  hare 
hewn  more  pnliliciaiiv  than  men  of  letter*,  and  have  tlicrefuro  no  right 
lo  claim  lb«  exemption  of  literary  men,  Firangcn  lo  party.  Lettcra  are 
now  payin^f  dearly  for  their  previous  advantages  in  being  wedded  to 
politic*,  and  ia  opening  the  way  fur  penmen  and  prufesiur*  lo  hecomo 
niuistcrs  and  senators.  The  writers  vrho  thus  shared  in  tbe  prosperity 
of  political  parly,  are  inroltcd  in  iiit  full  and  its  proscription. 

Litrratiire  and  public  institutions  in  Prance  occupy  much  the  position 
that  tbe  church  does  with  us.  lliosc  vbo  pursue  thorn  as  a  profcs- 
■lon  aro  from  the  middle  and  easy  cla&tes.  Tbe  law  ix  al»o  followed 
liy  tho  young  men  of  tlieve  ctnwre*.  Thim  you  have  in  Frnn-ce,  the 
univeraity,  the  bar,  and  hitherto  the  aditiiuistrutiou,  recruited  from  ibc 
middle  and  educated  clas^ies.  Whilbl  the  church  and  amiy  are  for  tbo 
most  part  recruited  from  tho  lawvr  and  unrducatcd  clantes.  Ilenee  the 
BUtagonhiin  and  war  ihnt  rages  in  Prance  between  the  army  and  iho 
dnireli*  and  the  peasant  cIsmcr  rungLsl  on  tlie  ude  of  Louii  Nupoleun, 
«tb  the  hnr,  the  unircniiy,  and  men  of  letter*  representing  the  middle 
dastem  ranged  upon  the  other,  and  longing  for  the  Orleans,  or  for  a 
moderate  and  rational  republic.  This  it  the  into  meaning  of  the  8trui;^ie, 
or  of  the  nillcn  and  silent  war,  for  struggle  there  U  tioiic,  now  eorricd  on 
by  different  parlies  and  closics  in  l-'mnce,  one  against  the  other.

—  in  other  nurds,  laaiiiiaincd  with  sirictiieaa  and  Mverity  in  llirir 
lino  of  duty.  I'liis  is  vpry  well  for  a  time ;  but  it  disKU^ls  men  witb  a 
jirofossiuii  which  alForda  U-m  liberty  and  less  enjoyment  than  iiiiy  othitr, 
and  nhich  is  only  eupportablo  to  a  quick  spirit,  when  united  with  the 
exciting  loltory  of  wur.  With  war  in  view,  then  discipline,  rigour,  and 
privatiuiu  aru  lupportablei  becauiie  iutelligibic ;  but  lo  be  Icepl  at 
striclly  as  a  monk,  H-iih  no  higher  purpose  than  public  quiet  and  indi- 
vidual bnalitude,  suita  not  the  temper  of  the  soldier.  Vet  to  a  military 
,  (TO  nothing  can  be  more  tatiffsclory  al  present  than  the  state  of  the 
rrcDcli  army.  It  u  cxeoiplarj*  in  conduct,  unanimily,  and  discipline. 
It  is  not  inclined  to  the  people,  nor  bated  by  the  people,  y«H  it  ix 
Bioat  ellieimt  tu  police  to  keep  down  inminT^ctioD.  And  yet  nilb  all 
Ibis,  1  do  not  think  that  its  present  iitatc  of  liigh  discipline  witl)  pcaci'^- 
fid  prospects  can  helong  maintained. 

The  uihi^r  pilUr  of  the  prvncnt  riyimi/  is  the  cli!r|^,  a*  ii  Icndx  Loiiii 
Napoleon  a  cordial  support.  But  the  events  of  the  bit  fitty  years  have 
sul^cicntly  di^inonstr.iled  tluit  no  dyiiiisty,  and  no  political  prinoiplr,  can 
count  upun  tbi?  (.'onsliuit  adiitision  of  tliu  Komui)  Catholic  priesthood 
tnoio  than  any  other  can.  The  Church  of  Kome  served  N'apolcon. 
]t  monopoliited  power,  and  got  po^sesMon  of  education,  under  the  elder 
BourboQS.  Yd  this  did  not  prevcnl  the  rkrgy  from  rnllying  lo  the  1  lou«C 
of  Orleans  very  generally.  In  18i8  the  Archbishop  of  Par  id  was  a 
KODd  and  a  staunch  republican ;  he  k  now  an  eloquent  preacher  of 
adhesion  lo  the  present  system,  based  on  the  double  militia  of  the  church 
and  army.  It  appcara  tti  if  the  best  guarantees  of  public  prsco  and 
amicable  settlement,  the  church  and  army  in  FrUTico,  are  thus  nrilhvr 
of  theni  bigotrdly  attached  to  any  dynasty  or  any  lysteni.  The  clergy 
ought  to  be  fanatic  for  King  Henry  V. ;  the  army  ought  to  be  fanatic 
for  Napoleon  ;  but  Ili4>  truth  is.  that  neither  nf  ihem  are  fanatic  for 
person  or  for  thing.  If  lliey  get  iheir  due  in  respect,  influence,  and  profit, 
these  great  corporatiooj  will  be  quiel,  and  direct  their  efforts  to  putting 
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dosD  dixconl  nni)  ci*  !l  war,  inMmil  of  the  old  trfeli  nf  »up[

I'beir  ideas  are  cenaiol;  behind  the  timo,  n<in<!  more  llian 
Guiiot's,  Mbopc  )>cn  goM  on  dmiaing  of  Mook,  wbilst  the  iiMxlcm 
Monk)  Cl>angaruier,  was  trotting  off  to  Ham  on  utxiuirecHMaw.  Tbe 
tw4H>|Hn(;  Michelet,  Quinet,  Mickewilz,  and  all  that  baiiH  uf  itiixly  nnil 
moral  otiium-catera,  form  tbr  (irorenKiotM]  cbvm  of  the  metropolis. 
Louii  Napoleoo  bad  but  conipktc^  an  already  evident  award  of  tfav 
pnhUe,  which  wu  (i^  of  philosophy  wrihout  principle,  and  eaibusiasm 
willioiit  pas*ioii,  and  doqtuton!  wtlbout  id«iu. 

Tbe  diftculty  lies  in  repladng  tboM  two  schools  of  prDfesdon 
and  university  men.

Uo  through  their  ranks  and  yon  nil!  find  not  one  man  of  the  world 
klBongM  them,  nor  a  luau  lit  to  bt-coine  and  take  place  as  a  man  of  thu 
world.  The  Jesuits,  the  coutiucnial  jMiiils,  have  grown  to  he  njiTe 
■nonkai  undistiii^iithvd  from  othrr  monks.  Tbcy  arc  jurt  aa  hke  ibr 
iDtliflliligi  violent,  villanoim  crtaiuro,  that  Sue  depicis,  as  tbrry  were 
tko  idile  philovuphers  whom  l'aM:al  atiackci)  and  eifKised.  Tbe  Arcb- 
biahup  of  I'aria  i»  one  of  tlie  oldutt  of  the  tilerg}' ;  but  ho  is  ultra- 
muRtaiDe  and  anti-Jesuit.  All  he  wonta  is  some  kno«lcdge  of  political 
i!conotny  Iu  ba  an  Archbiaho^i  \V  balt'ley.

The  moM  distafrtvAil  policy  to  titc  middle  elane*  ia  tbo 
6infi:iiiK  itself  into  Um  hands  of  the  clergy.     There  ore  wo'vko 
to  irrrconciUble  ai  the  counter  and  the  oonfemonal.     TIm  priest 
■nakv   hrntielf  a    wricoinc  riaiior  in  thn  boudvir  of  tbr  ckauvu,    or 
kitcbcD  of  tbe  cottage;  but  iuio  tlie  back  parUwr  of  the  Lra 
abop,  a  father  confHsor  «ill  oeirer  come  eud  be  ireloome.     The

Had  such  a  debate 
beeo  rrpDrtod.  it  would  bave  been  absurd,  and  the  people  would  liavs 
lauffhod  at  ii ;  but  as  no  rrp«>rlB  aro  allowrd,  Veron  and  Dc  Cus*nigiioo 
htd  tbe  honour  and  npprariiiiar  of  cnaciin){  ffoYi-rnnicnt  and  opposition, 
and  of  acGompliihiDg  ih«  greatc«i  difE<:^ul!y  of  a  pnrlianwntary  debate 
between  them. 

'J'hoie  who  w&ndcT  into  the  Tuilerici  Groin  the  Rue  do  la  Paix,  ai  all 
English  l<>lk  do,  may  pau*«  on  entering  ihv  gardens  to  look  at  the  hand* 
soruv  Ituc  Ilivoli,  now  exiendbig  to  the  Louvre.  In  tli«  iwt  of  con- 
templating the  street,  the  eye  of  the  rtmnger  will  probably  rest  on  the 
balcony  of  the  premier  of  that  house  wlitch  forms  the  comer  of  the  Rue 
d«  la  Poix.  And  on  that  balcony  in  the  guy  sftemoon,  when  crory  one 
is  abroad,  Ilie  will  probably  peneiTe  a  portly  gentleinaii  in  n  rich  drt«i- 
in^^wn  and  a  cap  of  the  same  malerial,  enjoying  an  after -break  fast 
iniff  of  the  pure  and  fr^h  air,  as  vrcU  nt  of  the  gay  and  liuhionabli; 
crowd.  Tliut  iiuin  is  iJr.  Vcrvit,  oiio  of  iIk>  ji»litical  pillan  of  Lo«i« 
Nu[)okun**  tilcnt  and  li^lativc  body,  his  mauthjiiece  and  bis  couii-

This  brings  one  to  nniark  what  is  evidently  nt  prrKjot  the  most 
WDndurful,  and  at  the  e&nw  linii!  tliu  most  unexpfclcd  quality  of  the 
Freiirh — and  that  is  diu-rction.  Oo  where  you  will,  and  you  will 
never  hi»ir  a  Frenchman  talk  pdhtich  or  commit  hinuelf  in  any  way, 
unlecs  he  b«  in  the  most  sure  company.  ^Vhal  is  twnoath  all  this,  Ood 
only  L-i)o«i,  but  to  all  appcurancu  Iioui*  Napoleon  iia*  as  contented  a 
set  of  sufajocU  M  Loui*  pKitippe  himself  in  the  tirst  Toar  of  hit  nUga. 
It  is  difficult  to  imapne  how  a  peopk-  ta  fmeard  should  hare  becoDio  so 
taciturn.  Ono  who  did  n«t  know  the  Prcncli,  would  attribute  it  to  Icar. 
Dili  l!)is  mould  wrong  ihu  Fnncht  who  are  ft  brave  people,  and  who 
would  not  stoop  to  such  univ'^rsaj  silence  and  disaimuUtion,  if  f«ar  was 
their  (inly  niolivo.  But  there  pri-vnil  aX  llie  camt.-  time,  n  disgust  of 
politicul  discuwion,  and  of  political  iruMliim  itself,  from  the  reatilu  which 
It  produced  1  and  the  presMit  feding  is  that  of  voluntary  power,  tem- 
ponuy  ac<)ui«scenco  in  a  nMMsity,  and  in  a  nccosdty  that  may  be 
eteuMd,  rnthor  tlian  in  a  violent  and  iiidvftfiisible  tyranny. 

Thjjt  is  very  well  and  cwy  for  the  privutu  individual,  for  Llw  tnun  not 
afTeciod  by  all  that  tias  takvu  {>lacc.  But  the  lost  revolution  has  ruined 
so  many  exiitcnoe^  that  there  ii  a  laige  portion  of  lociety  from  which 
M|uaiiimity  cannot  be  axpected.  All  tbe  functionaries,  all  tne  proCueiona 
haru  Inefi  turned  topiy-turvy.  TliMe  men  require  prudviit  conduct,  for 
no  doubt  iliey  are  ipied  and  watdied.  And  sentiments  of  present  fear 
and  future  vengeance  must  mingle  with  their  thoughts.  In  fi<nning  a 
judgment,  tlivret'orc,  the  stTiui);er  must  lake  care  to  leani,  tvhuthcr  his 
infomiant  be  of  the  functionary  or  professional  dauoit,  or  not.  The 
lawyer  or  the  journalist  tannol  fuU  to  devote  LouJ»  Napoleon  to  the 
infernal  gods.  The  capitatisl>  unless  lie  happen  to  hare  been  a  holder  of 
Four  per  Ccnta.,  \n\l  plainly  tuLJ,  that  the  conlidenoe  he  has  reston»d  ia 
worth  more  tlian  the  liberliet  he  has  dt-struyed. 

But  the  considemtloti  is  not  what  i^  but  wliat  mi^ht  be.  or  what  is 
likely  to  be,  in  esse  that  tho  protcnt  system  is  overthrown.  Thcr^  is  na 
one  fuxly  in  opjiositlon  which  can  hope  to  auccecd  tu  power  without  a 
severe  struggle.  A  legitimist,  an  Otlennisl,  nay,  a  niodemte  republican 
restoration,  i-aii  otily  be  achiuved  by  arms.  And  no  one  desires  anytlitn];; 
achieved  by  arms.  All  arc  for  antity  or  pi-aeeablc  relations,  and  for 
making  the  bcxt  uf  time  and  of  circiunstunce  till  tlien. 

It  were  to  be  wiiilied  that  we  English  would  aid  them  in  th«r  pur- 
puie,  by  conlinint;  uur  MUtinicnts  t«  respectful  commiseration.  My 
showing  cxultalioii  luid  contempt,  ur  fvur,  or  avcrsiuR,  by  telling;  tb« 
Kitiich  tliey  d«M;rve  tlifir  CitOi  or  by  taunting  tliein  to  rise  unseasonablyi 
in  order  to  Hiiig  it  ofTi  wc  shall  but  exaggerate  and  irritate  a  situatKHit 
wbicli  ought  to  be  tieatod  as  a  uuiliuly  and  u  niisl'orlune,  and  tell  lo 
tiuMi  and  soothing  nieuns  to  cure.

Tlicy  art'  recriiitt»l  from  many  )>lac«(,  arc  very 
iiuin<.Ti.>uB.  and  are  aeitl  by  tlieir  molliera  to  the  community  at  ait 
early  age;  When  they  decide  to  bo  ninrried  they  go  to  maia  at  Fonts- 
raliia,  the  neuntt  town,  wliitre  il  is  the  cu«toni  fur  all  tit?  young  men 
who  Ki»h  to  choaiie  wvo*  to  repair.

They  are 
bmve  without  being  nuh.  and  arc  aceuwtd,  for  that  reoaen,  of  wanting 
boldnesR ;  thoy  an  paMioiiiiie  aitd  vintltctiTe  wttluMit  exhibiting  thair 
anger :  litxral  without  osieQtatinn ;  abaiincDt  and  lober.  too  pmump- 
tuoii*  in  good  forlund,  and  too  much  klln)bl<^d  in  adrcrco  circumatonFM. 
They  adore  thoir  women,  but  llii-ir  pnniioii  i>  tuch  that  mind  has  but 
little  to  do  with  their  iitudinieiiln.  They  an  patient  to  excaaa,  abstinatev 
idle,  pnciae,  pliilMopliical,  uuJ,  on  the  whole,  are  an  honoiuabte  people, 
f«n«deriiig  their  word  at  prcciout  m  lift  it«elf.  They  have  a  gnsi  dc«] 
of  wit  and  vivaL'Ety,  coiilprci)i«nd  mpidly  and  Mplain  lliemiielTea  quickly 
in  lew  uorda.  Tiiey  are  prudent,  outra^ualv  jealou*,  cutaleia  of 
economy,  dinnt«l«stcd,  cautious,  ■upecttitioua,  ana  apparently  very  good 
Catltolica. 

"  Tliey  ouinpoM  votm*  well  and  rmdily,  and  are  capable  of  aeijuirinjf 
tbe  bigb«et  perluction  in  acience  if  they  would  condeiccnd  to  apply.  They 
have  mudi  greatiieBS  of  aoul  and  elevation  of  mind,  finnneas,  nautnd 
Mriouan«w,  and  a  ropcct  fur  the  female  Hex  nowhere  dae  to  bu  met 
with.  Their  iiianiivn  are  quiet  but  aflecl«d,  and  ihey  are  fully  coDvincud 
of  their  own  merit,  seldotn  rendeiiiif;  duo  juitice  to  othen.  Their  bravery 
ia  ibown  in  holding  themtelvcs  raaolutoly  on  the  delctiuva  without 
■hrinlring  before  dniifi-T,  liut  Ihey  do  not  tare  to  iOek  it.  and  are  not 
natutally  prone  to  the  love  of  it  i  thii  ia,  however,  an  effect  of  judgment 
raDicr  than  timidity,  for  Imowins  peril  ifaey  avoid  it. 

*'  Their  wont  fault,  in  my  i^iiniuii,  ia  Ihc  paiaion  of  reveaB*  and  the 
ineMu  they  employ  to  iudul|{e  it  ;  thn  maxim*  they  bold  retpectinc  it 
are  utterly  at  variance  with  Chriitiunity  und  with  honour,  for  if  Uicy 
receive  an  insult  they  aasoitiiinte,  and  this  not  so  much  lirom  vengeanoe 
as  from  fear  that,  if  Ihey  atit  not  bororrbsnd  with  their  enemy,  they  will 
themtvlvea  fall  victim*  to  hii  blow.

Amonfist  tlic  anecdote*  rtJated  by  Madanw  d'Aulnoy  of  M 
niece  of  Louu  lh«  Fourteenth,  n  one  on  which  baa  been  fottnded 
nmiamcci.  and  the  popular  tnodcm  thcatncol  fiecc  of  "  Ne  Toi 
i  Is  Baine,"  in  which  ihc  thotrs  Imw,  in  «HMc)uenoe  of  a  piece 
quated  court  utii^uetle,  the  youif  Kii^  was  nearly  tosii^  hia  briiOa? 
having  been  thrown  from  her  hone,  waa  dngsed  mxdc  diitaim 
any  knight  wa«  hardy  enough  to  risk  his  own  life  to  save  bcc^  it 
liigb  trcMon  to  touch  her;  u>d  «vai  htia  two  young  lotda  bad 
themteliiei,  the  Queen  was  obliged  to  entreat  Ibeir  pardon  on  her 
in  order  to  obviate  the  consequences  of  Uwir  senerous  act. 

fttadanc  d'Aulnoy  bu  also  written  "  Memoufof  tboCourtof  Enfclaod^ 
but  they  are  not  ao  amusing  as  tboee  fumidml  by  De  GRtmmonl.  n< 
to  »pcuk  of  Pcpya  aiid  many  othen  of  less  note.  The  Duke  of  Um 
mouth  is  the  hero  of  most  of  her  anecdotes,  but  there  ia  a  want 
reality  about  them,  which  deprives  them  of  iiitereot.  She  t«Uii  one  rtoi] 
of  a  meeting  ef  Buckingham  and  tlm  Dueben  of  Mooinouih  in  th«  Viak 
which  mifht  have  auggested  the  wcll-knewii  aotne  ia  the  "ifsniag 
of  Kiiprci."' 

T)in  most  cnlcrtaiiiiTig  part  of  these  anecdotes  is^  perhapc,  t)tc  extiUTV 
gant   manner  in  which  the  authoress  ipells  the  names  of  her   Ei 
duinicter*.     This  is  little  turpriaing  when  we  fit>d  tlio  very 
Fieitcli   novelists  (jititv  u  fur  from  the  real  ortbogniphy  of  our 
fiuckin]j:hain  ia  ipt^ll    Boui|uinkaiii,  certainly  iiot  a  very  bad   way 
convey  the  sound  <if  the  barbarous  word  lo  her  ear*. 

In  another  of  tier  profesaed  romanKv  sho  talk*  of  the  "  My  Lord 
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Duslw,"  of  Uie  palace  of  "Withalt"  uid  of  ttie  court  of  the  King  nt 
**  Uedelan:"  pcrliapa  tliU  !«  tuHiciunt  to  khovr  (hat  the  briefer  the  nottee 
oriHrEnf>li*h  rrininuccncci  the  better  for  Kii);li<li  rcadara.  TliRromaneo, 
however,  of  the  "  Conite  de  Warwick  "  usisted  La  Harpe  to  the  plot  of 
hia  tiBg«<l>.  and  might  have  lielped  more  than  one  dramatiit  al»o,  who 
have  gi*«n  a  fictiticmt  picture  of  tho  lore  of  Edward  and  th«  King-makvr 
for  Luiy  Klizsbeth  Grey. 

It  was  the  f&daon,  at  the  time  of  Madame  d'AuInoy,  lor  atmut  all 
writerf  uf  fiction  to  indulge  their  reader*  tn  childith  roirj'  talut,  too  tame 
•nd  tptritleax  in  genera]  to  excite  any  interest  in  the  nuncriei  of  the 
prciti-nt  day.  The  liuhionable  lounger  of  that  period,  howrvrr,  not  only 
radureil,  lut  diwovervd  in  thcin  a  chsnn  which  might  ntakc  on«  think 
they  were  under  the  »]iell  of  the  ftirie«,  for  the  merit  is  iiiviiible  to 
modern  undrrrtnndinga.  There  ia  no  end  to  the  conimon- place  imitntioiiR 
of  the  clivniintt  ori^inul  fniry  legend*  of  old,  which  iwver  Ims  their  Uutre 
and  delight  chifdren  in  all  oKes.  not  to  eay  at  all  egei. 

One  of  tlic  Ii-Ant  iniipid  of  thene  kind  of  talc*  hv  Madame  d'Aulney  i* 
called,  "  Ld  Belle  avx  Cheniix  d'Oi*"  The  deacnption  of  the  heroine  it 
pretty  : — 

"  Tliit  King'*  daughter  wn*  so  beautiful  that  the  waa  called  ■  The  Fair 
one  with  tlie  golden  hair,'  for  her  hur  wa*  finor  thai)  the  finett  gold, 
marvelloufly  fskir,  nil  waring  and  gilltiig  an  low  as  her  fuet.  She  alwaya 
appeaivd  with  her  hair  curling  in  tliia  manner,  hound  with  a  riictet 
of  flifwcra ;  her  robot  cinlirDideied  with  diam-mda  and  pcorli,  utd  ihe 
could  never  he  toea  witluiut  b«iiig  loved.  Sliu  tnX  on  a  throne  of  gold, 
ivory,  ami  ebony,  which  sent  &>nh  a  bnhny  odour,  and  the  ludiea  who 
■tuToundcd  her  playod  od  divera  iitHtrmiients  and  sang  tofHy,  in  a  manner 
m>t  to  di/Suth  any  ont" 

This  latter  virtue  in  the  attendant  ladle*  u  certainly  beyond  praiae  ; 
probably  the  sutlioreia  wrote  leelii^ly  in  her  deacription  after  a  noiay 
concert. 

Tlie  fairy  tale  of  "  Fortunee"  is  not  badly  told,  and  waa  eoandered  a 
iAe/-ii'a:utr<  at  the  timo,  but  it  ia  mcrcly  neOGesarj-  to  name  tboas  woriia 
which  are  far  inferior  to  her  letters,  tbo  latter  furming  her  daim  on  tlio 
noder'a  attention. 
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of  the  second  part  of  which  has  juat  been  lai 
excliuivcly  devoted  to  the  astTOnoinica]  portion  o 
henriTe  subject ;  and  bo  many  and  w  great  hav' 
late  years  in  that  department  of  nnence,  that  we 
some  of  the  principal  facts  may  not  be  uninterest 

Some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  rapid  strid 
recentlymakingin  astronomical  knowledge,  by  the 
volume  of  the  "  Cosmos"  appeared  in  1 845,  on 
supposed  to  consist  of  eleven  principal  planets/eigl 
and  a  vast  number  of  comets,  the  paths  of  oiw  hu 
had  been  calculated.

The  absence  of  water  is  another  pec 
not  resting  on  evidence  quite  so  conclusive,  hi 
the  ablest  astronomers  as  a  fact  already  sufficie 
recent  improvements  in  our  telescopes.     Those  ]

m'ufid  hy  Sir  Johu  HoTBcliel  that  its  heat  may  posiibly  excood  that  of 
ifii^ji  water  1 

,ltlf  th«  planvts  which,  like  ounelvea.  revolve  aroimd  the  cciilrnl 
luiiiiiutr^  of  our  ByBt«m,  tliera  ia  but  tiltlo  to  b«  *aid  that  is  not  either 
•IfMdjT  well-known  to  our  TL-udcm,  or  of  a  iiiittin;  too  piirvly  scientific  for 
«iir  preaenl  puiftocc  TIid  diacavery  of  Noptune  rnunt,  however,  ba 
mentioiinit  as  a  proof  of  tho  pioficicncy  that  nxlroitoinical  science  has  at 
preaintt  rcoclicd.  The  piunut  Uranus  vru  fuuiid  nut  to  occupy  the  place 
whicht  the<:irvtically,  it  ought  to  have  done,  and  in  1S46,  two  astro* 
nonwrs,  Adnmii  in  England  and  Le  Verrior  at  rniis,  calculated  independ- 
ently Uiat  aiiothcr  pluia-l  ought  to  cxiti,  whutu  attiaction  shoultl  ucctiunt 
for  the  diacnpancy.  M.  Le  Verricr'i  obsermtioiM  w«re  fonvardod  to  BI, 
Gallc  At  Berlin,  who  searched  tliu  h«iv«n*  in  the  direction  indicated, 
I  and,  within  one  degree  of  the  qnot  pointed  out  by  theory,  the  planet  wu 
ictually  diuovered. 

TliP  niiinrrous  other  plnnct*  which  have  been  recently  added  to  our 

list,  belong  without  exccpiiun  to  that   family  of  asteroids  or  snuJIer 

I  planeta,  of  which  four  w<re  discovered  in  the  beginning  of  the  prttscnt 

reeotuiT*     It  soecns  by  no  ineiMit  improbabU  tliat  th«y  all  originally

\  If  wo  now  turn  fniin  the  contemplation  of  the  planets  properly  ■» 
I  calkd  to  that  of  thoie  wonderful  and  imperfectly -know  11  bodies,  which 
|«re  deuominste  cemcli,  vm  (atl  the  sort  of  vxcltemeiit  that  a  sportiffi^ 
Imif^t  do  when,  after  trudging;  along  a  turnpike  road  at  vi^hl  inil)t« 
an  hour,  he  mounts  liis  lai'ourite  Rtred  and  dashes  serosa  the  country  &t 
the  top  of  fats  speed,  ready  fur  evtcything  that  inay  ofler  itself,  regurdless 
,  of  bU  obslacIoB  in  his  path,  and  pKfarcd  to  ruii  any  risk*  that  lie  may 
^tncur  by  so  lieadlong  &  coune. 

The  bodivB  lion-  iiinler  consSderatbn,  instead  of  revolring  uniformly  in 
'  tlie  mine  diaxtion,  with  a  reguhir  velocity,  in  otiits  almost  circular,  and 
I  situated  in  nearly  the  same  plaoo,  T(>mov»l  from  all  danger  of  mutual 
'  injury  or  eollimion,  appear  rsgardlcM  of  nil  aiieh  consideratjojts.     Revolv- 
ing in  orbits  of  every  degree  of  eccentricity,  tliey  are  now  txposcd  for  a 
brief  pmiod  to  a  scorchTng  heat,  of  which  we  can  fomi  no  canct>ption,  and 
B^iu  are  hurled  to  a  diilonoc  nunotc  from  sdl  light  and  l>eut,  wheT«  for 
hundreds  of  years  they  drag  their  slow  length  along,  till  the  ineritaUe 
pttriod  ngnin  recurs  when  they  are  once  more  Mimmoned  within   the 
pliuietaiy  circles.     But  even  tlicn,  when  wc  may  imagine  them  rejoicing 
in  ttieir  return  to  the  source  of  light  nnd  brat,  they  uit  liabk  to  disap- 
poiiitmi<nl,  and  to  a  total  change  in  their  movemenU  from  anything  they 
had  previously  experienecd.     Should  Uicy  incautiouily  approach  too  iic-ar 
to  one  of  tho  linger  planets,  cool  to  thcin,  their  fate  is  seainl,  the  dimlioa 
of  tlteii  motion  is  oltored,  and  tboy  way  v«y  possibly,  by  a  change 
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in  tbair  wb'it  from  an  elllpie  to  a  hjrperbolit,  be  R>r  erev  banUbed 
oar  ayi/ben.    U  ia  upon  record  that  one  of  the  cmnets  of  diDrtcr 
which  in«3e  its  noartst  araroadi  to  the  >un  in  1770,  and  ought 
have  doiK  M  in  1776  and  178:!,  boa  norci  bveii  since  Men  or 
In  1 7 7 6  it  no  douM  again  Ajtiiiooclwd  ttie  sun.  but  circumttAncv* 
it  invifliblfi  in  Ruropt,  but  in  1778,  ere  iti  period  of  revolution  waa 
completed.  It  piusM  ro  cloeo  to  JiipiUir  that  tho  sttnetioD  utgi' 
it  by  that  pUnct  was  tvro  hundn-d  ttme»  grtntor  than  that  of 
wid  nccetaaril^  defteeted  it  bo  moch  fimni  ita  eoune  that  it  bai  i ' 
quit«  impossible  to  roco^tn)  it.    "Jupiter  indcod*  Bir  John 
renmrkt,  "  aeemi  by  tome  tUange  btality  to  bo  o.iDntantly  in  the  iray 
thecometa.  And  to  t^m  u a  peqtetual  itumbling-blocktothem,"  ("Onl 
Knes  of  Astronomy,"  §  JS83.) 

The  great  coin«t  of  18't3,  whidi  mint  be  in  tlie  recollKtion  of  aS  on 
readetB,  apjprooched  the  sun  within  about  one-eeTontli  p«rt  of  bi«  o«n 
ndiuR.  To  give  tomo  idcn  of  thia  proximity,  it  may  bo  lufncien 
to  state  that  the  sun  muat  have  appeared  ntnrly  tnro  liaodrod  and  fbot 
times  l&rf;M  than  it  docs  to  n%,  and  th«  light  and  h«at  <Jvnv«]  frM 
it  more  than  forly-teveD  ihoiiiaLiid  timM  grvator.  At  Ibis  time  the  oom 
VSR  moving  with  the  velocity  of  three  hundred  and  liity-six 
second,  in  contrast  to  vrhich  wo  may  st&to  that  lb*  great  conoat  of 
has  been  calculated,  at  it*  furthest  distonct  from  tM  nin,  to  too 
litn/r£t  in  the  name  time.  But  the  most  rvmarkaUo  e»ent  in  eon 
with  the  hiilorj-  of  comets  n-Iiich  has  happei»ed  in  modem  tim^s,  I. 
place  in  184t),  when  a  well  known  comet  of  eniBll  period  was  ac' 
tis-n  before  tho  verj'  eyos  of  t)ie  utonished  slariputers  to  divide  into  t 
di(tiii«l  comets,  bolJi  of  v/hich  putaui-d  tlieir  ovm  paths,  sliehtly  ii 
ing  theJT  distance  from  each  othori  till  Llieir  lemotenest  tram  ll 
rendered  them  invisible.  Their  letumniBy  be  looked  for  early  in-' 
year,  by  which  time  it  hat  been  calculated  that  an  tntcrral  of  ab 
days  will  huve  taktin  place  between  tlicm,  and  moat  anxiously  will  I 
heavens  be  examined  at  that  time  to  atcmtsin,  if  poetiblc,  the  lequol 
«0  strange  a  ntory.  This  ia  the  comet  whose  orbit  uiteraccta  that  '~ 
earth  :  u  foci  whidi,  unless  some  change  Aould  take  place  in  it« 
must  render  a  coUtiion  sooner  or  later  itMritabU. 

Anoliier  curious  result  that  we  obtain  from  the  study  of  ths  comei 
niovcmt'nts,  is  tlio  ezisLeiKc  of  n  subtle  fluid  that  pcmdea  tfm», 
which,  subtle  as  it  is,  hai  ytt  auflicient  density  to  ex«reise  an  appr«el 
Sofluuiiee  on  the  movomc-nts  of  bodies,  that  th«in»elv«s  posasM  so  nnall 
tniisa  in  proportion  lu  their  volume.     It  has  been  BHCftainBd  that  tl 
period  at  which  Encke's  comet  returns  to  the  sun  is  ihorleaed  et  «rui 
revolution ;  a  fad  which  is  explained  by  tlie  supposition  of 
medium,  which  lessens  the  centrifu^  Ibroc.  and  tbui  incieoaw  ths 
of  tho  sun's  attraetion.    The  ultimate  result  must  be  that  the 
either  fall  into  the  tun  or  becomo  altogether  dissipated  by  his  i 
heat. 
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
